This is the word for “cross" in pa¬ 
pyrus 75. our oldest manuscript of 
Luke. It is found in this special form 
at Luke 9:23; 14:27; 24:7. 

If you spell out this Greek word, 
it is stauron. But the letters au are 
omitted and their omission is indi¬ 
cated by the line above the word. 
Then the r. which in Greek has the 
form of a p. is superimposed on the 
t so that we have a head suggesting 
a body on a cross. 

"Cross" is the only word in the 
manuscript selected for such a 
special design. The Savior, cruci¬ 
fied for us, is the reason why the 
Bible was written — 

and why it is here translated.

PREFACE 

The Holy Bible in the Language of Today, an American Translation by Dr. 
William F. Beck, has already been acclaimed by scholars as a readable and 
faithful translation of both Old and New Testament texts. The New Testament 
was published first in 1963; now it is possible to release the Old and New 
Testaments in one volume. 

Dr. Beck, well trained in both Hebrew and Greek, spent the major portion 
of his professional life translating the Bible, meticulously working through 
ancient manuscripts and newly discovered papyri to get the exact meaning 
from the original texts. The results of his labors are immediately apparent in 
this translation into simple, precise English. 

William F. Arndt, noted New Testament scholar and co-translator of A 
Greek-Eng/ish Lexicon of the New Testament, calls Dr. Beck’s translation a 
grand piece of work. Other scholars have echoed this commendation. 

Dr. Beck was not content to confine his translation to the textus receptus 
of the beloved King James Version. Rather, he diligently compared many of 
the 5,000 manuscripts of the New Testament, including recent discoveries 
which have illuminated the meaning of the sacred text. He examined every 
scrap of lexicographical, grammatical, and archaeological evidence. 

The passion of the translator’s life was to make God’s Word clear to 
everyone, to tell the gospel message in such a way that no one can fail to 
understand it. His goal was “to have God talk to the hearts of people in their 
language.” 

Dr. Beck completed his translation of the Old Testament in 1966, the year 
of his death. From 1971 to 1975, Dr. Elmer B. Smick, Professor of Old Testament 
at Gordon-Conweil Theological Seminary, South Hamilton, Massachusetts, and 
Dr. Erich H. Kiehl of Concordia Seminary, St. Louis, carefully went over Dr. 
Beck’s translation, making both stylistic alterations and changes dictated by 
the latest manuscript evidence. 

Dr. Beck appreciated the warmth and earthiness of the ancient Hebrew 
as well as the Koine Greek of the New Testament, the street language of the 
people, and he and his scholarly collaborators sought to render Holy Scripture 
into equivalent English idiom. As the Lord Jesus took on human flesh to identify 
Himself with needy men, so the Bible, as Dr. Beck envisioned it, must speak 
to us with our Lord’s vital touch. The translators also realized the international 
significance of the English language, which over 250 million people now employ 
as their mother tongue and which 600 million more can understand. 

In addition to the labors of Professors Smick and Kiehl, the final task of 
preparing Dr. Beck’s manuscript for publication fell to the Revs. Herman Otten 
and Phillip B. Giessler. In addition, suggestions were made by such scholars 
as Walter A. Maier, Jr., Robert D. Preus, Martin H. Scharlemann, Raymond 
F. Surburg, James Voelz, Harold Buis, G. Waldemar Degner, Robert Hoerber, 
Horace Hummel, and Oswald Skov.

8 ’God thought of Noah and ev¬ 
ery wild and tame animal 
with him in the ark, and so God 
made a wind blow over the earth, 
and the water went down. 2 The 
springs of the deep and the windows 
of heaven were closed, and the 
rain pouring from the sky was 
stopped. 3 Little by little the waters 
continued to leave the earth, so that 
at the end of the 150 days 4 the ark 
rested on the mountains of Ararat 
on the 17th day of the seventh 
month. s The waters got less and 
less till the 10th month; on the first 
day of the 10th month the tops of the 
mountains could be seen. 

'After 40 days Noah opened the 
window he made in the ark, 7 and 
he let a crow fly out. It flew back 
and forth till the water on the 
ground dried up. 0 Meanwhile he 
let a dove fly away to find out if 
the waters on the ground had gone 
down. e But when the dove couldn’t 
find a place to set her foot because 
there was water all over the earth, 
she came back to him to the ark, and 
he put out his hand and took her 
back into the ark with him. 

'“After waiting another 7 days, he 


again let the dove fly out of the 
ark. “The dove came to him to¬ 
ward evening, and there in her beak 
was the fresh-plucked leaf of an 
olive tree! Then Noah knew the 
waters had gone down on the earth. 

“After waiting another 7 days he 
let the dove fly out once more, but 
she didn’t come back to him again. 

n By the first day of the first month 
of the 601st year of Noah the waters 
on the ground had dried up. Then 
Noah took off the roof of the ark. 
looked out, and saw the ground was 
dry. “On the 27th day of the 
second month the ground was dry. 

“Then God spoke to Noah: 
““Come out of the ark with your 
wife, your sons, and your sons' 
wives. “Bring out with you every 
kind of living being that is there with 
you, birds, animals, and everything 
that moves on the earth, and let 
them spread out on the earth, have 
young, and multiply on the earth.” 

“Noah went out with his sons, his 
wife, and his sons’ wives. “All the 
animals, all the creeping things, and 
all the birds, everything that moved 
on the earth, went out of the ark 
according to their families. 

20 Noah built an altar to the LORD 
and took some of every kind of clean 
animal and every kind of clean bird 
and made a burnt offering on the 
altar. “When the LORD smelled 
the pleasant odor. He said to 
Himself, “Never again will I curse 
the ground on account of man al¬ 
though man's thoughts are evil 
from his youth, and never again will 
I kill every living thing as 1 
did. "As long as the earth stands, 
sowing and harvesting, cold and 
heat, summer and winter, day and 
night will not stop." 
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The Covenant 

God blessed Noah and his 
sons. “Have children and be¬ 
come many and fill the earth," He 
told them. 2 ‘'All the animals on 
earth and all the birds in the air, 
that is, everything that moves on the 
ground, as well as all the fish in the 
sea. will fear you and be terrified by 
you. You are given control over 
them. 3 You may eat anything that 
lives and moves. I have given you all 
of them as I have given you the green 
plants. 4 But don’t eat meat in 
which there is life, that is, blood. 
s And I will certainly punish 
anyone, animal or man, who pours 
out your blood and kills you; I will 
punish anyone who kills another. 
fi If anyone kills a man, he should be 
killed by a man because God made 
man like Himself. 7 But you are to 
have many children, spread out. and 
become many on the earth." 

B God told Noah and his sons: 9 "I 
am making My covenant with you 
and your children after you ,0 and 
with every living being that is with 
you: birds, domestic animals, and all 
wild animals that are with you, as 
many as came out of the ark, yes, all 
the animals on earth. "I will keep 
My covenant with you: Never again 
will the waters of a flood destroy 
every living being; never again will 
there be a flood to destroy the 
world." 

12 God said: "This is the sign of the 
covenant I am making with you and 
every living being that is with you, 
for all ages to come: ,3 I have put 
My rainbow in the clouds to be a 
sign of the covenant between Me 
and the world. "Whenever I bring 
clouds over the earth and the rain¬ 
bow is seen in the clouds, ,5 then I 
will remember My covenant with 


you and every living being of every 
kind of flesh: Never again will the 
waters become a flood and destroy 
every living thing. ,6 When the 
rainbow is in the clouds, I will see it 
and remember there’s an everlast¬ 
ing covenant between God and every 
living being of every kind of flesh on 
earth. ’’That," God told Noah, "is 
the sign of the covenant I am making 
with everything that lives on earth.” 

Noah's Curse and Blessing 

,8 Noah’s sons, who came out of 
the ark, were Shem. Ham, and 
Japheth. And Ham was the father of 
Canaan. ,9 These were Noah’s 
three sons from whom came the 
people who spread out all over the 
earth. 

20 Noah started as a farmer and 
planted a vineyard. 2 ’He drank 
some wine and got drunk and un¬ 
covered himself in his tent. 22 When 
Ham. Canaan’s father, saw his 
naked father, he told his two 
brothers about it outside. 

23 But Shem and Japheth took the 
outer garment and, laying it over 
their shoulders, walked backwards 
and covered their naked father. 
With their faces turned away they 
didn’t see their naked father. 

24 Noah woke up from his wine and 
found out what his youngest son had 
done to him. 25 Then Noah said, 
"Cursed be Canaan; he will be 
the lowest slave to his brothers." 
26 And he added: "Blessed be the 
LORD, the God of Shem. Canaan will 
be his slave. 27 May God make room 
for Japheth, and may he live in the 
tents of Shem; and let Canaan be his 
slave." 

2e Noah lived 350 years after the 
flood. 29 And Noah lived to be 950 
and then he died. 
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Descendants of Noah s Sons 

The following are the de¬ 
scendants of Noah's sons. 
Shem, Ham, and Japheth, who were 
born to them after the flood. 

z Japheth*s sons were Gomer. 
Magog, Madai, Javan, Tubal, 
Meshek, and Tiras. 3 Gomer’s sons 
were Ashkenaz, Riphath, and 
Togarmah. 4 Javan’s descendants 
were Elishah, Tarshish, the people 
of Cyprus and of Rhodes. h 5 From 
these the maritime nations spread 
out in their countries, each 
according to his language, 
according to their families in their 
nations. 

6 Ham's sons were Cush, Egypt. 
Put. and Canaan. 7 Cush's sons 
were Seba, Havilah, Sabtah. 
Raamah, and Sabteca. And 
Raamah’s sons were Sheba and 
Dedan. 8 Cush was the father of 
Nimrod. He began to be a great man 
on the earth. 9 He was a great 
hunter before the LORD, and so 
people said, “Like Nimrod, a great 
hunter before the LORD." ‘°Nim- 
rod began his kingdom with Baby¬ 
lon. Erek, and Accad, all of them in 
the country of Babylonia. ’’From 
that country he went out to Assyria 
and built Nineveh. Rehoboth-ir and 
Calah, ,z and Resen, which was a 
great city, between Nineveh and 
Calah. ,3 From Egypt came the 
people of Lud, Anam. Lehab, 
Naphtuh, ,4 Pathrus. Casluh (from 
these came the Philistines), and 
Caphtor. ,s Canaan's first son was 
Sidon, and then he had Heth. '“also 
the Jebusites. the Amorites, the 
Girgashites, ,7 the Hivites. the 
Arkites. the Sinites, ,fl the Arva- 
dites. the Zemarites. the Hamath- 


ites. Later the Canaanite families 
spread out ,9 till the territory of the 
Canaanites extended from Sidon 
toward Gerar as far as Gaza and 
toward Sodom, Gomorrah, Admah. 
and Zeboiim as far as Lasha. 
20 These were Ham’s sons according 
to their families and languages, in 
their countries and nations. 

zl Shem, Japheth’s older brother, 
also had children, being the an¬ 
cestor of all the sons of Eber.' 
2 z Shem's sons were Elam. Asshur. 
Arpachshad, Lud, and Aram. 
“Aram's sons were Uz. Hub Gether. 
and Mash. Z4 Arpachshad had a 
son named Shelah. and Shelah had a 
son named Eber. 2S Eber had two 
sons; the name of the one was Peleg.i 
because in his days the earth was 
divided: and his brother's name was 
Joktan. Z8 Joktan was the father of 
Almodad, Sheleph. Hazar-maveth. 
Jerah, 27 Hadoram. Uzal, Diklah. 
2 ®Obal. Abimael, Sheba, 29 0phir. 
Havilah. and Jobab. All these were 
foktan's sons. 30 They lived from 
Mesha toward Sephar, as far as the 
eastern mountains. 3 ‘These were 
Shem's descendants according to 
their families and languages in their 
countries according to their nations. 

3Z These were the families of 
Noah’s sons according to their 
descent among the nations. And 
from these the nations branched out 
in the world after the flood. 

The Con/usion of Languages 

n The whole world talked 
one language with the 
same words. z As people traveled 
in the east, they found a plain in the 
country of Babylonia and lived 
there. 

’"Come,” they said to one

another, “let us make bricks, and let 
us burn them hard.” They used 
bricks for stones and asphalt for 
mortar. 

4 Then they said. “Come, let us 
build a city for ourselves and a 
tower with its top in the sky, and 
let’s make ourselves famous to keep 
from getting scattered all over the 
earth.” 

5 The LORD came down to see the 
city and the tower the people 
built. fi "Look, one people!” the 
LORD said. “And they all talk one 
language. And this is only the begin¬ 
ning of what they’ll do. Now nothing 
they plan to do will be too hard for 
them. 7 Come, let Us go down and 
there confuse their language, so that 
nobody can understand what the 
other one is saying." 

B So the LORD scattered them from 
there all over the earth, and they 
had to stop building the city. 9 This 
is why it was called Babylon, 
because the LORD there made a 
babble of the language of the whole 
world. And from that place the 
LORD scattered them all over the 
earth. 

Shem to Abram 

"’The following are Shem’s 
descendants. Shem was 100 when 
he became the father of Arpachshad 
2 veers after the flood. "After 
Arpachshad was born. Shem lived 
500 years and had sons and 
daughters. 

"When Arpachshad was 35. he 
became the father of Shelah. "Af¬ 
ter Shelah was born, Arpachshad 
lived 403 years and had sons and 
daughters. 

"When Shelah was 30. he became 
the father of Eber. "After Eber 
was born. Shelah lived 403 years 


and had sons and daughters. 

"When Eber was 34, he became 
the father of Peleg. ,7 After Peleg 
was born, Eber lived 430 years and 
had sons and daughters. 

"When Peleg was 30, he became 
the father of Reu. "After Reu was 
born, Peleg lived 209 years and had 
sons and daughters. 

“When Reu was 32, he became 
the father of Serug. 2, After Serug 
was born. Reu lived 207 years and 
had sons and daughters. 

“When Serug was 30. he became 
the father of Nahor. “After Nahor 
was born, Serug lived 200 years and 
had sons and daughters. 

“When Nahor was 29, he became 
the father of Terah. “After Terah 
was born, Nahor lived 119 years and 
had sons and daughters. 

“When Terah was 70, he be¬ 
came the father of Abram, Nahor, 
and Haran. 27 The following are 
Terah’s descendants. Terah was the 
father of Abram, Nahor, and Haran, 
and Haran was the father of Lot. 
“While his father Terah was with 
him. Haran died in Ur of the 
Chaldeans, in the country of his 
relatives. 

“Abram and Nahor married. The 
name of Abram's wife was Sarai. 
and the name of Nahor’s wife was 
Milcah, the daughter of Haran. who 
was the father of Milcah and 
Iscah. “Sarai was barren; she had 
no children. 

"Terah took his son Abram, his 
grandson Lot, Haran’s son. and his 
daughter-in-law Sarai. the wife of 
his son Abram, and together they 
left Ur of the Chaldeans to go to the 
country of Canaan. But when they 
came to Haran, they lived there. 

12 Terah lived to be 205 and then 
died in Haran. 
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In the Promised Land 

The LORD said to Abram, 

“Leave your land, your 
relatives, and your father’s home, 
and go to a land I will show you. 

2 I will make you a great nation. I 
will bless you and give you a great 
name, and you will be a blessing. “I 
will bless those who bless you, and 
curse anyone who curses you, and in 
you all the people in the world will 
be blessed." 

4 Abram went as the LORD told 
him, and Lot went with him. Abram 
was 75 when he left Haran. 
5 Abram took his wife Sarai, his 
brother’s son Lot, all the property 
they had gotten and the persons 
they had added in Haran, and they 
left to go to the land of Canaan. 

When they came to Canaan,

6 Abram traveled through the a* 6 ** 2 * 
country to the place at Shechem, as 4 
far as the oak of Moreh. The 
Canaanites were then in the 
country. 

’The LORD appeared to Abram. 

“I'm going to give this land to 
your descendants," He said. Abram 
built an altar for the LORD, who had 
appeared to him. 

“Then he moved away to the hills 
east of Bethel, and he put up his tent 
there with Bethel on the west and Ai 
on the east, and there he built an 
altar to the LORD and called on the 
LORD’S name. 9 Again he moved, 
and he kept on moving toward the 
Negeb. 

Abram in Egypt 

,0 Then there was a famine in the 
land, and the famine was so 
severe that Abram went down to 
Egypt to stay there awhile. “When 
he was almost in Egypt, Abram told 
his wife Sarai, “I know you’re a 


beautiful woman. ,2 When the 
Egyptians see you, they’ll say, ‘This 
is his wife,’ and they’ll kill me but let 
you live. ‘“Please say you're my 
sister, so that I’ll get along well) 
because of you and stay alive thanks 
to you." 

“When Abram came to Egypt, the 
Egyptians saw the woman was very 
beautiful. ,s And when Pharaoh’s 
officers saw her, they praised her to 
Pharaoh, and the woman was taken 
to Pharaoh's palace. ,6 For her 
sake he treated Abram well, and 
Abram got flocks and herds, male 
donkeys, men and women slaves, 
female donkeys, and camels. 

,7 But the LORD inflicted great 
diseases on Pharaoh and his 
household on account of Saraij 
Abram’s wife. ’“Then Pharaoh 
summoned Abram. “What did you 
do to me?” he asked. “Why didn’t 
you tell me she’s your wife? 19 Why 
did you say, ‘She’s my sister,’ and let 
me take her to be my wife? Well,! 
there’s your wife; take her and get 
out.’’ 

’"Then Pharaoh gave his men 
orders about him, and they escorted 
him, his wife, and everything he had 
out of the country. 

Lot Leaves Abram 

So Abram left Egypt with 1 

his wife and everythingi 

he had and went to the Negeb, and 

Lot went with him. ’Abram was 1 
very rich in cattle and silver and 
gold. “Moving from place to place, 
he went from the Negeb as far as 
Bethel, to the place between Bethel 
and Ai where his tents had been the 
first time, 4 the place where he had 
first made the altar, and there 

Abram called on the LORD’S name. 

“Lot, who went with Abram, also 
had flocks, herds, and tents. “And! 
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the land couldn't support them if 
thev lived together, because they 
had too much livestock to be able to 
live together. 7 The men who 
watched Abram’s herds quarreled 
with those who watched Lot’s herds. 
And the Canaanites and Perizzites 
were also living in the country at 
that time. 

"“Please let’s have no quarrel,” 
Abram told Lot, “between me and 
vnu or between my herdsmen and 
vours. because we’re related. 
“Doesn't the whole land lie before 
vou? Please move away from me. If 
vou go left. I’ll go right, and if you go 
right. I’ll go left.” 

'“Then Lot looked and saw how 
the whole Iordan valley was well 
watered all the way to Zoar (before 
the LORD destroyed Sodom and 
Gomorrah); it was like the LORD’S 
garden or like the land of Egypt. 
"So Lot chose the whole Jordan 
valley for himself. He moved 
eastward, and so they parted from 
each other. ,2 Abram lived in the 
land of Canaan while Lot lived in the 
cities of the valley, and he moved his 
tents as far as Sodom. ,5 The men of 
Sodom were wicked, sinning against 
the LORD in the worst way. 

"After Lot moved away from 
Abram, the LORD said to Abram: 
“Look around, and from where you 
are turn north, south, east, and 
west, ,5 because all the land you 
can see I will give you and your 
descendants forever. ,6 I will give 
vou many descendants, like the dust 
on the ground. If anyone could count 
the dust af the ground, your descen¬ 
dants might also be counted. 17 Ga 
and travel through the length and 
breadth of the land, because I will 
give it to you.” 

“’Abram moved his tents and went 
to live by the oaks of Mamre at 


Hebron, and there he built an altar 
to the LORD. 

Abram Rescues Lot 

When Amraphel was king 
of Babylonia, Arioch king 
of Ellasar, Chedorlaomer king of 
Elam, and Tidal king of Nations, 
2 they went to war against Bera. king 
of Sodom, Birsha, king of Gomorrah, 
Shinab, king of Admah, Shemeber, 
king of Zeboiim, and the king of Bela 
(Zoar). 3 All these gathered as 
allies in the valley of Siddim, now 
the Salt Sea. 4 For 12 years they 
had been subject to Chedorlaomer, 
and in the 13th year they re¬ 
belled. 5 In the 14th year Chedorla¬ 
omer and the kings who were with 
him came and defeated the Rep- 
haites at Ashteroth-karnaim, the 
Zuzites at Ham, the Emites in the 
Act« 7 : 5 ; plain of Kiriathaim, 6 and the 
(qi 3 :i6> Horites in the hill country of Seir, 
going as far as El-paran, near the 
desert. ’Turning there, they came 
to the Fountain of Justice (Kadesh), 
and they defeated the whole 
territory of the Amalekites and also 
the Amorites living at Hazazon- 
tamar. 

Then the king of Sodom, the king 
of Gomorrah, the king of Admah, the 
king of Zeboiim, and the king of Bela 
(Zoar) went out and marched into 
battle against them in the valley of 
Siddim, 9 against Chedorlaomer, 
king of Elam, Tidal, king of Nations, 
Amraphel, king of Babylonia, and 
Arioch, king of Ellasar, five kings 
against four. ,0 The valley of 
Siddim was full of asphalt pits, and 
as the kings of Sodom and Gomorrah 
were fleeing, they fell into them, and 
the rest fled to the hills. 

“The enemy took all the livestock 
and all the food in Sodom and 
Gomorrah and left. ,2 As they left. 
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they also carried off Lot and his 
livestock. He, the son of Abram’s 
brother, had been living in Sodom. 

,5 One who escaped came and told 
Abram the Hebrew, who was living 
by the oaks of Mamre the Amorite. a 
brother of Eshcol and Aner. 
Abram’s allies. 

l4 When Abram heard that his 
nephew had been captured, he 
called out his 310 trained men, born 
in his own household, and pursued 
the enemy as far as Dan. ,5 He and 
his men divided their forces and at¬ 
tacked them at night, defeated them, 
and pursued them as far as Hobah, 
north of Damascus. ,6 He brought 
back all the livestock and also 
brought back his nephew Lot and his 
livestock with the women and the 
other people. 

,7 After Abram had defeated 
Chedorlaomer and the kings with 
him and had come back, the king of 
Sodom came to the valley of the 
Plain (which is the king’s valley) to 
meet him. ,8 Then Melchizedek, 
king of Salem and priest of God Mast 
High, brought out bread and wine 
l9 and blessed Abram. “May God 
Mast High, Maker of heaven and 
earth, bless Abram,” he said. 
20 “and blessed be God Most High, 
who put your enemies in your 
hands.” 

Abram gave him a tenth of 
everything. 

2, The king of Sodom said to 
Abram, “Give me the people, but 
keep the livestock for yourself.” 

22 “I have raised my hand to the 
LORD. God Most High, Maker of 
heaven and earth." Abram an¬ 
swered the king of Sodom.. 23 “and 
I’ve sworn not to take even a thread 
or a shoestring. I won’t take any¬ 
thing that’s yours, so you can’t say. 
‘I made Abram rich.' 24 Nothing 


except what the men have eaten and 
what belongs to the men who went 
with me: Aner, Eshcol, and Mamre; 
let them lake their share.” 

Promise and Covenant 

After this the LORD 
spoke to Abram in a 
vision. “Don’t be afraid. Abram.” 
He said. “I am your Shield. Your 
reward is very great.” 

2 “Lord GOD.” Abram asked, 
“what will You give me? I'm leaving 
no children, and Eliezer of Damas¬ 
cus will get the property of my 
household. 3 You have given me no 
children,” Abram added, “so a 
member of my household will get my 
property.” 

4 “He will not get it.” the LORD 
14 told him, “but your own child will 
get your property.” 5 Then He took 
« him outside. “Now look at the sky,” 
s Im tilts He said, “and count the stars if you 
*■ can.” Then He told him. That is 
how many descendants you will 
have." 

*Abram believed the LORD, and so 
the LORD counted it to him as 
righteousness. 

7 “I am the LORD,” He told him. 
“who brought you out of Ur of the 
Chaldeans to give you this land to he 
your own.” 

8 “Lord GOD,” he asked, “how can 
I be sure I will get it?” 

®“Get Me a three-year-old cow.” 
He told him, “a three-year-old she- 
goat, a three-year-old ram, a tur¬ 
tledove, and a young pigeon.” 

,0 He got all these for Him. Then he 
cut each animal into halves and laid 
each half against the other; but he 
didn't cut the birds in pieces. "The 
birds of prey came down on the 
meat of the animals, but Abram 
drove them away. 

l2 As the sun was going down. 
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Abram fell into a deep sleep. A great 
darkness came over him and 
terrified him. 

n “You should know.” God told 
Abram, “your descendants will be 
strangers in a country not their own. 
where they will be slaves and be 
mistreated four hundred years. 

M But I will punish the people they 
will serve, and after that they will 
leave and take much property with 
them. l5 You yourself will die in 
peace and be buried at a ripe old 
age. ,6 The fourth generation will 
come back here—not till then will 
the sin of the Amorites have run its 
course." 

' 7 After the sun had gone down and 
it was very dark, there was a 
smoking firepot and a flaming torch 
that passed between those pieces. 

,a On that day the LORD made a i 2 R»«:ii 
covenant with Abram. “To your 11-14 1 ? 7 
descendants.” He said. “I will give ISUIS! 6 
this land from the river of Egypt to 1812 
the great river Euphrates: ,9 the 
Kenites, Kenizzites. Kadmonites,

Hagar 

Abram and his wife Sarai 
had no children. Sarai 
had an Egyptian maid by the name 
of Hagar. 2 So Sarai said to Abram. 

"Since the LORD didn’t let me have 
any children, marry my maid. 

Maybe she can give me a son.” 

Abram did what Sarai told 
him. 'After Abram had lived in 
Canaan 10 years. Sarai. Abram's 
wife, took Hagar, her Egyptian 
maid, and gave her to her husband 
Abram to be a wife. 4 He lay with

Hagar, and she conceived. When 
she saw she was going to have a 
child, she despised her mistress.

Now that she 
sees she’s going to have a child, she 
despises me. May the LORD decide 
whether I am wrong or you.” 

6 “Your maid is in your hands,” 
Abram told Sarai. “Do what you like 
with her.” Then Sarai mistreated 
her so that she ran away. 

7 The LORD’S Angel found her at a 
spring of water in the desert, the 
spring on the way to Shur. 
B ”Hagar, Sarai’s maid,” He said, 
“where did you come from, and 
where are you going?” 

“I’m running away,” she an¬ 
swered, “from my mistress Sarai.” 

9 “Go back to your mistress,” the 
LORD’S Angel told her, “and humbly 
submit to her.” ’“The LORD’S 
Angel added: “I will give you many 
descendants, too many to be 
counted.” “Then the LORD’S 
Angel told her: “You’re going to 
have a child; you’ll have a son, and 
you’ll call him Ishmael because the 
LORD heard your cry of distress. 
12 He will be like a wild donkey; his 
hand will be against everybody, and 
everybody’s hand will be against 
him. He will live in defiance of all his 
relatives.” 

“She gave the LORD who talked to 
her the name El-roi, k because she 
said, “Have I here really seen the 
back of Him who cares for me?”

l5 Hagar bore a son for Abram, 
and his son that Hagar bore him 
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Abram called Ishmael. ,6 Abram 
was 86 when Hagar bore him 
Ishmael. 

The Covenant Reaffirmed 

When Abram was 99. the 
LORD appeared to him. “I 
am God Almighty,” He told Abram. 
“Live before Me and be perfect. 
2 And I will make My covenant with 
you. and I will make you the father 
of very many people.” 

3 Then Abram bowed down to the 
ground, and God told him: 4 “Thisis 
My covenant with you: You will be 
the father of many nations, 5 and 
you will no more be called Abram 
but Abraham,™ because I made you 
a father of many nations. 6 I will 
give you very many descendants and 
make nations of you, and kings will 
come from you.

9 Sarah saw that the son of 
Abraham and Hagar the Egyptian 
was mocking. ,0 ”Get rid of that 
slave and her son,” she told 
Abraham, "because that slave s son 
must not get a part of what my son 
Isaac inherits.” 

ll Abraham didn't like this at all 
because of his son Ishmael. “But 
God told Abraham, ‘‘Don't feel bad 
about the boy and your slave 
woman. Do everything Sarah tells 
you, because Isaac’s children will be 
called your children. “Also the 
slave woman’s son I will make a 
nation because he's your child.”

"Go to the 
country of Moriah, and sacrifice him 
there as a burnt offering on one of 
the hills I will point out to you." 

3 Early the next morning Abraham 
harnessed his donkey. He took two 
of his servants and his son Isaac 
with him. He cut the wood for the 
burnt offering. Then he started out 
for the place God told him about. 


4 On the third day Abraham looked 
and saw the place in the dis¬ 
tance. 5 Then Abraham said to his 
servants, "Stay here with the 
donkey. I and the boy will go over 
there and worship. Then we’ll come 
back to you." 

ft Abraham took the wood for the 
burnt offering and laid it on his son 
Isaac while he took the fire and the 
knife in his hands. And both were 
walking together. 

7 Then Isaac said to his father, 
"My father." 

"Yes, my son," he answered. 

"We have the fire and the wood," 
said Isaac, "but where is the sheep 
for the burnt offering?"

Sarah Dies 

Sarah lived to be 127 
2 and died in Kiriath- 
arba, which is Hebron, in Canaan. 
Abraham went in to mourn and 
'Aeep for Sarah. 

"After bowing over the face of his 
J ead wife, Abraham got up and said 
to the Hittites, *“l'm living as a 
foreigner with you. Let me have a 
burial place with you where I can 
bury my dead." 

The Hittites answered Abra¬ 
ham, ‘‘‘Now listen to us, my lord. 
You are a prince of God among us. 


Bury your dead one in the best of 
our burial places. None of us will 
refuse to let you bury your dead one 
in his burial place.” 

’Abraham got up and bowed 
before the Hittites, the people of the 
country. 8 “If you want to let me 
bury my dead one,” he told them, 
“do as I say, and urge Ephron, 
Zohar’s son, for me “to let me have 
the cave of Machpelah that he has 
at the edge of his land. He should 
sell it to me for its full price as a 
burial place among you.” 

’“Ephron was sitting among the 
Hittites. Ephron the Hittite an¬ 
swered Abraham while all the Hit¬ 
tites who used to go into the gate of 
the town listened: ““No. my lord, 
listen to me.

I’m paying you the price 
of the field; take it from me. and I’ll 
bury my dead one there.” 

““Sir, listen to me,” “Ephron 
answered Abraham. ,5 ‘‘The land is 
worth four hundred shekels of 
silver—what is that between us? 
Bury your dead!” 

'“Abraham did as Ephron sug¬ 
gested: he weighed out to Ephron the 
sum he stated while the Hittites 
were listening, 400 shekels of silver 
according to the standard weight of 
the merchant. “And so Ephron’s 
field at Machpelah, east of Mamre. 
with the cave in it and all the trees 
on the whole area of the field were 
sold ,8 to Abraham and became his 
property in the sight of all the Hit¬ 
tites who used to come into the gate 
of the town. 
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,B After this, Abraham buried his 
wife Sarah in the cave in the field of 
Machpelah, east of Mamre, which is 
Hebron, in Canaan. 20 And the field 
with Ihe cave in it, which once 
belonged to the Hittites, now con¬ 
tinued to be Abraham’s property for 
a burial place. 

A Wife for Isaac 

Abraham was old and far 
along in years, and the 
LORD had blessed Abraham in 
every way. 

2 Then Abraham told the oldest 
servant of his household, who 
managed everything he had, “Please 
put your hand under my thigh, 
3 and I’ll have you swear by the 
LORD, the God of the heavens and 
the God of the earth, you will not get 
my son a wife from the daughters of 
the Canaanites among whom I’m 
living 4 but will go to my country 
and my relatives and there get a 
wife for my son Isaac.” 

5 “Suppose the woman doesn’t 
want to come away with me to this 
country,” the servant asked him. 
“Should I then take your son back to 
the country you came from?” 

6 “Oh, no, don’t take my son back 
there,” Abraham told him. 7 “The 
LORD, the God of the heavens, who 
took me from my father’s home and 
the country of my relatives, who 
talked to me and swore to me, ‘I will 
give this country to your descen¬ 
dants,' will send His angel ahead of 
you, and you will get a wife there for 
my son. “And if the woman doesn’t 
want to come back with you, you’re 
not bound anymore by what you 
swear to me; only don’t take my son 
back there.”

“Please 
give me a little drink from your jar,” 
he asked her. 

‘““Drink, sir,” she said, and 
quickly lowering her jar to her hand, 
she gave him a drink. ‘“When 
she finished giving him a drink, she 
said, “I will also draw water for 
your camels till they finish drink¬ 
ing.”

'Abraham gave Isaac everything 
he had. '’And to his concubines’ 
suns Abraham gave presents and 
while he was still living sent them 
away from Isaac to the countries of 
lhe east. 

Abraham Dies 

'Abraham was 175 "when he 
died. He died at a ripe old age after 
a long and full life and was laid 
awav with his people. 9 His sons 
Knac and Ishmael buried him in the 
rave of Machpelah in the field east 
of Mamre that had belonged to 
Ephron. son oT Zohar the Hittite, 
"’the field Abraham bought from the 
riilIites. There Abraham was buried 
with his wife Sarah. 

‘’After Abraham died. God 
blessed his son Isaac. Isaac lived 
near Beer-lahai-roi. 

Jshmae/'s Descendants 

' These are the descendants of 
Ishmael. the son of Abraham and 
Hagar. Sarah’s Egyptian maid. 

These are the names of Ishmael’s 
sons in the order of their birth: 
Nebaioth. Ishmael’s firstborn, 
hedar. Adbeel, Mibsam. M Mish- 
ma. Dumah. Massa. ’'Hadad. 
Tema. Jetur. Naphish. and Kede- 
m«ih. "These were Ishmael’s sons, 
and these were their names accord¬ 
ing to their villages and camps —12 
leaders of their tribes. 

' Ishmael was 137 when he died 
and was laid away with his people. 

,H His descendants lived in the 
area from Havilah to Shur. which is 


near Egypt, to the border of Asshur. 
They fought with all their relatives.

But Jacob was an 
orderly man. living in tents. ’"Isaac 
loved Esau because he liked to eat the 
meat of wild animals, but Rebekah 
loved Jacob. 

2H Once Jacob was cooking some 
food when Esau came in from the 
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field, feeling exhausted. '"‘’Please 
let me swallow some of that red food 
there — I'm exhausted." Esau told 
Jacob. This is why his name was 
Edom . 1 

"‘‘First sell me your rights as the 
oldest son," u Jacob answered. 

12 ‘Tm going to die." Esau said. 
‘‘Then what good are my rights to 
me?" 

""Swear to me first," Jacob said. 
Esau swore to him, and he so Id hi s 
birthright to Jacob. 

"Jacob gave Esau bread and 
lentils he had cooked. He ate and 
drank, got up. and went away. And 
so Esau thought little of his right as 
the firstborn.

"He was more and more 
successful till he became a very rich 
man. "owning flocks and herds 
and many servants. 

The Philistines envied him. "and 
they stopped up all the wells dug by 
the servants of his father Abraham 
while he was alive, and they filled 
them with dirt. 

,h "Leave us." Abimelech told 
Isaac, "because you're much too 
strong for us." "Isaac left and 
camped in the valiey of Gerar 1 and 
lived there. 



u When the father died, the oldest son became head of the family and generally 
got twice as much of the inheritance as each of the other children (Deut. 21:15- 
17). Here this also meant God's promise to Abraham would be fulfilled through 
Jacob as the ancestor of Jesus and inheritor of Canaan. 
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"Isaac again dug the wells dug in 
the time of his father Abraham (the 
Philistines had stopped (hem up 
alter Abraham's death) and gave 
them (he same names his father 
gave them. 

“"Isaac’s servants dug in the 
vallev and found a well of running 
water there. ’"Then the herdsmen 
(mm Gerar quarreled wilh Isaac’s 
herdsmen, saving. ’’This water is 
ours!” Because thev quarreled with 
him.

,8 Hamor and his son Shechem 
liked their suggestion. ,9 And the 
young man went ahead with il 
without delay because he liked 
Jacob’s daughter, and he was the 
most honored person in all his 
father’s family. 

20 Hamor and his son Shechem 
went to the town gate to talk to the 
men of their town. ’’“These men 
are our friends,” they said. “They 
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will live and trade in the country. 
Von see (here is plenty of room for 
them in the land. We ll marry their 
daughters and let them marry 
ours. ''The men are ready to live 
with us and be one people on only 
one condition: that every one of our 
males be circumcised as they 
are. -'Won't their stock, their 
property, and all their animals be 
ours? Only this we have to be ready 
to do for them, and then they’ll live 
with us." 24 All who went out of the 
gate of his town listened to Hamor 
and his son Shechem. and every 
male who went out of the gate of his 
town was circumcised. 

- s Two days later, when they were 
in pain, Simeon and Levi, two of 
Jacob's sons. Dinah's brothers, each 
took his sword, and while the town 
suspected nothing, they attacked it 
and with their swords killed every 
male. 26 including Hamor and his 
son Shechem; and taking Dinah from 
Shechem’s home, they left. 27 Then 
Jacob's sons went over the slain and 
plundered the town that had defiled 
their sister. 2B They took their 
flocks, cattle, donkeys, and what¬ 
ever was in the town or in the 
field. 29 All their wealth and all 
their children and their women they 
also carried off, and they took as 
loot everything in the houses. 

10 "You've ruined me." Jacob told 
Simeon and Levi. "You’ve made me 
a stench to the people in the 
country, the Canaanites and the 
Perizzites. We're only a few; if they 
get together to attack me. I and my 
family will be wiped out." 

11 " Should our sister be treated 
like a prostitute?" they asked. 

At Bethel 

God told Jacob. "Go up 
to Bethel, stay there, and 


build an altar there to God, whom 
you saw when you fled from your 
brother Esau." 

2 Then Jacob told his family and all 
who were with him, "Get rid of the 
strange gods you have, cleanse 
yourselves. and change your 
clothes. 'Then come, we will go up 
to Bethel, where I will build an altar 
to God, who answered me when I 
was in trouble and was with me 
wherever I went." 

"They handed over to Jacob all the 
strange gods they had and the rings 
in their ears, and Jacob buried them 
under the oak near Shechem. 

5 As they set out. God terrified the 
towns around them and kept them 
from pursuing Jacob’s sons. *Jacob 
and all the people with him came to 
Luz, that is. Bethel, in the land of 
Canaan. 7 And there he built an 
altar, and he called the place God- 
of-Bethel because God had showed 
Himself to him there when he fled 
from his brother. 

""Deborah. Rebekah’s nurse, died 
and was buried under the oak below 
Bethel. It was called Oak-of-Weep- 
ing. 

9 Once more, when he came back 
from the plain of Aram, God 
appeared to Jacob and blessed 
him. ,0 "Your name is Jacob," God 
told him. “Your name will no longer 
be Jacob but Israel." And so He gave 
him the name Israel. "“I am God 
Almighty," God told him. "Have 
children and become many. A 
nation, yes. a group of nations will 
come from you. and you will be the 
father of kings. ,2 The country I 
gave Abraham and Isaac I will give 
you and your descendants." '"God 
went up from him at the very place 
where He talked lo him. '"Jacob set 
up a pillar at the place where He 
talked to him, a stone pillar, and 
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poured on it a drink offering and 
olive oil. “Jacob called the place 
where God talked to him Bethel. 

Benjamin fs Born 

"They moved away from Bethel 
and were still some distance from 
Ephrath when Rachel started giving 
birth to a child and was having a 
difficult labor. ,7 When she was in 
hard labor, the midwife told her. 
“Don't be afraid! Here’s another 
boy for you!” 

,fl As her life was going—she was 
dying—she called him Benoni. r 
but his father called him Ben¬ 
jamin. 5 

,9 So Rachel died and was buried 
on the way to Ephrath, which is 
Bethlehem, zo and Jacob set up a 
stone on her grave. This is the stone 
that is still at Rachel’s grave today. 

Tsrael moved on and put up his 
tent beyond the Tower of the 
Flocks. Z2 While Israel was living in 
that country, Reuben went and lay 
with Bilhah, his father’s concubine, 
and Israel heard about it. 

Jacob's 12 Sons 

Jacob had 12 sons. “Leah’s sons 
were Reuben, Jacob's firstborn, 
then Simeon, Levi, Judah. Issachar. 
and Zebulun. “Rachel's sons were 
Joseph and Benjamin. “The sons of 
Bilhah, Rachel’s maid, were Dan 
and Naphtali. “The sons of Zilpah, 
Leah’s maid, were Gad and Asher. 
These are Jacob’s sons, who were 
born in the plain of Aram. 

/saac Dies 

Z7 Jacob went to his father Isaac at 
Mamre, at Kiriath-arba. which is 


Hebron, where Abraham and Isaac 
had lived as strangers. 

“When Isaac was 180. “being old 
and having had a full life, he died 
and was laid away with his people. 
His sons Esau and Jacob buried him. 

Esau’s Descendants 

These were the descendants 
of Esau, who is Edom. 
z Esau married some women of 
Canaan: Adah, the daughter of Elon 
the Hittite; Oholibamah. the 
daughter of Anah and grand¬ 
daughter of Zibeon the Hivite: 
3 also Basemath, the daughter of 
Ishmael and sister of Nebaioth. 

4 Esau and Adah were the parents 
of Eliphaz. and Basemath was the 
mother of Reuel. 5 Oholibamah was 
the mother of Jeush, Jalam, and 
Korah. These were Esau’s sons who 
were born to him in Canaan. 

R Esau took his wives, sons, 
daughters, and all the members of 
his household, his herds, all his 
other animals, and all the property 
he had gotten in Canaan and went to 
a land away from his brother 
Jacob ’because they had too much 
property to live together and the 
land where they were staying 
couldn’t support them on account of 
their flocks. fl So Esau, who is 
Edom, lived in the mountains of Seir. 

These were the descendants of 
Esau, the father of the people of 
Edom in the mountains of Seir. 
‘These were the names of Esau's 
sons: Eliphaz, the son of Esau's wife 
Adah; Reuel. the son of Esau's wife 
Basemath. “The sons of Eliphaz 
were Teman. Omar. Zepho. Gatam. 
and Kenaz. “Timna was a con¬ 
cubine of Esau’s son Eliphaz. She 



r “Son of Wailing” 

3 "Son of My Bight Hand ” or “Son of Good Luck ” 
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and Eliphaz were the parents of 
Amalek. These were the descen¬ 
dants of Esau's wife Adah. 

'‘These were Reuel's sons: 
Nahath. Zerah, Shammah, and Miz- 
zah. These were the descendants of 
Esau's wife Basemath. 

l< These were the sons of Esau’s 
wife Oholibamah. the daughter of 
Anah and the granddaughter of 
Zibeon. She and Esau were the 
parents of Jeush, Jalam, and Korah. 

“These were the chiefs among 
Esau's descendants: the sons of 
Eliphaz, Esau's first son: the chiefs. 
Teman. Omar. Zepho. Kenaz, 
'-Korah. Gatam. and Amalek. These 
were the chiefs of Eliphaz in the 
country of Edom: they were Adah’s 
descendants. 

“These were the descendants of 
Esau's son Reuel: the chiefs Nahath. 
Zerah, Shammah, and Mizzah. 
These were the chiefs of Reuel in the 
country of Edom. They were the 
descendants of Esau’s wife 
Basemath. 

'"These were the descendants of 
Esau's wife Oholibamah: the chiefs 
Jeush. Jalam. and Korah. These 
were the chiefs that came from 
Esau's wife Oholibamah, Anah's 
daughter. 

‘"These were Esau's descendants 
and their chiefs. Esau is Edom. 

"Th ese were the descendants of 
Seir the Horite, who lived in that 
country: Lotan. Shobal. Zibeon, 
Anah. "Dishon. Ezer. and Dishan. 
These were the Horite chiefs. Seir's 
descendants in the country of Edom. 

’’Lotan's sons were Hori and 
Hemam. and Timna was Lotan's 
sister. ’'Shobal s sons were Alvan. 
Manahath, Ebal. Shepho. and 
Onam. **Zibeon's sons were Aiah 
and Anah. This was the Anah who 
found the hot springs in the desert 


while he was herding his father 
Zibeon’s donkeys. “Anah's chil¬ 
dren were Dishon and Oholibamah, 
Anah's daughter. “Dishon’s sons 
were Hemdan, Eshban, Ithran, and 
Cheran. 27 Ezer’s sons were Bilhan. 
Zaavan. and Akan. “Dishan’s sons 
were Uz and Aran. 

“These were the Horite chiefs: 
the chiefs Lotan, Shobal, Zibeon. 
Anah, “Dishon, Ezer, and Dishan. 
These were the Horite chiefs in the 
country of Seir, chief by chief. 

^These were the kings who ruled 
in Edom before any king ruled in 
Israel: “Bela. Beor’s son, ruled 
Edom with Dinhabah as his 
capital. “Bela died, and Jobab. 
Zerah’s son, from Bozrah succeeded 
him as king. “Jobab died, and 
Husham from the country of the 
Temanites succeeded him as 
king. “Husham died, and Hadad. 
Bedad’s son, who defeated the 
Midianites in the country of Moab. 
succeeded him as king: Avith was 
his capital. '"Hadad died, and 
Samlah from Masrekah succeeded 
him as king. “Samlah died, and 
Shaul from Rehoboth on the river 
succeeded him as king. “Shaul 
died, and Baal-hanan. Achbor s son, 
succeeded him as king. “Baal- 
hanan. Achbor's son. died, and 
Hadar succeeded him as king with 
Pau as his capital. His wife's name 
was Mehetabel. the daughter of 
Matred and the granddaughter of 
Mezahab. 

"’These were the names of the 
chiefs who descended from Esau, by 
family, place, and name: the chiefs 
Timna. Alvah, Jetheth. “Oholi- 
bamah. Elah, Pinon. “Kenaz. 
Teman. Mibzar. “Magdiel. and 
Iram. These were the chiefs of Edom 
(which is Esau, the father of the 
people of Edom) according to the 
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places where they lived in the region 
they held. 

Joseph’s Dreams 

Jacob lived in Canaan, 
the country where his 
father had been living as a 
foreigner. 

2 This is a record of Jacob’s family. 

Joseph was 17 and watching the 
flocks with his brothers, just a boy 
with the sons of Bilhah and Zilpah. 
his father’s wives, and Joseph 
brought bad reports about them to 
their father. 

Israel loved Joseph best of all his 
sons because he was born when 
Israel was old. He made Joseph a 
tunic reaching to the wrists and 
ankles. 'When his brothers saw 
their father loved him more than any 
of his brothers, they hated him and 
couldn’t talk friendly to him. * 

5 Joseph had a dream he told his 11Art>79 
brothers, and so they hated him all 
the more. ““Please listen to this 
dream I had,” he told them. 7 ”We 
were tying bundles in the field, and 
there my bundle stood up, yes, and 
kept standing while your bundles 
gathered around and bowed down to 
my bundle.” 

0 ”Do you really mean to be king 
over us?” his brothers asked him. 

“Or are you going to rule over us?” 

So they hated him all the more for 
his dreams and what he said. 

9 He had another dream he told his 
brothers. “I had a dream,” he said. 

“The sun, the moon, and eleven 
stars bowed down to me.” 

,0 When he told his father and his 
brothers about it, his father 
criticized him. “What is this dream 
you had?” he asked him. “Should I, 
your mother, and your brothers 
come and bow down to the ground 
before you?” n So his brothers 


were jealous of him. but his father 
remembered what he said. 

Joseph Is Sold 

,2 His brothers went to Shechem to 
watch their father's flocks there. 

’'“Aren’t your brothers watching 
the flocks in Shechem?” Israel 
asked Joseph. “Come, I’ll send you to 
them.” 

“I’m ready,” he answered him. 

l4 “Go and see how your brothers 
and the flocks are,” he told him. 
“and bring me a report.” 

So he sent him from the valley of 
Hebron, and he came to Shechem. 
,5 A man found him wandering 
around in the open country. “What 
are you looking for?” the man asked 
him. 

, 6 ‘T’m looking for my brothers,” 
he said; “could you tell me where 
they’re watching their flocks?” 

’’“They moved away from here,” 
the man said. “I heard them say. 
‘Let’s go to Dothan.’ ” 

So Joseph followed his brothers 
and found them at Dothan. 

,0 They saw him coming in the 
distance, but before he reached 
them, they plotted against him to kill 
him. , 9 “Look, here comes the 
dreamer!” they said to one 
another. 20 “And now come, let's 
kill him, throw him into one of the 
cisterns, and say. ‘A wild animal 
has devoured him.’ Then we’ll see 
what becomes of his dreams.” 

2, When Reuben heard this, he 
tried to save him from them. “Let’s 
not kill him,” he said. 22 Reuben 
also told them, “Don’t shed blood. 
Throw him into that cistern in the 
wilderness, but don't hurt him.” He 
wanted to rescue him from them and 
bring him back to his father. 

“When Joseph came to his 
brothers, they stripped off Joseph’s 
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long tunic with sleeves that he was 
wearing. 24 Then they took him and 
threw him into an empty cistern: 
there was no water in it. 

-"Then they sat down to eat. 
Looking up. they saw a caravan of 
Ishmaelites coming from Gilead, 
their camels carrying resinous gum. 
halm, and mvrrh; they were on their 
wav to take them down to Egypt. 

-*'“What can we gain bv killing our 
brother." Judah asked his brothers, 
‘and covering up his blood? 
r Come, let’s sell him to the Ish¬ 
maelites and not lav our hands on 
him. because he is our brother, our 
flesh and blood." His brothers 
agreed. 2H And so. as the Midianite 
traders were passing by. the 
brothers pulled Joseph out of the 
cistern, and they s old Joseph for 20 
shekels of silver to the Ishmaelites, 
who took Joseph to Egypt. 

- 9 Reuben went back to the cistern 
and saw Joseph wasn't in the 
cistern. Then he tore his clothes. 
’"He went back to his brothers. “The 
bov isn’t there." he said, "and 
where do I go from here?" 

n Thev butchered a goat, took 
Joseph's tunic, and dipped it in the 
blood. 12 Then they sent the long 
tunic: with sleeves to their father. 
"We found this," they said. 
“Examine it. Is it your son's tunic or 
not?" 

”He recognized it and said, "My 
son's tunic! A wild animal has eaten 
him. Joseph was torn in pieces!" 
*Jacob tore his clothes, put sackcloth 
around his hips, and mourned for 
his son a long time. i5 All his other 
sons and daughters came to comfort 
him. but he refused to be comforted. 
"No." he said. “I want to be still 
mourning when I go down to my son 
in the grave." So his father wept for 
him. 


Genesis 38 

^Meanwhile the Midianites sold 
him in Egypt to Potiphar. Pharaoh’s 
officer and captain of the guard. 

Judah and Tamar 

Judah left his brothers 
and went down to a man 
at Adullam whose name was 
Hirah. There Judah saw the 
daughter of a Canaanite whose 
name was Shua, and he married 
her. 

’She had a son, and he called him 
Er. 4 She had another son. whom 
she called Onan. 5 She had another 
son, whom she called Shelah. They 
were at Chezib when he was born. 

*Judah chose a wife for his 
firstborn son Er. and her name was 
Tamar. T But the LORD found Er. 
Judah's firstborn s6n, so wicked He 
killed him. Then Judah told Onan, 
7:9 "Do your duty as a brother-in-law to 
your brother’s widow: marry her 
and have a child for your 
brother." 9 But Onan knew the 
child wouldn’t belong to him, and so 
whenever he had intercourse with 
his brother’s widow, he wasted his 
semen on the ground to avoid giving 
his brother a child. ,0 To the LORD 
this was wicked, and He killed him 
too. 

’’Then Judah told Tamar, his 
daughter-in-law, "Stay as a widow 
in your father’s home till my son 
Shelah grows up." He feared he 
would die too, like his brothers. So 
Tamar went to live in her father’s 
home. 

,2 After some time had passed. 
Judah’s wife. Shua’s daughter, died. 
When Judah was comforted, Judah 
and his friend Hirah from Adullam 
went up to Timnah to look after the 
shearing of Judah's sheep. 

’Tamar was told: “Your father- 
in-law is going up to Timnah to shear 
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his sheep.*’ M Seeing that Shelah 
was grown up but she wasn’t 
allowed to marry him, she took off 
her widow's clothes, covered herself 
with a veil, wrapping herself up. 
and sat at the entrance to Enaim on 
the road to Timnah. 

,s When Judah saw her. he took 
her for a prostitute because she had 
covered her face. ,fi He stepped 
over to her by the road. “Please let 
me come in to you.” he said, not 
knowing she was his daughter-in- 
law. 

“What will you give me.” she 
asked, “to come in to me?” 

17 “I'll send you a young goat from 
the flock.” he answered. 

“If you give me a pledge till you 
send it,” she said. 

,9 "What pledge should I give 
you?” he asked. 

“Your seal and cord,” she 
answered, “and the staff you have 
in your hand.” 

He gave her these, and he went in 
to her and made her pregnant. 
,9 She got up and left. Then she took 
off her veil and put on her widow's 
clothes. 

20 Judah sent his friend the 
Adullamite to bring the young goat 
and get the pledge from the woman, 
but he couldn’t find her. 2 ‘He 
asked the men at the place. 
“Where's the sacred prostitute, the 
one by the road at Enaim?” 

“There never was a sacred 
prostitute here.” they answered. 

22 He went back to Judah. "I 
couldn't find her,” he told him. “and 
the men at the place also said. 
‘There never was a sacred 
prostitute here.’ ” 

23 “Let her keep them.” Judah said, 
“or we’ll bring shame on ourselves. 


Anyway, I sent this young goat, but 
you couldn’t find her.” 

24 About 3 months later Judah was 
told, “Your daughter-in-law Tamar 
has been a prostitute, and what is 
more, by being a prostitute she has 
become pregnant.” 

“Bring her out,” Judah said. “She 
must be burned.” 

25 As they were taking her out. she 
sent a message to her father-in-law: 
“The man these things belong to 
made me pregnant." She added: 
“Look and see. to whom do these 
belong: this seal, cord, and staff?” 

26 Judah recognized them and said, 
“She’s more right than I am. 
because I didn't have her marry my 
son Shelah.” But he didn't have 
intercourse with her again. 

I7 When the time came for her to 
give birth, there were twins in her 
3 Act* 7 : womb. 2B When she was giving 
* 10 birth, one put out his hand, and the 
midwife took it and tied a scarlet 
string on his wrist. “This one came 
out first,” she said. 

29 Just as he was pulling back his 
hand, his brother came out. "What 
a breaking out you made for your¬ 
self!” she said. And he was called 
Perez. 1 ,0 After that his brother 
came out with the scarlet string on 
his hand. He was called Zerah. 

/oseph in Egypt 

Joseph was taken down to 
Egypt, where Potiphar. an 
Egyptian, Pharaoh’s officer and 
captain of the guard, bought him 
from the Ishmaelites who had taken 
him down there. 

2 The LORD was with Joseph, so 
that he became a successful man. 
He was in the home of his Egyptian 
master, ^is master saw that the 
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LORD was with him and gave him 
success in everything he was 
doing. 4 His master liked him and 
had him wait on him: he made him 
manager of his house and put him in 
charge of everything he had. 5 And 
so it was that after he made him 
manager of his house and of 
everything he had. the LORD 
blessed the Egyptian’s house on 
account of Joseph, and the LORD'S 
blessing was on everything he had in 
his house and in his fields. “He left 
everything he had in loseph's hands, 
and having him. paid no attention to 
anvthing but the food he ate. 

joseph was well built and good- 
looking. 7 After these things his 
master's wife looked at joseph and 
said, ‘’Lie with me." 

"But he refused. "You know." he 
told his master's wife, "with me 
here, mv master pays no attention to 21 7 

anvthing in the house. He put me in 
charge of everything he has. *In 
this house even he isn't greater than 
1. He has kept nothing from me but 
vou. because vou are his wife. And 
how could I do this great wrong and 
sin against Cod?" 

,0 Dav after day she kept talking to 
Joseph, but he refused to lie beside 
her or be with her. ’’Then one day 
he went into the house to do his 
work, and none of the household 
servants was there in the 
house. ,: She took hold of his 
garment. “Lie with me," she said. 

Bui he left his garment in her hand, 
ran away, and went outside. 

"When she saw he left his gar¬ 
ment in her hand and ran out¬ 
side. "she called her household 
servants. “Look." she told them, “he 
brought us a Hebrew man to insult 
us. He came to me to lie with me. but 
1 screamed. ,s As soon as he heard 
me scream for help, he left his 


garment with me. ran away, and 
went outside." 

,6 She let his garment lie beside 
her till his master came home. 
,7 Then she told him the same story. 
"The Hebrew slave you brought us,” 
she said, "came to me to make love 
to me. '"But when I screamed for 
help, he left his garment with me 
and ran outside.” 

,9 When his master heard his wife 
say, "This is what your slave did to 
me." he got very angry. 20 And 
Joseph's master arrested him and 
put him in the same prison where 
the king’s prisoners were kept. And 
there he was in prison. 

21 But the LORD was with Joseph 
ond made others kind to him. He 
made the prison warden kind to 
him. 22 The prison warden put 
Joseph in charge of all the prisoners 
in that prison, and he was 
responsible for everything they 
were doing there. 23 The prison 
warden paid no attention to 
anything entrusted to Joseph, 
because the LORD was with him. 
and the LORD made him successful 
in everytlring he did. 

The Butler and the Baker 

After this the butler and 
the baker of the king 
of Egypt offended their lord, the king 
of Egypt. J Pharaoh became angry 
with his two officers, the chief butler 
and the chief baker, 3 and put them 
under guard at the house of the 
captain of the guard, in the same 
prison where Joseph was a 
prisoner. 4 The captain of the 
guard appointed Joseph to be with 
them, and he waited on them. 

5 After they had been under guard 
for some time, the butler and the 
baker of the king of Egypt, who were 
confined in the prison, had dreams 
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one night, each his own dream with 
its special meaning. "When Joseph 
came to them in the morning, he saw 
they were in a bad humor. 7 He 
asked Pharaoh's officers who were 
with him under guard in his 
master’s house, "Why do you look so 
troubled today?" 

"“We had dreams," they 
answered him, "and there's nobody 
to tell us what they mean." 

"Isn't God the only one who can 
tell what they mean?" he asked 
them. "Please tell them to me." 

"So the chief butler told Joseph his 
dream. "In my dream," he said, 
"there was a grapevine in front of 
me, ,0 and on the vine were three 
branches. Just as it was budding, its 
blossoms shot out. and its clusters 
ripened into grapes. ’’Pharaoh’s 
cup was in my hand, and I took the 
grapes and squeezed them into 
Pharaoh’s cup and put the cup in 
Pharaoh's hand." 

,2 "This is what it means," Joseph 
told him. "Three branches mean 
three days. 'Tn three days 
Pharaoh will honor you again and 
put you back in your office, and you 
will put Pharaoh's cup in his hand 
as you used to do when you were his 
butler. ’‘But when all is well with 
you, think of me. and please be kind 
to me. and mention me to Pharaoh, 
and get me jout of this prison. ,r ‘I 
was kidnaped from the country of 
the Hebrews; and here too I've done 
nothing to be put in this dungeon." 

‘"When the chief baker saw the 
meaning had been a good one, he 
told Joseph. "I too had a dream. 
There were three baskets of white 
baked goods on my head. ,7 In the 
top basket there were all kinds of 
baked food for Pharaoh, but the 
birds were eating out of the basket 
on my head." 


'""This is what it means." Joseph 
answered. "The three baskets mean 
three days. ‘"In three days 
Pharaoh will take off your head and 
hang you on a tree, and the birds 
will eat your flesh." 

20 On the third day. which was 
Pharaoh’s birthday, he gave a din¬ 
ner for all his servants, and he 
brought out the chief butler and the 
chief baker among his servants. 
2 ’He put the chief butler back in his 
place as his butler, and so he put the 
cup in Pharaoh's hand. 22 He had 
the chief baker hanged as Joseph 
had said in his interpretation. 

21 Yet the chief butler didn't think 
of Joseph but forgot about him. 

Pharaoh’s Dreams 

After two whole years 
Pharaoh dreamed he was 
standing by the river. 2 and there 
he saw seven beautiful fat cows 
come out of the river and graze on 
the grass. 'Then he saw seven 
other cows come out of the river 
after them; these were ugly and 
thin. They stood by the other cows 
on the bank of the river: ‘and the 
ugly and lean cows ate up the seven 
beautiful fat cows. Then Pharaoh 
woke up. 

5 He fell asleep again and had 
another dream. He saw seven heads 
of grain, full and good, growing on a 
single stalk. 'And close behind 
them sprouted seven thin heads of 
grain, scorched by the east wind. 
7 The thin heads of grain swallowed 
the seven thick and full heads. Then 
Pharaoh woke up—it was a dream. 

"In the morning he was troubled, 
and he sent men to call all the 
magicians and wise men of Egypt. 
Pharaoh told them his dreams, but 
nobody could tell Pharaoh what they 
meant. 
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'Then llie chief buller spoke to 
Pharaoh. “I will folk today about the 
wrong I once did." ho said. 

.When Pharaoh was angry with 

his servants, he put me and the chief 
baker under guard at the house of 
the captain of the guards. "One 
night he and l had dreams: each of 
us had a dream with a special 
meaning. "And there was with us 
a young Hebrew, a slave of the 
captain of the guard. We told him 
our dreams, and he told each of us 
what his dream meant. "As he 
explained our dreams, so they came 
true: Pharaoh put me back in my 
position, and he hanged the baker." 

"Then Pharaoh sent men to call 
Joseph, and they hurried him out of 
the dungeon. He shaved, changed 
his clothes, and came to Pharaoh. 

" ‘I had a dream." Pharaoh told 
Joseph, “but nobody can tell me 
whai it means. Now I've heard that 
when vou hear a dream, you tell 
what it means." 

lh “Not I." Joseph answered 
Pharaoh. “But God will give 
Pharaoh an answer that will mean 
his welfare." 

l7 “In my dream." Pharaoh told 
Joseph. “I was standing on the bank 
of the river. 18 and I saw seven 
beautiful fat cows come out of the 
river and graze on the grass. 
"Then I saw seven other cows come 
up after them —thin, very ugly, and 
skinny. I’ve never seen such ugly 
cows in all Egypt. ""The skinny, 
ugly cows ate up the other seven 
cows, the fat ones. 2, and though 
these went into them, you couldn't 
tell they had gone into them —they 
looked as bad as before. Then I 
woke up. 

"“Then 1 saw in my dream seven 
heads of grain, full and good, 
growing on a single stalk. "'Right 


behind them were sprouting seven 
withered thin heads, scorched hv 
the east wind. "Then the thin 
heads swallowed the seven good 
heads. 1 talked to the magicians, but 
nobodv can explain this to me." 

’’“Pharaoh's dreams mean one 
thing,'' joseph told Pharaoh. “God 
has told Pharaoh what He is going to 
do. "'‘Seven good cows are seven 
vears. and seven good heads are 
seven years: the dreams mean one 
thing. "The seven lean and ugly 
cows coming up after them are 
seven years, and the seven empty 
heads scorched bv the east wind are 
seven years of famine. Tt is just 
as I told Pharaoh: God has shown 
Pharaoh what He's going to do. 
"“There are seven years coming with 
very much food in all Egypt. ‘"After 
them there will be seven years 
during which a famine will exhaust 
the country, and people will forget 
there was plenty of food in Egypt, 
"because the famine coming later 
will be so very severe people will not 
remember the plenty there once was 
in the country. '"That two dreams 
came to Pharaoh shows that God 
has fully decided and will quickly do 
it. 

"‘‘Now then, let Pharaoh choose 
an intelligent and wise man and put 
him in charge of Egypt. 14 Let 
Pharaoh go ahead and appoint 
overseers for the country and take a 
fifth of Egypt's harvest during the 
seven years of plenty, 15 and let 
them gather all the food of these 
good years that are coming and 
under Pharaoh's control store away 
grain for food in the cities and keep 
it there. 18 This food should be 
stored to be used during the seven 
years when the famine will be in 
Egypt. so that the famine will not 
ruin the country." 
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Joseph Is Honored 

,7 Pharaoh and all his servants 
liked the idea. '"“Can we find 
anyone.'' Pharaoh asked his 
servants, “with God's Spirit in him 
like this man? 

““Since God has told you all this,'' 
Pharaoh said to Joseph, “there is no 
one so intelligent and wise as you 
are. “You will be in charge of my 
palace, and all my people will do 
just as you say. Only in regard to the 
throne will I be superior to you. 
4, See." Pharaoh told Joseph, "/ am 
putting you in charge of all Egypt .” 

“Pharaoh took his seal ring from 
his finger and put it on Joseph's 
finger, dressed him in fine linen, put 
a gold chain around his neck. “and 
had him ride in his second chariot. 
And people called ahead of him. 
“Bow down." He put him in charge 
of all Egypt. 

““Though I am Pharaoh." 
Pharaoh told Joseph, “without your 
permission nobody in all Egypt will 
raise his hand or his foot." 

“Pharaoh gave Joseph the name 
Zaphenath-paneah u and gave him 
Asenath, the daughter of Potiphera. 
priest of On. as his wife. So Joseph 
traveled over the country of Egypt. 

“Joseph was 30 when he started 
to serve Pharaoh, king of Egypt. 
Joseph left Pharaoh and traveled 
through the whole country of 
Egypt. “In the 7 years of plenty the 
land produced richly. “During 
these 7 years of plenty that came in 
Egypt he gathered all the food and 
put this food in the cities, storing in 
each city the food from the fields 
around it. “The grain that Joseph 
heaped up was like the sand by the 


sea. so very much that finally no 
record was kept, because it couldn't 
be measured. 

50 Joseph and Asenath. the 
daughter of Potiphera. priest of On. 
had two sons before the years of the 
famine. 5, He called the first 
Manasseh, v thinking. “God has 
helped me forget all my misery and 
all my father's house." 52 He called 
the second son Ephraim," 
thinking. “God has made me fruitful 
in the country where I suffered." 

“The 7 years during which there 
was plenty in Egypt came to an 
end, “and the 7 years of famine 
began as Joseph had said, and there 
was a famine in every country; but 
there was food in all Egypt. 
“When the whole land of Egypt was 
su // enn £ from hunger, the people 
43 m»?io cr * e d 1° Pharaoh for food, but 
***7:11; pharaoh told all the Egyptians, "Go 
***7:ii t 0 Joseph: do what he tells you.'' 
i. 2 ** “When the famine was all over 
712 the country. Joseph opened all the 
granaries and sold grain to the 
Egyptians. The famine was getting 
very bad in Egypt. 57 Since the 
famine was severe all over the 
world, the whole world came to 
Joseph in Egypt to buy grain. 

Jacob Sends Sons to Egypt 

When Jacob found out 
there was grain in Egypt. 
he said to his sons. “Why do you just 
look at one another?" 'He added. 
I've heard there's grain in Egypt. 
Go down there, and buy some grain 
for us there so we may live and not 
die." 

'Ten of Joseph's brothers went 
down to buy grain in Egypt. 'But 
Jacob didn't let Benjamin, Joseph's 
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brother, go with the other brothers; 
he was afraid some harm would 
come to him. 5 So Israel’s sons went 
to buv grain with the others who 
were going, because there wos a 
famine in Canaan. 

"Joseph, the ruler of the country, 
was selling grain to all the people of 
the country when Joseph's brothers 
came and bowed down with their 
faces on the ground before him. 
"When Joseph saw his brothers, he 
recognized them. But he acted like a 
stranger toward them and spoke 
harshly to them. ‘‘Where did you 
come from?” he asked them. 

“From Canaan,” they answered, 
“to buy food.” 

"Joseph knew his brothers, but 
they didn't know him. 9 And Joseph 
remembered what he once dreamed 
about them. “You're spies.” he told 
them, “and you came to find out 
where the country is unprotected.” 

"’“No. my lord!” they answered 
him. “Your servants have come to 
buv grain for food. "We're ail one 
man s sons. We re honest men. Your 
servants are no spies.” 

’’But he told them, “No! You came 
to Find out where the country is 
unprotected.” 

,l “Your servants are twelve 
brothers,” they answered him, “the 
sons of one man in Canaan. The 
youngest is now with our father, and 
the other is no more.” 

"“It’s just as I told you.” Joseph 
said to them. “You’re spies. ,s This 
is how you'll be tested: as Pharaoh 
lives, vou won’t get away from here 
unless your youngest brother comes 
here. '"Send one of you to get your 
brother while the rest of you stay in 
prison: and so you'll be tested to see 
if you're telling the truth. If not. as 
Pharaoh lives, you’re spies.” "He 
put them all in prison for 3 days. 


,fl On the third day Joseph told 
them. “Do this and live—I too fear 
God— ,9 if you’re honest men. let 
one brother stay bound in prison, 
and the rest of you go and take grain 
to feed your hungry families. 2 “And 
bring me your youngest brother. 
Then you’ll show you told the truth, 
and you won’t die.” And so they did. 

2l Then they said to one another. 
“Surely we're suffering punishment 
for the wrong we did our brother. 
We saw his grief when he pleaded 
with us for mercy, but we wouldn't 
listen. This is why this grief has 
come on us.” 

““Didn’t I tell you.” Reuben said 
to them. ” “Don’t sin against the 
boy'? But you wouldn’t listen. Yes. 
now we’re being punished for the 
wrong we did to him.” 

“They didn’t know Joseph un- 
s*d.7;ii derstood them— he used an in¬ 
terpreter when he talked to them. 
“He turned away from them and 
wept. Coming back, he talked to 
them. Then he took Simeon from 
them and had him bound while they 
were watching. 

“Then Joseph gave the order to fill 
their sacks with grain, to put each 
one's money back into his sack, and 
to give them the food they would 
need on the way. This was done for 
them. 

“They loaded their grain on their 
donkeys and left. 27 At the place 
where they stopped for the nigh* one 
of them opened his sack to feed his 
donkey. and he saw his 
money—there it was on top of the 
grain in the sack! 2 *”My money has 
been put back!” he told his brothers. 
“Look! It's in my sack.” Their hearts 
sank, and with trembling they 
turned to one another and asked. 
“What has God done to us?” 
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The Brothers Report to Jacob 

2, They came to their father Jacob 
in Canaan and told him everything 
that had happened to them and 
said. '““The lord of the land spoke 
harshly to us and accused us of 
spying in the country. "'Were 
honest,' we told him: 'we re no 
spies. '-’We're twelve brothers, 
one man’s sons. One is no more, and 
the youngest is now with our father 
in Canaan.’ "The lord of the land 
told us. 'This is how I’ll know you're 
honest: leave one brother with me. 
take food for your hungry families, 
and go. "And bring me your 
youngest brother: then I'll know 
you’re no spies but honest men.

Simeon is no 
more, and now you're taking Ben¬ 
jamin. All these things are hap¬ 
pening to me!” 

37 “If I don’t bring him to you,” 
Reuben told his father, “you may kill 
my two sons. Put him in my hands, 
and I’ll bring him back to you.” 

3fl “My son will not go down with 
you,” he said; “his brother is dead, 
and he’s the only one left. If harm 
comes to him on your way. you will 
bring my gray hair down in grief to 
the grave.” 

To Egypt Again for Food 

There was a bitter need 
for food in the country. 
2 When all the grain they brought 
from Egypt had been eaten, the 


father said to his sons. “Go back and 
buy us a little to eat.” 

'“The man warned us.” Judah 
told him. “ You won't see me if vour 
brother isn't with you.’ 4 If vou let 
our brother go with us. we’ll go 
down and buy food for you. 'But if 
you won’! let him go. we won't go 
down, because the man told us. 'You 
won't see me if your brother isn't 
with vou.’ 

"Israel asked, “Why did you bring 
this trouble on me by telling the man 
you had another brother?” 

7 They said. “The man kept asking 
about us and our family: 'Is your 
father still living? Do you have 
another brother?’ So we told him 
what he asked for. Could we know 
he would say. 'Bring your brother 
down’?” 

"Then Judah told his father Israel. 
“Let the young man go with me. and 
let's be on our way so we and you 
and our families will live and not 
die. 9 I will guarantee he'll come 
back. You can demand him from me. 
If I don't bring him back to you and 
put him before you. blame me for il 
forever. ,0 If we hadn't waited so 
long, we could have been back twice 
by now.” 

n ”If it must be so.” their father 
Israel told them, “then do this: In 
your sacks take some of the best 
products of the land, and bring the 
man a gift—a little balm, a little 
honey, gum, myrrh, pistachio nuts, 
and almonds. ,2 Take along a 
double amount of money—yes. take 
back with you the money returned to 
you in your sacks—maybe there was 
a mistake. ,3 And take your 
brother, start out. and go back to the 
man. "May God Almighty make 
the man merciful to you so he will let 
you have your other brother as well 
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as Benjamin. And I — if I lose mv 
children. I lose my children.'’ 

Dinner with Joseph 

,s The men took these gifts and 
double the money with them and 
also Benjamin. They started out. 
went down to Egypt, and stood 
before Joseph. 

"’When Joseph saw Benjamin with 
them, he told the manager of his 
home. “Take these men to the 
palace, butcher some animals, and 
prepare a meal —these men are 
going to eat with me this noon." 

l7 The man did as Joseph told him 
and look the men to Josephs 
home. ,H Being brought to Joseph's 
home frightened the men. “They’re 
bringing us here." they said, 
"because of the money that was put 
back into our sacks on the first trip. 
Accusing us. they'll attack us and 
take us and our donkeys and make 
us slaves.” 

,H So they came to the manager of 
Joseph's home and talked to him at 
the door of the house. 20 'Tf you 
please, sir,” they said, “when we 
came down to buy food the first 
lime ’'and then stopped at a place 
for ihe night, we opened our sacks, 
and there in the opening of each 
one's sack was his money, the full 
sum of it. So we've brought it back 
with us. “We also brought with us 
a second sum of money to buy food. 
We have no idea who put our money 
into our sacks." 

""It's all right!" he said. “Don’t 
be afraid! Your God and the God of 
your father has given you a treasure 
in vour sacks. I got your money." 
Then he brought Simeon out to them. 

"The man took the brothers into 
Joseph s home. He gave them water 
to wash their feet and feed for their 
donkeys. “They got their present 


ready for Joseph, who was coming at 
noon, for they had heard they were 
going to eat there. “When Joseph 
came home, they brought him the 
present they had carried into the 
house, and they bowed to the ground 
before him. 

27 "Are you well?" he asked them. 
“Is your father well, the old man you 
mentioned? Is he still living?" 

““Your servant, our father, is 
well." they answered. "He’s still 
living." Then they bowed down to 
show their respect for him. 

“Looking around, he saw his 
brother Benjamin, his own mother's 
son. "Is this your youngest brother 
you mentioned to me?" he asked. 
"God be kind to you. my son." he 
said. “With his heart yearning for 
his brother, he hurried away, 
looking for a place to cry. He went 
into an inner room and wept 
there. '‘Then he washed his face, 
came out. and controlled himself. 
"Serve the food." he said. 

' 2 He was served by himself, and 
they by themselves, and the Egyp¬ 
tians who were eating with him by 
themselves. The Egyptians couldn't 
eat with the Hebrews: it was 
something abominable to them. 
"When they were seated facing 
him according to their ages, from 
the oldest to the youngest, the men 
looked at one another in surprise. 

"From Joseph's table a special gift 
of food was brought to them, but 
Benjamin was served five times as 
many gifts of food as any of the 
others. So they feasted and drank 
wine with him. 

The Final Test

9 If it is found with 
any one of your servants, he dies, 
and the rest of us will be my lord's 
slaves.” 

,0 ”Though it may be as you say.” 
he said, “only he who has it will be 
my slave, but the rest of you will be 
free.” 

"Each one quickly took down his 
sack, put it on the ground, and 
opened it. ,z They searched, begin¬ 
ning with the oldest and ending with 
the youngest, and found the cup in 
Benjamin's sack. n Then they tore 
their clothes. 

After each one loaded his donkey, 
they went back into the city. 
"Judah and his brothers went to 
Joseph’s home. He was still there. 
They fell down to the ground before 
him. 

l5 “What have you done?” Joseph 


asked them. “Don’t you know a man 
like me knows the unknown?” 

,fi “What can we answer my 
lord?” Judah said. “What can we 
say? How can we prove we re in¬ 
nocent? God has found out the guilt 
of your servants. Here we are. we 
others as well as he who was found 
to have the cup; we are my lord's 
slaves.” 

,7 “I wouldn’t think of doing that!” 
he said. “The man who was found to 
have the cup will be my slave, but 
the rest of you. go unharmed to your 
father." 

”1 Am Joseph " 

’"Then Judah went up to Joseph. 
“Please, my lord,” he said, ? ‘let your 
servant say something to my lord, 
and don’t get angry with your ser¬ 
vant, because you are like 
Pharaoh. * 9 My lord asked his 
servants, ‘Do you have a father or a 
brother?’ 

20 ‘‘ ‘We have an old father.’ w r e 
told my lord, ‘and a young man who 
was born when our father was old. 
His brother is dead, and so he's the 
only one left of his mother’s sons, 
and his father loves him.' 

2, “ ‘Bring him down to me,' you 
told your servants, ‘so I can lay my 
eyes on him.’ 

'The young man can't leave his 
father.’ we told my lord. 'If the 
young man leaves him. his father 
will die.' 

21 “ 'If your young brother doesn't 
come down with you,’ you told your 
servants, 'you won't see me again.' 

"“When we went up to your 
servant, my father, we told him 
what my lord said. 

25 “Then our father said. 'Go back 
and buy a little for us to eat.' 

26 “ ‘We can’t go down,' we 
answered. ‘If our youngest brother 
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goes with us. we can go down. But 
we ran t see the man if our youngest 
brother isn’t with us.' 

J7 “ *You know my wife and I had 
two sons.’ vour servant, my father, 
said to us. 2H, One left me. and I had 
to sav he is certainly torn in pieces. I 
haven't seen him to this day. 29 If 
vou take this one away from me too 
and he dies bv accident, you’ll bring 
mv gray head down in grief to the 
grave.' 

,0 ”So you see. when I come to your 
servant, my father, and the young 
man isn't with us — his father's life 
is so bound up with his life — 

11 when he sees the young man isn’t 
with us. he’ll die. and your servants 
will bring the gray hair of your 
servant, our father, in grief to the 
grave. 

'“‘Your servant became respon¬ 
sible for the young man to my father i 
and said. If 1 don’t bring him back to 4 *** T * 
you. then you, my father, may blame 
me for it forever.' "And now, 
please let vour servant stay and be 
my lord’s slave in the young man’s 
place, but let the young man go back 
with his brothers. "How can I go 
back to my father if the young man 
isn’t with me? I don't want to see the 
misery that will come to my father.” 

Then Joseph could no longer 
hold back his feelings 
before all who were standing near 
him. and he called. ‘ Have everyone 
leave me.” 

There was no one with Joseph 
when he laid his brothers who ho 
was 'He cried so loud that the 
Egyptians heard it. and the people in 
Pharaoh's palace heard about it. 

" I am Joseph!” he told his brothers. 

"Is my father still living?” But he 
frightened his brothers so much they 
couldn't answer him. 4 “Please 


come closer,” Joseph told his 
brothers. When they came closer, 
he said. “I am Joseph, your brother; 
you so Id me into Egypt. 5 And now, 
don’t feel sad or angry about your 
selling me here; God sent me ahead 
of you to save lives. “For two years 
now the famine has been in the land, 
and there will be five more years in 
which plowing will yield no har¬ 
vest. 7 God sent me ahead of you to 
arrange for you to have descendants 
left over on the earth and to keep 
you alive by a great deliverance. 
"And so it wasn’t you but God 
who sent me here. Yes. he made me 
a father to Pharaoh, lord of his 
whole palace, and ruler of all 
Egypt. 9 Hurry back to my father, 
and tell him, ‘Your son Joseph says. 
“God has made me lord of all 
Egypt. ,0 Come down to me. and 
don't delay! Live in the land of 
Goshen, and be near me, you, your 
children and grandchildren, your 
flocks, your herds, and everything 
you have. "I will provide for you 
there. There are five more years of 
famine. Otherwise you. your family, 
and all who belong to you will lose 
everything.” ’ ,2 You and my broth¬ 
er Benjamin can see with your own 
eyes that I am talking to you. "Tell 
my father about all my glory in 
Egypt, about everything you have 
seen. Hurry and bring my father 
down here.” 

,4 He hugged his brother Benjamin 
and wept while Benjamin wept on 
his neck. "He kissed all his 
brothers and wept on their 
shoulders, and after that his 
brothers talked with him. 

Jacob Sees Joseph Again 

"When the people in Pharaoh's 
palace heard the news. “Joseph's 
brothers have come,” Pharaoh and 
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his servants were pleased. 
,7 Pharaoh said to Joseph, “Tell your 
brothers, ‘Do this: Load your 
animals and go to Canaan. ,B Take 
your father and your families, and 
come to me, and I will give you the 
good of the land of Egypt: then live 
off the fat of the land.* ,9 You are 
also ordered to tell them, Do this: 
Take wagons with you from Egypt 
for your children and your wives. 
Bring your father and come. Z0 Don't 
try to save your things, because the 
good things in all Egypt are yours.* " 

^Israel’s sons did this. As 
Pharaoh had ordered, Joseph gave 
them wagons and food for the trip. 
He gave each of them fresh gar¬ 
ments, but to Benjamin he gave 300 
shekels of silver and five changes of 
clothes. Z3 He also sent his father 10 
male donkeys, carrying Egypt’s good 
products, and 10 female donkeys, 
carrying grain, food, and provisions 
for his father on the trip. 2A As he 
dismissed his brothers and they 
were leaving, Joseph told them. 
“Don't quarrel on the way.” 

Z3 They left Egypt and went up to 
their father Jacob in Canaan. 
2 ““Joseph is still living," they told 
him. “and he is ruler of all Egypt." 
But he showed no enthusiasm, 
because he didn’t believe 
them. 2; But when they told him 
everything Joseph said to them and 
when he saw the wagons Joseph 
sent to bring him, their father Jacob 
took on new life. -““Enough!" 
Israel said. “My son Joseph is still 
living. I will go and see him before 1 
die." 

Israel moved with all he 
had. When he came to Beer- 
sheba. he offered sacrifices to the

God of his father Isaac. 

2 God spoke to Israel in a vision at 
night. “Jacob, Jacob!” He said. 

“Yes,” he answered. 

“I am God, the God of your 
father," He said. “Don’t be afraid to 
go down to Egypt, because I will 
make you a great people there. M 
will go down to Egypt with you and 
bring you back again. And Joseph's 
hand will close your eyes." 

5 Jacob moved from Beer-sheba. 
Israel's sons took their father Jacob, 
their children, and their wives in the 
wagons Pharaoh sent to gel them. 
6 They also took their cattle and the 
other livestock they had acquired in 
Canaan. And so Jacob and all his 
family came to Egypt. 7 He took 
with him to Egypt his sons, his 
grandsons, his daughters, his 
granddaughters—all his offspring. 

“These are the names of Israel s 
descendants who came to Egypt: x 
Jacob and his sons. Jacob's first son 
was Reuben. 9 Reuben's sons were 
Hanoch, Pallu, Hezron. and Car- 
mi. '“Simeon's sons: Jemuel.

Zohar. and Shaul, the 
son of a woman of Canaan. "Levi’s 
sons: Gershon. Kohath. and 

Merari. “Judah's descendants: Er. 
Onan. Shelah. Perez, and Zerah. but 
Er and Onan died in Canaan. Perez’ 
sons: Hezron and Hamul. "Is- 
sachar’s sons: Tola. Puvah. Job. 
and Shimron. "Zebulun's sons: 
Sered, Elon. and Jahleel. '’These 
were the sons of Leah and Jacob in 
the plain of Aram: also his daughter 
Dinah. The total number of these 
descendants was 33. 

"’Gad's sons: Ziphion. Haggi. 
Shuni. Ezbon. Eri. Arodi. and 
Areli. “Asher's sons: Imnah. Ish- 
vah. Ishvi. and Beriah. and their 
sister Serah. Beriah’s sons: Heber 
and Malchiel. ‘“These are the sons

"These are the sons of 
Bilhah. whom Laban gave to his 
daughter Rachel: she bore these for 
Jacob. The total was 7. 

"The total of Jacob’s descendants 
who went down to Egypt, not count¬ 
ing the wives of Jacob’s sons, was 
66. * 7 Joseph had two sons born in 

Egypt. The total of Jacob’s family 9M * ton 
coming to Egypt was 70. 

"He sent Judah ahead of him to 
Joseph to show the way ahead to 
Goshen. And so they came to 
Goshen. 

"Joseph hitched up his chariot 
and rode to Goshen to meet his 
father Israel. When he met him. he 
pul his arms around his neck and 
wept there a long while. 

"'"Now that I’ve seen you. I'm 
ready to die." Israel told Joseph, 
“because you're still living." 

Jacob Be/ore Pharaoh 

"'Tin going to Pharaoh and 
report to him." Joseph told his 
brothers and his father’s family. "I 
will tell him. ‘My brothers and my 
fathers family, who were in 
Canaan, have come to me. "The 
men are shepherds, for they have 
been cattlemen, and they've brought

“As Pharaoh had ordered. Joseph 
had his father and his brothers live 
in the best part of Egypt, in the land 
of Rameses. and gave them property 
there: ,2 and Joseph provided his 
father, his brothers, and all his 
father's household with food 
according to the size of their 
families. 

Food for the Hungry 

n The famine was very severe, and 
there was no food anywhere in the 
country, because Egypt and Canaan 
were exhausted by the famine. 
“Joseph collected all the money that 
could be found in Egypt and in 
Canaan as payment for the grain 
people bought, and Joseph took 
the money to Pharaoh s palace. 
,5 When there was no more money in 
Egypt and in Canaan, all the Egyp¬ 
tians kept coming to Joseph. ‘‘Give 
us food." they said. "Why should we 
die right in front of you? There is no 
more money!” 

Ifi ‘‘lf there’s no more money." 
Joseph said, "give me your cattle, 
and in exchange for them I’ll give 
you food." 

“They brought their animals to 
Joseph, and Joseph gave them food 
in exchange for horses, sheep, 
goats, cattle, and donkeys, and so he 
got them through that year with food 
in exchange for all their animals. 
’“That year went by. Then they came 
to him the next year. "We’ll not hide 
from my lord," they told him, "that 
since all our money and animals 
have gone to my lord, there’s 
nothing left to bring to my lord 
except ourselves and our land.

"Every Egyptian was so badly ii 
need of food that he sold his land 
and Joseph bought all the land fo 
Pharaoh. And so the land becarm 
Pharaoh’s. 2, He moved the peoph 
to the cities,y from one end of Egyp 
to the other. "But he didn’t buy th< 
land of the priests, because PharaoJ 
had given the priests an income, anc 
they lived on the income PharaoJ 
had given them. So they didn’t sel 
their land. 

"Joseph told the people. “Now 1 
have bought you and your land foi 
Pharaoh. Here is seed for you. Sow 
the land. "In the harvest you will 
give a fifth to Pharaoh, and four 
fifths will be yours to sow the fields 
and feed yourselves, your house¬ 
holds. and your children." 

25 "You have kept us alive." they 
answered. "May our lord be kind lo 
us, and we will be Pharaoh's 
slaves."

"Seeing Joseph's sons. Israel 
asked.

,0 Israel's eyesight was poor 
because he was old; he couldn’t see 
well. When Joseph brought his sons 
to him. he kissed them and hugged 
them. ""I didn’t expect to see 
you," Israel said to Joseph, "and 
here God even lets me see your 
sons."

"Then the LORD got angry with 
Moses. “Haven’t you a brother. 
Aaron the Levite?” He asked. “I 
know he speaks well. And now he's 
also coming out to meet you and will 
be very glad to see you. ,s You will 
talk to him and tell him what to say. 

4 and I’ll be with you as you talk and 
iT*« M with him as he talks and will 
instruct both of you what to 
do. ,6 He will speak for you to the 
people and be a mouth for you while 
you will be like God to him. "Take 
that rod in your hand, and do the 
miracles with it.” 

Moses Goes Back to Egypt 

,a Moses went back to his father-in- 
law Jethro. “Let me go back to my 
family in Egypt,” he told him, “and 
see if they’re still living.” 

“Go in peace,” Jethro told Moses. 
,8 The LORD told Moses in Midian, 
“Go back to Egypt, because all the 
men who tried to kill you are dead.” 

J0 So Moses took his wife and his 
sons and put them on a donkey to go 
back to Egypt, and he took the rod of 
God in his hand. 

"“When you go back to Egypt,” 
the LORD told Moses, “see that you 
do before Pharaoh all the miracles I 
gave you the power to do, although I 
will make him stubborn, so that he 
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will not let the people go. "Tell 
Pharaoh: The LORD says: Israel is 
My firstborn son. "I tell you: Let 
My son go and serve Me. If you 
refuse to let him go. I’ll kill your 
firstborn son.' " 

"While they were at a lodging 
place on the way. the LORD met him 
and tried to kill him.

That day Pharaoh gave orders 
to the slave drivers and their 
foremen: 7 “Don’t give the people 
straw anymore to make bricks, as 
you did before; let them go and 
gather straw for themselves.

20 They met Moses and Aaron, who 
were waiting for them as they left 
Pharaoh. 2 ‘“May the LORD see 
you and judge.” the foremen told 
them, “because you have made us 
stink in the nostrils of Pharaoh and 
his servants and have put a sword in 
their hands to kill us.” 

22 Moses turned back to the LORD.

Frogs 

“Seven days passed after the 
LORD struck the river. 

8 “Go to Pharaoh," the LORD* 
said to Moses, “and tell 1 
him: The LORD says: Let My people 
go to serve Me. z If you refuse to let 
them go, I will bring a plague of 
frogs on your whole country. The 
river will swarm with frogs that will' 
come up into your palace, into your 
bedroom, on your bed. into the 
homes of vour servants, among your 
people, into your ovens and 
t kneading bowls.

5 “Tell Aaron." the LORD said to 
Moses: “Stretch out your hand with 
the rod over the Nile and its 
branches, the canals and pools, and 
bring up the frogs all over Egypt." 

6 Aaron stretched out his arm over 
the waters of Egypt, and the frogs 
came up and covered the land of 
Egypt. 7 But the magicians with 
their secret powers did the same 
and brought up frogs on the land of 
Egypt. 

"Pharaoh called Moses and 
Aaron. “Pray to the LORD." he said, 
“to take the frogs away from me and 
my people. Then I will let your 
people go -and sacrifice to the 
LORD." 

"“Honor yourself by choosing the 
time when I should pray for you. 
your servants, and your people." 
Moses answered Pharaoh, “to rid 
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you and your homes of frogs, so that 
they will be only in the river." 

'““Tomorrow," he answered. 

“It will be as you say," Moses 
said, "to show you there is no one 
like the LORD our God. "The frogs 
will leave you, your homes, your 
servants, and your people, and they 
will be only in the river." 

"When Moses and Aaron had left 
Pharaoh. Moses called to the LORD 
aboul the frogs he brought on 
Pharaoh. n The LORD did what 
Moses asked: The frogs died in the 
houses, courtyards, and fields.

Mosquitoes 

"“Tell Aaron.” the LORD said to 
Moses: “ ‘Hold out your rod and 
strike the dust on the ground, and it 
will change to mosquitoes all over 
Egypt.’ " 

"They did that. Aaron held out 
the rod in his hand and struck the 
dust on the ground, and it changed 
to mosquitoes on men and animals.

Swarms of Flies

go, I will send swarms of flies on 
you, on your servants, your people, 
and your homes.

“The LORD did as He said, and 
swarms of flies came into Pharaoh’s 
palace and the homes of his 
servants and all over Egypt, and 
they were ruining the land. “Pha¬ 
raoh called for Moses and Aaron. 
"Go." he said, "and sacrifice to 
your God here in this country." 

26 "It would be bad to do that," 
Moses answered. "The Egyptians 
think our sacrifices to the LORD our 
God are something abominable. If 
they see us make sacrifices that they 
consider abominable, won't they 
stone us? 27 We should go a three- 
day trip into the desert to sacrifice 
to the LORD our God as He told us to 
do." 

20 "I will let you go.” Pharaoh said, 
"and sacrifice to the LORD your 
God, but don’t go very far. Now pray 
for me."

"I will pray to the LORD, and 
tomorrow the flies will leave 
Pharaoh, his servants, and his 
people. But Pharaoh must not again 
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deceive us by not letting the people 
go to sacrifice to the LORD." 

J0 Nloses left Pharaoh and prayed 
to the LORD. "The LORD did what 
Moses asked, and ihe flies went 
away from Pharaoh, his servants, 
and his people—not one was 
left. J2 But Pharaoh continued to be 
stubborn this time too and did not let 
the people go. 

Animals Die 

"Go to Pharaoh," the LORD 
told Moses, "and tell him: 

‘The LORD, the God of the Hebrews, 
says: Let My people go and serve 
Me. 2 If you refuse to let them go 
and you continue to hold them 
back. 3 the LORD’S hand will bring 
a dreadful plague on your stock in 
the fields, on the horses, donkeys, 
camels, cattle, and sheep.

"The 
magicians couldn’t stand before 
Moses on account of the boiis that 
attacked them like all the other 
Egyptians. 

,: But the LORD mode Pharaoh 
stubborn, and he refused to listen to 
them as the LORD had told Moses. 

Hail 

""Early in the morning go before 
Pharaoh." the LORD said to Moses, 
"and tell him: 'The LORD, the God of 
the Hebrews says: Let My people go 
and serve Me. "This time I’m 
sending all My plagues on you 
yourself, on your servants, and on 
your people, to show you there is no 
one like Me anywhere on earth. 
,5 Now. I could have stretched out 
My arm and struck you and your 
people with a plague that would 
have wiped you off the earth. ,fi But 
I have spared you so that you ivill 
see My power and all the world may

All 
people and animals found outside 
and not brought under shelter will 
die when the hail falls on them.' " 

20 Any of Pharaoh’s men who 
respected the LORD’S warning 
hurried their servants and cattle 
indoors. z, But those who didn’t 
take the LORD’S warning to heart lei 
their slaves and animals stay in the 
fields. 
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""Stretch out your arm toward 
heaven." the LORD told Moses, 
"and hail will fall all over Egypt on 
men and animals, on every plain in 
the field in Egypt." 

■'Moses stretched out his rod 
toward heaven, and from the LORD 
came thunder and hail as fire 
streamed to the ground. The LORD 
rained hail on Egypt. "The hail 
and the fire flashing continuously in 
the middle of it were terrible. It was 
so fierce. Egypt had never 
experienced such a storm since it 
had become a nation. 25 All over 
Egypt the hail struck everything that 
was out of doors. It struck men and 
animals and every plant in the field 
and shattered every tree in the 
field. 2 *Onlv in the land of Goshen, 
where the Israelites were, there 
was no hail. 

27 Pharaoh sent for Moses and 22 “ 
Aaron. "This time I have sinned." 16 
he told them. "The LORD is right, 
and I and my people are 
wrong. 28 Pray to the LORD. There 
has been enough of God’s thunder 
and hail. I will let you go; you need 
not stay any longer.”

"I will spread out 
my hands to the LORD. The thunder 
will stop, and there will be no more 
hail, to show you that the earth 
belongs to the LORD. J0 But I know 
that you and your men do not yet 
fear the LORD God." 

’’The flax and the barley were 
ruined, because the barley had 
formed heads and the flax was in 
bloom. 12 The wheat and the spelt 
were not damaged, because they 
ripened later. 

"Leaving Pharaoh, Moses went 
out of the city and spread out his 
hands to the LORD, and the thunder 
and the hail stopped, and no more 


rain came pouring down on the 
ground. 

"When Pharaoh saw that the 
rain, the hail, and the thunder had 
stopped, he continued in his sin. and 
he and his men became still more 
stubborn. "Pharaoh was deter¬ 
mined not to let Israel go, as the 
LORD had foretold through Moses. 

Grasshoppers 

"Go to Pharaoh." the LORD 
told Moses, "because I 
have made him and his men 
stubborn, so that I may do these 
miracles among them 2 and you can 
tell your children and grandchildren 
how I handled Egypt and the 
miracles I did among them: and you 
all will know I am the LORD.” 

*Moses and Aaron went to 
Pharaoh and said to him; "The 
V 87 LORD, the God of the Hebrews. 
1 asks: ‘How long will you refuse to 
humble yourself before Me? Let My 
people go and serve Me. 4 If you 
refuse to let My people go. I will 
tomorrow bring grasshoppers into 
your country. 5 They will cover the 
surface of the land so that you can't 
see the ground. They will eat up 
everything left to you after the hail 
and every tree you have growing in 
the fields. 6 They will fill your 
palaces and the homes of all your 
servants and of all the other 
Egyptians. Your fathers and fore¬ 
fathers haven’t seen anything like 
this from the time they were in the 
land till now.’ " Then they turned 
and left Pharaoh. 

7 "How long will this man be a trap 
to us?" Pharaoh’s men asked him. 
"Let the men go and serve the LORD 
their God. Don’t you know yet that 
Egypt is ruined?" 

B And so Moses and Aaron were 
brought back to Pharaoh. "Go and 
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serve the LORD your God/' he told 
them. “Who among you will be 
going?" 

9 “We'll take with us." Moses 
answered “our young people and old 
people, our sons and daughters, our 
flocks and cattle, because we have 
the LORD’S festival to celebrate." 

,0 “The LORD be with you as I let 
you and your children go." he told 
them. “But look here, you're bound 
for trouble. “No. have only the 
strong men go and serve the LORD, 
since that is what you want." Then 
Moses and Aaron were driven away 
from Pharaoh. 

l2 "Stretch out your arm over 
Egypt," the LORD told Moses, "so 
the grassshoppers will come over 
the land of Egypt and eat up every 
plant in the land, everything left by 
the hail." ^ 

n Moses held out his rod over 121**3 
Egypt, and the LORD had a wind iip^sio 
blow from the east over the land all 
that day and night. In the morning 
the east wind brought grasshoppers. 

,4 They came up over all Egypt, and 
a great mass of them covered the 
whole country of Egypt. There was 
nothing like it before or after. 

,5 They covered the surface 
everywhere in the country till the 
land was black, and they ate up all 
its plants and all the fruit on the 
trees the hail had left. Nothing 
green was left on trees or plants in 
the fields anywhere in Egypt. 

,6 Then Pharaoh quickly called for 
Moses and Aaron. "I have sinned 
against the LORD your God and 
against, you." he said. ,7 “Now 
please forgive my sin just once more. 

Pray to the LORD your God only to 
take away from me this deadly 
thing." 

' 8 Moses left Pharaoh and prayed 
to the LORD. ,9 And the LORD 


turned the wind and had it blow 
very strong from the west. It caught 
up the grasshoppers and threw 
them into the Red Sea. Not a single 
grasshopper was left anywhere in 
Egypt. 

20 But the LORD made Pharaoh 
stubborn, so that he did not let the 
Israelites go. 

Darkness 

2, "Stretch out your hand toward 
the sky." the LORD told Moses, “and 
such a darkness will come over the 
land of Egypt that it can be felt." 

22 Moses stretched out his hand 
toward the sky, and the whole land 
of Egypt became very dark for three 
days. 23 People couldn’t see one 
another, and nobody left his place 
for three days. But all the Israelites 
had light in their homes. 

24 Then Pharaoh called Moses. “Go 
and serve the LORD.” he said, "but 
leave your flocks and herds behind. 
Your families may go with you." 

23 "You must give us animals," 
Moses said, "for the sacrifices and 
burnt offerings we’ll make to the 
LORD our God. 2fi Our livestock 
must also go with us and not a hoof 
be left behind, because we ll have to 
take some of them for the worship of 
the LORD our God, and we don't 
know what we'll need in serving the 
LORD till we get there." 

27 But the LORD made Pharaoh 
stubborn, so that he refused to lei 
them go. 2B “Get away from me." he 
told Moses, “and beware—don't see 
me again. The day you come to see 
me you die!" 

29 “You're right!" Moses an¬ 
swered. “I’ll never see you again." 

One More Plague 

n “I will strike one more 
blow against Pharaoh anti 
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Egypt." the LORD told Moses. 

' After that he will let you leave this 
place, and when he lets you go. he 
will drive you away from here like a 
rejected wife. 2 Now tell the people 
each man should ask his neighbor 
and each woman her friend for 
articles of silver and gold." 

The LORD made the Egyptians 
kind to the people. Besides. Moses 
was very highly respected in Egypt 
bv Pharaoh's men and the people. 

4 Moses said: "The LORD says: ‘At 
midnight 1 will go out among the 
Egyptians, s and every firstborn in 
Egypt will die. from the firstborn of 
Pharaoh sitting on his throne to the 
firstborn of the slave girl behind the 
handmill, and also every firstborn 
among the cattle. There will be a 
loud cry all over Egypt, such as 
never has been or ever will be ,, 
again. : But not even a dog will 10 Ro918 
snap at anyone, man or animal, in 

, , . Heb ii-2 

Israel, to show you that the LORD is 
distinguishing between Egyptians 
and Israelites.' Then all these 
men of vours will come to me and 
bow to me and say. 'Get out, you and 
all the people who follow you.' After 
that 1 will leave." He was very angry 
when he left Pharaoh. 

“"Pharaoh will not listen to you." 
the LORD had told Moses, "so that I 
may do more miracles in Egypt." 
"'Moses and Aaron did all these 
miracles before Pharaoh, but the 
LORD mode Pharaoh stubborn so 
that he didn't let Israel leave his 
country. 

The Passover 

The LORD spoke to Moses 
and Aaron in Egypt. 2 "This 
month." He said, "will be for you the 
beginning of the months, your first 
month of the year. Tell the whole 
community of Israel: ‘On the tenth of 


this month each family in its clan 
should select an animal from the 
flock. 4 If one family is too small for 
the animal, this family and the 
family living next to it should take an 
animal together, depending on how 
many persons there are. Estimate 
how many persons there are to be 
for each animal according to what 
each one eats. The animal should 
be a perfect male and a year old. 
The animal you choose may be a 
sheep or a goat. “Keep it till the 
fourteenth of this month, when at 
twilight the whole assembly of Israel 
will butcher them. Take some of 
the blood, and put it on the two 
doorposts and the lintel of the 
houses in which you will eat 
them. That night eat the meat 
roasted on a fire and bread without 
yeast, on bitter herbs. “Don’t eat 
any of it raw or boiled in water but 
roasted on the fire—its head with its 
legs and the inward parts. '“Don't 
leave any of it till morning, but burn 
in the fire anything that might be left 
over till morning. "Eat it in a 
hurry, with belts around your 
waists, your shoes on your feet, and 
your rods in your hands. It is the 
LORD'S Passover. 'That night I 
will pass through Egypt and strike 
down every firstborn of men and 
animals in Egypt, and I. the LORD, 
will bring a just punishment on all 
the gods of Egypt. "Then the blood 
will be a sign on the houses where 
you are. When I see the blood. I will 
pass by you, and no disaster will 
come on you and destroy you when I 
strike the land of Egypt. 

N “ ‘Remember that day and keep 
it as the LORD’S festival. You and 
your descendants in the coming ages 
are to celebrate it forever. ,5 Eat 
bread without yeast for seven days. 
On the first day get rid of any yeast 
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in vour houses. Anyone who eats 
anything with yeast from the first 
day to the seventh must be put out of 
Israel. “You should have a holy 
meeting on the first day and on the 
seventh. Don't do any work on these 
days except to prepare food for 
everyone. ,7 You shall celebrate the 
feast of bread without yeast 
because it is on this very day that I 
bring all of you marching out of 
Egypt. You and your descendants in 
the coming ages are ordered to keeps 
this day forever. ’"Eat bread with¬ 
out yeast from the evening of the 
fourteenth day till the evening of the 
twenty-first day of the first month. 
,8 For seven days no yeast must be 
found in your houses: anyone who 
eats anything with yeast must be put 
out of the community of Israel, 
whether he was born an Israelite or 
not. “Don’t eat anything with 
yeast. Eat only bread without yeast 
in all your homes/ ’’ 

21 Moses called all the elders of 
Israel together. “Go/’ he told them, 
“and select a sheep or a goat for 
your families and kill it for the 
Passover. 22 Take a bunch of 
hyssop, dip it in the blood in the 
basin, and smear the lintel and the 
two doorposts with it. None of you 
shall go out of the door of his house 
till morning. 23 The LORD will pass 
through to strike down the Egyp¬ 
tians. and when He sees the blood on 
the lintel and the two doorposts, the 
LORD will pass by the door and not 
let the destroyer come into yaur 
homes to strike you down. 24 You 
and your children are ordered to 
observe this as a rule forever. 
“And when you come to the country 
the LORD will give you as He said, 
keep this service. “When your 
children ask you, *What do you 
mean by this service?’ 27 answer. 


‘This is a sacrificing of the Passover 
to the LORD, who in Egypt passed 
over the homes of the Israelites 
and saved them when He struck 
down the Egyptians.’ 

The people bowed down and 
worshiped. “The Israelites went 
and did just as the LORD had 
ordered Moses and Aaron. 

“At midnight the LORD struck 
down every firstborn in Egypt from 
the son of Pharaoh sitting on his 
throne to the son of the prisoner in 
the dungeon and also every first¬ 
born of the cattle. “Pharaoh and 
all his men and all the other Egyp¬ 
tians got up at night, and there was 
a loud cry in Egypt because there 
wasn't a home without its dead. 

“Get Ouf* 

"Pharaoh called for Moses and 
a!.??!co Aaron at night. “Get away from my 
people." he said, “you and the 
Israelites. Go and serve the LORD as 
you said. “Take your flocks and 
herds too. as you said, and go. And 
bless me too!” "The Egyptians 
urged the people to leave the 
country quickly, saying. “We ll all 
be dead!" 

"The people carried their dough 
before yeast was added and had 
their kneading bowls wrapped up in 
their garments on their shoulders. 

“The Israelites had done what 
Moses told them and asked the 
Egyptians for articles of silver and 
gold and for clothing. “The LORD 
moved the Egyptians to be kind to 
the people and give them what they 
asked, and so the Israelites took 
away the goods of the Egyptians. 

"The Israelites moved from 
Rameses to Succoth. There were 
about 600,000 on foot, counting only 
the men and not the women and 
children. J8 A large crowd of non- 
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Israelites also went up with them, 
and flocks and herds, a very large 
stock of‘them. 

"•With the dough they brought 
from Egypt they baked cakes 
without yeast because there was no 
yeast. Being driven out of Egypt, 
they didn't have time to prepare any 
food for the way. 

4 "The Israelites had been living in 
Egypt for 430 years. 41 At the end of 
■430 years, on this very day. all the 
LORD'S people marched out of 
Egypt. "It was a night when the 
LORD kept watch to take them out of 
Egypt: it is the LORD'S night, in 
which all Israelites in the coming 
ages should keep watch. 

"“These are the rules for the 

Passover." the LORD told Moses 

and Aaron: “No foreigner should ”* n c 

eat of it. “Any slave, bought for »

money, may eat of it after you have i2 * 5 ” 
circumcised him. 45 No stranger 232 
living with you or hired by you 
should eat of it. 4fi Eat it in one 
house: don't take any meat out of the 
house. Don't brook any of its 
bones. "The whole community of 
Israel should celebrate it. 4H If a 
stranger is staying with you and 
wants to celebrate the Passover for 
the LORD, all his males should be 
circumcised: then he may come to 
celebrate it and be like anyone born 
in Israel. But no uncircumcised 
person should eat of it. 49 A 
stranger who lives among you is 
bound by the same law as anyone 
born in Israel." 

Ail the Israelites did just as the 
LORD ordered Moses and Aaron. 
s, That same day the LORD had all 
the people of Israel march out of 
Egypt like an army. 


Give the LORD Every Firstborn 

The LORD spoke to Moses: 
2 “Set aside as holy every 
firstborn of any mother in Israel. 
among both people and animals: 
they are Mine." 

'"Remember this day," Moses told 
the pepple, "on which you are 
leaving Egypt, where you were 
slaves, how the LORD took you out of 
it with a mighty arm. And so no 
yeast should be eaten. 4 Today, in 
the month of Abib, you are going 
out. s When the LORD brings you to 
the land of the Canaanites, Hittites, 
Amorites. Hivites, and Jebusites, 
that He swore to your fathers to give 
you. a land flowing with milk and 
honey, hold this service in this 
month. 6 Eat bread without yeast 
for seven days: the LORD’S festival 
1 shall be on the seventh day. 7 Eat 
bread without yeast for the seven

days. No yeast should be seen with 
you or any fermented dough any¬ 
where in your territory. "On that 
day tell your son, ‘It is because of 
what the LORD did for me when I 
left Egypt.' "Make this a sign on 
your hand and a reminder on your 
forehead to keep you talking of the 
LORD'S law, because the LORD with 
a mighty arm took you out of 
Egypt. ,0 Keep this rule at the right 
time every year. 

"‘‘When the LORD brings you to 
the land of the Canaanites. as He 
swore to you and your fathers, and 
gives it to you, "give the LORD 
every firstborn, also every firstborn 
af your animals: if they are males, 
they belong to the LORD. "Redeem 
every firstborn donkey with an 
animal from the flock, and if you 
don't redeem it, break its neck. And 
redeem every firstborn of your 
children. "In the future when your 
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son asks you. ‘What does this 
mean?' tell him. ‘With a mighty arm 
the LORD took us out of Egypt, 
where we were slaves. ,5 When 
Pharaoh was too stubborn to let us 
go. the LORD killed every firstborn 
among men and animals in Egypt. 

This is why I'm sacrificing to the 
LORD every firstborn male and 
redeeming every firstborn of my 
children.' ‘"Make this a sign on 
your arm and a mark on your 
forehead. because the LORD 
brought us out of Egypt with a 
mighty arm.” 

God Leads the Way 

,7 When Pharaoh let the people go. 

God didn't lead them on the road 
that goes to the country of the 
Philistines, although that was the 
shortest way. because God said. 
‘When they see they have to fight. 4 «„»ia 
they may change their minds and go 
back to Egypt." ‘"So God led the 
people around the other way. into 
the desert and to the Red Sea. The 
Israelites were ready for battle 
when they left Egypt. 

l9 Moses took Joseph's body along 
because Joseph had told the Israel¬ 
ites. “God will surely come to help 
you. Then take my body away from 
here with you.” and he had them 
swear they would do it. 

20 They moved from Succoth and 
camped at Etham. on the edge of the 
desert. “The LORD went ahead of 
them in a pillar of cloud during the 
day to lead them on their way but in 
a pillar of fire at night to give them 
light so they could travel day and 
night. “During the day the pillar of 
cloud didn't leave its place as it 
went ahead of the people, nor did 
the pillar of fire at night. 


Between MigdoJ and the Sea 

The LORD said to Moses: 
“‘Tell Israel to turn 
and camp in front of Pi-hahiroth. 
between Migdol and the sea. in front 
of Baal-zephon. Camp opposite it. by 
the sea. ’Pharaoh will think. The 
Israelites are wandering aimlessly 
in the territory and are caught in the 
desert.' 4 I will moke Pharaoh 
stubborn so he will pursue them. 
Then I will be glorified in Pharaoh 
and his whole army, and the Egyp¬ 
tians will know I am the LORD.” The 
Israelites did as they were told. 

’When the king of Egypt got the 
news that the people had fled. 
Pharaoh and his men changed their 
minds. “What have we done?” thev 
asked. “We let Israel go and lost nur 
slaves.” 

Then Pharaoh had horses 
hitched to his chariot, and he took 
his troops with him. r He took his 
600 best chariots as well as the rest 
of the chariots of Egypt, with a 
chariot officer in each of them. 
The LORD mode Pharaoh, king of 
Egypt, stubborn, so that he pursued 
the Israelites, who were going out 
with o high hand. c 9 The Egyptians 
pursued them, and Pharaoh's 
fighting forces, including all his 
horse-drawn chariots and cavalrv. 
caught up with them as they were 
going to camp by the sea at Pi- 
hahiroth in front of Baal-zephon. 

‘"When Pharaoh came near them, 
the Israelites looked up and saw the 
Egyptians coming after them, and 
the Israelites were terrified and 
cried to the LORD. "“Was it 
because there were no graves in 
Egypt.” they asked Moses, “that you 
took us out to.die in the desert? Why 
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did vou take us away from Egypt? 

'-Hirin'I wo (oil you in Egvpt, ’Let us 
alone, and well serve the Egyp¬ 
tians? It would be better for us to 
work for the Egyptians than to die in 
the desert." 

Crossing the Red Sea 

"“Don’t be afraid." Moses told 
the people. “Stand still and see how 
the LORD is going to save you today. 

The Egyptians you see today you will 
never see again. "The LORD is 
fighting for vou. so be still." 

"’’Why are you crying to Me?" 
the LORD asked Moses. “Tell the 
Israelites to go forward. ,h And 
you. raise your rod and stretch out 
your hand over the sea. and divide 
it. and Israel will walk through the 
sea on dry ground. ,T The Egyp¬ 
tians. whom I am making stubborn . 
will go in after them, and I will be 
glorified at the expense of Pharaoh 1TRo9,e 
and all his army, his chariots and 
cavalry. "Then the Egyptians will 
know I am the LORD, when I win 
glory over Pharaoh, his chariots, 
and his cavalry." 

"Then God s Angel, who had been 
going ahead of the caravan of Israel, 
moved and went behind them as the 
pillar of cloud also moved away 
from in front of them and took its 
place behind them. “’It came 
between the army of the Egyptians, 
for whom it was a dark cloud, and 
the army of Israel, for whom it lit up 
the night, and all night they couldn’t 
come near each other. 

“Moses stretched out his hand 
over the sea. and the LORD had a 
strong wind blow from the east all 
night to make the sea go back, and 
so He changed the sea to dry land. 

The waters parted, “and the

Israelites went through the middle 
of the sea on dry ground, the water 
standing like a wall on their right 
side and on their left. 

"The Egyptians, all Pharaoh’s 
horses, chariots, and cavalry, 
pursued them and went after them 
into the middle of the sea. “In the 
watch before dawn the LORD looked 
down from the pillar of fire and 
cloud at the Egyptian army and 
threw it into a panic: "He clogged 
the wheels d of their chariots so 
that they could hardly go ahead in 
them, and the Egyptians said, “Let 
us flee from the Israelites, because 
the LORD is fighting on their side 
against Egypt.” 

"“Stretch out your hand over the 
sea." the LORD told Moses, “and 
the water will flow back over the 
Egyptians, their chariots, and their 
cavalry.” 

“Moses stretched out his hand 
over the sea, and at daybreak the 
water flowed back to its place. The 
Egyptians fled to avoid it. but the 
LORD swept them right into the 
sea. "The water flowed back, 
covered Pharaoh's whole army, the 
chariots and the cavalry, that had 
followed Israel into the sea: not one 
of them escaped. 

"The Israelites had gone through 
the middle of the sea on dry ground 
while the waters stood like a wall on 
their right side and on their left. 
™So the LORD saved Israel from the 
hands of the Egyptians that day, and 
Israel saw the Egyptians dead on the 
shore of the sea. ’’When Israel 
saw what a mighty thing the LORD 
had done to the Egyptians, the 
people feared the LORD, and they 
believed the LORD and his servant 
Moses. 
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“I Will Sing to the Lord'' 

Then Moses and the Is¬ 
raelites sang this song to 
the LORD: 

“I will sing to the LORD, who has 
triumphed: horses and their 
riders He has thrown into the 
sea. 

2 My Strength and my Defense is 
the LORD, who has saved me: He 
is my God. and I will praise Him: 
my father's God, and I will 
glorify Him. 

’The LORD is a warrior: His 
name is the LORD. 

4 Pharaoh's chariots and army He 
threw into the sea. In the Red 
Sea the best of his charioteers 
were drowned: 

5 Covered by floods, they sank into 
the depths like stones. 

B Your right hand, LORD, is 
wonderfully strong: Your right > 
hand. LORD, has crushed the 
enemy. 

7 By your great majesty You put 
down those who rise against 
You: You send Your blazing 
anger to burn them up like 
stubble. 

"The breath of Your nostrils 
heaps up the water: running 
water stands like a dam: floods 
turn solid in the heart of the sea. 

9 The enemy said. Til pursue and 
catch up with them. I’ll divide 
the, spoil and take my full 
revenge; I'll draw my sword, my 
hand will destroy them.' 

‘"You blew Your wind, the sea 
covered them: they sank like 
lead in the mighty waters. 

“Who, LORD, is like You among 
the gods? who is like You. 
wonderful in holiness, whose 
glory is to be feared, who does 
marvelous things? 


,2 You stretched out Your right 
hand, and the earth swallowed 
them. 

"You lovingly lead the people You 
freed and mightily guide them to 
Your holy dwelling place. 

“Nations hear of it and tremble: 
anguish grips the people in 
Philistia. 

“Edom's chiefs are terrified, 
Moab's leaders tremble, all 
those who live in Canaan melt 
away; 

“terror and dread fall on them, 
still as a stone till Your people, 
LORD, pass through, till the 
people You purchased come 
through. 

,7 You will bring them in and plant 
them on Your own mountain, the 
place where You live, which 
You. LORD, have made, the holv 
place Your hands. Lord, have 
established. 

. ‘"The LORD will rule forever.'" 

“Pharaoh's horses, with his 
chariots and cavalry, went into the 
sea, and the LORD made the water 
of the sea flow back on them while 
Israel walked on dry ground through 
the middle of the sea. 

20 The prophetess Miriam, Aaron's 
sister, took a tambourine in her 
hand, and all. the women, dancing 
with tambourines, followed her. 
2, Miriam sang to them: 

“Sing to the LORD, who has 
triumphed; horses and their 
riders He threw into the sea.” 

No Water 

2Z Then Moses took the Israelites 
away from the Red Sea; they went 
into the wilderness of Shur and 
traveled in the wilderness 3 days 
without finding any water. 2 ’Th«y 
came to Marah, but couldn't drink 
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flu* water there, because it was 
bitter. * And so the place was called 
Marah.® The people complained 
against Moses. “What are we going 
In drink?" they asked. 

-'Tie cried to the LORD, and the 
LORD showed him some wood. He 
threw it into the water, and it made 
the water sweet. 

There God laid down a rule and a 
law lor them and tested them. 2,i "If 
vou will obey the LORD your God." 
He said, “and do what He says is 
right, listen to His orders, and keep 
all His laws. 1 will not have you 
suffer from any of the diseases I 
inflicted on Egypt, because 1 the 
LORD am He who heals you." 

- : Then they went to Elim. where 
there were 12 springs of water and 
70 palm trees, and they camped 
there by the water. 

Bread from Heaven 

The whole community of 
Israel moved from Elim, 
and on the 15th day of the second 
month after leaving Egypt they came 
into the wilderness of Sin, which is 
between Elim and Sinai. 2 In the 
wilderness the whole congregation 
complained against Moses and 
Aaron. ’“If only we had died by 
the LORD’S hand in Egypt,” the 
Israelites told them, “when we sat 
bv our pots of meat and ate all the 
food we wanted! You brought us into 
this wilderness to starve this whole 
congregation to death!” 

4 "I will send you bread like rain 
from heaven.” the LORD told Moses. 
“And I will test them to see if they 
will do what I tell them or not: Each 
day the people will go out and gather 
only what they need for that day. 
*But on the sixth day, when they 


prepare what they bring home, it 
will be twice as much as they gather 
any other day.” 

h Moses and Aaron told all the 
Israelites: “This evening you will 
realize the LORD took you out of 
Egypt, 7 and in the morning you will 
see the LORD’S glory, for He has 
heard you complain against the 
LORD. What are we that you should 
complain against us.” "Moses 
added: “This evening the LORD is 
giving you meat to eat and in the 
morning all the bread you want, for 
the LORD has heard you complain 
against Him. What are we? You 
didn’t grumble against us but 
against the LORD.” 

"“Tell the whole assembly of 
Israel,” Moses said to Aaron: 
“Come before the LORD, for He has 
heard you grumble.” '"But then, as 
31 Aaron talked to the whole com- 
318 munity of Israel, they turned toward 
the desert and saw the LORD'S glory 
appearing in the cloud. "“I have 
heard Israel grumble.” the LORD 
said to Moses. ,2 “Tell them: ‘At 
twilight you will eat meat, and in the 
morning you will get all the bread 
you want, and then you will realize I 
the LORD am your God.’ ” 

u In the evening quails came up 
and covered the camp, and in the 
morning a dew was lying around the 
camp. M When the dew lifted, the 
desert ground was covered with 
something small and flaky as fine as 
hoarfrost on the ground. ,5 When 
the Israelites saw it, they asked one 
another, “What is it?” because they 
didn’t know what it was. 

Moses told them. “This is the food 
the LORD gives you to eat. '*And 
this is what the LORD orders you to 
do: Everyone should gather as much 
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of it as he can eat — take an omer for 
each as you count the persons each 
of you has in his tent.” 

,7 The Israelites did so. some 
gathering more, some less. '"But 
when they measured it by the omer. 
the one who gathered much didn't 
have too much . and the one who 
gathered little didn't have too little . 
but each had gathered as much as 
he could eat. 

,9 Moses told them. “Nobody 
should keep any of it till morning." 
“But they didn’t listen to Moses. 
Some men kept part of it till 
morning, and it bred worms and 
stank. So Moses was angry with 
them. 

2, Every morning each one 
gathered as much as he could eat. 
When the sun was hot, it melted 
away. 22 But on the sixth day they 
gathered twice as much food, two 
omers for each person, and all the 
leaders of the community came to 
Moses to tell him about it. 

23 “This is what the LORD has 
said," he told them: “Tomorrow is a 
rest day, the Lord’s holy Sabbath. 
Bake what you want to bake, and 
boil what you want to boil, and all 
that is left over put aside and keep 
till tomorrow morning." 24 They put 
it aside till the next morning as 
Moses had ordered, and it didn’t 
smell or have worms. 25 “Eat it 
today," Moses said: "today is the 
LORD’S rest day. You will not find 
any in the field today. “Gather for 
six days, but on the seventh day. the 
rest day, there will be nothing." 

27 And yet on the seventh day some 
people went out to gather, but they 
didn’t find anything. 2fl "How long 
will you refuse to do what I ordered

“Give us 
water to drink!" they said. 

“Why quarrel with me?" Moses 
asked them. “Why test the LORD?" 

3 So there the people were thirsty 
for water, and they grumbled

“Why did you bring 
us up out of Egypt?” they asked. “To 
have us. our children, and our cattle 
die of thirst?”

Moses’ father-in-law, had 
received Moses’ wife Zipporah. 

3*ci» 7 « a fj er Moses had sent her away, 
‘and also her two sons. The name of 
the one was Gershom, because he 
said. " I'm a stranger in a foreign 
land.'' *and the name of the other 
was Eliezer, 1 “because my father's 
God helped me and saved me from 
Pharaoh's sword.” 'Jethro, Moses’ 
father-in-law. his sons, and his wife 
came to Moses in the desert where 
he was camping near God's moun¬ 
tain. h He had someone tell Moses. 
“I, your father-in-law Jethro, your 
wife, and her two sons are coming to 
you.” 

7 Moses went out to meet his 
father-in-law. He bowed down be¬ 
fore him and kissed him. They 
greeted one another, then went into 
the tent. "Moses told his father-in- 
law everything the LORD did to 
Pharaoh and the Egyptians for 
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Israel, all the trouble they had on 
the way, and how the LORD rescued 
them.

make them overseers of thousands, 
of hundreds, of fifties, and of 
tens. “Let them judge the people at 
all times. Every important matter 
they should bring to you, but every 
minor matter they should decide. 
Make it easier for yourself by letting 
them help you. “If you do this, if 
God so commands, you will be able 
to stand the work, and all these 
people will go home satisfied.” 

“Moses listened to his father-in- 
law and did just as he told him. 
“Moses chose able men from all 
parts of Israel and made them heads 
over the people, overseers of thou¬ 
sands, of hundreds, of fifties, and of 
tens. “These men judged the 
people at all times. They brought the 
difficult cases to Moses, but the 
easier ones they decided them¬ 
selves. 

27 Then Moses said good-bye to his 
father-in-law, who went back to his 
own country. 

Moses on the Mountain 

On that day, 2 months 
after the Israelites left 
Egypt, they went into the Sinai 
desert. Starting from Rephidim. 
they came into the Sinai desert, and 
there Israel camped in front of the 
mountain. 

’Moses went up to God. and the 
LORD called to him from the 
mountain: “Say to Jacob, and tell the 
Israelites: <l You have seen what I 
did to the Egyptians and how I 
carried you on eagle’s wings and 
brought you to Me.

,5 ‘‘If anyone strikes his father or 
his mother, he must be killed. 

lh "If one kidnaps another, wheth¬ 
er he sells him or keeps him (and so 
is found), he must be killed. 

,7 ‘ If anyone curses hi s father or 
his mother, he must be killed. 

IH 'If men quarrel and one hits the 
other with a stone or with his fist 
and the other doesn't die but has to 
lie in bed. 19 if he can get up again 
and walk around outside with his 
staff, the one who hit him should not 
be punished except that he must pay 
for his not working and see to it that 
he gels completely well again. 

20 "If someone beats his slave, man 
or woman, with a rod, so that he dies 
right away, he must be punished.

2B *'If a bull gores a man or a 
woman to death, the bull must be 
stoned to death, and its meat must 
not be eaten; the bull’s owner is not 
to be punished. 29 But if the bull has 
had a habit of goring and his owner 
is warned and still doesn’t keep him 
from killing a man or a woman, the 
bull must be stoned, and his owner 
must be killed too. 30 If only a fine is 
put on him, he can save his life by 
paying the fine put on him. "If a 
boy or girl is gored, follow the same 
rule in dealing with him. 32 If the 
bull gores a male or female slave, 
thirty shekels of silver is to be paid 
his master, and the bull is to be 
stoned. 

3J "If a man opens a cistern or digs 
a cistern and doesn't cover it and a 
bull or a donkey falls into it, "the 
owner of the cistern should pay its 
owner and keep the dead animal. 

3S ‘‘If someone's bull gores another 
man’s bull so that he dies, they 
should sell the live bull and divide 
the money between them, and the 
dead bull too. 3b If the bull was 
known to have a habit of goring and 
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his owner didn’t fence him in, he 
should trade bull for bull and keep 
the dead one.” 

Stealing and Other Loss of 
Property 

“When a man steals a bull 
or a sheep and butchers 
it or sells it, he should pay back five 
head of cattle for one bull and four 
sheep for one sheep. 

"‘When anyone catches a burglar 
breaking in and strikes him so that 
he dies, he isn't guilty of murder. 
’But if it happened after sunrise, it 
would be murder. The thief must 
certainly pay back; if he has 
nothing, he must be sold to pay for 
what he stole. 4 If the stolen 
animal—bull, donkey, or sheep —is 
found alive in his possession, he 
must give back double. 

5 “When a man burns a field or a 
vineyard and lets the fire spread to 
another man’s field, he must pay 
him back with the best from his field 
and vineyard. fi When a fire 
spreads and gets into thornbushes 
and burns up stacked or standing 
grain or ruins a field, the one who 
started the fire must pay for the 
loss. 

7 “When one hands another some 
money or articles to keep for him 
and they are stolen from that man’s 
house, if the thief is caught, he must 
pay back double. 8 If the thief isn't 
caught, the owner of the house 
should be brought before Godi to 
make sure he himself hasn’t laid 
hands on his neighbor’s goods. 9 In 
every case of anything stolen —a 
bull, a donkey, a sheep, a garment 
—or anything lost about which 
somebody says, ‘This is it,’ the case 
of both persons should come before 


God: The one God says is guilty must 
pay the other double. 

,0 “When anyone gives another a 
donkey, bull, sheep, or any kind of 
animal to keep for him and it dies, is 
injured, or is taken in a raid and 
nobody saw what happened, "he 
should swear by the LORD to the 
owner to make sure he hasn't laid 
hands on his neighbor's goods; then 
the owner should be satisfied 
without being paid for the loss. 
,2 But if it was stolen from him. the 
owner must get paid for his loss. 
"If it was torn by a wild animal, the 
man should bring it as proof: he 
doesn’t pay for what has been torn 
by an animal. 

"“When anyone borrows an 
animal from another and it is 
injured or dies while its owner 
wasn’t with it, the borrower should 
pay for its loss. 'Tf the owner is 
with it. he doesn't get paid. If it was 
hired, the money paid for the hire 
covers any loss.” 

Other Regulations 

,fi “If a man seduces a virgin who 
isn’t engaged and has intercourse 
with her, he must pay the bride- 
price and marry her. ,7 If her 
father absolutely refuses to give her 
to him, he must pay in silver an 
amount equal to the bride-price for 
virgins. 

’"“Don’t let a witch live. 

’"‘Anyone who has intercourse 
with an animal must be killed. 

20 “Anyone who sacrifices to any 
god except the LORD must be 
solemnly destroyed. 

"“Don’t mistreat a foreigner or 
oppress him, because you were 
foreigners in Egypt. "Don't mis¬ 
treat any widow or orphan. 23 lf 



J Or the judges; also in vv. 9. 28 
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you mistreat such a one and he cries 
to me. I will certainly listen to his 
rrv ’’and get very angry and kill 
vou with the sword, and then vour 
wives will be widows and vour 
children orphans. 

-’'“If vou lend money to My people, 
to anv poor person among you. don’t 
act like a creditor toward him; don’t 
charge him interest. 2h If vou take 
another person's garment as 
security, give it back to him before 
the sun goes down. 37 It's his only 
covering in which to wrap his body. 

When he 
cries to Me. 1 will listen because I 
will feel sorry for him. 

"Don't dishonor God or curse a 
leader of vour people. 

J "“Don'l be late with your offer¬ 
ings from vour crop or your vine¬ 
yard. 

“Give Me your firstborn son. "

*’Do the same with your cattle and 
vour sheep. Let the young one stay 
with its mother seven days, and on 
the eighth give it to Me. 

"“Be My holy people. Don't eat 
meat from an animal torn in the 
field; throw it to the dogs. 

“Don’t spread a false 
rumor. Don’t join hands 
with a wicked person by falsely 
accusing anyone of crime. 2 Don’t 
follow a crowd in doing wrong. 

When you testify in a case, don’t go 
with the majority to pervert justice. 

'And don't show favoritism to a poor 
man when he has a case. 

“‘When you happen to find your 
enemy’s ox or donkey running loose, 
be sure to bring it back to 
him. 5 When you see your enemy’s 
donkey lying helpless under its load, 
don't leave him alone with it. but by 
all means help him set it free.

poor man comes with a complaint. 
7 Keep away from telling lies. And 
don't kill an innocent and righteous 
person, because I will not judge the 
wicked to be innocent. "Don't take 
a bribe, because bribery blinds 
those who have good judgment and 
overturns the cause of those who 
are righteous. 

"“Don’t make life hard for a 
foreigner. You know how it feels to 
be a foreigner because you were 
foreigners in Egypt. 

"’“For six years sow your land 
and gather its crops, "but in the 
seventh leave it alone and let it lie so 
that the poor of your people can eat 
and what they leave the wild 
animals may eat. Do the same with 
your vineyards and your olive 
trees. “Do your work in six days, 
but rest on the seventh so that your 
ox and your donkey can rest and 
your maid's son and the foreigner 
may be refreshed. 

““Pay careful attention to 
everything I told you. 

“Don't mention the names of other 
gods or let them be heard on your 
lips.” 

Three Festivals 

“Celebrate three festivals for 
Me in the year. ,5 Keep the Festival 
of Bread Without Yeast: As I 
ordered you, eat bread without 
yeast for seven days at the right 
time in the month of Abib. because 
that was when you left Egypt. But 
don't come before Me empty- 
handed. ,6 Also keep the Festival of 
Harvesting with the first products of 
your work, of your sowing the field, 
and the Festival of In-Gathering at 
the end of the year when you gather 
what your work produced in the 
field. 17 All your men should appear 
before the LORD three times a year. 
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'““Don't offer the blood of a 
sacrifice to Me with anything that 
contains yeast. And don’t let the fat 
sacrificed at My festival lie there all 
night till morning. 

‘““Bring the first and best of the 
crop of vour ground to the house of 
the LORD your God. 

“Don’t boil a kid in its mother's 
milk." 

"My Messenger" 

20 “I am sending a Messenger to 
lead you, protect you on the way. 
and bring you to the place I 
prepared. 2l Be careful before Him, 
and listen to Him. Don’t rebel 
against Him. because He will not 
forgive your wrong—Mv name is in 
Him. “But be sure to listen to Him 
and do everything I say. Then I will 
be an enemy to your enemies and 
fight those who fight you. “When 
My Messenger leads you and brings 
you to the Amorites. Hittites. 
Perizzites, Canaanites, Hivites. and 
Jebusites. I will wipe them out. 
“Then don’t worship their gods or 
serve them or do what they do. but 
tear them down, and smash their 
holy pillars, “and serve the LORD 
your God; then He will bless your 
food and water and take sickness 
away from you. 26 No woman in 
your country will miscarry or be 
barren. I will give you each a full 
number of years. Z7 I will send My 
terror ahead of you and throw into a 
panic all the people you come to and 
make all your enemies flee from 
you. 2B 1 will send panic 1 ahead 
of you to drive the Hivites. 
Canaanites. and Hittites out of your 
way. - 29 I will not drive them out of 
your way in one year, otherwise the 
land may lie waste and too many 

k Heb the hornet, used figuratively 


animals come against you. “Little 
by little I’ll drive them out ahead of 
you till you grow in number and can 
take possession of the land. J T will 
make your country extend from the 
Red Sea to the sea of the Philistines 
and from the desert to the 
Euphrates, because I will put the 
people living in the land in your 
hands, and you must drive them out 
of your way. “Don’t make a treaty 
with them and their gods. “They 
must not live in your country, or they 
will make you sin against Me when 
you serve their gods—they will be a 
trap for you." 

The Blood of the Covenant 

“Come up before the 
LORD." He said to Moses, 
“you and Aaron, Nadab, Abihu, and 
seventy elders of Israel, and 
worship at a distance. 2 Then only 
Moses shall come near the LORD; 
the others shall not come near, and 
the people shall not come up with 
him at all." 

3 Moses went and told the people 
everything the LORD said, including 
all the regulations; and all Ihe 
people answered as one man: “We 
will do everything the LORD has told 
us to do." 

4 Moses wrote down everything 
the LORD said. Rising early the next 
morning, he built an altar at the font 
of the mountain and 12 pillars for 
the 12 tribes of Israel. 5 Then he 
sent young Israelite men to sacrifice 
bulls as burnt offerings and peace 
offerings to the LORD. “Moses took 
half of the blood and poured it into 
bowls and threw the other half 
against the altar. 7 Then he took 
the scroll of the covenant and read it 
while the people listened. They said: 
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•‘We will obey and do everything the 
LORD has said/' 

"Then Moses took the blood and 
threw it over the people, saying: 

Here is the blood of the covenant 
the LORD made with you on the 
basis of all He said here." 

'’Moses went up with Aaron, 
Nadab. Abihu. and 70 elders of 
Israel. ,0 They saw the God of 
Israel, and under His feet there was 
a kind of pavement of sapphire as 
clear as the sky. "God didn't hurt 
the leaders of Israel while they had 
a vision of Him and ale and drank. 

Gifts for the Tabernacle 

"“Come up to Me on the 
mountain." the LORD told Moses. 

“and wait there, and I will give you 
the stone tablets with the law and 8 ™ 2 * 2 ® 
the commandments I have written. 
so that you may teach them." 

"Moses and Joshua, his assistant. 12 ^' o ’ 3 2 3 
gol up. and Moses went up on God's 17 2C 2 ° 5 31 
mountain. "He told the elders: 9Ac, ‘ 7 * 

H*b 9 5 

“Wait here for us till we come back 
to you. Aaron and Hur are here with 
you. If anyone has a problem, he may 
go to them." 

"Moses went up on the mountain, 
which was covered by the cloud; 

"the LORD’S glory rested on Mount 
Sinai. For six days the cloud cov¬ 
ered it. and on the seventh He called 
to Moses from the cloud. ,7 The 
LORD'S glory looked to the Israelites 
like a consuming fire on the top of 
I he mountain. ,H Moses went into 
Ihe cloud and up on the mountain. 

And Moses stayed on the mountain 
40 davs. 

The LORD said to Moses: 

'“Tell the Israelites to 
take an offering for Me; from 
everyone whose heart makes him 
willing take the offering for 


Me. 3 This is the kind of offering 
you should take from them: gold, 
silver, bronze; 4 violet, purple, and 
scarlet material, fine linen, goats' 
hair. S rams’ skins dyed red. 
porpoise skins, and acacia wood: 
fi oil for the lamps, spices for the 
anointing oil and the fragrant 
incense; 7 onyx stones and stones in 
settings for the priestly apron and 
pouch. 

"“Have them make Me a holy 
place, so that I can live among them. 
9 Make it exactly like the model of the 
tabernacle and of all its equipment 
that I will show you." 

The Ark of Testimony 

’"“They should make an ark of 
acacia wood forty-five inches long, 
twenty-seven inches wide, and 
twenty-seven inches high. "Cover 
it with pure gold inside and out. Put 
a gold molding on it all around. 
"Cast four gold rings for it. and put 
them on its four lower corners, two 
rings on one side and two on the 
other. "Make poles of acacia 
wood, cover them with gold, "and 
put the poles through the rings on 
the sides of the ark to carry the ark 
with them. "The poles should stay 
in the rings of the ark and not be 
taken away from it. " And put into 
the ark Ihe Word of Testimony I give 
you. 

,7 “Make an atonement cover of 
pure gold forty-five inches long and 
twenty-seven inches wide. "Make 
two angels by hammering them out 
of gold: make them on the two ends 
of the atonement cover. "Make 
one angel on one end and the other 
angel on the other end, making the 
two angels of one piece with the 
atonement cover. 20 The angels 
should have their wings spread 
above, overshadowing the atone- 
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ment cover with their wings as they 
face each other over it. -'Put the 
atonement cover on top of the ark. 
and put into the ark the Word of 
Testimony I give you. “There I will 
meet with you and talk to vou from 
above the atonement cover, between 
the two angels over the ark con¬ 
taining the Word of Testimony, and 
give you all the instructions you will 
bring to Israel/’ 

The Table 

23 “Make a table of acacia wood 
thirty-six inches long, eighteen 
inches wide, and twenty-seven 
inches high. “Cover it with pure 
gold, and make a gold molding 
around it. 25 Make a rim a 
handbreadth wide around it. and 
put a gold molding around the 
rim. 26 Cast four gold rings for it. 
and fasten the rings to the four 
comers at the table’s legs. 27 The 
rings should be close to the rim and 
hold the poles to carry the 
table. “Make the poles of acacia 
wood, cover them with gold, and use 
them to carry the table. 29 Make for 
it platters, cups, bowls, and jars to 
pour drink offerings, and make them 
of pure gold. “And always set 
before Me on the table bread 
presented to Me.” 

The Lampstand 

““Make a lampstand by 
hammering it out of pure gold with 
its base and its shaft: its flower 
cups, bulbs, and petals should be 
one piece with it. “Six branches 
should come out of its sides, three 
branches on one side and three on 
the other. “Each of the six 
branches coming out of the 
lampstand should have three flower 
cups shaped like almond blossoms, 
each with a bulb and petals. “The 


lampstand itself should have four 
flower cups shaped like almond 
blossoms, each with a bulb and 
petals. “A bulb should be under 
each of the three pairs of branches 
coming out of the lampstand. 
“Their bulbs and branches should 
be one piece with it. all being 
hammered of one piece of pure gold 
l7 Make seven lamps for it. and set up 
its lamps so as to give light in front 
of it. “Its tongs and firepans should 
be of pure gold. “Make it and all 
this equipment out of one talent of 
pure gold. “And see that you make 
them according to the model you 
were shown on the mountain." 

The Tabernacle 

“Make the tabernacle oT 
ten curtains of fine twisted 
linen and violet, purple, and scarlet 
material with angels worked into it 
by a skillful artist. 2 Each curtain 
should be forty-two feet long and six 
feet wide, all of them the same 
size. 3 Five curtains should be 
joined to one another, and the other 
five should also be joined to one 
another. ‘Make violet loops on the 
edge of the end curtain in the one 
set. and do the same on the edge of 
the end curtain in the other 
set. 5 making fifty loops on the one 
curtain and fifty loops on the edge of 
the curtain in the other set. placing 
the loops opposite each other. 
6 Make fifty golden hooks, and with 
them fasten the curtains to one 
another so as to make one 
tabernacle. 

7 ”Make curtains of goats’ hair, 
eleven of them, for a tent over the 
tabernacle. "Each curtain should 
be forty-five feet long and six feet 
wide: all eleven should be the same 
size. 9 Join five curtains to one 
another, and the other six to one 
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another, and double the sixth 
curtain to hang in front of the 
tent. '"Make fifty loops on the edge 
of the end curtain in the one set and 
fifty loops on the edge of the end 
curtain in the other set. "Make 
fifty bronze hooks, and put the hooks 
through the loops to join the parts of 
the tent and make it one. ,2 The 
part of the curtains that hangs over, 
the half curtain that is left over, 
should hang over the back of the 
tabernacle, "while the eighteen 
inches left over on each side in the 
length of the tent curtains should 
hang over each side of the 
tabernacle to cover it. "Make a 
cover for the tent of rams' skins 
dyed red and over that a cover of 
porpoise skins. 

"‘ Make the upright frames for 
the tabernacle of acacia wood. 
''■Each frame should be fifteen feet 
long and twenty-seven inches 
wide. ,; Each frame should have 
two tenons to fit it tightly to the next 
frame: make these on all the frames 
in the tabernacle. '"Make twenty 
frames for the south side of the 
tabernacle. '"Make forty silver 
bases under the twenty frames, two 
ba ses under each frame for its two 
tenons. 2( 'And also twenty frames 
on the other, the north side of the 
tabernacle, "and their forty silver 
hases. two bases under each 
frame. “Make six frames for the 
back, the west side. "Make two 
frames for the back corners of the 
tabernacle: "these should be 
coupled at the bottom and joined 
together at the top to a single ring: 
both should be like that: they should 
form the two corners. 25 There 
should be eight frames with their 
sixteen silver bases, two bases 
under each frame. 

2fi “Make bars of acacia wood, five 


for the frames on the one side of the 
tabernacle. 27 five for the frames 
on the other side of the tabernacle, 
and five for the frames on the back, 
that is. the west side of the taber¬ 
nacle. 2H Have the middle bar. 
halfway up the frames, go from one 
end to the other. 29 Cover the 
frames with gold, make gold rings to 
hold the bars, and cover the bars 
with gold. 

10 “Set up the tabernacle 
according to the plan you were 
shown on the mountain. 

"“Make a curtain of violet, 
purple, and scarlet material and 
fine twisted linen, with a pattern of 
angels worked in by a skillful artist. 
,2 Hang this with gold hooks on four 
acacia posts, covered with gold, 
standing on four silver bases. 
"Hang the curtain from the hooks, 
and bring the ark containing the 
Word of Testimony behind Ihe 
curtain. The curtain will divide for 
you the holy place from the most 
holy place. "Put the atonement 
cover on the ark containing the 
Word of Testimony in the most holy 
place. 

"“Set the table outside the 
curtain by the north wall, and the 
lampstand opposite the table by the 
south wall of the tabernacle. 

™“For the door of the tent make a 
screen of violet, purple, and scarlet 
material and fine twisted linen, 
embroidered with colored threads. 
l7 For the screen make five posts of 
acacia wood covered with gold, with 
gold hooks: and cast five bronze 
bases for them." 

The Altar for Burnt Offerings 

“Make the altar of acacia 
wood; seven and a half 
feet square the altar should be. and 
four and a half feet high. 2 On its 
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four corners make horns that are 
one piece with it; and cover it with 
bronze. 

"‘Make pots to take away its 
ashes, also shovels, bowls, forks, 
and firepans for it. Make all the 
utensils for it of bronze. 

'“Make a grating for it. a bronze 
network, and make four bronze 
rings on the four corners of the 
network. s and fasten it below 
under the ledge around the altar so 
that it comes halfway up the altar. 

““Make poles of acacia wood for 
the altar, and cover them with 
bronze. 7 Its poles, put through the 
rings, should be along the two sides 
of the altar to be used in carrying it. 

"“Make it hollow, with boards. 
Make it as it was shown to you on 
the mountain." 

The Court 

"‘Make a court for the taber¬ 
nacle. The south side of the court 
should have curtains of fine twisted 
linen, one hundred fifty feet long for 
the one side, ,0 with twenty posts 
and twenty bronze bases for them. 
The hooks on the posts and their 
binders should be silver. "Have 
the same length on the north 
side—curtains one hundred fifty 
feet long with their twenty posts and 
twenty bronze bases. The hooks on 
the posts and their binders should 
be silver. "For the width of the 
court on the west side have curtains 
extending seventy-five feet with 
their ten posts and their ten 
bases. "On the east side, toward 
the rising sun, the court should be 
seventy-five feet wide. "'"On each 
side of the entrance there should be 
twenty-five and a half feet of cur¬ 
tains with three posts and three 
bases for them. "For the gate of 
the court have a thirty-foot screen of 


violet, purple, and scarlet material 
and fine twisted linen, embroidered 
with colored threads, with four 
posts and their bases. "All the 
posts around the court should have 
silver bands, silver hooks, and 
bronze bases. ‘"The court should 
be one hundred fifty feet long, 
seventy-five feet wide all the way. 
and seven and a half feet high —fine 
twisted linen and bronze bases. 

"“All the equipment used for 
serving in the tabernacle, all its tent 
pegs, and all the tent pegs for the 
court should be bronze.’* 

Olive Oil for Lamps 

20 “Order the Israelites to get you 
clear oil of crushed olives for the 
lights in order to set up the lamps to 
burn continually. "Aaron and his 
sons should tend to this from 
ac.» 7 7 :«; evening till morning before the 
Hebes LORD in the tent where I meet with 
you. outside the curtain behind 
which is the Word of the Testimony. 
This is what the Israelites in the 
coming ages must always do." 

Sacred Vestments 

‘'Have your brother Aaron 
and his sons Nadab. 
Abihu. Eleazar. and Ithamar come 
to you from the Israelites to serve 
Me as priests. 2 For your brother 
Aaron make holy garments for 
honor and dignity. 

"‘Tell all who are skillful, whom I 
have filled with ability, to make 
Aaron's garments to sanctify him 
for serving Me as priest. 'These 
are the garments they should make: 
a pouch, a priestly apron, a robe, a 
tunic of checkered work, a turban, 
and a sash. They are to make holv 
garments for your brother Aaron 
and his sons to serve Me as 
priests. 5 They are to use gold. 
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violet, purple, and scarlet material 
and fine linen. 

‘’"They should have a skilled artist 
make the priest’s apron of gold, 
violet, purple, and scarlet material 
and fine twisted linen. 7 There 
should be two shoulder straps on its 
two edges, so that it can be held in 
place. The waistband on it should 
be made like it and be one piece with 
it, made of gold, violet, purple, and 
scarlet material and fine twisted 
linen. *Get two onyx stones, and 
engrave on them the names of 
Israel’s sons, '"six of their names 
on one stone, the other six on the 
other stone, in the order in which 
they were born. "Have a jeweler 
prepare the stones and, like the 
engraving on a seal ring, engrave 
the names of Israel’s sons on the two 
stones, setting them in filigree work 
of gold. "Fasten the two stones on 
the shoulder straps of the apron as 
reminder stones for the Israelites. 
So Aaron is to bear their names 
before the LORD on his two 
shoulders as a reminder. "Make 
the filigrees of gold. "By twisting 
threads into cords make two chains 
of pure gold, and fasten the corded 
chains to the filigrees. 

"’’Have a skilled artist make the 
judgment pouch: like the priest's 
apron, make it of gold, violet, purple, 
and scarlet material and fine 
twisted linen. ‘^Folded double, it 
should be nine inches square. ,7 On 
it make settings for four rows of 
stones. The first row: carnelian. 
topaz, emerald: ,B the second row: 
red garnet, lapis lazuli, sardonyx: 
l4 the third row: turquoise, agate, 
amethyst; “’the fourth row: chrys¬ 
olite, onyx, jasper. They are to 
be set in gold filigrees. "There 


should be twelve stones correspond¬ 
ing to the names of Israel's sons. 
engraved like seals, each bearing 
the name of one of the twelve 
tribes. 22 On the pouch make chains 
of twisted cords of pure gold. 
"Make two gold rings on the pouch, 
and fasten the two rings to the two 
edges of the pouch. "Fasten the 
two gold cords to the two rings at 
the edges of the pouch, "and 
fasten the other two ends of the two 
cords to the two filigrees, fastening 
them in front to the shoulder straps 
of the apron. 2fi Make two gold 
rings, and fasten them to the other 
two edges of the pouch on its inside 
next to the apron. 27 Make two 
more gold rings, and fasten them in 
front to the lower part of the 
shoulder straps of the apron near its 
seam above the waistband of the 
M R¥ ”. 12 apron. 2B They should fasten the 
pouch by its rings to the rings of the 
apron with a violet cord, so that it 
will lie on the waistband of the 
apron and the pouch will not get 
away from the apron. 29 Aaron 
shall bear the names of Israel’s sons 
on the judgment pouch over his 
heart when he goes into the holy 
place as a continual reminder 
before the LORD. 30 Put the Urim 
and Thummim 1 into the judgment 
pouch, so that they’re on Aaron’s 
heart when he goes in before the 
LORD and Aaron will always bear 
the judgment of Israel's sons on his 
heart before the LORD. 

““Make the robe that goes with 
the apron entirely of violet 
material. ,2 It should have a hole in 
it for the head, with a woven border 
all around, like the neck in a military 
garment, to keep it from tearing. 
“On its lower border all around 


^ifiht and flight—meaning uncertain 
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make pomegranates of violet, 
purple, and scarlet material with 
gold bells between them all around, 
"a gold bell alternating with a 
pomegranate all around the lower 
border of the robe. 3S Aaron must 
wear it when he serves, so that its 
tinkling will be heard when he 
enters the holy place before the 
LORD and when he leaves it. else he 
may die. 

36 “Make a flower of pure gold, 
and engrave on it as on a seal ring: 
THE LORD’S HOLY ONE. 37 Fasten 
it to a violet cord and so to the front 
of the turban. 38 It should be on 
Aaron’s forehead, and Aaron will 
bear the blame for any irregularity 
in ritual when the Israelites 
consecrate their holy gifts. It should 
always be on his forehead, so that 
the LORD will accept them. 

39 “Weave the tunic of fine linen 
with a checkered design. Make the 
turban of fine linen, but the sash 
should be embroidered with colored 
threads. 

40 “Make tunics, sashes, and 
headdresses also for Aaron’s sons 
to honor and dignify them. "Put 
these on your brother Aaron and his 
sons, anoint them, appoint them as 
priests, and consecrate them to 
serve Me as priests. 

"“Make white linen pants, 
reaching from the hips to the thighs, 
to cover their naked flesh. "Aaron 
and his sons should wear them when 
they go into the tent where I meet 
with you or when they come near the 
altar to serve in the holy place, to 
keep from doing wrong and dying. 
This law should always hold for him 
and his descendants after him.” 

Consecrating the Priests 

“This is what you should 
do in consecrating them 


to serve Me as priests: 

“Take one young bull and two 
perfect rams 2 and bread without 
yeast, cakes without yeast, mixed 
with oil, and wafers without yeast, 
covered with oil: use wheat flour in 
making them. 3 Put them in one 
basket, and bring them in the basket 
with the young bull and the two 
rams. 

"‘Then have Aaron and his sons 
come to the door of the tent where I 
meet with you, and wash them with 
water. 5 Take the clothes and put 
them on Aaron, the tunic, the robo 
that is with the apron, the apron 
itself, the pouch, and with its 
waistband fasten the apron on 
him. B Put the turban on his head, 
and fasten the holy symbol of 
consecration on the turban. ’Then 
take the anointing oil, and pour it on 
his head to anoint him. 

8 “Then have his sons come 
forward and put their tunics on 
them. 9 Fasten their sashes around 
Aaron and his sons, and bind their 
headdresses on them. They shall be 
the legal priests forever. And so you 
will install Aaron and his sons. 

,0 “Then bring the young bull 
before the tent where I meet with 
you. Aaron and his sons should lay 
their hands on the bull’s head. 
"Kill the bull before the LORD at the 
door of the tent where I meet with 
you. "And take some of the bull’s 
blood, and with your finger put it on 
the horns of the altar, and pour out 
all the blood against the base of the 
altar. 

,3 “Take all the fat that covers the 
intestines, the lobe on the liver, the 
two kidneys with the fat on them, 
and burn them on the altar. "But 
burn the bull’s meat, hide, and 
bowel contents in fire outside the 
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camp. It’s an offering to take away 
sin. 

,s “Take one ram, and Aaron and 
his sons should lay their hands on 
the ram’s head. "Kill the ram. take 
its blood, and throw it against the 
altar all around. ,7 Cut the ram into 
its pieces, wash the intestines and 
legs, and lay them with its other 
pieces and its head. IB Then burn 
the whole ram on the altar. It is a 
burnt offering to the LORD, an 
offering by fire with a fragrance 
that pleases the LORD. 

"“Take the other ram. and Aaron 
and his sons should lay their hands 
on the ram’s head. 2n Kill the ram, 
take some of its blood, and put it on 
the tip of Aaron's right ear, on the 
tips of his sons’ right ears, on the 
thumbs of their right hands, and on 
the big toes of their right feet, and 
throw the blood against the altar all 
around. "Take some blood from 
the altar and some anointing oil, and 
sprinkle it on Aaron and his gar¬ 
ments. also on his sons and their 
garments; then he and his garments, 
as well as his sons and their 
garments, will be holy. 

“ 'Take the fat of the ram, the fat 
tail, the fat that covers the in¬ 
testines. the lobe of the liver, and 
two kidneys with the fat on them, 
and the right thigh — this is a ram for 
their installation—"also a flat 
loaf of bread, a cake of bread made 
with oil, and a wafer from the 
basket of bread without yeast that is 
before the LORD, "and lay it all in 
the hands of Aaron and his sons, 
and wave them as you offer them to 
the LORD. 25 Then take them from 
their hands, and burn them on the 
altar with the burnt offering for a 
fragrance that pleases the LORD; 
it's an offering by fire to the LORD. 

"“Take the breast of the ram for 


Aaron’s installation, and wave it as 
you offer it to the LORD; this will be 
your share. "Consecrate the 
breast that was waved when 
offered and the thigh that was given 
and waved, both from the ram for 
installation, for this is what belongs 
to Aaron and his sons. 2B Coming 
from the Israelites, it should always 
legally belong to Aaron and his sons 
because it is a gift and should be a 
part of the peace offerings the 
Israelites give to the LORD. 

29 “Aaron’s holy garments should 
belong to his sons after him, so that 
they can be anointed and installed 
in them. "The son who succeeds 
him as priest should wear them 
seven days when he goes into the 
tent where I meet with you, to serve 
in the holy place. 

"“Take the ram for installation, 
, g £p ” ;2 . and boil its meat in the holy place. 

Ph,l4:,a "Aaron and his sons should eat the 
meat of the ram and the bread in the 
basket at the door of the tent where 
I meet with you. "They should eat 
those things by which their sins 
were forgiven when they were 
installed and consecrated, but. 
nobody else should eat them, 
because they are holy. "If any 
meat is left from the installation or 
any bread left over till morning, 
burn what is left; it must not be 
eaten, because it is holy. 

“Do this with Aaron and his sons 
exactly as I ordered you. "Take 
seven days to install them. "Each 
day sacrifice a young bull as an 
offering to atone for sin. And make a 
sin offering for the altar, cleansing 
it, and then anoint it and make it 
holy. "For seven days cleanse the 
altar from sin, and make it holy. 
Then the altar will be very holy, and 
anyone who touches the altar must 
be holy. 
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'‘"“This is what you should offer on 
the altar: two yearling lambs 
regularly every day. 39 Sacrifice 
the one in the morning, the other in 
the evening. 40 With the first lamb 
offer a tenth of an ephah of fine 
flour mixed with a quarter of a hin 
of oil from pressed olives, and a 
drink offering of a quarter of a hin 
of wine. 4, Sacrifice the other lamb 
in the evening with the same flour 
and drink offering as in the morn¬ 
ing—an offering with a fragrance 
that pleases the LORD. 42 This is 
the regular burnt offering you and 
your descendants should bring 
before the LORD at the door of the 
tent where I meet with you to talk to 
you. 43 There I will meet with 
Israel, and My glory will make it a 
holy place. 44 I will make the tent 
where I meet with you and the altar 
holy and will make Aaron and his 
sons holy to serve Me as priests. 

45 “I will live among the Israelites 
and be their God. 46 and they will 
know I the LORD am their God. who 
brought them out of Egypt to live 
among them . / the LORD am their 
God .“ 

The Altar for Incense 

“Make an altar for burn¬ 
ing incense; make it of 
acacia wood, Eighteen inches 
square and thirty-six inches high. 
Its horns should be one piece with 
it. 3 Cover it with pure gold, its top, 
its sides all around, and its horns. 
And make a gold molding around 
it. 4 Below the molding on its 
opposite sides make two gold rings 
to hold the poles for carrying 
it. s Make the poles of acacia wood, 
and cover them with gold. 6 Set it in 
front of the curtain behind which is 
the ark containing the Word of 
Testimony, in front of the atonement 


cover that is over the Word of 
Testimony, where 1 will meet with 
you. 

“Aaron should burn fragrant 
incense on it every morning when he 
gets the lamps ready. "Also when 
Aaron sets up the lamps in the 
evening, there must be burning of 
incense regularly before the LORD 
in the coming ages. 

’“Don't burn strange incense on it 
or burnt offerings or grain offerings, 
and don't pour a drink offering on 
it. ,D Once a year Aaron should 
make atonement on its horns; with 
blood from the yearly atonement for 
sin, atonement must be made for it 
in the coming ages. It is very holy to 
the LORD." 

Ransom at Census 

"The LORD said to Moses: 

Co 6: 12 When you count the Israelites to 

’ 2,17 see how many they are. everyone 
should give the LORD a ransom for 
his life when he is counted: then 
there will be no plague among them 
when they are counted. "Everyone 
who is counted should give a half 
shekel of silver as it is weighed in 
the holy place—twenty gerahs to a 
shekel—a half shekel as a gift to the 
LORD. "Everyone twenty years old 
and older as he is counted should 
give it to the Lord. ,s The rich 
shouldn't give more, and the poor 
shouldn’t give less than a half shekel 
in giving the LORD a ransom for 
your lives. ’“Take the ransom 
money from the Israelites, and use it 
for the service in the tent where I 
meet with you, and it will be Israel’s 
reminder before the LORD that 
you’re ransomed." 

The Bronze Basin 

,7 The LORD said to Moses: 
‘•‘‘Make a bronze basin, with a 
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bronze stand, for washing, and set it 
between the tent where I meet with 
you and the altar. Pour water into 
it. ""Aaron and his sons should 
take water from it to wash their 
hands and feet. Z0 When they go 
ink) the tent where 1 meet with you, 
they should wash in water so they 
will not die. Or when they come near 
the altar to minister by burning an 
offering to the LORD, “they should 
w'ash their hands and feet; then they 
will not die. This is a law forever for 
him and his descendants in the 
coming ages.*' 

The Holy Oil 

’The LORD said to Moses: 
’’’‘Get the finest spices: five hundred 
shekels of liquid myrrh, half as 
much (that is. two hundred fifty) of 
fragrant cinnamon, two hundred 
fifty of fragrant calamus, “five 
hundred of cassia (according to the 
weight used in the holy place), and a 
hin of olive oil. 2b With these make a 
holy oil for anointing, a mixture 
blended by a perfumer: it is a holy 
oil to be used in anointing. 

Jh “With it anoint the tent where I 
meet with you. the ark with the 
Word of Testimony The table with 
all its utensils, the lampstand with 
all its utensils, the altar for incense. 
The altar for burnt offerings with 
all its equipment, and the basin with 
its stand. 79 and so make them holy. 
Then they will be very holy; anyone 
who touches them must be holy. 
'"Anoint Aaron and his sons, and 
make them holy to serve Me as 
priests. 

11 ‘Tell the Israelites: You and 
your descendants should consider 
this My holy oil to be used in 
anointing. Tl should not be 
poured on the body of just anyone, 
and don't make any mixture like this 


one. It is holy and should be holy to 
you. "Anyone who makes a 
mixture like this or uses any of it on 
anybody else must be cut off from 
his people." 

The Incense 

“The LORD told Moses: "Get 
spices: myrrh gum. aromatic shells, 
galbanum gum, these spices and 
clear frankincense in equal parts. 
"Make it into incense, a mixture 
made by a perfumer, salted, pure 
and holy. "Make a fine powder of 
it and put some in front of the Word 
of Testimony in the tent where I 
meet with you. It should be very holy 
to you. * 7 Don’t make the same kind 
of mixture of incense for yourselves. 
Treat it as holy to the LORD. 
'"Anyone who makes anything like it 
to enjoy its odor must be cut off from 
his people." 

The Workers 

The LORD told Moses; 
z "See, I have by name 
called Bezalel, the son of Uri; the 
son of Hur, of the tribe of Judah, 
'and I have filled him with God’s 
Spirit, with skill, intelligence, and 
knowledge for every kind of work: 
4 to make designs to be carried out in 
gold, silver, and bronze, 5 to cut 
stones lo be set, and to carve 
wood—for work in all kinds of 
craftsmanship. "With him I have 
appointed Oholiab, Ahisamach’s 
son. of the tribe of Dan. And to every 
skillful person I have given the skill 
to make everything I ordered you to 
make: 7 the tent where I will meet 
with you, the ark for the Word of 
Testimony, the atonement cover on 
it, all the equipment of the tent, 
“the table with its utensils, the pure 
lampstand with all its utensils, the 
altar for the incense, "the altar for 
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the burnt offerings with all its 
equipment, the basin with its stand. 

,0 the finely woven garments —the 
holy garments for Aaron the priest 
and the garments for his sons when 
they serve as priests, “the 
anointing oil, and the fragrant 
incense for the holy place. They 
should make these just as I ordered 
you.” 

The Sabbath, a Sign 

,2 The LORD said to Moses: 

,3 “Tell the Israelites: 'Be sure to 
keep My Sabbaths, because they 
will be a sign between Me and you 
and your descendants by which you 
can know that I the LORD am He 
who makes you holy. M Keep the 
rest day, because it is holy to you. 
Anyone who makes it unholy must 
be killed. If anyone does any work on 

it, that person must be cut off from 1 Acl» 7 40 
his people. ,5 Six days you may «co»07 
work, but the seventh is the LORD'S 
holy rest day. If anyone does any 
work on the rest day. he must be 
killed. ,6 The Israelites and their 
descendants must carefully keep the 
rest day as an everlasting covenant. 

17 It will be a sign between Me and 
the Israelites forever, because the 
LORD made heaven and earth in six 
days, and on the seventh He rested 
and was refreshed.’ ” 

,a When He finished talking to 
Moses on Mount Sinai, He gave 
Moses two tablets with the Word of 
Testimony, stone tablets inscribed 
with God’s finger. 

The Golden Calf 

When the people saw that 
Moses delayed coming down 
from the mountain, the people 
gathered around Aaron. '"Come,” 
they said. " make us gods to lead us. 

We don’t know what happened to 


this Moses who brought us out of 
Egypt." 

2 "Tear off the gold rings that your 
wives, sons, and daughters have in 
their ears,” Aaron told them, “and 
bring them to me.” 

3 All the people tore the gold rings 
from their ears and brought them tc 
Aaron, *who took them from their 
hands and made a metal casting of a 
calf that he shaped with a chisel. 

“These are your gods. Israel.” 
they said, “who brought you out oi 
Egypt.” 

s When Aaron saw this, he built an 
altar in front of it. And Aaron called 
out. “Tomorrow shall be a festival tc 
the LORD.” 

fi The next day the people got up 
early and burned sacrifices and 
brought peace offerings: then they 
sat down to eat and drink and got up 
to play. 

7 “Go down,” the LORD told 
Moses. “Your people, whom you 
brought out of Egypt, are doing a 
corrupt thing. 8 They have quickly 
left the way I ordered them to live 
and made themselves a casting of a 
calf. They're worshiping it and 
sacrificing to it. ‘These are your 
gods. Israel.’ they say. 'who brought 
you out of Egypt.’ 9 I see these 
people are a stubborn people.” the 
LORD said to Moses. ,0 “Now let 
Me alone, and My anger will blaze 
at them, and I’ll consume them. And 
I will make you a great people.” 

’’But Moses pleaded with the 
LORD his God. “LORD.” he askedj 
“for what purpose are You so angry 
with Your people, whom You brought 
out of Egypt with great might and a 
strong arm? ,2 Why should the 
Egyptians say, 'He brought them out 
only to harm them, to kill them in the 
hills and destroy them from the 
earth'? Turn from Your fierce 
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linger, and change Your mind about 
ihe disaster You mean to bring on 
*Your people. ’’Think of Abraham, 

Isaac, and Israel, Your servants to 
M'hom You swore by Yourself and 
promised. ‘I will give you many 
descendants, like the stars in the 
^ky. and all this land I spoke of I will 
*>ive to your descendants as their 
possession forever/ " 

N So the LORD changed His mind 
nbout the evil He thought to do to His 
people. 

,s Moses turned and went down 
ihe mountain, having in his hands 
ihe two tablets with the Word of 
Testimony, written on both sides, 
ihe front and the back. “God had 
made the tablets, and God had 
inscribed the writing on the tablets. 

’’Joshua heard the noise of the 
people shouting. “It sounds like B 23 Actf 7 40 
battle in the camp," he said to ”’“b R w] 
Moses. ££’*■ 

"But he answered, “It doesn't 35 Actt741 
sound like shouts of victory or cries 
of defeat, but it’s singing I hear/* 

’’When he came near the camp, he 
saw the calf and the dancing, and 
Moses got very angry, threw the 
tablets out of his hands, and 
smashed them at the foot of the 
mountain. “Then he took the calf 
they had made, burnt it in the fire, 
ground it to powder, scattered it 
over the water, and made the 
Israelites drink it. 

11 What did these people do to 
vou. Moses asked Aaron, “that you 
should bring such a great sin on 
them?” 

’'“Don’t get angry, my master." 

Aaron answered. “You know 
vuurself how the people are out to 
do evil. “They told me. 'Make us 
gods to lead us. We don't know what 
happened to this Moses who brought 
os out of Egypt. ■•‘So I told them. 


‘Anyone who has any gold, tear it 
off/ They gave it to me. I threw it 
into the fire, and out came this 
calf!" 

“When Moses saw the people 
were out of control—because Aaron 
had let them get out of control, 
giving their enemies something to 
talk about—“Moses stood at the 
gate of the camp and said, "Who is 
for the LORD? Come to me!" Then 
all of Levi’s descendants came to 
him. 

27 He told them: “The LORD, the 
God of Israel, says: ‘Each of you, put 
your sword on your hip, and go back 
and forth from gate to gate in the 
camp, and each of you, kill his 
brother, friend, and neighbor.’ ” 

“Levi’s descendants did what 
Moses told them, and that day about 
3,000 people fell. 

““Dedicate yourselves to the 
LORD today," Moses said, “for each 
of you went against his own son and 
brother, so that He might give you a 
blessing today." 

“The next day Moses told the 
people: “You have done a great 
wrong. Now I will go up to the 
LORD. Perhaps I can get Him to 
forgive your sin." 

11 So Moses went back to the LORD 
and said: “Oh! These people have 
done a great wrong, making gods for 
themselves out of gold. 32 And now 
will You forgive their sin? If not. 
please wipe me from the scroll You 
have written.” 

3V ‘J will wipe from My scroll. " the 
LORD told Moses, “only him who 
sins against Me. “And now go, 
lead the people where I told you. My 
Messenger will lead you. But when I 
punish. I will punish them for their 
sin.” 

1s So the LORD struck down the

people because of what they did 
with the calf Aaron made. 

“I Will Not Go Up Among You " 

The LORD said to Moses: 
“Come, leave this place, 
you and the people you brought up 
from Egypt, and go up to the land 1 
promised Abraham, Isaac, and 
Jacob with an oath, paying. 'I will 
give it to your descendants.' 'and 1 
will send a Messenger to lead you 
and will drive out the Canaanite, 
Amorite, Hittite, Perizzite. Hivite, 
and Jebusite. n He will lead you to a 
land flowing with milk and honey. I 
will not go up among you. because 
you are a stubborn people —l might 
destroy you on the way." 

4 When the people heard this bad 
news, they mourned, and nobody 
wore his ornaments. The LORD 
had told Moses, “Tell the Israelites: 
‘You are a stubborn people. If for 
only a moment I went up among you. 
I would destroy you. And now, put 
away your ornaments, and I’ll see 
what I’ll do with you.' “ R So the 
Israelites stripped themselves of 
their ornaments, from Mount Horeb 
on. 

7 Moses used to take the tent and 
set it up outside the camp at some 
distance from it. He called it the tent 
where God met with them. Anyone 
who wanted to ask the LORD 
something would go out to the tent 
where God met with them, outside 
the camp. "When Moses went out 
to the tent, all the people would rise, 
and everyone would stand at the 
door of his own tent and watch 
Moses till he went into the lent. 
9 As soon as Moses went into the 
tent, the pillar of cloud would come 
down and stand at the door of the 


m fehovah. probably pronounced Yahweh 


tent while He spoke to Mosos. 
"’When all the people saw the pillar 
of cloud standing at the door of the 
tent, they would bow to the ground 
in worship, everyone at the door of 
his own tent. "The LORD would 
talk to Moses face to face as one 
talks to his friend. Then he would 
come back to the camp. But his 
assistant Joshua. Nun's son, a voung 
man. didn't leave the lent. 

’’Moses said to the LORD. "You 
tell me. ‘Take these people into the 
land,' but You haven't told me who it 
is You're sending with me. You sav. 
‘I know you hy name, and you have 
also found favor with Me.’ "And 
now if You’re really kind to me. let 
me know Your ways so 1 can under¬ 
stand You and continue to find favor 
with You. And also think of how this 
nation is Your people.'' 
ac'wsi h-*j Myself will go with you." Ho 
said, “and put your mind at rest." 

"“If You’re not going with us." 
Moses told Him. “don’t make us 
leave here. ’"How can anyone 
know You’re kind to me and to Your 
people? Isn’t it by Your going with 
us? Then I and Your people will bo 
different from all other people on 
earth." 

I7 “I will do what you say," the 
LORD answered Moses, "because I 
am kind to you and know you by 
name.” 

'"“Please.'’ he said, “let me see 
Your glory." 

'""I will let all My goodness pass 
by you." He said, “and will pro¬ 
nounce the name ‘the LORD' m 
before you. I will be merciful tn 
whom I want to be merciful and will 
pity whom I want to pity. '"You 
can’t see My face." He added, “be- 
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cause n man can t set; My face and 
live. 

:, “See. here is a place by Me." Ihe 
LORI) said. “Stand on the rock. 

And when My glory passes by. I 
will put vou in a ('rack in the rock 
and i over vou with My hand till 1 
have passed by. ’’Then l will take 
My hand away, and you'll see My 
back; but My face must not be 
seen.” 

Tivo New Tablets 

The LORD said to Moses: 

“Cut two stone tablets 
like the first, and I will write on 
them the words 1 hat were on the 
first tablets that you smashed. 'Be 
ready by morning, and in the 
morning come up on Mount Sinai, 
and stand before Me there on the 
top of the mountain. ‘No one 
should come up with you or be seen * 

, . 10 IS 3 

anywhere on the mountain, nor 
should the flocks and herds graze in 
f ront of this mountain.” 

*So Moses cut two stone tablets 
like the first, and getting up early in 
the morning, he went up Mount 
Sinai as the LORD ordered him. 
taking the two stone tablets in his 
hands. 

•The LORD came down in a cloud 
and stood with him there and 
pronounced the name “the LORD.” 

' The LORD passed in front of him. 
declaring: “The LORD, the LORD, a 
God merciful and gracious, slow to get 
angry, rich in love and faithfulness, 
continuing to show His love to 
thousands, forgiving wrong, rebel¬ 
lion. and sin, without treating it as 
innocent, but disciplining children 
and children’s children to the third 
and fourth generation for the sins of 
their fathers.” 


"Conaonife goddess of fertility 


"Moses quickly bowed to the 
ground and worshiped. ’“If You 
are kind to me. O Lord,” he said, 
“may the Lord go among us even 
though this is a stubborn people. 
Forgive our guilt and sin. and take 
us to be Your own people.” 

"’“I am making a covenant." He 
said. “Before all your people I will 
do such wonders as have never been 
done anywhere on earth or among 
any other nation, so that all the 
people around you will see it is the 
LORD'S doing, for it is a terrible 
thing I will do with you. "If you do 
what I order you to do today, then I 
will drive out the Amorite, Ca- 
naanite, Hittite, Perizzite, Hivite. and 
Jebusite ahead of you. "Be careful 
not to make a treaty with anyone 
living in the land where you’re 
going, or they’ll be a trap among 
you. "No, tear down their altars, 
smash their sacred pillars, and cut 
down their sacred poles of Asherah. 11 

"Don't worship any other God. 
because the LORD is called the 
Jealous One—He is a jealous 
God. ,5 If you should dare to make a 
treaty with anyone living in the land, 
where they lust after their gods and 
sacrifice to their gods, they’ll invite 
you. and you’ll eat their sacri¬ 
fices; ,h and you’ll have your sons 
marry their daughters, and when 
their daughters lust after their gods, 
they'll lead your sons to lust after 
them loo. 

"“Don't make yourselves any gods 
of cast metal. 

'"“Keep the Festival of Bread 
Without Yeast. As l ordered you. eat 
bread without yeast for seven days 
at the time appointed in the month of 
Abib. because in the month of Abib 
you came out of Egypt. 
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"‘“Every firstborn is Mine, the 
males of all your animals, the 
firstborn of cattle and sheep. “But 
the firstborn donkey you may buy 
back with a sheep: if you don't buy it 
back, break its neck. Buy back every 
firstborn son of yours. 

“And nobody shall come before 
Me empty-handed. 

"“Work six days, but rest on the 
seventh, even during plowing and 
harvesting. 

"“Celebrate the Festival of 
Weeks with the first wheat you 
harvest, also the Festival of Gather¬ 
ing-In at the turn of the year. 

"“Three times a year all your men 
should appear before the LORD, the 
God of Israel, "because I will drive 
the nations out of your way and 
enlarge your territory, and nobody 
will want to get your land when you 
go up to appear before the LORD 
your God three times a year. 

““Don’t use yeast when you offer 
the blood of a sacrifice to Me. And 
what you sacrifice at the Passover 
Festival must not be left overnight 
till morning. 

““Bring the first and best prod¬ 
ucts of your ground to the house of 
the LORD your God. 

“Don’t boil a young goat in its 
mother’s milk.’’ 

"The LORD said to Moses, “Write 
down these words, because accord¬ 
ing to these words I’m making a 
covenant with you and Israel.” 

“He was there with the LORD 40 
days and nights without eating or 
drinking anything. And He wrote on 
the tablets the words of the 
covenant, the 10 commandments. 

Moses’ Face Shines 

“Moses came down from Mount 
Sinai. The tablets with the Word of 
Testimony were in Moses' hands as 


he came down the mountain. Moses 
didn’t know the skin of his face was 
shining because God had talked with 
him. 

“But Aaron and all the other 
Israelites looked at Moses and saw 
the skin of Moses' face shining and 
were afraid to come near him. "But 
Moses called to them, and so Aaron 
and all the leaders of the community 
came back, and Moses talked to 
them. "Afterwards all the other 
Israelites came near him. and he 
ordered them to do everything the 
LORD had told him on Mount 
Sinai. "When Moses finished 
talking to them, he put a veil over his 
face. "But whenever Moses went 
in before the LORD to talk with Him, 
he took off the veil till he came out. 
And whenever he came out and told 
the Israelites what the LORD had 
Ca3 ordered, “the Israelites saw that 
“ the skin of Moses' face was shining. 
Then Moses would put the veil back 
on till he went in to talk again with 
Him. 

Moses gathered the whole 
assembly of Israel and 
told them: “This is what the LORD 
orders you to do: Tn six days do 
your work, but the seventh day shall 
be the LORD'S holy sabbath of 
complete rest for you. Anyone who 
does any work on it will be 
killed. J Don’t light a fire in any of 
your homes on the rest day.” 

Offerings for the Tabernacle 

*Moses told the whole community 
of Israel: “This is what the LORD 
orders: 5 Take an offering for the 
LORD. Everyone with a willing heart 
should bring the offering for the 
LORD: gold, silver, and bronze; 
6 violet. purple, and scarlet mate¬ 
rial. fine linen, goats' hair, 7 rams' 
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skins (ived rod. porpoise skins, and 
aca< in wood: “olive oil for the Light, 
spices For the anointing oil and the 
fragrant incense: 9 onyx stones and 
other stones in settings on the priestly 
apron and the pouch. 

‘"“Every skillful person among you 
should come and make everything 
the LORD orders: "the tabernacle 
with its tent and its covering, its 
hooks, frames, bars, posts, and 
bases: "the ark with its poles, the 
atonement cover, and the curtain 
for the screen: "the table with its 
poles and all its utensils, and the 
bread to be laid before God: "the 
lampstand for the light with its 
utensils, its lamps and the oil for the 
ligh". "the altar for the incense 
with its poles: the anointing oil and 
the? fragrant incense: the screen for 
the door of the tabernacle: "the 
altar for burnt offerings with its 
bronze grating, its poles, and all its 
utensils: the basin with its stand: 
"the curtains for the court, its posts, 
bases, and the screen for the 
entrance to the court: '"the pegs 
for the tabernacle and the pegs for 
the court with their ropes: '"the 
finely woven garments for serving in 
the holy place, the holy garments for 
Aaron the priest, and the garments 
in which his sons are to serve as 
priests." 

■"The whole congregation of Israel 
came away from Moses, 2l and 
everyone who was willing and 
whose spirit moved him came and 
brought the LORD an offering to 
build the tent where He would meet 
with them, for all its service, and 
for the holy garments. 22 Men 
and women, all who were willing, 
came and brought clasps, earrings, 
seal rings, and necklaces, any kind 
of gold object, yes. everyone who 
offered waved gifts of gold before 


the LORD. 2: *Everyone who hap¬ 
pened to have violet, purple, or 
scarlet material, fine linen, goats' 
hair, rams' skins dyed red, or 
porpoise skins brought them. 
2< And everyone who could give silver 
or bronze brought it as a gift to 
the LORD. Everyone who happened 
to have acacia wood that could be 
used in the sacred work brought it. 
25 Every skilled woman spun with 
her hands and brought what she 
had spun, violet, purple, and scarlet 
material, and fine linen. 26 And all 
the women who were willing and 
skillful spun the goats’ hair. n The 
leaders brought onyx stones and 
other stones in the settings for the 
priest s apron and pouch. 2a and 
the spices, and the oil for the light, 
the anointing oil, and the fragrant 
incense. 29 So the Israelites brought 
voluntary offerings to the LORD, 
every man and woman bringing 
whatever their hearts prompted 
them to bring for any construction 
the LORD had ordered through 
Moses. 

BezaJel and Oholiab 

"Moses told the Israelites: "See. 
the LORD by name has called 
Bezalel. the son of Uri, the son of 
Hur, of the tribe of Judah. 3, and 
has filled him with God’s Spirit, with 
skill, intelligence, and knowledge for 
every kind of work: 32 to make 
designs to be carried out in gold, 
silver, and bronze, 33 to cut stones 
to be set and to carve wood—for 
work in all kinds of craftsmanship. 
w And He has made him and Oho- 
Liab, Ahisamach’s son. of the tribe 
of Dan, able to train others. “And 
He has given them every skill to do 
every kind of work: engraving, design¬ 
ing, embroidering violet, purple and 
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scarlet material and fine linen, and 
weaving all kinds of things; and 
ability to make artistic designs. 

And Bezalel and Oholiab 
should do the work with 
every other skilled workman whom 
the LORD has given skill and intelli¬ 
gence to know how to do all the 
work for the service of the holy 
place exactly as the LORD ordered.” 

2 Moses called Bezalel and Oholiab 
and every other skilled workman 
whom the LORD had given skill, 
everyone who was willing to come 
and do the work. 

Too Much 

3 Moses turned over to them every 
contribution the Israelites brought 
for the building and the service of 
the holy place. But they still brought 
him freewill offerings every morn¬ 
ing, 4 and all the skilled workmen 
doing all the work of building the 
holy place came, each from the work 
he was doing, s and told Moses, 
“The people are bringing much 
more than is needed to finish the 
work the LORD ordered us to do.” 

fi So Moses gave the order, and it 
was announced in the camp: ‘’No 
man or woman should prepare 
anything more to give for the holy 
place.” Then the people stopped 
bringing gifts. 7 The material on 
hand was enough, yes, more than 
enough to finish the job. 

Building the Tabernacle 

8 All those who were skilled among 
the workers built the tabernacle 
with its 10 curtains of fine twisted 
linen and violet, purple, and scarlet 
material, with a pattern of angels 
worked in by a skillful artist. “Each 
curtain was 42 feet long and 6 feet 
wide, all the same- size. '“Five 


curtains were joined to one another, 
and the other five were joined to one 
another. "They made violet loops 
on the edge of the end curtain in the 
one set and the same on the edge of 
the end curtain in the other set, 
"making 50 loops on the one cur¬ 
tain and 50 loops on the edge of 
the curtain in the other set, placing 
the loops opposite each other. 

'They made 50 gold hooks and 
with them fastened the curtains to 
one another so as to make one taber¬ 
nacle. 

"They made curtains of goats’ 
hair, 11 of them, for a tent over the 
tabernacle. ,5 Each curtain was 45 
feet long and 6 feet wide, all 11 
being the same size. '“Five 
curtains were joined together by 
themselves, and so were the other 
six. "They made 50 loops on the 
edge of the end curtain in the one set 
and 50 loops on the edge of the 
adjoining curtain in the other 
set. "They made 50 bronze hooks 
to join the parts of the tent and make 
it one. 'They made a cover for the 
tent of rams’ skins dyed red and 
over that a covering of porpoise 
skins. 

20 They made upright frames for 
the tabernacle of acacia wood, 
"each 15 feet long and 27 inches 
wide. "Each frame had two tenons 
to fit it lightly to the next frame; they 
made these on all the frames in the 
tabernacle. "They made 20 frames 
for the south side of the tabernacle 
"and 40 silver bases under the 20 
frames, two bases under each frame 
for its two tenons. 25 And also 20 
frames on the other, the north side 
of the tabernacle 2<, and their 40 sil¬ 
ver bases, two bases under each 
frame. "They made six frames for 
the back, the west side. 2l, and two 
frames for the back corners of the 
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tabernacle. J9 They were coupled 
at the bottom and joined together at 
the top to a single ring; they made 
both of them like that for both 
corners. ™There were eight 
frames with their 16 silver bases, 
two bases under each frame. 

"They made bars of acacia wood, 
five for the frames on the one side of 
the tabernacle. Tive for the 
frames on the other side of the 
tabernacle, and five for the frames 
on the back, that is, the west side of 
the tabernacle. "They made the 
middle bar. halfway up the frames, 
go from one end to the other. 
u Thev covered the frames with 
gold, made gold rings to hold the 
bars, and covered the bars with 
gold. 

‘They made the curtain of violet, 
purple, and scarlet material and 
fine twisted linen with a pattern of 
angels worked in by a skillful 
artist. ‘They made for it four 
acacia posts and covered them with 
gold, with their gold hooks, and they 
cast four silver bases for them. 

,7 For the door of the tent they 
made a screen of violet, purple, and 
scarlet material and fine twisted 
linen, embroidered with colored 
threads, ‘“and five pillars for it 
with their hooks. Their tops and 
their binders they covered with 
gold, but their five bases were 
bronze. 

The Ark of God ’s Testimony 

Bezalel made the ark 
of acacia wood, 45 inches 
long. 27 inches wide, and 27 inches 
high. z He covered it with pure gold 
inside and out and made a gold 
molding on it all around. ‘He cast 
four gold rings for it and put them on 
its four lower corners, two rings on 
one side and two on the other. 4 He 


made poles of acacia wood and 
covered them with gold s and put 
the poles through the rings on the 
sides of the ark to carry it. 

6 He made an atonement cover of 
pure gold, 45 inches long and 27 
inches wide. 7 He made two angels 
by hammering them out of gold; he 
made them on the two ends of the 
atonement cover. fl He made one 
angel on one end and the other on 
the other end. making the two angels 
one piece with the atonement cov¬ 
er. The angels had their wings 
spread above, overshadowing the 
atonement cover with their wings as 
they faced each other over it. 

The Tab/e 

l0 He made the table of acacia 
wood. 36 inches long, 18 inches 
wide, and 27 inches high. "He 
covered it with pure gold and made 
a gold molding around it. "Around 
it he made a rim a handbreadth 
wide and a gold molding around the 
rim. n He cast four gold rings for it 
and fastened the rings to the four 
corners at the table's legs. "The 
rings were close to the rim to hold 
the poles to carry the table. "He 
made the poles of acacia wood, 
covered them with gold, and used 
them to carry the table. "And of 
pure gold he made the utensils to be 
used on the table, platters, cups, 
bowls, and jars to pour drink 
offerings. 

The Lampstand 

,7 He made a lampstand. 
hammering it out of pure gold with 
its base and its shaft; its flower 
cups, bulbs, and petals were one 
piece with it. ’"Six branches came 
out of its sides, three branches on 
one side and three on the other. 

‘“Each of the six branches coming 
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out of the lampstand had three 
flower cups shaped like almond 
blossoms, each with a bulb and 
petals. 20 The lampstand itself had 
four flower cups shaped like almond 
blossoms, each with a bulb and 
petals. 2, A bulb was under each of 
the three pairs of branches coming 
out of the lampstand. 22 Their bulbs 
and branches were one piece with 
it, all hammered out of one piece of 
pure gold. 23 He made seven lamps 
for it with its tongs and firepans of 
pure gold. 24 He made it and all its, 
equipment out of a talent of pure 
gold. 

The Altar for Incense 

“He made an altar for burning 
incense, of acacia wood, 16 inches 
square and 36 inches high. Its horns 
were one piece with it. 2fi He 
covered it with pure gold, its top, its 
sides all around, and its horns. And 
around it he made a gold 
molding. 27 Below the molding on its 
opposite sides he made two gold 
rings to hold the poles for carrying 
it. 2n He made the poles of acacia 
wood and covered them with gold. 

29 And he made the holy anointing 
oil and the pure fragrant incense, 
blended by a perfumer. 

The Altar for Burnt Offerings 

He made the altar for 
burnt offerings of acacia 
wood. 7Vi feet square and 4 Vi feet 
high. 2 On its four corners he made 
four horns that were one piece with 
it. and he covered it with 
bronze. 'He made all the utensils 
for the altar, the pots, shovels, 
bowls, forks, and firepans for it, 
making them all of bronze. 'He 
made a grating for the altar, a 
bronze network, below, under its 
ledge, reaching halfway up the 


altar. 5 At the four corners of the 
bronze grating he cast four rings to 
hold the poles. 6 He made the poles 
of acacia wood and covered them 
with bronze. 7 He put the poles 
through the rings along the sides of 
the altar, to carry it. He made it 
hollow, with boards. 

The Bronze Basin 

B He made the basin of bronze and 
its stand of bronze, out of the 
mirrors of the women who came to 
serve at the entrance of the tent 
where God met with them. 

The Court 

9 He made the court. On the south 
side the curtains of the court were 
150 feet long, of fine twisted linen. 
in Their 20 posts and 20 bases were 
bronze, and the hooks on the posts 
and their binders were silver. "On 
the north side they were also 150 feet 
long. Their 20 posts and 20 bases 
were bronze, and the hooks on the? 
posts and their binders were silver. 
,z On the west side the curtains were 
75 feet long with 10 posts and 10 
bases for them. The hooks on the 
posts and their binders were silver. 
"On the east side, toward the rising 
sun. they were 75 feet long. "* |:, On 
each side of the entrance there were 
22 Vi feet of curtains with three posts 
and the three bases for them. "The 
curtains all around the court were 
fine twisted linen. l7 The bases for 
the posts were bronze, and the 
hooks on the posts and their binders 
were silver. The tops of the posts 
were covered with silver. And the 
binders on all the posts of the court 
were silver. ,H The embroidered 
screen for the gate of the court was 
of violet, purple, and scarlet 
material and fine twisted linen. 30 
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feet long and 7Vi feet high, just like 
the rest of the curtains of the 
court. '"The four posts and four 
bases for them were bronze, the 
hooks on them were silver, their tops 
were covered with silver, and the 
binders on them were silver. 

’"And all the pegs for the 
tabernacle and for the court all 
around were bronze. 

Total Gold, Silver, Bronze 

■’This is an accounting of the 
things used in the tabernacle, that 
is. the tabernacle of the Word of 
Testimony. which the Levites 
counted bv Moses' order under the 
direction of Ithamar. the son of 
Aaron the priest. 

■■Now Bezalel, the son of Uri. the 
son of Hur. of the tribe of Judah, 
made everything the LORD ordered 
Moses to make. ‘‘With him was 
Oholiab. Ahisamach’s son. of the 
tribe of Dan. He was an engraver, 
designer, and embroiderer of violet, 
purple, and scarlet material and 
fine linen. 

J4 The total amount of gold offered 
and used in all the building of the 
holy place weighed 29 talents. 730 
shekels, according to the weight 
used in the holy place. 25 The silver 
that came from the men of the 
community who were counted 
weighed 100 talents, 1.775 shekels, 
according to the weight used in the 
holv place, ‘"a beka a head, that is. 
half a shekel according to the weight 
used in the holy place, for everyone 
who was counted from 20 years old 
and up: 603.550 men. 27 The 100 
talents of silver was used to cast the 
bases for the holy place and the 
curtain. 100 talents for 100 bases, a 
talent for a base. '"And with the 
1.775 shekels he made the hooks for 
the posts, covered their tops, and 


made binders for them. 29 The 
bronze contributed weighed 70 
talents, 2,400 shekels; 30 with it he 
made the bases for the door of the 
tent where God met with them, the 
bronze altar with its bronze grating, 
all the utensils for the altar. 3, the 
bases for the court all around, the 
bases for Ihe gate of the court, all 
the pegs for the tabernacle, and all 
the pegs for the surrounding court. 

Garment^ for Aaron 

From finely woven violet, 
purple, and scarlet materi¬ 
als they made garments for serving 
in the holy place; they made these 
holy garments for Aaron as the 
LORD ordered Moses. 2 And they 
made the priest’s apron of gold, 
violet, purple, and scarlet material 
and fine twisted linen. 3 They 
hammered the gold into sheets and 
cut these into threads in order to 
have a skilled artist work them into 
the violet, purple, and scarlet 
material and fine linen. 4 They 
made shoulder straps on its two 
edges so it could be held in 
place. *The waistband on his 
apron was one piece with it and 
made like it of gold, violet, purple, 
and scarlet material and fine 
twisted linen as the LORD ordered 
Moses. "They prepared onyx 
stones set in filigree work of gold, 
engraved like a seal ring with the 
names of Israel’s sons. 7 He 
fastened them on the shoulder 
straps of the apron as reminder 
stones for the Israelites, as the 
LORD ordered Moses. "He had a 
skilled artist make a pouch, like the 
apron, of gold, violet, purple, and 
scarlet material and fine twisted 
linen. “Folded double, it was nine 
inches square. ,0 On it they made 
settings for four rows of stones. The 
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first row: carnelian. topaz, 

emerald: ’’the second row: red 
garnet, lapis lazuli, sardonyx: 
’ 2 the third row: turquoise, agate, 
amethyst: n the fourth row: chrys¬ 
olite. onyx, jasper—set in gold fili¬ 
grees. “The 12 stones corresponded 
to the names of Israel's sons and 
were engraved like a seal, each 
with its name for one of the 12 
tribes. ,5 On the pouch they made 
chains of twisted cords of pure 
gold. ,6 They made two gold 
filigrees and two gold rings and 
fastened the two rings to the tivo 
edges of the pouch. ,7 They 
fastened the two gold cords to the 
two rings at the edges of the 
pouch ’"and fastened the other two 
ends to the two filigrees, attaching 
them in front to the shoulder straps 
of the apron. ,9 They made two gold 
rings and fastened them to the other 
two edges of the pouch, on its inside 
next to the apron. Z0 They made two 
more gold rings and fastened them 
in front to the lower part of the 
shoulder straps of the apron near its 
seam above the waistband of the 
apron. 2, They fastened the pouch 
by its rings to the rings of the apron 
with a violet cord so that it would lie 
on the waistband of the apron and 
the pouch would not get away from 
the apron, as the LORD ordered 
Moses. 

22 They had a weaver make the 
robe that went with the apron, 
entirely of violet material. “with a 
hole in the robe like the neck in a 
military garment, with a border all 
around to keep it from tearing. 
2 ’0n the lower border of the robe 
they made pomegranates of violet, 
purple, and scarlet material and 
twisted linen. 25 And they made 
bells of pure gold and fastened the 
bells between the pomegranates all 


around the lower border of the 
robe, 26 a gold bell alternating with 
a pomegranate all around the lower 
border of the robe—for serving, as 
the LORD ordered Moses. 

27 They had men weave tunics of 
fine linen for Aaron and his 
sons, 28 the turban of fine linen, the 
ornamental headdresses of fine 
linen, the pants of white twisted 
linen, 29 and the sashes of fine 
twisted linen, embroidered in violet, 
purple, and scarlet threads, as the 
LORD ordered Moses. 

™They made the shining flower, 
the holy symbol of consecration, of 
pure gold and engraved on it as on a 
seal ring: THE LORD'S HOLY 
ONE. ’’They fastened it to a violet 
cord and so to the top of the turban, 
as the LORD ordered Moses. 

The Work Is Finished 

12 So all the work was done on the 
tabernacle, the tent where God mel 
with them —the Israelites had done 
exactly as the LORD ordered 
Moses. “They brought the taber¬ 
nacle to Moses, the tent with all its 
equipment, its hooks, frames, bars, 
posts, and bases: “the covering of 
rams' skins dyed red. the covering of 
porpoise skins, the curtain for the 
screen: “the ark with the Word of 
Testimony and its poles and the 
atonement cover: “the table with 
all its utensils and the bread laid 
before the LORD: l7 the pure 
lampstand with its lamps set in 
order and all its fixtures, and the 
olive oil for the light: “the gold 
altar, the anointing oil. the fragrant 
incense, the screen for the door of 
the tent: “the bronze altar with its 
bronze grating, its poles, and all its 
equipment: the basin with its 
stand: “the curtains for the court 
with its posts and bases: the screen 
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for the gate of the court with its 
ropes and pegs—all the parts 
needed for the service of the 
tabernacle, the tent where God met 
with His people; 4, the finely woven 
garments for serving in the holy 
place, the holy garments for Aaron 
the priest and the garments for his 
sons when they served as 
priests. 42 The Israelites had done 
all the work exactly as the LORD 
ordered Moses. 

“When Moses saw they had fin¬ 
ished the whole job as the LORD or¬ 
dered. Moses blessed them. 

‘ Set Up the Tabernacle" 

The LORD said to Moses: 
2 ”On the first day of the 
first month set up the tabernacle, 
the tent where I’ll meet with 
you. Tut the ark with the Word of 
Testimony there and the curtain in 
front of it to hide it. 4 Bring in the 
table, and arrange the bread on it. 
Bring in the lampstand. and put up 
its lamps. Tut the gold altar for 
incense in front of the ark with the 
Word of Testimony. And pul up the 
screen in the doorway of the 
tabernacle. Tut the altar for 
burnt offerings in front of the door 
of the tabernacle, the tent where I’ll 
meet with vou. 7 put the basin 
between the tent where 1*11 meet 
with you and the altar, and put 
water in it. "Set up the court all 
around, and put up the screen for 
the gate of the court. “Take the 
anointing oil and anoint the 
tabernacle and everything in it, 
consecrating it with all its 
equipment, so that it will be 
holy. '"Anoint the altar for burnt 
offerings with all its equipment, 
making it holy, so that the altar will 
be very holy. “Anoint the basin 
and its stand, and make it holy. 


““Bring Aaron and his sons to the 
door of the tent where I’ll meet with 
you, and wash them with water. 
n Put the holy garments on Aaron, 
and anoint him, making him holy, to 
serve Me as priest. “Then bring 
his sons, and put tunics on 
them. “Anoint them as you 
anointed their father, to serve Me as 
priests. Their anointing shall begin 
a never-ending priesthood for them 
and their descendants.” 

“Moses did this; he did exactly as 
the LORD ordered him. ,7 0n the 
first day of the first month in the 
second year the tabernacle was set 
up. “Moses set up the tabernacle, 
laid the bases for it, set up its 
frames, put in its bars, and set up its 
posts. ,9 He spread the lent over 
the tabernacle and put the tent's 
covering on top of it as the LORD 
ordered Moses. 

20 He took the Word of Testimony 
and put it in the ark, put the poles on 
the ark, and put the atonement 
cover over the ark. z, Then he 
brought the ark into the tabernacle 
and put up the curtain as a screen to 
hide the ark with the Word of 
Testimony as the LORD ordered 
Moses. 22 He put the table in the 
tent where God met with them, on 
the north side of the tabernacle, 
outside the curtain. "He arranged 
the bread on it before the LORD as 
the LORD ordered Moses. 24 He put 
the lampstand in the tent where God 
met with them, opposite the table, on 
the south side of the tabernacle, 
"and put up the lamps before the 
LORD as the LORD ordered 
Moses. "He put the gold altar in 
front of the curtain in the tent where 
God met with them. 27 Then he 
burned fragrant incense on it as the 
LORD ordered Moses. 2fl He put up 
the screen in the doorway of the 
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tabernacle. 29 He put the altar for 
burnt offerings at the door of the 
tabernacle, the tent where God met 
with them. And he offered burnt 
offerings on it and grain offerings as 
the LORD ordered Moses. 10 He put 
the basin between the tent where 
God met with them and the altar and 
put water in it for washing. « 0 

“Moses. Aaron, and his sons used n * isa 
water from it to wash their hands 
and feet. “They would wash 
whenever they went into the tent 
where God met with them or went 
near the altar, as the LORD ordered 
Moses. 

“He set up the court around the 
tabernacle and the altar and put up 


the screen for the gate of the court. 
So Moses finished the work. 

u Then the cloud covered the tent 
where God met with them, and the 
LORD'S glory filled the tabernacle. 
“Moses couldn't go into the tent 
where God met with him, becartise 
the cloud rested on it and the 
LORD’S glory filled the tabernacle. 

“In all their travels, whenever the 
cloud rose from the tabernacle, the 
Israelites would move on. ,7 But if 
the cloud didn’t rise, they wouldn't 
start out till the day it rose. ‘"The 
LORD’S cloud was over the 
tabernacle by day. and at night 
there was fire in it for all Israel to 
see in all their traveling. 
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THE THIRD BOOK OF MOSES

The Burnt Offering 

The LORD called Moses, and 
from the tent where He met 
with him He told him: 

’“Talk to the Israelites and tell 
them: When anyone of you offers an 
animal to the LORD, take it from the 
herd or the flock. ’If you offer a 
burnt offering from the herd, offer a 
perfect male. Offer it at the door of 
the tent where the LORD meets with 
you. so that He may accept it. "Lay 
your hand on the head of the victim, 
and it will be accepted as an 
atonement for you. 5 Kill the young 
bull before the LORD, and then 
Aaron’s sons, the priests, shall bring 
the blood and pour it all around 
against the altar thal is at the 
doorway of the tent where He meets 
with you. 6 Skin the burnt offering, 
and cut it in pieces. ’Then the sons 
of Aaron, the priest, should put fire 
on the altar and arrange the wood 
on the fire. “Aaron's sons, the 
priests, should then arrange the 
pieces, the head, and the fat on the 
wood that is on the fire on the 
altar. 9 But wash its intestines and 
legs with water. Then the priest 
should burn all of it on the altar as a 
sacrifice completely burned in fire 
with a fragrance pleasing the LORD. 

'““If you offer a sheep or a goat 
from the flock for a burnt offering, 
bring a perfect male. "Kill it 
before the LORD on the north side of 
the altar, and Aaron's sons, the 
priests, should pour its blood against 
the altar all around. "Cut it in 
quarters and with its head and its 
fat the priest should arrange the 


quarters on the wood that is on the 
altar fire. "Wash the intestines 
and the legs with water. Then the 
priest should offer all of it and burn 
it on the altar, a complete sacrifice 
by fire with a fragrance pleasing the 
LORD. 

"“If you offer the LORD a bird as 
a burnt offering, offer turtledoves or 
young pigeons. "The priest should 
bring it to the altar and pinch off its 
head, burning it on the altar, and 
drain its blood against the side of 
the altar. ,6 He should then take 
away its crop and feathers and 
throw them on the ashes on the east 
side of the altar. "He should tear it 
open by its wings without severing it 
completely. Then the priest should 
burn it on the altar, on the wood that 
is on the fire. This is a complete 
sacrifice by fire with a fragrance 
pleasing the LORD." 

The Food Offering 

2 “When anyone brings the LORD 
a food offering, he should 
bring choice flour, pour olive oil on 
it. put incense on it. ’and bring it to 
Aaron’s sons the priests. A priest 
should take from this a handful of 
flour and olive oil with all the 
incense and burn it on the altar as a 
memorial, a sacrifice by fire with a 
fragrance pleasing the LORD. 
’The rest of the offering is for Aaron 
and his sons; it is a very holy part of 
the sacrifices made by fire to the 
LORD. 

"‘When you bring goods baked in 
an oven, they should be cakes made 
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of flour without yeast, mixed with 
olive oil, or thin cakes without yeast, 
covered with oil. 5 If you bring food 
prepared on a griddle, make it of 
flour without yeast, mixed with 
oil. 6 Break it in pieces and pour 
olive oil on it; it is a food offering. 
7 If you bring food prepared in a pan, 
make it of flour and olive oil. 
®Bring food prepared of these 
ingredients to the LORD. When you 
bring it to the priest, he will take it 
to the altar. 9 The priest will take 
some of the food as a memorial and 
burn it on the altar as a sacrifice by 
fire with a fragrance pleasing the 
LORD. ,0 The rest of the food 
offering is for Aaron and his sons; it 
is a very holy part of the sacrifices 
made by fire to the LORD. 

““No food you bring the LORD 
should be prepared with yeast, 
because in a sacrifice made by fire 
to the LORD you must burn no yeast 
or honey. “You may bring them as 
offerings of the first of your produce 
to the LORD, but don’t offer them on 
the altar for a fragrance. ,3 Salt all 
your offerings of food. Don’t omit the 
salt of the covenant with your God 
from any food you offer. Offer salt 
with all your offerings. 

,4 “If you offer the LORD the first 
grain, bring heads of grain roasted 
on fire, freshly ground flour, as your 
offering of the first grain. l5 Add 
olive oil to it, and put incense on it; it 
is a food offering. ,6 The priest 
should burn some of the flour and 
olive oil with all the incense as a 
memorial, a sacrifice made by fire 
to the LORD.” 

The Peace Offering 

“If you bring a peace of¬ 
fering, if you take it from 
the herd, male or female, bring a 
perfect animal before the LORD; 


Hay your hand on the head of the 
victim, and kill it at the door of thu 
tabernacle where the LORD meets 
with you. Aaron's sons, the priests, 
should pour the blood against the 
altar all around. 3 Offer part of the 
peace offering as a fire offering to 
the LORD: the fat covering the 
intestines, all the fat on the intos 
tines, 4 the two kidneys with the fat 
on them at the loins, and the lobe on 
the liver should be removed with the 
kidneys. s Aaron’s sons should 
burn these parts on the altar along 
with the burnt offering that is on the 
wood on the fire. It shall be a 
sacrifice by fire with a fragrance 
pleasing the LORD. 

6 ”If you bring the LORD a peace 
offering from the flock, male or 
female, bring a perfect animal. 7 lf 
you bring a lamb, bring it before the 
LORD, Hay your hand on the head 
of the lamb, and kill it in front of the 
tent where the LORD meets with 
you. Aaron’s sons should pour its 
blood against the altar all around. 
9 Offer part of the peace offering as a 
sacrifice by fire to the LORD: its fat, 
the whole fat tail, which should be 
removed close to the backbone, the 
fat covering the intestines, all the 
fat on the intestines, ,0 the two 
kidneys with the fat on them at the 
loins, and the lobe on the liver, 
which should be removed with the 
kidneys. “The priest should burn 
them on the altar as food sacrificed 
by fire to the LORD. 

l2 ”If you bring a goat, bring it 
before the LORD, “lay your hand 
on its head, and kill it in front of the 
tent where the LORD meets with 
you. Aaron’s sons should pour its 
blood against the altar all around. 
“Bring the LORD some of what you 
offer as a sacrifice by fire: the fat 
covering the intestines, all the fat on 
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the intestines. ,5 the two kidneys 
with the fat on them at the loins, and 
the lobe on the liver that you should 
remove with the kidneys. l6 The 
priest should burn them on the altar 
as food sacrificed by fire with a 
fragrance. All the fat is the LORD'S. 
"This should always be a law for 
your descendants in the coming ages 
wherever you live: Don’t eat any fat 
or blood/’ 

Special Sacrifices for Sin — 
When the Priest Sins 

Then The LORD said to Moses: 
2 “Tell The Israelites: When any¬ 
one sins unintentionally and does 
something that is forbidden in any of 
the LORD’S commandments— 3 if it is 
the anointed priest who sins and 
brings guilt on the people, he should 
for his sin bring the LORD a perfect 
young bull from the herd as a sacri¬ 
fice for sin. ’He should take the 
bull to the entrance of the tent 
where the LORD meets with you and 
before the LORD lay his hand on the 
bull’s head and kill the bull before 
the LORD. ’Then the anointed priest 
should take some of the bull's blood 
and bring it into the tent where the 
LORD meets with you. 6 The priest 
should dip his finger in the blood 
and sprinkle some of the blood seven 
times before the LORD in front of 
the curtain of the holy place. 7 Then 
the priest should put some of the 
blood on the horns of the altar of 
fragrant incense before the LORD in 
the tent where He meets with you. 
And all the rest of the bull's blood he 
should pour out at the base of the 
altar for burnt offerings at the en¬ 
trance of the tent where the LORD 
meets with you. B He should remove 
all the fat of the bull to be sacrificed 
for sin, the fat covering the 
intestines and all the fat on the in¬ 


testines, ®the two kidneys and the 
fat on them at the loins, and the lobe 
on the liver that should be remdved 
with the kidneys—*°just as they 
are removed from the bull of the 
peace offering—the priest should 
burn them on the altar for burnt 
offerings. "The bull’s hide, all its 
meat with its head and legs, its in¬ 
testines and dung, "that is, all the 
rest of the bull he should carry out¬ 
side the camp to a clean place 
where the ashes are dumped and 
burn it on a wood fire there, where 
the ashes are dumped.” 

When the Community Sins 

l3 ”If the whole community of 
Israel sins unintentionally, without 
being aware of it, by doing some¬ 
thing forbidden in any of the LORD'S 
commandments, they are guilty. 
"When the sin they have done 
becomes known, the congregation 
should bring a young bull as a 
sacrifice for sin and take it before 
the tent where the LORD meets with 
you. !5 The elders of the congrega¬ 
tion should lay their hands on the 
bull’s head before the LORD and kill 
the bull before the LORD. ,b The 
anointed priest should bring some of 
the bull’s blood into the tent where 
the LORD meets with you, "and 
the priest should dip his finger in 
some of the blood and sprinkle it 
seven times before the LORD in front 
of the curtain. ia He should also put 
some blood on the horns of the altar 
that is before the LORD in the tent 
where He meets with you, and all 
the rest of the blood he should pour 
out at the base of the altar for burnt 
offerings that is at the door of the 
tent. ,9 He should remove all the fat 
from it and burn it on the altar. 
20 He should do the same with this 
bull as he did with the first bull 
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sacrificed for sin. And so when the 
priest atones for them, they will be 
forgiven. 2, Then he should carry 
the bull outside the camp and burn it 
as he burned the first bull. This is 
the sacrifice for the community's

sm. 

When a Leader Sins 

"“When a leader sins by unin¬ 
tentionally doing something forbid¬ 
den in any of the commandments of 
the LORD his God. he is guilty. 
"When he’s told about the wrong he 
did, he should bring a perfect he- 
goat as his offering, "lay his hand 
on the goat's head, and kill it where 
the animals for the burnt offerings 
are killed before the LORD. It is a 
sacrifice for sin. "The priest 
should with his finger take some of 
the blood of the sacrifice for sin and 
put it on the horns of the altar for 
burnt offerings, and the rest of the 
blood he should pour out at the base 
of the altar for burnt offerings, 
"and he should burn all the fat on 
the altar just as is done with the fat 
of the peace offering. When the 
priest atones for his sin. he will be 
forgiven.” 

When Any of the People Sin 

27 ‘‘If anyone of the ordinary 
people sins unintentionally by doing 
something forbidden in the LORD'S 
commandments, he’s guilty. “When 
he’s told about the wrong he did, he 
should bring a perfect she-goat as a 
sacrifice for the wrong he did, “lay 
his hand on the head of the sacrifice 
for sin, and kill it where the animals 
for burnt offerings are killed. "The 
priest should with his finger take 
some of its blood and put it on the 
horns of the altar for the burnt of¬ 
ferings and pour out all the rest of 
the blood at the base of the al¬ 


tar. "He should remove all the fat 
as the fat is removed from the peace 
offering. And the priest should burn 
it on the altar with a fragrance 
pleasing the LORD. When the priest 
atones for him, he will be forgiven. 

"“If the man brings a lamb as a 
sacrifice for sin, he should bring a 
perfect female, "lay his hand on 
the head of the sacrifice for sin, and 
kill it for a sin offering where the 
animals for burnt offerings are 
killed. "The priest should with his 
finger take some of the blood of the 
sacrifice for sin, put it on the horns 
of the altar for burnt offerings, and 
pour out all the rest of the blood at 
the base of the altar. "He should 
remove all the fat just as the fat of 
the lamb for the peace offering is 
removed, and the priest should burn 
it on the altar with the sacrifice 
made by fire to the LORD. When the 
priest atones for the sin he did, he 
will be forgiven. 

5 “Suppose you sin in one of 
these ways: If you hear an 
oath and become a witness, having 
seen or otherwise learned what 
happened, but you refuse to tell 
about it. then you deserve to he 
punished. 2 Or if you touch any¬ 
thing unclean, the dead body of an 
unclean animal, wild or tame, or 
some crawling creature, without 
being aware of it—you are unclean 
and guilty. 3 Or if you touch any 
human uncleanness of any kind that 
makes you unclean without being 
aware of it, when you find out about 
it, you're guilty. ^Or you swear 
thoughtlessly to do something bad or 
good in anything one might care¬ 
lessly swear without being aware of 
what it means, but then you become 
aware of it, you’re guilty. 5 When 
you’re guilty of any of these, confess 
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the wrong you did, fend bring the 
LORD a female animal from the 
flock, a sheep or a goat, as a 
sacrifice for sin, and the priest will 
make an atonement to free you from 
your sin. 7 But if you can’t afford a 
sheep, bring the LORD for the wrong 
you did two turtledoves or two young 
pigeons, one a sacrifice for sin, the 
other a burnt offering. Take them 
to the priest, and he should first 
sacrifice the one for sin, wringing 
off its head without severing 
it. 9 Some of the blood of the 
sacrifice for sin he should sprinkle 
on the side of the altar, and the rest 
of the blood he should drain at the 
base of the altar; it is a sacrifice for 
sin. 'Then he should make the 
second a burnt offering as pre¬ 
scribed. And so when the priest 
atones for you to take away the 
wrong you did. you will be forgiven. s 

"“If you can't afford two turtle- TLhJM 
doves or two young pigeons, bring 
for your sin a tenth of an ephah of 
flour as a sacrifice for sin; don’t 
pour olive oil on it or put incense on 
it. because it is a sacrifice for 
sin. ,: Bring it to the priest, and the 
priest shall take a handful of it as a 
memorial and burn it on the altar 
with the sacrifices made by fire to 
the LORD. It is a sacrifice for 
sin. "When the priest atones for 
you for the wrong you did in any of 
these ways, you will be forgiven. 

And the rest, as in the food offering, 
is the priest's.” 

"The LORD said to Moses: 
,s "When you sin unintentionally by tak¬ 
ing some of the LORD’S holy things, 
bring the LORD for your guilt a 
perfect ram from the flock of the 
right value in silver shekels accord¬ 
ing to the weight used at the holy 
place. ,h Pay back whatever you 
wrongly took of the holy things, and 


add a fifth to it. Give it to the priest. 
The priest will atone for you with 
the ram sacrificed for your guilt, 
and you will be forgiven. 

,7 “When you sin by doing some¬ 
thing forbidden in any of the LORD’S 
commandments, though you’re not 
aware of it, you’re guilty and 
deserve to be punished. ,8 Bring the 
priest a perfect ram from the flock 
of the right value as a sacrifice for 
guilt, and the priest will atone for 
the wrong you did unintentionally, 
without being aware of it, and you 
will be forgiven. 19 It is an offering 
for guilt because you were really 
guilty before the LORD.” 

6 The LORD said to Moses. 

2 ”If you sin by being un¬ 
faithful to the LORD—if it is by lying 
to a fellow Israelite about something 
entrusted to you or deposited with 
you or something robbed or extorted 
from another Israelite, 3 or you find 
something that was lost and you lie 
about it, or swear to a lie about any 
sin people commit, 4 then you have 
sinned and are guilty; you shall 
return what you robbed or extorted 
or took when it was entrusted to you 
or found when it was lost 5 or 
anything about which you swore to a 
lie. Pay it back in full, and add a 
fifth and give it to him to whom it 
belongs when you make your 
offering for guilt. 6 Bring the LORD 
as your sacrifice for guilt a perfect 
ram from the flock, of the right value 
for a sacrifice for guilt; bring it to 
the priest, fend when the priest 
atones for you before the LORD, you 
will be forgiven anything you may 
have done to make you guilty.” 

The Law for the Burnt Offering 

The LORD said to Moses: 
"‘‘Give Aaron and his sons this 
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order: This is the law for the burnt 
offering: The burnt offering must be 
on the fire of the altar hearth all 
night till morning, and the fire 
should be kept burning on it. 

,0 “The priest should put on his 
linen garment, with the linen 
drawers directly on his body, and 
take away the ashes left by the fire 
that consumed the burnt offering on 
the altar and put them beside the 
altar. “Then, taking off his clothes 
and putting on others, he should 
take the ashes to a clean place 
outside the camp. ,2 The fire should 
be kept burning on the altar and not 
go out. The priest should burn wood 
on it every morning, lay out the 
burnt offering on it. and burn the fat 
of the peace offering on it. "The 
fire should be burning continually 
on the altar and not go out.” 

The Law for the Food Offering 

"“And this is the law for the food 
offering: Aaron’s sons should bring 
it before the LORD in front of the 
altar. l5 One of them should take a 
handful of the flour of the food 
offering and its olive oil and all the 
incense on the food offering and 
burn it as a memorial on the altar 
for a fragrance pleasing the Lord. 
"Aaron and his sons should eat 
the rest of it—without yeast; they 
should eat it in a sacred place, 
in the court of the tabernacle where 
the LORD meets with you. , 7 Don't 
use yeast in baking it. I have given it 
to them as their part of what is 
sacrificed to Me by fire. It is very 
holy, like the sacrifices for sin and 
guilt. ,B Any male descendant of 
Aaron may eat it; this part of the 
sacrifices made by fire to the LORD 
is always legally theirs in the coming 
ages. Everyone who touches these 
things must be holy.” 


"The LORD told Moses: 20, ‘This 
is the offering Aaron and his sons 
should bring the LORD the day he's 
anointed: a tenth of an ephah of 
flour, a daily offering, half of it in 
the morning and half in the evening. 
"Prepare it on a griddle with olive 
oil. mixing it well, and bring baked 
pieces of the food offering for a 
fragrance pleasing the LORD. 
“Aaron's son who is anointed to 
take his place as priest should 
prepare it. This part will always be 
the LORD’s—burn all of it. "Every 
food offering made by a priest 
should be completely burned and 
not eaten.” 

The Law for the Sin Offering 

"The LORD said to Moses: 
25 “Tell Aaron and his sons: This is 
the law for the sacrifice for sin: Kill 
the animal to be offered for sin at 
the place where the burnt offering is 
killed before the LORD; it is very 
holy. "The priest who makes the 
sacrifice for sin shall eat it; it should 
be eaten in a holy place, in the court 
of the tabernacle where the LORD 
meets with you. “Everyone who 
touches it must be holy, and if any of 
its blood is sprinkled on a garmenl. 
wash the part that was sprinkled in 
a holy place. "Any earthenware 
vessel in which it was cooked must 
be broken, and if it was cooked in a 
copper vessel, it must be scoured 
and rinsed with water. "Any male 
among the priests may eat it; it is 
very holy. 10 No animal sacrificed 
for sin may be eaten from which 
some of the blood is brought into the 
tabernacle to make an atonement in 
the holy place; it must be burned.” 

The Law for the Guilt Offering 

“This is the law for the 
guilt offering: It is very 
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holy. 2 The animal sacrificed for 
guilt should be killed where the 
burnt offering is killed, and its blood 
should be poured against the altar 
all around. 3 All its fat should be 
offered, the fat tail, the fat covering 
the inlestines, ■‘the two kidneys 
with the fat on them at the loins, and 
the lobe on the liver that should be 
removed with the kidneys. 5 The 
priest should burn them on the altar 
as a sacrifice made by fire to the 
LORD. This is a sacrifice made for 
guilt. 6 Any male among the priests 
may eat it: it should be eaten in a 
holy place: it is very holy. 

7 "The sacrifice for sin is like that 
for guilt: the same law holds for 
both; the priest who atones with it 
should have it. The priest who 
offers the burnt offerings should 
have the hide of the animal he 
offered as a burnt offering. 9 Every 
offering of food baked in an oven 
and everything prepared in a pan or 
on a griddle belongs to the priest 
who offers it. “Every offering of 
food mixed with olive oil or dry 
should be equally shared by all 
Aaron's sons." 

The Law for the Peace Offering 

11 "This is the law for the peace 
offering you may bring the LORD: 
Tf you make it as a thank offering, 
add to the thank offering cakes 
without yeast but mixed with olive 
oil. and thin cakes without yeast, 
covered with olive oil, and cakes of 
fine flour well mixed with olive 
oil. 'With the cakes bring bread 
with yeast in addition to your peace 
offering: do this with thanksgiving. 
14 From every offering bring one cake 
to the priest as a gift for the LORD; 
it belongs to the priest who pours 
out the blood of the peace offering. 
'The meat of the animal sacrificed 


must be eaten the day you offer it; 
don't leave any of it till morning. 
,6 If the sacrifice you offer is some¬ 
thing vowed or voluntary, it may be 
eaten the day you bring it, or what 
is left over may be eaten the next 
day. ,7 But on the third day any 
meat left over from the sacrifice 
must be burned. ,s If you eat any 
meat of the peace sacrifice on the 
third day, it will not be accepted, 
and you who bring it will not be 
credited for it. It is garbage, and if 
you eat any of it. you deserve to be 
punished. “Meat that touches 
anything unclean must not be eaten 
but be burned. Otherwise anyone 
who is clean may eat the meat. 20 lf 
while you’re unclean you eat any of 
the LORD’S meat from a peace 
offering, you will be cut off from 
your people. 2, lf you touch any¬ 
thing unclean, of man or animal, or 
any other disgusting uncleanness, 
and yet eat some of the LORD’S meat 
of the peace offering, you will be cut 
off from your people." 

“The LORD said to Moses; 

23 "Tell the Israelites: Don’t eat any 
fat of cattle, sheep, or goats. 24 The 
fat of an animal that dies by itself or 
is torn as prey use for any other 
purpose, but don’t eat it. 25 If 

anyone eats the fat of an animal, 
part of which is sacrificed by fire to 
the LORD, he must be cut off from 
his people. “And don’t eat the 

blood of any bird or beast wherever 
you live. 27 Anyone who eats any 
blood must be cut off from his 
people." 

“The LORD said to Moses: 

29 “Tell the Israelites: If you bring the 
LORD a peace offering, bring a part 
of that sacrifice as a gift to the 
LORD. “With your own hands 
bring the LORD the sacrifices by 
fire, the fat with the breast, to wave 
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the breast as you offer it to the 
LORD. “The priest should burn 
the fat on the altar, but the breast 
belongs to Aaron and his sons. 
3Z Give the priest the right thigh of 
your peace offering. “When any of 
Aaron’s sons offers the blood of the 
peace offering and the fat, he should 
get the right thigh as his share. 34 I 
have taken the breast as a wave 
offering and the thigh as a gift from 
the peace offerings of the Israelites 
and given them to Aaron the priest 
and his sons as the part legally due 
them from the Israelites.” 

3S This is Aaron’s and his sons' 
part of the sacrifices made by fire to 
the LORD given to them on the day 
they were appointed to serve the 
LORD as priests. “The LORD 
ordered the Israelites to give it to 
them the day He anointed them. 
Their descendants will always be 
bound to give it to them. 

37 This is the law for the burnt 
offerings, the food offerings, the sin 
offerings, and the guilt offerings, the 
offerings at installations, and the 
peace offerings 38 which the LORD 
on Mount Sinai ordered Moses to 
make when He ordered the Israel¬ 
ites to bring the LORD their offer¬ 
ings in the wilderness of Sinai. 

Moses Installs Aaron and His 
Sons 

The LORD said to Moses: 
2 ”Take Aaron and his sons 
with him, the garments, the anoint¬ 
ing oil, the young bull to be 
sacrificed for sin, the two rams, and 
the basket of bread without yeast, 
3 and have the whole community 
gather at the door of the tent where 
I meet with you.” 

4 Moses did as the LORD ordered 


him. When the congregation had 
gathered at the door of the tent 
where God met with them, 5 Moses 
told the community, “This is what 
the LORD orders to be done.” 

6 Then Moses had Aaron and his 
sons come forward, and he washed 
them with water. 7 He put the tunic 
on him, fastened the sash around 
him, put the robe on him and then 
the apron, tying it with the skillfully 
woven band of the apron and so 
fastening it on him. a Then he pul 
the pouch on him and into it the 
Light and the Right . 3 9 He put the 
turban on his head and fastened the 
gold flower, the holy diadem, to the 
front of the turban as the LORD 
ordered Moses. 

l0 Moses took the anointing oil. 
anointed the tabernacle and 
everything in it, and made them 
holy. “With some of it he sprinkled 
the altar seven times and anointed 
the altar with all its utensils and the 
iaver with its base to make them 
holy. 

,z He also poured some of the 
anointing oil on Aaron's head and 
anointed him to make him holy. 

,3 Then Moses had Aaron's sons 
come forward, put tunics on them, 
fastened their sashes around them, 
and bound caps on them as the 
LORD ordered Moses. “He got the 
young bull, and Aaron and his sons 
laid their hands on the head of the 
young bull that was to be sacrificed 
for sin. “When it was killed. 
Moses took the blood and with his 
finger put it on the horns of the altar 
all around and cleansed the altar 
from sin; then he poured the rest of 
the blood at the base of the altar and 
made it holy, to make atonement on 
it. “Taking all the fat that was on 



a Heb Urim and Thummim —meaning uncertain 
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the intestines, the lobe of the liver, 
the two kidneys with their fat, 
Moses burned them on the altar. 
’'The rest of the young bull, its hide, 
meat, and bowel contents he burned 
outside the camp, as the LORD 
ordered Moses. ,8 He then got the 
ram for the burnt offering. Aaron 
and his sons laid their hands on the 
ram's head. ,9 When it was killed, 
Moses poured the blood against the 
altar all around. 20 When the ram 
was cut in pieces, Moses burned the 
head with the other pieces and the 
fat. 21 The intestines and the legs 
were washed with water. Then 
Moses burned the whole ram on the 
altar as a complete sacrifice by fire 
for a fragrance pleasing the LORD, 
as the LORD ordered Moses. 

"Then he got the second ram. the 
ram for installing the priest, and 
Aaron and his sons laid their hands 
on the ram's head. 23 When it was 
killed. Moses took some of its blood 
and put it on the lobe of Aaron’s 
right ear, on the thumb of his right 
hand, and on the big toe of his right 
foot. 24 Then Moses had Aaron's 
sons come forward, and he put some 
of the blood on the lobes of their 
right ears, on the thumbs of their 
right hands, and on the big toes of 
their right feet, and the rest of the 
blood Moses poured against the 
altar all around. 25 He took the fat, 
the fat tail, all the fat on the 
intestines, the lobe on the liver, the 
two kidneys with their fat, and the 
right thigh. 26 and out of the basket 
of cakes without yeast which was 
placed before the LORD he took one 
cake, a cake of bread made with 
olive oil, and one thin cake, and put 
them on the fat and the right 
thigh 27 and laid it all in the hands 
of Aaron and his sons and waved 
them as he offered them to the 


LORD. 28 Moses took them from 
their hands again and burned them 
on the altar, on top of the burnt 
offering. This was an installation 
sacrifice by fire for a fragrance 
pleasing the LORD. 29 Moses took 
the breast of the ram for the 
installation and waved it as he 
offered it to the LORD; it was Moses’ 
share as the LORD had ordered. 

30 Moses took some of the anointing 
oil and some of the blood that was on 
the altar, sprinkled it on Aaron and 
his clothes and on his sons and their 
clothes, and so made Aaron with his 
clothes and his sons with their 
clothes holy. 

3, Then Moses told Aaron and his 
sons: “Cook the meat at the en¬ 
trance of the tent where the LORD 
meets with us, and eat it there and 
also the bread in the basket for the 
installation as I ordered when I 
said: ‘Aaron and his sons should eat 
it.' 32 Burn any meat or bread that 
is left over. 33 For seven days don't 
leave the entrance of the tent where 
the LORD meets with us. till the last 
day of installing you is over; it will 
take seven days to install you. 
34 What I did today the LORD 
ordered me to do to atone for you. 
35 Stay seven days day and night at 
the entrance of the tent where the 
LORD meets with us, and do what 
the LORD tells you; then you won't 
die. This is what I was ordered to 
do." 

36 Aaron and his sons did every¬ 
thing the LORD ordered through 
Moses. 

Aaron Sacri/ices 

9 On the eighth day Moses 
called Aaron and his sons 
and the elders of Israel 2 and told 
Aaron, “Bring a bull calf from the 
herd to sacrifice it for sin and a ram 
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for a burrit offering, both perfect, 
and offer them before the 
LORD. 3 And tell the Israelites, 
‘Bring a male goat to be sacrificed 
for sin, and a calf, and a lamb, each 
a year old and perfect, for a burnt 
offering, 4 a bull and a ram for 
peace offerings to be sacrificed 
before the LORD, and bring flour 
mixed with olive oil, because the 
LORD will appear to you today.* ” 

5 They brought what Moses 
ordered in front of the tent where 
God met with them, and the whole 
community came and stood before 
the LORD. 

6 “Do what the LORD orders,'* 
Moses said, “and you will see the 
LORD’S glory.** 

7 “Come to the altar,” Moses told 
Aaron, “and make the sacrifice for 
sin and the burnt offering to atone 
for you and for the people, and make 
an offering for the people, and atone 
for them as the LORD ordered.” 

•Aaron went to the altar and 
killed the calf to take away his own 
sin. 9 Aaron’s sons brought’him the 
blood, and he dipped his finger in 
the blood and put it on the horns of 
the altar and poured out the blood at 
the base of the altar. ,0 He burned 
the fat, the kidneys, and the lobe on 
the liver of the victim on the altar as 
the LORD ordered Moses. n The 
meat and the hide he burned outside 
the camp. ,2 He then killed the 
animal for the burnt offering, and 
Aaron’s sons handed him the blood, 
and he poured it against the altar all 
around. ,3 They also handed him 
the burnt offering, cut in pieces, 
including the head, and he burned 
them on the altar. ,4 He washed the 
intestines and the legs and burned 
them on top of the burnt offering on 
the altar. 

,s Then he brought the people’s 


offering. He took the male goat to be 
sacrificed for the people’s sins, and 
they killed it and made a sacrifice to 
take away sins as he had done 
previously for himself. ,6 He 
brought forward the burnt offering 
and offered it in the proper way. 
,7 Then he brought the food offering 
and, taking a handful of it, burned it 
on the altar in addition to the 
morning burnt offering. IB He killed 
the bull and the ram, the people’s 
peace offering, and Aaron’s sons 
handed him the blood, which he 
poured against the altar all around. 
,9 But the fat from the bull and the 
ram, the fat tail, and the fatty 
covering, the kidneys, and the lobe 
on the liver 20 they placed on the 
breasts and burned them all on the 
altar. 2, But the breasts and the 
right thighs Aaron waved as he 
offered them to the LORD as Moses 
ordered. 

22 Then Aaron raised his hands 
toward the people and blessed them, 
and having made the sacrifices for 
sin, the burnt offerings, and the 
peace offerings, he stepped 
down. 23 Moses and Aaron went 
into the tent where God met with 
them, and when they came out. they 
blessed the people. Then the LORD s 
glory appeared to all the people. 
24 and fire came out from the LORD 
and burned up the burnt offering 
and the pieces of fat on the altar. 
When all the people saw this, they 
shouted and bowed down with their 
faces on the ground. 

Two of Aaron’s Sons Die 

Aaron’s sons Nadab and 
Abihu each took his fire 
pan, put fire in it and laid incense on 
it, and brought a strange fire before 
the LORD that He hadn’t ordered 
them to bring. 2 A fire flashed from 
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the LORD and struck them, and they 
died before the LORD. 

’Moses said to Aaron, “This is 
what the LORD says: ‘I must be 
treated as holy by those who are 
near Me: I must be glorified by all 
the people.’ " Aaron was speech¬ 
less. 

4 Then Moses called Mishael and 
Elzaphan. the sons of Aaron’s uncle 
Uzziel. “Come." he told them, “and 
take your relatives from the holy 
place and carry them outside the 
camp." They came and carried 
them in their tunics outside the 
camp as Moses told them. 

Then Moses told Aaron and his 
sons Eleazar and Ithamar: “Don’t let 
your hair hang wild or tear your 
clothes: you will not die. He is angry 
with the whole community. All your 
fellow Israelites should weep over 
the fire the LORD sent. 7 But don’t 
leave the entrance of the tent where 
I meet with you. or you will die, 
because the LORD has anointed you 
with His oil." They did as Moses told 
them. 

The LORD told Aaron, 9 “Don’t 
drink any wine or liquor, you and 
your sons, when you go into the tent 
where I meet with you. or you will 
die. This is a law for your 
descendants forever. ,0 I want you 
to distinguish between what is holy 
and what is not. what is clean and 
not clean, "and to teach the 
Israelites all the laws the LORD told 
them through Moses." 

"Moses told Aaron and his 
surviving sons Eleazar and Ithamar, 
Take the food left over from the 
sacrifices made by fire to the LORD, 
and eat it without yeast beside the 
altar, because it is very holy. ”Eat 
it in a holy place because it is the 
part of the sacrifices made by fire to 
the LORD that legally belong to you 


and your children; that is the order I 
received. ,4 Eat also the breast, 
offered by waving, and the thigh 
that is presented as a gift, in a clean 
place, you and your sons and 
daughters, because they are given 
to you and your children as your 
legal part of the peace offerings of 
the Israelites. ,5 The thigh that was 
presented as a gift and the breast 
that was waved when the fat was 
burned shall be brought as an 
offering that is waved before the 
LORD. These parts shall then legally 
belong to you and your children 
forever, as the LORD ordered." 

,6 Moses searched carefully for the 
male goat to be sacrificed for sin 
and found that it had already been 
burned. He got angry with Eleazar 
and Ithamar, Aaron's surviving 
sons. ,7 “Why didn’t you eat the 
animal sacrificed for sin in the holy 
place?" he asked; “It is very holy 
and was given to you to take away 
the sins of the community and so to 
atone for them before the LORD. 
‘"Since its blood wasn't brought 
inside the holy place, you certainly 
should have eaten it there, as I 
ordered." 

‘Then Aaron answered Moses, 
“Today they made their sacrifice for 
sin and their burnt offering before 
the LORD, and yet such things have 
happened to me! If I had eaten the 
animal sacrificed for sin, would the 
LORD have approved?" 

20 When Moses heard this, he was 
satisfied. 

Clean and Unclean Animals 

The LORD said to Moses 
and Aaron, "“Tell the 
Israelites: Of all the land animals 
you may eat the following: ’You 
may eat any animal that has a split 
hoof, completely divided, and that 
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chews the cud. 4 But don't eat the 
following that either chew the cud 
or have a divided hoof: the camel — it 
chews the cud but doesn’t have a 
divided hoof: it is unclean for you: 
5 the rock badger —it chews the cud 
but doesn’t have a divided hoof: it is 
unclean for you: *the rabbit — it 
chews the cud but doesn’t have a 
divided hoof: it is unclean for you: 
7 and the pig —it has a split hoof, 
completely divided, but doesn't 
chew the cud: it is unclean for 
you. B Don’t eat any meat from 
them or touch their dead bodies: 
they are unclean for you. 

9 “Of all that lives in the water you 
may eat the following: anything in 
the water, in seas and streams, that 
has fins and scales you may eat: 
,0 but anything living in seas or 
streams, anything moving in shoals 
in the water, any creature living in 
the water that has no fins or scales, 
is abominable to you. “Since they 
are abominable to you, don’t eat 
meat from them, and consider their 
dead bodies abominable. ^Any¬ 
thing in the water without fins or 
scales is abominable to you. 

““Consider the following birds 
abominable, and because they are 
abominable, don’t eat them: the 
vulture, the griffon, the osprey, 
“the kite, any kind of buzzard, 
“any kind of crow, “the ostrich, 
the nighthawk. the seagull, any kind 
of falcon, “the horned owl and the 
great owl, the cormorant, “the 
ibis, the pelican, the carrion 
vulture, “the stork, any kind of 
heron, the hoopoe, and the bat. 

Z0 “Any swarming things with 
wings crawling on four feet are 
abominable to you. 2l But you may 
eat any swarming things with wings 
that above their feet have legs so 
they can jump over the ground. 2Z Of 


these you may eat any kind of grass¬ 
hopper, all the migrating, devouring, 
wingless, or jumping kinds. “Every 
kind of swarming thing with wings 
that has merely four feet is abomin¬ 
able to you. 

““These make you unclean; 
anyone who touches their dead 
bodies will be unclean till evening; 
25 and anyone who carries any part 
of their dead bodies must wash his 
clothes and be unclean till evening. 
2e All animals whose hoofs are split 
but not completely divided and that 
don’t chew the cud are unclean fur' 
you; anyone who touches them is 
unclean. 27 All four-footed animals 
walking on their paws are unclean 
for you; anyone who touches their 
dead bodies will be unclean till 
evening. 2fl And if you carry their 
dead bodies, wash your clothes and 
be unclean till evening; they are 
unclean for you. 

29 “The following smaller animals 
moving on the ground are unclean 
for you: the weasel, the mouse, and 
every kind of lizard— ll, the 
groaning, scaly, and nimble kinds — 
the salamander, and the chameleon. 
“Among all the small animals 
moving on the ground these are 
unclean for you. Anyone who 
touches them when they’re dead is 
unclean till evening. 32 If one of 
them when it is dead falls on 
anything, it is unclean; it may be a 
wooden article, some clothing, 
leather, a sack, anything used for 
any purpose; it should be put in 
water and be unclean till evening; 
then it will be clean again. 

““When any of them fall into any 
earthen vessel, -break it, because 
everything in it is unclean; “if 
water comes on any food that can bo 
eaten, the food is unclean; also any 
liquid that may be drunk from any 
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vessel like that is unclean. ”Every- 
thing that any part of their dead 
bodies falls on is unclean: be it an 
oven or a stove, break it in pieces. 
They are unclean and should remain 
unclean for you. 36 A spring or a 
cistern holding water is clean-, but 
anyone touching their dead bodies 
in it is unclean. J7 If any of their 
dead bodies falls on seed to be sown, 
it is clean. 38 But if water is poured 
on the seed and any of their dead 
bodies falls on it. it is unclean for 
you. 

39 ”When any animal that you may 
eat dies and you touch its dead body, 
you are unclean till evening. 40 If 
you eat any of its dead body, wash 
your clothes and stay unclean till 
evening. If you carry its dead body, 
wash your clothes and stay unclean 
till evening. 

4, "Any small animal crawling on 4445 
the ground is abominable and must «“ 
not be eaten. 42 Don’t eat the meat 
of any animal crawling on its belly 
or on four legs, or anything with 
many legs, and any small animal 
crawling on the ground, because 
they are abominable. 43 Don't make 
yourselves abominable by anything 
crawling on the ground, or make 
yourselves unclean by them and 
defile yourselves by them. 

44 “I the LORD am your God: you 
should make yourselves holy and be 
holy because I am holy. Don’t make 
yourselves unclean by anything 
moving and crawling on the ground. 

4S I the LORD am He who brought you 
up out of Egypt to be your God. And 
so you should be holy because I am 
holy. 

46 “This is the law about animals, 
birds, and every living thing moving 
in the water and every small animal 
crawling on the ground. 47 It 
distinguishes between the unclean 


and the clean, the animals you may 
eat and those you may not eat.’’ 

Cleansing A fter Childbirth 

The LORD said to Moses: 
2 “Tell the Israelites: When 
a woman gives birth and has a boy, 
she is unclean for seven days, the 
same number of days she is unclean 
during her menstruation. 3 But on 
the eighth day he should be circum¬ 
cised. 4 And for thirty-three days 
she should stay home because she 
must be cleansed from her bleeding 
and not touch anything holy or go 
into the holy place till the time the 
cleansing from her bleeding is 
over. s If she has a girl, she should 
be unclean for two weeks as in 
menstruation and should stay home 
sixty-six days because she must 
, be cleansed from her bleeding. 
l j p11166 When the days in which she gets 
cleansed for a son or a daughter are 
over, she should bring to the priest 
at the entrance of the tent where I 
meet with you a yearling lamb for a 
burnt offering and a young pigeon or 
a turtledove to be sacrificed for 
sin. 7 He should offer it before the 
LORD and atone for her: then she 
will be clean from her flow of blood. 
This is the law for her who gives 
birth to a boy or a girl. 9 If she is too 
poor to give a lamb, she should take 
two turtledoves or two young 
pigeons, one for a burnt offering and 
the other to be sacrificed for sin. 
and so the priest shall atone for her. 
and she will be clean.” 

Leprosy 

The LORD said to Moses 
and Aaron: 2 “When any¬ 
one has a swelling, a rash, or a 
bright spot in the skin of his body 
that may turn into the disease of 
leprosy in his skin, he should be 
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taken to Aaron the priest or to one of 
his sons who are priests. 3 The 
priest should look at the disease in 
the skin, and if the hair on the spot 
has turned white and the spot looks 
deeper than the rest of the skin, it is 
the disease of leprosy. When the 
priest has examined him, he should 
declare him unclean. 4 But if the 
bright spot in his skin is white and 
doesn’t look deeper than the rest of 
the skin and the hair hasn’t turned 
white, the priest should shut up the 
one with the disease seven days. 

5 On the seventh day the priest 
should look at him, and if he sees the 
disease looks the same and hasn't 
spread in the skin, the priest should 
shut him up another seven days. 

6 On the seventh day the priest 
should look at him again, and if the 
spot has faded and not spread in the , 3 
skin, the priest should declare him 
clean; it’s only a rash. He should “ :1 S 4 14 
wash his clothes and be clean. 

’But if, after showing himsei/ to.the 
priest to be declared clean, the rash 
spreads in the skin, he should again 
show himself to the priest . fl The 
priest should look at him, and if the 
rash has spread in the skin, the 
priest should pronounce him 
unclean; it is leprosy. 

9 “When anyone has the disease of 
leprosy, he should be taken to the 
priest. "The priest should look at 
him, and if there is a white swelling 
in the skin that has turned the hair 
white and raw flesh is growing in 
the swelling, "it is a chronic 
leprosy in his skin. Without shutting 
him up the priest should declare him 
unclean because he is unclean. l2 If 
the leprosy breaks out in the skin 
and covers the whole skin of the 
diseased person from head to foot as 
far as the priest can see, n the 
priest should look at him, and if 


leprosy covers his whole body, he 
should declare him clean. It has all 
turned white—he’s clean. "Bui 
when raw flesh shows on him, he’s 
unclean. "The priest should look 
at the raw flesh and declare him 
unclean. The raw flesh is unclean; it 
is leprosy. "But if the raw flesh 
turns white again, he should come lo 
the priest. ,7 The priest should look 
at him, and if the sick spot has 
turned white, the priest should 
declare the diseased one clean — 
he’s clean. 

"“When a boil on the skin of the 
body has healed "and in its place 
comes a white swelling or a bright 
reddish-white spot, it should be 
shown to the priest. Z0 The priest 
should look at it, and if it looks 
deeper than the rest of the skin and 
its hair has turned white, the priest 
should. declare him unclean. The 
disease of leprosy has broken out in 
the boil. "But if the priest looks at 
it and the hair on it isn’t white and it 
isn’t deeper than the rest of the skin 
and has faded, the priest should 
shut him up seven days. 22 If it 
spreads in the skin, the priest should 
declare him unclean; it is the 
disease. "But if the bright spot 
stays where it is and doesn’t spread, 
it’s a scar caused by the boil. The 
priest should declare him clean. 

"“When anyone has a burn on the 
skin of his body, and the raw flesh of 
the burn turns into a reddish-while 
or bright white spot, "the priest 
should look at it, and if the hair on 
the bright spot has turned white and 
looks deeper than the rest of the 
skin, it’s leprosy that has broken out 
in the burn. The priest should 
declare him unclean; it’s the disease 
of leprosy. "But if the priest who 
sees it finds no white hair on the 
bright spot and it isn t deeper than 
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the rest of the skin and has faded, 
the priest should shut him up seven 
days. ’ 7 On the seventh day the 
priest should look at him: if it has 
spread in the skin, the priest should 
declare him unclean: it's the disease 
of leprosy. 2fl But if the bright spot 
stays where it is and doesn’t spread 
in the skin but has faded, it’s only a 
swelling caused by the burn. The 
priest should declare him clean 
because it’s the scar caused by the 
burn. 

29 “When a man or a woman has 
some disease on his head or in his 
beard, 30 the priest should look at 
the disease, and if it looks deeper 
than the rest of the skin and there’s 
thin yellow hair on it, the priest 
should declare him unclean. It is a 
scab, a leprosy on the head or in the 
beard. "But when the priest 
examines the scabby spot and it 
doesn't look deeper than the rest of 
the skin but there’s no black hair on 
it, the priest should shut up the man 
with the scabby spot seven days. 
32 0n the seventh day the priest 
should look at the diseased spot, and 
if the scab hasn’t spread and there’s 
no yellow hair on it and the scab 
doesn't look deeper than the rest of 
the skin. 33 he should shave himself 
but not the scab. The priest should 
shut up the man with the scab 
another seven days. "On the 
seventh day the priest should look at 
the scab, and if the scab hasn’t 
spread in the skin and doesn’t look 
deeper than the rest of the skin, the 
priest should declare him clean, and 
when he has washed his clothes, he 
will be clean. 3S But after being de¬ 
clared clean, if the scab spreads in 
the skin, 38 the priest should look at 
him. and if the scab has spread in 
the skin, the priest doesn't have to 
look for yellow hair: he's unclean. 


17 But if he sees the scab has stayed 
where it is and black hair grows on 
it, the scab is healed. He is clean, 
and the priest should declare him 
clean. 

3B ”When a man or a woman has 
bright white spots on the skin of the 
body, 39 the priest shall look, and if 
the bright spots on the skin of the 
body are pale white, it is a rash 
broken out on the skin—he’s clean. 

40 ”When a man loses his hair on 
the back of his head, he’s bald, but 
he’s clean. 4l If he loses his hair on 
the front of his head, he’s bald on 
the forehead, but he's clean. 42 But 
if there is a reddish-white spot on 
the bald places in back or in front, it 
is leprosy breaking out in the bald 
places in back or in front. 43 The 
priest should look at him, and if the 
swelling of the disease in the bald 
places in back or in front is reddish- 
white and looks like leprosy in the 
skin elsewhere on the body, 44 the 
man is a leper and unclean, and the 
priest must certainly declare him 
unclean; he has the disease on his 
head. 

45 ”Anyone who is suffering from 
leprosy should wear his clothes torn 
and let the hair on his head hang 
wild. He should cover his upper lip 
and call. ‘Unclean, unclean!' 46 As 
long as he has the disease, he’s 
unclean and must live by himself 
outside the camp.” 

Leprosy in Cloth or Leather 

47 ”When there’s leprosy in a 
woolen or linen garment. 49 woven 
or knitted from linen or wool, or in 
leather or anything made of leather, 
49 if the spot in the garment or 
leather, woven or knitted, or in any 
leather article is greenish or 
reddish, it is leprosy and must be 
shown to the priest. 50 The priest 
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should look at the diseased spot and 
put that which has it away seven 
days. *‘On the seventh day he 
should look at the diseased spot, and 
if it has spread in the woven or 
knitted garment or in anything made 
of leather, the spot is a malignant 
leprosy and unclean. 5J He should 
burn the garment, woven or knitted, 
woolen or linen, or any leather 
article having the spot, because it is 
a malignant leprosy; it must be 
burned. 53 If the priest sees the spot 
hasn’t spread in the woven or 
knitted garment or in any leather 
article, 54 the priest should order 
that which has the spot washed and 
then put it away seven more 
days. 55 The priest should look at 
the spot after it is washed, and if it 
doesn’t look different, though it 
hasn’t spread, it is unclean. Burn it, 
whether the spot is on the outer or 
the inner side. 56 If the priest sees 
the spot is pale after washing, he 
should tear it out of the woven or 
knitted garment or the leather. 57 If 
it shows up again in a woven or 
knitted garment or any leather 
article, it is breaking out again. 
Burn anything having the spot. 
50 But if the diseased spot disappears 
from the woven or knitted garment 
or any leather article that you wash, 
wash it again, and it will be clean. 

59 “This is the law in regard to 
leprous spots on a woven or knitted 
garment, woolen or linen, or any 
leather article to decide whether it 
is clean or unclean.” 

Cleansing a Leper 

The LORD said to Moses: 
2 ”This is the law for the 
leper when he is to be cleansed. He 
should be taken to the priest. 3 The 

b a liquid measure of about a pint 


priest should go outside the camp 
and look at him. and if the leper is 
healed. 4 the priest should order 
someone to get for the one to be 
cleansed two living clean birds, 
some cedar wood, scarlet string, 
and hyssop. 5 Then the priest 
should order someone to kill one 
bird over fresh water in an 
earthenware pot. 6 He should take 
the living bird with the cedar wood, 
the scarlet string, and the hyssop 
and dip them and the living bird in 
the blood of the bird that was killed 
over the fresh water, 7 and sprinkle 
it seven times on the one to be 
cleansed from leprosy and declare 
him clean and let the living bird fly 
away over the field. 

8 ‘‘The one to be cleansed should 
wash his clothes, shave off all his 
hair, and bathe in water; then he's 
clean. After that he will go into the 
camp but for seven days must live 
outside his tent. 9 On the seventh 
day he should shave off all the hair 
on his head, his beard, and his 
eyebrows, and when he has shaved 
off all his hair, he should wash his 
clothes and bathe his body in water; 
then he’s clean. 

,0 ”On the eighth day he should 
take two perfect male lambs and one 
perfect female lamb, a year old. 
three tenths of an ephah of flour 
mixed with olive oil as an offering of 
food, and a log b of olive oil. “The 
priest cleansing him should present 
the man and the other things before 
the LORD at the entrance of the tent 
where He meets with you. “The 
priest should take the one male lamb 
and sacrifice it for guilt with the log 
of olive oil and wave them as he 
offers them to the LORD. “Ho 
should kill the lamb where he kills

the sin offering and burnt offering in 
the holy place, because the guilt 
offering, like the sin offering, is the 
priest's: it is very holy. ,4 Taking 
some of the blood sacrificed for 
guilt, the priest should put it on the 
lobe of the right ear of the one to be 
cleansed, on the thumb of his right 
hand, and on the big toe of his right 
foot. ,5 Taking some of the log of 
olive oil, the priest should pour it 
into his left hand. ,6 dip his right 
finger in the oil in his left hand, and 
with his finger sprinkle some of the 
oil seven times before the LORD. 
,7 The priest should put some of the 
rest of the oil in his hand on the lobe 
of the right ear of the one to be 
cleansed, on the thumb of his right 
hand, and on the big toe of his right 
foot —on the blood offered for 
guilt. “The rest of the oil in his 
hand the priest should put on the 
head of the one to be cleansed and 
so atone for him before the LORD. 
‘The priest should make the 
sacrifice for sin and atone for the 
one to be cleansed and after that 
should kill the burnt offering, ^of¬ 
fering it and the food offering on the 
altar, atoning for him: then he’s 
clean. 

"‘‘But if he is poor and can’t af¬ 
ford so much, he may take one lamb 
to be waved and sacrificed for guilt 
and to atone for him with only one 
tenth of an ephah of flour mixed 
with olive oil as a food offering and a 
log of olive oil, "and with two 
turtledoves or two young pigeons, 
such as he can afford, the one for 
sin and the other as a burnt 
offering. "On the eighth day he 
should take them to the priest for his 
cleansing at the entrance of the tent 
of meeting before the LORD. "The 
priest should take the lamb to be 
sacrificed for guilt with the log of 


olive oil and wave them as he offers 
them to the LORD. “After the lamb 
is killed for guilt, the priest should 
take some of the blood of this 
sacrifice and put it on the lobe of the 
right ear of the man to be cleansed, 
on the thumb of his right hand, and 
on the big toe of his right foot. 
“The priest should pour some of the 
olive oil into his own left hand 
"and with his right finger sprinkle 
some of the oil in his left hand seven 
times before the LORD. “The 
priest should put some of the oil that 
is in his hand on the same places he 
put the blood of the sacrifice for 
guilt—on the lobe of the right ear of 
the one to be cleansed, on the thumb 
of his right hand, and on the big toe 
of his right foot. “The rest of the 
oil in his hand the priest should pour 
on the head of the one to be cleansed 
to atone for him before the LORD. 
“Then he should sacrifice one of the 
turtledoves or the young pigeons, 
3, such as he can afford; the one he 
should sacrifice for sin and the 
other as a burnt offering with the 
food offering. And so the priest 
should atone for the one to be 
cleansed before the LORD. "This 
is the law for one who has suffered 
from leprosy but can’t afford what 
is needed for his cleansing.” 

CJeans/ng Leprosy in Houses 

"The LORD said to Moses and 
Aaron: "‘‘When you come to the 
land of Canaan that I’m giving you 
as your own and I inflict leprosy on 
a house in the land you own, “the 
owner of that house should come 
and tell the priest. ‘There is some¬ 
thing that looks to me like a disease 
in my house.’ 

““Then the priest should order 
everything taken out of the house 
before he goes in, so that nothing 
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in the house may become unclean, 
and after that the priest should go 
in to look at the house. 37 He should 
look at the diseased spots in the 
walls of the house, and if they are 
green and reddish cavities, looking 
deeper than the rest of the wall, 
“the priest should step out of the house 
to its door and close the house for 
seven days. 39 0n the seventh day 
the priest should go back and look at 
it, and if the disease has spread in 
the walls of the house, 40 the priest 
should order the stones having the 
disease torn away and thrown down 
at an unclean place outside the 
town. 4, He should scrape .the 
inside of the house all around and 
dump the scraped-off dust in an 
unclean place outside the town. 
42 Fresh stones should be gotten and 
substituted for the other stones, and 
fresh clay to plaster the house. 
43 After the stones are torn away and 
the house is scraped and plastered 
with clay again, if the disease 
breaks out again in the house, 44 the 
priest should go and look at it. and if 
the disease has spread in the house, 
there is a malignant leprosy in the 
house, and it is unclean. 45 The 
house, its stones, wood, and all its 
clay plaster must be torn down and 
taken to an unclean place outside 
the town. 46 Anyone who goes into 
the house any time it is closed 
should be unclean till evening. 
47 Anyone who lies down in the house 
should wash his clothes, and anyone 
who eats in the house should wash 
his clothes. 48 But if the priest 
comes and looks and the disease 
hasn’t spread in the house after it is 
plastered, the priest should declare 
the house clean since the plague is 
healed. 

4B “To cleanse the house from sin, 
he should take two birds, cedar 


wood, scarlet string, and hyssop 
30 and kill the one bird over fresh 
water in an earthenware pot. “He 
should take the cedar wood, the 
hyssop, the scarlet string, and the 
living bird and dip them in the blood 
of the bird that was killed and in the 
fresh water and sprinkle the house 
seven times 52 and cleanse the 
house from sin with the bird’s blood 
and the fresh water, with the living 
bird, the cedar wood, the hyssop, 
and the scarlet string, “and let the 
living bird fly from the town into the 
open country and so atone for the 
house; then it’s clean. 

““This is the law for any kind of 
leprosy or fungus, “for leprosy in 
clothes or in a house, 56 for a 
swelling, a rash, and a bright 
spot. 57 to show when it is unclean 
and when it is clean. This is the law 
for leprosy.” 

Unclean Discharge in Men 

The LORD said to Moses 
and Aaron: 2 “Speak to 
the Israelites and tell them: When a 
man has a discharge from his body, 
his discharge is unclean. 3 This will 
be the law of his uncleanness when 
there is a discharge: whether it 
flows from his body or is stopped, he 
is still unclean. 4 Any bed that 
anyone with a discharge lies on is 
unclean, and anything he sits on is 
unclean. s Anyone who touches his 
bed should wash his clothes, bathe 
in water, and be unclean till eve¬ 
ning. 'Anyone who sits on anything 
that a person with the discharge sat 
on should wash his clothes, bathe in 
water, and be unclean till evening. 
7 Anyone who touches the body oT 
anyone with the discharge should 
wash his clothes, bathe in water, 
and be unclean till evening. 8 If n 
person with the discharge spits on 
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anyone who is clean, that one should 
wash his clothes, bathe in water, 
and be unclean till evening. "Any 
saddle a person with the discharge 
sits on is unclean. '"Anyone who 
touches anything under him is 
unclean till evening, and anyone 
who carries such things should 
wash his clothes, bathe in water, 
and be unclean till evening. "Any¬ 
one whom a person with the 
discharge touches without rinsing 
his hands in water should wash his 
clothes, bathe in water, and be 
unclean till evening. "Any pottery 
a person with the discharge touches 
should be broken, and any wooden 
bucket should be rinsed with water. 

"“When a person with the 
discharge is getting cleansed from 
it. he should add seven days for his 
cleansing and wash his clothes and 
bathe in fresh water; then he's 
clean. "On the eighth day he 
should take two turtledoves or two 
young pigeons and come before the 
LORD at the entrance of the tent 
where He meets with you and give 
them to the priest, "who should 
sacrifice them, one for sin, the other 
for a burnt offering, and so the 
priest will atone for him before the 
LORD for his discharge. 

"“When a man has an emission of 
semen, he should bathe his whole 
body in water and be unclean till 
evening. "Any garment and any 
leather with semen on it should be 
washed in water and be unclean till 
evening. '"When a man has sex 
relations with a woman with an 
emission of semen, they should 
bathe in water and be unclean till 
evening. 

Unclean Flow in Women 

"“When a woman has her regular 
flow of blood from her body, she 


goes on being unclean seven days, 
and anyone who touches her is 
unclean till evening. 20 Anything 
she lies on during her uncleanness is 
unclean, and anything she sits on is 
unclean. 21 Anyone who touches 
her bed should wash his clothes, 
bathe in water, and be unclean till 
evening. “Anyone who touches 
anything she sits on should wash his 
clothes, bathe in water, and be 
unclean till evening. 23 If anyone 
touches anything on the bed or on 
anything she sits on, he should be 
unclean till evening. 24 If a man lies 
with her and some of her menstrua¬ 
tion comes on him, he is unclean 
seven days, and any bed he lies on is 
unclean. 

25 “If a woman has a flow of blood 
for many days at some other time 
than her menstruation or she flows 
beyond the time of her menstrua¬ 
tion, she is unclean as long as she 
flows, as unclean as during her 
regular flow, 26 As long as she 
flows, any bed she lies on is like her 
bed during her menstruation, and 
anything she sits on is as unclean as 
during her menstruation. “Anyone 
who touches such things is unclean 
and should wash his clothes, bathe 
in water, and be unclean till 
evening. 

2e “If she is clean from her flow, 
she should add seven days, and 
after that she is clean. 29 0n the 
eighth day she should take two 
turtledoves or two young pigeons 
and bring them to the priest at the 
entrance of the tent where the 
LORD meets with you. 30 The priest 
should sacrifice the one to take 
away her sins, the other as a burnt 
offering, and so the priest will atone 
for her before the LORD for her 
unclean flow. 

3, “Warn the Israelites about their 
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uncleanness, or they wili die from it 
by making My tabernacle among 
them unclean. 

12 "That is the law for one who has 
a discharge or a flow of semen to 
make him unclean, “for her who is 
unclean from menstruation, for 
anyone, man or woman; having a 
flow, and for a man who lies with a 
woman when she's unclean." 

The Great Day of Atonement 

After the death of Aaron's 
two sons, who had come 
before the LORD and died, the LORD 
spoke to Moses. 2 "Tell your 
brother Aaron." the LORD told 
Moses, "not to come just at any time 
into the holy place within the 
curtain in front of the atonement 
cover on the ark, or he will die, 
because I appear in a cloud over the 
atonement cover. 3 This is how 
Aaron should come into the holy 
place; with a young bull to sacrifice 
it for sin and a ram for a burnt 
offering. 4 He should put on the 
holy linen tunic, wear the linen 
drawers on his body and a linen 
sash as a belt and a linen turban. 
These are holy garments. He should 
bathe his body in water and then put 
them on. 5 He should get two male 
goats from the community of 
Israelites to be sacrificed for sin 
and a ram for a burnt offering. 

“"Aaron should sacrifice the 
young bull to take away his own sins 
and atone for himself and his 
family. 7 He should take the two 
goats and have them stand before 
the LORD at the entrance of the tent 
where He meets with you. B Then 
Aaron should throw lots for the two 
male goats, to give one to the LORD 
and the other for the scapegoat. 
“Aaron should bring forward the 
goat that by lot was given to the 
LORD and sacrifice him for sin. 


‘“while the goat assigned by lot for 
the scapegoat should stand alive 
before the LORD, ready to atone for 
him and be sent for the scapegoat in 
the wilderness. 

“"Aaron should bring forward 
the young bull to sacrifice him for 
his sins and atone for*himself and 
his family and kill the young bull as 
a sacrifice for his sins. ,2 He should 
take a pan full of burning coals from 
the alt or before the LORD and his 
hands full of finely ground fragrant 
incense and take them inside the 
curtain “and put the incense on 
the fire before the LORD, so that the 
cloud of incense covers the atone¬ 
ment cover, which is over the Word 
of Testimony, so that he will not 
die. “Taking some of the bull's 
blood, he should with his finger 
sprinkle it on the east side of the 
atonement cover, and then he

,5 “He should kill the goat as a 
sacrifice for the people's sins, and 
taking the blood inside the curtain, 
he should do with its blood what he 
did with the bull's blood—sprinkle it 
on the atonement cover and in front 
of the cover ,6 and atone for the 
holy place, taking away the un¬ 
cleanness of the Israelites, their 
wrongs, that is, all their sins. He 
must do the same for the tent where 
the LORD meets with you, which 
remains with the people in the midst 
of their uncleanness. ,7 Nobody 
else should be in the tent where He 
meets with you when he goes into 
the holy place to atone till he comes 
out and has atoned for himself and 
his family and the whole community 
of Israel. ’“Then he should go out 
to the altar that is before the LORD 
and atone for it and take some of the 
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hull's blood and some of the goat's 
blood and put it on the horns of the 
dtar all around. ,a and with his 
l inger he should sprinkle some of the 
blood on it seven times and cleanse 
it from the uncleanness of the 
Israelites and make it holy. 

" When he has finished atoning 
for the holy place, the tent where 
the LORD meets with you. and the 
altar, he should bring forward the 
living goat. 2, Aaron should lay 
both hands on the head of the living 
goat, confess over it all the wrongs 
ol the Israelites, all their transgres¬ 
sions. that is. all their sins, and so 
put them on the goat’s head and 
have a man. standing ready, take 
him into the wilderness. 22 The goat 
will carry on him all their wrongs 
and take them away to a deserted 
place as the man lets the goat go into 
the wilderness. 27 H*to 13 

■’’ "Then Aaron should go into the 
tent where the LORD meets with 
vuu. strip off the linen clothes he put 
on to go into the holy place, and 
leave them there. 24 He should 
bathe his body in water in the holy 
place, put on his other clothes, and 
«ome out and make the burnt 
offering for himself and for the 
people to atone for himself and for 
the people. ”The fat of the 
f acrifice for sin he should burn on 
the altar. 2fi The man who let the 
capegoat go should wash his 
clothes, bathe his body in water, 
and then return to the camp. 27 The 
voung bull and the goat, both 
sacrifices for sin. whose blood vas 
brought into the holy place to atone, 
he must take outside the camp, 
where their hides, meal, and dung 
ore to be burned.

29 “This should be a law for you 
forever: On the tenth day of the 
seventh month don’t eat any food or 
do any work, neither the Israelite 
nor the stranger who lives among 
you. 30 This is the day atonement is 
made for you to cleanse you: from all 
your sins you will be clean before 
the LORD. 3, It should be your most 
important day of rest on which you 
eat nothing: it is a law forever. 
J2 The priest who is anointed and 
installed to serve as priest in his 
father's place will make the atone¬ 
ment. He will put on the linen, the 
holy garments, ”and atone for the 
holy place, the tent where the LORD 
meets with you, and the altar; and 
he will atone for the priests and all 
the people of the community.. 

34 “This is a law for you forever to 
atone for the Israelites, taking away 
all their sins once a year." 

Aaron did what the LORD 
ordered Moses. 

Bringing Sacrifices to the Tent 

, r 

The LORD said to Moses: 
2 “Speak to Aaron, his 
sons, and all the Israelites, and tell 
them: This is what the LORD 
orders: 3 Anyone in Israel who 
butchers a bull, sheep, or goat 
inside or outside the camp 4 and 
doesn’t bring it to the entrance of 
the tent where He meets with you to 
give it to the LORD before the 
LORD'S house is guilty of blood—he 
has poured out blood — and that man 
must be cut off from his people. 
*The sacrifices the Israelites have 
been making in the open field I want 
them to bring to the LORD at the 
entrance of the tent where He meets 
with you, to the priest, and sacrifice 
them as a peace offering to the 
LORD. ®The priest should pour the 
blood against the LORD'S altar at 
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the entrance of the tent where He 
meets with you and burn the fat for 
a fragrance pleasing the LORD. 
7 They must no more bring their 
sacrifices to evil spirits, whom they 
are lusting after. This is a law 
forever for them in the coming ages. 

8 “Tell them: If anyone in Israel or 
a stranger who lives among them 
brings a burnt offering or any 
sacrifice 9 but doesn't bring it to 
the entrance of the tent where the 
LORD meets with you to offer it to 
the LORD, he must be cut off from 
his people.” 

Eating BJood 

,D "If anyone in Israel or a 
stranger who lives among them eats 
any blood. I will oppose the person 
who eats the blood and cut him off 
from his people. “A body's life is in 
the blood, and I direct you to put it 
on the altar to atone for your lives, 
because it is the blood that atones 
for a life. “That is why I tell the 
Israelites: No one among you should 
eat blood: the stranger who lives 
among you shouldn’t eat blood 
either. 

n “If anyone of the Israelites or of 
the strangers who live among you 
hunts and catches an animal or a 
bird that may be eaten, he should let 
its blood run out arid cover it with 
dirt, “because the life of any body 
is its blood. So tell the Israelites: 
Don't eat the blood of any body, 
because the life of any body is its 
blood: anyone who eats it must be 
cut off. 

“"Anybody. Israelite or stranger, 
who eats the body of an animal that 
dies by itself or is torn by beasts, 
should wash, his clothes, bathe in 
water, and be unclean till evening: 
then he’s clean. “If he doesn't 


wash his clothes and bathe his body, 
he deserves to be punished.” 

Fprbidden Sex Relationships 

The LORD said to Moses: 
2 "Speak to the Israelites 
and tell them: I the LORD am your 
God. 3 Don't do what the people do 
in Egypt, where you lived, and don't 
do what the people are doing in 
Canaan, where I’m taking you. or 
follow their customs. 4 You must 
keep My rules and follow them. I the 
LORD am your God. 5 Folk>w My 
rules and My decisions. By doing 
them a man lives. I am the LORD. 

'"Don't have sex relations with 
anyone related to you by blood: I am 
the LORD. 7 Don’t have sex 
relations with your mother, who is 
one with your father. She is- your 
own mother: don’t have sex rela- 
5 U 1028 tions with her. 'Don't have sex 
relations with your father’s wife: 
she belongs to your father. 'Don’t 
have sex relations with your sister, 
your father's or your mother's 
daughter, whether she is a full 
sister or half sister. ,0 Don t have 
sex relations with your son's or vour 
daughter's daughter, because they 
are your own flesh. “Don't have 
sex relations with a daughter oi 
your father and his wife: she's vour 
own sister. “Don't have sex 
relations with your father's sister; 
she’s vour father's relative by 
blood. “Don't have sex relations 
with your mother's sister: she’s vour 
mother's relative by blood. “Don’t 
have sex relations with the wife of 
your father's brother: she’s vour 
aunt. “Don't have sex relations 
with vour daughter-in-law: she's 
your son’s wife: don’t have inter¬ 
course with her. “Don’t have sex 
relations with your brother's wife: 
she belongs to your brother. 
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"Don’t have sex relations with a 
woman and her daughter; don’t take 
the daughter of her son or of her 
daughter and have sex relations 
with them; they are your relatives 
by blood; it is a shameful wrong. 
‘“While your wife is living, don’t 
marry her sister as a rival and have 
sex relations with her. 

"“Don’t go to a woman to have 
intercourse with her while she is 
unclean from menstruation. 

"“Don’t have sex relations with 
your neighbor’s wife and so become 
unclean with her. 

"“Don’t give Molech any of your 
children by burning them alive— 
don’t defile the name of your God; 1 
am the LORD. 

"“Don’t lie with a man as with a 
woman; it is abominable. "Don’t 
have intercourse with any animal 
and become unclean with it; and a 2 , 
woman must not offer herself to an 
animal for intercourse; it is per¬ 
version. 

"“Don’t make yourselves unclean 
in any of these ways, because by 
these practices all the people made 
themselves unclean whom I’m 
driving out ahead of you; "and so 
the land became unclean; I'm 
punishing it for its wrongs, and the 
land is vomiting up those who live in 
it. "Keep My rules and My laws, 
and don’t any of you. Israelites or 
strangers living among you, do any 
of these abominable things. "The 
people of the land who were there 
before you did all these abominable 
things, and so the land became 
unclean. "The land will vomit you 
up too. if you make it unclean, as it 
vomited up the people who were 
there before you. "If you do any of 
these abominable things, you will be 
cut off Trom your people. ™So keep 
Mv instructions, and don’t practice 


any of the abominable things done 
before you came, and don’t make 
yourselves unclean with them; I the 
LORD am your God.’’ 

Various Rules of Conduct 

The LORD said to Moses: 
"‘Speak to the whole com¬ 
munity of the Israelites, and tell 
them: Be holy, because I the LORD 
your God am holy. 

"‘Every one of you, respect your 
mother and father, and keep My rest 
days; I the LORD am your God. 
“Don’t turn to idols or cast metal 
gods for yourselves; I the LORD am 
your God. 

s “When you make a peace 
sacrifice to the LORD, do it in a way 
that will be accepted. “Eat your 
sacrifice the day you make it and the 
next, but on the third day burn what 
’ 16 is left over. 7 If you eat it on the 
“ third day, it is garbage and not 
acceptable. “Anyone eating it 
deserves to be punished because he 
has made the LORD’S holy thing 
unholy; that person must be cut off 
from his people. 

““When you cut the grain in your 
fields, don’t cut everything in the 
corners of your fields or glean what 
is left after your harvesting. 
"Don’t glean your vineyard or 
gather grapes lying scattered in 
your vineyard. Let the poor man and 
the stranger have them. I the LORD 
am your God. 

’’“Don’t steal, lie, or cheal one 
another. 

‘" Don’t use My name to swear to 
a lie and so make the name of your 
God an unholy thing. I am the LORD. 

"“Don’t gel anything from anyone 
by extortion, and don’t rob. Don’t 
keep the pay you owe a hired man 
with you all night till morning. 
“Don’t curse the deaf. Don’t pul 
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anything in the way of a blind 
person to make him stumble; but 
respect your God. I am the LORD. 

‘’“Don’t be unjust in passing a 
sentence, giving special favors to 
the poor or honors to the great, but 
be fair in judging your neighbor. 
“Don't go around slandering among 
your people. Don’t take a stand that 
endangers your neighbor’s life. I am 
the LORD. ,7 Don’t hate another 
Israelite in your heart. Correct him, 
so you will not be guilty of a sin on 
account of him. ‘“Don’t avenge 
yourself or hold a grudge against 
your fellow Israelites, but love your 
neighbor like yourself. I am the 
LORD. 

19 “Keep My laws. Don't have two 
kinds of animals mate. Don't sow 
your field with two kinds of seed. 
Don’t put on a garment woven of two 
kinds of thread. 

20 “When a man has intercourse 
with a woman who is a slave 
promised to another man and whose 
freedom was never bought or given 
her, they should be punished but not 
by death, because she isn’t free. 
2, He must bring a ram as a sacrifice 
for his guilt to the LORD at the 
entrance of the tent where the 
LORD meets with you, 2Z and for 
the sin he did the priest should atone 
for him by sacrificing a ram for his 
guilt before the LORD, and the sin 
he did will be forgiven him. 

23 “When you come into the land 
and plant all kinds of fruit trees, 
treat their fruit as uncircumcised;

24 In the 
fourth year all the fruit from them 
should be a holy offering of praise to 
the LORD. 25 In the fifth year eat 
the fruit from them, and gather their

26 “Don’t eat anything with its 
blood. 

"Don’t tell the future by signs of 
magic. 

27 “Don't cut your hair at your 
temples in a circle around your head 
or mar the edges of your beard. 
2e Don't make cuts in your bodies for 
the dead or tattoo your skin. I am the 
LORD. 

29 “Don’t make your daughter 
unholy by making her a prostitute, 
or the country will turn to prostitu¬ 
tion and be full of vice. 

30 “Keep My rest days, and respect 
My holy place. I am the LORD. 

““Don’t go to mediums or wizards 
to get help and so become unclean 
with them. I the LORD am your God.

37 “Keep all My laws and all My 
rules, and do what they say. I am the

Punishments 


The LORD said to Moses: 
ZU 2 “Tell the Israelites: If 
any Israelite or any stranger who 
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lives in Israel gives any of his 
children to Molech, he must be 
killed. The people of the land must 
stone him. J I will oppose that man 
and cut him off from his people for 
giving some of his children to 
Molech. making My holy place 
unclean and My holy name unholy. 
4 If the people of the country shut 
their eyes to a person who gives 
some of his children to Molech and 
don’t kill him, 5 I will oppose that 
man and his family; I will cut him off 
from his people, and all who go after 
him lusting after Molech. 

6 “I will oppose the person who 
turns to mediums and wizards to 
lust after them, and I will cut him off 
from his people. 

: “Make yourselves holy and be 
holy, because I the LORD am your 
God. 8 Keep My laws and do what 
they say. I the LORD make you holy. 

9 “Anyone who curses his father 
or his mother must be killed; he has 
cursed his father or mother; he 
deserves to die. 

'" ’When anyone has sex relations 
with another man’s wife, with his 
neighbor's wife, both must be killed 
for their adultery. "If a man lies 
with his father's wife, he has 
violated his father's marriage; both 
must be killed because they deserve 
to die. ,2 If a man lies with his 
daughter-in-law, both must be 
killed; they have done a perverted 
thing: they deserve to die. "When 
a man lies with another man as with 
a woman, both do something 
abominable and must be killed; they 
deserve to die. "When a man 
marries a woman and her mother, it 
is a shameful wrong. The man and 
the two women must be burned to 
get rid of a shameful wrong among 
you. ,5 A man who has intercourse 
with an animal must be killed. Kill 


the animal too. “When a woman 
goes to any animal for intercourse, kill 
the woman and the animal. They 
must be killed because they deserve 
to die. "When a man takes his 
sister, his father’s or his mother’s 
daughter, and they have inter¬ 
course, it is a shameful thing, and 
they must be cut off before the eyes 
of the people. He has had inter¬ 
course with his sister and deserves 
to be punished. "When a man lies 
with a woman while she is menstru¬ 
ating and has intercourse with her, 
he lays bare her source, and she has 
uncovered the source of her blood; 
both must be cut off from their 
people. "Don’t have intercourse 
with your mother’s sister or your 
father’s sister, because such a 
person lays bare one related by 
blood; they deserve to be punished. 
20 When a man lies with his uncle’s

“ k7 ’° w ife, he violates his uncle’s mar¬ 
riage; they deserve to be punished 
and must die without children. 
"When a man marries his brother’s 
wife, it is unclean because he is 
violating his brother’s marriage. 
They will have no children. 

"“Be careful to do everything My 
laws and regulations say; then the 
land where I’m bringing you to live 
will not vomit you out. "Don’t 
follow the customs of the people I’m 
driving out ahead of you. Because 
they did all these things. I abhor 
them. "And I have told you that 
you will take their land. I will give it 
to you as your own, a land flowing 
with milk and honey. 1 the LORD am 
your God, who separated you from 
the other people. "Distinguish 
between clean and unclean animals, 
between unclean and clean birds, 
and don't defile yourselves with any 
animal, bird, or any reptile on the 
ground that I have set aside as 
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unclean to you. 2B Be My holy 
people because I the LORD am holy 
and have separated you from other 
people to be Mine. 

27 ”A man or woman who is a 
medium or a wizard must be killed. 
They must be stoned because they 
deserve to die.” 

Rules for Priests 

The LORD said to Moses: 
‘‘Speak to the priests, 
Aaron’s sons, and tell them: None of 
them should make himself unclean 
with the dead among his family 
2 except for those closely related to 
him by blood: his mother, his father, 
his son, his daughter, his brother, 
3 his sister if she isn’t married but a 
virgin still close to him—for her he 
may get unclean. 4 As the head of 
his family he should not get unclean, 
making himself unholy. 

5< ‘They must not make their heads 
bald or shave the edges of their 
beards or make cuts on their 
bodies. 

6 *‘They should be holy men of God 
and not make the name of their God 
unholy, because they bring to the 
LORD sacrifices by fire, the food of 
their God, and so they must be holy. 
7 They must not marry a woman 
defiled by prostitution or one 
divorced from her husband, because 
a priest is God's holy man. ®Then 
treat him as holy because he offers 
the food of your God. He should be 
holy to you because I the LORD, who 
makes you holy, am holy. fl When a 
priest's daughter makes herself 
unholy by being a prostitute, she 
makes her father unholy. She must 
be burned. 

,0 “But the one who is the high 
priest among his brothers, on whose 
head the oil was poured to anoint 
him and who was appointed to wear 


the garments, must not let his hair 
hang wild or tear his clothes. n He 
must not go near any dead bodies or 
make himself unclean even for his 
father or his mother. ,2 He should 
not leave the holy place or make the 
holy place of his God unholy, 
because his God has anointed him 
with oil and so dedicated him to be 
holy. I am the LORD. 

l3 ‘*He must marry a virgin. u He 
must not marry a widow, divorced 
woman, fallen woman, or prostitute, 
but a virgin of his own people ,5 to 
avoid making his children unholy 
among his people, because I the 
LORD make him holy.” 

,€ The LORD said to Moses: 
,7 ”Tell Aaron: If any of your de¬ 
scendants in his time has a defect, 
he must not come and offer the food 
of his God. ,8 No one should come 
near who has a defect, who is blind 
or lame, no one with a mutilated 
face or a limb too long, ,9 with a 
broken foot or hand, 20 no hunch¬ 
back, no dwarf, no one with a 
disease of his eyes, with any skin 
diseases, no one with crushed 
testicles. 2, No descendant of 
Aaron the priest who has a defect 
should come near to offer sacrifices 
by fire to the LORD. He has a defect: 
he should not come to offer the food 
of his God. 22 He may eat the food of 
his God, some of the most holy and 
some of the holy things. 23 but he 
must not come behind the veil or 
near the altar, because he has a 
defect and must not make My holy 
places unholy. I the LORD make 
them holy.” 

24 So Moses spoke to Aaron and his 
sons and all the Israelites. 

Who May Eat the Holy Things 

The LORD said to Moses: 
2 ”Tell Aaron and his sons 
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they must treat as holy the holy 
things the Israelites give Me, to 
avoid defiling My holy name. I am 
the LORD. 

5 "Tell them: In the coming ages, if 
any of your descendants, while he is 
unclean, comes near the holy things 
the Israelites give the LORD, that 
person must be cut off before Me. I 
am the LORD. 

4 “No descendant of Aaron who is 
a leper or has a discharge should 
eat any of the holy gifts till he is 
clean. If you touch anyone unclean 
by contact with the dead or you have 
an emission of semen, 5 or you 
touch any reptile that makes you 
unclean or a human being whatever 
way he may be unclean— 6 if you 
touch them, you will be unclean till 
evening and must.not eat any of the 
holy things unless you have bathed 
your body in water. 7 When the sun 
is down, you're clean, and then you 
may eat the holy gifts because they 
are your food. 8 Don’t eat the meat 
of an animal that died by itself or 
was torn by beasts, or it will make 
you unclean. I am the LORD. 9 Do 
what I order you. or you’ll become 
guilty and die because you made a 
holy thing unholy. I the LORD make 
you holy. ‘"Anyone who isn’t a 
priest must not eat a holy gift, nor 
should a foreigner staying with a 
priest or a hired man eat a holy 
gift. "But a slave whom a priest 
buys with his money may eat it: also 
anyone born in his house may eat his 
food. IZ A priest's daughter whose 
husband isn’t a priest must not eat 
the food taken from the holy gifts. 
"But if a priest's daughter is a 
widow or divorced and without a 
child and comes back to be in her 
father's home as in her childhood, 
she may eat her father’s food. But 


anyone who is not a priest shouldn’t 
eat it. 

,4 “When anyone by mistake eats a 
holy gift, he should add a fifth and 
give the holy gift back to the 
priest. 15 Priests mustn’t let anyone 
defile the holy things the Israelites 
give the LORD; ,6 they should make 
such a one pay the penalty for his 
guilt because he has eaten their holy 
gifts. I the LORD make them holy.” 

Sacrifices Must Be Perfect 

,7 The LORD said to Moses: 
,8 ”Speak to Aaron, his sons, and all 
the Israelites, and tell them: If 
anyone in Israel or a stranger in 
Israel brings as his gift anything he 
vowed to give or if he offers the 
LORD anything voluntarily as a 
burnt offering, ,9 to be accepted, it 
must be a perfect male from the 
herd, from the sheep, or the goats. 
20 Don't bring any animal with a 
fault, because you will not get it 
accepted. 2l If you bring the LORD 
a peace offering to keep a vow or 
make a voluntary gift, to be ac¬ 
cepted. it must be a perfect animal 
from the herd or the flock; it must 
have no fault. 22 Don’t bring the 
LORD a blind animal, a cripple, a 
mutilated one. or one with running 
sores or skin diseases, and don’t 
give the LORD any of these in a 
sacrifice by fire on the altar. 23 You 
may use a bull or a sheep with too 
long a limb or stunted as a voluntary 
offering, but it will not be accepted 
as something you vow. 24 Don’t 
bring the LORD any animal whose 
testicles are bruised, crushed, torn, 
or cut out; you must not do this in 
your country. 2s And don’t accept 
such animals from any stranger to 
give them as food to your God, 
because they are marred and faulty 
and you will not get them accepted.” 
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2a The LORD said to Moses: 
27 ”When a calf, a lamb, or a goat is 
born, it should stay with its mother 
seven days, but from the eighth day 
on it will be accepted as a sacrifice 
by fire to the LORD. 28 Don’t 
sacrifice a cow or a sheep with its 
young the same day. 

29 “When you bring a sacrifice to 
thank the LORD, do it in the accept¬ 
able way. 30 Eat it the same day, 
and don’t leave any of it till morning; 
I am the LORD. 

3, “Carefully do what I order you; I 
am the LORD. "Don’t defile My 
holy name. I will be kept holy among 
the Israelites —I the LORD, who 
makes you holy, "who brought you 
out of Egypt to be your God. Yes, I 
am the LORD.” 

Festivals 

The LORD said to Moses: 
2 ‘‘Speak to the Israelites 
and tell them: The following are the 
LORD’S festival days when you 
should call them to holy meetings. 
3 Work six days, but the seventh is a 
day of absolute rest with a holy 
meeting. Don’t do any work. It is the 
LORD’S Sabbath day of rest in all 
your homes. 

V'The following are the LORD’S 
festival days with holy meetings to 
which you should call the people at 
their appointed times. 

5 ”On the fourteenth day of the 
first month, in the evening, is the 
LORD’S Passover. a On the fif¬ 
teenth day of that month is the 
LORD’S festival of bread without 
yeast — for seven days eat bread 
without yeast. 7 On the first day 
you are to have a holy meeting. Don’t 
undertake any regular work. 
8 Bring the LORD a sacrifice by fire 
for seven days; on the seventh is a 


holy meeting; don’t undertake any 
regular work.” 

9 The LORD said to Moses: 
,0 ”Speak to the Israelites and tell 
them: When you come to the land 
I’m giving you and you’re cutting its 
grain, bring the priest a bundle of 
the first grain you cut. "He will 
wave the bundle before the LORD tu 
have you accepted. He will wave it 
on the day after the Sabbath. "The 
day you wave the bundle bring the 
LORD a perfect male lamb, a year 
old, as a burnt offering. "And with 
it bring a food offering of two tenths 
of an ephah of flour mixed with olive 
oil as a sacrifice made by fire to the 
LORD with a fragrance pleasing 
Him, and with one quarter of a 
hin of wine as a drink offering. 
"Don't eat bread or roasted or fresh 
grain till this same day when you’ve 
brought the gift to your God. It is a 
law forever for your descendants in 
all your homes. 

"‘‘From the day after the Sab¬ 
bath, the day you bring the bundle of 
grain as a wave offering, count 
seven full weeks. ,B Count fifty 
days, till the day after the seventh 
Sabbath, and then bring the LORD 
an offering of new grain. "From 
your homes bring two loaves of 
bread made of two tenths of an 
ephah of flour baked with yeast, and 
offer them by waving them as 
firstfruits to the LORD. "With the 
bread bring seven perfect lambs, n 
year old, one young bull, and two 
rams. They are a burnt offering for 
the LORD, with their food offerings 
and drink offerings, a sacrifice 
made by fire with a fragrance 
pleasing the LORD. ,9 Also sacri¬ 
fice one he-goat for sin and two 
yearling lambs as a peace offering. 
20 The priest should offer them with 
the bread of the firstfruits by 
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waving them before the LORD. All 
this along with the two lambs will be 
holy and will belong to the LORD 
and the priests. 2l On that day 
announce and have a holy meeting. 
Don't undertake any ordinary work. 
It is a law forever in all the homes of 
your descendants in the coming 
ages. 

""When you cut the grain on your 
land, don't cut everything at the 
edges of your fields or gather the 
gleanings of your harvest. Let the 
poor and the stranger have them. I 
the LORD am your God.” 

"The LORD said to Moses: 
24 "Tell the Israelites: On the first 
day of the seventh month have a 
Sabbath as a memorial day for 
prayer with blowing of trumpets 
and a holy meeting. "Don’t 
undertake any regular work, and 
bring the LORD a sacrifice by fire.” 

"The LORD said to Moses: 
""But on the tenth day of this 
seventh month is the day of atone¬ 
ment. Have a holy meeting, go 
without food, and bring the LORD a 
sacrifice by fire. "Don’t do any 
work that day. It is a day of 
atonement, a time to atone for you 
before the LORD your God. "Any¬ 
one who doesn't do without food that 
day must be cut off from his 
people. "And anyone who does 
any work that day I will destroy and 
rid his people of him. "Don’t do 
any work. It is a law forever in ail 
the homes of your descendants in 
the coming ages. 32 It is a day of 
absolute rest for you. when you eat 
nothing. In the evening of the ninth 
day of the month, from one evening 
to the next, you must keep your 
Sabbath.” 

"The LORD said to Moses: 
M “Tell the Israelites: On the 
fifteenth day of this seventh month 


and for seven days is the festival of 
booths for the LORD. "On the first 
day there’s a holy meeting. Don’t 
undertake any ordinary work. 
"Bring the LORD a sacrifice by fire 
for seven days; on the eighth have a 
holy meeting, and bring the LORD a 
sacrifice by fire; this is the final 
meeting. Don’t undertake any 
ordinary work. 

37 ”These are the LORD’S festivals 
which you should announce as holy 
meetings for bringing the LORD 
sacrifices by fire, burnt offerings, 
food offerings, other sacrifices, and 
drink offerings, each on its right 
day, "besides the LORD'S Sab¬ 
baths and besides the gifts you vow 
or bring voluntarily to the Lord. 

39 ”But on the fifteenth day of the 
seventh month, when you have 
gathered the products of the land, 
you should celebrate the LORD’S 
festival seven days. The first is a 
rest day. and the eighth is a rest 
day. 40 On the first day take choice 
fruits, palm branches, the branches 
of leafy trees and poplars by the 
rivers, and be glad before the LORD 
your God seven days. "Celebrate 
the LORD’S festival seven days each 
year. It is a law forever for your 
descendants in the coming ages. 
Celebrate it in the seventh month. 
"Live in booths seven days. Every¬ 
one born an Israelite should live in 
booths, "so that your descendants 
will learn how I had the Israelites 
live in booths when I brought them 
out of Egypt. I the LORD am your 
God.” 

"So Moses told the Israelites 
about the LORD’S festivals. 

Olive Oil for the Light 

The LORD said to Moses: 
2 ”Order the Israelites to 
get you pure olive oil for the 
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lampstand. so that the lamps may 
burn regularly. 3 In the tent where 
I meet with you, outside the curtain 
behind which is the Word of 
Testimony, Aaron should regularly 
keep the lamp supplied before the 
LORD from evening till morning. It is 
a law forever for your descendants 
in the coming ages. 4 On the pure 
lampstand Aaron should continually 
keep the lamps in trim." 

Bread Set Be/ore the LORD 

5 "Take flour and bake twelve 
loaves, two tenths of an ephah of 
flour in each. 6 Set them up in two 
rows of six on the table of pure gold 
before the LORD. 7 and by the rows 
lay pure incense. This will be bread 
offered as a token as the incense is 
burned. e Every week on the 
Sabbath day this should be set up 
before the LORD, coming from the 
Israelites as an unending covenant. 
9 Aaron and his sons should have it 
and eat it in the holy place since it is 
a very holy part of the sacrifices by 
fire given to the LORD that belongs 
to Him forever." 

One Who Cursed God 

l0 A man whose mother was an 
Israelite and his father an Egyptian 
went out among the Israelites and 
had a fight with an Israelite in the 
camp, "and the son of the Israelite 
woman cursed the Name and 
treated it with contempt, and so he 
was taken to Moses. His mother's 
name was Shelomith, the daughter 
of Dibri, of the tribe of Dan. ,2 He 
was put under guard to see what the 
LORD would clearly tell them to do. 

,3 The LORD told Moses: "‘‘Take 
the man who cursed outside the 
camp, and all who heard him should 
lay their hands on his head, and 


then the whole congregation should 
stone him. 

,5 ‘*And tell the Israelites: When 
anyone curses his God, he must be 
punished for his sin; ,6 he who 
curses the LORD'S name must be 
killed. The whole congregation 
should stone him. Treat the stranger 
like the Israelite: If he curses the 
Name, he must be killed. 

,7 ‘‘When someone kills another 
person, he must be killed. ,0 When 
anyone kills an animal, he must 
replace it. a life for a life. '*If 
someone injures his neighbor, then 
as he did, so it should be done to 
him: zo a broken limb for a broken 
limb, an eye for an eye. a tooth for a 
tooth: as he injured the other one. so 
it should be done to him. 21 If 
anyone kills an animal, he should 
replace it; if anyone kills a man. he 
8MM24 must be killed. “Judge the stranger 

Mk 2 _ 

just as you judge anyone born an 
Israelite, because I the LORD am 
your God." 

“Moses told the Israelites, so the 
man who had cursed they took 
outside the camp and stoned him. 
The Israelites did as the LORD 
ordered Moses. 

Holy Years 

The LORD said to Moses 
on Mount Sinai: “‘Speak 
to the Israelites and tell them: When 
you come into the land I’m giving 
you, the land should have a time of 
rest for the LORD. 3 For six years 
sow your field, and for six years 
prune your vineyard and gather its 
products, 4 but in the seventh year 
the land should have a complete 
rest, a rest for the LORD, when you 
don’t sow your field or prune your 
vineyard. s Don't gather what 
grows by itself or pick the grapes of 
your untrimmed vines; the land must

rest a year. 6 Whatever the resting 
land produces you may eat, you, 
your male and female slaves, your 
hired men, and the strangers living 
with you. 7 All it produces will also 
feed your cattle and wild animals in 
the country. 

"'“Count seven weeks of years, 
seven times seven years, and the 
seven weeks of years will be forty- 
nine years. 9 On the tenth day of 
the seventh month, the day of 
atonement, give a loud blast on the 
horn, and blow horns all over the 
country, ,0 and so set aside the 
fiftieth year as holy, and announce 
liberty to all who live in the land. 
This is your jubilee when everyone 
will return to his family’s property 
and everyone to his own clan. 
"That fiftieth year will be your 
jubilee year: you won’t sow or reap 
what grows by itself or gather 
grapes from the untrimmed vines in 
the land. "The jubilee will be a 
holy time to you, and you will eat 
what the field itself produces. ,3 In 
this year of jubilee everyone will 
return to his family's property. ,4 If 
you sell anything to your neighbor or 
buy anything from him, don't drive 
a hard bargain with one another. 
"When you buy from your neighbor, 
pay him according to the number of 
years since the year of jubilee; when 
he sells to you. he should charge you 
according to the number of years 
with crops. ,fi If there are still many 
years, pay more for it; if there are 
only a few years, pay less for it. 
because he is selling you only the 
number of crops. "Don’t drive 
hard bargains with one another, but 
respect your God, because I the 
LORD am your God. 

IB “Do what I tell you in My laws, 
and be careful to put My rules into 
practice, and you will live safely in 


the land, ,9 the land will give you its 
products, and you will eat ail you 
want and live safely there. 20 If you 
ask, ‘What’ll we eat in the seventh 
year if we don’t sow or bring in our 
crops?’ 2 T will provide My blessing 
in such a way in the sixth year it will 
produce enough for three years. 
2Z You will sow in the eighth year but 
live on the old crop; even in the ninth 
year, till its crop comes in, you will 
eat the old. 

23 “The land must never be sold 
permanently, because the land is 
Mine, and you’re only foreigners 
staying with Me. 24 In all the land 
you possess you must allow for a 
way to buy it back. 25 When an 
Israelite gets so poor he has to sell 
some of his property, his nearest 
relative should come to him and buy 
back what he sold. 26 If a man has 
nobody to buy it back, but he himself 
prospers and earns enough to buy it 
back, 27 he should count the years 
after he sold it and pay back the rest 
to the man he sold it to. and then he 
can go back to his property. 28 But 
if he can’t earn enough tc get it 
back, what he sold stays in the 
hands of the man who bought it till 
the year of jubilee; then it is his 
again, and he can go back to his 
property. 

29 ‘‘If anyone sells a home in a 
walled town, he has the right to buy 
it back for a whole year after selling 
it; only within that time may he buy 
it back. 30 If he doesn’t buy it back 
during that whole year, the house in 
the walled town permanently 
belongs to the one who bought it and 
his descendants; it does not leave its 
owner in the jubilee. 3l But in 
villages with no wall around them 
the houses are regarded as belong¬ 
ing to the fields of the land; they can

be bought back, and in the jubilee 
they go back to the owner. 

33 “The Levites always have the 
right to buy back their family’s 
houses in the cities they own. 
13 And if anyone buys one from the 
Levites, the house sold in their city 
goes back to the owner in the 
jubilee, because the houses in the 
cities of the Levites are their family 
property among the Israelites. 
34 But a field that is a part of the land 
around their cities must not be sold, 
because it is their family property 
forever. 

““When your fellow Israelite gets 
so poor he cannot support himself 
with you. help him as you would a 
stranger or an alien, so that he can 
live with you. “Don’t take interest 
from him in money or goods, but 
respect your God, so that your 
fellow Israelite can live with 
you. 37 Don’t take interest on money 
you loan him or on food you let him 
have. “I the LORD am your God, 
who brought you out of Egypt to give 
you the land of Canaan and to be 
your God. 

39 “When your fellow Israelite gets 
so poor he must sell himself to you, 
don’t make him work like a slave. 
“He should be like a hired man or a 
stranger staying with you; he should 
work with you till the year of 
jubilee. 4, Then he and his children 
shall leave you and go back to his 
relatives and the property of his 
fathers. 42 They are My servants, 
whom I brought out of Egypt, and 
must not be sold as slaves. 43 Don’t 
be a slave driver to him, but respect 
your God. 

“‘‘Your male and female servants 
whom you may have shall come from 
the nations around you. 45 You may 
also buy them from the descendants 
of foreigners living with you, from 


their families who are with you who 
have been born in your country; 
those you may own “and leave as 
an inheritance to your children for 
them to own forever. You may use 
them as slaves, but don’t be a slave 
driver to any of your fellow Israel* 
ites. 

47 “If a stranger or anyone living 
among you gets rich and your fellow 
Israelite gets so poor he sells himself 
to the foreigner living among you or 
to a member of the foreigner's 
family, “after he has sold himself, 
he has the right to be bought back. 
One of his brothers may buy him 
back; 49 or his uncle or his cousin 
may buy him back; or if he’s able to 
do it, he himself may buy his 
freedom. 50 With the man who 
bought him he should count from the 
year he sold himself to the year of 
jubilee, and the money paid for him 
should be according to the number 
of years, counted as time he was 
with him as a hired man. 5l If there 
are many years left, he gets to be 
free by paying as much of the price 
paid for him as he owes him for 
those years. 5Z If there are only a 
few years left till the year of jubilee, 
he should count with him and get to 
be free by paying back for the years 
he would still have to serve. 53 IIe 
should be with him like a man hired 
by the year. You shouldn’t allow his 
master to be a slave driver to 
him. M If he can’t get his freedom in 
these ways, he and his children go 
free in the year of jubilee. 

55 “The Israelites are My servants; 
they are My slaves whom I brought 
out of Egypt—I the LORD your God. 

“Don’t make any idols for 
yourselves or set up a 
carved image or a holy pillar for 
yourselves or put figures of hewn 
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stone in your country to worship 
them, because I the LORD am your 
God. 

2 ”Keep My Sabbath days of rest, 
and respect My holy place; I am the 
LORD.” 

Blessings on Obedience 

v 'If you will live according to My 
laws and carefully do what I 
order, 4 I will give you rain at the 
right time, the land will produce its 
crops, and the trees in the field their 
fruits. 5 You will thresh until the 
time to pick grapes and pick grapes 
till the time to sow. You will eat all 
you want and live safely in your 
land. 6 I will give peace in your 
land. You will lie down with nobody 
to scare you. 1 will clear the land of 
dangerous animals, and no sword 
will go through your land. 7 You » 
will chase your enemies, and they "lM Co 
will fall before your sword. "Five 21 TV,V 6 
of you will chase a hundred, and a 
hundred of you will chase ten 
thousand, and your enemies will fall 
before your sword. 9 I will look 
kindly at you. give you children and 
make you many, and carry out My 
covenant with you. ‘°You will eat 
old stores of food until you clear out 
the old to make room for the new. 

"I will put My dwelling d among 
you and not abhor you. ' 2 J will walk 
among you and be your God. and you 
will be My people. n I the LORD am 
your God. who brought you out of 
Egypt, so that you’re no longer their 
slaves. I have broken the bars of 
your yoke and made you walk with 
heads high.” 

Threats for Disobedience 

14 ”But if you will not listen to Me 
and fail to keep all these commands, 


,5 if you despise My laws and abhor 
My regulations and don’t do 
everything I order but break My 
covenant, ,6 then I too will do this to 
you: I will bring a sudden ruin on 
you, consumption and a burning 
fever that will make your eyes weak 
and your appetite fail. You will sow 
your seed for nothing—your 
enemies will eat the crops. ,7 I will 
oppose you, so that as you face your 
enemies you will be struck down; 
those who hate you will rule over 
you, and you’ll run when nobody’s 
chasing you. 

,B ”If even this will not get you to 
listen to Me, I will go on to punish 
you seven times for your sins. ,9 I 
will crush your strong pride. 1 will 
make your sky like iron and your 
ground like bronze. 20 You will 
spend your strength for nothing; 
your land will not produce its crops 
or the trees on the land their 
fruit. 2, lf you don’t follow Me and 
don’t want to listen to Me. I will 
bring seven more plagues on you for 
your sins. 22 I will send wild 
animals among you that will rob you 
of your children, destroy your cattle, 
make you few in number, so that 
your roads will be deserted. 23 And 
if this doesn’t correct you to turn to 
Me but you still oppose Me, 24 then I 
too will oppose you and strike you 
seven times for your sins 25 and 
bring a sword on you to avenge My 
covenant, and you will huddle 
together in your towns. I will send a 
pestilence among you. and you will 
be put in the hands of the enemy. 
26 When I break the staff of your 
bread, ten women will bake your 
bread in one oven and dole the 
bread out to you by weight. You will 
eat and not be satisfied. 
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27 ‘*If this will not get you to listen 
to Me but you still oppose Me. 28 I 
will fiercely oppose you and punish 
you seven times for your sins. 
29 You will eat the flesh of your sons 
and daughters. J0 I will destroy 
your hill shrines, cut down your 
incense altars, and pile your 
corpses on the carcasses of your 
idols, and I will abhor you. ”1 will 
lay waste your cities and reduce 
vour holy places to ruins and no 
longer smell the fragrance of your 
sacrifices. 32 I will make such a 
waste of your land that it will amaze 
your enemies as they settle in it. 33 I 
will scatter you among the nations, 
drawing out the sword after you. 
and your country will be a waste 
and your cities ruins. 

34 “Then the land will enjoy its rest 
as long as it lies waste and you're in 
your enemies’ land. The land will 
then rest and take the sabbaths it 
failed to get ®during the sabbatical 
years of rest when you lived 
there. 38 Those of you who are left I 
will fill with fear: in the land of your 
enemies the sound of a wind-blown 
leaf will make you run. You will flee 
as from a sword; you’ll fall with 
nobody chasing you. 37 You'll fall 
over one another as if running from 
a sword when nobody's chasing you. 
You won't be able to stand up to 
your enemies. 38 You will perish 
among the nations, and the land of 
your enemies will devour you. 
39 Those of you who are left will for 
your guilt pine away in your 
enemies' countries; and also for 
your fathers' guilt you will pine 
away. 

40 “Then they will confess their 
sins and their fathers’ sins, the 
treacherous things they did to Me in 
setting themselves against Me. 
4 'So I too will set Myself against 


them and bring them into their 
enemies' country. If then their 
uncircumcised hearts are humbled 
and they accept the punishment for 
their wrongs. 42 then I will remem¬ 
ber My covenant with Jacob. My 
covenant with Isaac, and My 
covenant with Abraham, and I will 
remember the land. 43 But the land, 
forsaken by them, will enjoy its rest 
while it lies waste without them and 
they make the payment for their 
wrongs, for rejecting My regulations 
and abhorring My laws. 44 But even 
so. while they're in the land of their 
enemies. I will not reject them or 
abhor them so as to wipe them out 
and cancel My covenant with them, 
because I the LORD am their God. 
45 But for their sake I will remember 
the covenant with their fathers, 
whom, while the nations were 
41 *c ,5 75 , watching, I brought out of Egypt to 
42lk ' 72 be their God. I the LORD.'' 

4fi These are the regulations, 
decrees, and laws the LORD set up 
through Moses on Mount Sinai 
between Himself and the Israelites. 

Buying Back What Is the LORD'S 

The LORD said to Moses: 
2 "Speak to the Israelites 
and tell them: When anyone makes a 
special vow to give persons to the 
LORD according to a price you 
set, 3 set the value of a man from 
twenty to sixty years old at fifty 
shekels of silver according to the 
weight used at the holy place. 4 For 
a woman set it at thirty shekels. 
s For a boy from five to twenty years 
old set the value at twenty shekels 
and for a girl at ten shekels. fi For a 
boy from a month to five years old 
set the value at five shekels of silver 
and for a girl at three. 7 For a man 
sixty years and up set it at fifteen 
shekels and for a woman at ten. 
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"But if the person is too poor to pay 
the price you set, he should be 
brought before the priest, and the 
priest should set a price for him 
according to what the one who 
vowed can give. 

*“If it is an animal such as is given 
to the LORD, any such animal that 
may be given to the LORD is holy. 
,0 He must not substitute anything for 
it or exchange it. a good one for a 
bad one or a bad one for a good one. 
If he does exchange one animal for 
another, then both animals are 
holv. "If it is any unclean animal, 
which can’t be offered to the LORD, 
he should bring the animal before 
the priest. "and the priest should 
determine its value as either good or 
bad. and what the priest decides 
will be its price. '’If he wants to 
buy it back, he should add a fifth to 
the price you set. 

"“When anyone gives his house 
as something holy to the LORD, the 
priest should determine its value as 
either good or bad. and what the 
priest decides will be its price. "If 
the man who gives his house to be 
something holy wants to buy it back, 
he can have it by adding a fifth to 
the price that is set. "If anyone 
gives the LORD a part of his 
inherited field as something holy, 
decide what it is worth according to 
the seed sown on it, taking the 
ground sown with one homer of 
barley to be worth fifty shekels of 
silver. '* If the field he gives is to be 
holy beginning with the jubilee year, 
its value will be what you say it 
is. "But if the field he gives is to be 
holy beginning sometime after the 
jubilee year, the priest should set its 
price according to the years left till 
the next jubilee year, and its value is 
reduced accordingly. "If the man 
who gives the field as something 


holy wants to buy it back, he can 
have it by adding a fifth to the price 
that is set. 20 If he doesn’t buy it 
back and it is sold to someone else, 
he can’t buy it back. "When the 
field leaves its owner in the jubilee 
year, it will be holy and belong to the 
LORD, like a field totally given to 
God, and it will belong to the 
priest. "But if a man gives the 
LORD as something holy a field he 
bought, one that is not a part of his 
inherited property, "the priest 
should figure out for him what it is 
worth till the jubilee year, and he 
shall give what it is worth on that 
day as a holy thing belonging to the 
LORD. 24 At the jubilee year the 
field should go back to the man from 
whom it was bought, to whom it 
belongs as a family property. 

"“Every weight should be 
according to the weight used in the 
holy place, twenty gerahs to the 
shekel. 

"“But a firstborn animal, already 
being the LORD’S by being born 
first, can’t be given as a holy thing: 
whether it’s a bull or a sheep, it is 
the LORD’S. 27 If it is an unclean 
animal, it may be bought back at the 
price you set with a fifth added to it. 
But if it isn’t bought back, it should 
be sold at the price you set. 

2ft “But if a man devotes anything 
unconditionally to the LORD: a man, 
an animal, or a field that is his 
inheritance, it must not be sold or 
bought back. Everything so devoted 
is very holy and the LORD’S. "No 
human being who is condemned by 
such a vow can be bought back: he 
must be killed. 

io “One tenth of what comes from 
the land, whether of the grain or the 
fruit of the trees, is the LORD’S: it is 
holy and belongs to the LORD. "If 
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anyone wants to buy back any part 
of his tenth, he should add a fifth to 
it. 3Z As for the tenth part of all the 
cattle or sheep, of all that pass 
under the shepherd’s rod. each 
tenth animal is holy and the LORD’S. 
”He shouldn’t look to see if it’s good 


or bad or exchange it. But if he does 
exchange it, both the first animal 
and its substitute are holy and can’t 
be bought back.” 

34 These are the commandments 
the LORD gave Moses on Mount 
Sinai for the Israelites.

Take a Census 

I On the first day of the sec¬ 
ond month in the second year 
after leaving Egypt the LORD said lo 
Moses in the tabernacle where He 
met with them in the wilderness of 
Sinai: 2 ”Take a census of Ihe 
whole community of Israel by clans 
and families, counting each head of 
all the men twenty years old and 
up. everyone in Israel who can serve 
as a soldier. You and Aaron should 
count them by their army groups. 
4 One man from every tribe, each one 
the head of his family, will be with 
you. 5 The following are the names 
of the men who will help you: from 
Reuben. Elizur. Shedeur's son; 
"from Simeon. Shelumiel. Zurishad- 
dai s son: from Judah, Nahshon. 
Amminadab’s son; "from .Issachar. 
Nethanel. Zuar’s son: 9 from Zebu- 
lun. Eliab. Helon’s son: ‘"from 
Joseph’s descendants, from Ephraim. 
Elishama. Ammihud's son, and from 
Manasseh. Gamaliel. Pedahzur's 
son: "from Benjamin, Abidan. 
Gideoni's son: ,2 from Dan. Ahiezer, 
Ammishaddais son; "from Asher. 
Pagiel. Ochran’s son: "from Gad. 
Eliasaph. Reuel’s son; ,5 from 
Naphtali. Ahira. Enan’s son.” 

"’These were the men chosen from 
the community, the leaders of the 
tribes of their fathers, and heads of 
the Israelite clans. ,7 Moses and 
Aaron took these men as indicated 
bv name ‘"and gathered the whole 
community on the first day of the 
second month, and they registered 
their males by their clans and 
families, counting the head of each 


man 20 years old and up. ,s As the 
LORD ordered him to do, Moses 
counted them in the wilderness of 
Sinai. 

20 The people of Reuben, 
Israel’s firstborn, as they were 
descended by clans and families, 
counting every man 20 years old and 
up who could serve as a soldier — 
2, their total in the tribe of Reuben 
was 46,500. 

2Z The people of Simeon as 
they were descended by clans and 
families, counting every man 20 
years old and up who could serve as 
a soldier— 23 their total in the tribe 
of Simeon was 59.300. 

24 The people of Gad as they 
were descended by clans and 
families, counting every man 20 
years old and up who could serve as 
a soldier— 2 Mheir total in the tribe 
of Gad was 45,650. 

2fi The people of Judah as they 
were descended by clans and 
families, counting every man 20 
years old and up who could serve as 
a soldier— 27 their total in the tribe 
of Judah was 74,600. 

28 The people of Issachar as 
they were descended by clans and 
families, counting every man 20 
years old and up who could serve as 
a soldier— 29 their total in the tribe 
of Issachar was 54.400. 

'"The people of Zebulun as 
they were descended by clans and 
families, counting every man 20 
years old and up who could serve as 
a soldier— "their total in the tribe 
of Zebulun was 57.400. 
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32 0f Joseph s people, those of 
Ephraim as they were de¬ 
scended by clans and families, 
counting every man 20 years old and 
up who could serve as a soldier — 
“their total in the tribe of Ephraim 
was 40.500. 34 Those of Manas- 
s e h as they were descended by 
clans and families, counting every 
man who could serve as a soldier — 
“their total in the tribe of Manasseh 
was 32.200. 

“The people of B e n j a m i n as 
they were descended by clans and 
families, counting every man 20 
years old and up who could serve as 
a soldier— 37 their total in the tribe of 
Benjamin was 35.400. 

“The people of Dan as they 
were descended by clans and 
families, counting every man 20 
years old and up who could serve as 
a soldier— 39 their total in the tribe 
of Dan was 62.700. 

“The people of Asher as they 
were descended by clans and 
families, counting every man 20 
years old and up who could serve as 
a soldier— 4, their total in the tribe 
of Asher was 41.500. 

42 The people of Naphtali as 
they were descended by clans and 
families, counting every man 20 
years old and up who could serve as 
a soldier— 43 their total in the tribe 
of Naphtali was 53.400. 

44 These are they who were 
counted by Moses and Aaron and 
the 12 leaders of Israel, each 
representing his family. 4S All the 
Israelites counted by families. 20 
years old and up who could serve as 
soldiers, “were 603,550. 

The Levites 

47 But the tribe of Levi with its 
families wasn't included in this 
number. “The LORD told Moses: 


““Don't count the tribe of Levi or 
take a census of them among the 
Israelites. 50 Put the Levites in 
charge of the tabernacle where the 
Word of Testimony is kept, of its 
equipment and everything else that 
is there. They should move the 
tabernacle with all its equipment, 
do its work, and camp around the 
tabernacle. 5, When the tabernacle 
has to move, the Levites should take 
it down, and when it has to be set 
up. the Levites should set it up. 
Anyone else who comes near it must 
be killed. 

5Z “While the other Israelites camp 
like an army, each on his own 
camping ground and under his own 
flag. 51 the Levites should camp all 
around the tabernacle where the 
Word of Testimony is kept, and so 
God will not be angry with the 
community of Israel. The Levites 
will be in charge of the tabernacle 
where the Word of Testimony is. " 
54 The Israelites did this: just as 
the LORD ordered Moses, so they 
did it. 

2 The LORD spoke to Moses 
and Aaron: 2 “Every Israelite 
should camp under his own flag by 
the emblems of his family: they 
should camp at some distance 
around the tent where I meel with 
you. 

3 “The following should camp on 
the east side, toward the rising 
sun: the flag of the camp of Judah, in 
battle array. with Nahshon, 
Amminadab's son, as leader of 
Judah's descendants. 4 his regi¬ 
ment totaling 74.600. 5 Camping 
next to him shall be the tribe of 
Issachar with Nethanel, Zuar’s son. 
as leader of Issachar’s descendants. 
fi his regiment totaling 54.400. 
’Then the tribe of Zebulun with 
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F.linb, Melon's son. as leader of 
Zebulun s descendants, "his regi¬ 
ment totaling 57.400. The total of 
all the troops in Judah's camp: 
186.400. These march first. 

.On the south side should be 

the flag of the camp of Reuben, in 
battle arrav. with Elizur, Shedeur's 
son. as leader of Reuben's de¬ 
scendants. "his regiment totaling 
46.500. "Camping next to him shall 
be the tribe of Simeon with Shelu- 
miel. Zurishaddai s son. as leader of 
Simeon's descendants. n his regi¬ 
ment totaling 59.300. "Then the 
tribe of Gad with Eliasaph, Reuels 
son, as leader of Gad s descendants, 
"his regiment totaling 45,650. 
"The total of all the troops in 
Reuben's camp: 151.450. These 
march second. 

l7 Tn the middle of the other 
divisions the tent where I meet with 
you should move with the division of 
the Levites. As they camp, so they 
march, everyone in his place, one 
flag after another. 

‘"' On the west side should be 
the flag of the camp of Ephraim, in 
battle array, with Elishama. 
Ammihuds son. as leader of 
Ephraim's descendants, "his regi¬ 
ment totaling 40.500. 20 Next to him 
the tribe of Manasseh with Gama¬ 
liel, Pedahzur's son. as leader 
of Manasseh's descendants. "his 
regiment totaling 32.200. 22 Then 
the tribe of Benjamin with Abidan, 
Gideon's son. as leader of Ben¬ 
jamin's descendants, 21 his regi¬ 
ment totaling 35.400. "The total of 
all the troops in Ephraim’s camp: 
108,100. They march third. 

” On the north side should be 
the flag of the camp of Dan, in battle 
array, with Ahiezer. Ammishaddai's 
son. as leader of Dan’s descendants. 
2 ”his regiment totaling 62.700. 


27 Camping next to him shall be the 
tribe of Asher with Pagiel. Ochran s 
son. as leader of Asher’s de¬ 
scendants, "his regiment totaling 
41,500. "Then the tribe of Naphtali 
with Ahira. Enan's son, as leader of 
Naphtali s descendants, ,0 his regi¬ 
ment totaling 53,400. "The total in 
Dan s camp: 157.600. They march 
last, one flag after another.” 

‘These were the Israelites as they 
were counted according to their 
families. The total of all the troops in 
the camps was 603,550. 33 But the 
Levites were not included in the 
total of the Israelites, as the LORD 
had ordered Moses. 

"The Israelites did this. Just as 
the LORD ordered Moses, so they 
camped by their flags, and so they 
marched, everyone with his clan 
and family. 

The Tribe of Levi 

The following were the descen¬ 
dants of Aaron and Moses 
when the LORD spoke to Moses on 
Mount Sinai. These were the 
names of Aaron’s sons: Nadab. the 
firstborn, Abihu, Eleazar, and 
Ithamar; ‘and these were the 
names of Aaron's sons, the priests 
who were anointed and installed to 
serve as priests. 4 Nadab and 
Abihu died before the LORD 
because they brought a strange fire 
before the LORD in the wilderness 
of Sinai; and they had no children. 
Eleazar and Ithamar served as 
priests while their father Aaron was 
living. 

The LORD told Moses: "‘‘Get 
the tribe of Levi, and have them 
stand before Aaron the priest to 
serve him. They must work for 
him and the whole community 
before the tent where I meet with 
you, doing the work that needs to be 
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done at the tabernacle. a They must 
take care of all the equipment of the 
tent where I meet with you and do 
for Israel the work that needs to be 
done at the tabernacle. 9 Give 
Levi’s descendants to Aaron and his 
sons; they're like gifts to him from 
the Israelites. ’“Appoint Aaron 
and his sons to do the priestly work, 
and anyone else who comes near 
must be killed." 

“The LORD told Moses: ,2 "I took 
Levi’s descendants out of Israel as a 
substitute for every firstborn son of 
any mother in the rest of Israel — 
Levi’s descendants are Mine ,3 be- 
cause every firstborn is Mine. The 
day I killed every firstborn in Egypt I 
made every firstborn in Israel, man 
or animal, a holy thing that is 
Mine—they belong to Me. I am the 
LORD." 

u The LORD told Moses in the 
wilderness of Sinai: ,s "Count 
Levi's descendants by families and 
clans, every male a month old and 
up." ,6 So Moses counted them as 
the LORD ordered him. 

l7 The names of Levi's sons were 
Gershon. Kohath. and Merari. 
lfl The names of Gershon’s sons by 
clans were Libni and Shimei. 
‘“Kohath’s sons by clans were 
Amram, Izhar, Hebron, and Uzziel. 
20 Merari’s sons by clans were Mahli 
and Mushi. These were Levi’s clans, 
family by family. 2, From Gershom 
came the clan of Libni and the clan 
of Shimei; these were Gershon’s 
clans. 22 All the males a month old 
and up totaled 7,500. 23 Gershon’s 
clans camped on the west, behind 
the tabernacle. 24 The leader of 
Gershon's families was Eliasaph, 
Lael's son. 2s In the tent where God 
met with the people Gershon’s 
descendants were in charge of the 
tabernacle, the tent with its cover¬ 


ing, the screen for the doorway of 
the tent where God met with 
them, 26 the curtains of the court, 
the screen for the entrance of the 
court that surrounds the tabernacle 
and the altar, the tent ropes, and all 
the work connected with them. 

27 From Kohath came the clan of 
Amram. the clan of Izhar, the clan 
of Hebron, and the clan of Uzziel; 
these were Kohath’s clans. 2a All 
the males a month old and up totaled 
8,600. They were in charge of the 
holy place. 29 The clans of Kohath’s 
descendants camped on the south 
side of the tabernacle. 30 The 
leader of the families of Kohath’s 
clans was Elizaphan, Uzziel’s 
son. 3, They were in charge of the 
ark, the table, the lampstand. the 
altars, and the equipment of the holy 
place used in serving, and the 
Screen, and all the work connected 
with them. * 

32 Eleazar, the son of Aaron the 
priest, was head of the leaders of 
Levi’s descendants and supervised 
those who were in charge of the holy 
place. 

33 From Merari came the clan of 
Mahli and the clan of Mushi; these 
were Merari’s clans. 34 All the 
males a month old and up totaled 
6,200. 3S The leader of the families 
of Merari’s clans was Zuriel, 
Abihail’s son. They camped on the 
north side of the tabernacle. 
36 Merari’s descendants were ap¬ 
pointed to be in charge of the frames 
of the tabernacle, its bars, posts, 
bases, all its utensils, and all the 
work connected with them. 37 as 
well as the posts of the surrounding 
court with their bases, pegs, and 
ropes. 

3B Moses and Aaron with his sons 
camped in front of the tabernacle 
and the tent where God met with 
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them, toward the rising sun. They 
were in charge of the holy place and 
what needed to be done for the 
Israelites; but anyone else who 
came near had to be killed. 

19 All of Levi’s descendants that 
Moses and Aaron counted accord¬ 
ing to their clans as the LORD told 
them, every male a month old and 
up, totaled 22,000. 

“The LORD told Moses: “Count 
every firstborn male of the Israelites 
a month old and up, and take their 
census by name. 4, As a substitute 
for all the firstborn of the Israelites 
take Levi’s descendants for Me—1 
am the LORD—and as a substitute 
for all the firstborn animals of the 
Israelites take the animals of the 
Levites.’’ 

' 2 As the LORD ordered him, 
Moses counted all the firstborn of 
the Israelites. “All the firstborn 
males a month old and up, counted 
by name, totaled 22.273. 

“The LORD told Moses: ““As a 
substitute for all the firstborn of the 
Israelites take Levi's descendants, 
and as a substitute for their animals 
the animals of the Levites. and the 
Levites will belong to Me. I am the 
LORD. “As a ransom for the two 
hundred seventy-three firstborn of 
the Israelites beyond the total of the 
Levites “take for each person five 
shekels of silver as it is weighed in 
the holy place, twenty gerahs to a 
shekel. “Give Aaron and his sons 
the money paid to ransom ihose who 
were beyond the total of the 
Levites." 

“Moses took the ransom money 
from those left over after the others 
had been ransomed by the Levites. 
“taking from the firstborn of the 
Israelites 1,365 shekels of silver as it 
was weighed in the holy place, 
5l and Moses gave Aaron and his 


sons the ransom money as the LORD 
ordered Moses. 

The Work of the Levites 

The LORD told Moses and 
Aaron: 2 “Among Levi’s de¬ 
scendants get the total of Kohath’s 
descendants by clans and families, 
J from thirty to fifty years old. all 
who go into service to work in the 
tent where I meet with you. 4 In the 
tent of meeting, the work of 
Kohath’s descendants is to be with 
the most holy things. 5 When the 
camp is going to move, Aaron and 
his sons should go in and take down 
the curtain serving as a screen and 
with it cover the ark containing the 
Word of Testimony. "They should 
put over it a covering of dolphin 
skins and spread over the top of that 
a cloth made entirely of violet 
material and put its poles in their 
place. 7 They should spread a violet 
cloth over the table where the bread 
is laid before God and put on it the 
dishes, pans, bowls, jars for the 
drink offerings; and the bread that 
is regularly laid out should be on 
it. "They should spread over them 
a scarlet cloth and cover this with a 
covering of dolphin skins and put its 
poles in their places. 9 They should 
take a violet cloth to cover the 
lampstand that provides the light, 
its lamps, tongs, firepans, and all 
the oil containers used to supply 
them with olive oil. “They should 
put it and all its equipment into a 
covering of dolphin skin and sling it 
from a pole. “They should spread 
a violet cloth over the golden altar 
and over that a covering of dolphin 
skins and put its poles in their 
places. “They should take all the 
utensils that are used in serving in 
the holy place and put them in a 
violet cloth and cover them with a 
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covering of dolphin skins and sling 
them from a pole. n They should 
clear away the ashes from the altar 
and spread a purple cloth over it 
H and put on it all the utensils used 
on it, the firepans, forks, shovels, 
basins, all the utensils of the altar, 
and spread over it a covering of 
dolphin skins, and they should put 
its poles in their places. 15 When 
Aaron and his sons have finished 
covering the holy things, all the holy 
utensils, and the camp starts 
moving, then Kohath’s descendants 
should come to carry them —but 
without touching the holy things, or 
they will die. These are the things in 
the tent where I meet with you that 
Kohath's descendants have to carry. 

‘“"Eleazar, the son of Aaron the 
priest, should be in charge of the oil 
for the lights, the fragrant incense, 
the regular food offering, and the 
anointing oil. He is in charge of the 
whole tabernacle and everything in 
it, the holy place and its equip¬ 
ment.” 

i7 The LORD told Moses and 
Aaron: ,0 ‘‘Don’t cut off Kohath’s 
clans from the Levites. ,9 So that 
they may live and not die when they 
come near the holy things, do this 
for them: Aaron and his sons should 
go in and assign to each of them 
what he should do and what he 
should carry. 20 They must not go in 
to look at the holy things even for a 
moment, or they will die.” 

2, The LORD told Moses: 22 ”Get 
the total of Gershon's descendants 
by families and clans, 23 from thirty 
to fifty years old, all who go into 
service to work in the tent where I 
meet with you. 24 This is what 
Gershon's families should do and 
what they should carry: 25 They 
should carry the curtains of the 
tabernacle, the tent where I meet 


with you. with its covering and the 
covering of dolphin skins that goes 
over it and the screen for the door of 
the tent where I meet with you, 
2fi the curtains of the court, the 
screen for the opening of the gate of 
the court that is around the taber¬ 
nacle and the altar, with the ropes 
for them, and all the utensils used in 
their work: everything that needs to 
be done with these they should do. 
27 Aaron and his sons should direct 
all the work of Gershon's de¬ 
scendants, all they should carry and 
all they should do. Charge them to 
be responsible for everything they 
should carry. 2a This is the work of 
the clans of Gershon’s descendants 
in the tent where I meet with you. 
and Ithamar, the son of Aaron the 
priest, should supervise what they 
do. 

29 ”Count Merari’s descendants by 
clans and families. 30 Count them 
from thirty to fifty years old, all who 
go into service to do the work of the 
tent where I meet with you. 3 Tn all 
their work for the tent where I meet 
with you they should be in charge of 
carrying the following: the frames of 
the tabernacle, its bars, posts, and 
bases, 32 the posts of the surround¬ 
ing court, their bases, pegs, ropes — 
all their instruments and all the 
work connected with them. Assign 
to each one by name the things they 
are to carry. 33 This is the work of 
the clans of Merari’s descendants in 
all the work they have to do under 
the supervision of Ithamar. the son 
of Aaron the priest, in the tent 
where l meet with you.” 

3-, Moses. Aaron, and the leaders 
of the community counted Kohath's 
descendants by their clans and 
families, 35 all from 30 to 50 years 
old who went into service to do the 
work in the tent where God met with

them; 36 those who were counted by 
their clans totaled 2,750. 37 This is 
the total of Kohath’s clans, all 
serving in the tent where God met 
with the people; and Moses and 
Aaron counted them as the LORD 
through Moses had ordered. 

"Gershon’s descendants were 
counted by clans and families. 
39 from 30 to 50 years old, all who 
went into service to do the work in 
the tent where God met with 
them; 40 those who were counted by 
their clans and families totaled 
2.630. "This is the total of Ger- 
shon’s descendants, counted by 
clans, all who went to work in the 
tent where God met with them, 
whom Moses and Aaron counted by 
the LORD’S direction. 

"Merari's descendants were 
counted by clans and families, 
"from 30 to 50 years old, all who 
went into service to do the work in 
the tent where God met with them; 
"those who were counted by their 
clans totaled 3.200. "This is the 
total of the clans of Merari’s 
descendants, whom Moses and 
Aaron counted as the LORD through 
Moses ordered them. 

'“’All the Levites whom Moses. 
Aaron, and the leaders of Israel 
counted by clans and families. 

4 from 30 to 50 years old. all who 
went to do the work of serving and 
carrying the tent where God met 
with them, totaled 8.580. 49 By the 
LORD’S direction through Moses 
each of them was appointed to do 
his work and carry his load, and 
they were counted as the LORD 
ordered Moses. 


Put Unclean Persons Outside the 
Camp 

5 The LORD told Moses: ^‘Or¬ 
der the Israelites to put 
outside the camp every leper, 
everyone who has a discharge, and 
everyone who has become unclean 
by touching a dead body. 3 Male or 
female, put them outside the camp to 
keep them from making unclean the 
camp of those among whom I 
live.” 4 The Israelites did this; they 
put them outside the camp, doing 
just as the LORD had told Moses. 

Righting a Wrong 

5 The LORD told Moses: 6 ”Tell 
the Israelites: When any man or 
woman does any of the wrongs that 
people do. being unfaithful to the 
LORD, and that person is guilty. 
7 he should confess the sin he has 
done and pay for the whole loss and 
add a fifth to it and give this to the 
one he wronged. "But if the man 
has no close relative 3 to whom the 
loss can be paid back, it must be 
paid to the LORD, that is, to the 
priest, in addition to the ram which 
the priest will offer to take away his 
sin. 

9 ”Any gift among the holy offer¬ 
ings the Israelites bring the priest 
belongs to him; '“what anyone sets 
aside as holy belongs to him; what 
anyone gives the priest is his.” 

When a Woman Is Suspected of 
Adultery 

"The LORD said to Moses: 
"’ Speak to the Israelites and tell 
them: If any man's wife goes wrong 
and is unfaithful to him "and 
another man has intercourse with 
her without her husband knowing it 


implying that the man he wronged has died

and she has become unclean but 
keeps it secret, not having been 
caught in the act and there being no 
witness to accuse her. M if then a 
jealous spirit comes over him and 
makes him jealous over his wife who 
has become unclean, or a jealous 
spirit comes over him and makes 
him jealous over his wife although 
she has not become unclean — 
,s the man should bring his wife to 
the priest and bring a tenth of an 
ephah of barley flour as the offering 
for her. He shouldn’t pour olive oil 
on it or put incense on it. because it 
is a food offering of jealousy, an 
offering that brings to mind some 
wrong that was done. ’‘The priest 
should have her come forward and 
stand before the LORD. ,7 Then the 
priest should take holy water in a 
clay jar. and the priest should pick 
up some dust from the floor of the 
tabernacle and put it in the water. 
’“While the priest has the woman 
stand before the LORD, he should 
loosen the hair of her head and put 
in her hands the food offering of 
jealousy that brings to mind a wrong 
done, while the priest holds in his 
hands the bitter water that brings a 
curse. ’“The priest should have her 
swear, saying to the woman. ‘If no 
other man has had intercourse with 
you and you haven't become unclean 
by being unfaithful to your husband, 
this bitter water that brings a curse 
should bring no punishment on 
you. “But if you have been 
unfaithful to your husband and have 
become unclean and someone beside 
your husband had intercourse with 
you'— “here the priest should 
have the woman swear and bind 
herself with a curse as he tells the 
woman—‘the LORD make you an 
example of a curse and an oath 
among your people by making your 


thigh waste away and your belly 
swell. ”May this water with its 
curse go into your bowels to make 
your belly swell and your thigh 
waste away!' And the woman 
should say. Certainly, so be 
it!' z, The priest should write these 
curses on a page and wash them off 
into the bitter water. “Then he 
should make the woman drink the 
bitter water with the curse, and the 
cursed water that brings trouble 
will go into her. “The priest should 
take from the woman's hand the 
flour offering of jealousy and wave 
it before the LORD, bringing it to the 
altar. “The priest should take a 
handful of the flour as a memorial 
and burn it on the altar, and then he 
should make the woman drink the 
water. 27 When he has made her 
drink the water, if she has become 
unclean by being unfaithful to her 
husband, the water with the curse 
will go into her and bring on trouble: 
her belly will swell, her thigh will 
waste away, and the woman will be 
an example of a curse among her 
people. “But if the woman is not 
unclean but pure, she will be 
unpunished and have children. 

““This is the law of jealousy when 
a woman is unfaithful to her hus¬ 
band and becomes unclean 50 or 
when a jealous spirit comes over a 
man and makes him jealous over his 
wife: He should have the woman 
stand before the LORD, and the 
priest should do to her everything 
ordered here. 3, The man will be 
free from guilt, but the woman will 
be punished." 

The Vow to Live for the Lord 

The LORD said to Moses: 
2 “Speak to the Israelites and 
tell them: If a man or a woman 
makes a special vow, the vow to live 
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for the LORD as a Nazirile. *he 
must keep away from wine and 
liquor, drink no vinegar from wine 
or from liquor or drink any kind of 
grape juice, and eat no fresh or 
dried grapes. 4 As long as he is 
under his vow. he mustn't eat 
anything made from the grapevine, 
from seed to skin. s As long as he is 
under his vow. no razor should be 
used on his head. He should be holy 
and let the hair on his head grow 
long till the days he vowed to live for 
the LORD are over. All the time 
that he vowed to live for the LORD 
he must not come near a dead 
body. 7 He shouldn’t make himself 
unclean even by touching his father, 
mother, brother, or sister when they 
die. because the Nazirite vow to his 
God is on his head. B A11 the time 
he’s under the vow he should be the * 
LORD’S holy one. I'ZZW* 

9 “If somebody dies very suddenly 
near him and makes his consecrated 2124 
head unclean, he should shave his 
head on the day of his cleansing—on 
the seventh day. ,0 On the eighth 
day he should bring two turtledoves 
or two young pigeons to the priest at 
the door of the tent where the LORD 
meets with you. n The priest should 
sacrifice the one for sin and the 
other as a burnt offering and so free 
him from the sin he brought on 
himself by the dead body. That day 
he should consecrate his head 
again l2 and vow to give the LORD 
the same period he vowed before, 
while he brings a yearling male 
lamb as a sacrifice for sin. The first 
period can’t be counted, because his 
consecration became unclean. 

n “This is the law for the Nazirite 
when the days of his vow are over; 

He should be brought to the door of 
the tent where the LORD meets with 
you. H and he should bring the 


LORD his offering; one perfect lamb, 
a male yearling, as a burnt offering, 
one perfect lamb, a female yearling, 
as a sin offering, one perfect ram as 
a peace offering. ,5 a basket of 
bread without yeast, cakes of flour 
mixed with olive oil, and wafers 
without yeast covered with olive oil, 
along with their food and drink 
offerings. ,fi The priest should bring 
these before the LORD and make the 
sacrifice for sin and the burnt 
offering for him. ,7 He should offer 
the ram as a peace offering to the 
LORD with the basket of bread 
without yeast and make the food and 
drink offerings. 10 Then the Nazi¬ 
rite should shave his consecrated 
head at the entrance of the tent 
where I meet with you and take the 
hair of his head, which was under 
the vow, and put it on the fire under 
the peace offering. ,9 The priest 
should take the shoulder of the ram 
after it is boiled, one cake of bread 
without yeast from the basket, and 
one wafer without yeast and put 
them in the hands of the Nazirite 
after he has shaved off his hair that 
was under the vow. 20 The priest 
should wave them as an offering 
before the LORD. They are the 
priest's holy portion along with the 
breast that is waved and the thigh 
that is given. Then the Nazirite may 
drink wine. 

21 ”This is the law for the Nazirite 
who has made a vow; He must bring 
the LORD his offerings according to 
his vow, besides anything else he 
can give. He must do what he vowed 
according to the law regulating his 
Nazirite vow.” 

The Blessing 

22 The LORD said to Moses: 
23 ”Tell Aaron and his sons; This is 
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how you should bless the Israelites: 
Say to them: 

24 The LORD bless you and keep 
you! 

25 The LORD let His face shine on 
you and be merciful to you! 

26 The LORD look kindly at you and 
give you peace! 

27 “When they pronounce My 
name over the Israelites, I will bless 
them.” 

Offerings to Dedicate the Altar 

7 When Moses finished setting 
up the tabernacle and had 
anointed and sanctified it and all its 
equipment, the altar and all its 
utensils, which he also anointed and 
sanctified, 2 the leaders of Israel, 
the heads of the families (they were 
the tribal leaders in charge of the 
census), came forward 3 and 
brought their gifts before the LORD: 
six covered wagons and 12 oxen, a 
wagon for every two leaders and an 
ox for each of them, and they 
brought them in front of the taber¬ 
nacle. 

4 The LORD told Moses: 5 ”Take 
these from them and let them be 
used in the service of the tent where 
I meet with you, and assign them 
among the Levites as they need them 
for their work.” 6 Moses took the 
wagons and the oxen and gave them 
to the Levites. 7 He gave two 
wagons and four oxen to Gershon’s 
descendants for the work they had 
to do. 8 And four wagons and eight 
oxen he gave to Merari's de¬ 
scendants for the work they had to 
do under the direction of Ithamar, 
the son of Aaron the priest. 9 But he 
didn’t give any to Kohath’s de¬ 
scendants, because they had to do 
the work of the holy things, which 
they carried on their shoulders. 


,0 The leaders brought gifts to 
dedicate the altar when it was 
anointed, bringing their gifts before 
the altar. “‘‘Each day,” the LORD 
told Moses, “a different leader 
should bring his gift to dedicate the 
altar.” 

,z On the first day Nahshon, 
Amminadab’s son, of the tribe of 
Judah, brought his gift: “He 
gave one silver dish weighing 130 
shekels, one silver basin weighing 70 
shekels, according to the weight 
used in the holy place, both filled 
with flour mixed with olive oil for a 
food offering; “one gold pan 
weighing 10 shekels, filled with 
incense; “one young bull, one ram, 
and one yearling of the sheep or 
goats for a burnt offering; “onehe- 
goat for a sin offering; ,7 and for a 
peace offering two bulls, five rams, 
five he-goats, and five yearling male 
lambs. This was the gift of Nahshon, 
Amminadab’s son. 

,8 0n the second day Nethancl, 
Zuar’s son, leader of Issachar, 
brought his gift: ,9 he gave one 
silver dish weighing 130 shekels, one 
silver basin weighing 70 shekels, 
according to the weight used in the 
holy place, both filled with flour 
mixed with olive oil for a food 
offering: "one gold pan weighing 
10 shekels, filled with incense; 
2l one young bull, one ram, and one 
yearling of the sheep or goats for a 
burnt offering; "one he-goat for a 
sin offering; "and for a peace 
offering two bulls, five rams, five he- 
goats, and five yearling male lambs. 
This was the gift of Nethanel. Zuar's 
son. 

“On the third day the leader of 
Zebulu n’s descendants. Eliab, 
Helon’s son. "brought his gift: one 
silver dish weighing 130 shekels, one 
silver basin weighing 70 shekels. 
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according to the weight used in the 
holy place, both filled with flour 
mixed with olive oil for a food 
offering; "one gold pan weighing 
10 shekels, filled with incense; 
27 one young bull, one ram, and one 
yearling of the sheep or goats for a 
burnt offering; 28 one he-goat for a 
sin offering; "and for a peace 
offering two bulls, five rams, five he- 
goats, and five yearling male lambs. 
This was the gift of Eliab. Melon's 
son. 

™On the fourth day the leader of 
R e u b e n’s descendants, Elizur, 
Shedeur's son, ’’brought his gift; 
one silver dish weighing 130 shekels, 
one silver basin weighing 70 shekels, 
according to the weight used in the 
holy place, both filled with flour 
mixed with olive oil for a food 
offering; "one gold pan weighing 
10 shekels, filled with incense; 
"one young bull, one ram, and one 
yearling of the sheep or goats for a 
burnt offering; "one he-goat for a 
sin offering; "and for a peace 
offering two bulls, five rams, five he- 
goats, and five yearling male lambs. 
This was the gift of Elizur. She¬ 
deur's son. 

1R On the fifth day the leader of 
Simeon's descendants. Shelu- 
miel, Zurishaddai’s son, l7 brought 
his gift: one silver dish weighing 130 
shekels, one silver basin weighing 70 
shekels, according to the weight 
used in the holy place, both filled 
with flour mixed with olive oil for a 
food offering: "one gold pan 
weighing 10 shekels, filled with 
incense; "one young bull, one ram, 
and one yearling of the sheep or 
goals fora burnt offering; 4,, one he- 
goat for a sin offering; "and for a 
peace offering two bulls, five rams, 
five he-goats. and five yearling male 


lambs. This was the gift of Shelu- 
miel, Zurishaddai’s son. 

4Z On the sixth day the leader of 
G a d’s descendants, Eliasaph, 
Reuel’s son, ‘’brought his gift: one 
silver dish weighing 130 shekels, one 
silver basin weighing 70 shekels, 
according to the weight used in the 
holy place, both filled with flour 
mixed with olive oil for a food 
offering; "one gold pan weighing 
10 shekels, filled with incense; 
"one young bull, one ram, and one 
yearling of the sheep or goats for a 
burnt offering; "one he-goat for a 
sin offering; 47 and for a peace 
offering two bulls, five rams, five he- 
goats, and five yearling male lambs. 
This was the gift of Eliasaph, 
Reuel's son. 

4a On the seventh day the leader 
of Eph r a i m’s descendants, Eli- 
shama, Ammihud’s son, "brought 
his gift: one silver dish weighing 130 
shekels, one silver basin weighing 70 
shekels, according to the weight 
used in the holy place, both filled 
with flour mixed with olive oil for a 
food offering; 50 one gold pan 
weighing 10 shekels, filled with 
incense; "one young bull, one ram, 
and one yearling of the sheep or 
goats for a burnt offering; "one he- 
goat for a sin offering; "and for a 
peace offering two bulls, five rams, 
five he-goats, and five yearling male 
lambs. This was the gift of Elishama, 
Ammihud's son. 

"On the eighth day the leader of 
M a n a s s e h's descendants. Ga¬ 
maliel. Pedahzur's son, "brought 
his gift: one silver dish weighing 130 
shekels, one silver basin weighing 70 
shekels, according to the weight 
used in the holy place, both filled 
with flour mixed with olive oil for a 
food offering; "one gold pan 
weighing 10 shekels, filled with in- 
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cense; 57 one young bull, one ram. 
and one yearling of the sheep or 
goats for a burnt offering; "one he- 
goat for a sin offering; 5B and for a 
peace offering two bulls, five rams, 
five he-goats, and five yearling male 
lambs. This was the gift of Gamaliel, 
Pedahzur's son. 

60 On the ninth day the leader of 
B e n j a m i n's descendants, Abi- 
dan, Gideoni’s son, 6, brought his 
gift: one silver dish weighing 130 
shekels, one silver basin weighing 70 
shekels, according to the weight 
used in the holy place, both filled 
with flour mixed with olive oil for a 
food offering; 62 one gold pan 
weighing 10 shekels, filled with 
incense; "one young bull, one ram, 
and one yearling of the sheep or 
goats for a burnt offering; "onehe- 
goat for a sin offering; "and for a 
peace offering two bulls, five rams, 
five he-goats, and five yearling male 
lambs. This was the gift of Abidan, 
Gideoni’s son. 

"On the 10th day the leader of 
D a n’s descendants, Ahiezer, Ami- 
shaddai’s son, 67 brought his gift: 
one silver dish weighing 130 shekels, 
one silver basin weighing 70 shekels, 
according to the weight used in the 
holy place, both filled with flour 
mixed with olive oil for a food 
offering; "one gold pan weighing 
10 shekels, filled with incense; 
"one young bull, one ram, and one 
yearling of the sheep or goats for a 
burnt offering; 70 one he-goat for a 
sin offering; 7, and for a peace 
offering two bulls, five rams, five he- 
goats, and five yearling male lambs. 
This was the gift of Ahiezer, Ami- 
shaddai’s son. 

72 0n the 11th day the leader of 
Asher’s descendants, Pagiel, 
Oehran’s son, 73 brought his gift: 
one silver dish weighing 130 shekels, 


one silver basin weighing 70 shekels, 
according to the weight used in the 
holy place, both filled with flour 
mixed with olive oil for a food 
offering; 74 one gold pan weighing 
10 shekels, filled with incense; 
7s one young bull, one ram, and one 
yearling of the sheep or goats for n 
burnt offering; 76 one he-goat for a 
sin offering; 77 and for a peace 
offering two bulls, five rams, five he- 
goats, and five yearling male lambs. 
This was the gift of Pagiel, Ochran’s 
son. 

7B On the 12th day the leader of 
N a p h t a 1 i’s descendants. Ahira, 
Enan's son, 79 brought his gift: one 
silver dish weighing 130 shekels, one 
silver basin weighing 70 shekels, 
according to the weight used in the 
holy place, both filled with flour 
mixed with olive oil for a food 
offering; "one gold pan weighing 
10 shekels, filled with incense; 
8, one young bull, one ram, and one 
yearling of the sheep or goats for a 
burnt offering; 82 one he-goat for a 
sin offering; "and for a peace 
offering two bulls, five rams, five he- 
goats. and five yearling male lambs. 
This was the gift of Ahira, Enan’s 
son. 

"This was the gift of the leaders 
of Israel to dedicate the altar when 
it was anointed: 12 silver dishes, 12 
silver basins, 12 gold pans, "each 
silver dish weighing 130 shekels, 
each basin 70 shekels, the total 
weight of the silver vessels being 
2,400 shekels according to the 
weight used in the holy place; "the 
12 gold pans filled with incense, 
each weighing 10 shekels according 
to the weight used in the holy place, 
the total weight of the gold pans 
being 120 shekels; 87 the total of the 
animals for burnt offerings: 12 
young bulls, 12 rams, 12 yearlings of 
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the sheep or goats, with their food 
offerings: and 12 he-goats for sin 
offerings; 8fl the total of the animals 
for peace offerings: 24 bulls, 60 
rams. 60 he-goats. and 60 yearling 
male lambs. This was the gift to 
dedicate the altar after it was 
anointed. 

89 When Moses went to talk with 
God in the tent where He met with 
the people, he heard the Voice 
talking to him from above the 
atonement cover on the ark contain¬ 
ing the Word of Testimony, from 
between the two angels. And so He 
talked to him. 

The Shining of the Lamps 

The LORD said to Moses: 
2 “Speak to Aaron and tell him: 
When you put up the lamps, the 
seven lamps should throw their light 
in front of the lampstand.” 

"Aaron did that—he pul the lamps 
on the lampstand in such a way as to 
throw light in front of it as the LORD 
ordered Moses. 

'This is how the lampstand was 
made: It was hammered out of gold: 
even its stem base and its petals 
were hammered out of it. Moses 
made the lampstand according to 
the design the LORD showed him. 

Cleansing the Levite s 

5 The LORD told Moses: 
•"' Separate the Levites from the 
Israelites, and cleanse them. 7 To 
make them clean, do this to them: 
Sprinkle them with the water to take 
away sin. and have them shave their 
whole bodies, wash their clothes, 
and cleanse themselves. “They 
should take a young bull and flour 
mixed with olive oil to offer with it. 
and you take another young bull as a 
sin offering. 9 Then bring the 
Levites in front of the tent where I 


meet with you, and gather the whole 
community of Israel. ,0 Bring the 
Levites before the LORD, and the 
Israelites should lay their hands on 
the Levites. “Aaron should pre¬ 
sent the Levites to the LORD as a 
wave offering from the Israelites to 
do the LORD’S work. ,2 The Levites 
should lay their hands on the heads 
of the young bulls, then sacrifice the 
one for sin and the other as a burnt 
offering to the LORD to pay for the 
Levites’ sins and take them away. 
,5 Have the Levites stand before 
Aaron and his sons, and present 
them as a wave offering to the 
LORD. ,4 So you will separate the 
Levites from the other Israelites that 
the Levites may be Mine. ,s Then 
the Levites should go in to do the 
work in the tent where I meet with 
you, once you have cleansed them 
and presented them as a wave offer¬ 
ing. 16 because they are separated 
from the other Israelites and 
completely given to Me. I took them 
to 6e Mine as a substitute for every 
mother’s first son in Israel. “Every 
firstborn in Israel, of men or 
animals, is Mine. The day I struck 
down every firstborn in Egypt I 
sanctified them to be Mine. ,B I took 
the Levites as a substitute for all the 
firstborn in Israel, ,fl and I ap¬ 
pointed the Levites from among the 
Israelites to belong to Aaron and his 
sons to do Israel’s work in the tent 
where I meet with you and to atone 
for Israel’s sins and take them away 
and so the Israelites would not be 
struck down when they come too 
close to the holy place.” 

2 °Moses and Aaron and the whole 
community of Israel did to the 
Levites what they were told. The 
Israelites did to the Levites just as 
the LORD ordered Moses. “The 
Levites cleansed themselves from 
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sin and washed their clothes; then 
Aaron presented them as a wave 
offering before the LORD, and 
Aaron paid for their sins to cleanse 
them. “After that the Levites went 
in to do their work before Aaron and 
his sons in the tent where God met 
with Israel. So they did to the 
Levites just as the LORD had 
instructed Moses in regard to them. 

“The LORD told Moses: “"This 
is the rule for the Levites: Everyone 
twenty-five years old and up must 
serve in the work of the tent where I 
meet with you, “but when he’s 
fifty years old, he must retire from 
active service and not serve any¬ 
more. “He may help the other 
Levites doing their duties in the tent 
where I meet with you, but he 
mustn’t do any regular work. This is 
how you should deal with the Levites 
in the work they have to do.” 

The Second Passover 

In the first month of the second 
year after they left Egypt the 
LORD told Moses in the wilderness 
of Sinai: “‘The Israelites should 
celebrate the Passover at the time 
set for it: ’Celebrate it at the right 
time, on the fourteenth day of this 
month in the twilight, and follow its 
rules and regulations.” 4 And so 
Moses told the Israelites to cele¬ 
brate the .Passover, 5 and they 
celebrated it on the 14th day of the 
first month in the twilight while they 
were in the wilderness of Sinai. The 
Israelites did just as the LORD 
ordered Moses. 

6 But there were some men who 
had become unclean by touching a 
dead body and couldn’t celebrate 
the Passover that day. They came 
before Moses and Aaron that day. 
7 "We are unclean because we 
touched a dead body,” these men 


told him. "But why should we be 
kept from bringing the LORD'S gift 
at the right time with the rest of 
Israel?” 

“‘Stand by,” Moses answered 
them, "till I hear what the LORD 
orders you to do.” 

“‘Tell the Israelites,” the LORD 
told Moses, “"when anyone of you 
or your descendants gets unclean by 
touching a dead body or is on a long 
trip, he should celebrate the Pass- 
over. '‘Such people should cele¬ 
brate it on the fourteenth day of the 
second month in the twilight; eat it 
with bread without yeast and with 
bitter herbs. “They shouldn’t 
leave any of it till morning or break 
any bone in it. They should follow all 
the regulations of the Passover 
when they celebrate it. “But if a 
man is clean and not traveling and 
9 yet fails to celebrate the Passover, 
Jn19 “ that person must be cut off from his 
people because he didn’t bring his 
gift to the LORD at the time set. That 
man will be responsible for his 
sin. ,4 If a stranger living with you 
celebrates the Passover to the 
LORD, he should follow its rules and 
regulations. The same law holds for 
both the stranger and the Israelite 
born in the land.” 

The Cloud 

l5 0n the day the tabernacle was 
set up the cloud covered the taber¬ 
nacle, that is, the tent containing the 
Word of Testimony, but from 
evening till morning it looked like 
fire over the tabernacle. “And so 
it continued: The cloud covered it, 
but at night it looked like fire. 
“Whenever the cloud rose from the 
tent, then the Israelites would move, 
and wherever it came down, there 
the Israelites would camp. “By the 
LORD’S direction the Israelites 
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would move and by the LORD’S 
direction they would camp, and they 
would camp as long as the cloud 
rested on the tabernacle. ’“When 
the cloud continued to stay on the 
tabernacle for a long time, the 
Israelites worshiped the LORD and 
wouldn't move. 20 Sometimes the 
cloud would stay only a few days 
over the tabernacle—at the LORD’S 
direction they camped, and at the 
LORD’S direction they moved. 
2, Sometimes the cloud stayed from 
evening till morning—when the 
cloud rose in the morning, they 
moved. Or it stayed a day and a 
night —when the cloud rose, they 
moved. 22 0r for two days or a 
month or a year: as long as.the cloud 
continued to stay over the taber¬ 
nacle. the Israelites would stay in 
camp and not move, but when it 
rose, they would move. 23 By the 
LORD’S direction they camped, and 
by the LORD’S direction they moved. 
They worshiped the LORD accord¬ 
ing to the direction the LORD gave 
through Moses. 

Two Trumpets 

The LORD told Moses: 
2 “Make two trumpets by 
hammering them out of silver. Use 
them to call the community together 
and to get the camps started when 
they move. ’Blow them to have the 
whole congregation gather around 
you at the door of the tent where l 
meet with you. Mf only one trumpet 
is blown, the leaders of Israels 
clans should gather before you. 
"But when you blow an alarm, those 
who camp on the east side will start 
out; "when you blow a second 
alarm, those who camp on the south 
will start out —blowing an alarm is 
the signal for them to start out. 

But when you call the community 


together, blow without sounding an 
alarm. “Aaron’s sons, the priests, 
should blow the trumpets. And this 
should always be a law for you and 
your descendants. 

““When you go into battle in your 
own country against an enemy who 
oppresses you, blow the alarm on 
the trumpets, and the LORD your 
God will remember you and save you 
from your enemies. ‘“Also on the 
days you celebrate, on your ap¬ 
pointed festivals, and on the first 
day of the month blow the trumpets 
over your burnt offerings and peace 
offerings; the trumpets will be a way 
to call on God to remember you; I the 
LORD am your God.” 

Israel Leaves Mount Sinai 

"On the 20th day of the second 
month of the second year the cloud 
rose from the tabernacle containing 
the Word of Testimony. ,2 So the 
Israelites broke camp and moved 
out of the Sinai desert till the cloud 
stopped in the wilderness of Paran. 

n They broke camp according to 
the LORD’S command through 
Moses. ,4 First to move was the flag 
of Judah’s camp, in battle array, 
with Nahshon. Amminadabs son, 
heading its forces; ,5 Nethanel, 
Zuar's son, headed the forces of the 
tribe of Issachar; ,6 and Eliab, 
Helon’s son, headed the forces of the 
tribe of Zebulun. ,7 The tabernacle 
was then taken down, and Ger- 
shon’s and Merari’s descendants 
moved out, carrying the tabernacle. 

'"Then the flag of Reuben’s camp 
started out, in battle array, with 
Elizur, Shedeur’s son, heading its 
forces; '“Shelumiel, Zurishaddai’s 
son, headed the forces of the tribe of 
Simeon; 20 and Eliasaph, Reuel’s 
son, headed the forces of the tribe of 
Gad. 2, Then Kohath’s descendants 
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moved out. carrying the holy things. 
By the time they arrived, the 
tabernacle was set up. 

“Then the flag of Ephraim’s camp 
started out. in battle array, with 
Elishama. Ammihud’s son. heading 
its forces: “Gamaliel. Pedahzur’s 
son. headed the forces of the tribe of 
Manasseh: “and Abidan. Gide- 
oni’s son. headed the forces of the 
tribe of Benjamin. 

“Bringing up the rear for all the 
camps, the flag of Dan’s camp 
started out. in battle array, with 
Ahiezer. Ammishaddai's son, head¬ 
ing its forces: “Pagiel. Ochran’s 
son. headed the forces of the tribe of 
Asher: I7 and Ahira. Enan’s son. 
headed the forces of the tribe of 
Naphtali. 

“This was the order in which 
Israel started out. in battle array, 
and so they moved. 

“Moses said to Hobab. the son of 
his father-in-law Reuel. the Midian- 
ite: “We are moving to the place of 
which the LORD said. *1 will give it 
to you.’ Come along with us, and we 
will be good to you, because the 
LORD has promised Israel good 
things." 

M “I will not go." he answered him. 
“but I will go to my own country and 
relatives." 

““Please don’t leave us." he said: 
“you know the places in the wilder¬ 
ness where we can camp, and you 
can guide us. “If you will come 
with us. the good things the LORD 
wiU do to us we will share with 
you." 

“Leaving the LORD’S mountain, 
they moved three days, and the ark 
of the LORD’S covenant led them for 
the three days to find a place for 
them to rest. “The LORD’S cloud 


^Burning" 


was over them during the day when 
they moved from the camp. 

“When the ark started. Moses 
would sav: 

"Rise. Lord! May Your enemies be 
scattered, and those who hate 
You flee from You." 

“And when it stopped he would 
say: 

"Return. LORD, to the many, 
many thousands of Israel." 

“We Want Meat” 

The people were complain¬ 
ing before the LORD about 
their troubles. Hearing them, the 
LORD got very angry, and a fire 
from the LORD began to burn among 
them and raged in the outskirts of 
the camp. 2 The people cried to 
Moses, and Moses prayed to the 
LORD, and the fire died down. 

11 J That place was called Taberah b 
because the LORD’S fire burned 
among them there. 

•The rabble of non-Israelites 
among them had a strong craving, 
and the Israelites also wept and 
said. “Who will give us meat to 
eat? s We think of the fish we could 
eat for nothing in Egypt, the cucum¬ 
bers. watermelons, leeks, onions, 
and garlic. 6 but now our appetites 
are shriveled, and there’s nothing 
but this manna for us to look at." 

7 The manna was like coriander 
seed and looked like a resinous 
gum. “The people would go around 
and gather it. grind it in handmills 
or crush it in mortars, boil it in a pot. 
and make cakes of it. It tasted like a 
delicacy baked with olive oil. 
“When the dew fell on the camp at 
night, the manna fell on it. 

,0 Moses heard the people weep, in 
family groups, everyone at the door 
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of his tent; and the LORD got very 
angry, and Moses was troubled. 
""‘Why do You mistreat Your 
servant?” Moses asked the LORD. 
“Whv are You so unkind to me to 
burden me with all these people? 
'•’Did I conceive these people or give 
birth to them that You should make 
me carry them in my bosom like a 
nurse carrying a sucking child, to 
the land that You with an oath 
promised their fathers? n Where 
can I get meal to give ail these 
people when they trouble me with 
their weeping, saying. ‘Give us meat 
to eat*? M I can't carry all these 
people by myself: they’re too much 
forme. ,5 If this is how You’re going 
to treat me. please, if You’re kind to 
me, kill me. and don’t let me suffer 
more of this.” 

"•‘"Bring me seventy elders of 
Israel who you know are elders and 
officers of the people,” the LORD 
told Moses, “and take them to the 
tent where I meet with you. and 
have them stand there with you. ,7 I 
will come down and talk with you 
there. I will take of the Spirit that is 
on you and put it on them, and they 
will help you carry the burden of the 
people, and you won t have to carry 
it alone. “Tell the people: ‘Sanctify 
yourselves for tomorrow, and you 
will eat meat because the LORD has 
heard you weep and say: Who will 
give us meat to eat? We were well 
off in Egypt. The LORD will give you 
meat to eat. “You will eat it, not 
one day or two or five or ten or 
twenty days 20 but a whole month, 
till it comes out of your nose and you 
loathe it —because you have 
despised the LORD who is among 
you and have wept before Him, 
asking: Why did we ever leave 
Egypt?’ ” 

21 “The people I’m with number six 


hundred thousand men on foot,” 
Moses said, “and yet You say, ‘I will 
give them meat to eat for a whole 
month!’ “Could enough flocks and 
herds be butchered for them, or 
could all the fish in the sea be 
caught for them and be enough for 
them?” 

23 “Is the LORD’S power so 
limited?” the LORD asked Moses. 
“You will see now if what I said will 
happen or not.” 

“Moses went out and told the 
people what the LORD had said, and 
he gathered 70 of the elders of the 
people and had them stand around 
the tent. “Then the LORD came 
down in a cloud and talked to him. 
And He took of the Spirit who was 
on him and put Him on the 70 elders, 
and as soon as the Spirit rested on 
them, they prophesied: but they 
didn’t do it again. 

“Two men had been left in the 
camp. The name of the one was 
Eldad, and the name of the other 
Medad. They were among those 
listed but hadn’t come out to the 
tent. The Spirit rested on them too. 
and they spoke God’s Word in the 
camp. 

“Then a young man ran and told 
Moses: “Eldad and Medad are 
prophesying in the camp.” “So 
Joshua, Nun’s son. who from his 
youth was Moses's servant, spoke 
up. 

“My lord Moses,” he said, “stop 
them.” 

““Are you zealous for me?” 
Moses asked him. “I wish all the 
LORD’S people were prophets and 
that the LORD would put His Spirit 
on them.” 

“Then Moses and the elders went 
back to the camp. 

3 *The LORD sent a wind that 
brought quails from the sea, and 
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they spread out around the camp 
about as far as you could walk in a 
day in any direction, flying about 
three feet above the ground. 

32 The people went out. and all that 
day and night and all the next day 
they gathered the quails, the one 
who got the least gathering ten 
homers. And they spread them out 
for themselves around the camp. 

33 The meat was still between their 
teeth and not yet chewed when the 
LORD got angry with the people and 
struck them down with a terrible 
illness. 34 That place was called 
Kibroth-hattaavah c because it was 
there they buried the people who 
had been so greedy. 

35 From Kibroth-hattaavah the 
people moved to Hazeroth. and they 
stayed there. 

Miriam Rebels M 

Miriam and Aaron spoke 7 
against Moses on account 
of the Cushite woman he had 
married: “He married a Cushite 
woman!” 

2 “Does the LORD speak only 
through Moses?” they asked. 
“Doesn't He also speak through 
us?” The LORD heard it. 

3 Now Moses was very humble, 
more than anyone else on earth. 

Suddenly the LORD spoke to 
Moses, Aaron, and Miriam: “Come 
out, you three, to the tent where I 
meet with you.” And the three came 
out. 

5 Then the LORD came down in the 
pillar of a cloud and stood at the 
entrance of the tent. “Aaron and 
Miriam,” He called. And they came 
out to Him. 6 “Listen to what: I say.” 
He said. “If one of you were the 
LORD'S prophet. I would make

Myself known to him in a vision or 
speak to him in a dream. 7 But with 
My servant Moses it is different: he 
is the most faithful in My whole 
family: fl to him I talk face to face, 
clearly and not in mysteries: and he 
sees what the LORD is like. Why.

against My servant Moses?” 

9 The LORD was angry with them 
and left. lo When the cloud had left 
the tent. Miriam was a leper: her 
skin was white as snow. Aaron 
turned to Miriam and saw she was a 
leper. "“O my master.” Aaron 
said to Moses, “don’t punish us for a 
sin we did so foolishly. ,2 Don t let 
her be like a child born dead whose 
flesh is half consumed.” 

l3 Moses cried to the LORD. 
“Please. God, heal her!” 

M “If her father had spit in her 
? 1ftS face.” the LORD told Moses. 
3256 “wouldn't she feel ashamed seven 
days? Shut her up seven days 
outside the camp, and then she may 
be taken back.” 

,5 Miriam was shut up outside the 
camp seven days, and the people 
didn’t move till Miriam was taken 
back. ,R After that the people 
moved from Hazeroth and camped 
in the wilderness of Paran. 

12 Spies 

The LORD told Moses: 
z “Send men to spy out the 
land of Canaan, which I’m giving to 
Israel. Send one from each tribe of 
their fathers, every one of them a 
chief.” 

3 As the LORD directed him. Moses 
sent them from the wilderness of 
Paran. and all of them were leaders 
in Israel. 

<These were their names; from the 
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tribe of Reuben, Shammua, Zaecur’s 
son; s from the tribe of Simeon, 
Shaphat, Hori’s son; 6 from the 
tribe of Judah, Caleb, Jephunneh’s 
son; 7 from the tribe of Issachar, 
Igal. Joseph's son; 8 from the tribe 
of Ephraim. Hoshea, Nun’s son; 
’from the tribe of Benjamin, Palti, 
Raphu's son; ,0 from the tribe of 
Zebulun. Gaddiel. Sodi’s son; 
"from the tribe of Joseph, that is. 
from the tribe of Manasseh, Gaddi, 
Susi's son; ,2 from the tribe of Dan. 
Ammiel. Gemalli’s son; "from the 
tribe of Asher, Sethur, Michael’s 
son; ,4 from the tribe of Naphtali. 
Nahbi. Vophsi's son; ,5 from the 
tribe of Gad, Geuei, Machi’s 
son. ,6 These were the names of the 
men Moses sent to spy out the 
country. But Hoshea. Nun’s son. 
Moses called Joshua. 

' 7 Moses sent them to spy out 
Canaan. “Go up into the Negeb,” he 
told them, “and up into the hills, 
“and see what kind of country it is. 
Are the people living there strong or 
weak, few or many? ,9 Is the 
country they live in good or bad? 
Are the towns they live in open 
camps or fortified? 20 Is the soil 
rich or poor? Does it have trees or 
not? Do your best to bring back some 
of the country’s fruit.” The first 
grapes were ripe just then. 

21 So they went up and spied out 
the country from the wilderness of 
Zin to Rehob, by the pass at 
Hamath. 22 They went into the 
Negeb and came to Hebron, where 
the Anakites d Ahiman, Sheshai, and 
Talmai lived. (Hebron was built 7 
vears before Zoan in Egypt.) 
"Coming as far as Cluster Valley, 
they cut off a branch there with a 


d or long-necked (tall) men e He b Eshcol 


single cluster of grapes, and two of 
them carried it on a pole, and also 
some pomegranates and some 
figs. “The place was called 
Cluster e Valley on account of the 
cluster of grapes the Israelites cut 
off there. 

“After 40 days they came back 
from spying out the country. “They 
went and came to Moses and Aaron 
and the whole community of Israel 
at Kadesh in the wilderness of 
Paran and brought them and the 
whole community a report and 
showed them the fruit from the 
country. 

27 “We came to the country you 
sent us to,” they told them, “and it 
really is flowing with milk and 
honey, and this is its fruit. “But 
the people who live in the country 
are fierce, and the cities have walls 
and are very large, and we also saw 
the Anakites there. “The Amale- 
kites live in the Negeb, the Hittites, 
Jebusites, and Amorites live in the 
hill country, and the Canaanites live 
by the sea and along the Jordan.” 

“But Caleb silenced the people 
before Moses. “Let’s by all means go 
up and take it.” he said, “because 
we are very well able to conquer it.” 

J, But the men who went up with 
him said. “We can’t attack the 
people, because they're too strong 
for us.” 32 So they began to spread 
lies among the Israelites about the 
country they had spied out. “The 
country we passed through and 
scouted,” they said, “is one that 
devours those who live there, and all 
the people we saw there were 
gigantic. n We saw giants there 
and the group of giants f called 
Anakites. and we felt like grasshop- 
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pers. and that’s how we looked to 
them.” 

The People Rebel 

Then the whole community 
broke into loud crying, and 
the people wept that night. 2 All 
Israel complained against Moses 
and Aaron. “If only we had died in 
Egypt,” the whole congregation told 
them, “or had died in this wilder¬ 
ness! 3 Why is the LORD taking us 
into this country? Just to have us cut 
down by the sword? And our wives 
and children taken by the enemy? 
Wouldn’t it be better for us to go 
back to Egypt? 4 Let’s appoint a 
leader and go back to Egypt,” they 
told one another. 

"Moses and Aaron went down on 
their faces in front of the whole 
gathering of the community of *1 
Israel. "while Joshua, Nun's son. 
and Caleb, Jephunneh’s son. two of 
those who had scouted the country, 
tore their clothes. 7 ”The country 
we explored.” they told the whole 
congregation of Israel, “is very, very 
good. "If the LORD is pleased with 
us. He will bring us into this country 
and give it to us—a land flowing 
with milk and honey. "But don’t 
rebel against the LORD, and don’t 
be afraid of the people of the 
country, because we can eat them 
like bread. They have nothing to 
protect them anymore, and the 
LORD is with us. Don't be afraid of 
them.” ,0 But the whole congrega¬ 
tion talked of stoning them. 

Then the LORD'S glory appeared 
to all Israel at the tent where God 
met with them. "“How long will 
these people treat Me with scorn?” 
the LORD asked Moses. “How long 
are they going to distrust Me in spite 


of all the miracles I did among 
them? "I'll send a plague on them, 
destroy them, and make of you a 
greater and mightier people than 
they are.” 

"But Moses told the LORD: 
“When the Egyptians hear about 
this—for You took these people from 
among them by Your power — 
'•they’ll tell the news to the people 
living in this country, who have 
already heard that You the LORD 
are among the Israelites, that You 
the LORD are seen face to face, that 
Your cloud stands over them, and 
that You lead them in a pillar of 
cloud by day and in a pillar of fire by 
night. l5 But if You kill all these 
people at one time, then the nations 
who hear about You will say: ,6 'The 
LORD couldn’t bring these people 
into the land He swore to give them. 
\ ftS so He slaughtered them in the 
31 * wilderness .* ,7 Now then, my Lord, 
be as strong as You promised when 
You said: '"‘The LORD is slow to 
become angry and very kind; He for¬ 
gives sin and rebellion without de¬ 
claring it innocent, for He even disci¬ 
plines children to the third and fourth 
generation for the sins of their 
fathers.’ ‘"Please forgive the sins 
of these people—You are so very 
kind and have forgiven these people 

ever since they left Egypt.” 

20 ”I forgive them as you ask,” the 
LORD said. ““But as sure as I live 
and the LORD’S glory will fill the 
whole world, “none of the men 
who saw My glory and the miracles I 
did in Egypt and in the wilderness, 
yet tested Me ten times and re/used 
to obey Me, “will see the country 
which I by oath promised their 
fathers; none of those who spurned 
Me will see it. “But My servant 
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Caleb has a different Spirit and has 
followed Me fully, and so I’ll take 
him into the country to which he 
went, and his descendants will own 
it. 25 Now the Amalekites and 
Canaanites are living in the valley: 
so turn tomorrow' and move through 
the wilderness on the way to the Red 
Sea." 

2t, Then the LORD asked Moses and 
Aaron: 2 '“How long should I put up 
with this wicked community that 
keeps on complaining against Me? 
I’ve heard the complaints the 
Israelites are muttering against 
Me. 2B Tell them: ‘As I live.’ says 
the LORD, i will do to you exactly as 
I heard you say: 29 Your bodies will 
drop dead in this wilderness. 
Because you complained against 
Me. none of you who were counted, 
from twenty years old and up. 
™will get into the country where I 
swore with a raised hand you should 
live except Caleb. Jephunneh’s son, 
and joshua. Nun’s son. ’’You said 
your children would be taken away 
by the enemies, but I will bring them 
in so they can know the country you 
rejected. 12 But your own bodies 
will drop dead in this wilderness. 
ll w r hile for forty years your children 
will roam in the wilderness and 
suffer for your unfaithfulness till the 
lost of vour bodies lies dead in the 
wilderness. )4 You spied out the 
country for forty days; for forty 
years, a year for each day of spying, 
you will suffer for your sins and 
know whal it means when I turn 
against you.’ 15 I the LORD have 
spoken: I will certainly do this to this 
whole wicked community who have 
joined against Me: to the last man 
they will die in this wilderness." 

“So the men Moses sent to 
explore the country, who when they 
returned made the whole community 


complain against him by spreading 
lies about the country— 37 these 
who spread the lies about the 
country were struck dead before the 
LORD. 38 0f all the men who went 
to explore the country only Joshua, 
Nun's son, and Caleb, Jephunneh's 
son, stayed alive. 

Israel Defeated 

39 When Moses told all Israel about 
this, the people wept very much. 
"And they got up early the next 
morning to go up to the top of the hill 
country, saying, “We’re ready to go 
up to the place the LORD promised 
— we have sinned." 

""Why do you keep on sinning 
against the LORD'S order?" Moses 
asked. "You will not succeed. 
"Don’t go up. or the enemies will 
strike you down, because the LORD 
?9 Hrb 317 is not among you. "The Amale- 
31 * c '* 36 kites and Canaanites are there to 
face you, and the sword will cut you 
down. Now that you have deserted 
the LORD, the LORD will not be with 
you." 

"But they were brazen enough to 
go up to the top of the hill-country, 
even though the ark of the LORD’S 
covenant and Moses didn’t leave the 
camp. "The Amalekites and 
Canaanites living in those hills came 
down and with a smashing defeat 
drove them back to Hormah. 

FJour and Wine with Sacrifices 

The LORD said to Moses: 
2 "Speak to the Israelites and 
tell them: When you come into the 
country I’m giving you as a home 
3 and from the herd or the flock you 
bring the LORD a sacrifice by fire, 
be it a burnt offering, a sacrifice to 
keep a special vow, or a freewill 
offering, or at your festivals you 
want to have a fragrance pleasing 
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the LORD. 4 then the one who 
brings the offering should also give 
the LORD a tenth of an ephah of 
flour mixed with a quarter of a hin 
of olive oil. 5 and a drink offering of 
a quarter of a hin of wine with the 
burnt offering or sacrifice of each 
sheep or goat. 6 If it is a ram, 
prepare two tenths of an ephah of 
flour mixed with a third of a hin of 
oil. 7 and a drink offering of a third 
of a hin of wine, and offer them as a 
fragrance that pleases the LORD. 
fl When you give the LORD a young 
bull as a burnt offering, a sacrifice 
to keep a special vow, or a peace 
offering, 9 offer with the young bull 
three tenths of an ephah of flour 
mixed with half a hin of oil, ,0 and 
offer a drink offering of half a hin of 
wine with the sacrifice made by fire 
as a fragrance that pleases the 
LORD. "Do this for each bull, each 
ram. each sheep or goat. 12 Do it for 
each animal, as many as you 
sacrifice. “Every Israelite should 
do it this way when he brings a 
sacrifice by fire, for a fragrance 
pleasing the LORD. "When a 
stranger lives with you or is among 
you in future generations and brings 
a sacrifice by fire, with a fragrance 
pleasing the LORD, he should do just 
as you do. "For you who belong to 
the congregation and for the 
stranger living with you the same 
rule will apply forever among your 
descendants. You and the stranger 
are alike before the LORD. ,6 The 
same law and regulation holds for 
you and the stranger living with 
you." 

Give the LORD the First Flour 

,7 The LORD said to Moses: “Speak 
to the Israelites and tell them: When 
you come into the country I’m taking 
you to. “and eat of the bread of the 


land, set aside some of it for the 
LORD. “Offer a loaf from the first 
part of your dough, and bring it like 
the offering from the threshing 
floor. 21 From the first part of your 
dough you and your descendants in 
the coming ages should give the 
LORD an offering." 

For Unintentional Sins 

22 “When you sin unintentionally 
and don’t obey all these command¬ 
ments the LORD told Moses — 
Everything the LORD through 
Moses ordered you to do from the 
day the LORD gave His command¬ 
ments and down through the coming 
ages— "if it is an unintentional sin 
and the community doesn’t know 
about it, the whole community 
should bring a young bull as a burnt 
offering with a fragrance pleasing 
the LORD, along with its food and 
drink offering as prescribed, and a 
he-goat as an offering to take away 
sin. “The priest should make an 
atonement for the sins of the whole 
community of Israel, and they will 
be forgiven because the sin was 
unintentional and they brought 
the LORD a sacrifice by fire and 
their sin offering before the LORD 
for the unintentional sin. “So the 
whole community of Israel will be 
forgiven, including the stranger who 
lives among them, since all the 
people were responsible for the 
unintentional sin. 

27 “If one person sins unintention¬ 
ally. he should offer a yearling she- 
goat as a sin offering. “The priest 
should make a sacrifice before the 
LORD to atone for the person who 
sinned unintentionally, to take awmy 
his sin. and he will be forgiven. 

“’’When anyone sins uninten¬ 
tionally, the same law holds for him 
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who was born an Israelite and for a 
stranger living among them. 

J0 “But the person, whether an 
Israelite or a stranger, who sins 
willfully mocks the LORD, and that 
person must be cut off from his 
people “because he has despised 
the LORD’S Word and broken His 
commandment —that person must 
be cut off. his guilt staying on him." 

Case of the Sabbathbreaker 

“While the Israelites were in the 
wilderness, they found a man gath¬ 
ering wood on the sabbath day. 
“Those who found him gathering 
wood brought him to Moses and 
Aaron and the whole community. 
“They put him under guard because 
it wasn’t clear what was to be done 
with him. 

“"The man certainly must die." 
the LORD told Moses. "The whole 
community must stone him outside 52 
the camp." “The whole community 
took him outside the camp and 
stoned him to death as the LORD 
ordered Moses. 

Tassels 

r The LORD said to Moses: 

18 “Speak to the Israelites and tell 
them: They and their descendants 
should make tassels for themselves 
on the corners of their garments and 
put a violet string on the tassel of 
each corner. “They will be tassels 
for you to look at and remind you to 
do all the LORD'S commandments 
and not eagerly go after what your 
hearts desire and your eyes see. 
which you. forsaking Me, used to lust 
for. *°Do this so that you can 
remember to do everything I or¬ 
dered and he the holy ones of your 
God. 4 T the LORD am your God. 
who took you out of Egypt to be your 
God — I the LORD am your God!" 


Korah’s Rebellion 

Korah son of Izhar, son of 
Kohath, son of Levi, and Da- 
than and Abiram, Eliab’s sons, and 
On. Peleth’s son, who were Reu¬ 
ben’s descendants, 2 took a stand 
against Moses, along with 250 
Israelites, well-known leaders of the 
community, picked men of the 
assembly. ’They banded together 
against Moses and Aaron. "You’ve 
gone far enough!" they told them. 
"The whole community is holy, 
every one of them, and the LORD is 
among them. Why, then, do you put 
yourselves above the LORD’S 
congregation?" 

4 When Moses heard this, he fell 
on his face. 5 "In the morning the 
LORD will show who is His." he told 
Korah and all his company, "and 
who is holy and whom He will have 
2,9 come near Him. He will have the 
man He chooses come near Him. 
h You. Korah and all your followers, 
do this: Take censers, ’tomorrow put 
fire in them and lay incense on them 
before the LORD. Then the man the 
LORD chooses will be the holy one. 
You’ve gone far enough, de¬ 
scendants of Levi! 

“"Listen, descendants of Levi," 
Moses told Korah. “"Isn’t it 
enough for you that the God of Israel 
selected you from the community of 
Israel to have you come near Him 
and do the work in the LORD’S 
tabernacle and stand before the 
community to serve them? ,0 He 
had you come near Him with all your 
fellow Levites. but now you demand 
to be priests! “And so you and all 
your company are banded together 
against the LORD. What is Aaron 
that you should complain against 
him?" 

12 Moses sent men to call Dathan 
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and Abiram, Eliab’s sons. But they 
answered, “We won’t come. "Isn’t 
it enough that you took us out of a 
land flowing wilh milk and honey to 
kill us in the wilderness that you 
also have to lord it over us?” ,4 You 
certainly didn’t bring us into a land 
flowing with milk and honey or give 
us an inheritance of fields and 
vineyards! Will you keep on blinding 
these men? We won’t come.” 

,5 Moses got very angry and told 
the LORD, “Don't look at their 
offering. I haven’t taken even a 
donkey from them or mistreated a 
one of them.” 

""’Tomorrow,” Moses told Korah, 
“you and all your followers, come 
before the LORD—you and they and 
Aaron. ,7 Let each man take his 
censer and lay incense on it, and let 
each of you bring his censer before 
the LORD—two hundred and fifty 
censers; you too and Aaron, each 
his censer.” 

'"Each man took his censer, put 
fire in it, laid incense on it, and with 
Moses and Aaron stood at the 
entrance of the tent where God met 
with His people. l9 Then when Korah 
had gathered against them all his 
followers at the entrance of the tent 
where God met with them, the 
LORD'S glory appeared to the whole 
community. 

20 ”Sland back from this crowd,“ 
the LORD told Moses and Aaron, 
2, ”and I’ll wipe them out in an 
instant.” 

22 But they fell on their faces and 
said, “O God, the God who gives 
breath to all flesh! One man sins, 
and will You be angry with the 
whole community?” 

"Then the LORD said to Moses, 
24 “Tell the community: Come away 
from around the tents of Korah, 
Dathan, and Abiram.” 


"Moses got up and went to 
Dathan and Abiram. and the elders 
of Israel followed him. 2fi “Como 
away from the tents of these wicked 
men.” he told the community, “and 
don’t touch anything that is theirs, 
or you’ll be swept away with them 
for all their sins.” 27 So they 
withdrew from around the tents of 
Korah, Dathan, and Abiram, but 
Dathan and Abiram came out and 
stood at the doors of their tents wilh 
their wives and sons and little ones, 

2B Moses said: “This will show you 
the LORD sent me to do all these 
things and it wasn’t my idea: "If 
these die a natural death like 
anybody else and God treats them 
like everybody else, then the LORD 
didn’t send me. 10 But if the LORD 
does something new and wonderful 
and the ground opens its mouth and 
swallows them and everything that 
belongs to them and they go down 
alive to their grave, then you’ll know 
these men have spurned the LORD.” 

""He had hardly finished saying all 
this when the ground split open 
under them, 32 the earth opened its 
mouth and swallowed them, their 
families and everyone with Korah, 
and all their property. "They went 
down alive to their grave with 
everything that belonged to them, 
the ground covered them, and so 
they perished in the middle of the 
congregation. 

14 All the people of Israel around 
them, hearing their shrieks, ran 
away because they thought. “The 
ground may swallow us too.” 
15 And a fire came from the LORD 
and burned up the 250 men offering 
incense. 

3fi Then the LORD said to Moses 
17 “Tell Eleazar, the son of Aaron the 
priest, to pick up the censers out ol 
the ashes and scatter the fire fai 
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and wide, because the censers have 
become holy- ,fl The censers of 
these men who lost their lives for 
their sins are holy because they 
were brought before the LORD. 
Hammer them into plates to cover 
the altar and to warn the Israel¬ 
ites.” 

™So Eleazar the priest took the 
copper censers used for incense by 
those who died in the fire, and men 
hammered them into plates for the 
altar 40 as the LORD through Moses 
ordered him. to remind Israel that 
no stranger, anyone who wasn't a 
descendant of Aaron, should come 
near to burn incense before the 
LORD, in order that nothing like 
what happened to Korah and his 
company would happen to him. 

“The next day the whole com¬ 
munity of Israel complained against 
Moses and Aaron: “You have killed 
the LORD'S people.” 42 But when 
the community banded together 
against Moses and Aaron and they 
turned toward the tent where God 
met with them, they saw the cloud 
cover it and the LORD'S glory 
appear. 

“Then Moses and Aaron went in 
front of the tent where God met with 
them. “The LORD said to Moses. 
““Get away from this community, 
and let Me wipe them out in an 
instant.” 

They went down on their faces, 
“and Moses told Aaron. “Take the 
censer, put fire from the altar in it. 
lav incense on it. and run quickly 
into the community and atone for 
them, because the LORD is showing 
His anger —the plague has started.” 

4 Aaron took it. as Moses told him, 
and ran into the middle of the 
congregation, where the plague had 
started among the people. And he 
put incense on the censer to atone 


for the people. 4B He stood between 
the dead and the living, and the 
plague was stopped. 4S It killed 
14,700, not counting those who died 
on account of Korah. s ”But now the 
plague was stopped; and Aaron 
came back to Moses to the entrance 
of the tent where God met with 
them. 

Aaron’s Rod 

The LORD said to Moses: 
2 “Speak to the Israelites, 
and get from them a rod for each 
tribe, one each from all the leaders 
of their tribes—twelve rods; and 
write each man's name on his 
rod. "Write Aaron’s name on the 
rod for Levi, because there should 
be one rod for each head of their 
Iribes, 4 and lay them in front of the 
Word of Testimony in the tent where 
10 ^94 I meet with you. 5 Now the rod of the 
man I choose will sprout; so I will rid 
Myself of the complaints the 
Israelites are making against you.” 

‘’So Moses talked to the Israelites, 
and all their leaders gave him a rod, 
one for each leader of their tribes 
—12 rods; and Aaron's rod was 
among them. : Moses laid the rods 
before the LORD in the tent con¬ 
taining the Word of Testimony. 
“The next day Moses went into the 
tent containing the Word of Testi¬ 
mony and found that Aaron's rod for 
the tribe of Levi had sprouted: and 
after it sprouted, it produced 
blossoms and ripening almonds. 
"Moses took all the rods from before 
the LORD and brought them to all 
the Israelites. They looked at them, 
and each man took his rod. 

‘""Put back Aaron's rod in front of 
the Word of Testimony." the LORD 
told Moses, “and keep it there to 
warn those who like to rebel; you 
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must stop their complaints against 
Me. or they will die.** 

"Moses did so: he did what the 
LORD ordered him to do. 

"“Now we'll die!** the Israelites 
told Moses. “We'll perish! All of us 
will die! "Anyone who ever goes 
near the LORD'S tabernacle will die. 
Should we all die?’* 

The Levite s Help the Priests 

The LORD told Aaron: 
“You. your sons, and your 
clan will be responsible for any sins 
connected with the holy place: and 
you and your sons will be respon¬ 
sible for any sins connected with 
your work as priests. ’Take with 
you also your relatives of the tribe of 
Levi, your father’s tribe, and let 
them join you and help you and your 
sons serve in front of the tent 
containing the Word of Testimony. 
’They should take charge of the 
work that needs to be done for you 
and the whole tent, but they must 
not come near the holy utensils or 
the altar, else they'll die and you 
too. 4 They should be with you and 
take over the duties of the tent 
where I meet with you. including all 
the work of the tent, but no one else 
should come near you. ’And you 
must take over the duties of the holy 
place and the altar, so that I don’t 
have to get angry with the Israelites 
again. ‘See. from among the 
Israelites I have chosen your fellow 
Levites to help you. They are given 
to the LORD to do the menial work of 
the tent where I meet with you. 
7 while you and your sons are in 
charge of the priestly work, every¬ 
thing connected with the altar and 
inside the curtain: and so you must 
serve. The priestly work is a service 
I give you. but anyone else who 
comes near must die." 


The Support of Priests and 
Levites 

•The LORD told Aaron: “I am 
putting you in charge of My portion 
of all the holy gifts the Israelites set 
aside, giving them to you and vour 
descendants as a holy gift and legal 
share forever. ‘Your share of the 
very holy things shall not be burned: 
of all their gifts, food offerings, sin 
offerings, and guilt offerings which 
they return to Me. a portion of these 
very holy gifts shall belong to you 
and your sons. "Eat it as some¬ 
thing most holy: any male may eat it: 
it is something holy belonging to 
you. "And this is yours too: 
whatever is set aside from their gifts 
in all the wave offerings of the 
Israelites: lam giving it to you. your 
sons, and your daughters as your 
legal share forever: any clean 
person in your family may eat it. ’I 
am giving you the first part of all the 
best oil. wine, and grain they give 
the LORD. "The first products of 
everything on their land that they 
bring the LORD is vours: any clean 
person in your family may eat 
it. "Anything specially set aside 
for Me in Israel is yours. "Every 
firstborn of any man or animal they 
bring the LORD is yours: only let 
them buy back the firstborn of man 
and the firstborn of any unclean 
animal. "When a boy is a month 
old. let them buy him back at the 
regular price of five shekels of silver 
as the shekel is weighed at the holy 
place, which is twenty gerahs. 
,7 Buf don’t let them buv back the 
firstborn of a cow. sheep, or goat: 

they are holy. Sprinkle their blood' 
against the altar, but bum their fat' 
for a fragrance pleasing the 
LORD. "But their meat is your9.. 
Like the breast that is waved and ther 
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right thigh. ,a I am giving you, your 
sons, and daughters as your legal 
share forever all the holy things the 
Israelites set apart to give to the 
LORD; it is an everlasting covenant 
of salt before the LORD for you and 
vour descendants.” 

"The LORD told Aaron: "You will 
have no inheritance in their land or 
have any share among them —I am 
your Share and your Inheritance 
among the Israelites. 2, I am giving 
Levi’s descendants every tenth part 
in Israel as their share for the work 
they do in the tent where I meet with 
you. "The other Israelites should 
never again come near the tent 
where 1 meet with you, else they'll 
be guilty of sin and die. "Only the 
Levites should do the work of the 
tent where I meet with you, and 
they’ll be responsible for any failure 
on their part. This is a law forever 9 ., 0 M rt 
for your descendants. They should 913 
inherit no property among the 
Israelites, "because I am giving 
the Levites as their share the tenth 
the Israelites bring the LORD; this is 
why I tell them they will own no 
property among the Israelites.” 

"The LORD said to Moses: 
"‘‘Speak to the Levites and tell 
them: When you take from the 
Israelites the tenth I’m giving you 
from them as your share, you should 
set aside a tenth of the tenth as the 
LORDs share. "Your gift will be 
credited to you as if it were grain 
from the threshing floor or wine 
flowing from the press. "Thus you 
will set aside a portion as the 
LORDs share from all the tenth 
parts you gel from the Israelites, 
and the LORD s share of it you will 
give to Aaron the priest. "Of all 
the giTts given you. set aside the best 
part as a holy portion that goes to 
the LORD. '“Tell them also: After 


you set aside the best part of a gift, 
the rest should be considered the 
property of you Levites as if it were 
the produce from the threshing floor 
or winepress, "and so you may eat 
it anywhere with your families, 
because it’s your reward for your 
work at the tent where 1 meet with 
you. "When you have given the 
best part, you will not become guilty 
of sin because of it. nor will you be 
treating as unholy the holy things 
given by the Israelites; so you will 
not die.” 

Cleansing the Unclean 

The LORD told Moses 
and Aaron: "‘This is 
the regulation of the law the LORD 
has ordered: Tell the Israelites to 
get a perfect red cow. without a 
fault, that has never had a yoke on 
it. 3 Give it to Eleazar the priest to 
take outside the camp, and they 
should butcher it in his presence. 
^Eleazar the priest should take some 
of its blood with his finger and 
sprinkle it seven times toward the 
front of the tent where I meet with 
you. 5 The cow should be burned 
while he watches; its hide, meat, 
and blood and the contents of the 
intestines should be burned. *The 
priest should take cedar wood, 
hyssop, and a scarlet string and 
throw them on the burning cow. 
7 Then the priest should wash his 
clothes, bathe his body in water, 
and after that he may go into the 
camp, but the priest is still unclean 
till evening. “The one who burns it 
should also wash his clothes in 
water, bathe his body in water, and 
be unclean till evening. “A clean 
person should gather the ashes of 
the cow and put them in a clean 
place outside the camp to be used by 
the community of the Israelites in 
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the water that takes away ritual 
uncleanness. "The one who 
gathers the ashes of the cow should 
wash his clothes and be unclean till 
evening. This should be a law 
forever for the Israelites and for the 
stranger who lives among them. 

"■‘If you touch anyone’s dead 
body, you will be unclean for seven 
days. '’Cleanse yourself with the 
water on the third day and the 
seventh day. then you will be clean; 
but if you don't cleanse yourself on 
the third and the seventh day. you 
will not be clean. ’’Everyone who 
touches a dead person, the body of 
anyone who dies, and doesn't 
cleanse himself has made the 
LORD'S tabernacle unclean; that 
person must be cut off from Israel 
—the water for uncleanness wasn't 
poured on him; he’s unclean; his 
uncleanness is still on him. 

"“This is the law when anyone 
dies in a tent: Everyone who goes 
into the tent and everyone who is in 
the tent is unclean for seven 
days. "Every open container, one 
without a cover fastened on it. is 
unclean. "Everyone who in the 
open field touches someone who was 
killed by a sword or died naturally, 
or a human bone, or a grave, is 
unclean for seven days. ,7 For such 
unclean persons take some ashes 
left by burning the sin offering, and 
pour fresh water on them in a 
container. "A clean person should 
take hyssop, dip it in the water, and 
sprinkle the tent, all the furnishings, 
all the persons who were there, 
anyone who touched the bone, the 
person who was killed or died 
naturally, or the grave. "The 
clean person should sprinkle the 
unclean on the third day and the 
seventh day. so cleansing him from 
sin by the seventh day. He should 


wash his clothes, bathe in water, 
and in the evening he will be 
clean. "But anyone who becomes 
unclean and doesn't cleanse 
himself, that person must be cut off 
from the congregation because he 
has made the LORD’S holy place 
unclean—the water for uncleanness 
wasn't poured on him; he's unclean. 
’’This should be a law for them 
forever. The one who sprinkles the 
water for uncleanness should wash 
his clothes, while he who touches 
the water for uncleanness is 
unclean till evening. “Everything 
the unclean person touches is 
unclean, and the person who 
touches him is unclean till evening.’’ 

Water from the Rock 

The whole community ol 
Israel came into the wil¬ 
derness of Zin in the first month, 
and the people stayed at Kadesh. 
Here Miriam died and was buried. 

2 The community was without 
water, and they gathered against 
Moses and Aaron, ’and the people 
quarreled with Moses. “We wish we 
had died." they said, “when the 
other Israelites died before the 
LORD. ’Why did you bring the 
LORD'S congregation into this 
wilderness for us and our cattle to 
die here? 5 Why did you make us 
leave Egypt and bring us into this 
miserable place? It has no grain, 
figs, grapes, or pomegranates, and 
there's no water to drink.” 

fi Moses and Aaron left the 
assembly and went to the entrance 
of the tent where God would meet 
with them. They went down on their 
faces, and the LORD'S glory ap¬ 
peared to them. 

7 The LORD told Moses: B “Ynu 
and your brother Aaron, take the 
rod. gather the community, and 
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while they watch you. tell the rock to 
give its water. From the rock you 
will produce water for them and let 
the community and their cattle 
drink." 

q Moses look the rod from before 
the LORD as he was ordered. 
,0 Then Moses and Aaron had the 
congregation meet in front of the 
rock. “Listen, you rebels." he said to 
them: “must we get water for you 
out of this rock?” "Then Moses 
raised his hand and with the rod 
struck the rock twice, and lots of 
water gushed out. and the com¬ 
munity and their cattle drank. 

"But the LORD told Moses and 
Aaron: "Because you didn't trust 
Me enough to show the Israelites, 
before their very eyes, how holy I 
am. you will not take this congrega¬ 
tion into the country I give them." 

"This is the Water of Quarreling, 
where the Israelites quarreled with 
the LORD and He showed them He is 
holy. 

Edom: "Don't Go Through My 
Country" 

"From Kadesh Moses sent 
messengers to tell the king of Edom: 
“Your brother Israel says: You 
know all the hardships we’ve 
endured. ,s how our fathers went 
down to Egypt and we lived in Egypt 
a long lime. The Egyptians mis¬ 
treated us and our fathers. ,ft We 
cried to the LORD, and He heard us 
and sent an angel who look us out of 
Egypt. Now we re here in Kadesh, a 
town on the edge of your territory. 
"Please let us go through your 
country. We’ll not go through fields 
or vineyards or drink water from a 
well. We’ll go on the king's road and 
not turn right or left till we’ve 
passed through your territory." 

‘“But Edom answered them: 


"Don’t go through my country, or I’ll 
come out against you with a sword." 

,q “We’ll go on the highway." the 
Israelites told him. "and if we or 
our cattle drink any of your water, 
we’ll pay for it. There’ll be no 
trouble; only let me walk through on 
foot." 

20 "Don’t come through." Edom 
said and he came out against them 
with a large, well-armed force. 
"When the Edomites refused to let 
Israel go through their territory. 
Israel turned away from them. 

Aaron Dies 

22 The whole communitv of Israel 
left Kadesh and came lo Mount 
Hor. "At Mount Hor on the border 
of Edom the LORD told Moses and 
Aaron: ""Let Aaron be taken to 
rest with his people, since he will 
not go into the country I've given to 
Israel, because you rebelled against 
My order at the Water of Quarrel¬ 
ing. 25 Take Aaron and his son 
Eleazar, and take them up Mount 
Hor. 2fi Slrip Aaron of his priestly 
clothes, and put them on his son 
Eleazar. Then Aaron will be taken 
and will die there." 

27 Moses did as the Lord ordered. 
While the whole community was 
watching, they went up Mount 
Hor. 28 Moses stripped Aaron of his 
priestly clothes and put them on his 
son Eleazar. and Aaron died there 
on top of the mountain. Then Moses 
and Eleazar came down from the 
mountain. 2B The whole community 
saw Aaron had died, and all the 
people of Israel mourned for Aaron 
30 days. 


De/eat of the Canaanites 

«<| When the Canaanite king 
J. of Arad, who lived in 
the Negeb, heard Israel was coming 
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by way of Atharim. he fought with 
Israel and took some of them 
prisoners. r Then Israel vowed to 
the LORD: “If You will put these 
people in our hands, we'll complete¬ 
ly destroy their cities." ’The LORD 
listened to Israel and delivered the 
Canaanites to them, and Israel 
destroyed them and their cities, and 
so they called the place Destruction. 

The Bronze Snake 

•Then they moved from Mount Hor 
on the Red Sea road to get around 
the country of Edom, but the people, 
feeling discouraged about the 
way. ’spoke against God and 
Moses: “Why did you make us leave 
Egypt to die in the desert? There is 
no bread or water, and we’re sick of 
this miserable food!" 

•So the LORD sent poisonous 
snakes among the people. They bit 
the people, and many in Israel 
died. 7 The people came to Moses. 
"We’ve sinned," they said, “by 
talking against the LORD and 
against you. Pray to the LORD to 
take the snakes away from us." 

Moses prayed for the people. 

■“Make a snake." the LORD told 
Moses, “and put it on a pole. When 
anyone who is bitten looks at it. he 
will live." 

■Moses made a bronze snake and 
put it on a pole. When a snake bit a 
man, he looked at the bronze snake 
and stayed alive. 

Israel Moves 

'•The Israelites moved and 
camped at Oboth. "Leaving Oboth. 
they camped at Iye-abarim in the 
wilderness on the border of Moab. 
toward the east. "From there they 
moved and camped in the Zered 


valley. '’From there they moved 
and camped on the other side of the 
Am on. that is. in the wilderness 
extending into the border of the 
Amorites; Arnon is Moab’s border 
between Moab and the Amorites. 
"This is why it says in the scroll ol 
the LORD’S battles: “. . .* Waheb in 
Suphah and the valleys, the Amon 
"and the slopes of the valleys that 
extend to the site of Ar and touch 
the border of Moab." 

"From there they went to Well. 
This was the well about which the 
LORD said to Moses: “Gather th« 
people, and I will give them water.*' 
' 7 Then Israel sang this song: 

“Fill up. O well! 

Sing to the wall. 

’•the well the princes sunk. 

which the nobles of the people 
• 4 dug 

with their scepters and theii 
staffs. 

a gift from the wilderness.” 

'•From the well they moved ti 
Nahaliel. from Nahaliel to Bamoth, 
“and from Bamoth to the valley ie 
the plain of Moab. below the height! 
of Pisgah overlooking the wilder¬ 
ness. 

Sihon and Og 

"Then Israel sent messengers tc 
tell Sihon. king of the Amorites 
"“Let me go through your country 
We will not turn into a field ol 
vineyard or drink water from a wail 
We will go along the king's road till 
we've passed through your coun 
try." 

"But Sihon didn't let Israel gt 
through his country. Sihon gathered 
his whole army and went out intt 
the wilderness against Israel, and 
coming to Jahaz. he fought against 


*The omitted first part of the sentence may have been: The Lord took ... 
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Israel. “But Israel cut him down 
with the sword and took his land 
from the Arnon to the fabbok, as far 
as the Ammonites, the Ammonite 
border being strong. “Israel took 
all those towns and lived in all the 
towns of the Amorites, especially in 
Heshbon and all its suburbs. 
“Heshbon was the city of Sihon, the 
Amorite king. (He had fought 
against the former king of Moab and 
had taken from him all his territory 
up to the Arnon.) 

27 This is why the poets say: 

“Come! Let Heshbon be rebuilt! 
Let Sihon’s city be restored, 

“because fire came out of 
Heshbon, 

a flame from Sihon’s city:

^Israel occupied the country of 
the Amorites. “After Moses sent 
men to spy out Jazer, they captured 
its suburbs and drove out the 
Amorites who were there. “Then 
they turned and went up the road to 
Bashan. when Og. king of Bashan. 
with his whole army came out 
against them at Edrei and fought 
with them. 

““Don't be afraid of him,” the 
LORD told Moses: “I’m putting him. 
all his people, and his country in 
your hands. Do to him what you did 
to Sihon, the Amorite king, who lived 


in Heshbon.” “They struck down 
him, his sons, and all his people, so 
that not one of them escaped, and 
they took his country. 

Balaam Refuses to Come to Moab 


Then the Israelites moved 
and camped on the plains 
of Moab, east of the Jordan, opposite 
Jericho. 

2 Balak, Zippor's son, saw every¬ 
thing Israel did to the Amorites, 
3 and Moab was very much afraid of 
the people because there were so 
many of them. Moab dreaded the 
Israelites. 4 And Moab told the 
elders of Midian, “Now this mass of 
people will lick up everything 
around us like an ox licking up the 
grass in the field.” 

At that time Balak, Zippor’s son, 
was king of Moab. 5 He sent 
messengers to Balaam, Beor’s son, 
at Pethor, in his people’s country 
near the Euphrates, to call him, 
saying: “There is a people that came 
out of Egypt. They have spread out 
all over the country and are settling 
right in front of me. “Please come 
now and curse this people for me, 
because they are too strong for me. 
Then perhaps I can defeat them and 
drive them out of the country, 
because I know he whom you bless is 
blessed and he whom you curse is 
cursed.” 

7 The elders of Moab and the 
elders of Midian left, and with 
money for his magic in their hands 
they came to Balaam and told him 
whal Balak said. 


““Stay here tonight.” he told 
them, “and I will report to you what 
the LORD tells me.” So the princes 
of Moab stayed with Balaam. 

9 Coming to Balaam. God asked, 
“Who are these men with you?” 

'“Balaam answered God. “Balak, 
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Zippor’s son, king of Moab, sent 
them to tell me: “‘Look, this people 
came from Egypt, and they are 
spreading out all over the country. 
Come now and curse them for me. 
Perhaps I can fight them and drive 
them away.’ ” 

““Don’t go with them,” God told 
Balaam, “and don’t curse the 
people, because they are blessed.” 

“When Balaam got up in the 
morning, he told Balak’s princes, 
“Go home to your country, because 
the LORD has refused to let me go 
with you.” 

“The princes of Moab left and 
came to Balak. “Balaam refuses to 
come with us,” they said. 

Balaam’s Donkey 

l5 Balak again sent men, this time 
more in number and of higher rank 
than the others. “When they came 
to Balaam, they told him, “Balak, 
Zippor’s son, says, ‘Don’t let 
anything keep you from coming to 
me, “because I will very richly 
reward you and do anything you ask 
me, but please come and curse these 
people for me.’ ” 

10 “If Balak gives me his palace full 
of silver and gold.” Balaam an¬ 
swered Balak’s servants. “I couldn’t 
go against the directions of the 
LORD my God to do anything, little 
or great. “But now you too stay 
here tonight, and I’ll find out what 
else the LORD may tell me.” 

20 That night God came to Balaam 
and told him, “If the men came to 
call for you, leave and go with them, 
but do only what I tell you.” 

“When Balaam got up in the 
morning, he saddled his donkey and 
left with the princes of Moab. 

22 But God became very angry with 
him for going, and the LORD’S angel 
stood on the road to oppose him as 


he rode his donkey, and his two 
servants were with him. “When 
the donkey saw the LORD'S angel 
standing on the road with his drawn 
sword in his hand, the donkey 
turned off the road and went into 
the field, but Balaam hit the donkey 
to get her back on the road. “Then 
the LORD'S angel stood on a narrow 
path between vineyards where 
there was a wall on each side. 
“Seeing the LORD’S angel, the 
donkey pressed against the wall and 
squeezed Balaam's foot against the 
wall, and he hit her again. “Then 
the LORD’S angel moved on and 
stood in a narrow place where there 
was no room to turn right or 
left. “When the donkey saw the 
LORD’S angel, she lay down under 
Balaam, and Balaam became very 
angry and hit the donkey with his stick. 

“Then the LORD gave the donkey 
the ability to speak, and she asked 
Balaam. “What did I do to you that 
you should hit me three times?” 

““You made a fool of me!" 
Balaam told the donkey. “If I only 
had a sword in my hand. I’d kill you 
now.” 

30 “Am I not your donkey,” the 
donkey asked Balaam, “that you've 
always ridden till today? Have I 
been in the habit of doing this to 
you?” 

“No,” he answered. 

“Then the LORD opened Balaam’s 
eyes, and he saw the LORD’S angel 
standing on the road with his drawn 
sword in his hand. He bowed down 
with his face on the ground and 
worshiped. 

32 “Why did you strike your donkey 
these three times?” the LORD’S 
angel asked him. “You see, I came 
out to oppose you because you’re 
going headlong against me. “The 
donkey saw me and turned away 
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from me these three times. If she 
had not turned away from me. I 
would have killed you by now and 
kept her alive." 

M “I have sinned,” Balaam told the 
LORD'S angel. "I didn't know you 
were standing on the road opposing 
me. And now. if you don't like this. 
I ll go back.” 

""Go with the men,” the LORD s 
angel told Balaam, "but say only 
what 1 tell you." So Balaam went 
with Balak's princes. 

Balaam Disappoints the King of 
Moab 

l,, When Balak heard Balaam had 
come, he went out to meet him at Ar 
of Moab. near the Arnon, at the end 
of the border. 17 "Didn't I send men 
to vou to call for you?” Balak asked 
Balaam. "Why didn't you come to 
me 7 Am I really not able to reward 
you?” 

"You see I have come to you 
now .” Balaam told Balak. “But can I 
really say anything? I can say only 
what God puts in my mouth.” 

''Balaam went with Balak. and 
w'hen they came to Kiriath-huzoth, 
‘"Balak sacrificed cattle and sheep 
and sent some of them to Balaam 
and the princes who were with him. 

4l The next morning Balak took 
Balaam and brought him up to High 
Places of Baal. h and from there he 
could see the nearest part of the 
people.

Balaam Blesses Israel Again 

"“Please come with me to another 
place,” Balak told him, “where you 
can see them. You will see only a 
part, and not all of them. From there 
curse them for me." 

,4 He took him to the Field of 
Watchers on top of Pisgah, where he 
built seven altars and sacrificed a 
bull and a ram on each altar. 

,5 Then Balaam told Balak. “Stand 
here by your sacrifice while I go to 
meet Him over there." 

,6 The LORD met Balaam and gave 
him a message to tell, and He added, 
“Go back to Balak and tell him this.” 

,7 He came to him and found him 
standing by his sacrifice, and 
Moab’s princes with him. “What did 
the LORD say?” Balak asked him. 

’“Then he spoke his message: 
“Come, Balak, and listen; 

Hear me, Zippor’s son. 

,9 God is not a man who lies 
Or a mortal who changes His 
mind.

I intended to 
reward you richly, but you see, the 
LORD has kept you from being 
rewarded." 

l2 Balaam answered Balak: 
"Didn't I already tell the mes¬ 
sengers you sent me: ,3 *If Balak 


gives me his palace full of silver and 
gold. I can't go against the LORD'S 
instructions and of myself do 
anything good or bad; I must say 
what the LORD tells me’? “And 
now look. I’m going back to my 
people. Come, let me tell you what 
these people will do to your people in 
the future." “Then he spoke his 
message: 

“Balaam, Beor’s son. is speak¬ 
ing. 

the man with clear eyes is 
speaking,

"Then Balaam left to go back 
home, and Balak also went his way. 

Israel Worships Baal 

While Israel was staying at 
Shittim, the people started 
sinning sexually with Moab's 
women, ’who invited the people to 
the sacrifices to their gods, where 
the people ate as they worshiped 
their gods. 

J As the Israelites paired off for 
the worship of the Baal at Pear, the “ 214 
LORD got very angry with Israel. 20 
4 ”Take all the leaders of the 
people.” the LORD told Moses, “and 
hang them up in the light of the sun 
for the LORD, to turn the LORD'S 
fierce anger away from Israel." 

5 So Moses told the judges of 
Israel. “Each of you, kill those of 
your men who have paired them¬ 
selves off for the Baal at Peor.” 

fi Just then one of the Israelites 
came and brought to his kinsmen a 
Midianite woman in plain view of 
Moses and the whole community of 
Israel as they were weeping at the 
entrance of the tent where God met 
with them. 

’When Phinehas, the son of 
Eleazar, the son of Aaron the priest, 
saw it, he left the congregation and. 
taking a spear in his hand, "went 
after the Israelite into the bedroom 
and drove the spear through both of 

•Heb difficult: 


them, through the man and the 
woman’s belly; and so the plague 
against the Israelites was stopped. 
9 But there were 24.000 who died in 
the plague. 

,0 Then the LORD told Moses: 
““Phinehas, the son of Eleazar. the 
son of Aaron the priest, turned M\ 
anger away from Israel when he 
showed zeal for me among them, sn 
that in My jealous anger I didn't 
completely destroy Israel. “And sc 
announce: I'm making a covenant 
with him that all may go well with 
him: n He and his descendants 
after him will by this covenant be 
priests forever because he was 
zealous for his God and atoned for 
Israel.” 

“The name of the slain Israelite 
the one killed with the Midianite 
woman, was Zimri. the son of Salu 
a leader of a clan of Simeon. ‘"The 
name of the Midianite woman win 
was killed was Cozbi, the daughlm 
of Zur, who was the head of lhi 
people of a Midianite clan. 

'"The LORD told Moses 
““Attack the Midianites and defea 
them '"because they attacked ym 
with their vicious scheming I)' 
which they tricked you in the affnii 
of Peor and in the matter of Cozbi 
the daughter of the prince o 
Midian. one of the women killed oi 
the day of the plague after the Poo 
affair.” 

The Second Census 

When the plague was over 
the LORD told Moses an< 
Eleazar, the son of Aaron (hi 
priest: ’“Take a census of lb 
whole community of Israel, of Ihosi 
who are twenty years old and up 
according to their clans, everyone ii 


or "Woe! Who will live since God has appointed it? 
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Israel who can serve as a soldier." 

'Moses and Eleazar the priest told 
them on the plains of Moab near the 
Iordan opposite fericho: '"Those 
twenty years old and up." as the 
LORD had ordered Moses and the 
Israelites when they came from 
Egypt. 

s Reuben was Israel's firstborn. 
Reuben’s descendants: from Hanoch 
the family of the Hanochites: from 
Pallu the family of the Palluites; 
h from Hezron the family of the 
Hezronites: from Carmi the family of 
the Carmites. These were Reu¬ 
ben's families, totaling 43.730. 

"Pallu's son was Eliab, “and 
Eliab s sons were Nemuel. Dathan 
and Abiram. Dathan and Abiram 
were the men whom the community 
called and who quarreled with 
Moses and Aaron and were in 
Korah's group w’hen they quarreled 
with the LORD; '"and the ground 
opened its mouth and swallowed 
them with Korah when his group 
died as the fire consumed 250 men. 
And they were a warning. "But 
Korah's sons didn't die. 

"Simeon's descendants by their 
families: from Nemuel the family of 
the Nemuelites; from Jamin the 
family of the jaminites; from Jachin 
the family of the Jachinites; "from 
Zerah the family of the Zerahites: 
from Shaul the family of the 
Shaulites. "These were Simeon's 
families, totaling 22.200. 

"Gad s descendants by their 
families: from Zephon the family of 
the Zephonites: from Haggi the 
family of the Haggites; from Shuni 
the lamily of the Shunites; '"from 
Ozni the family of the Oznites; from 
Eri the family of the Erites; ’’from 
Arod the family of the Arodites: 
from Areli the family of the 


Arelites. ‘These were the families 
of Gad’s sons, totaling 40.500. 

,9 Judah's sons were Er and Onan: 
but Er and Onan died in 
Canaan. “Judah's descendants by 
their families: from Shelah the 
family of the Shelanites; from Perez 
the family of the Perezites; from 
Zerah the family of the Zerahites; 
2, the descendants of Perez: from 
Hezron the family of the Hezronites; 
from Hamul the family of the 
Hamulites. “These were Judah's 
families, totaling 76,500. 

“Issachar's descendants by their 
families: from Tola the family of the 
Tolaites; from Puah the family of the 
Punites; “from Jashub the family 
of the Jashubites; from Shimron the 
family of the Shimronites. 25 These 
were Issachar’s families, totaling 
64,300. 

“Zebulun’s descendants by their 
families: from Sered the family of 
the Sardites; from Elon the family of 
the Elonites; from Jahleel the family 
of the Jahleelites. 27 These were 
Zebulun’s families, totaling 60.500. 

“Joseph's sons by their tribes: 
Manasseh and Ephraim. 29 Manas- 
seh’s descendants: from Machir the 
family of the Machirites, and 
Machir was also the father of 
Gilead; from Gilead the family of the 
Gileadites. “Gilead's descendants: 
from Iezer the family of the 
lezerites; from Helek the family of 
the Helekites; "from Asriel the 
family of the AsrieJites: from 
Shechem the family of the 
Shechemites: "from Shemida the 
family of the Shemidaites; from 
Hepher the family of the Hep- 
herites. "Hepher's son Zelophe- 
had had no sons but only daughters, 
and the names of Zelophehad’s 
daughters were Mahlah. Noah. 
Hoglah, Milcah. and Tirzah. 
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"These were Manasseh's families, 
totaling 52,700. 

“Ephraim’s descendants by their 
families: from Shuthelah the family 
of the Shuthalhites; from Becher the 
family of the Bachrites; from Tahan 
the family of the Tahanites. 
“Shuthelah’s descendants: from 
Eran the family of the Eranites. 
"These were Ephraim's families, 
totaling 32,500. These were Joseph’s 
descendants by their families. 

’“Benjamin’s descendants by their 
families: from Bela the family of the 
Belaites; from Ashbel the family of 
the Ashbelites; from Ahiram the 
family of the Ahiramites; “from 
Shupham the family of the 
Shuphamites; from Hupham the 
family of the Huphamites. "Bela’s 
descendants were Ard and 
Naaman: from Ard the family of the 
Ardites and from Naaman the 
family of the Naamanites. "These 
were Benjamin’s descendants by 
their families, totaling 45,600. 

42 Dan’s descendants by their 
families: from Shuham the family of 
the Shuhamites. These were Dan’s 
families by their families. "All the 
families of the Shuhamites totaled 
64,400. 

"Asher's descendants by their 
families: from Imnah the family of 
the Imnites; from Ishvi the family of 
the Ishvites; from Beriah the family 
of the Beriites. "Beriah’s descen¬ 
dants: from Heber the family of 
the Heberites; from Malchiel the 
family of the Malchielites. "The 
name of Asher’s daughter was 
Serah. "These were Asher s 
families, totaling 53,400. 

"Naphtali's descendants by their 
families: from Jahzeel the family of 
the Jahzeelites; from Guni the family 
of the Gunites; "from Jezer the 
family of the Jezerites: from Shillem 


the family of the Shiilemites. 
“These were Naphtali’s families by 
their families, totaling 45.400. 

"The total number of Israelites 
was 601.730. 

"Then the LORD told Moses: 
"“The land should be divided as an 
inherited possession among these 
according to the number of persons. 
54 Give a large part to a large tribe 
and a small part to a small one. The 
number of people in a tribe should 
determine how much each gets. 
“But the land should be divided by 
lot, and the people should gel it 
according to the names in their 
fathers' tribes. “The lot should 
decide what part the large and the 
small tribe should get.” 

"The total of the Levites by their 
families was as follows: from 
Gershon the family of the 
Gershonites; from Kohath the family 
of the Kohathites; from Merari the 
family of the Merarites. “Levi s 
families were the family of the 
Libnites, the family of the 
Hebronites. the family of the 
Mahlites, the family of the Mushites, 
the family of the Korahites. Kohath 
was the father of Amram. “The 
name of Amram’s wife was 
Jochebed. Levi’s daughter, who was 
born to Levi in Egypt. She and 
Amram were the parents of Aaron. 
Moses, and their sister Miriam. 
“Aaron was the father of Nadab. 
Abihu. Eleazar, and Ithamar, ‘•'but 
Nadab and Abihu died when they 
offered strange fire before the 
LORD 62 Their total was 23,000. 
counting all males a month old and 
up. They were not counted with the 
other Israelites, because they were 
given no share of the property 
among the other Israelites. 

“These were the people whom 
Moses and Eleazar the priest 
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counted when they counted the 
Israelites in the plains of Moab near 
the Jordan opposite Jericho. 
64 Among these there wasn't a single 
one Moses and Aaron the priest had 
counted when they counted the 
Israelites in the wilderness of 
Sinai, h5 because the LORD had told 
them: ‘They must die in the 
wilderness.” So not one of them was 
left except Caleb, Jephunneh’s son. 
and Joshua. Nun's son. 

Daughters Get Their Father’s 
Property 

Then came forward the 
daughters of Zelophehad 
son of Hepher. son of Gilead, son of 
Machir. son of Manasseh, members 
of the families of Manasseh, 
Joseph's son. His daughters' names 
were Mahlah. Noah. Hoglah, 
Milcah. and Tirzah. They stepped 
before Moses, Eleazar the priest, 
the leaders, and the whole 
community at the entrance of the 
tent where God met with them. 
’ “Our father died in the wilder¬ 
ness.” they said. ‘‘He was not in the 
crowd that banded together against 
the LORD in Korah's company, but 
he died for his own sin. He had no 
sons. 4 Why should our father's 
name be removed from his family 
just because he had no son? Give us 
property among our father's 
relatives.” 

’Moses brought their case before 
the LORD. The LORD told 
Moses: 7 ”What Zelophehad's 
daughters say is right. By all means 
give them an inherited property 
among their father’s relatives, and 
have their father's property go to 
them. "And tell the Israelites: If a 
man dies and has no son. you should 
have his property go to his 
daughter. “And if he has no 


daughter, give his property to his 
brothers. ,0 And if he has no 
brothers, give his property to his 
father’s brothers. "If his father 
has no brothers, give his property to 
his closest blood relative in his 
family, and he should take it. This 
should be the legal custom for 
Israel, as the LORD ordered 
Moses.” 

foshua Will Succeed Moses 

"The LORD told Moses: “Go up a 
mountain in the Abarim range, and 
see the country I give Israel. 
"When you have seen it. you too will 
be taken to your people as your 
brother Aaron was. "because you 
went against My command in the 
wilderness of Zin and before the 
very eyes of the quarreling 
community failed to show them at 
M( ” 36 the water how holy I am.” This was 
Mk 6 34 Water of Quarreling at Kadesh 
in the wilderness of Zin. 

t5 Moses answered the LORD: 
lti ”May the LORD, the God from 
whom come the spirits of all beings, 
appoint someone over the 
community ,7 to come and go before 
them and lead them out and bring 
them in. so that the LORD’S com¬ 
munity will not be like sheep without 
a shepherd." 

'"“Take Joshua. Nun's son.” the 
LORD told Moses, “a man who has 
the Spirit, and lay your hand on 
him. '“Have him stand before 
Eleazar the priest and the whole 
community, and while they're 
watching, commission him. 20 Give 
him some of your authority, so that 
the whole community of Israel will 
listen to him. 2, He should stand 
before Eleazar the priest, who will 
use the Urim before the LORD to 
decide what is right, so that by His 
direction he and all Israel, the whole 
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community, should come and go.” 

zz Moses did as the LORD ordered 
him. He took Joshua and had him 
stand before Eleazar the priest and 
the whole community. Z3 He laid his 
hands on him and commissioned him 
as the LORD had said through 
Moses. 

The Regular Sacrifices 

The LORD told Moses: 
z ‘‘Order the Israelites and 
tell them: See to it that you bring Me 
My food offerings, with a pleasing 
fragrance made by fire, at the 
appointed times. 3 Tell them to 
bring the LORD these offerings 
made by fire: two flawless yearling 
kids or lambs as a regular daily 
burnt offering. 4 Offer one in the 
morning and the other in the twi¬ 
light of the evening 5 with a food 
offering of a tenth of an ephah of 
flour mixed with a quarter hin of 
olive oil; 6 this was the regular 
burnt offering made on Mount Sinai, 
a sacrifice by fire with a fragrance 
pleasing the LORD. ’With it there 
should be a drink offering of a 
quarter hin for each animal; pour it 
out in the holy place, an offering of 
wine for the LORD. 8 Offer the 
second animal in the twilight, with 
the same food and drink offering as 
in the morning, as a sacrifice made 
by fire with a fragrance pleasing the 
LORD. 

9 ‘‘On the sabbath day two 
flawless yearlings and two tenths of 
an ephah of flour mixed with olive 
oil as a food offering and its drink 
offering; lo this burnt offering is for 
every sabbath day in addition to the 
regular burnt offering with its drink 
offering.

- h “0n the day of the firstfruits, 
your Festival of Weeks, when you 
offer the LORD your new grain, 
have a holy meeting, and don’t do 
any regular work on it. 27 As a 
burnt offering with a fragrance 
pleasing the LORD bring two young 
bulls, one ram, and seven yearlings, 
2B with their food offering of flour 
mixed with olive oil: three tenths of 
a measure with each bull, two 
tenths with each ram, Z9 and one 
tenth with each of the seven 
yearlings: 30 and one he-goat to 
atone for you. ’’Bring them—be 
sure they're flawless—with their 
drink offerings, in addition to the 
regular burnt offering with its food 
offering.

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the regular burnt offering with its 
food offering and drink offering. 

23 “On the fourth day ten young 
bulls, two rams, fourteen flawless 
yearlings, “and their food offering 
and drink offerings with the bulls, 
rams, and yearlings in the pre¬ 
scribed quantity; “and one he-goat 
as a sacrifice for sin in addition to 
the regular burnt offering with its 
food offering and drink offering. 

26 “On the fifth day nine young 
bulls, two rams, fourteen flawless 
yearlings. 27 and their food offering 
and drink offerings with the bulls, 
rams, and yearlings in the pre¬ 
scribed quantity: “and one he-goat 
as a sacrifice for sin in addition to 
the regular burnt offering with its 
food offering and drink offering. 

29 “On the sixth day eight young 
bulls, two rams, fourteen flawless 
yearlings. 30 and their food offering 
and drink offerings with the bulls, 
rams, and yearlings in the pre¬ 
scribed quantity: “and one he-goat 
as a sacrifice for sin in addition to 
the regular burnt offering with its 
food offering and drink offering. 

32 “On the seventh day seven 
young bulls, two rams, fourteen 
flawless yearlings, “and their food 
offering and drink offerings with the 
bulls, rams, and yearlings in the 
prescribed quantity: “and one he- 
goat as a sacrifice for sin in addition 
to the regular burnt offering with its 
food offering and drink offering. 

35 “On the eighth day have a 
festival gathering, and don't do any 
regular work. 36 As a burnt 
offering, a sacrifice by fire with a 
pleasant fragrance, bring the LORD 
one young bull, one ram, seven 
flawless yearlings, 37 and their food 
offering and drink offerings with the 
bull, the ram. and the yearlings in 
the prescribed quantity: “and one 


he-goat as a sacrifice for sin in 
addition to the regular burnt 
offering and its food offering and 
drink offering. 

““Offer these to the LORD on 
your appointed festivals in addition 
to what you vow or bring voluntarily 
as your burnt offerings, food 
offerings, drink offerings, and peace 
offerings." 

“Moses spoke to the Israelites just 
as the LORD ordered him. 

Vows 

Moses told the leaders of 
the tribes of Israel: “This 
is what the LORD has ordered: 
2 When a man makes a vow to the 
LORD or swears to deny himself, he 
must not break his word but do just 
as he promised. 

3 “When a woman makes a vow to 
the LORD or promises to deny 
herself, while she is a young girl in 
her father's home. 4 and her father 
hears about her vow or her promise 
to deny herself but he says nothing 
to her. all her vows and every 
promise to deny herself must be 
kept. s But if the day he hears of it 
her father tells her she cannot keep 
such promises, none of her vows or 
promises to deny herself must be 
kept, and the LORD will forgive her 
because her father forbade her. fi If 
she gets married while she is bound 
by her vows or a rash promise to 
deny herself, 7 and her husband 
hears of it but doesn't say anything 
to her the day he hears of it. her 
vows and her promise to deny 
herself must be kept. a But if the 
day her husband heai s of it he tells 
his wife she cannot keep what she 
promised, he cancels the vows tho! 
are on her and her rash promise to 
deny herself, and the LORD will 
forgive her. 9 But a widow or a 
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divorced woman must keep her vow 
and any promise to deny herself. 
“'If in her husband's home a woman 
makes a vow or promise with an 
oath to deny herself n and her 
husband hears of it but is silent and 
doesn’t forbid her to keep them, she 
must keep all her vows and all her 
promises to deny herself. ,2 But if 
the day he hears of them her 
husband cancels them, she doesn’t 
have to keep anything she said in 
her vows or her promises to deny 
herself—her husband has canceled 
them, and the LORD will forgive 
her. “In regard to any vow or oath 
to deny herself her husband decides 
whether she keeps it or not. l4 But if 
her husband says nothing at all to 
her from day to day, he makes all 
her vows and promises to deny 
herself binding: he confirms them by 
saying nothing to her the day he 
hears of them. “But if after 
hearing of them he cancels them, he 
is responsible for any wrong she has 
done.” 

,h These are the laws the LORD 
gave Moses to decide matters 
between a man and his wife, 
between a father and his daughter 
while she's a girl in her father’s 
home. 

Israel Punishes Midian 

OThe LORD told Moses; 
O X ’’Take vengeance on the 
Midianites for the Israelites, and 
after that you will be taken away to 
be with your ancestors.” 

Ptoses told the people: ’ Arm pari 
of your men to serve as soldiers, and 
attack Midian and take the LORD’S 
vengeance on Midian. 4 From every 
tribe of Israel send a thousand men 
into the fighting.” 

’From the thousands of Israel a 
thousand men were taken from each 


tribe—12,000 men armed for war. 
6 Then Moses sent them — a thousand 
from each tribe —into battle with 
Phinehas, the son of Eleazar the 
priest, holding in his hands the holy 
instruments and the trumpets for 
the alarm. 7 They fought against 
Midian, as the LORD ordered 
Moses, and killed all their men; 
"with the rest who were slain they 
killed the kings of Midian, Evi, 
Rekem, Zur, Hur, and Reba —the 
five kings of Midian. They also killed 
Balaam. Beor’s son, with the 
sword. 9 The Israelites captured 
the women and children of the 
Midianites, took all their animals, 
herds, and wealth as spoils, ,0 and 
burned all the cities where they 
lived and all their camps. “They 
took all the spoils and all the people 
and animals they had captured 
“and brought the captives, the 
animals they had captured, and the 
spoils to Moses, Eleazar, and the 
community of Israel at the camp on 
the plains of Moab beside the Jordan 
opposite Jericho. 

“Moses. Eleazar the priest, and 
all the leaders of the community 
went outside the camp to meet 

them. “And Moses got angry with 
the officers of the army, the cap¬ 
tains of thousands and of hundreds, 
who were coming from the fighting. 
“‘Did you keep all the women 
alive?” Moses asked them. 
"•“Why, they were the ones who at 
Balaam’s advice got the Israelites to 
be unfaithful to the LORD in the 
affair of Peor so that a plague came 
on the LORD'S community. “Now 

then, kill every boy among the 
children and every woman who has 
had sex relations with a man, “but 
keep alive for yourselves every girl 
who hasn’t had sex relations. 
“Every one of you who killed anyone 
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and everyone who touched a dead 
person must camp outside the camp 
seven days: you and your captives 
must cleanse yourselves on the third 
and the seventh day. 20 Also 
cleanse all clothes, everything made 
of leather, goats' hair, or wood.’* 

"Eleazar the priest told the 
soldiers who came from the battle: 
“This is the rule of the law the LORD 
gave as an order to Moses: “The 
gold, silver, copper, iron. tin. and 
lead, "everything that can stand 
fire, put through fire to make it 
clean. Otherwise cleansing must be 
done by the water used for impurity: 
everything that can't stand fire put 
through the water. "On the 
seventh day wash your clothes and 
be clean: then you may come into the 
camp." 

25 The LORD told Moses: 2s “You 
and Eleazar the priest and the 
leaders of the families of the 
community, find out how many 
people and animals you captured. 
27 and divide what you took between 
the soldiers who fought and all the 
rest of the community. 2B From 
what belongs to the soldiers who 
fought, set aside for the LORD one 
out of every five hundred of the 
persons, cattle, donkeys, and 
flocks. 29 Take it from their half, 
and give it to Eleazar the priest as a 
gift to the LORD. 30 From Israel’s 
half take one out of every fifty 
persons, cattle, donkeys, flocks, and 
all other animals, and give them to 
the Levites who do the work of the 
LORD'S tabernacle." 

"Moses and Eleazar the priest did 
just as the LORD ordered Moses. 
32 All that was still there of the spoils 
the soldiers had taken totaled 
675,000 sheep and goats. ”72,000 
cattle, "61,000 donkeys, 35 and 
32,000 girls who hadn’t had sex 


relations. 3K The half share of tli 
men who fought amounted i 
337,500 sheep and goats. i: and tf 
LORD'S share of these was 67 
3e 36.000 cattle, of which the LORD 
share was 72: ”30.500 donkeys. < 

which the LORD s share was H 
40 and 16.000 persons, of which tl

4, Moses gave the LORD'S share 1 
Eleazar the priest as the LOR 
ordered Moses. 

42 From Israel's half share thi 
Moses separated from that of tf 
soldiers. 43 that is. the community 
half, which was 337,500 sheep an 
goats. 44 36,000 cattle. 45 30.5( 
donkeys, 46 and 16.000 person 
47 Moses took away one out of evei

4B The regimental officers, if 
captains of thousands and i 
hundreds, came to Moses. 49 “Ym 
servants have counted all tf 
soldiers under our command,'' th* 
told Moses, “and not one of us 
missing." 50 So we brought tf 
LORD gifts of what each one four 
in articles of gold: armlets, brnc 
lets, seal rings, earrings, ar 
necklaces, to atone for us before tf 
LORD." 

5, Moses and Eleazar the prie 
took the gold from them, all kinds i 
specially made articles. s2 All tf 
gold the captains of thousands ar 
of hundreds gave the LORD weight 
16,750 shekels. “Every one of tf 
soldiers had taken spoils f( 
himself. 54 Moses and Eleazar If 
priest took the gold from tl 
captains of thousands and < 
hundreds and brought it to the lei 
where God met with them, to remin 
the LORD of Israel. 
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2\'2 Tribes 

The Tribes of Reuben and 
Gad had many cows and 
sheep, and when they saw that the 
land of Jazer and Gilead was a good 
place for livestock, 2 the tribes of 
Gad and Reuben came and said to 
Moses and Eleazar the priest and 
the other leaders of the community: 
'“Ataroth, Dibon. Jazer, Nimrah, 
Heshbon, Elealeh. Sebam, Nebo, 
and Beon. 4 the land the LORD 
conquered for the community of 
Israel, is a good place for cows and 
sheep, and we, your servants, have 
livestock. s If you are kind to us," 
they added, “let your servants be 
given this land as their own. Don’t 
move us across the Jordan." 

“While the other Israelites go to 
war," Moses asked the tribes of Gad 
and Reuben, “are you going to stay 
here? 7 Why should you discourage 
the other Israelites from going into 
the land the LORD gave them? 
This is what your fathers did when 
I sent them from Kadesh-barnea to 
look at the land. H After they went 
up to Cluster Valley and saw the 
land, they discouraged Israel from 
going into the land the LORD gave 
them. ,0 That day the LORD got 
very angry and said with an 
oath: n ‘None of the men who came 
from Egypt, twenty years old and up. 
will see the land I promised Abra¬ 
ham. Isaac, and Jacob with an oath, 
because they didn’t follow Me 
fully. '^Except Caleb, Jephunneh’s 
son. the Kenizzite, and Joshua, 
Nun’s son. because they followed 
the LORD fully. 'The LORD was 
very angry with Israel and for forty 
years made them wander in the 
wilderness till all the people of that 
age who had done wrong before the 
LORD were gone. “Now you have 


grown up to take your fathers' 
place, a brood of sinners to make the 
LORD angry with Israel again. ,5 If 
you turn away from Him, He will 
leave you again in the wilderness, 
and you will destroy all these 
people." 

'They came up to him and 
suggested: "We’ll build stone fences 
for our flocks and cattle here and 
towns for our families. ,7 But we'll 
be quick to go armed ahead of the 
other Israelites till we have brought 
them to their home, while our 
families live in fortified towns out of 
reach of other people living in the 
land. IB We will not come back 
home till every Israelite has gotten 
his inheritance. ,9 We will not have 
our heritage with them on the other 
side of the Jordan and beyond if we 
get ours here east of the Jordan." 

20 "If you do that," Moses told 
them, "if you arm yourselves before 
the LORD for war 2, and all your 
armed men cross the Jordan before 
the LORD till He drives out His 
enemies 22 and the country is 
conquered before the LORD, then 
you can come back, and the LORD 
and Israel will ask no more from 
you. and this land will be your own 
before the LORD. 2J But if you don't 
do that, you will sin against the 
LORD; and be sure your sin will 
catch up with you. 24 Build towns 
for your families and stone fences 
for your flocks, but do what you 
promised.” 

25 "We, your servants, will do as 
you. our lord, order," the tribes of 
Gad and Reuben told Moses. 
26 "Our children, wives, stock, and 
all our cattle will stay in the towns 
of Gilead 27 while we. your ser¬ 
vants, all cross over as armed 
soldiers into the war before the 
LORD as you. our lord, say." 
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2a So Moses gave orders to Eleazar 
the priest, Joshua, Nun’s son, and 
the family heads of the tribes of 
Israel in regard to them: 29 “If the 
tribes of Gad and Reuben, armed for 
war, cross over with you before the 
LORD,” Moses told them, “and the 
country is conquered for you, then 
give them the land of Gilead as their 
own. 30 But if they don't cross over 
armed with you. then they must get 
property with you in the land of 
Canaan.” 

3l “We will do just as the LORD 
has told us, your servants,” the 
tribes of Gad and Reuben an¬ 
swered. 32 ”We will cross as armed 
troops before the LORD into the land 
of Canaan, but the inheritance we 
get is here east of the Jordan.” 

33 So Moses gave the tribes of Gad 
and Reuben and half the tribe of 
Manasseh (Joseph’s son) the 
countries once ruled by Sihon, king 
of the Amorites. and Og, king of 
Bashan, the towns with their 
territories in the surrounding 
country. 

34 The tribe of Gad built Dibon, 
Ataroth, Aroer, 35 Atroth-shophan, 
Jazer, Jogbehah, 36 Beth-nimrah, 
and Beth-haran as fortified towns, 
as well as stone fences for flocks. 

37 The tribe of Reuben built 
Heshbon, Elealeh, Kiriathaim, 
38 Nebo, Baal-meon —changing their 
names—and Sibmah, and gave new 
names to the towns they rebuilt. 

39 The descendants of Machir, 
Manasseh’s son. went to Gilead and 
captured it, driving out the Amorites 
who were there. 40 So Moses gave 
Gilead to Machir, Manasseh's son. 
and he lived there. "Then Jair. 
Manasseh’s son, went and captured 
the tent-villages of Ham and called 
them Jair's Tent-villages. 42 And 
Nobah went and captured Kenath 


and the villages around it. calling 
by his own name Nobah.

With a hig 
hand the Israelites left while all th 
Egyptians were watching then 
4 The Egyptians were burying a 
their firstborn, whom the LORD 1»h 
killed as a judgment on their gods. 

5 Israel moved from Rameses an 
camped at Succoth. 6 They move 
from Succoth and camped at Elhar 
at the edge of the desert. 7 The 
moved from Etham and turned bac 
to Pi-hahiroth, opposite Baa 
zephon, and camped east of Migdo 
Starting from Pi-hahiroth, the 
went through the sea inlo ih 
wilderness, and after moving fo 
three days in the wilderness c 
Etham, they camped at Maraf 
9 They moved from Marah and cam 
to Elim, where there were 12 spring 
of water and 70 palm trees, so the 
camped there. ,0 They moved fror 
Elim and camped by the Rei 
Sea. "They moved from the Rei 
Sea and camped in the wilderness « 
Sin. ,2 They moved from th 
wilderness of Sin and camped a 
Dophkah. ,3 They moved fror 
Dophkah and camped at Alush 
M They moved from Alush am 
camped at Rephidim, where ther 
was no water for the people l 
drink. ,5 They moved from Rephi 
dim and camped in the Sina 
desert. ,6 They moved from thi 
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Sinai desert and camped at Kibroth- 
hattaavah. ,7 They moved from 
Kibroth-haltaavah and camped at 
Hazeroth. '“They moved from 
Hazeroth and camped at Rithmah. 
'“They moved from Rithmah and 
camped at Rimmon-perez. 20 They 
moved from Rimmon-perez and 
camped at Libnah. “They moved 
from Libnah and camped at Rissah. 
"They moved from Rissah and 
camped at Kehelathah. "They 
moved from Kehelathah and camped 
at Mount Shepher. "They moved 
from Mount Shepher and camped at 
Haradah. "They moved from 
Haradah and camped at Makheloth. 
"They moved from Makheloth and 
camped at Tahath. “They moved 
from Tahath and camped at Terah. 
"They moved from Terah and 
camped at Mithkah. "They moved 
from Mithkah and camped at 
Hashmonah. "They moved from 
Hashmonah and camped at Mose- 
roth.

"Aaron was 123 
when he died on Mount Hor. 

"The Canaanite king of Arad, who 
lived in the Negeb in the land of 
Canaan, heard Israel was coming. 


“They moved from Mount Hor and 
camped at Zalmonah. “They 
moved from Zalmonah and camped 
at Punon. “They moved from 
Punon and camped at Oboth. 
“They moved from Oboth and 
camped at Iye-abarim in Moabite 
territory. "They moved from Iye- 
abarim and camped at Dibon- 
gad. "They moved from Dibon-gad 
and camped at Almon-diblathaim. 
“They moved from Almon-dibla¬ 
thaim and camped in the Abarim 
range east of Nebo. "They moved 
from the Abarim range and camped 
on the Moabite plains by the Jordan 
opposite Jericho. "They camped 
along the Jordan from Beth-jeshi- 
moth to Abel-shittim Meadow on the 
Moabite plains. 

What to Do with Canaan 

50 The LORD told Moses on the 
plains of Moab by the Jordan 
opposite Jericho: 5, “Speak to the 
Israelites and tell them: When you 
cross the Jordan into Canaan, 
“drive out of your way. all who live 
in the country, smash all their 
carved idols, destroy all their metal 
images, and tear down all their high 
shrines; “take the land and live 
there, because I have given you the 
land to be your own. “Divide the 
land by lot among your clans, giving 
more territory to large clans and 
less to small ones; the land shall 
belong to him to whom the lot gives 
it, but divide your heritage accord¬ 
ing to the tribes of your fathers. 
55 Bul if you do not drive out of your 
way those who live in the land, then 
those whom you leave in the land 
will be thorns in your eyes and 
barbs in your sides and will trouble 
you about the land you live in. 
5fi And I will do to you what I meant to 
do to them.” 
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The LORD told Moses: 
'"Order the Israelites and 
tell them: When you come into the 
land of Canaan, this is the land you 
get as your inheritance, the land of 
Canaan within these borders: 
'Your southern border goes from the 
wilderness of Zin along the border 
of Edom—your southern border 
starts in the east from the lower tip 
of the Salt Sea. 4 Then your border 
turns south to the Slope of Scor¬ 
pions, goes over to Zin, and its 
southern limit is at Kadesh-barnea. 
Then it goes to Hazar-addar and 
continues to Azmon. 5 At Azmon it 
turns to the river of Egypt and ends 
at the sea. 

*"Your western border is the 
Mediterranean Sea; this is your 
western border. 

T "And this is your northern 
border: Draw a line from the 
Mediterranean Sea to Mount 
Hor. “From Mount Hor the line 
shall go to the pass at Hamath and 
continue till it reaches Zedad. 
9 From there the border goes to 
Ziphron and ends at Hazar-enan. 
This is your northern border. 

'“"For your eastern border draw 
a line from Hazar-enan to Shepham. 
“From Shepham the border goes 
down to Riblah, east of Ain. Then 
the border goes down and reaches 
the hills rising on the eastern shore 
of the lake of Chinnerath. k l2 The 
border goes down the Jordan and 
ends at the Salt Sea. This is your 
land within the borders going 
around it." 

n Moses ordered the Israelites: 
"Divide this land by lot among 
yourselves as your heritage that the 
LORD has ordered to be given to the 
nine and a half tribes. ,4 The clans 
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of the tribes of Reuben, Gad, an 
half the tribe of Manasseh hav 
received their heritage; ’Mhos 
two and a hal r tribes have receive 
their heritage along the eastern sid 
of the Jordan of Jericho, where th 
sun rises."

'Th 
towns should be for their homes an 
the pastures for the cattle an 
flocks they own and all thei

beasts. 4 The pastures of the towns 
you give the Levites should extend 
outward from a town's wall a 
thousand cubits on all sides. Out¬ 
side the town measure off two 
thousand cubits on the east side, 
two thousand on the south, two 
thousand on the west, and two 
thousand on the north, with the 
town in the center. This will be their 
pasture land for the towns. 

““The towns you give the Levites 
will be the six towns of refuge to 
which you are to let a man flee when 
he has killed someone, and to these 
you will add forty-two towns. 7 The 
total of the towns you give the 
Levites with their pastures will be 
forty-eight. 8 When you select the 
towns of the other Israelites to give 
them to the Levites. take more from 
a larger tribe and less from a 
smaller tribe; each should give the 
Levites towns in proportion to the 
size of the land it received.” 

Towns of Refuge 

9 The LORD told Moses; "“Speak 
to the Israelites and tell them: When 
you go over the Jordan into the land 
of Canaan, "select towns to serve 
as places where anyone who has 
accidentally killed someone may flee 
for refuge. "These towns will be 
places where you can escape the 
avenging relative if you have killed 
someone, so that you will not have to 
die before you have stood before the 
community to be tried. "There 
should be six towns appointed for 
refuge, "three on the east side of 
the Jordan and three in the land of 
Canaan, to serve as towns of 
refuge. "These six towns should 
be places where Israelites, strang¬ 
ers. and aliens among you, anyone 
who has accidentally killed a 
person, may flee and escape. 


,fi ”If someone strikes another with 
an iron weapon, so that he dies, he's 
a murderer, and the murderer must 
be killed. ,7 If anyone strikes 
another with a stone in his hand that 
would cause death and so the other 
dies, he’s a murderer, and the 
murderer must be killed. ,0 Or if he 
strikes him with a wooden weapon 
in his hand that would cause death 
and so the other dies, he’s a 
murderer, and the murderer must 
be killed. "The avenging relative 
must kill the murderer; when he 
catches up with him, he must kill 
him. 70 If in hatred a person pushes 
another or throws something at him 
to kill him, so that he dies, 2, or if in 
enmity he strikes him with his fist, 
so that he dies, the one who struck 
him must be killed; he’s a murderer; 
the avenging relative must kill the 
murderer when he catches up with 
him. 

22 ”But if he pushes him accident¬ 
ally, not as an enemy, or throws 
something at him without meaning to 
kill him, ”or without seeing him 
lets any kind of stone that could 
cause death fall on him so that he 
dies, but he wasn’t his enemy and 
didn’t try to harm him, 24 the 
community should decide according 
to these regulations whether the 
man who struck the blow or the 
avenging relative is right. 25 And 
the community should rescue the 
man who did the killing from the 
avenging relative and bring him 
back to the town of refuge where he 
fled, and he should live there till the 
high priest, anointed with the holy 
oil, dies. 26 But if the killer goes out 
of the limits of the town of refuge he 
fled to 27 and the avenging relative 
finds him outside the limits of the 
town of refuge and the avenging 
relative kills him. then he’s not a 
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murderer, “because the man 
should stay in the town of refuge till 
the high priest dies: but after the 
high priest is dead, the killer may go 
back to his own home. 

““This shall be the legal custom 
for you and your descendants 
wherever you live. 

““If anyone kills a person, he 
should be killed only on the testi¬ 
mony of witnesses, but the testimony 
of one witness against anyone isn't 
enough in order to kill him. 3 , Don't 
accept payment for the life of a 
murderer who is guilty and deserves 
to die: he must be killed. 32 Don’t 
accept payment from a man who has 
fled to his town of refuge to let him 
go back to live at home before the 
high priest dies. 33 You must not 
make the land you live in unclean, 
because it is blood that makes the 
land unclean, and a land can't be 
cleansed of the blood poured out on 
it except by the blood of him who 
poured it out. M Don’t make the 
land you live in unclean, because I 
too am living in it: I, the LORD, am 
living among the Israelites.” 

Keep the Property of Heiresses 
in Their Tribe 

The clan leaders of the 
families of Gilead, the 
son of Machir, the son of Manas- 
seh—of the families of Joseph's 
descendants—came before Moses 
and the leaders of the other clans of 
Israel. 2 “The LORD ordered you, 
my lord.” they said, “to give the land 
by lot to the Israelites as a heritage, 
and the LORD ordered you, my lord, 
to give the heritage of one of our 
tribesmen, Zelophehad, to his 
daughters. 3 Now if they marry 


men from the other tribes of Israel 
their property will be separata 
from that of our fathers and addei 
to the heritage of the tribe the 
marry into and be lost to th 
heritage allotted to us. 4 Even whei 
Israel has its year of jubilee, thei 
share will be added to that of th 
tribe they married into and be lost t 
the heritage of our fathers' tribe.’’ 

5 Moses instructed the Israelite 
as the LORD told him: “The tribe c 
Joseph is right. 6 This is what Ih 
LORD orders in regard to Zelophi 
had's daughters: They may marr 
anyone they like, only they mus 
marry men of a family of thei 
father's tribe: 7 in this way n 
property of the Israelites will pas 
from one tribe to another, for eae 
Israelite must keep the property h 
inherits in the tribe of his father; 
B Any girl who inherits property i 
any of the tribes of Israel mu« 
marry someone of the family of he 
father's tribe, so that each Israelii 
keeps the property inherited froi 
his fathers. 9 No property shoul 
pass from one tribe to another, fc 
each tribe of Israel should cling I 
the property it inherits.” 

, 0 Zelophehad's daughters did ju; 
as the LORD ordered Mosei 
“Mahlah. Tirzah. Hoglah, Milcal 
and Noah. Zelophehad’s daughter: 
married sons of their father’ 
brothers ,2 in families of th 
descendants of Manasseh. Joseph' 
son. and so their property stayed i 
the tribe of their father's family. 

,3 These are the orders an 
regulations the LORD gave th 
Israelites through Moses on th 
plains of Moab by the Jorda 
opposite Jericho. 
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THE FIFTH BOOK OF MOSES 

COMMONLY CALLED 


DEUTERONOMY 


I This is what Moses said to 
all Israel east of the Jor¬ 
dan. in the wilderness, in the Jordan 
valley, in front of Suph. between 
Paran, Tophel. Laban. Hazeroth. 
and Dizahab. 

- (It takes 11 days to go from 
Horeb a by way of the mountains 
of Seir to Kadesh-barnea.) 

'In the 40th year, on the first day 
of the 11th month. Moses told Israel 
everything the LORD ordered him to 
tell them— 4 after defeating Sihon, 
king of the Amorites, who lived in 
Heshbon, and Og. king of Bashan, 
who lived in Ashtaroth and Edrei. 
5 There in the country of Moab east 
of the Jordan Moses undertook to 
state clearly the following instruc¬ 
tions: 

Israel Should Take Canaan 

h “At Horeb the LORD our God told 
us: You have stayed at this mountain 
long enough. 7 Turn and move on, 
go into the hills of the Amorites and 
all the neighboring places in the 
Jordan valley, the hills, the low¬ 
lands. the Negeb, and the sea- 
coast— the land of the Canaanites 
and the Lebanon range as far as the 
great river, the river Euphrates. 
"You see. I lay the land before you. 
Go and take the land the LORD 
promised with an oath to your 
fathers Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob 
to give to them and their de¬ 
scendants after them.” 

Moses Appointed Judges 

' 'At that time I told you I can’t do 
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all the work for you alone. "The 
LORD your God has made you grow 
so much you are now as many as the 
stars in the sky. "The LORD, the 
God of your fathers, make you a 
thousand times greater than you are 
and bless you as He promised 
you. l2 How can I alone bear your 
troubles, burdens, and quarrels? 
"From each of your tribes bring me 
men who are wise, understanding, 
and experienced, and I’ll put them 
over you. 

,4 “ ‘It is good for us to do what you 
say,’ you answered me. l5 So I took 
the leaders of your tribes, wise and 
experienced men, and put them over 
you as overseers of a thousand, of a 
hundred, of fifty, and of ten, and as 
officials in each of your tribes. '*At 
that time I gave orders to your 
judges: Hear the cases of the people 
of Israel, and judge fairly between 
one man and another, even if he's 
not an Israelite. ,7 When you judge, 
don’t show any favor to anyone, but 
listen to low and high alike, being 
afraid of nobody, seeing it is God 
who is judging the people. Any case 
that is too hard for you bring to me, 
and I will hear it. ,8 At that time I 
gave you orders about everything 
you were to do.” 

The Spies 

'"’’When we left Horeb, we went 
through all that great and terrible 
desert you saw on the way to the 
hills of the Amorites, as the LORD 
our God had ordered, and so we 
came to Kadesh-barnea. 2 ”There I 
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told you. you have come to the hills 
of the Amorites that the LORD our 
God is giving us. 2l The LORD your 
God gives you the land you see 
before you. Go up and take it as the 
LORD, the God of your fathers, told 
you. Don’t be afraid or terrified. 

22 “Then all of you came to me. ‘Let 
us send men ahead of us,' you said, 

‘to explore the land for us and 
report to us about the way we 
should go up and the cities we’ll 
come to.’ 

23 “I liked the idea, and so I chose 
twelve of your men. one for each 
tribe. 24 They left, went up into the 
hills, and got as far as Cluster 
Valley, exploring it. “Some of the 
products of the country they had 
taken they brought down to us and 
reported to us: it is a good land the 
LORD our God is giving us.' 

26 “But you refused to go up and 31 Ae ». nis 
rebelled against the order of the 
LORD your God. 27 You grumbled in 
your tents: The LORD hates us,' you 
said; ‘that's why He brought us out 
of Egypt just to hand us over to the 
Amorites to destroy us. . 2B What 
kind of place are we going up to? 

Our own men of Israel have dis¬ 
couraged us by saying, “We saw 
there a people stronger and taller 
than we are, big cities with walls 
sky-high, and giants!" ’ 

29 “Then I told you. Don't let them 
terrify or frighten you. 30 The LORD 
your God, who leads you, will fight 
for you just as you saw Him do it for 
you in Egypt 3, and in the desert, 
where you saw how the LORD your 
God carried you, like a man carrying 
his son. all the way you traveled till 
you came to this place. 

32 “In spite of that you wouldn’t 
trust the LORD your God, 33 who, to 
find a place for you to camp, led you 
on the way in a fire at night and in a 


cloud during the day to show you the 
way to go. 

34 “When the LORD heard what 
you said. He got angry and made 
this oath: 35 'None of these men. 
these wicked people of this age. will 
ever see this fine land I swore to 
give your fathers, “except Caleb, 
Jephunneh’s son. He will see it, and 
to him and his descendants I will 
give the land he walked on, because 
he followed the LORD fully.’ 

,7 “On account of you the LORD 
also was angry with me. ‘You also 
will not go there,’ He said. 
“‘Joshua, Nun's son, who servos 
you, will go there. Encourage him. 
because he will distribute the land 
to Israel. 39 But your babies, who 
you said would be carried off by the 
enemies, your children, who now 
can’t tell what is good or bad. will go 
there. I will give it to them, and they 
will take it. 40 But you must turn 
back and move into the desert on the 
road to the Red Sea.’ 

Israel Defeated 

4, “Then you answered me, ‘Wo 
have sinned against the LORD. We ll 
go up and fight just as the LORD our 
God ordered us to do,’ and each of 
you fastened on his weapons for 
fighting, and you thought you could 
easily go up into the hills. 

42 “But the LORD told me. ‘Toll 
them. Don't go up and fight, because 
I’m not among you. Otherwise your 
enemies will defeat you.’ 

43 “So I talked to you. but you 
wouldn't listen. You rebelled 
against the LORD’S order and were 
brazen enough to go up into the 
hills. 44 The Amorites living in those 
hills came out against you and like 
bees chased you and struck you 
down in Seir till you came to 
Hormah. “When you came back. 
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vou wept before the LORD, but the 
LORD didn't listen to you or hear 
vou. ,h So you stayed in Kadesh a 
long time/' 


Don't Fight Esau. Moab. Ammon 


2 "We turned back and moved 
into the desert in the direc¬ 
tion of the Red Sea as the LORD had 
told me. and for a long time we went 
around the mountains of Seir. 

2 ‘‘Then the LORD told me: 
' You've gone around these moun¬ 
tains long enough; now turn north. 
'Instruct the people to do as follows: 
You are going to pass through the 
territory of your relatives. Esau’s 
descendants who live in Seir. They 
are afraid of you. But be very 
careful "not to start fighting with 
them, because I'm not giving you any 
of their land, not even enough to set 
your foot on. since I have given the 
mountains of Seir to Esau as his 
possession. 6 Buy from them food to 
eat, and also pay them for water you 
get from them to drink. 7 The LORD 
vour God has blessed you in every¬ 
thing you did and has looked after 
vou as you traveled in this great 
desert. For forty years now the 
LORD your God has been with you. 
and you didn't lack a thing.* 

H ‘‘So we moved away from our 
relatives, Esau's descendants, who 
lived in Seir. by the Arabah road by 
Elath and Ezion-geber, and we turned 
to move in the direction of the 
wilderness of Moab. 


‘Don't cause Moab any trou¬ 
ble.' the LORD told me. ‘or start a 
war with them, because I'm not 
giving vou any of their land. I gave 
Ar to Lot's descendants as their 
possession.' 

,0,, The Emites used to live there, a 
mightv people, as many and as tall 
as the giants. "Like the other 


giants they also were known as 
Rephaites. but the Moabites called 
them Emites. "The Horites used to 
live in Seir, but Esau’s descendants 
took their land, wiped them out, and 
settled in their place, just as Israel 
did to the land they took, that the 
LORD gave them. 

n “ ‘Now start out and cross the 
valley Zered.’ And we crossed the 
valley Zered. "It took us thirty- 
eight years to go from Kadesh- 
barnea till we crossed the valley 
Zered—and all the people of that 
age, the men able to fight, were 
destroyed and no more in the camp, 
as the LORD had sworn to them. 
,5 Yes, the LORD'S hand opposed 
them and rid the camp of them till 
they were gone. 

,6 ”When all these able to fight had 
died and were no more among the 
people, ,7 the LORD told me: 
,8 ‘Now you are going to pass Ar 
along the border of Moab. ,9 When 
you come close to the Ammonites, 
don’t trouble them or start fighting 
them, because I’m not giving you any 
of their land; I have given it to Lot’s 
descendants as their possession.' 
20 It used to be considered the land of 
the Rephaites who lived there, but 
the Ammonites called them Zam- 
zummites, 2, a mighty people, as 
many and as tall as the giants, but 
the LORD wiped them out as Lot’s 
descendants came in. took their land 
away, and settled in their place. 
2Z just as He did for Esau's de¬ 
scendants living in Seir when He 
wiped out the Horites as Esau's 
descendants came in. took their 
land, and lived in their place as they 
still do today. 21 Also the Avvites 
who were living in villages as far as 
Gaza: the Caphtorites came from 
Caphtor, wiped them out, and 
settled in their place.” 
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Sihon and Og 

z< “ ‘Start to move on and cross the 
valley of Arnon. You see, I have put 
Sihon, king of Heshbon, the Amorite, 
and his country in your hands. Go 
ahead and take it and fight with 
them. 24 Today I will start making 
all the people in the world feel 
afraid of you and terrified. When 
they hear about you, they will 
tremble and live in dread of you.’ 

z *“Then I sent messengers from 
the wilderness of Kedemoth to 
Sihon, king of Heshbon, with an 
offer of peace, saying: 17 1 want to 
go through your country, staying on 
the road, not turning right or 
left. Z8 Sell me food to eat and 
water to drink; just let me walk 
through— Z9 as Esau’s descendants 
living in Seir did for me, and also the 
Moabites who live in Ar—till I have 
gone over the Jordan into the land 
the LORD our God is giving us. 

,0 “But Sihon, king of Heshbon, 
would not let us pass through. The 
LORD your God made him stubborn 
and defiant to put him in our hands 
as he now has done. ’’’You see,’ 
the LORD told me, ‘I have begun to 
give you Sihon and his country. Go 
ahead and take his land.’ 

,z “Sihon and all his men came out 
to fight with us at Jahaz. n The 
LORD our God put him in our hands, 
and we struck him down with his 
sons and his men. M At that time we 
took all his towns and completely 
destroyed every town — all men, 
women, and children, letting nobody 
escape. 15 Only the cattle we kept 
as spoils for ourselves, also the 
goods in the towns we captured. 
w From Aroer on the edge of the 
Arnon valley and the towns down in 
the valley as far as Gilead there was 
no town too strong for us; the LORD 


our God gave them to us. 37 But you 
didn’t go near the land of the 
Ammonites, all that is along the 
valley of the Jabbok, the towns in the 
hills, or anything the LORD our God 
had forbidden. 

3 “When we turned and were on 
the way up to Bashan. Og, king 
of Bashan. and all his men came to 
fight against us at Edrei. 

z “ ‘Don't be afraid of him,’ the 
LORD told me. ‘I’m putting him, all 
his men, and his land in your hands. 
Do to him what you did to Sihon, king 
of the Amorites. who lived at 
Heshbon.’ ’The LORD our God also 
put Og, king of Bashan. and all his 
men in our hands. We defeated him 
so completely nobody escaped. 4 At 
that time we took all his towns 
(there wasn’t a town we didn’t lake 
from them), sixty towns, the whole 
Argob territory, Og's kingdom in 
Bashan ’(all these towns were 
fortified with high walls, gates, and 
bars), besides very many of the 
Perizzite unwalled villages. ft We 
completely wiped out every town- 
all men, women, and children, as we 
did to Sihon, king of Heshbon, 7 but 
all the cattle and the goods in the 
towns we kept as our spoil. 

a “And so at that time we took the 
land from the two kings of the 
Amorites east of the Jordan, from 
the Arnon valley to Mount Hermon 
®(the Sidonians call Hermon Sirion, 
and the Amorites call it Senir), ,0 all 
the towns of the tableland, all 
Gilead and all Bashan as far as 
Salcah and Edrei. towns of Og's 
kingdom in Bashan. n Og in Bashan 
was the last of the Rephaites. His 
bed was made of iron (isn’t it still in 
Rabbah. the city of the Ammon¬ 
ites?), fourteen feet long by six feet 
wide according to the common cubit. 
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,2 So we took this land at that 
time.” 

2 u 2 Tribes 

4 i gave Reuben and Gad the land 
from Aroer along the Arnon valley 
with part of the hills of Gilead and 
its towns. n And I gave half of Ihe 
tribe of Manasseh the rest of Gilead 
and all of Bashan. Og’s kingdom, the 
whole Argob territory. All this 
Bashan is called the land of the 
Rephaites. l4 Iair, Manasseh’s de¬ 
scendant. took the whole Argob 
territory as far as the border of the 
Geshurites and the Maacathites, 
and he called the places of Bashan 
by his own name Jair's Tent-villages, 
as they're still called today. "I 
gave Gilead to Machir. ,6 I gave 
Reuben and Gad the land of Gilead 
to the Arnon valley, the middle of 
the stream being the border, up to ? „, 2 218 
the valley of the Jabbok. the border 
of the Ammonites; ,7 the Arabah. 
the Jordan being the border, from 
Chinnereth to the lake of the 
Arabah. the Salt Lake, at the foot of 
the slopes of Pisgah. 

,fl ' 4 At that time I gave these 
orders; The LORD your God gave 
you this land and wanted you to take 
it. Have all your warriors go armed 
ahead of your fellow Israelites, 
,s letting your wives, children, and 
cattle — I know you have much 
cattle —stay here in your towns that 
I gave you 20 till the LORD gives the 
other Israelites a home as He did to 
you. and they too have taken the 
land the LORD your God gives them 
on the other side of the Jordan. Then 
every one of you will come back to 
his own land that I gave you. 

2, ”At that time I gave Joshua these 
orders: You have seen with your 
own eyes everything the LORD your 
God did to those two kings. The 


LORD will do the same to all the 
kingdoms on the other side where 
you’re going. 22 Don't be afraid of 
them, because the LORD your God is 
fighting for you.” 

Moses Will Not Get into Canaan 

23 4 4 At that time I pleaded with the 
LORD: “Lord GOD, You have be¬ 
gun to show Your servant how great 
and mighty You are. What God is there 
in heaven or on earth who can do 
the deeds and the mighty acts You 
have done? “Please let me go over 
and see the fine land on the other 
side of the Jordan, those good hills 
and Lebanon. 

26 ”But on account of you the LORD 
was angry with me and didn't listen 
to me. ‘Enough of that!' He said. 
'Don’t talk to Me again about this. 
27 Go up to the top of Pisgah. and look 
west, north, south, and east. See it 
with your own eyes, but you will not 
cross this Jordan. 2B Give Joshua 
instructions, encourage and strength¬ 
en him, because he will lead these 
people and give them the land you 
see as their possession.' 

29 “So we stayed in the valley near 
Belh-peor.” 

How You Should Live 

“And now. Israel, listen to 
the laws and regulations I 
teach you to keep so that you will 
live, go in. and take the land the 
LORD, the God of your fathers, gives 
you. 2 Don’t add anything to what I 
order you to do or take anything 
away from it. but keep the com¬ 
mandments of the LORD your God 
that I order you to keep. 

3 ”With your own eyes you saw 
what the LORD did at Baal-peor, 
how the LORD your God destroyed 
everyone who went after Baal at 
Peor and He rid you of them. 4 But 
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you who were loyal to the LORD 
your God are all alive today. 5 See, 
as the LORD my God ordered, I 
teach you laws and regulations so 
that you will live that way in the 
land you’re about to enter and take 
over. 6 Keep and do these things; 
then people will see how wise and 
understanding you are when they 
hear about all these laws, and they 
will say, ‘Surely that’s a great 
nation of wise and understanding 
people!’ 7 To which great nation 
does God come so near as the LORD 
our God does whenever we call on 
Him? B Or what great nation has 
laws and regulations as righteous as 
all this teaching I give you today?” 

Our God and Others 

““Only be on your guard and 
watch yourselves carefully, so that 
as long as you live you don’t forget 
or fail to keep in mind, but tell your 
children and grandchildren, what 
you saw '“when you stood before 
the LORD your God at Horeb. The 
LORD had told me: Gather the 
people before Me, and I will let them 
hear what I say so they can learn to 
fear Me as long as they live on the 
earth and so teach their children.’ 
"And you came near and stood at 
the foot of the mountain while from 
the burning mountain, dark, cloudy, 
and gloomy, the /iames shot up into 
the middle of heaven. ,2 Out of the 
fire the LORD talked to you. You 
heard Him speak words but saw no 
form; there was only a voice. "He 
announced to you His covenant He 
ordered you to keep, the Ten 
Commandments, and wrote them on 
two stone tablets. "At that time 
the LORD ordered me to teach you 
laws and regulations that you are to 
keep in the land you’re about to 
cross into and take over. "Watch 


yourselves very carefully, because 
you didn’t see any form when the 
LORD talked to you out of the fire al 
Horeb. "that you don’t get corrupt 
and carve for yourselves any kind of 
idol, whether in the form of a man or 
a woman, ,7 of any animal on earth, 
any bird flying in the air, "any 
animal that creeps on the ground, 
any fish in the water below ground 
level. ,9 Or when you look up to the 
sky and see the sun, moon, and 
stars, the whole array of lights in 
the sky, don’t be misled to worship 
and serve them; the LORD has given 
them to every people in the whole 
world. Z0 But the LORD took you 
and brought you out of the iron 
furnace of Egypt to make you His 
own people as you are today. 

.2 M.b 12 21 “But on account of you the LORD 

1!bo 123 was angry with me and swore I 
shouldn’t go over the Jordan into the 
good land the LORD your God is 
H»bi 229 giving you to be your own. 22 I will 
die in this country and not go over 
the Jordan, but you will cross over 
and take that fine land. 

21 “Be careful that you don't forget 
the covenant the LORD your God 
made with you by carving your¬ 
selves an idol or an image of 
anything the LORD your God has 
forbidden. "The LORD your God is 
a devouring fire, a zealous God. 
"When you have children and 
grandchildren and have grown old 
in the land, if you act corruptly and 
carve an idol, an image of anything, 
doing what the LORD your God 
considers wrong and you vex Him. 
"today I call heaven and earth as 
witnesses against you that you will 
quickly perish from the land you’re 
crossing the Jordan to take over. 
You will not live long in it but will be 
completely wiped out. "The LORD 
your God will scatter you among the 
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nations, and only a few of you will 
be left among the nations where the 
LORD drives you. 2fl and there you 
will serve gods that human hands 
have made of wood and stone, that 
can't see, hear. eat. or smell. 

"“There. when you search for the 
LORD your God, you will find Him if 
you search for Him with all your 
mind and heart. 10 When you're in 
trouble and all these things happen 
to you in later years, you will come 
back to the LORD your God and 
listen to Him. ’’The LORD your 
God is a merciful God; He will not 
abandon you or destroy you or 
forget the covenant He made by an 
oath with your fathers. 

'-"Ask about the early days, 
before your time, from the time God 
made man on the earth, and ask 
from one end of the world to the 
other: Did anything as grand as this 
ever happen or anyone hear 
anything like it? "Did any people 
ever hear God talk out of a fire as 
you heard Him and you stayed 
alive? "Or has a God tried to go 
and get a people for Himself from 
the middle of another people by 
testings, miracles, wonders, and 
war by a mighty hand and an 
outstretched arm. by awful terrors 
as vou saw the LORD your God do 
for you in Egypt? "You were 
shown these things to learn that the 
LORD is God and there is no 
other. "He let you hear His voice 
from heaven to correct you. showing 
you His great fire on earth while you 
heard Him talk out of the fire. 
17 And because He loved your fathers 
and chose their descendants and 
personally by His great power took 
you out of Egypt, ’"driving out 
before you nations greater and 
mightier than you are. to take you in 
and give you their land as is now 


happening— "know and take to 
heart today that the LORD is God in 
heaven above and on the earth 
below; there is no other. "Keep His 
laws and commandments that I give 
you today, so that it will be well with 
you and your descendants and you 
will live long on the land the LORD 
your God is giving you forever.” 

Cities of Refuge 

"Then Moses selected three cities 
on the east side of the Jordan, "to 
which a man could flee who had 
unintentionally killed a person 
without having been his enemy 
before. If he fled to one of these 
cities, he would stay alive. "He 
chose Bezer on the wilderness 
plateau for Reuben, Ramolh in 
Gilead for Gad, and Golan in Bashan 
for Manasseh.

ments 

"And here is the teaching Moses 
put before Israel. "These are the 
solemn statements. laws, and 
regulations Moses spoke to Israel 
after they had left Egypt, "east of 
the Jordan in the valley near Beth- 
peor, in the land of Sihon. king of the 
Amorites. who lived in Heshbon. 
whom Moses and Israel defeated 
after they had left Egypt. "They 
took his land and the land of Og. 
king of Bashan, the two kings of the 
Amorites on the east side of the 
Jordan, "from Aroer. which is on 
the edge of the Arnon valley, till 
Mount Sirion, which is Hermon, 
"and all the Jordan valley east of the 
river as far as the lake in the valley 
at the foot of the slopes of Pisgah.

4 The 
LORD talked to you face to face out 
of the fire on the mountain. ’At 
that time 1 stood between the LORD 
and you to tell you what the LORD 
was saying, because you were 
afraid of the fire and didn't go up on 
the mountain. 

b “ i the LORD am your God.' He 
said, ‘who took you out of Egypt, 
where you were slaves. 7 Do not 
have any other gods besides Me. 

“Do not make an idol for your¬ 
self or any likeness of anything in * 
heaven above, on the earth below, * 
or in the water below ground level. 

“Do not worship them or serve 
them, because I the LORD your God cp* 
am a jealous God: for their fathers' 
sins I punish children, if they hate 
Me too. to the third and fourth 
generation, ,0 but if they love me 
and do what I order. I am kind to 
them to the thousandth generation. 

M “ ‘Do not use the name of the 
LORD your God in vain, because the 
LORD will not let anyone who misuses 
His name go unpunished. 

I2 ‘* ‘Be careful to keep the rest 
day b holy as the LORD your God 
ordered. n Six days you should 
labor and do all your work. M but 
on the seventh, the rest day of the 
LORD your God, do not do any work, 
you. your son, your daughter, your 
male or female servant, your ox. 
donkey, or any of your animals, or 
your foreigner who is within your 
gates, so that your male and female 


servant will rest as well as you. 
,5 Remember you were a slave in 
Egypt, and the LORD your God took 
you out of it with a strong hand and 
an outstretched arm: this is why the 
LORD your God has ordered you to 
keep the day of rest. 

‘Honor your father and your 
mother as the LORD your God has 
ordered you. so that you will live 
long and prosper on the earth the 
LORD your God is giving you. 

17,4 ‘Do not murder. 

tB “ 'Do not commit adultery. 

l9 “ Do not steal. 

'Do not lie concerning your 
neigh bor. 

2,44 ‘Do not covet your neighbor's 
wife or wish you had his home, his 
field, his male or female servant, his 
ox. his donkey, or anything that 
belongs to him.’ 

22 “With a loud voice the LORD 
said this to all of you who were 
assembled at the mountain: He said 
this and no more out of the fire and 
dark cloud, then wrote them on two 
stone tablets and gave them to me. 

23 “But when you heard the voice 
coming out of the darkness while the 
mountain was blazing, all the 
leaders and elders of your tribes 
came to me. 24 ‘The LORD our God 
has let us see how wonderful and 
great He is,' you said, ‘and we heard 
Him speak out of the fire. We have 
seen today that God can talk to a 
man and he still can stay alive.

"But 
vou stay here with Me, and I will tell 
you all the commandments, the laws 
and regulations, you should teach 
them to do in the land I'm giving 
them to be their own.’ 12 Be careful 
to do just as the LORD your God 
orders you without turning right or 
left. "In every way do as the LORD 
your God orders, so that you may 
live and all may be well with you and 
you will live long in the land you’re 
taking.” 

Love Your God 

“These are the command¬ 
ments, the laws and regula¬ 
tions. the LORD your God ordered 
me to leach you, so that you will do 
them in the land you’re about to 
cross into and take over. 2 If you, 
your children, and your grandchil¬ 
dren will fear the LORD your God 
enough to keep as long as you live all 
His laws and commandments that 
I'm ordering you to keep, you will 
have a long life. ’Listen, Israel, 
and be careful to do them that you 
may prosper and grow to be very 
many, as the LORD, the God of your 
fathers, promised you. in a land 
flowing with milk and honey. 

’“Listen. Israel, the LORD is our 
Cod. the LORD alone. s Love the 
LORD your God with all your mind, 


all your heart, and all your strength. 
The instructions 1 give you today 
write in your mind; impress their 
meaning on your children; talk 
about them when you sit at home, 
walk along the road, lie down, and 
get up. "Bind them on your arm to 
remind you; wear them as bands on 
your forehead; "write them on the 
doorposts of your house and on your 
gates. 

‘““And when the LORD your God 
brings you into the land He swore to 
your fathers, to Abraham, Isaac, 
and Jacob, to give you—large and 
fine cities you didn’t build, "homes 
filled with all kinds of good things 
but not by you. cisterns that were 
dug but not by you, vineyards and 
olive trees you didn’t plant —after 
s you have eaten all you want. ,2 be 
careful not to forget the LORD, who 
jo. 32 - 33 . took you out of Egypt, where you 
u mi 4 :io: wereslaves. "Fear the LORD your 
i6 mi4 j God. serve Him. and swear by His 
name. "Don’t run after other gods, 
some of the gods of the people 
around you, ,5 or the LORD your 
God will get very angry with you and 
wipe you off the earth —the LORD 
your God is a zealous God among 
you. 

'"Don't test the LORD your God 
as you did at Massah. c ,7 Be sure 
to keep the commandments of the 
LORD your God and His solemn 
decrees and the laws He ordered. 
lfl Do what the LORD considers right 
and good, so that you may prosper 
and go in and take the good land 
which the LORD by an oath prom¬ 
ised your fathers, 19 to drive out 
your enemies ahead of you as the 
LORD said. 

20 Tn the future, when your son 
asks you, ‘What do you mean by 
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these solemn statements, laws, and 
decrees the LORD our God or¬ 
dered?' 2, tell your son. ‘We were 
Pharaoh's slaves in Egypt, and the 
LORD with a mighty hand took us 
out of Egypt. ”We saw the LORD 
do miracles and great destructive 
wonders to Egypt. Pharaoh, and his 
whole house. 23 He took us away 
from there to bring us in and give us 
the land He promised our fathers 
with an oath. 24 The LORD ordered 
us to keep all these laws and to fear 
the LORD our God. so that we might 
always prosper and be kept alive as 
we are today. 25 This is what it 
means for us to be righteous, to 
carefully do before the LORD our 
God every commandment just as He

Wipe Out Idolatry 

7 “When the LORD your God 
brings you to the land you're 
about to enter and take over and 
clears out of your way many 
nations—the Hittites.

Amoriles. Canaanites, Perizzites. 
Hivites. and Jebusites. seven nations 
greater and stronger than you — 
2 when the LORD your God gives 
them to you and you defeat them, 
then destroy them completely, and 
don't make a treaty with them or 
begin favoring them. J Don't inter¬ 
marry with them: don’t let your 
daughter marry his son or your son 
marry his daughter, ‘because they 
will turn your sons away from Me to 
serve other gods. Then the LORD 
will get very angry with you and 
quickly destroy you.

God's Own People 

*“As a holy people you belong to 
the LORD your God. Of all the 
people on earth the LORD your God 
chose you to be His own people.

No 
one will be barren, male or female.

will even put them in panic e till 
those who are left and hiding perish 
before you. ‘‘’Don't tremble before 
them, because the LORD your God, a 
great and terrible God. is among 
you. “The LORD your God will only 
gradually clear these people out of 
your way: you won’t be able to wipe 
them out quickly: otherwise too 
many wild animals will trouble 
you. “The LORD your God will put 
them at your mercy and throw them 
into panic till they’re destroyed. 

“He will put their kings in your 
hands, and you will wipe their name 
off the earth. Everybody will have to 
yield to you till you have destroyed 
them. “Burn the images of their 
gods without hankering for the 
silver and gold on them or taking it 
for yourself, or it will trap you, 
because it is abominable to the 
LORD your God. z,i Don*t take 


anything abominable into your home 
and so. like it. be cursed. Detest it 
and loathe it. because it is cursed.” 

Remember 

“Be careful to do everything 
I today order you to do. so 
that you will live, grow to be many, 
and take the land the LORD prom¬ 
ised with an oath to your fathers. 

2 ”And remember all the way the 
LORD your God led you in the 
wilderness these forty years to 
humble you and test you. to see what 
is in your hearts, whether you do 
what He orders or not. J He made 
you suffer and go hungry and then 
fed you with manna that neither you 
nor your fathers knew, to show you 
man doesn't Jive by bread aione but 
by everything the LORD says. 4 Your 
clothes didn't wear out on you. and 
your feet didn't swell these forty 
years. 5 In your hearts learn this, 
that the LORD your God is training 
you like a man trains his son. "Do 
what the LORD your God orders, 
walk in His ways, and fear Him.

desert with manna your fathers 
never knew, to humble you and test 
you, only to do you good in the 
end. “When you think: My power 
and my strong arm have produced 
this wealth for me, “remember it’s 
the LORD your God who gives you 
the power to get wealth, fulfilling »

His covenant He made by an oath 
with your fathers, as it is today. 

““But if you do forget the LORD 
your God and run after other gods, 
serve and worship them, I warn you 
today that you will certainly 
perish. 20 Like the nations the 
LORD is destroying ahead of you, 
you will perish because you didn’t 
listen to the LORD your God.’’ 

You Get Canaan Not Because 
You’re Good 

“Listen, Israel, you’re now 
going over the Jordan to 
enter and take the land of people 
greater and stronger than you and 
great cities with walls reaching to 
the skies. 2 You know about the 
Anakites, a great and tall people, 
about whom you heard it said, ‘Who 
can stand before the people of 
Anak?” ’Know now that the LORD 
your God is going ahead of you as 
a consuming fire and will destroy 


them. When He makes them surren¬ 
der to you. you will take their land 
and quickly destroy them as the 
LORD told you.

you’re righteous that the LORD your 
God is giving you this good land to 
take—you’re a stubborn people. 
’Remember and don’t forget how you 
made the LORD your God angry in 
the desert. From the day you left 
Egypt till you came here you’ve 
rebelled against the LORD. 0 Even 
at Horeb you made the LORD angry, 
and He got angry enough with you to 
destroy you. 9 When I went up the 
mountain to get the stone tablets on 
which was the covenant the LORD 
made with you, I stayed on the 
mountain forty days without eating 
or drinking. “Then the LORD gave 
me two stone tablets on which God 
had written with His finger. On 
them was everything the LORD said 
to you out of the fire on the mountain 
on the day of the assembly. “After 
forty days the LORD gave me the 
two stone tablets of the cove¬ 
nant.

2B Or the country they 
left will say, “The LORD couldn't 
bring them to the land He promised 
them, and He hated them: that's why 
He brought them out to kill them in 
the desert."

minds and hearts, tie them on your 
hands to remind you. and let them 


be bands on your foreheads; l! *teach 
them to your children; talk of them 
when you sit at home, walk along the 
road, lie down, and get up. 20 And 
write them on the doorposts of your 
home and on your gates "so that 
as long as the sky is over the earth 
you and your children will live in the 
land the LORD swore to your fathers 
to give them.

3D Aren’t they on the other side of the 
Jordan and on the road that goes 
west, in the country of the Ca- 
naanites who live in the Jordan val¬ 
ley, opposite Gilgal, by the terebinths of 
Moreh? "You’re going to cross the 
Jordan to go in and take the land the 
LORD your God is giving you, and 
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you will take it and live there. “But 
be careful to do everything you’re 
told in the laws and regulations I’m 
giving you today.” 

One Place to Worship 


^ “These are the laws and 
regulations you must care¬ 
fully keep in the land the LORD God 
of your fathers gives you to take as 
your own as long as you live in the 
land.

Turn for help only to the place 
where He will be, go there, 6 and 
there bring your burnt offerings, 
sacrifices, tenth parts, the offerings 
you give by vow or by free choice, 
and the firstborn animals of your 
herds and flocks. 7 Eat there in the 


presence of the LORD your God, and 
be happy with your families in 
everything you do. because the 
LORD your God has blessed you. 

8 “Don't in any way do what we're 
now doing here, where each one 
does what he thinks is right, 9 be- 
cause you haven’t yet come to your 
place of rest, the heritage the LORD 
your God is giving you. ‘“But you 
will cross over the Jordan and live in 
the land the LORD your God is giving 
you as your own, and He will give 
you rest from all your enemies 
around you so that you will live 


safely. “Then to the place the 
LORD your God chooses as the place 
to put His name, there you must 
bring everything I demand of you: 
burnt offerings, sacrifices, the tenth 
parts, the gifts you bring, and every 
choice offering you vow to the 
LORD. ,2 Be glad before the LORD 
your God with your sons, daughters, 
male and female servants, and the 
Levite who lives in your town 
because he has no property as¬ 
signed to him as you have. “Be 
careful not to bring burnt offerings 
in any place you happen to see; 
“no, bring your burnt offerings to 
the place the LORD chooses in one of 
your tribes, and there do everything 
I demand of you. ,s In any town 
butcher and eat all the meat you 
want as the LORD your God has 
blessed you: an unclean person or a 
clean one may eat it as if it were a 
gazelle or a deer. ,6 But don't eat 
the blood. Pour it on the ground like? 
water. “You are not to eat in your 
towns the tenth of your fresh grain, 
olive oil, or wine, the firstborn of 
your herds or flocks, or anything you 
vow or give by choice or any gift you 
bring. '"You must eat these before 
the LORD your God in the place the? 
LORD your God chooses, you, your 
son and daughter, male and female; 
servant, and the Levite in your town, 
and be glad before the LORD your 
God over everything you’re doing. 
,9 But be sure not to neglect the 
Levite as long as you live in your 
land. 20 When the LORD your God 
gives you a large territory as He 
promised you and you say, ‘I want to 
eat meat,’ because you’re hungry 
for meat, then eat all the meat you 
want. 2l If the place the LORD your 
God chooses to put His name is too 
far away, butcher any of your herd 
or flock that the LORD gives you as 
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He has instructed you. and eat all 
you want in your town. "Eat it as 
vou would eat a gazelle or a deer; 
the unclean as well as the clean may 
eat it. "Strictly refuse to eat blood, 
because the blood is the life. Don't 
eat the life with the meat. "Don't 
eat it. but pour it on the ground like 
water. "If you avoid eating it. all 
will be well with you and your 
descendants; you will be doing what 
the LORD considers right. 2S But 
take with you the consecrated things 
you have on hand and those you 
have vowed, and come to the place 
the LORD chooses. 27 0 ffer burnt 
offerings, the meat with the blood, 
on the altar of the LORD your Gcd. 
but pour out the blood of your 
sacrifices against the altar of the 
LORD your God. and eat the meat. 
28 Be careful to listen to all these 
things I order you. so that you and 
your descendants may prosper 
forever because you do what the 
LORD your God considers good and 
right. 

"“When the LORD your God cuts 
off the nations where you’re going 
and drives them out ahead of you 
and you take their land and live 
there. ln be careful not to let 
yourself be trapped into following 
them, even after they’ve been 
destroyed ahead of you. Be careful 
not to ask about their idols and say. 
How did these people serve their 
gods? I want to do what they 
did.' "Don’t do for the LORD your 
God what they do for their gods, 
because everything they do the 
LORD abhors and hates; they even 
burned their sons and daughters in 
a fire to their gods. 

,2 “Be careful to do everything I 
order without adding to it or taking 
anything from it.” 


Kill Anyone Who Wants You to 
Worship Idols 

“If one of vou steps up as 
a prophet or a man with 
dreams and offers you o miracle or 
a wonder 2 and the miracle or 
wonder he promises you happens, 
but he says. ’Let us follow other 
gods’ (that you don’t know), ‘and let 
us serve them.' 3 don’t listen to what 
that prophet or that man with his 
dreams says. The LORD your God is 
testing you to see if you really love 
the LORD your God with all your 
mind and all your heart. 'Follow 
the LORD your God. fear Him. do 
what He orders, listen to what He 
says, serve Him. and be loyal to 
Him. s That prophet or that man 
with his dreams must be killed 
because he told you to desert the 
1**3218 LORD your God. who took you out of 
i2 9 m.3«m Egypt and freed you from slavery; he 
s i co s .a wanted to mislead you from the way 
the LORD your God ordered you to 
go. Get rid of such wickedness. 

6 “If your brother, your mother’s 
son. or your son or daughter, or your 
wife who is dear to you. or your 
friend, as dear as life to you. 
secretly tempts you by saying. ‘Let 
us go and serve other gods' (that you 
and your fathers haven’t known). 
7 some of the gods of the other people 
around you, near or far. anywhere 
from one end of the world to the 
other. 8 don't yield to him or listen 
to him. don’t pity him, spare him. or 
shelter him. 9 Kill him —your hand 
should be the first that is laid on him 
to kill him and afterwards the hands 
of all the other people. ‘“Stone him 
to death because he tried to mislead 
you to leave the LORD your God, 
who took you out of Egypt, where 
you were slaves. "When all Israel 
hears of it, they’ll be afraid and 
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never again do anything wicked like 
that among you. 

,2 “If you hear it said that in one of 
your towns which the LORD your 
God gives you to live in ’’certain 
scoundrels among you are mislead¬ 
ing the people in their town by 
saying, ‘Let us go and serve other 
gods' (that you don’t know), "then 
ask, inquire, and thoroughly in¬ 
vestigate. If you prove it to be true 
that such an abominable thing was 
done among you, ,5 then kill the 
people of the town with the sword, 
destroy it completely with every¬ 
thing in it, including its cattle. 
'‘Gather all its goods into the middle 
of its square and burn everything, 
the town and all its goods, for the 
LORD your God. It should always be 
a heap of ruins and never be built 
again. ,7 Don't let any of what is 
condemned to be destroyed stick to 
your hands; then the LORD will stop 
being angry and show you mercy 
and in His mercy allow you to grow 
to be many as He swore to your 
fathers, '“because you obey the 
LORD your God. doing what He 
orders as I order you now and doing 
what the LORD your God considers 
right." 

Eat Only Clean Animals 

"You are the children of 
the LORD your God. So 
don't cut yourselves or shave the 
front of your head for the dead. 
2 You are a holy people of the LORD 
your God, and the LORD chose you 
from all the people on the earth to be 
His own. 

’"Don’t eat anything abhorrent to 
the LORD. 4 You may eat the 
following animals: ox. sheep, 
goat. ’deer, gazelle, roebuck, wild 
goat, mountain goat, antelope, 
mountain sheep— ‘you may eat 


any animal with a divided hoof, that 
has a hoof divided in two, and that 
chews the cud. 7 But among the 
animals that chew the cud or have a 
completely divided hoof don’t eat the 
following: the camel, the rabbit, the 
rock badger; although they chew the 
cud, they don’t have divided hoofs; 
they are unclean for you. "And the 
pig—although its hoof is divided, it 
doesn’t chew the cud; it is unclean 
for you. Don’t eat the meat of these 
or touch their dead bodies. 

fl "Of everything that lives in the 
water you may eat the following: 
You may eat anything that has fins 
and scales, ,0 but don’t eat any¬ 
thing that has no fins and scales; it 
is unclean for you. 

""You may eat any clean bird. 
,2 But don’t eat the following: vulture, 
the griffon, the osprey, "the 
buzzard, any kind of kite, "any 
kind of crow, ' 5 the ostrich, the 
nighthawk. the seagull, or any kind 
of falcon, “the horned owl, the 
great owl, the ibis. ,7 the pelican, 
the carrion vulture, the cormorant, 
‘"the stork, any kind of heron, the 
hoopoe, and the bat; “also any 
winged insects are unclean for you 
and shouldn't be eaten. 20 You may 
eat any clean bird. 

""Don’t eat anything that dies by 
itself. You may give it to the 
stranger living in your town to eat or 
sell it to a foreigner, but you are a 
holy people of the LORD your God. 

"Don't boil a kid in its mother's 
milk." 

The Tenth 

“’’Every year be sure you lake a 
tenth of everything that grows from 
your seed and comes from your 
field, 21 and eat it before the LORD 
your God at the place He chooses lo 
put His name. Eat the tenth of your 
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fresh grain, wine, and olive oil and 
the firstborn of your herds and your 
flock, so that you will learn always 
to fear the LORD your God. 

““If you are so far away you can't 
take the tenth part there because 
the place the LORD your God chose 
to put His name is too far away, 
then, when the LORD your God 
blesses you. “sell the tenth part, 
wrap up the money, and go to the 
place the LORD your God chooses. 
“With the money buy anything you 
want: bulls, sheep, and goats, wine, 
and liquor, anything you like, and 
eat before the LORD your God and 
be happy with your family. 27 But 
don't neglect the Levite who lives in 
your town; he has no property 
assigned to him as you have. 

““At the end of every three years 
bring out the whole tenth part of 
your crop for that year, and deposit 
it in your towns. “Since the Levite 
has no propertv assigned to him as 
you have, he. the foreigner, the 
orphan, and the widow who are in 
vour towns can come and eat all 
they want, so that the LORD your 
God will bless you in everything you 
do." 

Every Seventh Year Cancel 
Debts 

“Every seventh year you 
should cancel debts. 2 This 
is how you should do it: If any of you 
lent money to a neighbor, cancel the 
debt and don't force your fellow 
Israelite to pay it, because the 
LORD s cancellation is proclaimed. 
'You mav collect it from a foreigner, 
but cancel vour claim to anything of 
vours another Israelite has. 
'There should of course be no poor 
among you. because the LORD your 
God will certainly bless you in the 
land the LORD your God is giving 


you as your own 5 if only you obey 
the LORD your God and carefully do 
everything He says, as I’m ordering 
you now. 6 The LORD your God will 
bless you as He promised, and you 
will lend to many nations but borrow 
nothing; you will rule over many 
nations and not be ruled by them. 

7 “If in any of your towns in the 
land the LORD your God is giving 
you there is a fellow Israelite who is 
poor, don't harden your heart and 
shut your hand against another poor 
Israelite, B but be openhanded to 
him, and lend him enough for 
anything he needs. 

9 “Be careful you don’t get any 
wicked idea and think, ‘The seventh 
year when debts are canceled is 
near,’ and have a mean attitude 
toward your poor fellow Israelite 
and give him nothing. He will 
complain to the LORD about you. 
and you will be guilty of sin. ,0 Be 
sure to give to him. and don't feel 
bad about giving to him. because the 
LORD your God will bless you for 
this in everything you do and 
undertake. "Since there will al¬ 
ways be poor people in the country, I 
order you: Be openhanded to poor 
and needy fellow Israelites in your 
country. 

Free the Slaves 

,2 “If a fellow Israelite, a Hebrew 
man or woman, sells himself to you, 
he should be your slave for six 
years, but in the seventh you should 
let him go away free. "But when 
you free him from serving you, don’t 
send him away empty-handed. 
"Richly provide for him from your 
flock, threshing floor, and wine¬ 
press. in which the LORD your God 
has blessed you. "Remember you 
were a slave in Egypt, and the LORD 
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your God freed you; that’s why I'm 
ordering you to do this. 

’"“But if he tells you, *1 don’t want 
to leave you,’ because he loves you 
and your family and is happy with 
you. l7 then take an awl and drive it 
through his ear into the door; then 
he will always be your slave. And do 
the same with your female slave. 
’"It shouldn’t seem hard for you to 
send him away free, because a hired 
man doing the work he did for six 
years would have cost twice as 
much, and the LORD your God will 
bless you in everything you do.” 

The Firstborn Is the Lord's 

’"“Every firstborn male bom 
among you in your herd and your 
flock is the LORD’S holy one. Don’t 
do any work with a firstborn calf, 
and don’t shear the firstborn of your 
sheep. ^You and your family 
should eat it before the LORD your 
God every year in the place the 
LORD chooses. “But if it has a 
blemish, if it is lame or blind, or 
anything else is seriously wrong 
with it, don’t sacrifice it to the LORD 
your God. “Eat it in your town, the 
unclean eating it as well as the 
clean as you would eat a gazelle or a 
deer. “But don’t eat the blood; 
pour it on the ground like water.” 

Three Festivals 

“Observe the month of Abib, 
and celebrate the Passover 
of the LORD your God. One night in 
the month of Abib the LORD your 
God brought you out of Egypt. 
Sacrifice as the Passover an animal 
from your flock or herd to the LORD 
your God at the place the LORD 
chooses to put His name. 3 Don’t 
eat with it any bread with yeast. So 
as always to remember the day you 
left Egypt, eat for seven days bread 


without yeast, the bread of suffering 
because you left Egypt in a big 
hurry. 4 For seven days you should 
see no yeast throughout your 
territory. And none of the meat 
sacrificed in the evening of the first 
day should be left over till morning. 
"You’re not allowed to sacrifice the 
Passover in any of the towns the 
LORD your God is giving you Ex¬ 
cept the place the LORD your God 
chooses to put His name; there 
butcher your animal for the Pass- 
over in the evening as the sun goes 
down, the hour you left Egypt. 
7 Cook it and eat it at the place the 
LORD your God chooses. In the 
morning you may go back to your 
tents. "Eat bread without yeast for 
six days, but on the seventh there is 
to be a meeting before the LORD 
your God; don’t do any work on it. 

"“Count seven weeks. Start 
counting them from the day you first 
use the sickle to cut the grain. 
’"Celebrate a festival of weeks to the 
LORD your God with as large a 
voluntary offering as you can give, 
as the LORD your God blesses 
you. “Be happy before the LORD 
your God with your son and daugh¬ 
ter, your male and female slave, tht; 
Levite in your town, the foreigner, 
the orphan, and the widow who are 
with you at the place the LORD your 
God chooses to put His name. 
“Remember you were a slave in 
Egypt; so do carefully what thesn 
laws say. 

““Celebrate the festival of booths 
for seven days after you bring in the 
products from your threshing floor 
and winepress, “and in cele¬ 
brating be happy with your son and 
daughter, your male and female 
slave, the Levite, the foreigner, the 
orphan, and the widow who are in 
your town. “For seven days 
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celebrate the festival of the LORD 
your God in the place the LORD 
chooses, because the LORD your 
God will bless you in all your crops 
and everything you do; so be sure to 
be happy. 

,fi ’Three times a year all your men 
should visit the LORD your God at 
the place He chooses, for the 
festival of bread without yeast, the 
festival of weeks, and the festival of 
booths, but don’t visit the LORD 
empty-handed. "Everyone should 
give what he can according to what 
the LORD your God gave you in 
blessing you.” 

Be Just 

,8 ‘‘In all your towns that the LORD 
your God is giving you appoint 
judges and officials for your tribes 
to judge the people with justice. cm" 
"Don't be unjust or show favors to 
certain persons. Don’t take a bribe, 7 l Co 
because a bribe blinds the eyes of ,2,Co 
wise men and twists what righteous 
men say. 20 Strive for total justice, 
so that you will live and take the 
land the LORD your God is giving 
you.” 

Wipe Out Idolatry 

zl ”Don’t set up any wooden post 
as a sacred pole for Asherah beside 
the altar of the LORD your God that 
you make, "and don’t set up any 
holy stone pillar: these are things 
the LORD your God hates. 

’Don’t sacrifice to the LORD 
your God a bull or a 
sheep that has a defect, any serious 
blemish, because this is abhorrent 
to the LORD your God. 

2 ”If in any of the towns the LORD 
your God gives you there is found 
among you any man or woman who 
is evil enough before the LORD your 


God to break His covenant, 3 who 
goes and serves other gods and 
worships them: the sun, the moon, or 
the many stars in the sky, which I 
have forbidden, *and you are told 
of it, inquire thoroughly, and if it 
proves to be true that such a 
disgusting thing was done in 
Israel. 5 then take that man or 
woman who did this wicked thing 
out of your gates, and slone that 
man or woman to death. 6 He 
should be killed on the statement of 
two or three witnesses but not on 
the statement of one witness. 7 The 
witnesses should be the first to raise 
their hands to kill him, then all the 
other people. And so you must get 
rid of such wickedness among you. ” 

Priest, Judge, King 

>i6. 8 ”If there is a case too hard for 

,'519 you to decide, whether it involve 

5°i 2 3 murder, legal rights, assault, or any 

5,3 matters you disagree on in your 
town, then go up to the place the 
LORD your God chooses. 9 When 
you come to the priests descended 
from Levi and the man who is judge 
at that time, ask them, and they will 
tell you what is right. ,0 Be guided 
by the decision of those who are at 
the place the LORD chooses, and 
carefully do just as they teach 
you. n Do what they teach you and 
tell you is right, and don’t turn right 
or left from what they tell you. "If 
anyone is so rebellious as not to 
listen to the priest who is there to 
serve the LORD your God. or to the 
judge, that man must die; get rid of 
such wickedness in Israel. "When 
all the people hear about it, they will 
be afraid and not show such 
rebellion again. 

M ‘‘When you come to the land the 
LORD your God gives you and you 
take it and live there and you say, 
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Til appoint a king over me like all 
the other nations around me,' “be 
sure to appoint as your king one the 
LORD your God chooses. Make one 
of vour own people king over you: 
you're not allowed to appoint a 
foreigner, who is not of your people, 
to rule over you. 

““Be sure he doesn't increase the 
number of his horses or make the 
people return to Egypt to get more 
horses, since the LORD told you, 
‘Never again go back that way.' 
,7 Nor should he have many wives to 
turn his heart away, or get a lot of 
gold and silver for himself. 

““When he sits on the throne of 
his kingdom, he should make himself 
a copy of this teaching on a scroll, 
from the one kept by the priests 
descended from Levi. “He must 
keep it with him and read it all his 13 
life to learn to fear the LORD his 15 
God and carefully do everything this 
teaching and these laws tell him: 
“then he will not think he’s above 
the rest of his people or turn away 
from the commandments to the right 
or the left: then he and his sons will 
continue long on the throne in 
Israel." 

How the Levites Get Their Living 

“The priests, descended 
from Levi, like the rest of the 
tribe of Levi, will have no property 
assigned to them with the rest of 
Israel. They should live on the 
offerings made by fire to the LORD 
and on what belongs to the LORD. 
3 Levites will have no property 
among the other people of Israel: the 
LORD is their property as He 
promised them. 3 When the people 
sacrifice either a bull or a sheep, the 
priests should get the following: the 
shoulder, the cheeks, and the 
stomach. 4 Give him also the first 


part of your fresh grain, wine, and 
olive oil and the first shearing of 
your sheep. 

s "From all your tribes the LORD 
your God chose Levi and his de¬ 
scendants always to stand ready to 
serve in the LORD’S name. “When 
a Levite comes from one of your 
towns anywhere in Israel where he 
has been living and with a whole¬ 
hearted desire comes to the place 
the LORD chooses 7 and serves in 
the name of the LORD his God like 
all his fellow Levites who stand 
there before the Lord, “he should 
get the same share of food as they, 
besides what he gets from selling his 
family's goods.” 

Fortune-Telling 

““When you come to the land the 
LORD your God gives you, don’t 
learn to do the abominable things 
those nations did. “There must not 
be found among you anyone who 
makes his son or daughter pass 
through fire, one who uses divina¬ 
tion or soothsaying, one who can tell 
good or bad luck by signs, one who 
uses sorcery "or words to cast a 
spell, one who is a medium, one who 
is a wizard, or one who consults the 
dead. “The LORD detests all who 
do these things, and for such 
abominable things the LORD your 
God is driving them out ahead of 
you. ,3 Be perfect before the LORD 
your God. “These nations you are 
driving out listen to those who 
practice witchcraft and divination, 
but the LORD your God doesn’t let 
you do anything like that.’’ 

The Coming Prophet 

““The LORD your God will raise a 
Prophet for you, one of you. an 
Israelite, like me; listen to Him . 
“This is what you asked the LORD 
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your God to give you when you were 
assembled at Horeb. saying: ‘I must 
not hear the LORD my God speak 
again or see this great fire again, or 
I’ll die.’ ,7 The LORD told me: 
They’re right in what they ask. I8 I 
will raise a Prophet for them, One of 
their fellow Israelites, like you; I will 
have Him speak My Word, and He 
will tell them everything I order 
Him. ,9 /f anyone will not listen to 
what He says for Me. I will punish 
him. 

20 ”But the prophet who is so 
brazen as to say something for Me I 
didn't order him to say or who 
speaks for other gods, that prophet 
must die. ^’Perhaps you think of 
asking. ’How can we tell what the 
LORD has not said?' Z2 If a prophet 
speaks for the LORD, but it doesn’t 
happen or come true, then the LORD 19 
didn't say it. The prophet has been 15 
brazen to say it. Don’t be afraid of 
him.” 

Cities of Refuge 

“When the LORD your God 
destroys all the nations 
whose land the LORD gives you and 
you take it and live in their towns 
and homes. 2 set aside three cities 
in the land the LORD your God is 
letting you have. ’Provide roads to 
them, and divide the area of your 
country that the LORD gives you into 
three parts, so that anyone who has 
killed another can flee to one of 
them. 

’“Take the case of a killer who 
flees there to stay alive, one who 
strikes someone down unintentional¬ 
ly and without hating him before: 
s Say he goes into the woods with his 
neighbor to cut wood, and his hand 
swings the ax to cut down a tree, 
and the head slips off the handle 
and happens to strike his neighbor 


so he dies—then he should flee to one 
of these cities to stay alive. Other¬ 
wise the avenging relative, while he 
feels angry, may come after the 
killer, catch up with him if the place 
is too far away, and kill him 
although he doesn’t deserve to die. 
not having hated him before 
this. 7 And so I order you: Set aside 
three cities for yourselves. 

e “If the LORD your God enlarges 
your territory as He swore to your 
fathers and gives you all the land He 
promised to give your fathers. 9 if 
you carefully do everything you are 
told to do in these commandments I 
now order you to keep, and you love 
the LORD your God and always 
follow His ways, then add three 
other cities to these three, ,0 so that 
no innocent person has to die in the 
a-**£7 country the LORD your God gives 
mi’ is is. you as your own, making you guilty 
of murder. 

H D1029 "’’But if a man hates his neighbor, 
lies in ambush for him. attacks him, 
beats him to death, then flees to one 
of these cities, ,2 then the elders of 
his town should send men to get him 
from there and hand him over to the 
avenging relative to die. "Don’t 
pity him, but rid Israel of the guilt of 
murder, and you will prosper. 

"’’Don’t change the boundary- 
stone between you and your neigh¬ 
bor. which those who lived there 
first set on the property you inherit 
in the land the LORD your God is 
letting you take.” 

Witnesses 

,5 ”A single witness should not get 
up to testify against anyone about 
any wickedness, sin, or wrong he 
may have done. Each case should be 
settled on the evidence of two or 
three witnesses. ,€ If a spiteful 
witness gets up to accuse anyone of 
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turning against GocL 17 the two men 
in dispute should appear before 
those who are the priests and judges 
before the LORD at the time. 
“Then the judges should inquire 
carefully. If they find the witness is 
a liar who is falsely accusing his 
fellow Israelite. “then do to him 
what he planned to do to his 
neighbor, and so get rid of such 
wickedness among you. “And the 
rest will listen and be afraid and 
never again do such a wicked thing 
among you. z, Don't pity him. but 
take a life for a life, on eye for on 
eye. a tooth for a tooth, a hand for a 
hand, and a foot for a foot/* 

When There’s War 

“When you go out to fight 
against your enemies and 
see horses and chariots, a bigger 
army than yours, don't be afraid of 
them, because the LORD your Cod 
who brought you out of Egypt is with 
you. 2 When there's a battle ahead 
of you. a priest should step forward 
and talk to the troops. 1 ‘Listen. 
Israel/ he should tell them, ‘today 
you’re going to fight against your 
enemies. Don't let them makp you 
feel timid, afraid, alarmed, or 
terrified, 4 because the LORD your 
God is going with you to fight your 
enemies for you and give you the 
victory.' 

*“The officers should tell the 
troops: ‘Has anyone built a new 
hcwise and not dedicated it? Co back 
home, or you may die in battle and 
another man will dedicate it. *Has 
anyone planted a vineyard and not 
started to enjoy its grapes? Co back 
home, or you may die in battle and 
someone else will start enjoying its 
grapes. 7 Has anyone become 
engaged to a woman and not 
married her? Go back home, or you 


may die in battle and someone else 
will marry her.* 

•“The officers should also tell the 
troops: ‘Is anyone afraid and timid? 
Co back home, and don't make the 
other Israelites cowards like 
yourself/ 

•“When the officers are done 
talking to the troops, they should 
appoint commanders to lead them. 

““When you come near a town to 
attack it. call on it not to fight. "If 
it submits peacefully and opens its 
gates to you. then all the people 
found there should be made your 
slaves and should serve you. lz If it 
will not submit peacefully to you but 
fights against you. then besiege 
it. "When the LORD your God puts 
it in your hands, kill every male in it 
with the sword, “but the women 
and children, the cattle and 
• jeoM* everything else in the town, all its 
goods, take as your spoils, and live 
on your enemies' goods that the 
LORD your God gives you. ,5 Do this 
to all the towns that are far away, 
towns that don't belong to these 
people nearby. “But in the towns 
of these local people that the LORD 
your God is giving you as your own. 
don't keep anyone alive, l7 bul 
completely destroy them—Hittites. 
Amorites, Canaanites, Perizzites. 
Hivites, and Jebusites—as the LORD 
your God orders you, *®so they will 
not teach you to do all the abhorrent 
things they have done for their gods, 
making you sin against the LORD 
your God. 

““When you besiege a town a 
long tune as you fight against it to 
take it, don't destroy its fruit trees, 
cutting them down with an ax. 
because you can get food from them; 
don't cut them down. The trees of 
the field are not men for you to 
besiege. “Destroy only the trees 
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you know bear fruit you cannot eat; 
cut them down and use them to build 
the siegeworks against the town that 
is fighting against you, till it falls.” 

When a Murderer Isn't Known 


O “If you find anyone lying 
A murdered in a field in the 
country the LORD your God gives 
you to possess, but nobody knows 
who killed him, 2 your elders and 
judges should go out and measure 
the distances from the dead body to 
the neighboring towns. 3 Then the 
elders of the town nearest to the 
dead man should take a heifer that 
has never been put to work and 
never pulled under a yoke. 4 The 
elders of that town should bring the 
heifer down to a ravine where a 
brook is always flowing but the 
ground isn’t cultivated or sown, and 
there at the brook they should break 
the heifer’s neck. 5 Then the 
priests, descended from Levi, should 
come forward, because the LORD 
your God has chosen them to serve 
Him to bless in the LORD’S name 


and settle cases wherever people 
quarrel or a blow is struck. 6 Then 
all the elders of that town, because 
they live near the place where the 
dead man was found, should wash 
their hands over the heifer whose 
neck was broken at the brook 7 and 
declare. ‘Our hands didn’t kill this 
man, and our eyes didn't see it 
done. B LORD, forgive Your people 
Israel, whom You freed. Don’t let 
innocent blood be shed among Your 
people Israel.’ “And so an 
atonement will be made for this 
bloodshed. You must get rid of the 
shedding of innocent blood if you are 
to do what the LORD considers 
right.” 


If You Marry a Prisoner 

,0 ‘‘When you go out to fight with 
your enemies and the LORD your 
God puts them in your hands and 
you take them prisoners “and you 
see among the prisoners a beautiful 
woman with whom you fall in love, 
you may marry her. “Take her into 
your home. She should shave her 
head, trim her nails, “take off her 
prisoner’s dress, then live in your 
home and mourn over her father 
and mother a month. Then start sex 
relations with her and be her 
husband, and she’ll be your wife. 

“‘‘But if then you don’t like her 
anymore, let her go away where she 
pleases. Don’t sell her for money or 
mistreat her as a slave, because you 
sexually humbled her.” 

Bights of the Firstborn 

‘ 5 ”If a man has two wives and loves 
the one and not the other, and both 
have children, but the unloved wife 
has the first son, ,6 when he gives 
what he has to his sons as their 
inheritance, he can't make the son 
of the wife he loves the firstborn, 
setting aside the unloved wife's son 
who is the firstborn, “but he must 
recognize the unloved wife’s son as 
the firstborn and give him a double 
share of everything he owns, 
because he is the first child of his 
vigor and has the right of the 
firstborn.” 

A Rebellious Son 

,8 ‘‘If a man has a stubborn and 
rebellious son who refuses to obey 
his father and mother and will not 
listen when they correct him. ,9 his 
father and mother must take him 
and bring him to the elders of his 
town in the public square 20 and 
say to the elders of his town. ‘This 
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sod of ours is stubborn and 
rebellious. He refuses to obey us. He 
eats too much and drinks too 
much/ "All the men of his town 
should stone him to death: you must 
get rid of such wickedness among 
you. And when all Israel hears 
about it. they will be afraid.” 

Hanged Man—Cursed 

"‘‘If anyone has done a wrong for 
which he deserves to die and is put 
to death and you hang him on o 
tree, "don’t let his body stay on the 
tree all night, but be sure to bury 
him the same day. because a hanged 
man is cursed by God. Don't make 
unclean the land the LORD your God 
gives you as your own.” 

Lost and Found 

“When you see another * 
Israelite’s ox or sheep that’s 
lost, don't go away without helping. a in 
Be sure to take it back to him. 2 If 
the other Israelite doesn’t live near 
you and you don't know him. take it 
home with you. It should stay with 
you till your fellow Israelite comes 
to claim it: then give it back to 
him. 3 Do the same with his donkey, 
his clothes, or any article that he 
loses and you find—you must not 
refuse to help. 

‘"If you see another Israelite’s 
donkey or ox lying cm the road, don’t 
go away without helping. Be sure to 
help him lift it up.” 

Men’s and Women's Clothes 

*”A woman shouldn’t wear a 
man’s things, and a man shouldn’t 
wear a woman's clothes, because 
the LORD your God is disgusted with 
anyone who does these things.” 

Care of Birds 

‘"If you happen to see along the 


road a bird's nest in any tree or on 
the ground with young birds or eggs 
and the mother is sitting on the 
young or the eggs, don’t take the 
mother with the young birds. 7 Be 
sure to let the mother go when you 
take the young birds, so that you will 
prosper and live long.” 

A Parapet 

•"When you build a new house, 
put up a low wall around the edge of 
your roof. Then you will not bring 
blood guilt on your home if anyone 
should fall from it." 

No Mixing 

•“Don't sow in your vineyard 
another crop, or you will forfeit for 
sacred use everything that grows 
there, the seed you sow and the 
grapes of the vineyard. 

'•“Don’t plow with an ox and a 
donkey hitched together. 

"“Don’t wear cloth woven of wool 
and linen. 

""Make tassels of twisted 
threads on the four corners of the 
outer garment you use to cover 
yourself.” 

Sexual Purity 

""If a man marries a woman and 
has intercourse with her and then 
hates her. "accuses her of things 
he’s made up. and gives her a bad 
name by saying. ‘I married this 
woman, but when 1 came to her. 1 
found she wasn’t a virgin.' "then 
the girl's father and mother should 
take the evidence of her being a 
virgin and bring it to the elders of 
the town at the gate. "The girl’s 
father should tell the elders. ‘I gave 
this man my daughter to be his wife, 
but he hates her ,7 and now 
accuses her of things he’s made up. 
saying. "I found your daughter 
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wasn’t a virgin.” But here is the 
proof that my daughter was a 
virgin* —and they should spread out 
the garment before the elders of the 
town. "Then the elders of that 
town should take the man and 
punish him ,9 and fine him a 
hundred shekels of silver, giving it to 
the girl’s father, because the 
husband gave a virgin in Israel a 
bad name. She will be his wife, and 
he can’t divorce her as long as he 
lives. 

20 “But if the claim is true and 
there was no proof the girl was a 
virgin. 2, lake the girl to the door of 
her father’s home, and the men of 
her town should stone her to death 
because she has done a disgraceful 
thing in Israel by sinning sexually in 
her father’s home. And so you must 
get rid of such wickedness among 
you.

22 “If a man is caught having 24 ,Co5U 
intercourse with a married woman, 
both of them, the man who lay with 
the woman and the woman, must 
die. and so you must get rid of such 
wickedness in Israel. 

21 "If in a town a man finds a young 
virgin who is engaged to another 
man and he lies with her, 24 take 
them both to the gate of that town 
and stone them to death, the girl 
because she didn’t crv out. being in 
the town, and the man because he 
sexually violated another man’s 
wife: and so you must get rid of such 
wickedness among you. 

2S 'But if the man finds the 
engaged girl in the country and the 
man rapes her. then only the man 
who lay with her must die. 26 Don‘t 
do anything to the girl: there’s no sin 
for which the girl deserves to die;

cause they didn’t meet you with food 
and water on the way after you left 
Egypt and because they hired 
Balaam, Beor's son from Pethor in 
Mesopotamia, to curse you.

“‘‘Don’t charge your fellow 
Israelite any interest on money, 
food, or anything else that could be 
lent on interest. 20 You may have a 
foreigner pay interest but not a 
fellow Israelite, so that the LORD 
your God will bless you in everything 
you do in the land you’re about to 
enter and take over." 

Vows 

“‘‘When you make a vow to the 
LORD your God, don't put off paying 
it, because the LORD your God 
certainly demands it from you; it 
would be a sin. Z2 If you don’t make 
any vow, you’re not sinning. 23 Be 
careful to do what you promised, 
since by your own choice you vowed 
to the LORD your God what you 
yourself promised." 

Your Neighbor’s Grapes and

“‘‘When you go into your neigh¬ 
bor’s vineyard, you may eat as many 
grapes as you like till you have 
enough, but don’t put any in your 
container. “When you go into your 
neighbor’s grainfield, you may pick 
the heads of grain with your hand, 
but don’t use a sickle to cut your 
neighbor’s grain." 

Divorce

'’“Don't take a handmill or an 
upper millstone to guarantee paying 
a deht, because you would be taking 
life asyour security.” nc 

Kidnapping 

7 “If anyone is caught kidnapping 
another Israelite, treating him 
tyrannically or selling him, the 
kidnapper must die. and so you must 
get rid of such wickedness among 
you." 

Leprosy 

"“When there is an attack of 
leprosy, be very careful to do 
exactly as the priests descended 
from Levi instruct you; be careful to 
do as I ordered them. 9 Remember 
what the LORD your God did to 
Miriam on the way after you left 
Egypt.” 

Lending Money 

’““When you lend your neighbor 
anything, don’t go into his house to 
get from him something to guarantee 
payment. “Wait outside till the 


man you’re lending to brings 
something out to you to guarantee 
payment. ,z If the man is poor, don’t 
sleep in the garment he gives you as 
security. ,3 Be sure to bring it back 
to him when the sun goes down. He 
will lie down in his garment and 
bless you, and it will be considered a 
righteous deed for you in the sight of 
the LORD your God.” 

Your Hired Man 

““Don’t hold back the wages of a 
man who is poor and needy, whether 
he's another Israelite or a foreigner 
living in your country and your 
town. ,5 Pay him on the same day 
before the sun goes down, because 
he, being poor, has set his heart on 
it; otherwise he will accuse you 
before the LORD, and you will be 
guilty of sin.”

""‘Fathers should not be killed for 
their children or children for their 
fathers.

9 “The LORD will make you His 
holy people as He swore to you if you 
do what the LORD your God orders 
and live in His ways. ‘"Then all the 
people in the world will see you live 
under the LORD’S name, and they 
will be afraid of you. 

’’“The LORD will give you plenty 
of good things: Your wives will have 
children, your stock will have young, 
and your ground will give you its 


crops in the land the LORD swore to 
your fathers to give you. ,2 The 
LORD will open for you His rich 
storehouse in heaven, in its season 
let rain fall on your land, and bless 
everything you da. Then you will 
lend to many nations and borrow 
from none. n The LORD will make 
you the head, not the tail, and you 
will always be on top, never at the 
bottom, if you obey what the LORD 
your God orders that I now order 
you carefully to do. ,4 From the 
things I order now don’t turn right 
or left to run after other gods and 
worship them.” 

The LORD Will Punish You 

,5 ”But if you will not obey the 
LORD your God and will not care¬ 
fully do everything He says in His 
commandments and laws that I now 
order you to keep, all the following 
curses will come on you and over¬ 
take you. ,6 You will be cursed in 
the town and cursed in the country. 
,7 Your basket will be cursed and 
your dough pan. ,# Your children 
will be cursed and what your soil 
produces, the calves of your cattle, 
and the lambs of your flocks. ,9 You 
will be cursed when you come and 
cursed when you go. 

Z0 ‘‘The LORD will send you curses, 
panic, and threats of destruction in 
everything you do till you’re wiped 
out and you perish quickly for the 
evil you do in forsaking Me. z ‘The 
LORD will make the plague cling to 
you till He wipes you off the land 
you're about to enter and take 
over. “The LORD will strike you 
with disease, fever, inflammation, 
burning heat, drought, a scorching 
wind, and mildew, and they will 
pursue you till you perish. “The 
sky over your head will be copper, 
and the ground under you iron. 
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“The LORD will make the rain on 
your ground powder and dust falling 
on you from the sky till you're 
destroyed. “The LORD will have 
you defeated before your enemies. 
You will go against them one way 
and run away from them seven 
ways. To all the kingdoms in the 
world you will become a horror. 
“Your dead bodies will be food for 
all the birds in the sky and the 
animals cm the ground, and nobody 
will scare them away. 

77 “The LORD will strike you with 
Egyptian boils, with tumors, scabs, 
and itch that can't be cured. “The 
LORD will make you mad. blind, and 
confused, so that you will be groping 
at noon like a blind man groping in 
the dark. “And you will not 
succeed in what you do. being only 
oppressed and robbed ail the time 
with nobody to rescue you. “You 
will be engaged to a woman, and 
someone else will violate her; you 
will build a home and not live in it. 
You will plant a vineyard and not 
eat its grapes. 31 You will see your 
bull butchered and not eat of it. 
Your donkey will be snatched away 
right under your eyes and will not 
come back to you. Your flock will be 
given to your enemies, and nobody 
will rescue them for you. 32 Your 
sons and daughters will be given to 
another people, and your eyes will 
be weary with longing all day 
watching for them, but there'll be 
nothing you can do. 

““A people you don't know will 
eat what your soil and your work 
produces, and you will always be 
only oppressed and crushed. “What 
your eyes see will drive you mad. 
“The LORD will strike you with bad 
boils that can’t be cured, on your 
knees and legs, from the sole of your 
feet to the crown of your head. 


““The LORD will bring you and 
the man you make your king to a 
nation you and your fathers didn't 
know, and there you will serve 
other gods, made of wood and 
stone. 37 And among all the peoples 
where the LORD will drive you. you 
will be a thing of horror, a byword 
and an object of scorn. 

“"You will sow much seed in 
your fields and get little because 
the grasshopper will eat it. “You 
will plant vineyards and take care of 
them, but you will drink no wine nor 
gather grapes, because the worms 
will eat them. “You will have olive 
trees everywhere in your country 
but no oil to anoint yourself, because 
your olives will drop off. 41 You will 
have sons and daughters and then 
be without them because they will 
go away into captivity. 42 The 
grasshopper will take all your trees 
and crops on your ground. “The 
foreigner who lives among you will 
rise higher and higher above you. 
while you will sink lower and 
lower. 44 He will lend to ycu, and 
you will not lend to him. He will be 
the head and you the tail. 

45 “All these curses will come on 
you, pursue you. and overtake you 
till you're wiped out, because you 
didn't obey the LORD your God or do 
what He ordered you to do in His 
commandments and laws. “They 
will be a sign and wonder to warn 
you and your descendants forever. 

47,, Since you didn’t serve the 
LORD your God with joy and a 
happy heart when you had so much 
of everything, “you will serve your 
enemies, whom the LORD will send 
against you, and be hungry, thirsty, 
naked, and lacking everything. And 
He will put an iron yoke on your 
neck till He wipes you out. 

““The LORD will bring against 
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you a nation from far away, from 
the most distant part of the world, 
swooping down on you like a vulture, 
a nation whose language you can’t 
understand. so a people with a hard 
face, with no respect for the old and 
no kindness for the young. “They’ll 
eat the young of your cattle and the 
crops on your ground till you're 
wiped out, leaving you no fresh 
grain, wine, or olive oil, no calves of 
your cattle or lambs of your flocks 
till they’ve destroyed you. "They’ll 
besiege you in all your towns till 
your highest and strongest walls you 
trust in crumble everywhere in your 
country; they’ll besiege you in all the 
towns the Lord your God gave 
you. "so that when your enemies 
besiege and oppress you, you will 
eat your own children, the flesh of 
your sons and daughters, whom the 
LORD your God gave you. “Even 
the most tender and well-bred man 
among you will become mean to his 
brother, the wife he loved, and the 
children he still has left. "He will 
give none of them any flesh of his 
children whom he eats, because he 
will have nothing left, so besieged 
and oppressed will you be by your 
enemies everywhere in your 
towns. "The most tender and well- 
bred lady among you, so well-bred 
and tender she doesn't dare to set 
her foot on the ground, will become 
mean to the husband she loved, to 
her son and daughter. "She will 
not share with them the afterbirth 
coming from her body and the 
children she bears but will secretly 
eat them for lack of everything, so 
besieged and oppressed will you be 
by your enemies in your towns. 

"‘if you are not careful to do 
everything in this law. everything 
written in this book, and to fear this 
wonderful and awesome name THE 


LORD YOUR GOD, 59 the LORD will 
bring extraordinary plagues on you 
and your descendants, great and 
continual plagues and severe 
diseases lasting a long time. 60 He 
will bring back on you every disease 
of the Egyptians that you dread, and 
they will cling to you. fil The Lord 
will bring on you also every kind of 
sickness and plague not written in 
this book of the law till you're wiped 
out. "There will be only a few left 
where once you were as many as the 
stars in the sky, because you didn’t 
obey the LORD your God. "Just as 
the LORD once delighted in making 
you a happy and large people, so the 
LORD will delight in destroying and 
wiping you out, and you will be torn 
from the land you’re about to enter 
and take over. “And the LORD will 
scatter you among all the people 
from one end of the world to the 
other, and there you will serve other 
gods, made of wood and stone, that 
you and your fathers didn’t know. 
"Among those nations you will find 
no peace, no place for your foot to 
rest. There the LORD will make your 
heart tremble, your eyes pine away 
with longing, and your life waste 
away. "Your life will always be in 
doubt, you will live in terror day and 
night, and you’ll never feel sure of 
your life. 67 In the morning you'll 
say, Tf only it were evening,’ and in 
the evening you'll say, if only it 
were morning,’ because of the 
things your heart will dread and 
your eyes will see. 

68 ”The LORD will bring you in 
sorrow back to Egypt on the very 
road I told you you wouldn’t see 
again, and you men and women will 
try to sell yourselves to your 
enemies as slaves, but nobody 
will buy you.”

Don’t Break the Covenant 

These are the words of 
the covenant the LORD 
ordered Moses to make with Israel 
in the land of Moab besides the 
covenant He made with them at 
Horeb. 

7 Moses called to all Israel and told 
them; "You saw everything the 
LORD did before your eyes in Egypt 
to Pharaoh, all his servants and his 
whole country, ’the great testings 
you saw with your eyes, the miracles, 
and those great wonders, 4 and yet 
till this day the LORD hasn't given 
you a mind to understand, eyes to 
see, or ears to listen . 5 For forty 
years I led you in the wilderness: Your 
clothes didn't wear out on you, your 
shoes didn't wear out on your 
feet. € You had no bread to eat and 
no wine or liquor to drink, to show 13 
you I the LORD am your God. 7 When 
you came to this place, Sihon, king of 13 ££•*]; 
Heshbon, and Og. king of Bashan, 
came out to fight with us, but we 
defeated them. *We took their land 
and gave it to Reuben, Gad, and half 
the tribe of Manasseh as their 
inheritance. "Carefully do what 
this covenant tells you. so that you 
will succeed in everything you do. 

“"You stand today, all of you. 
before the LORD your God—your 
leaders, your tribes, your elders, 
and your officers, all the men of 
Israel. “your children, your wives, 
and the strangers in your camp from 
the man who cuts your wood to the 
one who draws your water— ,2 to 
enter into the covenant of the LORD 
your God and the sworn agreement 
the LORD your God is making with 
you today, “to make you today His 
people and He will be your God as 
He promised you and swore to your 
fathers. Abraham, Isaac, and 


Jacob. “I make this covenant and 
this 6worn agreement not only with 
you “but with those who are with 
us here standing before the LORD 
our God and with those who are not 
here with us today. “You know 
those we lived among in Egypt and 
the nations we passed through. 17 and 
you saw their abominable things 
and their idols of wood, stone, 
silver, and gold that they had. 
“There should be no man. woman, 
family, or tribe whose heart is now 
turning away from the LORD our 
God to go and serve the gods of those 
nations; there should be among you 
no root sprouting poison and worm¬ 
wood; “a man that hears the 
statements of this sworn agreement 
and congratulates himself, saying. 
‘I’ll get along well even if I go my 
stubborn way*—in such a case the 
well-watered ground will be 
snatched away with the dry. 20 The 
LORD isn't willing to forgive him, 
because the LORD’S anger and 
jealousy burns against such a man, 
and every curse written in this book 
will settle on him, and the LORD will 
blot out his name in the world. 
21 And the LORD will single him out 
from all the tribes of Israel for 
disaster according to all the curses 
of the covenant written in this book 
of the law. 

22 “Then the people of a later age, 
your children, who will come after 
you, and the foreigner coming from 
a distant country will look and see 
the plagues of this country and the 
diseases the LORD inflicted on 
it, ”all its soil being sulfur and 
salt, a burnt-out place where 
nothing is sown, nothing sprouts, 
and no grass grows, like the 
destruction of Sodom and 
Gomorrah, Admah and Zeboiim, 
which the LORD destroyed in His 
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fierce anger. 24 Then all people will 
ask. ‘Why did the LORD do that to 
this country? Why did His terrible 
ianger blaze like this?’ 25 And the 
answer will be. ‘Because they left 
the covenant of the LORD, the God 
of their fathers, that He made with 
them when He took them out of 
Egypt; 26 they went and served 
other gods and worshiped them, 
gods they didn't know and He hadn't 
assigned to them. 27 Then the 
LORD'S anger blazed against this 
country, bringing on it every curse 
written in this book. 2B In His 
blazing anger and great fury the 
LORD plucked them out of their 
country and hurled them into 
another country where they are 
today.' 

2 *“What is still hidden is in the 
hands of the LORD our God. but 
what is revealed is for us and our 
children forever that we should do '***1 
everything this law says." 

I Will Bring You Back 

"When all these things hap¬ 
pen to you. the blessings and 
the curses I put before you, and you 
again take them to heart wherever 
among all the nations the LORD your 
God has driven you. 2 if you and 
your children return to the LORD 
your God and obey Him with all your 
mind and all your heart every way 
I'm now ordering you, 3 then the 
LORD your God will restore you: He 
will have mercy on you and gather 
you again from all the people where 
the LORD your God scattered you. 
‘Even if you are driven to the end of 
the world, the LORD your God will 
gather you and snatch you away 
from there. 5 The LORD your God 
will bring you to the land your 
fathers owned, and you will take it. 
and He will make you a happier and 


larger people than your fathers. 
The LORD your God will circumcise 
your hearts and the hearts of your 
descendants, so that you will love 
the LORD your God with all your 
mind and all your heart and will 
live. Then the LORD your God will 
put all these curses on your 
enemies, those who hated you and 
pursued you. fl And you will again 
obey the LORD and do everything He 
says in His commandments I’m now 
giving you. The LORD your God 
will give you plenty of good things in 
everything you do: the children of 
your body, the young of your cattle, 
the crops on your land. The LORD 
will again delight in making you 
happy as He delighted in your 
fathers ‘“when you obey the LORD 
your God and do what He says in His 
commandments and laws written in 
>327 this book of the law, when you 
Jo a return to the LORD your God with 
all your mind and heart. 

""What I order you now isn't too 
hard for you or far away from 
you. ,2 It is not in heaven that you 
should ask. ‘Who will go up to 
heaven for us and get it for us and 
tell us about it so we may do 
it?’ ,3 Nor is it beyond the sea that 
you should ask, ‘Who will go over 
the sea and get it for us and tell us 
about it so we may do it?' "No. this 
word is very close to you. in your 
mouth and in your mind so you will 
do it." 

Life or Death 

,5 "You see, today I put before you 
life and happiness, death and 
misery ,6 as I order you today to 
love the LORD your God, follow in 
His ways, and do what He says in 
His commandments, laws, and 
regulations. Then you will live and 
grow in number, and the LORD your 
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God will bless you in the land you're 
about to enter and take over. ,7 But 
if your hearts turn away and you 
won’t listen but are misled to 
worship other gods and serve 
them, ,8 I tell you today you’ll 
certainly perish and not live long in 
the land you’re crossing the Jordan 
to take over. lfl I call on heaven and 
earth as witnesses against you 
today that I have put life and death 
before you, the blessing and the 
curse. Choose life, so that you and 
your descendants will live, 20 by 
loving the LORD your God, obeying 
Him, and being loyal to Him, 
because that means life to you, a 
long life in the land the LORD swore 
to give your fathers, Abraham, 
Isaac, and Jacob.” 

Joshua Will Lead Israel 

Moses went and spoke the 
following to ail Israel. 
2 T’m a hundred and twenty years 
old now,” he told them, “and no 
longer able to come and go. The 
LORD has told me, ‘You shall not go 
over this Jordan.’ The LORD your 
God Himself will lead you over it. He 
will wipe out these nations ahead of 
you, and you will take their land. 
Joshua will lead you over the Jordan 
as the LORD told you. ‘The LORD 
will do to them what He did to Sihon 
and Og, kings of the Amorites, and 
their cities when He wiped them 
out. ’When the LORD hands them 
over to you, do to them just as I 
ordered you. e Be strong and 
courageous, don’t be afraid or 
tremble before them, because the 
LORD your God is going with you 
and will not leave you or forsake 
you." 

Then Moses called Joshua and 
told him before all Israel: “Be strong 
and courageous, because you will go 


with these people into the land the 
LORD swore to their fathers to give 
them, and you will divide the land 
among them. The LORD is leading 
you. He will be with you and not 
leave you or forsake you. Don’t be 
afraid or terrified.” 

9 Moses wrote this law and gave it 
to the priests descended from Levi, 
who carried the ark of the LORD'S 
covenant, and to all the elders of 
Israel. ,0 Moses gave them tho 
following instructions: “Every 

seventh year, at the time of the year 
when debts are canceled, at the 
festival of booths, n when all Israel 
comes to visit the LORD your God at 
the place He chooses, read this law 
to Israel and let them hear 
it. ,z Gather the people, men. 
women, and children, and the 
foreigner who is in your towns, have 
, J 1M them listen and learn to fear the 
«M.bi3s LORD your God and carefully do 
everything this law says, n and 
have their children, who don’t know 
it, hear and learn to fear the LORD 
your God as long as you live in the 
land you’re going across the Jordan 
to take over.” 

'The LORD told Moses: “Now the 
time has come for you to die. Gall 
Joshua, stand at the tent where 1 
meet with you, and I will give him his 
orders.” 

Moses and Joshua went and stood 
at the tent where God met with 
them. 'Then the LORD appeared 
at the tent in a pillar of cloud, and 
the pillar of cloud stood at the 
entrance of the tent. 

Write a Song to Warn Them 

'The LORD told Moses: “Now you 
will be resting with your fathers, 
and these people will start to run 
like a prostitute after the strange 
gods of the land where they’re going. 
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to live among them, and they will 
forsake Me and break the covenant I 
made with them. n Then I will be 
very angry with them, leave them, 
and hide My face from them. They 
will be ready to be devoured, and 
many disasters and distresses will 
come on them, and they will ask, 
‘Haven’t these disasters come on us 
because our God isn’t among 
us?’ ,8 Then I will certainly hide My 
face because of all the wrong 
they’ve done in turning to other 
gods. ,9 And now write this song, 
teach it to the Israelites, and have 
them repeat it so that this song will 
be a witness for Me against the 
Israelites. 20 When I bring them to 
the land I swore to give their 
fathers, flowing with milk and 
honey, they will eat all they want 
and be fat and turn to other gods 
and serve them, despising Me and 
breaking My covenant. 2 ‘When 
many disasters and distresses come 
on them, this song will be a witness 
against them because their de¬ 
scendants will repeat it and not 
forget it. I know what they're 
thinking of doing, even now before I 
bring them into the land I swore to 
give them.” 

22 At that time Moses wrote the 
following song and taught it to the 
Israelites. 

21 The LORD ordered Joshua, 
Nun's son: "Be strong and 
courageous.'' He said, “because you 
will bring the Israelites into the land 
I swore to give them, and I will be 
with you." 

24 When Moses had completely 
finished writing this whole law in a 
scroll, 25 he gave instructions to the 
Levites who carried the ark of the 
LORD’S covenant and told them: 
““Take this scroll of the law, and 
put it beside the ark of the covenant 


of the LORD your God, and there it 
will be a witness against you, 
27 because I know how rebellious and 
stubborn you are. If even now, while 
I’m still living with you. you continue 
to rebel against the LORD, how 
much worse will it be after I’m 
dead? “Gather all the elders of 
your tribes and your officers before 
me, and as they listen I will tell them 
these things and call heaven and 
earth as witnesses against them. 
29 I know after I’m dead you will 
become corrupt and turn from the 
way I ordered you to go, and later 
disaster will come on you because 
you will provoke the LORD by the 
wrong you do in His presence.’’

“You will see 
the land from a distance but not go 
into the land I’m giving the Israelites.” 

Moses Blesses Israel 

This is the blessing Moses, 
the man of God, gave the 
” 8 Israelites before he died. z He said: 
“The Lord appeared at Sinai 
and arose for His people at Seir. 
He showed Himself at the moun¬ 
tains of Paran, coming with ten 
thousand holy ones. His right 
hand creating havoc for them. 

3 Yes, He purifies the nations. All 
His holy ones are in His hand. 
They lie down at His feet and 
receive His promises. 

*the law Moses gave us as the 
possession of Jacob's congrega¬ 
tion. 

5 And there will be n a king in 
Jeshurun when their leaders are 
gathered and the tribes of Israel 
are united. 

6 May Reuben live and not die 
though his men be few.” 

7 About Judah he said: 

”Hear Judah calling, LORD, and

tions and Israel Your law. They 
send the fragrance of incense 
to Your nostrils and make whole 
burnt offerings on Your altars. 

"LORD, bless his ability, and be ,27Th2,:5 
delighted with the work he does. 

Crush the bodies of those who 
attack him and of those who hate 
him. so they will not attack 
again." 

"About Benjamin he said: 

The LORD loves him: he will 
live in safety beside Him.

,0 About Z e b u 1 u n he said: 

"Be glad to go out, Zebulun, and 
rejoice, I s s a c h a r. to stay in 
your tents. 

,9 They will invite nations to their 
mountain, and there they will 
bring righteous sacrifices. They 
will draw up wealth from the 
seas and treasures hidden on the 
shore." 

20 About Gad he said: 

"Blessed is He who gives Gad a 
large territory. Like a lion he 
crouches, then tears an arm or 
even a head. 

2, He chose the best land for 
himself because there a ruler's 
share was kept. He came to the 
leaders of the people and with 
the rest of Israel did what the 
LORD considers right and just." 

“About Dan he said: 

"Dan is a lion’s whelp that jumps 
up from Bashan." 

“About N a p h t a 1 i he said: 
"Naphtali will be satisfied with 
kindly gifts and filled with the 
LORD’S blessings. The lake and 
the land south of it will be his." 

“About Asher he said: 

"May Asher be the most blessed 
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of the sons, a favorite among his 
brothers, bathing his feet in olive 
oil. “May your doorbolts be 
iron and copper. May your 
strength last as long as your days. 

“O Jeshurun, there’s no one like 
God. who rides the heavens to 
help you and in His majesty rides 
the clouds. 

17 The eternal God is a home, and 
underneath are the everlasting 
arms. He drives the enemy out of 
your way and tells you. ‘De¬ 
stroy!’ 

“So Israel lives in safety; Jacob’s 
spring is by itself in a land of 
grain and wine. Yes. his skies 
will be dropping dew. 

“Happy Israel! Who is like you. a 
people saved by the LORD, who 
is a shield to help you and a 
sword to win you glory? Your 
enemies will come cringing to 
you. and you will trample on 
their backs.” 

Moses Dies 

From the plain of Moab 
Moses went up Mount Nebo, 
to the top of Pisgah. opposite 
Jericho, and the LORD showed him 
the whole country—Gilead as far as 
Dan. z all Naphtali, the territory of 
Ephraim and Manasseh, and all the 
territory of Judah as far as the 
Mediterranean Sea, ’including the 
Negeb, the Jordan basin in the valley 


of Jericho (the city of palms) as far 
as Zoar. 

4 The LORD told him: “This is the 
land I promised Abraham. Isaac, 
and Jacob with an oath, saying. I 
will give it to your descendants.' I 
have let you see it with your own 
eyes, but you will not go over there." 

s And there Moses, the LORD’S 
servant, died in the land of Moab by 
the LORD’S order. 6 And He buried 
him in the valley in the land of 
Moab, opposite Beth-peor, and to 
this day nobody knows the spot 
where he’s buried. 

’When he died. Moses was 120 
years old. His eyesight didn't get 
poor, and he didn't lose his fresh 
vigor. 8 The Israelites wept for 
Moses in the plain of Moab for 30 
days, till the days of weeping in 
mourning for Moses were over. 

‘Joshua. Nun’s son, was filled 
with a wise Spirit, because Moses 
had laid his hands on him. and the 
Israelites listened to him and did as 
the LORD had ordered Moses. 

‘°Never has there been another 
prophet in Israel like Moses, whom 
the LORD knew face to face, "who 
did all the miracles and wonders the 
LORD sent him to do in Egypt to 
Pharaoh, all his servants, and his 
whole country. ,2 and all the mighty 
things, great and terrible, that 
Moses did and were seen by all 
Israel. 
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The LORD Encourages Joshua 

1 After Moses, the LORD’S ser¬ 
vant. died, the LORD said to 
loshua. Nun’s son. Moses’ servant: 

! “Mv servant Moses is dead. Now 
you and all this people, go on and 
cross this Jordan and enter the land 
I'm giving the Israelites. M have 
given you every place you will come 
to. as I promised Moses. 4 Your 
country will be from the wilderness 
and this Lebanon to the greot river 
Euphrates, all the country of the 
Hittites as far as the great sea, 
where the sun goes down. 5 Nobody 
will be able to oppose you as long as , 
vou live. I will be with you as I was 4 ? 6 \ 9 , 14 
with Moses. I will not leave you or 5 
forsake you. 6 Be strong and bold, 
because you will give this people the 
land I promised with an oath to their 
fathers to give them. T Only be 
strong and very bold to be careful 
and do everything in this Law that 
Moses. My servant, ordered you to 
do. Don’t turn right or left from it; 
then you will succeed everywhere 
you go. B Don’t slop reading this 
book of the Law. but day and night 
think of what it says, so you can be 
careful to do everything written in 
it; then you will prosper and 
succeed. ^Haven’t I ordered you: 

‘Be strong and bold: don’t tremble or 
be terrified, because the LORD your 
God is with you everywhere you 
go ? 

Joshua Gives Orders 

,0 Ioshua gave an order to the 
officers of the people, saying: 

11 “Go through the camp, and give the 


people the following order; ‘Prepare 
food for yourselves, because within 
three days you will cross this Jordan 
to go and take the country the LORD 
your God is giving you to conquer.* ” 

,2 But to Reuben, Gad, and half the 
tribe of Manasseh Joshua said: 
’’“Remember the instructions Moses, 
the LORD'S servant, gave you when 
he said: ‘The LORD your God is 
giving you a home and has given 
you this country. ,4 Your wives, 
children, and cattle will stay in the 
land Moses gave you on this 
side of the Jordan, but all your 
warriors will go over armed ahead 
of your fellow Israelites and 
° help them ,5 tili the LORD gives 
them a home as He gave you and 
they also have taken the country the 
LORD your God is giving them. Then 
you will come back to your own 
country and occupy it.’ Moses, the 
LORD’S servant, gave it to you on the 
east side of the Jordan.’’ 

,fi “We will do everything you 
order us to do.” the people an¬ 
swered Joshua, “and go wherever 
you send us. l7 We’ll obey you just as 
we obeyed Moses. Only may the 
LORD your God be with you as He 
was with Moses. ,8 Anyone who 
rebels against you and will not obey 
you in whatever you order him to do 
must be killed. Just be strong and 
bold!” 

Two Spies 

From Shittim Joshua, Nun’s 
son, secretly sent two spies, 
telling them. “Go, look at the land, 
especially at Jericho.” 
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a The two young men went to 
Jericho and came® into the home of a 
prostitute by the name of Rahab and 
lay down to sleep there. 

J The king of Jericho was told. 
“There are men who have come 
here from Israel tonight to explore 
the country.” 5 The king of Jericho 
sent men to Rahab to say, “Bring out 
the men who came to you and 
entered your home, because they 
have come to explore the whole 
country.” 

*The woman took the two men and 
hid them. Then she said. “Yes, the 
men came to me, but I didn't know 
where they were from. 5 When it 
was dark and the gate had to be 
closed, the men left. I don’t know 
where the men went. Hurry and 
chase after them. You'll catch up 
with them." fi She had taken 
them on the roof and covered them 
with the stalks of flax she had 
heaped up on the roof. 

7 The men pursued them on the 
road leading to the crossing places 
of the Jordan, and as soon as those 
who pursued them had left, the gate 
was shut. 

8 Before the spies went to sleep, 
she came up to them on the roof. 
9 “I know that the LORD has given 
you the country,” she told the men: 
“you terrify us, and all the people in 
the land are trembling before 
you. ,0 because we heard how the 
LORD dried up the water of the Red 
Sea before you when you left Egypt 
and what you did to the two kings of 
the Amorites on the other side of the 
Jordan, Sihon and Og. whom you 
destroyed. "When we heard it. we 
gave up hope, and there was no 
courage left in anyone on account of 
you. because the LORD your God is 


God in heaven above and on the 
earth below. “And now that I‘v< 
been kind to you. please swear to rm 
by the LORD that you also will b< 
kind to my father s family. Give me £ 
pledge I can trust “that you wil 
keep alive my father, mother 
brothers, sisters, and everythin! 
they have and save us from death." 

"The men promised her: ”W< 
pledge our lives for yours, if yoi 
don’t tell what we re doing here 
And when the LORD gives us thii 
country, we will treat you kindly am 
honestly.” 

,s She let them down by a ropi 
through the window, because hei 
house was against the wall of th( 
city and she lived by the wall 
,6 “Go into the hills.” she told them 
“so the pursuers will not find you 
and hide there three days till th< 
pursuers come back. Then go youi 
way.” 

““This oath you made us sweai 
binds us only on this condition.” thi 
men told her: ,8 “When we conn 
into the country, tie this cord o 
scarlet thread in the windov 
through which you let us down. Am 
bring your father, mother, brothers 
and all vour father's family to ymn 
home. ,9 When anyone goes out o 
the doors of your house on th< 
street, it will be his own fault anc 
not ours if he's killed. But if anvom 
is in your home and he is struck, wi 
will be responsible for his death 
-’°Also if you tell what we’re doinj 
here, we will not be bound by thi 
oath you had us swear.” 

"“It will be as you say.” she said 
and she let them go. And she tied (hi 
scarlet cord in the window. 

'-’They went into the hills am 
staved there three days till thei 


“^Gk,* Heb they went and come 
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pursuers, after searching for them 
all along the road without finding 
them, had come back. 23 Then the 
two men went back, descended from 
the hills, crossed over and came to 
loshua. Nun’s son. and told him 
everything that had happened to 
them. "“The LORD has put the 
whole country in our hands." they 
told Joshua. "Yes. the people of the 
land have given up hope on accounl 
of us." 

Crossing the Jordan 

Joshua got up early the next 
morning, and he and all Israel 
moved from Shittim and came to the 
Jordan, where they camped before 
crossing over. 

? Three days later the officers 
went through the camp ’and gave 
the people the following order: “As 
soon as you see the ark of the 
covenant of the LORD your God and 
the priests of Levi who carry it. leave 
your places and follow it— 4 but 
there should be a distance of about 
two thousand cubits between you 
and it: don't come closer to it — so 
that you can see the way you're 
going, since you haven't gone this 
way before." 

’Then loshua told the people. 
"Give yourselves to the LORD as 
holy people. Tomorrow He will do 
wonders among you." 

h "Take the ark of the covenant," 
Joshua told the priests, “and go on 
ahead of the people." They took the 
ark of the covenant and went ahead 
of the people. 

: "Today." the LORD told Joshua. 
“I will begin to honor you before all 
Israel to let them know I am with you 
as I was with Moses. H As for you. 
give this order to the priests who 
carry the ark of the covenant: 
When you come to the edge of the 


water of the Jordan, stand still in the 
Jordan.' 

9 "Come here," Joshua said to 
Israel, “and listen to what the LORD 
your God tells you. ,0 This will show 
you," Joshua continued, "that the 
living God is among you and will 
certainly drive out ahead of you the 
Canaanites, Hittites, Hivites, Periz- 
zites. Girgashites, Amorites, and 
Jebusites. "See. the ark of the 
covenant of the Lord of all the earth 
will go ahead of you into the 
Jordan. 12 Now, choose men from 
the tribes of Israel, one from each 
tribe. n And as soon as the feet of 
the priests who carry the ark of the 
LORD, the Lord of all the earth, 
stand still in the water of the Jordan, 
the water of the Jordan flowing 
down from above will be cut off, and 
the water will rise as a dam." 

"When the people left their tents 
to cross the Jordan, with the priests 
carrying the ark of the covenant 
ahead of the people, ,5 and when 
those carrying the ark came to the 
Jordan and the feet of the priests 
carrying the ark dipped into the 
edge of the water (the Jordan 
overflows all its banks all the time of 
the harvest), ,6 the water flowing 
down from above rose as a dam far 
away at Adam, the town near 
Zarethan, while the water flowing 
down to the lake of the Arabah, the 
Salt Lake, was completely cut off. 
and the people crossed over op¬ 
posite Jericho. ,7 The priests carry¬ 
ing the ark of the LORD’S covenant 
stood firmly on dry ground in the 
middle of the Jordan while all Israel 
went over on dry ground till all the 
people had finished crossing over 
the Jordan. 

4 When all the people had com¬ 
pletely crossed over the Jordan, 
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the LORD said to Joshua: "Take 
the twelve men from the people, one 
from each tribe, 'and give them 
this order: Take twelve stones from 
here, out of the middle of the Jordan, 
where the priests’ feet were 
standing still, carry them over with 
you. and lay them down where 
you're going to camp tonight.’ 

*So Joshua called the 12 men he 
had appointed from Israel, one from 
each tribe. s “Go out by the ark of 
the LORD your God in the middle of 
the Jordan,” Joshua told them, “and 
each of you take one stone on his 
shoulder, as many stones as there 
are tribes in Israel, 8 for a me¬ 
morial among you. Later, when your 
children ask, ‘What do you mean by 
these stones?’ 7 then tell them. The 
water of the Jordan was cut off in 
front of the ark of the LORD’S 
covenant when it crossed the 
Jordan; the water of the Jordan was 
cut off, and these stones should 
always remind Israel.' ” 

The Israelites did as Joshua 
ordered them; they took 12 stones, 
according to the number of tribes in 
Israel, from the middle of the 
Jordan, as the LORD had told 
Joshua, and they carried them over 
to the camp and laid them down 
there. 

9 Joshua also set up 12 stones in the 
middle of the Jordan where the 
priests carrying the ark of the 
covenant had stood, and they’re still 
there today. 

,0 The priests carrying the ark 
remained standing in the middle of 
the Jordan till everything the LORD 
had ordered Joshua to tell the people 
was done (just as Moses had 
ordered Joshua), and the people 
hurried to get across. "As soon as 
all the people had finished crossing 
over, the LORD’S ark and the priests 


moved and went ahead of the 
people. 

"The armed men of Reuben, Gad. 
and half the tribe of Manasseh wont 
ahead of the rest of Israel as Moses 
had told them. "About 40.000 men 
armed for war crossed over before 
the LORD to the plains of Jericho 
for battle. 

M On that day the LORD honored 
Joshua before all Israel, so that as 
long as he lived they respected him 
as they had respected Moses. 

"The LORD said to Joshua: 
,h “Order the priests carrying tin* 
ark of the Word of Testimony to 
come up out of the Jordan.” ' So 
Joshua ordered the priests: “Come 
up out of the Jordan.” 

'"When the priests carrying the 
ark of the LORD'S covenant came up 
out of the middle of the Jordan and 
the soles of their feet were lifted 
onto the dry land, the water of the 
Jordan again filled its bed and 
flowed over its banks as it had done 
before. 

They Camp ot Gilgal 

,9 0n the tenth of the first monlli 
the people came up out of the Jordan 
and camped at Gilgal on the eastern 
border of Jericho. 20 At Gilgal 
Joshua set up the 12 stones they had 
taken from the Jordan. "He told 
Israel: “Later, when your children 
ask their fathers, ‘What do these 
stones mean?’ Tell your children. 
‘Israel crossed this Jordan on div 
ground. 23 The LORD your God 
dried up the water of the Jordan in 
front of you till you had crossed 
over, as the LORD your God did In 
the Red Sea. which He dried up in 
front of us till we had crossed 
over. "He wants all people in the 
world to know how mighty the 
LORD'S hand is, and He wants you 
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always to fear the LORD your 
God.'’ 

5 When all the kings of the 
Amorites. who were west of 
the Iordan, and all the kings of the 
Canaanites. who were by the sea. 
heard how the LORD dried up the 
water of the Jordan in front of the 
Israelites till they had crossed over, 
they gave up hope and had no 
■courage left as they faced Israel. 

Circumcise the People 

-At that lime the LORD told 
Joshua: “Make flint knives, and once 
again circumcise the Israelites." 
‘Joshua made flint knives and 
circumcised the Israelites at 
Foreskins Hill. 

4 This is why Joshua circumcised 
them: All the males of the people 
who left Egypt, that is, all the men 
who could go to war. died on the 
way through the wilderness after 
they left Egypt. 5 All the people who 
eft Egypt were circumcised, but 
lone of the people born later on the 
way through the wilderness were 
circumcised. h For 40 years Israel 
wandered in the wilderness till all 
the people who left Egypt, that is, 
the men who could go to war, were 
gone, because they didn’t obey the 
LORD, and the LORD swore to them 
lot to let them see the land that He 
oy an oath to their fathers promised 
to give them, a land flowing with 
milk and honey. 7 But He had their 
children take their place, and 
loshua circumcised them, since they 
were uncircumcised, not having 
been circumcised on the way. 

B When all the people had been 
circumcised, they stayed at home in 
the camp till they had healed. 


Rolling Away" 


“The LORD said to Joshua: “Today 
I have rolled away from you the 
insults of Egypt." and so that place 
is still called Gilgal b today. 

'“While the Israelites camped at 
Gilgal, they celebrated the Passover 
in the evening of the 14th day of the 
month in the plains of Jericho. 

"On the day after the Passover, 
that very day, they ate some of the 
products of the land, bread without 
yeast and parched grain. ,2 0n the 
day after they had eaten some of the 
products of the land, the manna 
stopped, and Israel had no more 
manna, but that year they ate what 
grew in the land of Canaan. 

Captain of the LORD’S Army 

"When Joshua was near Jericho, 
he looked up and saw a Man 
standing in front of him with His 
drawn sword in His hand. Joshua 
went up to Him. “Are You one of us 
or one of our enemies?" he asked 
Him. 

"“Neither," He answered, "but 
as captain of the LORD'S army I 
have come now." 

Joshua bowed down with his face 
on the ground and worshiped. 
"What has my Lord to say to His 
servant?" he asked Him. 

""Take your sandals off your 
feet.” the Captain of the LORD’S 
army told Joshua. "The place where 
you’re standing is holy.” Joshua did 
so. 

6 Jericho was afraid of Israel 
and shut its gates and was 
closed to anyone from going in or 
out. 

2 "You see," the LORD said to 
Joshua, "I have put Jericho with its 
king and warriors in your hands. 
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J All the soldiers should go around 
the city once a day for six days 
4 while seven priests carry seven 
rams’ horns in front of the ark. But 
on the seventh day go around the 
city seven times, and the priests 
should blow their horns. s Now 
when there is a long blast on the 
rams' horns and you hear the sound 
of the horns, all the people should 
shout loudly, and the wall of the city 
will fall over in its place, and the 
people should advance, each one 
straight ahead." 

Jericho Falls 

“Joshua, Nun’s son. called the 
priests. "Take the ark of the 
covenant." he told them, "and seven 
priests should carry seven rams' 
horns in front of the LORD'S ark.” 

7 He told the people. "March 
around the city. Let the armed men 
march ahead of the LORD'S ark." 

8 As Joshua had told the people, 
seven priests, carrying seven rams’ 
horns before the LORD, marched on 
and blew their horns, and the ark of 
the LORD'S covenant followed 
them. 9 The armed men went ahead 
of the priests, who were blowing 
their horns, and the rear guard 
followed the ark while the trumpets 
were blown continually. 

‘“"Don't shout,” Joshua ordered 
the people, "don't make any noise, 
and don't say a word till I tell you. 
‘Shout.’ Then shout." 

"So he had the LORD’S ark go 
around the city once; then they came 
back to the camp and stayed there 
for the night. "Joshua got up early 
the next morning, and the priests 
carried the Lord’s ark. "The seven 
priests carrying the seven rams' 
horns in front of the Lord’s ark blew 
their horns continually as they went, 
and the armed men went ahead of 


them. The rear guard followed the 
Lord's ark while the horns were 
blown continually. "They went 
around the city once on the second 
day and then went back to the camp. 
They did this for six days. 

,5 But on the seventh day they got 
up early at dawn and in the same 
way went around the city seven 
times; only on that day did they go 
around the city seven times. ’“When 
they went around the seventh time, 
the priests blew the horns, and 
Joshua told the people. "Shout, 
because the LORD has given you tha 
city. ,7 The city is condemned, and 
everything in it belongs to the LORD, 
Only Rahab the prostitute should 
stay alive and all who are with hep 
in her home, because she hid the 
messengers we sent. '“But keep 
away from what is under holy 
« condemnation, or you'll be con¬ 
demned too; if you take anything 
that’s condemned, you’ll bring 
condemnation on the camp of Israel 
and get it into trouble. 19 All the 
silver and gold and anything made 
of bronze and iron are holy and 
belong to the LORD and must go into 
the LORD’S storehouse." 

20 So the people shouted when the 
horns blew. As soon as they heard 
the blast of the horns, the people 
shouted very loudly, the walls fell 
down, and the people went into the 
city, each one straight ahead, and 
they took the city. "And with their 
swords they carried out the curse on 
everything in the city, men and 
women, young and old. as well as 
cows, sheep, and donkeys. 

22 But Joshua had told the two men 
who had spied out the country. 
to the prostitute's home, and bring 
out the woman with everything she 
has. as you promised her wilh an 
oath." 
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”The spies went and brought out 
Rahab. her father, mother, brothers, 
and everything she had: they 
brought out all her relatives and put 
them outside the camp of Israel. 
24 They burned the city and every¬ 
thing in it. But the silver and gold 
and anything made of bronze and 
iron they put into the LORD’S 
storehouse. 2s Bul Joshua kept alive 
Rahab the prostitute, her father's 
family, and everything she had. and 
she still lives in Israel today because 
she hid the messengers Joshua sent 
to explore Jericho. 

2fi At that time Joshua pronounced 
a curse: 

‘May the man be cursed before 
the LORD who undertakes to 
rebuild this city of Jericho: he 
will lose his oldest son when he 
lays its foundation, and his 
youngest when he sets up its 
gates.” 

2: The LORD was with Joshua, and 
the news about him spread through 
the whole country. 

Achan 

7 But the Israelites did wrong 
in regard to the condemned 
goods. Achan. the son of Carmi. the 
son of Zabdi. the son of Zerah. of the 
tribe of Judah, look some of the 
condemned goods. And the LORD 
became angry with Israel. 

-’Joshua sent men from Jericho to 
Ai. which is near Beth-aven. east of 
Bethel. “Go up,” he told Ihem, “and 
explore the country." The men went 
up and explored Ai. 

Thev came bark to Joshua and 
told him: “The people shouldn't all 
go up. Onlv about two or three 
thousand men should go up and 
destroy Ai. Don’t get the people lired 
bv having them all go there, because 
there are only a few there.” 


A So about 3,000 of the people went 
up, but they fled from the men of 
Ai. s The men of Ai struck down 
about 36 of their men and chased 
them from the gate to the stone 
quarries and killed some of them on 
the way down. The courage of the 
people melted away and became like 
water. 

6 Joshua tore his clothes, and he 
and the elders of Israel bowed down 
with their faces on the ground 
before the LORD'S ark. They lay 
there till evening, putting dust on 
their heads. 7 "0 Lord GOD,” 
Joshua said, ‘‘why did You bring this 
people over the Jordan only to put us 
in the hands of the Amorites to 
destroy us? If only we had been 
satisfied to live on the other side of 
the Jordan! B 0 Lord, what can I 
say when Israel has turned its back 
to the enemy? 9 When the Ca- 
naanites and all who live in the 
country hear about it, they'll 
surround us and wipe out our name 
from the earth. What will You do 
then for Your great name?" 

,0 The LORD said to Joshua: "Get 
up! Why are you lying on your 
face? "Israel has sinned. Yes, 
they've broken My covenant that I 
ordered them to keep. They’ve taken 
some of the condemned goods, stolen 
them, lied about them, and put them 
among their own goods. l2 The 
reason the Israelites can't stand up 
against their enemies but turn their 
backs to them is that they them¬ 
selves have been condemned. I will 
not be with you anymore unless you 
destroy the condemned things that 
are among you. "Get up. sanctify 
the people, and say: ‘Sanctify 
yourselves for tomorrow because 
this is what the LORD, the God of 
Israel, says: There are condemned 
goods among you, Israel: you can’t 
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stand up against your enemies till 
you get rid of the condemned goods 
among you. ,4 In the morning come 
forward by your tribes, then the 
tribe the LORD chooses should come 
forward by clans, then the clan the 
LORD takes should come forward by 
families, and then the family the 
LORD chooses should come forward 
man by man. ,s Then he who is 
found to have the condemned goods 
must be burned with everything he 
has because he has broken the 
LORD’S covenant and done a 
shameful thing in Israel.’ ” 

"Joshua got up early in the 
morning and had Israel come 
forward by tribes, and the tribe of 
Judah was taken. ,7 Then he had 
the clans of Judah come forward, 
and he took the Zerahite clan. Then 
he had the clan of the Zerahites 
come forward man by man, and 
Zabdi was taken. ,fl Then he had 
his family come forward man by 
man, and Achan, son of Carmi, son 
of Zabdi, son of Zerah, of the tribe of 
Judah, was taken. 

"Joshua said to Achan, “My son, 
give glory to the LORD, the God of 
Israel, praise Him, and please tell 
me, what did you do? Don’t hide it 
from me.” 

Z0 Then Achan answered Joshua, 
“It’s true. I’ve sinned against the 
LORD, the God of Israel, and this is 
what I did: 2, I saw among the 
spoils a fine Babylonian robe, two 
hundred shekels of silver, and a bar 
of gold weighing fifty shekels; I 
wanted them, and I took them. 
They’re buried in the ground in the 
middle of my tent, with the silver 
underneath.” 

"Joshua sent messengers, who 
ran to the tent. They found it buried 
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in his tent, with the silver under¬ 
neath. "They took the things from 
the middle of the tent, brought them 
to Joshua and ail the Israelites, and 
laid them out before the LORD. 

"Joshua, and all Israel with him, 
took Achan, Zerah’s descendant, 
and the silver and the robe, the bar 
of gold, his sons and his daughters, 
his cattle and his donkeys, his sheep 
and his tent, and everything he had 
and brought them up to the Valley of 
Troubled 

"Then Joshua said: “Why did you 
trouble us? The LORD will trouble 
you today!” And all Israel stoned 
him with stones, and they burned 
them and piled stones on them. 
"They piled up a big heap of stones 
over him, which is still there today. 
So the LORD withdrew His fierce 
anger. This is why that place is still 
called the Valley of Trouble today. 

Ai Is Captured 

The LORD said to Joshua: 
“Don’t be afraid or terrified. 
Take the whole army with you. Start 
out and march against Ai. See, I put 
in your hands the king of Ai, his 
people, his town, and his country. 
2 Do to Ai and its king what you did to 
Jericho and its king except that you 
can take its goods and its cattle as 
your spoils. Set an ambush behind 
the town.” 

3 So Joshua and all the soldiers 
started to march against Ai. Joshua 
picked 30,000 bold fighting men and 
sent them out at night. 4 And he 
gave them the order: “You’re going 
to set an ambush behind the town. 
Don’t get too far from the town, and 
all of you, be ready. 5 I and all the 
people with me will go toward the 
town, and when they come out 1 
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against us as they did the first time, 
we'll flee from them. B They’ll come 
out after us till we have drawn them 
away from the town, because they'll 
say. ‘They’re running away from us 
like the first time.' And so we’ll flee 
from them. 7 Then you'll come out 
of your ambush and take the town. 
The LORD your God puts it in your 
hands. “When you have taken the 
town, set the town on fire. Do what 
the LORD says. See, I’ve given you 
the order.'’ 

’When Joshua had sent them out, 
they went to the place of ambush 
and were lying there west of Ai, 
between Bethel and Ai. But Joshua 
stayed that night with the troops. 

‘"Early in the morning Joshua got 
up and inspected the people. Then 
he and the elders of Israel led the 
people to Ai. "The whole army 
that was with him went up till they 
were near the place. Coming 
opposite the town, they camped 
north of Ai with the valley between 
them and Ai. 

12 He had taken about 5,000 men 
and pul them in an ambush between 
Bethel and Ai. west of the town. 
"So Ihe people were given their 
places: the whole camp of the people 
was north of the town, and the 
ambush was west of the town. 

That night Joshua went down into 
the middle of the valley. "When 
the king of Ai saw this, he and all his 
people, that is. the men of the town, 
rose quickly and went out to fight 
Israel at the pla ce before the plain 
that had been chosen. He didn't 
know there was an ambush for him 
behind the town. 

"Joshua and all Israel let them 
defeat them, and they fled on the 
way to the wilderness. All the 
people in the town were called out to 
pursue them, and as they pursued 


Joshua, they were drawn away from 
the town. ,7 There was no man left 
in Ai or Bethel who didn’t go out 
after Israel. They left the town 
without any protection as they 
pursued Israel. 

,a The LORD said to Joshua: “Hold 
out the spear in your hand toward 
Ai, because I'm putting it in your 
hands.’’ And Joshua held out the 
spear in his hand toward the 
town. ,9 Then the men in the 
ambush hurried from their place, 
and as soon as he stretched out his 
hand, they ran, went into the town, 
and took it. They quickly set the 
town on fire. 20 When the men of Ai 
looked back, they saw the smoke go 
up from the town to the sky, and 
they couldn’t flee anywhere. Then 
the people who had been fleeing into 
the wilderness turned against their 
pursuers. 2, When Joshua and all 
Israel saw the ambush had taken 
the town and smoke went up from 
the town, they turned and attacked 
the men of Ai. 22 When the others 
came out of the town against them, 
they were in the middle of Israel, 
some being on one side and the 
others on the other. The Israelites 
struck them down till none of them 
was left or could escape. 2, But 
they took the king of Ai alive and 
brought him to Joshua. 

24 When Israel finished killing all 
the inhabitants of Ai who were in 
the fields and in the wilderness 
where they pursued them, and the 
sword had cut them all down lo the 
last man. all Israel went back lo Ai 
and struck it down with the sword. 
25 The total of the men and women 
who fell that day, all the people of 
Ai, was 12,000. 2B Joshua didn't 
lower his hand with which he held 
out the spear till he had destroyed 
all the inhabitants of Ai. 27 But the 
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cattle and the goods of that city 
Israel took as their spoils as the 
LORD had ordered Joshua. 2a So 
Joshua burned Ai and made it a 
heap of ruins and a desolate place 
forever. 

29 But the king of Ai he hanged on a 
tree and left him there till evening. 
When the sun went down. Joshua 
gave the order, and they took his 
body from the tree and threw it 
down at the entrance of the gate of 
the town, and over it they piled a big 
heap of stones that is still there 
today. 

Blessing and Curse 

30 At that time Joshua built an altar 
for the LORD, the God of Israel, on 
Mount Ebal 3, as Moses, the 
LORD’S servant, had ordered Israel 
to do and as it is written in the book 
of the law of Moses: “an altar of 
unhewn stones on which no chisel 
has been used”: and on it they 
brought burnt offerings to the LORD 
and sacrificed peace offerings. 
33 There on the stones he wrote a 
copy of the law that Moses had 
written down in the presence of the 
Israelites. 

33 All Israel, foreigners as well as 
natives, with their elders, officers, 
and judges, were standing on 
opposite sides of the ark, facing the 
priests of Levi who carried the ark 
of the LORD'S covenant, half of them 
in front of Mount Gerizim and the 
other half in front of Mount Ebal, as 
Moses, the LORD'S servant, in the 
beginning had ordered them to bless 
the people of Israel. “Afterwards 
Joshua read the whole law. the 
blessing and the curse, as it was all 
written in the book of the law. 
“There wasn’t a word of everything 
Moses had ordered that Joshua 
didn't read before the whole 


assembly of Israel, including women 
and children and the foreigners 
living among them. 

Treaty with Gibeon 

When all the kings heard of 
it. who were on that side of 
the Jordan, in the highlands and the 
lowlands and all along the coast of 
the Mediterranean Sea as far as 
Lebanon, the Hittites. Amorites. 
Canaanites. Perizzites, Hivites, and 
Jebusites. ’they got together to 
fight like one man against Joshua 
and Israel. 

3 But when the people living in 
Gibeon heard what Joshua did to 
Jericho and Ai. 4 they used a trick: 
They went as messengers and took 
along worn-out sacks on their 
donkeys, old wineskins that were 
dried and patched: 5 they had 
worn-out and mended shoes on their 
feet and wore tattered clothes, and 
all the bread for their food was 
dried and crumbled. They went to 
Joshua in the camp at Gilgal. “We 
have come from a distant country/' 
they told Joshua and the men of 
Israel, “and now make a treaty with 
us.” 

’“Perhaps you're living among 
us.” the men of Israel said to the 
Hivites: “how could we make a 
treaty with you?” 

8 “We are your servants.” they 
answered Joshua. 

“Who are you?" Joshua asked 
them. “And where did you come 
from?” 

9 “Your servants have come from a 
country very far away,” they 
answered him. “because of the fame 
of the LORD your God. We heard the 
report of Him. everything He did in 
Egypt '"and everything He did to 
the two kings of the Amorites on the 
other side of the Jordan, Sihon king 
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of Heshbon. and Og king of Bashan, 
who was in Ashtaroth. "Our 
elders and all who live in our 
country told us. Take food with you 
on the way, and go to meet them and 
tell them: “We are your slaves, and 
now make a treaty with us.'* * 
"This is our bread—-it was hot when 
we took it as food from our homes 
the day we started out to come to 
you. and now see how dry and 
crumbled it is. "And these 
wineskins that we filled were new. 
and see how torn they are. And 
these clothes and shoes of ours are 
worn out because we have come 
such a very long way.” 

"The men ate with them without 
even asking the LORD about 
it. "So Joshua made peace with 
them and made a treaty to let them 
live, and the leaders of the com¬ 
munity confirmed it to them with an 
oath. 

"Three days after they made the 
treaty with them they heard they 
were their neighbors and were 
living among them. "Israel moved 
and came to their towns on that 
third day. Their towns were Gibeon. 
Chephirah. Beeroth. and Kiriath- 
jearim. "But Israel didn’t destroy 
them, because the leaders of the 
community had sworn to them by the 
LORD, the God of Israel. And the 
whole community complained 
against the leaders. "But all the 
leaders said to the entire com¬ 
munity, “We’ve sworn to them by 
the LORD, the God of Israel, and 
now we can’t touch them. 20 This is 
what we'll do to them: We’ll let them 
live, or else the LORD will be angry 
with us on account of the oath we 
swore to them.” "The leaders said 
about them. “Let them live.” And so 
they became woodcutters and water 
carriers for the whole community. 


as the leaders had said about them. 

“Joshua called for them. “Why 
did you deceive us,” he asked them, 
“by saying, ‘We live very far away 
from you,' when you’re living among 
us? “Now you’re cursed and must 
always be slaves: woodcutters and 
water carriers for the house of my 
God.” 

"They answered Joshua, “Your 
servants were definitely told that 
the LORD your God ordered His 
servant Moses to give you the whole 
land and destroy all who live there. 
When you made us fear very much 
for our lives, we did this thing. 
“Here we are now in your hands. Do 
to us what you think is right and 
good.” 

“And that was what Joshua did to 
them: he saved them from the 
Israelites and didn’t let them kill 
them. 27 But that day Joshua made 
them woodcutters and water 
carriers for the community and for 
the LORD’S altar in the place He 
would choose; they’re still that 
today. 

“Sun, Stand Still!” 

When Adoni-zedek, king of 
Jerusalem. heard how 
Joshua had taken Ai and destroyed 
it. doing to Ai and its king what he 
had done to Jericho and its king, and 
how the people living in Gibeon had 
made peace with Israel and were 
with them, Mhey were very much 
afraid because Gibeon was a large 
town, like one of the royal cities —it 
was larger than Ai. and its men 
were all good fighting men. ^o 
Adoni-zedek, king of Jerusalem, sent 
to Hoham, king of Hebron, Piram, 
king of Jarmuth, Japhia, king of 
Lachish, and Debir, king of Eglon, 
and asked: 4 “Come up to me and 
help me, and let us destroy Gibeon.

because it has made peace with 
Joshua and the people of Israel/' 
s So the five kings of the Amorites. 
the kings of Jerusalem, Hebron, 
Jarmuth, Lachish, and Eglon. and all 
their armies got together, marched 
up. camped against Gibeon, and 
fought against it. 

The men of Gibeon sent mes¬ 
sengers to Joshua at the camp in 
Gilgal to tell him: “Don't leave your 
servants alone. Come up to us 
quickly, save us, and help us 
because all the kings of the Amorites 
who live in the highlands have 
gathered against us.“ 

7 So Joshua with all his army and 
all his fighting men went up from 
Gilgal. a “Don’t be afraid of them,” 
the LORD told Joshua; “I’ve put 
them in your hands. None of them 
can stand up to you." 9 So Joshua 
marched all night from Gilgal and 
attacked them by surprise. "The 
LORD threw them into a panic 
before Israel and struck them down 
in a great defeat at Gibeon. They 
chased them along the way of the 
slope of Beth-horon. And they struck 
them down all the way to Azekah 
and Makkedah. 

n As they fled from Israel down 
the slope of Beth-horon, the LORD 
threw down on them huge hailstones 
from heaven, all the way to Azekah, 
so that more of them died from the 
hailstones than from the swords of 
the Israelites. 

l2 Then Joshua spoke to the LORD 
on the day the LORD delivered the 
Amorites to the people of Israel. 
And while Israel was watching, he 
said: 

“Sun, stand still over Gibeon. 
and moon over the valley of Ai- 
jalon!“ 

'Then the sun stood still, and the 
moon stopped until a nation took 


vengeance on its enemies. Isn’t this 
written in the Book of Jasher? The 
sun stopped in the middle of the sky 
and for about a whole day didn't 
hurry to go down. “Never before 
or after was there a day like this 
one, when the LORD did what a man 
told him. because the LORD fought 
for Israel. 

‘Then Joshua and all Israel went 
back to the camp at Gilgal. 

‘Those five kings fled and hid in 
the cave at Makkedah. l7 and 
Joshua was told: “The five kings 
have been found hiding in the cave 
at Makkedah." 

'Then Joshua said: “Roll large 
stones against the cave opening, and 
post a guard there. ,9 But don’t stay 
yourselves; chase your enemies, cut 
off their rear, and don't let them get 
into their towns, because the LORD 
your God has put them in your 
hands." 

20 When Joshua and Israel had 
finished dealing them a very great 
and total defeat, though some of 
them escaped into the fortified 
towns. “all the people returned 
safely to Joshua in the camp at 
Makkedah. And no one dared to 
open his mouth against anyone in 
Israel. 2Z Then Joshua said. “Open 
the cave and bring me those five 
kings from the cave." “They did so 
and brought him those five kings 
from the cave, the kings of Jeru¬ 
salem, Hebron, Jarmuth, Lachish, 
and Eglon. 

“When they brought those kings 
to Joshua, he called for all the men 
of Israel and told the captains of the 
soldiers who had gone wilh him, 
“Come forward and put your feet on 
the necks of these kings/’ They 
came and put their feet on their 
necks. 2S “Don't be afraid or 
terrified," Joshua told them; "be 
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strong and bold, because this is 
what the LORD will do to all your 
enemies you're fighting against. 

3h After this Joshua struck them 
down, killed them, and hanged them 
on five trees, and they were hanging 
on tlie trees till evening. 27 But 
when the sun went down. Joshua 
gave the order, and they took them 
down from the trees and threw them 
into the cave where they had 
hidden, and they put large stones 
against the cave opening, where 
thev still are today. 

The Southern Campaign 

2fi That day Joshua took Makkedah 
and put it and its king to the sword. 
He carried out the sacred curse on 
all who lived there and let nobody 
escape, and he did to the king of 
Makkedah what he had done to the 
king of Jericho. 

2M Joshua and all Israel went from 
Makkedah to Libnah and fought 
against Libnah. '°The LORD also 
put it and its king into Israel’s 
hands; he put it to the sword. and all 
who lived there; he let nobody there 
escape, and he did to its king what 
he had done to the king of Jericho. 

’’Joshua and all Israel went from 
Libnah to Lachish. camped against 
it. and fought against it. 12 The 
LORD put Lachish in Israel's hands; 
he took it on the second day and pul 
it to the sword, including all who 
lived there, just as he had done to 
Libnah. "Then Horam, king of 
Gezer. came up to help Lachish. but 
Joshua defeated him and his people 
and didn't let even one of his men 
escape. 

"Joshua and all Israel went from 
Lachish to Eglon, camped against it. 
and fought against it. ,s He took it 
that dav and put it to the sword; he 
carried out the sacred curse that 


day on all who lived there, just as he 
had done to Lachish. 

’"Then Joshua and all Israel went 
from Eglon up to Hebron and fought 
against, it. 17 He took it and put il 
and its king to the sword, and all its 
towns and all who lived there. He let 
nobody escape, just as he had done 
to Eglon. He carried out the sacred 
curse on all who lived there. 

'"Then Joshua and all Israel went 
back to Debir and fought against 
it. 19 He took it and its king and all 
its towns and put them to the sword, 
carrying out the sacred curse on 
everyone living there. He let no one 
escape: he did to Debir and its king 
what he had done to Hebron and to 
Libnah and its king. 

40 So Joshua defeated the whole 
country, the hill country, the Negeb, 
the foothills, the slopes, and all their 
kings. He let nobody escape. He 
carried out the sacred curse on 
everything that breathed, as the 
LORD, the God of Israel, had 
ordered. 4, Joshua defeated the 
people from Kadesh-barnea to Gaza, 
all the country of Goshen as far as 
Gibeon. 42 And all these kings and 
their countries Joshua took at one 
time, because the LORD, the God of 
Israel, fought for Israel. 41 Then 
Joshua and all Israel went back to 
the camp at Gilgal. 

More Victories 

When Jabin, king of Hazor. 
heard about this, he sent 
messengers to Jobab. king of Madon. 
the king of Shimron. the king of 
Achshaph. 2 and the kings in the 
northern hills, in the Arabah south 
of Chinnereth. in the foothills, and in 
the district of Dor in the west, 'to 
the Canaanites in the east and the 
west, the Amorites. Hittites. 
Perizzites. the Jebusites in the hills. 
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and the Hivites below Mount 
Hermon in the country of Mizpah. 
4 They came out with all their 
armies, as many troops as the 
sand on the seashore, with many 
horses and chariots. 5 All these 
kings got together and camped at 
the waters of Merom to fight against 
Israel. 

6 "Don’t be afraid of them." the 
LORD told Joshua. "About this time 
tomorrow I will turn them over to 
Israel, all of them dead. Cut their 
horses’ hamstrings, and burn their 
chariots." 7 So Joshua and all his 
army came against them suddenly 
by the waters of Merom and 
attacked them. B The LORD put 
them in Israel's hands; they de¬ 
feated them and chased them as far 
as Great Sidon and Misrephoth by 
the sea and the valley of Mizpah in 
the east. They defeated them so 
thoroughly no one escaped. 9 Joshua 
did to them as the LORD had told 
him: he cut the horses’ hamstrings 
and burned their chariots. 

,0 Then Joshua turned back and 
took Hazor and defeated its king 
with the sword. (Hazor was former¬ 
ly the head of all those kingdoms.) 
"They put to the sword everyone 
who was there, carrying out the 
sacred curse until nothing was left 
that breathed; and he burned 
Hazor. 

,2 So Joshua took all the cities of 
those kings and all their kings and 
put them to the sword, carrying out 
the sacred curse on them, as Moses, 
the LORD’S servant, had ordered 
him. ,3 But as for the cities standing 
on mounds of ruins, Israel burned 
none of them—only Hazor Joshua 
burned. H The Israelites took all 
the goods of these cities and their 
cattle as their spoils, but they put to 
the sword every human being till 


they had destroyed them; they left 
nothing that breathed. ,5 As the 
LORD had ordered His servant 
Moses, so Moses had ordered 
Joshua, and so Joshua did; he didn’i 
fail to do anything of all the LORD 
had ordered Moses. 

,fi So Joshua took all that country, 
the hill country and all the Negeb, 
all the country of Goshen and the 
foothills, the Arabah, both the high 
country and the lowlands of Israel; 
’’from the bare mountain that goes 
up to Seir to Baal-gad in the valley of 
Lebanon below Mount Hermon. He 
captured all their kings, struck them 
down, and killed them. ,8 Joshun 
had made war with all those kings a 
long time. ,9 There was no city that 
made peace with the people of Israel 
except the Hivites who lived at 
Gibeon; everything was taken in 
battle. 20 The LORD wanted to 
make them stubborn, so that they 
would come and fight against Israel 
and be given over to the sacred 
curse with no mercy, that they be 
wiped out as the LORD had ordered 
Moses. 

2, At that time Joshua also went 
and cleared the people of Anak out 
of the hills, from Hebron, Debir, and 
Anab, from all the hills of Judah and 
all the hills of Israel. Joshua carried 
out the sacred curse on them, with 
their cities. 22 None of the people of 
Anak were left in the land of Israel. 
Only in Gaza, Gath, and -Ashdod 
were some of them left. 23 So Joshua 
took the whole country as the LORD 
had told Moses, and Joshua distrib¬ 
uted it to Israel as their hereditary 
land according to the divisions of 
their tribes. And the country rested 
from war. 

East o/the Jordan 

The following are the kings 
of the country east of the 
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Jordan whom the Israelites defeated 
and whose land they took, from the 
Arnon valley to Mount Hermon, with 
all the eastern part of the Arabah: 
-’Sihon, king of the Amorites. who 
lived in Heshbon and ruled from 
Aroer on the edge of the Arnon 
valley, the middle of the valley, and 
half of Gilead to the Jabbok river, 
the border of the Ammonites; ’this 
includes the eastern part of the 
Arabah from the lake of Chinnereth 
to the lake in the Arabah. the Salt 
Lake, in the direction of Beth- 
jeshimoth, by Teman beneath the 
slopes of Pisgah. 4 Also Og. king of 
Bashan, one of the survivors of the 
Rephaites; he lived in Ashtaroth and 
Edrei 5 and ruled over Mount 
Hermon and Salecah and all Bashan 
as far as the border of the people of 
Geshur and Maacah, over half of 
Gilead, to the border of Sihon, king 
of Heshbon. 8 Moses, the LORD’S 
servant, and the Israelites defeated 
them, and Moses, the LORD’S 
servant, gave the land to Reuben. 
Gad, and half of the tribe of 
Manasseh. 

West of the Jordan 

7 The following are the kings of the 
country whom Joshua and Israel 
defeated west of the Jordan, from 
Baal-gad in the valley of Lebanon as 
far as the bare mountain that stands 
opposite Seir (Joshua distributed it 
to the tribes of Israel according to 
their divisions. 9 in the hill country, 
the lowlands, the Arabah. the 
slopes, the wilderness, and the 
Negeb; Hittites. Amorites, Ca- 
naanites. Perizzites, Hivites, and 
Jebusites): 

9 the king of Jericho. one; 

the king of Ai. which is 
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near Bethel, one: 

,0 the king of Jerusalem, one: 

the king of Hebron, one; 

“the king of Jarmuth, one: 

the king of Lachish, one: 

,z the king of Eglon, one:

"Divide the Land" 


When Joshua had grown old, 
the LORD said to him: 
“You have grown old, and there is 
still very much land to be taken. 
2 This is the land that is left: all the 
districts of the Philistines and the 
Geshurites, ’from the Shihor east 
of Egypt northward as far as the 
border of Ekron (it’s considered 
Canaanite territory): the five rulers 
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of the Philistines at Gaza, Ashdod, 
Ashkelon, Gath, and Ekron, and the 
Awites 4 in the south; all the 
country of the Canaanites, the open 
country that belongs to the people of 
Sidon, as far as Aphek and the 
border of the Amorites; 5 and the 
land of the Gebalites and all of 
Lebanon eastward from Baal-gad 
below Mount Hermon to the en¬ 
trance to Hamath; 6 all who live in 
the highlands from Lebanon to 
Misrephoth on the sea, all the 
people of Sidon—I will drive them 
out of Israel’s way. But distribute 
the land to Israel as a heritage as I 
ordered you. 7 Now then, divide 
this land by lot as a heritage among 
the nine tribes and half of the tribe 
of Manasseh.” 

The 2Vi Tribes 

8 With the other half of the tribe of 
Manasseh, Reuben and Gad had 
received their heritage that Moses 
gave them east of the Jordan, just as 
Moses, the LORD'S servant, had 
assigned it to them: 9 from Aroer on 
the edge of the Arnon valley and the 
town in the middle of the valley and 
all the tableland of Medeba as far 
as Dibon; ,0 all the cities of Sihon, 
king of the Amorites, who ruled in 
Heshbon, as far as the border of the 
Ammonites; "and Gilead, the ter¬ 
ritory of the people of Geshur and 
Maacah; all of Mount Hermon; and 
all of Bashan as far as Salcah, ,2 the 
whole kingdom of Og in Bashan, who 
ruled in Ashtaroth and Edrei (he 
was the last of the Rephaites that 
Moses defeated and drove out). 
13 But Israel didn't drive out the 
people of Geshur and Maacah, and 
so Geshur and Maacah still live in 
Israel today. 

,4 OnIy the tribe of Levi was not 
given any property. They got what 


was offered by fire to the LORD, the 
God of Israel, as He had promised. 

“Moses gave land to the tribe of 
Reuben according to its clans. 
“Their territory was from Aroer on 
the edge of the Arnon valley and the 
town in the middle of the valley and 
all the tableland near Medeba; 
,7 Heshbon and all its towns on the 
tableland; Dibon, Bamoth-baal, Beth- 
baal-meon, ia Jahaz, Kedemoth, 
Mephaath, 19 Kiriathaim, Sibmah, 
and Zereth-shahar on the hill in the 
valley, 20 Beth-peor, the slopes of 
Pisgah, Beth-jeshimoth, 2l all the 
towns of the tableland, the whole 
kingdom of Sihon, king of the 
Amorites, who ruled in Heshbon and 
whom Moses defeated with the 
leaders of Midian: Evi, Rekem, Zur, 
Hur, and Reba, the vassal princes of 
Sihon, who lived in that country. 
22 Among these victims was also 
Balaam, Beor’s son, who practiced 
divination and whom the Israelites 
killed with the sword. “Reuben’s 
border was the Jordan and its 
bottomland. This with the cities and 
their villages was the land given to 
Reuben according to its clans. 

“Moses gave land to the tribe of 
Gad, to Gad’s descendants, accord¬ 
ing to their clans. 25 Their territory 
was Jazer, all the cities of Gilead, 
and half the land of the Ammonites 
as far as Aroer, which is before 
Rabbah; “and from Heshbon to 
Ramath-mizpeh and Betonim, and 
from Mahanaim as far as the border 
of Lo-debar; 27 and in the valley 
Beth-haram, Beth-nimrah, Succolh, 
and Zaphon, the rest of the kingdom 
of Sihon, king of Heshbon, with the 
Jordan as boundary, the area east of 
the Jordan to the end of the lake of 
Chinnereth. “This with the cities 
and their villages is the land given to 
Gad according to its clans. 
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2, Moses gave land to half the tribe 
of Manasseh, and so it belonged to 
the half tribe of Manasseh accord¬ 
ing to its clans. 30 Its territory 
extended from Mahanaim through 
all of Bashan. the whole kingdom of 
Og. king of Bashan. all the tent 
settlements of Jair that were in 
Bashan. 60 towns; "half of Gilead, 
with Ashtaroth and Edrei. the royal 
cities of Og in Bashan. They were 
given to the descendants of Machir. 
Manasseh's son, that is. to half of 
Mac.hir's descendants according to 
their clans. 

'’These are the hereditary lands 
Moses allotted on Mnab's plains, 
east of the Jordan near Jericho. "But 
to the tribe of Levi Moses gave no 
hereditary land; as their heritage 
they have the LORD, the God of 
Israel, as He promised them. 

The Land Is Divided 

These are the hereditary 
lands the Israelites took 
in Canaan, which Eleazar the 
priest. Joshua. Nun's son, and the 
heads of the families of Israel gave 
them as their heritage. The nine 
and a half tribes got their land by lot 
as the LORD had ordered through 
Moses. 'Moses had given the two 
and a half tribes their hereditary 
lands on the other side of the Jordan; 
but to the Levites he had given no 
hereditary lands among them. 3 Since 
Josephs descendants. Manasseh 
and Ephraim, formed two tribes, the 
Levites were given no part of the 
land except some cities to live in and 
the pastures around them for their 
cattle and other property. 'So 
Israel divided the land, doing as the 
LORD had ordered Moses. 

Caleb Gets Hebron 

"Then the people of Judah came to 


Joshua at Gilgal, and Caleb, the son 
of Jephunneh, the son of Kenaz, said 
to him: “You know what the LORD 
told Moses, the man of God, about 
me and you at Kadesh-barnea. 7 1 
was forty years old when Moses, the 
LORD'S servant, sent me from 
Kadesh-barnea to explore the land, 
and I brought back to him an 
independent report. “While my 
fellow Israelites who went up with 
me discouraged the people. I 
followed the LORD my God fully. 
That day Moses said an oath: ‘The 
land you walked on will belong to 
you and your descendants forever 
because you followed the LORD my 
God fully.’ ,0 And now, you see. as 
He promised, the LORD has kept me 
alive these forty-five years since the 
LORD said this to Moses, while 
Israel wandered through the 
i« wilderness; and so, you see. I’m now 
53 eighty-five years old. "I'm still as 
strong today as when Moses sent 
me; my strength is now as it was 
then, to fight or move about. ,2 Give 
me. then, these hills the LORD spoke 
of that day, since you heard that day 
how the Anakites were there and 
that the cities were great and 
fortified. Perhaps the LORD will be 
with me and I will drive them out. as 
the LORD promised." 

n Joshua blessed Caleb, Jep- 
hunneh's son, and gave him Hebron 
as his hereditary property. M And 
so Hebron became the hereditary 
property of Caleb, the son of 
Jephunneh, the son of Kenaz, and 
still is that today because he was in 
every way with the LORD, the God 
of Israel. ‘'Formerly the name of 
Hebron was the City of Arba, who 
had been the greatest man among 
the Anakites. So the land rested 
from war. 
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Judah’s Territory 

To the tribe of Judah ac¬ 
cording to its clans was 
allotted the land to the border of 
Edom and the wilderness of Zin, 
with the Negeb at its southern 
end. 2 This southern border starts 
from the lower end of the Salt Lake, 
at the bay facing south, 3 and goes 
south of the slope of Scorpions, 
passing Zin and going up south of 
Kadesh-barnea; it goes on to 
Hezron, up to Addar, around to 
Karka, 4 on to Azmon, and comes 
out at the ravine of Egypt, so that the 
border ends at the sea. This will be 
your southern border. 

5 The eastern border is the Salt 
Lake as far as the mouth of the 
Jordan. On the north side the border 
starts from the bay of the sea at the 
mouth of the Jordan 6 and goes up 
to Beth-hoglah. then north to Beth- 
arabah; it then goes up to the stone 
of Bohan, son of Reuben. ’From the 
valley of Achor the border goes up 
to Debir and turns north to the 
regions* opposite the slope of 
Adummim, south of the ravine; then 
the border goes to the waters of En- 
shemesh and ends at En-rogel. 8 The 
border goes up the valley of the son 
of Hinnom to the southern slope of 
the Jebusite city, which is Jeru¬ 
salem, and then goes to the top of 
the hill that overlooks the valley of 
Hinnom in the west, which is at the 
northern end of the valley of the 
Rephaites. B From the top of the hill 
country the border goes around to 
the spring of the waters of Neph- 
toah, and from there to the towns of 
Mount Ephron; then the border goes 
around to Baalah, which is Kiriath- 
jearim. ‘“From Baalah the border 


turns west to the hill country of Seir 
and over to the northern slope of 
Mount Jearim. which is Chesalon. 
and down to Beth-shemesh and on to 
Timnah. “From there the border 
goes on the northern side of Ekron; 
then the border turns to Shikkeron, 
on to the hill of Baalah, and comes 
out at Jabneel; the border ends at 
the sea. 12 The western border is 
the Mediterranean Sea and its 
adjacent land. This is the border 
around Judah for its clans. 

n But to Caleb, Jephunneh’s son, 
he gave a part in the middle of Judah 
as the LORD told Joshua: the city of 
Arba (the ancestor of the Anakites). 
which is Hebron. "Caleb drove out 
from there three Anakites: Sheshai, 
Ahiman. and Talmai, who were de¬ 
scendants of Anak. "From there 
he marched against the people living 
in Debir (the name of Debir formerly 
was Kiriath-sepher). ,6 Caleb said: 
“I will give my daughter Achsah as 
wife to anyone who storms Kiriath 
sepher and takes it." ,7 Then 
Othniel, the son of Kenaz, Caleb's 
brother, took it, and Caleb gave him his 
daughter Achsah as wife. "When 
she came to him, she persuaded him 
they should ask her father for a field. 
When she got off her donkey, Caleb 
asked her, "What do you want?" 

,9 “Give me a blessing," she an¬ 
swered. “Since you have put me in the 
dry land of the Negeb, give me springs 
of water.” So he gave her the upper 
and lower springs. 

“This is the hereditary property of 
the tribe of Judah according to its 
clans. 2, The towns of the tribe of 
Judah from the frontier on the border 
of Edom in the Negeb were: Kabzecl. 
Eder, Jagur, 22 Kinah, Dimonah, Ada- 
dah. “Kedesh, Hazor, Ithnan.

63 Judah couldn’t drive out the 
Jebusites living in Jerusalem, so the 
Jebusites still live with Judah in 
Jerusalem today. 

Territory of Ephraim and Half of 
Manasseh 

To Joseph's descendants was 
allotted land from the Jor¬ 
dan at Jericho, the waters of Jericho 
on the east, through the wilderness 
that goes up from Jericho through 
the hills to Bethel. 2 From Bethel 
the border goes to Luz and over to 
Ataroth at the border of the 
Archites, 3 then down west to the 
territory of the Japhletites and the 
territory of lower Beth-horon, then 
to Gezer, and it ends at the 
sea. 4 So Joseph’s descendants, 
Manasseh and Ephraim, received 
their inheritance. 

5 The territory given to the 
descendants of Ephraim according 
to their clans was as follows; The 
border of their inheritance in the 
east is Ataroth-addar to upper Beth- 
horon: 6 from there the border goes 
west, with Michmethah in the north; 
then the border turns east to 
Taanath-shiloh and passes by it east 
of Janoah. 7 From Janoah it goes 
down to Ataroth and to Naarah, and 
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touching Jericho, it ends at the 
Jordan, B From Tappuah the border 
goes west along the Kanah ravine 
and ends at the sea. This is the land 
given to the tribe of Ephraim accord¬ 
ing to its clans, 9 with the towns set 
aside for Ephraimites in Manasseh’s 
territory, all the towns with their 
villages. ,0 But they didn’t drive out 
the Canaanites living in Gezer, and 
the Canaanites still live in Ephraim 
today; they became slaves serving 
them. 

This was the land that 
fell by lot to the tribe 
of Manasseh. because he was 
Joseph’s firstborn. As for Machir, 
Manasseh’s firstborn, the father of 
Gilead, since he was a warrior, he 
received Gilead and Bashan. ’Land 
was allotted to the rest of 
Manasseh’s descendants according 
to their clans, to the descendants of 
Abiezer, Helek, Asriel, Shechem, 
Hepher, and Shemida. These were 
the male descendants of Manasseh. 
Joseph’s son, clan by clan. 

3 But Zelophehad. the son of 
Hepher, the son of Gilead, the son of 
Machir. the son of Manasseh, had 
no sons but only daughters. The 
names of his daughters were 
Mahlah, Noah, Hoglah, Milcah. and 
Tirzah. *They came before Eleazar 
the priest, Joshua, Nun's son, and 
the leaders. “The LORD ordered 
Moses to give us hereditary prop¬ 
erty among our relatives," they said. 
Therefore he gave them, as the 
LORD told him. a heritage among 
their father's brothers. s And so 10 
shares were allotted to Manasseh. 
besides the land of Gilead and 
Bashan on the other side of the 
Jordan. 6 because Manasseh's daugh¬ 
ters had a heritage among his sons: 


and the land of Gilead belonged to 
Manasseh’s other sons. 

’Manasseh’s border goes from 
Asher to Michmethath, which is 
over against Shechem. Then the 
border goes south to the people 
living at the spring of Tappuah. fl The 
territory of Tappuah belongs to 
Manasseh, but Tappuah itself, at 
Manasseh’s border, belongs to 
Ephraim. 0 The border goes along 
the Kanah ravine. South of the 
ravine are towns that belong to 
Ephraim although they are among 
Manasseh's towns. Manasseh’s bor¬ 
der is north of the ravine and ends 
at the sea. ,0 What is south belongs 
to Ephraim; what is north belongs to 
Manasseh; both bordering on the 
sea; the borders touch Asher in the 
north and Issachar in the east. "In 
Issachar and Asher Manasseh has 
Beth-shean and its villages, Ibleam 
and its villages, the people living in 
Dor and its villages, in En-dor and 
its villages, Taanach and its vil¬ 
lages, and in Megiddo and its villages 
(a third of the area). "But 
Manasseh couldn't drive out those 
who lived in these towns, so the 
Canaanites persisted in living in this 
territory. "When the Israelites got 
strong enough, they made the 
Canaanites their slaves, but didn’t 
completely drive them out. 

"Joseph's descendants asked 
Joshua, “Why did you give me only 
one lot or one share when I am a 
people the LORD blessed to be so 
great?” 

,s “If you are a great people," 
Joshua answered, “go up to the for¬ 
est and clear ground for yourselves 
there in the country of the Perizzites 
and the Rephaites. since the hills of 
Ephraim are too narrow for you." 

,fi “The hills are not enough for' 
us." Joseph's descendants an- 
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swered, “but all the Canaanites 
’iving in the valley, those in Beth- 
shean and its villages and in the 
valley of Jezreel, have iron char¬ 
iots/’ 

“Then Joshua said to the people of 
joseph, to Ephraim and Manasseh: 
‘You are a great people and very 
strong. You will have not only one 
lot. “but the hill country will be 
yours. Although it is a forest, cut it 
down; even its outer limits will be 
vuurs; you must drive out the Ca- 
naaniles even though they have 
iron chariots and are strong.” 

Survey of the Rest of Canaan 

The whole congregation of 
Israel met at Shiloh and 
there set up the tent for God to meet 
with them. The land was subdued 
before them. 

’There were still seven tribes in 
Israel who hadn’t yet received their 
hereditary land. ’So Joshua asked 
Israel: “How long will you neglect to 

and take the land the LORD, the 
God of your fathers, gave 
vou? ‘Select three men for each 
tribe, and I will send them to go 
through the land and write a 
description of it to show how it 
should be divided and then come 
back to me. 5 They are to divide it 
into seven parts. Judah will stay in 
his territory in the south, and 
loseph’s people will stay in their 
territory in the north. fi You must 
write a description of the land in 
seven parts and report to me here. I 
will cast lots for you here before the 
LORD our God. 7 The Levites have 
no part among you. because their 
heritage is to serve the LORD as 
priests. Gad, Reuben, and half of the 
tribe of Manasseh have on the east 
side of the Jordan received their 


inheritance that Moses, the LORD’S 
servant, gave them.” 

fl As the men got ready to go, 
Joshua ordered them to write a de¬ 
scription of the land: “Go and walk 
through the land. Write a descrip¬ 
tion of it, and come back to me. Then 
I will cast lots for you here in Shiloh 
before the LORD.” 

9 The men went and passed 
through the land, describing it in a 
scroll by towns and in seven parts, 
and then came to Joshua at the camp 
at Shiloh. “Joshua cast lots for 
them before the LORD in Shiloh, and 
there Joshua assigned the land to 
Israel, to each division its part. 

Territories Assigned 

“Then the lot fell for the clans of 
the tribe of Benjamin according to 
its clans. The territory allotted to 
them lies between Judah and Joseph. 
,2 0n the northern side their border 
starts at the Jordan, goes up the 
slope north of Jericho, up west 
through the hills, ending at the 
wilderness of Beth-aven. ,3 From 
there the border goes to Luz, the 
southern slope of Luz, which is 
Bethel. Then the border goes down 
to Ataroth-addar over the hill 
country south of lower Beth-horon. 
“The border turns and goes around 
on the west side, south of the hill 
that faces Beth-horon. and it ends at 
Kiriath-baal, which is Kiriath- 
jearim, a city of Judah. “The 
southern side begins at the outskirts 
of Kiriath-jearim; from there the 
border goes west and then to the 
spring of the waters of Nephtoah. 
“The border goes down to the foot of 
the hill that overlooks the valley of 
the son of Hinnom, which is at the 
northern end of the valley of the 
Rephaites; it goes down to the valley 
of Hinnom, to the southern slope of 
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the Jebusite city, and down to En- 
rogel. "It turns north and goes to 
En-shemesh and from there to the 
regions opposite the slope of 
Adummim. then down to the stone of 
Bohan, the son of Reuben. ,8 Then it 
pusses to the northern side of the 
slope facing the Arabah and down 
into the valley. ,9 Then the border 
passes to the northern ridge of Beth- 
hoglah, and the border ends at the 
northern bay of the Salt Lake at the 
southern end of the Jordan. This is 
the southern border. 20 The Jordan 
is its border on the east side. This is 
the hereditary land given to Ben¬ 
jamin according to its clans and 
according to the border that is 
around it. 

2, The cities that belong to the 
clans of the tribe of Benjamin are 
Jericho, Beth-hoglah, Emek-kezis. 
22 Beth-arabah, Zemaraim, Beth¬ 
el, “Avvim, Parah, Ophrah. 
24 Chephar-ammoni. Ophni, Geba — 
12 cities with their villages. 25 Gib- 
eon, Ramah, Beeroth, 26 Mizpah. 
Chephirah, Mozah, ^Rekem, lrpeel. 
Taralah, “Zela, Eleph, and the 
Jebusite city, which is Jerusalem. 
Gibeah, and Kiriath—14 cities with 
their villages. This is the land given to 
Benjamin, clan by clan. 

The second lot came out 
for Simeon according to the 
clans of the tribe of Simeon. Their 
hereditary property was within that 
of Judah. 2 ln their property they 
had Beersheba, Shema. Moladah. 
3 Hazar-shual, Balah, Ezem, 4 Elto- 
lad, Bethul, Hormah, 5 Ziklag, Beth- 
marcaboth, Hazar-susah, 6 Beth- 
lebaoth. Sharuhen —13 towns with 
their villages; 7 Ain, Rimmon. 
Ether, Ashan—4 cities with their 
villages; B and all the villages 
around these towns as far as 


Baalath-beer and Ramah in the 
Negeb. This is the heritage of the 
tribe of Simeon, clan by clan. 
9 Simeon's property was a part of 
Judah's because Judah's portion 
was too large for them. So Simeon 
had its hereditary property within 
theirs. 

'°The third lot came up for 
Zebulun according to its clans. The 
boundary of their inheritance goes 
as far as Sarid. "Toward the west 
the border goes up to Maralah and 
touches Dabbesheth and the ravine 
east of Jokneam. ,2 But turning east 
from Sarid, it goes toward the rising 
sun to the area of Chisloth-tabor; 
from there it goes to Dobrath and up 
to Japhia. ,3 From there it goes east 
toward the sunrise, to Gath-hepher 
and Eth-kazin; from there it goes to 
Rimmon and turns to Neah, "going 
around it in the north to Hannathon 
and ending at the valley of 
Iphtahei. ,5 Then Kattath, NahalaL 
Shimron, Idaiah, and Bethlehem- 
12 towns with their villages. 
,6 These towns with their villages are 
the inheritance given to Zebulun 
according to its clans. 

"The fourth lot came out for 
Issachar, according to its clans. 
,8 Their territory included Jezreel. 
Chesulloth, Shunem. ,9 Hapharaim. 
Shion, Anaharath, 20 Rabbith. Ki- 
shion. Ebez. 2, Remeth. En-gannim, 
En-haddah, Beth-pazzes; “and the 
border touches Tabor. Sfiahazimah. 
and Beth-shemesh; and their border 
ends at the Jordan —16 towns with 
their villages. “These towns with 
their villages are the heritage given 
to the tribe of Issachar, clan by 
clan. 

“The fifth lot came out for the 
tribe of Asher according to its clans. 
“Their territory included Helkath. 
Hali, Beten. Achshaph. “Allam- 
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moloch. Amad. Mishal, and it 
touches Carmel in the west and the 
river of Libnath. 27 It turns east to 
Both-dagon and touches Zebulun 
and the valley of Iphtahel in the 
north and goes to Beth-emek and 
Neiel. From there it goes to Cabul in 
the north I8 and Abdon, Rehob. 
Hammon. Kanah. and as far as 
Groat Sidon. 29 Then the border 
turns at Ramah and goes on to the 
fortified city of Tyre. The border 
then turns at Hosah and goes 
toward the west, from Ahlab to 
Achzib. 10 then Acco, Aphek, and 
Rehob —22 towns with their villages. 
"These towns with their villages are 
the hereditary property of the tribe 
of Asher according to their clans. 

12 The sixth lot came out for 
Naphtali according to its clans. 
"Their border is from Heleph, the 
oak at Zaanannim, Adami-nekeb. 
and Jabneel to Lakkum, and it ends 
at the Jordan. "The border turns 
west to Aznoth-tabor, and from 
there it goes to Hukok. It touches 
Zebulun in the south, Asher in the 
west, and the stretch of the Jordan 
in the east.g 33 The fortified towns 
were Ziddim, Zer. Hammath, Rak- 
kath. Chinnereth, Jfi Adamah. 

Ramah, Hazor. 17 Kedesh, Edrei. 
En-hazor. “Iron. Migdal-el, Horem, 
Beth-anath. and Beth-shemeth —19 
towns with their villages. 39 These 
towns with their villages are the 
hereditary property given to the 
tribe of Naphtali clan by clan. 

40 The seventh lot came out for the 
tribe of Dan according to its 
clans. "Their territory included 
Zorah. Eshtaol, Ir-shemesh. 
"Shaalabbin, Aijalon, Ithlah. 
"Elon. Timnah. Ekron. "Eltekeh, 
Gibbethon. Baalath. “Jehud, Bene- 
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berak, Gath-rimmon, 46 Me-jarkon, 
and Rakkon, with the border in front 
of Joppa. 47 When the territory of 
Dan was lost to them. Dan’s 
descendants went up and fought 
against Leshem, captured it. and 
put it to the sword. They took it and 
settled there and called Leshem Dan 
after the name of their ancestor 
Dan. 48 These towns with their 
villages are the heritage given to the 
tribe of Dan according to its clans. 

49 When they had finished 
assigning the hereditary lands, 
border by border, the Israelites 
gave a property in their land to 
Joshua, Nun’s son. 50 As the LORD 
directed them, they gave him the 
city he asked for, Timnath-serah in 
the hills of Ephraim. He rebuilt the 
city and lived there. 

5, These are the hereditary lands 
that Eleazar the priest, Joshua, 
Nun’s son. and the leaders of the 
families of the tribes of Israel 
distributed by lot at Shiloh before 
the LORD at the entrance of the tent 
where God met with them. So they 
finished dividing the land. 

Six Cities of Refuge 

The LORD said to Joshua: 
2 “Tell Israel: ‘Provide the 
cities of refuge of which I spoke to 
you through Moses. 3 so that 
anyone can flee there who kills 
someone by mistake and uninten¬ 
tionally. There he can find refuge 
from the avenger of blood. 4 He 
should flee to one of these cities, 
stand at the entrance of the gate of 
the city, and explain his case to the 
elders of this city: and they should 
take him into their city and give him 
a place so he can live with them. 
*If the avenger of blood pursues him. 
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they should not hand the killer over 
to him, since he struck the other 
person unintentionally and hadn’t 
hated him before this. fi He should 
live in that city till he has appeared 
before the community for a trial and 
until the man who is the high priest 
at the time has died. Then the killer 
may go back to his own town and his 
home in the town he fled from’ 

7 They set aside Kedesh in Galilee, 
in the hill country of Naphtali, 
Shechem in the hill country of 
Ephraim, and the city of Arba. 
which is Hebron, in the hill country 
of Judah. 0 And on the other side of 
the Jordan, east of Jericho, they set 
aside Bezer in the wilderness on the 
tableland, from the tribe of Reuben, 
Ramoth in Gilead from the tribe of 
Gad, and Golan in Bashan from the 
tribe of Manasseh. 9 These were 
the cities appointed for all Israel 
and for the foreigners living among 
them in order that anyone who might 
kill another unintentionally might 
flee there and not be killed by the 
avenger of blood till he appeared 
before the community.- 

Levi's Cities 

Then the leaders of the 
families of Levi came to 
Eleazar the priest and to Joshua, 
Nun’s son, and to the leaders of the 
families of the other tribes of Israel, 
2 and they said to them at Shiloh in 
Canaan: “The LORD gave an order 
through Moses to give us cities to 
live in, with their pastures for our 
cattle.” ’So Israel, as the LORD 
had ordered, gave out of their hered¬ 
itary property the following cities 
with their pastures to Levi’s descen¬ 
dants. 

4 The lot came out for the clans of 
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Kohath. Those descendants of Levi 
who were descended from Aaron 
the priest received by lot 13 cities 
from the tribes of Judah. Simeon, 
and Benjamin. 5 The rest of 
Kohath’s descendants received by 
lot 10 cities from the clans of the 
tribes of Ephraim and Dan and half 
of Manasseh. 

"Gershon’s descendants received 
by lot 13 cities from the clans of the 
tribes of Issachar, Asher, Naphtali. 
and the half of Manasseh in Bashan. 
The clans of Merari received by lot 
12 cities from the tribes of Reuben, 
Gad. and Zebulun. fl Israel gave 
these cities and their pastures by lot 
to Levi’s descendants as the LORD 
had ordered through Moses. 

9 The tribes of Judah and Simeon 
gave the following cities, mentioned 
by name. ,0 to those descendants of 
Levi and Aaron who were of the 
clans of Kohath, since they got the 
first lot. 'They gave them the city 
of Arba (the ancestor of the Ana- 
kites), which is Hebron, in the hill 
country of Judah, with the pastures 
around it. ,2 But the fields and 
villages of the city they gave to 
Caleb. Jephunneh’s son, as his prop¬ 
erty. ,3 To the descendants of 
Aaron the priest they gave Hebron, 
a city of refuge for the killer, with its 
pastures. Libnah with its pastures. 
14 Jattir with its pastures. Eshtemoa 
with its pastures, ,5 Holon with its 
pastures, Debir with its pastures. 
,fi Ashan h with its pastures. Juttah 
with its pastures, Beth-shemesh 
with its pastures—9 cities from 
those two tribes. 17 And from the 
tribe of Benjamin: Gibeon with its 
pastures. Geba with its pastures. 
'"Anathoth with its pastures. Almon 
with its pastures—4 cities. 'There 
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was a lotal of 13 cities with their 
pastures given to the priests, who 
were descended from Aaron. 

-"Kohath's clans, that is. the rest 
of Kohath's descendants (descended 
from Levi), received by lot- cities 
from the tribe of Ephraim. "They 
were given Shechem. a city of refuge 
for the killer, with its pastures, in 
the hill country of Ephraim, and 
Gezer with its pastures, 22 Kibzaim 
with its pastures, Beth-horon with 
its pastures—4 cities. "And from 
the tribe of Dan: Eltekeh with its 
pastures, Gibbethon with its pas¬ 
tures. "Aijalon with its pastures, 
Gath-rimmon with its pastures—4 
cities. 25 And from the half tribe of 
Manasseh: Taanach with its pas¬ 
tures, Gath-rimmon with its pas¬ 
tures—2 cities. 2fi There was a total 
of 10 cities with their pastures for 
the clans of the rest of Kohath’s de¬ 
scendants. 

"The clans of Levi who were 
Gershon's descendants received 
from the half tribe of Manasseh 
Golan in Bashan with its pastures, a 
city of refuge for the killer, and 
Ashtaroth with its pastures —2 
cities. 2fl And from the tribe of 
Issachar: Kishion with its pastures. 
Daberah with its pastures. 29 Jar- 
muth with its pastures, En-gannim 
with its pastures—4 cities. *°And 
from the tribe of Asher: Mishal with 
its pastures, Abdon with its pas¬ 
tures. "Helkath with its pastures. 
Rehob with its pastures—4 cities. 
12 And from the tribe of Naphtali: 
Kedesh in Galilee with its pastures, 
a city of refuge for the killer, and 
Hammoth-dor with its pastures, and 
Kartan with its pastures—3 cities. 
"There was a total of 13 cities with 
their pastures given to Gershon's 
clans. 

"Merari’s clans, the rest of Levi’s 


descendants, received from the 
tribe of Zebulun Jokneam with its 
pastures, Kartah with its pas¬ 
tures, "Dimnah with its pastures. 
Nahalal with its pastures—4 cities. 
lft From the tribe of Reuben: Bezer 
with its pastures. Jahaz with its 
pastures, 57 Kedemoth with its 
pastures, Mephaath with its pas¬ 
tures—4 cities. ™And from the 
tribe of Gad: Ramoth in Gilead with 
its pastures, a city of refuge for the 
killer, and Mahanaim with its pas¬ 
tures. 39 Heshbon with its pastures, 
Jazer with its pastures—4 cities in 
all. "'All these were the cities of 
the clans of Merari, the rest of the 
clans of Levi. They received 12 cities 
by lot. 

"Within the land belonging to 
Israel there was for Levi's descen¬ 
dants a total of 48 cities with their 
pastures. "Each of these cities had 
its own pastures around it. It was 
the same at all these cities. 

"And so the LORD gave Israel all 
the land He swore to give their 
fathers, and they took it and settled 
there. "And the LORD gave them 
rest all around, just as He promised 
with an oath to their fathers. Not 
one of all their enemies could resist 
them: the LORD put all their 
enemies in their hands. "Of all the 
good the LORD promised the people 
of Israel not one thing failed to be 
carried out: all of it came true. 

The 2Vi Tribes Go Home 

Then Joshua called for Reu- 

ben. Gad. and the half 
tribe of Manasseh. 2 “You have 
done everything Moses, the LORD'S 
servant, ordered you to do," he told 
them, “and you have obeyed me in 
everything I ordered. ^ All this 
time you didn't desert your fellow 
Israelites, to this day you've done 
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what the LORD your God ordered 
you to do. 4 And now the LORD 
your God has given your fellow 
Israelites rest as He promised them. 
Return then, and go home to the land 
that belongs to you. that Moses, the 
LORD’S servant, gave you on the 
other side of the Jordan. s Only be 
very careful to do what you’re told 
in the commandment and law that 
Moses, the LORD'S servant, gave 
you: Love the LORD your God and 
live in all His ways, keep His 
commandments, be loyal to Him. and 
serve Him with all your heart and 
soul.” R So Joshua blessed them and 
sent them away, and they went to 
their homes. 

7 Moses had given half the tribe of 
Manasseh land in Bashan, and 
Joshua had given the other half land 
with the rest of Israel west of the 
Jordan, When Joshua sent them 
home, he blessed them 8 and told 
them: “Go back home with much 
wealth, very many cattle, with 
silver, gold, bronze, iron, and lots of 
clothing. Divide the spoils of your 
enemies with your fellow Israelites.” 

9 Reuben, Gad, and the half of the 
tribe of Manasseh left the rest of 
Israel at Shiloh in Canaan to go back 
to their own land of Gilead that they 
had taken by the LORD’S order 
through Moses. '“When they came 
to the region of the Jordan that was 
still in Canaan. Reuben. Gad. and 
the half of the tribe of Manasseh 
built an altar there by the Jordan, an 
altar so large it caught the eye. 
"Hearing about it, the rest of Israel 
said: “Reuben, Gad, and the half of 
the tribe of Manasseh have built an 
altar at the frontier of Canaan, in 
the region of the Jordan that is next 
to the Israelites.” ,2 When Israel 
heard about it, the whole community 
of Israel got together at Shiloh to go 


up and fight against them. 

"Israel sent Phinehas, the son of 
Eleazar the priest, to Reuben. Gad, 
and the half of the tribe of Manas¬ 
seh, to Gilead, "and with him 10 
leaders, each the leader of a house, 
one for every tribe in Israel, and 
each was the head of a family 
among the clans of Israel. "When 
they came to Reuben, Gad. and the 
half of the tribe of Manasseh. to 
Gilead, they said to them: "“All of 
the LORD’S community is asking: 
What is this treacherous thing 
you've done to the God of Israel? 
You have today turned away from 
the LORD by building an altar for 
yourselves; you have today rebelled 
against the LORD! "Does the sin of 
Peor—from which we still haven’t 
cleansed ourselves to this day and 
for which a plague came on the 
LORD’S community—mean so little 
to us "that you have to turn away 
from the LORD today? This is what 
will happen: You rebel against the 
LORD today, and tomorrow He will 
be angry with the whole community 
of Israel. ,9 If your own land is 
unclean, come over to the LORD’S 
country, where the LORD’S taber¬ 
nacle is standing, and take land 
among us to settle on. but don't rebel 
against the LORD or against us by 
building another altar for your¬ 
selves besides the altar of the LORD 
our God. 20 When Achan, Zerah’s 
son. was unfaithful in regard to the 
condemned goods, didn’t He get 
angry with the whole community of 
Israel, although he was only one 
man? And didn’t he die for his sin?” 

2, Then Reuben, Gad, and the half 
tribe of Manasseh answered the 
leaders of the clans of Israel: “The 
God of gods is the LORD! 22 TheGod 
of gods is the LORD! He understands 
and Israel should understand: If 
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there is rebellion here or treachery 
against the LORD, don't save us 
today. "If in building an altar for 
ourselves we turn away from the 
LORD and offer burnt offerings on it 
or food offerings or make peace of¬ 
ferings on it, may the LORD punish 
us. 24 We did this only because 
we're troubled about the future, 
when your children may say to our 
children. ‘What have you to do with 
the LORD, the God of Israel? "The 
LORD has made the Jordan a line 
dividing us from you; you descen¬ 
dants of Reuben and Gad have no 
share in the LORD!' So your descen¬ 
dants may make our descendants 
stop worshiping the LORD. "Then 
we said. ‘Let us do something for 
ourselves by building the altar, not 
for burnt offerings or sacrifices 
27 but as a witness between us and 
you. and between our descendants 
after us. that we may worship 
before the LORD with our burnt 
offerings, sacrifices, and peace 
offerings.' Then your descendants 
can't in the future say to our descen¬ 
dants. ‘You have no share in the 
LORD!' 28 So we thought: When in 
the future we or our descendants 
are told this, we will answer, ‘Look 
at the model of the LORD’S altar our 
fathers made, not for burnt offer¬ 
ings or sacrifices but as a witness 
between us and you.' 29 Far be it 
from us to rebel against the LORD or 
to turn away from the LORD today 
by building another altar for burnt 
offerings, food offerings, or sacri¬ 
fices besides the altar of the LORD 
our God that is before His taber¬ 
nacle." 

’“When Phinehas the priest, the 
leaders of the community, and the 
heads of the clans of Israel heard 
what Reuben. Gad, and Manasseh 
said, they thought it was a good 


idea. "Then Phinehas, the son of 
Eleazar the priest, said to Reuben. 
Gad, and Manasseh: ‘‘Today we 
know the LORD is among us. 
because you didn’t do such an act of 
treachery against the LORD. Now 
you have delivered Israel from the 
LORD'S hand.” 

"Then Phinehas, the son of 
Eleazar the priest, and the leaders 
went back from Reuben and Gad in 
Gilead to Israel in Canaan and 
brought them a report. "Israel 
was pleased and praised God and 
thought no more of going up to fight 
them and to ravage the land where 
Reuben and Gad were living. 

"Reuben and Gad gave the altar a 
name, saying: ‘‘It is a witness be¬ 
tween us that the LORD is God.” 

Joshua’s First Farewell 

A long time afterward, when 
the LORD had given Israel 
rest from its enemies all around and 
Joshua had grown old. 2 Joshua 
called for all Israel, its elders and 
chiefs, its judges and officers, and 
said to them: “I have become old. 
3 You have seen everything the LORD 
your God did to all these nations for 
you. because the LORD your God 
fought for you. 4 See, I have not 
only allotted to you all the nations I 
destroyed from the Jordan to the 
Mediterranean Sea in the west, but 
I have also given you, as a heritage 
for each of your tribes, these people 
who still remain. 5 The LORD your 
God Himself will push them back 
and drive them out ahead of you. 
and you will take their land as the 
LORD your God promised you. h Do 
your utmost to keep and carry out 
everything written in the book of the 
law of Moses. Don't turn away from 
it to right or left. 7 Don’t mix with 
these nations who are still with you 
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or call on the name of their gods or 
have anyone swear by them or serve 
and worship them. e But be loyal to 
the LORD your God as you still are 
today. 9 The LORD has driven out 
great and mighty nations ahead of 
you. and nobody can resist you to 
this day. ,0 One of you chases a 
thousand, because the LORD your 
God is fighting for you. as He prom¬ 
ised you. "Be very careful, then, to 
love the LORD your God. 

' 2 “But if you turn away and join 
the rest of these people who are still 
with you and intermarry with them 
and live with them. "you should 
know that the LORD your God will 
no more drive out these people 
ahead of you, but they will be a 
snare and a trap to you, a whip laid 
to your sides, and thorns in your 
eyes till you perish from this good 
land the LORD your God gave you. 

"“You see, I’m now going the way 
of all the earth. With all your heart 
and soul you know that not one of all 
the good things the LORD your God 
promised you has failed; everything 
has come true: not one of them has 
failed. 

,5 “But as every good thing the 
LORD your God promised you has 
come to you, so the LORD will carry 
out on you every threat till you are 
destroyed and taken from this good 
land the LORD your God gave you. 
,6 When you break the covenant of 
the LORD your God that He ordered 
you to keep and you go and serve 
other gods and worship them, then 
the LORD will be very angry with 
you, and you will quickly perish 
from the good land He gave you.” 

Joshua's Last Farewell 

Joshua had all the tribes 
of Israel come together at 
Shechem, and he called for Israel’s 


elders, chiefs, judges, and officers, 
and they stood before God. 

2 Joshua said to all the people: 
“This is what the LORD, the God of 
Israel, says: Long ago your 
ancestors—Terah. the father of 
Abraham and Nahor—lived on thn 
other side of the river and served 
other gods. ’And I took your father 
Abraham from the other side of the 
river, had him go through the whole 
land of Canaan, and gave him many 
descendants. I gave him Isaac. 4 To 
Isaac I gave Jacob and Esau, and to 
Esau I gave the mountains of Seir as 
his own. Jacob and his sons went 
down to Egypt. "Then I sent 
Moses and Aaron and plagued Egypt 
with what I did there, and I brought 
you out. 6 When I took your fathers 
out of Egypt, you came to the sea. 
The Egyptians with their chariots 
and horsemen pursued your fathers 
to the Red Sea. 7 When they cried 
out to the LORD, He put darkness 
between you and the Egyptains and 
made the sea overflow them and 
cover them. Your eyes saw what I 
did to Egypt. Then you lived in the 
wilderness a long time. 8 And I 
brought you to the land of the 
Amorites living on the other side of 
the Jordan. They fought with you, 
but I put them in your hands. You 
took the country, and I destroyed 
them before you. 9 Then Balak. 
Zippor’s son, king of Moab. started 
to fight against Israel and sent and 
called Balaam, Beor’s son, to curse 
you. l0 But I didn’t listen to Balaam; 
so he blessed you, and I saved you 
from him. 

"“You crossed the Jordan and 
came to Jericho. The citizens of 
Jericho fought against you—Amo¬ 
rites, Perizzites, Canaanites. Hit- 
tites, Girgashites, Hivites, and Jebu- 
sites—but I put them in your hands. 
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'M sent terror* ahead of you. which 
drove out before you the two kings of 
the Amorites; it wasn't by your 
sword or bow. ”1 gave you a land 
you hadn't worked, cities to live in 
that you didn't build, vineyards and 
olive trees to eat from that you 
didn't plant. "And now fear the 
LORD, and serve Him sincerely and 
faithfully. Put away the idols your 
ancestors served on the other side of 
the river and in Egypt, and serve the 
LORD. ,5 But if you think it is bad to 
serve the LORD, choose today whom 
you will serve, the idols your ances¬ 
tors served on the other side of the 
river or the idols of the Amorites 
whose land you live in: but I and my 
family will serve the LORD." 

l6 "Far be it from us," the people 
answered, "to leave the LORD in 
order to serve other gods. ,7 since 
the LORD our God brought us and 
our fathers out of Egypt, where we 
were slaves, and He did those great 
miracles before our eyes and kept us 
safe all the way we went and among 
all the people we passed through. 
,B The LORD drove out of our way all 
the people, like the Amorites who 
lived in the land. We too will serve 
the LORD, because He is our God." 

,9 Bul Joshua answered the people: 
"You can’t serve the LORD, because 
He is a holy God and a jealous God. 
who will not forgive your transgres¬ 
sions and sins. 20 If you forsake the 
LORD and serve strange gods. He 
will turn, and hurt, and consume 
you after He has been so good to 
you." 

7l “No!'’ the people told Joshua. 
"We will serve the LORD!" 

”‘‘You are witnesses against your¬ 
selves," Joshua said to the people.

"that you have chosen the LORD to 
serve Him." 

"We are witnesses." they an¬ 
swered. 

21 "Then get rid of the strange gods 
that are among you. and turn your 
hearts to the LORD, the God of 
Israel." 

24 "We will serve the LORD our 
God." the people told Joshua, "and 
obey Him." 

25 That day Joshua made a cove¬ 
nant for the people and set up stat¬ 
utes and laws for them in Shechem. 
2 *Joshua wrote these things into the 
book of God's law. Then he took a 
large stone and set it up there under 
the oak at the LORD'S holy place. 
27 "You see," Joshua told all the 
people, "this stone will be a witness 
against us. since it has heard every¬ 
thing the LORD told us. It will be a 
a* witness against you to keep you from 
”* c “ 7 ' 6 denying your God." 2 *Then Joshua 
sent the people away, everyone to 
his own territory. 

29 After this. Joshua, Nun’s son. the 
LORD’S servant, died at the age of 
110. J0 He was buried on his own 
properly at Timnath-serah, which is 
in the hill country of Ephraim, north 
of the mountain of Gaash. 

"Israel served the LORD all the 
days of Joshua and all the days of 
the elders who outlived Joshua and 
knew everything the LORD had done 
for Israel. 

"Joseph’s bones, which Israel had 
brought from Egypt, were buried in 
Shechem in the piece of ground 
Jacob bought from the sons of 
Hamor, Shechem's father, for 100 
pieces of money; it became the heri¬ 
tage of Joseph's descendants. 

"Eleazar, Aaron’s son, died and 
was buried on the hill of his son 
Phinehas. which had been given to 
him in the hill country of Ephraim. 
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Judah to Be Leader 

1 After Joshua died, Israel 
asked the LORD: “Which of 
us should go up first against the 
Canaanites to fight against them?” 

z “Judah should go up,” the LORD 
said. “See, I’ve given him the land.” 

3 Judah said to his brother Simeon: 
"Come up with me into the land as¬ 
signed to me by lot, to fight against 
the Canaanites. Then I’ll also go 
with you into the land assigned to 
you.” So Simeon went with him. 

4 Judah went up, and the LORD put 
the Canaanites and Perizzites in 
their hands; they defeated 10,000 of 
their men at Bezek. 5 At Bezek they 
surprised Adoni-bezek, fought 
against him, and defeated the Ca¬ 
naanites and Perizzites. 6 Adoni- 
bezek fled. They pursued him, caught 
him, and cut off his thumbs and his 
big toes. 7 And Adoni-bezek said. 
“Seventy kings with their thumbs 
and big toes cut off used to pick up 
food under my table. As I did, so God 
paid me back.” He was taken to 
Jerusalem, where he died. 

8 Judah fought against Jerusalem, 
took it, put it to the sword, and set 
the city on fire. 9 Then Judah went 
down to fight against the Canaanites 
living in the mountains, the Negeb, 
and the foothills. ,0 So Judah went 
against the Canaanites living at 
Hebron; Hebron formerly was 
called Kiriath-arba. They defeated 
Sheshai, Ahiman, and Talmai.

the people living at Debir; Debir 
formerly was called Kiriath- sepher. 
,2 Caleb said, “I will give my daugh¬ 
ter Achsah as wife to anyone who 
storms Kiriath-sepher and takes it.” 
,3 Then Othniel, the son of Kenaz, 
Caleb’s younger brother, took it, and 
he gave him his daughter Achsah as 
wife. "When she came to him, she 
persuaded him they should ask her 
father for a field. When she got off 
her donkey, Caleb asked her, “What 
do you want?” 

,5 “Give me a present,” she 
answered him. “Since you’ve put me 
in the dry land of the Negeb, give me 
springs of water.” So Caleb gave 
her the upper and lower springs. 

,6 The descendants of the Kenite. 
Moses’ father-in-law, went up with 
the men of Judah from Palm City into 
the wilderness of Judah, which is in 
the Negeb of Arad. They went and 
lived with the Amalekites. 3 

l7 Judah went with his brother 
Simeon, and they defeated the 
Canaanites living in Zephath and 
destroyed it since it was under 
the curse. So the city was called 
Hormah. b "Judah also took Gaza 
with its territory, Ashkelon with its 
territory, and Ekron with its terri¬ 
tory. "The LORD was with Judah: 
so he took the hill country. But he 
couldn’t drive out the people living 
in the valley, because they had iron 
chariots. 20 Hebron was given to 
Caleb as Moses had promised: and 
he drove out the three sons of 
Anak. 2, Benjamin didn't drive out 
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the febusites living in Jerusalem, but 
the Jebusites still live with Benjamin 
in Jerusalem today. 

“Joseph also went up against 
Bethel, and the LORD went with 
him. “Joseph sent men to explore 
Bethel; the city formerly was called 
Luz. “When the spies who were 
watching saw a man coming out of 
the city, they told him, “Please show 
us a way into the city; then we’ll be 
kind to you." 25 He showed them a 
way into the city. They put the city 
to the sword but let the man and his 
relatives go. “The man went to the 
land of the Hittites. built a city, and 
called it Luz. which is still its name 
today. 

“But Manasseh didn’t drive out 
the people of Beth-shean with its vil¬ 
lages or Taanach with its villages or 
the people who lived at Dor with its 
villages or those who lived in Ibleam 
with its villages or those who lived in 
Megiddo with its villages; the Ca- 
naanites were determined to live in 
that land. “When Israel was 
stronger, they made the Canaanites 
work as slaves but didn’t completely 
drive them out. 

“And Ephraim didn't drive out the 
Canaanites living in Gezer. but the 
Canaanites lived with them in Ge¬ 
zer. 

’"Zebulun didn’t drive out those 
who lived at Kitron or those who 
lived at Nahalol. but the Canaanites 
lived with them and became their 
slaves. 

1l Asher didn’t drive out those who 
lived at Acco, Sidon, Ahlab, Achzib, 
Helbah. Aphek, and Rehob. 32 But 
Asher lived among the Canaanites 
inhabitants of the land, because 
they didn't drive them out.

“Naphtali didn’t drive out those 
who lived at Beth-shemesh or Beth- 
anath, but they lived among the 
Canaanite inhabitants of the land; 
however, the people of Beth- 
shemesh and Beth-anath became 
their slaves. 

“The Amorites forced the Danites 
into the hills and wouldn’t let them 
come down into the valley. 35 The 
Amorites were determined to live at 
Har-heres, Aijalon, and Shaalbim; 
but when Joseph became stronger 
than they, they became slaves. 
“The territory of the Edomites c 
was from the slope of Scorpions, 
from Selah on up. 

2 The LORD’S Angel went up 
from Gilgal to Bochim. “I 
brought you up from Egypt,” He 
said, “and into the land I promised 
with an oath to your fathers. And I 
said. ‘Never will I break My cove¬ 
nant with you. 2 And don’t you 
make any covenant with the people 
who live in this land. Tear down 
their altars.’ But you haven’t obeyed 
Me. What have you done? 3 So I 
also say. ‘I will not drive them out 
ahead of you. and they will be in 
your sides, and their gods will be a 
trap for you.’ ’’ 4 When the LORD’S 
Angel said this to all Israel, the 
people raised their voices and wept. 
5 So they called that place 
Bochim, d and there they sacrificed 
to the LORD. 

s When Joshua sent the people 
away, every Israelite went to his 
inheritance to take possession of the 
land. 7 The people served the LORD 
as long as Joshua lived and as long 
as the elders lived that outlived 
Joshua and had seen all the great 
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deeds the LORD did for Israel. “But 
Joshua, Nun’s son, the LORD'S 
servant, died at the age of 110 “and 
was buried on the land of his 
inheritance, in Timnath-heres, in 
the hill country of Ephraim, north of 
Mount Gaash. ’“And all the people 
of that age also were taken to be 
with their fathers, and another gen¬ 
eration grew up after them who 
didn't know the LORD or what He 
had done for Israel. 

"Then Israel did what displeased 
the LORD and served the Baals. 
,2 They left the LORD, the God of 
their fathers, who brought them out 
of Egypt, and followed other gods, 
the gods of the people around them, 
and worshiped them and so made 
the LORD angry. ,3 They left the 
LORD and served Baal and Astarte. 
M So the LORD got angry with Israel 
and put them in the hands of raiders 
that robbed them, and He sold them 
to the enemies around them so they 
couldn’t anymore resist their ene¬ 
mies. '“Whenever they marched 
out, the LORD’S hand was against 
them to harm them as the LORD had 
warned and threatened with an 
oath; and they were in great trouble. 

’“The LORD would raise up judges 
to save them from those who robbed 
them. 17 But they wouldn’t listen to 
their judges either, because they 
lusted after other gods and wor¬ 
shiped them, turning away quickly 
from the way their fathers had gone 
who obeyed the LORD’S command¬ 
ments—but they didn’t do so. “When 
the LORD raised up judges for them, 
the LORD was with such a judge and 
saved them from their enemies as 
long as the judge lived, because 
their groaning under those who 
were cruelly oppressing them made 
the LORD feel sorry for them. 
,9 But after the judge died, they 


turned back and behaved worse 
than their fathers by following other 
gods, serving and worshiping them, 
omitting none of their practices and 
stubborn ways. 20 Then the LORD 
got angry with Israel and said: 
“Because these people have broken 
My covenant that I ordered their 
fathers to keep and have refused to 
obey Me. 2 T will no more drive out 
ahead of them any of the nations 
Joshua left when he died. 2Z so that 
by them I may test Israel whether 
they will carefully go in the LORD'S 
way as their fathers did, or not." 
23 So the LORD let those nations stay 
and didn't drive them out quickly, 
nor had He delivered them to 
Joshua. 

3 These are the people the 
LORD left in order to use 
them to test all those in Israel who 
had experienced no wars in Canaan, 
2 just so Israel’s descendants in later 
ages would learn and be taught how 
to fight, at least those who before 
knew nothing about it: 3 the five 
lords of the Philistines, all the Ca- 
naanites. the people around Sidon, 
the Hivites who lived on Mount Leb¬ 
anon, from Mount Baal-hermon to 
the pass at Hamath. 4 They were 
there to test Israel to find out if they 
would obey the commandments the 
LORD by Moses ordered their fa¬ 
thers to keep. 5 So Israel lived among 
the Canaanites, Hittites. Amorites. 
Perizzites, Hivites. and Jebusites. 
“They married their daughters and 
let their own daughters marry their 
sons. And they served their gods. 

Othniei 

Tsrael did what was wrong 
before the LORD, forgot the LORD 
their God, and served the Baals and 
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the Asherahs. e “The LORD got 
very angry with Israel and surren¬ 
dered them to the power of Cushan- 
rishathaim, king of the Arameans in 
Mesopotamia, and Israel was sub¬ 
ject to Cushan-rishathaim 8 years. 

“Then Israel cried to the LORD, 
and the LORD raised a man to save 
Israel, and he saved them; it was 
Othniel, the son of Kenaz. Caleb’s 
younger brother. l0 The LORD'S 
Spirit came on him, and he became 
the judge of Israel. When he went 
out to war. the LORD put Cushan- 
rishathaim. king of the Arameans. in 
his hands, and he conquered Cushan- 
rishathaim. “Then the country 
had peace 40 years. And Othniel, 
Kenaz' son, died. 

Ehud 

,2 Israel again did what was wrong 
before the LORD. So the LORD 
strengthened Eglon, king of Moab. to 
oppose Israel because they did 
wrong before the LORD. u He got 
the people of Ammon and Amalek to 
help him. and they went and de¬ 
feated Israel and occupied Palm 
City. "Israel was subject to Eglon, 
king of Moab. 18 years. 

“When Israel cried to the LORD. 
He raised a man to free them. Ehud, 
Gera's son. a lefthanded man of Ben¬ 
jamin. Israel sent him with a present 
to Eglon. king of Moab. '“Ehud 
made a short, two-edged sword for 
himself and fastened it with his belt 
on his right side under his garment. 
l7 Then he brought the present to 
Eglon, king of Moab. (Now Eglon 
was a very fat man.) '“When he 
finished delivering the present, he 
dismissed the men who had carried 
it. l9 At the stone idols at Gilgal he

turned back and said. “I have a 
secret message for you. King.” 

He said. “Silence!” and all his 
attendants left him. 20 Then Ehud 
came to him as he sat alone in his 
own cool room on the roof. “I have a 
message from God for you,” Ehud 
said. As he rose from his chair, 
z ‘Ehud reached with his left hand, 
took the sword from his right side, 
and plunged it into his belly. "The 
handle also went in after the blade, 
and the fat closed around the blade 
because he didn't draw the sword 
from his belly; and it came out be¬ 
hind. “Then* Ehud went out by the 
porch, closed the doors of the upper 
room behind him, and bolted them. 

"After he left, Eglon's servants 
came and saw the doors were 
bolted. “He must be covering his 
feet f in the private place of the 
cool room,” they said. “They 
waited till they were very much 
puzzled, and still he didn’t open the 
doors of the room. So they took the 
key and opened the room, and there 
was their master—fallen to the 
ground, dead! 

“While they delayed, Ehud 
escaped. He went past the stone 
idols and escaped to Seirah. n When 
he came there, he blew a horn in the 
hills of Ephraim. So Israel went 
down from the hills with him, and he 
led them. ““Follow me quickly.” 
he told them. “The LORD has put 
your enemies, the Moabites, in your 
hands.” 

They followed him down and took 
the places where the Moabites had 
to cross the Jordan and refused to 
let anyone cross over. 29 At that 
time they killed about 10,000 Moab¬ 
ites, all of them stout and strong 
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men; not one escaped. 30 That day 
Moab was made subject to Israel. 
Then the country had peace 80 
years. 

Shamgar 

3, After him was Shamgar, Anath’s 
son. He killed 600 Philistines with an 
oxgoad. So he too freed Israel. 

Deborah 

After Ehud died, Israel again 
did what was wrong before the 
LORD. 2 So the LORD delivered 
them to Jabin, king of Canaan, ruling 
at Hazor. The general of his army 
was Sisera, who lived at Harosheth- 
Among-the-Nations. Msrael cried 
to the LORD, because he had 900 
iron chariots and severely op¬ 
pressed Israel 20 years. 

4 Now Deborah, a woman prophet, 
Lappidoth’s wife, was the judge in 
Israel at that time. 5 She used to sit 
under Deborah’s palm tree between 
Ramah and Bethel in the hill country 
of Ephraim, and the Israelites came 
up to her to have her decide what 
was right. 

6 She sent a messenger to call 
Barak. Abinoam’s son, from Kedesh 
in Naphtali. She told him: “Hasn’t 
the LORD, the God of Israel, given 
this order? Go and gather troops on 
Mount Tabor, and take with you ten 
thousand men from Naphtali and 
Zebulun. 7 I will lure Sisera, the 
general of Jabin’s army, his chari¬ 
ots, and troops to you in the valley of 
the Kishon, and I will put him in your 
hands.” 

0 Barak told her: “If you go with 
me, I'll go; but if you won’t go with 
me, I won’t go, sbecause I don’t 
know the day when the LORD would 
prosper the Angel with me.” 8

9 “Of course I’ll go with you.” she 
said; “but where you’re going, you 
won’t get the honor, because the 
LORD will deliver Sisera to a 
woman.” 

Deborah started out and went 
with Barak to Kedesh. ,0 Barak 
called Zebulun and Naphtali togeth¬ 
er at Kedesh, and 10,000 men fol¬ 
lowed him up. Deborah also went up 
with him. 

n Now Heber the Kenite had sepa¬ 
rated from the other Kenites, the 
descendants of Hobab, the father-in- 
law of Moses, and had set up his 
tent as far away as the Oak-at- 
Zaanannim, which is near Kedesh. 

,2 When Sisera was told that 
Barak, Abinoam’s son. went up to 
Mount Tabor, l3 Sisera called all 
his chariots together, 900 iron char¬ 
iots, and all the men who were with 
him, out of Harosheth-Among-the- 
Nations to the Kishon river. 

"Then Deborah said to Barak: 
“Go ahead, this is the day the LORD 
puts Sisera in your hands. Hasn’t 
the LORD gone out ahead of you?” 

Barak went down from Mount 
Tabor, and 10,000 men followed him. 
,5 And the LORD threw Sisera and all 
his chariots and all his foot soldiers 
into a panic as Barak fought them 
with the sword. Sisera got down 
from his chariot and fled on foot. 
,6 Barak pursued the chariots and 
foot soldiers to Harosheth-Among- 
the-Nations, and Sisera’s whole 
army was destroyed by the sword: 
not a single man was left.

,7 But Sisera fled on foot to the tent 
of Jael, the wife of Heber the Kenite, 
since there were friendly relations 
between Jabin, king of Hazor. and 
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the family of Heber the Kenite. 
'*)ael came out to meet Sisera. 
“Turn aside, my lord," she told him, 
“and come to me. Don't be afraid." 
So he came to her in the tent, and 
she covered him with a tent curtain. 

l9 “Please give me a little drink of 
water," he asked her: “I'm thirsty." 
She opened a skin of milk, gave him 
a drink, and covered him again. 

Z0 “Stand at the door of the tent." 
he told her, “and if anyone comes 
and asks you. ’Is anyone here?’ say. 
‘No.* " 

2, Then Jael, Heber’s wife, took a 
tent peg. and taking a hammer in 
her hand, she went softly to him 
while he was sound asleep from 
exhaustion and hammered the peg 
through his temple and down into 
the ground. And so he died. 

2, There was Barak still pursuing 
Sisera. jael went out to meet him. 
“Come," she told him, “I'll show you 
the man you’re looking for." He 
came to her. and there was Sisera 
lying dead with the peg in his 
temple. 

2 ’That day God humbled Jabin, 
king of Canaan, by letting Israel 
defeat him. 24 Israel got stronger 
and stronger against Jabin. king of 
Canaan, till they destroyed him.

That day Deborah and Barak. 
Abinoam's son, sang a song: 
2 "Men let their hair grow* 1 in 
Israel. 

and people volunteered — 
praise the LORD!

6 Israel did what was wrong be¬ 
fore the LORD, and the LORD 
put them in the hands of Midian for 
7 years. z Midian overpowered 
Israel; to protect itself against 
Midian, Israel found hiding places 
in the hills, caves, and mountain 
strongholds. 'Whenever Israel sowed 
the ground. Midian. Amalek. 
and the other people ol the east 
would come; they would come up 
and attack them. 4 They would 
camp against them and destroy the 
products of the land up to Gaza and 
leave nothing for Israel to live on, 
not a sheep, cow, or donkey, be¬ 
cause they came up with their cattle 
and their tents, coming in like 
locusts. They and their camels could 
not be counted. They came into the 
land to ruin it. 6 When Midian had 
made Israel miserable, the people 
cried to the LORD. 

1 When Israel cried to the LORD on 


account of Midian, 8 The LORD 
sent a prophet to Israel, who told 
them: “The LORD, the God of Israel, 
says: I brought you up from Egypt 
and took you away from the place 
where you were slaves. 9 I freed 
you from the Egyptians and all who 
oppressed you and drove out the 
people ahead of you and gave you 
their country. ,0 I told you, ‘I the 
LORD am your God; don’t be afraid 
of the gods of the Amorites. in whose 
country you’re living.' But you didn’t 
listen to Me." 

The LORD'S Angel 

“The LORD’S Angel came and sat 
under the tree in Ophrah (it be¬ 
longed to Joash of the clan of 
Abiezer) while his son Gideon was 
beating out wheat in the winepress 
to keep it from the Midianites. 
,2 When He appeared to him. the 
LORD’S Angel said to him, “The

““Please. Sir," Gideon answered 
Him, “if the LORD is with us, why 
has all this happened to us? What 
has become of all the miraculous 
deeds our fathers told us about 
when they said, ’The LORD brought 
us out of Egypt, didn't He?’ Now the 
LORD has rejected us and put us in 
Midian’s hands." 

“The LORD turned to him. “Go in 
this strength of yours," He said, 
“and save Israel from Midian's 
tyranny. I’m sending you, am I not?" 

“"Please LORD." he asked Him, 
“how can I save Israel when my 
clan is the weakest in Manasseh and 
I’m the least in my father’s family?" 

““‘Because I will be with you," the 
LORD answered him, “and you will 
strike down Midian as if he were 
one man.” 

,7 ‘‘If You are kind to me." he said 
to Him. "please give me a wonderful 
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proof of what You're telling me. 
,B Please don’t leave this place till I 
come back to You and bring my offer¬ 
ing and set it before You.” 

“I will stay till you come back,” 
He said. 

l9 Then Gideon went and prepared 
a young goat and bread made 
without yeast from a measure of 
flour. He put the meat in a basket 
and the broth in a pot. Then he took 
them out to Him under the tree and 
offered them to Him. 

20 “Take the meat,” God’s Angel 
told him, “and the bread without 
yeast, and lay it on that rock, and 
pour out the broth.” He did 
so. 2, Then the LORD’S Angel 
reached with the tip of the staff in 
His hand and touched the meat and 
the bread-fire blazed from the 
rock and burned the meat and the 
bread. Then the LORD’S Angel van¬ 
ished. 22 When Gideon realized this 
had been the LORD'S Angel, he said, 
”0 Lord GOD! I have seen the 
LORD’S Angel face to face.” 

“The LORD said to him. “Be calm. 
Don’t be afraid. You will not 
die.” 2 <So Gideon built an altar for 
the LORD there and gave it the name 
The-Lord-Is-Peace. Even today it is 
still in Ophrah, which belongs to 
Abiezer’s clan. 

"Tear Down Baa] s AJtar" 

“That night the LORD told him, 
‘‘Take your father’s young bull, the 
second bull, 7 years old. Tear down 
your father's altar of Baal and cut 
down the sacred post of Asherah 
that is beside it. 26 Then build an 
altar to the LORD your God on top of 
this fortified place by setting up the 
stones in proper order. Take the

27 Gideon took 10 of his servants 
and did what the LORD told him.

“When the men of the town 
got up early in the morning, they 
saw the altar of Baal torn down, the 
sacred post beside it cut down, and 
the second young bull burned as a 
sacrifice on the altar that had been 
built. 2B “Who did this?” one asked 
another. When they had searched 
and inquired. they declared, 
“Gideon, Joash’s son, did this!” 

“Then the men of the town told 
Joash, “Bring out your son. He must 
die. He has torn down the altar of 
Baal and cut down the sacred post 
beside it.” 

3l But Joash said to all who stood 
opposed to him, “Are you fighting 
for Baal? Or are you going to saw* 
him? Anyone who fights for him will 
be put to death by morning. If he’s a 
god. he should fight for himself 
because his altar was torn down.” 
32 So that day Gideon was called 
Jerubbaal,* as it was said: “Baal 
should fight against him —he tore 
down his altar.” 

The Fleece 

33 All Midian. Amalek, and the 
people of the east got together, 
crossed over, and camped in the 
valley of Jezreel. ""Then the 
LORD’S Spirit came on Gideon, and 
he blew the horn: Abiezer's clan 
was called together to follow 
him. 35 He sent messengers through 
all Manasseh, and they loo were 
called together to follow him. He 
sent messengers through Asher. 
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Zebulun, and Naphtali, and they 
marched to meet them. 

3 Then Gideon said to God: “If 
You’re really going to save Israel by 
me as You said, Then, look. I’m 
putting a fleece of wool on the 
threshing floor. If there will be dew 
only on the fleece while all the 
ground is dry, then I'll be convinced 
You will save Israel by me as You 
said.” 3B And so it happened. The 
next morning he got up early, wrung 
the fleece, and squeezed the dew 
from the fleece, filling a bowl with 
water. 

39 Then Gideon said to God: “Don’t 
get angry with me, and I will ask 
only this yet: Please let me make 
only one more test with the fleece. 
Please let the fleece alone be dry. 
and let there be dew all over the 
ground.” 40 And God did that the 
next night: the fleece alone was dry. 
but all over the ground there was 
dew. 

7 }erubbaal. that is. Gideon, and 
all the people who were with 
him got up early and camped near 
the spring of Harod.J Midian’s camp 
was north of him at the hill of 
Moreh, in the valley. 

"Too Many People” 

The LORD said to Gideon: “You 
have too many people with you for 
Me to put Midian in their hands: 
they might boast against Me and 
say. 'I saved myself.' "Now 
announce to the people: Anyone 
who's afraid and trembling should 
go back and promptly leave Mount 
Gilead.’ Then 22.000 of the people 
went back, and 10.000 were left. 

4 The LORD told Gideon: “There 
are still too many people. Bring them 


i 'Trembling 


down to the water, and let Me test 
them for you there. If I say to you 
about a man. This one will go with 
you,’ he will go with you. And if I say 
to you about anyone, ‘This one will 
not go with you,’ he must not go.” 

5 He took the people down to the 
water, and the LORD told Gideon: 
“If anyone licks up water with his 
tongue as a dog licks, set him apart, 
and also everyone who kneels down 
to drink.” Those who licked with 
their hand to their mouth were 300 
men, and all the rest of the people 
knelt to drink water. Then the 
LORD told Gideon, “With the three 
hundred men who licked up water I 
will save you and deliver Midian to 
you; but all the other people should 
go home.” They took the food for 
the people with them, and their 
horns. He dismissed every other 
man of Israel to his home but kept 
the 300 men. 

The Dream 

The camp of Midian was below 
him in the valley. 

That night the LORD told him: 
“Get up, attack the camp; I have put 
it in your hands. ,0 But if you’re 
afraid to go, go with your man Purah 
down to the camp. “Listen to what 
is said; after that you will have the 
courage to attack the camp.” 

He and his man Purah went down 
to the outposts of the camp. “Mid¬ 
ian, Amalek, and all the people of 
the east were lying in the valley like 
so many locusts (their camels 
couldn’t be counied); they were 
many, like the sand on the seashore. 

“When Gideon got there, there 
was a man telling his friend a 
dream. “I had a dream,” he said. 
“There was a cake of barley bread 
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tumbling around in the camp of 
Midian. When it came to this tent, it 
struck it down, so that it fell, and 
turned it upside down, so that the 
tent lay flat.” 

H “That,” his friend answered 
him, ‘‘is nothing else than the sword 
of Gideon, the son of Joash, the 
Israelite. God has put Midian and 
the whole camp in his hands.” 

Gideon De/eats Midian 

,5 When Gideon heard the telling of 
the dream and its explanation, he 
worshiped; then he went back to the 
camp of Israel and said, “Get up! 
The LORD has put Midian’s camp in 
your hands.” 

l6 He divided the 300 men into 
three companies. He put horns in 
the hands of all of them and empty 
jugs with torches inside the jugs. 
,7 “Watch me,” he told them, “and 
do what I do. When I come to the 
edge of the camp, do exactly as I 
do. 18 When I blow the horn, all of 
you with me also blow your horns all 
around the camp, and call out, ‘For 
the LORD and Gideon!’ ” 

,e So Gideon and his 100 men came 
to the edge of the camp at the 
beginning of the middle watch, just 
as the guards had been posted, and 
they blew the horns and smashed 
the jugs in their hands. 20 The three 
companies blew the horns, 
shattered the jugs, and holding the 
torches in their left hands and the 
horns in their right hands to blow 
them, they shouted, ‘‘A sword for 
the LORD and Gideon!” 2, While 
each man stood at his place around 
the camp, the whole camp ran in 
panic, shouting and fleeing. “While 
the 300 kept on blowing the horns, 
the LORD set the Midianites to

fighting one another in the whole 
camp; and the army fled as far as 
Beth-shittah in the direction of 
Zererah k and as far as the bank 
of the stream at Abel-meholah, near 
Tabbath. 

23 Then the men of Israel were 
called from Naphtali, Asher, and all 
Manasseh to pursue Midian. 
24 Gideon also sent messengers into 
all the hill country of Ephraim, 
saying; ‘‘Go down against Midian, 
take the fords of the Jordan, so they 
can’t cross, as far as Beth-barah.’’ 
All the men of Ephraim were called 
out, and they took the fords of the 
Jordan as far as Beth-barah. “They 
also captured two chiefs of Midian. 
Oreb and Zeeb. They killed Oreb at 
the rock of Oreb and Zeeb at the 
winepress of Zeeb. And they kept on 
pursuing Midian. They brought the 
heads of Oreb and Zeeb to Gideon 
on the other side of the Jordan. 

8 ‘‘What did you do to us,” the 
men of Ephraim asked him, 
‘‘by not calling us when you went to 
fight against Midian?” They criti¬ 
cized him sharply. 

2 ‘‘Now, have I done anything 
compared with what you’ve done?' 
he asked them. “Aren’t the grapos 
Ephraim picked up after the harvest 
better than Abiezer’s entire har¬ 
vest? 3 God put Midian’s chiefs, 
Oreb and Zeeb, in your hands. And is 
anything I could do as good as what 
you did?” When he spoke to them 
like this, they weren’t angry with 
him anymore. 

4 When Gideon and his 300 men 
came to the Jordan and crossed 
over, they were exhausted, yet they 
kept on pursuing the enemy. 5 So he 
asked the men of Succoth, “Please 
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give me loaves of bread for the men 
who follow me. They’re exhausted, 
and I’m pursuing Zebah and Zal- 
munna, Midian's kings." 

*"Are the hands 1 of Zebah and 
Zalmunna already in your hands," 
the rulers of Succoth answered, 
"that we should give your army 
bread?" 

7 “lust for that," Gideon an¬ 
swered, "when the LORD has put 
Zebah and Zalmunnah in my hands. 
I’ll thresh your bodies with thorn- 
bushes of the wilderness and with 
briers." 

fl From there he went up to Penuel 
and asked them for the same thing, 
and the men of Penuel answered him 
as the men of Succoth had answered 
him. 9 Then he also told the men of 
Penuel, "When I come back safe. I’ll 
tear down this tower." 

,n Zebah and Zalmunna were in 
Karkor with their army, about 
15.000 men, all that were left of the 
whole army of the people of the east, 
since 120,000 men who drew swords 
had fallen. "Gideon went up the 
nomad trail east of Nobah and 
Jogbehah and defeated the army just 
when it felt there was no danger. 
"When Zebah and Zalmunna fled, 
he pursued them, captured Midian's 
two kings. Zebah and Zalmunna, 
and threw the whole army into pan¬ 
ic. "Then Gideon. Joash’s son, 
came back from the battle by the 
ascent of Heres. 

"He captured a young man from 
Succoth and asked him to write 
down for him the names of the rulers 
and elders of Succoth, 77 men. 
"When he came to the men of 
Succoth. he said, “Here are Zebah 
and Zalmunna, about whom you 
mocked me by saying, ‘Are the 
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hands of Zebah and Zalmunna 
already completely in your hands 
that we should give your exhausted 
men bread?' " lfi He took the elders 
of the city and thornbushes of the 
wilderness and briers and taught 
the men of Succoth a lesson. !7 He 
also tore down the tower of Penuel 
and killed the men of the town. 

l6 "What kind of men," he asked 
Zebah and Zalmunna, "did you kill 
at Tabor?" 

"They were like you," they an¬ 
swered; "each one looked like a 
king’s son." 

,9 "They were my brothers, my 
mother’s sons," he said. "By the 
living LORD, if you had let them live, 
I wouldn't kill you." Z0 Then he told 
Jether, his firstborn son, "Go, and 
kill them." But the boy didn't draw 
his sword: he was afraid and still 
only a boy. 

"Zebah and Zalmunna said, "You 
come and strike us, because a man 
has a man’s strength." Then Gideon 
went and killed Zebah and Zal¬ 
munna and took the half-moon 
ornaments that were on their 
camels' necks. 

“Be Our King ” 

“"Rule over us," the men of Israel 
told Gideon, "you, then your son. 
and then your grandson, because 
you saved us from Midian." 

23 "I will not rule over you," 
Gideon told them, "nor will my son 
rule over you. The LORD is ruling 
over you. “But let me ask you for 
something." Gideon said to them. 
"Each of you give me the earrings 
from his spoils." The enemies had 
gold earrings because they were 
Ishmaelites. 

25 "We'Il gladly give them," they 
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answered. And they spread out a 
garment, and each dropped the 
earrings from his spoils on it. Z6 The 
gold earrings he had asked for 
weighed 1,700 shekels, besides the 
half-moons, pendants, and purple 
clothes worn by the kings of Midian, 
and also the chains on their camels’ 
necks. z7 Then Gideon made a 
priest’s apron of it and placed it in 
his town of Ophrah. But all Israel 
came there lusting to worship it, and 
it became a trap for Gideon and his 
family. 

20 So Midian was made subject to 
Israel, and they never raised their 
heads again. The land had peace 40 
years during Gideon’s life. 

Z9 Jerubbaal, that is, Gideon, 
Joash’s son, went and lived at 
home. 30 Gideon had 70 sons born to 
him, because he had many 
wives. "When his concubine in 
Shechem also gave him a son, he 
called him Abimelech. m “Gideon, 
Joash’s son, died at a ripe old age 
and was buried in the burial place 
of his father Joash, in Ophrah, the 
town of the Abiezrites. 

33 As soon as Gideon died, Israel 
went back lusting after the Baals, 
and they made Baal-berith n their 
God. 34 The Israelites didn’t 
remember the LORD their God, who 
rescued them from all the enemies 
around them. 35 Nor were they kind 
to the family of Jerubbaal, that is, 
Gideon, for all the good things he 
had done for Israel. 

AbimeJech 

Abimelech, Jerubbaal’s son, went 
to his mother's relatives in 
Shechem and talked to them and the 


whole clan of his mother’s family. 
z “Please ask all the citizens of 
Shechem,” he said, “ ‘Is it better for 
you to have all seventy sons of 
Jerubbaal rule over you or to have 
one man rule over you? And remem¬ 
ber I’m your flesh and blood.’ ” 

3 His mother’s relatives repeated 
all this about him to all the citizens 
of Shechem, who were persuaded to 
follow Abimelech because they said, 
“He’s our relative.” 4 So they gave 
him 70 shekels of silver from the 
temple of Baal-berith. With these 
Abimelech hired worthless and 
reckless men as his followers. 5 Then 
he went to his father’s home in 
Ophrah and killed his brothers, the 
70 sons of Jerubbaal, all on one 
stone. But Jotham, the youngest son 
of Jerubbaal, stayed alive because 
he hid himself. 6 For all the citizens 
of Shechem and all who lived at the 
citadel 0 got together and went and 
made Abimelech king at the oak tree 
with the pillar in Shechem. 

Jotham 

7 When Jotham was told about it, 
he went and stood on top of Mount 
Gerizim and called out loud: “Listen 
to me, citizens of Shechem,” he said 
to them, “and God will listen to you 

8 “The trees went to anoint a king 
over them. So they told the olive 
tree,‘Be a king over us.’ 9 The olive 
tree answered them, ‘Should I stop 
giving my oil, by which people honor 
God and men, and go and wave my 
branches over the trees?' 

‘"“Then the trees told the fig tree. 
‘You come and be a king over us.' 
"But the fig tree answered them. 
‘Should I stop giving my sweetness 
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and my good fruit and wave my 
branches over the trees?’ 

"“Then the trees told the vine, 
‘You come and be a king over us.’ 
"The vine answered them, ‘Should I 
stop giving my wine, which makes 
God and men happy, and go and 
wave my branches over the trees?’ 

"“Then all the trees told the 
thornbush. ‘You come and be a king 
over us.’ 15 The thornbush an¬ 
swered the trees. ‘If you’re honestly 
anointing me king over you, then 
come and take shelter in my shade. 
But if not, then fire will blaze from 
the thornbush and burn down the 
cedars of Lebanon.' 

,6 “Now then, have you acted 
honestly and sincerely in making 
Abimelech king? Have you treated 
Jerubbaal and his family right and 
done to him as he deserved? ,7 My 
father fought for you, risked his life, 
and rescued you from Midian, '®but 
today you rose against my father s 
family and killed his sons, seventy 
men. on one stone, and made 
Abimelech, the son of his slave-girl, 
a king over the citizens of Shechem 
because he's your brother. ,9 If you 
today treated lerubbaal and his 
family honestly and sincerely, then 
delight in Abimelech, and may 
Abimelech delight in you. 20 But if 
not, may fire blaze from Abimelech 
and consume the citizens of 
Shechem and those who live in the 
citadel, and may fire blaze from the 
citizens of Shechem and those who 
live in the citadel and consume 
Abimelech.’’ 

2, Jotham ran away and fled. He 
went to Beer and lived there to avoid 
his brother Abimelech. 

Abimelech Destroys Shechem 

22 Abimelech ruled Israel 3 years. 
"Then God sent an evil spirit to 


come between Abimelech and the 
citizens of Shechem, and they treach¬ 
erously turned against Abimelech, 
"so that Abimelech. who killed his 
brothers, the 70 sons of Jerubbaal, 
and the citizens of Shechem, who 
helped him kill his brothers, would 
be punished for this bloody murder. 

25 The citizens of Shechem set 
ambushes for him on top of the moun¬ 
tains, but they robbed all who 
passed by them on the road; so 
Abimelech was told about it. 

26 Then Gaal, Ebed’s son, and his 
relatives came and moved into 
Shechem, and the citizens of 
Shechem trusted him. 27 They went 
out into the country, gathered the 
grapes in the vineyards, and trod 
them out. Then they had a 
celebration: they went into the 
temple of their god, ate, drank, and 
cursed Abimelech. 2B Gaal, Ebed’s 
son, said: “Who is Abimelech, and 
who are we at Shechem that we 
should serve him? Didn’t Jerubbaal’s 
son and his officer Zebul serve the 
men of Hamor, Shechem’s father? 
Why then should we serve him? 29 I 
wish these people were under my 
control; then I’d get rid of 
Abimelech.” So he sent the message 
to Abimelech: “Increase your army 
and come out!” 

"When Zebul. the ruler of the 
city, heard what Gaal, Ebed's son, 
said, he got angry '’and sent mes¬ 
sengers to Abimelech in Arumah: 
“Gaal, Ebed’s son, and his relatives 
have come to Shechem and are stir¬ 
ring up the city against you. "Now 
then, you and your men, start out 
tonight and set an ambush in the 
fields. "And in the morning, when 
the sun rises, get up early and storm 
the city. When he and his men go out 
against you, do to him anything you 
find you can do.” 
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"Abimelech and all his men 
started out at night, and four compa¬ 
nies lay in ambushes against 
Shechem. "Gaal, Ebed’s son, went 
out and stood at the entrance of the 
city gate. Then Abimelech and his 
men rose from their ambush. 
"When Gaal saw the troops, he said 
to Zebul, “There are troops coming 
down from the tops of the moun¬ 
tains.” 

“The shadows of the mountains,” 
Zebul answered him, “look like men 
to you.” 

37 Gaal spoke again: “There are 
men coming down the hill in the 
middle of the area, and one compa¬ 
ny is coming along the road of the 
Fortune-tellers' Tree.” 

"“Where is your loud mouth 
now,” Zebul asked him, “you who 
said, ‘Who is Abimelech that we 
should serve him?' Aren’t these the 
troops you despised? Do go out now, 
and fight with them.” 

"So Gaal led out the citizens of 
Shechem and fought against 
Abimelech. 40 But Abimelech chased 
him, and he ran away from him 
while many fell wounded all the 
way to the entrance of the 
gate. 4, Abimelech continued to live 
at Arumah. And Zebul drove away 
Gaal and his relatives and wouldn’t 
let them live at Shechem. 

42 The next day the people went out 
into the fields, and Abimelech was 
told about it. °So he took his 
troops, divided them into three 
companies, and waited in an 
ambush in the fields. He watched, 
and when he saw the people coming 
out of the city, he rose and attacked 
them. 44 Then Abimelech and the 
leaders with him rushed forward 
and stood in the entrance of the gate 
of the city while the other two 
companies rushed against all who 


were in the fields and attacked 
them. 45 All that day Abimelech 
fought against the city; he took the 
city and killed the people in it. He 
tore down the city and sprinkled it 
with salt. 

46 A11 the citizens in the tower of 
Shechem heard about it and went 
into the vault of the temple of El 
berith. 47 When Abimelech was told 
all the citizens of the lower of 
Shechem had gathered, 48 he and all 
his men went up Mount Zalmon. 
Abimelech took the ax he had in his 
hand, cut off some brushwood, took 
it up, and laid it on his shoulder 
“Hurry and do what you see me do.’ 
he told his men. 49 Then every one 
of his men also cut off brushwood 
and, following Abimelech, laid it 
against the vault and set it on fire 
over the people. So also all the men 
of the tower of Shechem died, about 
a thousand men and women. 

"Then Abimelech went to Thebez. 
camped against it, and took 
it. 5, There was a strong tower 
inside the town. All the men and 
women, all the citizens of the town, 
fled to it and shut themselves in and 
went up on the roof of the 
tower. 52 When Abimelech came to 
the tower, he fought against it and 
went near the entrance of the tower 
to burn it down. "Then a woman 
threw an upper millstone on 
Abimelech’s head and crushed his 
skull. 54 He quickly called the young 
man who carried his weapons. 
“Draw your sword,” he told him. 
“and kill me, so people will not say 
about me, ‘A woman killed him.* “ 
His man ran him through, and he 
died. "When the men of Israel saw 
Abimelech was dead, everybody 
went home. 

56 So God paid back Abimelech for 
the wrong he did to his father by 
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killing his 70 brothers. 57 And God 
paid back the men of Shechem for 
all their wrongs, and so the curse of 
fotham. Jerubbaal’s son. came on 
them. 

Tola and fair 

After Abimelech, Tola, the 
son of Puah. the son of 
Dodo, a man of Issachar. rose to 
save Israel, and he lived in Shamir 
in the hill country of Ephraim. 2 He 
ruled Israel as a judge 23 years. 
Then he died and was buried in 
Shamir. 

’After him came Jair of Gilead and 
ruled Israel as a judge 22 years. 
4 He had 30 sons who rode on 30 
donkeys and had 30 towns that 
today are still called Tent-Villages- 
of-Jair; they're in the land of 
Gilead, ’fair died and was buried 
in Kamon. 

Israel Sins Again 

h Again Israel did what was wrong 
before the LORD and served the 
Baals and the Astartes. the idols of 
the Arameans, the idols of the 
Sidonians, the idols of Moab, of 
Ammon, and of the Philistines. They 
forsook the LORD and didn’t serve 
Him. 

7 The LORD got angry with Israel 
and put them in the hands of the 
Philistines and of the Ammonites. 
"These began to oppress and crush 
Israel that year and for 18 years, all 
of Israel who lived east of the Jordan 
in the land of the Amorites, in 
Gilead. "Ammon crossed the 
Jordan to fight also against Judah. 
Benjamin, and the tribe of Ephraim, 
so that Israel was in great trouble. 

"’Then Israel cried to the LORD. 
“We have sinned against You.” they 


said. “Yes. we have forsaken our 
God and served the Baals." 

"The LORD said to Israel: “Didn't 
I save you from the Egyptians and 
the Amorites, the Ammonites and 
the Philistines? "When the 
Sidonians. Amalek, and MaonP 
oppressed you and you cried to Me. I 
saved you from them. "But you 
deserted Me and served other gods; 
this is why I will not save you 
again. "Go and cry to the gods 
you’ve chosen; they should save you 
when you’re in trouble." 

,s “We have sinned." Israel told 
the LORD. "Do to us what You think 
is right; only save us today." ,6 They 
got rid of the strange gods and 
served the LORD; and so He couldn't 
bear to have Israel suffer any 
longer. 

fephthah 

"Then the Ammonites were called 
together, and they camped in 
Gilead. Israel also gathered and 
camped at Mizpah. ,a Then the 
leaders of the people of Gilead said 
to one another. "Whoever starts the 
fight against the Ammonites shall be 
the leader of all who live in Gilead." 

n jephthah. who lived in Gil¬ 
ead. was a brave man but 
a prostitute’s son. Gilead was his 
father. 2 Gilead’s wife also had 
given him sons; and when his wife’s 
sons grew up. they drove Jephthah 
out. “You're not to get a share of the 
inheritance of our father's family." 
they told him. "You're the son of 
another woman." ’Jephthah fled 
from his brothers and lived in the 
land of Tob. Worthless men 
gathered around Jephthah and went 
on raids with him. 
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4 After some time the Ammonites 
fought against Israel. 5 And when 
they fought against Israel, the 
elders of Gilead came to get 
Jephthah from the land of Tob. 
fi “Come and be our captain,” they 
told Jephthah, “and we’ll fight 
against the Ammonites.” 

7 ”Didn't you hate me,” Jephthah 
asked the elders of Gilead, “and 
drive me from my father's home? 
Why do you come to me now when 
you’re in trouble?” 

"“That is why we’ve come back to 
you now,” the elders of Gilead told 
Jephthah. “Go with us and fight 
against the Ammonites, and you will 
be the leader of all of us who live in 
Gilead.” 

9 “If you take me back to fight 
against the Ammonites,” Jephthah 
told the elders of Gilead, “and the 
LORD delivers them to me, I will be 
your leader.” 

,0 “The LORD is a witness between 
us.” the elders of Gilead told 
Jephthah; “we will certainly do 
what you say.” "Jephthah went 
with the elders of Gilead, and the 
people made him their leader and 
captain. And all he had said 
Jephthah repeated before the LORD 
in MLzpah. 

"Jephthah sent messengers to the 
king of the Ammonites to say: “What 
do you have against me that you 
have come to me to fight against my 
country?” 

"The king of the Ammonites 
answered the messengers: “When 
Israel came up from Egypt, they took 
away my land from the Arnon to the 
Jabbok and to the Jordan. Now give 
it back in peace.” 

"Jephthah again sent messengers 
to the king of the Ammonites, "and 
they said: “Jephthah says: Israel 
did not take away the country of 


Moab or of the Ammonites. ,K When 
Israel came up from Egypt, they 
went in the wilderness to the Red 
Sea, then came to Kadesh. "Israel 
sent messengers to the king of Edom, 
saying, ‘Please let me go through 
your country,’ but the king of Edom 
refused to listen. They also sent a 
message to the king of Moab, and he 
refused.

"“Then they went in the 
wilderness around the land of Edom 
and the land of Moab and came on 
the east side of the land of Moab and 
camped on the other side of the 
Arnon. But they didn’t go into 
Moab’s territory, because the 
Arnon was Moab’s border. 

I8 “Then Israel sent messengers to 
Sihon, king of the Amorites, being 
king at Heshbon. Israel asked him, 
‘Please let us go through your land 
to our place.’ 20 But Sihon didn’t 
trust Israel enough to let them go 
through his territory. Sihon 
gathered all his people, camped ai 
Jahaz, and fought against Israel. 
21 And the LORD, the God of Israel, 
put Sihon and all his people in the 
hands of Israel, who defeated them. 
Israel took the whole country of the 
Amorites who lived in that region. 
22 They took all the territory of the 
Amorites from the Arnon to the 
Jabbok and from the wilderness to 
the Jordan. 23 And now that the 
LORD, the God of Israel, drove out 
the Amorites before His people 
Israel, should you take it? ^Shouldn’t 
you take what your god Chemosh 
lets you take, while we take 
everything the LORD our God has let 
us take for those we faced? "Are 
you so much better than Balak. 
Zippor's son. king of Moab? Did he 
fight with Israel or go to war against 
them? "Israel has lived in 
Heshbon and its villages. Aroer and 
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its villages, and in all the cities 
beside the Arnon for three hundred 
years, and why didn't you take these 
away during that time? 27 I didn't 
sin against you, but you're doing 
wrong to me by fighting against me. 
May the LORD, the Judge, decide the 
matter between Israel and Ammon 
today.” 

2fl But the king of the Ammonites 
didn’t listen to the message 
Jephthah sent him. 

29 The Spirit of the LORD came on 
Jephthah, and he went through 
Gilead and Manasseh and to Mizpah 
in Gilead, and from Mizpah in 
Gilead to the Ammonites. 

fephthah’s Vow 

’“Jephthah made a vow to the 
LORD. "If You will deliver the 
Ammonites to me," he said, ’’“then 
whoever comes out of the doors of 
my home to meet me when I come 
back in peace from the Ammonites 
will be the LORD’S, and I will offer 
him to the LORD for a burnt offering.” 

“So Jephthah went against the 
Ammonites to fight with them, and 
the LORD put them in his 
hands. "He struck them down in a 
very great defeat from Aroer till you 
come to Minnith. 20 towns, and to 
Abel-keramim. So the Ammonites 
were subdued before Israel. 

’’When Jephthah came to his 
home in Mizpah. there was his 
daughter coming out to meet him 
with tambourines and dancing. She 
was his one and only child: he had 
no son or daughter besides 
her. ls When he saw her, he tore 
his clothes. “Oh. my daughter,” he 
said, “you have crushed me and 
brought me misery. I made the 
LORD a promise, and 1 can’t break 
it.” 


16 “My father.” she told him, “you 
promised the LORD. Do to me what 
you promised, now that the LORD 
has punished your enemies, the 
Ammonites, for you.” 37 Then she 
said to her father, “Lei this be done 
for me: let me alone two months, 
so that I and my friends may go 
and walk the hills and mourn that I 
will never be married.” 

38 “Go.” he said, and he let her go 
away 2 months. She and her friends 
went into the hills and wept that she 
would never be married. 39 At the 
end of 2 months she came back to 
her father, and he did to her what 
he vowed; she didn't marry a man. 
And so it became a custom in Israel, 
“that for 4 days every year the girls in 
Israel go to morrn for the daughter 
of Jephthah, the man of Gilead. 

Civil War with Ephraim 

The men of Ephraim were 
called to arms, and they 
crossed over to Zaphon. “Why did 
you go to fight against the 
Ammonites without calling us to go 
with you?” they asked Jephthah. 
"We're going to burn your house 
down over you.” 

2 “1 and my people had a great 
conflict with Ammon,” Jephthah 
answered them. “And when 1 called 
on you for help, you wouldn't save 
me from them. ’When I saw you 
wouldn't help. I risked my life and 
went against the Ammonites. But 
the LORD put them in my hands. 
Why then did you come up to me 
today to fight against me?” 

’Then Jephthah got all the men of 
Gilead together and fought against 
Ephraim. And the men of Gilead 
defeated Ephraim because they kept 
saying. “You people of Gilead who 
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live in Ephraim and Manasseh are 
just fugitives from Ephraim.” 

5 The men of Gilead took the 
crossing places of the Jordan 
against Ephraim. When any men of 
Ephraim who escaped said, “Let me 
cross over,” the men of Gilead 
would ask him, “Are you a man of 
Ephraim?” If he answered, “No,” 
6 they would tell him, “Say, 
‘Shibboleth.’ ” He would say, 
“Sibboleth”—he couldn’t pro¬ 
nounce it right. Then they took him 
and killed him at the crossing places 
of the Jordan. There fell at that time 
42,000 men of Ephraim. 

7 Jephthah was a judge of Israel 6 
years. Then Jephthah, the man of 
Gilead, died and was buried in his 
city of Gilead. 

Ibzan, Elon, and Abdon 

®After him Ibzan from Bethlehem * 
was a judge of Israel. ®He had 30 
sons. He sent 30 daughters away 
from home to marry elsewhere and 
brought in 30 daughters from 
outside for his sons. He was a judge 
in Israel 7 years. l0 Ibzan died and 
was buried in Bethlehem. 

"After him Elon from Zebulun 
was a judge in Israel. He was a 
judge in Israel 10 years. "Elon, the 
man of Zebulun, died and was 
buried in Aijalon in the land of 
Zebulun. 

"After him Abdon, Hillel’s son, 
from Pirathon was a judge in 
Israel. ,4 He had 40 sons and 30 
grandsons, who rode on 70 young 
donkeys. He was a judge in Israel 8 
years. "Then Abdon, Hillel’s son, 
from Pirathon, died and was buried 
in Pirathon in the land of Ephraim in 
the hill country of Amalek.

6 Manoah prayed to the LORD. “0 
LORD,” he said, “please let the man 
of God you sent come back to us and 
teach us what to do for the boy who 
will be born.” 

B God did what Manoah asked, and 
so God’s Angel came back to the 
woman as she sat in the field, but 
her husband Manoah was not with 
her.

the LORD'S Angel asked him. "It’s 
too wonderful." 

,9 Manoah took the young goat with 
the food and offered them on the 
rock to the LORD, who did a won¬ 
derful thing while Manoah and his 
wife were watching: Z0 When the 
flame went up to heaven from the 
altar, the LORD’S Angel went up in 
the flame of the altar. When 
Manoah and his wife saw this, they 
fell down with their faces on the 
ground. 

21 (The LORD'S Angel did not 


appear again to Manoah and his 
wife.) Then Manoah knew this had 
been the LORD’S Angel. 22 So 
Manoah said to his wife, "We’ll 
certainly die because we’ve seen 
God.” 

2J "lf the LORD meant to kill us,” 
his wife told him, "He wouldn't have 
accepted a burnt offering with food 
from us nor let us see or hear things 
like these just now." 

24 So the woman had a son and 
called him Samson. The boy grew 
up, and the LORD blessed him. ^The 
LORD’S Spirit began to move him at 
the Camp of Dan, between Zorah 
and Eshtaol. 

Samson at Timnah 

Samson went down to 
Timnah, and there he saw 
one of the daughters of the Philis¬ 
tines. 2 He came back up and told 
his father and mother about her. 
"I've seen one of the daughters of 
the Philistines at Timnah,” he said. 
"Now get her to be my wife.” 

’"Is there no one among the 
daughters of your relatives or 
among all our people,” his father 
and mother asked him. "that you 
must go and marry a woman from 
the uncircumcised Philistines?" 

"Gel her for me,” Samson told his 
father. "I think she's the right 
one." 4 His father and mother 
didn't know this was of the LORD, 
that He was looking for a chance to 
deal with the Philistines. At that 
time the Philistines were ruling over 
Israel. 

s Samson went with his father and 
mother down to Timnah. As they 
came to the vineyards of Timnah. a 
young lion came roaring at him. 
The LORD’S Spirit came over him, 
and although he had nothing in his 
hand, he tore it apart as you might 
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tear a young goat. But he didn’t tell 
his father and mother what he had 
done. 

7 He went down and talked to the 
woman, and she seemed to him to be 
the right one. “After a while he 
went back to marry her. Leaving the 
path to see the lion’s carcass, he 
found a swarm of bees and honey in 
the lion’s carcass. “He scraped it 
into his hands and ate it as he 
walked away. When he came to his 
father and mother, he gave them 
some of it to eat but didn’t tell them 
he had scraped the honey out of the 
lion’s carcass. 

,0 His father went down to the 
woman, and Samson prepared a 
feast, since that was what young 
men used to do. "When her people 
saw him, they chose 30 companions 
to be with him. 

,2 “Let me tell you a riddle,” 
Samson said to them. “If you find 
the answer and tell me in the seven 
days of the feast, I’ll give you thirty 
lengths of linen and thirty festival 
garments. ,3 But if you can’t tell me 
the answer, you must give me thirty 
lengths of linen and thirty festival 
garments.” 

“Tell us your riddle,” they 
answered him, “and let us hear it.” 

u He said to them: 

“From the eater came something 
to eat, and from the strong one 
something sweet.” 

For 3 days they couldn’t find the 
answer. ,5 0n the fourth 1- day 
they said to Samson’s wife. “Coax 
your husband to tell us the answer, 
or we’ll burn up you and your 
father’s house. Did you invite us just 
to make us poor?” 

'“Samson's wife wept on his 
shoulder. “You only hate me,” she 

r Gk: Heb seventh 


said, “and don’t love me. You gave 
the men of my people a riddle and 
didn’t tell me the answer.” 

“I haven't even told my father and 
mother,” he said to her, “and should 
I tell you?” 

"But she kept on weeping on his 
shoulder for the 7 days the wedding 
was celebrated till finally on the 
seventh day he told her because she 
kept pressing him so hard. Then she 
told her people the answer to the? 
riddle. 

,0 On the seventh day, before 
sundown, the men of the town said 
to him: 

“What is sweeter than honey? 
And what is stronger than a 
lion?” 

But he answered them: 

“If you hadn’t plowed with this 
calf of mine, you wouldn’t have 
guessed this riddle of mine.” 

,9 The LORD’S Spirit came over 
him, and he went down to Ashkelon. 
where he killed 30 of their men, 
stripped them, and gave the festival 
garments to those who had told him 
the answer to the riddle. Then, 
blazing with anger, he went up to his 
father’s home. 20 But Samson’s wife 
married his companion who had 
been his best man. 

Vengeance on the Philistines 

After a while, when people 
were cutting wheat, Samson 
went to visit his wife, bringing a 
young goat. “I’m going in to my wife 
in her room.” he said. 

But her father didn’t let him go 
in. 2 ”I really thought you hated 
her,” her father said, “and so I gave 
her to your companion. Isn’t her 
younger sister better than she? 
Marry her instead.” 
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’“The Philistines can’t blame me 
this time/' he said, “when I do them 
harm.” ’So Samson went and 
caught 300 foxes, took torches, and 
putting two tails together, he 
fastened a torch between each pair 
of tails. s He lit the torches and 
chased the animals into the standing 
grain of the Philistines and burned 
the sheaves, the standing grain, and 
also the vineyards and olive trees. 

6 “Who did this?” some Philistines 
asked. 

“Samson.” others answered, “the 
son-in-law of the man at Timnah, 
because he took his wife and gave 
her to his companion." So the 
Philistines went up and burned her 
and her father. 

T “If that’s what you do.” Samson 
told them, “I swear I’ll take ven¬ 
geance on you before 1 stop.” 8 He 
struck them down hip and thigh in a 
great slaughter. Then he went down 
and lived in the cleft of the rock at 
Etam. 

Samson at Lehi 

*Then the Philistines came up and 
camped in }udah and overran 
Lehi. ,0 The men of Judah asked. 
“Why did you come up against us?” 

“We’ve come up to tie Samson,” 
they answered, “to do to him as he 
did to us.” 

"So 3.000 men from Judah went 
down to the cleft of the rock at Etam. 
“Don’t you know the Philistines are 
ruling over us?” they asked Samson. 
“What did you do to us?” 

12 “I’ve done to them.” he an¬ 
swered. “as they did to me.” 

“We’ve come down to tie you,” 
they told him, “to hand you over to 
the Philistines.” 

“Swear to me.” Samson told 
them, “you yourselves will not 
attack me.” 


,3 “No,” they answered him, 
“we’ll only tie you and hand you 
over to them, but we certainly won’t 
kill you.” So they tied him with two 
new ropes and brought him up from 
the rock. 

"When he came to Lehi, the 
Philistines came to meet him with 
shouts of triumph. But the LORD’S 
Spirit came over him, and the ropes 
on his arms became like flax burnt 
in the fire: his ropes melted off his 
hands. 

,5 Finding a donkey's fresh 
jawbone, he reached for it, grabbed 
it, and with it struck down 1.000 
men. ,6 Then Samson said: 

“With a donkey’s jawbone I piled 
them in heaps: with a donkey’s 
jawbone I killed a thousand 
men.” 

17 When he finished saying this, he 
threw the jawbone away. And so 
that place was called the Hill of the 
Jawbone. 

,6 Then he was very thirsty, and he 
called to the LORD and said, “You 
have given this great victory to 
Your servant, but now I’m dying of 
thirst and will fall into the hands of 
the uncircumcised.” 

,9 So God split open the hollow 
place that’s at Lehi, and water 
gushed out. He drank it, his spirit 
was refreshed, and he revived. So it 
was called the Spring of the Caller; 
it’s still at Lehi today. 

Z0 He judged Israel 20 years during 
the time of the Philistines. 

Sa/nson at Gaza 

Samson went to Gaza and 
saw a prostitute there and 
went in to her. 2 When the people 
of Gaza were told, “Samson has 
come here,” they surrounded the 
place and lay in an ambush all night 
at the gate of the city. They kept 
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quiet all night, saying. “Let’s wait 
till daylight, and then we’ll kill him.” 

3 Samson lay till midnight. At 
midnight he got up, and taking hold 
of the doors of the city gate and its 
two posts, he pulled them out, bar 
and all, put them on his shoulders, 
and carried them to the top of the 
hill facing Hebron. 

Samson and Delilah 

4 Later he loved a woman by the 
name of Delilah in the valley of 
Sorek. 5 Then the lords of the 
Philistines came to her. “Coax him,” 
they told her, “and find out what 
makes him so strong and how we 
can overpower him, tie him, and 
make him helpless. Each of us will 
give you eleven hundred shekels of 
silver.” 

B Delilah said to Samson, “Please 
tell me what makes you so strong 
and what you can be tied with to 
make you helpless.” 

7 “If I were tied with seven 
bowstrings,” Samson answered her, 
“that are fresh and haven’t been 
dried, I would be weak and like any 
other man.” 

“The lords of the Philistines 
brought her seven bowstrings that 
were fresh and hadn’t been dried; 
and with these she tied him. 9 She 
had some men lie hidden in the inner 
room. Then she said to him, “The 
Philistines are on you, Samson!” But 
he snapped the bowstrings as a 
strand of flax snaps when it gets too 
near a fire. And nobody found out 
why he was so strong. 

,0 “You fooled me,” Delilah told 
Samson, “and told me lies! Please 
tell me now what you could be tied 
with.” 

ll ‘Tf I were tied with new ropes 
s ' 8 SuppJied /rom Gk lacking in Heb 


that have never been used.” he 
answered her, “I would be weak 
and like any other man.” 

,2 So Delilah took new ropes 
and tied him with them. Then she 
said to him, “The Philistines are on 
you, Samson!” while some men lay 
hidden in the inner room. But he tore 
them off his arms like a thread. 

,3 “Till now you've fooled me and 
told me lies,” Delilah told Samson. 
“Tell me what you could be tied 
with.” 

“If you would weave the seven 
braids of hair on my head with the 
warp of cloth,” he answered her, 
s “and fasten it with the pin in the 
wall, then I will be weak and like 
any other man.” 

So while he slept, Delilah took the 
seven braids of his head and wove 
them into the warp of the cloth. s 
“tightened it with the pin and said to 
him, “The Philistines are on you. 
Samson!” He woke up from his sleep 
and tore out the pin of the loom and 
the warp. 

,5 “How can you say, ‘I love you,’ ” 
she asked him, “and not tell me your 
secret? You fooled me three times 
and didn’t tell me what makes you so 
strong.” ,s And so when she 
continually urged him with her 
questions and plagued him, he gol 
tired to death ,7 and told her his 
whole secret. “No razor has ever 
been used on my head,” he told her, 
“because I’ve been bound to God by 
a Nazirite vow from before my 
birth. If I were shaved, my strength 
would leave me, and I would be 
weak and like any other man.” 

,B When Delilah saw he had told 
her his whole secret, she sent a man 
to call the lords of the Philistines, 
saying, “Come up just once more. 
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because he has told me his whole 
secret." The lords of the Philistines 
came up to her with the money in 
their hands. 

“•She put him to sleep on her knees 
and. calling a man. had him cut off 
the seven braids on his head: and 
so she weakened him. and his 
strength left him. J0 Then she said. 
"The Philistines are on you. Sam¬ 
son!" When he woke up from his 
sleep, he thought. "I'll get away as 
I've done over and over again and 
shake myself free." not realizing the 
LORD had left him.

n The lords of the Philistines 
gathered to offer a great sacrifice to 
their god Dagon and to celebrate. 
"Our god put Samson, our enemy, in 
our hands." they said. 24 When the 
people saw him. they praised their 
god. They said: 

"Our god put our enemy in our 
hands, him who laid waste our 
land and killed so many of us!" 

'When they were all feeling good, 
they said. "Call Samson to amuse 
us." 

Samson was called from the 
prison, and he amused them. They 
had him stand between the pillars. 
2h Samson told the young man who 
held his hand, "Let me feel the 
pillars the building rests on, so I can 
lean against them." 27 The building 
was full of men and women, and all 


the lords of the Philistines were 
there. And on the roof there were 
about 3,000 men and women 
watching Samson amuse them. 

2fl Then Samson called to the 
LORD: "Lord GOD, please re¬ 
member me and. O God, give me 
strength just once more to take 
vengeance on the Philistines for my 
two eyes." 29 Then Samson took 
hold of the two middle pillars the 
building rested on, one with his right 
arm and the other with his left, and 
pushed against them. ,0 "Let me die 
with the Philistines," Samson said, 
and he bent forward with all his 
might, so that the building fell on the 
lords and all the people in it. So, 
those he killed when he died were 
more than those he killed during his 
life. 

5, Then his relatives and his 
father's whole family went down, 
took him, carried him up. and buried 
him in the burial place of his father 
Manoah, between Zorah and Eshtaol. 

He judged Israel 20 years. 

Micoh 

There was a man in the 
hill country of Ephraim by 
the name of Micah. 2 He told his 
mother: "The eleven hundred 

shekels of silver that were taken 
from you, about which you spoke a 
curse that I overheard —look. I've 
got the silver; I took it. So I’m giving 
it back to you." 1 

"The LORD bless my son." his 
mother said. 

n So he gave the 1,100 shekels of 
silver back to his mother, and she 
said. "I'm giving this as holy money 
to the LORD for my son to make a 
carved image and an idol of cast 
metal." 
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’When he had given the money 
back to his mother, she took 200 
shekels of it and gave it to the 
silversmith. He made of it a carved 
image and an idol of cast metal, and 
it was in Micah's home. ’This man 
Micah had a shrine. And he had 
made a priest s apron and house¬ 
hold gods and ordained one of his 
sons to be his priest. *At that time 
there was no king in Israel: every¬ 
body did what he thought was right. 

7 There was a young man from 
Bethlehem in Judah, from the tribe 
of Judah, but he was a Levite who 
only lived there. "This man left the 
town of Bethlehem in Judah to stay 
wherever he might find a place, and 
as he traveled, he came to Micah's 
home in the hill country of Ephraim. 

"“Where do you come from?*’

“I'm a Levite from Bethlehem in

And so they came to the hill 
country of Ephraim and to Micah's 
home and slaved there for a 
night. ’When they were at Micah's 
house, they recognized the young 
Levite’s voice and turned aside.

What do I 
have left? How can you ask me: 
‘What's the matter with you?* 

""Don't let us hear any more from 
you." the men of Dan told him, "or 
some of our hot-tempered men will 
attack you, and you and your family 
will lose your life." "Then the 
people of Dan continued on their 
way: and since Micah saw they 
were too strong for him. he turned 
and went home. 

Laish Becomes Dan 

Z7 And they took what Micah had 
made and the priest that belonged to 
him and went to Laish, where the 
people lived in peace and without a 
thought of danger, and they put 
them to the sword and burned the 
city. 2H There was nobody to save it 
since it was far from Sidon and had 
nothing to do with others. It was in 
the village that belonged to Beth- 
rehob. They rebuilt the city and 
lived in it. "They called the city 
Dan after their ancestor Dan. 
Israel's son, but originally the city's 
name was Laish. 

“'The people of Dan set up the 
carved image for themselves, and 
Jonathan son of Gershom, Moses' 
son. and his descendants were 
priests of the tribe of Dan down to 
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the time the country was taken 
captive. ’'So Micah’s carved 
image that he made they set up for 
themselves during the time God's 
tabernacle was at Shiloh. 

A Levite and His Concubine 

At that time, when there 
was no king in Israel, a 
Levite was staying in the back parts 
of the hill country of Ephraim. From 
Bethlehem in Judah he took a woman 
as a concubine. 2 But his concubine 
was unfaithful to him v and left 
him and went to her father's home in 
Bethlehem in Judah. When she had 
been there 4 months. 3 her husband 
started out and went after her to 
persuade her to change her mind. 
He took along his servant and a pair 
of donkeys. She took him into her 
father’s house. When the girl's 
father saw him, he was glad to meet 
him. 4 His father-in-law, the girl's 
father, made him stay, and so he 
lived with him 3 days, eating, 
drinking, and lodging there. 

5 On the fourth day they got up 
early in the morning, and he started 
to go, but the girl's father told his 
son-in-law, ‘‘Refresh yourself with a 
bite of food, and then go." 6 Sothey 
both sat down and ate and drank 
together. "Let me persuade you," 
the girl’s father said to the man, "to 
stay for the night and enjoy your¬ 
self." 7 When the man started to 
go, his father-in-law urged him, and 
so he stayed there another night. 

e In the morning of the fifth day he 
got up early to go. "Refresh your¬ 
self,” the girl's father said, and so 
they lingered till afternoon, and 
both of them ate. "When the man 
started to go with his concubine and 
his servant, his father-in-law, the 
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girl's father, said to him. "You see. 
the day is turning into evening. 
Please stay for the night. The day is 
half gone now. Stay and enjoy 
yourself, and tomorrow you can 
start out early on your way and go 
home." l0 But the man refused to 
stay for the night. He started out 
and left and came to a place 
opposite Jebus, which is Jerusalem: 
and he had with him his pair of 
donkeys that were saddled and his 
concubine. 

"By the time they were near 
Jebus, the day was almost gone. 
"Come." the servant told his master, 
"let us turn aside into this city of the 
Jebusites and stay there for the 
night." 

,2 "We will not turn aside." his 
master told him, "into the city of a 
foreign people, who are not Israel¬ 
ites, but we’ll go on to Gibeah. 
"Come," he told his servant, ‘let's 
get on to one or the other of the 
places and stay in either Gibeah or 
Ramah for the night." 

M So they passed by and went on. 
The sun went down on them near 
Gibeah, which belongs to Benjamin. 
,5 So they turned aside to stay in 
Gibeah for the night, and he went in 
and sat down in the town's public 
square, but nobody would take them 
to his home to stay for the night. 

‘‘There was an old man who came 
in from his work in the field in the 
evening. The man was from the hill 
country of Ephraim and staying in 
Gibeah, but the people who lived 
there were Benjaminites. "When 
he locked up. he saw the traveler in 
the town’s public square. "Where 
are you going?" the old man asked. 
"And where do you come from?" 

,B "We*re on our way from 
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Bethlehem in Judah to the distant 
parts of the hill country of 
Ephraim/’ he answered him. “I 
came from there and went to 
Bethlehem in Judah, and I'm going to 
the LORD'S tabernacle, w but 
nobody will take me into his home. 
'“We have straw and fodder for our 
donkeys and bread and wine for 
myself, the woman, and the young 
man with us. We don't lack any¬ 
thing." 

2 "“A friendly greeting to you." the 
old man said, “but let me take care 
of anything you need. Only don't 
spend the night in the public 
square." 2l So he took him into his 
home and gave the donkeys a mixed 
fodder: and after they washed their 
feet, they ate and drank. 

Crime of the Men of Gibeah 

"While they were enjoying 
themselves, the men of the city, who 
were evil, surrounded the house and 
kept pounding on the door. "Bring 
out the man who came into your 
home," they told the old man, the 
master of the house, “so we may 
have intercourse with him." 

21 The master of the house went 
out to them. “No, fellow Israelites." 
he told them, “please don’t do such 
a wrong. Now that this man has 
come into my home, don’t do such a 
shameful thing. 24 Theres my 
daughter, a virgin, and his con¬ 
cubine. Please let me bring them out. 
Ravish them, and do with them what 
you like, but don’t do such a 
shameful thing to this man." 

”But the men refused to listen to 
him. Then the man took hold of his 
concubine and brought her outside 
to them, and they had intercourse 
with her and abused her all night till 
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morning, and at the coming of the 
dawn they let her go. 26 At the 
dawn of day the woman came and 
fell down at the door of the man’s 
house where her master was, and 
there she was till it was light. 

27 Her master got up in the morn¬ 
ing. opened the doors of the house, 
and was going out in order to leave, 
and there was his concubine lying at 
the entrance of the house with her 
hands on the threshold. 2B “Get 
up!" he told her. “and let us go." 
But she didn’t answer. Then he took 
her on the donkey and left for home. 

Israel Is Horrified 

29 When he got into his home, he 
took his knife and, taking hold of his 
concubine, cut her limb by limb in 12 
pieces and sent her to all sections of 
Israel. ^Everyone who saw it said: 
“Never has such a thing happened 
or been seen from the time Israel 
came up from Egypt till today. Think 
it over and decide what to do." 

Then all Israel came out, 
and from Dan to Beersheba 
and also from Gilead the whole 
community gathered like one man 
before the LORD at Mizpah. 2 And 
the leaders of all the people, of all 
the tribes of Israel, stood in their 
places in the assembly of God’s 
people, 400,000 foot soldiers who 
could draw a sword. 5 The people 
of Benjamin heard Israel had come 
up to Mizpah. 

Then Israel said: "Tell us, how 
was this crime done?" 

4 The Levite. the husband of the 
murdered woman, answered: "I and 
my concubine came to Gibeah, 
which belongs to Benjamin, to stay 
there for the night. 5 And the 
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citizens in Gibeah came to attack 
me. At night they surrounded the 
house where I was. They meant to 
kill me, and they raped my con¬ 
cubine, so that she died. 6 I took my 
concubine, cut her in pieces, and 
sent her to all the parts of the 
territory of Israel, because they did 
a shameful and ungodly thing in 
Israel. 7 All of you are here, Israel; 
so speak and give your advice.” 

“All the people rose like one man. 
“None of us will go to his tent,” they 
said, “or leave to go home. “Now. 
this is what we’ll do to Gibeah. We’ll 
draw lots to go against it. ,0 We’ll 
take ten of every hundred men of all 
the tribes of Israel, a hundred of 
every thousand, and a thousand of 
every ten thousand, to get food for 
the army, in order that when the 
people go, they may do to Gibeah 
according to the wicked thing it has 
done in Israel.” “So all the men of 
Israel got together and united as one 
man against the city. 

Benjamin Sides with Gibeah 

,2 The tribes of Israel sent men to 
all the tribe of Benjamin. “What is 
this crime that was done among 
you?” they asked. ,3 ”Now then, 
hand over those evil men in Gibeah 
so we can execute them and get rid 
of evil in Israel.” 

But the Benjaminites refused to 
listen to their fellow Israelites. 
H And the men of Benjamin gathered 
from the towns to Gibeah to go out 
and fight against the men of Israel. 
,5 That day there came from the 
cities of Benjamin a total of 26,000 
men who drew sword6. besides 700 
picked men who lived in Gibeah; 
,6 of all these people 700 picked men 
were left-handed, and every one of 
them could sling a stone at a hair 
without missing. 


,7 The men of Israel, not counting 
Benjamin, totaled 400,000 men who 
drew swords, all of them fighting 
men. 

'“The people of Israel proceeded 
to Bethel to ask God. “Who should 
lead us in going up to fight with 
Benjamin?” they inquired. 

“Judah should lead,” the LORD 
answered. 

'“Israel got up early and camped 
against Gibeah. 20 So the men of 
Israel went out to fight with Ben¬ 
jamin and arranged their men in 
battle order against Gibeah. 2, But 
the men of Benjamin came out of 
Gibeah and on that day struck down 
22,000 men of Israel and left them on 
the battleground. 

Z2 But the people, the men of Israel, 
rallied and again formed the battle 
line in the same position it had been 
the first day. 23 And Israel went up 
and wept before the LORD till 
evening. “Should we go again and 
fight with our brother Benjamin?" 
they asked the LORD. 

“Attack him.” the LORD an¬ 
swered. 

“The second day the men of Israel 
went against the men of Benjamin. 
25 Also on the second day Benjamin 
came out of Gibeah to meet them, 
and again they struck down 18.000 
men of Israel and left them on the 
battleground, all of them men who 
drew swords. Z6 Then all the men of 
Israel, the whole army, went up and 
came to Bethel and sat there 
weeping before the LORD and went 
without food that day till evening, 
and they offered burnt offerings and 
peace offerings before the LORD. 

27 And the men of Israel consulted 
the LORD—the ark of God s coven¬ 
ant was there at that time, “and 
Phinehas. the son of Eleazar. the son 
of Aaron, was serving before Him at 
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the time—and they asked: “Should 
we go out again to fight with our 
brother Benjamin, or should we 
stop?” 

“Attack.” the LORD said: 
“tomorrow I’ll put them in your 
hands." 

^Israel set men in ambushes 
around Gibeah. ,0 On the third day 
Israel went up against Benjamin 
and arranged its men in battle order 
against Gibeah as they did before. 
“Then men of Benjamin went out 
against their army—and so were 
drawn away from the town—and as 
they did before, started by killing 
about 30 of the Israelite people on 
the roads, one of which went up to 
Bethel, the other over the open field 
to Gibeah. ^“They’re defeated." 
the men of Benjamin said, “as they 
were before." 

“Let us flee," the men of Israel 
said, “and draw them from the city 
to the roads." “And so the main 
body of Israel's men left their place 
and took a position at Baal-tamar 
while the men in the ambush rushed 
from their places on the exposed 
side of Gibeah. “Then 10,000 men, 
picked from all Israel, came to a 
place before Gibeah. and the 
fighting was fierce; the men of 
Benjamin didn’t know disaster was 
overtaking them. “The LORD 
defeated Benjamin before Israel, 
and that day Israel struck down 
25.100 men of Benjamin, all of whom 
drew swords. “Then Benjamin 
saw it was defeated. 

Israel had given ground to 
Benjamin hecause it depended on 
the ambush it set behind Gibeah. 
37 The men in the ambush quickly 
rushed out against Gibeah, moved 
in, and with the sword annihilated 
the whole city. “Israel had 
arranged with the men in the 


ambush to give a signal by having a 
big column of smoke rise from the 
city, “and then the men of Israel 
would turn back to fight. Benjamin 
started by killing about 30 Israelites. 
"Yes," they said, “they’re thoroughly 
defeated as in the first battle." 

40 But when the column of smoke 
started to rise as a signal from the 
city, Benjamin looked back and saw 
the whole city going up in flames 
reaching to the sky. 4, Thenthemen 
of Israel turned, and the men of 
Benjamin were terrified, realizing 
disaster had overtaken them. 42 They 
retreated from Israel along the road 
to the wilderness, but the battle was 
at their heels, and men from the city 
were among them, cutting them 
down. 43 They surrounded the men 
of Benjamin, pursued them to places 
where they were stopping to rest, 
and overtook them due east of 
Gibeah. 44 And 18,000 men of 
Benjamin died, all of them brave 
men. 4S The others turned and fled 
into the wilderness to the rock of 
Pomegranates, but the Israelites cut 
down 5,000 of the stragglers on the 
roads, closely pursuing them till 
they had cut off and struck down 
2,000 more of them. 4fi The total of 
the men of Benjamin that fell that 
day was 25,000 men who drew 
swords, all of them brave men. 

47 Bul 600 men turned and fled into 
the desert to the rock of Pome¬ 
granates and stayed there 4 months. 

48 But the men of Israel went back 
and put to the sword the rest of the 
Benjaminites in the towns, both 
people and animals, as many as 
could be found, and they also set on 
fire all the towns they came to. 

"One Tribe Missing" 

The men of Israel had sworn 
at Mizpah: “None of us will 
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give his daughter as wife to anyone 
of Benjamin.’' 

2 When the people came to Bethel, 
they sat there before God till 
evening and raised their voices and 
wept bitterly. J “LORD God of 
Israel.” they said, “why has this 
happened in Israel, that today one 
tribe is missing in Israel?” 

4 The next day the people got up 
early and built an altar there and 
offered burnt offerings and peace 
offerings. S ‘‘ls there anyone from 
all the tribes of Israel.” they asked, 
‘who didn’t come up for the meeting 
before the LORD?” According to 
their solemn oath, anyone who had 
not come up before the LORD at 
Mizpah must certainly be killed. 
6 But Israel felt sorry for his brother 
Benjamin. “Now one tribe is cut off 
from Israel!” they said. 7 “What 
are we going to do to get wives for 
the men who are left after we swore 
by the LORD not to give them any of 
our daughters as wives? 8 Is there 
anyone from the tribes of Israel who 
didn’t come up before the LORD at 
Mizpah?” they asked. Now, no one 
from Jabesh in Gilead had come to 
the assembly in the camp. 9 When 
the people were counted, none of 
those who lived in Jabesh in Gilead 
was there. 

,c So the community sent 12.000 of 
their courageous men. “Go.” they 
ordered them, “and put to the sword 
those who live in Jabesh in Gilead, 
even the women and the children. 
"And do this: destroy every man 
and every woman who is not a 
virgin. 

,2 Among the people who live in 
Jabesh in Gilead they found 400 
virgin girls, who had not known a 
man by lying with him. and they 
brought them to the camp at Shiloh 
in Canaan. 


n Then the whole community sent 
messengers to the men of Benjamin 
at the rock of Pomegranates and 
offered them peace. ,4 So Benjamin 
came back at that time, and the men 
were given the women of Jabesh in 
Gilead who had been kept alive: but 
not enough had been found for them. 

,5 The people felt sorry for 
Benjamin because the LORD had 
made a gap in the tribes of Israel. 
,6 “What are we going to do to get 
wives for the men that are left.” the 
elders of the community asked, 
“since the women in Benjamin have 
been killed?” 

,7 “There must be a heritage for 
those of Benjamin who escaped." 
was the answer, “and no tribe must 
be eliminated from Israel. ,8 But we 
can’t give them any of our daughters 
as wives.” because Israel had 
sworn: “Cursed is anyone that gives 
Benjamin a wife.” 

”Then they said. “Every year 
there is the LORD’S festival at 
Shiloh.” This is north of Bethel, east 
of the highway going from Bethel up 
to Shechem. and south of Lebonah. 
2 °“Go.” they ordered the men of 
Benjamin, “and lie in an ambush in 
the vineyards. 2, and watch to sec 
when the girls of Shiloh come out to 
dance in the dances. Then come out 
of the vineyards, and each of you 
catch a girl from Shiloh to be his 
wife, and go home to Benjamin. 
22 When their fathers or brothers 
come to complain to us. we’ll tell 
them. ‘Kindly let us have them, 
because we didn’t get a wife for 
each man in the battle, nor should 
you have offered them, because then 
you would be guilty.' ” 

2, The men of Benjamin did that: 
from those who were dancing they 
took wives for all their single men 
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and carried them off. They went 
back to their land, rebuilt the towns, 
and lived in them. 

24 Then the men of Israel 
separated, everyone according to 
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his tribe and clan, leaving and going 
to the land he owned. 

”ln those days there was no king 
in Israel. Everyone did what he 
thought was right. 
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Naomi and Ruth 

I ln the days when the judges 
were ruling, there was a famine 
in the land. Then a man from 
Bethlehem in Judah went to stay in 
the country of Moab, he. his wife, 
and his two sons. z The man's name 
was Elimelech, his wife's was 
Naomi, and the names of his two 
sons were Mahlon and Chilion. 
Ephrathites from Bethlehem in 
Judah, they came to the country of 
Moab and stayed there. 

n Then Elimelech, Naomi’s hus¬ 
band. died, and she was left alone 
with her two sons. 4 These married 
two women of Moab, one named 
Orpah, the other named Ruth. They 
lived there about 10 years. s Then 
both Mahlon and Chilion died too. 
and Naomi was left alone, without 
her two sons and without her 
husband. 

s Then she and her daughters-in- 
law started on the way back from 
the country of Moab, because while 
still in Moab she heard the LORD 
had blessed His people and given 
them food. 7 So she left the place 
where she had been, and her 
daughters-in-law went with her. 

They were walking along the road 
back to the land of Judah "when 
Naomi said to her two daughters-in- 
law, “Please go back, each of you to 
her mother's home. The LORD be 
kind to you as you were kind to the 
dead and to me. 9 The LORD help 
each of you find security in a home 
with a husband!" 


When she kissed them good-bye, 
they burst into loud weeping. '""No." 
they told her, “weTe going with you 
to your people." 

"“Go on back, my daughters, ' 
Naomi said. “Why should you go 
with me? Do I have any more sons in 
my womb who could marry you? "Go 
on back, my daughters, go! I’m loo old 
to be a man’s wife. Even if I did say. 
‘I still have hope,’ even if I were a 
man’s wife tonight and gave birth to 
sons, "would you then wait till 
they grew up and stay single for 
them? Don’t do it. my daughters, 
because l feel very sorry for you 
that the LORD has sent me so much 
trouble." 

"Again they burst into loud 
weeping. Then Orpah kissed her 
mother-in-law good-bye. But Ruth 
clung to her. "“See,” Naomi said, 
“your sister-in-law has gone back to 
her people and her god. You go back 
too! Follow your sister-in-law!’’ 

'““Don’t urge me to leave you. to 
go back and not be with you," Ruth 
answered. “I will go where you go 
and stay where you stay. Your 
people will be my people and your 
God my God. ,7 I will die where you 
die, and there will I be buried. May 
the LORD punish me if anything but 
death separates you and me!" 

'“When Naomi saw she was 
determined to go with her. she didn’t 
say any more to her. ,q So the two 
went on till they came to Bethlehem. 
When they came to Bethlehem, the 
whole town was excited about them. 
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Is (his Naomi?*' the women asked. 

" Don't call me Naomi." a she 
..nswered them. '‘Call me Mara, b 
Ium ause the Almighty has made life 
totter for me. 2, I went away full, 
but the LORD brought me back 
empty. Why do you call me Naomi 
when the LORD has testified against 
me and the Almighty has hurt me?” 

So Naomi came back from the 
■ ountrv of Moab, and Ruth, her 
Moabite daughter-in-law, came with 
her. They came to Bethlehem when 
people were starting to harvest the 
barley.

,0 She bowed down to the ground. 
“Why are you so kind to me as to be 
interested in me?” she asked him. 
“I’m only a foreign woman.” 

n ‘T was told about everything you 
did for your mother-in-law after 
your husband died,” Boaz answered 
her, “how you left your father, your 
mother, and the country where you 
were born and came to a people you 
didn’t know before. ,2 The LORD 
reward you for what you’ve done! 
May you get a full reward from the 
LORD, the God of Israel, under 
whose wings you've come for 
shelter!” 

n “YouTe kind to me, my lord,” 
she said; “you comfort me and 
encourage your maidservant, al¬ 
though I’m not even one of your own 
maidservants.” 

"When it was time to eat, Boaz 
told her, “Come here and have some 
food, and dip your pieces into the 
sour wine.” 

So she sat beside the reapers. He 
handed her roasted grain. And she 
ate all she wanted and still had 
some left over. 

"When she got up to glean. Boaz 
ordered his servants, “Let her glean 
even among the bundles, and don’t 
embarrass her. ,K Yes. even pull 
some grain out of the bundles for

20 Naomi told her daughter-in-law, 
‘‘May the LORD, who hasn’t stopped 
being kind to the living and to the 
dead, bless him! The man is our 
relative," Naomi told her. "He’s 
next to our nearest relative." c 

2, ‘‘Let me add,” Ruth the Moabite 
told her, “that he said to me, ‘Stay 
near my servants till they’ve 
finished cutting all my grain.’ ” 

22 "It is best, my daughter,” Naomi 
told Ruth, her daughter-in-law, 
‘‘that you go out with his women. 
Then you’ll not be in a strange field 
where you may be mistreated.” 

“She stayed with the women of 
Ejaz and gleaned till all the barley 
and the wheat had been harvested. 
And she lived with her mother-in- 
law. 

3 ‘‘My daughter," Naomi, her 
mother-in-law, asked her, 
‘‘shouldn’t I try to find a home for 
you and make you happy? 2 And 


now, you’ve been with the women 
servants of Boaz, and isn't he our 
relative? You know he’s going to 
winnow barley on the threshing 
Floor tonight, ^ash and anoint 
yourself, put your garment on. and 
go down to the threshing floor. Don’t 
let the man know you’re there till he 
finishes eating and drinking. 4 When 
he lies down, notice the place where 
he lies down. Then go in, uncover 
the place at his feet, and lie down 
there.

Boaz went up to the gate and 
sat down there. Then he saw 
the relative he mentioned passing 
by.

3 "Naomi, who has come back from 
the country of Moab," he said to the 
other relative, "is selling the piece 
of land that belonged to our relative 
Elimelech. 4 And I thought I’d tell 
you about it and say, ‘Buy it in the 
presence of these men sitting here 
and before the elders of my people.’ 
If you want to redeem it, redeem it. 


But if you don’t want to redeem it, 
tell me. so that I’ll know, because 
you're the only one to redeem it 
except me. and I’m after you." 

"I’ll redeem it." he said. 

5 "The day you buy the field from 
Naomi," Boaz said, "you’ll also be 
getting Ruth, the Moabite widow of 
the dead man. in order that the dead 
man’s name may continue with his 
inheritance." 

8 "I can’t redeem it for myself," 
the other relative said. "If I did. I'd 
ruin my own inheritance. You take 
over my right to redeem it. because I 
can’t redeem it." 

’Formerly, when any redemption 
or exchange was to be confirmed in 
Israel, it was done this way, that a 
man took off his shoe and gave it to 
the other person. This was the way 
of testifying in Israel. fl So when the 
relative said to Boaz, "You take it." 
he took off his shoe. 

9 Then Boaz told the elders and all 
the people: "You are witnesses 
today that I’ve bought from Naomi 
all that belonged to Elimelech and 
all that belonged to Chilion and 
Mahlon. ,0 I’m also marrying Ruth, 
Mahlon’s Moabite widow, in order 
that the dead man's name may 
continue with his inheritance, so 
that his name will not be cut off from 
his relatives and from the gate of his 
hometown. You are witnesses 
today!" 

11 All the people who were at the 
gale and the elders said: "We are 
witnesses. The LORD make the 
woman who’s coming into your home 
like Rachel and Leah, both of whom 
built the family of Israel. May you be 
mighty in Ephrath and famous in 
Bethlehem. ’’From the children 
God will give you through this young

*After they had eaten and drunk 
in Shiloh, Hannah got up. Eli was 
sitting on his chair by the doorpost 
of the Lord’s temple. ,0 Feeling 
bitter, she wept much and prayed to 
the LORD.

Whenever anyone offered a 
sacrifice, while the meat was 
boiling, the priest's servant would 
come with a three-pronged fork in 
his hand. ,4 He would stick this into 
the pan. kettle, caldron, or pot. and 
whatever the fork picked up the 
priest would take for himself. This is 
what they did in Shiloh to all the 
Israelites who came there. ,5 Even 
before the fat was burned, the 
priest’s servant would come and say 
to the man making the sacrifice. i 0 Lti6»

meat but raw meat from you.” 

,B If the man told him, “First the fat 
has to be burned: then take what 
you want,” he would tell him. “No. 
give it to me now. or I'll take it by 
force.” 17 So the sin of the young 
men was very great before the 
LORD because the men despised the 
sacrifices made to the LORD. 

,8 Meanwhile Samuel was serving 
before the LORD. The boy had a 
linen priestly apron fastened 
around him. ,9 His mother would 
make him a little robe and take it to 
him every year when she went up 
with her husband to make the 
annual sacrifice. 

20 Then Eli would bless Elkanah 
and his wife. “The LORD give you 
children from this woman,” he 
would say, “to replace the one you 
got from the LORD.” Then they 
would go home. 2, The LORD did 


bless Hannah, so that she conceived 
and had three sons and two daugh¬ 
ters. Meanwhile the boy Samuel 
was growing up before the LORD. 

22 Eli was very old. When he 
continued to hear everything his 
sons did to all Israel and how they 
lay with the women who worked at 
the gate of God’s tabernacle, 23 he 
asked them.

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"Then Eli called Samuel. “Sam¬ 
uel. my son!" he said. 

“Here I am," he answered. 

,7 “What did He tell you?" he 
asked. “Please don’t hide it from me. 
May God punish you if you hide from 
me anything He told you.” 

,fl So Samuel told him everything 
and hid nothing from him. 

He answered. “He is the LORD. 
May He do what He thinks is right." 

"’Samuel grew, and the LORD was 
with him and didn’t let any of his 
words go unfulfilled.

The Philistines Defeat Israel 

Israel went out to fight against 
the Philistines and camped near 
Ebenezer. while the Philistines were 
in a camp at Aphek. The Philis¬ 
tines arranged their men to meet 
Israel in battle. As the battle 
spread, the Philistines defeated 
Israel and struck down from their 
ranks about 4.000 men in the field. 

The people came into the camp. 
“Why has the LORD allowed us to 
be defeated today by the Philis¬ 
tines?" the elders of Israel asked. 
“Let us get the ark of the LORD’S 
covenant from Shiloh so that He d 
may come among us and save us 
from our enemies.” 4 The people 
sent men who brought from that 
place the ark of the covenant of the 
LORD of armies, who is enthroned 
on the cherubim.

Hophni and Phinehas were there 
with the ark of God’s covenant. 
s When the ark of the LORD’S 
covenant came into the camp, all 
Israel shouted so loud the earth 
resounded. 

The Philistines heard the 
shouting. “What is this loud noise in 
the camp of the Hebrews?" they 
asked. And they found out the ark of 
the LORD'S covenant had come into 
the camp. Then the Philistines 
were frightened because they 
thought God had come into the 
camp. They said, “Woe to us—noth¬ 
ing like this ever happened before. 
"Woe to us! Who can save us from 
the power of these mighty gods? 
These are the gods who defeated the 
Egyptians, totally destroying them in 
the wilderness. B Be strong and be 
men, Philistines, or you will be the 
slaves of the Hebrews as they were 
your slaves.

,0 The Philistines fought and 
defeated Israel, and everyone fled to 
his home. It was a very great defeat 
in which 30,000 foot soldiers of 
Israel fell. ’’God’s ark was taken, 
and both of Eli’s sons Hophni and 
Phinehas died. 

‘ 2 A man of Benjamin ran from the 
battle and came to Shiloh that day. 
His clothes were torn, and there 
was earth on his head. ,J When he 
came. Eli was sitting on his chair by 
the road watching because he was 
inwardly trembling about God’s ark. 
The man went into the town to tell 
the news. Then the whole town cried 
out. "Hearing the cry, Eli asked. 
“What is this confused noise?" So 
the man came quickly and told 
Eli. ,5 Eli was 98 years old, and his 
eyes were set so that he couldn’t 
see. 
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16 T’m the one who came from the 
battle,” the man told Eli. “I fled 
from the battle line today.” 

“What happened, my son?” he 
asked. 

,7 ”Israel fled from the Philis¬ 
tines,” the messenger answered. 
“There was also a great slaughter 
of the army. Your two sons Hophni 
and Phinehas also are dead, and 
God’s ark was taken.” 

,B When he mentioned God's ark, 
Eli fell from his chair backwards by 
the gate. His neck was broken, and 
he died—the man was old and 
heavy. He had been a judge in Israel 
40 years. 

,9 His daughter-in-law, the wife of 
Phinehas, was pregnant and near 
delivery. When she heard the news 
that God’s ark was taken and her 
father-in-law and her husband were 
dead, she bent over and gave birth 
to a child, because her pains came 
on her suddenly. 20 When she was 
dying, the women tending to her 
said, “Don’t be afraid. You’ve given 
birth to a son,” but she didn’t 
answer and wasn't interested. 

zl She called the boy Ichabod, e 
saying, “The glory is taken away 
from Israel,” because God's ark was 
taken and because of her father-in- 
law and her husband. 22 “The glory 
is taken away from Israel.” she 
said, “because God’s ark has been 
captured.” 

”What Shall We Do with the 
Ark?” 

The Philistines had captured 
God’s ark, and they took it 
from Ebenezer to Ashdod. 2 They 
brought it into the temple of Dagon 
and set it up beside Dagon. ’When 
the people of Ashdod got up early

the next day, there was Dagon—he 
had fallen forward on the ground 
before the LORD’S ark. They took 
Dagon and put him back in his 
place. 4 But when they got up the 
next morning, there was Dagon—he 
had fallen forward on the ground 
before the LORD’S ark, but his head 
and his two hands were cut off and 
lying on the threshold; only his body 
was left. 5 This is why the priests of 
Dagon or any other people who come 
into his temple in Ashdod don’t step 
on the threshold of Dagon to this 
day. 

6 The LORD’S hand came down 
heavily on the people of Ashdod; He 
destroyed them, striking Ashdod 
and its territory with tumors. 7 When 
the men of Ashdod saw how it was, 
they said, “The ark of the God of 
Israel must not stay with us. 
because His hand is heavy on us and 
on our god Dagon.” They sent and 
gathered all the lords of the Philis¬ 
tines together there. “What should 
we do with the ark of the God of 
Israel?” they asked. “The ark of the 
God of Israel must be taken to 
Gath,” they said. So they took the 
ark of the God of Israel there. 9 Bul 
after they took it there, the LORD’S 
hand put the city into a great panic: 
He struck everybody in the city, 
great and small, so that tumors 
broke out on them. ’Then they 
sent God’s ark to Ekron. But when 
God’s ark came to Ekron, the people 
of Ekron cried out, saying. “They 
brought the ark of the God of Israel 
to us to kill us and our people.” "So 
they sent men to gather all the lords 
of the Philistines. “Send the ark of 
the God of Israel away,” they said, 
“and let it go back to its place, or it 
will kill us and our people.” For 
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there was a panic of death in the 
whole city. God's hand was very 
severe there. ,2 The people who 
didn’t die were plagued with 
tumors, and the cry of the city went 
up to heaven. 

6 The LORD’S ark was in Phi¬ 
listine territory seven months. 
2 The Philistines called for priests 
and fortune-tellers. “What should 
we do with the Lord’s ark?” they 
asked. “Tell us how we should send 
it to its proper place.’’ 

Th ev answered: “If you're 
sending the ark of the God of Israel 
awav. don’t send it away empty, but 
pay Him a guilt offering. Then you 
will be healed, and you will know 
why His hand would not let you 
alone." 

4 “What kind of guilt offering 
should we pay Him?" they asked. 

“Five gold tumors and five gold 
mice." they answered, “according 
to the number of the lords of the 
Philistines, because all of you and 
your lords suffered from the same 
plague. 5 Make images of your 
tumors and images of your mice that 
are damaging the country, and give 
glory to the God of Israel. Perhaps 
He will no longer be so hard on you. 
your gods, and your country. "Why 
should you act stubborn just like the 
Egyptians and Pharaoh? After He 
handled them like a toy, didn't they 
send the people away and let them 
go 7 7 Now take and prepare a new 
cart and two cows that have never 
been under a yoke, and hitch the 
cows to the cart: take their calves 
away, and leave them in their 
stall. "Take the Lord’s ark and put 
it on the cart, and put the objects of 
gold, which you pay Him as a guilt 
offering, in a box beside it. Send it 
on its way. 8 Then watch— if it goes 


up on the road to its own country, to 
Beth-shemesh, then this calamity of 
ours is His doing; but if not. we’ll 
know it isn’t His hand that struck us 
but what happened to us was an 
accident.” 

,0 The men did so. They took two 
cows, hitched them to a cart, and 
shut up the calves in the stall. "They 
put the LORD’S ark on the cart, and 
the box with the gold mice and the 
images of their hemorrhoids. ,2 The 
cows went straight on the road to 
Beth-shemesh. Continually mooing, 
they stayed on the road and didn’t 
turn right or left. The lords of the 
Philistines followed them to the 
border of Beth-shemesh. 

The Ark Returns to Judah 

n The people of Beth-shemesh 
were harvesting wheat in the plain. 
When they looked up and saw the 
ark. they were delighted to see 
it. M The cart came into the field of 
Joshua, a man of Beth-shemesh, and 
stopped where there was a large 
rock. The men cut up the wood of the 
cart and sacrificed the cows as a 
burnt offering to the LORD. ,5 The 
Levites had taken down the Lord's 
ark and the box that was with it and 
that contained the objects of gold, 
and they put them on the large rock. 
The men of Beth-shemesh offered 
burnt offerings and sacrifices to the 
LORD that day. ’"When the five 
lords of the Philistines saw this, they 
went back to Ekron that day. "These 
are the gold hemorrhoids the 
Philistines sent back as a guilt 
offering to the LORD: one for 
Ashdod, one for Gaza, one for 
Ashkelon, one for Gath, and one for 
Ekron; 18 and as many gold mice as 
there were cities of the Philistines 
belonging to the five lords, including 
walled cities and unwalled villages. 
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and the great stone on which they 
put the ark of the LORD is a witness; 
it is still there today in the field of 
Joshua, the man of Beth-shemesh. 
19 But because f the men of Beth- 
shemesh looked at the ark, f the 
LORD struck down 70 men of the 
people of Beth-shemesh (there were 
50,000 men). The people mourned 
because the LORD struck down so 
many of them. 2 °‘*Who can stand 
before the LORD, this holy God?” 
the men of Beth-shemesh asked. 
“And to whom will He go when He 
leaves us?” zl They sent mes¬ 
sengers to the people living at 
Kiriath-jearim. “The Philistines 
have brought back the LORD’S ark,” 
they said. 

7 “Come down and take it up to 
you.” ’The men of Kiriath- 
jearim came and took the LORD’S 
ark up and brought it into Abina- 
dab’s home on the hill, and they 
sanctified his son Eleazar to guard 
the LORD's ark. 

The Stone of Help 

2 A long time passed after the day 
the ark came to stay at Kiriath- 
jearim; it was 20 years, and all the 
people of Israel were yearning for 
the LORD. 

3 “If with all your heart you are 
returning to the LORD,” Samuel told 
all the people of Israel, “get rid of 
the foreign gods, including the 
images of Astarte, be loyal to the 
LORD, and serve Him alone, and He 
will rescue you from the Phi¬ 
listines.” 

4 So the Israelites got rid of the 


idols of Baal and Astarte and served 
only the LORD. 

5 Then Samuel said, “Have all 
Israelites come together at Mizpah, 
and I will pray to the LORD for 
you.” 6 So all were broughl 
together at Mizpah. They drew 
water and poured it out before the 
LORD and fasted that day. “We 
have sinned against the LORD,” 
they said there. So Samuel was 
judging Israel in Mizpah. 

7 When the Philistines heard the 
Israelites had gathered at Mizpah. 
the lords of the Philistines came up 
to attack Israel. The Israelites 
heard of it and were afraid of the 
Philistines. 8 “Don’t stop calling to 
the LORD our God for us,” the 
Israelites asked Samuel, “that He 
might save us from the Philistines.” 

9 Then Samuel took a sucking lamb 
and offered it as a whole burn! 
offering to the LORD; Samuel cried 
to the LORD for Israel, and the 
LORD answered him. ,0 While 
Samuel was offering the burnt 
offering, the Philistines came to 
fight against Israel, but that day the 
LORD thundered loud against the 
Philistines and threw them into such 
a panic they were defeated before 
Israel. “The men of Israel left 
Mizpah, pursued the Philistines, and 
struck them down till they were 
beyond Beth-car. 

“Then Samuel took a stone and 
set it up between Mizpah and 
Jeshanah? and called it Ebenezer,* 1 

saying, “Until now the LORD has 
helped us.” 

n So the Philistines were subdued 
and didn’t again come into Israel’s

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territory. The LORD was against the 
Philistines as long as Samuel 
lived. "The cities the Philistines 
took from Israel were restored to 
Israel from Ekron to Gath: the 
territory of these cities Israel freed 
from Philistines control. There was 
also peace between Israel and the 
Amorites. 

,s Samuel ruled Israel as judge as 
long as he lived. '“Once a year he 
used to go around to Bethel, Gilgal, 
and Mizpah and serve as judge in 
Israel in all these places. ,7 Then he 
would come back to Ramah because 
he lived there. There too he served 
as the judge in Israel, and there he 
built an altar for the LORD. 

"Appoint a King ” 

When Samuel was old, he made 
his sons judges over Israel. 
2 The name of his first son was Joel: 
the name of his second, Abijah. They 
were judges in Beer-sheba. "His 
sons didn’t live like him but left the 
right way to make money. They took 
bribes and were unjust. 

4 Then all the elders of Israel got 
together and came to Samuel at 
Ramah. 5 “You're old,” they told 
him. 'and your sons don’t live like 
you. Now appoint a king for us to 
rule over us; all the other nations 
have one.” 

fe But Samuel didn't like it that they 
said, “Give us a king to rule over 
us.” and Samuel prayed to the 
LORD. 7 “Obey the people.” the 
LORD told Samuel, “in everything 
they tell you; they haven’t rejected 
you but Me from being their King. 
“They're doing to you just as they’ve 
done from the time I took them out of 
Egypt until now, leaving Me and 
worshiping other gods. 9 Obey them 
now, but warn them and tell them 


about the rights of a king who rules 
over them.” 

'"Then Samuel told the people, 
who had asked him for a king, 
everything the LORD had said. "He 
added: “These are the rights of a 
king who rules over you: He will take 
your sons and appoint them to be his 
men on his chariots and horses and 
to run ahead of his chariots. ,2 He 
will appoint them to be his captains 
of thousands and of fifties, to plow 
his ground and harvest his crops, to 
make arms and equipment for his 
chariots. n He will take your 
daughters and have them make 
perfumes, cook, and bake. "He 
will lake the best of your fields, 
vineyards, and olive orchards and 
give them to his servants. ‘ 5 He will 
take a tenth of your grain and wine 
and give it to his officers and 
servants. ,6 He will take your male 
and female servants, the best of 
your young men, and your donkeys 
and use them for his work. ,7 He 
will take a tenth of your flocks. And 
you will be his servants. '“When 
you finally cry out on account of 
your king whom you have chosen, 
then the LORD will not answer you.” 

,9 But the people refused to listen 
to Samuel. “No.” they said, “we 
must have a king over us. 20 Then 
we’ll be like all the other nations. 
Our king will rule over us. He'll lead 
us and fight our battles.” 

2, When Samuel heard everything 
the people said, he reported it to the 
LORD. 22 “Obey them,” the LORD 
told him, “and give them a king.” 

Then Samuel told the men of 
Israel, “Each of you, go to your 
city.” 

Saul Looks for Donkeys 

There was a man of Benjamin 
whose name was Kish. He was 
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a son of Abiel, a son of Zeror, a son 
of Becorath, a son of Aphiah, a 
descendant of Benjamin. He was a 
wealthy man. 2 He had a son whose 
name was Saul, a vigorous man and 
handsome. No man in Israel was 
handsomer than he. He was a head 
taller than other people. 

3 Once some female donkeys of 
Kish, Saul’s father, were lost. “Take 
one of the servants with you,” Kish 
told his son Saul, “and go and look 
for the donkeys.” 

4 He went through the hills of 
Ephraim and through the region of 
Shalisha without finding them. Then 
they went through the region of 
Shaalim, but they weren’t there. 
They went through the region of 
Benjamin but didn’t find them. s They 
came to the region of Zuph. “Come, 
let’s go back,” he told his servant 
who was with him, “or my father 
will worry about us instead of the 
donkeys.” 

Saul Meets Samuel 

6 “There’s a man of God in this city 
whom people honor,” the servant 
answered him. “Everything he says 
really happens. Let’s go there. 
Perhaps he’ll tell us which way we 
should go.” 

7 “Suppose we go,” Saul asked his 
servant, “what should we bring the 
man—the food in our sacks is gone? 
There’s no present we can bring the 
man of God. What do we have?” 

B ”Look, here! I have a quarter 
shekel of silver,” the servant again 
answered Saul. “I will give it to the 
man of God. Then he’ll tell us where 
to go.” 

9 (Formerly in Israel, when a man 
went to ask God, he would say, 
“Come, let us go to the seer.” A man 
we now call a prophet was then 
called a seer.) 


,0 “A good idea!” Saul told his 
servant. “Come, let’s go.” They 
went to the town where the man of 
God was. 

“As they went up the hill to the 
town, they met girls coming out In 
get water. “Is the seer here?” they 
asked them. 

,2 “He’s there ahead of you,” they 
answered them. “He just came into 
the town today. The people are 
having a sacrifice on the high piano 
today. ,3 As you come into the town, 
you can find him before he goes up 
to the high place to eat, because the 
people will not eat till he comes, 
since he blesses the sacrifice. Then 
those who are invited, eat. Now, go 
up; this is the time you will find 
him.” 

“They went up to the town. As 
they came into the town, there was 
Samuel coming out toward them In 
go up to the high place. ,5 Now the 
LORD had told Samuel the day 
before Saul came: ““‘Tomorrow 
about this time I will send you a man 
from the region of Benjamin. Anoint 
him to lead My people Israel. He will 
deliver My people from the Phili 
stines because I’ve seen My people 
and their cry has come to Me.' 
“When Samuel saw Saul, the LORO 
told him, “There's the man I told you 
about; this one should govern Mv 
people.” 

l0 Saul came near Samuel within 
the gate. “Please tell me,” he asked, 
“where is the home of the seer?” 

,9 “I am the seer,” Samuel an¬ 
swered Saul. “Go up ahead of me to 
the high place. You will eat with me 
today, and in the morning I will let 
you go after telling you all that is on 
your mind. 20 Don't trouble yourself 
about your donkeys that were lost 
three days ago; they’ve been found. 
Who will have all that is desirable in

Israel? Will it not be you and all 
vour father’s family?” 

2, “Am I not a man of Benjamin.” 
Saul asked him. “from the smallest 
itribe of Israel, and isn’t my family 
the smallest of the families of the 
tribe of Benjamin? Then why do you 
tell me such a thing?” 

“Samuel took Saul and his 
servant and brought them to the 
banquet hall and had them sit at the 
head of the guests—about 30 per¬ 
sons. “Samuel said to the cook. 
“Bring me the meat I gave you and 
about which I said: ‘Keep it for a 
special purpose.’ ” “So the cook 
picked up the leg and what went 
with it and laid it before Saul. “This 
was kept to be laid before you.” 
Samuel said to Saul. “Eat it; when I 
said I would invite the people to the 
feast, it was reserved for you.” So 
Saul ate with Samuel that day. 

'Then they went down from the 
high place to the town, and ‘blankets 
were spread for Saul on the roof, 
and he lay down.' 

Samuel Anoints Saul 

2h Aboul dawn Samuel called Saul 
on the roof: “Get up and I will send 
you away.'' Saul got up. and both he 
and Samuel went outside. - T As 
they were going down near the town 
limits. Samuel said to Saul. “Tell the 
servant to go ahead of you” {and he 
went ahead) “but you stand here 
now. and I will tell you what God 
says." 

Samuel took a flask of 
olive oil. poured it on his 
head, and kissed him. saying, “The 
LORD anoints you Header of His 
people Israel. You shall rule His 


people and save them from their 
enemies. This shall be the sign that 
the LORD has anointed you’ as a 
prince over his heritage: 2 When 
you leave me today, you will find two 
men at Rachel’s grave on the border 
of Benjamin at Zelzah; they’ll tell 
you, ‘We found the donkeys you 
went looking for. and your father 
has dropped the matter of the 
donkeys and is worried about you. 
“What should I do for my son?” he's 
asking.’ 'From there move on till 
you come to the terebinth at Tabor, 
and there you will meet three men 
going up to worship God at Bethel; 
one will be carrying three young 
goats, another three loaves of 
bread, and the third a skin of 
wine. ‘They will greet you as 
friends and give you two loaves of 
bread, which you will accept from 
them. 5 After that you will come to 
the Hill of God, where the Philistines 
have a garrison, and when you come 
there to the town, you will meet a 
group of prophets coming down from 
the high place, led by men playing a 
lute, a tambourine, a flute, and a 
lyre, and they will be prophesying. 
"Then the LORD’S Spirit will come on 
you mightily, and you will be a 
prophet with them and change to 
another man. 7 When these signs 
happen to you. do what you must, 
because God is with you. "Go down 
ahead of me to Gilgal. Then I will 
come down to you to offer burnt 
sacrifices and make peace offer¬ 
ings. Wait seven days till I come to 
you and tell you what to do.” 

'When Saul turned around to 
leave Samuel. God gave him a new 
heart and changed his attitude. 
That day all these signs happened. 
"'When they came to Gibeah. a 
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group of prophets came to meet him. 
and God's Spirit came on him 
mightily, and he acted as a prophet 
among them. '‘When all who had 
known him before saw how he 
prophesied with the prophets, the 
people asked one another, “What 
has happened to the son of Kish? Is 
Saul also among the prophets?" 
,2 But a man from that place asked, 
“Who is their father?" So it became 
a proverb: “Is Saul also among the 
prophets?" ,3 And when he had 
finished prophesying, he came to the 
high place. 

,4 Saul's uncle asked him and his 
servant, “Where did you go?" 

“To look for the donkeys," he 
answered, “and when we saw 
nothing of them, we went to Sam¬ 
uel." 

,5 “Please tell me," Saul’s uncle 
said, “what Samuel told you." 

,6 “He told us clearly the donkeys 
had been found," Saul answered his 
uncle. But he didn't tell him what 
Samuel said about his being king. 

"Long Live the King " 

,7 Samuel called the people to come 
before the LORD at Mizpah. ,8 “The 
LORD, the God of Israel, says," he 
told them, “I took Israel out of Egypt 
and rescued you from the Egyptians 
and all the kingdoms that oppressed 
you. ,9 But now you have rejected 
your God, who Himself saved you 
from all your troubles and dis¬ 
tresses, and you say. ‘No, appoint a 
man to be king over us.’ Now then, 
stand before the LORD by your 
tribes and clans." 

20 When Samuel had all the tribes 
of Israel come forward, the tribe of 
Benjamin was taken. 2, When he 
had the tribe of Benjamin come 
forward by families, the family of 
Matri was taken. Then Saul, the son 


of Kish, was taken. They looked for 
him but couldn’t find him. "Again 
they asked the LORD. “Is there still 
someone else?" 

“He's hiding there among the 
baggage," the LORD answered. 

"They ran and got him from there 
and had him stand among the 
people—he was a head taller than 
all the other people. 24 “Do you 
see," Samuel asked the people 
“whom the LORD has chosen? 
There is no one like him among all 
the people." Then all the people 
shouted: “Long live the king!" 

"Samuel told the people the laws 
of the kingdom, and he wrote them 
on a scroll which he laid before the 
LORD. Then Samuel dismissed all 
the people, each one to his home. 
"Saul also went home to Gibeah. 
With him went some fighting men 
whose hearts God had touched. 27 Bul 
some worthless fellows asked, “How 
can this one save us?" They de¬ 
spised him and wouldn’t bring him a 
present. But he acted as though he 
couldn’t hear them. 

Saul Saves fabesh-gilead 

Then Nahash the Ammonite 
came up and besieged 
Jabesh-gilead. “Make a treaty with 
us." all the men of Jabesh told 
Nahash, “and we’ll serve you." 

2 “This is the condition," Nahash 
the Ammonite answered them, “on 
which I will make a treaty with you: 
I will pierce all your right eyes and 
so bring disgrace on all Israel." 

3 “Give us seven days," the elders 
of Jabesh told him, “so we can send 
messengers into all the territory of 
Israel. And if there's no one to save 
us, we’ll surrender to you." 

4 The messengers came to Saul's 
town. Gibeah. When they told the 
people the news, they cried out 
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loud. 5 Just then Saul was coming 
from the field behind some oxen. 
“Why are these people weeping?” 
Saul asked. So they told him what 
the men of Jabesh said. 6 When he 
heard what they said. God's Spirit 
came mightily on Saul, and he got 
very angry. 7 He took a pair of 
oxen, cut them in pieces, and sent 
(hem by messengers into all the 
territory of Israel with the message: 
“This is what will be done to the 
oxen of anyone who doesn’t come 
out to go with Saul and Samuel.” So 
the LORD terrified the people, and 
they came out like one man. They 
were counted at Bezek: there were 
300,000 men of Israel and 30,000 
men of Judah. They told the 
messengers who had come, “Tell the 
men of Jabesh in Gilead: 'Tomorrow, 
when the sun is hot. you will be 
rescued.' " The messengers went 
and told the men of Jabesh, and they 
were glad. 

'The men of Jabesh said, “Tomor¬ 
row we will surrender to you. and 
you may do to us anything you think 
is right.” 

"The next day Saul arranged the 
army in three companies. They 
came into the camp in the morning 
watch and continued to defeat the 
Ammonites till it got hot that day. 
Those who were left were scattered 
so that no two of them were left 
together. 

,2 “Who was it that said. ‘Should 
Saul rule over us?' ” the people 
asked Samuel. “Let us have the men 
and we’ll kill them.” 

l3 Bul Saul said. “No one will be 
killed today, because today the 
LORD won a victory in Israel.” 

l4 “Come,” Samuel told the people, 
“let us go to Gilgal and there renew 


the kingdom.” ‘Then all the 
people went to Gilgal, and there 
before the LORD in Gilgal they made 
Saul their king. There they offered 
peace offerings before the LORD, 
and there Saul and all the men of 
Israel were very happy. 

Samuel’s Farewell 

Then Samuel said to all 
Israel, “I did everything 
you told me and appointed a king 
over you. 2 And now the king will be 
leading you. I am old and gray, and 
my sons are with you. I have lived 
before you from my youth until 
today. 3 Here I am. Testify against 
me before the LORD and before His 
anointed king: Did I take anyone's 
ox? Did I take anyone's donkey? Did 
I cheat or oppress anyone? Did I 
take a bribe from anyone to blind my 
eyes? If so, I will give it all back to 
you.” 

4 "You didn't cheat us,” they 
answered, “or oppress us or take 
anything from anyone.” 

s “The LORD is a witness among 
you,” he told them, “and His 
anointed king is a witness today that 
you’ve found nothing in my hands.” 

“They are witnesses.” they 
answered. 

"“The LORD is a witness,” k 
Samuel told the people, “He who 
appointed Moses and Aaron and 
brought your fathers out of Egypt. 
7 Now stand up while I bring you to 
trial before the LORD and cite all 
the righteous things the LORD did to 
you and your fathers. "When Jacob 
came to Egypt, your fathers cried to 
the LORD, and the LORD sent Moses 
and Aaron to bring your fathers out 
of Egypt and have them live in this 
place. 9 But they forgot the LORD 
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their God. So He put them in the 
hand of Sisera, the captain of the 
army of Hazor, and into the hand of 
the Philistines and of the king of 
Moab, who fought against them. 
"Then they cried to the LORD. ‘We 
have sinned,’ they said. ‘We have 
forsaken the LORD and served the 
Baals and the Astartes. But now 
rescue us from our enemies so we 
may serve You.’ 

"“Then the LORD sent JerubbaaL 
Barak, 1 Jephthah, and Samuel 
and delivered you from your 
enemies all around so you could live 
without fear of danger. l2 But when 
you saw Nahash, king of the 
Ammonites, coming to attack you, 
you told me, ‘No, a king should rule 
over us,’ while the LORD your God 
was your King. 

n “Now here is the king you chose 
and asked for. The LORD has put a 
king over you. Tf you stand in awe 23 Ro 
of the LORD, serve Him and obey 
Him. and don’t rebel against what 
the LORD says—if you and the king 
who rules over you will follow the 
LORD your God—good. But if you 
don’t obey the LORD, if you rebel 
against the LORD, then the LORD 
will be against you and your 
fathers. ,6 Now then, stand up and 
watch this great thing the LORD is 
going to do. ‘’isn't the wheat being 
harvested today? I will call on the 
LORD, and He’ll send thunder and 
rain, so you will know and realize 
what a wicked thing you did before 
the LORD when you asked for a 
king.” 

'Then Samuel called on the 
LORD, and the LORD sent thunder 
and rain that day so that all the 
people feared the LORD and Samuel 
very much. 


,9 ‘‘Pray to the LORD your God for 
your servants,” all the people asked 
Samuel, “to keep us from dying, 
because we added to all our sins the 
evil of asking for a king.” 

20 ‘‘Don’t be afraid,” Samuel told 
the people. ‘‘You did do all this evil. 
Yet don’t turn away from the LORD, 
but serve the LORD with all your 
heart. z, Don’t turn away to follow 
meaningless idols that can’t help or 
rescue, because they’re nothing. 
22 For the sake of His great name the 
LORD will not reject His people, 
because the LORD wants to make 
you His people. 23 As for me, far be 
it from me to sin against the LORD 
by failing to pray for you: and 1 will 
go on teaching you the way that is 
good and right. 24 0nly revere the 
LORD and serve Him sincerely with 
ail your heart. Consider the great 
things He did for you. 25 But if you 
1112 insist on doing wrong, both you and 
your king will be wiped out.” 

War with the Philistines 

Saul was" 1 years old when 
he became king, and he 
was king of Israel m and two years. 

2 Saul chose 3,000 men of Israel; 
2,000 of these were with Saul at 
Michmash and in the hill country of 
Bethel, and 1,000 were with Jona¬ 
than in Gibeah in Benjamin. But the 
rest of the people he sent home. 

’Jonathan defeated the garrison of 
the Philistines at Geba, and the 
Philistines heard about it. Then Saul 
blew the horn throughout the whole 
land, saying, ‘‘Let the Hebrews 
listen.” 4 All Israel heard the news 
that Saul had defeated the garrison 
of the Philistines and also that Israel 
stunk among the Philistines, and so 
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the people were called together to 
follow Saul to Gilgal. 

s The Philistines also gathered to 
fight against Israel: 30,000 chariots, 

6,000 horsemen, and foot soldiers as 
many as the sand of the seashore. 

They went up and camped at Mich- 
mash, east of Beth-aven. 6 The men 
of Israel saw they were in trouble, 
because the people were hard 
pressed: then the people hid in 
caves, thorny thickets, rocks, vaults, 
and cisterns. 7 Some Hebrews went 
over the Jordan into the land of Gad 
and Gilead, but Saul was still in 
Gilgal. and all the people who 
followed him trembled. 

Samuel Breaks with Saul 

"He wailed seven days, the time set 
to meet Samuel, yet Samuel had not 
come to Gilgal. The people were 
leaving him and scattering. “Then „ 
Saul said, “Bring me the animals for ,4 Acu 022 
the burnt sacrifice and the peace 
offerings.’’ And so he offered the 
burnt offering. '°Just as he finished 
offering the burnt offering, Samuel 
came, and Saul went out to meet him 
and greet him. 

"“What have you done?” Samuel 
asked. 

“I saw the people leaving me and 
scattering, and you didn’t come 
within the days that were set, and 
the Philistines were gathering at 
Michmash. 12 So I said, “Now the 
Philistines will come down against 
me at Gilgal before I've tried to get 
the LORD s goodwill.’ So I was bold 
and offered the burnt offering.” 

’’“You did a foolish thing,” 

Samuel told Saul. “You didn’t do 
what Ihe LORD your God ordered. 
Otherwise the LORD would have 
made your kingdom over Israel last 


forever. ,4 But now your kingdom will 
not last. The LORD will look for o 
mon who pleoses Him in every woy, 
and the LORD will appoint him to 
lead His people, because you didn’t 
do what the LORD ordered.” 

,5 Samuel left Gilgal. "The rest of 
the people followed Saul to meet the 
men of war; they left Gilgal" and 
went up to Gibeah in Benjamin, 
where Saul counted the people who 
were still with him, about 600 
men. ,6 Saul and his son Jonathan 
and the people who were with him 
stayed at Gibeah in Benjamin while 
the Philistines camped at Mich¬ 
mash. 

Philistine Pressure 

,7 A company of raiders went out 
from the camp of the Philistines in 
three columns: one column went on 
the road toward Ophrah to the 
region of Shual, '“another column 
went on the road to Beth-horon, and 
the third went on the road toward 
the region that overlooks the valley 
of Zeboim and the wilderness. 

,9 No blacksmith could be found in 
the whole land of Israel. The Phili¬ 
stines saw to this, so that the 
Hebrews could make no swords or 
spears. 20 Everyone in Israel used to 
go down to the Philistines to sharpen 
his plowpoint, ax, mattock, or 
sickle. "And the price was two 
thirds of a shekel of silver for 
plowpoints and axes, and a third of 
a shekel to sharpen a mattock or set 
an oxgoad. "So on that day of 
battle no sword or spear could be 
found among all the people who 
were with Saul and Jonathan, but 
Saul and his son Jonathan had them. 

"Now a garrison of Philistines 
went out to the pass at Michmash. 
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Jonathan Attacks the Philistines 

One day Saul’s son Jon¬ 
athan said to the servant 
who carried his armor, “Come, let 
us go over to the garrison of the 
Philistines on the other side.” But he 
didn’t tell his father about it. 2 Saul 
was staying on the outskirts of 
Gibeah, under a pomegranate at 
Migron. He had with him about 600 
men. 

3 Ahijah, the son of Ahitub, Icha- 
bod’s brother, the son of Phinehas, 
the son of Eli, the Lord’s priest at 
Shiloh, was wearing the priestly 
apron. 

The people didn’t know Jonathan 
had left. 4 Between the ravines 
where Jonathan searched for a way 
to cross over to attack the Phi¬ 
listines, there was a crag on one side 
and another crag on the other side. 
The name of that one was Bozez, the 
name of the other Seneh. *The one 
crag stood like a pillar on the north 
facing Michmash, the other stood 
south facing Geba. 

6 “Come,’’ Jonathan said to the 
servant who carried his armor, “let 
us go over to the garrison of these 
uncircumcised people. Perhaps the 
LORD will work for us—nothing can 
keep the LORD from giving victory 
by a few men as well as by many.” 

7 “Do whatever you want to do,” 
his armor-bearer answered him. 
“Go ahead! I’m with you in what 
you’re planning.” 

0 “We’re going over to the men,” 
Jonathan said, “and we’ll tell them 
we are there. B If they answer us, 
‘Stand still till we come to you,’ we’ll 
stand where we are and not go up to 
them. ,0 But if they say, ‘Come up 
to us,’ we’ll go up, because that will 
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be the sign that the LORD has put 
them in our hands.” 

"So both of them showed them¬ 
selves to the garrison of the Phili¬ 
stines. The Philistines said, “Look, 
some Hebrews are coming out of the 
holes they were hiding in.” 

"“Come up to us,” the men of Ihe 
garrison answered Jonathan and his 
armor-bearer. “We have something 
to show you.” 

“Follow me,” Jonathan told his 
armor-bearer; “the LORD has put 
them in Israel’s hands.” 

"Jonathan crawled up on hands 
and feet, and his armor-bearer 
followed him. Jonathan struck down 
the Philistines, and his armor- 
bearer, following him, finished kill¬ 
ing them. ,4 In their first slaughter 
Jonathan and his armor-bearer 
killed about 20 men within about 
half the length of a furrow in an 
acre of land. "There was panic 
among the army in the field; all the 
people of the garrison and the 
raiding party too were terrified. The 
earth quaked. And so this became a 
terror sent from God. 

"Saul’s watchmen in Gibeah in 
Benjamin could see the crowd melt¬ 
ing away as they ran back and forth. 

"“Look carefully,” Saul told the 
people who were with him, “and see 
who has left us.” They looked and 
found that Jonathan and his armor- 
bearer were not there. 

"Then Saul said to Ahijah, “Bring 
°the priest’s apron, because he carried 
the apron that day before Israel. 
"While Saul was talking to the 
priest, the tumult in the camp of the 
Philistines grew greater and greater. 
Then Saul said to the priest, “With¬ 
draw your hand.’’ “Saul and all the 
people with him got together and went 
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into the battle, where the enemy 
soldiers in wild confusion were striking 
each other with swords. z, The 
Hebrews who had been with the 
Philistines before this and had come up 
with them and were distributed in the 
camp now also joined the Israelites 
who were with Saul and Jonathan. 
“When all the men of Israel who had 
been hiding in the hill country of 
Ephraim heard the Philistines were 
fleeing, they also pursued them in the 
battle. 23 So the LORD saved Israel 
that day. and the battle passed beyond 
Beth-aven. 

Jonathan Violates Saul’s Oath 

“The men of Israel were driven 
hard that day. because Saul had put 
the people under oath, saying, 
"Cursed is anyone who eats 
anything before the evening comes 
and I’ve finished taking vengeance 
on my enemies.” So no one had 
tasted any food. 25 When all the 
peopleP went into the woods, there 
was honey on the ground. 26 When 
they entered the woods, the honey 
was flowing, but no one put his hand 
to his mouth, because the people 
were afraid of violating the oath. 

27 Since Jonathan hadn’t heard his 
father bind the people with an oath, 
he stretched out the tip of the staff 
he had in his hand and dipped it in 
the honeycomb. When he put his 
hand to his mouth, his eyes became 
bright. 28 “Your father,” one of the 
people told him. “bound the army 
with a solemn oath, saying, ‘Cursed 
is anyone who eats any food 
today. Now the army was 
exhausted. 

29 “My father disturbs the 
country,” Jonathan answered. “See 
how my eyes have brightened 
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because I tasted a little of this 
honey. “Now if the people had 
eaten heartily today of the enemies' 
spoils they found, wouldn’t the 
defeat of the Philistines have been 
all the greater?” 

“That day they struck down the 
Philistines from Michmash to 
Aijalon, and the army was thorough¬ 
ly exhausted. 32 So the people 
pounced on the spoil, took sheep, 
cows, and calves, and butchered 
them on the ground; and the people 
ate the meat with the blood in 
it. “Saul was told, “The people are 
sinning against the LORD by eating 
meat with the blood,” 

“You have acted treacherously,” 
he said. “Roll a large stone over to 
me now.” “Then Saul said, 
“Scatter among the army and tell 
them, ‘Everyone of you, bring me 
your ox and your sheep, and butcher 
them here, and eal. Don’t sin against 
the LORD by eating meat with the 
blood in it.’ " 

So everyone of the people brought 
his ox with him that night, and they 
butchered them there. 

35 Then Saul built an altar for the 
LORD; it was the first altar he built 
for the LORD. 

““Let us go down after the 
Philistines tonight,” Saul said, “and 
take spoils from them till morning 
dawns, and let’s not leave any of 
them.” 

“Do whatever you think best.” 
they answered. 

But the priest said. “Let us 
consult God here,” 

“Then Saul asked God. “Should I 
go down after the Philistines? Will 
You put them in Israel’s hands?” 
But he got no answer that day. 

““Come here, all you leaders of 
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the people,” Saul said. “Find out 
and see where this sin was done 
today. 39 As the LORD lives, who 
saves Israel, even if my son 
Jonathan is guilty, he must die.” But 
not one of the people answered him. 

40 “You stand on one side,” he told 
all Israel, “and I and my son 
Jonathan will be on the other side.” 

“Do whatever you think best,” the 
people answered Saul. 

4l Then Saul said to the LORD, the 
God of Israel,*1 “Why didn't You 
answer Your servant today? If this 
sin is in me or my son Jonathan. 
LORD God of Israel, give Urim; but if 
it is in Your people Israel, q give 
Thummim.” Jonathan and Saul were 
taken by lot, and the people were 
free. 

““Cast lots between me and my 
son Jonathan,” Saul said. Then 
Jonathan was taken. 

43 “Tell me,” Saul asked Jonathan, 
“what did you do?” 

Then Jonathan told him, “I tasted 
a little honey at the tip of the staff I 
had in my hand. And for that I am to 
die?” 

44 “May God punish me if I'm not 
right,” Saul said. “You must die, 
Jonathan!” 

45 “Should Jonathan die,” the 
people asked Saul, “after he won 
this great victory in Israel? Far 
from it! As the LORD lives, not one 
hair of his head will fall to the 
ground, because he has worked with 
God today.” So the people rescued 
Jonathan from dying. 

46 Then Saul stopped pursuing the 
Philistines, and the Philistines also 
went home. 

47 When Saul had taken over the 


kingdom of Israel, he fought againsl 
his enemies all around, against 
Moab. the Ammonites, Edom, the 
kings of Zobah. and the Philistines: 
and wherever he turned, he was vic¬ 
torious. 4B He did valiantly and 
defeated Amalek and rescued Israel 
from those who robbed them. 

49 Saul's sons were Jonathan. 
Ishyo, r and Malchishua. The name 
of the older of his two daughters 
was Merab, and the name of the 
younger daughter was Michal. 
50 The name of Saul’s wife was 
Ahinoam, the daughter of Ahimaaz. 
The name of the captain of his army 
was Abner the son of Ner, the uncle 
of Saul. 5I Kish, Saul’s father, and 
Ner, Abner’s father, were the sons 
of Abiel. 

“There was a fierce war against 
the Philistines as long as Saul lived. 
Whenever any warrior, any man 
with courage, came to Saul’s 
attention, he would have him join 
him. 

Saul Disobeys God 

Samuel told Saul, “The 
LORD sent me to anoint you 
king of His people Israel. Now listen 
to what the LORD says. 2 TheLORD 
of armies says, ‘I will punish Amalek 
for what he did to Israel because he 
opposed Israel on the way when he 
came up from Egypt.’ 3 Now go and 
defeat Amalek, destroy all he has, 
and don’t spare him, but kill man 
and woman, infant and suckling, 
cow and sheep, camel and donkey.” 

4 Saul called the people, and ho 
counted them at Telaim: 200,000 foot 
soldiers and 10,000 men of Judah. 
s Saul went to the city of Amalek and 
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laid an ambush in the valley. 6 Then 
Saul (old the Kenites. "Go and leave; 
get down from among the Amalek- 
ites so I will not destroy you 
with them, because you were kind to 
all the Israelites when they came up 
from Egypt." So the Kenites went 
away from the Amalekites. 

7 Saul defeated the Amalekites 
from Havilah to Shur. east of Egypt. 

8 He took Agag, king of the Amalek¬ 
ites. alive but annihilated all the 
people with the sword. “But Saul 
and the people spared Agag and the 
best of the sheep and cows, the fat 
animals, the lambs, and all the best. 

They refused to destroy them. But 
everything that was worthless and 
weak they destroyed. 

God Rejects Soul 

’“Then the LORD told Samuel, 
l, ‘Tm sorry I made Saul king—he , 5 
turned away from Me and didn't do ” Uk ' 23 
what I told him." Samuel was angry, 
and he cried to the LORD all 
night. l2 Early in the morning he got 
up to meet Saul. "Saul has gone to 
Carmel." he was told, "to set up a 
monument for himself, but then he 
turned from there and went on down 
to Gilgal." 

“Samuel came to Saul. "The 
LORD bless you," Saul told him. “I 
did what the LORD told me." 

M "But what is this bleating of 
sheep that comes to my ears," 
Samuel asked, "and the lowing of 
cows that I hear?" 

,5 "The army brought them from 
the Amalekiles." Saul answered; 

"they spared the best of the sheep 
and cows to sacrifice them to the 
LORD your God. but the rest they 
destroyed." 

,b "Stop," Samuel told Saul, "and 
let me tell you what the LORD told 
me last night." 


"Speak," he told him. 

,7 "Though you thought little of 
yourself," Samuel said, "were you 
not the head of the tribes of Israel? 
The LORD anointed you king of 
Israel. ’“And the LORD sent you on 
a mission. ‘Go,’ He said, ‘and 
destroy those sinners, the Amalek¬ 
ites. Fight with them till they’re 
wiped out.’ l9 Why did you refuse to 
obey the LORD, and why have you 
pounced on the spoil and done what 
the LORD condemns?’’ 

20 "But I did obey the LORD,” Saul 
told Samuel. "I went where the 
LORD sent me and brought Agag, 
king of the Amalekites, with me, and 
I destroyed the Amalekites. 2, The 
people took some of the spoil, sheep 
and cows, the best of what was to be 
destroyed, in order to sacrifice to 
the LORD your God in Gilgal." 

22 Then Samuel said: 

"Is the LORD as delighted in 
burnt offerings and sacrifices as 
He is when you obey the LORD? 
You see. to obey is better than to 
sacrifice, and to listen is better 
than to give the fat of rams. 

“Rebellion is as sinful as witch¬ 
craft, and arrogance is as wicked 
as idolatry. Because you rejected 
what the LORD told you. He rejects 
you from being king." 

24 "I have sinned," Saul said to 
Samuel, "because I didn’t do what 
the LORD and you told me to do. I 
was afraid of the people and 
listened to them. Z5 Now please 
forgive my sin, come back with me, 
and let me worship the LORD." 

26 "I will not go back with you," 
Samuel told Saul, "because you 
rejected what the LORD told you, 
and the LORD rejects you from 
being king of Israel." 27 When 
Samuel turned to leave, Saul took 
hold of the end of his garment, and it 
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tore. 2fl "The LORD has torn the 
kingdom of Israel from you today," 
Samuel told him, "and has given it to 
your neighbor who is better than 
you. 29 Moreover, the Glory of 
Israel does not lie or change His 
mind, because He is not a man that 
He should change His mind." 

30 "I have sinned," he said. "Now 
please honor me before the elders of 
my people and before Israel. Go 
back with me and let me worship the 
LORD your God." 3l Then Samuel 
turned and followed Saul, and Saul 
worshiped the LORD. 

32 "Bring me Agag, king of the 
Amalekites." Samuel said. 

Agag came to him trembling. 
"Surely the bitterness of death is 
gone," Agag said. 

33 "As your sword made women 
childless," said Samuel, "so your 
mother will be made childless 
among women." And Samuel cut 
Agag in pieces before the LORD in 
Gilgal. 

“Then Samuel went to Ramah, 
and Saul went up to his home at 
Gibeah. “Samuel didn’t go to see 
Saul again till the day he died, but 
Samuel mourned over Saul. And the 
LORD was sorry He made Saul king 
of Israel. 

David Selected to Be King 

"How long are you going 
to grieve over Saul," the 
LORD asked Samuel, "now that I 
have rejected him from being king of 
Israel? Fill your horn with olive oil 
and go. I'm sending you to Jesse in 
Bethlehem because I’ve selected one 
of his sons to be My king." 

2 "How can I go?" Samuel asked. 
"When Saul hears about it, he’ll kill 
me." 


"Take a heifer with you," the 
LORD said, "and say. Tve come to 
sacrifice to the LORD.’ 3 Call Jesse 
to the sacrifice, and I will tell you 
what to do. You will anoint for Me 
the one I point out to you." 

^Samuel did what the LORD told 
him. When he came to Bethlehem, 
the elders of the city who came In 
meet him were trembling with fear. 
"Did you come for a friendly 
purpose?" they asked. 

5 "Yes," he answered. "I have 
come to sacrifice to the LORD. 
Purify yourselves and come with mo 
to the sacrifice." He purified Jesse 
and his sons and invited them to the 
sacrifice. 6 When they came, he 
saw Eliab and thought, "Certainly 
here before the LORD is the one He 
wants to anoint." 

7 "Don’t look at his appearance," 
the LORD told Samuel, "or how tall 
he is, because I have rejected him. 
s God does not see as man sees. s 
because a man looks at outward 
appearance, but the LORD looks 
into the heart." 

8 Then Jesse called Abinadab and 
brought him before Samuel. But ho 
said, "The LORD also has not 
chosen this one." 

9 Then Jesse had Shammah como 
before him. "The LORD also has not 
chosen this one," he said. ,0 So 
Jesse had seven of his sons como 
before Samuel, but Samuel told 
Jesse, "The LORD has not chosen 
these. “Are these all the sons you 
have?" Samuel asked Jesse. 

"There’s still the youngest one," 
he answered. "He’s watching tho 
sheep." 

"Send someone to get him," 
Samuel told Jesse. "We won’t sit 
down till he gets here." 



s ' s Gk; Heb Because not what man sees 
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,2 He sent someone who got him. 
He was ruddy, with beautiful eyes, 
and good-looking. “Go ahead,” the 
LORD said, “and anoint him. This is 
the one." l1 Samuel took the horn of 
olive oil and anointed him in the 
presence of his brothers, and the 
LORD’S Spirit came mightily on 
David and stayed on him from that 
day onward. Then Samuel left and 
went to Ramah. 

David Plays His Lyre for Saul 

M The LORD'S Spirit had left Saul, 
and an evil spirit from the LORD 
terrified him. ,5 “You see," Saul’s 
servants told him, “an evil spirit 
from God is terrifying you. ,6 Why 
doesn't our master command us who 
serve you to look for a man who can 
play a lyre? When the evil spirit 
from God is on you, he’ll play with 
his hand, and you'll be well again." 

17 “Please find me a man who can 
play well." Saul told his servants, 
"and bring him to me." 

l8 One of the young men answered, 
"I saw a son of Jesse in Bethlehem 
who can play. He’s a man of 
courage; he can fight and knows 
how to speak well; he is handsome, 
and the LORD is with him.” 

,y Saul sent messengers to Jesse. 
Send me your son David," he said, 
"who is with the sheep." 

20 Iesse took a homer of bread, and 
a skin of wine and a young goat, and 
sent them with his son David to 
Saul. "David came to Saul and 
stood before him. Saul loved him 
very much. So David became his 
armor-bearer. ”Sau] sent men to 
Jesse to say, “Please let David stay 
with me because I like him.” 

21 When the spirit from God came 
on Saul. David took the lyre and 
played with his hand, and Saul fell 


relieved and was well again, and the 
evil spirit left him. 

Goliath Terrifies Israel 

The Philistines gathered 
their armies for war. They 
came together at Socoh, which 
belongs to Judah, and camped 
between Socoh and Azekah at a 
place called Ephes-dammim. 2 Saul 
and the men of Israel also gathered 
and camped in the valley of Elah and 
got their men ready for battle 
against the Philistines. 3 The Phili¬ 
stines were stationed on a hill on 
one side, the Israelites were 
stationed on a hill on the other side, 
and the ravine was between them. 

4 A champion came out of the camp 
of the Philistines. His name was 
Goliath. He was from Gath. He was 
approximately 10 feet tall. 5 0n his 
head he had a bronze helmet, and he 
wore a coat of bronze plates 
weighing 5,000 shekels. 6 0n his 
legs he had bronze greaves and on 
his back a bronze javelin. 7 The 
shaft of his spear was like the beam 
used by weavers. The head of his 
spear was made of 600 shekels of 
iron. The man who carried his shield 
went ahead of him. 8 He stood and 
called to the army of Israel. “Why 
do you come out to get ready for 
battle?" he asked them. "Am I not a 
Philistine, and aren’t you Saul’s 
servants? Choose a man and let him 
come down to me. 9 If he can fight 
with me and he kills me, then we will 
be your slaves. But if I defeat him 
and kill him. then you will be our 
slaves and serve us. ,0 I defy the 
army of Israel today,” the Philistine 
added: “give me a man so we can 
fight," '‘When Saul and all Israel 
heard what the Philistine said, they 
lost their courage and were 
terrified. 
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,2 David was the son of that 
Ephrathite from Bethlehem in Judah 
whose name was Jesse. He had eight 
sons, and in Saul’s days he was an 
elder among the people. “Jesse’s 
three oldest sons followed Saul into 
battle: Eliab, the firstborn; next to 
him was Abinadab; and the third 
was Shammah. “David was the 
youngest. The three oldest followed 
Saul, ,5 but David went back and 
forth from Saul to take care of his 
father’s flock at Bethlehem. 

,6 The Philistine came forward and 
stood there in the morning and in the 
evening for 40 days. 

t7 “Take this ephah of parched 
grain to your brothers,” Jesse told 
his son David, “and these 10 loaves 
of bread, and bring them quickly to 
your brothers in the camp. “Take 
also these 10 cheeses to the captain 
of the regiment, see how your 
brothers are, and get some 
assurance they’re well. “Saul and 
they and all the men of Israel are in 
the valley of Elah fighting with the 
Philistines.” 

20 David got up early and had 
someone else take care of the sheep. 
Then he took the load and went as 
Jesse told him to do. He came to the 
encampment as the army was going 
out to the battle line shouting their 
war cry. “Israel and the 
Philistines drew up their battle lines 
facing each other. Z2 David left the 
supplies in the hands of the 
quartermaster and ran to the battle 
line. When he came there he greeted 
his brothers. “While he was 
talking to them, the champion, the 
Philistine from Gath whose name 
was Goliath, came up from the ranks 
of the Philistines and spoke as 
before, and David heard him. 
“When all the men of Israel saw the 
man. they fled from him and were 


terrified. 25 ”Did you see that man 
coming up?” the men of Israel said. 
“He keeps coming up to defy Israel. 
The king will make the man very 
rich who kills him. He will give his 
daughter to him and make his 
father's family exempt from service 
in Israel.” 

26 “What will be done for the man 
who kills this Philistine and frees 
Israel from disgrace?” David asked 
the men who were standing near 
him. “Who is this uncircumcised 
Philistine that he should defy the 
armies of the living God?” 

27 The people repeated what had 
been said, saying, “So will the man 
be treated who kills him.” 

“When Eliab, his oldest brother, 
heard him say this to the men, Eliab 
got very angry with David. “Why did 
you come down,” he asked him. 
“and with whom did you leave those 
few sheep in the wilderness? I know 
how headstrong and insolent you 
are. You came down just to see the 
battle.” 

29 “What have I done now?” David 
asked him. “Didn't I merely ask a 
question?” 30 He turned away from 
him to another man and asked the 
same question, and the other people 
gave him the same answer. 

“When others heard what David 
said, they reported it to Saul. He had 
David brought to him. 32 “No one 
should feel discouraged,” David told 
Saul. “Your servant will go and fight 
with this Philistine.” 

33 “You can’t go and fight with this 
Philistine,” Saul answered David. 
“You're a young man, and he's been 
a warrior from his youth.” 

““Your servant is a shepherd of 
his father’s sheep,” David answered 
Saul. “When a lion or a bear comes 
and takes a sheep from the 
flock. 35 I go after him. strike him 
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down, and snatch it from his jaws. If 
he attacks me. I take hold of his 
beard, strike him, and kill 
him. 36 Your servant has struck 
down lions and bears, and this 
uncircumcised Philistine will be like 
them because he has defied the 
army of the living God. 37 The 
LORD,” David added, “who saved 
me from the lion and the bear, will 
save me from this Philistine.” 

“Go,” Saul told David, “and the 
LORD be with you.” 

38 Saul had David put on the royal 
garment; he put a bronze helmet on 
his head and had him wear some 
armor. 39 With a belt David 
fastened Saul’s sword over his 
garment and made a vain attempt to 
walk, but he had never tried it 
before. “I can't walk in these,” 
David told Saul; “I’ve never tried it 
before.” So David took them off. 

David Fights Goliath 

40 He took his stick in his hand, 
picked out five smooth stones from 
the bed of the brook, and put them in 
his shepherd's bag, his pouch. With 
his sling in his hand he went toward 
the Philistine. 4, The Philistine, 
with the man carrying his shield 
ahead of him, was coming closer 
and closer to David. “When the 
Philistine looked and saw David, he 
despised him, because he was a boy 
with ruddy complexion and good 
looks. 43 "Am 1 a dog.” the 

Philistine asked David, "that you 
come to me with sticks?” The 
Philistine cursed David by his 
gods. 44 “Come on,” the Philistine 
told David, "and I'll give your body 
to the birds in the air and the 
animals in the field." 

45 “You come to me with sword and

spear and javelin,” David told the 
Philistine, “but I come to you in the 
name of the LORD of armies, the 
God of the ranks of Israel, whom you 
insult. 46 Today the LORD will put 
you in my hands: I will strike you 
down, cut off your head, and this 
very day give the dead bodies of the 
army of the Philistines to the birds in 
the sky and the animals on the 
ground, so that the whole world will 
know Israel has a God. 47 Then this 
whole assembly will know the LORD 
can save without sword or spear, 
because this is the LORD’S battle, 
and He will put all of you in our 
hands.” 

4S When the Philistine started out 
and was coming to meet David, 
David hurried and ran toward the 
opposing battle line to meet the 
Philistine. 49 Then David reached 
into his bag, took out a stone, hurled 
it, and struck the Philistine on his 
forehead. The stone sank into his 
forehead, and he fell to the ground 
on his face. 50 So David defeated 
the Philistine with a sling and a 
stone, struck down the Philistine, 
and killed him. But David didn’t even 
have a sword in his hand. “David 
ran and stood over the Philistine. He 
took Goliath’s sword, pulled it out of 
its scabbard, and killed him, cutting 
off his head with it. 

When the Philistines saw their 
hero was dead, they ran away. 
“Then the men of Israel and Judah 
started out with a shout, pursued 
the Philistines to the entrance of 
Gath 1 and to the gates of Ekron. 
Wounded Philistines lay on the road 
from Shaaraim to Gath and 
Ekron. “When the Israelites came 
back from their hot pursuit of the 
Philistines, they took all the goods in 
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their camp. “David took the 
Philistine’s head and brought it to 
Jerusalem, but his armor he kept in 
his tent. 

“When Saul saw David going out 
against the Philistine, he asked 
Abner, the captain of the army, 
“Abner, whose son is this young 
man?”

When David had finished 
talking to Saul, Jonathan 
became a warm friend of David, and 
Jonathan loved him like himself. 
2 From that day Saul kept him and 
didn’t let him go back to his father’s 
home. Jonathan made a pledge of 
friendship with David because he 
loved him like himself. Jonathan 
took off the mantle he had on and 
gave it to David and also his military 
garment with his sword, his bow. 
and his belt. 5 So David went out; 
wherever Saul sent him, he was 
successful, so that Saul put him in 
charge of the fighting men, and all 
the people and Saul’s officers 
approved. 

6 Once, as they arrived when 
David had returned from defeating 
the Philistines, the women from all 
of Israel’s towns came to meet King 
Saul, singing and dancing, with 
tambourines, shouts of joy, and 


musical instruments. 7 As the 
women sang to one another and 
celebrated, they said: 

Saul struck down his thousands 

but David his ten thousands! 

8 Saul got very angry and didn’t like 
this. “To David they give ten 
thousands,” he said, “but to me only 
thousands. What more can he do bul 
be the king?” 8 From that day Saul 
kept his eye on David. 

,0 The next day an evil spirit from 
God seized Saul, and he was proph¬ 
esying in his house. While David was 
playing the lyre with his hand as he 
did every day, there was a spear in 
Saul’s hand. “Saul raised the 
spear, thinking, “I’ll pin David to the 
wall.” But David got away from him 
twice. 

,2 Saul was afraid of David, 
because the LORD was with him and 
had left Saul. ,3 And Saul kept him 
away from him and made him com¬ 
mander of a regiment. So he led the 
people out on campaigns and back 
again. “David was successful in 
everything he undertook, the LORD 
being with him. “Saul noticed how 
very successful he was and dreaded 
him. “Everyone in Israel and 
Judah loved David, because he went 
out and back in their presence. 

,7 Then Saul said to David, “Here 
is my oldest daughter Merab. I will 
give her to you as your wife. Just 
show me you have courage, and 
fight the LORD’S battles.” Saul 
thought, “I must not lay hands on 
him, but the Philistines must do it." 

““Who am I?” David asked Saul. 
“Or who are my relatives or my 
father’s family in Israel that I 
should be the king’s son-in-law?” 

“But when the time came to 
give Saul’s daughter Merab to 
David, she was given as wife to 
Adriel from Meholah. 20 But Saul's 
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daughter Michal fell in love with 
David. When Saul was told about it, 
he approved. 2, ‘T11 give her to 
him.’’ Saul thought, “so she will be a 
snare to him and the Philistines will 
get him." So he said to David a 
second time, “You will now be my 
son-in-law/' 

““Talk to David in private." Saul 
ordered his officers. “Tell him. ‘The 
king likes you. and all his officers 
are fond of you. Now, become the 
king's son-in-law.’ " “When Saul’s 
officers said this to David. David 
asked. “Do you think it’s that easy 
for a poor and unimportant person 
like me to be the king's son-in-law?" 

“When Saul's officers told him. 
“This is what David said," “Saul 
replied, “Tell David the king doesn’t 
want any bride price but a hundred 
foreskins of the Philistines, in order 
to take vengeance on the king’s 
enemies." Saul planned to have the 
Philistines get rid of David. “When 
his servants told David this, he 
agreed to become the king’s son-in- 
law. Before the time was up, '’David 
and his men went out and struck 
down 200 Philistines. David brought 
their foreskins, and they delivered 
all of them to the king, so that he 
might become the king’s son-in-law.

Saul told his son Jona¬ 
than and all his officers 
he meant to kill David. 2 But 
Jonathan, Saul’s son. liked David 
very much. "My father Saul is trying 
to kill you," Jonathan told David. 
"Now please be careful tomorrow, 
stay out of sight, and hide. J Lll go 
out and stand beside my father in 
the field where you’ll be, and I’ll talk 
to my father about you. And any¬ 
thing I can find out I’ll tell you." 

’Jonathan spoke well of David to 
his father Saul. “The king should not 
harm his servant David." he told 
him. “He hasn’t harmed you but has 
done some very fine things for you. 
5 He risked his life, struck down the 
Philistine, and the LORD gave all 
Israel a great victory. You were de¬ 
lighted to see it. Why then should 
you become guilty of murdering an 
innocent man by killing David with¬ 
out a reason?" 

6 Saul listened to Jonathan, and so 
he swore. “As the LORD lives, he 
must not be killed.” ’Jonathan 
called David and told him everything 
that happened. Then Jonathan took 
David to Saul, and he was with him 
as before. 

"Again there was war, and David 
went out to fight the Philistines, and 
he won a great victory so that they 
fled from him. 9 Then an evil spirit 
from the LORD came on Saul while 
he was sitting in his house with his 
spear in his hand and David was 
playing the lyre. >0 And Saul tried 
to pin David to the wall with his 
spear, but he slipped away from 
Saul. Saul’s spear plunged into the 
wall, and David fled and escaped 
that night. 

"Saul sent messengers to David's 
home to watch it and kill him in the 
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morning. But Michal, David’s wife, 
told him about it. “If you don't save 
your life tonight.” she said, “you’ll 
be dead tomorrow!” ,2 So Michal 
let David down through a window, 
and he ran away and escaped. 
“Then Michal took an idol, laid it in 
the bed. put a blanket of goat's hair 
at its head, and covered it with a 
garment. 

“When Saul sent messengers to 
get David, she said, “He's sick." 
ls Then Saul sent the messengers to 
see David, saying, “Bring him up to 
me in his bed so I can kill him." 
,6 The messengers came, and there in 
the bed they found the idol and the 
blanket of goat’s hair at its head. 

,7 “Why did you cheat me like 
this,” Saul asked Michal, “and send 
my enemy away and let him 
escape?" 

Michal answered, “He told me. 
‘Help me get away, or I’ll kill you.’ ” 

‘"David ran away and escaped. He 
came to Samuel at Ramah and told 
him everything Saul had done to 
him. So he and Samuel went and 
stayed at Naioth. 

‘"When Saul was told, “David is at 
Naioth in Ramah," 20 Saul sent 
messengers to get David. But when 
these saw the group of prophets 
prophesying, with Samuel standing 
as their leader. God’s Spirit came on 
Saul’s messengers, so that they also 
prophesied. “When Saul heard 
the news, he sent other messengers, 
but they also prophesied. Saul sent a 
third group of messengers, but they 
also prophesied. “Then he himself 
went to Ramah. He came to the 
great cistern that is in Secu. 
“Where are Samuel and David?" he 
asked. 

“There they are at Naioth in 
Ramah," he was told; 2J As he went 
toward Naioth in Ramah, God’s 


Spirit came on him too. and he wen! 
on, prophesying till he came to 
Naioth in Ramah. “He even 
stripped off his clothes as he too 
prophesied before Samuel and lav 
there stripped all that day and all 
that night. This is why people saw 
“Is Saul also among the prophets?” 

Jonathan Helps David 

David fled from Naioth 
in Ramah and came to Jon¬ 
athan. “What have I done?” he 
asked. “What am I guilty of? Whal 
sin does your father find in me that 
he should try to kill me?”

6 If your father really 
misses me, tell him, ‘David begged 
me to let him run to Bethlehem, his 
hometown, because all his relatives 
have the annual sacrifice 
there-’ Tf he says, ‘Good!’ then it is 
well with your servant. But if he gets 
angry, then it should be clear to you 
he has decided to harm me. "Now 
be kind to your servant because you 
had me enter the LORD’S covenant 
with you.

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kill me yourself. Why should you 
take me to your father?" 

9 “Don’t think that way!" Jonathan 
answered. "If I actually found out 
my father has decided to harm you, 
wouldn’t I tell you about it?" 

,0 “Who will tell me," David asked 
Jonathan, “whether or not your 
father gives you a harsh answer?" 

n “Come, let’s go out into the 
country," Jonathan said to David. So 
both went out into the country. 

,2 “By the LORD, the God of 
Israel!" Jonathan said to David. “I’ll 
find out how my father feels about 
you tomorrow or the day after. If he 
feels kindly toward you, then I will 
send someone to you and tell 
you. n May the LORD punish me 
again and again if my father wants 
to harm you and I fail to tell you and 
send you away, so that you can 
leave in peace. May the LORD be 
with you as He used to be with my 
father. H Only while I’m living, 
show me the LORD’S kindness, and 
when I die, ,5 never stop being kind 
to my family. When the Lord has 
wiped David's enemies from the 
face of the earth, ,fi if Jonathan’s 
name u is cut off from David's 
family, then may the LORD punish 
David's house. v ,7 0nce again Jona¬ 
than swore a solemn oath to David 
because of his love for him, for he 
loved him like himself.

9 “The sword of Goliath, the 
Philistine, whom you killed in the 
valley of Elah. is here," the high 
priest answered. “It is wrapped in a 
garment, behind the priest’s apron. 
If you want to take it, take it — 
there’s no other one here.” 

“There's none like it,” David said. 
“Give it to me.” 

David Goes to the Philistines 

,0 That day David left and, still 
fleeing from Saul, came to Achish, 
king of Gath. '’“Isn’t this David, 
the king of his country?”

4 David heard in the wilderness 
that Nabal was shearing his sheep. 
5 So David sent 10 young men. “Go up 
to Carmel,” he told the young men, 
“and visit Nabal and greet him for 
me. 6 Teli him this: ‘May you, your 
home, and all you have be happy 
and prosperous! 7 And now. 1 hear 
you have shearers. Your shepherds 
have been with us. We have not 
insulted them, and nothing of theirs 
has been missing as long as they’ve 
been in Carmel. 8 Ask your young 
men and let them tell you. So be kind 
to these young men since we come 
on a festive occasion. Please give 
your servants and your son David 
anything you can give.” 

9 When David's young men came to 
him. they spoke for David to Nabal 
as they were told, and then they 
waited. 

,0 “Who is David?” Nabal an¬ 
swered David's servants. “And who 
is Jesse’s son? So many slaves now¬ 
adays are running away from their 
masters. “Should I take my bread 
and water and my meat that 1 
butchered for my shearers and give 
them to men about whom I don’t 


even know where they’re from?” 

,2 David’s young men turned about, 
came again, and told him all this. 

"“Fasten your swords, each of 
you!” David told his men. And every¬ 
one, including David, fastened his 
sword. About 400 men followed 
David while 200 men stayed with the 
goods. 

"But one of the young men told

2J When Abigail saw David, she 
quickly got down from her donkey 
and bowed down with her face to 
the ground before David lo honor 
him. 24 As she lay at his feet, she 
said, “Let me be responsible for the 
wrong done, my lord. Please let your 
maid talk to you, and listen to what 
your maid says. 25 My lord 
shouldn’t take this worthless per¬ 
son, Nabal, seriously. We can see 
from his name what he is: he's 
called a fool, b and he's foolish. But 
I, your maid, didn't see my lord's 
young men whom you sent. 26 Now, 
then, as the LORD lives and you 
live, the LORD has kept you from 
murder and from paying back a 
wrong by your own action. And now 
may your enemies and those who 
are trying to harm my lord be like 
Nabal. 27 Then may this gift your 
maid brings my lord be given to the 
young men that follow my lord. 
2e Please forgive the wrong of your 
maid. The LORD will certainly make 
my lord’s family a strong one, 
because my lord is fighting the 
LORD’S battles and no fault has 
been found in you as long as you 
have lived. 29 Even though someone 
may undertake to pursue you and 
take your life, my lord’s life is 
wrapped securely in the bundle of 
life under the care of the LORD your 
God; but the life of your enemies He 
will hurl like stones from a sling. 
30 When the LORD does to my lord all 
the good He promised and makes 
you a prince over Israel, 3, then 
this must not hurt my lord or trouble 
his conscience, that my lord killed 
without a reason and paid back a 
wrong done to him. When the LORD 


has given success lo my lord: 
remember your maid.” 

12 ”Blessed be the LORD, the Goo 
of Israel, who sent you today lo meet 
me,” David said to Abigail, u “anc 
may you be blessed for your fine 
judgment and for keeping me today 
from bloody murder and from lakin^ 
vengeance with my own hand. M Bu 
as the LORD, the God of Israel, lives 
who has kept me from harming you 
if you hadn't come quickly to mee 
me, by morning there certainly 
wouldn’t be left to Nabal as much a* 
one man.” 

35 So David accepted from hei 
what she brought him and told her

37 But in the morning, when the 
effect of the wine on Nabal had 
worn off, his wife told him these 
things; his heart suffered a stroke 
and he was like a stone. 3fl About 10 
days later the LORD struck Nabal, 
and he died. 

39 When David heard Nabal was 
dead, he said, “Blessed be the LORD, 
who defended me against the insults 
of Nabal and kept his servant from 
doing wrong; the LORD has punished 
Nabal for the wrong he did.’’ 

Then David sent men to propose to 
Abigail that she become his wife. 
40 When David’s servants came to 
Abigail at Carmel, they told her, 
“David has sent us to you to take you 
to him to be his wife.” 

4, She got up and bowed down with 
her face on the ground. “Here is

‘‘Pursue them,” the LORD told him, 
“because you will certainly catch up 
with them and rescue the captives.” 

8 So David and his 600 men went 
and came to the valley of Besor, 
where some stayed who were left 
behind. ‘“David and 400 men went 
in pursuit while 200 men stayed 


behind; they were too exhausted to 
cross the vally of Besor. 

"David’s men found an Egyptian 
in the open country and took him to 
David. They gave him food to eat 
and a drink of water. "They gave 
him a slice of a fig cake and two 
bunches of raisins. When he had 
eaten, he revived. He had eaten no 
food and drunk no water for three 
days. ,3 ‘‘To whom do you belong?” 
David asked him. “And where do 
you come from?” 

“I’m an Egyptian servant,” he 
answered, “the slave of an Amalek- 
ite, but my master left me behind 
because I got sick three days ago. 
u We raided the Negeb of the 
Cherethites, the territory of Judah, 
and the Negeb of Caleb, and we 
burned Ziklag.”

26 When David came to Ziklag, he 
sent a part of the spoils to his 
friends, the elders of Judah, saying, 
“Here is a present for you from the 
spoils of the LORD’S enemies." ^He 
sent it to those in Bethel, Ramoth in 
the Negeb, Jattir, “Aroer, Siphmoth, 
Eshtemoa, 29 Carmel, e the cities of 
the Jerahmeelites, the cities of the 
Kenites, “Hormah, Borashan, At- 
hach, 3, Hebron, and to all the places 
where David and his men used to 
travel. 

Saul Is Killed 

When the Philistines were 
fighting against Israel, the 
men of Israel fled from the Phi¬ 
listines and left their dead on Mount 
Gilboa. 2 The Philistines were after 
Saul and his sons, and the Philis¬ 


tines struck down Jonathan. 
Abinadab, and Malchishua, Saul’s 
sons. 3 The brunt of the fighting 
was against Saul. When the archers 
got him in their range, he was badly 
wounded by them. 

4 “Draw your sword," Saul told his 
armor-bearer, “and stab me, or 
these uncircumcised men will come, 
stab me, and mock me." But his 
armor-bearer refused; he was too 
afraid to do it. Then Saul took the 
sword and fell on it, s When his 
armor-bearer saw that Saul was 
dead, he too fell on his sword and 
died with him. 6 So Saul, his three 
sons, and his armor-bearer, and 
also all his men died together that 
day. 

7 When the men of Israel on the 
other side of the valley and on the 
west bank of the Jordan saw the 
men of Israel had fled and Saul and 
his sons were dead, they left their 
towns and fled; and the Philistines 
came and lived in them. 

®The next day, when the 
Philistines came to strip the dead, 
they found Saul and his three sons 
lying on Mount Gilboa. 9 They cut 
off his head, stripped off his armor, 
and sent men around the country of 
the Philistines to tell the news to 
their idols* and to the people. 
10 They put his armor in the temple of 
Astarte and fastened his body to the 
wall of Beth-shan. 

“When the people of Jabesh in 
Gilead heard what the Philistines 
had done to Saul, “many brave 
men started out, walked all night, 
took the bodies of Saul and his sons 
from the wall of Beth-shan, came 
back to Jabesh, and burned them 
there. “They took their bones and 
buried them under the tamarisk tree 
in Jabesh. Then they fasted 7 days.

1 After Saul died and David re¬ 
turned from defeating the 
Amaleldtes. David stayed in Ziklag two 
days. 2 On the third day a man 
came from Saul's army; his clothes 
were torn, and he had dirt on his 
head. When he came to David, he 
bowed down on the ground to honor 
David. 

3 “Where did you come from?” 
David asked him. 

“I escaped from the camp of 
Israel." he answered. 

4 "What happened?" David asked 
him. “Please tell me." 

“The army has fled from the 
battle." he answered, “and many of 
the soldiers have fallen and died. 
Saul and his son Jonathan are dead 
too." 

5 "How do you know Saul and his 
son Jonathan are dead?" David 
asked the young man who brought 
him the news. 

6 “I just happened to be on Mount 
Gilboa." the young man who brought 
him the news answered, “and there 
was Saul leaning on his spear, and 
the chariots and horsemen were 
overtaking him. 7 When he looked 
back and saw me. he called to me. 
and I said. *Yes.' 

*“ ‘Who are you?' he asked me. 

“ i'm an Amalekite,' I told him. 
Please stand over me.' he told 
me. ‘and kill me. I’m still alive, but 
I’m in the agony of death.’ 

lo "So I stood over him and killed 
him. since I knew he couldn’t live 
after he had fallen. And I took the 
crown that was on his head and the 


armlet that was on his arm and 
brought them here to my master." 

“Then David took hold of his own 
clothes and tore them. All the men 
with him did the same. “They 
mourned loud and wept and fasted 
till evening for Saul and his son 
Jonathan, for the LORD’S soldiers, 
and for Israel because the sword 
had cut them down. 

““Where are you from?" David 
asked the young man who brought 
him the news. 

“I’m a foreign resident, an 
Amalekite," he answered. 

,4 “How was it." David asked him. 
“that you weren’t afraid to raise 
your hand to kill the one the LORD 
anointed?" ,5 Then David called 
one of the young men. “Go," he told 
him, “and attack him." He struck 
him so that he died. ,b as David said 
to him, “You are responsible for this 
bloody deed, because you testified 
against yourself when you said, T 
killed the one the LORD anointed.’ 

David’s Song of Mourning 

“David wrote this song of 
mourning for Saul and his son 
Jonathan. “as he said. “To teach 
the men of Judah the bow." It is 
written in the Book of Jashar: 

,9 Your glory. Israel, lies dead on 
your hills. 

How the warriors have fallen! 

20 Don’t tell the news in Gath; 
don’t tell about it in the streets of 
Ashkelon. 

or the daughters of the Phi¬ 
listines will be glad, 
and the daughters of the uncir- 
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cumcised will be triumphant. 

2l Hills of Gilboa, 

may there be no dew or rain on 
you, 

no fields producing firstfruits, 

because warriors’ shields were 
soiled there, 

No olive oil anointed Saul’s 
shield 

22 but blood of the slain and the fat 
of warriors. 

Jonathan’s bow would not turn 
back, 

nor Saul’s sword come back 
empty. 

“Saul and Jonathan, we loved 
them both 

and were delighted with them 
while they were living; 

they were not separated when 
they died. 

They were swifter than eagles 
and stronger than lions. 

“Women of Israel, weep for Saul, 

who dressed you in scarlet and 
luxuries 

and put gold ornaments on your 
clothes. 

25 How the warriors have fallen in 
battle! 

On your hills Jonathan lies slain! 

26 I grieve over you, my brother 
Jonathan. 

You were my great delight. 

To me your love was more won¬ 
derful than the love of women. 

27 How the warriors have fallen! 

How the weapons of war have 
failed! 


David Becomes King of Judah 

After this, David asked the 
LORD, "Should I go up to one 
of the cities of Judah?" 

"Go up," the LORD answered 
him. 

"Where should I go?" David 
asked. 

"To Hebron," He answered. 

2 David went up there with his two 
wives, Ahinoam from Jezreel and 
Abigail, who had been the wife of 
Nabal of Carmel. ’David took his 
men with him, each one with his 
family, and they settled in the towns 
around Hebron. 4 Then the men of 
Judah came, and there they 
anointed David to be king over the 
people of Judah. 

David was told, "The men of 
Jabesh in Gilead were the ones who 
buried Saul." 5 So David sent 
messengers to the men of Jabesh in 
Gilead. "The LORD bless you," ho 
told them, "because you did this 
kindness to your master Saul and 
buried him. 6 And now, the LORD 
be kind and faithful to you. I too will 
be good to you because you did this. 
7 Be strong, then, and courageous; 
now that your master Saul is dead, 
the people of Judah have anointed 
me to be their king." 

Abner Fights Against Joab 

B Abner, Ner's son, captain of 
Saul’s army, took Ish-bosheth, a 
Saul's son, brought him over to 
Mahanaim, 9 and made him king of 
Gilead, the Ashurites, Jezreel, 
Ephraim, and Benjamin—that is. of 
all Israel. *°Ish-bosheth, Sauls 
son, was 40 years old when he 



a According to the versions and 1 Chron 8:33 his real name was Eshbaal. Sub¬ 
stituting " bosheth " (shame) for " baa]" (lord) represents a Hebrew attitude 
toward this word which forms the name of the Canaanite deity Baal. 
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started to rule over Israel and was 
king for two years. 

But the people of Judah followed 
David. “David was king in Hebron 
over the people of Judah for seven 
years and six months. 

"Abner. Ner’s son. and the men of 
Ish-bosheth. Saul's son, went from 
Mahanaim to Gibeon. ’’Joab. 
Zeruiah’s son, and David’s men also 
went out. They met at the pool of 
Gibeon, where they sat down, one 
group on one side of the pool, the 
other on the other side of the pool. 

““Please let the young men have a 
contest before us." Abner said to 
Joab. 

“Let them start,” Joab answered. 

“The men moved forward and 
were counted as they passed by: 12 
from Benjamin for Ish-bosheth, 
Saul's son, and 12 of David's 
men. “Then each one grabbed his 
opponent by the head, stuck his 
sword into his side, and they fell 
down together. That place in Gibeon 
is called the Field of Flint 
Blades. ,7 Very fierce fighting 
broke out that day, and David’s men 
defeated Abner and the men of 
Israel. 

“Zeruiah's three sons were there: 
Joab, Abishai, and Asahel. Asahel 
was fast on his feet like a gazelle in 
the field. 

“Asahel pursued Abner, refusing 
to turn right or left as he went after 
Abner. 20 So Abner looked back. 
“Are you Asahel?” he asked. 

“Yes,” Asahel answered. 

21 “Turn right or left,” Abner told 
him; “catch one of the young men, 
and take his belt.” 

But Asahel refused to turn away 
from him. 22 So Abner spoke again to 
Asahel. “Quit following me,” he 
said. “Why should I strike you to the 
ground? How could I look your 


brother Joab in the face again?” 

“But he refused to go away. So 
Abner struck him with the butt end 
of the spear. The spear went into his 
belly and came out behind. He fell 
down there and died on the spot. 
And everybody who came to the 
place where Asahel fell and died 
stopped there. 

“But Joab and Abishai pursued 
Abner. When the sun went down, 
they came to the hill of Ammah, 
which is opposite Giah on the road 
from Gibeon to the wilderness. 
“The men of Benjamin rallied 
behind Abner, banding together and 
taking their position on the top of a 
certain hill. 

“Then Abner called to Joab. 
“Should the sword devour forever?” 
he asked. “Don’t you know this will 
come to a bitter end? How long will 
it be before you will call back your 
men from pursuing their relatives?” 

27 ”By the living God,” Joab 
answered, “if you had not spoken, 
the men would not have withdrawn 
from pursuing their relatives till 
morning.” “So Joab blew the horn, 
and all the men stopped and didn’t 
pursue Israel or fight anymore. 

“Abner and his men walked all 
that night through the Jordan valley; 
they crossed the Jordan, and 
passing through the whole valley, 
they came to Mahanaim. 

“Joab returned from pursuing 
Abner. When he had gathered all 
the men, 19 of David’s men and 
Asahel were missing. ’’David's 
men had struck down 360 of the men 
of Benjamin who followed Abner. 
"They took Asahel and buried him in 
his father's burial place at 
Bethlehem. Then Joab’s men 
marched all night, and day dawned 
when they arrived at Hebron. 
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3 As the conflict between Saul’s 
family and David's family 
dragged on. David gol stronger and 
stronger, and Saul’s family got 
weaker and weaker. 

David’s Family 

z While David was in Hebron, the 
following sons were born to him: His 
firstborn son was Amnon, the son of 
Ahinoam from Jezreel. n The 
second was Chileab. the son of 
Abigail, who had been the wife of 
Nabal of Carmel. The third was 
Absalom, the son of Maacah, the 
daughter of Talmai, king of 
Geshur. *The fourth was Adoniiah, 
whose mother was Haggith. The fifth 
was Shephatiah, whose mother was 
Abital. 5 The sixth was Ithream, 
the son of David's wife Eglah. These 
sons of David were born in Hebron. 

Abner Confers with David 

fi While Saul’s family was fighting 
David's family, Abner made himself 
a powerful person in Saul's family. 
7 Saul had had a concubine; her 
name was Rizpah, and she was 
Aiah’s daughter. Ish-bosheth asked 
Abner, “Why did you have 
intercourse with my father’s 
concubine?'’ 

Msh-bosheth's question made 
Abner very angry. “Am I chief of 
Judah’s dogs?’’ he asked. “Up to 
now I've been so kind to the family of 
your father Saul, to his relatives and 
friends, and haven’t put you in 
David's hands. So now you fault me 
because of this woman. 9 May God 
punish me if I don't do for David 
what the LORD promised him with 
an oath: ,0 to transfer the kingdom 
from Saul’s family and set up 
David's throne over Israel as well as 
Judah, from Dan to Beersheba.” 
"Ish-bosheth couldn’t answer him a 


single word, because he was afraid 
of him. 

"Then Abner sent messengers to 
David to speak for him. “To whom 
does a country belong?’’ he asked. 
“Come to an agreement with me,” 
he said; “then I will support you and 
bring all Israel to you.” 

"‘‘Good!’’ David answered. “I will 
come to an agreement with you. But 
one thing I’m asking you to do. When 
you come to me, you can’t see me 
unless you bring Michal. Saul’s 
daughter.’’ 

"David also sent messengers to 
Ish-bosheth, Saul's son. “Give me 
my wife Michal.” he said, “whom I 
got as my wife for the price of a 
hundred foreskins of the Phi¬ 
listines.” 

,5 So Ish-bosheth sent men to get 
her from her husband Paltiel son of 
Laish. ,fi Her husband went with 
her, weeping after her all the way to 
Bahurim. “Go back.” Abner told 
him; and so he went back. 

"Abner had talked with the elders 
of Israel. “For some time in the 
past,” he said, “you’ve been trying 
to get David as your king. l8 Do it 
now. because the LORD made this 
promise about David: ‘By the hand 
of My servant David I will save my 
people Israel from the Philistines 
and all their other enemies.’ ” 
,9 Abner also talked to the people of 
Benjamin. 

Then Abner also went to tell 
David in Hebron everything Israel 
and the whole tribe of Benjamin had 
approved. 20 So Abner came with 
20 men to David in Hebron, and 
David gave a dinner for Abner and 
his men. 

2, “I must get up and go,” Abner 
told David, “so I can bring all Israel 
together to my master, the king. 
They will make a covenant with you. 
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and you will be king over all whom 
you want to rule." So David 
dismissed Abner, and he left 
peacefully. 

Abner Is Killed 

“Then David’s men and foab came 
home from a raid and brought much 
plunder with them. Abner was no 
more with David in Hebron, since he 
had dismissed Abner and he had left 
peacefully. "When Joab and the 
whole army with him came back, 
joab was lold. “Abner, Ner’s son, 
came to the king, but he dismissed 
him. and he left peacefully.” 

M Then Joab went to the king. "What 
did you do?" he asked. "Here Abner 
has come to see you. Why did you 
dismiss him and let him get 
away? "Don't you know that 
Abner, Ner's son. came to deceive 
you, to find out about your move¬ 
ments and learn everything you're 
doing?" 

"When Joab had left David, he 
sent messengers after Abner, and 
they brought him back from the 
cistern of Sirah without David 
knowing about it. “When Abner 
had come back to Hebron, Joab took 
him aside to the middle of the 
gateway as if to talk to him 
privately, and there he stabbed him 
in the belly. So he died for killing 
Joab's brother Asahel. 

"Later when David heard about 
it, he said: "I and my kingdom are 
forever innocent before the LORD of 
the murder of Abner. Ner’s 
son. "May the blame fall on the 
head of Joab and all of his family. 
May there always be in Joab's 
family people who are sick and 
diseased, and people who can only 
work a spindle, and people who die 
by the sword or beg bread!" 30 Joab 
and his brother Abishai killed 


Abner because in the battle at 
Gibeon he killed their brother 
Asahel. 

“‘‘Tear your clothes,” David told 
Joab and all the people with him, 
"fasten your sackcloth with a belt 
and mourn out loud before Abner." 
King David followed the open casket. 
“They buried Abner in Hebron. The 
king wept out loud at Abner’s grave, 
and all the people wept. 33 And the 
king sang a funeral song for Abner: 
Should Abner die like a fool? 

“Your hands were not tied, 
nor were your feet in chains. 

You fell as one falls when struck 
by violent men. 

And all the people continued to 
weep over him. 

“Then all the people tried to get 
David to eat some food while there 
was still daylight. But David pledged 
with an oath: "May God punish me 
severely if I taste any bread or 
anything else before the sun goes 
down.” 36 Then all the people 
understood and approved of this, 
just as all the people approved of 
everything the king did. “That day 
all the people of all Israel knew the 
king wasn't behind the killing of 
Abner, Ner’s son. 38 The king said 
to his men, "Don’t you know that 
today a prince and a great man has 
fallen in Israel? 19 And now I’m 
weak, though I'm the anointed king. 
These men, Zeruiah’s sons, are too 
cruel for me. May the LORD repay 
him who did this wicked thing, as he 
deserves.” 

Ish-bosheth Is Killed 

When Saul’s son heard that 
Abner had died in Hebron, he 
lost courage, and all Israel was 
alarmed. z Saul’s son had two men 
who were the captains of raiding 
bands. The name of the one was 
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Baanah, and the name of the other 
was Rechab. They were men of 
Benjamin, the sons of Rimmon from 
Beeroth. Now Beeroth was 
considered a part of Benjamin; 

3 but the people of Beeroth had 
fled to Gittaim, and they continue to 
live there until this day. 

'Jonathan, Saul’s son, had a son 
with crippled feet. When he was 5 
years old, the news of Saul and 
Jonathan came from Jezreel, and his 
nurse took him and fled. She was in 
a hurry to get away. So he fell and 
became lame. His name was Mephi- 
bosheth. 

5 Rechab and Baanah, the sons of 
Rimmon from Beeroth, came at the 
hottest time of the day to the home of 
Ish-bosheth while he was getting his 
midday rest. “They came into the 
house as though they were going to 
get wheat and stabbed him in the 5 
belly. b Rechab and his brother 
Baanah had slipped in 7 and had 
come into the house while Ish- 
bosheth was sleeping on his bed in 
his bedroom, where they struck him 
and killed him and cut off his head. 
They took his head and walked all 
night along the road in the Jordan 
valley. 

“They brought Ish-bosheth’s head 
to David at Hebron. “Here is the 
head of Ish-bosheth the son of Saul, 
your enemy,” they told the king. “He 
tried to take your life. Today the 
LORD has given my lord the king 
vengeance on Saul and his 
descendants.” 

9 David answered Rechab and his 
brother Baanah, the sons of Rimmon 
from Beeroth: “As the LORD lives, 
who has saved me from every 
trouble. '“when a man told me, ‘Saul 


has died,’ and he thought he was 
bringing good news, I took him and 
killed him in Ziklag—to give him a 
reward for his news. “How much 
more when wicked men kill an 
innocent man in his home, on his 
own bed! Must I not, then, punish 
you for his murder and rid the land 
of you?” ,z So David gave his order 
to the young men, and they killed 
them, cut off their hands and feet, 
and hanged them by the pool in 
Hebron. But they took Ish-bosheth’s 
head and buried it in Abner's grave 
in Hebron. 

David Becomes King of Israel 

Then all the tribes of Israel 
came to David at Hebron. “We 
are your flesh and blood,” they 
said. 2 “Even in the past when Saul 
was our king, you led Israel in 
campaigns and brought them home 
again. The LORD has told you, ‘You 
shall be shepherd of My people 
Israel and you shall be leader of 
Israel . ’ ” 3 King David made a 
covenant before the LORD at 
Hebron with all the elders of Israel, 
who had come to the king at Hebron 
And they anointed David king of 
Israel. 'David was 30 years old 
when he started to rule and was 
king for 40 years. 5 He was king of 
Judah in Hebron for 7 years and r» 
months; then he was king for 33 
years in Jerusalem over all Israel 
and Judah. 

Jerusalem Captured and 
Enlarged 

“Then the king and his men went 
to Jerusalem against the Jebusites. 
who lived in the country. They told 
David, “You will not get in here

grown drowsy and had fallen asleep. 
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unless you drive away the blind and 
the lame,” meaning that David could 
never get in there. 7 But David 
conquered the fortress of Zion, that 
is. the city of David. 8 That day 
David said. “Anyone who wants to 
defeat the Jebusites must reach the 
lame and the blind despised by me 
by using the water shaft.“ c So 
there is a saying: “The blind and the 
lame! He will not get into the 
house.” 9 David lived in the fortress 
and called it the city of David. And 
David built it up all around from the 
Millo d and inward. 10 David grew 
more and more powerful, the LORD, 
the God of armies, being with him. 

"Then Hiram, king of Tyre, sent 
messengers to David, and cedar 
trees, carpenters, stonecutters for 
walls, and they built a palace for 
David. ,2 So David realized the 
LORD had established him as king of 
Israel and exalted his kingdom for 
the sake of His people Israel. 

"David took more concubines and 
wives at Jerusalem after he had 
come there from Hebron, and more 
sons and daughters were born to 
David. "These are the names of 
the children he had in Jerusalem: 
Shammua, Shobab. Nathan. 
Solomon. "Ibhar. Elishua, Nepheg, 
Japhia, ,fi Elishama. Eliada. and 
Eliphelet. 

Philistines Defeated 

‘When the Philistines heard 
David had been anointed king of 
Israel, they all came up to search for 
David. David heard about it and 
went dowm to the fortress. ,0 The 
Philistines had come and overran 
the valley of Rephaim. 


,B David asked the LORD, ‘‘Should 
I go up against the Philistines? Will 
You put them in my hands?” 

“Go up,” the LORD told David, 
“because I will certainly put the 
Philistines in your hands." 

20 David came to Baal-perazim. 
and David defeated them there. 
“The LORD has broken my enemies 
before me,” he said, ‘‘like a flood 
breaking through.” That is why that 
place is called Baal-perazim. e 
2, They left their idols there, and 
David and his men took them away. 

22 The Philistines again came up 
and overran the valley of 
Rephaim. 23 When David asked the 
LORD, He said, “Don’t go up now 
but go around behind them and 
come at them from opposite the 
balsam trees. 24 When you hear the 
sound of marching in the tops of the 
balsam trees, act quickly because 
the LORD is leading you to defeat 
the army of the Philistines.” 
2s David did as the LORD ordered 
him, and he defeated the Philistines 
from Gibeon f as far as Gezer. 

David Brings the Ark to 
Jerusalem 

6 David again gathered all the 
chosen men of Israel. 30.000 
men. 2 David and all the people 
with him started out from Baalah of 
Judah and went to bring up from 
there God's ark that bore the name 
of the LORD of armies who sits 
enthroned over the cherubim. 
s They put God’s ark on a new wagon 
and took it from Abinadab’s home on 
the hill. ‘And they carried it from 
Abinadab’s home on the hill; Uzzah 
and Ahio. Abinadab’s sons, were

all kinds of wooden instruments and 
with lyres, lutes, tambourines, 
castanets, and cymbals. 

6 But when they came to the 
threshing-floor of Nacon, Uzzah, 
reached for God’s ark and held it, 
because the oxen stumbled. 7 The 
LORD got very angry with Uzzah 
and God struck him down there for 
his fault. So he died beside the 
sacred ark. 

“David felt angry because the 
LORD had attacked Uzzah. That 
place is still called Attack-of-Uzzah 
today. “That day David was afraid 
of the LORD. “How can the LORD’S 
ark come to me?” he asked. ,0 And 
so David didn’t want to bring the 
LORD’S ark with him to the city of 
David but took it aside to the home of 
Obed-edom, who was from 
Gath. n The ark stayed at the home 
of Obed-edom from Gath for three 
months, and the LORD blessed 
Obed-edom and his whole family. 

,2 King David was told, “The LORD 
has blessed Obed-edom’s home, and 
everything he has on account of 
God's ark.” Then David went to 
bring up the sacred ark with joy 
from Obed-edom’s home to the city 
of David. ,J When those who 
carried the LORD’S ark had gone six 
steps, he sacrificed a bull and a 
fattened calf. M And David danced 
before the LORD with all his might, 
wearing a linen priestly apron 
fastened by a belt. ,s So David and 
all Israel brought up the LORD’S ark 
with shouts of joy and the blowing of 
horns. 

16 When the LORD’S ark came to 
the city of David, Michal, Saul’s 
daughter, was looking out of a 


window, and she saw King David 
leaping and dancing before the 
LORD and felt contempt for him. 
,7 They brought the LORD’S ark and 
set it in its place inside the tent 
David had put up for it, and David 
sacrificed burnt offerings and peace 
offerings before the LORD. '“When 
David finished offering burnt 
offerings and peace offerings, he 
blessed the people in the name of the 
LORD of armies. ,e He also 
distributed to all the people, to the 
whole crowd of Israelites, to each 
man and woman, one loaf of bread, 
a piece of meat, one cake of raisins: 
and then all the people went home. 

20 When David returned to bless 
his family, Michal, Saul’s daughter, 
came out to meet David. “What 
honor did Israel’s king get himself 
today,” she asked, “exposing 
himself today before the eyes of his 
servants’ maids as only one of the 
vulgar fellows would strip himself?” 

21 “I danced before the LORD,” 
David answered Michal. “He chose 
me rather than your father and all 
his family, and He appointed me 
leader of Israel, the LORD’S people. 
I will celebrate before the 
LORD, 22 and I will abase myself 
even more than this. And even if I 
am considered low in your eyes, the 
slave girls of whom you speak will 
hold me in honor.” 

23 Michal, Saul’s daughter, had no 
child till the day she died. 

The Lord’s Promise to David 

After the LORD gave the king 
rest from fighting his enemies 
all around him and he was settled 
at home, 2 the king said to the 
prophet Nathan, “Look, I’m living in 
a cedar palace, while God’s ark is 
lodged within the curtains of a 
tent.” 
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’’‘Go," Nathan told the king, “do 
everything you have in mind, 
because the LORD is with you.” 

4 But that night the LORD spoke to 
Nathan. 5 “Go,“ He said, “tell My 
servant David, the LORD says this: 
‘Should you build Me a temple to live 
in? fi I haven’t lived in a temple 
from the day I took Israel out of 
Egypt till now. but l moved from 
place to place in a tent or a 
tabernacle. 7 In any of the places 
where I moved with all the 
Israelites, did I ever say to anyone 
of the judges* of Israel whom I 
ordered to shepherd My people 
Israel: Why haven't you built Me a 
cedar temple?’ "But now, say this 
to My servant David: ‘The LORD of 
armies says this : I took you from the 
pasture where you followed the 
sheep that you should be a leader in 
charge of My people Israel.

The LORD 
also tells you He will build a house 
for you. ,2 When your time is up, 
and you lie down with your ances¬ 
tors, I will give you a Descendant 
who will come from you. and I will 
establish His kingdom. ,3 He will 
build a temple for My name, and I 


will make the throne of His kingdom 
stand /orever. l4 I will be His 
Father, and He will be My Son. If He 
sins, I will punish Him with the rod 
of men and with blows inflicted by 
men. ,5 But I will not stop being 
kind to Him as I did to Saul whom 1 
put out of your way. ,6 Your royal 
house will stand firm before Me h 
/orever, and your throne will stand 
firm /orever.’ ” ,7 Nathan told 
David everything he heard and saw.

David's Wars 

After this David defeated 
the Philistines and made them 
his subjects and took from them the 
control of their capital city, Gath. k 

2 He defeated Moab, made the 
Moabites lie down on the ground, 
and measured them with a line. He 
measured two lines of them to be 
killed, and one whole line to be kept 
alive. The Moabites became David’s 
subjects and brought tribute. 

’When David went to set up his 
monument by the Euphrates, he also 
defeated Hadadezer, Rehob’s son. 
king of Zobah. 4 David took from him 
1.700 horsemen and 20,000 footmen. 


and David cut the leg tendons of ail 
the chariot horses, leaving only 100 
of them. 5 When the Aramaeans of 
Damascus came to help Hadadezer, 
king of Zobah, David struck down 
22,000 Aramaeans. B David put 
garrisons among the Aramaeans 
around Damascus, and they became 
subject to him and brought tribute. 
The LORD gave victory to David 
everywhere he went. ’David took 
the golden shields carried by 
Hadadezer's servants and brought 
them to Jerusalem. B And from 
Betah and Berothah. Hadadezer’s 
cities. King David took a large 
quantity of bronze. 

9 When Tou, king of Hamath, 
heard David had defeated Hada¬ 
dezer's whole army, '°he sent his 
son Joram to King David to greet him 
and congratulate him for fighting 
and defeating Hadadezer, since 
there had often been war between 
Hadadezer and Tou. and Joram 
brought with him articles of gold, 
silver, and bronze. ‘’King David 
gave these as a holy possession to 
the LORD, together with the silver 
and gold from all the people he 
conquered: u Edom, Moab. Am¬ 
mon, the Philistines, Amalek, and 
some of the spoil from Hadadezer. 
Rehob’s son and king of Zobah. 
’’David made a name for himself, on 
his return, by striking down 18,000 
men of Edom in the Valley of 
Salt. M He put garrisons every¬ 
where in Edom, and all the Edomites 
were subject to David. So the LORD 
gave David victory everywhere he 
went. 

,s David ruled all Israel, judging all 
of his people fairly and acting 
righteously toward them. ,fi Joab.

"Is there still anyone left of 
Saul’s family.” David asked, “to 
whom I can be kind for Jonathan’s 
sake?" 

2 Saul's family had a servant 
whose name was Ziba. He was 
called to come to David. “Are you 
Ziba?" The king asked him. 

"Your servant!” he answered. 

""Isn’t there still someone of 
Saul’s family.” David asked, “to 
whom I can bring God’s kindness?" 

"Jonathan has a son with crippled 
feet," Ziba answered the king. 

’"Where is he?” The king asked 
him. 

"He is at the home of Machir. 
Ammiel's son. at Lo-debar,” Ziba 
answered the king. 

"King David sent men to get him 
from the home of Machir, Ammiel's 
son. at Lo-debar. 6 When Mephibo- 
sheth. the son of Jonathan and 
grandson of Saul, came to David, he 
bowed down to the ground to show 
his respect. 

"Mephibosheth!” David said to 
him. 

”1 am your servant!” he an¬ 
swered. 

7 “Don't be afraid,” David told 
him. "I will certainly be kind to you 


for your father Jonathan's sake. I 
will give back to you all the land of 
your grandfather Saul, and you will 
always eat at my table.” 

8 ”What is your servant,” he 
answered bowing down respect¬ 
fully, “that you look at such a dead 
dog as I am?” 

“The king called for Ziba, Saul’s 
servant, and told him, “I give your 
master’s grandson everything that 
belonged to Saul and his family. 
’“Work the land for him. you, your 
sons, and your servants, and bring 
in the products so your master’s 
family will have food to eat, but 
Mephibosheth, your master’s grand¬ 
son, will always eat at my table.” 
Ziba had 15 sons and 20 servants. 

““Your servant," Ziba answered 
the king, “will do everything just as 
my master, the king, orders. “Then 
Mephibosheth ate at David’s table 
as one of the king’s sons. 

“Mephibosheth had a little boy 
whose name was Micah. And all 
who lived at Ziba’s home became 
Mephibosheth's servants. “So Meph¬ 
ibosheth lived in Jerusalem since he 
ate always at the king’s table. Both 
of his feet were lame. 

War with the Ammonites 

Now after this, the king 
of Ammon died, and his son 
Hanun became king in his place. 2 So 
David thought, “I will be kind to 
Hanun, the son of Nahash, as his 
father was kind to me.” David sent 
his men to comfort him in regard to 
his father. When David's men came 
to the country of the Ammonites, 3 the 
leaders of Ammon asked Hanun. 
their master: "Do you think David

and overthrow it?" 4 Then Hanun 
took David’s men, shaved off half of 
their beards, cut away half of their 
garments up to their buttocks, and 
sent them away. 

5 When David heard the news, he 
sent men to meet them because 
those men felt deeply ashamed. 
"Stay in Jericho," the king told 
them, "until your beards have 
grown, and then come back." 

6 When the Ammonites saw they 
had made themselves odious to 
David, they sent men to hire the 
Aramaeans of Beth-rehob and the 
Aramaeans of Zobah, 20,000 foot 
soldiers, the king of Maacah with 
1,000 men, and 12,000 men of 
Tob. 7 When David heard about it, 
he sent Joab and the whole army and 
the special forces. 8 The Am¬ 
monites went out and took battle 
positions at the entrance of the gate, 
while the Aramaeans of Zobah and 
of Rehob and the men of Tob and 
Maacah were by themselves in the 
open country. 

e When Joab saw he was threat¬ 
ened with attack in front and 
behind, he took select troops from 
all the men of Israel and got them 
ready to meet the Aramaeans. ,0 He 
put his brother Abishai in charge of 
the rest of the troops who got them 
ready to meet the Ammonites. n “lf 
the Aramaeans are too strong for 
me," he said, "be ready to help me. 
But if the Ammonites are too strong 
for you. I’ll come to help you. ,2 Be 
bold and let us prove ourselves 
strong for our people and for the 
cities of our God, and the LORD will 
do what to Him is right." 

,3 Then Joab and his troops 


advanced to fight the Aramaeans, 
and they fled from him. When the 
Ammonites saw the Aramaeans had 
fled, M they also fled from Abishai 
and went into the city. Then Joab 
withdrew from the Ammonites and 
returned to Jerusalem. 

,5 The Aramaeans saw Israel had 
defeated them, and they rallied 
their forces. ,6 Hadadezer sent and 
got Aramaeans from beyond the 
Euphrates, and they came to Helam, 
with Shobach, the captain of 
Hadadezer’s army, leading them. 

,7 When David heard the news, he 
gathered all Israel, crossed the 
Jordan, and came to Helam where 
the Aramaeans got ready to meet 
David in battle, and they fought with 
him. ,0 The Aramaeans fled from 
Israel, and David killed 700 chariot 
drivers and 40,000 horsemen, and he 
struck down Shobach, the captain of 
their army, so that he died there. 

l9 When all the kings who were 
subject to Hadadezer saw Israel had 
defeated them, they made peace 
with Israel and became subject to 
them. Then the Aramaeans were 
afraid to help the Ammonites 
anymore. 

David Sins 

In the spring, the time 
when kings go out to bat¬ 
tle, David sent Joab with his officers 
and all Israel, and they ravaged the 
Ammonites and besieged Rabbah. 
But David stayed in Jerusalem. 

2 Late one afternoon the king got 
up from his bed for a walk on the 
roof of the royal palace, and from 
the roof he saw a woman bathing, 
and the woman was very beautiful. 
s David sent someone to ask about 
the woman and was told, "This is 
Bathsheba, the daughter of Eliam 
and wife of Uriah the Hittite." 4 Then 
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David senl messengers to get her. 
She came to him, and he lay with her 
(she had just cleansed herself from 
her uncleanness). Then she went 
hack home. 5 The woman con¬ 
ceived. and she sent someone to tell 
David. “I am pregnant." 

"David sent a messenger to Joab: 

Send me Uriah the Hittite " Joab 
sent Uriah to David. 7 When Uriah 
came to him, David asked him how 
Joab and the troops were and how 
the war was going. 

fl ”Go down to your home," David 
told Uriah, "and wash your feet and 
relax." Uriah left the king’s palace, 
and a present of food from the king 
lollowed him. 9 But Uriah slept at 
the entrance of the royal palace 
with his master's men and didn’t go 
down to his home. ,0 David was 
told, "Uriah didn’t go home." 

So David asked Uriah, "Didn’t you 
come in from traveling? Why didn’t 
you go home?" 

’’Uriah answered David, "The 
Lord's ark as well as the men of 
Israel and Judah are under tents, 
and my master Joab and my lord’s 
men are camping in the field: should 
I. then, go home to eat and drink and 
lie with my wife? As sure as you’re 
living. 1 will not do that!" 

‘"‘Stay here today also," David 
told Uriah, "and tomorrow I’ll send 
you away." So Uriah stayed in 
Jerusalem that day. The next 
day ’’David called him, and he ate 
and drank with David, who made 
him drunk. But in the evening he 
went out to lie down on his bed with 
his master's men and still didn't go 
clown to his home. 

l4 In the morning David wrote a 
letter to Joab and had Uriah take it 


with him. ,s ln the letter he wrote: 
"Put Uriah out in front where the 
fighting is fiercest: then withdraw 
from him so that he’ll be struck 
down and die." 

,6 And so Joab, planning the siege 
of the city, put Uriah at a place 
where he knew they were facing the 
boldest warriors. ,7 The men of the 
city came out and fought with Joab, 
and some of the troops—some of 
David’s men—fell and died, includ¬ 
ing Uriah the Hittite. ‘“Then Joab 
sent David a complete report of the 
battle. ‘“"When you finish telling 
the king all about the battle," he 
instructed the messenger, zo "and 
the king should happen to get angry 
and ask you, ‘Why did you go near 
the city to fight? Didn’t you know 
they would shoot from the wall? 
2, Who killed Abimelech, Jerubbaal’s 
son? m Didn’t a woman from the 
wall throw an upper millstone on 
him, and so he died in Thebez? Why 
did you go near the wall?’ then say, 
’Your servant Uriah the Hittite also 
is dead.’ ’’ 

“The messenger left and came 
and told David everything Joab sent 
him to tell. And David was angry 
with Joab. "Why did you go near the 
city to fight? Didn't you know you 
would be shot at from off the wall? 
Who killed Abimelech, Jerubbaal’s 
son? Didn’t a woman throw a 
millstone on him from the wall? Why 
did you go near the wall?" 11 
“"Their men. showing superior 
strength," the messenger said, 
"came out against us in the field: 
then we drove them back to the 
entrance of the gate. “The archers 
shot down from the wall at your 
men. and some of the king’s men

“When Uriah’s wife heard her 
husband Uriah was dead, she 
mourned for her husband. J7 When 
the mourning was over, David sent 
for her and took her to his home, and 
she became his wife; and they had a 
son. But what David did was wrong 
before the LORD. 

"You Are the Man/'* 

And the Lord sent Nathan 
to David. Nathan came to 
him and said. "There were two men 
in a city. One was rich and the other 
was poor. 2 The rich man had many 
sheep and cows, 3 but the poor man 
had only one little female lamb he 
had bought and raised. It grew up 
with him and his children. It used to 
eat what little food he had and drink 
from his cup. It rested in his arms 
and was like a daughter to him. 

4 "A man came to visit the rich 
man, and he didn't like to take any of 
his own sheep or cattle to prepare 
food for the traveler who had come 
to him. So he took the poor man’s 
lamb and prepared it for the man 
who had come to him." 

5 David got very angry at the man. 
"As the LORD lives," he told 
Nathan, "the man who did this must 
die! 6 And he must pay back four 
times the price of the lamb because 
he did this and had no pity." 

7 "You are the man!" Nathan told 
David. "The LORD, the God of 
Israel, says this: *1 anointed you king 


of Israel and rescued you from 
Saul. "I gave you your master s 
family and put your master’s wives 
into your arms. I gave you the people 
of Israel and Judah. And if that isn’t 
enough. I would give you more like 
that. 9 Whv did you despise whal 
the LORD says and do what is wrong 
before Him? You struck down Uriah 
the Hittite with the sword and took 
his wife to be your wife. You killed 
him with the sword of the Am¬ 
monites. 10 And now the sword will 
not leave your family because you 
despised Me and took the wife of 
Uriah the Hittite to be your wife.' 
"The LORD says this : ‘I will stir up 
evil against you in your own family, 
and before your own eyes I will take 
your wives and give them to your 
neighbor, who will openly lie with 
your wives. l2 You did this secretlv.

,3 "I have sinned against the 
LORD," David said to Nathan. 

"The LORD also has put away 
your sin." Nathan answered David. 
"You will not die. "But since you 
have made the LORD’S enemies con¬ 
temptuous 0 by this affair, the 
son you have must die.” “Then 
Nathan went home. 

Then the LORD struck the child 
Uriah’s wife had given David, and it 
got sick. “David pleaded with the 
LORD for the child, and David 
fasted and would go in and lie on the 
floor all night. ,7 The elders of his 
palace came and stood beside him to 
raise him from the ground, but he 
refused and also wouldn't eat with 
them. 

“On the seventh day the child 
died. But David’s servants were 
afraid to tell him the child was dead.

,9 But when David saw his 
servants whispering to one another, 
he realized the child was dead. “Is 
the child dead?” he asked his 
servants. 

“It is dead,” they answered. 

20 David got up from the floor, 
bathed, anointed himself, changed 
his clothes, and went into the 
LORD'S house to worship. Then he 
went home. At his request they 
served him some food, and he ate. 

: '“Explain to us what you did.” his 
servants said to him: “You fasted 
and wept for the child when it was 
alive, but as soon as the child died, 
you got up and ate.” 

22 “As long as the child was alive.” 
he said. “I fasted and wept, because 
I thought: ‘Who can tell? The LORD 
may be kind to me and let the child 
live.’ 23 But now that he’s dead, 
why should 1 fast? Can 1 bring him 
back? I will go to him, but he will not 
come back to me.” 

24 David comforted his wife 
Bathsheba, and he came to her and 
lay with her. She gave birth to a son, 
whom he called Solomon. The LORD 
loved him 2i and sent a message by 
the prophet Nathan that he should 
be called “the LORD’S loved one” 
for the LORD'S sake.P 

Rabbah Captured 

2,, Ioab fought against Rabbah. the 
Ammonite city, and took the king’s 
section of the city. 27 So Joab sent 
messengers to David. “I fought 
against Rabbah.” he said. “I also 
took the water supply of the city.

28 And now gather the rest of the 
army, and besiege the city and take 
it; otherwise I will take the city, and 
it will be named after me.” 29 David 
gathered the whole army, came to 
Rabbah, fought against it, and 
conquered it. 30 He took the crown 
from the head of Milcom*!—it weighed 
a talent of gold and had a precious 
stone in it —and it was fitted for 
David’s head. He also took away 
from the city a great quantity of 
spoil. 3l He brought away the 
people who were there and put them 
to work with saws, iron harrows, 
and iron axes, and he made them 
work with brick moulds. He did the 
same with all the Ammonite towns.

Amnon and Tamar 

Later the following happened. 
Absalom. David's son, had 
a beautiful sister.

2 Amnon felt so 
anxious about his half-sister Tamar 
he got sick, because she was a virgin 
and he found it impossible to make 
love to her. 

3 But Amnon had a friend by the 
name of Jonadab. a son of Shimea. 
David’s brother. Jonadab was a very 
smart man. 4 “Why are you, the 
king's son, so haggard morning after 
morning?” he asked him. “Won’t 
you tell me?” 

“I'm in love with Tamar, Ab¬ 
salom’s sister.” he answered. 

5 ”Lie down on your bed,” Jonadab 
told him. “Act sick, and when your 
father comes to see you, tell him, 
‘Please let my sister Tamar come 
and feed me and prepare food 

^Ammonite idol 
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before me so that I can watch her 
and eat from her hand.’ 

6 Amnon lay down and acted sick, 
and the king came to see him. 
“Please let my sister Tamar come,” 
Amnon asked the king, “and make 
some bread before me and let me eat 
from her hand.” 

7 David sent for Tamar at the 
palace. “Please go to the home of 
your brother Amnon,” he said, “and 
prepare food for him.” fl So Tamar 
went to her brother Amnon’s home. 
He was lying down. She took the 
dough, kneaded it, made flat loaves 
while he was watching her, and 
baked the loaves. 9 Then she took 
the pan and emptied it out before 
him; but he refused to eat. “Have 
everybody leave me,” he said. And 
everybody left him. 

"“Bring the food into the bed¬ 
room,” Amnon told Tamar, “so I can 
eat from your hand.” 

Tamar took the loaves she had 
prepared and brought them into the 
bedroom to her brother Amnon. 
"When she brought them to him to 
eat, he took hold of her. “Come,” he 
told her, “lie with me. my sister.” 

12 “No, my brother,” she told him, 
“don't rape me; that shouldn’t be 
done in Israel. Don't do such an 
ungodly thing!

Absalom Kills Awn on 

"After two full years Absalom 
had men shearing sheep at Baal- 
hazor. which is near Ephraim, and 
Absalom invited all the king’s 
sons. "Absalom went to the king. 
“I, your servant, have men shearing 
sheep,” he said. “Do you and your 
men desire to go with your ser¬ 
vant?” 

""No, my son,” the king answered 
Absalom. “Let us not all go, or we'll

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be a burden to you.” Even when he 
continued to urge him, David 
refused to go, but he gave him his 
blessing.

27 But when 
Absalom urged him, he let Amnon 
and all the king's sons go with him. 

’“Then Absalom gave an order to 
his young men. “Watch now,” he 
said. “When the wine makes Amnon 
feel good. I'll tell you, ‘Strike 
Amnon.' Then kill him. Don't be 
afraid. I've given you the order, 
haven't I? Be strong and bold.” 

29 Absalom's servants did to 
Amnon as Absalom had ordered. 
Then all the king’s sons got up and 
fled, each one riding his mule. 
’“While they were on their way, the 
news reached David: “Absalom has 
murdered all the king’s sons, and 
not a single one is left.” ’’The king 
got up and tore his clothes and lay 
down on the ground, and all his 
servants also stood there with their 
clothes lorn. 

’’Then Jonadab the son of 
Shimeah. David’s brother, spoke up. 
“My lord should not think.” he said, 
“that all the young men, the king's 
sons, have been killed; only Amnon 
is dead. Absalom decided to do this 
the day his brother raped his sister 
Tamar. ”Now then, my lord the 
king shouldn't burden his heart with 
the idea that all the king’s sons are 
dead, because only Amnon is 
dead l4 and Absalom has fled.”

“Please act like a mourner,” 
he told her “and dress in mourning 
clothes. Don’t anoint yourself with 
oil, but act like a woman who for a 
long while has been mourning over a 
dead person. ’Go to the king and 
tell him this.” Then Joab told her 
what to say. 

4 The woman of Tekoa went in to 
the king, bowed down to the ground 
to show her respect for him. “Help.

,0 “If anyone says anything against 
you,” the king said, “bring him to 
me, and he’ll never harm you 
again.” 

"“May the king pray to the LORD 
your God,” she said, “in order to 
keep the avenger of blood from 
doing great harm and destroying my 
son.” 

“As the LORD lives,” he said, 
“not a hair of your son will fall to 
the ground.” 

"“Please,” the woman said, “let 
me say something else to ray lord the 
king.” 

“Speak,” he said. 

"“When the king is saying this, he 
is condemning himself,” she said. 
“Why have you devised such a thing 
against God’s people that the king 
doesn’t bring back the one he ban¬ 
ished? ,4 We all die and are poured 
on the ground like water that can’t 
be gathered again. But does not God 
spare life? He never plans to keep 
the one who is banished in exile. 
"And now I’ve come to say this to my 
lord the king because the people 
frightened me. So your maidservant 
thought, *1 will talk to the king. 
Perhaps the king will do something 
for me. "The king will listen and 
rescue his maidservant from the 


man who wants to cut me and my 
son off from God's heritage.' l? Your 
maidservant thought that my lord 
the king would reassure me. since 
my lord the king is like God’s angel 
in his understanding of right and 
wrong. The LORD your God be with 
you!” 

"“Please don’t hide from me 
anything I ask you." the king told the 
woman. 

“My lord the king will please 
speak.” the woman answered. 

"“Isn’t Joab behind you in all 
this?” the king asked. 

“By your life, my lord the king/' 
the woman answered, “no one can 
get away, right or left, from any¬ 
thing my lord the king says. Yes, 
your servant Joab ordered me and 
told your maidservant to say 
everything I said. IO Your servant 
Joab has done this to give this affair 
a different direction. And my lord is 
as wise as God’s angel so that he 
knows everything on earth.” 

"“Well then,” the king told Joab. 
“I will do this. You may go and bring 
back the young man Absalom.” 

"Then Joab bowed with his face 
on the ground, showing his respect, 
and he blessed the king. “Todav 
your servant knows.” he said, “that 
my lord the king is kind to me 
because the king has done what his 
servant wanted.” 

"Joab got up. He went to Geshur 
and brought Absalom back to 
Jerusalem. I4 ”He should go to his 
own home,” the king said, “and not 
see me.” So Absalom went to his 
home and didn’t see the king. 

"Now in all Israel there was no 
one so much to be praised for his 
beauty as Absalom. There was no 
blemish on him from the sole of his 
foot to the crown of his head. w At 
the end of every year he used to cut 
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his hair because it felt heavy on him. 
When he cut off the hair of his head 
and weighed it. it weighed almost 200 
shekels according to the royal 
weight. 27 Absalom had three sons 
and one daughter whose name was 
Tamar. She was a beautiful woman. 

2B Absalom stayed two full years in 
Jerusalem without seeing the 
king. 29 So Absalom sent for Joab to 
send him to the king, but Joab 
refused to come to him. He sent for 
him again, and he refused to 
come. 30 So he told his servants: 
‘ See, Joab's field is near mine, and 
he has barley on it. Go and set it on 
fire.” So Absalom's servants set it 
on fire. 

3, Then Joab went to Absalom at 
his home. “Why did your servants 
set my field on fire?” he asked. 

32 “1 sent someone to you,” 
Absalom answered Joab, “to tell you 
to come here because 1 wanted to 
send you to the king to ask him, 
‘Why did I come from Geshur? It 
would be better for me if 1 were still 
there. Let me see the face of the king 
now! If I’m guilty of anything, you 
should kill me.’ ” 

33 Then Joab went to the king and 
told him. He called for Absalom. He 
came to the king and bowed down 
with his face on the ground before 
the king, and the king kissed 
Absalom. 

Absalom Rebels 

Soon after this, Absalom 
provided himself with a 
chariot and horses and 50 men to 
run ahead of him. 2 Absalom used 
to get up early and stand by the road 
leading to the gate. When any man 
had a case to be tried before the 
king, Absalom would ask him. 
“Which town are you from?” 

“Your servant is from such and 


such a tribe in Israel,” would be the 
answer. 

3 “See," Absalom would say to 
him, “your claims are good and 
right, but the king hasn’t appointed 
anyone to hear you.” 4 “I wish,” Absa¬ 
lom would say, “someone would make 
me judge in the land. Then anyone 
who had a case to be tried would 
come to me, and I would give him 
justice.” 5 When anyone came near 
to bow down to him, he would reach 
out, take hold of him, and kiss 
him. B This is what Absalom did to 
all Israelites who came to the king to 
have him try their case. And so he 
stole the hearts of the men of Israel. 

7 At the end of 4 years Absalom 
said to the king, “Let me go to 
Hebron and pay my vow I made to 
the LORD. 8 Your servant made a 
vow while he was living at Geshur in 
Araw: ‘If the LORD will bring me 
back to Jerusalem,’ I said, ‘I will 
serve the LORD at Hebron.’ ” 

9 “Go in peace,” the king told him. 

So he left and went to Hebron. 
,0 But secretly Absalom sent mes¬ 
sengers to all the tribes of Israel, 
saying: “When you hear the sound 
of the horn, say, ‘Absalom is now 
king in Hebron.’ ” 

“Two hundred men from Jeru¬ 
salem, who had been invited, went 
with Absalom. They went innocent¬ 
ly, without knowing anything. 
,2 While Absalom was offering 
sacrifices, he sent for Ahithophel. 
David's adviser who was from Giloh, 
to come from his town, Giloh. 
Meanwhile the conspiracy grew 
stronger, and the number of people 
with Absalom kept getting larger. 

"Someone came to tell David: 
“The hearts of the men of Israel are 
with Absalom.” 

,4 “Up and let’s flee,” David told 
all his men who were with him in

Jerusalem, “otherwise we’ll not 
escape from Absalom. Hurry and 
get away, or he’ll catch up with us 
and bring disaster on us when he 
puts the city to the sword.” 

,5 “We are your servants,” the 
king’s men told the king, “ready for 
anything my lord the king decides.” 

,6 The king left on foot and his 
whole family went with him except 
10 concubines whom the king left 
behind to take care of the palace. 
,7 As the king went out on foot, all the 
people went with him, and they 
stopped at the last house. ,B All his 
men passed by him; all the Chereth- 
ites, all the Pelethites, Ittai and all 
the Gittites—600 men who had 
followed him from Gath—were 
marching by the king. 

I9 The king asked Ittai from Gath: 
“Why should you go with us? Go 
back and stay with the king since 
you are a foreigner and an exile 
from your homeland. 20 You came to 
us only yesterday, and should I 
today make you wander around with 
me when I don't know where I'm 
going? Go back, take the men from 
your country with you, and may the 
LORD show you kindness and 
faithfulness.” 

21 “As the LORD lives, and by the 
life of my lord the king, no!” Ittai 
answered the king. “Wherever my 
lord the king is, either in death or 
life, your servant will be there.” 

22 “Come along,” David told Ittai. 
So Ittai from Gath went ahead with 
all his men and all his family who 
were with him. 

23 The whole country was weeping 
out loud as all the people were 
moving forward, and the king was 
crossing the Kidron valley, and all 
the people were moving along on the 
road to the wilderness. 24 There 
was also Zadok, and all the Levites 


were with him, carrying the ark of 
the covenant of God. They set down 
God’s ark beside Abiathar till all the 
people had completely left the city. 

25 “Take God’s ark back to the 
city,” the king told Zadok. “If the 
LORD will be kind to me, He will lei 
me come back and see both it and 
His dwelling place again. 26 But if 
He says, ‘I don’t delight in you,’ I’m 
ready. He may do to me what He 
thinks is right.” 

27 “Do you see?” the king asked 
Zadok the priest. “Go back to the 
city peacefully, and take with you 
both your son Ahimaaz and Abia- 
thar’s son Jonathan. ZB Now look. 
I’ll wait at the fords of the 
wilderness till I get news from 
you.” 2e So Zadok and Abiathar 
took God’s ark back to Jerusalem 
and stayed there. 

30 David was going up the Mount of 
Olives, weeping as he went up, with 
his head covered and walking 
barefoot. And everyone of the 
people with him covered his head, 
and they wept as they went up. 

3, Then someone told David. 
“Ahithophel is among those con¬ 
spiring with Absalom.” “LORD,'' 
David said, “Make Ahithophel's 
advice foolish.” 

32 When David came to the top. 
where people worshiped God. 
Hushai the Archite was there to 
meet him; his garment was torn and 
he had dirt on his head. 33 “If you 
go with me,” David told him. “you 
will only be a burden to me. 34 But if 
you go back to the city and tell 
Absalom, ‘King, I will be your 
servant. As I was your father's 
servant in the past, I will now be 
your servant,’ then you will help me 
by defeating Ahithophel’s advice. 
35 The priests Zadok and Abiathar 
will be with you there, will they not? 
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When vou hear anything from the 
king's palace, tell it to the priests 
Zodok and Abialhar. "They have 
two sons with them: Zadok has 
Ahimaaz. and Abiathar has Jona¬ 
than. Send them to report to me 
anyCiing you hear." j7 So Hushai. 
David's friend, went into the city 
just as Absalom was entering 
Jerusalem. 

Ziba Seeks His Own Interests 

When David had come a 
little over the top of the 
mount. Ziba, Mephibosheth's ser¬ 
vant. met him with a couple of 
donkeys that were saddled and 
loaded with 200 loaves of bread. 100 
clusters of raisins. 100 portions of 
summer fruit, and a skin of wine. 

2 ”Why did you bring these?” 
David asked Ziba. 

‘ The donkeys are for the king’s 
family to ride on," Ziba answered. 
“The bread and the summer fruits 
are for the young men to eat.

out cursing. h And he threw stones 
at David and King David's men. 
although all the people and all the 
warriors were to the right and left 
of him. 7 Cursing, Shimei said, “Get 
out, get out. you bloody man! You 
scoundrel! The LORD pays you 
back for all the slaughter of the 
family of Saul whom you succeeded 
as king. The LORD is giving the 
kingdom to your son Absalom, and 
now you’re in trouble because 
you're a bloody man.” 

9 ”Why should this dead dog curse 
my lord the king?” Abishai, Zeru- 
iah's son, asked the king. “Let me go 
over there and tear off his head.” 

l0 ”What has this to do with you, 
you sons of Zeruiah?” the king said. 
“Let him curse. If the LORD has told 
him, ‘Curse David,’ should anyone 
ask, ‘Why do you do that?' ” "“Look 
at my own son,” David told Abishai 
and all his men. “He has come from 
my body, and even he’s trying to kill 
me. Why, then, shouldn’t this 
Benjamite do this? Let him curse if 
the LORD has told him lo do 
it. ,2 Perhaps the LORD will look at 
my misery and turn his curse into a 
blessing today.” 

’’As David and his men went along 
the road. Shimei was walking along 
a terrace of the hill parallel to him, 
and as he walked along, he was 
cursing and hurling stones at him on 
the other side and throwing dirt. 
M The king and all the people with 
him reached the Jordan 1 ex¬ 
hausted, and he rested there. 

Hushai and Ahitbophel with 
Absalom 

,5 Absalom and all the people, the 
men of Israel, came into Jerusalem, 
and Ahithophel was with him. 
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,s Hushai the Archite, a friend of 
David, came to Absalom. “Long live 
the king!'* Hushai said to Absalom. 
“Long live the king!'* 

,7 “Is that how kind you are to your 
friend?" Absalom asked Hushai. 
“Why didn’t you go with your 
friend?” 

,a “No,“ Hushai answered Ab¬ 
salom. “I want to be with him whom 
the LORD, these people, and all 
Israel have chosen. And I intend to 
stay with him. ,9 And besides, 
whom should I serve? Shouldn’t it be 
his son? As I was ready to serve 
your father, so I’m ready to serve 
you.” 

““What do you advise?’’ Absalom 
asked Ahithophel. “What should I 
do?” 

z, “Have sex relations with your 
father’s concubines,” Ahithophel 
told Absalom, “whom he left to take 
care of the palace. Then all Israel 
will hear how you have made your 
father despise you, and all who are 
with you will support you even 
more.” 

zz So a tent was put up on the roof 
for Absalom, and he had intercourse 
with his father’s concubines in the 
sight of Israel. 

n In those days Ahithophel’s 
advice was like getting an answer 
from God. That is what David as 
well as Absalom thought of Ahitho- 
phel’s advice. 

“Let me choose 12,000 men,” 
Ahithophel told Absalom, 
“and start out tonight and pursue 
David. Z I will attack him while he’s 
tired and feels discouraged, and put 
him in panic. All the people who are 
with him will flee, and so I will kill 
only the king. 3 I'll return all the 


people to you as a bride returns to 
her husband. Since you seek the life 
of only one man, u all the people 
will have peace.” 'Absalom and 
all the elders of Israel thought it was 
a good plan. 

5 “Please call also Hushai the 
Archite." Absalom said, “and let us 
also hear what he has to say." 

6 Hushai came to Absalom. 
“Ahithophel has spoken like this.' 
Absalom said to him. “Should we do 
what he says? If not. tell us.” 

7 “Ahithophel's advice is not good 
this time,” Hushai told Absalom. 
8 “You know your father and his 
men,” Hushai said. “They are 
warriors as fierce as a bear robbed 
of her young in the field. Your father 
is a soldier; he will not rest tonight 
with the people. *He has already 
hidden in one of the pits or some 
other place. If it should be that some 
of the men fall in the beginning and 
anyone hears about it and says, ‘The 
troops that follow Absalom have 
been defeated,’ l0 then even a bold 
man with a heart like a lion would 
lose his courage, because all Israel 
knows what a warrior your father is 
and what mighty men those are who 
follow him. "Yes, my advice is: 
Gather around you all Israel from 
Dan to Beersheba. as many as the 
sand by the sea, and you yourself go 
into battle. "Then we’ll move 
against him in some place wherever 
he may be found, and we’ll fall on 
him as dew falls on the ground, and 
neither he nor any of his men will be 
left alive.

David mustered the troops 
that were with him and ap¬ 
pointed over them commanders of 
thousands and of hundreds.

8 The fighting 
spread over the whole country, and 
that day the wooded areas devoured 
more people than the sword. 

9 Absalom happened to get in front 
of some of David’s men. Absalom 
was riding on a mule, and the mule 
went under the tangled branches of 
a large tree, and his head was 
caught in the tree, and so he was 
suspended w between heaven and 
earth when the mule that was under 
him ran away. ,0 A man who saw 
him told Joab, “I saw Absalom 
hanging in a tree.” 

““What! You saw that!” Joab 


said to the man who told him. “Why 
didn’t you strike him to the ground 
right there? Then I would have felt 
obligated to give you 10 shekels of 
silver and a belt.” 

,2 “Even if I felt the weight of a 
thousand shekels of silver in my 
hand,” the man told Joab, “I 
wouldn’t raise my hand against the 
king’s son. We heard the order the 
king gave you, Abishai, and Ittai 
‘For my sake be careful with the 
young man Absalom.’ ,3 If I had 
done something treacherous to him. 
like everything it wouldn’t be hidden 
from the king. Would you have stood 
by me?” 

,4 “I shouldn't waste time with you 
like this,” Joab said. He took three 
darts in his hands and stuck them 
into Absalom while he was still alive 
in the middle of the tree. ,5 Then 10 
young men, who carried Joabs 
armor, surrounded Absalom, struck 
him, and killed him. 

,6 Joab blew the horn, and the 
troops returned from pursuing 
Israel, because Joab put a stop to 
the fighting. ,7 Some men took 
Absalom, threw him into a large pit 
in the forest, and piled a very large 
heap of stones over him. Then all 
Israel fled, everyone to his home. 

’“While he was still living. 
Absalom had taken a pillar and set 
it up for himself: it is in the king’s 
valley. “I have no son,” he said, “to 
keep the memory of my name alive.’’ 
He called the pillar by his name, and 
it is still called Absalom’s pillar 
today.

"There were a thousand men from 
Benjamin with him. Also Ziba, the 
servant of Saul's family, with his 15 
sons and 20 servants, rushed down 
to the Jordan opposite the king, 
"and they crossed the ford to bring 
the king’s family over and do 
anything else the king wanted. 

Shimei. Gera's son, bowed down 
before the king just as he was going 
to cross the Jordan. "“Don’t count 
the sin against me,” he asked the 
king, “and don’t remember the 
wrong your servant did the day my 
lord the king left Jerusalem, or take 
it to heart. 20 I, your servant, know I 
have sinned, and you see how today 
I have come as the first of all the 
people of Joseph to go down to meet 
my lord the king.” 

"But Abishai, Zeruiah’s son. 
answered, “Shouldn't Shimei be 
killed for cursing the LORD'S 
anointed?" 

zz “Let me alone, you sons of 
Zeruiah,” David said. “You are my 
enemies today. Should anyone in 
Israel be killed today? Don’t I know 
that today I’m king of Israel?” 

Z3 “You will not die,” the king 
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promised Shimei, and the king swore 
to it. 

“Mephibosheth. Saul’s grandson, 
went down to meet the king. He had 
not tended to his feet, trimmed his 
mustache, or washed his clothes 
from the day the king left till he 
came home in peace. 2s He came 
from Jerusalem to meet the king. 

“Why didn’t you go with me. 
Mephibosheth?’’ the king asked him. 

26 “My lord the king," he 
answered, “my servant deceived 
me. Since I, your servant, am lame, I 
said: ‘Saddle the donkey for me and 
I’ll ride on it and go with the 
king.' 27 He slandered your servant 
to my lord the king, but my lord the 
king is like God's angel. Do what you 
think is right. 28 In all my 
grandfather’s family there was no 
one you couldn't have killed, my lord 
the king, but you put your servant 
among those who eat at your table.

38 All the people crossed over the 
Jordan, and the king also crossed. 
The king kissed Barzillai and 
blessed him. So he went back home. 

40 The king went over to Gilgal, and 
Chimham went with him. All the 
people of Judah and also half of the 
people of Israel brought the king 
over. 

“Then all the men of Israel kept 
coming to the king. “Why did our 
relatives, the men of Judah, steal 
you.” they asked, “and bring the 
king and his family and men over the 
Jordan?” 

“Then all the men of Judah 
answered the men of Israel: 
“Because the king is our relative. 
And why are you angry about this? 
Did we eat the king’s food or get 
portions from him?” 

43 The men of Israel answered the 
men of Judah: “We have 10 shares 
in the king, and also a greater claim 
on David than you have. Why, then, 
do you despise us? Weren't we the 
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first to suggest bringing our king 
back?” 

The men of Judah spoke more 
harshly than the men of Israel. 

Sheba's flebeJJion 

There happened to be a 
scoundrel by the name of 
Sheba, Bichri’s son, a Benjamite. 
He blew a horn and announced, 
“We have nothing to do with David. 
There’s nothing for us in Jesse’s son. 
Everybody in Israel, go home!" 2 So all 
the men of Israel withdrew from 
David to follow Sheba, Bichri’s son. 
But the men of Judah loyally 
followed their king from the Jordan 
to Jerusalem. 

3 When David came home to 
Jerusalem, the king took the 10 
concubines he had left to look after 
the palace and put them in 
confinement, provided for them, but 
had no intercourse with them.

*“Call the men of Judah together 
for me,” the king told Amasa, “and 
in three days be here yourself.” 
5 Amasa went to call Judah, but he 
took longer than the time David gave 
him. 

6 “Now Sheba will do us more 
harm than Absalom,” David told 
Abishai. “Take your master’s men 
and go after him, or he will find 
fortified cities for himself and strike 
a vital blow at us.” 

7 Joab’s men went out after him 
with the Cherethites and Pelethites, 
and all the warriors. They left 
Jerusalem to pursue Sheba, Bichri’s 
son. "When they were at the great 
stone in Gibeon, Amasa had come 
and was there before them. Joab 
wore a military garment, held by a 
belt, and a sword in its scabbard 
was fastened by the belt to his hips. 


As he stepped forward, the sword 
fell out. B “Is it well with you, my 
cousin?” Joab asked Amasa, with 
his right hand taking hold of 
Amasa’s beard to kiss him. l0 Amasa 
wasn’t on his guard against the 
sword in Joab’s other hand.

pursued Sheba, Bichri’s son. 

M Sheba passed through all the 
tribes of Israel to Abel of 
Beth-Maacah, and all the Berites 
Those who were gathered followed 
him into the city. 15 The others 
came and besieged him in Abel of 
Beth-maacah. They put up an 
earthwork against the city, and il 
stood level with the rampart, and all 
the troops with Joab were battering 
the wall to tear it down. 

,6 Then a wise woman called from 
the city: “Listen, listen! Tell Joab, 
‘Come near, so I can talk to you.’ 

,7 He came near. “Are you Joab?” 
she asked. 

“Yes,” he answered. 

“Listen to what I say,” she told 
him. 

“I’m listening,” he answered. 

,8 So she said, “Long ago they used 
to say, ‘Be sure to ask at Abel,* 
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that's the way they settled 
matters. ,9 We are a peaceful and 
faithful people in Israel. Are you 
trying to destroy a city, a mother in 
Israel? Why should you devour the 
LORD’S inheritance?” 

20 “Far be it.” Joab answered, “far 
be it from me to devour and 
destroy. 2, That isn’t how it is. 
A man from the hills of Ephraim by 
the name of Sheba. Bichri’s son. has 
raised his hand against the king, 
against David. Just hand him over, 
and I'll withdraw from the city.” 

“His head will be thrown out to 
you through a hole in the wall.” the 
woman told Joab. “Then the wise 
woman went to all the people. They 
cut off the head of Sheba, Bichri's 
son. and threw it out to Joab. He 
blew the horn and everyone scattered 
and withdrew from the city, going 
home. Joab went back to the king in 
Jerusalem.

“Now Joab was in charge of the 
whole army of Israel. Benaiah, 
Jehoiada’s son. was over the 
Cherethites and Pelethites. 24 Adoram 
was in charge of the forced labor. 
Jehoshaphat the son of Aliilud was 
recorder.

Zadok and Abiathar were priests. 
2fi Also Ira the Jairite was a priest to 
David. 

A Famine and the Gibeonites 

There was a famine in the 
time of David for three 
successive years, and David asked 
the LORD about it. “It is on account 
of Saul,” the LORD answered, “and 
his family which is guilty of murder 
because he killed the Gibeonites,” 

The king called the Gibeonites. 
(now the Gibeonites were not a part 
of Israel, but were some of the 


people left over from the Amorites. 
Although the Israelites had sworn to 
spare them, in his zeal for Israel and 
Judah Saul had tried to destroy 
them.) 3 ”What should I do for 
you.” David asked the Gibeonites. 
“and with what should I atone for 
this, so you will bless the LORD’S 
heritage?” 

4 “We want no silver or gold from 
Saul and his family,” the Gibeonites 
answered him. “And none of us want 
to kill anyone in Israel.” 

“What do you say I should do for 
you?” he asked. 

5 ”The man who consumed us.” 
they answered the king, “who 
planned to wipe us out, to keep us 
from staying anywhere in Israel’s 
territory—“give us seven of his 
sons to hang them up before the 
LORD in Gibeah, where Saul, whom 
the LORD chose, lived.” 

“I will hand them over,” the king 
said. 

7 But the king spared Mephiboseth, 
Jonathan’s son and Saul’s grandson, 
because of the oath in the LORD'S 
name between David and Jonathan. 
Saul’s son. The king took two sons 
whom Rizpah, Aiah’s daughter, bore 
to Saul. Armoni and Mephibosheth. 
and five sons whom Merab, Saul's 
daughter, bore for Adriel the 
Meholathite, 9 and he handed them 
over to the Gibeonites, who hanged 
them before the LORD, and these 
seven died together. They were killed 
in the first harvest days when 
people started cutting barley. 

,0 Rizpah. Aiah’s daughter, took 
sackcloth and stretched it out on the 
rock for herself from the beginning 
of the harvest until rain poured from 
heaven on them. She wouldn’t let 
any birds in the sky come down on 
them by day or animals in the field 
by night. 
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‘'When David was told what 
Rizpah, Aiah’s daughter and Saul’s 
concubine did, ,2 David got the 
bones of Saul and of his son 
Jonathan from the citizens of Jabesh 
in Gilead, which they had secretly 
taken from the public square of Bet- 
shan, where the Philistines had 
hanged them when the Philistines 
killed Saul at Gilboa. ,3 And when 
he brought up the bones of Saul and 
Jonathan, the men gathered the 
bones of those who had been 
hanged, 14 and they were buried 
with the bones of Saul and his son in 
the land of Benjamin in Zela, in the 
burial place of his father Kish. They 
did everything the king ordered. 

After that, God heard the prayers 
for the country. 

The Philistines Fight Again with 
Israel 

22 

,s Once when David and his men 3H * tJ13 
went down to fight the Philistines 
David became exhausted, l6 and 
Benob, a descendant of the 
Rephaites, who had a bronze lance 
weighing 300 shekels and wore a 
new belt, captured David and 
intended to kill him. ,7 But Abishai, 
Zeruiah’s son, came to help him, 
struck down the Philistine and killed 
him. Then David’s men promised 
him with an oath, “You will never go 
out into battle with us again; you 
must not put out the lamp of Israel.” 

10 After this there was more 
fighting with the Philistines at Gob. 

And Sibbecai the Hushathite killed 
Saph, another descendant of the 
Rephaites. ‘“When more fighting 
broke out with the Philistines at 
Gob, Elhanan, son of Jair* of 
Bethlehem, killed Goliath of Gath; 
the shaft of his spear was like the 


beam used by weavers. 20 Again 
war broke out at Gath, and there 
was a tall man, a descendant of the 
Rephaites, who had 24 fingers and 
toes: six fingers on each hand and 
six toes on each foot. 2, When he 
defied Israel, Jonathan, the son of 
David’s brother Shimei, killed 
him. 22 These four, whom David and 
his men struck down, were de¬ 
scendants of the Rephaites at Gath.

a Heb obscure, but see 1 Chron 11:11 
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the son of Dodo the Ahohite, one of 
the three heroes. He was with David 
at Pas-dammim b when they defied 
the Philistines who had gathered 
there for battle, and the men of 
Israel withdrew. ,0 He attacked 
and struck down the Philistines till 
his hand got tired and stuck to his 
sword. And so the LORD won a 
great victory that day; and the army 
turned to follow him, but it was only 
to gather loot. 

"Next to him was Shammah, the 
son of Agee the Hararite. The 
Philistines had gathered at Lehi 
where there was a plot of ground 
with a full crop of lentils. The 
people fled from the Philistines. 
,2 But he stood in the middle of the 
plot and kept it from them by 
striking down the Philistines. So the 
LORD won a great victory. 

“Three of the thirty leading men 
came down to David at harvest time, 
to the cave of Adullam when a troop 
of the Philistines was camping in the 
valley of Rephaim. "While David 
was in the fortification, a garrison 
of the Philistines was at Bethlehem. 
,5 David was thirsty and he said, “I 
wish I had a drink of water from the 
well of Bethlehem that is by the 
gate.’’ "Then the three heroic men 
cut through the camp of the Philis¬ 
tines and drew water from the well 
of Bethlehem at the gate. They took 
it and brought it to David, but he 
wouldn't drink it. but poured it out 
to the LORD.

"Joab’s brother Abishai, 
Zeruiah s son, became the leader of

the thirty. He wielded his spear 
against 300 men and struck them 
down. He was famous among the 
thirty ,9 and among them he was 
honored most. So he became, their 
captain, but he didn’t come up to the 
other three. 

20 Benaiah the son of Jehoiada was 
a brave man from Kabzeel who did 
some great things. He struck down 
two lion-hearted men of Moab. He 
also went down and killed a lion in a 
pit on a day when it snowed. 2, He 
struck down a handsome Egyptian. 
The Egyptian had a spear in his 
hand; so he went down to him with a 
club, took the spear away from the 
Egyptian, and killed him with his 
own spear. “Benaiah, Jehoiada’s 
son, did these things, and he was 
famous along with the three heroic 
men. “He was honored more 
highly than the thirty, but he didn’t 
measure up to the three. David put 
him in charge of his guard. 

"One of the thirty was Joab’s 
brother Asahel, and Elhanan. 
Dodo’s son, from Bethlehem. 
"Shammah the Harodite, Elika the 
Harodite, "Helez the Paltite, Ira 
the son of Ikkesh, from Tekoa, 
27 Abiezer from Anathoth. Mebunnai 
from Hushai, 2B Zalmon the Aho¬ 
hite, Maharai from Netophah. 
2B Heled, Baanah’s son, from 
Netophah, Ittai, Ribai's son. from 
Gibeah of Benjamin, 30 Benaiah 
from Pirathon, Hiddai from the 
Gaash ravines, “Abi-albon from 
Arba, Azmaveth from Bahurim, 
12 Elihba from Shaalbon. Jashen’s 
sons, Jonathan “and Shammah the 
Hararite, Ahiam the son of Sharar 
the Hararite, "Eliphelet the son of 
Ahasbai. the son of a man from 
Maacah, Eliam. Ahithophel’s son, 
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from Gilo, M Hezrai from Carmel. 
Paarai from Arba, 36 Igal. Nathan’s 
son from Zobah. Bani of Gad, 
37 Zelek the Ammonite, Naharai from 
Beeroth, an armor-bearer of Joab.

“Let us fall into the 
LORD’S hands because He is very 
merciful; I don’t want to fall into the 
hands of men.” 

,s So the LORD sent a plague 
among the Israelites from the 
morning until the appointed time, 
and 70,000 of the people died from 
Dan to Beersheba. l6 But when the 
angel stretched out his arm to 
Jerusalem to destroy it, the LORD 
felt sorry about the disaster. “It is 
enough!” He told the angel who was 
destroying the people. “Now drop 
your hand.” The angel was at the 
threshing floor of Araunah the 
Jebusite. 

l7 David saw the angel who had 
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been striking down the people. “I 
have sinned." he told the LORD. "I 
have done this wrong. What have 
these sheep done? Please let Your 
hand be against me and against my 
father’s family." 

An Altar for the LORD 

,8 That day Gad came to David. 
"Go up," he told him, "set up an 
altar for the LORD on the threshing 
floor of Araunah the Jebusite." 

l9 David went up as Gad told him 
and the LORD ordered him. 
20 When Araunah looked down and 
saw the king and his men coming 
toward him, Araunah went out and 
kneeled with his face on the ground 
before the king. 2, "Why has my 
lord the king come to his servant?" 
Araunah asked. 

"To buy the threshing floor from 


you," David answered, "and to build 
an altar for the LORD and stop the 
plague that is among the people." 

22 "My lord the king should just 
take it and offer what he thinks is 
right. See there are the oxen for the 
burnt offering, and the threshing 
sledges and yokes of the oxen for 
fuel." 23 All this Araunah gave to 
the king and said, "May the LORD 
your God accept you." 

24 "No!" the king told Araunah. "I 
must buy it from you at a price. I will 
not offer the lord my God burnt 
offerings that cost me nothing." 

So David bought the threshing 
floor and the oxen for 50 shekels 
of silver. 25 David built an altar for 
the LORD there and offered burnt 
offerings and peace offerings. So the 
LORD heard the prayers for the 
country, and the plague in Israel 
was stopped. 
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I King David was old—far along 
in his years. Although he was 
covered with blankets, he couldn’t 
keep warm. J His men told him, “A 
young unmarried girl should be 
found for my lord the king who will 
wait on the king, take care of him, 
and lie in your arms, and so my lord 
the king will get warm." 

3 They looked for a beautiful girl in 
the whole country of Israel. They 
found Abishag of Shunem and 
brought her to the king. 4 The girl 
was very beautiful. She took care of 
the king and served him. But the 
king had no intercourse with her. 

Adonijah 's Plot 

5 Adonijah, Haggith’s son, kept 
promoting himself and saying, “I’m 
going to be king.” He provided 
himself with a chariot and horses 
and 50 men who ran ahead of him. 
6 His father had never displeased 
him by asking, “Why are you doing 
this?” He also was very handsome. 
His mother bore him after Absalom. 
7 He had dealings with Joab, 
Zeruiah’s son, and with Abiathar 
the priest. These were on his side 
and helped him. 8 But Zadok the 
priest and Benaiah, Jehoiada’s son, 
and the prophet Nathan, Shimei, 
and Rei, and David’s warriors were 
not with Adonijah. 

8 So Adonijah sacrificed sheep, 
cattle, and fattened calves at the 
Snake’s Stone, which is by the 
Fuller’s Spring. He had invited all 
his brothers, the king's sons, and all 
the men of Judah, the king’s ser¬ 
vants. ,0 But he hadn’t invited the 


prophet Nathan, Benaiah and thp 
warriors, and his brother Solomon. 

Nathan Bouses David 

"Then Nathan asked Bathsheba. 
Solomon’s mother, “Haven’t you 
heard that Adonijah, Haggith’s son, 
is becoming king, and our lord David 
doesn't know about it? "Come, 
then, let me advise you how to save 
your life and the life of your son 
Solomon. "Leave and go to King 
David and ask him, ‘Didn’t you. 
my lord the king, swear to your 
maid, “Your son Solomon will be 
king after me and will sit on mv 
throne”? How does it happen that 
Adonijah is becoming king? 
"While you’re still there and talking 
to the king. I’ll come in after you and 
confirm what you said.” 

"Bathsheba went to the king in 
the bedroom. The king was very old. 
and Abishag from Shunem was 
waiting on the king. "Bathsheba 
bowed before the king. “What do 
you want?” the king asked. 

17 “My lord,” she answered, “you 
promised your servant, swearing by 
the LORD your God, ’Your son 
Solomon will be king after me and 
will sit on my throne.' "But now. 
you see. Adonijah is becoming king, 
and you, my lord the king, don't 
know anything about it. ,9 He 
sacrificed many cattle, fat calves, 
and sheep and has invited all the 
king's sons, Abiathar the priest and 
Joab the captain of the army, but he 
hasn’t invited your servant Sol¬ 
omon. 20 A11 Israel is looking to you, 
my lord the king, to tell them who 
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should succeed my lord the king in 
sitting on his throne. 21 Otherwise 
when my lord the king will sleep 
with his fathers, I and my son 
Solomon will be considered 
offenders.” 

“While she was still talking to the 
king, the prophet Nathan came in. 
“The king was told, “Here is the 
prophet Nathan.” When he came 
before the king, he bowed down to 
the ground before the king. 24 “My 
lord the king,” Nathan said, “you 
must have said, ‘Adonijah will be 
king after me and should sit on my 
throne/ “because he went down 
today and sacrificed many cattle, 
fat calves, and sheep and invited all 
the king’s sons, the captains of the 
army, and Abiathar the priest. 
There they are eating and drinking 
with him and saying, ‘Long live King 
Adonijah!’ “But he didn’t invite 
me. your servant, or Zadok the 
priest, or Benaiah, Jehoiada’s son, 
or your servant Solomon. 27 Did my 
lord the king do this without telling 
your servant who should succeed my 
lord the king in sitting on his 
throne?” 

“‘‘Call Bathsheba,” King David 
answered. She came and stood 
before the king. “The king 
promised her with an oath: “As the 
LORD lives who has saved my life 
from all trouble: “As I promised 
you, swearing by the LORD, the God 
of Israel, Your son Solomon will be 
king after me and succeed me in 
sitting on my throne/ that is what I 
will do today.” 

3, Then Bathsheba bowed down to 
the ground to honor the king. “My 
lord. King David, live forever!” she 
said. 

12 ”Call Zadok the priest,” King 
David said, “and the prophet 
Nathan and Benaiah, Jehoiada’s 


son.” They came before the king. 
33 “Take with you your lord’s 
servants, have my son Solomon ride 
on my own mule, and bring him to 
Gihon. “There Zadok the priest 
and the prophet Nathan shall anoint 
him king of Israel. Then blow the 
horn and say, ‘Long live King Solo¬ 
mon!’ “Follow him up here as he 
comes and sits on my throne and 
succeeds me as king, for I have 
made him the leader of Israel and 
Judah.” 

3fl “So be it!” Benaiah, Jehoiada’s 
son, answered the king. “The LORD, 
the God of my lord the king, says 
so. 37 As the LORD has been with 
my lord the king, so he will be with 
Solomon and make his throne even 
greater than the throne of my lord, 
King David.” 

Solomon Made King 

“Then Zadok the priest, the 
prophet Nathan, and Benaiah, 
Jehoiada’s son, and the Cherethites 
and Pelethites went down and had 
Solomon ride on King David’s mule 
and brought him to Gihon. “Zadok 
the priest took the horn of oil from 
the tabernacle and anointed 
Solomon. They blew the horn, and 
all the people said, “Long live King 
Solomon!” 40 All the people fol¬ 
lowed him, blowing flutes and cele¬ 
brating so loudly their voices shook 
the ground. 

4, When Adonijah and all his 
guests heard this, they stopped 
eating. When Joab heard the sound 
of the horn, he asked, “What is the 
reason for the noisy uproar in the 
city?” 

42 While he was still speaking. 
Jonathan son of Abiathar the priest 
arrived. “Come in,” Adonijah said. 
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“You're an able fellow, and you 
bring good news." 

43 “No," Jonathan answered 
Adonijah, “our lord, King David, has 
made Solomon king. “The king has 
sent with him Zadok the priest, the 
prophet Nathan, Benaiah, Jehoiada’s 
son, with the Cherethites and 
Pelethites, and they have mounted 
him on the king's mule. “Zadok the 
priest and the prophet Nathan have 
anointed him king at Gihon, and they 
have come up from there celebrat¬ 
ing, and so the city is in an uproar. 
That is the noise you heard. “Solo¬ 
mon is sitting on the royal throne. 
47 The king’s men also have come to 
congratulate our lord, King David, 
saying, ‘May your God make Solo¬ 
mon more famous than you, and his 
throne greater than your throne.' 
And the king has worshiped on his 
bed. “The king has also said, 
‘Blessed be the LORD, the God of 
Israel, who today has appointed a 
man to sit on my throne and has let 
me see it.’ “ 

49 All Adonijah’s guests were 
frightened. They got up and left, 
each one going his own way. 
“Adonijah was afraid of Solomon. 
He rose and left, and he took hold of 
the horns of the altar. 51 Someone told 
Solomon, “Adonijah is afraid of the 
king and has taken hold of the horns 
of the altar, saying, ‘May King 
Solomon swear to me today he will 
not kill his servant with a sword.’ “ 

”“If he will be a worthy person," 
Solomon said, “not a hair of him will 
fall to the ground. But if we find him 
doing wrong, he must die.” “King 
Solomon sent and had him taken 
down from the altar. He came and 
bowed down before King Solomon. 
“Go home," Solomon told him. 


David's Last Instructions to 
Solomon 

2 When the time came for David 
to die, he gave his last in¬ 
structions to his son Solomon. 

'"I’m going the way of all people," 
he said. “Be strong, and be o 
man. 3 Do everything the LORD your 
God ordered you to do; Walk in His 
ways, carry out His rules, command¬ 
ments, decrees, and solemn instruc¬ 
tions as they are written in the law 
of Moses; then you will succeed in 
everything you do and everywhere you 
go 4 and the LORD will carry out 
what He promised me: ‘if your 
descendants will be careful to 
live before Me sincerely with all 
their hearts and lives, you will never 
fail to have a descendant on the 
throne of Israel.’ 

3 “You also know what Joab, 
Zemiah’s son, did to me and what he 
did to the two commanders of Israel’s 
army, Abner, Ner’s son, and Amasa, 
Jether’s son: He killed them, treating 
men at peace with him as if they 
were at war, and made the belt on 
his hips and the shoes on his feel 
bloody with murder. B Act wisely, 
and don’t let his gray hair go down 
peacefully into the grave. 

7 "Be kind to the sons of Barzillai 
of Gilead. Have them eat at your 
table, because they were friendly to 
me when I fled from your brother 
Absalom. 

B “Shimei, Gera’s son, the 
Benjamite from Bahurim, spoke 
insulting curses against me when 1 
went to Mahanaim, but when he 
came down to meet me at the 
Jordan, I promised him, swearing by 
the LORD; ‘I will not kill you with the 
sword.’ ®Now, don’t treat him as 
innocent, for you are wise and know 
what to do to him: Bring his gray

hair down into the grave with 
blood.” 

t0 David went to rest with his 
ancestors and was buried in the city 
of David. "David had been king of 
Israel 40 years. He ruled 7 years in 
Hebron and 33 years in Jerusalem. 

Adonijah’s Plot 

"Solomon sat on the throne of his 
father David, and his kingdom 
became very firmly established. 

"Then Adonijah, Haggith’s son 
went to Bathsheba. Solomon’s 
mother. ”Do you come as a friend?” 
she asked. 

“As a friend.” he answered, 

,4 and added. “I have something to 
tell you.” 

“Speak,” she said. 

"“You know,” he said, “the 
kingdom was mine, and all Israel 2 
expected me to be their king. But ,DAc,,u 
there was a change, and my brother 
became king for that was what the 
LORD wanted. "And now, I want 
to ask you to do one thing for me. 

Don’t refuse me.” 

“Speak,” she said. 

"He said, “Please ask King 
Solomon —he will not refuse you —to 
give me Abishag from Shunem to be 
my wife.” 

"“Very well,” Bathsheba an¬ 
swered. “I will talk to the king for 
you.” 

'“Bathsheba went to King Solomon 
to talk to him for Adonijah. The king 
got up to meet her and bowed down 
before her. Then he sat on his 
throne and set a throne for the king’s 
mother, and she sat at his right. 

“"I’m asking you for one little thing,” 
she said; “don’t refuse me.” 

“Ask it, my mother.” the king told 
her, “for I won’t refuse you.” 

21 “Let Abishag from Shunem,” 


she answered, “be given to your 
brother Adonijah to be his wife.” 

“"Why do you ask for Abishag 
from Shunem for Adonijah?” King 
Solomon asked his mother. “You 
might as well ask that he be made 
king, for he is my older brother and 
Abiathar the priest and Joab, 
Zeruiah’s son are supporting him.” 

“Then King Solomon swore by the 
LORD and said, “May God punish 
me more and more if Adonijah 
doesn’t pay with his life for what he 
said. “Now, as the LORD lives who 
has established me and set me on my 
father David’s throne and given him 
a dynasty as He promised, Adonijah 
must die today.” “And so King 
Solomon ordered Benaiah, Jehoiada’s 
son. to do it. And he struck him so 
that he died. 

“The king told Abiathar the 
priest, “Go to your home in 
Anathoth, for you deserve to die, but 
I will not kill you now, because you 
carried the sacred ark of the LORD 
God ahead of my father David and 
because you shared all my father’s 
sufferings.” 27 So Solomon removed 
Abiathar from being the LORD’S 
priest and so what the LORD had 
said at Shiloh about Eli’s family was 
fulfilled.

“The news came to Joab. Joab was 
on Adonijah’s side, but he hadn’t 
been on Absalom’s side. So Joab fled 
to the tent of the Lord and took hold 
of the horns of the altar. “King 
Solomon was told, “Joab has fled to 
the tent of the Lord, and he's there 
beside the altar.” Then Solomon 
ordered Benaiah, Jehoiada’s son: 
“Go strike him down.” 

“When Benaiah came to the tent 
of the Lord he told him, “The king 
says. ‘Come out.’ ” 
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“No,” Joab answered, “I will die 
here.” 

So Benaiah reported to the king 
what Joab said and how he had 
answered. 

31 “Do as he said,” the king 
answered him, “strike him down 
and bury him. And so you will take 
away from me and my father’s 
family the blood of innocent people 
Joab poured out. 33 The LORD will 
punish him for his bloody deed; he 
struck down two men more 
righteous and better than he and 
killed them with the sword (my 
father knew nothing about it): 
Abner, Ner’s son, the commander of 
the army of Israel, and Amasa, 
Jether’s son, the commander of the 
army of Judah. 33 So may their 
bloody deeds be brought back on the 
heads of Joab and his descendants, 
but may David, his descendants and 
his family, and his throne have 
peace from the LORD forever.” 

34 Then Benaiah, Jehoiada’s son, 
went up and struck him, killed him, 
and buried him in his home in the 
wilderness. 33 The king appointed 
Benaiah, Jehoiada's son, in his place 
over the army. And the king made 
Zadok priest instead of Abiathar. 

Shimei 

36 The king sent men to call Shimei. 
“Build a house for yourself in 
Jerusalem,” he said, “and stay 
there. Don’t leave to go anywhere. 
37 lf you ever leave and so much as 
cross the brook Kidron, you will 
certainly die, and you will be 
responsible for your own death.” 

3 "“What my lord the king says is 
good,” Shimei answered. “Your 
servant will do that.” So Shimei 
stayed in Jerusalem for a long 
while. 39 But after three years two 
of Shimei’s slaves escaped to 


Achish, Maacah’s son, king of Gath. 
Hearing his slaves were in Gath, 
40 Shimei got up, saddled his donkey, 
and went to Achish in Gath to look 
for his slaves. So Shimei came to 
Gath and got his slaves. 

4, Solomon was told, “Shimei went 
from Jerusalem to Gath and came 
back.” 43 So the king sent men to 
call Shimei. He asked him, “Didn’t I 
have you swear by the LORD, and 
didn’t I warn you when you leave to 
go anywhere, you must certainly 
die, and you told me, ‘What you say 
is good. I will obey’? 43 Why didn’t 
you keep what you promised the 
LORD with an oath and do what I 
ordered you to do?” 44 The king also 
said to Shimei, “You know all the 
evil that is on your conscience, that 
you did to my father David. The 
LORD holds you responsible for the 
evil you did. “But King Solomon is 
blessed, and David’s throne will be 
established before the LORD 
forever.” 48 The king gave an order 
to Benaiah, Jehoiada's son. He went 
out and struck him so that he died. 
So the kingdom was firmly estab¬ 
lished in Solomon’s hands. 

Solomon Marries Pharaoh s 
Daughter 

3 Solomon became the son-in-law 
of Pharaoh of Egypt by marry¬ 
ing Pharaoh’s daughter. He brought 
her to David’s city to live there till he 
finished building his own house, the 
LORD’S temple, and the wall around 
Jerusalem. 

Solomon Asks for Wisdom 

2 The people were sacrificing on 
the high places because the temple 
to honor the LORD’S name had not 
yet been built. 3 Solomon loved the 
LORD and lived according to the 
rules of his father David, but he did 
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sacrifice and burn incense on the 
high places. "The king also went to 
Gibeon to sacrifice there, for the 
great high place was there. Solomon 
offered 1,000 burnt offerings on that 
altar. 

5 In Gibeon the LORD appeared to 
Solomon in a dream at night. “Ask 
what I should give you,” God said. 

6 “You have been very kind to 
Your servant David, my father," 
Solomon answered, “as he lived 
before you sincerely, righteously, 
and with a heart that was right with 
You. And You have continued to be 
very kind to him by giving him a son 
to sit on his throne now. 7 And now, 
LORD my God, You have made Your 
servant king instead of my father 
David, although I am a young man 
and don’t know how to be a 
ruler. 8 And Your servant is among 
Your people whom You chose, a 
great people, too many to be counted 
or recorded. 9 Give Your servant a 
heart that knows how to obey so that 
I can be a judge of this vast people of 
Yours and tell what is good and bad. 
For who is able to judge this people 
of Yours that is so great?” 

"The LORD was pleased that 
Solomon asked for this. "“You 
asked for this,” God answered, 
“and you didn’t ask for a long life or 
riches or the death of your enemies, 
but you asked to be able to 
understand how to be just in giving 
judgment. "I’m going to do what 
you ask. I’m giving you such 
intelligence and understanding that 
nobody before you or after you will 
be like you. "But I’m also giving 
you what you didn't ask for—riches 
and honor, so that no other king will 
be like you as long as you 
live. "And if you live according to 
My ways and keep My rules and 
commandments as your father did, 


then I will also give you a long life.” 

"Solomon woke up. It had been a 
dream. He went into Jerusalem and 
stood before the ark of the LORD’S 
covenant and offered burnt 
offerings and peace offerings. And 
he gave a dinner for all his 
household. 

A Wise fudge 

"Then two prostitutes came to the 
king and stood before him. ,7 “0 
lord,” the one woman said to him, “I 
and this woman live in the same 
house. And I gave birth to a baby 
while she was with me in the 
house. "Two days after my baby 
was born, this woman also had a 
baby. We two were alone together. 
There was nobody else with us in 
the house. "One night this 
woman’s baby boy died, because she 
lay on top of him. “During the night 
she got up, took my baby boy who 
was beside me—I was asleep—and 
she laid him at her bosom, and she 
laid her dead baby in my 
arms. "When I got up in the 
morning to nurse my baby, he was 
dead. I looked at him closely in the 
morning light and saw he wasn’t my 
baby boy whom I gave birth to.” 

22 “No,” the other woman said, 
“the living boy is mine and the dead 
one is yours.” 

“No,” the first woman kept on 
saying, “the dead one is yours, and 
the living one is mine.” So they 
argued before the king. 

23 The king said: “One says. ‘This 
living baby is mine, and the dead one 
is yours.’ But the other says, ‘The 
dead son is yours, and the living one 
is mine.’ ” "Then the king said, 
“Get me a sword.” They brought the 
king a sword. 

““Cut the living baby in half,” the 
king said, “and give one half to the 
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one and the other half to the other.” 

28 Then the mother of the living 
boy, yearning with a mother’s love 
for her son, said to the king, “O 
Lord, give her the living child, and 
don't kill it.” But the other said, ‘‘He 
shouldn’t be mine or yours. Cut him 
in two.” 

27 ”Give the first woman the living 
baby,” the king answered, ‘‘and 
don’t kill it. She is his mother.” 

28 A11 Israel heard about the 
decision the king made. They 
respected the king very highly, 
because they saw he had God’s 
wisdom to do what was right. 

Solomon’s Government 

4 King Solomon ruled all Israel. 

2 These were his high officials: 
Azariah son of Zadok was the priest, 
3 and Elihoreph and Ahijah, Shisha’s 
sons, were the chief secretaries. 
Jehoshaphat, Ahilud’s son, was the 
recorder. 4 Benaiah, Jehoiada’s son, 
was in command of the army. 
Zadok and Abiathar were the chief 
priests. 5 Azariah, Nathan’s son, 
was in charge of the local gov¬ 
ernors. Zabud, Nathan’s son, was 
the private priest of the king. 
“Ahishar was in charge of the 
palace. And Adoniram, Abda’s son, 
was in. charge of the forced labor. 

7 Solomon had 12 governors in 
charge of all Israel, who used to 
provide food for the king and his 
palace. Each man had to supply food 
for one month in a year. “Their 
names were as follows: Hut’s son was 
in the hills of Ephraim. “Deker’s son 
was in Makaz, Shaalbim, Beth- 
shemesh, and Elon-beth-hanan. 
10 Hesed’s son was in Arubboth; he 
had Socoh and all the country of 
Hepher. "Abinadab’s son had all 
the territory of Dor; he married 
Taphath, Solomon’s daughter. 


,2 Baana, Ahilud’s son, hadTaanaeh, 
Megiddo, and all Beth-shean, which 
is beside Zarethan, below Jezreel, 
from Beth-shean to Abel-meholah all 
the way to the territory next to 
Jokmeam. “Geber’s son was in 
Ramoth-gilead; he had the villages 
of Jair, Manasseh’s son, which are 
in Gilead, and he had the territory of 
Argob, which is in Bashan, 60 large 
cities with walls and copper gate 
bars. u Abinadab, Iddo’s son, was in 
Mahanaim. 15 Ahimaaz was in 
Naphtali; he also married a 
daughter of Solomon, namely, 
Basemath. ‘“Banna, Hushai’s son, 
was in Asher and Aloth. ,7 Je- 
hoshaphat, Paruah’s son, was in 
Issachar. 18 Shimei, Ela’s son, was 
in Benjamin. ,B Geber, Uri’s son, 
was in Gilead, the country of Sihon 
king of the Amorites, and of Og king 
of Bashan; there was only one 
governor in that country. 

20 Judah and Israel were many, like 
the sand by the sea. They ate and 
drank and were happy. 

21 Solomon ruled over all the 
kingdoms from the Euphrates river 
to the country of the Philistines and 
as far as the border of Egypt. They 
brought tribute and served Solomon 
as long as he lived. 

“Solomon’s supply of food for one 
day was 30 measures of flour, 60 
measures of meal, 23 10 fat cattle, 
20 cattle from the pasture, and 100 
sheep besides deer, gazelles, 
roebucks, and fattened fowl. 2< He 
was ruling over all the territory on 
this side of the Euphrates river, 
from Tiphsah to Gaza, over all the 
kings west of the river, and there 
was peace all around him. 25 Judah 
and Israel lived securely, everyone 
under his own vine and figtree, from 
Dan to Beersheba as long as 
Solomon lived. 
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"Solomon had stalls for 40,OCX)® 
horses for his chariots, and 12,000 
cavalry horses. 

"Everyone of the governors in his 
month provided food for King 
Solomon and all who came to King 
Solomon’s table; they omitted noth¬ 
ing. "As they were assigned they 
also brought barley and straw for 
the horses and the chariot horses to 
the places where they were. 

Solomon s Wisdom 

"God gave Solomon very much 
wisdom and understanding and a 
wide range of knowledge, like the 
sand on the seashore, 30 so that 
Solomon’s wisdom was greater than 
that of all the people of the east and 
all the wisdom of the Egyptians. 
3, He was wiser than all men, than 
Ethan the Ezrahite, than Heman, 
Caicol, and Darda, Mahol’s sons. 
His fame spread to all the nations 
around him. 

32 He spoke 3,000 proverbs, and his 
songs were 1,005. “He talked about 
trees, from the cedar on Lebanon to 
the hyssop growing in the wall. He 
talked about animals, birds, 
reptiles, and fish. 34 From all 
peoples and all the kings of the 
world who heard about Solomon’s 
wisdom men came to hear his 
wisdom. 

Wood and Stone for the Temple 

Hiram king of Tyre sent his 
servants to Solomon, for he 
heard he had been anointed king to 
succeed his father. Hiram had 
always been a friend of David. 

Solomon sent men to Hiram to tell 
him: 3 “You know how my father 
couldn't build a temple for the name 
of the LORD his God because he was 


surrounded by enemies who fought 
against him till the LORD put them 
under his feet. 4 But now the LORD 
my God has given me peace all 
around. There is nobody opposing 
me or making trouble. ’Now I’m 
thinking of building a temple to 
honor the name of the LORD my God, 
as the LORD spoke to my father 
David: ‘Your son, whom I will put on 
your throne to succeed you, will 
build a temple to honor My 
name.’ ’And now, order men to cut 
down cedars on Lebanon for me, 
and my servants will work with your 
servants. I will pay you for your 
servants such wages as you set. You 
know we don’t have any men who 
know how to cut timber like the men 
from Sidon.” 

7 Hiram was very glad to hear 
what Solomon said. He said, 
“Blessed is the LORD today who has 
given David a wise son to be in 
charge of this great nation.” 

’Hiram sent men to Solomon to tell 
him: “I have received the message 
you sent me. I will do everything you 
want in regard to the cedar wood 
and the cypress logs. 9 My ser¬ 
vants will bring it from Lebanon 
down to the sea, and I will have 
them make it into rafts to go by sea 
to any place you say. There I will 
have them broken up and then you 
can take them. And you will do 
exactly what I want if you provide 
food for my household.” ,0 So 
Hiram gave Solomon all the cedar 
wood and cypress wood he 
wanted. “And Solomon gave 
Hiram 20.CXX) measures of wheat to 
feed the people of his household and 
20,CXX) b measures of olive oil. Solo¬ 
mon gave this to Hiram every year. 

“The LORD gave Solomon wisdom 
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as He promised him. There was 
peace between Hiram and Solomon, 
and they made a treaty with one 
another. 

,3 King Solomon drafted forced 
labor from all Israel. This forced 
labor totaled 30,000 men. ,4 He sent 
10,000 of them at a time to Lebanon 
for a month; they would be one 
month in Lebanon and two months 
at home. Adoniram was in charge of 
the forced labor. 

ls Solomon had 70,000 men who 
carried burdens and 70,000 who 
quarried stones in the mountains, 
‘“besides 3,300 overseers who were 
in charge of the people doing the 
work. 17 At the king’s order they 
quarried large and rare blocks of 
stone in order to lay the foundation 
of the temple with hewn stones. 
l8 Solomon’s builders and Hiram’s 
builders and the men of Gebal 
shaped the stones and prepared the 
lumber and the stone to build the 
temple. 

Building the Temple 

In the 480th year after Israel 
left Egypt, in the fourth year 
of Solomon’s rule over Israel, in the 
second month, the month Ziv, 
Solomon began to build the LORD’S 
temple. 2 The temple King Solomon 
built for the LORD was 60 cubits 
long, 20 cubits wide, and 30 cubits 
high. 3 The porch in front of the 
main structure of the temple was 20 
cubits long, equal to the width of the 
temple, and 10 cubits deep to the front 
of the temple. 4 He made framed 
windows for the temple. 3 He also 
built next to the walls of the main 
structure and the inner sanctuary a 
structure with side rooms all 
around. “The lowest part of the 
structure was 5 cubits wide, the 
middle part 6 cubits wide, and the 


third part 7 cubits wide. He made 
ledges all around the temple so that 
these might not be fastened in the 
walls of the temple. 

’When the temple was built, it 
was done with stones that were 
perfectly shaped when they were 
quarried, and no hammer, chisel, or 
any other iron tool could be heard in 
building the temple. 

fl The middle structure opened to 
the south side of the temple, and a 
winding staircase went up to the 
middle structure and from the 
middle to the third structure. 

“When he finished building the 
temple, he roofed the house with 
rows of cedar beams. I0 And he 
built each structure 5 cubits high 
alongside the whole temple, and 
their cedar beams rested on the 
temple. 

“The LORD spoke to Solomon: 
124 ‘About this temple you are 
building—if you live according to 
My rules and do what I order and 
are careful to live according to My 
commandments, I will do what I 
promised you as I told your father 
David, 13 and I will live among the 
Israelites and not forsake My people 
Israel.” 

14 Solomon built the temple and 
finished it. ,5 He built the inside 
walls of the temple of cedar boards. 
He paneled the inside with wood, 
from the floor of the temple to the 
rafters. He covered the floor of the 
temple with cypress planks. 

16 At the farthest end of the temple 
he enclosed 20 cubits with cedar 
boards from the floor to the rafters, 
making it an inner room, the most 
holy place. ,7 The front of the 
building, 40 cubits long, was the 
main sanctuary. ,B On the cedar 
inside the temple were carved 
gourds and open flowers. Everything 
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was of cedar wood; no stone could 
be seen. l8 He prepared the inner 
sanctuary within the temple in order 
to put the ark of the LORD’S 
covenant there. 

2, ’The inner room was 20 cubits 
long. 20 wide, and 20 high. He 
covered it with fine gold, as he did 
the cedar altar. “Solomon covered 
the inside of the temple with fine 
gold and pul golden chains across 
the front of the inner room, which he 
had covered with gold. 22 He 

covered the entire inside of the 
temple with gold. He also covered 
the whole altar in the inner room 
with gold. 

“In the inner room he made two 
angels of olive wood, each 10 cubits 
high. “Each wing of an angel was 5 
cubits long. The distance from the 
tip of one wing to the tip of the other 
was 10 cubits 25 The other angel 

also measured 10 cubits. Both 

angels had the same measurements 
and the same shape. 26 each being 

10 cubits high. 27 He put the angels 
in the inner room of the temple. The 
wings of the angels extended so that 
the wing of one angel touched the 
one wall, and the wing of the other 
angel touched the other wall, their 
other wings touching each other in 
the center. 20 And he covered the 
angels with gold. 

2q He carved into the walls of the 
temple all around figures of angels, 
palm trees, and open flowers in the 
inner and outer rooms. ™He 
covered the floor of the temple in the 
inner and outer rooms with gold. 

“He made doors of olive wood for 
the entrance to the inner sanctuary. 
The frame and the doorposts had 
five sides. 32 And two doors were of 
olive wood, and on them he made 


carvings of angels, palm trees, and 
open flowers. He covered them with 
gold, pressing down the gold on the 
angels and the palm trees. “And 
so he also made square doorposts 
of olive wood for the entrance of the 
temple. “He made two doors of 
cypress wood. Each of the two doors 
had two folding leaves. 3S He 
carved on them angels, palm trees, 
and open flowers, and he covered 
them with gold, evenly applying it to 
the carved work. 

36 He built the inner court with 
three courses of dressed stones and 
a course of finished cedar beams. 

37 In the month of Ziv, in the fourth 
year of Solomon’s reign, the 
foundation of the LORD’S temple 
was laid; 38 and in the month of Bui, 
the eighth month of the eleventh 
year, all the parts of the temple as 
they had been planned were 
finished. So he spent seven years 
building it. 

Solomon s Palace 

7 Solomon took 13 years to 
finish building all of his own 
palace. 2 He built the palace called 
the Forest of Lebanon, 100 cubits 
long, 50 cubits wide, and 30 cubits 
high, with four rows of cedar pillars 
and cedar planks on the pillars. 
3 It was covered with cedar above 
the arcades, which rested on 45 
pillars, 15 in each row. 4 There 
were window frames in three rows; 
on each of the three levels window 
faced window. 5 All the doors with 
their posts had square frames, and 
the front of a door faced an opposite 
door in each of the three levels. 

6 He made a hall of pillars. 50 
cubits long and 30 wide. In front of it 
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there was a porch with pillars and a 
threshold 11 (with steps). 

7 He made a hall with a throne, the 
hall of justice, where he would 
decide court cases. It was covered 
with cedar from floor to ceiling. 

8 His residence hall was in a 
different court from the hall of 
justice, but it was built in a similar 
way. Solomon also built a house like 
this for Pharaoh’s daughter whom 
he had married. 

9 All these inside and out, 
including the great court, were 
made of fine stone, cut to different 
sizes, sawed with saws, from the 
foundation to the copings. “The 
foundation was made with fine large 
stones of 8 to 10 cubits in 
size. “And also above the 
foundation there were fine stone 
blocks, cut to different sizes, and 
cedar wood. “The outer court all 
around had three layers of cut 
stones and a layer of cedar beams, 
just like the inner court of the 
LORD’S temple and its porch. 

“King Solomon got a man named 
Hiram from Tyre. “He was a 
widow’s son of the tribe of Naphtali, 
but his father was a native of Tyre. 
He was a coppersmith with great 
intelligence, understanding, and 
skill for ail kinds of craftsmanship in 
bronze. He came to King Solomon 
and did all his work. 

The Two Pillars 

,s He made two pillars of bronze, 
each 18 cubits high and with a 
circumference of 12 cubits. d ,6 He 
made two capitals of cast copper to 
put on the tops of the pillars; each of 
the two capitals was 5 cubits 
high. l7 He also made rows of net- 


like design and of chain-rope design 
for the capitals on top of the pillars, 
7 rows for each of the two. “There 
were two rows of pomegranates all 
around the one capital above the 
network, and he made the other 
capital in the same way. “The 
capitals on top of the pillars in the 
hall were lily-shaped, 4 cubits high. 
20 Above the capitals on the two 
pillars, over but near the lip that 
was under the network were 200 
pomegranates in rows around each 
capital. 2, He set up the pillars on 
the porch of the temple. He set up 
one pillar at the right and called it 
He-establishes and set up the other 
pillar at the left and called it In-Him- 
is-strength. “There was lily-work 
at the top of the pillars. So he 
finished the work of the pillars. 

The Bronze Pool 

23 He made the pool of cast metal 
It was 10 cubits from rim to rim. ll 
was round and 5 cubits high; and its 
circumference was 30 cubits. 
“Under its rim there were two rows 
of gourds around it, covering the 30 
cubits all around the pool; these 
were cast as one piece with the 
pool. 25 It was standing on 12 bulls, 
three were facing north, three 
facing west, three facing south, and 
three facing east. The pool was set on 
them, and all their hind parts were 
toward the center. 26 It was a 
handbreadth thick. Its rim was like 
the rim of a cup. Shaped like the 
bulb of a lily, it held 2,000 baths. 

The Wheeled Stands 

27 He made 10 stands of bronze. 
Each stand was 4 cubits square and 
3 cubits high. 20 The stands were 
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made in this way: They had a 
chassis set in a frame. 29 On the 
chassis set in the frame there were 
lions, oxen, and angels; these were 
also on the frame. Above and below 
the lions and the cattle there were 
wreaths of hammered work. 
’“Each stand had four bron.:a wheels 
and bronze axles. Each had four 
legs with flanges on them beneath 
the basis. The flanges were made of 
cast metal with wreath-work on the 
sides. ’'Each had an opening from 
within to the crown on top which 
measured one cubit. Its opening was 
round, built like a pedestal, a cubit 
and a half high. Also around the 
opening there were engravings. The 
chassis was square, not round. 
12 The four wheels were under the 
chassis, and the axles were joined to 
the stand. Each wheel was a cubit 
and a half high. ’’The wheels were 
made like chariot wheels. The axles, 
rims, spokes, and hubs were all cast 
metal. 34 The four flanges at the 
four corners of each stand were one 
piece with the stand. 35 At the top 
of the stand there was a round 
band, half a cubit high, and on the 
top of the stand were supports 
which were of one piece with the 
chassis. 36 He engraved on the 
plates of its supports and on its 
chassis angels, lions, palm trees 
wherever there was a clear space, 
with wreaths all around. 17 He 
made the 10 stands in the same way; 
all of them were cast in the same 
way with the same measurements 
and form. 

™He also made 10 bronze basins. 
Each basin held 40 baths. Every 
basin measured 4 cubits. There was 
one basin on each of the 10 stands. 

39 He set five stands on the right 
side of the temple and five on the left 
side of the temple. He set the pool on 


the right side of the temple, toward 
the southeast. 

Other Materials 

40 Hiram made the pots, the 
shovels, and the sprinkling bowls. So 
Hiram finished all the work he did 
for King Solomon on the LORD'S 
temple: 4l the two pillars, the 
mouldings of the capitals on top of 
the two pillars, and the two 
networks to cover the two mouldings 
of the capitals on top of the pil¬ 
lars, 42 the 400 pomegranates for 
the two networks, the two rows of 
pomegranates for each network to 
cover the two mouldings of the 
capitals on the pillars; 43 the 10 
stands and the 10 basins on the 
stands; 44 the one pool with the 12 
cattle under it; 45 the pots, shovels, 
and sprinkling bowls. All these 
utensils that Hiram made for King 
Solomon for the LORD’S temple 
were of polished bronze. 46 The 
king had them cast in the Jordan 
valley, in the clay moulds between 
Succoth and Zarethan. 47 Solomon 
left all the equipment unweighed, 
because there was so very much; 
nobody tried to find out how much 
the bronze weighed. 

4B Solomon made all the utensils for 
the I ORD’s temple: the golden altar 
and the golden table on which the 
bread was presented to the 
LORD, 49 and the lampstands of 
fine gold, five on the south side and 
five on the north before the inner 
sanctuary; and the flower 
ornamentation, the lamps, and the 
gold wick-snuffers; 30 the deep 
bowls, the trimmers, the sprinkling 
bowls, and the fire pans of fine gold; 
he also made the sockets of gold for 
the doors of the inner building, the 
most holy place, and for the doors of 
the temple.

I Kings 0 


5, When all the work King Solomon 
did for the LORD'S temple was 
finished, Solomon brought in the 
holy things of his father David, the 
silver and the gold, and the vessels 
and put them in the storerooms of 
the LORD’S temple. 

The Sacred Ark Brought Up 

Then Solomon assembled the 
elders of Israel, all the 
leaders of the tribes, the princes of 
the clans of the people of Israel 
before King Solomon at Jerusalem, 
to bring up the ark of the LORD’S 
covenant from David's city, which is 
Zion. 2 All the men of Israel 
gathered before King Solomon at 
the festival® in the month of Ethanim. 
which is the seventh month. 

3 When all the elders of Israel had 
come, the priests lifted up the 
ark. 4 The priests and Levites 
brought up the LORD’S ark and the 
tent where God had met with His 
people and all the holy utensils in 
it. 5 King Solomon and the whole 
community of Israel that had 
gathered before him and were with 
him before the ark ware sacrificing 
so many sheep and cattle they 
couldn't be recorded or counted. 
"The priests brought the ark of the 
LORD'S covenant to its place in the 
inner room of the temple, the most 
holy place, under the wings of the 
angels. 

7 The angels spread out their 
wings over the ark, and so the 
angels were a shield above the ark 
and its poles. "The poles were so 
long their ends could be seen in the 
holy place by anyone standing 
before the inner room, but they 
couldn't be seen outside. 9 There 
was nothing in the ark except the 


two stone tablets Moses put there at 
Sinai when the LORD made a 
covenant with Israel after they left 
Egypt. And they’re still there today. 

'"When the priests had come out 
of the holy place, the cloud filled the 
LORD’S temple “so that the priests 
couldn’t stand and serve on account 
of the cloud, because the LORD s 
glory filled His temple. 

,2 Then Solomon said, 

“The LORD said He would live in 
thick darkness. 

,3 I have built you a lofty temple, 
a home for You to live in forever.’ 

“Then the king turned around and 
blessed the whole community of 
Israel, while the whole community 
was standing. ,5 “Blessed be the 
LORD, the God of Israel,” he said 
“With Your mouth You promised niv 
father David, and with Your hand 
6 9. Ins You carried it out. You said, 
to iifivts® ‘"‘Ever since I brought My people 
Israel out of Egypt, I didn't choose 
any city in all the tribes of Israel to 
build a temple where My name 
should be. but now I’ve chosen 
David to be over My people Israel 
,7 My father David planned to build a 
temple for the name of the LORD, 
the God of Israel. '"And the LORD 
said to my father David, ‘Seeing you 
planned to build a temple for Mv 
name, you did well to plan it. '"But 
you must not build the temple. Your 
son who will come from your body 
will build the temple for My 
name.’ 20 The LORD has done what 
He promised, and now I stand in mv 
father's place and sit on the throne 
of Israel as the LORD promised, and 
I've built the temple for the name of 
the LORD, the God of Israel. 21 And 
in it I’ve made a place for the sacred 
ark, in which is the LORD'S 
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covenant that He made with our 
fathers when he brought them out of 
Egypt.” 

So/omon Prays 

“Solomon stood in front of the 
whole community of Israel, faced 
the LORD’S altar, spread his hands 
toward heaven, “and said, 
“LORD. God of Israel, there is no 
god like You in heaven above and on 
earth below. You are the One who 
keeps Your covenant and shows mer¬ 
cy to Your servants when their hearts 
are altogether loyal to You. 24 You 
have done for Your servant David, my 
father, what You promised him. 
With Your mouth You promised it 
and with Your hand You did it, and 
so it is today. “And now, LORD, 
God of Israel, continue to do for 
Your servant David, my father, 
what you promised him when You 
said, ‘You will always have a man 
sitting on the throne of Israel before 
Me if only your descendants will 
watch their ways to live before Me 
as You have lived before Me.’ 
“And now, God of Israel, may the 
promise You made to Your servant 
David, my father, come true. 

2 “But does God really live on 
earth? The heaven, yes. the heaven 
of heavens, cannot hold You: how 
much less this temple I built! “But 
listen to the prayer and pleading of 
Your servant. LORD my God. and 
hear what Your servant is calling 
aloud and praying before You today: 
“May Your eyes be looking day and 
night at this temple and this place 
about which You said. *My name 
will be there.’ Listen to Your servant 
as he prays toward this place. 
,u And hear the pleading of Your 
servant and Your people Israel as 
they are praying toward this place, 


yes, hear in heaven, where You live, 
and when You hear, forgive. 

31 “If anyone wrongs another 
person and has to take an oath, and 
so he comes and swears before Your 
altar in this temple, “then hear in 
heaven and act and judge Your 
servants by condemning the wicked 
and punishing him as he deserves 
and by justifying the righteous and 
giving him according to his 
righteousness. 

33 ‘‘If Your people Israel sin 
against You and so the enemy 
defeats them, but then they turn to 
You, confess Your name, pray and 
plead with You in this temple, 
“then hear in heaven, forgive the 
sins of Your people Israel, and bring 
them back to the country You gave 
their fathers. 

“‘‘When the sky is shut up and 
there’s no rain because they sin 
against You, if then they pray 
toward this place, confess Your 
name, and turn away from their sins 
because You made them suffer, 
“then hear in heaven and forgive 
the sins of your servants and Your 
people Israel; teach them how to live 
a good life and let rain fall on Your 
land that you gave Your people as a 
possession. 

“‘‘When there is a famine in the 
country or a plague; when there are 
blight, mildew or swarms of 
destructive grasshoppers; or when 
their enemies are in the country, 
besieging the people at their gates; 
or whatever plague or sickness 
there may be, “if anyone of all 
Your people Israel, whose heart 
convicts him, who prays or pleads, 
spreading out his hands toward this 
temple— “then hear in heaven 
where You live, forgive and act. 
Give each what he deserves as You 
know his heart—You alone know the 
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hearts of all people—“in order that 
they may fear You as long as they 
live in the country You gave our 
fathers. 

4, ”Also the stranger who isn’t one 
of Your people Israel but has come 
from a distant country because of 
Your name— 42 men will hear 
about Your great name, Your 
powerful hand and outstretched 
arm—when he comes and prays 
toward this temple, 43 then hear in 
heaven where You live and do all 
which the stranger asks of You, so 
that all the people in the world will 
know Your name and fear You like 
Your people Israel and will know 
also that this temple I built bears 
Your name. 

44 “When Your people go out to 
fight against their enemies 
whichever way You send them, and 
they pray to the LORD in the 
direction of the city You chose and 
the temple I built for Your 
name, 45 then hear in heaven what 
they pray, and plead and do for them 
what is right. 

46 “When they sin against 
You—there’s no one who doesn’t 
sin—and You are angry with them 
and put them in the hands of the 
enemy, who takes them as prisoners 
to a country far or near, 47 if in the 
land of exile they come to their 
senses and repent and plead with 
You in the land of exile, saying, ‘We 
have sinned, done wrong, and been 
wicked,’ 40 if they turn to You with 
all their heart and all their lives in 
the land of exile, and they pray turning 
toward the land that You gave their 
fathers, .and toward the city You 
chose, and toward the temple I built 
for Your name— “then hear in 
heaven where You live what they 
pray and plead, and do for them 
what is right, “forgive Your 


people, who have sinned againsl 
You, all their wrongs by which 
they’ve wronged You, and cause 
those who captured them to have 
mercy on them 5, because they are 
Your people and Your possession 
whom You brought out of Egypt from 
the middle of the iron smelter 
“Always give attention when Your 
servant pleads and Your people 
Israel ask for mercy, and listen to 
them whenever they call on 
You, “since You separated them 
from all the people of the world to be 
Your possession, as You promised 
through Your servant Moses when 
You, LORD God, brought our fathers 
out of Egypt.” 

Solomon Blesses the People 

“When Solomon finished praying 
all this prayer to the LORD, he rose 
before the LORD’S altar where he 
was kneeling with his hands 
stretched out toward heaven. 
“Then he stood and blessed the 
whole community of Israel, saying 
out loud: “‘‘Blessed be the LORD 
who has given His people Israel resl 
just as He promised. Not one of all 
the good promises He made by His 
servant Moses has failed to come 
true. “The LORD our God be with 
us as He was with our fathers. May 
He never leave us or forsake us 
“but incline our hearts toward Him 
so that we will live in His ways, and 
keep His commandments, His rules, 
and His ordinances that He ordered 
our fathers to keep. “May what I 
have prayed before the LORD bo 
near the LORD our God day and 
night so He will give His servants 
and His people Israel justice every 
day as it is needed, 60 so that the 
people of the world may know the 
LORD is God and there is no 
other. 6, May your hearts be 
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altogether true to the LORD our God 
so you will live according to His 
rules and keep His commandments 
as you do today.” 

"Then the king and all Israel with 
him offered sacrifices before the 
LORD. "Solomon offered as peace 
sacrifices to the Lord: 22,000 cattle, 
120.000 sheep; and so the king and 
all the people of Israel dedicated the 
LORD'S temple. 

"On that day the king consecrated 
the inner area of the court before 
the LORD'S temple; where he 
offered the burnt offerings, the food 
offerings, and the fat of the peace 
offerings because the bronze altar 
before the LORD was too small to 
hold all the burnt offerings, the food 
offerings, and the fat of the peace 
offerings. 

“At that time Solomon and all 
Israel with him celebrated the 
festival. f It was a large crowd 
that had come from the land 
between Hamath and the river of 
Egypt to be before the LORD our God 
seven days.8 “On the eighth day 
he dismissed the people. They 
blessed the king and went to their 
tents, joyful and happy at heart for 
all the good the LORD had done to 
His servant David and His people 
Israel. 

“I Have Heard Your Prayers” 

9 When Solomon finished build- 
ing the LORD'S temple and 
the king’s palace—everything 
Solomon delighted in doing— 2 the 
LORD appeared to Solomon a 
second time, as He had appeared to 
him in Gibeon. “I have heard 
your prayers and your pleas that 
you made before Me,” the LORD 


said to him. “I have consecrated this 
temple you built to put My name 
there forever, and My eyes and My 
heart will always be there. ‘If you 
will live before Me as your father 
David lived, with a sincere heart 
and righteously, and do everything I 
ordered and keep My rules and 
My regulations, 5 I will establish 
forever your royal throne over 
Israel as I promised your father 
David when I said, ‘You will always 
have a man on the throne of Israel.’ 
6 But if you and your descendants 
will turn away and not follow Me 
and not keep My commandments 
and regulations that I set before 
you, but will live and serve other 
gods and worship them, 7 then I 
will cut off Israel from the land I 
gave them, and I will reject this 
temple I consecrated for My name, 
and Israel will be a byword and a 
taunt among the nations. 8 And 
everyone passing by this temple, 
lofty as it is, will be amazed and will 
hiss and ask, ‘Why did the LORD do 
this to this country and this 
temple?’ 9 And people will answer. 
They forsook the LORD their God, 
who brought their fathers out of 
Egypt, and they took hold of other 
gods, worshiped and served them. 
That is why the LORD brought all 
this calamity on them.’ ” 

‘“At the end of 20 years, in which 
Solomon built the two structures, 
the LORD’S temple and the king’s 
palace— “Hiram king of Tyre had 
supplied Solomon with cedars and 
cypress lumber and with gold for 
everything he wanted to do —then 
King Solomon gave Hiram 20 towns 
in the country of Galilee. “Hiram 
left Tyre to see the towns Solomon 
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gave him, but they didn’t look good 
to him. ““What kind of towns are 
these you gave me, my brother?” he 
asked. They are still called the 
country of Cabul today. “Hiram 
had sent the king 120 talents of gold. 

Forced Labor 

,5 This is the record of the forced 
labor King Solomon drafted to build 
the LORD’S temple and his own 
palace, the Millo and the walls of 
Jerusalem, Hazor, Megiddo, and 
Gezer. 16 (Pharaoh king of Egypt 
had gone up and captured Gezer, 
burned it down, and killed the 
Canaanites living in the town, and 
had given it as a wedding present to 
his daughter, Solomon’s wife. ,7 So 
Solomon rebuilt Gezer.) He built 
Lower Beth-horon, “Baalath, Tam¬ 
ar in the wilderness, within the 
country, “and all the storage 2 
towns Solomon had, the towns for 
his chariots and war horses, and 
that which Solomon took delight to 
build in Jerusalem, in Lebanon, and 
in all the country he ruled over. 

20 All the people who were left of 
the Amorites, Hittites, Perizzites, 
Hivites, and Jebusites, who were not 
a part of the people of Israel, 2, had 
descendants who were left in the 
land after them. The Israelites had 
not been able to destroy them 
completely. Solomon drafted these 
for slave labor, and so it is 
today. “Solomon didn’t make any 
of the Israelites slaves, but they 
served him as fighting men, as his 
commanders and lieutenants, and as 
the captains of his chariots and of 
his cavalry. “The officers who 
were in charge of the work for 
Solomon numbered 550 men, who 
directed the people who did the 
work. 

“But Pharaoh's daughter moved 


from David’s city to her palace thal 
Solomon built for her. Then he built 
the Millo. 

“Three times a year Solomon 
offered burnt offerings and peacn 
offerings on the altar he built for the 
LORD; he offered it on the altar that 
was before the LORD. And so he 
finished the building. 

“King Solomon built a fleet in 
Ezion-geber, which is near Elath on 
the shore of the Red Sea in 
Edom. “With the fleet Hiram sent 
his own servants, experienced 
seamen, to be with Solomon’s 
men. “They went to Ophir and got 
from there 420 talents of gold and 
brought it to King Solomon. 

The Queen of Sheba 

When the queen of Sheba 
heard about the fame ol 
e m? i 2 : 42 : Solomon (due to the LORD’S name) 
0,1131 she came in order to test him with 
puzzling questions. 2 She came to 
Jerusalem with a great following, 
with camels carrying spices, a large 
quantity of gold, and precious 
stones. When she came to Solomon 
she told him everything she had on 
her mind. 3 Solomon explained all 
her problems to her; none of them 
were too difficult for the king to 
explain to her. 

4 When the queen of Sheba saw all 
of Solomon's wisdom, the palace he 
built, 5 the food on his table, how 
his officers sat and his servants 
stood, their garments, his 
cupbearers, and the sacrifices 
which he offered up at the LORD’S 
temple, she was breathless. #,, ll 
was true,” she told the king, “what I 
heard in my country about you and 
your wisdom. 7 But I didn’t believe 
what I was told till I came and saw il 
with my own eyes. Actually I wasn't 
told half of it. You have more 
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wisdom and prosperity than 
anything I've heard. 8 Happy are 
, your men, h happy are these 
servants of yours who always stand 
before you and listen to your 
wisdom. 9 Blessed be the LORD 
your God. who is pleased with you 
and has put you on the throne of 
Israel: because of the LORD'S 
eternal love for Israel. He has made 
you king so that you might do what is 
: just and right.” “She gave the king 
120 talents of gold, a very large 
quantity of spices, and precious 
stones. Never again did such a 
quantity of spices come there as the 
queen of Sheba gave King Solomon. 

“(Hiram's fleet that brought gold 
from Ophir also brought from Ophir 
a great quantity of almug wood and 
precious stones. “With the almug 
wood the king made supports for the 
LORD'S temple and the king’s palace 
and lyres and lutes for the singers. 
Never again has such almug wood 
come there or been seen to this day.) 

“King Solomon gave the queen of 
Sheba anything she wanted, 
whatever she asked for. besides 
what he gave her from the royal 
stores. Then she and her servants 
returned and went to her own 
country. 

“The gold that came to Solomon in 
one year weighed 666 talents, “be¬ 
side that which came from the 
traveling merchants and the 
business of the traders and all the 
kings of Arabia and the governors of 
the country. 

“King Solomon made 200 large 
shields of beaten gold, using 600 
shekels of gold on each shield. “He 
made 300 small shields of beaten 
gold, using three minas of gold on 
each shield. The king put them in the 
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House of the Forest of Lebanon. 

“The king also made a large 
throne of ivory and covered it with 
pure gold. “There were six steps 
going up to the throne, and the head 
of a calf was on the back of it. There 
were arms on each side of the seat, 
and two lions stood by the 
arms. “Twelve lions stood there on 
each side of the six stairs. None 
exactly like this had been made in 
any other kingdom. 

“All the king's drinking vessels 
were of gold, and ail the vessels of 
the House of the Forest of Lebanon 
were of fine gold; none were of 
silver, because it wasn’t considered 
as valuable in Solomon's time. 22 The 
king had at sea a fleet of Tarshish 
with the fleet of Hiram. The fleet of 
Tarshish came once every three 
years bringing gold and silver, ivory, 
apes and baboons. 

23 In wealth and in wisdom King 
Solomon became greater than all the 
other kings of the world. “The 
whole world wanted to have an 
audience with Solomon and listen to 
the wisdom that God put in his 
mind. “And everyone brought his 
tribute, articles of silver and gold, 
garments, myrrh, spices, horses, 
and mules, and this was the way it 
went year after year. 

“Solomon gathered chariots and 
horses. He had 1,400 chariots and 
12,000 horses. He placed some in 
chariot towns and others near the 
king in Jerusalem. 27 The king made 
silver as common as stones in 
Jerusalem, and cedars as plentiful 
as sycamore fig trees in the low 
hills. 

“Solomon imported horses from 
Egypt and Cilicia. The king's traders 
got them from Cilicia for a fixed 
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price. Z9 A chariot was imported 
from Egypt for 600 shekels of silver, 
and a horse for 150. And so all the 
Hittite and Aramaean kings got 
their horses through Solomon's 
agents. 

Solomon s Wives and Their 
Idolatry 

King Solomon loved, along 
with Pharaoh’s daughter, 
many foreign women, women of 
Moab, Ammon, Edom, Sidon, and of 
the Hittites. 2 These belonged to 
nations about which the LORD had 
told the people of Israel. “Don’t 
marry them, and don’t let them 
marry you. They will certainly lure 
you to follow their gods.” But 
Solomon desired their love. 3 He 
had 700 wives who were princesses 
and 300 concubines, who lured his 
heart away. 4 So as Solomon grew 
old, his wives turned his heart away 
to follow other gods, and he was no 
more altogether true to the LORD 
his God as his father David had 
been. 5 Solomon followed Astarte, 
the goddess of the Sidonians, and 
Milcom, the idol of the Ammonites. 
6 So Solomon did what was wrong 
before the LORD and wasn’t loyal to 
the LORD like his father David. 
7 Then Solomon built a high place for 
Chemosh, the abominable idol of 
Moab, on the mount east of Jeru¬ 
salem, and for Molech, the 
idol of the Ammonites. B He did this 
for all his foreign wives, who were 
burning incense and sacrificing to 
their gods. 

“Then the LORD got angry with 
Solomon because his heart had 
turned from the LORD, the God of 
Israel, who had appeared to him 
twice “and had warned him not to 
follow other gods; but he didn’t do 
what God ordered him to do. 


““Because this is in your mind.” the 
LORD told Solomon, “and you 
haven’t kept My covenant and My 
decrees that I ordered you to keep. I 
will certainly tear the kingdom away 
from you and give it to a servant of 
yours. “But for the sake of your 
father David I will not do this while 
you’re living; I will tear it from your 
son’s hands. “And I will not tear 
the whole kingdom from you; I will 
give your son one tribe for the sake 
of My servant David and for the 
sake of Jerusalem that I chose.” 

Solomon’s Enemies: Hadad 

“The LORD raised a man to 
oppose Solomon. Hadad, an Edom¬ 
ite. of the Edomite royalty. “After 
David had conquered Edom, Joab. 
the captain of the army, went up lo 
bury the slain and he proceeded lo 
kill the male population of Edom 
“(Joab and all Israel stayed there 6 
months till they had killed every 
male in Edom). “But Hadad and 
certain of his father's Edomite 
servants fled with him to go to Egypt 
while Hadad was still a little 
boy. 'They started out from 
Midian and came to Paran. Taking 
some men from Paran, they came to 
Pharaoh king of Egypt, who gave 
Hadad a home, a food allotment, and 
land. “Pharaoh liked Hadad very 
much and gave him as his wife his 
own wife’s sister, the sister of 
Queen Tahpenes. 20 He and the 
sister of Tahpenes had a son. 
Genubath. Tahpenes raised him in 
Pharaoh’s palace, and Genubath 
lived at the palace among Pharaoh's 
children. 

“When Hadad heard in Egypt thal 
David lay buried with his fathers 
and that Joab, the captain of the 
army, was dead, he said to Pharaoh. 
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“Let me leave and go to my own 
country.’’ 

’“‘What are you lacking here with 
me/' Pharaoh asked him. “that you 
should be eager to go home?” 

“I lack nothing/’ he said. “But let 
me leave.” 

Rezon 

21 God also raised up Rezon, 
Eliada's son. to oppose him. He fled 
from his master, Hadadezer king of 
Zobah. 24 He gathered men and 
became captain of a band of 
warriors when David killed the men 
(of Zobah). They went to Damascus 
and lived there and ruled in Damas¬ 
cus. 25 He opposed Israel as long as 
Solomon lived, beside the evil that 
Hadad did. He abhorred Israel and 
ruled over Syria. 

Jeroboam 

26 There was also Jeroboam. 
Nebat’s son from Zeredah in 
Ephraim. His mother, whose name 
was Zeruah, was a widow. He was 
one of Solomon’s courtiers, but he 
rebelled against the king. 27 This 
was the situation when he rebelled: 
Solomon built the Millo and repaired 
the breach in the city of his father 
David. 28 Now this man Jeroboam 
was a very able man. Solomon saw 
how hard the man worked, and he 
put him in charge of all the forced 
labor of the tribe of Joseph. 

29 At that time, when Jeroboam 
went out of Jerusalem, the prophet 
Ahijah of Shiloh found him on the 
road. Ahijah had on a new garment, 
and the two of them were alone in 
the open country. 30 Ahijah took 
hold of the new garment he had on 
and tore it in 12 pieces. "“Take 10 
pieces,” he told Jeroboam, “for the 
LORD, the God of Israel, says this: ‘I 
am going to tear the kingdom away 


from Solomon and give you 10 
tribes. 32 He will keep one tribe for 
the sake of My servant David and 
for the sake of Jerusalem, the city I 
have chosen among all the tribes of 
Israel. 33 I will do this because he 
has forsaken Me and worshiped 
Astarte. the god of the people of 
Sidon; Chemosh. the god of Moab; 
Milcom. the god of Ammon; and has 
not lived in My way by doing what is 
right before Me and keeping My 
rules and ordinances as his father 
David did. "I will not take the 
whole kingdom from him but will 
allow him to rule as long as he lives 
for the sake of My servant David 
whom I chose, who kept My com¬ 
mandments and rules. 35 But I will 
take the kingdom away from his son 
and give you 10 tribes. 36 I will give 
his son one tribe so that My servant 
David may always have a lamp 
before Me in Jerusalem, the city I 
chose so that I could put My name 
there. 37 I will take you to rule over 
all the country you want, and you 
will be king over Israel. 38 And if 
you will listen to all I order you to 
do. live in My way, and do what is 
right before Me, keeping My rules 
and My commandments as My 
servant David did, then I will be 
with you and build a permanent 
dynasty for you as I did for David, 
and I will give you Israel. 39 I will 
make David's descendants suffer for 
this, but not forever/ ” 

40 Then Solomon tried to kill 
Jeroboam, but Jeroboam left and 
fled to Shishak king of Egypt and 
stayed in Egypt till Solomon died. 

4, The rest of what Solomon said 
and everything he did, also his 
wisdom—are they not written in the 
records about Solomon? 42 Solomon 
was king of all Israel in Jerusalem 
for 40 years. 43 Solomon went to 
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rest with his fathers and was buried 
in the city of David, and his son 
Rehoboam succeeded him as king. 

Rehoboam 

Rehoboam went to Shechem 
because all Israel had 
come there to make him king. 2 But 
Jeroboam, Nebat’s son, was still in 
Egypt, where he had fled from King 
Solomon. While he was still living 
there, 3 the people sent messengers 
to invite him back. When he heard 
the news, Jeroboam and the whole 
community of Israel came and spoke 
to Rehoboam. "“Your father made 
our burden heavy,” they said, ‘‘but 
now if you make lighter the hard 
service and the heavy burden he put 
on us, we will serve you.” 

5 ‘‘Leave me,” he told them, “till 
the day after tomorrow, then come 
back to me.” So the people left. 

6 King Rehoboam consulted with 
the old men who had stood before 
his father Solomon while he was 
living. ‘‘What do you advise I should 
answer these people?” he asked. 

7 ‘‘If today you will be a servant to 
these people,” they told him, “and 
serve them and talk kindly to them 
when you answer them, they will 
always be your servants.” 

fl But he turned away from the 
advice the old men gave him and 
consulted with the young men who 
had grown up with him and were 
standing before him. 9 ‘‘What do 
you advise I should answer these 
people,” he asked them, “when they 
tell me, ‘Make the burden your 
father laid on us lighter’?” 

,0 The young men who had grown 
up with him answered him, ‘‘Tell 
these people who say to you, ‘Your 
father made our burden heavy, but 
you, make it lighter for us,’—tell 
them this, ‘My little finger is thicker 


than my father’s waist. n And now, 
if my father put a heavy burden on 
you, I will add to it. If my father 
punished you with whips, I will 
punish you with scourges.’ ” 

,2 So when Jeroboam and all the 
people came to Rehoboam two days 
later, as the king had said, “Come 
back the day after tomorrow,” l3 the 
king gave the people a harsh 
answer, refusing to take the advice 
the old men gave him. ,4 He talked 
to them as the young men advised 
‘‘My father made your burden 
heavy,” he said, “but I will add to it 
My father punished you with whips, 
but I will punish you with 
scourges.” ,s So the king refused to 
listen to the people because the 
LORD was shaping events to carry 
out the promise He made through 
Ahijah of Shiloh to Jeroboam. 
Nebat’s son. 

16 When all Israel saw that the 
king refused to listen to them, the 
people answered: 

Have we any share in David? 

There’s no inheritance for us in 
Jesse's son. 

Go home, Israel! 

Now look after your own family. 
David. 

So Israel went home. ,7 And 
Rehoboam ruled over the Israelites 
who lived in the towns of Judah. 

,B Then King Rehoboam sent 
Adoram, who was in charge of the 
forced labor, but all Israel stoned 
him to death. And King Rehoboam 
got on his chariot as fast as he could 
and escaped to Jerusalem. ,9 So 
Israel has been rebelling against 
David’s dynasty to this day. 

20 When all Israel heard Jeroboam 
had come back, they sent men to 
invite him to their meeting, and they 
made him king of all Israel. There 
was nobody outside the tribe of 
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Judah who followed David’s 
dynasty. 

2, When Rehoboam came to 
Jerusalem, he gathered all the 
people of Judah and the tribe of 
Benjamin, 180,000 of the best 
warriors, to fight against the people 
of Israel and restore the kingdom for 
Rehoboam, Solomon’s son. 

22 But God spoke to Shemaiah, the 
man of God. 23 “Tell Rehoboam, 
Solomon's son. king of Judah,” He 
said, “and all the people of Judah 
and Benjamin, and the rest of the 
people: 24 The LORD says, ‘Don’t go 
up and fight against your fellow 
Israelites. Everyone, go back home, 
for I have done this.’ ” So they 
listened to what the LORD said. 
They returned and left as the LORD 
told them. 

Jeroboam Introduces Idolatry 

“Jeroboam fortified Sheehem in 
the hills of Ephraim and lived there. 
Then he left that place and fortified 
Penuel. 26 He thought to himself, 
“Now the kingdom will return to 
David’s line. 27 If these people go up 
and sacrifice in the LORD’S temple 
in Jerusalem, their hearts will turn 
back to their master. Rehoboam king 
of Judah, and they will kill me.” 
“After getting advice, the king made 
two golden calves and told the 
people, “You have been going up to 
Jerusalem long enough. Here are 
your gods. Israel, who took you out 
of Egypt.” 29 He put the one in 
Bethel and the other in Dan. J0 This 
became a sin: The people went in 
procession before one of them all the 
way to Dan. "And he built shrines 
on hilltops and took men from all the 
other people, not descended from 
Levi, and made them priests. 

"Jeroboam appointed a festival on 
the 15th day of the eighth month. 


just like the festival in Judah, and he 
went up to the altar in Bethel to 
sacrifice to the calves he had made. 
And he placed in Bethel priests from 
his hill shrines. 33 He went up to his 
altar in Bethel on the 15th of the 
eighth month, the month he alone 
set. So he instituted a festival for 
Israel and went up to the altar to 
burn an offering. 

A Man of God Bears Witness 

Then a man of God speak¬ 
ing for the LORD came from 
Judah to Bethel while Jeroboam was 
standing at the altar to burn the 
sacrifice. 2 He cried against the 
altar, speaking for the LORD: 
“Altar, altar! The LORD says this: 
‘There will be a son born in David’s 
line. His name will be Josiah. He will 
sacrifice on you the priests of the 
hilltop shrines who are burning 
sacrifices on you, and men’s bones 
will be burned on you.’ ” 3 0n that 

day he gave a miraculous sign, 
saying, “This is the sign that the 
Lord promises, ‘You will see the 
altar torn apart and the ashes on it 
poured out.’ ” 

4 When the king heard the man of 
God speak and cry against the altar 
in Bethel, Jeroboam pointed with his 
arm stretched out over the altar. 
“Arrest him,” he said. Then his 
hand that he stretched out against 
him shriveled so that he couldn’t 
pull it back. 3 The altar also was 
torn apart, and the ashes from the 
altar were poured out; this was the 
miracle the man of God did al the 
LORD’S command. 

6 Then the king asked the man of 
God, “Please make an appeal to the 
LORD your God to be kind, and pray 
for me that my hand may get well 
again.” So the man of God pleaded 
with the LORD to be kind, and the 
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king’s hand got well again as it was 
before. 

7 “Come home with me.” the king 
told the man of God, “take refresh¬ 
ment. and I will give you a reward.” 

8 “If you would give me half of your 
palace.” the man of God told the 
king. “I would not go with you or eat 
or drink here, 9 because the LORD 
has spoken to me and directed me, 
'Don’t eat or drink.’ He said, ‘or 
even go back the way you came.’ 
,0 So he left on another road and 
didn't go back the way he had come 
to Bethel. 

A Prophet’s Disobedience 

"There was an old prophet living 
in Bethel, and his sons came and 
told him everything the man of God 
did in Bethel that day, also the very 
words he had spoken to the king. 

"“Which way did he go?” their 
father asked them. His sons had 
seen which way the man of God who 
came from Judah had gone. 
"“Saddle the donkey for me.” he 
told his sons. When they had 
saddled the donkey for him, he rode 
off on it. 

"He went after the man of God 
and found him sitting under an oak. 
“Are you the man of God who came 
from Judah?” he asked him. 

“I am,” he answered. 

l5 “Come home with me,” he 
answered, “and eat.” 

,B “I can’t go back with you,” he 
said, “or go home with you, or eat 
and drink with you there, "be¬ 
cause the LORD definitely told me, 
‘Don’t eat or drink there, or even go 
back the way you came.’ ” 

l0 “But I’m a prophet like you,” he 
said, “and an angel spoke for the 
LORD to me. ‘Bring him back home 
with you,’ he said, ‘so he may eat 
and drink.’ ” But he was lying. 


“He went back with him and ate 
and drank at his home. 20 As they 
were eating at the table, the LORD 
spoke to the prophet who brought 
him back, "and he called to tin¬ 
man of God who came from Judah 
“The LORD says this.” he said. 
“Because you rebelled against thi? 
LORD’S Word and didn't do what 
the LORD your God ordered you. 
“but you came back and ate and 
drank at this place about which He 
told you: ‘Don't eat or drink there,' 
your body will not come into the 
tomb of your ancestors.” 

“After the man had eaten and 
drunk, he saddled the donkey for the 
prophet he had brought back. 
"But when he went away, a lion 
found him on the way and killed him. 
and his corpse was thrown on the 
road. The donkey was standing by ii. 
and also the lion was standing by 
the body. “Men who passed by 
saw the body thrown on the road 
and the lion standing by the body. 
They went and told about it in the 
city where the old prophet was 
living. 

“When the prophet who brought 
him back from the road heard about 
it, he said, “It is the man of God who 
rebelled against the LORD’S Word. 
So the LORD delivered him to the; 
lion, and it tore him in pieces and 
killed him as the LORD had fore¬ 
told.” 

“Then he told his sons, “Put the 
saddle on the donkey for me.” And 
they put the saddle on it. 

Z8 He left and found the body of the 
man thrown on the road, and the 
donkey and the lion standing by the 
body. The lion had not eaten the 
body nor torn the donkey in pieces. 
“The prophet took up the body of the 
man of God and laid it on the donkey 
and brought it back. And he went 
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into his own city to mourn for him 
and to bury him. J0 He laid his body 
in his own grave and mourned over 
him. saying. “O my brother, my 
brother!” "After he had buried 
him. he said to his sons. “When I 
die, bury me in the grave in which 
the man of God was buried. Lay my 
body by his body. "The Word of 
the LORD that he proclaimed 
against the altar in Bethel and all 
the shrines on the hilltops in the 
towns of Samaria will certainly 
happen.” 

"After this. Jeroboam didn't give 
up his evil way but again took men 
from all the people and made them 
priests of the hill shrines. He took 
anyone who was willing and 
consecrated him to be one of the 
priests of the hill shrines. "This 
became the sin of the house of 
leroboam so that it had to be cut off 
and wiped off the earth. 

Jeroboam's Son Abijah 

At that time Abijah. Jero¬ 
boam's son. got sick. 
‘Come.’’ Jeroboam told his wife, 
“disguise yourself so that people 
will not know you’re my wife, and go 
to Shiloh. There is the prophet 
Ahijah. who said I would be king of 
these people. 3 Take ten loaves of 
bread with you. some raisins, and a 
jar of honey, and go to him. He will 
tell you what will happen to the 
bov.” 'leroboam's wife did this. 
She started out, went to Shiloh, and 
came to the home of Ahijah. 

Ahijah couldn’t see; his eyes had 
a fixed stare because he was 
old. 5 The LORD had told Ahijah. 
“leroboam’s wife is coming to ask 
you about her boy who is sick. Tell 
her such and such. When she 
comes, she will pretend to be 
another woman.” 


6 Ahijah heard the sound of her 
footsteps as she came into the door. 
“Come in, wife of Jeroboam,” he 
said. “Why do you pretend to be 
somebody else? I’ve been 
commissioned to tell you bad 
news. 7 Go, tell Jeroboam that the 
LORD, the God of Israel, says this; ‘I 
took you from the people and gave 
you a high position as a leader of My 
people Israel. e I tore the kingdom 
away from David’s line and gave it 
to you, but you have not been like My 
servant David, who did what I 
ordered and followed me loyally, 
doing only what is right before 
Me. 9 You have done more wrong 
than all who were before you. You 
went and made other gods for 
yourself and idols of cast 
metal, provoking Me to anger and 
turning your back on Me. ,0 That is 
why I will bring calamity on 
Jeroboam’s family, cutting off every 
male of his family in Israel; I will 
consume every single one to the last 
of Jeroboam’s family as one sweeps 
away manure till it is gone. "If 
anyone of Jeroboam’s family dies in 
the city, the dogs will eat him; if 
anyone dies in the country, the birds 
of the sky will eat him, for the LORD 
said it. "Start out now for home. 
When you step into the city, the 
child will die. 13 All Israel will 
mourn for him and bury him. He is 
the only one of Jeroboam's family 
who will be properly buried, for in 
Jeroboam's family only in him was 
something good found before the 
LORD, the God of Israel. "The 
LORD will set up for Himself a king 
over Israel who will cut off 
Jeroboam’s family. This is the day. 
and it will happen right now. ,5 The 
LORD will strike Israel so that it will 
shake like a reed in water, and He 
will tear Israel out of this fine land 
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He gave their fathers and will 
scatter them beyond the river 
because they made their sacred 
posts dedicated to Asherah to 
provoke the LORD. ,6 And the 
LORD will abandon Israel on 
account of Jeroboam's sin, into 
which he led Israel.” 

,7 Jeroboam's wife got up, left, and 
came to Tirzah. When she stepped 
over the threshold of her home, the 
boy died. 10 All Israel buried him 
and mourned for him as the LORD 
said by his servant, the prophet 
Ahijah. “Everything else about 
Jeroboam, how he fought and ruled, 
is written in the history of the kings 
of Israel. 20 Jeroboam ruled 22 
years and went to rest with his 
fathers, and his son Nadab 
succeeded him as king. 

Shishak Takes the Treasures 

n Rehoboam. Solomon's son. was 
king of Judah. He was 41 years old 
when he became king, and he ruled 
17 years in Jerusalem, the city the 
LORD chose of all the tribes of Israel 
to put His name there. His mother 
was an Ammonite woman by the 
name of Naamah. 

22 Judah did what was wrong 
before the LORD. Their sins made 
Him angry, more than anything their 
fathers had done. “They built for 
themselves shrines on the hills, 
sacred pillars and posts dedicated 
to Asherah on every high hill and 
under every green tree. “There 
were also sacred prostitutes in the 
country. They did all the abominable 
things of the people the LORD drove 
out before Israel. 

25 In the fifth year of Rehoboam, 
Shishak the king of Egypt came up 
against Jerusalem. “He took the 


treasures of the LORD'S temple and 
of the king’s palace; he carried them 
all away. He took all the golden 
shields Solomon had made. 27 To 
replace them, Rehoboam made 
bronze shields and had the captains 
of the guards who guarded the door 
of the king’s palace take care of 
them. 2B As often as the king wen! 
into the LORD’S temple, the guards 
carried them and brought them back 
into the room of the guards. 

“Everything else about Rehoboam 
and all he did are written in the 
scroll of the annals of Judah's kings 
“There was always war between 
Rehoboam and Jeroboam. 3, Reho- 
boam went to rest with his fathers 
and was buried with his fathers in 
David's city. (His mother was an 
Ammonite woman by the name ol 
Naamah.) And his son Abijam 
succeeded him as king. 

Abijam 

In the 18th year of the 
reign of Jeroboam. Nebat s 
son, Abijam started to rule ovm 
Judah. 2 He ruled three years m 
Jerusalem. His mother was Maacah. 
a granddaughter of Abishaloni 
3 He followed all the sins of his father 
before him and wasn't loyal to the 
LORD his God as his ancestor David 
had been. Eut for David's sake the 
LORD his God gave him a lamp in 
Jerusalem by allowing his son to 
reign after him and by giving peace 
to Jerusalem, ^because David did 
what was right before the LORD and 
didn’t turn aside from anything 11c 
ordered him to do all his life, except 
in the matter of Uriah the Hiltite. 1 

Everything else about Abijam. 
including all he did. is written in the 
scroll of the annals of Judah's kings. 
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There was war between Abijam and 
Jeroboam. "Abijam went to rest 
with his fathers and was buried in 
David's city, and his son Asa 
succeeded him as king. 

Asa 

“In the 20th year of Jeroboam king 
of Israel Asa started to rule over 
Judah. ,0 He ruled 41 years in 
Jerusalem. His grandmother was 
Maacah. a granddaughter of 
Abishalom. 

"Asa did what was right before 
the LORD, like his ancestor 
David. ,2 He drove the male sacred 
prostitutes out of the country and 
got rid of the idols his father 
made. n He also deposed his 
grandmother Maacah from being 
queen mother, because she made an 
obscene image dedicated to the 
goddess Asherah. Asa cut it down 
and burned it in the valley of 
Kidron. ‘‘Although the pagan hill 
shrines were not torn down, Asa 
was at heart loyal to the LORD all 
his life. ,5 He brought into the 
LORD s temple the silver, gold, and 
the utensils he and his father had 
sanctified. 

Asa and Baasha at War 

"There was war between Asa 
and Baasha king of Israel all their 
lives. ,7 Baasha king of Israel 
invaded Judah and fortified Ramah 
to blockade Asa king of Judah. 

IH So Asa took all the silver and 
gold that was left in the storerooms 
of the LORD’S temple and in the 
storerooms of the king's palace and 
gave them to his men; then he sent 
these to Benhadad the son of 
Tabrimmon, the son of Hezion. king 
of Syria, who lived in Damascus. 
'“ "There’s a treaty between me and 
you, he said, “as there was 


between my father and yours. I am 
sending you a present of silver and 
gold. Come now, break your treaty 
with Baasha king of Israel, so he will 
go and leave me alone." 

20 Benhadad did what King Asa 
asked and sent his captains with 
their armies against the cities of 
Israel and defeated Ijon, Dan. Abel- 
beth-maacah, and all Chinneroth 
with all the country of Naphtali. 
2, When Baasha heard about it, he 
gave up fortifying Ramah and lived 
in Tirzah. 22 Then Asa called out all 
ludah, excusing nobody, and they 
carried the stones of Ramah and its 
lumber with which Baasha had 
fortified it, and with these Asa 
fortified Geba in Benjamin and also 
Mizpah. 

^Everything else about Asa. all 
his mighty deeds, everything he did, 
the cities he fortified, are written in 
the scroll of the annals of Judah's 
kings. But when he was old he had 
an ailment in his feet. 24 Asa went 
to rest with his fathers and was 
buried with his fathers in the city of 
his ancestor. David, and his son 
lehoshaphat succeeded him as king. 

Baasha Wipes Out Jeroboam's 
Family 

25 Nadab, Jeroboam’s son, started 
to rule over Israel in the second year 
of Asa king of Judah, and was king of 
Israel for two years. 26 He did 
wrong before the LORD, living in his 
father's ways and in the sin into 
which he led Israel. 

27 Then Baasha, Ahijah’s son, of 
the house of Issachar, plotted 
against him. and Baasha killed him 
in Gibbethon, which belonged to the 
Philistines, when Nadab and all 
Israel were besieging Gibbethon. 
2a In the third year of Asa king of 
Judah. Baasha killed him and 
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succeeded him as king. 29 As soon 
as he was king, he killed all the rest 
of Jeroboam’s family. He killed every 
breathing thing that belonged to 
Jeroboam and didn't leave anyone, 
as the LORD had said by His servant 
Ahijah from Shiloh. 30 This was 
because Jeroboam led Israel into sin 
and made the LORD, the God of 
Israel, angry. 

"Everything else about Nadab 
and all he did are written in the 
annals of the kings of Israel. 
12 There was war between Asa and 
Baasha all their lives. 

”In the third year of Asa king of 
Judah, Baasha, Ahijah's son, started 
to rule over Israel in Tirzah; he 
ruled 24 years. 34 He did evil before 
the LORD and lived in Jeroboam’s 
ways and in the sin into which he led 
Israel. 

The LORD spoke against 
Baasha to Jehu, Hanani’s 
son. 2 “I raised you from the dust,” 
he said, “and made you a leader of 
My people Israel, but you have lived 
in Jeroboam’s ways and led My 
people into sin so as to make Me 
angry with their sins. 3 And so I 
will wipe out everyone who is with 
Baasha and his family and make 
your family like the family of 
Jeroboam, Nebat’s son. 4 If anyone 
from Baasha dies in the city, the 
dogs will eat him; and if anyone from 
him dies out in the country, the 
birds in the air will eat 
him.” Everything else about 
Baasha, also what he did and the 
strength he showed, is written in the 
scroll of the annals of Israel’s 
kings. "Baasha went to rest with 
his fathers and was buried in 
Tirzah, and his son Elah succeeded 
him as king. ’Through the prophet 
Jehu, Hanani's son, the LORD spoke 


against Baasha and his family on 
account of all the evil he did before 
the LORD, making Him angry bv 
what he did and by being like 
Jeroboam’s family, and also because 
he destroyed it. 

Elah 

e In the 26th year of Asa king of 
Judah, Elah, Baasha’s son, started 
to rule over Israel in Tirzah and 
ruled for two years. 9 But his 
officer Zimri, captain of half of his 
chariots, plotted against him while 
he was getting drunk in Tirzah al 
the home of Arza, who was in 
charge of the palace in Tirzah. 
’°Zimri went in, struck him down, 
and killed him in the 27th year of 
Asa king of Judah and succeeded 
him as king. "At the beginning of 
his rule, as soon as he was on his 
throne, he killed Baasha’s whole 
family, not leaving a single male of 
his relatives or friends. ,2 So Zimri 
destroyed Baasha’s whole family, as 
the LORD had told Baasha by the 
prophet Jehu, ,3 for all the sins 
committed by Baasha and his son 
Elah, and for the way they led Israel 
into sin, making the LORD, the God 
of Israel, angry with their worthless 
idols. "Everything else about Elah. 
also everything he did, is written in 
the scroll of the annals of Israel s 
kings. 

Zimri 

,5 In the 27th year of Asa king of 
Judah, Zimri was king for 7 days in 
Tirzah while the people were 
camping against Gibbethon, which 
belonged to the Philistines. '"When 
the people in the camp heard how 
Zimri had plotted and killed the 
king, all Israel, on the same day in 
the camp, made Omri, the captain of 
the army, king of Israel. 
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Omri 

,T Omri. and all Israel with him. 
went up from Gibbethon and 
besieged Tirzah. '"When Zimri 
saw the city was taken, he went into 
the citadel of the king’s palace and 
burned down the king’s palace over 
himself. And so he died ’"on 
account of the sins he had 
done—the wrongs he did before the 
LORD —living in Jeroboam's ways, 
and on account of the way he led 
Israel into sin. ^’Everything else 
about Zimri, also how he plotted, is 
written in the annals of Israel’s 
kings. 

-’’Then the people of Israel were 
divided into two factions. Half of the 
people were with Tibni. Ginath’s 
son. and wanted him to be king; and 
half of them w r ere with Omri. 22 But 
the people who followed Omri 
proved to be stronger than those 
who followed Tibni. Ginath’s son. 
and so Tibni died, and Omri was 
king. 21 Omri became king of Israel 
in the 31st year of Asa, king of 
Judah, and he ruled 12 years; he 
ruled in Tirzah for 6 years. 

’'He bought the hill of Samaria 
from Shemer for two talents of 
silver. He fortified the hill and 
called the city he built Samaria, 
after the name of its former owner. 
Shemer. 

25 0mri did wrong before the 
LORD, and worse than all who were 
before him. 2h He followed all the 
ways of Jeroboam, Nebat’s son, by 
sinning and leading Israel into sin. 
and by making the LORD, the God of 
Israel, angry with their worthless 
idols. 

27 Everything else about Omri. also 
what he did and the strength he 
showed, is written in the scroll of 
the annals of Israel’s kings. 2, ?He 


went to rest with his fathers and 
was buried in Samaria, and his son 
Ahab succeeded him as king. 

Ahab 

29 Ahab, Omri's son. started to rule 
over Israel in the 38th year of Asa 
king of Judah, and he was king of 
Israel in Samaria for 22 years. 
'"Ahab, Omri’s son, did wrong 
before the LORD, worse than all 
who were before him. 5l It wasn’t 
enough that he lived in the sin of 
Jeroboam. Nebat's son; he also 
married Jezebel the daughter of 
Ethbaal, king of the people of Sidon. 
He went and served Baal and 
worshiped him. 32 He set up an 
altar for Baal in the temple he built 
for him in Samaria. J1 Ahab made 
the sacred post of the goddess 
Asherah. Ahab did more to make the 
LORD, the God of Israel, angry than 
all the kings who were before him. 

'•In his time Hiel from Bethel 
rebuilt Jericho. With the loss of his 
firstborn, Abiram, he laid the 
foundation. And with the loss of 
Segub. his youngest son. he set up its 
gates. This fulfilled what the LORD 
had said by Joshua the son of Nun. 

Elijah 

Elijah, who was from Tishbe 
and lived in Gilead, said 
to Ahab, “As the LORD, the God of 
Israel, lives, whom I serve, there 
will be no dew or rain these coming 
years unless I say so.” 

2 Then the LORD spoke to 
him; '“Get away, and turn east 
and hide beside the brook Cherith. 
which is east of the Jordan. 4 You 
will drink from the stream, and I've 
ordered the crows to feed you 
there.’’ 

5 He left and did what the LORD 
told him. He went and lived at the 
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stream Cherith, east of the 
Jordan. 6 And the crows brought 
him bread and meat in the morning 
and bread and meat in the evening, 
and he drank from the stream. 

7 But after some time the stream 
dried up because no rain had fallen 
in the country. “Then the LORD 
spoke to him: 9 “Leave and go to 
Zarephath, which belongs to Sidon, 
and stay there. I’ve ordered a 
widow there to feed you.” 

The Widow of Zarephath 

,0 He left and went to Zarephath. 
As he came to the gate of the town, a 
widow was gathering wood, and he 
called to her: “Please bring a little 
water in a jar for me to 
drink.” 11 As she was going to get it. 
he called to her again: “Please bring 
me a bite of bread.” 

,2 “As the LORD your God lives,” 
she answered, “I don’t have 
anything baked; only a handful of 
flour in the jar and a little oil in the 
jug. I’m gathering a few sticks. I will 
go and prepare something for myself 
and my boy so we may eat it and 
then die.” 

"“Don't be afraid,” Elijah told 
her. “Go and do as you said, but first 
make me a little cake of it, bring it to 
me, and after that prepare 
something for yourself and your 
boy. "The LORD, the God of Israel, 
says this: ‘The jar of flour will never 
get empty, and the jug will never 
lack oil till the LORD sends rain on 
the land.’ ” 

15 She went and did what Elijah 
told her, and so she, he, and her 
family ate for a long while. 18 The 
jar of flour never got empty, and the 
jug never lacked olive oil, as the 
LORD had promised by Elijah. 

17 Later the son of the woman, the 
mistress of the house, got sick. He 


got so very sick that finally there 
was no breath left in him. 
18 “Leave me alone, man of God,” she 
told Elijah. “Did you come to remind 
me of my sin and kill my boy?” 

19 “Give me your boy,” he asked 
her. He took him from her arms and 
carried him to the upper room 
where he was staying and laid him 
on his own bed. "Then he cried to 
the LORD. “LORD my God,” he said, 
“would You also bring misery on the 
widow I’m staying with by killing her 
boy?” 21 Then he stretched himself 
out on the boy three times and called 
to the LORD, “0 LORD my God, 
please make this boy live again.” 
22 The LORD did what Elijah asked, 
and the life of the boy returned 
again to his body and so he lived. 

"Elijah took the boy, brought him 
down from the upper room of the 
Lk 4 26 house, and gave him to his mother 
Mill:”' “Look,” Elijah said, “your boy is 
alive.” 

24 “Now I’m convinced,” the 
woman told Elijah, “you are a man 
of God and the LORD’S Word you 
speak is the truth.” 

After a long time, in the 
third year, the LORD 
spoke to Elijah: “Go, present 
yourself to Ahab; I will let rain fall 
on the ground.” 2 So Elijah went to 
present himself to Ahab. 

Obadiah 

The famine was severe in 
Samaria. 3 Ahab called Obadiah. 
who was in charge of his palace. 
Obadiah held the LORD in great 
reverence. 4 When Jezebel killed 
the LORD’S prophets, Obadiah took 
a hundred prophets and hid them, 
fifty at a time, in caves and 
kept them alive on bread and wa¬ 
ter. 5 “Go through the country,” 
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Ahab told Obadiah, “to all the 
springs of water and streams. 
Perhaps we can find grass and keep 
the horses and mules alive and not 
lose any animals.” 8 So they 
divided the country in order to go 
through it. Ahab went one way by 
himself, and Obadiah went the other 
way by himself. 

7 When Obadiah was on the way. 
he met Elijah. He recognized him 
and bowed down with his face on 
the ground. “Is it you, my master 
Elijah?” he asked. 

fl ”Yes,” he answered him. “Go, 
tell your master, ‘Elijah is here.’ ” 

9 “What wrong have I done,” he 
asked, “that you should hand your 
servant over to Ahab to be 
killed? l0 As the LORD your God 
lives, there is no people or kingdom 
to which my master hasn’t sent men 
to search for you. When they would 
say, He isn't here.’ he made the 
kingdom and the people take an oath 
that they hadn’t found you. “And 
now you say. ‘Go, tell your master, 
Elijah is here.’ “This is what will 
happen: When I leave you, the 
LORD'S Spirit will take you away I 
don’t know where. Suppose I go and 
tell Ahab, and then he doesn’t find 
you. He will kill me. But I, your 
servant, have feared the LORD 
since I was a child. “Wasn’t my 
master told what I did when Jezebel 
killed the LORD’S prophets, how I 
hid a hundred of the LORD’S 
prophets, fifty at a time, in caves 
and kept them alive on bread and 
water? “And now you say,‘Go, tell 
your master, Elijah is here.’ He will 
kill me.” 

““As the LORD of armies lives, 
whom I serve.” Elijah said, “today I 
will present myself to him.” 

,h So Obadiah went to meet Ahab 
and told him. 


Elijah Meets Ahab 

Then Ahab went to meet 
Elijah. “When he saw Elijah, Ahab 
said, “So there you are, you troubler 
of Israel!” 

,8 “I haven't troubled Israel,” he 
answered, “but you and your 
father’s family have done it by 
giving up the LORD’S command¬ 
ments and following Baal. l0 And 
now, send men to bring all Israel to 
Mount Carmel and also the 450 
prophets of Baal and the 400 
prophets of Asherah who eat at 
Jezebel’s table.” 

Elijah on Mount Carmel 

“Ahab sent men to all Israel and 
gathered the prophets to Mount 
Carmel. “Elijah stepped before all 
the people. “How long are you going 
to straddle the fence?” he asked 
them. “If the LORD is God, follow 
Him; and if Baal, follow him.” The 
people didn’t answer him. 

““I’m the only prophet of the 
LORD who is left,” Elijah told the 
people, “and there are 450 prophets 
of Baal. “Bring two bulls and let 
them choose one for themselves, cut 
it in pieces, lay it on the wood, and 
put no fire under it. I will take the 
other bull, put him on the wood, and 
put no fire under it. “Then you call 
on the name of your gods, and I will 
call on the name of the LORD, and 
then the god who answers by fire, he 
is God.” 

“That is good,” all the people 
answered. 

““Choose one bull for your¬ 
selves,” Elijah told the prophets of 
Baal, “and prepare yours first, 
because you are many, and call on 
the name of your gods, but don’t add 
any fire.” 

“They took the bull, prepared it. 
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and called on the name of Baal from 
morning until noon. “Baal, answer 
us!” they said. But no one spoke or 
answered. So they danced with a 
limping step at the altar they had 
made. 27 By noon Elijah started to 
mock them. “Call out loud,” he said, 
“because he’s a god. Perhaps he’s 
thinking! Or is busy; or he has gone 
away! Or he may be sleeping and 
has to wake up!” 

2B So they called out loud, and 
according to their custom they cut 
themselves with swords and lances 
till the blood flowed on them. 29 And 
in the afternoon they raved on until 
the time of the evening offering. But 
no one spoke or answered or paid 
attention to them. 

“Then Elijah said to all the 
people, “Come near me.” And all 
the people came near him. He 
rebuilt the LORD’S altar that was 
torn down. 3, Elijah took 12 stones, 
as many as there were tribes of the 
sons of Jacob to whom the LORD had 
said, “Your name will be Israel.” 
32 With the stones he built an altar in 
the LORD’S name and made a trench 
around the altar, deep enough to 
hold two measures of seed. 33 He 
arranged the wood, cut up the bull, 
and laid it on the wood. 

34“FiH four jars with water,” he 
said, “and pour it on the burnt 
offering and on the wood.” Then he 
said, “Do it again,” and they did it 
again. Then he said, “Do it a third 
time,” and they did it a third 
time. “The water flowed around 
the altar, and even the trench was 
filled with water. 

38 At the time when the evening 
offering was made, the prophet 
Elijah stepped forward. “LORD, God 
of Abraham, Isaac, and Israel,” he 
said, “let the people learn today that 
You are God in Israel, that I’m Your 


servant and have done all these 
things at Your command. 37 Hear 
me, LORD, hear me, so these people 
may know that You, LORD, are God 
and You turn their hearts back tu 
You.” 

38 So the LORD’S fire fell down and 
consumed the burnt offering, wood, 
stones, dirt, and licked up the water 
that was in the trench. 30 All the 
people saw it and fell down on their 
face. “The LORD is God!” they said, 
“the LORD is God!” 

"“Arrest the prophets of Baal,” 
Elijah told them. “Don’t let anyone 
of them escape.” They arrested 
them, and Elijah took them down to 
the stream Kishon and killed them 
there. 

"Then Elijah told Ahab, “Go up. 
eat and drink. It sounds like a heavy 
rain.” "Ahab went up to eat and 
drink. 

Elijah went to the top of Carmel, 
bowed down to the ground, and put 
his face between his knees. 
"“Please go up,” he told his boy. 
“Look toward the sea.” When ho 
had gone up and looked, he said. 
“There’s nothing.” “Go back,” he 
told him seven times. 

"After the seventh time he said. 
“There's a little cloud like a man’s 
hand, coming up from the sea.” 

“Go and tell Ahab,” he said, 
“ ‘Hitch up the chariot and go down 
so the rain won’t stop you.’ ” 

"Gradually the sky grew darker 
with clouds and wind, and there 
was a heavy rain. Ahab rode and 
went to Jezreel. "The LORD'S 
power was on Elijah. He fastened 
his clothes around his waist and ran 
ahead of Ahab till they came to 
Jezreel. 
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At Mount Horeb 

Ahab told Jezebel every¬ 
thing Elijah had done and 
especially how he killed all the 
prophets with the sword. 2 Then 
Jezebel sent a messenger to Elijah. 

“May the gods punish me again and 
again,’’ she said, “if by this time 
tomorrow I don’t do to you what you 
did to them.” 

’Frightened, Elijah fled to save his 
life and came to Beersheba, which 
belonged to Judah, and he left his 
servant there. ’Then he traveled 
for a day into the wilderness, sat 
under a broom tree, and wished he 
were dead. “I’ve had enough now, 
LORD.” he said. “Take my life—I’m 
no better than my fathers.” s He 
lay down under a broom tree and 
slept. 

Then an angel came and touched io.«r,„ 
him. “Get up and eat,” he told 18Bo,,< 
him. 6 When he looked, he saw near 
his head some bread baked on hot 
stones and a jar of water. So he ate 
and drank and lay down again. 

7 The angel came back again and 
touched him. “Get up and eat,” he 
told him, “or your journey will be too 
much for you.” 

8 He got up. ate, and drank. 
Strengthened by that food, he went 
on for 40 days and nights till he 
came to Horeb, the mountain of 
God. s There he entered the cave 
and spent the night. 

Then the LORD spoke to him. 

“What are you doing here, Elijah?” 

He asked him. 

I0 “I ve been very zealous for the 
LORD, the God of armies," he 
answered, “because Israel has 
forsaken Your covenant, torn down 
Your altars, and killed Your 
prophets with the sword. I’m the 


only one left, and they're trying to 
kill me!' 

"“Go out,” He said, “and stand on 
the mountain before the LORD.” 

Then, as the LORD was passing 
by, a great and mighty wind was 
tearing mountains and shattering 
rocks ahead of the LORD, but the 
LORD was not in the wind. After the 
wind came an earthquake, but the 
LORD wasn’t in the earthquake. 
“After the earthquake there was a 
fire, but the LORD wasn’t in the fire. 
And after the fire there was a gentle, 
quiet Voice. ,3 When Elijah heard 
that, he wrapped his face in his 
mantle, went out and stood at the 
entrance of the cave. 

Then a Voice spoke to him saying, 
“What are you doing here, Elijah?” 

,4 “I have been very zealous for the 
LORD, the God of armies,” he 
answered, “because Israel has 
forsaken Your covenant, torn down 
Your altars, and killed Your 
prophets with the sword. Now I'm 
the only one left, and they’re trying 
to kill me." 

,5 “Make your way back to the 
wilderness near Damascus,” the 
LORD told him, “and when you come 
there, anoint Hazael as king of 
Syria, ’“anoint Jehu, Nimshi’s son, 
as king of Israel, and Elisha, 
Shaphat's son of Abel-meholah, as 
prophet in your place. ,7 If anyone 
escapes from Hazael’s sword, Jehu 
will kill him, and if anyone escapes 
from Jehu’s sword, Elisha will kill 
him. lfl But I will leave in Israel 
7.000, none of whom have knelt 
before Baal, none of whom have 
kissed him.” 

Elisha 

,9 When Elijah left, he found 
Elisha, Shaphat's son. He was 
plowing behind 12 yoke of oxen; he 
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himself was using the 12th. Elijah 
passed by him and threw his mantle 
on him. 20 So he left the oxen and 
ran after Elijah. “Please let me kiss 
my father and mother good-bye,” he 
said, “and then I will follow you.” 

“Go back,” he answered him. 
“What have I done to keep you?” 

2, Elisha left him, took a yoke of 
oxen, butchered them, and using the 
yokes of the oxen, boiled the meat, 
and gave it to the people to eat. Then 
he started to follow Elijah and serve 
him. 

Benhadad 

Benhadad king of Aram 
gathered his whole army 
together. There were 32 kings with 
him, and horses and chariots. He 
went up and besieged Samaria and 
fought against it. 2 He sent 
messengers into the city to Ahab 
king of Israel to tell him, “Benhadad 
says this: 3 ‘Your silver and gold 
are mine, and your wives and the 
finest of your sons are mine.’ ” 

4 “As you say, my lord the king,” 
the king of Israel answered, “I am 
yours with everything I have.” 

s But Benhadad's messengers 
came again and said, “Benhadad 
says, ‘I merely asked that you give 
me your silver and gold, your wives 
and your children. “But now I’m 
going to send my servants to you 
tomorrow at this time to search your 
home and the homes of your 
servants. They will lay their hands 
on anything that is precious to you 
and take it away.’ ” 

7 Then the king of Israel called for 
all the elders of the country. 
“Just notice and see,” he said, “how 
he’s trying to ruin us; when he sent 
for my wives and children, my silver 
and gold, I didn’t refuse him.” 

““Don’t listen to him,” all the 


elders and all the people told him, 
“and don't agree to do what he tells 
you.” 

9 “TeIl my lord the king," he told 
Benhadad’s messengers, “ ‘I havr: 
been ready to do everything your 
messengers told your servant the 
first time, but I can’t do this.’ ” The 
messengers left to take back his 
answer. 

,0 Then Benhadad sent messengers 
to him. “May the gods punish me 
again and again,” he said, “if 
there’ll be enough dust of 

Samaria to fill the hands of all the 
troops that will follow me.” 

"The king of Israel answered him, 
“When you fasten your armor, don’l 
brag as though you’re taking it off.” 

"When Benhadad, who was 

drinking with the kings in their 

quarters, heard this, he told his 
men, “Get ready!” So they got ready 
to attack the city. 

"Then a prophet came to Ahab 
king of Israel. “The LORD says 
this,” he said: “ ‘Have you 
seen this whole mass of people? 1 
will put them into your hands today; 
then you will know I am the 

LORD.’ ” 

,4 “How?“ Ahab asked. 

He answered, “The LORD says 
this: ’By using the young servants of 
the district governors.’ ” 

“Who will start the fighting?" he 
asked. 

“You,” he answered. 

,5 He counted the young servants 
of the district governors: There 
were 232. After these he counted all 
the troops, all the men of Israel; 
There were 7,000. ’“They made a 
raid at noon when Benhadad was in 
his quarters getting drunk with the 
32 kings who were helping 
him. ,7 The servants of the district 
governors went out first. When 
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Benhadad sent men, these reported 
to him: “Some men have come out of 
Samaria.” 

,8 “Whether they have come out in 
peace or to fight," he said, “take 
them alive.” 

19 So the young servants of the 
district governors and the troops 
that followed them made a raid from 
the city, 20 and each struck down 
his man. The Aramaeans fled, and 
Israel pursued them. Benhadad king 
of Aram escaped on a horse with the 
cavalry. "The king of Israel went 
out and struck down the horses and 
chariots and inflicted a great defeat 
on the Aramaeans. 

Battle at Aphek 

"Then the prophet came to the 
king of Israel. “Go.” he said, 
“reinforce yourself. Understand 
well and watch what you’re doing: 
when spring comes, the king of 
Aram will come up to attack.” 

23 But the officers of the king of 
Aram told him, “Their god is a god 
of the hills, and so they were 
stronger then we are. But if we fight 
them on level ground, we will 
certainly be stronger than they 
are. "Now do this: Take away 
each of the kings from his post, and 
substitute governors for them. 
"And get an army as large as the 
one you lost, as many horses and as 
many chariots. Then, if we fight 
them on level ground, we’ll certainly 
be stronger than they are.” He took 
their advice and did it. 

2 *Spring came, and he mustered 
the Aramaeans and went up to 
Aphek to fight against Israel. 
"When Israel had been mustered 
and provided with food, they went 
out to meet them. The Israelites 
camped opposite them like two little 


flocks of kids, while the Syrians 
filled the country. 

2B The man of God came again. 
“The LORD says this,” he told the 
king of Israel: “ ‘Because the 
Aramaeans have said, the LORD is 
the god of the hills and not the god of 
the valleys, I will put this vast crowd 
in your hands. Then you will know 1 
am the LORD.’ ” 

20 They camped facing one another 
for seven days, and on the seventh 
day the battle started, and Israel 
struck down 100,000 Aramaean foot 
soldiers in one day. 30 The rest fled 
to Aphek, into the town, where the 
wall fell on 27,000 men who were 
left. Benhadad also fled and, coming 
into the city, took refuge in an inner 
room. 

3, “You know,” his men told him. 
“the kings of Israel are kind. Let us 
put sackcloth on our waists, and 
ropes around our necks, and go out 
to the king of Israel. He may spare 
your life.” ,2 So they put sackcloth 
on their waists, ropes around their 
necks, and went to the king of Israel 
and said, “Your servant Benhadad 
says. ‘Please let me live.’ ” 

“Is he still alive?” he asked. “He 
is my brother.” 

13 The men, watching for a good 
sign, were quick to take him at his 
word. “Benhadad is your brother,” 
they said. 

“Go in, get him,” he said. Then 
Benhadad came out to him and 
Ahab brought him up on his chariot. 

34 “I will give back the towns my 
father took from your father,” 
Benhadad told him, “and you may 
set up bazaars for yourself in 
Damascus as my father set them up 
in Samaria.” 

“I will let you go on these terms,” 
said Ahab. So he made a covenant 
with him and let him go. 
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35 0ne man from the group of the 
prophets spoke to his friend by the 
LORD’S authority: "Strike me," but 
the man refused to strike him. 
36 "Since you didn’t do what the 
LORD told you." he said to him, "a 
lion will kill you when you leave 
me." When he left him, a lion found 
him and killed him. 

37 Then he found another man. 
"Strike me," he said. The man 
struck him hard and wounded him. 

3fl Then the prophet, disguising 
himself with a bandage on his eyes, 
waited for the king on the 
road 39 and called to the king as he 
passed by. "Your servant went out 
into the middle of the battle when a 
man turned and brought another 
man to me. ‘Keep this man,* he said. 
‘If he should get away, you will pay 
for his life with your life, or pay one 
talent of silver.’ 40 But while your 
servant was busy here and there, he 
was gone." 

"That is your own verdict," the 
king of Israel told him. "You 
yourself have decided it." 

4, Then he quickly took the 
bandage from his eyes, and the king 
of Israel recognized him as one of 
the prophets. 

42 "The LORD says this," the 
prophet told him: " ‘Because you let 
the man who was to be destroyed 
escape from you, your life will be 
taken as a substitute for his life and 
your people for his people.’ " 

43 Then the king of Israel went 
home sullen and angry, and so he 
came to Samaria. 

Naboth's Vineyard 

O ^ Later the following hap- 
A pened. Naboth of Jezreel had 
a vineyard in Jezreel near the 
palace of Ahab king of Samaria. 

2 "Give me your vineyard," Ahab 


told Naboth. "It will be my vegetable 
garden because it is near my house. 
I will give you a better vineyard for 
it, or if you like, I will give you the 
money for what it is worth." 

3 "The LORD forbid," Naboth told 
Ahab, "that I should give you whal 1 
inherited from my fathers." 

4 So Ahab went home, annoyed 
and angry because Naboth in 
Jezreel had told him, "I will not give 
you what I inherited from my 
fathers,” and he lay down on the 
couch, turned his face away, and 
refused to eat. 

5 His wife Jezebel came to him. 
"Why do you feel so peeved," she 
asked him, "and why ' don’t you 
eat?" 

6 "I talked to Naboth in Jezreel.’' 
he told her. "I asked him, ‘Give mn 
your vineyard. I will pay for it, or if 
you like, I will give you another 
vineyard for it.’ But he said, ‘I will 
not give you my vineyard.’ ” 

’"Don’t you govern Israel?" she 
asked him. "Get up, eat, and ho 
cheerful. I will give you Naboth’s 
vineyard in Jezreel." “So she wrote 
letters in Ahab’s name, sealed them 
with his seal, and sent the letters lo 
the elders and noblemen living with 
Naboth in his town. 9 In these 
letters she wrote: "Call a fast and 
have Naboth sit as the first among 
the people. ,0 Have two worthless 
men sit opposite him and testify, 
‘You cursed God and the king.’ Then 
take him out and stone him to 
death." 

“Then men in his town, the elders 
and noblemen living in his town, did 
what Jezebel wanted them to do as 
she had written in the letters she 
sent them. l2 They called a fast and 
had Naboth sit as the first among 
the people. ,3 The two worthless 
men came in and sat opposite him. 
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and these worthless men testified 
against Naboth before the people, 
“Naboth has cursed God and the 
king." And they took him out of the 
town and stoned him to death. 
"Then they sent men to tell Jezebel, 
“Naboth has been stoned and is 
dead." 

l5 When Jezebel heard Naboth had 
been stoned to death, she told Ahab, 
“Get up, take possession of Naboth's 
vineyard in Jezreel that he refused 
to give you for money. He isn’t alive 
any more but dead." 

,ft When he heard Naboth was 
dead, Ahab got up to go to Naboth’s 
vineyard in Jezreel to take 
possession of it. 

,7 Then the LORD spoke to Elijah 
from Tishbe: ,8 “Get up and go to 
meet Ahab, king of Israel, who lives 
in Samaria. He has gone down to 
Naboth s vineyard and is there to 
take possession of it. ,9 Tell him the 
LORD asks this, ‘Have you 
murdered and also taken 
possession?’ And tell him the LORD 
says this. At the place where the 
dogs licked Naboth’s blood, the dogs 
will also lick your blood.’ ” 

30 Ahab asked Elijah, “Did you find 
me, my enemy?” 

“1 found you,” he answered, 
“because you sold yourself to do 
wrong before the LORD. 2 T will 
bring calamity on you. I will destroy 
everything after you. 1 will destroy 
every male of Ahab’s line, every 
single one in Israel. ”1 will make 
your family like the family of 
Jeroboam. Nebat’s son. and like the 
family of Baasha, Ahijah’s son, 
because you have made me angry 
and made Israel sin.” 

23 The LORD also spoke about 
Jezebel: “The dogs will devour 
Jezebel within the boundary of 
Jezreel. "If anyone of Ahab dies in 


the city, the dogs will devour him, 
and if anyone dies in the country, 
the birds in the sky will devour 
him." 

"There just was nobody like 
Ahab, who, spurred on by his wife, 
sold himself to do wrong before the 
LORD. 26 It was a great abomina¬ 
tion for him to follow idols just as the 
Amorites had done whom the LORD 
had driven out before Israel. 

27 When Ahab heard this, he tore 
his clothes, put sackcloth on his 
body, fasted and lay in sackcloth, 
and went around depressed. 

2a Then the LORD spoke to Elijah 
from Tishbe. 29 “Do you see how 
Ahab is humbling himself before 
Me?” He asked. ‘‘Because he’s 
humbling himself before Me, I will 
not bring calamity on his family 
while he is living, but during his 
son’s life.” 

Ahab Dies in Battle 

For three years there was 
no war between Aram and 
Israel. 2 In the third year 
Jehoshaphat king of Judah went 
down to visit the king of Israel. 

3 The king of Israel asked his men, 
“Do you know that Ramoth in Gilead 
belongs to us, and we are doing 
nothing to get it back from the king 
of Aram?” *Then he asked 
Jehoshaphat, “Will you go with me 
to fight at Ramoth in Gilead?" 

“I will join you in this," 
Jehoshaphat told the king of Israel, 
“my troops will be your troops, and 
my horses your horses." 5 “First, 
please find out what the LORD 
says," Jehoshaphat asked the king of 
Israel. 

6 So the king of Israel gathered 
about 400 prophets. "Should I go,” 
he asked them, “and fight against 
Ramoth in Gilead, or not?” 
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“Go up,” they said. “The LORD 
will put it in the king’s hands.” 

7 But Jehoshaphat asked, “Isn’t 
there also a prophet of the LORD 
here whom we could ask?” 

““There’s still one man by whom 
we can ask the LORD,” the king of 
Israel told Jehoshaphat, “but I hate 
him; he doesn’t prophesy anything 
good about me but only evil— 
Micaiah, Imlah’s son.” 

“The king must not say that,” 
Jehoshaphat answered. 

9 The king of Israel called an 
officer. “Quick, get Micaiah, 
Imlah’s son,” he said. 

,0 The king of Israel and 
Jehosphaphat king of Judah were 
sitting each on his throne, dressed in 
their robes, on the threshing-floor at 
the entrance of the gate of Samaria, 
and all the prophets were pro- J2 
phesying before them. “Zedekiah, 17 
Chenaanah’s son, made iron horns 
for himself. “The LORD says this,” 
he said: “ ‘With these you will push 
down the Aramaeans till they are 
destroyed.’ ” 12 All the other 

prophets made the same prophecy. 

“Go up to Ramoth in Gilead,” they 
said, “and win a victory. The LORD 
will put it in the king's hands.” 

l3 The messenger who went to call 
Micaiah told him, “Look here now. 

The prophets are all agreed to tell 
the king something good. Please talk 
like one of them and tell something 
good.” 

M “As the LORD lives,” Micaiah 
answered, “I will say what the 
LORD tells me.” 

,5 When he came to the king, the 
king asked him, “Micaiah, should 
we go and fight against Ramoth in 
Gilead or not?” 

“Go up,” he told him, “and win a 
victory. The LORD will put it in the 
king’s hands.” 


18 “How many times,” the king 
asked him, “must I get you to 
promise me solemnly to tell me 
nothing but the truth in the LORD’S 
name?” 

,7 “I saw all Israel scattered in Ihe 
hills,” he said, “like sheep without a 
shepherd. And the LORD said, 
‘These have no master. Let each one 
go home peacefully.’ ” 

’““Didn’t I tell you,” the king o! 
Israel said to Jehoshaphat, “he will 
prophesy nothing good about me buf 
only evil?” 

19 He added, “Then hear what the 
LORD says. I saw the LORD sitting 
on his throne, and all the army of 
heaven was standing near Him on 
His right and on His left. 2 °‘Who 
will persuade Ahab,’ the LORD 
asked, ‘So he will attack and fall at 
Ramoth in Gilead?’ One said one 
thing, and another said another. 

21 “Then a spirit stepped forward 
and stood before the LORD. T will 
persuade him,’ he said. 

22 “ ‘How?’ the LORD asked him. 

“ ‘I will go out,’ he answered, 
‘and be a lying spirit in the mouth of 
all the prophets.’ 

“ ‘You will succeed in persuading 
him,’ He said, ‘Go and do it.’ 

23 “So you see, the LORD has put a 
lying spirit in the mouth of all these 
prophets of yours, but the LORD has 
spoken evil about you.” 

24 Then Zedekiah, Chenaanah's 
son, went up to Micaiah and struck 
him on the cheek. “How did the 
Lord’s Spirit leave me to talk to 
you?" he asked. 

25 “You will see,” Micaiah 
answered, “on the day you go and 
hide yourself in an inner room.” 

26 “Take Micaiah,” the king of 
Israel said, “and bring him back to 
Amon, the governor of the city, and 
to Joash, the king’s son, 27 and say: 
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The king says this: ‘Pul this fellow in 
prison and feed him the scantiest 
: bread and water until I come home 
safely.* ” 

28 “If you come back safely,’* 
Micaiah said, “the LORD has not 
spoken by me.”i 

“So the king of Israel and 
Jehoshaphat king of Judah went up 
to Ramoth in Gilead. 3D “I will 
: disguise myself and so go into 
battle,** the king of Israel told 
Jehoshaphat, “but you wear your 
robes.” So the king of Israel 
disguised himself and then went into 
battle. 

3l The king of Aram had given 
orders to the 32 captains of his 
chariots. “Don’t fight with every 
warrior,” he said, “but only with 
the king of Israel.*' 32 So when the 
captains of the chariots saw 
Jehoshaphat, they said. “Certainly 
this is the king of Israel.” and they 
turned to fight against him. Then 
Jehoshaphat gave a yell. 33 When 
the captains of the chariots saw he 
wasn’t the king of Israel, they 
turned away from him. 

,4 But one man drew his bow at 
random and hit the king of Israel 
between his scale armor and 
breastplate. “Turn around,’* he told 
the driver of his chariot, “and get 
me away from these troops; I'm 
badly wounded.” 35 As the battle 
got worse that day, the king was 
i kept propped up in his chariot 
facing the Aramaeans, but he died 
in the evening. The blood from the 
wound had flowed into the bottom of 
the chariot. “When the sun went 
down, a cry went through the army: 
“Every man to his town and to his 
country!” 

17 When the king was dead, he was 


brought to Samaria and buried in 
Samaria. 3B The chariot was 
washed at the pool of Samaria. The 
dogs licked his blood, and the 
prostitutes washed in it, as the 
LORD had said. 

“Everything else about Ahab, all 
that he did, how he built the ivory 
palace and fortified all the cities, is 
written in the annals of Israel’s 
kings. “Ahab went to rest with his 
fathers, and his son Ahaziah 
succeeded him as king. 

Jehoshaphat 

•‘Jehoshaphat, Asa’s son, became 
king of Judah in the fourth year of 
the rule of Ahab king of 
Israel. “Jehoshaphat was 35 years 
old when he started to rule, and he 
ruled 25 years in Jerusalem. His 
mother was Azubah, Shilhi’s 
daughter. 43 In every way he 
followed his father Asa without 
turning aside. He did what was right 
before the LORD. But the shrines on 
the hills were not removed; the peo¬ 
ple continued to sacrifice and burn 
incense at them. 44 Jehoshaphat 
kept peace with the king of Israel. 

4S Everything else about Jeho¬ 
shaphat, the great deeds he did and 
how he fought, all is written in the 
annals of Judah's kings. 4B He rid 
the land of the rest of the sacred 
male prostitutes who were left there 
in the time of his father 
Asa. 47 There was no king in Edom, 
but a deputy ruled. 

“Jehoshaphat made ships of 
Tarshish to go to Ophir for gold, but 
they didn’t go because the ships 
were wrecked at Ezion-geber. “Then 
Ahaziah. Ahab's son, said to 
Jehoshaphat, “Let my servants go

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with your servants in the ships/' But 
Jehoshaphat refused. 

50 Jehoshaphat went to rest with 
his fathers and was buried with his 
fathers in the city of his father 
David, and his son Jehoram 
succeeded him as king. 

Ahozioh 

5l Ahaziah, Ahab’s son. started to 
rule over Israel in Samaria in the 


17th year of Jehoshaphat king of 
Judah, and he was king of Israel for 
two years. 5Z He did wrong before 
the LORD, living in the ways of his 
father and mother and in the ways 
of Jeroboam, Nebat’s son, who made 
Israel sin. ”He served Baal am! 
worshiped him and made the Lord, 

the God of Israel, angry just as his 
father had done. 
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Fire From Heaven 

1 After Ahab died, Moab rebelled 
against Israel. 2 Ahaziah fell 
through a lattice that was in his 
upper room in Samaria, and he was 
suffering. So he sent messengers. 

“Go,” he told them, “ask Baalzebub, 
the god at Ekron, if I will get rid of 
this suffering.” 

^hen the LORD’S angel spoke to 
Elijah from Tishbe: “Get up and go 
up to meet the messengers of the 
king of Samaria and ask them, ‘Is it 
because there’s no God in Israel that 
you go to get help from Baalzebub, 
the god at Ekron?’ 4 That is why the 
LORD says this, ‘You will not leave 8MI ’ 4

5 When the messengers returned, 
the king asked them. “Why did you 
come back?”

‘And tell 
him. the LORD says this: Is it 
because there's no God in Israel that 
you send men to get help from 
Baalzebub, the god at Ekron? That is

That is 
why you will not leave the bed you 
lay down on; you will certainly 
die!’ ’’ 
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,7 So he died as the LORD said 
through Elijah. Jehoram, his broth¬ 
er,® started to rule in the second 
year of Jehoram, Jehoshaphat’s son, 
king of Judah, because Ahaziah had 
no son. ‘“Isn’t everything else 
about Ahaziah, what he did, written 
in the annals of Israel’s kings?

When the LORD was going to 
take Elijah in a whirlwind up to 
heaven, Elijah and Elisha left Gilgal. 
2 “Please stay here,” Elijah told 
Elisha; “the LORD is sending me to 
Bethel.” 

“As the LORD lives and as you 
live,” Elisha answered, “I will not 
leave you.” So they went down to 
Bethel. 

3 Some of the prophets at Bethel 
came out to Elisha. “Do you know,” 
they asked him, “the LORD is going n m* 
to take your master from you 
today?” 

“Yes, I know,” he answered. “Be 
silent.” 

4 “Elisha, please stay here,” Elijah 
told him; “the LORD is sending me to 
Jericho.” 

“As the LORD lives and as you 
live,” he answered, “I will not leave 
you.” And so they went to Jericho. 

5 Then some of the prophets who 
were in Jericho came to Elisha. “Do 
you know.” they asked, “the LORD 
is going to take your master from 
you today?”

“The 
LORD says this,” he said, “ ‘I have 
healed this water. No more deaths 
or miscarriages will come from this 
water.’ ” 22 So the water is still 
wholesome today as Elisha 
declared. 

Boys Mock Elisha 

“From there he went up to Bethel. 
As he went up along the road, some 
youths came out of the city and 
mocked him. “Go up, baldy! Go up, 
baldy!” they said to him. 

“Looking back, he saw them and 
cursed them in the LORD’S name. 
Then two bears came out of the 
woods and tore up 42 of these 
youths. “He left that place and 
went to Mount Carmel and then 
back to Samaria. 

War with Moab 

3 Jehoram, Ahab’s son, started to 
rule over Israel in Samaria in 
the 18th year of Jehoshaphat king of 
Judah, and he ruled 12 years. 2 He 
did wrong before the LORD, but not 
like his father and mother, since he 


put away the pillar of Baal his 
father made. 3 But he lived in the 
sin of Jeroboam, Nebat’s son, which 
he made Israel do, and Jehoram 
didn’t give it up. 

'Now Mesha king of Moab raised 
sheep and used to pay the king of 
Israel 100,000 lambs and the wool of 
100,000 rams. 5 But when Ahab 
died, the king of Moab rebelled 
against the king of Israel. 6 At that 
time King Jehoram left Samaria to 
muster all Israel. 7 He went and 
sent men to Jehoshaphat king of 
Judah. “The king of Moab has 
rebelled against me,” he said. “Will 
you go with me to fight against 
Moab?” 

“I will go up,” he answered. “In 
this I will be like you; my troops will 
be like your troops, and my horses 
will be like your horses.” 

"“Which way should we go up?” 
Jehoram asked. 

“Through the wilderness of Edom,” 
he answered. 

®So the king of Israel, the king of 
Judah, and the king of Edom went in 
a semicircle for 7 days, and then 
they had no water for the army or 
the animals that came with 
them. ,0 “Oh my! The LORD has 
called us three kings together,” the 
king of Israel said, “to put us in 
Moab’s hands.” 

““Isn’t there a prophet of the 
LORD here,” Jehoshaphat asked, 
“from whom we can get the LORD’S 
help?” 

“Elisha, Shaphat’s son, is here,” 
a servant of the king of Israel 
answered. “He used to pour water 
on Elijah’s hands.” 

,2 “He can speak the LORD'S 
Word,” Jehoshaphat said. So the 
king of Israel, Jehoshaphat, and the 
king of Edom went down to him. 
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,3 “Why do you come to me?” 
Elisha asked the king of Israel. “Go 
to your father’s prophets and your 
mother's prophets.” 

“No.” the king of Israel answered 
him, “the LORD has called us three 
kings to put us in Moab’s hands.” 

,4 “As the LORD of armies lives, 
whom I serve,” Elisha said, “if I 
didn't respect Jehoshaphat king of 
Judah, I wouldn’t look at you or 
notice you. ,5 But now, get me 
someone to play some music.” While 
he was playing, the LORD'S power 
came on him, ,6 and he said, “The 
LORD says this: 'Make ditches all 
over this valley.’ ,7 The LORD says 
this: ‘You will not see wind or rain, 
and yet this valley will be filled with 
water. You, your cattle, and your 
other animals will drink. ,8 But this 
is nothing for the LORD to do; He will 
also put Moab in your hands. l9 You 
will defeat all the walled cities and 
all the best cities. You will cut down 
every good tree, close up all the 
springs of water, and ruin every 
good field with stones.” 20 And so it 
happened in the morning. At the 
time of the food offering there was 
water flowing from Edom, and the 
country was filled with water. 

21 All Moab heard the kings had 
come to fight against them, and 
every man old enough to wear a belt 
and bear arms was called up, and 
they stood at the border. "When 
they got up early in the morning and 
the sun rose over the water, the 
Moabites saw how the water at a 
distance was red like blood. 
"“This is blood,” they said. “The 
kings have been fighting one another 
and have defeated one another. And 
now, Moabites, let’s take their 
goods.” 

"They came into Israel’s camp. 
Then the Israelites arose and 


defeated the Moabites so that they 
fled before them. They went into 
their country and defeated 
Moab. "They tore down the cities, 
each one throwing stones on every 
good field till it was covered. They 
closed every spring of water, cut 
down every good tree—till there 
were left only the stones of Kir- 
hareseth, which the slingers 
surrounded and bombarded. 
"When the king of Moab saw the 
battle was going against him, he 
took 700 men who could draw h 
sword to break through to the king 
of Edom, but he couldn't do 
it. 27 Then he took his oldest son. 
who would have succeeded him as 
king, and sacrificed him as a burnt 
offering on the wall. There was 
bitter anger against the Israelites, 
who then left them alone and wenl 
home to their country. 

A far of Oil 

One of the wives from the 
group of the prophets called to 
Elisha: “My husband, your servant, 
is dead, and you know how your 
servant feared the LORD. Now the 
creditor has come to take my two 
children with him as slaves.” 

2 “What should I do for you?” 
Elisha asked her. “Tell me, what do 
you have in your house?” 

“Your maid has nothing in the 
house except a jar of olive oil,” she 
answered. 

3 “Go outside,” he said, “and 
borrow containers from all your 
neighbors, empty ones, and not jusl 
a few. 4 Then go and close the door 
behind you and your children, and 
pour oil into all those containers, 
and set each full one aside.” 

'So she left him and shut the door 
behind her and her children. They 
kept bringing containers to her. and 
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she poured into them. 6 "Bring me 
another container," she told her son 
when the containers were full. 

"There are no more containers," 
he told her. So the olive oil stopped 
flowing. 7 She went and told the 
man of God. 

"Go." he said, "sell the oil, pay 
your debt, and live on the rest with 
your children." 

A Woman of Shunem and Her 
Son 

8 One day Elisha went to Shunem 
where there was a rich woman. She 
urged him to eat. And so it happened 
that whenever he passed by, he 
turned in there to eat. 

9 "I know he’s a holy man of God," 
she told her husband, "and he’s 
always passing by us. ,0 Let us 
make a little room on the roof with 
walls, and put a bed, a table, a 
chair, and a lampstand there for 
him so he can go there whenever he 
comes to us." 

"One day he came there and went 
into the upper room and rested 
there. ,2 “Call this woman of 
Shunem," he told his servant 
Gehazi. 

He called her and she stood 
before him. n "Tell her,” he said to 
him. ” ’You have taken all this 
trouble for us. What should we do 
for you? Should we talk to the king 
or the captain of the army for you?’ ’’ 

“I’m living among my own 
people," she answered. 

""What then should be done for 
her?" he asked. 

"Web, she has no son," Gehazi 
answered, "and her husband is 
old." 

15 Call her," he said. So he called 
her, and she stood in the 
door. ,fi "In due time next spring." 
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he said, "you will hold a boy in your 
arms." 

"No, my lord," she answered, "as 
a man of God, don’t lie to your 
maid." 

17 But the woman conceived and 
had a son at the right time the next 
year as Elisha told her. 

l8 When the boy had grown, he 
happened one day to go out to his 
father among the reapers. '"Then 
he said to his father, "My head, my 
head!" 

"Carry him to his mother," he told 
his servant. 

20 He took him and brought him to 
his mother. He sat on her lap till 
noon and then died. 2, She took him 
up and laid him on the bed of the 
man of God, shut the door on him, 
and went out. 22 She called her 
husband, "Please send me one of the 
servants," she said, "and one of the 
donkeys, and I will go quickly to the 
man of God and come back again." 

23 “Why are you going to him 
today?" he asked. "It isn’t the first 
of the month or a Sabbath." 

"It will be all right." she 
answered. 

2< She harnessed the donkey. 
"Lead him away," she told her 
servant. "Don't hold back the reins 
unless I ask you." 25 So she went 
and came to the man of God at 
Mount Carmel. 

When the man of God saw her 
coming at a distance, he told his 
servant Gehazi, "There is that 
woman from Shunem. 28 Run now 
and meet her and ask her, ‘Are you 
well? Is your husband well? Is the 
boy well?’ " 

"All is well," she answered. 

27 When she came to the man of 
God at the mountain, she took hold 
of his feet. Gehazi went to her to 
push her away. "Let her alone,” the 
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man of God said, “she feels bitter, 
and the LORD has hidden the reason 
from me and hasn’t told me.” 

28 “Did I ask my lord for a son?” 
she asked. “Didn’t I say, ‘Don’t give 
me such a hope’?’’ 

29 “Pull your garment up under your 
belt.” he told Gehazi, “and take my 
rod in your hand and go. Whenever 
you meet anyone, don’t greet him, 
and when he greets you, don’t 
answer him. Then lay my rod on the 
boy’s face.’’ 

30 “As the LORD lives and as you 
live,’’ the boy’s mother said, “I will 
not go back without you.’’ 

31 Gehazi went ahead of them and 
put the rod on the boy’s face, but 
there was no sound or response. So 
he came back to meet him. “The boy 
didn’t wake up,’’ he told him. 

32 When Elisha came to the house, 
there was the boy lying dead on his 
bed. 33 He went in and closed the 33 
door behind them and prayed to the 
LORD. 34 Then he went up and lay 
on the boy, putting his mouth on the 
boy’s mouth, his eyes on his eyes, his 
hands on his hands, and bowed over 
him, and so the boy’s body became 
warm. 35 He came away and 
walked once back and forth in the 
room, and then went up and bowed 
over him. Then the boy sneezed 
seven times and opened his eyes. 
3fl He called Gehazi. “Call the woman 
of Shunem,’’ he said. He called her. 
When she came to him, he said, 
“Take your boy.’’ 

37 Then she went in and bowed 
down on the ground at his feet to 
honor him. She took her son and 
went out. 

Death in the Pot 

38 Elisha went back to Gilgal. There 
was a famine in the country. And 
the group of the prophets was sitting 


before him. “Set on the great pot,” 
he told his servant, “and cook the 
food for the group of the prophets.” 

3fl One of them went out into the 
field to gather vegetables and found 
a wild vine. He gathered his 
garment full of wild gourds. Then he 
came and cut them into the pot of 
food without knowing what they 
were. 40 They poured out the food 
for the men to eat. And as they were 
eating it, they cried, “There is death 
in the pot, man of God.’’ And they 
couldn’t eat it. 

4i “Bring some flour,” he said. Ho 
threw it into the pot. “Pour it out for 
the people,” he said, “so they can 
eat.” Then there was nothing 
harmful in the pot. 

Feeding a Hundred Men 

42 A man came from Baal-shalisha 
4 and brought to the man of God bread 
of the first grain, 20 barley loaves, 
and crushed fresh grain in his bag. 
“Give it to the people,” he said, “so 
they can eat.” 

43 “How can I set this before a 
hundred men,” he asked. 

“Give it to the people so they can 
eat,” he said. “The LORD says. 
‘They will eat and have some of it 
left over.’ ” 

44 He set it before them. They ate 
and had some left over, as the LORD 
said. 

Naaman 

Naaman the captain of the 
army of the king of Syria 
was a great man with his master 
and highly honored, because the 
LORD had through him given Syria 
victory. Although the man was an 
able soldier, he was a leper. 

2 0n one of the raids the 
Aramaeans made they had brought 
back from the country of Israel a 
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Little captive girl, who waited on 
Naaman’s wife. J “I wish my 
master were with the prophet in 
Samaria,” she told her mistress. 
“Then he would cure him of his 
leprosy." 

4 Naaman went and told his lord, 
“The girl who came from the 
country of Israel has said so and 
so.” 

5 “Go there.” the king of Syria 
said, “and I will send a letter along 
for the king of Israel.” He left, 
taking with him 10 talents of silver 
and 6,000 shekels of gold, and 10 
changes of clothes. 6 He brought 
the letter to the king of Israel. It 
read: “And now as this letter 
reaches you. I'm sending my officer 
Naaman to you to cure him of his 
leprosy.” 

7 When the king of Israel read the 
letter, he tore his clothes. “Am I 
God.” he asked, “that I should kill 
and make alive? This fellow asks me 
to cure a man of his leprosy. You 
must certainly understand and 
realize he’s trying to pick a quarrel 
with me.” 

8 But when Elisha, the man of God, 
heard how the king of Israel had 
torn his clothes, he sent a messenger 
to the king. “Why did you tear your 
clothes?” he asked. “Please let him 
come to me and find out there’s a 
prophet in Israel.” 

“Naaman came with his horses 
and his chariot and stopped at the 
door of Elisha’s home. ,0 Elisha sent 
a messenger to him. “Go and wash 
seven times in the Jordan,” he said, 
“and your flesh will be healthy 
again and clean.” 

"But Naaman got angry and left. 
“Here I thought.” he said, “he will 
surely come out to me and stand and 
call on the name of the LORD his 
God, wave his hand over the place. 


and heal the leprosy. ,a Aren’t the 
rivers of Damascus, Abana and 
Pharpar, better than all the waters 
of Israel? Couldn’t I wash in them 
and be clean?” So he turned around 
and left in a rage. 

n But his servants came to him and 
talked to him: “My father, if the 
prophet had asked you to do 
something big, wouldn’t you have 
done it? How much more when he 
tells you, ‘Wash and be clean’?” 

H So he went down and dipped 
himself in the Jordan seven times as 
the man of God told him, and his 
flesh became clean again like that of 
a little child. 19 Then he and all his 
company returned to the man of 
God. He came and stood before him: 
“Now I know there’s no god in all 
the world except in Israel,” he said. 
“So please, take a present from your 
servant.” 

16 “As the LORD lives whom I 
serve,” he said, “I will not take it.” 
He urged him to take it, but he 
refused. 

,7 Then Naaman said, “Please 
have someone give your servant as 
much ground as a pair of mules can 
carry, because your servant will not 
offer any burnt offering or sacrifice to 
any other gods anymore but only to 
the LORD. ,B May the LORD forgive 
your servant this one thing: When 
my master goes into the temple of 
Rimmon to worship, leaning on my 
arm, and I bow down in the temple 
of Rimmon, when I do this, may the 
LORD forgive your servant this one 
thing.” 

‘•“Go in peace,” he told him. 

When he had left him and gone a 
distance, 20 Gehazi, the servant of 
Elisha the man of God, thought: “My 
master has spared Naaman, this 
Aramaean, by not taking from him 
what he brought. As sure as the 
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LORD lives. I'll run after him and get 
something from him,” 21 So Gehazi 
pursued Naaman. When Naaman 
saw him running after him, he got 
down from his chariot. “Is 
everything all right?” he asked. 

"“It is,” he answered. “My 
master has sent me. He says, “Just 
now two young men of the group of 
the prophets in the hills of Ephraim 
have come to me. Please give them a 
talent of silver and two festal 
garments.’ ” 

"“Please let me give you two 
talents,” Naaman said. And he 
urged him and tied up two talents of 
silver in two bags with two festal 
garments. He gave them to two of his 
own servants to carry ahead of him. 

"When he came to the hill, b he 
took these from them and put them 
away in the house. Then he 
dismissed the men, and they 
left. "Then he went in and stood 
before his master. 

“Where were you, Gehazi?” 
Elisha asked him. 

“Your servant wasn’t anywhere,” 
he answered. 

"Then he said to him, “Didn’t I go 
with you in spirit when the man 
turned back from his chariot to meet 
you? Is this a time to take money and 
to take clothes, olive orchards and 
vineyards, sheep, cattle, servants, 
and maids? 27 And so Naaman's 
leprosy will cling to you and your 
descendants forever.” When he left 
him, he was leprous, as white as 
snow. 

The Floating Ax 

The group of prophets said to 
Elisha: “You see, the place 
where we’re staying is too small for 
us. 2 Let us go to the Jordan and 


b Ophel. a hill near (in) Samaria 


each of us get a log there, and let us 
make a place there for us to live.” 

“Go ahead,” he said. 

3 “Won’t you please go with your 
servants?” the same person asked. 

“I will go,” he answered. 

4 He went with them, and they 
came to the Jordan and cut down trees. 
5 As one was cutting down a log. 
the head of his ax fell into the water. 
“0 my master,” he cried, “it was 
borrowed.” 

6 “Where did it fall?” the man of 
God asked. When he showed him tin* 
place, he cut off a piece of wood, 
threw it in there, and so made the 
iron float. 7 “Pick it up,” he said. 
The other reached for it and took it. 

Elisha and the Aramaeans 

8 When the king of Aram was 
fighting against Israel he advised 
his officers, “You are to camp a! 
such and such a place.” 

9 So the man of God used to send a 
message to the king of Israel: “Be 
careful not to go by that place: the 
Aramaeans will attack there. 
,0 Then the king of Israel would send 
someone to the place about which 
the man of God told him and warned 
him, and he would be on guard 
there. He did this more than once or 
twice. 

"The king of Aram was troubled 
about this. Calling his officers, he 
asked them, “Won’t you tell me who 
among us is for the king of Israel?” 

,2 “No one, my lord and king.” one 
of his officers answered, “hut 
Elisha, the prophet who is in Israel, 
tells the king of Israel anything you 
say even in your bedroom.” 

,3 “Go and see where he is,” ho 
said: “then I will send men to gel 
him.” 
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“He is in Dothan,” he was 
told. ,4 So he sent horses and 
chariots and a large force there, 
and they came there at night and 
surrounded the city. 

"When the servant of the man of 
God rose early and went out, he saw 
troops with horses and chariots 
surrounding the city. “O master,” 
the servant asked him, “How can we 
do anything?” 

"“Don’t be afraid,” he answered. 
“Those who are with us are more 
than those who are with them.” 
,7 Then Elisha prayed, “LORD, 
please open his eyes and let 
him see.” The LORD opened the 
young man’s eyes and let him see: 
The mountain was full of fiery 
horses and chariots around Elisha. 

1B As the Aramaeans came down to 
him, Elisha prayed to the LORD; 
“Please strike these people with 
blindness.” And the LORD struck 
them with blindness as Elisha 
asked. ,e “This isn’t the way,” 
Elisha told them, “or the city. Follow 
me and I will lead you to the man 
you're looking for.” And he led them 
to Samaria. 20 When they came into 
Samaria, Elisha said. “LORD, open 
the eyes of these and let them see.” 
The LORD opened their eyes and let 
them see: There they were in the 
middle of Samaria. 

2, “My father,” the king of Israel 
asked Elisha when he saw them, 
“should I strike them down? Should 
I strike them down?” 

"“Don't strike them down,” 
he answered. “Do you strike down 
those whom you take captive with 
sword and bow? Serve them food 
and water and let them eat and 
drink and then go to their master.” 

”So he prepared a great meal for 
them. They ate and drank and went 
to their master. And Aramaean 
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bands didn’t raid Israel’s country 
anymore. 

24 But later Benhadad king of Aram 
gathered his whole army to 
Samaria. 25 The famine in Samaria 
became so severe as they were 
besieging it, that a donkey’s head 
sold for 80 shekels of silver and a 
quarter of a kab of dove manure for 
5 shekels of silver. 

26 As the king of Israel was walking 
along on the wall, a woman cried to 
him, “Save me, my lord and king!” 

27 “If the LORD doesn’t save you,” 
he answered, “how can I save you? 
With something from the threshing 
floor or the winepress? 28 What’s 
your trouble?” the king asked her. 

She answered: “This woman told 
me, ‘Give your son, and let us eat 
him today, and let us eat my son 
tomorrow,’ 29 So we boiled my son 
and ate him. The next day I told her, 
‘Give your son, and we’ll eat him,’ 
but she hid her son.” 

30 When the king heard the woman 
say this, he tore his clothes; and as 
he was walking along on the wall, 
the people saw he had sackcloth 
underneath on his body. 3, He said, 
“The LORD punish me more and 
more if the head of Elisha, Shaphat’s 
son, stays on him today.” 

"Elisha was sitting in his home, 
and the elders were sitting with him, 
when the king sent one of his men 
ahead. But before the messenger 
came to him, he asked the elders, 
“Do you see how this son of a 
murderer has sent someone to tear 
off my head? Watch, and when the 
messenger comes, shut the door and 
press it against him. Isn’t that the 
sound of his master’s feet following 
him?” 

"While he was talking to him, the 
king came down to him and said, 
“The evil is from the LORD. Why 
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should 1 wait any longer for the 
LORD to help?” 

7 “Hear what the LORD says.” 

Elisha answered. “The LORD 
says this: ‘About this time tomorrow 
a measure of good flour will sell in 
the gate of Samaria for a shekel of 
silver, and two measures of barley 
for a shekel of silver.’ ” 

2 The aide on whose arm the king 
leaned answered the man of God; 
‘‘If the LORD made windows in the 
sky, could this happen?” 

“You will see it with your own 
eyes,” he answered, ‘‘but you will 
eat none of it.” 

3 There were four lepers at the 
entrance of the gate. ‘‘Why do we sit 
here till we die?” one asked the 
other. 4 “If we go into the city, the 
famine is there, and so we’ll die. If 
we stay here, we’ll die. So then, let’s 
go over to the camp of the 
Aramaeans. If they keep us alive, 
we'll live; and if they kill us, we’ll 
die.” 5 So they started out in the 
twilight to go into the Aramaean 
camp. When they came to the edge 
of the camp, nobody was there. 

6 The LORD had made the 
Aramaean army hear the noise of 
chariots, horses, and a great army, 
and they said to one another, “The 
king of Israel has hired the kings of 
the Hittites and the kings of Egypt to 
attack us!” 7 So they got up and ran 
away, leaving their tents, horses, 
and donkeys—the camp just as it 
was—and they fled for their lives. 

9 When the lepers came to the edge 
of the camp, they went into a tent, 
ate and drank, and took away from 
it silver, gold, and clothes, and 
went away and hid it. Then they 
came back, went into another tent, 
and carried away what was there 
and went away and hid it. 


®“We’re not doing what is right,” 
they said one to another. “This is a 
day of good news, and we’re not 
telling anybody about it. If we wait 
till it is light in the morning, we’ll get 
punished. Come, then, let’s go and 
bring the news to the king’s 
palace.” ,0 So they went and called 
the gatekeepers of the city and told 
them: “We went into the Aramaean 
camp, and there was nobody to be 
seen or heard there, nothing but 
horses and donkeys that were tied, 
and the tents left as they were.” 

n The gatekeepers called and told 
the news in the king’s palace. 
,2 The king got up at night. “Let me 
tell you what the Aramaeans have 
prepared for us,” he told his 
officers. “They know we’re hungry. 
So they left the camp to hide in the 
open country, thinking: ‘When 
they’ve left the city, we’ll capture 
them alive and get into the city.’ ” 

,3 One of his officers answered, 
“Please let some men take five of the 
horses that are left here. They will 
be no worse off than the rest of the 
Israelites who are perishing. Let us 
send men to take a look.” H So they 
took two chariots with horses, and 
the king sent them to follow the 
Aramaean army, saying, “Go and 
look.” ,5 They followed them as far 
as the Jordan and saw how the 
whole road was littered with clothes 
and equipment that the Aramaeans 
had thrown away in their hurry. The 
messengers returned and told the 
king about it. 

1B So the people went out and 
plundered the Aramaean camp. 
Then a measure of good flour sold 
for a shekel of silver, and two 
measures of barley for a shekel of 
silver at the gate of Samaria as the 
LORD had said. 

,7 The king appointed his aide, on

whose arm he leaned, to be in 
charge of the gate, and the people 
trampled him to death at the gate as 
the man of God had said when the 
king came down to him. lB It also 
happened exactly as the man of God 
had told the king: “Two measures of 
barley will sell for a shekel of silver, 
and a measure of good flour for a 
shekel; this will happen about this 
time tomorrow at the gate of 
Samaria.” “Then the aide had 
answered the man of God, “If the 
LORD would make windows in the 
sky. would it be like this?” And he 
had answered, “You will see it with 
your own eyes, but you will eat none 
of it.” 20 And so it happened to him: 
The people trampled him to death at 
the gate. 

The Shunemite's Property Given 
Back 

Elisha had told the woman 
whose son he made alive: 
“Go away, you and your family, and 
stay wherever you can stay; the 
LORD has called for a famine, and it 
will come to this country for seven 
years." 

The woman started out and did 
as the man of God told her. She and 
her family went to the country of the 
Philistines for 7 years. 3 At the end 
of 7 years the woman came home 
from the country of the Philistines, 
but left again to appeal to the king 
about her house and her farm. 

The king was talking to Gehazi, 
the servant of the man of God. 
“Please tell me,” he said, “about all 
the great things Elisha has 
done.” 5 Now while he was telling 
the king how he made the dead son 
alive, there was the very woman 
whose boy he made alive, appealing 

c l hr versions. Hob You will not get wnll 


to the king in regard to her house 
and her farm. “My master and 
king,” Gehazi said, “this is the 
woman, and this is her son whom 
Elisha made alive.” 

6 When the king asked the woman, 
she told him the story. And the king 
assigned to her an attendant to 
whom he said, “Restore all that is 
hers, and all the products of the 
farm from the day she left the 
country till now.” 

Hazael of Damascus 

7 Elisha went to Damascus. 
Benhadad king of Aram was sick, 
and he was told, “The man of God 
has come here.” 

““Take a present with you,” the 
king told Hazael, “and go and meet 
the man of God and ask the LORD by 
him, ‘Will I be cured of this 
illness?’ ” 

“Hazael went to meet him and took 
the present with him, all kinds of 
goods of Damascus, loaded on 40 
camels. So he came and stood before 
him. “Your son Benhadad king of 
Aram,” he said, “has sent me to you. 
He asks, ‘Will I be cured of this 
illness?’ ” 

l0 “Go,” Elisha said to him, “tell 
him. ‘You certainly can get well,’ c 
although the LORD has shown me he 
is really going to die.” M And his 
face became fixed till he looked 
confused, and then the man of God 
wept. 

12 “Why is my lord weeping?” 
Hazael asked. 

“I know,” he answered, “what 
evil you will do to Israel, how you 
will set their fortresses on fire, kill 
their best young men with the 
sword, smash their little children, 
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and rip open their pregnant 
women.” 

13 “But what is your servant—a 
dog—that he should do such a great 
thing?” Hazael asked. And Elisha 
answered, ‘‘The LORD has shown 
me that you will be king over Aram.” 
u He then left Elisha and went to his 
master. 

"What did Elisha tell you?” he 
asked him. 

“He told me you can certainly get 
well,” he answered. 

15 But the next day he took a 
blanket, dipped it in water, and 
spread it over his face till he died. 
And Hazael succeeded him as king. 

Joram King of Judah 

l6 In the fifth year of Joram the son 
of Ahab, king of Israel (Jehoshaphat 
being the king of Judah), Joram the 
son of Jehoshaphat, king of Judah, 
started to rule. 17 He was 32 years 
old when he started to rule, and for 
8 years he was king in Jerusalem. 
l8 He lived in the ways of the kings of 
Israel, as Ahab’s family had done, 
because his wife was Ahab’s 
daughter, and so he did wrong 
before the LORD. Ifl But the LORD 
didn’t want to destroy Judah, on 
account of His servant David; He 
had promised to give him and his 
descendants a light forever. 

“During his time Edom rebelled 
against Judah, and they put up a 
king of their own. 2l Joram with all 
his chariots went over to Zair. The 
Edomites with the captains of their 
chariots surrounded him, but he 
rose at night and smashed through 
them, and his troops fled home. 
“So Edom rebelled against Judah’s 
rule and is still independent today. 
At that time Libnah also rebelled. 
“Isn’t everything else about Joram 
and all he did written in the annals 


of Judah’s kings? “Joram went to 
rest with his fathers and was buried 
with his fathers in David’s city, and 
his son Ahaziah succeeded him as 
king. 

Ahaziah of Judah 

25 In the 12th year of Joram, Ahab’s 
son, king of Israel, Ahaziah the son 
of Joram, king of Judah, started to 
rule. “Ahaziah was 22 years old 
when he started to rule, and he 
ruled one year in Jerusalem. His 
mother was Athaliah, the 
granddaughter of Omri, king of 
Israel. 27 He lived in the ways of 
Ahab’s family and did wrong before 
the LORD like Ahab’s family, 
because he was related by marriage 
to Ahab’s family. 

28 He went with Joram, Ahab’s son, 
to fight against Hazael king of Aram 
at Ramoth in Gilead, where the 
Aramaeans wounded Joram. 
“King Joram returned to Jezreel to 
let his wounds heal that he had 
received at Ramoth when he fought 
against Hazael king of Aram. Then 
Ahaziah, Joram’s son, king of Judah, 
went down to see Joram, Ahab's son. 
in Jezreel because he was sick. 

Jehu Anointed King of Israel 

The prophet Elisha called one 
of the prophets. “Fasten your 
belt around your waist,” he said, 
“and take this flask of olive oil with 
you, and go to Ramoth in Gilead. 
2 When you come there, look for Jehu 
son of Jehoshaphat, son of Nimshi. 
Go in and have him get up and leave 
his companions, and bring him into 
an inner room. 3 Take the jar of oil, 
pour it on his head, and say. ‘The 
LORD says this: I have anointed you 
king of Israel.’ Then open the door 
and run away without delay.” 

4 The young prophet went to 
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Ramoth in Gilead. ’When he came 
there, the officers of the army were 
sitting together. “I have something 
to tell you, commander,” he said. 

“Whom among all of us?” Jehu 
asked. 

“You, commander!” he answered. 

6 He got up and went into the 
house, and the prophet poured olive 
oil on his head and told him: “The 
LORD, the God of Israel, says this: ‘I 
have anointed you king of Israel, the 
LORD’s people. 7 You will strike 
down the family of your master 
Ahab, and I will punish Jezebel for 
her murder of My servants the 
prophets, as well as the murder of 
all the LORD’S servants. 0 All of 
Ahab’s family will perish, and I will 
cut down every male coming from 
Ahab. bound or free, in Israel. 

B And I will make Ahab’s family like 
that of Jeroboam, Nebat’s son. and m,Lo. 
like that of Baasha, Ahijah’s 22**921 
son. ,0 The dogs will eat Jezebel in 
the vicinity of Jezreel. and nobody 
will bury her.’ ” Then he opened the 
door and ran away. 

"Jehu came out to his master's 
officers, “Is everything well?” one 
asked him. “Why did this crazy 
fellow come to you?” 

“You know the man,” he 
answered, “and how he talks.” 

"“Nonsense,” they said. “Please 
tell us.” 

He answered: “He said this and 
that to me. adding: The LORD says 
this. ‘I have anointed you king of 
Israel.’ ” 

"Then each one quickly took his 
garment and laid it under him on the 
stairs. They blew the horn, saying, 

“Jehu is king!” 

"So Jehu son of Jehoshaphat, son 
of Nimshi. plotted against Joram. 

(Joram and all Israel were guarding 
Ramoth in Gilead against Hazael 


king of Aram. ,s But King Joram had 
returned to Jezreel to recover from 
the wounds he received while 
fighting Hazael king of Aram.) 

Then Jehu said, “If you want me 
as king, don’t let anybody escape 
from the city to go and tell the news 
in Jezreel.” ,6 Then Jehu got on his 
chariot and drove to Jezreel because 
Joram was lying there, and Ahaziah 
king of Judah had come down to see 
Joram. 

"The watchman standing on the 
tower in Jezreel saw Jehu’s crowd 
coming. “I see a crowd,” he said. 
“Take a driver,” Joram said, “and 
send him to meet them and ask, ‘Is 
everything well?’ ” l0 So one drove 
to meet him and said, “The king 
asks, ‘Is everything well?’ ” 

“What is it to you?” Jehu asked. 
“Turn around and follow me.” 

So the watchman announced, 
“The man you sent has reached 
them but isn’t coming back.” 
l9 Then he sent out a second driver. 
When he came to them, he said, 
“The king asks. ‘Is everything 
well?’ ” 

“What is it to you?” Jehu asked. 
“Turn around and follow me.” 

20 So the watchman announced, 
“He has reached them but isn’t 
coming back. And it’s like the 
driving of Jehu, Nimshi’s grandson; 
he drives as if he’s crazy.” 

2, “Hitch the horses to the 
chariot," Joram ordered. When that 
was done, Joram king of Israel and 
Ahaziah king of Judah, each in his 
own chariot, went out to meet Jehu, 
and they found him in the field of 
Naboth of Jezreel. 

”“Is everything well. Jehu?” 
Joram asked when he saw Jehu. 

“How can it be well,” he an¬ 
swered. “as long as the fornications 
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and sorceries of your mother Jeze¬ 
bel increase?” 

/ora/n Killed 

23 Then Joram turned his chariot 
around and tried to flee, saying to 
Ahaziah, ‘‘Treason, Ahaziah!” 
24 But Jehu took hold of his bow and 
shot Joram between the shoulder 
blades, and the arrow came out of 
his heart again, and he collapsed in 
his chariot. 25 Then he told his 
attendant Bidkar, “Take him away 
and throw him on the field of Naboth 
of Jezreel. Remember how I and you 
used to drive our teams behind his 
father Ahab and the LORD gave this 
judgment against him: 26 ‘As surely 
as I saw the blood of Naboth and his 
sons yesterday, says the LORD, I 
will pay you back on this field, says 
the LORD.’ Now take him and throw 
him on the field as the LORD said.” 

Ahaziah Killed 

27 When Ahaziah king of Judah 
saw this, he fled on the road to Beth- 
haggan. Jehu pursued him. ‘‘Shoot 
him down too in his chariot.” Jehu 
ordered. It happened in the ascent 
of Gur, which is near Ibleam. He 
fled to Megiddo and died there. 
2<5 His servants brought him in a 
chariot to Jerusalem. They buried 
him in his grave with his fathers in 
David’s city. 29 (Ahaziah had 
become king of Judah in the 11th 
year of Joram, Ahab’s son.) 

Jezebel Killed 

30 Jezebel heard about Jehu’s 
coming to Jezreel. So she painted her 
eyes, made her head look pretty, and 
looked out of the window. 31 When 
Jehu entered the gate, she asked, ‘‘Is 
everything well, Zimri, murderer of 
your master?” 

32 Looking up to the window, he 


asked: “Is anyone on my side? 
Anyone?” Then two or three 
eunuchs looked out at him. 

33 ”Throw her down.” he said 
They threw her down, and some ol 
her blood spattered on the wall and 
on the horses, and she was trampled 
on. 

34 He went in. ate and drank. Then 
he said, “Take care of this cursed 
woman; she's a king’s daughter.” 
3S But when they went out to bury 
her, they couldn’t find anything of 
her but the skull, the feet, and the 
palms of the hands. 36 They came 
back and told him. 

And Jehu said, “That is the Word 
of the LORD by His servant Elijah 
from Tishbe: In the territory of 
Jezreel the dogs will devour 
Jezebel’s body, 37 and Jezebels 
flesh will be like the manure on the 
ground in the vicinity of Jezreel, so 
that nobody can say. This is 
Jezebel.’ ” 

Ahabs Family Killed 

Ahab had 70 sons in Sa¬ 
maria. So Jehu wrote to the 
rulers of Israel, the elders, and the 
guardians of Ahab’s children in 
Samaria: 2 ‘‘Now, as soon as this 
letter reaches you, seeing that your 
master’s sons are with you and you 
have chariots, horses, fortified 
cities, and weapons, 3 choose the 
one of the princes who is best and 
most just, and put him on his 
father’s throne, and fight for your 
master's family.” 

4 But they were in a panic. ‘‘The 
two kings have gone down before 
him,” they said, “how can we 
stand?” 5 So the manager of the 
palace, the manager of the city, the 
elders, and the guardians sent men 
to tell Jehu: ‘‘We are your servants, 
and we’ll do everything you tell us.

II Kings 10 


We will not make anyone king. Do 
what you believe is right." 

*So he wrote them a second letter: 
‘if you are for me and ready to 
listen to me. take the heads of your 
master's sons, and come to me in 
Jezreel about this time tomorrow." 
The 70 royal princes were with the 
city's aristocrats who raised 
them. 7 When the letter came to 
them, they took the princes and 
killed all 70, put their heads in 
baskets, and sent them to him in 
Jezreel. 8 A messenger came and 
told him. "They’ve brought the 
heads of the king's sons." 

He said, "Put them in two heaps 
at the entrance of the gate till the 
morning." 9 In the morning he went 
out and stood there. "You are 
innocent,” he told all the people. "I 
have plotted against my master and 
killed him, but who killed all 
these? ,0 You must realize then that 
no promise the LORD made against 
Ahab’s family will fall to the ground, 
but the LORD will do what He 
promised by His servant Elijah." 

"Jehu also killed all the rest of 
Ahab’s family in Jezreel, all the 
aristocrats, friends, and priests of 
Ahab till none of them was left. 

l2 Then he started out on the way 
to Samaria. And when he was on the 
way, at a shepherds’ shearing- 
place, ,3 Jehu met the relatives of 
1 Ahaziah king of Judah. "Who are 
you?" he asked. 

"We are Ahaziah’s relatives," 
they answered, "and we’re going 
down to make a friendly visit with 
the king’s sons and the queen’s 
sons." 

u "Take them alive,” he ordered. 

They took them alive and killed 42 
of them at a cistern near the 
shearing-place and didn’t leave a 
one. 


Jehonadab 

,5 When he left that place, he met 
Jehonadab, Rechab’s son, who was 
coming to him. He greeted him and 
asked, "Are you as true to me as I 
am to you?" 

"I am," Jehonadab answered. 

"If you are, give me your hand." 

When he gave him his hand, he 
took him up on the chariot with 
him. ,6 "Come with me," he said, 
"and see how zealous I am for the 
LORD." And so he had him ride on 
his chariot. ,7 When he came to 
Samaria, he struck down all the rest 
of Ahab’s family who were left in 
Samaria till he had wiped them out, 
as the LORD had said to Elijah. 

Prophets of Baal Killed 

“Then Jehu gathered all the 
people. "Ahab served Baal a little," 
he told them, "but Jehu will serve 
him much. ,9 And now summon to 
me all the prophets of Baal, all his 
servants, and all his priests. Don’t 
let anyone be missing because I have 
a great sacrifice to offer to Baal. 
Anyone who is missing will not live." 
But Jehu was acting deceitfully; he 
wanted to destroy those who 
worshiped Baal. 20 "Call a special 
holy meeting for Baal," he said. And 
they called it. 2, Jehu sent 
messengers to all the Israelites, and 
so all the worshipers of Baal came 
and there wasn’t anyone left behind 
who didn’t come. They went into the 
temple of Baal, and the temple of 
Baal was filled from one end to the 
other. 

22 Then he told the man in charge 
of the wardrobe: "Bring out the 
vestments for all the worshipers of 
Baal," and he brought out the 
vestments for them. “Then Jehu 
and Jehonadab, Rechab's son, went 
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into the temple of Baal and told the 
worshipers of Baal: “Search and 
see that there are no worshipers of 
the LORD here with you but only the 
worshipers of Baal.” 24 So they 
went in to offer sacrifices and burnt 
offerings, while Jehu had stationed 
80 of his men outside. “If any of the 
men I’m putting in your hands 
escapes,” he said, “you will pay for 
his life with yours.” 

“When the burnt offerings had all 
been made, Jehu told the guards and 
attendants: “Go and strike them 
down. Don’t let anybody get away.” 
So they struck them down with the 
sword. Then the guards and 
attendants struck them down until 
they came to the sanctuary of the 
temple of Baal. “They then 
brought out the sacred pillar of the 
temple of Baal and burned 
it. 27 They smashed the sacred 
pillar of Baal, and tore down the 
temple of Baal, and made it into a 
place for toilets, as it is today. 

“And so Jehu wiped out Baal in 
Israel. “But Jehu did not turn 
away from the sins that Nebat’s son, 
Jeroboam, made Israel do—the 
golden calves that were at Bethel 
and at Dan. 

“The LORD said to Jehu, “You did 
what was right before me, and you 
did it well. You did to Ahab’s family 
everything I planned to do. For that 
reason four generations of your 
descendants will sit on the throne of 
Israel.” 

3, But Jehu wasn’t careful to live 
according to the law of the LORD, 
the God of Israel, with all his heart. 
He didn’t turn away from the sins 
Jeroboam made Israel do. 32 So the 
LORD in those days began to cut 
away some territory of Israel. 
Hazael defeated them on every 
border of Israel, “east of the 


Jordan: all the country of Gilead, the 
people of Gad, Reuben, and 
Manasseh, the land beyond Aroer in 
the valley of Arnon, and in Gilead 
and Bashan. 

“Isn’t everything else about Jehu, 
including all he did and all his 
prowess, written in the annals of 
Israel’s kings? “Jehu went to rest 
with his fathers and was buried in 
Samaria. His son Jehoaha?. 
succeeded him as king. “Jehu was 
king of Israel in Samaria for 20 
years. 

Athaliah 

When Athaliah, Ahaziah’s 
mother, saw her son was 
dead, she proceeded to destroy all 
the royal descendants. 2 Bu! 
Jehosheba, the daughter of King 
Joram and sister of Ahaziah, took 
Ahaziah’s son Joash, stole him away 
from the king’s sons who were being 
killed, and they hid him from 
Athaliah. And so he wasn’t killed 
3 but was hidden with her in the 
LORD’S temple for 6 years while 
Athaliah ruled the country. 

4 In his seventh year Jehoiada sent 
for the regimental commanders of 
the Carian bodyguard and the 
running guards and had them come 
to him in the LORD’S temple. He 
made a covenant with them and put 
them under oath in the LORD'S 
temple. Then he showed them the 
king’s son. 5 He gave them this 
order: “This is what you must do: 
one third of you who come in on the 
Sabbath are to guard the king's 
palace, 'another third are to be at 
the gate Sur, and another at the gate 
behind the running guard. You must 
take turns in guarding the king’s 
palace. ’Then two contingents of 
you, all who leave on the Sabbath, 
must provide a watch over the king 
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at the LORD’S temple fl by forming 
a circle around the king; everyone 
must have his weapons in his hands 
so that anyone who tries to break 
your ranks can be killed. Stay with 
the king at all times.” 

"The regimental commanders did 
just as Jehoiada the priest ordered 
them. Everyone took his men coming 
in on the Sabbath as well as those 
who were to go out on the Sabbath, 
and they came to Jehoiada the 
priest. ,0 The priest gave the 
commanders the spears and the 
shields that had belonged to King 
David and were now in the LORD’S 
temple. "Each guard stood with 
his weapons in his hand from the 
southern corner to the northern 
corner of the temple, around the 
altar and the temple, to protect the 
king. "Then he brought out the 
king's son, put the crown on him, 
presented him with the Law, and 
made him king by anointing him. 
Clapping their hands, they said: 
“Long live the king!” 

"When Athaliah heard the noise 
of the guard and the other troops, 
she came to the Lord’s temple where 
the people were. "She looked, and 
there was the king standing by the 
pillar according to the custom, and 
the commanders and the trumpeters 
by the king’s side. The people of the 
countryside were rejoicing and 
blowing trumpets. As she tore her 
garments Athaliah cried, “Treason, 
treason!” 

"Then Jehoiada the priest gave 
the order to the commanders of the 
army. “Take her out under guard,” 
he said. “Kill with the sword anyone 
who wants to follow her.” The priest 
had said, “She must not be killed in 
the LORD’S temple.” ,fl So they 
arrested her and brought her on the 
way through the horses’ entrance to 


the king’s palace, and there she was 
killed. 

"Jehoiada made a covenant 
between the LORD and the king and 
his people that they should be the 
LORD’S people, and another 
between the king and the 
people. ,8 A11 the people of the coun¬ 
try went to the temple of Baal, tore it 
down, smashed his altars and his 
images, and killed Mattan, the 
priest of Baal, in front of the altars. 

Then the priest appointed guards 
for the LORD’S temple. ,fl He took 
the regimental commander of the 
Carian bodyguard and the running 
guards, and all the people of the 
country, and they brought the king 
down from the LORD’S temple, going 
by the way of the guards’ gate to the 
royal palace. So he sat on the throne 
of the kings. Z0 A11 the people of the 
country were delighted and the city 
was quiet. They had killed Athaliah 
with the sword at the royal palace. 

Joash of fudah 

"Joash was 7 years old when he 
became king. 

He started to rule in 
the seventh year of Jehu 
and ruled in Jerusalem for 40 years. 
His mother was Zibiah from 
Beersheba. z Joash did what was 
right before the LORD as long as the 
priest Jehoiada instructed him. 
3 But the high places were not taken 
away. On these high places the 
people continued to offer sacrifices 
and incense. 

4 Joash told the priests: “As for all 
the money from the sacred dues that 
is brought into the LORD’S 
temple—the money each person is 
assessed, and all the money anyone 
brings voluntarily to the LORD’S 
temple— *each of the priests 
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should take it from his friends and 
repair the temple wherever it may 
be found to be damaged.” 

6 But by the 23rd year of King 
Joash the priests had not repaired 
the temple. 7 So King Joash called 
for the priest Jehoiada and other 
priests. “Why aren’t you repairing 
the temple?” he asked them. “So 
now, don’t take any more money 
from your friends, but give it for the 
repair of the temple.” 8 The priests 
agreed not to take money from the 
people nor to be responsible for the 
repair of the temple. 

“Then the priest Jehoiada took a 
box, bored a hole in its cover, and 
put it at the right side of the altar as 
you come into the LORD’S temple. 
And the priests who guarded the 
threshold put in it the money that 
was brought to the LORD’S 
temple. ,0 Whenever they saw 
there was a lot of money in the box, 
the king’s secretary and the high 
priest came up, melted down the 
silver that was found in the LORD’S 
temple into ingots, and weighed 
it. “Then they gave the money 
exactly as weighed to the men who 
supervised the work of the LORD’S 
temple, and they used it to pay the 
carpenters and builders working on 
the temple, “the masons and 
stonecutters, as well as for buying 
wood and cut stones to repair the 
LORD’S temple and anything else 
that had to be spent for the temple 
repairs. “But no silver basins, 
knives, bowls, trumpets, or any 
other silver or gold utensils were 
made for the LORD’S temple with 
the money that was brought, 
“because it was given to the 
workmen who used it to repair the 
temple. “They didn’t ask the men 
to whom they entrusted the money to 
pay the workers to give an account. 


because they were honest. “The 
money from the guilt and sin 
offerings was not brought into the 
LORD’S temple because it belonged 
to the priests. 

“When Hazael king of Aram came 
up and fought against Gath and took 
it, he was also determined to attack 
Jerusalem. ,B So Joash king of Judah 
took ail the gifts his ancestors 
Jehoshaphat, Jehoram. and Ahaziah 
kings of Judah, had dedicated and 
his own dedicated things and all the 
gold that could be found in the store 
rooms of the LORD’S temple and the 
king’s palace and sent them to 
Hasael king of Aram, who then went 
away from Jerusalem. 

“Isn’t everything else about 
Joash, all he did, written in the 
annals of Judah’s kings? 20 His 
officers proceeded to plot against 
him and struck him down at the 
Beth-millo on the way down to 
Silla. z, It was Jozacar, Shimeath’s 
son, and Jehozabad, Shomer’s son. 
his officers, who struck him so that 
he died. They buried him with his 
fathers in David’s city. And his son 
Amaziah succeeded him as king. 

Jehoahaz of Israel 

In the 23rd year of Joash 
the son of Ahaziah, king 
of Judah, Jehoahaz, Jehu’s son, 
started to rule over Israel in 
Samaria and ruled for 17 years. 
2 He did wrong before the LORD and 
lived in the sin that Jeroboam. 
Nebat’s son, made Israel do; he did 
not leave it. 3 So the LORD got 
angry at Israel and put them in the 
hands of Hazael king of Aram and of 
Hazael’s son Benhadad. 

4 Jehoahaz pleaded with the LORD, 
and the LORD heard him because 
He saw how the Aramaean king was 
oppressing Israel. 5 So the LORD 
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gave Israel a savior, and they were 
freed from subjection to Syria, and 
I the Israelites lived in their homes 
again as they had done before. 
*But they didn’t leave the sin of the 
family of Jeroboam by which he 
made Israel sin, but they lived in it. 
Also the sacred Asherah pole stayed 
in Samaria. 

7 Jehoahaz had no army left except 
50 horses, 10 chariots, and 10,000 
foot soldiers because the king of 
Syria destroyed them and made 
them like dust that is trampled 
on. “Isn’t everything else about 
Jehoahaz, including all he did and 
the strength he showed, written in 
the annals of Israel’s kings? 
“Jehoahaz went to rest with his 
ancestors and was buried in 
Samaria. His son Joash succeeded 
him as king. 

Joash of Israel 

l0 In the 37th year of Joash king of 
Judah. Joash, Jehoahaz’ son, started 
to rule over Israel in Samaria, and 
was king for 16 years. "He did 
wrong before the LORD and didn’t 
turn away from any of the sins by 
which Jeroboam made Israel sin, but 
continued to practice them. ,2 Isn’t 
everything else about Joash, 
including ail he did and the ability 
with which he fought against 
Amaziah king of Judah written in the 
annals of Israel’s kings? "Joash 
went to rest with his fathers and 
was buried with the kings of Israel 
n Samaria, and Jeroboam sat on his 
'.hrone. 

"Elisha got sick, and this sickness 
was to end in death. Joash king of 
srael came down to him. Weeping 
)ver him, he said, “My father, my 
ather, Israel’s chariot and horses!” 

ls “Get a bow and some arrows,” 
disha told him. So he got a bow and 


some arrows. t6 “Draw the bow,” 
he told the king of Israel, and he 
drew it. And Elisha laid his hands on 
the king’s hands. "“Open the 
window toward the east,” he said, 
and he opened it. “Shoot,” Elisha 
said, and he shot. Then he said, 
“The arrow of the LORD'S victory, 
the arrow of victory against Syria! 
Defeat the Aramaeans at Aphek till 
you wipe them out.” "“Take the 
arrows,” he said, and he took them. 
“Smash them on the ground,” he 
told the king of Israel. He struck 
three times and then stopped. 

,9 The man of God got angry at him. 
“You should have smashed five or 
six times,” he said, “then you would 
have defeated the Aramaeans and 
wiped them out. But now you will 
defeat the Aramaeans only three 
times." 

20 Elisha died and was buried. And 
Moabite bands used to invade the 
country at the beginning of the 
year. “Men who were going to 
bury a man saw such a band, and so 
they hurriedly put the man into 
Elisha’s tomb. But touching Elisha’s 
body, he became alive and stood up 
on his feet. 

22 Hazael king of Syria had 
oppressed Israel as long as 
Jehoahaz ruled. “But the LORD 
was kind and merciful to them and 
had listened to them on account of 
His covenant with Abraham, Isaac, 
and Jacob. He didn’t want to destroy 
them, and He hasn’t yet banished 
them from His presence. 

24 Hazael king of Syria died, and 
his son Benhadad succeeded him as 
king. “Then Joash the son of 
Jehoahaz took again from Benhadad 
the cities which he had taken from 
his father Jehoahaz in war. Joash 
defeated him three times and 
recovered the cities of Israel. 
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Amaziah of Judah 

In the second year of 
Joash the son of Joahaz, 
king of Israel. Amaziah the son of 
Joash, king of Judah, began to 
rule. 2 He was 25 years old when he 
started to rule and was king for 29 
years in Jerusalem. His mother's 
name was Jehoaddin; she was from 
Jerusalem. 

3 He did what was right before the 
LORD but not like his ancestor 
David. He did everything just as his 
father Joash had done. 4 But the 
high places were not taken away. 
The people were still sacrificing and 
burning incense on the high places. 

5 As soon as he had a firm hold on 
the government, he killed the 
officials who had murdered the 
king, his father. 6 But he didn’t kill 
the murderers’ children; so it is 
written in the Law of Moses, where 
the LORD had ordered: The fathers 
must not die for their children, and 
the children must not die for their 
fathers, but everyone must die for 
his own sin. d 

7 He killed 10,000 Edomites in the 
Salt Valley and in battle took Sela 
and gave it the name Joktheel, which 
it is still called today. 

8 Then Amaziah sent messengers 
to Joash the son of Joahaz, the son of 
Jehu, king of Israel. "Come,” he 
said, "let’s meet in battle." 

9 Then Joash king of Israel sent 
men to Amaziah king of Judah and 
said, "A thistle in Lebanon sent a 
message to a cedar in Lebanon, 
saying, ‘Let your daughter marry my 
son,’ but a wild animal came along 
and trampled on the thistle. "Sure, 
you defeated Edom, and now you 
feel cocky. Enjoy your glory and stay 
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home. Why must you challenge 
disaster and so go down to defeat, 
you and Judah with you?" 

"But Amaziah wouldn’t listen. So 
Joash king of Israel went up, and he 
and Amaziah king of Judah met in 
battle at Beth-shemesh, which 
belongs to Judah. "Israel defeated 
the men of Judah, and they all ran 
home. "Joash king of Israel took 
Amaziah son of Joash, son of 
Ahaziah, king of Judah, at Beth- 
shemesh and came to Jerusalem. He 
tore down the wall of Jerusalem 
from the Ephraim gate to the corner 
gate, 400 cubits of it. 14 He took the 
gold and silver, all the utensils he 
found in the LORD’S temple and in 
the treasury of the king's palace; he 
also took hostages, and went back tn 
Samaria. 

"The rest of what Joash did, what 
he accomplished, how he fought 
with Amaziah king of Judah—isn’t it 
written in the annals of the kings of 
Israel? "Joash went to rest with 
his fathers and was buried with the 
kings of Israel. And his son 
Jeroboam succeeded him as king. 

"Amaziah the son of Joash, king of 
Judah, lived 15 years after the death 
of Joash the son of Joahaz, king of 
Israel. "The rest of what Amaziah 
did is written in the annals of 
Judah's kings. "Conspirators in 
Jerusalem plotted against him, and 
he fled to Lachish. But they sent men 
to Lachish after him who killed him 
there. 20 They brought him back by 
horse, and he was buried in 
Jerusalem, David’s city, with his 
fathers. 

21 All the people of Judah took 
Azariah, who was 16 years old, and 
made him king to succeed his father 
Amaziah. 22 He rebuilt Elath and 
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restored it to Judah after the king 
went to rest with his fathers. 

Jeroboam II of Israel 

23 In the 15th year of Amaziah the 
son of Joash. king of Judah, 
Jeroboam the son of Joash, king of 
Israel, started to rule in Samaria. 
He ruled 41 years. 2l He did what 
was wrong before the LORD. He 
didn’t turn from any of the sins of 
Jeroboam, Nebat’s son, by which he 
led Israel to sin. 

”He restored Israel's boundary 
from the entrance of Hamath to the 
Dead Sea as the LORD, Israel’s God, 
said by His servant Jonah the son of 
Amittai, the prophet from Gath- 
hepher. 26 because the LORD saw 
that everyone in Israel was 
suffering, and there was nobody to 
help Israel. 27 The LORD had 
promised not to wipe out Israel’s 
name from the world, and so He 
saved them by Jeroboam the son of 
Joash. 

28 The rest of Jeroboam’s 
history—everything he did, his 
accomplishments, how he fought, 
how he recovered Damascus and 
Hamath from Jaudi e for Israel— 
isn’t this written in the annals of 
Israel’s kings? 2B Jeroboam went to 
rest with his fathers, the kings of 
Israel, and his son Zechariah 
succeeded him as king. 

Uzziah (Azariah) of Judah 

In the 27th year of 
Jeroboam king of Israel, 
Azariah, Amaziah’s son, started to 
rule as king of Judah. 2 He was 16 
years old when he started to rule 
and was king for 52 years in 
Jerusalem. His mother was Jecoliah 
from Jerusalem. 


3 He did what was right in the 
LORD’S eyes just as his father 
Amaziah had done. 4 But the high 
places were not taken away. The 
people still continued to sacrifice 
and burn incense on them. 

5 The LORD struck the king so that 
he became a leper till the day he 
died, and he lived in a separate 
house. The king’s son Jotham 
managed the palace and also 
governed the country. 

e The rest of Azariah’s history and 
everything he did are written in the 
history of Judah’s kings. 7 Azariah 
went to rest with his fathers and 
was buried with them in David’s 
city. His son Jotham succeeded him 
as king. 

Five Kings of Israel 

8 In the 36th year of Azariah king 
of Judah, Zechariah, Jeroboam’s 
son, was king of Israel in Samaria 
for 6 months. 9 He did wrong before 
the LORD as his fathers had done. 
He didn’t give up the sins of 
Jeroboam, Nebat’s son, who made 
Israel sin. ,0 Shallum the son of 
Jabesh plotted against him, struck 
him down in front of the people, 
killed him, and succeeded him as 
king. “You will find the rest of 
Zechariah’s history written in the 
annals of Israel’s kings. “This was 
what the LORD had told Jehu: “Your 
descendants to the fourth genera¬ 
tion will sit on the throne of Israel.” 
And so it happened. 

“Shallum the son of Jabesh 
became king in the 39th year of 
Uzziah king of Judah, and he was 
king for a whole month in Samaria. 
“Then Menahem, Gadi’s son, came 
up from Tirzah to Samaria, struck 



R A kingdom near Hamath with a noma similar to ludah 
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down and killed Shallum the son of 
Jabesh and succeeded him as king. 
,5 The rest of Shallum’s history, all 
about his conspiracy, you will find 
recorded in the annals of Israel's 
kings. l6 Then Menahem conquered 
Tiphsah and all who were there and 
its territory near Tirzah. Because 
the town didn’t open up to him, he 
destroyed it, ripping open all the 
pregnant women. 

l7 In the 39th year of Azariah king 
of Judah, Menahem, Gadi’s son, 
started his rule as king of Israel for 
10 years in Samaria. ,B He did 
wrong before the LORD and all his 
life didn’t give up the sins of 
Jeroboam, Nebat’s son, who made 
Israel sin. 

19 Pul king of Assyria came to 
attack the country. Menahem gave 
Pul 1,000 talents of silver to get him 
to help make his government 
strong. 20 Menahem raised the 
money from all the wealthy men of 
Israel, 50 shekels of silver from each 
for the king of Assyria. So the king of 
Assyria turned back and didn’t 
occupy the country. “The rest of 
Menahem’s history and everything 
he did, aren’t they recorded in the 
annals of Israel’s kings? 22 And 
Menahem went to rest with his 
fathers, and his son Pekahiah 
succeeded him as king. 

23 In the 50th year of Azariah king 
of Judah, Pekahiah, Menahem’s son, 
started to rule and was king of 
Israel in Samaria for two 
years. 24 He did what was wrong 
before the LORD. He didn’t give up 
the sins of Jeroboam, Nebat’s son, 
who made Israel sin. “His officer 
Pekah, Remaliah’s son, with 50 men 
of Gilead struck him down in the 
citadel of the royal palace in 
Samaria, and also Argob and Arieh. 
Pekah killed him and succeeded him 


as king. “The rest of Pekahiah’s 
history and everything he did you 
will find written in the annals of 
Israel’s kings. 

27 In the 52nd year of Azariah king 
of Judah, Pekah, Remaliah’s son, 
started to rule Israel in Samaria for 
20 years. 2fl He did wrong before 
the LORD. He didn’t give up the sins 
of Jeroboam, Nebat’s son, who made 
Israel sin. 20 In the days of Pekah 
king of Israel, Tiglath-pileser king of 
Assyria came and took Ijon, Abel- 
beth-maacah, Janoah, Kedesh, 
Hazor, Gilead, Galilee, all the 
country of Naphtali and took the 
people away captive to Assyria. 
30 Hoshea, Elah’s son, conspired 
against Pekah, Remaliah’s son. He 
struck him down, killed him, and 
succeeded him as king in the 20lh 
year of Jotham, Uzziah’s son. “The 
rest of Pekah’s history and 
everything he did you will find 
written in the annals of Israel's 
kings. 

Jotham of Judah 

32 In the second year of Pekah. 
Remaliah’s son, king of Israel 
Jotham the son of Uzziah, king of 
Judah, became king. 33 He was 25 
years old when he started to rule 
and was king in Jerusalem for 1G 
years. His mother was Jerusha. 
Zadok’s daughter. 34 He did what 
was right before the LORD just as 
his father Uzziah had done. 35 Bul 
the high places were not taken 
away; people still continued to 
sacrifice and burn incense on them. 
He built the upper gate of the 
LORD’S temple. “The rest of 
Jotham’s history and everything he 
did, aren’t they recorded in the 
annals of Judah’s kings? 

37 In those days the LORD started 
to send Rezin king of Aram and 
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'Pekah, Remaliah’s son, against 
ijudah. J0 Jotham went to rest with 
his fathers and was buried with 
Ithem in the city of his ancestor 
David. And his son Ahaz succeeded 
him as king. 

Ahaz of Judah 

In the 17th year of Pekah. 
Remaliah’s son, Ahaz the 
son of Jotham. king of Judah, became 
iking. 2 Ahaz was 20 years old when 
he started to rule and was king in 
Jerusalem for 26 years. He didn't do 
what was right in the presence of 
the LORD his God like his ancestor 
'David. 3 He lived like the kings of 
Israel and even sacrificed his son in 
fire, one of the abominable things 
done by the nations the LORD drove 
out ahead of the Israelites, *He 
sacrificed and burned incense on 
the high places, on the hills, and 
under every green tree. 

5 Then King Rezin of Aram and 
Pekah, Remaliah’s son, king of 
Israel, went up to fight against 
Jerusalem. They besieged Ahaz but 
couldn't get him to fight. 6 At that 
time King Rezin of Aram gave Elath 
back to Edom, f driving the 
ludeans out of Elath. The Edomites 
came to Elath and still live there 
today. 

'Ahaz sent messengers to Tiglath- 
pileser king of Assyria to tell him: 
“I’m your vassal and your son. Come 
up and save me from the king of 
Aram and the king of Israel who are 
attacking me," "Ahaz took the 
silver and the gold he found in the 
LORD'S temple and in storerooms of 
the king’s palace and sent them as a 
present to the king of Assyria. 

a The king of Assyria listened to 
him and attacked Damascus. He 
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captured it, took the people captive 
to Kir, and killed Rezin. 

l0 Then King Ahaz went to 
Damascus to meet Tiglath-pileser 
king of Assyria. There he saw an 
altar that was in Damascus. So King 
Ahaz sent the priest Urijah a model 
of the altar and a pattern of its 
exact construction. Urijah built an 
altar n and made it exactly 
according to all the directions King 
Ahaz sent from Damascus and 
waited for King Ahaz to come home 
from Damascus. 

w When the king came from 
Damascus, he saw the altar. The 
king approached the altar and went 
up on it. 13 He offered his burnt 
offering and his food offering, 
poured out his drink offering, and 
dashed the blood of his peace 
offering against the altar. M But the 
bronze altar that was before the 
LORD he moved from its place—in 
front of the temple, between his 
altar and the LORD’S temple —and 
put it on the north side of his 
altar. ,s King Ahaz gave these 
orders to the priest Urijah: “On this 
great altar you shall offer the 
morning burnt offerings and the 
evening sacrifices, the king's burnt 
offerings and his food offerings, the 
burnt offerings of all the people of 
the country and their food offerings 
and their drink offerings; dash 
against it all the blood of the 
sacrifices. I will use the bronze altar 
to get information.” ,h The priest 
Urijah did just as King Ahaz ordered. 

,7 King Ahaz cut off the panels of 
the stands and removed the laver 
from each of them. He took the 
bronze pool down from the bronze 
oxen that were under it and put it on 
a base made of stones. lft The 
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covered walk used on the Sabbath, 
which had been built at the temple, 
as well as the outer entrance for the 
king, Ahaz removed from the 
LORD’S temple on account of the 
king of Assyria. ,9 The rest of the 
things Ahaz did—aren’t they 
recorded in the annals of Judah’s 
kings? J0 Ahaz went to rest with his 
fathers and was buried with them in 
David’s city. And his son Hezekiah 
succeeded him as king. 

Hoshea 0/Israel 

In the 12th year of Ahaz 
king of Judah, Hoshea, 
Elah’s son, started to rule in 
Samaria and was king of Israel for 9 
years. 2 He did what was wrong 
before the LORD but not like the 
kings of Israel before him. 

Samaria Foils 

3 Shalmaneser king of Assyria 
marched against him. and Hoshea 
became his servant and paid him 
tribute. *But the king of Assyria 
found Hoshea treacherous—he sent 
messengers to Sais, to the king of 
Egypt, and paid the king of Assyria 
no tribute as he had done from year 
to year—and so the king of Assyria 
arrested him and kept him in 
prison. 5 Then the king of Assyria 
overran the whole country, went up 
to Samaria, and besieged it for three 
years. 6 In Hoshea’s ninth year the 
king of Assyria captured Samaria 
and took the people captive to 
Assyria and settled them in Halah. 
and along the Habor at the river 
Gozan, and in the cities of the 
Medes. 

Why Did Samaria Fall? 

7 The Israelites sinned against the 
LORD their God who took them out 
of Egypt, from the power of Pharoah 


King of Egypt. They also worshiped 
other gods a and lived according to 
the customs of the nations the LORD 
drove out ahead of the Israelites 
and they did what their kings 
wanted them to do. *The Israelites 
secretly did things that aren’t right 
against the LORD their God, 
building high places for themselves 
in all their towns, from the 
watchman’s tower to the fortified 
city. 10 They set up sacred pillars 
for themselves and Asherah posts 
on every high hill and under every 
green tree. “And there on all the 
high places they sacrificed like the 
nations the LORD drove out ahead 
of them, and so they did wrong and 
made the LORD angry. 13 And they 
served the idols though the LORD 
had told them, *‘Don't do this.** 
l3 The LORD warned Israel and 
Judah by every kind of prophet and 
seer: “Turn from your evil ways and 
keep My commandments and 
decrees, according to the whole Law 
I ordered your fathers to keep and 
also sent to you by My servants the 
prophets. “But they refused in 
listen, getting as stubborn as thrir 
fathers who refused to trust in the 
LORD their God. ,s They rejected 
His decrees and the covenant He 
made with their fathers and the 
solemn warnings He gave them. 
They went after nothing and became 
nothing, and behaved like the 
nations around them although the 
LORD had ordered them, “Don't do 
as they do.” ,6 They discarded all 
the commandments of the LORD 
their God and made idols of metal, 
two calves, and they made a post of 
Asherah; they worshiped the whole 
army of heaven and served 
Baal. “They sacrificed their sons 
and daughters in fire, practiced 
fortune-telling, and used charms; 
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they abandoned themselves to do 
wrong before the Lord and made 
Him angry. 

,a The LORD got so very angry with 
Israel that He put them out of His 
sight. Only the tribe of Judah 
was left. ‘“Even Judah didn’t keep 
the commandments of the LORD 
their God but lived in the ways 
practiced by Israel. 20 And so the 
LORD rejected all of Israel's 
descendants, made them suffer, and 
put them into the hands of those who 
plundered them, and finally He put 
them out of His sight. 

2, When He tore Israel away from 
David’s line, they made Jeroboam, 
Nebat’s son, king. Jeroboam took 
Israel away from following the 
LORD and led them into great 
sin. “The Israelites lived in all the 
sins Jeroboam did; they didn’t leave 
them, “till finally the LORD put 
Israel out of His sight as He had said 
by all His servants the prophets. 
-And so Israel was taken from its 
country to Assyria, and they are still 
there today. 

The Samaritans 

“The king of Assyria brought 
ipeople from Babylon, Cuthah, Awa, 
Hamath, and Sepharvaim and had 
them live in the towns of Samaria, 
replacing the Israelites. They took 
over Samaria and lived in its towns. 

“When they first came to live 
there, they didn’t worship the 
LORD, and He sent lions that killed 
some of them. 2B So they told the 
king of Assyria, “The people you 
took from their homes to live in the 
towns of Samaria don’t know how to 
worship the god of this country, and 
so he sent lions among them, and 
now they’re killing them because 
they don’t know the way of the god 
of this land.” 


Z7 The king of Assyria gave this 
order: “Bring one of the priests you 
took away from there as a prisoner, 
and let him go and live there and 
teach them how to worship the god 
of the country.” 28 So one of the 
priests who had been exiled from 
Samaria came to live in Bethel, and 
he was teaching them how to fear 
the LORD. 

29 But each nation continued to 
make its own idols, and they set 
them in the shrines on the high 
places the Samaritans had made. 
Every nation did this in the towns 
where they were settled. “The 
men of Babylon made Succoth- 
benoth; the men of Cuthah made 
Nergal; the men of Hamath made 
Ashima; “the men of Awa made 
Nibhaz and Tartak; and the men of 
Sepharvaim burned their children in 
fire to Adramelech and Anam- 
melech, the gods of Sepharvaim. 
“So while they were worshiping the 
LORD, they also appointed all kinds 
of people as the priests of their high 
places, to officiate at the shrines on 
the high places. “They were 
worshiping the LORD but also 
serving their own gods according to 
the custom of the people the LORD 
had driven away from there. 

“Today they still do just as 
they’ve done from the beginning. 
They don’t fear the LORD or do 
according to the decrees and rules, 
the law and the commandments the 
LORD prescribed for the descen¬ 
dants of Jacob whom He named 
Israel. “The LORD made a 
covenant with them, ordering them: 
“Don’t worship other gods, bow 
down to them, 9erve them, or 
sacrifice to them. “But fear the 
LORD who brought you out of Egypt 
with great power and a stretched- 
out arm, worship Him, and sacrifice 
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to Him. 37 And the decrees, rules, 
laws, and commandments He wrote 
for you —be careful to do them all 
your life, and don’t worship other 
gods. 38 Don’t forget the covenant I 
made with you, and don’t worship 
other gods. 3fl But fear the LORD 
your God, and He will rescue you 
from your enemies.” 

40 But they refused to listen and did 
just as they had done from the 
beginning. “So these nations were 
worshiping the LORD but also were 
serving their own idols, and so did 
their children and their children’s 
children. As their fathers did, so 
they still do today. 

Hezekiah Begins to Rule 

In the third year of 
Hoshea the son of Elah, 
king of Israel, Hezekiah the son of 
Ahaz, king of Judah, became 
king. 2 He was 25 years old when 
he became king and was king in 
Jerusalem for 29 years. His mother 
was Abi, Zechariah’s daughter. 

3 He did what was right before the 
LORD just as his ancestor David had 
done. 4 He put away the high 
places, smashed the sacred pillars, 
cut down the Asherah posts, and 
broke in pieces the bronze snake 
Moses had made. Up to that time the 
Israelites were burning incense to 
it. They called it Nehushtan.s 5 Heze- 
kiah trusted in the LORD, the God of 
Israel. Among all the kings of Judah 
that came after him or were before 
him there was none like him. 6 Loyal 
to the LORD, he didn’t turn away 
from Him but did what the LORD 
had ordered through Moses. 

7 And so the LORD was with him, 
and he succeeded in everything he 


undertook. But he rebelled againsl 
the king of Assyria and wouldn't 
serve him anymore. 0 He conquered 
the Philistines as far as Gaza and its 
territory, including both tlir 
watchman’s tower and the fortified 
city. 

Samaria Taken in Hezekiah's 
Sixth Year 

9 In the fourth year of King 
Hezekiah, the seventh year of 
Hoshea, Elah’s son, king of Israel. 
Shalmaneser king of Assyria came 
up against Samaria, besieged 
it, ,0 and captured it at the end of 
three years. Samaria was taken in 
the sixth year, in the ninth year of 
Hoshea. “The king of Assyria took 
the Israelites away as prisoners to 
Assyria and put them in Halah, and 
along the Habor, the river of Gozan. 
and in the towns of the Medos 
,2 It was because they refused to lis¬ 
ten to the LORD their God and broke 
His covenant —everything thai 
Moses, the LORD’S servant ordered 
They wouldn’t listen nor obey. 

Sennacherib invades Judah 

l3 In the 14th year of King 
Hezekiah, Sennacherib, king of 
Assyria attacked all the fortified 
towns of Judah and was capturing 
them. “Then Hezekiah king of 
Judah sent a message to the king of 
Assyria at Lachish. “I have done 
wrong,” he said. “Go away and 
leave me alone. I’ll do anything you 
demand of me.” 

So the king of Assyria demanded 
from Hezekiah king of Judah 300 
talents of silver and 30 talents of 
gold. “Hezekiah gave him all the 
silver that could be found in the 



^Bronze snake. In Heb the same word in its basic form means both "bronze" and 
"snake" 
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LORD'S temple and in the store¬ 
rooms of the king's palace. ,6 At 
ithal time Hezekiah cut off the 
plating of the doors of the LORD'S 
temple and of the doorposts, which 
Hezekiah king of Judah had covered 
with plating, and he gave it to the 
king of Assyria. 

,7 Then the king of Assyria sent his 
chief of staff, a top general, and a 
large force from Lachish to King 
Hezekiah at Jerusalem. When they 
came there, they stood at the canal 
of the upper pool on the road that 
goes to the laundryman’s 
field. ,fl When they called for the 
iking, there came out Eliakim, 
Hilkiah's son, manager of the 
palace, Shebnah the secretary, and 
Joah, Asaph's son, the recorder. 

"The general said to them: ‘Tell 
Hezekiah that the great king, the 
king of Assyria, asks, ‘What makes 
you so confident? Z0 Do you think a 
few words dropped from the lips are 
is good as strategy and strength in 
Dattle? Now, whom are you trusting 
inough to rebel against me? 21 See 
iere now, when you trust in Egypt 
you're trusting in a staff that's like a 
iroken reed. If you lean on it. it runs 
nto your hand and pierces it. That's 
vhat Pharaoh king of Egypt is to all 
vho trust him. "But if you tell me 
hat you're trusting in the LORD 
our God. isn’t He the one whose 
ligh places and altars Hezekiah got 
id of when he told Judah and 
erusalem that they must worship at 
his altar in Jerusalem?’ 

" ‘Come now. make a bet with my 
laster the king of Assyria: I'll give you 
.OCX) horses if you can put riders on 
hem. *How can you turn back the 
ttack of just one of the least of my 
master's officers while you trust Egypt 
ir chariots and horses? 

"“Now, did I attack this place to 


destroy it without the consent of the 
LORD? The LORD told me to attack 
this country and destroy it.” 

“Then Eliakim, Hilkiah’s son, and 
Shebnah, and Joah, told the general, 
‘‘Please talk to your servants in 
Aramaic; we understand it. Don’t talk 
to us in the Jewish language while the 
people on the wall are listening." 

71 ‘‘Did my master send me to tell only 
your master and you these things?” the 
general asked them, ‘‘No! He sent me 
to the people sitting on the wall who 
are going to eat their own dung and 
drink their own urine with you.” 

“Then the general stood and 
shouted loud in the Jewish language, 
“Listen to the great king, the king of 
Assyria. T’he king says this: Don’t 
let Hezekiah deceive you—he can’t 
save you from me. “Don’t let 
Hezekiah get you to trust the LORD by 
saying. The LORD will certainly save 
us, and this city will not be put in the 
hands of the king of Assyria.' 3, Don’t 
listen to Hezekiah, because the king of 
Assyria says: Make peace with me, 
come out and give yourselves up to me. 
Then everybody will eat from his vine 
and his fig trees, and everybody will 
drink water from his cistern 32 till I 
come and take you away to a country 
like your own, a land with grain and 
wine, a land with bread and vineyards, 
a land with oil-producing olive trees 
and honey so that you will live and not 
die. Don’t listen to Hezekiah when he 
tries to mislead you by saying. ‘The 
Lord will save us.’ 13 Did anyone of 
the gods of the nations ever save his 
country from the king of Assyria? 
^Where are the gods of Hamath and 
Arpad? Where are the gods of 
Sepharvaim, Hena, and Iwah? Did 
they save Samaria from my hands? 
“Was there anyone among all the gods 
of these countries who could save their 
country from my hands that the LORD 
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should now save Jerusalem from my 
hands?” 

36 But the people were silent and 
didn’t answer him because the king 
had ordered, "Don’t answer him.” 

’’Then Eliakim, Hilkiah’s son, who 
managed the palace, and Shebna the 
secretary, and Joah, Asaph's son, the 
recorder, went in to Hezekiah with 
their clothes torn and told him what 
the general said. 

The LORD Rescues Jerusalem 

When King Hezekiah heard 
about it, he tore his 
clothes, covered himself with 
sackcloth, and went into the LORD’S 
temple. 2 And he sent Eliakim the 
manager of his palace, Shebna the 
secretary, and the elders of the priests, 
all of them covered with sackcloth, to 
the prophet Isaiah the son of Amoz. 

’They told him, "Hezekiah says: 
Today we’re in trouble, punished, and 
scorned; we’re like a woman who 
should give birth and hasn’t the 
strength to do it. 4 May the LORD 
your God hear everything the general 
said, whom the king of Assyria sent to 
defy the living God, and may the LORD 
your God punish him for what He 
heard him say. So pray for those who 
are still left.” 

5 When King Hezekiah’s men came to 
Isaiah, fl Isaiah answered them: “Tell 
your master. The LORD says: ‘Don’t be 
afraid of what you heard when the 
Assyrian king’s boys mocked 
Me. 7 See, I’m putting such a spirit in 
him that when he hears a rumor, he 
will go home to his country, and 1’U 
have a sword in his own country cut 
him down.” 

B The general went back and found 
the king of Assyria attacking Libnah. 
He had heard the king had left 
Lachish. “Then Sennacherib got 
news about Tirhakah king of Ethiopia 


that he was coming out to fight him. So 
he again sent messengers to Hezekiah: 
l0 "Tell Hezekiah king of Judah: Don’t let 
your God whom you trust cheat you by 
promising that Jerusalem will not be 
put in the hands of the king of 
Assyria. "You heard what the kings 
of Assyria did to all the countries, how 
they totally destroyed them, and how 
can you be saved? ,2 Did the gods of 
the nations my fathers destroyed 
save them—Gozan, Haran, Rezeph, 
and the people of Eden at Tei- 
assar? ’’Where is the king of 
Hamath, the king of Arpad, and the 
king of Lahir, Sepharvaim, Hena, 
and Iwah?” 

,4 Hezekiah took the letter from the 
messengers’ hands, read it, and 
went up to the LORD’S temple, and 
Hezekiah spread it out before Ihe 
LORD. ’’Hezekiah prayed to the 
LORD: ‘‘LORD God of Israel, on 
Your throne above angels, You 
alone are God over all the kingdoms 
of the world. You made heaven and 
earth. ,6 Listen, LORD, and hear. 
Open Your eyes, LORD, and see. 
Hear what Sennacherib says, who 
sent someone to defy the living 
God. ,7 It is true, LORD, the kings of 
Assyria have laid waste the nations 
and their countries l8 and have put 
their gods in the fire because they 
are no gods but something men make 
of wood and stone, and so they have 
destroyed them. ,0 And now, LORD 
our God, please save us from his 
hands so that all the kingdoms in the 
world will know You alone are the 
LORD God.” 

20 Then Isaiah the son of Amoz said 
to Hezekiah, ‘‘The LORD, the God of 
Israel, says: I heard what you prayed 
to Me in regard to Sennacherib, king 
of Assyria. "This is what the 
LORD says about him: 
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Zion’s virgin daughter despises 
you and laughs at you. 

The daughter of Jerusalem 
shakes her head after you. 

"Whom are you defying and 
mocking? 

Against whom are you shouting 
and looking so proud? 

Against the Holy One of Israel! 

"By your messengers you defy the 
LORD. 

You think: With my countless 
chariots 

I'll ride up to the top of the 
mountains, 

the distant parts of Lebanon. 

I will cut down its tallest cedars 
and fell its finest cypresses, 
and enter its most distant 
lodging places, 
its luxurious forests. 

"I’ll dig wells and drink strange 
water. 

With the tramping of my feet 
I’ll dry up all the streams of 
Egypt. 

"Haven’t you heard? 

Long ago I prepared for this 
and planned it in the past, 
and now I have made it happen 
that you should make fortified 
cities crash into heaps of 
ruins. 

"Those who live there are now 
shorn of strength, 
broken in spirit, and in disgrace. 
They were like plants in the 
field, fresh green grass, grass 
on the roofs, 

but are now scorched by the east 
wind. 

"1 know how you live. 

your going out and your coming 
in; 

I know how you rage against Me. 


"And because you rage against 
Me, 

because I hear your cocky talk, 

I will put My hook in your nose 
and My bridle in your mouth 
and make you go back the way 
you came. 

"And this is how you can tell it is 
true: 

This year you will eat what 
grows by itself 

and the next year what comes up 
by itself, but in the third year 
sow and reap, plant vine¬ 
yards, and eat the produce. 

"Then those who are left of the 
people of Judah 

will again take root in the ground 
and grow a crop above ground. 

"From Jerusalem will come the 
people who are left 
and from Mount Zion those who 
escaped. 

The LORD’S zeal will do this. 

"And so the LORD says about the 
king of Assyria: 

He will never get into this city, 
shoot an arrow there, 
march against it with shields, 
or put ramparts against it. 

"He will go back the way he came 
without getting into this city, 
says the LORD. 

"I will shield this city 
and save it for My own sake 
and for the sake of My servant 
David. 

"It happened that night. The 
LORD’S angel went out in the camp 
of the Assyrians and killed 105,000, 
and when people got up in the 
morning, they saw all the dead 
bodies. 

"Then Sennacherib king of 
Assyria left and went home and 
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lived in Nineveh. While he was 
worshiping in the temple of his god 
Nisroch, his sons Adrammelech and 
Sharezer killed him with their 
swords and escaped to the country 
of Ararat. His son Esarhaddon 
succeeded him as king. 

Hezekiah Is Cured 

In those days Hezekiah 
got sick and was dying. The 
prophet Isaiah the son of Amoz 
came to him. “The LORD says this,” 
he told him: “Give last instructions 
to your family because you will die 
and not get well.” 

z Then Hezekiah turned toward 
the wall and prayed to the LORD: 
3 “Please, LORD, remember how I've 
lived before You faithfully and with 
complete loyalty and have done 
what is right before You.” And he 
wept much. 

4 Isaiah hadn’t left the inner court 
when the LORD spoke to him: 54 ‘Go 
back and tell Hezekiah, leader of My 
people, that the LORD, the God of 
your ancestor David, says, ‘I’ve 
heard your prayer; I’ve seen your 
tears. Now I’m going to heal you. 
The day after tomorrow you will go 
up to the LORD’S temple. ®I will 
give you 15 more years to live and 
will save you and this city from the 
king of Assyria and will protect this 
city for My sake and for the sake of 
My servant David.” ’Then Isaiah 
told them to get a lump of figs and 
put on the ulcer so that he could get 
well. 

8 ”How do I know,” Hezekiah 
asked Isaiah, “that the LORD will 
heal me and I’ll go up to the LORD’S 
temple the day after tomorrow?” 

"‘‘This will be your proof from the 
LORD,” Isaiah said, “that the LORD 
will do what He said; shall the 


shadow go ahead ten steps or back 
ten steps?” 

,0 “It is easy for the shadow to go 
ahead ten steps,” Hezekiah said. 
“No, let it go back ten steps.” 

"Then the prophet Isaiah called 
on the LORD, and He made thn 
shadow that had gone down on the 
stairway of Ahaz go back 10 steps. 

The Babylonians See the 
Treasures 

u At that time Merodach-baladan 
the son of Baladan, king of Babylon, 
sent a letter and a present In 
Hezekiah because he heard Heze¬ 
kiah had been sick. "Hezekiah 
was so delighted with them he 
showed them his whole house of 
treasures: the silver, the gold, the 
spices, the fine olive oil, his armory, 
and everything that could be found 
among his treasures. There wasn’t a 
thing in his palace or anywhere else 
under his control that Hezekiah 
didn’t show them. 

"Then the prophet Isaiah came to 
King Hezekiah. “What did these 
men say?” he asked him. “And from 
where did they come to you?” 

“They came from a distanl 
country,” Hezekiah answered, 
“from Babylon.” 

"“What did they see in your 
palace?” he asked. 

“They saw everything in my 
palace,” Hezekiah answered. 
“There wasn’t a thing among my 
treasures I didn’t show them.” 

"“Listen to what the LORD says,” 
Isaiah told Hezekiah. ,7 “The days 
will come when everything in your 
palace, all your fathers have stored 
up till now will be taken away to 
Babylon, and nothing will be left, 
says the LORD. "Some of your own 
sons that will come from you, whose 
father you will be, they will take 
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away to be eunuchs in the palace of 
the king of Babylon.” 

““The Word of the LORD that you 
speak is good.” Hezekiah answered 
Isaiah. And added, “Isn’t it good if 
we have peace and security as long 
as I live?” 

zo The rest of Hezekiah’s history, 
everything he accomplished, how he 
made the pool and tunnel to bring 
the water into the city—aren’t they 
recorded in the annals of Judah's 
kings? “Hezekiah went to rest 
with his fathers, and his son 
Manasseh succeeded him as king. 

Manasseh of Judah 

Manasseh was 12 years old 
when he became king, and 
he was king in Jerusalem for 55 
years. His mother’s name was 
Hephzibah. 

2 He did what was wrong before 
the LORD, like the abominations of 
the people the LORD had driven out 
ahead of Israel. 3 He rebuilt the 
high places his father Hezekiah had 
destroyed, set up altars for Baal, 
and made an Asherah post as King 
Ahab of Israel had done, and they 
worshiped the whole army of 
heaven and served them. 4 He built 
altars in the LORD’S temple even 
though the LORD had said, “In 
Jerusalem I will put My name." 
5 He built altars for the whole army 
of heaven in the two courts of the 
LORD'S temple. 6 He burned his son 
as a sacrifice, practiced fortune- 
telling and used charms, and 
appointed men to deal with ghosts 
and wizards. He did a lot of wrong 
before the LORD and made Him 
angry. 7 And the image of Asherah 
he made he set up in the temple of 
which the LORD had said to David 
and his son Solomon, “In this temple 
and in Jerusalem, which I have 


selected from all the tribes of Israel, 
I will put My name forever. B I will 
never again make Israel’s feet 
wander from the country I gave 
their fathers if only they will 
carefully do just as I ordered them, 
according to the law My servant 
Moses gave them.” 9 But they 
wouldn’t listen. Manasseh misled 
Israel so that they did more wrong 
than the nations the LORD had 
destroyed in front of them. 

‘“Then the LORD spoke by His 
servants the prophets: ““Because 
Manasseh king of Judah has done 
these abominable things, doing 
worse than all the Canaanites did 
before him, and has also made 
Judah sin with his disgusting 
idols, “the LORD, the God of 
Israel, says this: I’m going to bring 
such a disaster on Jerusalem and 
Judah that the ears of everyone who 
hears about it will ring. 13 I will 
stretch over Jerusalem the 
measuring line of Samaria and the 
plumb line of Ahab’s family. I will 
wipe out Jerusalem as you wipe a 
dish and turn it on its face. “And 
what is left of My heritage I will 
drive out and put in the hands of 
their enemies, to be plunder and 
spoils for all their enemies, 
“because they have done wrong 
before Me and have been making 
Me angry from the time their fathers 
left Egypt till now." 

“Manasseh also poured out so 
much innocent blood that it filled 
Jerusalem from end to end, beside 
the sin he led Judah into by his own 
wrong doing before the LORD. 
“The rest of Manasseh’s history, 
everything he did, and the sinful 
deeds, are they not recorded in the 
annals of Judah’s kings? 
“Manasseh went to rest with his 
fathers and was buried in the 
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garden of his own palace, in the 
garden of Uzza. His son Amon 
succeeded him as king. 

Amon of Judah 

,fl Amon was 22 years old when he 
started to rule and was king in 
Jerusalem for two years. His mother 
was Meshullemeth the daughter of 
Haruz of Jotbah. 20 He did what 
was wrong before the LORD as his 
father Manasseh had done. 2, He 
lived in every way like his father 
and served the disgusting idols his 
father served and worshiped. 22 He 
deserted the LORD, the God of his 
fathers, and didn’t live in the 
LORD’s way. 23 Amon’s men 
conspired against him and killed the 
king in his palace. Z4 But the people 
of the country killed those who 
conspired against King Amon, and 
the people of the country made 
his son Josiah king in his 
place. 25 The rest of the things that 
Amon did, aren’t they recorded in 
the annals of Judah’s kings? 26 He 
was buried in his burial place in the 
garden of Uzza. And his son Josiah 
succeeded him as king. 

Josiah and His Reform 

Josiah was 8 years old 
when he started to rule 
and was king in Jerusalem for 31 
years. His mother was Jedidah the 
daughter of Adaiah from Bozkath. 
2 He did what was right before the 
LORD, living in all the ways of his 
ancestor David without turning 
away right or left. 

3 In the 18th year of King Josiah, 
the king sent his secretary Shaphan 
the son of Azaliah, the son of 
Meshullam, to the LORD’S temple, 
saying, 4 “Go up to Hilkiah the 


high priest and have him get the 
money ready that is brought into 
the LORD’s temple, which the 
doorkeepers have collected from the 
people. 5 It should be given to those 
workmen who have been put in 
charge of the LORD’s temple, and 
these should give it to the workmen 
who are in the LORD’s temple to 
repair the temple, fl and to the 
carpenters, builders, masons, and 
to buy lumber and quarried stones 
to repair the temple. 7 But don’t 
keep any account of the money given 
them because you can trust them in 
their work.” 

The Book of the Law Found 

s Hilkiah the high priest told the 
secretary Shaphan, “I have found 
the book of the Law in the LORD’s 
temple,” and Hilkiah gave the book 
to Shaphan, and he read it. 0 Shap 
han the secretary went to the king 
and reported to the king: “Your 
servants have poured out the money 
found in the temple and have given il 
to the workmen who have been pul 
in charge of the LORD’s temple.” 

,0 The secretary Shaphan told the 
king, “The priest Hilkiah has given 
me a book.” And Shaphan read it in 
front of the king. "When the king 
heard what the book of the Law 
said, he tore his clothes. ,2 And the 
king gave an order to the priest 
Hilkiah, to Ahikam the son of 
Shaphan, Achbor the son of 
Micaiah, Shaphan the secretary, 
and to Asaiah the king’s minister, 
saying, l3 “Go, ask the LORD for 
me, for the people and for all Judah 
in regard to what this book that was 
found says. The LORD’s anger 
blazing against us is so great 
because our fathers refused to 
listen to what this book says and to 
do all that is written about us.” 
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M So Hilkiah the priest, Ahikam, 
'Achbor. Shaphan, and Asaiah went 
ito Huldah the prophetess, the wife 
of Shallum the son of Tikvah, the son 
of Harhas, who was in charge of the 
wardrobe. She was living in the new 
section in Jerusalem. And they 
talked to her. 

,5 She told them, “The LORD, the 
God of Israel, says this to the man 
who sent you to me: 16 The LORD 
says, ‘I’m going to bring disaster on 
this place and the people living here 
and everything threatened in the 
book the king of Judah has 
read. 17 Because they have for¬ 
saken Me and sacrificed to other 
gods and have made Me angry by all 
the idols their hands have made. My 
fury will blaze against this place 
never to be put out.’ "Tell the king 
of Judah who sent you to ask the 
LORD: The LORD, the God of Israel, 
says in regard to what you’ve 
heard. ""Because you were open- 
minded and humbled yourself before 
the LORD when you heard what I 
said against this place and those 
who live here, that they will be 
destroyed and cursed, and you tore 
your clothes and wept before Me—I 
too will listen,’ says the LORD. 
20 ‘That is why I'm going to bring you 
down to your fathers in the grave 
iand you’ll be buried peacefully 
without seeing any of the disaster 
I'll bring on this place.' ’’ 

They reported this to the king. 

Josiah Renews the LORDs 
Covenant 

The king called for all 
the elders of Judah and 
Jerusalem to join him. Then the 
king went up to the LORD'S temple 
and with him everybody in Judah, all 
the people in Jerusalem, the priests, 
the prophets, and all the people. 


young and old. And while they 
listened, he read everything written 
in the book of the covenant found in 
the LORD’S temple, standing by 
the pillar, the king made the 
covenant before the LORD to follow 
the LORD, to keep His orders, 
regulations, and decrees with his 
whole heart and soul, to do exactly 
what was required by this covenant 
as it was written in this book. And 
all the people agreed to the 
covenant. 

Then the king ordered the high 
priest Hilkiah, the priests under 
him, and the doorkeepers to take out 
of the LORD’S temple all the utensils 
made for Baal and Asherah, and for 
all the army of heaven. He burned 
them outside Jerusalem in open 
places near the Kidron and carried 
their ashes to Bethel. 

5 He put an end to the idol priests 
whom the kings of Judah had 
appointed to sacrifice on the high 
places in the towns of Judah and the 
environs of Jerusalem, those who 
sacrificed to Baal, the sun, the 
moon, the star groups of the zodiac, 
and all the army of heaven. 6 From 
the LORD’S temple he took the 
Asherah post outside Jerusalem to 
the Kidron Valley and burned it in 
the Kidron, ground it to dust, and 
threw its ashes on the graves of the 
common people. 7 He tore down the 
huts of the male prostitutes that 
were in the LORD’S temple, where 
women were weaving vestments for 
Asherah. 

0 He brought all the priests out of 
the towns of Judah and defiled the 
places where the priests sacrificed, 
from Geba to Beersheba. He tore 
down the High-Place-at-the-Gate 
which was at the entrance of the 
gate of Joshua, the governor of the 
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city, at the left of anyone going into 
the city gate. 

9 Now the priests of the high 
places didn’t go up to the LORD’S 
altar in Jerusalem but ate their 
bread without yeast among their 
people. 

,0 He also defiled Topheth, which 
is in the valley of Hinnom’s son, so 
that nobody would ever again burn 
his son or daughter in fire for 
Molech. 

l, He took away the horses that 
Judah’s kings had put at the en¬ 
trance of the LORD’S temple for the 
worship of the sun; it was near the 
room of the eunuch Nathan-melech, 
in the temple court. And he burned 
the chariots of the sun. 12 Also the 
altars on the roof of Ahaz’s upper 
room that Judah’s kings had made, 
and the altars Manasseh made in 
the two courts of the LORD’S 
temple—the king broke them and 
tore them down from there and 
dumped their rubble in the Kidron 
Valley. 

,3 The king defiled the high places 
east of Jerusalem, on the southern 
part of the hill of destruction,* 1 
which Solomon king of Israel had 
built for Astarte, the abomination of 
the Sidonians; for Chemosh, the 
abomination of Moab; and for 
Milcom, the abomination of the 
Ammonites. ,4 He smashed the 
sacred pillars and cut down the 
Asherah posts and filled their 
places with human bones. 19 He 
also tore down the altar at Bethel on 
the high place made by Jeroboam, 
Nebat’s son, who made Israel 
sin—both the altar and high place 
he tore down. They burned the high 
place, crushing it to powder and 
burning the Asherah post. 


h A spur of the Mount of Olives 


’•When Josiah turned and saw the 
graves in the mount, he sent men to 
take the bones out of the graves and 
burned them on the altar to defile it 
according to the LORD'S threat 
announced by the man of God who 
had predicted these things. ,7 Then 
he asked, “What monument is this 
that I see?’’ 

“The grave of the man of God,” 
the men of the city answered him. 
“who came from Judah and an 
nounced these things you did to the 
altar of Bethel.” 

,B “Let him alone,” he said 
“Nobody should move his bones.” So 
they let his bones alone with the 
bones of the prophet who had come 
from Samaria. 

‘•Josiah also got rid of all the 
temples on the high places in the 
towns of Samaria that the kings of 
Israel built, making the LORD angry 
He did to them everything he had 
done at Bethel. 20 He slaughtered 
all the priests of the high places 
there by their altars and burned 
human bones on them. Then he weni 
back to Jerusalem. 

2, Then the king gave orders to nil 
the people: “Celebrate the Passover 
for the LORD your God as it 
is prescribed in this book of the 
covenant.” ”No 9uch Passover had 
been celebrated during the time of 
the judges who ruled Israel and in 
all the time of the kings of Israel and 
the kings of Judah. 23 But in the 18th 
year of King Josiah this Passover 
was celebrated for the LORD in 
Jerusalem. 

24 Josiah also got rid of those who 
talked to ghosts, those who told the 
future by spirits, and the family 
idols, the filthy and disgusting gods 
that could be seen in the land of 
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Judah and in Jerusalem. This he did 
to carry out the instructions of the 
Law written in the book the priest 
Hilkiah found in the LORD’S temple. 

“Before him there had been 
nobody like Josiah, a king who 
turned to the LORD with all his 
heart and soul, and with all his 
strength according to the Law of 
Moses, and after him there came 
nobody else like him. 

“But the LORD didn’t turn from 
the fury of His great anger blazing 
against Judah for the way in which 
Manasseh had made Him angry. W “I 
will also put Judah out of My 
sight,” the LORD said, “as I did to 
Israel, and I will reject Jerusalem, 
this city which I chose, and the 
temple where I promised to put My 
name.” 

“The rest of the history of Josiah 
and everything he did—isn’t it 
written in the annals of the kings of 
Judah? 

“In his days Pharaoh Necho king 
of Egypt came up to the king of 
Assyria, to the Euphrates river. 
King Josiah went to meet him. When 
Pharaoh saw him, he killed him at 
Megiddo. “His men brought him 
dead in a chariot from Megiddo to 
Jerusalem and buried him in his 
grave. 

Jehoahaz 

The people of the country took 
Jehoahaz. Josiah’s son, anointed 
him, and made him king to succeed 
his father. “Jehoahaz was 23 
years old when he started to rule 
and was king in Jerusalem for three 
months. His mother was Hamutal 
the daughter of Jeremiah of Libnah. 
“He did wrong before the LORD just 
as his ancestors had done. “Pharaoh 
Necho made him a prisoner at 
Riblah in the country of Hamath to 


keep him from being king in Jeru¬ 
salem, and put a fine of 100 talents 
of silver and a talent of gold on the 
country. 

Jehoiakim 

“Then Pharaoh Necho made 
Eliakim, Josiah’s son, king to 
succeed his father and changed his 
name to Jehoiakim. When he took 
Jehoahaz away, he went to Egypt 
and died there. “Jehoiakim gave 
Pharaoh the silver and the gold but 
taxed the country to give the silver 
Pharaoh demanded. By taxing 
everyone he got the silver and the 
gold from the people of the country 
to give it to Pharaoh Necho. 

“Jehoiakim was 25 years old when 
he started to rule and was king in 
Jerusalem for 11 years. His mother 
was Zebidah the daughter of 
Pedaiah from Rumah. 37 He did 
wrong before the LORD just as his 
ancestors had done. 

In his days Nebuchadnez¬ 
zar king of Babylon came 
up, and Jehoiakim became subject to 
him for three years. Then he turned 
and rebelled against him. 

2 The LORD sent against him 
bands of soldiers including Chaldeans, 
Syrians, Moabites, and Ammonites. 
He sent them against Judah to 
destroy it as the LORD had pre¬ 
dicted by His servants the prophets. 
3 Surely this came on Judah by the 
LORD’S order to get them out of His 
sight for all the sins Manasseh 
did 4 and for the innocent blood he 
shed. He filled all Jerusalem with 
innocent blood, and the LORD 
wouldn’t forgive him. 

“The rest of the history of 
Jehoiakim—everything he did, isn't 
it written in the annals of Judah’s 
kings? “Jehoiakim went to rest with 
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his fathers, and his son Jehoiachin 
succeeded him as king. 

7 The king of Egypt didn’t again 
leave his country on a campaign 
because the king of Babylon had 
taken everything that belonged to 
the king of Egypt from the brook of 
Egypt to the Euphrates River. 

Jehoiachin 

fl Jechoiachin was 18 years old when 
he started to rule and was king in 
Jerusalem for three months. His 
mother was Nehushta the daughter 
of Elnathan in Jerusalem. 9 He did 
wrong before the LORD as his father 
did. 

,0 At that time the men of 
Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon 
came up against Jerusalem, and the 
city was besieged. “Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar king of Babylon came to the 
city while his men were besieging 
it. “Then Jehoiachin king of Judah 
came out with his mother, his 
servants, his officials and eunuchs 
to the king of Babylon, and the king 
of Babylon took him in the eighth 
year of his rule. “He also took 
away from there all the treasures of 
the LORD’S temple and the trea¬ 
sures in the king’s palace, and 
stripped the gold off all the furnish¬ 
ings that Solomon king of Israel 
made in the LORD’S temple, as the 
LORD had said. ,4 He took into 
captivity all Jerusalem, all the 
officials, and all the soldiers— 
10,000 captives —and all the 
carpenters and smiths. Nobody was 
left but the poorest in the country. 
,s He took Jehoiachin as a prisoner to 
Babylon; and the king’s mother, the 
king’s wives, his eunuchs, and the 
leading men of the country he took 
from Jerusalem into captivity in 
Babylon; ,6 and all the citizens who 
owned property—7,000—and 1,000 


carpenters and smiths, all the men 
who could fight in war, the king of 
Babylon brought as prisoners to 
Babylon. 

Zedekiah 

“The king of Babylon made the 
king’s uncle Mattaniah the king to 
succeed him and changed his name 
to Zedekiah. “Zedekiah was 21 
years old when he started to rule 
and was king in Jerusalem for 11 
years. His mother was Hamutal the 
daughter of Jeremiah in Libnah. 

“He did wrong before the LORD just 
as Jehoiakim had done. 

20 The LORD was angry; that's why 
this came on Jerusalem and Judah 
till He had put them out of His sight. 

Zedekiah rebelled against the 
king of Babylon. 

In the ninth year of his 
rule, the 10th day of the 10th 
month, Nebuchadnezzar came to 
Jerusalem with his whole army and 
camped against it, and they built 
siege walls all around it. 2 The siege 
of the city lasted till the 11th year of 
King Zedekiah. 3 0n the ninth of 
the (fourth) month the famine in the 
city was so severe there was no food 
for the common people. 

4 The city was split open, and that 
night all the soldiers went the way of 
the gate between the two walls 
which was by the king’s garden. 
While the Chaldeans were attacking 
the city from all sides, the king took 
the road to the Jordan Valley. 5 The 
army of the Chaldeans pursued the 
king and caught up with him in the 
plains of Jericho, and his whole 
army left him and was scattered. 
6 When they had captured the king, 
they brought him to the king of 
Babylon at Riblah, and they passed 
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sentence on him. ’They killed 
Zedekiah’s sons while he was 
watching and then blinded Zedekiah. 
They put him in chains and took him 
to Babylon. 

8 0n the seventh day of the fifth 
month, in the 19th year of King 
Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon, 
Nebuzaradan, a captain of the 
guard and officer of the king of 
Babylon, came to Jerusalem. 9 He 
burned the LORD’S temple, the 
king’s palace, and all the houses in 
Jerusalem, that is, he burned every 
important house. ,0 The whole 
army of the Chaldeans that was 
with the captain of the guard tore 
down the walls around Jerusalem. 
"Nebuzaradan captain of the guard 
took away as prisoners the rest of 
the people in the city, including 
those who deserted to the king of 
Babylon and any others of the crowd 
that remained. ,2 The captain of the 
guard left some of the poorest in the 
country to work in the vineyards 
and on the fields. 

,3 The Chaldeans broke in pieces 
the bronze pillars at the LORD’S 
temple, the stands, and the bronze 
pool at the LORD’S temple and 
transported the metal from them to 
Babylon. "They took the pots, 
shovels, snuffers, pans, and all the 
bronze utensils used in the service. 
15 If any censers or bowls were made 
of gold, the captain of the guard took 
the gold, and if any were silver, he 
took the silver. '"The two pillars, 
the one pool, the stands, which 
Solomon had made for the LORD'S 
temple —the bronze in all these 
things couldn’t be weighed. 17 One 
pillar was 18 cubits high and had on 
it a bronze crown that was three 
cubits high. The network and the 
pomegranates around the crown 


were all of bronze. The second pillar 
with its network was the same. 

,a The captain of the guard took 
the high priest Seraiah, the second 
priest Zephaniah, and the three 
doorkeepers, 19 and from the city 
he took one army officer, five men 
who had access to the king who 
were still in the city, the officer who 
was in charge of mobilizing the 
people for war, and 60 of the 
ordinary people who still were in the 
city— 20 Nebuzaradan the captain 
of the guard took them and brought 
them to the king of Babylon at 
Riblah. "The king of Babylon 
struck them down and killed them at 
Riblah in the country of Hamath. 
And so Judah left its land to go into 
captivity. 

Gedaliah 

22 0ver the people that Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar the king of Babylon left in the 
country he appointed Gedaliah son 
of Ahikam, son of Shaphan. 23 When 
all the captains of the armed bands 
and their men heard the king of 
Babylon had appointed Gedaliah, 
they came to Gedaliah at Mizpah — 
Ishmael, Nethaniah’s son, Johanan, 
Kareah’s son, Seraiah the son of 
Tanhumeth of Netophah. and 
Jaazaniah of Beth-maachah with 
their men. "Gedaliah swore to 
them and to their men, telling them, 
“Don’t be afraid of the officers of 
the Chaldeans. Live in the country 
and serve the king of Babylon and 
you will get along well,’’ 

"But in the seventh month 
Ishmael the son of Nethaniah, son of 
Elishama, a descendant of the kings, 
came with 10 men and struck down 
Gedaliah so that he and the Judeans 
and Chaldeans who were with him 
at Mizpah all died. "Then people 
of all classes and the captains of the 
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armed bands took off for Egypt 
because they were afraid of the 
Chaldeans. 

Jehoiachin in Ba byion 

Hn the 37th year of the imprison¬ 
ment of Jehoiachin king of Judah, on 
the 27th day of the 12th month, Evil- 
merodach king of Babylon, in the 
first year of his rule, took Jehoiachin 


king of Judah out of prison. 28 He 
talked kindly to him and gave him a 
seat higher than other kings who 
were with him in Babylon. 29 He 
changed his prison clothes and ate 
food continually before the king as 
long as he lived. 30 He was given u 
perpetual allowance from the king, 
a portion for every day as long as he 
lived.

6 Gomer’s 
sons were Ashkenaz, Diphath, and 
Togarmah. ’Javan’s sons were 
Elishah, Tarshish, Kittim, and 
Rodanim. 

B Ham's sons were Cush, Mizraim, 

Put, and Canaan. “Cush’s sons 
were Seba, Havilah. Sabta, Raama, 
and Sabteca. Raama's sons were 
Sheba and Dedan. ,0 Cush was the 
father of Nimrod, who began to be a 
mighty person on earth. “Mizraim 
was the father of Lydians, 
Anamites, Lehabites, Naphtuhites, 
“Pathrusties, Casluhites (from 
whom came the Philistines) and the 
Caphtorites. “Canaan was the 
father of Sidon, his firstborn, 

Heth. u lhe Jebusites, Amorites, 
Girgashites. “Hivites, Arkites, 
Sinites. ,6 Arvadites, Zemarites, 
and Hamathites. 

17 Shem’s sons were Elam, Asshur, 
Arpachshad, Lud, Aram; Aram’s 
sons were Uz, Hul, Gether, and 
Meshech. ’"Arpachshad was the 
father of Shelah, and Shelah was 
the father of Eber. ,9 Eber had two 
sons. The name of the one was 
Peleg, since in his time the earth 
was divided. His brother’s name 
was Joktan. 20 Joktan was the 
father of Almodad, Sheleph, 

a Timnah was Amalek’s mother (Gen. 36:12) 


Hazarmaveth, Jerah, “Hadoram, 
Uzal, Diklah, 22 Ebal, Abimael, 
Sheba, 23 0phir, Havilah, and 
Jobab. All these were Joktan’s sons. 

24 Shem, Arpachshad, Shelah, 
”Eber, Peleg, Reu, 26 Serug, Nahor, 
Terah, 27 Abram, that is Abraham, 
28 whose sons were Isaac and 
Ishmael. 

29 Their descendants were as 
follows. Ishmael’s first son was 
Nebaioth, then Kedar, Adbeel, 
Mibsam, “Mishma, Dumah, Massa, 
Hadad, Tema, 3I Jetur, Naphish, and 
Kedemah. These were Ishmael’s sons. 

32 Keturah, Abraham’s concubine, 
had sons.

45 When 
Jobab died. Husham from the 
country of the Temanites succeeded 
him as king. 46 When Husham died. 
Hadad. Bedad’s son. who defeated 
Midian on the plateau of Moab, 
succeeded him as king; and the 
name of his city was Avith. 47 When 
Hadad died, Samlah from Masrekah 
succeeded him as king.

Judah 
had five sons in all. 

5 Perez’ sons were Hezron and 
Hamul.

7 Carmi's son was 
Achar, who troubled Israel hv 
taking goods that were under sacrer 1 
ban.

"Hezron’s sons were Jerahmeel 
Ram, and Caleb. ,0 Ram was the 
father of Amminadab. Amminadah 
was the father of Nahshon. leader ul 
the people of Judah. '’Nahshon 
was the father of Salma, and Salma 
was the father of Boaz. "Boazwas 
the father of Obed. and Obed was 
the father of Jesse. "Jesse’s oldpst 
son was Eliab; the next was 
Abinadab; the third was Shimra. 
14 the fourth was Nethanel; the fifth 
was Raddai; "the sixth was Ozem; 
the seventh was David. "Their 
sisters were Zeruiah and Abigail 
Zeruiah had three sons: Abishai, 
Joab. and Asahel. 17 Abigail was 
the mother of Amasa, whose father 
was Jether. the Ishmaelite. 

Judah s Other Descendants 

"Hezron's son Caleb and his wnfe 
Azubah had a son named Jerioth 
and her other sons were Jesher. 
Shobab, and Ardon. "Azubah 
died, and Caleb married Ephrath. 
and they had a son whose name was 
Hur. w Hur was the father of Uri. 
and Uri was the father of Bezalel. 

^'Afterwards Hezron had rela 
tions with the daughter of Machir. 
the father of Gilead. He married her 
when he was 60 years old. and thev 
had a son whose name was 
Segub. n Segub was the father of 
Jair, who had 23 towns in 
Gilead. n Geshur and Aram 
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captured the tent-villages of Jair, 
with Kenath and its villages, 60 
towns. All these were the 
descendants of Machir, the father of 
Gilead. “After Hezron died Caleb 
had relations with Ephrathah, the 
wife of Hezron his father, and had a 
son by the name of Ashhur, the 
father of Tekoa.

25 The oldest son of Jerahmeel, the 
oldest son of Hezron. was Ram, then 
Bunah, Oren, Ozem, Ahijah.

44 Shema was the father of 
Raham, the father of Jorkeam.

“The sons of Salma were 
Bethlehem, the Netophathites, 
Atroth, Beth-joab, half of the 
Manahathites, the Zorites, “the 
Sophrites who lived at Jabez, the 
people of Tira, Shimea, and Sucah. 
These are the Kenites who came 
from Hammath, the father of the 
house of Rechab. 

David's Line 

These were David’s sons who 
were born to him in Hebron: 
Amnon was the first; his mother was 
Ahinoam from Jezreel. The second 
was Daniel; his mother was Abigail 
from Carmel. z The third was 
Absalom; his mother was Maacah 
the daughter of Talmai king of 
Geshur. The fourth was Adonijah, 
Haggith’s son. 3 The fifth was 
Shephatiah by Abital. The sixth was 
Ithream, the son of his wife Eglah.

Amaziah; his son was Azariah; his 
son was Jotham; ,3 His son was 
Ahaz; his son was Hezekiah; his son 
was Manasseh; ,4 his son was 
Amon; his son was Josiah; “Josiah’s 
first son was Johanan; the second 
was Jehoiakim; the third was 
Zedekiah; the fourth was Shallum 
,6 Jehoiakim‘s son was Jeconiah; his 
son was Zedekiah. 17 Jeconiah the 
prisoner’s son was Shealtiel. ,0 and 
also Malchiram, Pedaiah, Shenaz- 
zar, Jekamiah, Hoshama, and 
Nedabiah. ,0 Pedaiah’s sons were 
Zerubbabel and Shimei. Zerubbabel’s 
sons were Meshullam and Hanan- 
iah. and Shelomith was their 
sister; 20 also five more: Hashubah, 
Ohel, Berechiah, Hasadiah, and 
Jushab-hesed.

Then 
there were Rephaiah’s sons, 
Arnan’s sons, Obadiah’s sons, 
Shecaniah’s sons. 22 Shecaniah’s 
sons were Shemaiah, 4 Hattush, 
Igal, Bariah, Neariah, Shaphat—six 
2J Neariah’s sons were Elioenai. 
Hizkiah, Azrikam—three. 24 Eli 
oenai’s sons were Hodaviah and 
Eliashib, Pelaiah, Akkub, Johanan, 
Delaiah, Anani—seven. 

Judah's Line 

Judah's descendants were Perez, 
Hezron, Carmi, Hur, and Sho- 
bal. 2 Reaiah, Shobal’s son, was the 
father of Jahath. Jahath was the father 
of Ahumai and Lahad. These were the 
families of the Zorathites. 

3 These were the sons of Etam; 
Jezreel, Ishma, and Idbash; their 
sister’s name was Hazelelponi. 
4 Penuel was the father of Gedor, and 
Ezer was the father of Hushah. These

13 Kenaz' descendants were Othniel 
and Seraiah. The sons of Othniel were 
Hathath and Meonothai. ,4 Meonothai 
was the father of Ophrah. Seraiah was 
the father of the Geharashites; these 
people were craftsmen. "The sons of 
Caleb the son of Jephunneh were Iru, 
Elah, and Naam; and Elah’s son was 
Kenaz. 

"Jehallelel’s sons were Ziph, 
Ziphah. Tiria, and Asarel. ,7 Ezrah’s 
sons were fether, Mered, Epher, 
and Jalon. Bithiah, Pharaoh’s 
daughter, whom Mered married, 
had the following children: Miriam, 
Shammai, and Ishbah, the father of 
Eshtemoa. l8 His Jewish wife was 
the mother of Jered the father of 
Gedor. Heber the father of Soco, 
and Jekuthiel the father of Zanoah. 

,9 The sons of Hodiah’s wife, the 
sister of Naham, were the father of 
Keilah the Garmite, and Eshtemoa 


the Maacathite. "Shimon's sons 
were Amnon, Rinnah, Benhanan, 
and Tilon. Ishi’s descendants were 
Zoheth and Zoheth’s son. 

"The sons of Shelah, Judah’s son, 
were Er the father of Lecah, Laadah 
the father of Mareshah, and the 
families of the guild of linen workers 
at Beth-ashbea; "also Jokim, the 
men of Cozeba, Joash, and Saraph, 
who took wives in Moab before 
returning to Bethlehem (the records 
are old). "They were the potters 
who lived at Netaim and Gederah. 
They lived there with the king, doing 
his work. 

"Simeon’s sons were Nemuel, 
Jamin, Jarib, Zerah, and Shaul. 
"His son was Shallum, his son was 
Mibsam; his son was Mishma. 
"Mishma’s son was Hammuel; his 
son was Zaccur; his son was 
Shimei. 27 Shimei had 16 sons and 
six daughters. But his brothers 
didn’t have many children, and their 
whole tribe didn’t get to be large as 
did the people of Judah. 

"They lived at Beersheba. 
Moladah, Hazarshual, "Bilhah, 
Ezem, Tolad, "Bethuel, Hormah, 
Ziklag, 3, Beth-marcaboth, Hazar- 
susim, Beth-biri, and Shaaraim. 
These were their towns till David 
became king. "Their villages were 
Etam, Ain, Rimmon, Tochen, and 
Ashan—five towns, "with all the 
villages around these towns as far 
as Baal. This was where they lived, 
and they had their own genealogy. 

"Meshobab, Jamlech, Joshah son 
of Amaziah, "Joel, Jehu son of 
Joshibiah, son of Seraiah, son of 
Asiel, “Elioenai. Jaakobah, Jesho- 
haiah, Asaiah, Adiel, Jesimiel, 
Benaiah, 37 Ziza son of Shiphi, son 
of Alion, son of Jedaiah, son of 
Shimri, son of Shemaiah. "These 
who are mentioned by name were 
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leaders in their families, and their 
clans grew large. 30 They moved to 
the outskirts of Gedor, on the 
east side of the valley, to find 
pasture for their flocks. “And they 
found pasture that was rich and 
good, and the land was large, 
peaceful, and carefree; for the 
people of Ham used to live there. 
"And these men, registered above by 
name, came in the time of Hezekiah 
king of Judah, knocked down their 
tents and the dwellings they found 
there, and destroyed them as it still 
is today, and lived there in their 
place, because there was pasture 
for their flocks there. “And some 
from Simeon, 500 men, went to 
Mount Seir, led by Pelatiah, Near- 
iah, Rephaiah, and Uzziel, Ishi’s 
sons, 43 and they struck down those 
who were left of the Amalekites, and 
they’ve lived there to this day. 

Reuben's Line 

The sons of Reuben, Israel’s 
firstborn: He was the firstborn, 
but when he polluted his father’s 
bed, his birthright was given to the 
sons of Joseph, Israel’s son, but 
Joseph could not be enrolled in the 
genealogy as firstborn. 2 For Judah 
grew strong among his brothers and 
the chief prince was to come from 
him, yet Joseph got the birthright. 

3 The sons of Reuben, Israel’s 
firstborn, were Hanoch, Pallu, 
Hezron, and Carmi. ‘Joel’s son was 
Shemaiah; his son was Gog; his son 
was Shimei; 5 his son was Micah; 
his son was Reaiah; his son was 
Baal; 6 his son was Beerah; 
Tillegath-pilneser, king of Assyria, 
took him away as a captive; he was 
a prince in the tribe of 
Reuben. 7 And his brothers 
according to their families, when 
they were enrolled according to 


their descent, were as follows: The 
first was Jeiel; then Zechariah, 
B and Bela son of Azaz, son of Shema, 
son of Joel, who lived in Aroer, as 
far as Nebo and Baal-meon; 
8 they also lived toward the east as 
far as the edge of the desert thai 
extends from the river Euphrates, 
because their cattle were so many in 
the land of Gilead. ,0 At the time of 
Saul they fought a war against 
Hagar’s descendants; they defeated 
them, and lived in their tents in the 
whole area east of Gilead. 

Gad's Line 

“Gad’s descendants lived 
opposite them in Bashan as far as 
Salcah. “The first was Joel, the 
second was Shapham, then Janai 
and Shaphat in Bashan. “Their 
brothers according to their clans 
were Michael, Meshullam, Sheba, 
Jorai, Jacan, Zia, and Eber- 
seven. “These were the sons of 
Abihail son of Huri, son of Jaroah. 
son of Gilead, son of Michael, son of 
Jeshishai, son of Jahdo, son of 
Buz. ,s Ahi son of Abdiel, son of 
Guni, was the leader of their 
clans. 16 They lived in Gilead, in 
Bashan and its villages, and in all 
the pasture land of Sharon to its 
limits. “All these were enrolled in 
genealogies when Jotham was king 
of Judah and Jeroboam was king of 
Israel. 

,e Of the descendants of Reuben. 
Gad, and half of the tribe of 
Manasseh, 44,760 soldiers were 
bold men who carried shield and 
sword, shot the bow, and were 
skilled in fighting. “They fought a 
war against Hagar’s descendants, 
with Jetur, Naphish, and Nodab. 
“They received help against them, 
and Hagar’s descendants and all 
who were with them were put in 
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their hands. They had called on God 
in the battle, and He answered them 
because they trusted in Him. 
“They took away their cattle: 50,000 
of their camels, 250,000 sheep, 2,000 
donkeys, and 100,000 captives. 
“Many were struck down, because 
the war was God's doing; and they 
lived in their land till the exile. 

“Half of the tribe of Manasseh 
lived in the land from Bashan to 
Baal-hermon, Senir, and Mount 
Hermon, where they were 
numerous. “These were the 
leaders of the clans: Epher, Ishi, 
Eliel, Azriel, Jeremiah, Hodaviah, 
and Jahdiel, strong men who were 
bold and famous, leaders of their 
clans. 

“But they sinned against the God 
of their fathers and went lusting 
after the gods of the people of the 
country whom God had destroyed 
ahead of them. “Then the God of 
Israel moved Pul king of Assyria, 
that is, Tillegath-pilneser king of 
Assyria, to take Reuben, Gad, and 
half of the tribe of Manasseh into 
captivity, and he brought them to 
Halah, Habor. Hara, and the river 
of Gozan, where they still are today. 

The High Priests 

Levi’s sons were Gershon, Ko- 
hath, and Merari. 2 Kohath’s 
sons were Amram, Izhar, Hebron, 
and Uzziel. J Amram’s children 
were Aaron, Moses, and Miriam. 
Aaron's sons were Nadab, Abihu, 
Eleazar, and Ithamar. 

4 Eleazar was the father of 
Phinehas. Phinehas was the father 
)f Abishua. *Abishua was the 
ather of Bukki. Bukki was the 
ather of Uzzi. 8 Uzzi was the father 
)f Zerahiah. Zerahiah was the 
ather of Meraioth. ’Meraioth was 
he father of Amariah. Amariah was 


the father of Ahitub. "Ahitub was 
the father of Zadok. Zadok was the 
father of Ahimaaz. "Ahimaaz was 
the father of Azariah. Azariah was 
the father of Johanan. “Johanan 
was the father of Azariah—he was 
the one who served as priest in the 
temple Solomon built in Jerusalem. 
“Azariah was the father of 
Amariah. Amariah was the father of 
Ahitub. “Ahitub was the father of 
Zadok. Zadok was the father of 
Shallum. “Shallum was the father 
of Hilkiah. Hilkiah was the father of 
Azariah. “Azariah was the father 
of Seraiah. Seraiah was the father 
of Jehozadak. ,5 Jehozadak went 
away when the LORD used Nebu¬ 
chadnezzar to take Judah and 
Jerusalem away into exile. 

Levi s Line 

“Levi’s descendants were 
Gershom, Kohath, and Merari. 
,7 And these are the names of 
Gershom’s sons: Libni and 

Shimei. “Kohath’s sons were 
Amram, Izhar, Hebron, and 
Uzziel. “Merari’s sons were Mahli 
and Mushi. 

Levi’s families as they were 
descended from their fathers were 
as follows: “Gershom’s son was 
Libni; his son was Jahath; his son 
was Zimmah; “his son was Joah; 
his son was Iddo; his son was Zerah; 
his son was Jeatherai. 

“Kohath’s descendants were as 
follows: His son was Amminadab; 
his son was Korah; his son was 
Assir; “his son was Elkanah; his 
son was Ebiasaph; his son was 
Assir; “his son was Tahath; his 
son was Uriel; his son was Uzziah; 
his son was Shaul. “ELkanah’s 
sons were Amasai and Ahimoth.

3, David put the following in 
charge of the music in the LORD'S 
house after the ark was placed 
there. 32 They played their music in 
front of the tabernacle where God 
met with His people till Solomon 
built the LORD’S temple in 
Jerusalem, and they did their duties 
as they were prescribed for 
them. “These are the men who 
served, and their descendants. Of 
Kohath’s descendants there was

44 0n the left were their relatives, 
Merari’s sons: Ethan son of Kishi, 
son of Abdi, son of Malluch, “son 
of Hashabiah, son of Amaziah, son 


of HiLkiah, “son of Amzi, son of 
Bani, son of Shemer, 47 son of 
Mahli. son of Mushi, son of Merari. 
son of Levi. “Their relatives, the 
Levites, were appointed for all the 
service of the tabernacle, the house 
of God. 

Aaron’s Line 

“Aaron and his descendants 
offered the sacrifices on the altar of 
burnt offerings and on the altar of 
incense, did all the work of the most 
holy place, and atoned for Israel, 
just as Moses, God’s servant, 
ordered. “These were Aaron’s 
descendants: His son was Eleazar; 
his son was Phinehas; his son was 
Abishua; 5, his son was Bukki, his 
son was Uzzi; his son was 
Zerahiah; “his son was Meraioth; 
his son was Amariah; his son was 
Ahitub; “his son was Zadok; his 
son was Ahimaaz. “These are the 
places where they lived, according 
to their settlements in their 
territory.

pastures. “From the tribe of 
Benjamin they received Geba with 
its pastures, Alemeth with its 
pastures, and Anathoth with its 
pastures. The total number of cities 
of their families was 13.

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6, The rest of Kohath’s descen¬ 
dants were given 10 cities by lot 
from the clan of the tribe, from the 
half-tribe, the half of Manasseh.* 
“Gershom's descendants received 
by lot according to their families 13 
cities from the tribe of Issachar, the 
tribe of Asher, the tribe of Naphtali, 
and the tribe of Manasseh in 
Bashan. "Merari’s descendants 
received by lot according to their 
families 12 cities from the tribe of 
Reuben, the tribe of Gad, and the 
tribe of Zebulun.

“Some of the families of Kohath's 
descendants had cities of their 
territory from the tribe of 
Ephraim. 67 They were given as 
cities of refuge Shechem with its 
pastures in the hills of Ephraim, 
Gezer with its pastures, “Jokmeam 
with its pastures, Beth-horon with 
ts pastures, “Aijalon with its 
Dastures, Gath-rimmon with its 
Dastures; 7o and from the half-tribe 
)f Manasseh, Aner with its pastures 
ind Bileam with its pastures, for the 
amilies of the rest of Kohath’s 
lescendants. 

7l Gershom's descendants received 
rom the clan of the half-tribe of 
Manasseh Golan in Bashan with its 
lastures and Ashtaroth with its 
lastures; 72 and from the tribe of 
ssachar, Kedesh with its pastures, 
laberath with its pastures, 
Ramoth with its pastures, and 
mem with its pastures; 74 and from 
le tribe of Asher, Mashal with its 
astures, Abdon with its pastures, 


75 Hukok with its pastures, and 
Rehob with its pastures; 7B and 
from the tribe of Naphtali, Kedesh in 
Galilee with its pastures, Hammon 
with its pastures, and Kiriathaim 
with its pastures. 

77 The rest of Merari’s descen¬ 
dants received from the tribe of 
Zebulun Rimmono with its pastures, 
Tabor with its pastures; 78 and on 
the other side of the Jordan, near 
Jericho but east of the Jordan, they 
received from the tribe of Reuben 
Bezer in the wilderness with its 
pastures, Jahzah with its pastures, 
7B Kedemoth with its pastures, 
Mephaath with its pastures; BO and 
from the tribe of Gad, Ramoth in 
Gilead with its pastures, Mahanaim 
with its pastures, “Heshbon with 
its pastures, and Jazer with its 
pastures. 

Issachar’s Line 

7 Issachar’s sons were Tola, Puah, 
Jashub, and Shimron—four. 
’Tola’s sons were Uzzi, Rephaiah, 
Jeriel, Jahmai, Ibsam, and Shemuel. 
These men were leaders of the clans 
of Tola, according to their descent. 
In David’s time their able men 
totaled 22,600. 3 Izrahiah was 
Uzzi’s son, and Izrahiah’s sons were 
Michael, Obadiah, Joel, and 
Isshiah—five; all of them were 
leaders. 4 In addition to these, 
according to their descent and 
clans, were 36,000 men ready for 
battle; they had many wives and 
children. *Their relatives, that is, 
all of Issachar’s families as they 
were enrolled, numbered 87,000 
able men in all. 

Benjamin's Line 
6 Benjamin had three sons—Bela,

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Becher, and Jediael. 7 Bela’s 
descendants were Ezbon, Uzzi, 
Uzziel, Jerimoth, and Iri—five, 
leaders of their clans; their 
enrollment was 22,034 able men. 
0 Becher’s descendants were 
Zemirah, Joash, Eliezer, Elioenai, 
Omri, Jeremoth, Abijah, Anathoth, 
and Alemeth. All these were 
Becher’s descendants. 9 Their 
enrollment according to their 
descent, with the leaders of their 
clans, was 22,200 able men. 
l0 Jediael’s son was Bilhan. Bilhan’s 
sons were Jeush, Benjamin, Ehud, 
Chenaanah, Zethan, Tarshish, and 
Ahishahar. n All these were 
Jediael’s descendants, who were the 
leaders of their clans that numbered 
17,200 able men who could go out to 
war.

"Manasseh’s sons: Asriel was the 
son of his Aramean concubine; she 
also bore Machir, the father of 
Gilead. 15 Machir took a wife from 
the Huppites and Shuppites. His 
beloved’s name was Maacah. The 
name of his second wife was 
Zelophehad, and he had daughters. 
16 And Maacah, Machir’s wife, had 
a son, and she called him Peresh. 
His brother’s name was Sheresh, 
and his sons were Ulam and Rakem. 
17 Ulam’s son was Bedan. These 
were the sons of Gilead son of 
Machir, son of Manasseh. ,s His

These were Ehud’s sons who were 
leaders of the clans of the people 
living at Geba and who were led 
away captive to Manahath; 
7 Naaman. Ahijah, and Gera—he led 
them away to captivity. Ehud was 
also the father of Uzza and Ahihud. 

8 Shaharaim had children in the 
country of Moab after he divorced 
his wives Hushim and Baara. fl He 
and his wife Hodesh had the 
following sons; jobab. Zibia, Mesha. 
Malcam, ,0 Jeuz. Sachia, and 
Mirmah. These were his sons, 
leaders of clans. “He and Hushim 
were the parents of Abitub and 
Elpaal. 

“Elpaal's descendants were Eber, 


Misham, and Shemed, who built Ono 
and Lod with its villages, “and 
Beriah and Shema, who were the 
leaders of the clans of the people 
living in Aijalon, who drove off the 
people living in Gath. “And Ahio, 
Shashak, Jeremoth, “Zebadiah, 
Arad, and Eder, l6 Michael, 
Ishpah, and Joha were Beriah’s 
sons. l7 Zebadiah, Meshullam, Hizki, 
Heber. ,8 Ishmerai. Izliah, and Jobab 
were Elpaal’s sons. l9 Jakim, Zichri, 
Zabdi, “Elienai, Zillethai, Eliel, 
2, Adaiah, Beraiah, and Shimrath were 
Shimei’s sons. Tshpan, Eber, Eliel, 
“Abdon, Zichri, Hanan, “Hananiah, 
Elam, Anthothijah, “Iphdeiah, and 
Penuel were Shashak’s sons. “Sham- 
sherai, Shehariah, Athaliah, ^Jaare- 
shiah, Elijah, and Zichri were Jero- 
ham’s sons.

5 Of the 
descendants of Shilah, Asaiah the 
firstborn and his sons.

Jerusalem 

‘"There were the following 
priests: Jedaiah, Jehoiarib, Jachin, 
"Azariah son of Hilkiah, son of 
Meshullam, son of Zadok, son of 
Meraioth, the son of Ahitub, the 


officer in charge of God's 
temple, 12 Adaiah son of Jeroham.

their relatives, leaders of their 
clans, 1,760 able men for the work of 
the service of God’s temple.

Shemaiah son of Hasshub, son of 
Azrikam, son of Hashabiah, of 
Merari’s sons, 15 and Bakbakkar, 
Heresh, Galal, Mattaniah son of 
Mica, son of Zichri, son of 
Asaph, 16 Obadaiah son of She¬ 
maiah, son of Galal, son of Jedu- 
thun, and Berechiah son of Asa, son 
of Elkanah, who lived in the villages 
of the people of Netophah. 

,7 The gatekeepers were Shallum. 
Akkub, Talmon, Ahiman, and their 
relatives (Shallum being the 
leader), 1 “previously stationed at 
the king’s gate on the east side. They 
were the gatekeepers for the camps 
of Levites. ’"Shallum son of Kore. 
son of Ebiasaph, son of Korah, and 
the members of his clan, Korah's 
descendants, were responsible for 
serving as watchmen at the 
thresholds of the tabernacle as their 
fathers had been in charge of 
guarding the entrances to the 
LORD’S camp, “Phinehas, Eleazar's 
son, formerly was the overseer in 
charge of them—the LORD was with 
him. 2l Zechariah, Meshelemiah's 
son, was the keeper of the gate at 
the entrance of the tabernacle 
where God met with His people 
“All who were chosen to be 
doorkeepers at the thresholds 
totaled 212. Their genealogies were 
recorded in their villages. David and 
Samuel the seer appointed them to 
their positions of trust. 23 So they 
and their descendants were guards 
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in charge of the gates of the LORD’S 
house, that is, the tabernacle. 
“The doorkeepers were on the four 
sides, east, west, north, and 
south. “Their relatives had to 
come from their villages, from time 
to time, to serve under them for a 
period of seven days. “The four 
chief gatekeepers, trustworthy men, 
Levites, were in charge of the 
chambers and the treasures of 
God’s temple. “They lodged 
around God’s temple because they 
had to watch it and open it every 
morning. 

“Some of them were in charge of 
the utensils for the service. They 
would count them when they 
brought them in and took them 
out. “Others were appointed over 
the furniture, the holy utensils, the 
flour, wine, olive oil, incense, and 
spices. “Some of the priests’ sons 
prepared the mixture of spices. 
“Mattithiah, a Levite, the first son 
of Shallum, Korah’s descendant, 
was entrusted with preparing the 
flat loaves. 32 Some of their 
Kohathite relatives had the duty 
every Sabbath to set the bread out 
in rows. 

“These were the singers, the 
leaders of the clans of Levites. They 
lived in rooms in the temple and 
were free from other duties because 
they were on duty day and 
night. “They were the leaders of 
the clans of Levites according to 
descent. These leaders lived in 
Jerusalem. 

Saul’s Family 

“Jeiel, the father of Gibeon, lived 
in Gibeon. His wife’s name was 
Maacah. “His first son was 
Abdon; then Zur, Kish, Baal, Ner, 
Nadab, “Gedor, Ahio, Zechariah, 
and Mikloth. “Mikloth was the 


father of Shimeam. These lived with 
their relatives in Jerusalem near 
their other relatives. 

“Ner was the father of Kish. Kish 
was the father of Saul. Saul was the 
father of Jonathan, Malchishua, 
Abinadab, and Eshbaal. "Jonathan’s 
son was Meribbaal, and Meribbaal 
was the father of Micah. 4l Micah's 
sons were Pithon, Melech, and 
Tahrea. 42 Ahaz was the father of 
Jarah. Jarah was the father of 
Alemeth, Azmaveth, and Zimri, and 
Zimri was the father of Moza. 
43 Moza was the father of Binea; his 
son was Rephaiah; his son was 
Eleasah; his son was Azel. 44 Azel 
had six sons, and their names were 
Azrikam, Bocheru, Ishmael, 
Sheariah, Obadiah, and Hanan. 
These were Azel’s sons. 

The Death of Soul 

The Philistines fought 
against Israel, and the 
men of Israel, fleeing from the 
Philistines, fell down dead on Mount 
Gilboa. 2 The Philistines pursued 
Saul and his sons, and they struck 
down Saul’s sons Jonathan, 
Abinadab, and Malchishua. 3 The 
battle went hard against Saul, and 
the archers got him within reach of 
their bows, and he was wounded by 
the archers. 

4 “Draw your sword,” Saul told his 
armor-bearer, “and stab me with it, 
or these uncircumcised men will 
come and abuse me." But his armor- 
bearer was afraid and refused. 
Then Saul took the sword and fell on 
it. *When his armor-bearer 
realized that Saul was dead, he too 
fell on his sword and died. 8 So Saul 
and his three sons and all his men 
died together. 

7 When all the people of Israel who 
were in the valley saw their army 
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had fled and Saul and his sons were 
dead, they left their cities and fled. 
So the Philistines came and lived in 
them. 

The next day when the Philistines 
came to strip the wounded, they 
found Saul and his sons fallen on 
Mount Gilboa. "They stripped him 
and took his head and his weapons 
and sent men around the country of 
the Philistines to tell the news to 
their idols and the people. 10 They 
put his weapons in the temple of 
their gods and fastened his head to 
the temple of Dagon. 

“When all the people of Jabesh- 
gilead heard about everything the 
Philistines did to Saul, 12 their able- 
bodied men came and took away the 
bodies of Saul and his sons, brought 
them to Jabesh, buried their remains 
under the terebinth tree in Jabesh, 
and fasted seven days. 

13 So Saul died for the wrong he did 
against the LORD, for not doing 
what the LORD told him, and also 
for asking a medium for information. 
t4 He didn’t ask the LORD, and so He 
killed him and turned the kingdom 
over to David, Jesse’s son. 

David Becomes King 

n All Israel gathered around 
David at Hebron. “We are 
your own flesh and blood,” they 
said. 2 “Before now, when Saul 
was king, you led the forces of Israel 
and the LORD your God told you, 
‘You will be the shepherd and the 
leader of My people Israel.’ ” 3 So 
all the elders of Israel came to the 
king at Hebron. David made a 
covenant with them before the 
LORD at Hebron, and they anointed 
David king of Israel, as the LORD 
had said through Samuel. 

4 David and all Israel went to 
Jerusalem, which is Jebus; there the 


Jebusites were living in the 
country. The people who lived at 
Jebus told David, “You will not get in 
here.” But David took the stronghold 
of Zion, which is David’s city. 

6 “Whoever is the first to kill a 
Jebusite,” David said, “will be made 
a leader and a captain.” Joab, 
Zeruiah’s son, was the first to go up, 
and he became the captain. 

7 David lived in the stronghold, and 
so it was called David’s city. 6 He 
built the city all around, starting 
from the Millo, and Joab repaired 
the rest of the city. "David grew 
stronger and. stronger, and the 
LORD of armies was with him. 

lo Now these were the chief among 
David’s heroes, who became 
powerful with him in his kingdom 
and with all Israel made him king, 
according to the LORD’S word 
regarding Israel. “This is the list 
of David’s heroes. Jashobeam the 
Hachmonite was the leader of the 
Thirty. He raised his spear against 
300 and struck them down at one 
time. ,2 After him came Eleazar son 
of Dodo the Ahohite, who was one ol 
the three heroes. 13 He was with 
David at Pas-dammim. There the 
Philistines gathered to fight. There 
was a plot of ground full of barley; 
and the army fled from the 
Philistines. 14 But they stood in the 
middle of the plot, held it, and struck 
down the Philistines. So the LORD 
saved them with a great victory. 

“Once three of the 30 leading men 
went down to David’s rock at Ihe 
cave of Adullam while the army of 
the Philistines was camping in the 
valley of Rephaim. “David was then 
in the stronghold, and the garrison 
of the Philistines was in Bethlehem. 

“David was thirsty and said, “I 
wish someone would get me a drink 
of water from Bethlehem’s well

that’s by the gate.” lfl So the three 
heroes broke through the Philistine 
lines and drew water from 
Bethlehem's well that was by the 
gate. They took it and brought it to 
David. Then David refused to drink 
it and poured it out before the 
LORD. 19 “God forbid,” he said, 
“that I should do this. Should I drink 
the blood of these men who risked 
their lives? They got this water at 
the risk of their lives.” So he refused 
to drink it. This is what the three 
heroes did. 

ZD Abishai, Joab’s brother, was the 
chief of the Thirty. He raised his 
spear against 300, killed them, and 
so he won a name among the Thirty. 
z, He was the most honored of the 
Thirty and became their leader but 
didn't come up to the Three. 

“Benaiah, the son of Jehoiada, an 
able man from Kabzeel who had 
done some great things, struck down 
two Moabite heroes. Once he went 
down into a pit when it was snowing 
and killed a lion. ”He also killed an 
Egyptian 7Vi feet tall. The Egyptian 
had in his hand a spear like a 
weaver’s beam, but Benaiah went 
down to him with a club, grabbed 
the spear from the Egyptian’s 
hands, and killed him with his own 
spear. Z4 These are the things 
Benaiah son of Jehoiada did, and he 
was named among the thirty 
heroes. Z5 He was honored above 
the Thirty but didn’t come up to the 
Three. David put him in charge of 
his bodyguard. 

26 The great heroes were as 
follows: Asahel, Joab’s brother, 
Elhanan son of Dodo of Bethlehem, 
“Shammoth the Harodite, Helez the 
Pelonite, ze Ira son of Ikkesh of 
Tekoah, Abiezer from Anathoth, 
Z9 Sibbecai the Hushathite, Ilai the 
Ahohite. 10 Maharai from Neto- 


phah, Heled son of Baanah 
from Netophah, 31 Ithai son of Ribai 
from Gibeah of Benjamin, Benaiah 
from Pirathon, 3Z Hurai from the 
brooks of Gaash, Abiel from Beth- 
arabah, 33 Azmaveth from Bahurim, 
Eliahba from Shaalbon, 34 Bene- 
Hashem the Gizonite, Jonathan son 
of Shage the Hararite, 35 Ahiam son 
of Sachar the Hararite, Eliphal. Ur’s 
son, 38 Hepher the Mecherathite, 
Ahijah the Pelonite, 37 Hezro the 
Carmelite, Naari, Ezbai’s son, “Joel, 
Nathan’s brother, Mibhar, Hagri’s 
son, 39 Zelek the Ammonite, 
Naharai the Berothite, the armor- 
bearer of Joab, Zeruiah’s son, 40 Ira 
the Ithrite, Gareb the Ithrite, 
“Uriah the Hittite, Zabad, Ahlai’s 
son, 42 Adina son of Shiza, of 
Reuben, a leader of the tribe of 
Reuben, was over the Thirty. 
43 Hanan, Maacah’s son, and 
Joshaphat the Mithnite, 44 Uzzia 
from Ashteroth, Shama and Jeiel, 
sons of Hotham from Aroer, 
“Jediael son of Shimri, and Joha his 
brother, the Tizite, 4# Eliel the 
Mahavite, Jeribai and Joshaviah, 
Elnaam’s sons, Ithmah the 
Moabite, 47 Eliel, Obed, and Jaasiel 
from Zobah. 

David's Army 

These aie the men who 
came to David at Ziklag 
when Saul, the son of Kish, was still 
keeping him from going where he 
wanted to. They were among the 
heroes who fought alongside of 
him. 2 They were armed with bows 
and could sling stones and shoot 
arrows with their bows with the 
right hand or the left. They were 
from Benjamin, Saul’s relatives. 
3 The leader was Achiezer, then 
Joash, the sons of Shemaah from 
Gibeah; Jeziel and Pelet, Azmaveth’s 
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sons; Beracah and Jehu from 
Anathoth; Mshmaiah from Gibeon, 
a hero among the Thirty and one of 
their leaders; Jeremiah, Jahaziel, 
Johanan, and Jozabad from 
Gederah; s Eluzai, Jerimoth, Bealiah, 
Shemariah, and Shephatiah from 
Haruph; B Elkanah, Isshiah, Azarel, 
Joezer, and Jashobeam, Korah’s 
descendants; 7 Joelah and Zebadiah, 
Jeroham’s sons from Gedor. 

8 Some men left Gad to join David 
at the stronghold in the wilderness; 
they were able men, trained 
soldiers, ready to fight with shield 
and spear. They looked like lions 
and were fast as gazelles on the 
hills. 9 Ezer was the first; the 
second was Obadiah; the third was 
Eliab; *°the fourth was Mishmannah; 
the fifth was Jeremiah; “the sixth 
was Attai; the seventh was 
Eliel; “the eighth was Johanan; the 
ninth was Elzabad; “the 10th was 
Jeremiah; the 11th W3S Machbannai. 
“These descendants of Gad were 
captains in the army; the least was 
ready to fight a hundred, and the 
best a thousand. “These were the 
men who crossed the Jordan in the 
first month when it was overflowing 
all its banks and put to flight all the 
people in the valleys to the east and 
west. 

“Some of the men of Benjamin and 
of Judah came to the stronghold, to 
David. “David went out to meet 
them. “If you’ve come to me as 
friends,” he responded to them, 
“and to help me, then I’ll be one with 
you. But if you’ve come to betray me 
to my enemies when I’ve done no 
crime, may the God of our fathers 
see it and punish you.” 

“Then the Spirit came on Amasai, 
a leader of the Thirty: “We are 
yours, David, and on your side, son 
of Jesse. May everything go well 


with you and well with those who 
help you, because your God is 
helping you.” 

David welcomed them and made 
them officers in his army. 

“Some men had deserted from 
Manasseh to join David when he 
went with the Philistines against 
Saul (although David didn’t help the 
Philistines, because after considering 
the matter, their rulers sent him 
away; “He will desert us at the cost 
of our heads,” they said, “and join 
his master Saul”). “When he went 
to Ziklag, these men from Manasseh 
deserted to join him: Adnah, 
Jozabad, Jediael, Michael, Jozabad, 
Elihu, Zillethai, each commanding 
his thousand in Manasseh. “They 
helped David against the band of 
raiders because they were all able 
fighting men and commanders in the 
army. “From day to day men came 
to David to help him until there was 
a large army, like God’s army. 

“This is the record of the bands of 
men equipped for war who joined 
David at Hebron, to turn over Saul’s 
kingdom to him, as the LORD had 
said: “from Judah, men equipped 
for war, carrying shields and lances, 
6,800; “from Simeon, able fighting 
men, 7,100; “from Levi, 4,600, 
“along with Jehoiada, leader of 
Aaron’s clan, with whom were 3,700 
men, “and Zadok, a young hero 
from whose clan there were 22 
captains; “from Benjamin, Saul’s 
tribe, 3,000 men, though most of 
them had stayed loyal to Saul’s 
family; “from Ephraim, 20,800 
able fighting men, famous in their 
clans; “from half of the tribe of 
Manasseh 18,000 who had been 
selected to come and make David 
king; “from the men of Issachar 
who understood the times so that 
they knew what Israel should do 
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there were 200 leaders, with their 
kinsmen under their command; 
"from Zebulun 50,000 men drilled in 
the art of war with every kind of 
weapon, who could wage a battle 
with singleness of purpose; 34 from 
Naphtali 1,000 captains and with 
them 37,000 who wielded shield and 
spear; ”from Dan 28,600 ready for 
battle; 36 from Asher 40,000 fit and 
ready for battle; 37 from the other 
side of the Jordan, from Reuben, 
Gad, and half the tribe of Manasseh 
120.000 with all kinds of weapons to 
fight. 

38 All these fighting men prepared 
for battle came with a single 
purpose to Hebron, to make David 
king of all Israel; and all the rest of 
Israel also was unanimous for 
making David king. 39 They were 
there with David three days, eating 
and drinking, for their relatives had 
prepared for them. 40 And also 
their neighbors as far as Issachar, 
Zebulun, and Naphtali brought food 
on donkeys and camels, on mules 
and oxen; plenty of bread, fig cakes,* 
raisin clusters, wine, olive oil, as 
well as cattle and sheep, because 
Israel was happy. 

The Sacred Ark 

David consulted with the 
officers of thousands and 
of hundreds, that is, with every 
leader. 2 “If you approve,” he told 
the whole assembly of Israel, “and if 
the LORD our God lets us succeed, 
we will send to the rest of our 
relatives in all the districts of Israel, 
and also to the priests and Levites in 
their cities and pasture lands, so 
they may join us. 3 Then we shall 
bring the sacred ark of our God 
home to us because we didn't use it 


h " Cherubim. ” 


to worship God in the time of 
Saul. 4 The whole assembly 
promised to do that because all the 
people approved. 5 So David 
gathered all Israel from Shihor near 
Egypt to the entrance of Hamath to 
bring God’s ark from Kiriath-jearim. 

6 David and all Israel went up to 
Kiriath-jearim, which belongs to 
Judah, to bring up from there the ark 
which bears the name of the LORD 
enthroned above the angels.* 1 7 They 
moved God's chest on a new wag¬ 
on from Abinadab's home; Uzza 
and Ahio drove the wagon. "David 
and all Israel were dancing before 
God with all their might, with songs, 
with lyres and lutes, tambourines, 
cymbals, and trumpets. 9 When 
they came to the threshing-floor of 
Kidon, Uzza with his hand reached 
to hold the ark because the oxen 
were stumbling. ,0 Then the LORD 
got angry with Uzza and struck him 
down because he laid his hand on 
the ark, and so he died there before 
God. 

"David was angry because the 
LORD had burst out against Uzza. 
And so that place is still called 
“Bursting-on-Uzza” today. ,2 David 
was afraid of God that day. “How 
can I bring God’s ark home to me?” 
he asked. ,3 So he didn’t move God’s 
ark home to himself, to David's city, 
but took it aside into the home of 
Obed-edom of Gath. "God’s ark 
stayed three months with the family 
of Obed-edom at his house, and the 
LORD blessed the family of Obed- 
edom and everything he had. 

David's Palace and Children 

Hiram king of Tyre sent 
ambassadors to David, also 
cedar lumber, masons, and 
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carpenters to build a house for 
him. 2 David realized that the 
LORD had confirmed him as king of 
Israel, that his kingdom was highly 
honored for the sake of His people 
Israel. 

3 In Jerusalem David married more 
women, and had more sons and 
daughters. ‘The names of the 
children he had in Jerusalem were 
as follows: Shammua, Shobab, 
Nathan, Solomon, “Ibhar, Elishua, 
Elpelet, 8 Nogah, Nepheg, Japhia, 
7 Elishama, Beeliada, and Eliphelet. 

Victory Over the Philistines 

“When the Philistines heard David 
had been anointed king of all Israel, 
they all went up to fight David. 
David heard about it and went out to 
meet them. “The Philistines 
invaded the country and spread out 
in the valley of Rephaim. 

10 David asked God, “Should I go 
up against the Philistines? Will You 
put them in my hands?” 

“Attack them," the LORD told 
him, “and I will put them in your 
hands.” 

"They attacked them at Baal- 
perazim, and David defeated them 
there. “By my hand God has broken 
through my enemies,” David said, 
“like water breaking through.” That 
is why that place is called Baal- 
perazimJ "They had left their gods 
there, and David ordered them 
burned. 

"The Philistines came again and 
spread out in the valley. “Again 
David asked God. 

“Don’t go up after them,” God 
answered him. “Go around and 
come at them alongside the bal¬ 
sam trees. "And when you 
hear the sound of footsteps in the 


tops of the balsam trees, then go out 
and fight because God goes ahead of 
you to defeat the Philistine army.” 

"David did what God ordered, 
and they defeated the Philistine 
army from Gibeon to Gezer. 
"David’s fame spread to all the 
districts, and the LORD made all the 
nations afraid of him. 

David Prepares Jerusalem for 
the Sacred Ark 

He put up buildings for 
himself in his city, and 
prepared a place for God’s ark and 
set up a tent for it. 2 Then David 
said, “Only the Levites should carry 
God’s ark because the LORD has 
chosen them to carry God’s ark and 
serve Him forever.” 

3 David had all Israel meet at 
Jerusalem tabring the LORD’S ark to 
the place he prepared for 
it. ‘David also gathered Aaron’s 
descendants and the Levites. 
“There was Uriel, the leader of 
Kohath’s descendants, with 120 of 
his relatives. 6 And Asaiah, the 
leader of Merari’s descendants, 
with 220 of his relatives. 7 And Joel, 
the leader of Gershom’s descendants, 
with 130 of his relatives. “And 
Shemaiah, the leader of Elizaphan's 
descendants, with 200 of his 
relatives. “And Eliel, the leader of 
Hebron’s descendants, with 80 of 
his relatives. "And Amminadab, 
the leader of Uzziel’s descendants, 
with 112 of his relatives. 

"David called for the priests, 
Zadok and Abiathar, and for the 
Levites, Uriel, Asaiah, Joel, 
Shemaiah, Eliel, and Amminadab. 
"and told them, “You are the 
leaders of the clans of the Levites. 
You and your relatives, sanctify

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yourselves, and then bring the ark of 
the LORD, the God of Israel, to the 
place I prepared for it. u It was 
because you weren't there the first 
time that the LORD our God burst 
out on us; we hadn't come to seek 
Him in the right way.” 

,4 So the priests and the Levites 
sanctified themselves to bring up 
the ark of the LORD, the God of 
Israel. ,5 And the Levites carried 
God's ark by poles on their 
shoulders as Moses had ordered 
according to the LORD'S instruc¬ 
tions. 

1€ David told the leaders of the 
Levites to appoint as musicians men 
from their tribe who could play 
music on instruments, on lutes, 
lyres, and cymbals, to produce 
joyful music for singing. ,7 So the 
Levites appointed Heman, Joel's son; 
and of his relatives, Asaph, 
Berechiah's son; and of their 
relatives. Merari’s descendants, 
Ethan, Kushaiah’s son; “and with 
them, their relatives of the second 
order, Zechariah, Ben-jaaziel, 
Shemiramoth, Jehiel. Unni, Eliab, 
Benaiah, Maaseiah, Mattithiah, 
Eliphelehu, Mikneiah, and Obed- 
edom and Jeiel as the doorkeepers. 
“And the musicians Heman, Asaph, 
and Ethan were appointed to make 
music with bronze cymbals; 20 and 
Zechariah. Jaziel, Shemiramoth, 
Jehiel. Unni, Eliab, Maaseiah, and 
Benaiah with lutes in a high key;i 
21 and Mattithiah, Eliphelehu, 
Mikneiahu, Obed-edom, Jeiel, and 
Azaziah, to lead the music on an 
eight-stringed lyre. k 22 Chenaniah, 
a leader of the Levites, set the pitch 
in the singing; he gave instruction in 
this because he was skilled at 


it. 23 Berechiah and Elkanah were 
doorkeepers for the ark. 24 Sheba- 
niah, Joshaphat, Nethanel. Amasai. 
Zechariah, Benaiah. Eliezer, the 
priests, blew the trumpets before 
God’s ark; and Obed-edom and 
Jehiah were doorkeepers for the 
ark. 

25 So David, the elders of Israel, 
and the commanders of thousands 
went to bring up the ark of the 
LORD’S covenant from Obed-edom’s 
house with a celebration. “Be¬ 
cause God helped the Levites who 
carried the ark of the LORD’S 
covenant, they sacrificed seven 
bulls and seven rams. "David was 
dressed in a robe of fine linen, and 
so were all the Levites who carried 
the ark, and the musicians, and 
Chenaniah, the leader who set the 
pitch for the musicians. David also 
wore a linen apron. 28 All Israel 
brought up the ark of the LORD’S 
covenant with shouting, blowing 
horns and trumpets, with cymbals 
and loud music on lutes and 
lyres. “When the ark of the 
LORD’S covenant came to David’s 
city, Michal, Saul’s daughter, looked 
through a window and saw King 
David dancing and celebrating, and 
she despised him in her heart. 

They brought in the ark 
of God and set it inside 
the tent David had set up for it, and 
they offered burnt offerings and 
shared offerings before God. 2 When 
David had finished offering burnt 
offerings and shared offerings, he 
blessed the people in the LORD’S 
name. 3 And he distributed to every 
man and woman in Israel a loaf of

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bread, a portion of meat, and a cake 
of raisins. 

4 He appointed some Levites to 
serve before the ark of the LORD, to 
offer prayers, thanks, and praise to 
the LORD, the God of Israel. 5 Asaph 
was the leader; next to him were 
Zechariah, Jeiel, Shemiramoth, 
Jehiel, Mattithiah, Eliab, Benaiah, 
Obed-edom, and Jeiel with lutes and 
lyres, and Asaph playing the 
cymbals; 6 also Benaiah and 
Jahaziel the priests, blowing 
trumpets continually before the 
ark of God’s covenant. 7 On that 
day David for the first time 
entrusted Asaph and his relatives 
with the task of giving thanks to the 
LORD: 

a Thank the LORD. Call on His 
name. 

Tell among the nations what He 
has done. 

9 Sing songs to Him; 
sing praises to Him. 

Speak of the wonderful things 
He has done. 

10 Praise His holy name. 

May those who seek the LORD 
be glad. 

"Seek the LORD and His strength; 
always go to Him for help. 

"Remember the wonderful things 
He has done, 

His awful deeds, and the 
judgments He has spoken. 

I3 0 descendants of His servant 
Israel, 

you chosen descendants of 
Jacob! 

14 He is the LORD our God! 

His judgments are in all the 
earth. 

"Remember His covenant forever, 
the word He ordered a thousand 
generations to keep, 


"the covenant He made with 
Abraham, 

the oath He swore to Isaac; 

,7 He set it up as a decree for 
Jacob, 

as an everlasting covenant for 
Israel, 

"when He said, “I will give you 
the land of Canaan 
as your lot and heritage.” 

"They were only a few, 
a little group of strangers there, 

"going back and forth from nation 
to nation 

and from one kingdom to another 
people, 

21 He didn’t let anyone wrong 
them, 

and for their sake He warned 
kings: 

"“Don’t touch My anointed 
people, 

and don’t harm My prophets.” 1 

"Sing to the LORD, all the earth, 
from day to day tell how He 
saves. 

"Tell about His glory among the 
nations,

be doorkeepers. 3B He left Zadok 
the priest, with his relatives the 
priests, to be before the tabernacle 
of the LORD at the high place in 
Gibeon; 40 they were to offer burnt 
offerings to the LORD on the altar of 
burnt offerings regularly, morning 
and evening, according to 
everything written in the LORD’S 
law that He ordered for Israel. 
4, With them were Heman and 
Jeduthun and the rest who had been 
selected by name and chosen to give 
thanks to the LORD because He is 
kind forever. 42 With them were 
Heman and Jeduthun to play music 
on trumpets, cymbals, and the 
instruments that accompany sacred 
songs; Jeduthun’s sons were at the 
gate. 

43 Then all the people left, and 
everyone went home; David also 
went back to bless his household. 

David's Kingdom 

When David lived in his 
palace, he told the prophet 
Nathan, ‘‘I’m living in a cedar 
palace, while the ark of the LORD’S 
covenant is under curtains.” 

2 ”Do whatever you’re planning,” 
Nathan answered David, "because 
God is with you.” 

3 But that night God talked to 
Nathan: 4 "Go and tell My servant 
David,” He said. "The LORD says 
this: You are not to build Me a 
temple to live in. S I haven’t lived in 
a temple from the time I brought 
Israel out till now, but I've gone 
from tent to tent and from one 
tabernacle to another. 8 Wherever 
I went in all Israel, did I ever ask any 
of the judges of Israel, whom I

David Prays

family that you have brought me so 
far? ,7 But You, O God, didn’t 
consider this far enough, so You 


have spoken of Your servant's 
family in the distant future and havo 
seen me as a man who is exalted, 0 
LORD God. ,8 And what more can I 
say to You about the honor done to 
Your servant when You already 
know Your servant? ‘“LORD, You 
have done all this for Your servant s 
sake, and according to Your own 
purpose You have caused me lo 
experience all this greatness.

David’s Victories 

Later David defeated the 
Philistines, subdued them, 
and took Gath and its villages from 
the control of the Philistines. 2 He 
defeated Moab. and its people 
became David s subjects, bringing 
him tribute. 3 David defeated 
Hadadezer, king of Zobah at 
Hamath, as he went to set up a 
monument at the river Euphrates. 
4 David took from him 1,000 chariots. 
7.000 horses, and 20,000 footsoldiers. 
David cut the sinews of all the 
chariot horses, leaving only 100. 

5 When the Syrians of Damascus 
came to help Hadadezer, king of 
Zobah. David struck down 22,000 
men of Syria. 6 David put 
garrisons 1, in the Syria of Damascus, 
and the Syrians became David’s 
subjects, bringing tribute. The 
LORD gave David victories every¬ 
where he went. 

7 David took the golden shields that 
Hadadezer’s officers had and 
brought them to Jerusalem. 8 David 
took much bronze from Hadadezer’s 
cities. Tibhath and Cun. With it 
Solomon made the bronze pool, the 
bronze pillars, and the bronze 
utensils. 

fl When Tou. king of Hamath, 
heard David had defeated the whole 
army of Hadadezer, king of 
Zobah. ID he sent his son Hadoram 
to King David to greet him and 
congralulate him for fighting with 
Hadadezer and defeating him, for 
Hadadezer often fought with Tou. 
He brought all kinds of gold, silver, 
and bronze utensils. "King David 
dedicated these to the LORD with 
the silver and the gold he took from 
the other nations, from Edom, Moab, 


Ammon, the Philistines, and 
Amalek. 

,2 Abishai, Zeruiah’s son, struck 
down 18,OCX) men of Edom in the 
valley of salt. ,3 He put garrisons 9 
in Edom, and all its people became 
David’s subjects. The LORD gave 
victories to David everywhere he 
went. 

David De/eats the Ammonites 

M David ruled over all Israel and 
did what was just and right for all 
his people. ,s Joab. Zeruiah’s son, 
was in charge of the army. Jehosha- 
phat, Ahilud's son, was the re¬ 
corder. l6 Zadok, Ahitub’s son, and 
Abimelech, Abiathar’s son, were 
the priests. Shavsha was the 
secretary. ,7 Benaiah, Jehoiada’s 
son, was in charge of the 
Cherethites and Pelethites. David's 
sons were the first attendants of the 
king. 

After this Nahash, king 
of the Ammonites, died, 
and his son Hanun ruled in his 
place. 2 *T’ll be kind to Hanun the 
son of Nahash,” David said; “his 
father was kind to me.” So David 
sent messengers to comfort him 
about his father, and David’s men 
came to the country of the 
Ammonites, to Hanun, to comfort 
him. 

3 But the leaders of the Ammonites 
asked Hanun, “Do you think David is 
honoring your father when he sends 
men to comfort you? Haven’t his 
men come to you to inspect and 
explore the country in order to 
overthrow it?” 4 So Hanun took 
David’s men, shaved them, and cut 
away half of their garments up to 
the hips and sent them away.

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3 When people went and told David 
about his men, he sent messengers 
to meet them—the men felt very 
much ashamed—and the king told 
them, “Stay in Jericho till your 
beards have grown, and then come 
home.” 

6 When the Ammonites saw they 
had made themselves disgusting to 
David, Hanun and the Ammonites 
sent 1,000 talents of silver to hire 
chariots and horses for themselves 
from the Syrians in Mesopotamia 
and the Syrians of Maacah and 
Zobah. 7 So they hired 32,000 
chariots, and the king of Maacah 
with his army came and camped 
before Medeba. The Ammonites 
gathered from their cities and came 
for the battle. 

8 When David heard about it, he 
sent Joab with the whole army of the 
best fighting men. “The Ammonites 
came out and got ready for battle at 
the entrance of the city, and the 
kings who had come were by 
themselves in the open country. 

"When Joab saw he was under 
attack in front and behind, he 
selected men from all the picked 
men of Israel and got them ready to 
meet the Syrians. "He put his 
brother Abishai in charge of the rest 
of the army, which got ready to meet 
the Ammonites. ,2 “If the Syrians 
are too strong for me,” he said, “you 
come to rescue me. And if the 
Ammonites are too strong for you. 
I’ll rescue you. "Have courage and 
fight boldly for our people and the 
cities of our God. And may the LORD 
do what He considers right.” 

"So Joab and his troops advanced 
toward the Syrians to fight them, 
but they fled from them. "When 
the Ammonites saw that the Syrians 
had fled, they also fled from his 
brother Abishai and took refuge in 


the city. Then Joab went back to 
Jerusalem. 

"When the Syrians saw that 
Israel had defeated them, they sent 
messengers to get the Syrians who 
were beyond the river, with 
Shophach, commander of Hadadezer’s 
army, leading them. 

"David heard about it and 
mustered all Israel, crossed the 
Jordan, advanced toward them, and 
got ready to attack. When David got 
his army in position, the Syrians 
began the battle. "But the Syrians 
fled from Israel, and David killed 
7,000 chariot fighters and 40,000 
foot soldiers; he also killed Shop¬ 
hach, their commander. "When 
Hadadezer’s men realized that Israel 
had defeated them, they made 
peace with David and became sub 
ject to him. And never again were 
the Syrians willing to help the Am¬ 
monites. 

Then came spring, the 
time when kings go out 
to war, and Joab led out the main 
force of the army and ravaged the 
Ammonite countryside. He went and 
besieged Rabbah, but David re¬ 
mained in Jerusalem, Joab defeated 
Rabbah and tore it down. 2 David 
took the crown off Milcom’s head: 
its weight was found to be a talent 
of gold; and there was a precious 
stone in it. It was put on David's 
head. He also took much spoil from 
the city. 3 He brought out the 
people who were there, and put 
them to work with saws, iron 
harrows, and axes. This is what 
David did to all the cities of the 
Ammonites. Then David and all the 
people went back to Jerusalem. 

4 After that war broke out at Gezer 
with the Philistines, then Sibbecai, 
Hushah’s descendant, killed Sippai, 
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a descendant of the Rephaites: and 
thev were subdued. 5 There was 
another war with the Philistines in 
which Elhanan, fair’s son, struck 
down Lahmi, the brother of Goliath 
from Gath; the staff of his spear was 
like a weaver’s beam. 'There was 
another battle at Gath, and there 
was a tall man who had six fingers 
on each hand and six toes on each 
foot, 24 in all; he also was a 
descendant of the Rephaites. 
T When he defied Israel, Jonathan, 
the son of David’s brother Shimea, 
struck him down. 'These were the 
descendants of the Rephaites from 
Gath; David and his men struck 
them down. 

Satan stood up against 
Israel and moved David 
to count Israel. 2 “Go,” David told 
Joab and the leaders of the people, 
“and count Israel, from Beersheba 
to Dan, and bring me a report so I 
may know how many there are.’’ 

J “May the LORD multiply His 
people a hundred times more than 
they are,” Joab said, “but, my lord 
the king, aren't they all your 
servants? Why should my lord 
demand this? Why should he bring 
guilt on Israel?” 

*But the king’s order overruled 
Joab. He left and went through all 
Israel and came back to Jerusalem. 
5 Joab reported the results of 
counting the people to David: Israel 
had a total of 1,100,000 men who 
could draw a sword, and Judah had 
470.000 men drawing swords. 6 He 
didn’t include Levi and Benjamin in 
the number because Joab was 
disgusted with the king’s order. 
God didn't like this business, and 
He struck a blow at Israel. 

8 “It was a great sin for me to do 
this, David said to God. “And now 


take away Your servant’s guilt; I 
have acted very foolishly.” 

The LORD spoke to Gad. David’s 
seer: ,0 “Go and tell David, the 
LORD says this: 'I’m offering you 
three things. Choose which one of 
them I shall do to you.’ ” 

“Gad went to David and said to 
him, “The LORD says this: Take 
your choice, “either three years of 
famine, or three months during 
which your enemies will sweep you 
away when their sword falls on you, 
or the LORD’S sword for three 
days—a plague in the country, with 
the LORD’S angel destroying in the 
whole country of Israel.’ Now decide 
what answer I should take back to 
Him who sent me.” 

n ‘Tm in great trouble,” David 
told Gad. “Please let me fall into the 
LORD’S hands, because He is very 
merciful; don’t let me fall into the 
hands of men.” 

u So the LORD sent a plague on 
Israel, and 70,000 men of Israel 
died. ,5 God also sent an angel to 
Jerusalem to destroy it, but as he 
was going to destroy it, the LORD, 
seeing it, changed his mind about 
destroying it. “It is enough!” He said 
to the destroying angel. “Drop your 
sword.” The LORD’S angel had been 
standing by the threshing-floor of 
Oman, the Jebusite. ,fl When David 
looked up, he saw the LORD’S angel 
standing between earth and heaven, 
with his drawn sword in his hand, 
stretched out over Jerusalem. Then 
David and the elders, who were 
covered with sackcloth, bowed 
down with their faces on the 
ground. l7 “Am I not the one who 
ordered the people to be counted? I 
am the one who sinned and did this 
wrong! But these sheep, what have 
they done? O LORD my God, lay 
Your hand on me and on my clan, 
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but not on Your people by a plague.” 

18 The LORD’S angel told Gad to 
tell David to go up and erect an altar 
for the LORD on the threshing-floor 
of Oman the Jebusite. ‘"When Gad 
spoke to him in the LORD’S name, 
David went up. 20 Ornan, who was 
threshing wheat, turned around and 
saw the angel, and his four sons who 
were with him hid. 

2, When David came to Oman, 
Oman looked up and saw David. So 
he left the threshing-floor and 
kneeled with his face on the ground 
before David. 22 ‘‘Let me have the 
land this threshing-floor is on,” 
David asked Oman, “and I will 
build on it an altar for the LORD. 
Sell it to me for the full price. Then 
the plague among the people will be 
stopped.” 

““Take it,” Oman told David, 
“and may my lord the king do what 
he thinks is right. See, I’m giving 
also the cattle for burnt offerings, 
the threshing instruments for fuel, 
and the wheat for food offerings. I’m 
giving it all.” 

24 “No,” King David told Oman, “I 
want to buy it for the full price. I will 
not take what is yours for the LORD 
and offer burnt offerings that cost 
me nothing.” “David gave Oman 
by weight 600 shekels of gold for the 
place. 

“David built an altar there for the 
LORD and offered burnt offerings 
and shared offerings and called on 
the LORD, and He answered him by 
fire from heaven on the altar of 
burnt offerings. 27 So the LORD 
spoke to the angel, and he put his 
sword back in its scabbard. 

28 At that time, when David saw 
the LORD had answered him at the 
threshing-floor of Oman the 
Jebusite, he offered sacrifice 
there. “The LORD’S tabernacle 


that Moses had made in the 
wilderness and the altar of burnt 
offering was then at the high place 
at Gibeon, “but David could not go 
there to consult God because he was 
frightened by the sword of the 
LORD’S angel. 

The Temple 

Then David said, “This 
is where the temple of 
the LORD God will be, and here will 
be Israel’s altar for burnt offer¬ 
ings.” 

2 David ordered that the strangers 
in the land of Israel be gathered. 
And he appointed stone-cutters to 
cut stones in order to build God’s 
temple. 3 David also got ready a 
great quantity of iron for nails, for 
the clamps on the doors of the gates, 
and so much bronze that it couldn’t 
be weighed; 4 also cedar lumber 
that couldn’t be estimated, because 
the men of Sidon and Tyre brought 
so much cedar lumber to David. 

5 David thought, “My son Solomon 
is a young boy, and the temple that 
should be built for the LORD must be 
magnificent, something praised and 
glorified in ail other countries. I’ll 
get the materials ready for him.” So 
David made great preparations 
before he died. 

6 He called for his son Solomon and 
ordered him to build a temple for the 
LORD, the God of Israel. 7 “I 
planned to build a temple for the 
name of the LORD my God,” David 
told his son Solomon. "“But the 
LORD told me, ‘You have poured out 
much blood and fought great wars. 
You are not to build a temple for My 
name because you have poured out 
so much blood on the ground before 
Me. "You have a son who will enjoy 
peace. I will give him peace from all 
the enemies around him. His name 
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will be Solomon, and in his time I 
will give Israel peace and 
rest. ,0 He will build a temple for 
Mv name. He will be My son, and I 
will be his Father, and I will 
establish forever his throne as king 
of Israel.' “Now, my son. the 
LORD be with you. You will be 
successful and build the temple of 
the LORD your God as He said about 
you. ,2 May the LORD give you 
understanding and intelligence as 
He orders you to take charge of 
Israel, and keep the instruction of 
the LORD your God. 'Then you 
will succeed if you will consci¬ 
entiously keep the commands and 
decrees the LORD gave Moses for 
Israel. Be strong and bold. Don't be 
afraid or terrified. ,4 You see, 
despite my troubles I have provided 
for the LORD’S temple 100,000 
talents of gold, 1,000,000 talents of 
silver, and bronze and iron that are 
too much to weigh. I have also 
prepared wood and stones, and you 
may add to these. ls You also have 
many to do the work, stonecutters 
and carpenters and men skilled to 
do any kind of work. “The gold, 
silver, bronze, and iron are more 
than can be counted. Get to work, 
and may the LORD be with you!” 

“David ordered all the leaders of 
Israel to help his son Solomon: 
18 “Isn’t the LORD your God with you, 
and hasn't He given you peace with 
all who are around you? He has pul 
in my hands the people who live in 
this country, and the country has 
been subdued before the LORD and 
His people. '"Now give your hearts 
and lives to searching for the LORD 
your God, and start building the holy 
place of the LORD God so that you 
can bring the ark of the LORD’S

covenant and God’s holy vessels into 
the temple that will be built for the 
LORD’S name.” 

The Levites 

When David had reached 
a ripe old age, he made 
his son Solomon king of Israel. 2 He 
gathered all the leaders of Israel 
and the priests and Levites. The 
Levites were counted, every male 
who was 30 years and older, and 
there were 38,000; 4 24,000 of these 

should supervise the work on the 
LORD’S temple; 6,000 should be 
officers and judges; 5 4,000 should 
be doorkeepers; and 4,000 should 
praise the LORD with the instru¬ 
ments David made 1 for praise. 

6 David divided them into orders 
according to Levi’s sons: Gershon, 
Kohath, and Merari. 7 Ladan and 
Shimei were Gershon’s descendants. 
®Ladan had three sons: Jehiel was 
the first, then Zetham and Joel. 
®Shimei had three sons: Shelomith, 
Haziel, and Haran. These were the 
leaders of the clans of Ladan. 
‘“Shimei’s sons were Jahath, Zina, 
Jeush, and Beriah—these were 
Shimei’s four sons. “Jahath was 
the first, and Zizah was the second; 
but Jeush and Beriah didn’t have 
many sons; so they were counted as 
one clan. 

“Kohath had four sons: Amram, 
Izhar, Hebron, and Uzziel. 
“Amram’s sons were Aaron and 
Moses. And Aaron was set apart to 
be sanctified as most holy, he with 
his sons forever, to offer sacrifices 
before the LORD, to serve Him. and 
give the blessing in His name 
forever. “The sons of Moses, the 
man of God, were counted with the 
tribe of Levi. “Moses’ sons were 
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Gershom and Eliezer. “Gershom’s 
first son was Shebuel. “Eliezer's 
first son was Rehabiah, and Eliezer 
had no other sons; but Rehabiah had 
many sons. “Izhar’s first son was 
Shelomith. “Hebron's first son 
was Jeriah, the second was 
Amariah, the third was Jahaziel, 
and the fourth, Jekameam. “Uzziel’s 
first son was Micah, and the second, 
Isshiah. 

“Merari’s sons were Mahli and 
Mushi. Mahli’s sons were Eleazar 
and Kish. “Eleazar died without 
having any sons but only daughters; 
their relatives, the sons of Kish, 
married them. “Mushi had three 
sons: Mahli, Eder, and Jeremoth. 

“These were Levi’s descendants 
according to their clans, with the 
leaders of their clans registered on 
a list of names that included 
everyone 20 years old and up, who 
had to do the menial work of the 
LORD’S temple. “David had said, 
“The LORD, the God of Israel, has 
given His people rest, and He will 
now live in Jerusalem forever. 
“The Levites will no more have to 
carry the tabernacle and all the 
equipment used in its service.’’ 
“David's last instructions were to 
count Levi’s descendants who were 
20 years old and older; “they were 
to stand beside Aaron’s descen¬ 
dants to serve at the LORD’S temple; 
they were to be in charge of the 
courtyards and the rooms of the 
temple, to keep all the holy things 
clean and to do the menial work of 
God’s temple; “they were also 
responsible for setting out the 
bread, for the flour of the food 
offerings, for the wafers baked 
without yeast, the griddle cakes and 
the pastries, and for all weights and 
measures. “They were to stand 
every morning to give thanks and 


praise to the LORD and were to do 
the same in the evening; “they 
were always before the LORD 
whenever burnt offerings were to be 
made, on Sabbaths, at the first of 
the month, and on the appointed 
festivals, according to the number 
required; “and they were to take 
care of the tabernacle where God 
met with His people, and the holy 
place, and help their relatives, 
Aaron’s descendants, as they 
served in the LORD’S temple. 

The Priests 

Aaron’s descendants were 
divided as follows. Aaron’s 
sons were Nadab and Abihu, 
Eleazar and Ithamar. 2 But Nadab 
and Abihu died before their father, 
without having any sons, and so 
Eleazar and Ithamar served as 
priests. 

3 With the help of Zadok, Eleazar’s 
descendant, and of Ahimelech. 
Ithamar’s descendant, David 
divided them according to their 
appointment to serve. 4 Since 
Eleazar’s descendants were found 
to have more clan leaders than 
Ithamar’s descendants, they were 
divided in such a way that Eleazar’s 
descendants had 16 clan leaders 
and Ithamar’s descendants had 
eight clan leaders. 5 Both groups 
were divided alike by lot because 
there were officers of the sanctuary 
and officers of God among both 
Eleazar’s and Ithamar's descendants. 
6 Shemaiah Ihe scribe, Nethanel’s 
son, a descendant of Levi, recorded 
their names in the presence of the 
king, the princes, Zadok the priest, 
Ahimelech son of Abiathar, and the 
clan leaders of both the priests and 
Levites. One clan was chosen for 
Eleazar, another for Ithamar, and so 
on.

7 The first lot that came out was 
for Jehoiarib, the second for 
Jedaiah, "the third for Harim, the 
fourth for Seorim, “the fifth for 
Malchiah, the sixth for Mijamin, 
,0 the seventh for Hakkoz, the eighth 
for Abijah, "the ninth for Jeshua, 
the 10th for Shecaniah, ,2 the 11th 
for Eliashib, the 12th for Jakim, 
"the 13th for Huppah, the 14th for 
Jeshebeab, 14 the 15th for Bilgah, 
the 16th for Immer, "the 17th for 
Hezir, the 18th for Happizzez, ,8 the 
19th for Pethahiah, the 20th for 
Jehezkel, ,7 the 21st for Jachin, the 
22d for Gamut, ,8 the 23d for 
Delaiah, the 24th for Maaziah. 

'"This was the order in which they 
were appointed to come to serve at 
the LORD’S temple as their ancestor 
Aaron prescribed it and as the 
LORD, the God of Israel, ordered 
him. 

20 In regard to the rest of Levi’s 
descendants, there was Shubael, of 
Amram’s sons; Jehdeiah, of 
Shubael’s sons. 2, The first of 
Rehabiah’s sons was Isshiah. 

"There was Shelomoth, of Izhar’s 
descendants; Jahath, of Shelomoth's 
sons. 23 Jeriah was the first of 
Hebron’s sons; the second was 
Amariah; Jahaziel, the third; 
Jekameam, the fourth. 24 Micah 
was a son of Uzziel; Shamir, a son of 
Micah. “Isshiah was Micah’s 
brother; Zechariah, a son of 
Isshiah. “Merari’s sons were 
Mahli and Mushi. "Merari’s 
descendants by his son Jaaziah were 
Shoham. Zaccur. and Ibri. “Mahli’s 
son was Eleazar. who had no 
sons. “Jerahmeel was the son of 
Kish. 10 Mushi's sons were Mahli, 
Eder. and [erimoth. These were

Levi’s descendants according to 
their clans. 

3, So these clans, representing 
families of the firstborn as well as 
the younger, also cast lots like their 
relatives, Aaron’s descendants. 
This they did before King David, 
Zadok, Ahimelech, and the leaders 
of the clans of the priests and 
Levites. 

The Temple Music 

With the help of the cap¬ 
tains of the army, David 
appointed sons of Asaph, Heman, 
and Jeduthun to serve as prophets 
with lyres, lutes, and cymbals, and 
this is the list of the men who were 
to render this special service: 2 0f 
the sons of Asaph there were Zaccur, 
Joseph, Nethaniah, and Asharelah— 
Asaph’s sons, directed by Asaph, 
who served as prophet under the 
king’s direction. ’With Jeduthun 
there were his six sons: Gedaliah, 
Zeri, Jeshaiah, Shimei, u Hasha- 
biah, Mattithiah, directed by their 
father Jeduthun as he served as a 
prophet with a lyre, thanking and 
praising the LORD. 4 With Heman 
were his sons: Bukkiah, Mattaniah, 
Uzziel, Shebuel, and Jerimoth, Han- 
aniah, Hanani, Eliathah, Giddalti, 
and Romamti-ezer, Joshbekashah, 
Mallothi, Hothir, Mahazioth. 5 All 
these were the sons of Heman. the 
king’s seer, so that he might be 
mighty in God's matters: God gave 
Heman 14 sons and three daugh¬ 
ters. 6 All these sang at the LORD’S 
temple under their fathers’ direction: 
Asaph. Jeduthun, and Heman, with 
cymbals, lyres, and lutes, for the 
service of God’s temple, under the 
king’s supervision. 7 The total of 
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these along with their relatives who 
were trained to sing to the LORD, all 
skillful singers, was 2B8.

J Meshelemiah’s first son was 
Zechariah; the second was Jediael; 
the third, Zebadiah; the fourth. 
Jathniel; 3 the fifth was Elam; the 
sixth, Jehohanan; the seventh. 
Eliehoenai. 4 Obed-edoras first son 
was Shemaiah; the second. 
Jehozabad; the third, Joah; the 
fourth, Sachar; the fifth, Nethanel; 
*the sixth. Ammiel; the seventh. 
Issachar; the eighth. PeuUethai— 
God had blessed him. *His son 
Shemaiah had sons who ruled over 
their clan because they were able 
men. 7 Shemaiah’s sons were Othni 
and his brothers Rephael, Obed. 
Elza bad. able men; and also Elihu 
and Semachiah. ®AU these were 
Obed-edom’s descendants, who with 
their sons and relatives were able 
and strong men for the service; 
Obed-edom had 62 men. 
“Meshelemiah’s sons and relatives 
were 18 able men. “The first son 
of Hosah, of the descendants of 
Merari, was Shimri; although he 
was not the firstborn, his father 
made him the first. "The second 
was Hilkiah; the third. Tebaliah; the 
fourth, Zechariah. There were, in 
all. 13 sons and relatives of Hosah. 
"These divisions of doorkeepers 
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with their leading men were 
responsible, along with their 
relatives, to serve at the LORD’S 
temple. "They cast lots, small and 
great alike, by their clans for every 
gate. ,4 The lot for the east side 
went to Shelemiah. They also cast 
lots for his son Zechariah. a wise 
counselor, and by lot he got the 
north side. ,s Obed-edom got the 
south side, and his sons got the 
storehouse. 16 Shuppim and Hosah 
got the west side with the 
Shallecheth gate at the upper road; 
here one watch was beside 
another. 17 On the east side there 
were six Levites; on the north there 
were four daily; on the south, four 
daily; and at the storehouse two and 
two. 10 At the roofless structure v 
on the west there were four at the 
road and two at the structure 
itself. l9 These were the divisions of 
the doorkeepers among Korah’s and 
Merari's descendants. 

Other Levites and Their 
Responsibilities 

?0 Ahijah, a Levite, was in charge 
of the treasuries of God’s temple 
and the treasuries of the dedicated 
gifts. "Ladsn's descendants, that 
is Gershon's descendants through 
Ladan who became the leaders of 
Ladan’s clans, were the "Jehielites; 
the descendants of the Jehielites 
were Zetham and Joel his brother; 
they were in charge of the treas¬ 
uries of the LORD’S temple. 13 A 
descendant of Amram, Izhar. 
Hebron, and Uzziel “was Shebuel. 
the descendant of Gershom, Moses’ 
son; he was the highest official in 
charge of the treasuries. “Among 
his relatives was Eliezer’s son 
Rehabiah; his son was Jeshaiah; his 


v Or ' court.'' but meaning uncertain. 


son was Joram; his son was Zichri; 
and his son was Shelomith. "This 
Shelomith and his relatives were in 
charge of all the treasures of the 
dedicated gifts that King David, the 
leaders of the clans, the captains of 
thousands and hundreds, and the 
commanders of the army had 
dedicated. "(They dedicated some 
of the spoils taken in battle to 
support the LORD’S temple.) “And 
everything that Samuel the seer, 
Saul son of Kish, Abner son of Ner, 
and Joab son of Zeruiah had 
dedicated, anything that anyone 
dedicated was under the supervision 
of Shelomith and his relatives. 

“Among Izhar’s descendants, 
Chenaniah and his sons were to be 
officers and magistrates in charge 
of Israel’s affairs outside of 
Jerusalem. “Among Hebron’s 
descendants there were Hashabiah 
and his relatives, 1,700 able men, 
who were to oversee Israel west of 
the Jordan in regard to all the work 
of the LORD and the service of the 
king. "Among Hebron’s descendants 
Jeriah was the leader. In the 40th 
year of David's rule a search was 
made of Hebron’s descendants in 
their generations according to their 
clans and among them were found 
able men at Jazer in Gilead. "His 
relatives were 2,700 able men, 
leaders of clans; David made them 
overseers of the tribe of Reuben, 
Gad, and half of Manasseh in every 
matter related to God and the king. 

Military Organization 

This is a list of the 
Israelites, the leaders of 
clans, the commanders of thousands 
and of hundreds and their officers, 
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who were serving the king in every 
way, coming for a month at a time 
and leaving, for all the months of the 
year, each division consisting of 
24,000 men. 2 Jashobeam, Zabdiel’s 
son, was commander of the first 
division, for the first month; in his 
division there were 24,000. 3 He 
was a descendant of Perez, and the 
chief of all the officers of the army 
for the first month. 4 Dodai, Ahoh’s 
descendant, was commander of the 
division for the second month; it was 
his division, but Mikloth was its 
executive officer; in his division 
there were 24,000. 5 The third 
commander of the army, for the 
third month, was Benaiah the son of 
the priest Jehoiada; he was chief, 
and in his division there were 
24,000. 6 This Benaiah was one of 
the Thirty and commander of the 
Thirty as well as his division; his son 
was Ammizabad. 7 The fourth, for 
the fourth month, was Asahel, 
Joab’s brother, and after him his son 
Zebadiah; in his division there were 
24,000. 8 The fifth, for the fifth 
month, was Shamhuth, Izrah’s 
descendant; in his division there 
were 24,000. ®The sixth, for the 
sixth month, was Ira the son of 
Ikkesh from Takoah; in his division 
there were 24,000. 10 The seventh, 
for the seventh month, was Helez, a 
Pelonite from the sons of Ephraim; in 
his division there were 24,000. 
"The eighth, for the eighth month, 
was Sibbecai, the descendant of 
Hushah, a Zerahite; in his division 
there were 24,000. "The ninth, for 
the ninth month, was Abiezer from 
Anathoth, a Benjamite; in his 
division there were 24,000. "The 
10th, for the 10th month, was 
Mahrai from Netophah, a Zerahite; 
in his division there were 
24,000. "The 11th, for the 11th 


month, was Benaiah from Pirathon. 
a descendant of Ephraim; in his di¬ 
vision there were 24,000. "The 
12th. for the 12th month, was Hel- 
dai from Netophah, Othniel’s de¬ 
scendant; in his division there were 
24.000. 

Tribal Organization 

"Men in charge of the tribes ol 
Israel: Eliezer, Zichri's son. was the 
governor of Reuben; Shephatiah. 
Maacah’s son, was the governor of 
Simeon; "Hashabiah. Kemuel's 
son, was the governor of Levi, and 
Zadok, of Aaron; "Elihu, one of 
David’s brothers, was the governor 
of Judah; Omri. Michael’s son, was 
the governor of Issachar; "Ish- 
maiah, Obadiah’s son, was the 
governor of Zebulun; Jerimoth 
Azriel’s son, was the governor of 
Naphtali; 20 Hoshea, Azaziah's son. 
was the governor of Ephraim; Joel. 
Pedaiah’s son, was the governor of 
half of the tribe of Manasseli: 
21 Iddo, Zechariah's son, was the 
governor of the half of Manasseh 
that was in Gilead; Jassiel, Abner's 
son, was the governor of Benjamin; 
Z2 Azarel, Jeroham’s son. was the 
governor of Dan. These were the 
officers of the tribes of Israel. 

Counting /sraei 

"David didn’t count those under 
20 years, because the LORD had 
promised Israel would become as 
many as the stars in the 
sky. "Joab. Zeruiah’s son, started 
to count them but didn’t finish. God 
was angry with Israel for this, and 
no report of it was included in the 
history of King David. 
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David's Overseers 

2s Azmaveth, Adiel's son. was in 
charge of the goods stored by the 
king. Jonathan. Uzziah’s son, was in 
charge of the goods in the fields, 
cities, villages, and towers. Z6 Ezri, 
Chelub’s son, was in charge of those 
who worked in the fields cultivating 
the ground. z7 Shimei from Ramah 
was in charge of the vineyards, and 
Zabdi from Shepham was in charge 
of storing the wine that came from 
the vineyards. 2B Baal-hanan from 
Gedor was in charge of the olive 
trees and fig-mulberry trees in the 
low hills, and Joash was in charge of 
storing the oil. Ze Shitrai from 
Sharon was in charge of the cattle 
grazing in Sharon. Shaphat, Adlai’s 
son. was in charge of the herds in 
the valleys. J0 Obil. Ishmael’s 

descendant, was in charge of the 
camels. Jehdeiah from Meronoth 
was in charge of the donkeys. 
3, Jaziz from Hagar was in charge of 
the flocks. All these were overseers 
of King David s property. 

3Z Jonathan. David’s close relative, 
a counselor, a man of understanding 
and learning, and Jehiel, Hach- 

moni’s son. were in charge of the 
king's sons. "Ahithophel was the 
king’s adviser. Hushai, the Archite, 
was the king's friend. “After 
Ahithophel were Jehoiada, Bena- 
iah's son. and Abiathar. Joab was 
the commander of the king’s army. 

David Plans the Temple 

David gathered at Jeru¬ 
salem all the governors 

of Israel, the officials of the tribes 
and divisions that served the king, 
the commanders of thousands and of 
hundreds, the overseers of all the 
property and cattle of the king and 
his sons, along with the palace 


officials, the seasoned soldiers and 
the special forces. 2 Then David 
rose to his feet. “Listen to me, my 
relatives and my people,” he said. 

“I have planned a temple where 
the ark of the LORD’S covenant 
can rest, as a stool for the feet of our 
God, and I have made preparations 
to build it. 3 But God told me, ‘You 
are not to build a temple for My 
name. You have fought wars and 
poured out blood.’ 4 But the LORD, 
the God of Israel, chose me from my 
father's family to be king of Israel 
forever because he had chosen 
Judah to be a leader, and my 
father’s family in the tribe of Judah, 
and He was pleased to choose me 
among my father’s sons, to make me 
king of all Israel. 5 And of all my 
sons (the LORD has given me many 
sons) He chose my son Solomon to sit 
on the throne of Israel, where the 
LORD is King. 6 And He told me, 
‘Your son Solomon will build a 
temple with courts for Me because I 
have chosen him to be My son, and I 
will be his Father. 7 I will establish 
his kingdom forever if he will be firm 
in doing what I have ordered and 
decided, as he does now.’ e And 
now, while all Israel, the LORD'S 
community, watches us and our God 
hears us—do and study everything 
the LORD your God has ordered, so 
that you may have this good land 
and afterward leave it as an 
inheritance to your children forever. 

9 “And you, my son Solomon, learn 
to know your father's God and 
serve Him loyally and eagerly, 
because the LORD searches all the 
hearts and understands everything 
we think and plan. If you search for 
Him, He will let you find Him, but if 
you leave Him, He will reject you 
forever. ,0 Be careful, then, 
because the LORD has chosen you to 
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build a temple as His holy place. Be 
strong and do it.” 

"Then David gave his son Solomon 
the pattern of the porch and its 
buildings, its storerooms, upper 
rooms and inner rooms, and the 
room for the atoning cover; "and 
the pattern of everything he by the 
Spirit was planning: the courts of 
the LORD’S temple, all the special 
rooms on all sides where the 
treasures of God’s temple and the 
dedicated gifts would be stored; 
"the divisions of priests and Levites 
and all the work done for the service 
of the LORD’S temple, and all the 
utensils for the service of the 
LORD’S temple; M the weight of 
gold to be used for all the utensils 
for each service; "also the weight 
of the golden lampstands and their 
golden lamps, the weight of gold for 
each lampstand; the weight of silver 
for each silver lampstand and its 
lamps, as each lampstand was to be 
used in the service; "the weight of 
gold for each table with the rows of 
bread, and the silver for the silver 
tables; "and the forks, bowls, and 
cups of pure gold; the weight for 
each covered golden bowl, and the 
weight for each covered silver 
bowl; "and the altar of incense 
made of refined gold; also his plan 
for the chariot, that is, the golden 
angels™ with their outspread 
wings covering the ark of the 
LORD’S covenant. "‘‘All this was 
written for me by the LORD; He 
made clear to me all the work to be 
done according to the plan.” 

20 “Be strong and courageous,” 
David also told his son Solomon, 
“and do it. Don't be afraid or 
terrified, because the LORD God, my 
God, will be with you. He will not fail 


w “cherubim ” 


you or forsake you till all the work 
for the service of the LORD’S temple 
is done. "Here are also the 
divisions of the priests and Levites 
for all the service of God’s temple; 
and for all this work you will have 
every kind of willing and skillful 
worker to do it. Also all the 
governors and people will be at your 
command.” 

King David said to the 
whole assembly: “My son 
Solomon, whom alone God has 
chosen, is just a boy, and the work is 
great because this is not a palace 
for a man but for the LORD 
God. 2 Now, with all my might I 
have prepared for the temple of my 
God plenty of gold for golden things, 
silver for silver things, bronze for 
bronze things, iron for iron things, 
wood for wooden things, onyx stones 
and settings, black stones, stones of 
different colors, all kinds of fine 
stones, and marble. 3 More than 
that, I delight in the temple of my 
God, and I have a treasure of gold 
and silver that is my own, and so I'm 
giving it for the temple of my God 
beside everything else I prepared 
for the holy temple: 4 3,000 talents 
of gold from Ophir, and 7,000 talents 
of refined silver, to cover the walls 
of the buildings, 5 for the golden 
things, for the silver things, and for 
everything the craftsmen will make. 
Who else, then, is willing to make an 
offering and consecrate himself to 
the LORD today?” 

B Then the governors of the clans, 
the governors of the tribes of Israel, 
the captains of thousands and of 
hundreds, and the managers of the 
king’s work offered willingly, 7 and 
they gave for the service of God’s 
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temple 5,000 talents of gold (10,000 
darics), 10,000 talents of silver, 
18,000 talents of bronze, and 100,000 
talents of iron. "Whoever hap¬ 
pened to have stones gave them to 
be stored for the LORD’S temple; 
Jehiel, Gershon’s descendant, was 
in charge of these. "The people 
were very glad because everyone 
gave so willingly and whole¬ 
heartedly to the LORD. 

King David also was very glad, 
and l0 he blessed the LORD while 
the whole community was watching. 
“Blessed are You," David said, 
“LORD God of Israel, our Father, 
from everlasting to everlasting. 
"Yours, LORD, is the greatness, 
power, splendor, glory, and majesty, 
yes. everything in heaven and on 
earth is yours. You are the King, 
LORD, and as Head lifted up over 
everything. ,2 Riches and honor are » 
before You; You rule over 
everything. In Your hand is power 
and strength, and You can make 
anyone great and strong. ,3 Now 
then, our God, we are thankful to 
You and are praising Your 
wonderful name. ,4 But who am I 
and who are my people that we 
should be able to offer so willingly? 
Yes, everything comes from You, 
and we give You only what has come 
from Your hands. ,s We are guests 
and strangers before You like all our 
fathers. Our days are like a shadow 
on the ground, and there’s no 
hope. '“LORD our God. from Your 
hands comes all this wealth with 
which we prepare to build You a 
temple for Your holy name, and all 
of it is Yours. ,7 I know, my God, 
You test the heart and delight in 
honesty. With an honest heart I 
have willingly offered all these 
things, and now I’ve been delighted 
to see Your people here offering so 


willingly to You. ’"LORD God of our 
fathers Abraham, Isaac, and Israel, 
keep Your people thinking like this 
forever, and direct their hearts 
toward Yourself. '"Give my son 
Solomon a loyal heart, so he will 
obey what You say, order, and 
decree, and do everything to build 
the palace I have prepared.” 

SoJomon Anointed King 

20 Then David said to the whole 
assembly, “Bless the LORD your 
God!” And the whole assembly 
blessed the LORD, the God of their 
fathers, and bowed down to the 
LORD and the king and worshiped. 
21 They sacrificed to the LORD and 
on the next day offered burnt 
offerings to the LORD, a thousand 
bulls, a thousand rams, a thousand 
lambs, with their drink offerings, 
and many sacrifices for all 
Israel. 22 They ate and drank with 
great joy before the LORD that day 
and for the second time made 
David’s son Solomon king and 
anointed Him for the LORD to be the 
prince, and Zadok to be the priest. 

23 Then Solomon sat on the LORD’S 
throne as king succeeding his father 
David. All went very well, and all 
Israel obeyed him. 24 All the 
governors and able men, and also all 
of King David’s sons submitted to 
King Solomon. 2s The LORD made 
Solomon very great in the eyes of all 
Israel and gave him a royal majesty 
such as no king of Israel had before 
him. 

26 David, Jesse’s son, had been king 
of all Israel 27 and ruled over Israel 
40 years, 7 years in Hebron, and 33 
years in Jerusalem. 20 He died at a 
ripe old age, rich and honored, and 
then his son Solomon succeeded him 
as king. 
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29 What happened to King David 
from the first to the last was written 
down by Samuel, the Seer, Nathan, 
the prophet, and Gad. the Seer. 


’“including everything about his 
rule, his might, and what hap¬ 
pened to him, to Israel, and all the 
kingdoms in the different countries. 
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Solomon's Greatness 

Solomon, David’s son, estab¬ 
lished himself as king, and the 
LORD his God was with him and 
made him very great. 

’Solomon spoke to all Israel, to the 
rummanders of thousands and of 
hundreds, to every prince of Israel, 
the leaders of the clans. 3 Then 
Solomon went with all Israel to the 
high place at Gibeon where the 
tabernacle was in which God met 
with them and which Moses, the 
LORD’S servant, had made in the 
wilderness. 4 David had brought 
God s ark from Kiriath-jearim to a 
place prepared for it; he had built a 
'tnt for it in Jerusalem. 5 The 
bronze altar that Bezalel son of Uri, 
son of Hur, had made was there in 
front of the LORD’S tabernacle. 
There Solomon and the assembly 
worshiped the LORD; "and there 
Solomon went up to the bronze altar 
before the Lord, in front of the 
tabernacle where God met with 
them, and sacrificed a thousand 
burnt offerings on it. 

: The following night God ap¬ 
peared to Solomon. “Ask what you 
want me to give you.” He told him. 

8 You were very kind to my father 
David,” Solomon said to God, “and 
Tju made me succeed him as 
king. ®Now, LORD God, the 
promise You made to my father 
David has come true, because You 
have made me king of a people who 
are many, like the dust on the 
ground. '"Give me, then, wisdom 
and knowledge that I may lead these 
people, for who can serve as the 


judge of this great people of Yours?” 

"“Since you’ve had this in your 
heart,” God told Solomon, “and you 
have not asked for wealth, trea¬ 
sures, or honor, or the life of those 
who hate you, and didn’t even ask 
for a long life, but you ask that you 
may have wisdom and knowledge to 
judge My people over whom I made 
you king, "you are given wisdom 
and knowledge, and I will also give 
you riches, treasures, and honor 
such as no kings had before you or 
will have after you.” 

"Solomon came from the high 
place, the tabernacle where God 
met with them at Gibeon, to Jeru¬ 
salem, and he ruled Israel. 

"Solomon gathered chariots and 
horses until he had 1,400 chariots 
and 12,000 horses. He placed them 
in the chariot cities as well as with 
the king in Jerusalem. 

"The king provided silver and 
gold in Jerusalem like stones, and as 
many cedars as there are fig- 
mulberries in the lowlands. 

"The horses Solomon had came 
from Egypt and Cilicia. The king’s 
traders got them from Cilicia for a 
price. "They would import a 
chariot from Egypt and export it for 
600 shekels of silver, and a horse for 
150 shekels; this is the way they 
exported them to all the Hittite and 
Syrian kings. 

Planning the Temple 

Solomon planned to build a 
temple for the LORD’S name 
and a palace for himself as king. 

2 Solomon counted 70,000 men to 
carry burdens and 80,000 to quarry 
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stones in the hills, and 33,000 to 
oversee them. 3 Solomon sent a 
message to Huram, king of Tyre: 
“Do as you did for my father David 
when you sent him cedar lumber to 
build a palace for him to live in. 4 I 
want to build a temple for the name 
of the LORD my God, dedicate it to 
Him, burn the incense of fragrant 
spices before Him, and have the 
rows of bread there continually and 
the burnt offerings morning and 
evening, on Sabbaths and the first of 
every month and the festivals of the 
LORD our God—to be kept by Israel 
forever. s The temple I’ll build will 
be great because our God is greater 
than all other gods. 6 But who has 
the power to build Him a temple 
when the heavens and the highest 
heavens cannot hold Him, and who 
am I to build Him a temple except as 
a place to sacrifice before Him? 
7 And now, send me a man with skill 
to work in gold, silver, bronze, iron, 
in red, crimson, and purple fabric, 
and who knows how to make 
engravings, to work with the skilled 
men that are with me in Judah and 
Jerusalem, whom my father David 
provided. “Send me also cedar 
lumber, cypress, and sandal wood 
from Lebanon, because I know that 
your servants know how to cut 
lumber for building, and—my 
servants working with yours— 
“they’ll prepare for me plenty of 
lumber, because the temple I want 
to build will be great and won¬ 
derful. ,0 I will give your servants 
who quarry stones and cut lumber 
20,000 kors of crushed wheat, 20,000 
kors of barley, 20,000 baths of wine, 
and 20,000 baths of olive oil.” 

n Then Huram, king of Tyre, 
answered in a letter he sent to 
Solomon: “Because the LORD loves 
His people, He made you their 


king." ,2 Huram added: “Blessed be 
the LORD, the God of Israel, who • 
made the heavens and the earth and 
gave King David a wise son with . 
understanding and intelligence so 
he can build the LORD’S temple and 
a royal palace for himself to live 
in. l3 And now. I’m sending a man 
with skill and intelligence, Huram. 
my respected adviser. u He’s the 
son of a woman who descended from 
Dan, but whose father is a man of 1 
Tyre. He knows how to work with 
gold, silver, bronze, iron, stone, 
wood, with red, purple, and crimson 
fabric and with fine linen, how to do 
all kinds of engraving and make any 
kind of design that may be assigned 
to him, with the help of your skilled 
workmen and the skilled men of my 
lord David, your father. ,5 And now 
may my lord send the wheat, barley, 
olive oil, and wine he promised his 
servants. 16 And we will cut lumber 
on Lebanon, all that you need, and 
bring it to you on rafts by sea to 
Joppa, and you will take it up to 
Jerusalem.” 

,7 Solomon counted all the men 
who were strangers in the country* 
of Israel, the way his father David: 
had counted them, and they were 
found to be 153,600. ,fl Of these he 
made 70,000 burden carriers, 80,000 
went to quarry in the hills, and 3,600 
were overseers who put the people 
to work. 

Building the Temple 

Solomon began to build the* 
LORD’S temple in Jerusalem, 
on Mount Moriah, where the LORD j 
appeared to his father David and 
where David had prepared the site, 
on the threshing-floor of Oman the 
Jebusite. 2 He started to build in the 
second month of the fourth year of his- 
rule. 3 This is how Solomon laid the 
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! foundation to build God’s temple. It 
i was 60 cubits long and 20 wide, 
according to the old length of the 
cubit. 4 The porch in front of the 
main structure was 20 cubits, equal 
to the width of the temple, and 20 
cubits high. He covered the inside of 
it with pure gold. 5 He lined the 
larger building with cypress and 
overlaid it with fine gold and made 
palms and garlands on it. 6 He 
covered the building with precious 
stones to beautify it, and the gold 
was the gold from Parvaim. 7 He 
also overlaid the building,® the 
rafters, the threshold, and its walls 
and doors with gold, and carved 
ange!s b on the walls. 

"He made the most holy place. It 
was as long as it was wide, 20 cubits 
long and 20 wide. He covered it with 
fine gold, amounting to 600 talents. 

"The golden nails weighed 50 
shekels. He also covered the upper 
rooms with gold. 

10 In the most holy place he made 
two statues of angels and covered 
them with gold. “The combined 
length of the angels' wings was 20 
cubits. A wing of one angel was 5 
cubits and reached to the wall of the 
building, and the other wing was 5 
cubits and touched a wing of the 
other angel; “the wing of the other 
angel was 5 cubits and reached to 
the other wall of the building, and 
its other wing was 5 cubits and 
touched the wing of the first angel. 

So the angels spread their wings a 
distance of 20 cubits. “They were 
standing on their feet facing the holy 
place. 

“He made the curtain of purple, 
red, and crimson fabric, and fine 
linen, and decorated it with angels. 

a the holy place b cherubim 

c This is the height of both added together 


,5 He made two pillars in front of 
the temple. They were 35 cubits 
high, c and the capital of each 
pillar was 5 cubits. ls He made a 
network and put it on the capitals of 
the pillars. He made a hundred 
pomegranates and put them on the 
network. ,7 He set up the pillars in 
front of the temple, one at the right 
and the other at the left. He called 
the right one He-Establishes and the 
left In-Him-Is-Strength. 

4 He also made the bronze altar, 
20 cubits long, 20 cubits wide, 
and 10 cubits high. 

2 He also made a pool of cast 
metal, 10 cubits across from rim to 
rim. It was round and 5 cubits high; 
and its circumference was 30 
cubits. 3 There were figurines of 
bulls under it all around, 10 every 
cubit, going all around the pool. The 
bulls were in two rows, cast in one 
piece with the pool. *It stood on 12 
bulls, three facing north, three 
facing west, three facing south, and 
three facing east; their hind parts 
were toward the center. The pool 
was set on them. 5 It was a 
handbreadth thick. Its rim was like 
the rim of a cup, like a blossoming 
lily. It could hold 3,000 baths. 

6 He made 10 basins and put five at 
the right and five at the left, for 
washing. In them they rinsed the 
meat prepared for the burnt 
offering. The priests used the pool to 
wash themselves. 

7 He made 10 golden lampstands as 
prescribed and put them in the 
temple, five at the right and five at 
the left. "He also made 10 tables 
and set them in the temple, five at 
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the right and five at the left. And he 
made 100 golden basins. 

9 He also made the court for the 
priests and the great court,- with 
doors for the court, and covered the 
doors with bronze. '“He set the 
pool on the right side toward the 
southeast. 

“Huram made the pots, the 
shovels, and the sprinkling bowls. So 
Huram finished the work he did for 
King Solomon at God’s temple: 
12 the two pillars with the bowl¬ 
shaped capitals at the top of the 
pillars, and the two networks to 
cover the bowl-shaped capitals at 
the top of the pillars; 13 and the 400 
pomegranates for the two networks, 
two rows of pomegranates for each 
network that covered the bowl¬ 
shaped capitals on top of the 
pillars. l4 He made the 10 stands 
and the 10 basins on the stands; 
'“the one pool and the 12 bulls under 
it. "The pots and shovels, the 
meat-forks, and all the other 
utensils Huram, the master coun¬ 
selor, made of polished bronze for 
King Solomon for the LORD’S 
temple. ,7 The king cast them in the 
valley of the Jordan, in the clay 
ground between Succoth and 
Zeredah. 18 Solomon made a large 
quantity of all those utensils; nobody 
estimated the weight of the bronze 
that was used. 

'“Solomon made all the utensils 
that were in God’s temple, also the 
golden altar, the tables with the 
bread on them before God; 20 the 
lampstands with their lamps, all of 
pure gold, so they would burn as 
prescribed in front of the most holy 
place, 2, with the flowers, the 
lamps, the tongs of gold—pure 
gold. 22 The snuffers, basins, pans 
for incense, and firepans were of 
the best gold. The doors of the 


temple, the inner doors to the most 
holy place and the doors to the 
sanctuary, were made of gold. 

Bringing Up the Chest of the 
Covenant 

5 When all the work Solomon 
did for the LORD’S temple 
was finished, Solomon brought the 
things his father David had ded¬ 
icated, the silver and the gold and 
all the utensils, and put them in the 
storerooms of God’s temple. 

2 Then Solomon gathered the 
elders of Israel and all the leaders 
of the tribes, the princes of the clans 
of Israel, to Jerusalem, to bring up 
the ark of the LORD’S covenant from 
David’s city, which is Zion. 3 A11 the 
men of Israel met with the king at 
the festival in the seventh month. 

4 When all the elders of Israel had 
come, the Levites took the ark 5 and 
the tabernacle where God met with 
His people, and all the utensils in the 
tabernacle; the priests and Levites 
brought them up. 8 King Solomon 
and the whole congregation of Israel 
who met with him before the ark 
sacrificed so many sheep and cattle 
they couldn’t be recorded or 
counted. 7 The priests brought up 
the ark of the LORD’S covenant to its 
place in the inner room, the most 
holy place, under the wings of the 
angels. “The angels spread their 
wings over the place where the ark 
was, and so the angels above it 
covered the ark and its poles. fl Tho 
poles were so long their ends could 
be seen from the holy place by 
anyone standing in front of the inner 
room, but they couldn’t be seen 
outside; they are still there today. 
'“There was nothing in the ark 
except the two tablets Moses put 
there at Sinai when the LORD made 
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a covenant with Israel after they left 
Egypt. 

“When the priests came out of the 
holy place (all the priests who were 
present had sanctified themselves 
without regard to their divisions), 
“all the Levites who were 
musicians, Asaph. Heman, Jedu- 
thun. and their sons and their 
relatives, were dressed in fine linen 
and stood east of the altar with 
cymbals, lutes, and lyres; and with 
them were 120 priests blowing 
trumpets. “The trumpeters and 
singers were to produce music in 
unison as they praised and thanked 
the LORD. Now when they raised 
their voices accompanied by the 
trumpets, cymbals, and the in¬ 
struments for singing, and when 
they praised the LORD, “because 
He is good and forever kind,” then 
the LORD’S temple was filled with a 
cloud, ,4 so that the priests couldn’t 
stand and serve on account of the 
cloud; the LORD’S glory filled God’s 
temple. 

Solomon s Address to the People 

Then Solomon said. “O LORD, 
You intended to live in a dark 
'■'loud. 2 But I have built a royal 
house for You to live in, a place for 
You to live forever.’’ 

3 Then the king turned around and 
blessed the whole assembly of Israel 
while they were all standing. 4 He 
said: “Blessed be the LORD, the God 
of Israel! With His mouth He made a 
promise to my father David, and 
with His hand He has carried it out, 
saying: J ‘Ever since I brought My 
people out of Egypt, I chose no city 
in all the tribes of Israel in which to 
build a house where My name 
should be, nor did I choose a man to 
be a prince over My people Israel; 
6 but now I've chosen Jerusalem that 


My name should be there, and David 
to be over My people Israel.’ 

7 “My father David planned to 
build a temple for the name of the 
LORD, the God of Israel, 8 but the 
LORD said to my father David, ‘You 
planned to build a temple for My 
name and you did well to plan 
it. 9 But you must not build the 
temple; your son, who will come 
from your body, will build the temple 
for My name.’ l0 And the LORD has 
done what He promised, and now I 
stand in my father’s place and sit on 
the throne of Israel as the LORD 
promised, and I’ve built the temple 
for the name of the LORD, the God of 
Israel. “And I’ve put there the ark, 
in which is the LORD’S covenant 
that He made with Israel.’’ 

Solomon Prays 

“He stood in front of the whole 
assembly of Israel, faced the 
LORD’S altar, and spread out his 
hands. “Solomon had made a 
bronze platform that he put in the 
middle of the court, 5 cubits long, 5 
wide, and 3 cubits high, and he 
stood on it; then he kneeled before 
the whole assembly, spread out his 
hands to heaven, ,4 and said: 
“LORD God of Israel, there is no god 
like You in heaven and on earth, 
keeping Your covenant and showing 
mercy to Your servants whose 
hearts are loyal in their living before 
You. “You have done for Your 
servant David, my father, what You 
promised him. With Your mouth You 
said it and with Your hand You have 
done it, and so it is today. 

18 “And now, LORD God of Israel, 
continue to do for Your servant, my 
father David, what You promised 
him when You said, ‘You will always 
have a man before Me sitting on the 
throne of Israel if only your de- 
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scendants will watch their ways to 
live according to My law as you have 
lived before Me.’ 17 And now, LORD 
God of Israel, may the promise You 
made Your servant David come true. 

,8 “But does God really live with 
men on earth? Heaven, yes the 
highest heaven, cannot hold You; 
how much less this temple I built! 
,B Yet pay attention to the prayer and 
pleading of Your servant, LORD my 
God, and listen to what Your servant 
is praying out loud before You. 
20 May Your eyes watch day and 
night over this temple, the place 
where You promised to put Your 
name. Listen to what Your servant 
is praying toward this place, 2t and 
hear the pleading of Your servant 
and Your people Israel when they 
pray toward this place; yes, hear in 
heaven where You live, and when 
You hear, forgive. 

22 “lf anyone sins against another 
and has to take an oath, and so 
comes and swears before Your altar 
in this temple, “then hear in 
heaven and act and judge Your 
servants by punishing the wicked 
and giving him what he deserves 
and by vindicating the righteous and 
giving him according to his righ¬ 
teousness. 

24 “lf Your people Israel sin 
against You and so the enemy 
defeats them, but then they repent, 
confess Your name, pray and plead 
before You in this temple, “then 
hear in heaven, forgive the sins of 
Your people Israel, and bring them 
back to the land You gave them and 
their fathers. 

28 “When the sky is shut up and 
there’s no rain because they sin 
against You, if then they pray 
toward this place, confess Your 
name, and turn away from their sins 
because You have made them 


suffer, 27 then hear in heaven and 
forgive the sins of Your servants 
and Your people Israel and teach 
them how to live a good life; and let 
rain fall on Your land that You gave 
Your people as an inheritance. 

2fl “When there is a famine in the 
land, a plague, blight, mildew, 
swarms of destructive grasshop 
pers, when their enemies are in the 
country and besieging their gates, 
whatever plague or sickness there - 
may be, 29 if anyone or all Your 
people Israel pray and plead, ami 
each one who experiences the 
suffering or pain spreads out his 
hands toward this temple, 30 then 
hear in heaven where You live, and 
forgive, and give to everyone 
whatever he deserves, for You know 
his heart; yes, You alone know thr 
hearts of human beings. 3, Th 0 n 
they will fear You and walk in Your 
ways as long as they live on the land 
You gave our fathers. 

32 “Also the stranger who isn't one 
of Your people Israel but has come 
from a distant country because ol 
Your great name, Your mighty hand 
and outstretched arm—when suchi 
people come and pray toward this 
temple, 33 then hear in heaver 
where You live and do everything 
for which the stranger asks, so that 
like Your people Israel all the people 1 
in the world will know Your name 
and fear You and will know that this 
temple I built is called by Youi 
name. 

34 “When Your people go oul to j 
fight against their enemies wher 
ever You send them, and they pray 
to You in the direction of this city, 
that You chose and this temple 
have built for Your name, 35 ther< 
hear in heaven what they pray an< 
plead, and do for them what is right- 

3fl “When they sin against You- 
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there’s no one who doesn’t sin—and 
You are angry with them and put 
them in the hands of an enemy who 
takes them away as prisoners to 
another country, far or near, 37 ifin 
the land where they are taken as 
prisoners they return to their 
senses, repent, and plead with You 
while in exile, saying, ‘We have 
sinned, done wrong, and have been 
wicked,’ 3B if they return to You 
with all their hearts and all their 
souls in that country where they are 
in exile, and they pray in the 
direction of this country which You 
gave their fathers, the city You 
chose and the temple I built for Your 
name, 39 then hear in heaven where 
You live, hear what they pray and 
plead, and do for them what is right; 
forgive Your people who have 
sinned against You. 

40 “And now, my God, may Your 
eyes be open and Your ears be 
listening to what is prayed in this 
place. 

““And now rise, LORD God, come 
to Your resting-place, You and the 
ark of Your strength. May Your 
priests, LORD God, be dressed in 
salvation, and Your saints be happy 
and prosperous. “LORD God, don’t 
reject Your anointed one. Remember 
how kind You were to Your servant 
David!’’ 

The LORD ’S Glory 

When Solomon finished pray¬ 
ing, fire came down from 
heaven and consumed the burnt 
offerings and the other sacrifices, 
and the LORD’S glory filled the 
temple. 2 The priests couldn’t go 
into the LORD'S temple because the 
LORD'S glory filled the LORD’S 
temple. 3 When all the Israelites 

V booths 


saw the fire come down and the 
LORD’S glory on the temple, they 
kneeled down with their faces on the 
pavement. They worshiped and 
praised the LORD, “because He is 
good and forever kind.” 

The Temple Dedicated 

4 The king and all the people were 
sacrificing before the LORD. 5 King 
Solomon sacrificed 22,000 cattle and 
120,000 sheep. So the king and all 
the people dedicated God’s temple. 

s The priests were standing at 
their appointed places and also the 
Levites with their instruments that 
King David made to accompany the 
singing whenever he used them to 
praise and thank the LORD “be¬ 
cause He is forever kind.” The 
priests were opposite the Levites 
blowing their trumpets, and all 
Israel was standing up. 

7 Solomon had sanctified the inner 
area of the court that was in front of 
the LORD’s temple, and there he 
offered burnt offerings and the fat 
of shared offerings, because the 
bronze altar Solomon had made 
couldn’t hold the burnt offerings, 
the food offering, and the fat. 

B At that time Solomon also 
celebrated the festival 1 * for seven 
days, and all Israel with him, a very 
large gathering coming from 
everywhere, from the entrance of 
Hamath to the wadi of Egypt. 9 0n 
the eighth day there was a closing 
assembly. They had dedicated the 
altar for seven days and celebrated 
the festival for another seven 
days. ,0 On the 23rd day of the 
seventh month he dismissed the 
people to their homes, happy and in 
good spirits because the LORD had 
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been so good to David and Solomon 
and to His people Israel. 

The LORD Appears to Solomon 

“When Solomon finished the 
LORD’S temple and the king’s 
palace, and so succeeded in every¬ 
thing he had in mind for the LORD’S 
temple and his own palace, “the 
LORD appeared to Solomon at night. 
“I have heard your prayer,” He said 
to him, ‘‘and have chosen this place 
for Myself as a temple for sacri¬ 
fices. “When I shut up the sky so 
that there is no rain, or I order the 
grasshoppers to consume the 
country, or send a plague among My 
people, “if My people who are 
called by My name will humble 
themselves and pray, search for Me, 
repent of their evil ways, then I will 
hear from heaven and forgive their 
sins and heal their country. 

“‘‘Now My eyes will be open and 
My ears will hear those who pray at 
this place. “Now I have chosen 
and sanctified this temple so that 
My name will be there forever, and 
My eyes and My heart will always 
be there. 17 If you will live before 
Me as your father David lived and 
do everything I ordered you to do, 
and keep My laws and regulations, 
18 I will establish the throne of your 
kingdom as I promised your father 
David, saying, ‘You will always have 
a man ruling over Israel.’ “But if 
you turn away and forsake My laws 
and My commandments that I put 
before you, and you go and serve 
other gods and worship them, 
“then I will tear them up by the 
roots from the ground on which I put 
them and will reject this temple 
which I consecrated and make it an 
example and a taunt among all the 
people. “This temple will become 
rubble, and all who pass by will be 


amazed and ask, ‘Why did the LORD 
do this to this country and this 
temple?’ “And people will answer, 
‘Because they forsook the LORD, the 
God of their fathers who brought 
them out of Egypt, and they took hold 
of other gods and worshiped and 
served them; that is why He brought 
all this calamity on them.’ ” 

Solomon’s Other Projects 

After the 20 years in which 
Solomon built the LORD’S 
temple and his own palace. 
2 Solomon rebuilt the cities Huram 
gave him, and he had Israelites live 
in them. 

3 Then Solomon went to Hamath- 
zobah and conquered it. 4 He built 
Tadmor in the wilderness and all tho 
storage cities that he built in 
Hamath. 5 He rebuilt the upper 
Beth-horon and the lower Beth- 
horon into cities fortified with walls, 
double gates, and bars, e and 
Baalath and all his storage cities 
and all his cities for chariots or 
horses and all that Solomon wanted 
to build in Jerusalem, Lebanon, and 
in all the territory he ruled over. 

7 A11 the people who were left of 
the Hittites, Amorites, Perizzites. 
Hivites, and Jebusites, who were not 
of Israel “and whom the Israelites 
didn’t wipe out, their descendants 
who were left in the land after 
them—from these Solomon raised a 
force of slaves, and that’s what they 
are today. “But Solomon didn’t use 
Israelites as slaves to do this work; 
they were the soldiers, captains and 
lieutenants, and commanders of his 
chariots and horses. “King Solo¬ 
mon also had 250 administrative offi¬ 
cers who governed the people. 

“Solomon brought up Pharaoh’s 
daughter from David’s city to a 
palace he built for her, because he 
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said. “My wife will not live in the 
palace of David, king of Israel, 
because these places to which the 
LORD'S ark has come are holy." 

,2 Then Solomon offered burnt 
offerings to the LORD on the LORD’S 
altar that he built in front of the 
porch; ,3 he offered whatever the 
law of Moses required for every 
day. on Sabbaths, the first of the 
month, the three annual festivals, 
the festival of bread without yeast, 
the festival of weeks, and the 
festival of booths. ,4 As his father 
David had prescribed, he set up the 
divisions of the priests for their 
services and the Levites for their 
appointed places to lead in praise 
and to work with the priests, doing 
whatever needed to be done each 
day; and he also set up the divisions 
of doorkeepers at every gate as 
David, the man of God, had ordered 
it. ,5 They didn’t fail to do what the 
king had ordered the priests and the 
Levites to do in any matter, in¬ 
cluding the treasures. ,s And all 
Solomon’s work on the LORD’S 
temple from the laying of the 
foundation to the finished work was 
accomplished: The LORD'S temple 
was now complete. 

,7 Then Solomon went to Ezion- 
geber and to Eloth on the seashore 
in the country of Edom. ,8 Huram 
had his servants bring ships to him 
and men who knew the sea. They 
went with Solomon’s men to Ophir 
and imported 450 talents of gold and 
brought them to King Solomon. 

The Queen of Sheba 

When the queen of Sheba 
heard the news about Solomon, 
she came to test Solomon at Jeru¬ 
salem with puzzling questions. She 
came with great wealth, camels 
carrying spices, much gold and 


valuable stones. When she came to 
Solomon, she told him everything 
that was on her mind. 2 Solomon 
answered all her questions; there 
was nothing too difficult for 
Solomon, that he couldn’t explain to 
her. 

3 When the queen of Sheba saw 
Solomon’s wisdom, the palace he 
built, 4 the food on his table, how 
his officers sat and his servants 
stood, and their dress, the stairs on 
which he went up to the LORD’S 
temple, it left her breathless. 5 “It 
is true,” she told the king, “what I 
heard in my country about you and 
your wisdom. 8 But I didn’t believe 
what I was told till I came and saw it 
with my own eyes; and I wasn’t told 
about half of your great wisdom. 
You have far more than I heard. 
7 “Happy are your men, and happy 
are these servants of yours who can 
always stand before you and listen 
to your wisdom. fl The LORD your 
God be blessed, who has delighted in 
you and set you on His throne so you 
might rule for the LORD your God. 
Because your God has loved Israel 
he has established them forever and 
made you king over them to do what 
is just and right.” 

®She gave the king 120 talents of 
gold, a great quantity of spices, and 
valuable stones; there never were 
such spices as those the queen of 
Sheba gave King Solomon. 

'“Huram’s servants and Solomon's 
servants who brought gold from 
Ophir also brought sandalwood and 
valuable stones. "The king used 
the sandalwood to make walks to the 
LORD’S temple and to the king’s 
palace, and lyres and lutes for the 
singers; no one had seen anything 
like them in the land of Judah. 

"King Solomon gave the queen of 
Sheba anything she asked for in 
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addition to the equivalent of what 
she brought the king. Then she and 
her servants left and went back to 
her country. 

,3 The gold that came to Solomon in 
one year weighed 666 talents, 
,4 besides that which came from the 
business of traveling merchants. All 
the kings of Arabia and governors of 
the land also brought Solomon gold 
and silver. 

l5 King Solomon made 200 large 
shields of beaten gold, using 600 
shekels of gold to cover each 
shield. 16 Also 300 small shields of 
beaten gold, using 300 shekels of 
gold to cover each shield. The king 
put these into the Palace of the 
Forest of Lebanon. 

,7 The king also made a large ivory 
throne and covered it with pure 
gold. ,8 There were six steps to the 
throne, with a golden footstool 
fastened to the throne. There were 
armrests on each side of the seat, 
and two lions standing beside the 
armrests. "Twelve lions stood 
there on the six steps, one on each 
end of each step—nothing just like 
this had been made in any other 
kingdom. 

Z0 A11 the king’s drinking vessels 
were of gold, and all the utensils of 
the Palace of the Forest of Lebanon 
were of the finest gold. Silver wasn’t 
counted as anything in Solomon’s 
time. 2, The king had ships going to 
Tarshish with Huram’s men; once 
every three years the ships of 
Tarshish used to come bringing gold, 
silver, ivory, apes, and peacocks. 

I2 So King Solomon had more 
riches and wisdom than all the other 
kings in the world. 23 And all the 
kings of the world wanted to visit 
Solomon, to hear the wisdom that 
God put in his heart. 24 Each of 
them would bring his tribute, 


articles of silver and gold, clothes, 
arms, spices, horses, mules; so i( 
went year after year. 

25 Solomon had 4,000 stalls for 
horses and chariots, and 12,000 
horses. He put some of these in 
chariot cities and others with (lie 
king in Jerusalem. 26 He ruled over 
all the kings from the Euphrates In 
the country of the Philistines and the 
border of Egypt. 27 Under his ruin 
there was as much silver as there 
were stones in Jerusalem, and as 
many cedars as fig-mulberries in the 
lowlands. 2fl Horses were imported 
for Solomon from Egypt and from all 
the other countries. 

2B The rest of what happened to 
Solomon, from the first to the last, 
isn’t it written in the history of the 
prophet Nathan, in the prophecy o( 
Ahijah the man from Shiloh, and 
in the visions of Iddo the seer in re 
gard to Jeroboam, Nebat’s son? 

30 Solomon was king of all Israel in 
Jerusalem for 40 years, 3, and he 
went to rest with his fathers and 
was buried in the city of his father 
David; and his son Rehoboam 
succeeded him as king. 

Rehoboam 

Rehoboam went to Shechem 
because all Israel had come 
to Shechem to make him king. 

2 Jeroboam, Nebat’s son, had been 
in Egypt, where he fled from 
King Solomon. When he heard the 
news, he came back from Egypl 
The people sent and called for 
him. So Jeroboam and all Israel 
came and talked to Rehoboam. 
4 “Your father made the yoke heavy 
for us,” they said. ‘‘Now make your 
father's hard service and his heavy 
yoke he put on us lighter, and we’ll 
serve you. ’ 

5 ”Come back to me the day after 
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tomorrow,” he answered them. So 
the people went away. 

6 King Rehoboam consulted with 
the old men who served his father 
Solomon when he was still living. 
“What kind of answer do you advise 
me to give these people?” he asked 
them. 

7 “If you try to be friendly to these 
people and please them and say kind 
things to them,” they told him, “they 
will always be your servants.” 

8 But he turned away from the 
advice the old men gave him. and he 
consulted with the young men who 
had grown up with him and were 
serving him. 9 “What advice do you 
give?” he asked them, “so we may 
answer these people who told 
me. ‘Make the yoke your father put 
on us lighter.’ 

“The young men who had grown 
up with him said, “This is what you 
should tell the people who said to 
you. Your father made our yoke 
heavy, but you must make it lighter 
for us’; tell them, *my little finger is 
thicker than my father’s waist. 
“Now. my father loaded you with a 
heavy yoke; I will add to it. My 
father punished you with whips; I 
will do it with scourges.' 

“Jeroboam and all the people 
came to Rehoboam the third day as 
the king had told then to do. “And 
the king gave them a harsh answer. 
King Rehoboam refused to take the 
advice of the old men “and. 
following the advice of the young 
men, told them, “He made your yoke 
heavy, but I will add to it.My father 
punished you with whips, but I will 
do it with scourges.” “So the king 
refused to listen to the people; God 
arranged it this way, that the LORD 
might do as He told Jeroboam, 
Nebat’s son, by Ahijah from Shiloh. 

“When all Israel realized the king 


refused to listen to them, the people 
answered the king, “What share 
have we in David? There’s nothing 
for us in Jesse’s son. Everyone in 
Israel, go home! Now look after your 
own family. David.” So all Israel 
went home “and Rehoboam ruled 
only over the Israelites who lived in 
the cities of Judah. 

“King Rehoboam sent Hadoram, 
who managed the slave labor, but 
the men of Israel stoned him to 
death, and King Rehoboam got on 
his chariot as fast as he could to flee 
to Jerusalem. ie So Israel has rebelled 
against David’s family to this day. 

n When Rehoboam came to 
Jerusalem, he gathered the 
people of Judah and Benjamin, 
180,000 of the best soldiers, to fight 
against Israel and make Rehoboam 
king of all Israel again. 

2 But the LORD spoke to Shemaiah, 
the man of God: 3 “Tell Rehoboam, 
Solomon’s son, king of Israel, and 
also all Israel in Judah and Ben¬ 
jamin, 4 the LORD says this: ‘Don’t 
go up and fight against your fellow 
Israelites. Everyone of you, go home, 
because this is My doing.’ ” They 
listened to what the LORD said and 
returned from going against 
Jeroboam. 

s Rehoboam lived in Jerusalem and 
built walled cities in Judah. 6 He 
built Bethlehem, Etam, Tekoa, 7 Beth- 
zur, Soco, Adullam, 8 Gath, 
Mareshah, Ziph, 9 Adoraim, Lachish, 
Azekah. “Zorah, Aijalon, and 
Hebron, which are in Judah. “He 
made the fortifications stronger and 
put captains in them, and stores of 
food, oil, and wine. ,2 In each city 
he stored shields and spears, and 
he made them very strong; so Judah 
and Benjamin remained his. 

“Wherever there were priests 
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and Levites in Israel, they came 
from their territories and took up 
residence near Rehoboam. M The 
priests gave up their land and their 
property and left for Judah and 
Jerusalem because Jeroboam and 
his descendants barred them from 
serving the LORD as priests ,5 and 
he appointed his own priests for the 
high places, for the demons, and for 
the calves he made. "Those who in 
all the tribes of Israel devoted 
themselves to searching for the 
LORD, the God of Israel, followed 
them to Jerusalem to sacrifice to the 
LORD, the God of their fathers. 

17 So they strengthened the kingdom 
of Judah and made Rehoboam, 
Solomon's son, strong for three 
years by living for three years in the 
way of David and Solomon. 

Rehoboam s FamiJy 

'"Rehoboam married Mahalath 
the daughter of Jerimoth the son of 
David, and of Abihaii the grand¬ 
daughter of Eliab the son of Jesse. 
'"She bore him the following sons: 
Jeush, Shemariah, and Zaham. 

20 After her he married Maacah, 
Absalom’s granddaughter. She bore 
him Abijah, Attai, Ziza, and Shelo- 
mith. "Rehoboam loved Maacah, 
Absalom’s granddaughter, more 
than all his other wives and con¬ 
cubines (he married 18 wives and 
had 60 concubines, and had 28 sons 
and 60 daughters). 

"Rehoboam appointed Abijah, 
Maacah’s son, to be the head, the 
prince among his brothers, because 
he wanted to make him king. 23 He 
wisely placed some of his sons in all 
the different parts of Judah and 
Benjamin, in every walled city, and 
gave them plenty of food and got 
many wives for them. 


When Rehoboam was estab¬ 
lished as king and was 
strong, he deserted the LORD’S law, 
and all Israel with him. 2 So in the 
fifth year of King Rehoboam. 
because they rebelled against the 
LORD, Shishak king of Egypt came 
up against Jerusalem 3 with 12,000 
chariots, 60,000 horses, and an 
army that couldn’t be counted; 
coming up with him from Egypt were 
Libyans, Sukkites, and Ethiopians. 

4 He captured the walled cities nf 
Judah and came to Jerusalem. 

The prophet Shemaiah came to 
Rehoboam and the princes of Judah 
who had gathered in Jerusalem on 
account of Shishak. He told them, 
“The LORD says this: ‘You have left 
Me, and so I too leave you in 
Shishak’s hands.’ ’’ Then the 
captains of Israel and the king 
humbled themselves. “The LORD is 
righteous!” they said. 

7 When the LORD saw that they 
humbled themselves, the LORD 
spoke to Shemaiah: “They have 
humbled themselves. I will not 
destroy them. In a little while I will 
give them an escape and not use 
Shishak to pour out My anger on 
Jerusalem. "But they will be 
subject to him so that they 
may learn the difference between 
serving Me and serving the govern¬ 
ments of foreign countries.” 

"Shishak king of Egypt attacked 
Jerusalem and captured the trea¬ 
sures in the LORD’S temple and in 
the king’s palace, taking everything 
away, also the golden shields 
Solomon made. 10 So King Re 
hoboam made bronze shields to 
take their place and ordered tho 
captains of the guards who guarded 
the door of the king’s palace to 
take charge of them. "As often as 
the king went to the LORD’S temple, 
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the guards came and carried them, 
and then they look them back to the 
guardroom. 

"But when he humbled himself, 
the LORD was no longer angry with 
him and didn’t completely destroy 
him; and things went well in Judah. 

"King Rehoboam strengthened 
himself in Jerusalem and ruled. 
Rehoboam was 41 years old when he 
became king, and ruled for 17 years 
in Jerusalem, the city the LORD 
chose out of all the tribes of Israel to 
put His name there. His mother was 
an Ammonite woman by the name of 
Naamah. ,4 He did wrong because 
he wasn’t determined to seek the 
LORD. 

"Isn’t the history of Rehoboam, 
from the first to the last, written in 
the annals of the prophet Shemaiah 
and of the seer Iddo “according to 
the genealogical enrollment”? 
Rehoboam and Jeroboam were 
always fighting. "Rehoboam went 
to rest with his fathers and was 
buried in David’s city, and his son 
Abijah succeeded him as king. 

Abijah 

Abijah started to rule 
over Judah in the 18th 
year of Jeroboam. 2 He ruled three 
years in Jerusalem. His mother was 
Micaiah, the daughter of Uriel from 
Gibeah. 

There was war between Abijah 
and Jeroboam. 3 Abijah got ready 
for battle with an army of 400,000 
chosen fighting men, and Jeroboam 
prepared to oppose him with 800,000 
chosen and bold fighters. 

4 Then Abijah got up on mount 
Zemaraim, which is in the hills of 
Ephraim. “Jeroboam and all Israel, 
listen to me!” he called out. 
^‘Shouldn’t you know that the 
LORD, the God of Israel, made David 


and his descendants the kings of 
Israel forever by a covenant of 
salt? 6 But Jeroboam son of Nebat, 
the servant of Solomon son of David, 
rebelled against the LORD. ’There 
came to him empty-headed and 
worthless men. and they strongly 
opposed Rehoboam, Solomon’s son, 
when Rehoboam was young and 
fainthearted and couldn’t oppose 
them. “And now, do you mean to 
oppose the LORD'S royal rule by 
David’s descendants? You are a big 
crowd, and with you are the golden 
calves Jeroboam made to be your 
gods. e Didn’t you drive out the 
LORD’S priests, Aaron’s de¬ 
scendants, and the Levites, and 
make your own priests, like the 
people of foreign countries? Anyone 
who comes to be consecrated with a 
young bull of the herd and seven 
rams can become a priest of those 
who are no gods. "But as for us, 
the LORD is our God. We have not 
left Him. There are priests who are 
Aaron’s descendants serving the 
LORD, and the Levites are doing 
their work. "These offer burnt 
offerings to the LORD every morning 
and every evening and sweet 
incense; there are the rows of bread 
on the pure table, and the golden 
lampstand with its lamps to burn 
every evening, because we’re doing 
what the LORD our God tells us; but 
you have forsaken Him. "And 
now, God is with us as our Leader, 
and His priests with their battle 
trumpets will sound the call to fight 
against you. Men of Israel, don’t 
fight against the LORD, the God of 
your fathers, because you can’t 
succeed.” 

"But Jeroboam had sent an 
ambush around to get at them from 
behind. So they were in front of 
Judah, and the ambush was behind 
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them. 14 When Judah looked 
around, they saw themselves 
attacked in front and behind. They 
cried to the LORD, and the priests 
blew the trumpets, "and the men 
of Judah raised the battle cry. And 
when they raised the battle cry, God 
struck Jeroboam and all Israel 
before Abijah and Judah. I6 The 
Israelites fled before Judah, and 
God put them in their hands. l7 So 
Abijah and his men struck them 
down in a great defeat, and 500 
chosen men of Israel fell slain. 18 So 
the Israelites were humbled at that 
time, and the men of Judah won 
because they depended on the 
LORD, the God of their fathers. 
"Abijah pursued Jeroboam and took 
cities away from him. Bethel with its 
villages, Jeshanah with its villages, 
and Ephron with its villages. 

20 Jeroboam had no more strength 
left in the time of Abijah. And the 
LORD struck him so that he died. 

21 But Abijah became strong. He 
took 14 wives and had 22 sons and 
16 daughters. “Everything else 
about Abijah, how he lived and what 
he said, is written in the story of the 
prophetIddo. 

And Abijah went to rest 
with his fathers and was 
buried in David's city, and his son 
Asa succeeded him as king. In his 
time the land had peace for 10 
years. 

Asa 

2 Asa did what was good and right 
before the LORD his God. 3 He put 
away the strange altars, broke 
down the sacred pillars, and cut 
down the sacred poles. 4 He told 
Judah to search for the LORD, the 
God of their fathers, and do what 
the Law and the Commandments 


said. 3 From all the cities of Judah 
he put away the high places and the 
altars for incense. And with him the 
kingdom had peace. 

a He built cities with walls in 
Judah. He had no war in those 
years, because the LORD gave him 
rest. 7 He told Judah, “Let us build 
these cities and make walls around 
them with towers, gates, and bars. 
The country is still ours, because we 
have searched for the LORD our 
God. We have searched for Him. 
and He has given us rest all 
around.” So they built, and every¬ 
thing went well. 

a Asa had an army of 300,000 men 
of Judah, armed with large shields 
and spears, and 280,000 men of 
Benjamin, armed with small shields 
and shooting with bows, all of them 
good fighters. 

Then Zerah the Ethiopian with a 
million men and 300 chariots came 
to attack them, coming as far as 
Mareshah. "Asa went out to meet 
him, and they got ready for battle in 
the valley of Zephathah at 
Mareshah. 

"Asa called on the LORD his God. 
“LORD,” he said, “there is no one 
beside You to step between the 
mighty and the weak and to help 
Help us, LORD our God, because we 
depend on You, and in Your name 
we go against this horde. You are 
the LORD our God. Let no man be 
strong enough to oppose You.” 

"The LORD struck down the 
Ethiopians before Asa and Judah so 
that the Ethiopians fled. "Asa and 
his troops pursued them as far as 
Gerar; so many of the Ethiopians fell 
that they could not counterattack; 
they were smashed before the LORD 
and His army. They took a lot of 
spoil ,4 and attacked all the cities 
around Gerar, because the LORD 
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terrified them. They plundered all 
the cities, for they were full of 
spoil. ,5 They also struck down 
those pasturing the cattle and took 
away many sheep and camels as 
they went back to Jerusalem. 

God’s Spirit came on 
Azariah, Oded’s son. 2 He 
went out to meet Asa. “Listen to me, 
Asa,” he told him, “and all you of 
Judah and Benjamin. The LORD is 
with you when you are with Him. If 
you will search for Him, He will let 
you find Him. But if you desert Him, 
He will desert you. 3 Many times 
Israel was without the true God, 
without a priest who taught, and 
without the law. 4 But when they 
were in trouble, they turned to the 
LORD, the God of Israel. When they 
looked for Him, He let them find 
Him. s In those times no one lived 
peacefully, because everybody was 
confused. “Nation fought with 
nation, city with city; God had 
confused them with every kind of 
trouble. 7 But you must be strong 
and not discouraged, because your 
work will be rewarded.” 

“When Asa heard what the 
prophet Oded prophesied, he took 
courage and put away the abomina¬ 
tions from all of Judah, Benjamin, 
and the cities he had captured in the 
hills of Ephraim. He also repaired 
the LORD’S altar in front of the 
porch of the LORD. 

•Then he gathered all Judah and 
Benjamin and the people who had 
come from Ephraim, Manasseh, and 
Simeon to stay with them, because 
many of them left Israel to come to 
him when they saw the LORD his 
God was with Asa. *°So they 
gathered at Jerusalem in the third 
month of the 15th year of Asa’s 
rule. "On that day they sacrificed 


to the LORD a part of the spoils they 
had gotten, 700 cattle and 7,000 
sheep. 12 They made a covenant to 
seek the LORD, the God of their 
fathers, with all their heart and 
soul. ,3 And anyone who wouldn’t 
seek the LORD, the God of Israel, 
was to be killed, young or old, man 
or woman. 14 They made their oath 
to the LORD with loud shouting and 
the blowing of trumpets and 
horns. 1S All Judah was delighted 
with the oath, because they took it 
with all their hearts; and when they 
looked for the LORD eagerly. He let 
them find Him. And the LORD gave 
them peace all around. 

’“King Asa also removed his 
grandmother Maacah from being 
queen mother, because she had 
made a disgraceful image for a 
sacred pole. Asa cut down her 
image, crushed it, and burned it in 
the Kidron valley. 17 Although the 
high places were not put away from 
Israel, Asa was at heart perfectly 
loyal all his life. ’“He brought the 
silver, the gold, and the utensils he 
and his father had consecrated into 
God’s temple. 

Asa's War with Baasha 

‘“There was no war till the 35th 
year of Asa’s rule. 

In the 36th year of 
Asa’s rule Baasha king 
of Israel went up against Judah and 
fortified Ramah in order not to let 
anyone come from or go to Asa king 
of Judah. 

2 Then Asa brought out silver and 
gold from the storehouse of the 
LORD’S temple and the king's palace 
and sent them to Benhadad king of 
Syria, who was living in Damascus. 
3 ‘*Let’s have a treaty between me 
and you,” he said, “as there was 
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between my father and yours. I’m 
sending you silver and gold. Break 
your treaty with Baasha king of 
Israel so he will leave and let me 
alone.” 

4 Benhadad did what King Asa 
asked him. He sent the commanders 
of his armies to the cities of Israel. 
They attacked Ijon, Dan, and Abel- 
maim, and all the store-cities of 
Naphtali. 5 When Baasha heard 
the news, he quit fortifying Ramah 
and stopped work on it. 

6 Then King Asa took all Judah, 
and they carried the stones and the 
wood with which Baasha had 
fortified Ramah, and they used them 
to fortify Geba and Mizpah. 

7 At that time the seer Hanani 
came to Asa king of Judah. “Because 
you depended on the king of Syria 
and not on the LORD your God,” he 
said, “the army of the king of Syria 
has escaped your hands. “Were 
not the Ethiopians and Libyans a 
vast army with very many chariots 
and horses? But when you depended 
on the LORD, He put them in your 
hands. “The LORD’S eyes scan the 
whole world to use His strength for 
those whose hearts are altogether 
loyal to Him. You acted foolishly in 
this matter, because from now on 
you will have wars.” 

10 But Asa got angry with the seer 
and put him in the stocks, for his 
words had made Asa furious. Asa 
also treated other people cruelly at 
that time. 

“Everything about Asa, from the 
first to the last, is written in the 
Scroll of the Kings of Judah and 
Israel. 

12 In the 39th year of his rule Asa 
had a disease of his feet that was 
very severe; he didn’t go to the 
LORD for help but to doctors. 

13 Asa went to rest with his fathers 


when he died in the 41st year of his 
rule. ,4 He was buried in the burial 
place he had cut out for himself in 
David’s city. They laid him on a bod 
full of spices and different kinds of 
perfumes made by a perfumer. They 
lit a great fire in his honor. 

fehoshaphat 

His son Jehoshaphat suc¬ 
ceeded him as king, and 
he fortified himself against Israel. 
2 He put troops in all the fortifiod 
cities of Judah and placed garrisons 
in Judah and the cities of Ephraim 
that his father Asa had taken. 

3 The LORD was with Jehoshaphat 
because he lived in the earlier ways 
of his ancestor David and didn’t go 
to the idols of Baal 4 but to his 
father’s God for help and lived by 
His commandments and not accord¬ 
ing to what Israel was doing. s So 
the LORD established the kingdom 
in his hand. All Judah brought gifts 
to Jehoshaphat, and he had plenty of 
riches and honor. “He felt en¬ 
couraged in the LORD’S ways and 
also got rid of the high places and 
sacred poles in Judah. 

7 In the third year of his rule he 
sent his officers. Ben-hail, Obadiah. 
Zechariah, Nethanel, and Micaiah. 
to teach in the towns of Judah. 
“With them were the Levites. 
Shemaiah, Nethaniah, Zebadiah. 
Asahel, Shemiramoth, Jehonathan. 
Adonijah, Tobijah, Tobadonijah; 
and with them were the priests. 
Elishama and Jehoram. “They 
taught in Judah, having the Scroll of 
the Law of the LORD with them, and 
went through all the towns of Judah, 
teaching the people. 

,0 The LORD’S terror came on all 
the kingdoms of the lands around 
Judah, so that they didn’t fight with 
Jehoshaphat. “Some of the Philis- 
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tines brought tribute and a lot of 
silver. The Arabs also brought him 
I flocks. 7,700 rams, and 7.700 he- 
goats. “So Jehoshaphat grew to be 
very great. He built fortresses and 
store-cities in Judah. n He had 
great stores in the cities of Judah 
and a force of able fighting men in 
Jerusalem. ,4 These are their totals 
according to their clans. Judah’s 
regimental commanders were Com- 
imander Adnah, and with him 
300,000 bold fighters; ’“next to him 
was Commander Jehohanan, and 
with him 280,000; ,6 next to him 
was Amasiah, Zichri’s son, who 
volunteered to serve the LORD, and 
with him 200,000 seasoned fighting 
men. ,7 In Benjamin there was 
Eliada, a bold fighter, and with 
him were 200,000 armed with bow 
and shield. '“Next to him was 
Jehozabad, and with him 180,000 
armed for battle. '“These were the 
men who served the king besides 
those whom the king put in the 
fortified cities all over Judah. 

Jehoshaphat had great 
wealth and honor. And he 
allied himself with Ahab by mar¬ 
riage. 2 After some years he went 
down to visit Ahab in Samaria. 
Ahab slaughtered many sheep and 
cattle for him and the people who 
were with him, and persuaded him 
to go up with him against Ramoth in 
Gilead. 

3 “Will you go with me to Ramoth 
in Gilead?” Ahab king of Israel 
asked Jehoshaphat king of Judah. 

“I will be like you in this,” he 
answered him, “and my troops like 
/our troops. ‘We will join you in 
he war. But first of all,” Jeho- 
ihaphat told the king of Israel, 
‘please ask what the LORD says.” 

s Then the king of Israel gathered 


400 prophets. “Should we go and 
fight against Ramoth in Gilead or 
not?” he asked them. 

“Go up,” they said. “God will put 
it in the king’s hands.” 

“But Jehoshaphat asked, “Isn’t 
there a prophet of the LORD here 
anymore so we can ask him?” 

7 “There is still another man by 
whom we can ask the LORD,” the 
king of Israel said to Jehoshaphat. 
“But I hate him; he prophesies 
nothing good about me but always 
evil. He is Micaiah, Imla’s son.” 

“The king shouldn’t say that,” 
Jehoshaphat said. 

“Then the king of Israel called an 
officer. “Hurry and get Micaiah, 
Imla’s son,” he said. 

“The king of Israel and Jeho¬ 
shaphat king of Judah sat each on 
his throne, dressed in their robes, 
and they were on the threshing floor 
at the entrance of the gate of 
Samaria, and all the prophets were 
prophesying before them. ,0 Then 
Zedekiah, Chenaanah’s son, made 
iron horns for himself. “The LORD 
says this,” he said, “ ‘with these you 
will push down Aram till they 
are destroyed.’ ” “And all the 
prophets were making the same 
prophecy. “Attack Ramoth in 
Gilead,” they said, “and win a 
victory. The LORD will put it in the 
king’s hands.” 

“The messenger who had gone to 
call Micaiah told him: “Now look! 
The prophets are all agreed in 
telling the king something good. 
Please talk like one of them and tell 
something good.” 

,3 “As the LORD lives,” Micaiah 
said, “I will say what my God says.” 

“When he came to the king, the 
king asked him, “Micaiah, should 
we go to fight Ramoth in Gilead or 
not?” 
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“Attack,” he said, “and win a 
victory; they’ll be put in your 
hands.” 

13 “How many times do I have to 
put you under oath,” the king asked 
him, “to make you tell me nothing 
but the truth in the LORD’S name?” 

18 “I saw all Israel scattered in the 
hills,” he said, “like sheep without a 
shepherd. And the LORD said, 
‘These have no master. Each should 
go home peacefully.’ ’’ 

17 “Didn’t I tell you,” the king of 
Israel asked Jehoshaphat, “he 
would prophesy nothing good about 
me but only evil?” 

,8 “Hear what the LORD says,” he 
said. “I saw the LORD sitting on His 
throne, and the whole army of 
heaven was standing at His right 
and left. 1B ‘Who will deceive Ahab 
king of Israel,’ the LORD asked, ‘so 
he will attack and fall at Ramoth in 
Gilead?’ One said one thing, and 
another said another. 

20 “Then a spirit stepped up and 
stood before the LORD. ‘I’ll deceive 
him,' he said. 

‘How?’the LORD asked. 

21 “ ‘I will go out,’ he said, ‘and 
become a lying spirit in the mouth of 
all His prophets.’ 

“ ‘You will deceive him,’ he said, 
‘and also succeed. Go and do 
that.’ 22 And now you see, the LORD 
has put a lying spirit in the mouth of 
these prophets of yours, but the 
LORD speaks evil about you.” 

23 Zedekiah, Chenaanah’s son, 
went up to Micaiah and hit him on 
the cheek. “Which way did the spirit 
go,” he asked, “when he left me to 
talk to you?” 

24 "You will see,” Micaiah an¬ 
swered, “that day when you go into 
an inner room to hide.” 

”“Take Micaiah,” the king of 
Israel said, “and bring him back to 


Amon, the governor of the city, and 
to Joash, the king’s son, 28 and say. 
‘The king says this, “Put this fellow 
in prison and feed him a scant ration 
of bread and water till I come back 
safely.” ’ ” 

27 “If you really come back safely ,’ 1 
Micaiah answered, “the LORD 
hasn’t spoken by me.” And he 
added, “All you people, listen.” 

28 So the king of Israel and 
Jehoshaphat, king of Judah, went up 
to Ramoth in Gilead. ZB “I will 
disguise myself before going into 
battle,” the king of Israel told 
Jehoshaphat, “and you dress in your 
clothes.” So the king of Israel 
disguised himself, and then they 
went into battle. 

30 The king of Syria had given 
orders to the captains of his 
chariots. “Don’t fight with anyone at 
all except the king of Israel.” 

31 When the captains of the 
chariots saw Jehoshaphat, they 
said, “It's the king of Israel!” and 
they turned around to fight against 
him. But Jehoshaphat cried out. Su 
the LORD helped him. and God led 
them to leave him. 32 When the 
captains of the chariots saw he 
wasn’t the king of Israel, they 
turned away from him. 

33 A man drew a bow to shoot at 
random, and hit the king between 
the lower armor and the breast¬ 
plate. So he told the driver of the 
chariot, “Turn and take me away 
from these troops —I’m badly 
wounded.” 34 The battle got more 
violent that day, but the king of 
Israel kept himself standing in the 
chariot over against the Syrians 
until evening, but when the sun wen! 
down, he died. 

Jehoshaphat king of Judah 
came back home safely to 
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Jerusalem. J Then Jehu the son of 
Hanani the seer went out to meet 
him. “Should you help the wicked,” 
he asked King Jehoshaphat, “and 
love those who hate the LORD? For 
this the LORD is angry with you. 
3 Yet there is some good found in you: 
You have rid the land of the sacred 
poles and made up your mind to go 
to God for help.” 

4 While Jehoshaphat was living in 
Jerusalem, he went out again among 
the people from Beersheba to the 
hills of Ephraim and brought the 
people back to the LORD, the God 
of their fathers. 5 He appointed 
judges in the country, in each and 
every fortified city of Judah. 
6 “Consider what you do,” he told the 
judges; “when you judge, you don’t 
do it for men but for the LORD, who 
is with you when you make your 
decisions. 7 And now, may the fear 7 
of the LORD be upon you. Watch 
what you do; the LORD our God is 
not unjust; He shows no preference 
for anyone and takes no bribes.” 

“Also in Jerusalem Jehoshaphat 
appointed Levites, priests, and 
leaders of the tribes of Israel to 
serve as judges and decide cases. 
These lived in Jerusalem. ““Fear 
the LORD, as you do this,” he 
ordered them, “be faithful with 
undivided minds. ‘“Whenever a 
case comes before you from your 
kinsmen living in their towns, 
whether it involves bloodshed or the 
breaking of a law or a command¬ 
ment. a rule, or a regulation, you 
shall warn them not to become guilty 
before the LORD, making Him angry 
wilh both you and them. Do this and 
you will not be guilty. “And now, 
Amariah the high priest will be in 
charge of you in every religious 
matter, and Zebadiah. Ishmael’s 
son. ruler of the tribe of Judah, in 


every civil, matter. The Levites are 
ready to serve you as officers. Be 
strong and act, and the LORD be 
with those who do right.” 

Later the Moabites, Am¬ 
monites, and some of the 
Meunites with them came to fight 
against Jehoshaphat. 2 Some men 
came and told Jehoshaphat, “A large 
mass of people are coming against 
you from the other side of the sea, 
from Edom, and they are already in 
Hazazon-tamar (Engedi).” 

’Frightened, Jehoshaphat decided 
to go to the LORD for help. He pro¬ 
claimed a fast in all Judah. 4 Judah 
gathered to get help from the LORD, 
the people coming from all the 
towns of Judah to get help from the 
LORD. ’Jehoshaphat stood in the 
congregation of Judah on the temple 
grounds of the LORD before the new 
court. ““LORD, God of our fa¬ 
thers,” he said, “aren’t You God in 
heaven? And aren’t You the one 
who rules over all the kingdoms 
of the nations? You have the pow¬ 
er and might so that nobody can 
oppose You. 7 Didn’t You, our God, 
drive out those living in this country 
before Your people Israel and give it 
to the descendants of Your friend 
Abraham forever? “And they have 
lived in it and built a holy place for 
Your name in it, saying, ®“If ca¬ 
lamity comes to us, war, judgment, 
plague, famine, we will stand be¬ 
fore this temple and before You, 
because Your name is in this tem¬ 
ple, and we will cry to You in our 
troubles, and then You will hear us 
and save us. ,0 And now here are the 
Ammonites, Moabites, and the people 
of Mount Seir. You didn’t let Israel 
invade them when they came out of 
Egypt, and they turned away from 
them and didn’t destroy them. “And 
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this is how they are paying us back, by 
coning to drive us out of Your 
possession that You gave us to 
inherit. ,2 Our God, won’t You punish 
them? We don’t have the strength to 
face this vast crowd that is attacking 
us. We don’t know what to do, but 
we’re looking to You.” ,3 A11 Judah 
with their babies, their wives, and 
their children were standing before the 
LORD. 

"Then the LORD’S Spirit came on 
Jahaziel son of Zechariah, son of 
Benaiah, son of Jeiel, son of Mattaniah, 
one of the descendants of Asaph and 
Levi. ““Listen to me, all Judah,” he 
said, “and you people living in 
Jerusalem, and King Jehoshaphat. The 
LORD tells you this: ‘Don’t let this vast 
crowd frighten or terrify you, because 
the battle isn’t yours but God’s. “To¬ 
morrow go down against them. They 
are coming up the slope of Ziz. You will 
find them at the end of the valley 
before the wilderness of Jeruel. 17 You 
don’t need to fight in this battle. Take 
your places, stand, and see how the 
LORD, who is on your side, will save 
you, Judah, and Jerusalem.’ Don’t be 
frightened or terrified. Tomorrow go 
out to meet them. The LORD is with 
you.” “Jehoshaphat bowed down 
with his face on the ground, and all 
Judah and the people who lived in 
Jerusalem bowed before the LORD to 
worship Him. “And the Levites, 
descendants of Kohath and Korah, 
stood up to praise the LORD, the God 
of Israel very loudly. 

“They rose early in the mor ning and 
went out to the wilderness of Tekoa. 
As they went out, Jehoshaphat stood 
and said: “Listen to me, Judah and you 
people living in Jerusalem. Trust the 
LORD your God, and feel confident. 
Trust His prophets, and you will 
win.” "When he had advised the 
people, he appointed those who were 


to sing to the LORD and praise Him in 
beautiful holy garments as they went 
out before the army and sang, “Thank 
the LORD because He is forever 
kind!” “Just as they started to shout 
and praise, the LORD set an ambush 
against the Ammonites, Moabites, and 
the people of Mount Seir who had 
come into Judah, and they were 
hurt. “Then the Ammonites and 
Moabites attacked the people from 
Mount Seir to destroy them and wipe 
them out. And when they had com¬ 
pletely wiped out the people of Seir, 
each one helped to destroy the other. 

"Judah came to the watch-tower in 
the wilderness and looked for the 
horde—they were now corpses fallen 
to the ground, and none had escaped, 
“When Jehoshaphat and his troops 
came to take the spoils, they found 
among them a great quantity of goods, 
clothes, and precious ornaments, and 
they stripped off the spoils for 
themselves, but it was too much to 
carry away. They spent three days 
taking the spoils, there was so 
much. “On the fourth day they 
gathered in the Valley of Blessing. 
Because they blessed the LORD there, 
that place is still called the Valley of 
Blessing today. 

“All the men of Judah and Jerusalem 
went back to Jerusalem with Jeho* 
shaphat leading them. They were 
happy because the LORD had made 
them triumph over their enemies. 
“They came with lutes, lyres, and 
trumpets into Jerusalem to the LORD’S 
temple. 

“So the LORD terrified all the 
surrounding kingdoms when they 
heard how the LORD fought against 
Israel’s enemies. “Now Jehoshaphat 
ruled in peace, since his God gave him 
rest all around. 

"Jehoshaphat ruled over Judah. He 
was 35 years old when he started to 
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rule, and was king for 25 years in 
Jerusalem. His mother was Azubah, 
Shilhi’s daughter. “He lived in the 
ways of his father Asa, not turning 
away from it but doing what was right 
before the LORD. “But the high 
places remained, and the people still 
didn’t set their hearts on the God of 
their fathers. 

Everything else about Jehoshaphat, 
from the first to the last, is written in 
the history of Jehu. Hanani’s son, 
which is included in the Scroll of the 
Kings of Israel. 

“After this Jehoshaphat king of 
Judah allied himself with Ahaziah king 
of Israel, who led him to do 
wrong. “He joined him in having 
ships go to Tarshish; they made the 
ships at Ezion-geber. “Then Eliezer 
son of Dodavahu from Mareshah 
prophesied against Jehoshaphat: “Be¬ 
cause you have allied yourself with 
Ahaziah, the LORD will destroy your 
work.’’ And so the ships were wrecked 
and couldn’t go to Tarshish. 

Jehoram 

Jehoshaphat went to rest 
with his fathers and was 
buried with his fathers in David’s 
city, and his son Jehoram succeeded 
him as king. 2 He had the following 
brothers, sons of Jehoshaphat: 
Azariah, Jehiel, Zechariah, Aza- 
riahu, Michael, and Shephatiah. All 
these were the sons of Jehoshaphat, 
king of Israel. 3 Their father gave 
them many gifts—silver, gold, and 
other precious things, along with 
fortified cities in Judah—but he 
gave the kingdom to Jehoram, 
because he was the firstborn. 

4 After Jehoram had taken over his 
father’s kingdom, he strengthened 
himself and then killed all his 
brothers with the sword, and also 
some of the princes of Israel. 


’Jehoram was 32 years old when he 
became king, and he ruled eight 
years in Jerusalem. 6 He lived in the 
ways of the kings of Israel just as 
Ahab’s family had done, because he 
married Ahab’s daughter, and he 
did wrong before the LORD. 7 But 
the LORD did not want to destroy 
David’s family on account of the 
covenant He made with David when 
He promised to give him and his sons 
a light that would burn forever. 

a In his time Edom rebelled against 
Judah’s control and set up a king for 
themselves. 9 Jehoram went over to 
Edom with his officers and all his 
chariots. He had to get up at night 
and fight Edom because he and his 
chariot commanders were sur¬ 
rounded. 10 But Edom rebelled and 
has been independent of Judah’s 
control till now. At that time Libnah 
also rebelled against his control, 
because he had forsaken the LORD, 
the God of his fathers; n he made 
high places in the hills of Judah and 
caused the people of Jerusalem to be 
unfaithful and so led Judah astray. 

,2 Then a letter came to him from 
the prophet Elijah: “The LORD, the 
God of your father David, says this: 
‘Because you haven’t lived in the 
ways of your father Jehoshaphat or 
in the ways of Asa king of Judah, 
,3 but have lived in the ways of the 
kings of Israel and have made Judah 
and the people of Jerusalem unfaith¬ 
ful, just as Ahab’s family did, and 
you have killed your brothers, your 
father’s family, who were better 
than you, "the LORD will strike 
your people, your sons, your wives, 
and all your property with a great 
blow. 19 You yourself will suffer 
many ailments along with a disease 
of the intestines which will cause 
them to fall out day by day.’ ’’ 

,8 The LORD stirred up the spirit of 
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the Philistines against Jehoram, and 
the Arabs who live near the Ethio¬ 
pians. l7 They came up against 
Judah, broke into the country, and 
took away all the property that 
could be found in the king’s palace, 
and also his sons and wives, so that 
no son was left except Jehoahaz, his 
youngest son. '“After all this the 
LORD struck him with an incurable 
disease in his intestines. 1B As time 
went on and his life was coming to 
an end after two years, his intes¬ 
tines fell out during his sickness, 
and he died suffering severely. 

His people lit no fire in his honor 
as they had done for his ancestors. 
Z0 He was 32 years old when he 
started to rule, and was king in 
Jerusalem for eight years. He died 
unwanted and was buried in David’s 
city, but not in the tombs of the 
kings. 

Ahaziah 

The people of Jerusalem 
made his youngest son 
Ahaziah king in his place, because 
the band of armed men who came 
with the Arabs to the camp had 
killed all the older sons. So Ahaziah 
son of Jehoram king of Judah 
ruled. 2 Ahaziah was 42® years 
old when he started to rule, and he 
ruled one year in Jerusalem. His 
mother was Athaiiah, Omri’s grand¬ 
daughter. 3 He also followed in the 
ways of Ahab’s family, because his 
mother advised him to do wrong. 
4 He did wrong before the LORD, like 
Ahab’s family, since after his father 
died they advised him so as to 
destroy him. 

“Following their advice, he went 
with Jehoram, Ahab’s son, king of 
Israel, to fight against Hazael king 


e 22 according to 2 Kings 8:26 


of Syria at Ramoth in Gilead. There 
the Syrians wounded Jehoram. ®He 
went back to Jezreel to be healed of 
the wounds he got in Ramoth when 
he fought against Hazael, king of 
Syria. And Ahaziah, Jehoram’s son, 
king of Judah, went down to see 
Jehoram, Ahab’s son, in Jezreel, 
because he was sick. 

7 Ahaziah’s downfall by his going 
to Jehoram was from God. When he 
came there, he went out with 
Jehoram to meet Jehu, Nimshi’s son, 
whom the LORD had anointed to 
destroy Ahab’s family. “When 
Jehu was executing the judgment on 
Ahab’s family, he found the princes 
of Judah, the nephews of Ahaziah, 
who were serving him, and he killed 
them. 8 He searched for Ahaziah, 
and they captured him while he was 
hiding in Samaria. They brought him 
to Jehu and killed him; they buried 
him, for they said, “He is the 
grandson of Jehoshaphat, who 
searched for the LORD with all his 
heart.’’ Now there was no one of 
Ahaziah’s family able to rule. 

Athaiiah 

‘“When Athaiiah, Ahaziah’s 
mother, saw that her son was dead, 
she proceeded to destroy all the 
royal family of the tribe of Judah. 
"But Jehosheba, the king’s daugh¬ 
ter, took Joash, Ahaziah’s son, and 
stole him away from the king’s sons, 
who were to be killed, and put him 
and his nurse in a bedroom. So King 
Jehoram’s daughter Jehosheba, who 
was the priest Jehoiada's wife and 
Ahaziah’s sister, hid him from 
Athaiiah so that she didn't kill 
him. l2 He was with them, hiding in 
God’s temple, while Athaiiah ruled 
the country. 
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Opposition to Athaliah 

In the seventh year Je- 
hoiada reinforced himself 
by making a pact with certain 
captains of hundreds: Azariah, 
Jeroham's son, Ishmael, Jehohanan’s 
son, Azariah, 0 bed’s son, Maaseiah, 
Adaiah’s son, and Elishaphat, 
Zichri’s son. J They went around in 
Judah, gathered the Levites from all 
the cities of Judah, and the leaders 
of the clans of Israel, and they came 
to Jerusalem. 3 The whole gather¬ 
ing made a covenant with the king in 
God's temple. “There is the king’s 
son," he told them. “He should be 
king, as the LORD promised regard¬ 
ing David’s descendants. 4 This is 
what you must do: A third of you 
priests and Levites who come in on 
the Sabbath must be on guard at the 
threshold gates: 5 and a third at the 
king's palace, and a third at the 
Foundation Gate, and all the people 
must be in the courts of the LORD’S 
temple. 6 No one should come into 
the LORD’S temple except the 
priests and the Levites who serve. 
They may enter because they are 
holy, but all other people should 
follow the ordinance of the LORD. 
7 The Levites should form a circle 
around the king, each with his 
weapons in his hands. Anyone who 
comes into the temple must be killed. 
Stay with the king wherever he 
goes.” 

a So the Levites and all Judah did 
as the priest Jehoiada ordered them. 
Each took his men, those who were 
going off duty on the Sabbath and 
those who were coming on duty on 
the Sabbath, because Jehoiada had 
not dismissed the outgoing divisions. 

fl The priest Jehoiada gave the 


f Heb reads “himself “ 


captains of hundreds King David’s 
spears and small and large shields, 
which were in God’s temple. “He 
stationed all the troops, each 
with his lance in his hand, from the 
south side of the temple to its north 
side and by the altar and that part 
of tha temple where the king 
was. “Then they brought out the 
king’s son, put the crown on him, 
gave him the Law, and Jehoiada and 
his sons made him king, anointing 
him and crying, “Long live the 
king!” 

,2 When Athaliah heard the people 
running and praising the king, she 
went into the LORD’S temple to the 
people. “There she saw the king 
standing by the pillar at the en¬ 
trance, the captains and trumpeters 
beside the king, all the people of the 
land rejoicing and blowing trumpets, 
and singers with musical instru¬ 
ments leading in the songs of praise. 
Athaliah tore her clothes and cried, 
“Treason, treason!” 

“So the priest Jehoiada brought 
out the captains of hundreds who 
were in charge of the army. “Bring 
her out under guard,” he told them, 
“and anyone who tries to follow her 
must be killed with the sword.” The 
priest had said, “Don’t kill her in the 
LORD’S temple.” “So they ar¬ 
rested her, and as she went into the 
entrance of the palace at the Horse 
Gate they killed her there. 

“Jehoiada made a covenant 
between the LORD, f all the people, 
and the king that they would be the 
LORD’S people. ,7 Then all the 
people went to the temple of Baal, 
tore it down, smashed his altars and 
images, and killed Mattan priest of 
Baal before the altars. “Jehoiada 
appointed men to take charge of the

LORD’S temple under the direction 
of the Levitical priests, whose 
divisions David had arranged for the 
LORD’S temple, to offer burnt 
offerings to the LORD as it is written 
in the law of Moses, with joy and 
singing as David had directed 
them. ,B He appointed gatekeepers 
for the gates of the LORD'S temple 
so that no one could enter who was 
in any way unclean. 

20 He took the captains of 
hundreds, the nobles, the governors 
of the people, and all the people of 
the land and brought the king down 
from the LORD’S temple. They came 
through the Upper Gate to the royal 
palace and set the king on the throne 
of the kingdom. 21 All the people 
were delighted, and the city was 
quiet after they had killed Athaliah 
with the sword. 

Joash 

Joash was seven years old 
when he became king, and 
he ruled for 40 years in Jerusalem. 
His mother was Zibiah from 
Beersheba. 2 Joash did what was 
right before the LORD as long as the 
priest Jehoiada lived. 3 Jehoiada got 
him two wives, and he had sons and 
daughters. 

4 After this, Joash planned to 
restore the LORD’S temple. 5 He 
gathered the priests and the Levites. 
“Go out to the cities of Judah,” he 
said, “and collect money from every 
Israelite to repair the temple of your 
God from year to year, and do it 
quickly!” But the Levites didn’t 
hurry. 

6 So the king called the high priest 
Jehoiada. “Why didn’t you demand 
that the Levites collect from Ju¬ 
dah and Jerusalem the tax Moses, 
the LORD’S servant, required of the 
community of Israel for the Tent of 


Testimony?” he asked. 7 “The sons 
of that wicked woman Athaliah have 
broken into God’s temple and used 
all the holy things of the LORD’S 
temple to make images of Baal.” 

“Then the king told them what to 
do, and they made a box and set it 
outside the gate of the LORD’S 
temple. Then they announced in 
Judah and Jerusalem that the tax 
which Moses, the LORD’S servant, 
had laid on Israel in the wilderness 
should be brought in to the LORD. 
10 All the governors and all the 
people gladly brought in the money 
and dropped it into the box till the 
collection was completed. “When¬ 
ever the Levites brought the box to 
the king’s officers and they saw 
how much money there was, the 
king’s secretary and the high 
priest’s officer would come, emplv 
the box, and then carry it back to its 
place. Doing that from day to day. 
they collected a great sum. “The 
king and Jehoiada gave it to the men 
who were in charge of repairing the 
temple, and they hired masons and 
carpenters to restore the LORD'S 
temple, and also smiths who worked 
with iron and bronze to repair 
it. “As these men labored, the 
work of reparation progressed; and 
they restored God’s temple to its 
proper condition and reinforced it. 

“When they finished. they 
brought the rest of the money to the 
king and Jehoiada, who used it to 
make utensils for the LORD'S 
temple—utensils for the service and 
to make offerings, pans and vessels 
of gold and silver. And they offered 
burnt offerings in the LORD’S 
temple continually as long as 
Jehoiada lived. 

“Jehoiada lived to a ripe old age 
and died. He was 130 years old 
when he died. 16 He was buried in 
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David’s city with the kings because 
he had done good in Israel for God 
and His temple. 

17 After he died, the governors of 
)udah came and bowed down before 
the king, and the king listened to 
them. '“They forsook the temple of 
the LORD, the God of their fathers, 
and worshiped sacred poles and 
idols. This guilt of theirs brought 
vengeance on Judah and Jerusalem. 

,9 But He sent prophets to them to 
bring them back to the LORD, and 
they warned them, but they didn’t 
listen. 20 God's Spirit came on 
Zechariah son of Jehoiada the 
priest. Standing before the people, 
he told them: “God says this: ‘Why 
are you breaking the LORD’S 
commandments so that you can’t 
prosper? Because you have for¬ 
saken the LORD, He has forsaken 
you.’ ’’ 21 But they plotted against 

him and by the king’s order stoned 
him in the court of the LORD’S 
temple. 22 So King Joash did not 
remember how kind Jehoiada, 
Zechariah s father, had been to him, 
but killed his son. Dying, he said, 
“May the LORD see and avenge!” 

23 Within a year the army of the 
Syrians attacked Joash. Coming into 
Judah and Jerusalem, they killed all 
the leading men among the people. 
And all the spoils they took from 
them they sent to the king of 
Damascus. 2< The Syrians had 
come with a small number of men, 
but the LORD put Joash's large army 
in their hands because they had 
forsaken the LORD, the God of their 
fathers. So the Syrians carried out 
God’s sentence on Joash. 25 They 
left him suffering from many 
wounds. And when they had left, his 
own men plotted against him for 
murdering the son of the priest 
Jehoiada, and they killed him in his 


bed. When he died, they buried him 
in David’s city but not in the tombs 
of the kings. 26 These were the men 
who conspired against him: Zabad 
son of the Ammonitess Shimeath, 
and Jehozabad son of the Moabitess 
Shimrith. 27 The record about his 
sons and the many prophecies 
against him and the rebuilding of 
God’s temple is in the commentary 
on the Scroll of the Kings. His son 
Amaziah succeeded him as king. 

Amaziah 

Amaziah was 25 years old 
when he began to rule. He 
ruled 29 years in Jerusalem. His 
mother was Jehoaddan from 
Jerusalem. 

2 He did what was right in the 
LORD’S eyes but not with all his 
heart. 3 As soon as he had the 
kingdom firmly in his hands, he 
killed those men who murdered his 
father when he was king. 4 He 
didn’t kill their sons but went 
according to what was written in 
the Law, in the book of Moses, as the 
LORD had commanded: “Fathers 
must not die for their sons, and sons 
must not die for their fathers, but 
each one must die for his own sin.” 

“Amaziah gathered all Judah and 
Benjamin and arranged them 
according to their clans under 
commanders of thousands and of 
hundreds. He counted those who 
were 20 years and older and found 
he had 300,000 picked men fit for 
battle, who could handle spear and 
shield. “He also hired 100,000 
fighters from Israel for 100 talents 
of silver. 

7 But a man of God came to him. 
“King,” he said, “the troops from 
Israel must not go with you, because 
the LORD isn’t with Israel or with 
any of these men from Ephraim. “If 
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you go anyhow, no matter how 
courageous you are in battle, God 
will make you fall before the enemy, 
for God has the power to help men 
and make them fall.” 

9 Amaziah asked the man of God, 
“What should I do about the 100 
talents I gave the troops from 
Israel?” 

The man of God answered, “The 
LORD can give you much more than 
that.” 

l0 Then Amaziah separated the 
troops that had come to him from 
Ephraim and had them go home. But 
they got very angry at Judah and 
returned home furious. 

“Amaziah acted with courage 
and led his army out. When he came 
to the Salt Valley, he struck down 
10,000 of the Edomites. ,2 The men 
of Judah captured another 10,000 
alive, took them to the top of a rock, 
threw them down from the top of the 
rock, and dashed them to pieces. 

u The men of the troop whom 
Amaziah sent back to keep them 
from going with him into battle made 
a raid on the towns in Judah from 
Samaria to Beth-horon. They struck 
down 3,000 of the people and took a 
lot of spoils. 

“After Amaziah came back from 
defeating the Edomites, he brought 
the idols of the people of Seir, set 
them up as his gods, worshiped 
them, and sacrificed to them. “The 
LORD got furious with Amaziah and 
sent a prophet to him who asked 
him: “Why do you go to the gods of 
those people.for help? They couldn’t 
save their own people from your 
hands.” 

16 As he was talking, the king asked 
him: ‘‘Did we make you an adviser to 
the king? Stop it. Why should you be 
struck down?” 

The prophet stopped. “I know,” 


he said, “God is planning to destroy 
you because you did this and 
refused to listen to my advice.” 

“But after getting other advice 
Amaziah king of Judah sent a 
message to Joash son of Jehoahaz, 
son of Jehu, king of Israel. “Come,” 
he said, “let us meet in battle.” 

18 Joash king of Israel sent a 
message to Amaziah king of Judah: 
“A thistle in Lebanon said to a cedar 
in Lebanon, ‘Let your daughter 
marry my son,’ but a wild animal in 
Lebanon came along and tramped 
on the thistle. 1B You say you 
defeated Edom, and you feel cocky 
enough to look for more glory. Stay 
home now. Why must you challenge 
disaster and fall, you and Judah 
with you?” 

20 But Amaziah wouldn’t listen. 
God wanted to put them in the hands 
of Joash because they had gone to 
Edom’s gods for help. “Joash king 
of Israel marched against him. He 
and Amaziah king of Judah met in 
battle at Beth-shemesh, which 
belongs to Judah. “Israel defeated 
Judah, and everyone ran home. 
“Joash king of Israel took Amaziah 
son of Joash, son of Jehoahaz, 
prisoner at Beth-shemesh and 
brought him to Jerusalem. And he 
tore down 400 cubits of the wall of 
Jerusalem, from the Ephraim Gate to 
the Corner Gate. “And all the gold 
and silver, all the equipment he 
found with Obed-edom in God’s 
temple, and the treasures in the 
king’s palace, also the hostages, he 
brought back to Samaria. 

“Amaziah son of Joash king of 
Judah lived 15 years after Joash son 
of Jehoahaz king of Israel died. 
“The rest of Amaziah’s history, 
from the first to the last—aren't 
they written in the Scroll of the 
Kings of Judah and Israel? 27 After 
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Amaziah turned away from the 
LORD, men in Jerusalem plotted 
against him. So he fled to Lachish. 
They sent men to Lachish after him, 
and they killed him there. 2a They 
brought him by horse and buried 
him with his fathers in the city of 
Judah. 

Uzziah 

Then all the people of 
Judah took Uzziah, who 
was 16 years old, and made him king 
to succeed his father Amaziah. 
2 He built Elath. bringing it back to 
Judah after the king had gone to rest 
with his fathers. J Uzziah was 16 
when he became king, and he was 
king in Jerusalem 52 years. His 
mother was Jecoliah from Jeru¬ 
salem. 4 He did what was right 
before the LORD just as his father 
Amaziah had done. 5 He went to 
God for help in the days of 
Zechariah, who was teaching in the 
fear of God. And as long as he went 
to the LORD for help. God gave him 
success. 

"He went out and fought with the 
Philistines and tore down the wall of 
Gath, the wall of Jabneh, and the 
wall of Ashdod. He built cities in the 
country of Ashdod and elsewhere 
among the Philistines. 7 God helped 
him against the Philistines, the 
Arabs living in Gur-baal, and the 
Meunites. "The Ammonites paid 
tribute to Uzziah, and his fame 
spread to the border of Egypt 
because he grew very strong. 
"Uzziah built towers in Jerusalem, on 
the Corner Wall, on the Valley Gate, 
and at the Angle, and he fortified 
them. 10 He built towers in the 
wilderness and dug many cisterns 
because he had a lot of herds in the 
lowlands and the plain. He had 
farmers and vineyard workers in 


the hills and the fertile fields 
because he loved the soil. 

"Uzziah had an army of fighting 
men, whose regiments went to war 
according to the number mustered 
by the secretary Jeiel and the clerk 
Maaseiah. They were commanded 
by Hananiah, one of the king’s 
officers. "The total number of clan 
leaders of these courageous men 
was 2,600. "Under them was an 
army of 307,500 who could fight with 
great ability to support the king 
against the enemy. "For the whole 
army Uzziah prepared shields, 
spears, helmets, coats of armor, 
bows, and stones for slings. ,5 In 
Jerusalem he made machines 
designed by skillful men to be on 
the towers and corners to shoot 
arrows and big stones. 

His fame spread far and wide, 
because he was wonderfully 
supported until he became strong. 
,8 But when he was strong he got so 
puffed up it ruined him. He became 
disloyal to the LORD his God. He 
went into the LORD'S temple to burn 
incense on the altar of incense. 
"The priest Azariah went in after 
him with 80 of the LORD’S courage¬ 
ous priests. ’"They opposed King 
Uzziah. “You have no right, Uzziah,’’ 
they told him. “to burn incense to 
the LORD. It is the right of the 
priests, Aaron’s descendants, who 
are consecrated to burn incense. 
Get out of this holy place because 
you have been disloyal. The LORD 
God will not honor you for this.” 

‘"Then Uzziah got angry. While he 
held a censer in his hand to burn 
incense and was angry with the 
priests, leprosy broke out on his 
forehead in front of the priests in 
the LORD’S temple as he was 
bending over the altar of incense. 
20 The high priest Azariah watched 
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him and so did all the priests—there 
was the leprosy on his forehead. 
They rushed him away, and he 
himself was in a hurry to get out 
because the LORD had struck 
him. 2, King Uzziah was a leper till 
he died, and being a leper he stayed 
in a separate house and also was 
excluded from the LORD’S temple. 

His son Jotham was in charge of 
the king’s palace, governing the 
people of the country. 

22 The rest of Uzziah’s history from 
the first to the last, is recorded by 
the prophet Isaiah son of Amoz. 
23 He went to rest with his fathers 
and was buried with his fathers in a 
cemetery that belonged to the kings, 
because people said, “He was a 
leper." His son Jotham succeeded 
him as king. 

Jotham 

Jotham was 25 years old 
when he became king, and 
he ruled in Jerusalem for 16 years. 
His mother was Jerushah, Zadok’s 
daughter. 2 He did what was right 
before the LORD just as his father 
Uzziah had done—but he didn’t 
invade the LORD’S temple. However, 
the people continued to be corrupt. 

3 He built the upper gate of the 
LORD’S temple and built up the wall 
at Ophel. 4 He built towns in the 
hills of Judah, and in the wooded 
areas he built forts and towers. 
5 He fought with the king of the 
Ammonites and conquered them. 
That year the Ammonites gave him 
100 talents of silver and 100,000 
bushels of wheat and 100,000 
bushels of barley. The Ammonites 
gave him the same amount in the 
second year and in the third. 

8 Jotham grew powerful because 
he lived right before the LORD his 
God. 


7 The rest of Jotham’s history with 
all his wars and ways you will find 
recorded in the Scroll of the Kings of 
Israel and Judah. 8 He was 25 years 
old when he became king, and he 
ruled in Jerusalem for 16 years. 
“And Jotham went to rest with his 
fathers and was buried in David’s 
city. His son Ahaz succeeded him as 
king. 

Ahaz 

Ahaz was 20 years old 
when he became king, and 
he ruled in Jerusalem for 16 years. 
He didn’t do what was right before 
the LORD like his ancestor 
David. 2 He lived like the kings of 
Israel and even cast metal images to 
serve as Baals. 3 He burned 
sacrifices in the valley of Hinnom’s 
son and burned his sons in fire—one 
of the abominable things done by the 
nations the LORD drove out ahead 
of Israel. 4 He sacrificed and 
burned incense on the high places, 
on the hills, and under every green 
tree. 

5 And so the LORD his God put him 
in the hands of the king of Syria, 
who defeated him and took away 
many prisoners and brought them to 
Damascus. He also put him in the 
hands of the king of Israel, who 
defeated him in a great slaughter. 
6 Pekah, Remaliah’s son, killed in 
Judah 120,000 on one day, all good 
fighting men, because they had 
forsaken the LORD, the God of their 
fathers. 7 Zichri, a hero front 
Ephraim, killed Maaseiah the king’s 
son, Azrikam the palace manager, 
and Elkanah, who was next to the 
king. “The men of Israel took from 
their fellow Israelites 200,000 
prisoners—women and children— 
and they also took a lot of spoil from 
them and brought it to Samaria. 
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8 But there was a prophet of the 
LORD; his name was Oded. He went 
out to meet the army coming home to 
Samaria. “You see,” he told them, 
“how the LORD, the God of your 
fathers, was so angry with Judah He 
put them in your hands and you 
killed them in a rage that reached 
high heaven. t0 And now you intend 
to put the people of Judah and 
Jerusalem under you as your male 
and female slaves. But aren’t you. 
too, guilty of wrongs against the 
LORD your God? "Now listen to 
me and send back these prisoners 
you have taken from your fellow 
Israelites, because the LORD is 
furious with you.” 

"Then some leaders of Ephraim, 
Azariah son of Jehohan, Berechiah 
son of Meshillemoth, Jehizkiah son 
of Shallum, and Amasa son of 
Hadlai, got up to oppose those 
coming home from the war. "‘‘Don’t 
bring the prisoners here,” they told 
them. “You mean to make us guilty 
of this wrong against the LORD and 
add to our sins and guilt. Our guilt is 
already so great that the LORD is 
furious with Israel.” 

"So the armed men left the 
prisoners and the spoil in front of 
the leaders and the whole gathering. 
"Then the men mentioned by name 
took charge of the prisoners and 
gave clothes from the spoil to all the 
naked. They dressed them, put 
sandals on them, gave them some¬ 
thing to eat and drink, and anointed 
them. Carrying on donkeys all who 
were exhausted, they brought them 
to Jericho, the city of palms, near 
their own people. Then they re¬ 
turned to Samaria. 

l# At that time King Ahaz sent to 
the kings of Assyria to get help. 
17 The Edomites had again invaded 
Judah and defeated them and taken 


away prisoners. ,8 And the Philis¬ 
tines had raided the lowland and the 
south of Judah and captured Beth- 
shemesh, Aijalon, Gederoth, Soco 
with its villages, Timnah with its 
villages, and Gimzo with its villages, 
and began living in them. ,B The 
LORD humbled Judah on account of 
Ahaz king of Israel, who allowed 
depravity to spread and was 
unfaithful to the LORD. 

20 Tillegath-pilneser king of As¬ 
syria came to him and, rather than 
strengthening him, made trouble for 
him. "Ahaz plundered the LORD’S 
temple and the palaces of the king 
and of the princes to pay 
off the king of Assyria, but it didn’t 
help him. 22 ln the time of his 
distress King Ahaz became even 
more unfaithful to the LORD, 23 and 
he sacrificed to the gods of Dama¬ 
scus who had defeated him. He 
thought, “The gods of the kings of 
Syria are helping them. I’ll sacrifice 
to them so they will help me.” But 
they only helped to ruin him and all 
Israel. 

24 Ahaz collected the utensils in 
God’s temple, cut them up, and 
closed the doors of the LORD’S 
temple. He made altars for himself 
on every corner in Jerusalem. 
29 And in each city of Judah he made 
high places to sacrifice to other 
gods, and so he made the LORD, the 
God of his fathers, angry. 

28 The rest of his history and all his 
ways from the first to the last you 
will find written in the Scroll of the 
Kings of Judah and Israel. 27 Ahaz 
went to rest with his fathers and 
was buried in the city of Jerusalem 
because they didn’t bring him into 
the burial place of the kings of 
Israel. His son Hezekiah succeeded 
him as king. 
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Hezekiah 

Hezekiah became king when 
he was 25 years old, and 
he was king in Jerusalem for 29 
years. His mother was Abijah, 
Zechariah’s daughter. 2 He did 
what was right before the LORD as 
his ancestor David had done. 3 In 
his first year as king, in the first 
month, he opened the doors of the 
LORD’S temple and repaired them. 

4 He brought in the priests and 
Levites and gathered them in the 
square on the east side. 5 “Listen to 
me, Levites,” he told them, “sanctify 
yourselves now and sanctify the 
temple of the LORD, the God of your 
fathers, and carry the filth out of the 
holy place. ®Our fathers were 
unfaithful. They did what is wrong 
before the LORD our God by 
deserting Him, turning away from 
the place where the LORD lives, and 
turning their backs to Him. 7 They 
also shut the doors of the porch, put 
out the lamps, and didn’t burn 
incense or offer burnt offerings in 
the holy place to the God of 
Israel. 8 And so the LORD was 
angry with Judah and Jerusalem and 
made them a horror, something 
people deride and hiss at, as you can 
see with your own eyes. “You see 
how our fathers were cut down by 
the sword, and our sons, daughters, 
and wives are in captivity for 
this. ,0 Now I have in mind to make 
a covenant with the LORD, the God 
of Israel, so that He may turn His 
blazing fury away from us. “Now 
don’t be negligent, my sons. The 
LORD has chosen you to stand 
before Him, serve Him, be His 
servants, and bring sacrifices.” 

12 So the Levites got started. From 
Kohath’s descendants: Mahath, 
Amasai's son, and Joel, Azariah’s 


son. From Merari’s descendants: 
Kish, Abdi’s son, and Azariah. 
Jehallelel’s son. From Gershon's 
descendants: Joah, Zimmah’s son, 
and Eden, Joah’s son. ,3 From 
Elizaphan’s descendants: Shimri 
and Jeiel. From Asaph’s descen 
dants: Zechariah and Mattaniah. 
M From Heman’s descendants: Jehiel 
and Shimei. From Jeduthun’s 
descendants: Shemaiah and Uzziel. 
l5 These gathered the other Levites. 
sanctified themselves, and went in. 
obeying the king’s order as the 
LORD had told him, to cleanse the 
LORD’S temple. l6 The priests went 
inside the LORD’S temple to cleanse 
it, and all the unclean things they 
found in the LORD’S temple they 
carried out into the court of the 
LORD’S temple. Then the Leviles 
took it to carry it outside to the 
brook Kidron. 17 They started to 
sanctify on the first day of the first 
month, and on the eighth day they 
went into the LORD'S porch and 
sanctified the LORD’S temple for 
eight days, and finished on the 16th 
day of the first month. 

t0 Then they went in to King 
Hezekiah. “We have cleansed all of 
the LORD’S temple,” they said, “and 
the altar for burnt offerings with all 
its utensils, the table with the rows 
of bread on it and all its utensils. 
,B also all the utensils King Ahaz 
threw out when he was king and 
unfaithful. We have restored them 
and sanctified them, and there thev 
are in front of the LORD’S altar.” 

Dedication of the Temple 

20 Early in the morning Hezekiah 
gathered the leaders of the city and 
went up to the LORD’S temple. 
2, They brought seven bulls, seven 
rams, seven lambs, and seven male 
goats as a sacrifice for sin for 
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the king’s household, for the holy 
place, and for Judah. And he 
ordered the priests, Aaron's 
descendants, to sacrifice them on 
the LORD’S altar. 

22 So they killed the bulls, and the 
priests took the blood and dashed it 
against the altar. Then they killed 
the rams and dashed the blood 
against the altar. Then they killed 
the lambs and dashed the blood 
against the altar. “Then they 
brought the male goats for the sin 
offering before the king and the 
assembly, and they laid their hands 
on them. “The priests killed them 
and made their blood a sin offering 
at the altar to forgive all Israel, for 
the king had said the burnt offerings 
and sin offerings should be for all 
Israel. 

25 He had the Levites stand in the 
LORD’S temple with cymbals, lutes, 
and lyres as David, Gad the king’s 
seer, and the prophet Nathan had 
ordered; for the LORD had ordered 
this by His prophets. “The Levites 
stood with David’s instruments, and 
the priests with the trumpets. 
27 Then Hezekiah ordered the 
sacrificing of burnt offerings on the 
altar. When the burnt offering 
started, the singing to honor the 
LORD also started, and the trumpets 
led by the instruments of David king 
of Israel. “The whole assembly 
bowed down during the singing and 
the blowing of the trumpets, all of it 
continuing till the burnt offering 
was finished. “When the burnt 
offerings were finished, the king and 
all who were with him kneeled and 
bowed down. “Then King Hez¬ 
ekiah and the leaders told the 
Levites to praise the Lord in the 
words of David and the seer Asaph. 
And they sang praises joyfully and 
bowed down and worshiped. 


31 “Now you have consecrated 
yourselves to the LORD,’’ Hezekiah 
said. “Come near and bring sacri¬ 
fices and thankofferings to the 
LORD’S temple.” 

The congregation brought sacri¬ 
fices and thankofferings, and 
everyone who wanted to brought 
burnt offerings. “The burnt of¬ 
ferings brought by the community 
totaled 70 bulls, 100 rams, 200 
lambs. All these were a burnt 
offering to the LORD. “The 
consecrated animals were 600 bulls 
and 3,000 sheep. “But the priests 
were too few to be able to skin all 
the burnt offerings, and so the 
others of their tribe, the Levites, 
helped them till the work was done 
and the priests had sanctified 
themselves. The Levites had a better 
attitude toward sanctifying them¬ 
selves than the priests. “There 
were also plenty of burnt offerings 
besides the fat of the shared 
offerings and plenty of drink 
offerings included with the burnt 
offerings. So the service in the 
LORD’S temple was restored. 
“Hezekiah and all the people were 
delighted because of what God had 
prepared for the people. It had all 
happened quite suddenly. 

The Passover 

Hezekiah sent a message 
to all Israel and Judah 
and also wrote letters to Ephraim 
and Manasseh to come to the 
LORD’S temple in Jerusalem to 
celebrate the Passover of the LORD, 
the God of Israel. 

2 The king, his leaders, and the 
whole assembly in Jerusalem 
discussed the matter and decided to 
celebrate the Passover in the second 
month. 3 They couldn’t celebrate it 
at the regular time because not

enough priests had sanctified 
themselves and the people hadn’t 
gathered in Jerusalem. 4 The king 
and the whole assembly believed 
what they planned was right. 5 So 
they decided to send an announce¬ 
ment through all Israel from 
Beersheba to Dan to come and 
celebrate the Passover of the LORD, 
the God of Israel, in Jerusalem; for it 
had not been done by many people in 
the prescribed way. 

6 Runners took letters from the 
king and his officers through 
all Israel and Judah giving the king’s 
order: “Israelites, turn back to the 
LORD, the God of Abraham, Isaac, 
and Israel, so that He may return 
to the remnant of you who escaped 
from the kings of Assyria. 7 Don’t 
be like your fathers and your 
relatives, who were unfaithful to the 
LORD, the God of their fathers, so 
that He made them a horror, as you 
saw. 8 Now don’t be stubborn like 
your fathers. Give the LORD your 
pledge of loyalty and come to His 
holy place that He made holy 
forever, and serve the LORD your 
God so that He may turn His blazing 
fury away from you. 9 When you 
turn back to the LORD, your 
relatives and children will find 
mercy from their captors and will 
return to this country. The LORD 
your God is kind and merciful and 
will not turn His face away from you 
if you turn to Him.’’ 

10 So the runners went from town 
to town in Ephraim and Manasseh, 
as far as Zebulun; but they laughed 
at them and made fun of them. 
"However, some from Asher, 
Manasseh, and Zebulun humbled 
themselves and came to Jerusalem. 
"God’s hand also was on Judah, 
making them single-mindedly do 


what the king and the leaders 
ordered at the Lord’s command. 

"Many people gathered at 
Jerusalem to celebrate the Festival 
of Bread Without Yeast in the 
second month —a very large crowd. 

"Then the people took action and 
got rid of the altars in Jerusalem. 
They took all the altars of incense 
away and dumped them into the 
brook Kidron. 

,5 They killed the Passover lamb on 
the 14th day of the second month 
Feeling ashamed, the priests and 
Levites sanctified themselves and 
brought burnt offerings to the 
LORD’S temple. "They stood in 
their place as it was assigned to 
them according to the law of Moses 
the man of God. The priests 
sprinkled the blood they received 
from the Levites. "There were 
many in the gathering who had not 
sanctified themselves. So the Levites 
had to kill the Passover lambs for all 
who weren’t clean, to make them 
holy for the LORD. "Many people, 
many from Ephraim, Manasseh. 
Issachar, and Zebulun, had not 
cleansed themselves. They ate the 
Passover but not in the prescribed 
way. Hezekiah prayed for them: 
“May the good LORD forgive 
"everyone who decides to search for 
God, the LORD, the God of his 
fathers, without being clean as the 
holy place requires.’’ ZD And the 
LORD listened to Hezekiah and 
healed the people. 

21 And so the Israelites in Jeru 
salem celebrated the Festival of 
Bread Without Yeast seven days 
with great delight, praising the 
LORD from day to day. With loud 
music on their instruments the 
Levites and priests sang to the 
LORD. “Hezekiah encouraged all 
the Levites who had shown skill in 
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serving the LORD. And they ate the 
festival meals seven days, sacrific¬ 
ing shared offerings and confessing 
the LORD, the God of their fathers. 

2 'Then the whole assembly de¬ 
cided to add seven days, and so 
they happily celebrated seven more 
days. 24 This was because Hezekiah 
king of Judah had given the com¬ 
munity 1,000 bulls and 7,000 sheep 
for sacrifices. And the leaders had 
given the community 1,000 bulls and 
10,000 sheep. And so a large number 
of priests sanctified themselves. 

2s Then the whole assembly of 
Judah was happy, as well as the 
priests and the Levites, and the 
whole crowd that came from Israel, 
and the strangers who came from 
the land of Israel as well as those 
who lived in Judah. 28 So there was 
great joy in Jerusalem. Since the 
time of Solomon, David’s son, king of 
Israel, there had been nothing like 
this in Jerusalem. 

27 Then the priests, Levi’s de¬ 
scendants, got up and blessed the 
people; their voices were heard, and 
their prayers came up to His holy 
place in heaven. 

Reforming the Worship 

When this was over, all 
the Israelites who were 
there went out to the towns in Judah, 
smashed the idol pillars, cut down 
the sacred poles, and tore down the 
high places and the altars in all 
Judah, Benjamin, Ephraim, and 
Manasseh till they had destroyed 
them all. Then all the Israelites 
returned to their towns, each to his 
Dwn property. 

2 Hezekiah reappointed the priests 
md the Levites to their divisions, 
lach priest and Levite was put in a 
iivision according to the work he 
lad to do: bringing burnt offerings 


and shared offerings, serving, giving 
thanks, praising within the gates of 
the LORD’S camp. 

3 He set aside a part of the king’s 
possessions for burnt offerings, the 
morning and evening burnt offer¬ 
ings, those on the Sabbaths, the first 
of the month, and the festivals, as 
the LORD prescribed them in the 
Law. 4 He told the people living in 
Jerusalem to give the priests and 
Levites what was due them so they 
could use their strength for the 
LORD’S law. 5 As soon as the king’s 
word spread, the Israelites brought 
plenty of the firstfruits of grain, 
wine, oil, honey, and of every crop in 
the fields, and the tenth of every¬ 
thing in large quantities. 8 The 
people of Israel and Judah living in 
the towns of Judah also brought a 
tenth of the cattle and sheep and a 
tenth of the holy things set aside for 
the LORD their God. They piled them 
up in heaps. 7 In the third month 
they started piling them up, and in 
the seventh they finished. 8 When 
Hezekiah and the leaders came and 
saw the heaps, they blessed the 
LORD and His people Israel. 

®Hezekiah asked the priests and 
the Levites about the heaps. ,0 The 
high priest Azariah, of Zadok’s 
family, said: “Since the people 
started to bring the offerings into 
the LORD’S temple, we have had all 
we wanted to eat and much left 
over. The LORD has blessed His 
people, and there’s a lot left over.” 

u Then Hezekiah told them to 
prepare storerooms in the LORD’S 
temple. When they had prepared 
them, ,a they faithfully brought in 
the offerings and the tenth parts, 
and the hallowed gifts. The Levite 
Conaniah was the manager of these, 
and his brother Shimei was his 
assistant. 13 And Jehiei, Azaziah, 
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Nahath, Asahel, Jerimoth, Jozabad, 
Eliel, Ismachiah, Mahath, and 
Benaiah were caretakers under 
Conaniah and his brother Shimei, 
appointed by King Hezekiah and 
Azariah the manager of God’s 
temple. 14 Kore son of Imnah the 
Levite, the keeper at the East Gate, 
had to take care of the freewill 
offerings made to God; his respon¬ 
sibility was to distribute the 
offerings made to the LORD and the 
most holy gifts. ,s Under him were 
Eden, Miniamin, Jeshua, Shemaiah, 
Amariah, and Shecaniah, in the 
towns of the priests. They were to 
faithfully distribute to all the people 
of their tribe, young and old, 
according to their divisions, ,6 but 
to boys three years old and up 
without regard to their registration. 
They were to distribute to all who 
went into the LORD’S temple to do 
the daily work each division was 
responsible for, ,7 and to the 
priests listed by their clans, and to 
the Levites 20 years of age and older 
according to what they were 
responsible for in their divisions. 
18 AU in their families were regis¬ 
tered including dependents, wives, 
sons, and daughters, the whole 
community, because they were to 
faithfully consecrate themselves for 
a holy work. ,9 As for the priests, 
Aaron’s descendants, who lived in 
the suburbs of their cities —in every 
city men were appointed by name to 
give a share to every male among 
the priests and to everyone listed by 
family among the Levites. 

20 This is what Hezekiah did in all 
Judah. He did what was good and 
right and true before the LORD his 
God. 2, And everything he started 
in the service of God’s temple, 
obeying the Law and the Command¬ 


ments, seeking God’s help, he did 
with all his heart; and he succeeded. 

Sennacherib 

After these events and 
these evidences of loyally 
Sennacherib king of Assyria camp 
to invade Judah, besieging the forti¬ 
fied towns and meaning to conquer 
them for himself. 

2 When Hezekiah saw how 
Sennacherib had come to fight 
against Jerusalem, 3 he with his 
officers and troops made a plan lo 
shut off the water of the springs 
outside the city; and they helped him 
do it. 4 A big crowd was gathered, 
and they shut off all the springs and 
the brook that flowed through the 
country. They were saying, “Why 
should the kings of Assyria come 
and find plenty of water?” 

s Then Hezekiah went to work 
vigorously; he rebuilt the wall where 
it was broken through, added to 
the towers, built another wall oul 
side, strengthened the structure 
of David’s city, and made plenty 
of missiles and shields. 6 He ap 
pointed military commanders over 
the people, gathered them to him in 
the square by the gate of the city, 
and spoke words of encouragement. 
7 “Be strong and courageous. Don't 
be frightened or terrified by the king 
of Assyria and all the horde that is 
with him. We have more than he 
has. fl He has an arm of flesh, but 
with us is the LORD our God to help 
us and fight our battles.” And so 
what Hezekiah king of Judah said 
made the people feel confident. 

B After this, while Sennacherib 
king of Assyria and all his royal 
forces were besieging Lachish, he 
sent his men to Jerusalem, to 
Hezekiah king of Judah, and to all of 
Judah that was in Jerusalem to 
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say: ,0 “Sennacherib king of As¬ 
syria says this: ‘What makes you so 
confident while you live in Jerusalem 
under siege? “Isn’t Hezekiah mis¬ 
leading you and abandoning you to 
die without food or drink by saying, 
“The LORD our God will rescue us 
from the king of Assyria?” “Didn’t 
this Hezekiah get rid of His high 
places and His altars and tell Judah 
and Jerusalem. "Worship before one 
altar and sacrifice on it”? “Don't 
you know what I and my fathers 
have done to all the people of the 
countries? Were the gods of these 
people able to rescue their countries 
from me? “Among all the gods of 
these nations whom my fathers 
totally destroyed was there one who 
could rescue his people from me that 
your God should be able to rescue 
you from me? “Now don’t let 
Hezekiah deceive you and persuade 
you like this. Don’t believe him, 
because no god of any nation or 
kingdom could rescue his people 
from me or my fathers. How much 
less will your God rescue you from 

M M 

me! 

“Sennacherib’s officers said still 
more against the LORD God and His 
servant Hezekiah. ,7 He also wrote 
a letter to defy the LORD, the God of 
Israel, and oppose Him by saying: 
"Like the gods of the people of those 
countries who couldn’t rescue their 
people from me, so Hezekiah's God 
will not rescue His people from 
me." “His officers called loud in 
the Jewish language to the people of 
ferusalem who were on the wall to 
Tighten them and demoralize them 
and so take the city. “They spoke 
if the God of Jerusalem as if He 
tfere like the gods of the people of 
he world that human hands have 
nade. 

“Then King Hezekiah and the 


prophet Isaiah the son of Amoz 
prayed about this and called to 
heaven. 21 And the LORD sent an 
angel who killed all the fighting men 
of the army, the leaders and 
commanders in the camp of the king 
of Assyria; so he went back shame¬ 
faced to his own country. When he 
went into the temple of his god, some 
of his own sons struck him down 
with the sword. “So the LORD 
rescued Hezekiah and the people in 
Jerusalem from Sennacherib king of 
Assyria and from them all, and He 
took care of them all around. 

“Many were bringing offerings to 
the LORD in Jerusalem and precious 
gifts to Hezekiah king of Judah so 
that from then on he rose to 
importance in the eyes of all the 
nations. 

Hezekiah’s Illness 

“In those days Hezekiah got sick 
and was about to die. He prayed to 
the LORD, who spoke to him and 
gave him a miraculous sign. 
“Hezekiah didn’t return the kind¬ 
ness done to him but became proud, 
and the LORD was angry with him 
and with Judah and Jerusalem. 
“Then realizing their pride, Heze¬ 
kiah and the people in Jerusalem 
humbled themselves, and the 
LORD’S anger didn’t strike them in 
Hezekiah’s time. 

"Hezekiah got very rich and was 
highly honored. He prepared 
storerooms for himself for silver, 
gold, precious stones, spices, 
shields, and every kind of precious 
article, “also storehouses for his 
harvests of grain, wine, and olive 
oil, and barns for all his animals, 
both cattle and flocks. “He made 
towns for himself with many sheep 
and cattle because God gave him 
lots of property. 
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30 It was Hezekiah who shut off the 
upper outlet of the water of Gihon 
and made the water go directly 
underground on the west side of 
David’s city. Hezekiah succeeded in 
everything he did. "Even in the 
matter of the envoys who were sent 
to him from the leaders of Babylon 
to ask about the miracle that had 
happened in the land—God did it to 
test him, to find out all that was in 
his heart. 

32 The rest of Hezekiah’s history, 
including his good works, is re¬ 
corded in the vision of the prophet 
Isaiah the son of Amoz and in the 
Scroll of the Kings of Judah and 
Israel. 33 Hezekiah went to rest 
with his fathers and was buried in 
the higher burial ground of David’s 
descendants. When he died, all 
Judah and the people in Jerusalem 
honored him. His son Manasseh 
succeeded him as king. 

Manasseh 

Manasseh was 12 years old 
when he became king, and 
was king in Jerusalem for 55 years. 

2 He did what was wrong before 
the LORD according to all the 
abominations of the nations the 
LORD drove out before Israel. 3 He 
rebuilt the high places his father 
Hezekiah tore down, set up altars 
for the Baals, made sacred poles, 
and worshiped the whole army of 
heaven and served them. 4 He built 
altars in the LORD’S temple, of 
which the LORD had said: “My 
name will be in Jerusalem for¬ 
ever.” 5 He built altars for the 
whole army of heaven in the two 
courts of the LORD’S temple. 6 He 
burned his children in fire in the 
valley of Hinnom’s son and practiced 
fortunetelling, charms, and sorcery, 
and appointed those who resorted to 


ghosts and wizards. He did a lot of 
wrong before the LORD, making Him 
angry. 7 He made a carved idol and 
had it set up in God’s temple, of 
which God had told David and his 
son Solomon: “I will put My name 
forever in this temple and in Jeru 
salem, which I have selected from 
all the tribes of Israel. B And I will 
not again remove Israel’s feet from 
the land I appointed for their 
fathers if only they will carefully do 
everything I have commanded them 
to do, the whole law, the rules and 
regulations given by Moses.” 9 But 
Manasseh misled Judah and the 
people in Jerusalem and caused 
them to do more wrong than those 
nations the LORD destroyed before 
Israel. 

l0 When the LORD talked to 
Manasseh and his people, thcv 
wouldn’t listen. "Then the LORD 
caused the commanders of the army 
of the king of Assyria to invade 
them, and they took Manasseh 
captive with a hook in his nose, kept 
him a prisoner in chains, and 
brought him to Babylon. 

"When he was in trouble, he 
pleaded with the LORD his God to be 
kind, and humbled himself very 
much before the God of his 
fathers. ,3 He prayed to Him, and 
the LORD turned to him, heard his 
pleading, and brought him back to 
Jerusalem to rule there. Then 
Manasseh knew that the LORD is 
God. 

"After this he rebuilt the outor 
wall of David’s city west of Gihon in 
the valley to the entrance of the Fish 
Gate, and he made it go around 
Ophel, raising it very high. He put 
army commanders in all the fortified 
cities in Judah. ,5 He took away the 
strange gods and the idol out of the 
LORD’S temple and removed the 
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altars he had built on the hill of the 
LORD’S temple and in Jerusalem and 
dumped them outside the city. ,6 He 
built the LORD'S altar and sacri¬ 
ficed shared offerings and thank- 
offerings on it, and told Judah to 
serve the LORD, the God of Israel. 
,7 But the people continued to 
sacrifice on the high places, but only 
to the LORD their God. 

,fl The rest of Manasseh’s history, 
with his prayer to his God and what 
the seers said to him in the name of 
the LORD, the God of Israel, you will 
find in the annals of the kings of 
Israel. ,9 His prayer also and how 
God turned to him, his sins and 
unfaithfulness and the sites where 
he built high places and set up the 
sacred poles and images before he 
humbled himself, you will find 
written in the history of the seers. 

20 Manasseh went to rest with his 
fathers and was buried at his home, 
and his son Amon succeeded him as 
king. 

Amon 

“Amon was 22 years old when he 
became king, and he ruled in 
Jerusalem for two years. 22 He did 
what was wrong before the LORD, 
as his father Manasseh had done. 
Amon sacrificed to all the images 
his father Manasseh made, and he 
served them. 23 He didn’t humble 
himself before the LORD as his 
father Manasseh humbled himself, 
but this Amon increased his guilt. 

“His men conspired against him 
and murdered him in his home. 
!8 Then the people of the country 
struck down all who had conspired 
against King Amon, and the people 
af the country made his son Josiah 
ting in his place. 


Josiah 

Josiah was eight years 
old when he started to 
rule, and was king in Jerusalem for 
31 years. 2 He did what was right 
before the LORD, living in the ways 
of his ancestor David without 
turning from them right or left. 

3 In the eighth year of his rule, 
while he was still a boy, he started 
seeking the God of his ancestor 
David, and in his 12th year he 
started to clean up Judah and 
Jerusalem, getting rid of the high 
places, the sacred poles, the carved 
and cast idols. ‘Under his super¬ 
vision they tore down the altars of 
the Baals. He cut down the incense 
altars that were above them. He 
smashed the sacred poles, the 
carved and cast idols, ground them 
to powder, and scattered it over the 
graves of those who had sacrificed 
to them. 5 He burned the bones of 
the priests on their altars. And so he 
cleaned up Judah and Jerusalem. 
"And in the towns of Manasseh, 
Ephraim, Simeon, and as far as 
Naphtali he burned down their 
temples 7 and tore down the altars, 
beat the sacred poles and idols to 
powder, cut down all the incense 
altars everywhere in the land of 
Israel. Then he went back to 
Jerusalem. 

B In the 18th year of his rule as he 
was cleaning up the country and the 
temple, he sent Shaphan son of 
Azaliah, Maaseiah the mayor of the 
city, and Joah son of Joahaz, the 
recorder, to repair the temple of the 
LORD his God. "They came to the 
high priest Hilkiah and gave him the 
money that had been brought to 
God’s temple, which the Levites, the 
doorkeepers, had collected from 
Manasseh and Ephraim, from all 
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who were left in Israel, from all 
Judah and Benjamin, and from the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem. 10 They 
gave the money to those who were 
responsible for the work in the 
LORD’S temple, and these in turn 
handed it to the men doing the work 
of repairing and restoring the 
temple, "to the carpenters and 
builders to buy quarried stones and 
wood for the ties and beams of the 
buildings the kings of Judah had let 
go to ruin. "The men worked 
conscientiously under the super¬ 
vision of Jahath and Obadiah, 
Levites descended from Merari, and 
Zechariah and Meshullam from the 
family of Kohath. The Levites were 
all able to play instruments for 
singing. "They also were over the 
workmen and directed everyone on 
the job. Some of the Levites were 
secretaries; others were clerks and 
doorkeepers. 

"When they took out the money 
that was brought into the LORD’S 
temple, the priest Hilkiah found the 
book of the LORD’S law written by 
Moses. "Hilkiah told Shaphan the 
secretary, “I found the book of the 
law in the LORD’S temple,” and 
Hilkiah gave the book to Shaphan. 

"Shaphan took the book to the 
king and also reported to the king, 
“Your servants are doing everything 
assigned to them. "They have 
melted the silver that was found in 
the LORD’S temple and have given it 
to the men in charge and to those 
doing the work.” "Then Shaphan 
the secretary told the king, ‘‘The 
priest Hilkiah also gave me a book,” 
and Shaphan read from it to the 
king. 

"When the king heard what the 
Law said, he tore his clothes. “Then 
the king gave orders to Hilkiah, 
Ahikam son of Shaphan, Abdon son 


of Micah, Shaphan the secretary, 
and Asaiah the king's minister: 2, ‘‘Go 
ask the LORD for me and those who 
are left in Israel and Judah about 
the contents of the book that was 
found. The LORD’S fierce anger has 
been poured out on us because our 
fathers were not careful to do 
everything written in this book.” 

"Then Hilkiah and the king’s men 
went to Huldah the prophetess, the 
wife of Shallum son of Tokhath, son 
of Hasrah, who was in charge of the 
king’s wardrobe—she was living in 
the new sector of Jerusalem—and 
they told her this. 

"She answered them: ‘‘The 
LORD, the God of Israel, wants you 
to tell the man who sent you to 
me "that the LORD says: ‘I am 
going to bring disaster on this place 
and its people, all the curses written 
in the book read to the king of 
Judah, "because they have left Me 
and have been sacrificing to other 
gods, making Me angry by every* 
thing they’re doing, and My fury 
blazes against this place and will 
not be put out.’ "But tell the king of 
Judah who sent you to ask the LORD 
that the LORD, the God of Israel, 
says regarding what you have just 
heard: "‘Because your mind was 
open and you humbled yoursell 
before God when you heard the 
threats against this place and its 
people; because you humbled 
yourself before Me and tore your 
clothes and wept before Me, I too 
have heard you,’ says the LORD 
28 ‘I will bring you to your fathers, 
and you will be buried peacefully in 
your grave and your eyes will nol 
see all the disaster I’m going to bring 
on this place and its people.’ ” And 
they reported this to the king. 

"Then the king called for all the 
elders of Judah and Jerusalem. 
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“And he and everyone in Judah and 
the people in Jerusalem, the priests, 
the Levites, and all the people, old 
and young, went up to the LORD’S 
temple. And while they were 
listening, he read everything that 
was written in the book of the 
covenant found in the LORD’S 
temple. “The king stood in his 
place and made a covenant before 
the LORD, to follow the LORD, to 
obey with all his heart and soul what 
He ordered, regulated, and decreed, 
and to do what the covenant written 
in this book required. 32 And he 
made all those found in Jerusalem 
and Benjamin stand with him. Then 
the people of Jerusalem lived 
according to the covenant of God, 
the God of their fathers. 

33 Josiah got rid of all the abomina¬ 
tions in all the territories of the 
people of Israel and made all those 
found in Israel serve the LORD their 
God. As long as he lived, they didn't 
fail to follow the LORD, the God of 
their fathers. 

The Passover 

Josiah celebrated the 
LORD’S Passover in Jeru¬ 
salem. The Passover lamb was killed 
on the 14th day of the first 
month. 2 He assigned the priests to 
their duties and encouraged them to 
serve in the LORD’S temple. 3 He 
told the Levites, the LORD’S holy 
ones, who taught all Israel: “Put the 
holy ark in the temple that Solomon, 
David’s son and king of Israel, built. 
Now you don’t have to carry it as a 
burden on your shoulders. Serve the 
LORD your God and His people 
Israel. 4 Get ready according to 
your clans as they were divided in 
the writings of David king of Israel 
and his son Solomon. *And stand in 
the holy court as those representing 


the divisions of the families of your 
lay fellow Israelites. Let the Levites 
be considered a part of each 
family. •Kill the Passover lamb, 
sanctify yourselves, and get it ready 
for your fellow Israelites by doing as 
the LORD directed through Moses.’’ 

7 Josiah gave the people 33,000 
lambs and kids to be sacrificed for 
the Passover by all who were 
present, and also 3,000 head of large 
cattle taken from the king’s 
property. 8 His officials also gave 
willingly to the people, the priests, 
and the Levites. Hilkiah, Zechariah, 
and Jehiel, the men in charge of 
God’s temple, gave the priests for 
the Passover 2,600 small cattle and 
300 head of large cattle. °Also 
Conaniah and his brothers Shemaiah 
and Nethanel, and Hashabiah, Jeiel, 
and Jozabad, the leaders of the 
Levites, gave for the Levites 5,000 
small cattle and 500 head of large 
cattle. 

,0 So the service was prepared, the 
priests took their places, and the 
Levites according to their divisions, 
as the king had ordered. “They 
killed the Passover lambs, and the 
priests sprinkled the blood with 
their hands while the Levites 
skinned them. “They took away 
the parts for the burnt offerings to 
give them to the lay people accord¬ 
ing to the divisions of their families 
so they could present them to the 
LORD as it was prescribed in the 
book of Moses. They did the same 
with the cattle. “They roasted the 
Passover lambs in fire according to 
the directions and boiled the holy 
offerings in pots, kettles, and pans 
and carried them quickly to all the 
people. “Later they prepared for 
themselves and for the priests 
because the priests, Aaron’s 
descendants, were busy till night 
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bringing the burnt offerings and the 
fat pieces. So the Levites prepared 
for themselves and for the priests, 
Aaron’s descendants. I5 The sing¬ 
ers, Asaph’s descendants, were 
in their places as ordered by David, 
Asaph, Heman, and Jeduthun the 
king’s seer. The gatemen remained 
at every gate. They didn’t need to 
leave their work, because the 
Levites prepared for them. 

"So the whole service of the LORD 
was prepared that day, the cele¬ 
bration of the Passover and the 
burnt offerings on the LORD’S altar 
as ordered by King Josiah. "The 
Israelites who were present 
celebrated the Passover at that time 
and the Festival of Bread without 
Yeast for seven days. "Never had 
such a Passover been celebrated in 
Israel from the time of the prophet 
Samuel. No other king of Israel 
celebrated such a Passover as 
Josiah celebrated with the priests, 
the Levites, all Judah, the people of 
Israel who were present, and the 
people of Jerusalem. "This Pass- 
over was celebrated in the 18th y6ar 
of Josiah’s rule. 

Josiah Killed by Neco 

“After all this, when Josiah had 
restored the temple, Neco king of 
Egypt came up to fight at Car- 
chemish on the Euphrates, and 
Josiah went out against him. "But 
he sent messengers to him. “Leave 
me alone, king of Judah,” he said, 
“I’m not attacking you now but have 
come to fight a dynasty that is at 
war with me. God told me to hurry. 
Don’t interfere with God, who is 
with me, or He will destroy you.” 

"But Josiah was determined to 


oppose him and disguised himself to 
fight against him. He wouldn’t listen 
to Neco speaking for God and went 
to fight in the valley of Megiddo. 

"The archers shot King Josiah. 
“Take me away,” the king told his 
men. “I’m badly wounded.” 

"His men took him out of the 
chariot and had him ride in another 
chariot and brought him to Jeru¬ 
salem. He died and was buried in 
the tombs of his fathers, and all 
Judah and Jerusalem mourned over 
Josiah. "Jeremiah sang a funeral 
song about Josiah. And all the 
singing men and women mention 
Josiah in their lamentations to this 
day, making it a standing custom in 
Israel. You will find them written in 
the Lamentations.s 

"The rest of Josiah’s acts, 
including the good things he did that 
are in keeping with what is written 
in the LORD’S law, "his acts, first 
and last, you will find them written 
in the Scroll of the Kings of Israel 
and Judah. 

Jehoahaz 

Then the people of the 
country took Jehoahaz. 
Josiah’s son, and made him king in 
Jerusalem to succeed his father. 
2 Jehoahaz was 23 years old when he 
became king, and he ruled in 
Jerusalem for three months. 3 The 
king of Egypt put him out of office in 
Jerusalem and fined the country n 
hundred talents of silver and a 
talent of gold. 4 The king of Egypl 
made his brother Eliakim king of 
Judah and Jerusalem, changing his 
name to Jehoiakim. Neco took 
Jehoahaz and brought him to Egypt. 



8 These are not the Lamentations that follow Jeremiah’s hook. 
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Jehoiakim 

’Jehoiakim was 25 years old when 
he became king, and he ruled in 
Jerusalem for 11 years. Neb¬ 
uchadnezzar king of Babylon came 
i up against him and bound him with 
chains to take him to Babylon. 
’Nebuchadnezzar also brought some 
iof the utensils of the LORD’S temple 
to Babylon and put them in his 
ipalace in Babylon. 

B The rest of Jehoiakim’s history, 
the abominable things he did and all 
that was found against him, you will 
find written in the Scroll of the 
Kings of Israel and Judah, and his 
son Jehoiachin succeeded him as 
king. 

Jehoiachin 

"Jehoiachin was eight years old 
when he became king, and he ruled 
in Jerusalem three months and 10 
days. He did wrong before the 
LORD. 

“When spring came around. King 
Nebuchadnezzar sent men who 
brought him to Babylon, along with 
the most precious utensils of the 
LORD’S temple, and made his uncle 
Zedekiah king of Judah and Jeru¬ 
salem. 

Zedekiah 

"Zedekiah was 21 years old when 
he became king, and he ruled in 
I Jerusalem for 11 years. ,2 He did 
wrong before the LORD his God and 
didn’t humble himself before the 
prophet Jeremiah, who spoke for the 
LORD. “He also rebelled against 
King Nebuchadnezzar, who had 
made him swear a solemn oath of 
allegiance. He got stubborn and was 
determined not to turn back to the 
LORD, the God of Israel. “All the 
leaders, the priests, and also the 


people increased their unfaithful¬ 
ness and indulged in all the abomin¬ 
able practices of the heathen. They 
polluted the LORD’S temple that He 
had sanctified in Jerusalem. “And 
the LORD, the God of their fathers, 
repeatedly sent messages by His 
messengers because He wanted to 
spare His people and His house. 
“But they mocked God’s mes¬ 
sengers, despised what He said, and 
made fun of His prophets till the 
LORD’S fury rose against His 
people, till there was no way to help 
them. 

,7 So He brought against them the 
king of the Chaldeans, who with the 
sword killed their young men in their 
holy temple and didn’t spare young 
men or girls, the old or the infirm. 
God put them all in his hands. “And 
all the utensils of God’s temple, 
large and small, and the treasures 
of the LORD’S temple, and the 
treasures of the king and of his 
officials—he brought them all to 
Babylon. “They burned God’s 
temple, tore down the wall in 
Jerusalem, burned down all its 
palaces, and destroyed all their 
precious articles. “Those who 
escaped the sword he took as 
prisoners to Babylon to be his slaves 
and the slaves of his sons till Persia 
began to rule. 21 This is how the 
LORD’S threat spoken by Jeremiah 
was carried out and the country 
made good the neglected sabbaths. 
While it lay in ruins, the land had a 
sabbath rest till the 70 years were 
over. 

Going Home 

22 In the first year of Cyrus king of 
Persia, to carry out the LORD’S 
promise spoken by Jeremiah, the 
LORD stirred up the spirit of Cyrus 
king of Persia, and he made an

announcement in his whole kingdom 
and also put it in writing: ““Cyrus 
king of Persia says: ‘The LORD, the 
God of heaven, gave me all the 
kingdoms of the world, and He 


appointed me to build Him a temple 
in Jerusalem in Judah. Whoever 
there is among you of all His 
people—the LORD his God be with 
him—he should go up.’ “ 
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I ln the first year of Cyrus 
king of Persia the LORD’S 
Dromise stated by Jeremiah was to 
:ome true, and so the LORD moved 
^yrus king of Persia to send this 
innouncement. in writing, through 
lis whole kingdom: 

The Letter of Cyrus 

2 Cyrus king of Persia says: “The 
^ORD, the God of the heavens, gave 
ne all the kingdoms in the world, 
md He ordered me to build Him a 
emple in Jerusalem in Judah. 3 Any 
)f His people who are among you — 
us God be with him—should go up 
o Jerusalem in Judah and build a 
emple for the LORD, the God of 
srael. He is the God who is in 
erusalem. 4 And if anyone is left 
behind, wherever he is staying, his 
leighbors should support him with 
silver, gold, goods, and animals, and 
with freewill gifts for God’s temple 
in Jerusalem.” 

’Then the leaders of the clans of 
Judah and Benjamin, the priests and 
Levites, all whom God had moved, 
got ready to go up and build the 
LORD’S temple in Jerusalem. 6 And 
all their neighbors supported them 
with silver articles, gold, goods, ani¬ 
mals, and precious things besides 
everything that was given volun¬ 
tarily. 7 King Cyrus brought out the 
utensils of the LORD’S temple that 
Nebuchadnezzar had taken from 
Jerusalem and put in the temple of 
his god. 8 Cyrus king of Persia put 
Mithredath the treasurer in charge 
of bringing them out, and he made a 
list of them for Sheshbazzar the 
leader of Judah. 9 And this is how 


much there was: 30 golden and 
1,000 silver bowls, 29 knives, ,0 30 
golden and 410 silver bowls of an¬ 
other kind, and 1.000 other articles. 
11 All the articles of gold and silver 
totaled 5,400. Sheshbazzar took all 
these along when the exiles went 
from Babylon up to Jerusalem. 

The People Who Came Bacic 

These are the people of the 
province who left the place 
where the exiles were taken as 
captives when Nebuchadnezzar 
king of Babylon took them away to 
Babylon. Now they came back to 
Jerusalem and Judah, each to his 
own town. 2 They came with 
Zerubbabel, Jeshua, Nehemiah, 
Seraiah, Reelaiah, Mordecai. 
Bilshan. Mispar, Bigvai, Rehum, 
Baanah.

“These came up from Tel-melah, 
Tel-harsha, Cherub, Addan, ami 
Immer, but couldn’t tell from which 
clan they were or from whom they 
were descended—whether they 
were Israelites: “The families of 
Delaiah, Tobiah, and Nekoda. 

6, 0f the priests: The families ul 
Habaiah, Hakkoz, and Barzillai—a 
man who had married one of the 
daughters of Barzillai from Gilead 
and took their name. “These tried 
to find their names on the lists, bul 
they couldn’t be found; so they were 
barred as unfit to be priests. “The 
governor told them not to eat of the 
most holy food till a priest would 
come to ask God by means of the 
Urim and Thummim. 

Totals 

“When the whole assembly was 
counted, there were 42,360, “plus 
7,337 male and female servants and 
200 men and women who sang 
“They had 735 horses, 245 
mules, 67 435 camels, and 6,720 
donkeys. 

Gifts for the Temple 

“When some of the leaders of the 
clans came to the LORD’S temple in 
Jerusalem, they gave willingly for 
God’s temple, to rebuild it in its 
place. “As they were able, they 
put into the storehouse for the work 
61,000 drachmas of gold, 5,000 
minas of silver, and 100 priests’ 
garments. 

70 And so the priests, the Levites, 
and some of the people settled in 
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Jerusalem,® and the singers, the 
gatekeepers. and the temple 
iservants lived in their towns, and all 
the other Israelites in their towns. 

Worship Begins Again in 

Jerusalem 

3 When the seventh month came. 

the Israelites being in their 
towns, the people got together as 
one man in Jerusalem. 2 Then 
Jeshua, Jozadak's son. and his 
relatives the priests, and Zerub- 
babel. Shealtiel’s son, and his rela¬ 
tives built an altar for the God of 
Israel, to bring burnt offerings on it 
as they are prescribed in the Law of 
Moses, the man of God. 3 So they 
rebuilt the altar on its base—though 
they were afraid of the people in the 
neighboring countries—and they 
sacrificed burnt offerings in the 
morning and in the evening. 

4 They celebrated the festival of 
booths as it is written, and each day 
they sacrificed the right number of 
burnt offerings as prescribed for 
each day, s and after that the 
regular burnt offerings, those on the 
first of the months, those at all the 
LORD’S holy festivals, and all 
offerings voluntarily brought to the 
LORD. "They started to bring such 
burnt offerings to the LORD on the 
first day of the seventh month. 

The Work on the Temple Begins 

But the foundation of the LORD’S 
temple had not yet been laid. 7 So 
they gave money to the stonecutters 
and the carpenters, and food, drink, 
and olive oil to the men of Sidon and 
Tyre to bring cedar wood by sea to 
Joppa, just as Cyru9 king of Persia 
had authorized them to do. 

"In the second month of the second 


year following their coming to the 
site of God’s temple in Jerusalem 
Zerubbabel, Shealtiel’s son, and 
Jeshua, Jozadak’s son, and the rest 
of their fellow Jews, the priests, the 
Levites, and all others who had 
come from the exile to Jerusalem 
made a beginning by appointing the 
Levites, 20 years old and older, to 
direct the work on the LORD’S 
temple. "Then Jeshua with his sons 
and relatives, Kadmiel with his 
sons, descendants of Judah, 
together with Henadad’s family and 
their sons and relatives, the Levites, 
got ready as one man to direct those 
working on God’s temple. 

‘"When the builders had laid the 
foundation of the LORD’S temple, 
the priests in their garments took 
their places with trumpets, and also 
the Levites who were Asaph’s 
descendants, with cymbals, to 
praise the LORD, as David, Israel’s 
king, had directed. “They sang, 
praising and thanking the LORD, 
saying, “He is good because His love 
to Israel is everlasting.’’ And all the 
people shouted aloud, praising the 
LORD, because the foundation of the 
LORD’S temple was laid. 

,z But many of the priests, Levites. 
and leaders of clans who were old 
enough to have personally seen the 
first temple broke into loud crying 
when they saw the foundation of 
this temple laid. But many others 
shouted out for joy, n so that you 
couldn’t distinguish between the 
happy shouting and the weeping of 
the people—the people were 
shouting very loudly, and the noise 
was heard far away. 


a l Lsdras 5:46. Heb omits in Jerusalem 
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The Samaritans Oppose 

When the enemies of Judah and 
Benjamin heard that the peo¬ 
ple who came back from the exile 
were building a temple for the LORD 
the God of Israel, 2 they came to 
Zerubbabel and the leaders of the 
clans. “We’ll help you build,” they 
told them; “just like you, we seek 
your God, and we have been 
sacrificing to Him since the time of 
Esarhaddon king of Assyria, who 
brought us here.” 

3 But Zerubbabel, Jeshua, and the 
rest of the leaders of Israel’s clans 
told them, “We can’t let you help us 
build a temple for our God, because 
we alone must build it for the LORD, 
the God of Israel, as King Cyrus king 
of Persia ordered us to do.” 

4 Then the people of the country 
discouraged the people of Judah and 
made them afraid to go on 
building, 5 and they bribed the 
king’s agents to keep the people 
from carrying out their plans all the 
time Cyrus was king of Persia till 
Darius was king of Persia. 

Opposition Explained 

“[When Xerxes started to rule the 
kingdom, they wrote a letter accus¬ 
ing the people living in Judah and 
Jerusalem. 7 And also in the time of 
Artaxerxes king of Persia, Bishlam, 
Mithredath, Tabeel, and the rest of 
their group wrote to Artaxerxes the 
king, and the letter was written with 
Aramaic script in the Aramaic 
language .* 1 

“Rehum the governor and 
Shimshai the secretary wrote a 
letter against Jerusalem to King 
Artaxerxes as follows. 

“At that time Rehum the governor

and Shimshai the scribe were with 
others of their group—the people of 
Denya, Partakka, Tarpel, Persia, 
Erech, Susa, that is, those nf 
Elam, ‘"and the rest of the people 
whom the great and famous 
Assurbanipai deported and settled 
in the cities of Samaria and the res! 
of the countries west of the 
Euphrates River. "This now is a 
copy of the letter they sent to him: 

To King Artaxerxes, from your 
servants, the men west of the 
Euphrates: 

"The king now should know 
that the Jews who came from you 
to us went to Jerusalem and are 
building that rebellious and 
wicked city. They are working to 
rebuild the walls, and the 
foundations are already in place 
"Now the king should know, if this 
city is rebuilt and its walls are 
finished, the levy including taxes 
on goods and for roads will not be 
paid, and finally it will bring harm 
to the kingdom. "Now since the 
king pays us as his people, it isn't 
right for us to see anything 
shameful happen to the king. So 
we send this to inform the king 
"that the annals of your fathers 
may be searched. In those records 
you will find this city is rebellious 
and damages kings and provinces; 
there was rebellion here long ago. 
That’s why this city was 
destroyed. 16 We are telling the 
king, if this city is built and its 
walls are finished, the result will 
be that soon you will have nothing 
west of the Euphrates. 

"Then the king sent this answer: 

To Rehum the governor. 
Shimshai the secretary, and the 
rest of their group living in 
Samaria, and to others west of the 
Euphrates, greetings! 
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,8 The letter you sent us has 
been clearly read now before 
me. ,8 1 gave an order, and a 
search was made, and it was 
found that this city from far back 
has been opposing kings, and 
those in it have rebelled and 
resisted authority. 20 There have 
been powerful kings in Jerusalem 
who have ruled over everything 
west of the Euphrates, and taxes 
were paid to them, including 
taxes on goods and for roads. 
"Now order these men to stop. 
Keep this city from being rebuilt 
till I give the order. 22 Be careful 
not to neglect this. Why should 
there be greater loss to the 
kingdom? 

23 After a copy of King Artaxerxes’ 
letter was read before Rehum the 
governor, Shimshai the secretary, 
and their group, they hurried to 
erusalem to the Jews and used 
corce to stop them.] 

24 Then the work on God’s temple 
in Jerusalem was stopped, and no 
more was done till the second year 
of the rule of Darius king of Persia. 

‘What Right Hove You to Build 
the Temple?” 

Then the prophets Haggai and 
Zechariah grandson of Iddo spoke 
God’s Word to the Jews in Judah and 
Jerusalem in the name of the God of 
Israel, who was over them. 2 So 
Zerubbabel son of Shealtiel and 
Jeshua son of Jozadak got ready and 
started to build God’s temple in 
Jerusalem. And God's prophets 
were with them and supported 
them. 

3 At that time Tattenai, the 
governor west of the Euphrates, and 
Shethar-bozenai and their group 
came to them and asked them, “Who 
ordered you to build this temple and 


finish its walls?" ‘They also asked 
them for the names of the men who 
were doing the building. 

5 But the eye of their God was on 
the elders of the Jews, and they 
couldn’t be stopped until the matter 
went before Darius and he sent back 
an answer by a return letter. 

6 Here is a copy of the letter 
Tattenai, the governor west of the 
Euphrates, and Shethar-bozenai 
and his group, the Persians west of 
that river, sent to King Darius. 
7 The letter they sent him had this 
written in it: 

To King Darius, peace in every 
way. 

fl The king should know we went 
to the province of Judah, to the 
temple of the great God that is 
being built of large stones and 
with beams laid in the walls. They 
are doing a good job and 
succeeding in what they’re 
doing. ®We asked those elders 
as follows: “Who gave you 
permission to build this temple 
and finish this wall?” l0 We also 
asked them for their names so 
that we might write down the 
names of their leaders to inform 
you. 

"This is what they answered: 
“We are the servants of the God 
of heaven and earth and are 
building the temple that once was 
built many years ago when a 
great king of Israel built and 
finished it. ,2 Our fathers made 
the God of heaven angry. That is 
why He put them into the hands of 
Nebuchadnezzar, the Chaldean, 
king of Babylon, who destroyed 
this temple and took its people 
away to Babylon. "But in the 
first year of Cyrus king of Baby¬ 
lon, King Cyrus ordered this 
temple of God to be rebuilt. 
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,4 And also the gold and silver 
utensils that Nebuchadnezzar 
took out of God’s temple in 
Jerusalem and brought into the 
temple in Babylon, King Cyrus has 
taken out of the temple in Babylon 
and given to a man called 
Sheshbazzar, whom he made 
governor. ‘“‘Take these utensils,’ 
he told him, ‘go, put them in the 
temple in Jerusalem and build 
God’s temple where it once 
was.’ “Then this Sheshbazzar 
came and laid the foundations of 
God’s temple in Jerusalem, and 
from that time till now men have 
been building it, but it isn’t 
finished.” 

,7 So now if the king thinks it 
right, someone should search in 
the king’s archives there in 
Babylon to see whether King 
Cyrus did order this temple of 
God to be rebuilt in Jerusalem. 
Then the king should tell us in a 
letter what he wants to do about 
this. 

Darius Searches the Archives 

King Darius gave the 
order and a search was 
made in the library where the 
archives were stored in Babylon. 
2 Then in the palace of Ecbatana, in 
the province of Media, a scroll was 
found in which there was the 
following record: 

3 In the first year of King Cyrus, 
Cyrus gave an order regarding 
God’s temple in Jerusalem. The 
temple should be rebuilt as a place 
to offer sacrifices with its 
foundations laid: 60 cubits high 
and 60 cubits wide, 4 with three 
courses of big stones and a course 
of wood, and the king's palace will 
pay for it. “Also the gold and 
silver utensils of God’s temple 


that Nebuchadnezzar took out of 
the temple in Jerusalem and 
brought to Babylon should be 
given back and taken to the 
temple in Jerusalem; each utensil 
should be restored in God’s 
temple. 

Darius Answers 

6 ‘‘Now Tattenai, the governui 
west of the Euphrates, Shethar- 
bozenai, and those of your group, 
the Persians west of the river, 
stay away from there. 7 Let the 
work on this temple of God alone. 
The governors of the Jews and the 
elders of Judah should build this 
temple of God on its foundation 
“And I issue this order about how 
you should assist the elders of the 
Jews to build this temple of God: 
From the king’s money, from the 
taxes west of the Euphrates, a 
payment should promptly be made 
to these men so that there is no 
delay. “Also anything the priests 
in Jerusalem say they need for 
burnt offerings to the God of 
heaven—young bulls, rams, 
lambs, wheat, salt, wine, and 
olive oil—should be given for each 
day so that nothing is neglected. 
,0 Then they can offer sacrifices 
that please the God of heaven and 
pray for the life of the king and his 
sons. “I am also ordering that 
anyone who violates this should 
be impaled on a beam tom from his 
own house and for his action his 
home should be turned into a pile 
of ruins. l2 May God who made 
His name live there overthrow 
every king and any people who try 
to change this order and destroy 
this temple of God in Jerusalem. I, 
Darius, require it to be done 
exactly as ordered. 

‘“Then Tattenai, the governor 
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west of the river, Shethar-bozenai, 
.and his group carried out King 
Darius' order to the letter. u And 
the elders of the Jews continued to 
build successfully under the 
'preaching of the prophets Haggai 
and Zechariah the grandson of Iddo. 
They finished building as the God of 
Israel had ordered and as Cyrus and 
Darius c kings of Persia had ordered. 
,5 So this temple was finished on the 
23rd day of the month of Adar in the 
sixth year of the rule of King Darius. 

,6 Then the people of Israel, the 
priests, the Levites, and the others 
who had come back from the exile, 
happily celebrated the dedication of 
the temple of God. ,7 To dedicate 
this temple of God, they sacrificed 
100 bulls, 200 rams, 400 lambs, and 
12 he-goats, according to the 
number of the tribes of Israel, to 
take away the sin of all Israel. 

,B The priests were arranged in 
their divisions and the Levites in 
their groups to work for God in 
Jerusalem as it was prescribed in 
the Scroll of Moses. 

"Those who had come back from 
exile celebrated the Passover on the 
14th of the first month. 70 Since the 
priests and Levites had all cleansed 
themselves and were ritually clean, 
they killed the Passover lamb for all 
the people who had returned, for 
their relatives the priests, and for 
themselves. z, It was eaten by the 
Israelites who had come back from 
exile and by all who had separated 
from the uncleanness of the non- 
Jews in the country to seek the 
LORD, the God of Israel. 22 So for 
seven days they happily celebrated 
the Festival of Bread without Yeast, 
because the LORD had made them 
happy by changing the mind of the

king of Assyria so that he helped 
them in the working of the temple of 
God, the God of Israel. 

Ezra Brings Exiles to Jerusalem 

Later, when Artaxerxes was 
ruling as king of Persia, Ezra 
came up from Babylon; he was a 
descendant of Seraiah, son of Aza- 
riah, son of Hilkiah, 2 son of Shal- 
lum, son of Zadok, grandson of 
Ahitub, D son of Amariah, son of 
Azariah, a descendant of Meraioth, 
4 son of Zerahiah, son of Uzzi, son of 
Bukki, 3 son of Abishua, son of 
Phinehas, son of Eleazer, son of 
Aaron the first priest. B He was a 
skillful scholar of the Law of Moses, 
which the LORD God, the God of 
Israel, had given. The king gave him 
everything he asked since the hand 
of the LORD His God was on him. 
7 And some Israelites, including 
priests, Levites, singers, gatekeepers, 
and temple servants, came up to 
Jerusalem in the seventh year of 
King Artaxerxes. ®Ezra arrived in 
Jerusalem in the fifth month of the 
king’s seventh year. 9 0n the first 
day of the first month he left 
Babylon, and on the first day of the 
fifth month he arrived in Jerusalem, 
since his God was good to 
him. ,0 Ezra was determined to 
study the law of the LORD, live by it, 
and teach its rules and regulations 
in Israel. 

n This is a copy of the letter King 
Artaxerxes gave Ezra the priest, a 
scholar of what the LORD had 
ordered and prescribed for Israel: 

,2 Artaxerxes. king of kings, to 
Ezra the priest, a scholar of the 
law of the God of heaven, 
complete peace! 

‘Tm ordering that anyone of 
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the people of Israel, or its priests 
and Levites, who want to go with 
you to Jerusalem may go. "The 
king and his seven advisers send 
you to investigate Judah and 
Jerusalem according to the law of 
your God that you hold in your 
hands. “You are to take the 
silver and gold the king and his 
advisers volunteered to give to the 
God of Israel who lives in Jeru¬ 
salem. “Also take any silver and 
gold you can find anywhere in the 
province of Babylon along with 
the gifts volunteered by the people 
and the priests, given for the 
temple of their God in Jeru¬ 
salem. ,7 With this money you 
must then be sure to buy only 
bulls, rams, lambs, together with 
food and drink offerings to go with 
them; then offer them on the altar 
of the temple of your God in Jeru¬ 
salem. 18 With the rest of the sil¬ 
ver and gold do whatever you and 
your relatives think is good, as 
your God wants you to do. “The 
utensils given to you to serve in 
the temple of your God you must 
present before the God of Jeru¬ 
salem. “And anything else that 
is needed in the temple of your 
God which you must provide, pay 
for it from the king’s treasury. 

21 I, King Artaxerxes, order all 
the treasurers west of the 
Euphrates to do promptly anything 
Ezra the priest, a scholar of the law 
of the God of heaven, asks you, 
"up to 100 talents of silver, 100 
measures of wheat, 100 baths of 
wine.100 baths of olive oil, and as 
much salt as he needs. “Anything 
the God of heaven orders must be 
done diligently for the temple of 
the God of heaven. Why should 
God be angry with the realm of 


the king and his sons? "And we 
inform you that you are forbidden 
to make any priest, Levite, singer, 
gatekeeper, servant, or worker in 
the temple of this God pay any 
levy or tax for goods or for roads. 

“And you, Ezra, according In 
the wisdom of your God that you 
hold in your hands, appoint 
lawyers and judges to judge all 
the people west of the Euphrates, 
that is, all who know the laws of 
your God; and anyone who doesn't 
know them you are to teach. 

“Anyone who will not do what 
your God orders and what the 
king orders should be promptly 
sentenced either to die, be exiled, 
have his goods taken away, or be 
imprisoned. 

Ezra Praises the LORD 

"Praise the LORD, the God of our 
fathers, who put this into the king's 
mind, to make the LORD’S temple in 
Jerusalem beautiful, “who made 
the king and his advisers and all the 
king’s powerful officials kind to me. 

So I took courage, because the 
hand of the LORD my God was on 
me; and I gathered leaders in Israel 
to go up with me. 

The Leaders with Ezra 

8 These are the leaders of the 
clans and the listing according 
to family of those going up with me 
from Babylon when Artaxerxes whs 
ruling as king: 2 of the family of 
Phinehas, Gershom; of the family of 
Ithamar, Daniel; of the family of 
David. Hattush s son of Shecaniah: 
of the family of Parosh, Zechariah. 
with 150 men of his clan; *of the 
family of Pahath-moab, Eliehoenai 
son of Zerahiah. with 200 men; 5 of 
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the family of Zattu, d Shecaniah son 
of Jahaziel, with 300 men; 6 of the 
family of Adin, Ebed son of 
Jonathan, with 50 men; 7 of the 
family of Elam. Jeshaiah son of 
Athaliah, with 70 men; B of the 
family of Shephatiah, Zebediah son 
of Michael, with 80 men; e of the 
family of Joab, Obadiah son of 
Jehiel, with 210 men; ,0 of the family 
of Bani, e Shelomith son of Josiphiah. 
with 160 men; u of the family of 
Bebai. Zechariah son of Bebai. with 
38 men; l2 of the family of Azgad, 
Johanan son of Hakkatan, with 110 
men; lJ of the family of Adonikam, 
those who came later: Eliphelet, 
Jeuel, and Shemaiah, with 60 
men; M of the family of Bigvai, 
Uthai and Zabbud, with 70 men. 

Preparing to Leave 

,5 I gathered them at the river 
flowing to Ahava, and there we 
camped three days. I inspected the 
lay people and the priests but didn’t 
find any Levites there. “Then I 
sent for Eliezer, Ariel. Shemaiah. 
Elnathan, Jarib, Elnathan, Nathan. 
Zechariah, and Meshullam, who 
were leading men. and for Joiarib 
and Elnathan, who were men of 
understanding. 17 And I sent them 
to Iddo, the head man at Casiphia, 
telling them to tell Iddo and his 
relatives, the temple workers in 
Casiphia. to bring us serving men to 
work in the temple of our 
God. 18 And as God was good to us, 
they brought us a man of discretion, 
a descendant of Mahli son of Levi, 
son of Israel, and Sherebiah with his 
18 sons and relatives; '"also 
Hashabiah, and with him Jeshaiah, 
a descendant of Merari. and 20 of 


his relatives and their sons, 20 and 
also 220 temple workers, descended 
from the temple servants whom 
David and his officials appointed to 
work for the Levites. These were all 
listed by name. 

“Then I announced a fast there at 
the river Ahava in order to humble 
ourselves before our God to ask from 
Him a safe journey for us, our little 
ones, and all our goods. 22 I was 
ashamed to ask the king for troops 
and horsemen to help us against any 
enemy on the road, because we had 
told the king, “The hand of our God 
is on all who seek Him, taking care 
of them, but His power and His 
anger oppose all who forsake 
Him.” 23 So we fasted and asked 
our God for safety, and He heard us. 

24 Then I selected 12 leaders of the 
priests—Sherebiah, Hashabiah, 
and 10 of their relatives— “and I 
weighed out to them the silver, the 
gold, and the utensils used for 
offerings in the temple of our God 
that had been given by the king, his 
advisers, his officials, and all the 
Israelites who were there. 26 I 
weighed into their hands 650 talents 
of silver, 100 silver utensils 
weighing 2 talents, 100 talents of 
gold, 27 20 golden bowls weighing 
1,000 drachmas, and two utensils of 
fine bright bronze, precious as 
gold. 28 I told them, “You are the 
LORD’S holy ones, and the utensils 
are holy; the silver and gold are 
voluntary gifts to the LORD, the God 
of your fathers. “Watch and 
guard them till you weigh them in 
the presence of the leaders of the 
priests and Levites and the leaders 
of the clans of Israel in Jerusalem, in 
the storerooms of the LORD'S

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temple.” 30 So the priests and the 
Levites received the silver and the 
gold and the utensils weighed out to 
them to bring them to the temple of 
our God in Jerusalem. 

Coming to Jerusalem 

"Then we left the river Ahava on 
the 12th day of the first month to go 
to Jerusalem, and God was with us 
and protected us from our enemies 
and from ambush on the way. 
“When we came to Jerusalem, we 
rested three days. “On the fourth 
day we weighed out the silver, the 
gold, and the utensils in the temple 
of our God, putting them under the 
supervision of Meremoth, son of the 
priest Uriah. With him was Eleazar, 
Phinehas’ son. With them were the 
Levites Jozabad, Jeshua’s son, and 
Noadiah, Binnui’s son. “It was all 
counted and weighed, and all the 
weight was recorded at that time. 

“The exiles who had come back 
from captivity offered burnt 
offerings to the God of Israel, 12 
bulls for all Israel, 96 rams, 77 
lambs and 12 male goats to take 
away sin; all were whole burnt 
offerings for the LORD. 

“And they delivered the king’s 
order to the king’s satraps and 
governors west of the Euphrates, 
who then helped the people and the 
temple of God. 

Ezra: We Have Sinned 

When these things were done, 
the leaders came to me and 
said, “The people of Israel, 
including priests and Levites, have 
failed to separate from the people of 
foreign countries, from the 
idolatrous ways of the Canaanites, 
Hittites, Perizzites, Jebusites, 
Ammonites, Moabites, Egyptians, 
and Amorites. 2 They and their 


sons have married their daughters 
and mixed our holy race with the 
people of those countries, and the 
leaders and officials have led them 
in such disloyalty.” 

3 When I heard this, I tore my tunic 
and my robe, pulled out hair from 
my head and my beard, and sat 
down dazed. ‘Then there gathered 
to me all who trembled at the word* 
of the God of Israel against this 
great disloyalty of the returned 
exiles, and I sat dazed till the 
evening sacrifice. 5 At the evening 
sacrifice I got up from humbling 
myself, and with my tunic and robe 
torn I knelt, spreading out my hands 
to the LORD my God. 

6 ”My God,” I said, “I feel 
ashamed and blush to look up to 
You, my God; our sins are so many 
they overwhelm us, and our guilt is 
so great it reaches heaven. 7 Frum 
the days of our fathers till now we 
have been very guilty. For our sins 
we, our kings, and our priests have 
been handed over to foreign rulers 
to suffer by sword, captivity, 
plunder, and disgrace, as it still is 
today. 8 And now, for just n 
moment, the LORD our God has been 
kind enough to leave us a remnant of 
survivors and to give us a stake in 
His holy place, that He might give 
light to our eyes and a little life in 
our slavery. "We are slaves, but 
our God hasn’t forsaken us in our 
slavery but has made the kings of 
Persia kind to us to let us live to 
rebuild the temple of our God and 
restore its ruins, and to give us n 
wall protecting Judah and 
Jerusalem. 

l0 ‘‘And now, our God, what can we 
say after that? We have forsaken 
Your commandments "that You 
ordered by the prophets who served 
You, saying, ‘The country you are 
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going to take is polluted due to its 
polluted people, whose idolatrous 
practices have filled it from one end 
to another with uncleanness. 
“And now, don’t let your daughters 
marry their sons or your sons marry 
their daughters, and don’t seek their 
peace and prosperity; then you will 
be strong and eat the good things the 
land produces, and this land will be 
an inheritance for you and your 
descendants forever.’ “After all 
that has happened to us for the 
wicked things we did and for our 
great guilt—seeing that You, our 
God, have punished us less than we 
deserve and have now given us some 
survivors— “if we should again 
break Your commandments and 
intermarry with these idolatrous 
people, won't You be even more 
angry with us till You have 
consumed us and there are no 
survivors left? “LORD, God of 
Israel, because You are just we are 
a remnant of survivors today. See, 
here we are before You in our guilt, 
realizing that none of us can stand 
before You because of this.” 

The People Confess 

While Ezra prayed and 
confessed, weeping and bow¬ 
ing down before God’s temple, a 
great assembly of men, women, and 
children of Israel gathered to him, 
and the people wept bitterly. 
I Then Shecaniah, son of Jehiel and 
descendant of Elam, spoke up and 
said to Ezra: “We have been disloyal 
to our God and have taken foreign 
wives into our homes from the 
people of this country; but now there 
is some hope for Israel in this 
matter. 3 So let us now make a 
covenant with our God to put away 
all such women and the children 
born of them, as my lord advises and 


as those advise who fear when our 
God gives an order. We should do 
just as the Law tells us. 4 So get up; 
you should do something about this, 
and we are with you. Be strong and 
act.” 

5 Then Ezra got up and had the 
leaders, priests, Levites, and all the 
rest of Israel swear to do what they 
had said. So they took an 
oath. 6 Then Ezra left God’s temple 
and went into the room of 
Jehohanan, Eliashib’s grandson, and 
when he got there, he didn’t eat any 
food or drink any water, because he 
mourned over the disloyalty of the 
exiles who had come back. 

7 Then he sent an announcement 
through Judah and Jerusalem to all 
the returned exiles to meet in 
Jerusalem, "and anyone who 
wouldn’t come in three days as the 
leaders and the elders advised 
would lose all his property and be 
excluded from the community of the 
returned exiles. "Then all the men 
of Judah and Benjamin gathered in 
three days in Jerusalem. This was on 
the 20th day of the 9th month, and 
all the people sat in the open space 
before God’s temple, trembling on 
account of this matter and shivering 
in the heavy rains. 

,0 Ezra the priest got up and said, 
“You have been disloyal and 
brought foreign wives into your 
homes and so added to Israel’s 
guilt. “And now, confess to the 
LORD, the God of your fathers, and 
do what He wants; separate from 
the people of this country and from 
the foreign wives.” 

“Then the whole assembly 
promised loudly, “So be it. We must 
do as you say. “But there are so 
many people, and it is the rainy 
season; we can’t do it outside. 
Besides, this can’t be done in a day 
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or two, because we have done much 
wrong in this thing. ,4 Let our 
leaders represent the whole 
community, and let all who in our 
towns have taken home foreign 
wives come, each at a time 
appointed for him, and with them let 
the elders and judges of each town 
come, till the blazing anger of our 
God is turned away from us in this 
matter.” 

,J Only Jonathan, Asahel’s son, 
and Jahzeiah, Tikvah’s son, opposed 
this. And Meshullam and 
Shabbethai the Levite supported 
them. 

l6 The returned exiles did this; and 
the priest Ezra chose* clan lead¬ 
ers from each household, all by 
name. They sat down on the first 
day of the 10th month to investigate 
the matter, 17 and by the first day of 
the first month they finished dealing 
with all the men who had married 
foreign wives.

NEHEMIAH 


I This is the writing of Nehe- 
miah, Hacaliah's son. 

It happened in the month of 
Chislev, in the 20th year of 
Artaxerxes. I was in the capital at 
Susa. 2 0ne of my brothers, 
Hanani, came with some others 
from Judah, and I asked them about 
the remnant of Jews who escaped 
from captivity, and about 
Jerusalem. ’They told me, “Those 
who escaped from captivity and are 
there in the province are very 
troubled and are scorned. The wall 
of Jerusalem is broken down and its 
gates destroyed by fire.” 

‘When I heard that, I sat down 
and wept and mourned for days, 
fasting and praying to the God of 
heaven. 5 1 said, “O LORD God 
of heaven, O great and awesome God, 
keeping a covenant and being kind 
to those who love You and do what 
You order, “let Your eyes see and 
Your ears listen to what Your 
servant is praying. I pray to You 
now day and night for Your servants 
the Israelites, while I confess our 
sins that we have sinned against 
You. Yes, I and my father’s family 
have sinned. ’We have done You a 
great wrong. We didn’t do what You 
said or keep the rules and 
regulations You commanded Your 
servant Moses. 0 Please remember 
what You told Your servant Moses 
to say: ‘If you are disloyal, I will 
scatter you among the peoples. 
“But if you return to Me, live 
according to My commandments 
and do them, though you may be 
driven to the most distant part of the 
world, I will come and get you from 


there and bring you to the place 
where I chose to put My 
name.’ ,0 These now are Your 
servants and Your people whom You 
saved by Your great power and 
Your strong arm. ‘‘Lord, please 
listen to the praying of Your servant 
and the praying of all Your servants 
who delight to worship in Your 
name. And please give success to 
Your servant today and make this 
man show kindness to me.” I was 
cupbearer to the king. 

Nehemiah Goes to Jerusalem 

2 In the month of Nisan, in the 
20th year of King Artaxerxes, 
wine was brought before him. I took 
up the wine and gave it to the king. I 
had never before been sad in his 
presence. 

J “Why do you look so sad?” the 
king asked me. “You aren’t sick? 
You must be troubled about 
something.’’ I was really afraid. 

’"The king live forever!’’ I told the 
king. “Why shouldn’t I look sad 
when the city, the place where my 
fathers are buried, is in ruins and 
its gates are burned down?’’ 

4 “What do you want?’’ the king 
asked me. I kept praying to the God 
of heaven. 

’“If it pleases the king,’’ I said, 
“and if you want to be kind to your 
servant, let me go to Judah, to the 
city where my fathers are buried, so 
I can rebuild it." 

“The queen was sitting beside the 
king when he asked me, “How long 
will you be gone, and when will you 
be back?” I gave him a definite date, 
and the king approved of my 
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going. 7 I also told the king, “If it 
pleases you, O king, let me have 
letters to the governors of the 
province west of the Euphrates to let 
me pass through to Judah; B and 
also a letter to Asaph, the 
supervisor of the king’s forest, to 
give me timber for the gates of the 
citadel near the temple, for the wall 
of the city, and for the house I’ll 
move into.” The king let me have 
them, since the good hand of my God 
was with me. 

"And so I came to the governors of 
the province west of the Euphrates 
and gave them the king’s letters. The 
king had sent with me some army 
officers and horsemen. I0 But when 
Sanballat from Beth-horon and 
Tobiah the Ammonite servant heard 
this, they didn’t like it at all that 
anybody should come to promote the 
welfare of the people of Israel. 

Nehemiah: “Let's Build “ 

n So I came to Jerusalem and was 
there three days. 

I2 I went out in the night with a few 
men, without telling anybody what 
my God had put into my mind to do 
for Jerusalem. I had no animal with 
me except the one I was riding. 13 I 
went out of the Valley Gate at night 
toward the Dragon Spring and the 
Dung Gate, examining the places 
where the walls of Jerusalem were 
broken down and its gates were 
burned. “Passing through the Gate 
by the Spring, I came to the King’s 
Pool, but here there was no way for 
the animal I was riding to pass 
through. ,5 I went up the valley at 
night, inspecting the wall. Then I 
turned back, entered the Valley 
Gate, and so returned. 

“The officials didn’t know where I 
had gone or what I was doing. I 
hadn’t yet told the Jews, the priests, 


the leaders, the other officials, or 
any of the rest who would be doing 
the work. l7 Then I told them, “You 
see the trouble we’re in, how 
Jerusalem is in ruins and her gates 
are burned down. Come, let’s build 
the wall of Jerusalem, and we won’! 
be insulted any longer.” 1B And I 
told them how well my God had led 
me, and of course what the king had 
told me. 

“Let’s start and build,” they told 
me. So they encouraged one another 
for the good purpose. 

19 But when Sanballat from Beth 
horon, Tobiah the Ammonite 
servant, and the Arab Geshera 
heard of it, they made fun of us, and 
in contempt for us they asked. 
“What are you doing? Are you going 
to rebel against the king?” 

20 “The God of heaven will give us 
success,” I answered them. “We. 
His servants, are going to rebuild. 
But you have no property or right or 
memorial in Jerusalem.” 

Building the North Wall 

The high priest Eliashib and 
his relatives, the priests, 
started by building the Sheep Gate 
They dedicated it and set up ils 
doors. They dedicated it as far as 
the Tower of the Hundred and as far 
as the Tower of Hananel. 2 Next to 
him the men from Jericho built; and 
next to them Zaccur, Imri’s 
son. 3 The sons of Hassenaah built 
the Fish Gate; they laid its beams 
and set up its doors with their locks 
and bars. 4 Next to them Meremoth 
son of Uriah, son of Hakkoz, 
repaired it. Next to them Meshullam 
son of Berechiah, son of Meshezabel, 
repaired it. Next to them Zadok, 
Baana’s son, repaired it. ’Next to 
them the men from Tekoa repaired 
it; but their nobles wouldn’t humble 
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themselves to work for their 
superiors. 

The West Wali 

"Joiada, Paseah’s son, and 
Meshullam, Besodeiah’s son, 
repaired the gate of the Old City, 
laying its beams and setting up its 
doors with their locks and 
bars. 7 Next to them Melatiah 
from Gibeon and Jadon from 
Meronoth, with men from Gibeon 
and Mizpah, repaired the wall to the 
seat of the governor from the 
district west of the Euphrates. 
"Next to them Uzziel son of 
Harhaiah, the goldsmith, repaired 
it. Next to him Hananiah the 
ointment-mixer repaired it. They 
renovated Jerusalem as far as the 
Broad Wall. "Next to them 
Rephaiah, Hur’s son, an official in 
charge of half a district of 
Jerusalem, repaired it. ,0 Next to 
them Jedaiah, Harumaph’s son, 
repaired it opposite his own home. 
Next to them Hattush, Hashabneiah’s 
son, repaired it. “Malchiah, 
Harim’s son, and Hasshub, Pahath- 
moab’s son, repaired another part, 
including the Tower of the 
Ovens. “Next to them Shallum, 
Hallohesh's son, an official in 
charge of half a district of 
Jerusalem, repaired it with the help 
of his daughters. 

The South Wall 

,3 Hanun and the people living in 
Zanoah repaired the Valley Gate; 
they rebuilt it and set up its doors 
with their locks and bars, and 
repaired 1,000 cubits of the wall, as 
far as the Dung Gate. “The Dung 
Gate itself was repaired by 
Malchiah. Rechab’s son, the official 
in charge of the district of Beth- 


hakkerem; he rebuilt it and set up its 
doors with their locks and bars. 

The Southeast Waii 

“Shallun son of Col-hozeh, the 
official in charge of the district of 
Mizpah, repaired the Spring Gate; 
he rebuilt it, put a roof on it, and set 
up its doors with their locks and 
bars, and the wall by the pool of 
Shelah at the king’s garden as far as 
the stairs going down from David’s 
city. '"After him Nehemiah, 
Azbuk’s son, the official in charge 
of half the district of Beth-zur, 
repaired it till you come to the tombs 
of David and the artificial pool and 
the soldiers’ barracks. 17 After him 
the Levites repaired it, including 
Rehum, Bani’s son. Next to him 
Hashabiah, the official in charge of 
half the district of Keilah, repaired 
it for his district. ‘"After him 
their relatives repaired it: Binnui. 
Henadad’s son, the official in 
charge of half the district of 
Keilah. '"Next to him Ezer, 
Jeshua’s son, the official in charge 
of Mizpah, repaired another part, 
where you go up to the armory at the 
comer. “After him Baruch, 
Zabbai’s son, repaired another 
part, from the corner to the door of 
the house of the high priest 
Eliashib. “After him Meremoth 
son of Uriah, son of Hakkoz, 
repaired another part, from the 
door of the house of Eliashib to the 
end of Eliashib’s house. “After 
him the priests who lived in that 
area repaired it. “After them 
Benjamin and Hasshub repaired it 
opposite their own home. After them 
Azariah son of Maaseiah, son of 
Ananiah, repaired it by his 
home. “After him Binnui, Hena¬ 
dad’s son, repaired another part, 
from Azariah’s home to the bend 
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and the corner of the wall. “Palal, 
Uzai’s son, repaired it opposite the 
bend and the upper tower that 
projects from the king's palace to 
the prison court. After him Pedaiah 
son of Parosh “(the temple 
servants were living in Ophel) 
repaired the wall as far as a point 
opposite the Water Gate toward the 
east, and the projecting tower. 
27 After him the men from Tekoa 
repaired another part from opposite 
the big projecting tower as far as 
the Wall of Ophel. 

The Northeast Wall 

“Above the Horse Gate the priests 
repaired it, each opposite his own 
home. “After them Zadok, Im- 
mer's son, repaired it opposite his 
own home. After him Shemaiah, 
Shecaniah’s son, keeper of the East 
Gate, repaired it. “After him 
Hananiah, Shelemiah's son, and 
Hanun, Zalaph’s sixth son, repaired 
another part. After him Meshullam, 
Berechiah’s son. repaired it 
opposite his room. 31 After him 
Malchiah, one of the goldsmiths, 
repaired it as far as the building 
that housed the temple servants and 
businessmen, opposite the Gate of 
Mustering and as far as the upper 
room at the corner. 32 The gold¬ 
smiths and businessmen repaired it 
between the upper room at the cor¬ 
ner and the Sheep Gate. 

Sanballat Opposes 

4 When Sanballat heard we were 
rebuilding the wall, he got 
very angry and irritated, and made 
fun of the Jews. 2 Before his 
relatives and the soldiers of 
Samaria he said: “What are these 
feeble Jews doing? Can they rebuild 
by themselves? Are they planning to 
sacrifice? Can they finish it in a 


day? Will they get the stones out of 
the rubbish heaps, burned as they 
are, and give them new strength?” 

3 Tobiah the Ammonite was near 
him. “What they are building,” he 
said, “if a fox would walk up on it, 
he’d break down their stone wall.” 

Nehemiah Prays 

4 “Our God, listen because we are 
despised, and bring their insults 
back on their heads and let them be 
plundered in a country where they 
are taken as captives. ’Don’t cover 
their wrongs or blot out their sins 
before You, because they have 
stirred up Your anger before these 
builders.” 

B So we built the wall, and the 
whole wall was made continuous 
and built to half its height. The 
people had a mind to work. 

7 When Sanballat, Tobiah, the 
Arabs, the Ammonites, and the 
people from Ashdod heard that the 
walls of Jerusalem were being put in 
good shape again and the broken 
places were being filled in, they got 
furious; 8 and all of them conspired 
to come and fight against Jerusalem 
and cause confusion. 

■But we prayed to our God and set 
guards to watch day and night to 
protect ourselves from them. 

“Then the people of Judah said. 
“The strength of the laborers is 
wearing down, and there is too 
much rubble; we can't go on 
building the wall.” 

"And our enemies were saying. 
“They won’t know or see a thing 
before we come among them, kill 
them, and stop the work.” 12 Ten 
times the Jews who were living near 
our enemies came and warned us 
that from all directions they would 
come against us. 

,3 So I put people by families 
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behind the wall where it was lowest 
and most exposed, with their 
swords, spears, and bows. l4 I 
looked them over and proceeded to 
tell the nobles, the leaders, and the 
rest of the people, “Don’t be afraid 
of them. Remember how great and 
awesome the Lord is. Fight for your 
brothers, your sons, your daughters, 
your wives, and your homes.” 

13 When our enemies heard that 
we knew about their plans and that 
God had made them fail, we all went 
back to the wall, each to his 
job. ,6 From then on half of my men 
worked and the other half held the 
spears, shields, bows, and body- 
armor. And the officers stood 
behind all the people of Judah 
17 who built the wall. The laborers 
who were carrying the loads did the 
work with one hand and with the 
other held their weapon, ia and 
each builder had his sword fastened 
to his side. The man who blew the 
trumpet was with me. ,8 I told the 
nobles, the leaders, and the rest of 
the people, “There’s so much work 
to be done in different places that 
we are separated far from one 
another on the wall. 20 Wherever 
you hear the trumpet, rally to us 
there. Our God will fight for us.” 

21 So we were doing our work, half 
of us holding spears from early 
dawn till the stars came out. 22 At 
that time I told the people, “Every 
man and his servant should stay 
overnight in Jerusalem so we can set 
a guard at night and work during 
the day." 23 We didn't take off our 
clothes, I or my brothers, my 
servants, or the men of the guard 
who followed us. We each kept our 
weapon at hand.®

Nehemiah Helps the Poor 

Then some of the people, men 
and women, loudly complained 
about their Jewish relatives. 2 Some 
said, “We, our sons, and our daugh¬ 
ters are many. We must have grain to 
eat to keep alive.” 3 Others said, “We 
have to borrow money on our fields, 
our vineyards, and our homes in order 
to get grain when we’re hungry.” 
4 Others said, “We have to borrow 
money to pay the king’s tax on our 
fields and vineyards. 3 Now, our 
bodies are the same as those of our 
relatives; our children are just like 
theirs. But look, we have to make 
slaves of our sons and daughters. 
Some of our daughters are already 
enslaved. But there’s nothing else 
we can do when others have our 
fields and vineyards.” 

6 When I heard their complaint 
and what they said, I was 
furious. 7 After thinking it over, I 
accused the nobles and the leaders, 
telling them, “You are taking 
interest from one another.” And I 
arranged for a large meeting to deal 
with them. 8 Then I told them, “As 
we were able, we brought back our 
fellow Jews who had been sold to 
other people. And now you are 
selling your fellow Jews so that we 
have to buy them back!” They were 
silent and couldn’t find anything to 
say. 8 “What you’re doing isn’t 
good,” I added. “Shouldn’t you live 
in the fear of our God to keep the 
people who are our enemies from 
ridiculing us? ,0 I too, my relatives, 
and my servants are lending them 
money and grain. But let’s give up 
this taking of interest. "Today give 
their fields back to them, their 
vineyards, their olive orchards, and 
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their homes, and let them keep the 
interest on the money, fresh grain, 
wine, and oil you’re collecting from 
them.” 

,2 “We’ll give it back,” they said, 
“and not try to get it from them. 
We'll do as you say.” Then I called 
the priests and made them swear to 
do what they promised. ,3 Then I 
shook out the bosom of my garment 
and said, “Like this may God shake 
out from his home and work 
everyone who won’t keep this 
promise; like this may he be shaken 
off and gotten rid of.” Then the 
whole congregation said, “So be it,” 
and praised the LORD. And the 
people did what they promised. 

14 Let me add: From the day the 
king appointed me governor of 
Judah, from the 20th to the 32nd year 
of Artaxerxes—that is, for 12 
years—I and my relatives didn’t eat 
the food allowed a governor. ,5 The 
governors before me had made it 
hard for the people by taking from 
them food and wine in addition to 40 
shekels of silver. Even their servants 
lorded it over the people. But I didn’t 
do that, because I feared God. ,8 I 
also took charge of the work on this 
wall, but we bought no land. And all 
my men gathered there for the work. 

17 There were at my table 150 
leaders plus other Jews and those 
who came to us from the people 
around us. 18 It was necessary 
every day to prepare one ox and six 
select sheep; fowl also were 
prepared for me, and once every 10 
days a supply of every kind of wine. 
But for all this I didn’t demand the 
governor’s food allowance, because 
these people were carrying a heavy 
load. 

’"Remember to prosper me, my

God, for all I’ve done for these 
people. 

The Plot Against Nehemiah 

When Sanballat, Tobiah, Ge- 
shem the Arab, and the rest 
of our enemies heard I had built the 
wall, and there was no gap left in it— 
although at that time I had not yet 
hung the doors in the gates— 
2 Sanballat and Geshem sent me a 
message, “Come, let’s meet in 
Hakkephirim in the valley of Ono.” 
They were planning to harm me. 

3 I sent messengers to tell them. 
“I’m doing an important job and 
can't come down. Why should the 
work stop while I leave it and come 
down to you?” 4 They sent such a 
message to me four times, and I 
answered them the same way. 
“When Sanballat sent me such a 
message a fifth time, his man held 
an open letter in his hand. 8 In it 
was written, “The nations have 
heard and Geshem b had said that 
you and the Jews are planning to 
rebel. That’s why you’re building 
the wall. You want to be their 
king. 7 You’ve also appointed 
prophets to announce for you in 
Jerusalem, ’There’s a king in Judah!’ 
Now the king will hear about such 
things. So then come, let’s talk this 
over.” 

“Then I sent someone to tell him, 
“No such thing as you say has been 
done. You’ve made it up in your own 
mind.” 

"They were all trying to frighten 
us, thinking we would give up the 
work and not finish it. 

But now my hands were strength¬ 
ened. 

‘"When I went to the home of 
Shemaiah son of Delaiah, son of

Mehetabel, who was shut in, he 
said, “Let’s meet at God’s house, in 
the temple, and close the temple 
doors. They’re coming to kill you; 
they’re coming at night to kill you.” 

n But I asked, “Should a man like 
me run away? Should anyone like 
me go into the temple to save his 
life? I won't go.” 

12 Then I realized God hadn’t sent 
him but Tobiah and Sanballat had 
hired him to predict this would 
happen to me. l3 He was hired to 
frighten me into doing this so I would 
sin and give them a way to discredit 
me. 

,4 My God. punish Tobiah and 
Sanballat for what they are doing 
and also the prophetess Noadiah 
and the rest of the prophets who 
have been trying to frighten me. 

ls So the wall was finished in 52 
days, on the 25th day of the month of 
Elul. 16 When all our enemies heard 
of it, all the nations around us saw 
it c and were very impressed, 
realizing we had done this work 
with the help of our God. 

17 In those days the nobles of Judah 
and Tobiah were sending many 
letters back and forth. '"Many in 
Judah had promised by oath to 
support him, because he was the 
son-in-law of Shecaniah, Arah’s son, 
and his son Jehohanan had married 
the daughter of Meshullam, 
Berechiah’s son. ‘“They were also 
telling me about his good points and 
reporting to him what I said. But 
Tobiah kept sending letters to 
frighten me. 

Guarding Jerusalem 

7 When the wall had been re¬ 
built and I had hung the 
doors, and the gatekeepers, the

singers, and the Levites had been 
appointed, 2 I put my brother 
Hanani in charge of Jerusalem; and 
with him Hananiah, the commander 
of the citadel, because he was so 
faithful and feared God more than 
many others. 3 I told them, “The 
gates of Jerusalem shouldn’t be 
opened till the sun is hot, and while 
the guards are still standing there, 
they should shut the doors. Bar them 
and have men of Jerusalem 
appointed to stand guard, some at 
their stations and others next to 
their homes.” 4 Now the city was 
wide and large, but there were few 
people in it, and no houses were 
being built. 

The First Exiles to Return 

"Then my God put into my heart to 
gather the nobles, leaders, and 
people to list them according to their 
ancestors. And I found the list of 
those who came up the first time. I 
found the following written there: 

“These are the people of the 
province, the exiles who came back, 
whom Nebuchadnezzar king of 
Babylon had taken away captive. 
They came back to Jerusalem and 
Judah, each to his own town. 7 They 
came with Zerubbabel, Jeshua, 
Nehemiah, Azariah, Raamiah, 
Nahamani, Mordecai, Bilshan, 
Mispereth, Bigvai, Nehum, and 
Baanah.

Doubtful ancestry: 8, These came up 
from Telmelah, Tel-harsha, Cherub. 
Addon, and Immer, but couldn’t tell 
what their clan was or their ancestry, 
whether they were Israelites: 
62 The families of Delaiah, Tobiah, 
and Nekoda, 642. 

e3 Of the priests: The families of 
Hobaiah, Hakkoz, and Barzillai—a 
man who married one of the 
daughters of Barzillai from Gilead 
and took their name. 84 These tried 
to find their list of ancestors but 
didn’t find it; so they were barred as 
unfit to serve as priests. "The 
governor told them not to eat of the 
most holy food till a priest would 
come to ask God by means of the 
Urim and Thummim. 

"The whole assembly totaled 
42,360, 07 in addition to male and 
female servants who numbered 
7,337. They also had 245 men and 
women who sang. "They had 
horses numbering 736, and 245 
mules. "They had 435 camels and 
6,720 donkeys. 

Gi/ts for the Temple 

70 Some leaders of the clans gave 
offerings for the work. The governor 
put into the treasury 1,000 
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drachmas of gold, 50 bowls, and 530 
garments for the priests. 7, The 
leaders of the clans put into the 
treasury for the work 20,000 
drachmas of gold and 2,200 minas of 
silver. 77 The rest of the people 
gave 20.000 drachmas of gold. 
2,000 minas of silver, and 67 gar¬ 
ments for the priests. 

73 So the priests, Levites, and some 
of the people settled 11 in Jerusalem, 
and the gatekeepers, the singers, 
the temple workers, and the rest of 
Israel lived in their towns. 

Hearing God’s Word 

8 When the seventh month came, 
all the people gathered like 
one man in the square before the 
Water Gate. They told Ezra the 
scholar to bring the scroll of the Law 
of Moses, which the Lord had 
ordered for Israel. 2 Then Ezra the 
priest brought the Law before the 
assembly, including only men and 
women who could understand what 
they heard. It was on the first day of 
the seventh month. 3 And he read 
from it before the Water Gate from 
early morning till noon, to the men 
and the women who could 
understand. And all the people 
listened to the scroll of the Law. 

‘Ezra the scholar stood on a 
raised wooden platform made for 
this purpose, and with him stood 
Mattithiah, Shema. Anaiah, Uriah, 
Hilkiah, and Maaseiah at his right, 
and Pedaiah, Mishael, Malchiah, 
Hashum. Hashbaddanah, Zechariah, 
and Meshullam at his left. 5 Ezra, 
standing higher than all the other 
people, unrolled the scroll before all 
the people, and as he opened it, all 
the people stood up. “Ezra praised 
the LORD, the great God, and all the

people answered, “So be it, so be 
it,” as they raised their hands and 
then bowed with their faces to the 
ground and worshiped the LORD. 
7 Also Jeshua, Bani, Sherebiah, 
Jamin, Akkub, Shabbethai, Hodiah, 
Maaseiah, Kelita, Azariah, Jozabad, 
Hanan, and Pelaiah, who were 
Levites, were explaining the Law to 
the people while they were still 
standing. 8 And so they read the 
scroll of God’s law clearly, giving 
the meaning, and the people 
understood what was read. 

"Then Nehemiah the governor, 
Ezra the priest and scholar, and the 
Levites who taught the people told 
them, “This is a holy day of the 
LORD your God; don’t mourn or 
cry"—for all the people were crying 
as they listened to the reading of the 
Law. 10 Then he told them, “Go, eat 
fat meat, drink sweet drinks, and 
send portions of food to those for 
whom none is prepared, because 
this is the Lord’s holy day; don’t feel 
sad. The joy you have in the LORD is 
your fortress.” “So the Levites 
calmed all the people, saying, “Be 
quiet. This day is holy; don’t feel 
sad.” 

,2 Then all the people went to eat 
and drink and to send portions of 
food and enjoy a big celebration, 
because they understood the words 
that were explained to them. 

The FestivaJ of Booths 

n On the second day the leaders of 
the clans of all the people, including 
the priests and the Levites, met with 
Ezra the scholar to learn what the 
Law said. ,4 They found written in 
the law which the LORD had 
ordered through Moses that the 
people of Israel should live in booths 
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during a festival in the seventh 
month, "and that they should 
announce it and send this message 
to all their towns and throughout 
Jerusalem: “Go to the hills and get 
branches—olive and wild olive, 
myrtle, palm and other thick-leaved 
branches, to make booths as 
prescribed.” 

16 So the people went out and got 
them and made themselves booths, 
some on their own roofs, others in 
their courts, in the courts of God’s 
temple, in the square by the Water 
Gate, or in the square at the 
Ephraim Gate. 

17 And so the whole assembly that 
had come back from the exile made 
booths and lived in them. The people 
of Israel had not done this from the 
time of Joshua, Nun’s son, to that 
day; there was such very great 
joy. 10 Every day of the feast, from 6Ac * 4:J 
the first to the last, Ezra continued "; 7 106 
to read the scroll of God’s law. They 
celebrated the festival seven days, 
and on the eighth day they had a 
closing festival assembly as 
prescribed. 

Israel Prays 

On the 24th day of this month 
the Israelites assembled; they 
fasted, clothed in sackcloth, with 
dirt on their heads. 2 Those who 
were descendants of Israel 
separated themselves from all 
foreigners; they stood up and 
confessed their sins as well as the 
wrongs done by their fathers. 

3 They stood in their places, and for a 
fourth of the day the book of the law 
of the LORD their God was read, 
and for another fourth they 
confessed and worshiped the LORD 
their God. 

4 Then Jeshua, Bani, Kadmiel, 
Shebaniah, Bunni, Sherebiah, Bani, 


and Chanani, stood on the platform 
of the Levites and called aloud to the 
LORD their God. 5 And the Levites, 
Jeshua, Kadmiel, Bani, Hashabneiah, 
Sherebiah, Hodiah, Shebaniah, and 
Pethahiah, said: “Stand up and 
bless the LORD your God. From 
everlasting to everlasting Your 
wonderful name is blessed and 
lifted up above all blessing and 
praise. 

6 “You are the LORD* You alone. 
You made heaven, the highest heav¬ 
en, with all its army, the earth 
and everything on it, the seas and 
everything in them. You give life In 
all, and the army of heaven is wor¬ 
shiping You. 

7 “You are the LORD, the God who 
chose Abram, who took him out of 
Ur of the Chaldees and gave him the 
name Abraham. 8 You found his 
heart faithful to You and made a 
covenant with him to give his 
descendants the country of the 
Canaanites, Hittites, Amorites, 
Perizzites, Jebusites, and Gir- 
gashites; and You kept Your 
promise, for You are righteous. 
“You saw what our fathers suffered 
in Egypt and heard them crying by 
the Red Sea. ,0 You did miracles 
and wonders to Pharaah and all his 
men and all the people of his country 
because You knew they were 
treating them arrogantly. And You 
won a reputation for Yourself which 
You still have today. "You divided 
the sea before them so that they 
went through the middle of the sen 
on dry ground, and You threw those 
who pursued them into the deep 
Waters like a stone into the 
torrents. "By a pillar of cloud You 
led them during the day and by a 
pillar of fire during the night to light 
up the way in which they should 
go. "You came down on Mount 
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Sinai and talked to them from 
heaven and gave them right rules, 
true laws, good regulations and 
commandments. ,4 You taught them 
Your holy Sabbath and through 
Your servant Moses prescribed for 
them commandments, regulations, 
and laws. ,5 You gave them bread 
from heaven for their hunger and 
made water flow from a rock for 
their thirst and told them to go in 
and take the country that with a 
raised hand You swore to give them. 

,6 “But they, our fathers, behaved 
proudly, acted stubbornly, and 
didn’t listen to Your command¬ 
ments. ,7 They refused to listen, 
forgetting the miracles You did for 
them. They became stubborn and 
tried to appoint a leader to go back 
to their slavery in Egypt. But You 
are a God who forgives, who is kind, 
merciful, patient, and very loving, 
and so You didn’t forsake them. 
,8 They even made a calf of cast 
metal for themselves and said, This 
is your God who took you out of 
Egypt.’ and so they committed great 
blasphemies. ,9 But Your mercies 
being great. You didn’t forsake them 
in the wilderness. The pillar of cloud 
didn’t leave them during the day, 
but led them on their way; nor did 
the pillar of fire leave during the 
night, but lit up the way on which 
they should go. 20 You gave Your 
good Spirit to teach them; You didn’t 
refuse to let them have Your manna 
to eat, and You gave them water for 
their thirst. 2, For 40 years You fed 
them in the wilderness, and they 
had everything they needed. Their 
clothes didn’t wear out, and their 
feet didn’t blister. 

"‘‘You gave them kingdoms and 
nations and assigned to them 
frontier lands so that they took the 
country of Sihon, the country of the 


king of Heshbon, and the country of 
Og king of Bashan. 23 You gave 
them many children, like the stars in 
the sky, and brought them into the 
country You told their fathers to 
enter and take. 24 Their children 
went in and took the country, and 
You subdued before them the people 
living in the country, the Canaan- 
ites, and put them in their hands 
with their kings and the people of 
the country, to do with them as they 
liked. 29 They took fortified cities 
and a rich land, occupied houses 
full of everything good, hewn-out 
cisterns, vineyards, olive trees, and 
plenty of fruit trees. So they ate and 
were filled and got fat and enjoyed 
the grand store of good things You 
gave them. 

26 ”But they stubbornly opposed 
You and rebelled against You and 
2 G.U 12 tossed Your commandments behind 
their backs and killed Your prophets 
who warned them to turn back to 
You, and so they committed great 
blasphemies. 27 Then You put them 
in the hands of their enemies, who 
made them suffer; and when they 
were suffering, they cried to You. 
And in heaven You heard them, and 
as Your mercies are great, You gave 
them saviors to save them from their 
enemies. 28 When they got some 
relief, they again did wrong before 
You, and You abandoned them to 
their enemies, who trampled on 
them; again they cried to You, and 
many times You heard from heaven 
and saved them because You are 
merciful. 29 You warned them to 
return to Your law, but they became 
too proud to listen to Your 
commandments; they sinned against 
Your regulations —if anyone keeps 
them, he will find life in them. But 
they turned a rebellious shoulder 
and stiffened their necks and didn’t 
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listen. 30 For many years You 
continued to be kind to them, 
warning them by Your Spirit 
through Your prophets, but they 
didn’t listen; and You put them into 
the hands of the people of the 
country. “But Your mercies are 
great, and You didn’t put an end to 
them or forsake them, because You 
are a kind and merciful God. 

32 “And now, our God, the God who 
is great, mighty, and terrible, who 
keeps His covenant and is kind, 
don’t think lightly of all the trouble 
that has come to us, to our kings, our 
leaders, our priests, our prophets, 
our fathers, and all Your people 
from the time of the kings of Assyria 
till now. 33 But You are right in 
everything that has happened to us, 
because You have acted faithfully 
and we have done wrong. 34 Nor 
have our kings, our leaders, our 
priests, and our fathers done what 
Your law demands. They didn’t 
listen to Your commandments or 
Your warnings when You warned 
them. “When they had their 
kingdom and You gave them many 
good things and they were in the 
large and rich country You laid 
before them, they refused to serve 
You or turn back from their wicked 
works. 3B Look now, we are slaves 
in this country You gave our fathers 
to eat its products and its good 
things; here we are slaves. 37 And 
its many products go to the kings 
You put over us because we sinned, 
and they manage our bodies and our 
animals as they please. And so we 
are in great trouble. 

30 “Because of all this we are 
making a firm agreement, and on the 
document our leaders, our Levites, 
and our priests are putting their 
seal.”

Keeping Holy 

“The rest of the people, the 
priests, the Levites, the gatekeepers, 
the singers, the temple workers, all 
who had separated themselves from 
the heathen for the sake of God’s 
law, they, their wives, sons, and 
daughters, all who knew and 
understood, “joined their brothers, 
the leaders, in binding themselves 
by a curse and an oath to obey God’s 
law given by Moses, God’s servant, 
to keep and do all the commandments, 
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rules, and regulations of the LORD 
our Lord. 30 We will not have our 
daughters marry the people of the 
country or have their daughters 
marry our sons. 31 And if the people 
of the country bring goods or any 
grain on a Sabbath to sell, we ll not 
buy it from them on a Sabbath or 
any other holy day, and in the 
seventh year we’ll let the land lie 
idle and not collect on any debt. 

Giving for the Temple 

"We also bind ourselves by a rule 
to give yearly a third of a shekel of 
silver for the service in the temple of 
our God: 33 for setting up the bread 
and for the regular grain offerings 
and whole burnt offerings on the 
Sabbaths and on the first day of the 
month and at the festivals, for the 
consecrated foods and sin offerings 
that atone for Israel, and for any 
other service in the temple of our 
God. 

34 And we. the priests, Levites, and 
lay people, cast lots to decide the 
order in which our clans should at 
appointed times every year bring 
wood to the temple of our God to 
burn on the altar of the LORD our 
God as prescribed in the Law; 
”and to decide when we are to bring 
the firstfruits of our ground, the 
firstfruits of every kind of tree each 
year to the LORD’S temple; 36 and 
when to bring the firstborn of our 
sons and our cattle and flocks, as 
the Law prescribes, to the temple of 
our God; to the priests serving in the 
temple of our God; 37 and when to 
bring to the priests, into the side 
rooms, the best of our coarse flour 
and of our gifts, of the fruit of every 
tree, of the new wine and olive oil, 
and the tenth of our land for the 
Levites, the Levites taking a tenth 
from all our farm towns. 38 A 


priest, one of Aaron’s descendants, 
should be with the Levites when 
they collect the tenth, and the 
Levites should bring up a tenth of 
the tenths to the temple of our God, 
into the side rooms of the temple 
where things are stored. 39 The 
Israelites, especially the Levites, 
should bring into the storerooms the 
offerings of new grain, wine, and 
olive oil—the utensils of the holy 
place are there, and so are the 
priests who serve, and the gate¬ 
keepers and the singers. We’ll not 
forsake the temple of our God. 

The People Living in Jerusalem 

The leaders of the people 
settled in Jerusalem. The 
rest of the people cast lots to have 
one in 10 come and live in Jerusalem, 
the holy city, leaving the other nine 
in the other towns. 2 The people 
blessed all the men who volunteered 
to live in Jerusalem. 

3 These were the leaders of the 
region who settled in Jerusalem, 
while in the other towns of Judah 
everyone lived on his own property 
in their towns: the lay Israelites, the 
priests, the Levites, the temple 
servants, and the descendants of 
Solomon’s slaves. 

‘Some of the descendants of Judah 
and of Benjamin settled in 
Jerusalem. The descendants of 
Judah are: Athaiah son of Uzziah, 
son of Zechariah, son of Amariah, 
son of Shephatiah, son of Mahalalel, 
a descendant of Perez; 3 and 
Maaseiah son of Baruch, son of Col- 
hozeh, son of Hazaiah, son of 
Adaiah, son of Joiarib, son of 
Zechariah, a descendant of 
Shelah. 6 All the descendants of 
Perez living in Jerusalem were 460 
worthy men. 

’These are the descendants of 
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Benjamin: Sallu son of Meshullam, 
son of Joed, son of Pedaiah, son of 
Kolaiah, son of Maaseiah, son of 
Ithiel, son of Jeshaiah, “and after 
him e many others, e totaling 928. 
“Their leader was Joel son of 
Zichri, with Judah son of Senuah 
being the second in command over 
the city. 

,0 The priests are: Jedaiah son of 
Joiarib, f son of* u Seraiah, son of 
Hilkiah, son of Meshullam, son of 
Zadok, son of Meraioth, son of 
Ahitub, the supervisor of God’s 
temple, ,2 and his relatives, who 
did the work of the temple, 822; also 
Adaiah son of Jeroham, son of 
Pelaliah, son of Amzi, son of 
Zechariah, son of Pashhur, son of 
Malchiah, 13 and his relatives, 
heads of families, 242; and 
Amashsai son of Azarel, son of 
Ahzai, son of Meshillernoth, son of 
Immer, 14 and his relatives, who 
were worthy people, 128. Their 
leader was Zabdiel son of Haggedol. 

15 The Levites were: Shemaiah son 
of Hasshub, son of Azrikam, son of 
Hashabiah, son of Bunni; lfl Shab- 
bethai and Jozabad, officials among 
the Levites, who were in charge of 
the work outside God’s temple; 
,7 Mattaniah son of Mica, son of 
Zabdi, son of Asaph, the official who 
led in the prayer of thanksgiving; 
Bakbukiah, the second in rank 
among his relatives; and Abda son 
of Shammua, son of Galal, son of 
Jeduthun. 18 All the Levites in the 
holy city were 284. 

,9 The gatekeepers, Akkub, 
Talmon, and their relatives, who 
guarded the gates, were 172. 

20 The rest of the people of Israel, 


and of the priests and Levites, were 
in all the towns of Judah, everyone 
on his inherited property. 2, But the 
temple servants lived on Ophel, with 
Ziha and Gishpa in charge of them. 

22 The supervisor of the Levites in 
Jerusalem was Uzzi son of Bani, son 
of Hashabiah, son of Mattaniah, son 
of Mica, from the descendants of 
Asaph who were the singers; he was 
in charge of the work in God’s 
temple. 23 The king had given an 
order about the singers that 
required them to sing day by 
day.8 24 And Pethahiah son of 
Meshezabel, a descendant of Zerah. 
Judah’s son, was the king’s adviser 
on domestic matters. 

In Other Towns 

25 As for the towns out in the 
country, some people of Judah lived 
in Kiriath-arba and its villages, in 
Dibon and its villages, in Jekabzeel 
and its villages, 26 in Jeshua, 
Moladah, and Beth-pelet, 27 in 
Hazar-shual, in Beersheba and its 
villages, 28 in Ziklag, and in 
Meconah and its villages, 2B in 
Enrimmon, Zorah, Jarmuth. 
30 Zanoah, and Adullam and their 
villages, in Lachish and its villages, 
and in Azekah and its villages. So 
they settled down in the country 
from Beersheba to the Valley of 
Hinnom. 

31 Benjamin’s descendants live in 
the area of Geba, in Michmash. 
Aija, Bethel and its villages, 32 in 
Anathoth, Nob, Ananiah, J3 Hazor, 
Ramah, Gittaim, 34 Hadid, Zeboim, 
Neballat, 35 Lod, Ono, and in the 
Valley of the Craftsmen. 36 And 


e ' e Heb uncertain I'^Heb has fachi n 
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some divisions of Levites in Judah 
were assigned to Benjamin. 

Leading Priests and Levites 

These are the priests and 
Levites who came back 
with Zerubbabel, Shealtiel’s son, 
and Jeshua: Seraiah, Jeremiah, 
Ezra, 2 Amariah, MaUuch, Hattush, 
3 Shecaniah, Rehum, Meremoth, 
4 Iddo, Ginnethoi. Abijah, 5 Mijam- 
in. Maadiah. Bilgah, 6 Shemaiah, 
Joiarib, Jedaiah, 7 Sallu, Amok, 
Hilkiah, and Jedaiah. These were 
the leaders of the priests and of 
their relatives in the time of Jeshua. 

The Levites were: Jeshua, Binnui, 
Kadmiel, Sherebiah, Judah, and 
Mattaniah, who with his relatives 
was in charge of the thanksgiving 
hymns, 8 also Bakbukiah and Unno, 
their relatives, who stood opposite 
them in their places of service. 

’“Jeshua was the father of Joiakim: 
Joiakim was the father of Eliashib; 
Eliashib was the father of 
Joiada; ’’Joiada was the father of 
Jonathan; and Jonathan was the 
father of Jaddua. 

n At the time of Joiakim the priests 
who were the leaders of their 
families were; Of Seraiah,* 1 
Meraiah; of Jeremiah, Hananiah; 
l3 of Ezra, Meshullam; of Amariah, 
Jehohanan: "of Malluchi, Jonathan; 
of Shebaniah, Joseph; ,5 of Harim, 
Adna; of Meraioth, Helkai; 18 of 
Iddo, Zechariah; of Ginnethon, 
Meshullam; ,7 of Abiah, Zichri; of 
Miniamin, of Moadiah, Piltai; ,a of 
Bilgah, Shammua; of Shemaiah, 
Jehonathan; ‘“of Joiarib, Mattenai;

22 A record of the leaders of the 
Levitical clans was kept at the time 
of Eliashib, Joiada, Johanan, and 
Jaddua; and also of the priests to the 
reign of Darius the Persian. 23 But 
only till the time of Johanan 
grandson of Eliashib were the 
leaders of the Levitical clans 
recorded in the annals. 1 2 The 
heads of the Levites were: 
Hashabiah. Sherebiah, Jeshua. 
Binnui,i Kadmiel, who with their 
relatives stood in groups opposite 
one another to sing hymns of praise 
and thanksgiving as David, the man 
of God, had ordered. 25 Mattaniah, 
Bakbukiah, Obadiah, Meshullam, 
Talmon, and Akkub were 
gatekeepers standing guard at the 
storehouses by the gates. 26 These 
lived in the days of Joiakim son of 
Jeshua, son of Jozadak, and in the 
days of Nehemiah the governor and 
of Ezra the priest and scholar. 

The Wall Is Dedicated 

27 When the wall of Jerusalem was 
to be dedicated, they sought out the 
Levites in all their settlements, to 
have them come to Jerusalem to 
dedicate with joy and praise, with 
song and cymbals, with lutes and 
lyres. 28 So the groups of singers 
came together from the country 
around Jerusalem, especially from 
the villages of Netopha; 29 also from 
Beth-gilgal and from the region of 
Geba and Azmaveth; for the singers 
had built villages for themselves 
around Jerusalem. 30 The priests 
and the Levites cleansed themselves; 



h /n these pairs the first name gives the head of the priestly family at the 
time of Jeshua, the second in the time of Jeshua s son Joiakim.

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then they cleansed the people, the 
gates, and the wall. 

3, Then I had the leaders of Judah 
come up on the wall, and I arranged 
two large choirs to give thanks and 
march in procession. One choir 
went to the right on the wall to the 
Dung Gate. “Behind them went 
Hoshaiah and half the leaders of 
Judah, ”and Azariah, Ezra, 
Meshullam, 34 Judah, Benjamin, 
Shemaiah, and Jeremiah, 35 and 
some of the priests with trumpets: 
Zechariah son of Jonathan, son of 
Shemaiah, son of Mattaniah, son of 
Micaiah, son of Zaccur, son of 
Asaph, “and his relatives Shemaiah, 
Azarel, Milalai, Gilalai, Maai, 
Nethanel, Judah, and Hanani with 
the musical instruments of David, 
the man of God. And Ezra the 
scholar led them. 37 At the Spring 
Gate they went straight ahead up 
the stairs of David’s city, where the 
wall rises by David’s palace, and 
came to the Water Gate in the east. 

“The other choir went to the left. I 
followed them with the other half of 
the people, on the wall, past the 
Tower of the Ovens, as far as the 
Broad Wall; “then by the Ephraim 
Gate, over the Gate of the Old City 
and the Fish Gate, and by the Tower 
of' Hananel and the Tower of the 
Hundred, as far as the Sheep Gate; 
and they came to a stop at the Prison 
Gate. 40 So both choirs stood at 
God’s temple, I too and half of the 
leaders with me; 41 also the priests 
Eliakim, Maaseiah, Miniamin, 
Micaiah, Elioenai, Zechariah, and 
Hananiah with trumpets, 42 and 
Maaseiah, Shemaiah, Eleazar, Uzzi, 
Jehohanan, Malchiah, Elam, and 
Ezer. And the singers sang out with 
Jezrahiah as their leader. 

43 That day they offered great 
sacrifices and were happy, because 


God had given them reason to 
rejoice; the women and children 
were happy too. The joy of 
Jerusalem could be heard far away. 

44 0n that day men were put in 
charge of the storerooms for the 
gifts, firstfruits, and tenths, tn 
gather into them the gifts assigned 
by the Law to the priests and Levites 
from the fields around the towns. 
The people of Judah were happy 
with the service of the priests and 
Levites. 45 They were doing what 
their God required, what needed tn 
be done for cleansing; and so did the 
singers and the gatekeepers, as 
David and his son Solomon had 
ordered it. 48 Long ago in the time of 
David, Asaph was the leader of the 
singers and of singing praise and 
thanks to God. 47 And in the time of 
Zerubbabel and in the time of 
Nehemiah all the Israelites were 
giving gifts for the singers and the 
gatekeepers, whatever was needed 
each day. They set aside holy gifts 
for the Levites, and the Levites set 
aside holy gifts for the descendants 
of Aaron. 

Exclude Foreigners 

On that day the book of 
Moses was read while the 
people were listening, and there it 
was found to be written that nobody 
from Ammon or Moab should ever 
get into God’s congregation, be¬ 
cause they didn’t come to the 
Israelites with food and water but 
hired Balaam against them to curse 
them. But our God turned the curse 
into a blessing. 3 When the people 
heard the Law, they put away from 
Israel everyone of mixed race. 

4 Even before this, Eliashib the 
priest, who had been put in charge 
of the rooms of the temple of our 
God—being related to Tobiah — 
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Miad prepared for him a large room 
where before this were stored the 
food offerings, incense, utensils, 
tenths of grain, new wine, and olive 
oil belonging by law to the Levites, 
singers, and gatekeepers; also 
stored there were the contributions 
to the priests. 

B During all this time I wasn’t in 
Jerusalem, for in the 32d year of 
Artaxerxes king of Babylon I had 
gone back to the king; but after a 
year I asked the king for permission 
to return. 7 I came to Jerusalem and 
saw the wrong thing Eliashib had 
done for Tobiah by preparing a 
room for him in God’s temple. a It 
hurt me very much, and I threw all 
of Tobiah's household goods out of 
the room. Then they cleansed the 
rooms, as I told them to, and I put 
back there the utensils of God's 
temple, the offerings, and the 
incense. 

Support for the Levites 

‘Then I learned that the Levites' 
portions had not been given to them, 
and each of the Levites and the 
singers doing their work had fled to 
his field. "I argued with the 
officials. “Why is God's temple 
forsaken?” I asked. So I got them 
together and put them back in their 
places of service. "And all Judah 
brought the tenths of grain, new 
wine, and olive oil to the store¬ 
rooms. n As managers in charge 
of the storerooms I appointed Shele- 
miah the priest, Zadok the scholar, 
and Pedaiah a Levite—and to help 
them. Hanan son of Zaccur, son of 
Mattaniah —since they were consid¬ 
ered loyal. They had the job of dis¬ 
tributing things to their fellow Jews. 

,4 Remember me for this, my God, 
and don't wipe out the devout things 


I did in God’s temple and in getting 
its work done. 

,5 In those days I saw people in 
Judah tramping grapes in the 
winepresses on the Sabbath. I saw 
them bringing in loads of wine, 
grapes, and figs, and every other 
kind of burden, piling them on 
donkeys, and bringing them into 
Jerusalem on the Sabbath. And I 
protested to them at the time about 
selling food. 16 People from Tyre 
who lived in Jerusalem were 
bringing in fish and all kinds of 
goods and selling them on the 
Sabbath to the people of Judah. ,7 I 
argued with the noblemen of Judah 
and asked them, “What is this 
wicked thing you’re doing? How 
dare you treat the Sabbath day as 
unholy? ,8 Isn’t this what your 
fathers did, so that our God brought 
on us and on this city all this 
calamity? Now you’re making Him 
even more angry with Israel by 
profaning the Sabbath.” 

‘ 9 Just before the Sabbath, when the 
gates of Jerusalem were cleared of 
traffic, I ordered the doors to be 
shut and not to be reopened till after 
the Sabbath. I stationed some of my 
men on the gates so that no burden 
would be brought in on the 
Sabbath. J0 Once or twice traders 
and sellers of all kinds of goods 
spent the night just outside 
Jerusalem. 2, I warned them. “Why 
are you staying in front of the 
wall?” I asked them. “If you do it 
again, I’ll arrest you.” After that 
they didn’t come on the Sabbath. 
"Then I told the Levites to cleanse 
themselves, come and guard the 
gates, and keep the Sabbath holy. 

Remember me also for this, my 
God, and spare me, since You are 
very kind. 
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Mixed Marriages 

23 In those days I also saw the Jews 
who had married women from 
Ashdod, Ammon, and Moab. 24 Half 
their children spoke the language of 
Ashdod; they couldn’t understand 
Hebrew well enough to speak it, but 
spoke the languages of each people. 

25 So I argued with them, cursing 
them, striking some of them, pulling 
out their hair; and I made them 
swear by God: “We won’t give our 
daughters in marriage to their sons, 
and we won’t take their daughters 
for our sons or ourselves.” 26 I said, 
“Didn’t Solomon king of Israel sin in 
this way? Among many nations 
there wasn’t a king like him. God 
loved him, and God made him king of 
all Israel. But those foreign women 


were the reason for his sin. 27 Must 
we hear the same about you, that 
you too do all this great wrong and 
turn disloyal to our God by takinp 
foreign wives into your homes?” 

28 Even one of the sons of Joiada 
son of the high priest Eliashib was a 
son-in-law of Sanballat from Beth- 
horon. I chased him away from 
me. 20 Remember them, my God. 
because they have polluted the 
priesthood and the covenant of the 
priests and Levites. 

30 So I cleansed them from 
everything foreign, and set up the 
duties of the priests and Levites. 
each one in the work he should 
do, 3, and I arranged for bringing in 
the wood at regular times and the 
firstfruits. 

Remember me, my God, for good. 
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•Cerxes Gives a Banquet 

It happened at the time of 
Xerxes. This is the Xerxes 
vho ruled over 127 provinces from 
ndia to Ethiopia. 2 In those days, 
vhen Xerxes sat on his royal throne 
a the fortress city of Susa, J in the 
hird year of his rule, he gave a 
ianquet for all his officers and the 
len of his court, the military men of 
he Persians and Medes, the leaders 
nd governors of the provinces 
ieing before him, 4 and he showed 
hem the riches of his wonderful 
ingdom and the costly splendor of 
is majesty for many days, that is, 
80 days. 5 When those days were 
ver, the king gave a banquet lasting 

days, in the enclosed park of the 
ing’s palace, for all the people, high 
md low. who were in the fortress 
:ity of Susa. 

6 White and violet cotton cloth was 
astened by purple cords of fine 
inen and silver rings to marble 
jillars. Gold and silver couches 
vere on a mosaic pavement of 
jurple rock, marble, mother-of- 
Dearl, and dark stones. 7 Wine was 
served in golden bowls, and each 
aowl was different. There was 
olenty oT royal wine given by the 
king. The drinking was according 
to the rule: Nobody has to drink. The 
king had ordered all the waiters in 
his palace to let everybody do just 
as he liked. 

®Vashti the queen also gave a 
banquet for the women at the royal 
palace of King Xerxes. 


Queen Vashti Disobeys 

*°On the seventh day, when wine 
made the king feel good, he told 
Mehuman, Biztha, Harbona, Bigtha, 
Abagtha, Zethar, and Carcas, the 
seven eunuchs waiting on King 
Xerxes, n to bring Queen Vashti to 
the king, wearing her royal crown, 
to show the people and the officers 
her beauty; for she was beautiful. 
,2 But Queen Vashti refused to come 
when the king sent the eunuchs to 
tell her. At this, the king got very 
angry and his fury burned within 
him. 

'Then the king spoke to the wise 
men who knew the times—you see, 
the king used to lay his matters 
before all who knew laws and 
religion, ,4 those close to him being 
Carshena, Shethar, Admatha, 
Tarshish, Meres, Marsena, and 
Memucan, the seven governors of 
the Persians and Medes who saw 
the king face to face and had the 
first place in the kingdom. ,5 He 
asked them: “According to the law, 
what must be done to Queen Vashti 
because she didn’t do what the king 
sent the eunuchs to tell her?” 

lfl Then Memucan told the king and 
the governors: “Vashti hasn’t done 
wrong only to the king but also to all 
the officers and all the people who 
are in all the provinces of King 
Xerxes. I7 The news of what the 
queen has done will go out to all the 
women to make them despise their 
husbands. They will say, ’King 
Xerxes told men to bring Queen 
Vashti before him, but she wouldn’t 
come.’ 'Today the ladies of Persia 
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and Media who have heard what the 
queen did will say the same to all 
the king’s officers, and there will 
be plenty of contempt and bad 
temper. ,9 If it pleases the king, let 
him make a royal declaration, and 
let it be written among the laws of 
the Persians and Medes and never 
changed, that Vashti should no more 
come before King Xerxes; and let 
the king make another, a better 
woman, his queen. 20 When the 
decree the king will make is heard in 
his whole kingdom, vast as it is, all 
the wives will give honor to their 
husbands, high and low alike.” 

2, The king and his officers 
thought well of this and did as 
Memucan told him. 22 He sent 
letters into all the king’s provinces, 
to each province in its own writing 
and to every kind of people in their 
own language: ‘‘Every husband 
should be the master in his own 
home and control all his own 
womenfolk.” 8 

Who Shall Be Queen ? 

After this, when King Xer¬ 
xes was over his anger, he 
thought of Vashti, what she had 
done, and what was decided against 
her. 

2 Then the king’s servants who 
attended him said, “A search should 
be made for young beautiful virgins 
for the king. 3 And the king should 
appoint officers in all the provinces 
of his kingdom and gather all the 
beautiful virgin girls and bring them 
to the fortified city of Susa, to the 
women’s quarters, under the super¬ 
vision of Hegai, the king’s eunuch, 
the overseer of the women, and give 
them their cosmetic ointments. 
4 And the girl the king likes best 


should be queen instead of Vashti.” 

The king liked the idea and did so 

’There was a Jew in the fortress 
city of Susa whose name was 
Mordecai, son of Jair, son of Shimei 
son of Kish, a descendant of 
Benjamin, 6 who had been taken 
from Jerusalem as a captive with the 
others who had gone into exile with 
Jeconiah king of Judah, whoir. 
Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon 
took away. 7 He had raised Hh 
dassah, that is, Esther, his un¬ 
cle's daughter, because she had m* 
father and mother. The girl had 
fine figure and was beautiful. When 
her father and mother died. 
Mordecai took her as his daughter. 

’When people heard the king’s 
announcement and decree, manv 
girls were gathered and brought to 
the fortress city of Susa and pul 
under the supervision of Hegai 
Then Esther too was taken to the 
king’s palace and put under the 
supervision of Hegai, the overseer of 
the women. 9 He liked the girl and 
was kind to her and hurried to give 
her her ointments, her allowance nf 
food, and seven picked maids from 
the king’s palace. And he moved her 
and her girls to the best place in the 
women’s quarters. 

‘“Esther didn’t tell who her people 
or her relatives were, because 
Mordecai had ordered her not to 
tell. “Every day Mordecai used to 
walk before the court of the 
women’s palace to find out how 
Esther was and what was happen¬ 
ing to her. 

“Each girl had her turn to go to 
King Xerxes after she had 
undergone the prescribed treatment 
for women for 12 months. This is 
how the time for beautifying was 
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spent: 6 months with oil of myrrh 
iand 6 months with perfumes and 
other ointments for women. ,3 Such 
a girl was given anything she 
wanted to take with her from the 
women's quarters to the king’s 
palace. u She went in the evening 
and came back in the morning to the 
second quarters for women, under 
the supervision of the king’s eunuch 
Shaashgaz, the overseer of the 
concubines. She didn't go to the king 
again unless the king liked her and 
called her by name. 

Esther Becomes Queen 

,s When Esther’s turn came—she 
was the daughter of Abihail, the 
uncle of Mordecai, who had adopted 
her as his daughter—to go to the 
king, she didn’t ask for anything but 
what the king’s eunuch Hegai, the 
overseer of the women, prescribed. 
And all who saw Esther liked her. 
18 In the month Tebeth, the 10th 
month, in the seventh year of King 
Xerxes’ rule, Esther was taken to 
the king in his royal palace. 17 And 
the king loved Esther more than all 
the other women, and he was much 
kinder to her than to all the other 
virgins. He put the royal crown on 
her head and made her queen 
instead of Vashti. ,8 The king gave 
a great banquet in honor of Esther 
for all his officers and servants, and 
made it a holiday in the provinces 
and gave gifts with royal generosity. 

Mordecai Saves the King 

’•When the girls were gathered a 
second time, Mordecai was sitting 
at the king’s gate. 20 Esther didn’t 
tell anyone who her relatives and 
people were, as Mordecai had 
ordered her; for Esther did what 
Mordecai told her just as when she 
was brought up by him. 


z, In those days, while Mordecai 
was sitting at the king’s gate, 
Bigthan and Teresh, two of the 
king’s eunuchs who guarded the 
door, got angry and plotted to kill 
King Xerxes. 22 But Mordecai found 
out about it and told Queen Esther, 
and Esther told the king for Mor¬ 
decai. 23 The thing was investi¬ 
gated, and when it was found to 
be so, they were both hanged on a 
gallows. This was recorded in the 
king’s presence in the book of the 
chronicles. 

Mordecai 0//ends Haman 

After this, King Xerxes made 
a great man of Haman son of 
Hammedatha, descendant of Agag. 
He promoted him and gave him a 
seat higher than all the other 
officers who were with him. 2 And 
all the king’s men who were at the 
king’s gate were bowing down and 
worshiping Haman because the king 
ordered this to be done. But 
Mordecai didn’t bow down and 
worship him. 

3 Then the king’s men who were at 
the king’s gate asked Mordecai, 
“Why do you disobey the king’s 
order?’’ 4 They asked him this day 
after day and he didn’t listen to 
them, and so they told Haman, to see 
if Mordecai’s excuse would count; 
he had told them he was a Jew. 

Homan’s Hevenge: Destroy the 
Jews 

’When Haman saw Mordecai 
didn’t bow down and worship him, 
Haman got very angry. 6 But he 
thought it beneath him to get only 
Mordecai when he was told who 
Mordecai’s people were. And so 
Haman tried to destroy Mordecai’s 
people, all the Jews in the whole 
kingdom of Xerxes. 7 In the 12th 
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year of King Xerxes, Pur, that is, the 
lot was cast before Haman for every 
day and every month from Nisan, 
the first month, till Adar, the 12th 
month. 

8 Haman told King Xerxes, “There 
is a certain people, scattered and 
spread out among the people in all 
your royal provinces, whose laws 
are different from those of all other 
people. They don’t do what the king 
orders, and it isn't good for the king 
to tolerate them. 0 If the king 
approves, let an order be written to 
destroy them, and I will pay 10,000 
talents of silver to those who do the 
king's business, to be put in the 
king's treasuries." 

l0 The king took his ring from his 
hand and gave it to Haman, 
Hammedatha’s son and Agag's 
descendant, the enemy of the 
Jews. "And the king told Haman, 
“The silver is given to you and the 
people too; do with them what you 
like." 

"The king’s secretaries were 
called on the 13th day of the first 
month, and as Haman ordered they 
wrote to the king’s satraps, the 
governors of every province, and the 
officers of every people, to each 
province in its own writing and to 
each people in their own language. 
It was written in King Xerxes’ name 
and sealed with the king’s 
ring. "Messengers were sent with 
letters to all the king's provinces to 
wipe out, kill, and destroy all the 
Jews, young and old, children and 
women, on one day, the 13th day of 
the 12th month, the month Adar, and 
to take away their goods. 14 A copy 
of the writing was to be made public 
as a decree in every province for all 
people to be ready on that day. 

"The messengers hurried out as 
the king told them, and the decree 


was given out at the capital in Susa. 
Then the king and Haman sat down 
to drink. But the city of Susa was 
upset. 

Esther Must Help 

When Mordecai found out about 
everything that had been done, 
he tore his clothes, put on sackcloth 
and ashes, walked out into the 
middle of the city, and cried loud 
and bitterly. 2 He even came to the 
king’s gate, but nobody could go 
through it in sackcloth. 

3 And in every province where the 
king’s message and decree came the 
Jews went into great mourning, 
fasting, weeping, and wailing, and 
many lay in sackcloth and ashes. 

Esther’s maids and eunuchs 
came and told her. Deeply shocked 
the queen sent clothes for Mordecai 
to put on, meaning to take his 
sackcloth away from him, but he 
refused to take them. ’Then Esther 
called for Hathach, one of the king's 
eunuchs appointed to serve her, and 
she ordered him to go to Mordecai 
and find out what it meant and whv 
he was doing this. 6 Hathach went 
out to Mordecai in the open square 
of the city that was in front of the 
king’s gate. 

’Mordecai told him everything 
that had happened to him, stating 
the exact sum of money Haman 
promised to pay into the king's 
treasury to destroy the Jews. "He 
handed him a copy of the written 
decree given out in Susa to destroy 
them, to show it to Esther, to tell her 
the news, and to order her to go to 
the king to ask him for mercy and gel 
him to help her people. "So 
Hathach went and told Esther what 
Mordecai said. 

"Esther talked to Hathach and 
sent him with a message to 
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Mordecai: n “Ali the king’s men 
and the people in the king’s 
provinces know that if any man or 
woman goes to the king in the inner 
court without being called, there is 
only one verdict for him—death— 
unless the king holds out to him the 
golden scepter to let him live; and I 
haven’t been called to come to the 
king for 30 days now.” ,2 They told 
Mordecai what Esther said. 

u Mordecai told them to answer 
Esther: “Don’t think that you of all 
the Jews will escape in the king’s 
palace. ,4 If you are silent now, 
relief and rescue will come to the 
Jews from somewhere else, but you 
and your father's family will perish. 

Who knows, perhaps you became 
queen for such a time as this.” 

"Esther told them to answer 
Mordecai: ,8 “Go, bring all the Jews 
in Susa together. Fast for me, and 
don't eat or drink for three days, Mk6 “ 
night and day. I and my maids will 
fast too. In this way I will go to the 
king, even if it is against the law. If I 
perish, I perish.” 

,7 Mordecai went away and did 
just as Esther told him. 

Esther Invites the King and 
Hama n 

Two days later Esther put 
on her royal dress and stood 
in the inner court of the king's 
palace, facing the king’s hall. The 
king was sitting on his royal throne 
inside his palace, opposite the 
entrance. 

2 When the king saw Queen Esther 
standing in the court, he was kind to 
her. The king held out to Esther the 
golden scepter in his hand. Esther 
went up to him and touched the top 
of the scepter. 

’“What’s on your mind, Queen 
Esther?” the king asked her. ‘‘What 


do you want? Even if it is half of the 
kingdom, it will be given to you.” 

4 “If it pleases the king,” Esther 
answered, “will the king and Haman 
come today to the dinner I’ve 
prepared for him?” 

5 “Have Haman hurry,” the king 
said, “and do what Esther asks.” So 
the king and Haman came to the 
dinner Esther prepared. 

6 As they were drinking wine, the 
king asked Esther, “What do you 
want? It will be given you. And what 
do you ask for? Even if it is half of 
the kingdom, it will be done.” 

7 Esther answered, “As to what I 
want and ask for— 8 if the king is 
kind to me and it pleases him to give 
me what I want and to do what I ask 
for, will the king and Haman come 
again to a dinner I will prepare for 
them? Tomorrow I will answer the 
king.” 

Gallows for Mordecai 

9 When Haman left that day, he 
was happy and feeling good. But 
when Haman saw Mordecai at the 
king’s gate, not getting up or 
trembling before him, Haman was 
furious with Mordecai. ,0 But 
Haman controlled himself, went 
home, and sent for his friends and 
his wife Zeresh. 

"Haman told them how very rich 
he was, how many sons he had, and 
all about the king making him a 
great man and raising him above the 
king’s other officers and men. 
"Haman added: “Yes, Queen Esther 
didn’t have anyone come to be with 
the king at the dinner she made 
except me, and also tomorrow she 
invites me to be with the king. "But 
all this can’t satisfy me when I’m 
always seeing the Jew Mordecai 
sitting at the king's gate.” 

,4 Then his wife Zeresh and all his 
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friends said, “Have a gallows built 
75 feet high. In the morning ask the 
king to have Mordecai hanged on it. 
Then go happily with the king to the 
dinner.” 

Haman liked the idea, and he built 
the gallows. 

Haman Must Honor Mordecai 

That night the king couldn’t 
sleep. He told somebody to 
bring the historical records, and 
they were read to the king. 2 The 
records showed how Mordecai had 
told about Bigthan and Teresh, two 
of the king’s eunuchs guarding the 
door, who had plotted to kill King 
Xerxes. 

3 “What was done to honor 
Mordecai and make him great for 
this?” the king asked. 

“Not a thing was done for him,” 
the king’s young men serving him 
answered. 

4 “Is there anyone in the court?” 
the king asked. Just then Haman had 
come into the outer court of the 
king’s palace to ask the king to hang 
Mordecai on the gallows he had 
prepared for him. 

5 “There’s Haman standing in the 
court,” the king’s men answered 
him. 

“He should come in,” the king 
said. 

8 Haman came in. The king asked 
him, “What should be done for the 
man the king wants to honor?” 

Haman thought, “Whom would 
the king want to honor but 
me?” 7 So Haman told the king, 
“For the man the king wants to 
honor— B men should bring a royal 
robe the king has worn and a horse 
the king has ridden, that has a royal 
crown on its head. B The robe and 
the horse should be given to one of 
the king’s noble officers, who should 


put the robe on the man the king 
wants to honor and have him ride on 
the horse through the open square 
of the city and shout before him. 
‘This is what is done for the man the 
king wants to honor.’ ” 

,0 “Hurry,” the king told Hamun. 
“take the robe and the horse as you 
said, and do this for Mordecai the 
Jew who sits in the king’s gate. Don’t 
omit anything you said.” 

“Haman took the robe and the 
horse, put the robe on Mordecai. 
and had him ride through the open 
square of the city and shouted 
ahead of him, “This is done for the 
man the king wants to honor.” 

“Mordecai went back to the 
king’s gate. But Haman hurried 
home grieving and with his head 
covered, “Haman told his wife 
Zeresh and all his friends 
everything that had happened to 
him. Then his wise men and his wife 
Zeresh told him, “You have started 
to fall before Mordecai; if he is of 
the Jewish people, you’re helpless 
against him. You will certainly go 
down before him.” 

“While they were still talking tn 
him, the king’s eunuchs came and 
hurriedly took Haman to the dinner 
Esther had prepared. 

Esther Denounces Haman 

7 So the king and Haman came 
to have dinner with Queen 
Esther. 2 And again on the second 
day, as they were drinking wine, the 
king asked Esther, “What do you 
want, Queen Esther? It will be given 
you. And what do you ask for? Up to 
half of the kingdom, it will be done." 

3 Then Queen Esther answered. 
“If you are kind to me, King, and if it 
pleases you: Give me my life— 
that’s what I ask for; and my 
people—that’s what I want. 4 I and 
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ny people have been sold to be 
iestroyed, killed, and wiped out. If 
)ur men and women had only been 
{old to be slaves, I would have kept 
silent because such a distress would 
lot be enough to trouble the king 
lbout it.” 

5 Then King Xerxes asked Queen 
•sther: “Who is he? Where’s the 
me who decided to do this?” 

6 ”The oppressor and enemy,” 
Isther said, “is this wicked 
laman!” Haman was terrified as he 
aced the king and the queen. 

7 Angrily the king got up from 
rinking wine and went into the 
•alace garden. But Haman stayed to 
•eg Queen Esther for his life, seeing 
he king had made up his mind to 
uin him. “When the king came 
iack from the palace garden into 
he palace where they’d been 
irinking wine, Haman was lying on 
he couch where Esther was. “Is he 
ven going to rape the queen in my 
•resence. here in the palace?” the 
ing asked. Then the king gave 
entence, and they covered 
laman's face. 

“Harbona, one of the eunuchs 
vaiting on the king, said, “You 
mow, the gallows Haman made for 
dordecai, who spoke up to help the 
ang, is standing at Hainan's home, 
7 5 feet high.” 

“Hang him on it,” the king 
said. ,0 So they hanged Haman on 
lie gallows he made for Mordecai. 
\nd the king got over his anger. 

B That day King Xerxes gave 
Queen Esther the house of 
Haman, the enemy of the Jews, and 
Mordecai came before the king, 
because Esther told him what 
Mordecai was to her. 2 The king 
took off his ring he had taken from 
Haman and gave it to Mordecai. 


And Esther put Mordecai in charge 
of Hainan's house. 

Jews Permitted to De/end 
Themselves 

Esther spoke again to the king 
and, bowing down at his feet, 
begged him with tears to prevent the 
ruin planned by Haman, Agag’s 
descendant, and what he had 
plotted against the Jews. ‘The king 
held out his golden scepter to 
Esther, and Esther got up and stood 
before the king. 5 “If it pleases the 
king,” she said, “and he is kind to 
me and thinks it right and I please 
him, have someone write to cancel 
the messages planned by Haman, 
Hammedatha’s son and Agag’s 
descendant, who wrote to destroy 
the Jews in all the king’s 
provinces. 6 How can I see disaster 
strike my people, and how can I 
watch my relatives perish?” 

7 King Xerxes told Queen Esther 
and Mordecai the Jew, “Look, I have 
given Haman’s house to Esther, and 
Haman was hanged on the gallows 
because he tried to kill the 
Jews. “Also write as you like about 
the Jews in the king’s name and seal 
it with the king’s ring, because what 
is written in the king’s name and 
sealed with the king’s ring can’t be 
canceled.” 

“At that time, on the 23d day of 
Sivan, the third month, the king's 
secretaries were called, and just as 
Mordecai ordered, it was written to 
the Jews, the satraps, governors, 
and officers of the 127 provinces 
from India to Ethiopia, to each 
province in its own writing and to 
each people in their own language, 
and to the Jews in their writing and 
their language. 10 They wrote in 
King Xerxes’ name, sealed the 
messages with the king’s ring, and 
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sent them by mounted messengers 
riding the king’s fast horses, 
specially bred, ‘‘saying, “The king 
has given the Jews in every city 
permission to get together and make 
a stand for their lives, to ruin, kill, 
and destroy every armed force of 
the people and province attacking 
them, even children and women, 
and to take their goods, ,2 on one 
day in all the provinces of King 
Xerxes, on the 13th day of Adar, the 
12 th month.” l3 The written copy 
was made public law for all the 
people in every province; the Jews 
were to be ready on that day to 
avenge themselves on their enemies. 

u So the messengers, riding the 
king’s fast horses, went out speedily 
in keeping with the king’s command; 
and the decree was issued also in 
the fortress city of Susa. 

“Mordecai went out from the king 
wearing royal robes of violet and 
white, a large gold crown, and an 
outer mantle of linen and purple. 
And the city of Susa cheered with 
delight and was happy. 

,B So the Jews had light—joy, 
delight, and honor. 17 And in every 
province and every city where the 
king’s message and decree came, 
the Jews were delighted and glad, 
feasting and having a happy day. 
Then many people of the land said 
they were Jews, because they were 
afraid of the Jews. 

The Jews Kill Their Enemies 

On the 13th day of Adar, the 
12 th month, the time came for 
the king’s message and decree to be 
carried out. It was the day when the 
Jews’ enemies hoped to become their 
masters; but the thing was turned 
around: the Jews got control of those 
who hated them. 

2 The Jews got together in their 


cities in all the provinces of King 
Xerxes to strike at those who were 
trying to ruin them. And nobody 
could oppose them, all the people 
now being afraid of them. 3 All the 
officers of the provinces, the 
satraps, the governors, and others 
who worked for the king, helped the 
Jews because they were afraid of 
Mordecai. ‘Mordecai was a greal 
man in the king’s palace and was 
getting more and more powerful, 
and so his reputation spread to nil 
the provinces. 

5 The Jews defeated all then 
enemies, killing and destroying them 
with the sword and doing as they 
pleased with those who hated 
them. ®In the fortified city of Susa 
the Jews killed and destroyed 500 
men. 7 They killed Parshandatha 
Dalphon, Aspatha, 8 Poratha, Adalin. 

12 Mt 14 7 . Aridatha, “Parmashta, Arisai, An 
Mk623 dai, and Vaizatha, lft the 10 sons ol 
Haman son of Hammedatha, the 
enemy of the Jews. But they didn’t 
take any of their goods. 

“That day the number of thone 
killed in the fortress city of Sush 
was reported to the king. “Tim 
king said to Queen Esther, “In the 
fortress city of Susa the Jews have 
killed and destroyed 500 men and 
Haman’s 10 sons. What have they 
done in the rest of the king s 
provinces? What you want will be 
given you, and what you ask for will 
be done.” 

13 “If it pleases the king,” Esther 
said, “allow the Jews in Susa 
tomorrow also to do what was 
decreed for today and hang 
Haman’s 10 sons on the gallows.” 

“The king told men to do thi«. 
issuing a decree in Susa, and they 
hanged Haman’s 10 sons. 

“The Jews in Susa also got 
together on the 14th day of the 
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month and killed 300 men in Susa 
but didn’t take any of their 
goods. ,8 The other Jews who were 
in the king’s provinces also gathered 
to defend their lives and get relief 
from their enemies, and they killed 
75,000 of those who hated them; but 
they didn’t take any of their 
?oods. l7 This was on the 13th day 
jf the month Adar, and on the 14th 
chey rested and made it a day when 
chey celebrated and were happy. 
“But the Jews in Susa got together 
in the 13th and the 14th and rested 
)n the 15th and made it a day of 
celebrating and being happy. 
B And so the Jews in the villages, 
iving in the unwalled towns, make 
he 14th day of the month Adar one 
-vhen they are happy, feast, have a 
loliday, and send one another gifts 
>f food. 

The Feast of Purim Instituted 

20 Mordecai wrote down these 
chings and sent letters to all the 
iews in all the provinces of King 
Kerxes near and far, 2, to order 
them to keep the 14th and 15th day 
}f the month Adar every year 2Z as 
the days when the Jews got relief 
from their enemies and the month 
when their grief turned to gladness 
and mourning to a happy time, that 
they should make them days when 
they feast and are happy and send 
one another gifts of food and send 
gifts to the poor. 23 So the Jews 
continued to do as they had started 
and as Mordecai had written 
them. 24 because Haman, Ham- 
medatha s son and Agag’s descen¬ 
dant. enemy of all the Jews, plotted 
against the Jews to destroy them 
and cast Pur, that is. the lot, to 
crush and destroy them. 2s But 
when this came before the king, he 
declared in letters that the wicked 


thing Haman had plotted against the 
Jews should turn back on his own 
head and he and his sons should 
hang on the gallows. 

2B From the word Fur they called 
these days Purim. Because of 
everything said in this letter and 
what they experienced in this 
matter and what happened to 
them, 27 the Jews set up and 
adopted a custom for themselves 
and their descendants and any who 
would join them, never to fail to 
keep these two days as Mordecai 
described them and appointed them 
to be kept every year: “Everybody 
in the coming ages, every family, 
province, and city, should remember 
and keep these days; and these days 
of Purim should never be overlooked 
among the Jews but always be 
remembered by their descendants. 

“Queen Esther, Abihail’s daugh¬ 
ter, and Mordecai the Jew wrote 
this down with full authority to 
confirm this second letter of Purim. 
“And letters were sent to all the 
Jews in the 127 provinces of the 
kingdom of Xerxes with a message 
of sincere friendship 31 to confirm 
these days of Purim at the time 
appointed, as Mordecai the Jew and 
Queen Esther ordered and as they 
laid down the rules for themselves 
and their descendants with regard 
to fasting and weeping. 32 Esther’s 
declaration confirmed this matter of 
Purim, and it was written down in a 
book. 

King Xerxes made the 
country and the lands by 
the sea provide slave labor. 2 All he 
did, his power and might, and the 
whole story of Mordecai’s greatness, 
whom the king made great —aren’t 
they written in the history of the 
kings of the Medes and Persians? 
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3 Mordecai the Jew was next to King the welfare of his people and 

Xerxes and well liked by the mass of brought happiness to his whole 

his fellow Jews as he provided for race. 
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1 There was in the land of Uz, 
a man by the name of Job 
and that man was blameless: He 
lived right, feared God, and kept 
away from evil. 2 He had seven sons 
and three daughters 3 and owned 
7,000 sheep and goats, 3,000 camels, 
500 yoke of oxen, 500 female 
donkeys, and many servants. He 
was the greatest among all the 
people in the east. 

4 His sons used to go to one 
another’s homes where each on a 
certain day gave a banquet. They 
would send someone and invite their 
three sisters to eat and drink with 
them. 

s When they finished a round of 
banquets. Job would send someone 
and sanctify them. He would get up 
early in the morning and offer 
sacrifices for each of them. Job 
thought, “My children may have 
sinned and cursed God in their 
hearts.” Job was always doing this.

7 All the streams flow into the sea, 
but the sea is never full. The 
streams return again to the place 
from where they have been flowing. 
“Everything is a bore, more than 
anyone can tell, more than any eye 
can see, more than any ear can 
hear. 

“What has been will be, and what 
has been done will be done. There is 
nothing new under the sun. 10 Is 
there anything about which you can 
say, “Look, this is new”?

ts I said to myself: I have attained 
more wisdom than anyone who was 
in charge of Jerusalem before me. 
My mind has amassed wisdom and 
knowledge. ,7 I’ve studied to mas¬ 
ter wisdom as well as madness and 
foolishness. I’m convinced this also 
is like trying to catch the wind. ,8 If 
you have a lot of wisdom, you have a 
lot of irritation, and the more knowl 
edge, the more grief you have. 

Pleasure 

I said to myself I’ll try pleasure 
and enjoy myself. But that also 
was vanity. 2 I said about laughter, 
it doesn’t make any sense, and 
about pleasure, what does it a< 
complish? 3 I tried to find out what 
happened when I stimulate my body 
with wine (my mind being wisely in 
control); and I also took hold of fool¬ 
ishness till I could see what is best 
for human beings to do under the 
sun during the short time of their 
life. 

Wealth 

4 I accomplished some great 
things. I built houses for myself and 
planted vineyards for myself. "I 
made gardens and parks for myself 
and planted in them every kind of 
fruit tree. “I made pools to water a 
park of growing trees. 7 I bought 
men and women slaves and others 
were born in my house. I also owned 
many cows and sheep, more than 
any who had been before me in 
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Jerusalem. 8 I also gathered for 
myself silver and gold, the treasures 
of kings and provinces and trained 
men and women singers. I enjoyed 
the pleasures men have with con¬ 
cubines. 

9 So I got to be great and richer 
than any who had been before me in 
Jerusalem. I also kept my wisdom. 
10 I didn’t keep from my eyes any¬ 
thing they wanted or refuse to let 
my heart have any pleasure since 
my heart found pleasure in my 
work. That was what I got for all my 
work. 

n But when I turned to look at 
everything I made and all the work I 
did. it was all vanity, like trying to 
catch the wind, with nothing gained 
under the sun. 

Wisdom 

,2 So I turned to look at wisdom 
madness, and foolishness. What, for 
instance, can the man do who comes 
after the king? Only what has al¬ 
ready been done. l3 But I saw that 
wisdom is better than foolishness as 
light is better than the dark. ,4 A 
wise man has eyes in his head, but a 
fool walks in the dark. But I also 
realized that both come to the same 
end. ,5 I was thinking: The same 
thing that happens to a fool happens 
to me; what then is the good of my 
being wiser? So I concluded this too 
is vanity. ,6 People don’t continue 
to remember a wise man or a fool; in 
the coming days both will be forgot¬ 
ten. The wise man must die just like 
the fool! 

l7 So I hated life. I felt bad about 
everything accomplished under the 
sun. Everything is vanity, like trying 
to catch the wind. 

,8 And I hated everything I had 
worked for under the sun. I have to 
leave it to the man who comes after 


me. le And who knows if he will be 
wise or foolish? He will take control 
of everything under the sun for 
which I worked and used my skill. 
This also is vanity. 

“Then I started to despair of 
everything I worked for under the 
sun. 2, Here is a man who has 
worked hard with intelligence, 
knowledge, and skill only to turn it 
over to one who didn’t work for it 
and so it belongs to him. This also is 
vanity and very bad. 

22 What does a man get for all his 
work and striving with which he 
wearies himself under the sun? 
23 All his life is painful, and his work 
is troublesome. Even at night his 
mind can’t rest. This also is vanity. 

24 There is nothing better among 
men than eating, drinking, and find¬ 
ing satisfaction in your work. I also 
saw that this comes from God’s 
hand. “Without God, who can eat 
and enjoy himself? 26 To anyone 
who pleases Him He gives wisdom, 
knowledge, and pleasure. But to one 
who lives in sin He gives the job of 
gathering and collecting wealth only 
to turn it over to one who pleases 
God. This also is vanity, like trying 
to catch the wind. 

A Time for Everything 

There is an appointed time for 
everything and a right time for 
everything we want to do under the 
sun; 

2 a time to give birth and a time to 
die, 

a time to plant and a time to tear 
out what is planted, 

3 a time to kill and a time to heal, 
a time to wreck and a time to 
build, 

4 a time to cry and a time to laugh, 
a time to mourn and a time to 
dance, 
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J a time to scatter stones and a 
time to gather them, 
a time to hug and a time to keep 
from hugging, 

B a time to search and a time to 
lose, 

a time to keep and a time to 
throw away, 

7 a time to tear and a time to sew, 
a time to be silent and a time to 
talk, 

8 a time to love and a time to hate, 
a time for war and a time for 
peace. 

B What does a worker get for 
wearing himself out? l0 I have seen 
the tasks God has given human be¬ 
ings to accomplish. 

n He has made everything beauti¬ 
ful in its time. He also has put a 
sense of eternity in their hearts, but 
men can’t comprehend what God 
really does from the beginning to the 
end. 1Z I know there's nothing bet¬ 
ter for them than to enjoy life and do 
good. ‘’Then too if everyone eats 
and drinks and sees something good 
in all his hard work—this is God's 
gift. ,4 I know everything God does 
is forever. Nothing can be added to 
it, and nothing can be taken from it. 
God does this so that people will fear 
Him. ,5 What is now happened be¬ 
fore and what will be has already 
been long ago. God examines things 
that have vanished. 

,6 Then I saw under the sun—in 
the place of justice there is wrong, 
and in the place of righteousness 
there is wickedness. ,7 I thought 
God will judge the righteous and the 
wicked because there is a time for 
all that is purposed and every work 
that is accomplished. ,B I thought 
about the affairs of people, God is 
going to sift them to show them they 
are like animals to each other. 
‘“What happens to people hap¬ 


pens to animals; the same happens 
to both. One dies like the other. All 
have the same breath. A man is no 
better than an animal since all is 
vanity. 20 All go to the same place. 
All come from the ground, and all go 
back to the ground. 2, Does anyone 
know if the spirit in human beings 
goes upward and the spirit of an 
animal goes down into the ground? 

22 I saw there is nothing better for 
a person than to enjoy his work 
because that is his lot. Who will get 
him to see what will happen after 
him? 

Justice in Society 

4 Again I thought of all the peo¬ 
ple who are oppressed un 
der the sun: there are the tears of 
the oppressed with nobody to com¬ 
fort them. The oppressors have 
power over them, and there's no¬ 
body to comfort them. 2 I con¬ 
gratulate the dead who are already 
dead rather than the living who arc 
still alive. ’But better off than both 
of them is one who hasn’t yet 
existed and hasn’t seen the evil that 
is done under the sun. 

4 Then I saw that all the hard work 
and all the skillful effort comes from 
jealous competition. This too is a 
vanity and is like chasing the wind. 
5 A fool folds his hands and con¬ 
sumes his own flesh, 6 but a handful 
of rest is better than both fists full 
of hard work and trying to catch the 
wind. 

7 Then I saw another kind of vanity 
under the sun. Mt’s one being 
alone and nobody else with him. no 
son or brother, and still there is no 
end to all the hard work he does. His 
eyes aren’t satisfied with riches— 
“For whom am I working so hard 
and denying myself good things?" 
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This too is vanity and a bad busi¬ 
ness. 

Two are better than one because 
they get a fine reward for their 
work. ‘Tf one falls, the other can 
help his friend get up. But woe to 
one who is alone when he falls and 
has nobody to help him up. "Again, if 
two lie down together, they are 
warm, but how can one keep warm? 
"And suppose somebody over¬ 
powers one who is alone, two can 
oppose him. A triple cord isn’t 
quickly broken. 

n A poor and wise boy is better 
than an old and foolish king who 
won't take advice anymore. “The 
boy was born poor and came out of 
prison to rule in his kingdom. ,5 I 
saw how all those living and walk¬ 
ing under the sun sided with the boy 
who became successor to the 
throne. ,6 It was an endless crowd 
that he was leading. But those who 
came later weren't happy with him. 
This too is vanity, like trying to 
catch the wind. 


5 Watch your step when you go to 
God’s temple. It is better to lis¬ 
ten than bring the sacrifice of fools 
who in their ignorance do wrong. 

Don't be in a hurry to talk. 2 Your 
mind shouldn't be quick to express 
itself before God because God is in 
heaven and you're on the earth. 
That is why you should be brief in 
what you say. 3 Dreaming comes 
from much worry, and foolish talk 
from many words. 

‘When you vow to God, don’t de¬ 
lay to pay it because he doesn’t like 
fools. Pay what you vow. 5 6 Better 
not vow than vow and not pay it. 

6 Don’t let your mouth get you into sin 
or say before the angel, *‘ll was a 
mistake.” Why should God gel 


angry with what you say and de¬ 
stroy what you’ve done? 

’Where there are many dreams, 
there is also much empty talk. But 
fear God. 

8 If in a province you see the poor 
oppressed and robbed of what is 
just and right, don’t be surprised 
about it, because a high official has 
one higher watching him. and both 
have higher ones over them. “They’ll 
claim that the produce of the land is 
for everybody and the king is to be 
served by the field. 

Love of Money 

,0 If you love money, you won’t be 
satisfied with money and if you love 
property, you will gain nothing. This 
too is vanity. "When goods in¬ 
crease there are more people to con¬ 
sume them. What advantage does 
their owner have except to look at 
them? 

"If you work, sleep is sweet 
whether you eat little or much, but a 
rich person’s stomach is too full lo 
let him sleep. 

"There is a painful evil I’ve seen 
under the sun: riches hoarded by 
their owner only to harm him. 
“and those riches are lost in a bad 
venture. Then he has a son with 
nothing to give him. “As he came 
from his mother’s womb—naked- 
just as he came he will go back, and 
nothing he can carry in his hands 
will he take with him for his hard 
work. “This also is a painful evil: 
just as he came so he will go away. 
What profit was there in wearing 
himself out for wind and in spending 
"all his life in frustration, with 
plenty of grief, sickness, and resent¬ 
ment? 

“Now what I have seen to be 
good, yes, excellent, is to eat and 
drink and enjoy good things with all 
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your hard work under the sun be¬ 
cause that is your lot in these few 
days God has given you to live. 
l8 Yes, every man to whom God gives 
wealth and riches and enables to 
eat some of it and to take away his 
share, and enjoy himself in his hard 
work—he has God’s gift. 20 He 
won’t keep thinking how short his 
life is because God makes him work 
hard with a happy heart. 

6 There is an evil I’ve seen un¬ 
der the sun, and it lies heavy 
on man. 2 God gives someone 
riches, wealth, and honor so that he 
doesn't lack anything he wants, but 
God doesn't enable him to enjoy any 
of it—a stranger enjoys it. This is 
vanity and a painful evil. 

3 Suppose a person has a hundred 
children and lives many years; 
however many the years may be, if 
he isn’t satisfied with good things 
and doesn’t even get buried, better 
that such a one, I say, be born dead. 
4 The stillborn comes in with vanity 
and goes away in the dark, and dark¬ 
ness hides his name. 5 and he never 
sees or knows the sun. This one has 
rest and not the other. 

6 Even if he lives a thousand years 
twice over without seeing pros¬ 
perity—don’t all go to the same 
place? 

7 All a man works for is his mouth, 
and even then his appetite isn’t 
satisfied. 

"What advantage does a wise 
man have over a fool, or what ad¬ 
vantage has a poor man who knows 
how to walk before the living? "It 
is better to look with the eyes than 
to give vent to one’s appetite. This 
too is vanity, like trying to catch the 
wind. 

’"Whatever is was named long 
ago and its destiny was known. A 


human being can’t struggle with 
One mightier than himself. 

“The more words, the more vain 
they are—how can that help a man? 
“Who knows what is good for a man 
in his life, in the few vain days of his 
living? He spends them like a shad 
ow. Who will tell a man what comos 
after him under the sun? 

Advice 

7 A good name is more pleasant 
than costly perfume, and thn 
day you die is more pleasant than 
the day you’re born. 2 It’s better to 
go to a funeral than to a banquet 
because that’s where everybody 
ends up, and everyone living should 
take it to heart. 3 Grief is better 
than laughing because a sad face 
makes a merry heart. 4 The mind of 
the wise thinks about that funeral, 
but the mind of fools is interested in 
having fun. 5 Better to listen to the 
sharp criticism of a wise person 
than to fools singing your praise. 
6 A fool’s laughing is like the crack 
ling of thorns under a pot; it too is 
vanity. 

7 A wise man oppressing others 
becomes a fool; and a bribe cor 
rupts the mind. 

"The end of a thing is better than 
its beginning. Better be patient than 
proud. 

"Don’t be quick to get angry; 
anger rests in the bosom of fools. 
’"Don’t ask, “What has happened? 
The early days were better than 
these!’’ It isn’t wise to ask that. 

“Wisdom enhances an inheri¬ 
tance, being an advantage to alb 
who see the sun. “Wisdom pro¬ 
tects us as money protects us. The 
advantage of wisdom is that it gives 
life to those who have it. 

“Consider what God has done— 
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who can make straight what He has 
made crooked? 

14 Be happy when you're prosper¬ 
ous but when bad times come real¬ 
ize that God made the one as well as 
the other. His purpose is to prevent 
man from finding out what will hap¬ 
pen next. 

The Golden Middle 

,5 I have seen all kinds of things in 
my days of vanity: there is a righ¬ 
teous person perishing in spite of 
being righteous, and there is a 
wicked person living in spite of be¬ 
ing wicked. 

‘“Don’t be too virtuous and act too 
wise—why should you ruin your¬ 
self? '’Don’t be too wicked to the 
point of being a fool—why should 
you die before your time? ,e It's 
good to hold on to the one and not let 
go of the other because the fear of 
God makes both ways successful. 

l9 Wisdom will help a wise person 
more than ten rulers in a city. 

20 Certainly there’s nobody so righ¬ 
teous on earth that he only does 
good and never sins. 

2, Also don’t pay attention to 
everything that is said—then you 
won't hear your servant cursing 
you. 22 Your conscience knows that 
many times you have cursed others. 

23 Ail this I tested by wisdom. I 
said, “I’m going to be wise,’’ but it 
was out of my reach. 24 Wisdom is 
far away and very deep—who can 
find out what it is? 25 I turned my 
mind to learn and search for wis¬ 
dom and meaning only to find out 
that it is foolish to be wicked and 
such foolishness is crazy. 

26 More bitter than death I find the 
woman whose heart is snares and 
nets, and whose arms are chains. If 
you’re pleasing to God, you’ll escape 
her; if you sin, she’ll catch you. 


27 See, this I’ve discovered, says 
the preacher as I add one thing to 
another to find meaning, 28 that 
what I search for again and again I 
can’t find. Among a thousand I 
found one man who had it, but in all 
these I didn’t find a woman. 

29 Look, only this I found: God 
made people simple, but they have 
discovered many inventions. 

Obligations of King and Subjects 

Who is like a wise man? And 
who knows how to explain 
things? A man's wisdom makes his 
face shine and changes his grim 
look. 2 Be willing to do what the 
king orders, but because of his oath 
made to God you need not be ter¬ 
rified. 3 When you leave his 
presence don’t persist in anything 
evil though he does anything he 
likes. 4 Sinee a king’s word has 
such power, who can ask him, 
“What are you doing?’’ s If you do 
what is ordered, you will have no 
trouble. And if you’re wise, you will 
know when and how to do things; 
"for everything there’s a right 
time and a right way. 

People worry a lot ’because 
they don’t know what the future will 
bring; who can tell them how things 
will turn out? “No man can control 
the wind or hold it back nor can any 
man hold back the day of his death. 
As a man can't get free from the 
draft in war so wickedness will not 
set free the one who is guilty of it. 

It Isn't Right 

9 I saw all this as I considered all 
the work done under the sun. There 
are times when one man lords over 
another to hurt him. "Then I saw 
how the wicked approach. They 
come in and go about in the holy 
place and are honored in the city for 
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doing such things. This too is vani¬ 
ty- 

“When a sentence against a 
crime isn’t quickly carried out, men 
are encouraged to do wrong. “Al¬ 
though a sinner may do wrong a 
hundred times and live a long life, 
yet I know those who fear God will 
prosper because they fear Him. 
“But all will not go well with the 
wicked nor will he really lengthen 
his life, because any man who 
doesn’t fear God is like a shadow. 

“There is something being done 
on earth that makes no sense. Some 
righteous persons suffer for what 
the wicked do. and some wicked 
persons get what the righteous de¬ 
serve. I say this too is vanity. 

,5 So I praise pleasure. There is 
nothing better for a man under the 
sun than to eat, drink, and enjoy 
himself; this will go with him while 
he labors every day God allows him 
to live under the sun. 

“When I concentrated on know¬ 
ing wisdom and seeing the work that 
is done on earth—a man may even 
do without sleep day and night — 
“then I realized that a man can’t 
find out the meaning of all the work 
God requires under the sun. A man 
may search hard for it without find¬ 
ing it. Even though a wise man 
claims to know it, he isn’t able to 
discover its meaning. 

Anything May Happen 

I thought about all this and 
came to understand that the 
righteous and the wise together 
with their work are in God’s hands; 
whether they are loved or hated, 
people do not know what will con¬ 
front them. 2 Anything may happen 
to anybody. The same thing happens 
to you whether you’re righteous or 
wicked, clean or unclean, whether 


you sacrifice or don’t. A good per¬ 
son is treated like a sinner, one who 
swears an oath like the one who is 
afraid of taking an oath. 3 This is 
the bad part of everything done un¬ 
der the sun, that the same thing 
happens to everybody; and then also 
human minds are full of wickedness 
and madness both while they live 
and after they join the dead. 4 Bui 
all who join the living have hope, 
because a living dog is better than a 
dead lion. 5 The living know they 
will die, but the dead don’t know 
anything. There is no more reward 
for them because they are forgotten. 
6 Their loving, hating, and envying is 
gone now, and never again will they 
have a part in anything done under 
the sun. 

7 Go, eat your food happily and 
drink your wine cheerfully because 
God has already approved of what 
you’re doing. “Always wear white 
clothes, and don’t go without olive 
oil on your head. “Enjoy living with 
the wife you love during all your 
vain life because He has allotted 
you under the sun only a few vnin 
days. That is what you get in life for 
the hard work you do under the 
sun. 

“Everything your hand finds to 
do, do it with your might because 
there is no work or planning, knowl¬ 
edge or skill in the grave where 
you’re going. 

“Again I saw under the sun that 
the race isn’t won by the swift nor 
the battle by heroes, the wise don't 
have food, the intelligent don’t have* 
riches, and the learned aren’t 
treated kindly, but time and chance* 
happens to all of them. “But a man 
doesn't even know when his time 
comes. Like fish caught in a harmful 
net or birds caught in a snare, 
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human beings are trapped when 
disaster comes on them suddenly. 

Wisdom Is Despised 

"I also have seen this bit of wis¬ 
dom under the sun, and it made a 
deep impression on me. U A small 
town had a few men in it, and a 
great king came to attack it. He 
surrounded it and built big siege- 
works against it. ,s They found a 
poor wise man in it, and he by his 
wisdom saved the town, but nobody 
remembered that poor man. ,6 So I 
say. wisdom is better than strength, 
but the poor man’s wisdom is de¬ 
spised, and nobody listens to what 
he says. 

"What wise persons say quietly is 
heard more than the yelling of a 
ruler among fools. ,8 Wisdom is 
better than weapons of war, but one 
error destroys much good. 

More Advice 

Dead flies make a per¬ 
fumer's oil stink and fer¬ 
ment. so a little foolishness out¬ 
weighs wisdom and honor. 2 A wise 
man’s mind turns to the right; a 
fool's mind turns to the left. ’When a 
fool goes walking, he lacks sense, 
and he tells everybody he’s a fool. 

'When a ruler gets angry with 
you. don't resign from your position, 
because composure solves great 
mistakes. 

5 There is an evil I’ve seen under 
the sun, an error often made by 
rulers. fl The foolish are often given 
high positions, and the rich left to sit 
in low places. Tve seen slaves on 
horses, and lords walking on foot 
like slaves.

"If a snake 
bites before it is charmed, then the 
charmer can’t help. 

"What a wise man says has a 
winning way, but what a fool says 
destroys him. ,3 He starts by talk¬ 
ing foolishness and ends by saying 
crazy things that are harmful. ,4 A 
fool talks a lot when nobody knows 
what lies ahead; who can tell him 
what will happen after he’s gone? 

A fool wears himself out with 
hard work because he doesn't even 
know the way to town. 

,6 Woe to the country where the 
king is a boy and the high officials 
feast in the morning. "Blessed the 
country where the king is a noble 
free-man and the officials eat at the 
right time to get strength and not to 
get drunk. 

‘“Laziness makes the roof col¬ 
lapse, and taking it easy makes the 
house leak. 

'“People prepare a meal to enjoy 
themselves; wine makes life happy, 
and money gets you anything you 
want. 

20 Don’t curse the king even in your 
thoughts or the rich in your bed¬ 
room because a bird of the air may 
carry the news and a winged crea¬ 
ture may report it.

army from Lachish to King Hezekial 
in Jerusalem, and he took his posi 
tion at the canal of the upper pod 
on the road to the Laundryman 
Field. 

3 Eliakim, Hilkiah’s son, manage 
of the palace, and Shebna. tin 
secretary, and Joah, Asaph’s son 
the recorder, went out to him 
The marshal said to them, “Tel 
Hezekiah: The great king, the king o 
Assyria, asks, ‘What makes you si 
confident? 5 Do you think men 
words dropped from the lips cm 
take the place of strategy and mili 
tary might? Now whom do you trus 
so that you dare rebel against me' 
6 You know you’re trusting a staff 
this broken reed —Egypt. If you leai 
on it, it runs into your hand an( 
pierces it. This is what Pharaoh 
king of Egypt, is to all who trus 
him. 7 But if you tell me, “We'ri 
trusting the LORD our God,” isn’ 
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He the One whose high places and 
altars Hezekiah got rid of, telling 
Judah and Jerusalem, “Worship at 
this altar"?* 

“"Come now, make a bet with my 
master, the king of Assyria: I'll give 
you two thousand horses if you can 
put riders on them. 9 How can you 
turn back the attack of just one of 
the least of my master's officers 
while you trust Egypt for chariots 
and horses? 

10 "And now. have I attacked this 
country to destroy it without the 
consent of the LORD? The LORD 
told me, ‘Attack this country and 
destroy it.’ " 

"Then Eliakim, Shebna, and Joah 
told the marshal: "Please talk to 
your servants in Aramaic; we un¬ 
derstand that. Don’t talk to us in the 
Judean language as long as the men 
on the wall are listening." 

""Did my master send me to tell 
these things only to your master and 
you?" the marshal asked. "Didn’t he 
send me to the men sitting on the 
wall who might have to eat their 
own excrement and drink their own 
urine with you?" 

"Then the marshal stood and 
shouted loud in the Judean lan¬ 
guage: "Listen to the great king, the 
king of Assyria. ,4 The king says: 
‘Don't let Hezekiah deceive you. He 
can’t save you. "Don’t let Heze¬ 
kiah get you to trust the LORD by 
saying. "The LORD will certainly 
save us. and this city will not be put 
in the hands of the king of Assyria." 
"Don’t listen to Hezekiah, for the 
king of Assyria says: Make peace 
with me, come out and give your¬ 
selves up to me. Then everybody 
will eat from his own vine and fig 
tree, and everybody will drink 
water from his own cistern "till I 
come and take you away to a coun¬ 


try like your own, a land with grain 
and wine, a land with bread and 
vineyards. "Don’t let Hezekiah 
mislead you by telling you, "The 
LORD will save us." Did anyone of 
the gods of the nations save his 
country from the king of Assyria? 
"Where are the gods of Hamath and 
Arpad? Where are the gods of 
Sepharvaim? Did they save Samaria 
from my hands? 20 Was there any¬ 
one among all the gods of these 
countries who could save their 
country from my hands, that the 
LORD should now save Jerusalem 
from my hands?’ " 

"They were silent and didn't an¬ 
swer him, because the king had or¬ 
dered, "Don’t answer him." 

"Then Eliakim, Hilkiah’s son, who 
managed the palace, and Shebna, 
the secretary, and Joah, Asaph’s 
son, the recorder, went in to Heze¬ 
kiah with their clothes torn and told 
him what the marshal said. 

The LORD rescues Jerusalem 

When King Hezekiah heard 
about it, he tore his clothes, 
covered himself with sackcloth, and 
went into the LORD’S temple. 2 Then 
he sent Eliakim, the manager of his 
palace, Shebna, the secretary, with 
the elders of the priests, covered 
with sackcloth, to the prophet 
Isaiah, the son of Amoz. 

’They told him, "Hezekiah says: 
‘Today we're in trouble, punished, 
and scorned because we should give 
birth to sons and haven’t the strength 
to do it. “Maybe the LORD your 
God heard what the marshal said 
whom his master, the king of As¬ 
syria, sent to defy the living God, 
and the LORD your Gdd will punish 
him for what He heard him say. 
Pray for the rest of the people who 
are still left.’ ’’ 
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5 So Hezekiah's men came to 
Isaiah. 6 Isaiah answered them: 
“Tell your master: The LORD says: 
‘Don't be afraid of what you heard 
when the Assyrian king's lackeys 
mocked Me. 7 See. I'm putting such 
a spirit in him that when he hears a 
rumor he’ll go home to his country, 
and I'll have a sword in his own 
country cut him down.' 

fl The marshal went back and 
found the king of Assyria attacking 
Libnah. He had heard the king had 
left Lachish. ®Then Sennacherib 
got news that Tirhakah, king of 
Ethiopia, was coming out to fight 
him. 

When he heard this, he again sent 
messengers to Hezekiah: 10 “Tell 
Hezekiah, king of Judah: Don’t let 
your God whom you trust cheat you 
by saying, ‘Jerusalem will not be put 
in the hands of the king of Assyria.’ 
"You heard what the kings of As¬ 
syria did to all the countries, how 
they totally destroyed them—can 
you be saved? "Did the gods of the 
nations my fathers destroyed save 
them—Gozan, Haran, Rezeph, and 
the people of Eden who live in Telas- 
sar? "Where is the king of 
Hamath, the king of Arpad, and the 
king of Lahir, Sepharvaim, Hena, 
and Iwah?" 

"Hezekiah took the letter from the 
messengers’ hands, read it, and 
went up to the LORD’S temple, and 
Hezekiah spread it out before the 
LORD. "Hezekiah prayed to the 
LORD: "“0 LORD of armies, God 
of Israel, on Your throne above the 
angels. 1 You alone are the God 
over all the kingdoms of the world. 
You made heaven and earth. ,7 Lis- 
ten, LORD, and hear. Open your 


eyes. LORD, and see. Hear every¬ 
thing Sennacherib says, who has 
sent a man to defy the living God. 
,B It is true, LORD, the kings of As¬ 
syria have laid waste every country 
"and have put their gods into the 
fire, for they are no gods, only man¬ 
made things of wood and stone; so 
they have destroyed them. "And 
now, LORD our God, please save us 
from his hands, so that all the king¬ 
doms in the world will know You 
alone are the LORD." 

"Then Isaiah, the son of Amoz. 
sent someone to tell Hezekiah: The 
LORD, the God of Israel, says, “You 
prayed to Me about Sennacherib, 
king of Assyria." "This is what 
the LORD says about him: 

Zion's virgin daughter despises 
you and laughs at you. 

The daughter of Jerusalem 
shakes her head in contempt 
of you. 

"Whom are you defying and 
mocking? 

Against whom are you shouting 
and looking so proud?

2 Hezekiah turned to the wall and 
prayed to the LORD: 3 “Please, 
LORD, remember how I’ve lived be¬ 
fore you faithfully and with com¬ 
plete loyalty and have done what is 
right before You.” And he wept bit¬ 
terly. 

‘Then the LORD spoke to Isaiah: 
5 “Go and tell Hezekiah: The LORD, 
the God of your ancestor David, 
says: ‘I have heard your prayer. I 
have seen your tears. I am giving 
you fifteen more years to live 6 and 
will save you and this city from the 
king of Assyria and will protect this 
city.’ 7 And this is how the LORD 
will prove to you He will do what He 
promises: ®‘I will make the shadow 
that has gone down on the stairway 
of Ahaz’ upper palace go back ten 
steps.’ " So the sun on the stairway 
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went back ten steps after it had 
gone down. u 

Hezekiah's Poem 

9 This is what Hezekiah, king of 
Judah, wrote after he was sick and 
got well again: 

10 At the highest point of my life 
I was sure I was going down 
through the gates of the grave 
and losing the rest of my years.

Smashing a Clay Jar 

The LORD said this: Go 
and buy a clay jar and 
take some of the elders of the people 
and some of the older priests, 2 and 
go out to the valley of Hinnom’s son 
at the entrance of the Potsherd Gate 
and there announce what I will tell 
you. 3 Say, Listen to what the 
LORD says, kings of Judah and peo¬ 
ple in Jerusalem. The LORD of ar¬ 
mies, the God of Israel, says: I’m 
bringing such a disaster that it will 
make the ears of anyone tingle when 11 
he hears about it, 4 because they, 
their fathers, and the kings of Judah 
have forsaken Me, profaned this 
place, and sacrificed here to foreign 
gods they haven’t known. They have 
filled this place with the blood of 
innocent people. 5 They have built 
high places for Baal to burn their 
children as offerings to Baal. I 
didn’t order or tell them to do this, 
and it didn’t enter My mind. That 
is why the time will come when this 
place will no more be called Tophet 
or the valley of Hinnom’s son but the 
valley of Slaughter. 7 Like a clay 
jar I will smash the plans of Judah 
and Jerusalem in this place and 
have the sword cut them down be¬ 
fore their enemies and by the hands 
of those who want to kill them. I will 
give their bodies as food to the birds 
in the sky and to the animals in the 
country. “I will make this city 
something horrible and scorned. 


Everybody who goes by it will be 
horrified and jeer with scorn at all 
the blows she has suffered. 0 And I 
will make them eat the flesh of thoir 
sons and daughters, and they will 
eat the flesh of one another when 
their enemies and those who want 
to kill them besiege and distress 
them. ‘Then smash the jar as the 
men who went with you watch you 
“And tell them, the LORD of armies 
says this: I will smash these people 
and this city as a jar made by a 
potter is smashed and can’t be re 
paired. And they will bury them in 
Topheth because there’ll be no 
other place to bury. “That is what 
I will do to this place, says the 
LORD, and to those who live here, to 
make this city like Topheth. “The 
homes in Jerusalem and the palaces 
of the kings of Judah will be unclean 
like this place Topheth, that is all 
the homes on whose roofs people 
made offerings to the stars in the 
sky and poured out libations to 
other gods. 

“Then Jeremiah left Topheth, 
where the LORD had sent him to 
prophesy, and he stood in the court 
of the LORD'S temple and talked to 
the people: 'The LORD of armies, 
the God of Israel, says: I’m going to 
bring on this city and all its towns 
all the calamity I threatened them 
with because they’ve gotten too 
stubborn to listen to what I say. 

Pashhur Opposes Jeremiah 

Pashhur the son of Immnr 
the priest, who was a high 
officer of the LORD’S temple, heard 
Jeremiah prophesy these things. 
z Pashhur gave the prophet Jeremiah 
a beating and put him in the stocks 
at the upper gate of Benjamin that 
was by the LORD’S temple. 

The next day when Pashhur took 
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Jeremiah out of the stocks, Jeremiah 
told him: The LORD doesn’t call 
you Pashhur but Terror-all-around.

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Baskets of Figs 

Nebuchadnezzar, king of Bab¬ 
ylon, had taken away into 
exile Jeconiah son of fehoiakim king 
of Judah with the princes of Judah, 
the skilled workers and the metal 
smiths. He had taken them from 
Jerusalem and brought them to Bab¬ 
ylon. After that, the LORD showed 
me two baskets of figs set in front of 
the temple. 2 One basket had very 
good figs, like those that get ripe 
first, and the other basket had very 
bad figs, too bad to be eaten. 

’“What do you see, Jeremiah?” 
the LORD asked. 

“Figs,” I answered. “Good figs 
that are very good, and bad figs that 
are very bad. too bad to be eaten.” 

‘Then the LORD told me: 5 The 
LORD, the God of Israel, says this: I 
will look kindly, as at these good 72C 3 
figs, at the captives of Judah, whom 
I sent away from here to the land of 
the Chaldeans.

Nebuchadnezzar to Destroy the

of Josiah king of Judah. (It was the 
first year of Nebuchadnezzar, king 
of Babylon.) 2 The prophet Jere¬ 
miah spoke to all the people of Judah 
and all the people in Jerusalem: 
’From the 13th year of fosiah, 
Amon's son, king of Judah, till today, 
these 23 years the LORD has spoken 
to me and I have spoken to you, 
always eager to do so, but you re¬ 
fused to listen. 4 The LORD prompt¬ 
ly sent you all His servants, the 
616 prophets, but you wouldn’t listen or 
13 7 pay attention to hear them. He said: 
5 Turn, each of you. from the evil 
way you live in and the evil things 
you do, then you may always live 
in the country the LORD gave you 
and your fathers. 6 Don’t run after 
other gods to serve and worship 
them; don’t make Me angry by the 
idols your hands have made. Then I 
won’t harm you. 7 But you refused 
to listen to Me, says the LORD, and 
you made Me angry with your idols, 
to your own harm. “And so the 
LORD of armies says: Because you 
refuse to listen to what I say, 0 Tm 
going to send for all the northern 
clans, says the LORD, including 
Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon, 
My servant; I will bring them 
against this country, the people liv¬ 
ing here and all the surrounding 
nations. I will completely destroy 
them and make them something 
shuddered over, scorned, and a 
permanent ruin. ,0 I will banish 
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from them the sound of joy and hap¬ 
piness, the voice of a groom and the 
voice of a bride, the sound of a mill, 
and the light of a lamp. M The 
whole country will be in ruins and a 
wasteland. And these nations will 
serve the king of Babylon 70 years. 
“And when the 70 years are over, I 
will punish the king of Babylon and 
that nation, says the LORD, for their 
wrongs; and 1 will punish the land of 
the Chaldeans and make it an ever¬ 
lasting wasteland. ,J And I will 
bring on that country everything I 
threatened to do to it. everything 
written in this book in which Jere¬ 
miah prophesies against all the na¬ 
tions. ,4 Many nations and great 
kings will make slaves of them too, 
and I will pay them back according 
to their work and their deeds. 

The Cup of the LORD'S Fury 

,5 The LORD, the God of Israel, 
says this to me: Take from My hand 
this wine cup of My fury and make 
all the nations to whom I'm sending 
you drink it. “When they drink it, 
they will stagger and go mad, due to 
the sword I'm sending among them. 

l7 I took the cup from the LORD'S 
hand and made all the nations to 
whom the LORD sent me drink it: 
‘■Jerusalem and Judah's towns, its 
kings and leaders, to make them a 
desolation and a ruin, something 
shuddered over, scorned, and 
cursed, as it is today. “And these 
will also drink: Pharaoh, king of 
Egypt, his men, leaders, and all his 
people, “and all the foreigners 
among them, all the kings of the land 
of Uz, and all the kings of the coun¬ 
try of the Philistines (Ashkelon, 
Gaza. Ekron, and those who were 
left in Ashdod), 11 Edom, Moab, the 


people of Ammon, “and all the 
kings of Tyre and all the kings of 
Sidon, and the kings on the coasts 
on the other side of the sea, 
“Dedan. Tema, Buz. and all who 
clip their hair at the temples, “all 
the kings of the Arabs, and all the 
kings of the mixed people living in 
the wilderness, “and all the kings 
of Zimri, all the kings of Elam, all 
the kings of the Medes. “and all 
the kings of the north, living near 
and far from one another, and all 
the kingdoms of the world that are 
on the earth, and last of all the king 
of Sheshak q will drink. 

“You shall tell them: The LORD of 
armies, the God of Israel, says: 
Drink and get drunk, vomit, fall, and 
don’t get up because of the sword 
I’m sending among you. “If they 
25 refuse to take the cup from your 
J hand to drink it, tell them, the LORD 
of armies says: You must drink it. 

“If I start by bringing disaster on 
the city named after Me. should you 
go unpunished? You certainly will 
not go unpunished! I’m calling for a 
sword to come on all the people in 
the world, says the LORD of armies. 

“Prophesy to them all these things 
and tell them: 

The LORD roars from on high 

and calls from His holy mansion. 

He roars against His fold. 

He shouts like those trampling 
grapes 

against all the people living in 
the world. 

”A noise is sounding to the ends 
of the earth 

because the LORD accuses the 
nations. 

He is out to judge all human 
beings. 


q A name for Babylon 
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He will give the wicked to the 
sword. 

This is the word of the LORD. 

"The LORD of armies says: 

See disaster is spreading 
from nation to nation 
and a great storm is stirring 
from the distant places of the 
earth.

Jeremiah Arrested 

When jehoiakim son of 
Josiah king of Judah start¬ 
ed to rule, the LORD said the follow¬ 
ing: z The LORD says this: Stand in 
the court of the Lord's temple and 
tell the people of all Judah’s cities 
who come to worship in the LORD’S 
temple everything I order you to tell 


them. Don’t omit anything. 3 Per- 
haps they will listen and everyone 
will turn from his evil way. If so. I 
will change My mind about the evil 
I intend to do to them for their evil 
deeds. 4 Tell them, the LORD says 
this: If you will not listen to Me or 
follow the instructions I set before 
you 5 or listen to My servants the 
prophets, whom I promptly sent you 
even though you wouldn’t listen, 
6 then I will do to this temple what I 
did to Shiloh and make this city a 
curse for all the nations in the 
world. 

7 The priests and prophets and all 
the people heard Jeremiah say these 
things in the LORD’S temple. 0 But 
as soon as Jeremiah finished every¬ 
thing the LORD ordered him to tell 
all the people, the priests, the 
prophets, and all the people took 
hold of him and said, “You must 
die! 9 Why do you prophesy in the 
LORD’S name and say: This temple 
will be like Shiloh, and this city will 
become ruins so that nobody will 
live here?’’ And all the people gath¬ 
ered to oppose Jeremiah in the 
LORD’S temple. 

l0 When Judah’s princes heard 
about these things, they left the 
king’s palace, went up to the 
LORD’S temple, and sat in the en¬ 
trance of the New Gate of the 
LORD’S temple.

Do to 
me what you please and what you 
think is right, ,5 but realize this if 
you kill me, you. this city, and the 
people living in it are responsible 
for killing an innocent man because 
it is true that the LORD sent me to 
you to tell you all these things.” 

1B Then the princes and all the 
people said to the priests and the 
prophets, “This man doesn’t de¬ 
serve to die; he has spoken to us in 
the name of the LORD our God.” 

,7 Then some of the older men of 
the country got up and said to the 
whole assembly of the people. 
,8 “Micah from Moresheth proph¬ 
esied at the time of Hezekiah, king of 
Judah, and told all the people of 
Judah: The LORD of armies says 
this: 

Zion will be plowed as a field, 
Jerusalem will be ruins, 
and the temple hill a wooded 
height. 1 * 

l9 Did Hezekiah, king of Judah, and 
all the people of Judah kill him? 
Didn’t he fear the LORD and beg the 
LORD so that the LORD changed His 
mind about the evil the LORD 
threatened to do to them? But we’re 
going to bring a disaster on our¬ 
selves." 

20 There was another man prophe¬ 
sying in the LORD’S name, Uriah son 
of Shemaiah from Kiriath-jearim. 
He prophesied against this city and 
this country just as Jeremiah did. 
2, When King Jehoiakim with all his 
soldiers and all his princes heard 
what he said, the king tried to kill 
him. When Uriah heard of it, he was 
frightened; he fled and went to 
Egypt. 22 But King Jehoiakim sent 
men to Egypt. Elnathan son of 


T Micah 3:12 


Achbor, and others with them. 
23 They got Uriah out of Egypt and 
took him to King Jehoiakim who 
killed him with a sword and threw 
his body on the public burying- 
ground. 24 But Ahikam, Shaphan’s 
son, helped Jeremiah so that he 
wasn’t handed over to the people to 
be killed. 

Put Your Neck Under the Yoke 
of Babylon 

In the early part of the 
rule of Zedekiah son of Jo- 
siah king of Judah, the LORD said 
the following to Jeremiah. 

2 The LORD said this to me: Pre¬ 
pare straps and bars for a yoke and 
put it on your neck. 3 Thsi send than 
to the kings of Edom, Moab, Ammon, 
Tyre, and the king of Sidon, by 
means of their envoys who have 
come to Zedekiah king of Judah in 
Jerusalem. 4 Give them an order to 
their masters and say: The LORD of 
armies, the God of Israel, says this: 
Say to your masters: 5 I have made 
the earth along with men and ani¬ 
mals on the earth by My great pow¬ 
er and My outstretched arm; and I 
give it to anyone I think is the right 
person. 6 Now I have given all 
these countries to My servant Neb¬ 
uchadnezzar king of Babylon; I have 
even given him the animals in the 
field to serve him. 7 All nations 
should serve him. his son, and his 
grandson till the time comes also for 
his country when many nations and 
great kings will make him their 
slave. 8 If any nation or kingdom 
will not serve Nebuchadnezzar king 
of Babylon, or put its neck under the 
yoke of the king of Babylon, I will 
punish that nation by sword, fam¬ 
ine, and plague, says the LORD, till I 
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have put an end lo them by his 
hand. 9 Then don't listen to your 
prophets, to men who claim to have 
supernatural knowledge or powers, 
to vour dreamers, or fortune-tellers 
who tell you: Don’t serve the king of 
Babylon. ,0 When they’re prophe- 
sving to you, they’re lying; so you’ll 
be taken far from your country and 
I’ll drive you away and you will 
perish. n But if any nation will put 
its neck under the yoke of the king of 
Babvlon and serve him, I will leave 
them in their own country, says the 
LORD, and they will cultivate it and 
live in it. 

,2 I said the same thing to Zede- 
kiah, king of Judah: Put your neck 
under the yoke of the king of Bab¬ 
vlon. serve him and his people, and 
stay alive. n Why should the 
sword, famine, and the plague kill 
you and your people as the LORD 27 
has warned any nation that will not ' 5 M,r2? 
serve the king of Babylon? ’‘Don't 
listen to what the prophets are tell¬ 
ing you when they say, ’’Don’t serve 
the king of Babylon," because what 
they're telling you when they 
prophesy is a lie. ,5 I didn't send 
them, says the LORD, and they 
prophesy lies in My name; so I will 
drive you away, and you and the 
prophets prophesying to you will 
perish. 

lft I also talked to the priests and 
all these people. I said: the LORD 
says this: Don’t listen to your proph¬ 
ets who say to you, "The vessels of 
the LORD'S temple will soon be 
brought back from Babylon," be¬ 
cause it is a lie they're prophesying 
to you. IT Don't listen to them, but 
serve the king of Babylon and live. 

Why should this city be turned to 
ruins? ,8 If they were prophets and 

M/so colled fehoinchin 


the LORD was speaking to them, 
they would beg the LORD of armies 
to keep the vessels that are left in 
the LORD'S temple, in the palace of 
the king of Judah, and in Jerusalem 
from going to Babylon. ,9 The LORD 
of armies says in regard to the pil¬ 
lars, the pool, the stands, and the 
rest of the utensils that are left in 
this city— 20 which Nebuchadnezzar, 
king of Babylon, didn’t take away 
when he took Jeconiah s son of 
Jehoiakim king of Judah, with all the 
noblemen of Judah and Jerusalem, 
from Jerusalem into exile in Bab¬ 
ylon— 2, the LORD of armies, the God 
of Israel, says this about the uten¬ 
sils that are left in the LORD’S tem¬ 
ple, in the palace of the king of 
Judah, and in Jerusalem: Z2 They 
will be taken to Babylon and stay 
there, says the LORD, till I come for 
them and bring them up and put 
them back in this place. 

Hananiah 

Now that same year, in the 
early part of the rule of 
Zedekiah king of Judah, in the fifth 
month of his fourth year. Hananiah 
son of Azzur the prophet who was 
from Gibeon. spoke to me in the 
LORD'S temple before the priests 
and all the people. He said. 2 "The 
LORD of armies, the God of Israel, 
says: I will break the yoke of the 
king of Babylon. ^Within two years 
I will bring back to this place all the 
vessels of the LORD'S temple that 
Nebuchadnezzar, king of Babylon, 
got from this place and took to Bab¬ 
ylon. 4 I will also bring back to this 
place Jeconiah, son of Jehoiakim 
king of Judah, with all the exiles of 
Judah who went to Babylon, says 
the LORD, because I will break the 
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yoke of the king of Babylon/* 

’The prophet Jeremiah answered 
the prophet Hananiah before the 
priests and all the people standing 
in the LORD'S temple- *“Yes. so be 
it!’* the prophet Jeremiah said. 
“May the LORD do this! May the 
LORD carry out what you prophe¬ 
sied by bringing back the vessels of 
the LORD'S temple and all the exiles 
from Babylon to this place. 7 But 
please listen to what I say for you 
and all the people to hear. "Long 
ago prophets, who were before me 
and you. prophesied against many 
countries and great kingdoms about 
war. calamity, and the plague. 
'But the prophet who prophesied 
about peace was recognized to be 
the prophet the LORD really sent 
only if what the prophet said came 
true.” 

‘•Then the prophet Hananiah took 
the yoke from the neck of the proph¬ 
et Jeremiah and broke it. ““The 
LORD says this/’ Hananiah said be¬ 
fore all the people. “Ibis is how I 
will break the yoke of Nebuchadnez¬ 
zar king of Babylon from the neck of 
all the nations within two years." 
The prophet Jeremiah went his way. 

“But after the prophet Hananiah 
broke the yoke from the neck of the 
prophet Jeremiah, the LORD spoke 
to Jeremiah. ““Go to Hananiah 
and tell him : The LORD says this: 
You broke the wooden yoke, but I 1 
will make an iron yoke instead. 
“The LORD of armies, the God of 
Israel, says this: 1 will put an iron 
yoke on the neck of all these nations, 
so they will serve Nebuchadnezzar, 
king of Babylon. They will serve 
him! 1 will even give him the animals 
in the field. “Then Jeremiah told 
the prophet Hananiah. “Now listen. 

*Gk: Heb “you" 


Hananiah. the LORD didn’t send 
you; you make these people trust a 
lie. “And so the LORD says this: 
I’m dismissing you from the face of 
the earth. This year you will die 
because you have promoted rebel¬ 
lion against the LORD.” ,7 So the 
prophet Hananiah died in the sev¬ 
enth month of that year. 

A Letter to the Exiles 

This is the letter the proph¬ 
et Jeremiah sent from Jeru¬ 
salem to the rest of the elders in 
exile, to the priests, prophets, and 
all the people Nebuchadnezzar took 
from Jerusalem into exile at Bab¬ 
ylon. ’(This was after King Jecon- 
iah, the queen-mother, the court of¬ 
ficials, and the princes of Judah and 
Jerusalem, the craftsmen and metal 
smiths left Jerusalem.) 3 He sent il 
with Elasah son of Shaphan, and 
Gemariah son of Hilkiah whom Zed- 
ekiah king of Judah had sent to Bab¬ 
ylon, to Nebuchadnezzar king of 
Babylon. 

The letter said: 4 The LORD of 
armies, the God of Israel, says this 
to all the exiles I took from Jeru¬ 
salem into exile at Babylon: ’Build 
homes and live in them. Plant gar¬ 
dens and eat what they produce. 
•Marry and have sons and daugh¬ 
ters; take wives for your sons, and 
give your daughters to husbands so 
they will have sons and daughters: 
grow in number, and don’t de¬ 
crease. ’Strive for the welfare of 
the city where I’ve taken you info 
exile and pray to the LORD for it: 
when it fares well, it will be well 
with you. 

•The LORD of armies, the God of 
IsraeL says this: Don't let the proph¬ 
ets who are among you or others 
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who claim supernatural knowledge 
deceive you and don’t even listen to 
your own dreams that you will be¬ 
come powerful. 9 What they proph¬ 
esy to you in My name is a lie. I 
didn’t send them, says the LORD. 

,0 The LORD says this: When Bab¬ 
ylon’s 70 years are over, I will come 
to you and keep My good promise to 
you and bring you back to this place. 

"I know what I'm planning for 
you. says the LORD; I’m planning to 
make you happy and not to harm 
you, to give you a future you can 
hope for. ,2 When you call Me and 
come and pray to Me. I will hear 
you. ,3 When you look for Me, you 
will find Me; yes, when you search 
for Me with all your heart, ,4 I will 
let you find Me. says the LORD. 

I will take you out of captivity, 
gather you from all the nations and 
places I’ve driven you, says the 
LORD, and bring you back to the 
place from which I took you into 
exile. 

,5 Now you’ve said that the LORD 
has given you prophets in Bab¬ 
ylon. ,6 Yes. but the LORD says this 
about the king sitting on David’s 
throne and all the people living in 
this city, your relatives who didn’t 
go with you into exile; 17 This is 
what the LORD of armies says: I’m 
going to send the sword, famine, 
and plague among them. They are to 
me like rotten figs, too bad to be 
eaten. I8 I will pursue them with 
sword, famine, and plague. I will 
make them an example that will 
terrify all the kingdoms of the earth; 
they will horrify people and be 
cursed, taunted, and scorned by all 
the nations where I drive them, 
‘•because they didn’t listen to Me, 
says the LORD. I was prompt in 
sending them My servants the proph¬ 
ets, but you refused to listen, says 


the LORD. 20 Listen then, to what 
the LORD says, all you exiles whom 
I sent away from Jerusalem to Bab¬ 
ylon! 2l The LORD of armies, the 
God of Israel, says this about Ahab 
son of Kolaiah, and Zedekiah son of 
Maaseiah who prophesy lies to you 
in My name: I’m putting them in the 
hands of Nebuchadnezzar, king of 
Babylon, who will kill them in your 
presence. 22 And all of Judah’s cap¬ 
tives that are in Babylon will refer 
to them when they curse and say, 
“May the LORD make you end like 
Zedekiah and Ahab whom the king 
of Babylon roasted in fire!’’ 21 They 
did shameful things in Israel, com¬ 
mitted adultery with their neigh¬ 
bors’ wives, told lies in My name, 
which I didn’t order them to do—I 
know. I’m a witness, says the LORD. 

Shemaiah Objects 

2< Tell Shemaiah from Nehelam: 
25 The LORD of armies, the God of 
Israel, says this: You sent letters in 
your name to all the people in Jeru¬ 
salem, to Zephaniah son of the 
priest Maaseiah, and to all the 
priests, which said: 26 “The LORD 
made you a priest to succeed 
Jehoiada the priest, so there will be 
men to take care of the LORD'S 
temple; so it is your duty to put any 
madman who poses as a prophet in 
the stocks and an iron collar. 

27 Now, then, why didn’t you stop 
Jeremiah from Anathoth who is pos¬ 
ing as a prophet to you. 2a As such 
Jeremiah sent a message to us in 
Babylon which said: ‘It will be long. 
Build homes and live in them; plant 
gardens and eat their produce.’ ’’ 

29 When the priest Zephaniah had 
read this letter to the prophet Jere¬ 
miah, 30 the LORD spoke to Jere¬ 
miah: 3, Send a message to all the 
exiles: The LORD says this to 
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Shemaiah from Nehelam: Because 
Shemaiah prophesied to you without 
My sending him and had you trust in 
a lie. M the LORD says this: I will 
punish Shemaiah from Nehelam and 
his descendants: He will not have 
anyone living among these people or 
enjoying the good things I'm going to 
do for My people, says the LORD, 
because he talked rebellion against 
the LORD. 

I Will Free the Captives 

The LORD said to Jeremiah: 
2 The LORD, the God of Israel 
says this: Everything I tell you write 
down in a book for yourself. 5 The 
days are coming, says the LORD, 
when 1 will free the captives of My 
people Israel and Judah, says the 
LORD, and bring them back to own 
the land I gave their fathers. 

‘These are the words the LORD 
spoke about Israel and Judah. 
‘The LORD says: 

We hear a cry of terror, 
of panic and not peace. 

‘Ask now and see if a man can 
bear a child? 

Why then do I see every strong 
man gripping his sides 
like a woman giving birth to a 
child. 

and every face turned pale? 

7 Woe to you because that day 
will be so awful 
there will be none like it. 
a time of trouble for Jacob, 
yet he will be saved from it. 

‘On that day. says the LORD of 
armies. 1 will break your yoke from 
your neck and snap your ropes, and 
no more will strangers make you 
serve them, ‘but you will serve the 
LORD your God and David your King 
whom 1 will raise for you. 

'•Don't be afraid. My servant 
Jacob, says the LORD. 


and don't be terrified. Israel. 

I will rescue you however far 
away you are. 

and your descendants from the 
land where they are captives: 
so that Jacob again will live in 
peace.

no one. 

"I'm with you to save you. says 
the LORD.

2e Just as I watched 
over them to pluck them out and 
tear them down, to wreck, ruin, and 
hurt them, so now I will watch over 
them to build and plant them, says 


the LORD. 29 Then people will no 
more say, “The fathers have eaten 
sour grapes, and so the children’s 
teeth feel numb,” "but everyone 
will die for his own sin—everyone 
who eats the sour grapes will have 
his own teeth feel numb.

38 In those days, says the LORD, 
the city will be rebuilt for the LORD 
from Hananel’s Tower to the Corner 
Gate. "The line will go on from 
there straight to Lepers’ Hill and 
then turn to Goah. "The whole 
valley with its dead bodies and 
ashes and the whole area to the 
Kidron valley as far as the corner of 
the Horse Gate in the east will be 
holy and belong to the LORD. It will 
never be pulled up or torn down 
again. 

Jere/niah Buys Land 

The LORD spoke to Jeremiah 
in the tenth year of Zede- 
kiah king of Judah (it was the 18th 
year of Nebuchadnezzar). 2 The 
army of the king of Babylon was at 
that time besieging Jerusalem. 

The prophet Jeremiah was kept as 
a prisoner in the court of the prison 
at the palace of the king of Judah. 
3 Zedekiah king of Judah had made 
him a prisoner and had asked him. 
“Why did you prophesy and say the 
LORD says: I'm putting this city in 
the hands of the king of Babylon, 
who will capture it. ‘Zedekiah 
king of Judah will not escape from 
the Chaldeans but be put in the 
hands of the king of Babylon, and he 
will talk to him face to face and see 
him eye to eye. 5 He will take 
Zedekiah to Babylon, where he'll 
stay till I visit him, says the LORD. 
Although you fight the Chaldeans, 
you will not win?" 

s Jeremiah said: The LORD told 
me: 7 Hanamel, the son of your 
uncle Shallum, is coming to tell you, 
“Buy my land at Anathoth because 
you have the right of the closest 


relative to buy it." fl So just as the 
LORD said, my cousin Hanamel 
came to me in the court of the pri¬ 
son. “Please buy my field at Ana¬ 
thoth in Benjamin,” he told me, “be¬ 
cause you have the right to own it. 
the right of the closest relative. Buy 
it for yourself." Then I realized the 
LORD had spoken. 

9 I bought the field at Anathoth 
from my cousin Hanamel and 
weighed out the money for him, 17 
shekels of silver. "And I wrote the 
bill of sale, sealed it, got witnesses, 
and weighed the silver on the 
scales. "Then 1 took the sealed 
deed, containing the terms and con¬ 
ditions. together with the open 
copy. ,2 I gave the deed to Baruch 
son of Neriah, son of Mahseiah, in 
the presence of my cousin Hanamel 
and the witnesses who had signed 
the deed and in the presence of the 
Jews who were in the court of the 
prison. "Then I gave Baruch an 
order in their presence: "The 
LORD of armies, the God of Israel, 
says this: Take these deeds—this 
bill of sale that is sealed and the 
copy that is open—and put them in 
an earthenware jar to keep them a 
long time. "The LORD of armies, 
the God of Israel, says: Houses, 
fields, and vineyards will again be 
bought in this country. 

"After I gave the deed to Baruch, 
Neriah’s son, I prayed to the LORD: 
17 0 Lord GOD. who made the heav¬ 
ens and the earth by Your great 
power and outstretched arm. Noth¬ 
ing is too hard for you. "You are 
kind to thousands and punish chil¬ 
dren who follow after their fathers’ 
sins. Your name is the great and 
mighty God, the LORD of armies, 
"great in counsel and mighty in 
deed. Your eyes see all the ways of 
men to reward each one according 
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to how he lives and what he de¬ 
serves. “You did miracles and 
wonders in Egypt and they are to 
this day a fact in Israel and among 
other people, and so You made a 
name for Yourself as it is today. 
''You brought Your people out of 
Egypt with miracles and wonders, 
by a strong and outstretched arm, 
and with great terror. 22 You gave 
them this land You swore to give 
their fathers, a land flowing with 
milk and honey. “After they went 
in and took it. they refused to obey 
You or follow Your instruction. 

They did nothing You ordered them 
to do. so You brought on them all 
this trouble. “See how the siege 
mounds come up to the city so it can 
be taken! By sword, famine, and 
plague the cily will fall into the 
hands of the Chaldeans who are 
attacking it. What You said has 32 
happened as You see. “And yet 38 
You. Lord GOD, told me to buy a 
field with money and get witnesses, 
even while the city is given to (he 
Chaldeans. 

“Then the LORD said lo Jeremiah: 

7 I am the LORD, the God of all men. 
Nothing is too hard for Me. “So 
the LORD says: I’m giving this city to 
the Chaldeans, to Nebuchadnezzar 
king of Babylon who will take it. 

“And the Chaldeans who are at¬ 
tacking this city will come in, set 
this city on fire, and burn it with the 
houses on whose roofs men have 
provoked Me by sacrificing to Baal 
and pouring out libations to other 
gods. “From their youth Israel and 
Judah have done only but what I 
condemn, yes, Israel has only pro¬ 
voked Me with what they've done, 
says the LORD. “This city has 
made Me so angry and furious from 
the day it was built to this day I had 
to rid myself of it. J2 Yes. the people 


of Israel and Judah have provoked 
Me with their wrongdoing. Their 
kings, princes, priests, and proph¬ 
ets. the men of Judah, and the 
people in Jerusalem “have turned 
their backs to Me instead of their 
faces. Although I was eager to teach 
them, they refused to listen and be 
warned. “But they set up their 
detestable idols in the temple called 
by My name, to pollute it. “They 
built high places for Baal in the 
valley of Hinnom's son to sacrifice 
their sons and daughters to 
Molech—something I didn't order. 
Such an abominable thing was not 
my idea, so as a result Judah was 
led into sin. “Now then, the Lord 
GOD of Israel says this about this 
city of which you say: By the sword, 
famine, and the plague it is given to 
the king of Babylon: 37 I'll gather 
them from all the countries where I 
will drive them in My anger and 
fury and great wrath, and I will 
bring them back to this place and 
have them live there without dan¬ 
ger. “They will be My people, and 
I will be their God. 1S I will give 
them one heart and one way to fear 
Me forever for their own good and 
for their children's welfare after 
them. “And I will make an ever¬ 
lasting covenant with them in which 
I will never stop doing good to them, 
and will put reverence for Me in 
their hearts to keep them from leav¬ 
ing Me. 4, It will be My delight to do 
them good and I will faithfully plant 
them in this country with all My 
heart and soul. 42 The LORD says: 
As I brought this whole disaster on 
these people, so I will bring on them 
all the good I promise them. 
“People will buy fields in this coun¬ 
try about which you now say. “It is 
a barren waste, without man or 
animal, and given to the Chal- 
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deans.” 44 Men will buy fields for 
money, sign deeds, seal them, get 
witnesses in Benjamin, the neigh¬ 
borhood of Jerusalem, and in the 
cities of Judah, in the cities in the 
hills, in the lowlands, and in the 
Negev, because I will bring them 
back from their exile, says the 
LORD. 

I'm Going to Restore and Heal 
Them 

The LORD spoke to Jeremiah 
a second time while he was 
still a captive in the court of the 
prison. 2 The LORD who made the 
world and formed it to make it stand 
firm, whose name is the LORD, says 
this: 3 Call Me, and I will answer 
you and tell you great secrets you 
don’t know. 4 The LORD, the God of 
Israel, says this about the houses of 
this city and the palaces of kings of 
Judah that are torn down, and also ' 
about the siege mounds and swords 
5 and the men who go to fight the 
Chaldeans: I filled these houses 
with the bodies of men I struck 
down in My anger and fury; but 
even though I hid My face from this 
city for all their wrongs 6 I’m going 
to restore and heal them. When I 
have healed them, I will show them 
a very happy and secure life. 7 I 
will bring back the captives of Judah 
and Israel and rebuild them to be as 
they were at first. e I will cleanse 
them from all their guilt and sin; I 
will forgive them all the wrongs they 
did to Me, in their rebellion against 
Me. This city u will be a delight, 
a reason for praise, and a thing of 
beauty to Me before all the nations 
of the earth. When the nations hear 
of all the goad things I will do to 
them, they will fear and tremble on

account of all the good things and 
all the prosperity I will provide for 
Jerusalem. 11 

,0 The LORD says this: In this 
place about which you say, Tt’s a 
waste land where there’s no man or 
animal,” in the towns of Judah and 
the desolate streets of Jerusalem 
where there’s neither man nor 
beast, there will again be heard 
n the sounds of joy and delight, the 
voices of a groom and a bride, and 
the voices of those who bring thank 
offerings to the LORD'S temple and 
say, “Praise the LORD of armies 
because the LORD is good and kind 
forever.” I will restore the country 
to what it was before, says the 
LORD. 

,2 The LORD of armies says: In this 
country that is a wasteland, without 
man or animal, and in all its cities 
33 there will again be pastures for 
r. 18 23 shepherds to let their flocks lie 
down to rest. ,3 In the cities of the 
hills, the lowlands, and the Negev, 
in the territory of Benjamin, the 
neighborhood of Jerusalem, and the 
towns of Judah flocks will again 
pass under the hands of those who 
count them, says the LORD. ,4 The 
time will come, says the LORD, 
when I will do the good thing I 
promised to the house of Israel and 
of Judah. ,s In those days, at that 
time, I will make a righteous Branch 
grow for David, and He will do what 
is right and just in the land. ‘Then 
Judah will be saved and Jerusalem 
live without danger, and the cit v v 
will be called: The-LORD-our-righ- 
teousness. ,7 The LORD says this: 
There will not fail to be someone 
from David sitting on the throne of 
Israel. IB And there will never fail 
to be one of the priests descended 
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from Levi who will offer before Me 
burnt offerings, food offerings, and 
bring sacrifices. 

,9 Then the LORD told Jeremiah: 
20 The LORD says this: If you could 
break My covenant with the day 
and the night so (hat day and night 
did not come at their appointed time, 
21 then My covenant with My servant 
David also could be broken so that 
he will fail to have a descendant as 
a king on his throne. The same is 
true regarding the priests from 
Levi. My servants. "Like the stars 
of heaven that you can’t count and 
the sand by the sea that you can’t 
measure, so will I multiply - My 
servant David’s descendants and 
the Levites who serve Me. 

"The LORD asked Jeremiah: 
"Haven't you noticed what these 
people say: The LORD has rejected 
the two families He chose? So they 
consider My people unfit to be a 
nation anymore. 

"The LORD says: If I made no 
covenant with day and night or no 
laws for heaven and earth, "then I 
will also reject the descendants of 
Jacob and of My servant David and 
not take any of David's line to rule 
over the descendants of Abraham. 
Isaac, and Jacob. No, I will bring 
them back from exile and love them. 

Zedekiah 

The LORD spoke to Jeremiah 
when Nebuchadnezzar king 
of Babylon and his whole army with 
all the kingdoms and people of the 
world he ruled over were fighting 
against Jerusalem and all its towns: 
2 The LORD, the God of Israel, says. 
Go and tell Zedekiah king of Judah, 
and say to him: The LORD says this: 
I’m putting this city in the hands of 
the king of Babylon, and he will 
burn it down. 3 You will not escape 


him but certainly be captured and 
put in his hands, and you will see 
him eye to eye and talk to him face 
to face and go to Babylon. 4 But 
hear what the LORD says, Zedekiah 
king of Judah. The LORD says this 
about you: You will not die by the 
sword. 5 You will die in peace, and 
as they burned spices for your 
fathers, the former kings who were 
before you, so they will burn them 
for you and say as they mourn for 
you, “Oh master!” I have declared 
it, says the LORD. 

6 So the prophet Jeremiah told all 
this to Zedekiah king of Judah, in 
Jerusalem, ’while the army of the 
king of Babylon was fighting against 
Jerusalem and the cities of Judah 
that were left. Lachish and Azekah. 
These were the only fortified cities 
of Judah that were left. 

Hebrew Slaves to be Free 

H The LORD spoke to Jeremiah 
after King Zedekiah made a cove¬ 
nant with all the people in Jerusalem 
to proclaim liberty. ®Everyone was 
to free his Hebrew slaves, male and 
female, and no one was to have a 
fellow Judean serve him as a slave. 
,0 A 11 the princes and all the people 
who entered into the covenant to 
free their slaves, male and female, 
and not have them serve them as 
slaves anymore carried out the 
pledge and freed them. “But after¬ 
wards they changed their minds 
and brought back the men and 
women they freed and made them 
their slaves again, ,2 So the LORD 
spoke to Jeremiah: "The LORD, 
the God of Israel, says this: I made a 
covenant with your fathers when I 
brought them out of Egypt where 
they were slaves. I said: "Every 
seven years everyone of you should 
free his fellow Hebrew who has sold 
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himself to you. When he has served 
you six years, free him and let him 
leave you. But your fathers refused 
to obey and listen to Me. ,5 Just 
now you turned around and did 
what I judge to be right when each 
of you told the other he was free, 
and you made a covenant before Me 
in the temple called by My name. 
,6 But you changed your minds and 
dishonored My name by bringing 
back the male and female slaves you 
had sent away to live their own lives 
as free men. You have forced them 
to be your male and female slaves 
again. 17 And so the LORD says 
this: You didn’t obey Me by granting 
freedom to your relatives and neigh¬ 
bors. Now I grant freedom to you, 
says the LORD, I will free you to the 
sword, plague, and famine, and I 
will make all the kingdoms of the 
world shudder at the thought of you. 
t8 These people have broken My 
covenant and not kept the pledges of 
the covenant they made before Me 
when they cut a calf in two and 
passed between its parts. I will put 
19 the princes of Judah and Jeru¬ 
salem, the palace officials, the 
priests, and all the people of the 
country who passed between the 
parts of the calf 20 in the hands of 
their enemies who want to kill them, 
and their dead bodies will be eaten 
by the birds in the sky and the ani¬ 
mals of the field. Z, I will put 
Zedekiah king of Judah and his 
princes in the hands of their 
enemies who want to kill them, the 
army of the king of Babylon who is 
now leaving you. Z2 I will give them 
an order, says the LORD, and bring 
them back to this city to attack it 
and take it and burn it. And I will 
lay waste the cities of Judah so that 
nobody will live there. 


The Rechabites 

The LORD spoke to Jeremiah 
in the days of Jehoiakim. 
Josiah’s son, king of Judah: 2 Go to 
the clan of Rechab and talk to them. 
Take them to one of the rooms in the 
LORD’S temple and offer them a 
drink of wine. 

3 I took Jaazaniah son of Jeremiah, 
son of Habazziniah, his brothers, all 
his sons, the whole clan of Rechab. 
4 and brought them to the LORD'S 
temple to the room of the sons of 
Hanan son of Igdaliah, the man of 
God; it was next to the room of the 
princes, above the room of Ma- 
aseiah, Shallum’s son, the keeper of 
the door. 5 Then I set before the 
clan of Rechab bowls full of wine 
with cups. “Drink wine," I told 
them. 

6 “We don’t drink any wine,” they 
answered, “because our ancestor 
Jonadab son of Rechab ordered us, 
‘Never drink wine, you or your sons. 
7 Don’t build any houses, sow any 
fields, sow or own any vineyards, 
but always live in tents, so that you 
may live long in the country where 
you are strangers.’ fl We, our 
wives, sons, and daughters, have 
obeyed our ancestor Jonadab son of 
Rechab in everything he ordered us 
to do: We never drink wine, 9 build 
houses to live in, or own vineyards, 
land, or grainfields. 10 We have 
lived in tents and have carefully 
followed everything our ancestor 
Jonadab ordered us to do. “But 
when Nebuchadnezzar king of 
Babylon invaded the country, we 
said, ‘Come, let us go to Jerusalem 
and escape the Chaldean and 
Aramean armies.’ So we are living 
in Jerusalem.’’ 

12 Then the LORD said to Jeremiah: 
13 The LORD of armies, the God of

Israel, says this: Go and tell the men 
of Judah and the people living in 
Jerusalem: Will you not take a warn¬ 
ing and listen to what I say? It is the 
LORD speaking. “Jonadab son of 
Rechab ordered his sons not to 
drink wine; his order has been con¬ 
scientiously carried out. Obeying 
their ancestor’s order, they have 
drunk no wine to this day, but 
though I have spoken to you so 
earnestly, you have refused to listen 
to Me. 1S I have been prompt to 
send you all My servants, the 
prophets, to urge everyone of you to 
turn from his evil way, do good 
works, and not run after other gods 
to serve them, so that you might live 
in the country I gave you and your 
fathers. But you refused to listen 
and obey Me. 16 Yes, the descen¬ 
dants of Janadab, Rechab’s sen, have 
carefully done what their ancestor 
ordered them to do, but these people 
refuse to obey Me. “And so the 
LORD, the God of armies, the God of 
Israel, says: I will bring on Judah 
and all who live in Jerusalem all the 
evil I threatened them with, because 
I spoke to them, but they didn’t lis¬ 
ten: I called to them, but they didn’t 
answer. 

18 But Jeremiah told the clan of 
Rechab, “The LORD of armies, the 
God of Israel, says: Because you 
obeyed your ancestor Jonadab, fol- 
owed all his instructions, and did 
exactly as he ordered you, ,9 the 
LORD of armies, the God of Israel 
says: There will never fail to stand 
before Me a descendant of Jonadab 
son of Rechab.” 

Baruch Jeremiah's Secretary 

In the fourth year of Jehoia- 
kim son of Josiah king of 
Judah, the LORD said to Jeremiah: 
2 Take a scroll and write on it every¬ 


thing I told you about Israel, Judah, 
and all the other nations from the 
day I spoke to you in time of Josiah 
till today. 3 It may be the house of 
Judah will take to heart all the evil I 
plan to do to them and so everyone 
will turn from his evil way and I will 
forgive their wrong and their sins. 

4 Then Jeremiah called Baruch son 
of Neriah, and as Jeremiah dictated. 
Baruch wrote on a scroll everything 
the LORD told the prophet. 5 Then 
Jeremiah gave Baruch an order: 
“I’m prevented from coming to the 
LORD's temple. 6 But on a day of 
fasting you go in and read to the 
people in the temple from the scroll 
the words of the LORD which you 
wrote as I dictated; read it also to 
all the people of Judah who come up 
from their towns. 7 It may be they 
will humbly plead before the LORD, 
and everyone will turn from his evil 
way, realizing how great the anger 
and fury is with which the LORD 
has threatened these people.” 

8 So Baruch son of Neriah did 
exactly as the prophet Jeremiah 
ordered him: He read in the LORD’S 
temple from the scroll what the 
LORD said. 9 In the ninth month of 
the fifth year of Jehoiakim son of 
Josiah king of Judah all the people in 
Jerusalem and all who were coming 
from the towns of Judah to Jeru¬ 
salem were summoned to fast be¬ 
fore the LORD. l0 As he was in the 
LORD’S temple, in the room of the 
secretary Gemariah son of Shaphan 
in the upper court at the entrance of 
the new gate of the LORD’S temple, 
Baruch read to all the people what 
Jeremiah had said. 

“When Micaiah son of Gemariah, 
son of Shaphan heard from the 
scroll everything the LORD said, 
,2 he went down to the secretary’s 
room in the king’s palace, where he 
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found all the princes sitting—Elish¬ 
ama the secretary. Delaiah son of 
Shemaiah. Elnathan son of Achbor. 
Gem a ri ah son of Shaphan. Zedekiah 
scm of Hananiah. as well as all the 
other princes. “Micaiah told them 
everything he heard Baruch read to 
the people from the scroll. u Then 
all the princes sent Jehudi son of 
Nethaniah. son of Shelemiah. son of 
Cushi to Baruch and told him. 
“Bring the scroll from which you 
read to the people and come." 
Baruch son of Neriah took the scroll 
and came to them. ““Please sit 
down." they told him, “and read it 
tous.“ 

So Baruch read it to them. 
“When they had heard everything, 
they turned in alarm to one another. 
“We must tell the king all this." they 
said to Baruch. 17 “Please tell us," 
they asked Baruch, “how did you 
write all this? Did Jeremiah dictate 
it?" 

i# “He dictated all this to me." 
Baruch answered than, “and 1 
wrote it with ink on the scroll." 

““Go and hide, you and Jere¬ 
miah," the princes told Baruch. “No 
one must find out where you are." 

Jehoiakiin Bums Jeremiah’s 
Scroll 

“After they deposited the scroll in 
the roam of the secretary Elishama. 
they went to the king in the court 
and reported everything to the king . 
71 Then the king sent Jehudi to get the 
scroll. He got the scroll from the 
room of the secretary Elishama. 
Then Jehudi read it to the king and 
all the princes standing near the 
king. n It was the ninth month. w 
and the king was sitting in the win¬ 
ter house by a fire burning in a 

“December 


brazier. n As often as Jehudi read 
three or four columns, the king 
would cut it off with a penknife and 
throw it into the fire in the brazier 
till the whole scroll was burned in 
the fire in the brazier. “Neither 
the king nor any of his attendants 
showed any alarm or tore their 
clothes as they heard all this. 
“Even though Elnathan. Delaiah. 
and Gem a ri ah begged the king not to 
burn the scroll, he refused to listen 
to them. “The king ordered 
Jerahmeel the king's son. Seraiah 
son of Azriel. and Shelemiah son of 
Abdeel to arrest Baruch the secre¬ 
tary and the prophet Jeremiah, but 
the LORD kept them hidden. 

13 After the long burned the scroll 
on which Baruch had written what 
Jeremiah dictated, the LORD said to 
Jeremiah: “Take another scroll 
and write on it all that was written 
on the first scroll that Jehoiakiin 
king of Judah burned. “And say 
about Jehoialdm, king of Judah: The 
LORD says this: You burned this 
scroll and you said: Why did you 
write on it. “The long of Babyk? 
will certainly come to destroy this 
country and take away men and 
animals." “So the LORD says this 
about Jehoialdm. long of Judah: He 
will have no one to sit on David's 
throne, and his own dead body will 
be thrown out to be exposed to the 
heat of the day and the cold of the 
night. ,J I will punish him, his de¬ 
scendants. and his attendants for 
their wrongs: I will bring on them, 
the people of Jerusalem, and the 
men of Judah all the evil with which 
I threatened them while they re¬ 
fused to listen. 

®Then Jeremiah took another 
scroll and gave it to the secretary 
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Baruch son of Neriah and as Jere¬ 
miah dictated, he wrote on it every¬ 
thing that had been on the scroll 
that Jehoiakim king of Judah burned, 
and they added to them many sim¬ 
ilar things. 

Zedekiah Consults Jeremiah 

Nebuchadnezzar king of Bab¬ 
ylon made Zedekiah son of 
losiah king of the land of Judah. He 
succeeded Jehoiachin son of Jehoia¬ 
kim, 2 but he. his servants, and the 
people of the land didn’t listen to 
what the LORD said through the 
prophet Jeremiah. 

3 But King Zedekiah sent Jehucal 
son of Shelemiah and the priest 
Zephaniah son of Maaseiah to the 
prophet Jeremiah to ask him, 

‘ Please pray to the LORD our God 
for us.” 4 Jeremiah was still free to 
go among the people and hadn't 
been put in prison yet. 5 Pharaoh’s 
army had come out of Egypt, and 
when the Chaldeans who were be¬ 
sieging Jerusalem heard the news 
they broke off the siege of Jeru- 
alem. 

The LORD spoke to the prophet 
Jeremiah: The LORD, the God of 
Israel, says: Tell the king of Judah 
who sent you to Me for advice: Pha¬ 
raoh's army that has come out to 
help you will go back home to Egypt. 
“And the Chaldeans will come back; 
they will fight against the city, cap¬ 
ture it and burn it. The LORD 
says: Don’t deceive yourselves by 
thinking: The Chaldeans will cer¬ 
tainly leave us. They will not leave. 
,0 Even if you defeated the whole 
Chaldean army that’s fighting 
against you, leaving only a few bad¬ 
ly wounded men, each one in his 
tent would get up and burn down 
this city. 

“When the Chaldean army had 


broken off the siege of Jerusalem 
because Pharaoh's army was com¬ 
ing, “Jeremiah wanted to leave 
Jerusalem and go to the territory of 
Benjamin and take possession of his 
property there in presence of the 
people. “But when he reached the 
gate of Benjamin a sentry on guard 
there, by the name of Irijah son of 
Shelemiah, son of Hananiah, ar¬ 
rested the prophet Jeremiah saying, 
“You’re deserting to the Chal¬ 
deans!” 

““It’s a lie,” Jeremiah answered; 
“I’m not deserting to the Chal¬ 
deans.” But he wouldn't listen to 
him. Irijah arrested Jeremiah and 
took him to the princes. “The 
princes were so angry with Jere¬ 
miah they beat him and put him in 
prison in the house of Jonathan the 
secretary, since that had been made 
a prison. “Jeremiah went into the 
cells of a dungeon and he stayed 
there a long time. 

,7 Then King Zedekiah sent men to 
get him, and privately in his palace 
he asked him, “Has the LORD said 
anything?” 

“He has spoken,” Jeremiah an¬ 
swered, and he added: “You will be 
put in the hands of the king of Bab¬ 
ylon.” “Jeremiah then asked the 
king, “What wrong have I done you 
or your officers, or these people, 
that you have put me in prison? 
“Where are your prophets who 
prophesied to you and said: The 
king of Babylon will not come 
against you and this country? 
“And now, ray lord the king, please 
listen to me and let my humble 
pleading come before you: Don’t put 
me back in the house of Jonathan 
the secretary, or I will die there.” 

“King Zedekiah then gave the 
order and had Jeremiah put in the 
court of the prison and gave him a 
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loaf of bread a day from the bakers’ 
street till all the bread in the city 
had been eaten. So Jeremiah stayed 
in the court of the prison. 

Shephatiah son of Mattan, 
Gedaliah son of Pashhur. 
Jucal son of Shelemiah, and Pash¬ 
hur son of Malchiah heard Jeremiah 
tell all the people: 2 The LORD says 
this: Anyone who stays in this city 
will die by the sword, starvation, or 
plague, but anyone who surrenders 
to the Chaldeans will live; he will 
escape with his life and live. 3 The 
LORD says this: This city will cer¬ 
tainly be put in the hands of the 
army of the king of Babylon, who 
will take it. 

4 Then the princes told the king, 
“Have this man put to death; he 
discourages the soldiers who are 
left in this city and all the people by 
telling them such things. This man is 
not trying to help these people but to 
ruin them.” 

5 “He’s in your hands,” King 
Zedekiah answered, “The king can 
do nothing against you." 

6 So they took Jeremiah and threw 
him into the cistern of Malchiah the 
king’s son; it was in the court of the 
prison. There was no water in the 
cistern but only mud; Jeremiah sank 
into the mud. 

7 But Ebed-melech from Ethiopia, 
an official in the king’s palace, 
heard Jeremiah was put in the cis¬ 
tern. “Ebed-melech left the king’s 
palace, and said to the king, who 
was sitting at the Gate of Benja¬ 
min, 9 “My lord the king, these men 
have done wrong in everything they 
did to the prophet Jeremiah: They 
have thrown him into the cistern, 
where he's starving to death be¬

cause there’s no more bread in the 
city.” 

“Then the king gave Ebed-melech 
from Ethiopia this order: “Take 
from here 30 * men, and lift the 
prophet Jeremiah out of the cistern 
before he dies." 

"So Ebed-melech took charge of 
the men and went to the palace of 
the king and got from under the 
storehouse rags and torn clothes 
and by ropes let them down to Jere¬ 
miah in the cistern. "Ebed-melech 
from Ethiopia told Jeremiah, “Put 
these rags and torn clothes under 
your armpits to protect you from the 
ropes.” Jeremiah did that. "Then 
with the ropes they pulled Jeremiah 
up and lifted him out of the cistern. 
And Jeremiah stayed in the court of 
the prison. 

A Last Offer to Save Zedekiah 

"Then King Zedekiah sent men to 
bring the prophet Jeremiah to him at 
the third entrance to the LORD’S 
temple. “I’m going to ask you a ques¬ 
tion,” the king said to Jeremiah. 
“Don’t hide anything from me.” 

,5 “If I speak out,” Jeremiah an¬ 
swered Zedekiah, “you will certain¬ 
ly kill me, won’t you? And if I give 
you advice, you won’t listen to me." 

'“Then King Zedekiah secretly 
promised Jeremiah with an oath: 
“As the LORD lives who gave us our 
life, I will not kill you or put you in 
the hands of these men who want to 
kill you.” 

,7 “The LORD, the God of armies, 
the God of Israel, says this,” Jere¬ 
miah told Zedekiah: “If you will sur 
render to the officers of the king of 
Babylon, you will live, and this city 
will not be burned; you and your 
household will live. '“But if you 
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will no! surrender to the officers of 
the king of Babylon, this city will be 
put in the hands of the Chaldeans, 
who will burn it. and you will not 
escape from them.’’ 

,9 T’m afraid of the Jews who have 
gone over to the Chaldeans,” King 
Zedekiah answered Jeremiah. “I 
may be put in their hands to be 
abused.” 

““You will not be put in their 
hands,” Jeremiah said. "Obey the 
LORD as I'm telling you; then it will 
be well with you, and you will live. 
“But if you refuse to surrender, this 
is what the LORD has shown me: 
22 All the women who are left in the 
palace of the king of Judah will be 
taken away to the officers of the 
king of Babylon, and these women 
will say: 

Your friends have led you astray 
and had their way with you. 

Now that your feet are stuck in 
the mud, 
they desert you. 

“All your wives and children will 
be taken away to the Chaldeans. 
You will not escape them but will be 
captured by the king of Babylon, 
and this city will be burnt down.”y 
““Nobody must know about this 
conversation,” Zedekiah told Jere¬ 
miah. “otherwise you will die. 
“When the princes hear I've been 
talking to you, and they come and 
ask you, Tell us what you said to 
the king and what the king said to 
you. Don’t hide anything from us or 
we’ll kill you.’ “then tell them, ‘I 
pleaded with the king not to put me 
back in Jonathan's house to die 
there.’ 

“When all the princes came to 
Jeremiah, and questioned him, he 


answered them as the king had or¬ 
dered him to answer. Saying no 
more they left him since they hadn’t 
heard what was said. “So Jere¬ 
miah stayed in the court of the 
prison till the day Jerusalem was 
taken. 

The Fall of Jerusalem 

This is what happened when 
Jerusalem was taken: 

In the tenth month of the ninth 
year of Zedekiah king of Judah, Neb¬ 
uchadnezzar king of Babylon came 
with his whole army against Jeru¬ 
salem and besieged it. z And on the 
ninth day of the fourth month of the 
eleventh year, they broke into the 
city. 

Then all the officers of the king of 
Babylon came in and took seats in 
the middle gate: Nergalsharezer of 
Simmagir, Nebusarsechim* the 
chief eunuch, Nergalsharezer the 
chief fortune-teller, with all the rest 
of the officers of the king of Bab¬ 
ylon. 

4 When Zedekiah king of Judah 
and all the soldiers saw them, they 
fled from the city at night by way of 
the king’s garden through the gate 
between the two walls, then they 
went on the road to the Jordan val¬ 
ley. 5 But the Chaldean army pur¬ 
sued them and caught up with Zede¬ 
kiah in the plains of Jericho. They 
arrested him and brought him up to 
Nebuchadnezzar, king of Babylon, 
at Riblah. in the country of Hamath, 
where he passed a sentence on him. 
“At Riblah the king of Babylon killed 
the sons of Zedekiah while he was 
watching. The king of Babylon also 
killed all the leading men of Judah. 
7 He also put out Zedekiah’s eyes. 



yGk and some Heb manuscripts. Heb reads “you will burn down. . . ” 
Called Nebushazban in 39:13 
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bound him in bronze chains, to take 
him to Babylon. 

•The Chaldeans burned the king's 
palace and the people's homes and 
tore down the walls of Jerusalem. 
•The rest of the people who were left 
in the city and the deserters who 
surrendered to him and many other 
people Nebuzaradan the captain of 
the guard took away captive to Bab¬ 
ylon. ’"But Nebuzaradan the cap¬ 
tain of the guard left in the land of 
Judah some poor people who had 
nothing, and at that time gave them 
vineyards and fields. 

"Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon 
gave Nebuzaradan the captain of 
the guard an order concerning Jere¬ 
miah: "“Take him and look after 
him. Don't do him any harm, but 
treat him as he tells you." n So 
Nebuzaradan the captain, of the 
guard sent Nebushazban the chief 
eunuch, Nergalsharezer the chief 
fortune-teller, and all the other 
chiefs of the king of Babylon "who 
took Jeremiah out of the court of the 
prison and handed him over to 
Gedaliah son of Ahikam. son of 
Shaphan to take him home. So he 
stayed among the people. 

Ebed-melech Is Rewarded 

"While Jeremiah was still being 
held in the court of the prison, the 
LORD had said to Jeremiah: lc Go 
and tell Ebed-melech the Ethiopian, 
the LORD of armies, the God of Is¬ 
rael, says this: When 1 do what I 
said 1 would to this city, evil and not 
good, you will see it done on that 
day. "But when that day comes I 
will save you. says the LORD. You 
will not be put in the hands of the 
men you dread, "because 1 will 
certainly save you: The sword will 
not strike you down; you will escape 


with your life because you trusted 
Me. says the LORD. 

Jeremiah Released 

The LORD spoke to Jeremiah 
after Nebuzaradan the cap¬ 
tain of the guard let him go at 
Ramah. There he had fetched |ere- 
miah. bound as he was with chains 
among all the exiles of Jerusalem 
and Judah who were being taken to 
Babylon. 2 When the captain of the 
guard had singled him out. he told 
him, “The LORD your God threat¬ 
ened to bring this calamity to this 
place *and He has carried out His 
threat. The LORD did as He said 
because all of you sinned against 
Him and refused to obey Him: that's 
why this happened to you. *Bu! 
now. this very day. I'm removing the 
chains from your hands, if you 
would like to go with me to Babylon, 
come and I'll look after you. But if 
you don't want to come with me to 
Babylon, don't do it. See. the whole 
country is open to you. Go anywhere 
you like or feel you want to go." 
5 [But Jeremiah didn't answer yet.) 
“Then go back to Gedaliah son of 
Ahikam. son of Shaphan. whom the 
king of Babylon put in charge of the 
cities of fudah. and stay with him 
among the people: or go anywhere 
you would like to go." The captain of 
the guard gave him a ration of food 
and a present and let him go. 
•Jeremiah went to Gedaliah son of 
Ahikam at Mizpeh and stayed with 
him among the people that were left 
in the land. 

Gedaliah Assassinated 

7 When all the captains of the 
troops that were in the country with 
their men heard the king of Babylon 
had put Gedaliah son of Ahikam in 
charge of the country and entrusted 
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to him some of the poorest men. 
women and children in the country, 
who had not been taken away to 
Babylon, B they came to him at 
Nlizpeh: Ishmael son of Nethaniah, 
Johanan and Jonathan sons of 
Kareah, Seraiah son of Tanhumeth. 
the sons of Ephai from Netophah, 
and Jezaniah son of a man from 
Maacah. They came with their men. 
9 Gedaliah son of Ahikam, son of 
Shaphan assured them and their 
men with an oath: “Don’t be afraid 
to be subject to the Chaldeans. Live 
in the land, be subject to the king of 
Babylon, and all will be well with 
you. '"I’m going to live in Mizpeh to 
represent you before the Chaldeans 
who will come to us. But you should 
gather wine, fruit, and olive oil, and 
store them in containers, and live in 
the towns you occupy.” 

’’Then also all the Judeans who 
were in Moab, among the people of 
Ammon, in Edom, and in all the 
other countries heard the king of 
Babylon left a remnant in Judah and 
put Gedaliah son of Ahikam, son of 
Shaphan. in charge of them. ,2 So 
all the Jews came back from all the 
places where they had been driven 
and came to Judah and to Gedaliah 
at Mizpeh: and they gathered a 
large store of wine and summer 
fruit. 

"Johanan son of Kareah and all 
the captains of the troops still in the 
country came to Gedaliah at Miz¬ 
peh. M “Do you know,” they asked 
him. “that Baalis king of the Am¬ 
monites. has sent Ishmael son of 
Nethaniah to kill you?” But Geda¬ 
liah, Ahikam’s son, didn’t believe 
them. 

,s Then Johanan son of Kareah 
secretly asked Gedaliah at Mizpeh: 
“Let me go and kill Ishmael son of 
Nethaniah and nobody will know 


about it. Why should he kill you, and 
all the Judeans who have gathered 
around you be scattered, and what 
is left of Judah perish?" 

,6 “Don’t do that.” Gedaliah son of 
Ahikam told Johanan son of Kareah, 
“because what you say about Ish¬ 
mael is a lie.” 

But in the seventh month 
Ishmael son of Nethaniah, 
son of Elishama, a member of the 
royal family and one of the king’s 
officers, came with ten men to 
Gedaliah son of Ahikam at Mizpeh. 
While they were eating together at 
Mizpeh, 2 Ishmael son of Nethan¬ 
iah and the ten men who were with 
him got up and with their swords 
struck down Gedaliah son of 
Ahikam, son of Shaphan; and so he 
assassinated the man the king of 
Babylon put in charge of the coun¬ 
try. ’Ishmael also killed all the 
Judeans who had been with Geda¬ 
liah at Mizpeh, as well as the Chal¬ 
dean soldiers who happened to be 
there. 

4 On the second day after he as¬ 
sassinated Gedaliah, before anyone 
knew of it, 5 80 men came from 
Shechem, Shiloh, and Samaria with 
their beards shaved off, their 
clothes torn, and cuts on their bod¬ 
ies. They were bringing food offer¬ 
ings and incense to take them to the 
LORD’S temple. 6 Ishmael son of 
Nethaniah left Mizpeh to meet them, 
weeping all the way. “Come to 
Gedaliah son of Ahikam,” he told 
them when he met them. 7 But 
when they came to the middle of the 
town, Ishmael son of Nathaniah and 
his men killed them and threw them 
into a pit. fl But there happened to 
be ten of them who told Ishmael, 
“Don’t kill us, because we have 
stores of wheat, barley, olive oil, 
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and honey buried in the fields.*' So 
he let them alone and didn't kill 
them with the others. 

"Now the cistern into which Ish- 
mael threw all the dead bodies of 
the men he kiDed by using Geda- 
liah's name was the same that King 
Asa made as a defense against 
Baasha king of Israel: Ishmael son 
of Nethaniah filled it with those he 
killed. 

‘•Then Ishmael took away as cap¬ 
tives aD the rest of the people who 
were at Mizpeh. The king's daugh¬ 
ters and all the other people who 
had been left at Mizpeh. whom Neb- 
uzaradan captain of the guard had 
put under the control of Gedaliah 
son of Ahikam, Ishmael son of Ne- 
tbaniah. took captive and left to 
cross over the people of Ammon. 

"But when Johanan son of Kareah 
and all the army officers who were « 
with him heard of all the crimes 
done by Ishmael son of Nethaniah 
’*they took all their men and went to 
fight with Ishmael son of Nethaniah. 
and caught up with him at the great 
pool in Gibeon. “When all the 
people who were with Ishmael saw 
Johanan son of Kareah and the 
army officers who were with him. 
they were delighted. 14 And the 
people Ishmael had taken captive 
turned around and went back to 
Johanan son of Kareah. “But 
Ishmael son of Nethaniah escaped 
from Johanan with eight men and 
fled to the people of Ammon. 

"Then Johanan, son of Kareah. 
and all the army officers who were 
with him took from Mizpeh the sur¬ 
vivors they rescued from Ishmael 
after he had ldDed Gedabah son of 
Ahfkam. AH whom Johanan brought 
back from Gibeon, soldiers, men. 
women, children and the officials 
r7 left and stayed at Chtmchanfs inn. 


near Bethlehem, intending to go on 
to Egypt. '•They were now afraid 
of the Chaldeans, seeing that Ish¬ 
mael son of Nethaniah had killed 
Gedaliah son of Ahikam whom the 
king of Babylon had put m charge of 
the country. 

"Don’t Go to Egypt!" 

Then all the army officers, 
including Johanan son of 
Kareah and Jezaniah son of Hosha- 
iah and all the people from the least 
to the greatest came to Jeremiah. 
l and said to him. “Please grant our 
request and pray to the LORD your 
God for us, for all who are left 
here—as you see we are only a few 
left of many people—"that the LORD 
your God will tell us where to go and 
what todo.“ 

4 “I will do what you say.“ the 
prophet Jeremiah answered them. 
“I will pray to the LORD your God 
as you say and tell you everything 
the LORD answers you. I won't keep 
anything from you/* 

•“May the LORD be a true and 
faithful witness against us.** they 
told Jeremiah, “if we don't do exact¬ 
ly as the LORD your God tells us 
through you. ‘Whether it be good 
or bad. we will obey the LORD our 
God to whom we now send you. sc 
that it will be well with us: yes. we 
will obey the LORD our God.’* 

7 After ten days the LORD spoke to 
Jeremiah. *Then he called Johanan 
son of Kareah and all the army 
officers that were with him and all 
the people from the least to the 
greatest. "He said. “The LORD, 
the God of Israel, to whom you sent 
me humbly to plead with Him says 
this: *If you stay in this country. I 
will buOd you up and not tear you 
down. I will plant you and not pluck 
you up, because I am sorry over the 
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harm I've done you. "Don’t be 
afraid of the king of Babylon whom 
you fear now. Don’t be afraid of 
him. says the LORD—I’m with you 
to save you and rescue you from 
him. ,2 I will make him merciful to 
vou so he will let you live in your 
own country. "But if you say. ’We 
will not live in this country,’ and so 
vou refuse to listen to the LORD 
vour God, "and say, ‘No, we’ll go 
to Egypt where we don’t have to see 
war. hear a trumpet, or be hungry 
for food, and there we’ll stay.’ 
"then vou, remnant of Judah, listen 
to what the LORD says. The LORD 
of armies, the God of Israel, says 
th is: If you’re determined to go to 
Egypt and you go to stay there. 
,B then the sword you fear will catch 
up with you there in Egypt, and the 
famine you dread will dog your foot¬ 
steps there in Egypt, and you will 
die there. "Then all the men who 
decided to go to Egypt to stay there 
will die by the sword, famine, and 
plague, and none of them will be left 
or escape from the doom I will bring 
on them. ,B The LORD of armies, 
the God of Israel, says this: Just as 
My anger and My fury were poured 
out on the people living in Jeru¬ 
salem. so My fury will be poured out 
on you when you go to Egypt. You 
will be condemned and made a hor¬ 
rible example, cursed and insulted; 
and you will never see this place 
again. '“Remnant of Judah, the 
LORD tells you. ’Don’t go to Egypt.’ 
You must realize I warn you today: 
20 You will pay for your error with 
your lives because you sent me to 
the LORD your God and said. ‘Pray 
to the LORD your God for us, and 
tell us exactly what the LORD our 
God says, and we will do it.’ 21 1 tell 
you today, but you refuse to obey the 
LORD your God in anything He sent 


me to tell you. ”Now then, you 
must know that the sword, famine, 
and plague will kill you at the place 
where you want to go and live.” 

The Remnant Flees to Egypt 

When Jeremiah finished tell¬ 
ing all the people every¬ 
thing the LORD their God said, 
everything the LORD their God sent 
him to tell them, 2 then Azariah son 
of Hoshaiah and Johanan son of 
Kareah and all those defiant men 
told Jeremiah, ‘‘You’re telling a lie. 
The LORD our God didn’t send you 
to say, ’Don’t go to Egypt to live 
there.’ 3 But Baruch son of Neriah 
is stirring you up against us to put 
us in the hands of the Chaldeans so 
they will kill us or take us captive to 
Babylon.” 

4 Johanan son of Kareah and all 
the army officers and all the people 
refused to obey the LORD and stay 
in Judah. 5 And Johanan son of 
Kareah and all the army officers, 
took all who were left of Judah, all 
who had come back from the places 
where they had been driven to stay 
in Judah: 6 the men, women, chil¬ 
dren, princesses and every person 
whom Nebuzaradan the captain of 
the guard had left with Gedaliah son 
of Ahikam, son of Shaphan. includ¬ 
ing the prophet Jeremiah and 
Baruch son of Neriah. 7 So they 
came to Egypt because they refused 
to obey the LORD, and they arrived 
at Tahpanhes. 

“Then the LORD spoke to Jere¬ 
miah in Tahpanhes: “Take some 
large stones and bury them in mor¬ 
tar in the brick pavement at the 
entrance of Pharaoh's palace in 
Tahpanhes while the men of Judah 
watch you. '“Tell them: The LORD 
of armies, the God of Israel, said 
this: I’m sending for My servant 
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Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon, 
and I will set up his throne over 
these stones i buried and spread his 
canopy above them. “He will come 
and defeat Egypt. Whoever must die 
will die; whoever must be exiled will 
be exiled; and whoever must be 
struck with the sword will be struck 
with the sword. ,5 And 1 will set 
fire to the temples of Egypt's gods. 
He will bum down the temples and 
take away the idols. He will clean 
Egypt as a shepherd cleans his gar¬ 
ment of vermin. He will leave there 
only when he is finished. ''At the 
Temple-of-th e-sun He will break the 
obelisks in Egypt and bum down the 
temples of Egypt's gods. 

Jeremiah’s Last Prophecy 

The LORD spoke to Jeremiah 
about aD the Judeans living 
in Egypt, at Migdol. Tahpanhes. 
Noph. and in the land of Pathros: 
*The LORD of armies, the Cod of 
Israel, says this: You have seen the 
calamity I brought on Jerusalem and 
all the other cities of Judah. Today 
they are ruins where nobody lives 
'because of the wickedness of those 
who provoked Me by going to wor¬ 
ship other gods that neither you nor 
your fathers knew. 4 1 was prompt 
to send you all My servants, the 
prophets. ‘"Don't do this abominable 
thing that I hate." I said. *But they 
didn't obey or listen, nor did they 
turn from their wickedness and stop 
sacrificing to other gods. ‘So My 
fury and anger were poured out and 
continued to blaze in the cities of 
Judah and on the streets of Jeru¬ 
salem. and they became the deso¬ 
late ruins and barren wastes, as 
they are today. 7 And now. the 
LORD, the God of armies, the God of 
Israel, asks this: Why do you bring 
this great doom on yourselves? Why 


destroy men and women, children 
and babes from fudah until none are 
left? ‘This is what happens when 
you provoke Me by sacrificing to 
other gods in Egypt where you have 
come to live. So you will destroy 
yourselves and be cursed and 
scorned among all the nations of the 
earth? ’Have you forgotten the 
wickedness of vour ancestors, of the 
kings of Judah and their wives, and 
of you and your wives in Judah and 
on the streets of Jerusalem? “To 
this day nobody feels contrite or 
afraid or lives according to My laws 
and My statutes that I laid before 
them and their ancestors. "And so 
the LORD of armies, the God of Is¬ 
rael. says this: I'm determined to 
bring disaster on you and destroy 
all Judah. ”1 will remove those 
who are left of Judah, who were 
determined to come to Egypt to live: 
in Egypt they will all be wiped out 
The sword will strike them down, 
and the famine will consume them: 
yes. the sword and famine will kill 
them from the least to the greatest. 
They will be a thing condemned, a 
horrible example, cursed, and 
scorned. (1 1 will punish those liv¬ 
ing in Egypt as I punished lerusalem 
by the sword, famine, and plague. 
"None of the remnant of Judah who 
came to Egypt to live will survive to 
go back to Judah where they long to 
return and live: only a few fugitives 
will go back there. 

"Then all the men who knew their 
wives were making offerings to 
other gods and all the women who 
stood there, a great assembly of 
people who lived in Pathros in 
Egypt, answered Jeremiah, ““We 
will not listen to what you tell us in 
the LORD'S name. ,r But we will do 
everything we have vowed to do: 
making offerings to the queoi of 
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heaven and pouring out libations to 
her. just as we and our fathers, our 
kings and princes did in the cities of 
ludah and on the streets of Jeru¬ 
salem. We had plenty to eat then 
and were comfortable and saw no 
disaster. ,n But since we stopped 
our offerings to the queen of heaven 
and pouring out libations to her. we 
have nothing and the sword and the 
famine consumes us.’* 

,9 And the women said, ‘‘When we 
made offerings to the queen of 
heaven and poured out libations to 
her. and made cakes for her with 
her image on them, do you think it 
was without the approval of our 
husbands? 1 ' 

?0 Then Jeremiah said to all the 
people, men and women, all who 
were answering him: ““Doesn't 
the LORD remember how you made 
offerings in the cities of Judah and 
on the streets of Jerusalem, you. 
your fathers, your kings and princes, 
and the people of the country, 
doesn't He recall it? “The LORD 
could no longer bear the wicked and 
abominable things you did, that is 
why your country is in ruins, a hor¬ 
rible example, and a cursed place 
where nobody lives, as it is today. 
23 You made your offerings and 
sinned against the LORD and re¬ 
fused to listen to Him: you didn’t live 
according to His law. statutes, and 
decrees. That is why you have met 
with this disaster as it is today.” 

“Then Jeremiah said to all the 
people, especially the women: All 
you people of Judah who are in 
Egypt, listen to what the LORD says. 
25 The LORD of armies, the God of 
Israel says this: You and your wives 
make promises with your mouths 
and with your hands you keep them, 
and say. "We will certainly do what 
we vow: making offerings to the 


queen of heaven and pouring out 
libations to her.” Yes, of course, 
keep your vows and do what you 
vow! 26 Hear then what the LORD 
says, all you people of Judah who 
live in Egypt: I swear by My great 
name, says the LORD: No Judean 
who is anywhere in Egypt will ever 
again call on My name and say. “As 
the Lord GOD lives!” 27 I am watch¬ 
ing to bring evil on them and not 
good: the sword and famine will 
consume everyone from Judah who 
is in Egypt till they are all gone. 
Z8 A few men will escape the sword 
and go back from Egypt to Judah. 
Then all the remnant of Judah who 
came to Egypt to live will know 
whether what I say or what they say 
comes true. 29 This is how you will 
know, says the LORD: I will punish 
you in this place: you will know that 
when I threaten you with evil it 
comes true. 30 The LORD says this: 
I will deliver Pharaoh Hophra king 
of Egypt over to his enemies and to 
those who want to kill him, just as I 
delivered Zedekiah king of Judah to 
his enemy. Nebuchadnezzar king of 
Babylon, and to those who wanted 
to kill him. 

The prophet Jeremiah spoke 
to Baruch son of Neriah when 
he wrote these things on a scroll, as 
Jeremiah dictated, in the fourth 
year of Jehoiakim son of Josiah, king 
of Judah: 2 The LORD, the God of 
Israel, says this about you, Baruch: 
3 You said, “I’m miserable because 
the LORD has added grief to my 
pain. I’m worn out with groaning. I 
can find no rest.” 4 Tell him: The 
LORD says this: I will tear down 
what I built; I will pluck up what I 
planted, that is, the whole earth. 
5 And you! Are you looking for great 
things for yourself? Don’t look for 
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them, because I’m bringing disaster 
on all people, says the LORD. But 
wherever you go I will let you 
escape with your life. 

Prophecies Against the Nations 

The LORD spoke to the 
prophet Jeremiah about the 
nations. 

Egypt 

2 This is about Egypt; that is about 
the army of Pharaoh Necho king of 
Egypt at Carchemish by the river 
Euphrates, which Nebuchadnezzar 
king of Babylon defeated in the 
fourth year of Jehoiakim son of Josi- 
ah, king of Judah. 

3 Get ready with your small and 
large shields: 
advance into battle! 

•Hitch horse to chariot; 
drivers mount your chariots! 
Stand ready, with helmet on! 
Polish the spears! 

On with your armor! 

5 Why do I even look at it? 

They are shattered! 

They turn back! 

Their warriors are crushed. 

They run away without looking 
back! 

Around them is terror, says the 
LORD. 

6 The fastest can’t get away; 
even a hero can’t escape. 

In the north, by the Euphrates 
river 

they stumble and fall. 

7 Who is this rising like the Nile, 
like its streams and their turbu¬ 
lent waters? 

"Egypt is like the rising Nile 
and like the turbulent waters of 
its streams. 

“I will rise,” he says, “and cov¬ 
er the earth. 


I will destroy towns and tho 
people in them.” 

9 Forward with the horses! 

Drive chariots like mad! 

March out, you fighting men — 
you men of Cu9h and Put 
who handle shields, 
and you men of Lud 
who handle the bow! 

'“That will be the day of the Lord, 
the LORD of armies, 
a day of vengeance 
when He will avenge Himself on 
His enemies. 

The sword will devour till it has 
had enough 

and is drunk with their blood. 
The Lord, the LORD of armies. 

will make a sacrifice 
in the north country by the Eu¬ 
phrates river. 

"Go up to Gilead and get balm, 
virgin daughter of Egypt! 

In vain you have used so many 
medicines 

but you can’t be healed.

Historical Jn/ormation on the 
Fail of Jerusalem 

Zedekiah was 21 years old 
when he became king and he 
ruled 11 years in Jerusalem. His 
mother’s name was Hamutal, a 
daughter of Jeremiah of Libnah. 
2 He did what was wrong before the 
LORD just as Jehoiakim had done. 
3 Because the LORD was angry. He 
finally got rid of the people in Jeru¬ 
salem and Judah. 

Zedekiah rebelled against the 
king of Babylon. 4 In the ninth year 
of Zedekiah's rule, on the tenth day 
of the tenth month, Nebuchadnez¬ 
zar. king of Babylon, and all his army 
came against Jerusalem: he camped 
nearby and built siege-mounds 
against it all around. s So the city 
was besieged till the 11th year of 
king Zedekiah. 6 0n the ninth day 
of the fourth month the famine in 
the city got so bad the common peo¬ 
ple had no food. 7 So the enemy 
broke into the city, and all the 
soldiers fled.’ leaving the city at 
night through the gate between the 
two walls, which was by the king's 
garden (the Chaldeans were besieg¬ 
ing the city from every side) and 
they went on the road toward the 
Jordan valley. The Chaldean 
army pursued the king and caught 
up with Zedekiah in the plains of 
Jericho and all his troops scattered 
and left him. They captured the 
king and took him up to Riblah in

Hamath, to the king of Babylon, who 
sentenced him. “The king of Bab¬ 
ylon killed Zedekiah’s sons before 
his eyes. He also killed all the 
princes of Judah at Riblah. n He 
blinded the eyes of Zedekiah and 
put him in chains. The king of Bab¬ 
ylon took him to Babylon and put 
him in a prison, where he was till he 
died, 

,2 On the tenth day of the fifth 
month—this was the 19th year of 
Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon— 
Nebuzaradan. the captain of the 
guard.'a minister of the king of Bab¬ 
ylon, came to Jerusalem. ,3 He 
burned down the LORD'S temple, 
the king's palace, the houses in 
Jerusalem, that is, every important 
building. ,4 The whole Chaldean 
army that was with the captain of 
the guard tore down the walls 
around Jerusalem.

care of the vineyards and the farms. 

,7 The Chaldeans broke in pieces 
the bronze pillars, the stands, and 
the bronze pool that were in the 
LORD’S temple, and transported all 
the bronze from them to Babylon. 
‘"They also took away the pots, 
shovels, snuffers, sprinkling bowls, 
pans, and all the bronze utensils 
used in the service. ’"The captain 
of the guard also took away the gob¬ 
lets, censers, sprinkling bowls, pots, 
lampstands. pans, and bowls used 
for libations. He took the golden 
articles for their gold and the silver 


ones for their silver. 20 The bronze 
of the two pillars, the pool, and the 
12 bronze bulls under the stands 
that king Solomon made for the 
LORD’S temple was too much to be 
weighed. 2, One of the pillars was 
18 cubits high and 12 cubits in cir¬ 
cumference; it was 4 fingers thick 
and hollow. ”It had a bronze 
crown 5 cubits high with network 
and pomegranates around it. all of 
bronze. The second pillar was the 
same; it also had pomegranates. 
“There were 96 pomegranates on 
the outside—a total of a hundred 
pomegranates on the network all 
around. 

“The captain of the guard took 
captive Seraiah the high priest, and 
Zephaniah the second priest, with 
the three keepers of the door. “He 
also look captive from the city an 
official who had been in charge of 
the soldiers, seven of the king's per¬ 
sonal companions who were found 
in the city, the secretary of the com¬ 
mander of the army, who mustered 
the people for war, and 60 citizens 
who were discovered in the city 
“Nebuzaradan the captain of the 
guard took them and brought them 
to the king of Babylon at Riblah. 
77 The king of Babylon struck them 
down and killed them at Riblah in 
the country of Hamath. So the peo¬ 
ple of Judah left their country to go 
into exile. 

“These are the people Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar took away captive: in the 
seventh year. 3,023 Judeans; “in 
the 18th year of Nebuchadnezzar 832 
persons from Jerusalem; 10 in the 
23rd year of Nebuchadnezzar. 
Nebuzaradan the captain of the 
guard took away 745 Judeans: the 
total number was 4,600.

EZEKIEL 


I ln the 30th year on the fifth day 
of the fourth month, while I was 
among the captives by the canal 
Chebar. the heavens opened, and I 
saw visions of God. 2 On the fifth 
day of the month, during the fifth 
year of the captivity of King Jehoi- 
achin, ’the LORD spoke to Ezekiel 
son of Buzi, the priest, in the land of 
the Chaldeans by the canal Chebar. 

The LORD laid His hand on me there. 

A Vision of the LORD s Glory 

4 I looked and there was a storm 
wind blowing from the north with a 
large cloud, a mass of fire and a 
brilliant glow all around. The mid- i 
die of the fire looked like gleaming L?V.V*« 
bronze 5 and out of it came the 15 "!« 
form of four living beings. They ap- a 
peared to have human forms. *But 
everyone of them had four faces and 
four wings. 7 Their legs were 
straight, their feet were like the 
hooves of calves, and they glittered 
like polished bronze. ®Under their 
wings they had human hands on 
each of their four sides. As for their 
faces and wings— # one wing 
touched the other, and they didn't 
turn as they walked, but each of 
them went straight ahead. ,0 They 
all had human /aces. But each had 
on the right side the face of a lion, 
on the left the face of a bull; each of 
the four also had the face of an 
eagle. "Their faces and their 
wings were spread out upward; 
each had two wings with which they 
touched one another; and the other 
two covered their bodies. "Each of 


them went straight ahead. They 
went wherever the spirit wanted to 
go without turning as they moved. 
n As for their appearance—the liv¬ 
ing beings looked like fiery coals: it 
looked as if burning torches were 
flashing back and forth between 
them. The fire flashed and out of it 
streaked lightning. "The living 
beings dashed back and forth like 
lightning.® 

"As I looked at the living beings 
there was one wheel on the ground 
beside each of the four living beings. 
"In appearance and design the 
wheels looked like chrysolite. The 
four of them had the same shape. 
They appeared and were con¬ 
structed as if one wheel was within 
another. "Whenever they moved, 
they moved in one of the four direc¬ 
tions they faced without swerving, 
as they moved.

3 “Son of man,” He told me, “I’m 
sending you to Israel, to a rebellious 
nation who have rebelled against 
Me. They and their ancestors have 
sinned against Me to this day. 
*They are defiant and stubborn chil¬ 
dren. I'm sending you to them. Tell 
them this is what the Lord GOD 
says. 'Whether they will listen or 


refuse to listen (they are a rebel¬ 
lious people) they will find out a 
prophet has been among them.

3 “Son of 
man,” He told me. “swallow this 
scroll I’m giving you and fill your 
stomach with it.” So I ate it, and it 
was as sweet as honey in my mouth. 

4 “Son of man,” He said to me, “go 
to Israel, and tell them what I am 
saying. 5 You are not sent to a 
people whose language is hard to 
understand and difficult to speak. 
You are sent to Israel; 6 not to 
many people whose language is 
hard to understand and difficult to 
speak and whose words you don’t 
understand. If I sent you to them, 
they would certainly listen to you. 
7 But the people of Israel will refuse 
to listen to you because they refuse

Foretelling the Siege of 
Jerusalem 

‘ You. son of man, take day, lay 
it before you. and trace on it a 
city—Jerusalem. 2 Lay a siege 
against it. build towers against it, 
throw up ramparts against it. have 
troops ready to attack it, and plant 
battering rams against it all around. 
'Then take an iron griddle and put it 
as an iron wall between you and the 
citv. set your face against it so as to 
besiege it. and press the siege. This 
is a sign for the people of Israel. 

4 “Then lie on your left side and 
consider yourself responsible for 
Israel's sin. As many days as you lie 
on that side, you will bear their 
sin. S I assign to you the years of 
their sin equal to the number of 
days, 390 days. d So you are to 
bear Israel's sin. 6 When you finish 
these, lie once more, this time on 
vour right side, and bear Judah's sin 
40 days, a day for each year I assign 
to vou. 7 Set your face and lay bare 
your arm for a siege of Jerusalem, 
and prophesy against it. B I will tie 
you with ropes so you will not be 
able to turn from one side to another 
till you have finished the days of 
your siege. 

9 ”Then take wheat, barley, 
beans, lentils, millet, spelt, and put 
them in one container, and make 
bread of them for yourself. Eat it as 
many days as you are lying on your 
side. 390 days. e l0 The food you eat 
should be weighed. Eat a weight of 
20 shekels a day, throughout the 
day. "Drink also water by mea¬ 
sure. a sixth of a hin. Drink it from 
time to time. ,2 Eat the bread in the 


shape of barley loaves. Bake it with 
human excrement while people 
watch you.” 

,3 ‘‘So the Israelites will eat un¬ 
clean bread,” says the LORD 
“among the nations where I scatter 
them.” 

M ”0 Lord GOD,” I said, ”you see. 
1 haven’t been defiled. From my 
youth till now I haven't eaten any¬ 
thing that died by itself or was torn 
by wild animals, and no other un¬ 
clean meat has come into my 
mouth.” 

l5 ”Look,” He said to me. “I am 
substituting cow manure for human 
excrement. Prepare your bread on 
it.” ,6 “Son of man,” He said to me. 
”1 am going to cut short the supply 
of bread in Jerusalem so that with 
dread they will measure the bread 
they eat, and with fear measure the 
water they drink. ,7 So they will 
lack bread and water and be ap¬ 
palled as they look at one another;

take some of them and throw them 
in the fire and burn them; from them 
a fire will go out to all Israel. 5 The

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Lord GOD says: This is Jerusalem! I 
have put her in the middle of the 
nations with other countries around 
her. 6 She has rebelled against My 
rules and My laws by doing worse 
wrongs than the other nations; she 
has rejected My rules and doesn't 
live according to My laws! 7 So the 
Lord GOD says this: Because you 
are worse than the nations around 
you and haven’t lived according to 
My laws or done what I decreed or 
even done what is prescribed by the 
nations around you, B the Lord 
GOD says: I too am against you and 
will punish you while the nations 
watch.

It will not be 
canceled. Nobody by doing wrong 
will strengthen his life. ’They 
blow the trumpet and get everything 
ready, but no one will go into battle, 
because My fury is on their whole 
crowd. '"Outside is the sword, and 
inside are the plague and famine. 
The sword will kill those who are in 
the field; famine and plague will 
consume those who are in the city. 
,6 When those who survive escape, 
they will flee to the hills; they will 
die like doves in the valleys, every¬ 
one of them for his own sin. 17 All 
hands will hang helpless, and all 


The Hebrew of verses 10 and 11 is uncertain in meoning. 
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knees will be like water. ‘"They 
will gird themselves with sackcloth 
and shudder all over. All faces will 
show shame; every head will be 
shaved. "They will throw their 
silver in the streets, and their gold 
will be thrust away—their silver 
and gold can’t save them when the 
LORD is furious. Their hunger will 
never be satisfied, their stomachs 
will never be filled because they 
have fallen into sin. “They were 
proud of their beautiful jewels and 
made out of them abominable im¬ 
ages and detestable things. That is 
why I will make their jewels an 
unclean thing for them. T will 
turn their jewels over to foreigners 
as loot and to the worst people on 
earth as spoil; and they will defile 
them. 

22 I will turn My face away from 
them, and they will defile My secret 
treasure. Robbers will go in and 
defile it. 23 Make a chain because 
the country is full of bloodshed and 
the city is full of crime. 24 So I will 
bring the worst of the nations to 
take possession of their homes. I 
will stop the strong from feeling 
proud, and their holy places will be 
defiled. “People will shudder and 
look for peace, but there will be 
none. “One calamity after another 
will come and one report after an¬ 
ther. They will want a prophet to 
give them a vision; priests will no 
more teach or elders give advice. 
27 The king will mourn and the ruler 
will be overwhelmed with despair, 
and the hands of the common people 
will become feeble. I will give them 
what they deserve and judge them 
as they judged others. Then they 
will know I am the LORD. 


Jerusalem's Sins 

8 In the sixth year on the fifth 
day of the sixth month. I was 
sitting in my home and the elders of 
Judah were sitting in front of me. 
Then the Lord GOD put His hand on 
me, 2 and I saw something that looked 
like a man: From what seemed to be 
His waist downward there was fire, 
and from His waist upward Ho 
shone like gleaming bronze. 3 He 
stretched out the form of a hand and 
catching me by a lock of my head; 
the spirit carried me between the 
earth and sky and, in visions from 
God, took me to Jerusalem, to the 
entrance of the gate of the inner 
court, facing north. It was there 
that the image that stirs up jealousy 
was situated. There I saw the 
glory of Israel's God as in the vision 
I saw in the valley. 

s “Son of man,” He said to me, 
“look north.” I looked north and 
there in the entrance north of the 
altar gate was this image of jeal¬ 
ousy. 

6 “Son of man,” He asked me, “do 
you see what they’re doing? Israel is 
doing very disgusting things here so 
I will move far away from My holy 
place. But you will see other and 
more disgusting things.” 

Then He took me to the door of 
the court. I looked, and there was a 
hole in the wall. 8 “Son of man,” He 
said to me, “please dig through the 
wall.” And I dug through the wall, 
and there was a door. 9 “Go in.” 
He told me. “and see the wicked 
disgusting things they’re doing here.” 
,0 I went in and looked. There was 
every form of loathsome reptile and 
animal and all the disgusting idols 
of Israel inscribed all around on the 
wall. “Before them stood 70 of the 
elders of Israel with Jaazaniah son 
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of Shaphan standing among them. 

Each was holding his censer in his 
hand, and the smell of incense went 
up. ""Son of man," He asked me, 

“do you see what the elders of Is¬ 
rael are doing in the dark, each in 
the room where his image is, and 
everyone thinking, 'The LORD 
doesn't see us; the LORD has for¬ 
saken the country'?" 

'Then He said to me. "You will 
see still worse abominations they're 
doing.” 

,4 He brought me to the entrance of 
the gate of the LORD’S temple that is 
toward the north, and there were 
women sitting and weeping for Tam- 
muz. ,5 "Son of man," He asked me, 

“do you see this? You will see more 
and worse abominations than 
these." 

'Then He took me into the inner 
court of the LORD'S temple, and *j 
there at the door of the LORD’S *TnVw 
temple, between the porch and the 
altar, were about 25 men who with 
their backs turned to the LORD’S 
temple were facing east and wor¬ 
shipping the rising sun. ,7 “Son of 
man," He asked me. "do you see 
this? Isn’t it enough that Judah has 
done these abominable things here? 

Must they also fill the country with 
crime and provoke Me still more? 

And now they put the branches to 
their noses. ,8 I will be even more 
furious, and will not show mercy or 
feel sorry; though they cry ever so 
loud in My ears, I will not listen to 
them." 

9 Then He called out loud for me 
to hear: "Come, you who have 
been appointed to punish this city, 
each with his battle-ax in his hand." 

7 So six men came from the upper 


gate which faced north, each with 
his battle-ax in his hand, and among 
them was another man dressed in 
linen with a writer’s inkpot at his 
waist. They came in and stood by 
the bronze altar. 'Now the glory of 
the God of Israel had gone up from 
the angels® on which it rested to 
the threshold of the temple. He 
called to the man dressed in linen 
with a writer’s inkpot at his waist. 
4 "Go through the city, through Jeru¬ 
salem," the LORD told him, "and 
mark an X on the foreheads of the 
men who sigh and groan over all the 
abominable things done in it." Then 
He told the others while I was listen¬ 
ing. "Follow him through the city 
and strike people down. Don’t show 
any pity or feel sorry. 6 Kill and 
destroy old and young men and vir¬ 
gins. children and women.

my face to the ground. "O my Lord 
GOD," I cried, "will you destroy all 
who are left of Israel as you pour 
out your fury on Jerusalem?" 

9 "The wickedness of Jerusalem 
and Judah is very, very great," He 
answered me. "The land is filled 
with bloody crimes, and the city is 
full of injustice. They think the Lord 
has forsaken the country, and that 
He doesn’t see. '“So I will not show 
any more pity or feel sorry. I will 
give them what they deserve." 

"Then the man dressed in linen

Jerusalem Will Be Burned 

I looked, and there, above 
the vault over the heads of 
the angels appeared something like 
a throne, which looked like sap¬ 
phire.

“Go among the 
whirling wheels under the angels,” 
he said, “and fill your hands with 
burning coals from between the 
angels, and scatter them over the 
city.” So he went in while I watched. 

3 The angels stood on the south 
side of the temple when the man 
went in, and the cloud filled the 
inner court. The LORD’S glory 
rose from the angels to the thresh¬ 
old of the temple, the cloud filled 
the temple, and the brilliance of the 
LORD’S glory filled the court. 5 The 
sound of the angels’ wings was 
heard even as far as the outer 
court; it was like the voice of the 
Almighty God when He speaks. 

®When He ordered the man 
dressed in linen to take fire from 
between the whirling wheels and 
the angels, the man went in and 
stood beside a wheel. 7 One of the 
angels reached with his hand into 
the fire that was between the angels 
and brought some fire and put it in 
the hands of the man dressed in 
linen, who took it and went out. a I 
saw that the angels had what looked 
like human hands under their 
wings. 

The Chariot Leaves 

Then I looked, and there were 
four wheels beside the angels, one 
wheel beside each angel, and the 
wheels seemed to have the color of 
chrysolite. ,0 A11 four looked alike, 
as if a wheel was within a wheel. 


“Whenever they moved in one of 
their four directions they moved ! 
without swerving: they always went 
in the direction they faced without 
swerving. ,2 Their whole bodies, , 
their backs, hands, wings, and! 
wheels were full of eyes all around. , 
especially the wheels which the four 
had. “While I listened, the wheels 
were told, “Whirl.” “Each had 
four faces: The first was the face of 
an angel, the second was a human 
face, the third was a lion's face, and 
the fourth was an eagle’s face. 

,5 The angels rose (these were thei 
living beings I saw at the canal Che-i 
bar). ,6 When the angels moved,! 
the wheels moved beside them, and: 
when the angels lifted their wings tot 
rise from the ground, the wheels 
didn't leave their place beside them.! 
,7 When they stood still, these stoodi 
still, and when they rose, these rosc< 
with them, because the spirit of thei 
living being was in them. 10 Them 
the LORD’S glory left the threshold! 
of the temple and stood over the 
angels. 19 The angels lifted their 
wings and rose from the ground. I 
was watching them as they left with 
the wheels beside them. They stood 
at the entrance of the east gate of 
the LORD’S temple, and the glory of 
the God of Israel was above them. 

2G These are the living beings I saw, 
under the God of Israel at the canal 
Chebar, and I realized they were 
angels. 2, Each had four faces, foun 
wings, and under their wings the 
forms of human hands. Z2 The 
forms of their faces were those 1 
saw by the canal Chebar: they 
looked the same and were the same.! 
Each went straight ahead. 

Men Who Mislead the People 

Then a spirit lifted me up 
and took me to the eastern 
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gate of the LORD’S temple, the gate 
lacing eastward. There at the en¬ 
trance of the gate were 25 men. I 
saw among them Jaazaniah son of 
Azzur, and Pelatiah son of Benaiah, 
leaders of the people. 

: Then He said to me: “Son of man, 
ihese are the men who make wicked 
plans and give wrong advice in this 
city. They say. ‘It isn't yet time to 
build homes. This city is the pot. and 
we are the meat.’ 4 So prophesy 
against them, prophesy, son of 
man." 

5 The LORD’S Spirit came on me 
and told me, “Say. the LORD says 
♦his: I know what you are saying, 
people of Israel, and I know what 
vou’re thinking. B You have killed 
many in this city and have filled its 
streets with dead men. That is 
why the Lord GOD says: Those you 
killed and put in the middle of the 
city are indeed the meat, and the 
city is the pot, but I will put you 
outside of it. 8 You are afraid of the 
sword, and I will bring the sword on 
vou. says the Lord GOD. 9 I will put 
you outside of it. hand you over to 
strangers, and give you your just 
punishment. I0 A sword will cut 
you down on Israel’s border. When I 
give you your just punishment, you 
will know I am the LORD. "The 
cny will not be a pot for you, and 
you will not be meat in it. On Israel's 
border I will give you your just pun¬ 
ishment. 'Then you will know I am 
the LORD whose rules you didn’t 
follow, whose instructions you 
didn’t carry out. But you did what 
the nations around you were do¬ 
ing." 

n As I prophesied, Pelatiah son of 
Benaiah died. 

Then I bowed down on my face 
and called out loud, “O Lord GOD, 


will You wipe out all who are left of 
Israel?” 

Com/ort the Exiles 

,4 Then the LORD spoke to me, 
,5 “Son of man, the people in Jeru¬ 
salem say about your fellow Israel¬ 
ites. your relatives, and about all 
the exiled people of Israel. They 
are far removed from the LORD. 
This country is given to us as our 
own.’ ,6 So tell them, the Lord GOD 
says, ‘Although I sent them far 
away among the nations and scat¬ 
tered them over the countries, I will 
be their sanctuary for a little while 
in the countries where they've 
gone.’ 17 And tell them the Lord 
GOD says, ‘I will bring them to¬ 
gether from the people and gather 
them from the countries among 
whom they have been scattered, 
i# 2 Co 33 and I will give them the land of 
Israel. 18 They will come there and 
throw out of it ail the detestable 
things and all the abominations that 
are there. ' 9 I will give them one 
mind and put a new spirit in them, 
take the stony heart out of their 
flesh and give them a heart of flesh 
20 so that they will follow My rules, 
keep My laws and do them. Then 
they will be My people, and I will be 
their God. “But those whose 
hearts go after those detestable and 
abominable practices I will give 
them the punishment they deserve,’ 
says the Lord GOD.” 

The Glory of God Leaves 
Jerusalem 

“Then the angels raised their 
wings, with the wheels beside them 
and the glory of the God of Israel 
above them. “The LORD’S glory 
went up from the middle of the city 
and came to stand on the mount east 
of the city. 
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2 *In the vision given me by God’s 
Spirit, a spirit lifted me up and 
brought me to the exiles in Bab¬ 
ylonia. And so the vision I saw left, 
going up from me. 

25 I told the exiles everything the 
LORD showed me. 

The Exile Dramatized 

The LORD spoke to me: 
2 “Son of man, you are living 
in the middle of those rebellious peo¬ 
ple. They have eyes to see and can¬ 
not see, ears to hear and cannot 
hear because they are a rebellious 
people. 

^‘You, son of man, get the bag¬ 
gage ready you would need to go 
into exile and let them see you leave 
in the daytime as though you were 
going into exile. Let them see you go 
like an exile from your place to an¬ 
other. It may be they will under¬ 
stand even though they are a rebel¬ 
lious people. *Let them see you in 
the daytime bringing out your bag¬ 
gage as for exile, and in the evening 
let them see you leave as though you 
were really going into exile. 5 Let 
them see you dig a hole through the 
wall of the house and go out through 
it. 6 Let them see you lift your bag¬ 
gage on your shoulders and carry it 
out in the dark. Cover your face so 
you won’t see the country. I’ve made 
you a sign to warn the people of 
Israel.” 

7 I did what I was ordered to do. I 
brought out my baggage ready for 
exile during the day, and in the 
evening I dug for myself with my 
hands a hole through the wall. In 
the dark I brought out my baggage 
and let them see me carry it. 

“The next morning the LORD 
spoke to me: 9 ‘‘Son of man, didn’t 
the people of Israel, these rebellious 
people, ask you, ‘What are you do¬ 


ing?* ,0 Tell them, the Lord GOD 
says: This prophetic warning is: 
about the ruler in Jerusalem and all 
the people of Israel who are there. 
n Say: I am a sign to warn you. What 
I did will happen to you: you will go 
into exile and into captivity. ,2 The 
ruler who is among you will lift his 
baggage on his shoulders in the dark 
and go out. They will dig a hole in. 
the wall through which they will let 
him out. He will cover his face be¬ 
cause he himself will not see the 
country with his eyes. n I will 
spread my net over him to catch him 
in my net and bring him to Babylon, 
the country of the Chaldeans, but he 
will not see it. And there he'll die. 
"Those who are around him to help 
him and all his troops I’ll scatter to 
all the winds and draw my sword 
after them. "They will know I am 
i 2 the LORD when I scatter them 
among the nations and spread them 
out in the countries. "But I will let 
a few escape the sword, famine, 
and pestilence so they can tell about 
all their abominations to the nations 
where they go, and they too will 
know I am the LORD.” 

,7 The LORD said to me: ie ‘‘Son of 
man, as you eat your bread, trem¬ 
ble, and as you drink your water 
shake and be worried. "Tell the 
people of the country, the Lord GOD 
says about the people who live in 
Jerusalem on Israel’s soil: They will 
be worried as they eat their bread 
and terrified as they drink their 
water because their country will bo 
stripped of everything for the 
crimes of all who live there. 20 The 
cities where people live now will 
turn to ruins, and the country will 
be a barren waste. Then you will 
know I am the LORD.” 

2, The LORD said to me, 22 ”Son of 
man, what is this saying you have in 
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the land of Israel: Day after day 
goes by. and every vision ends in 
nothing? 25 Just tell them, the Lord 
GOD says: I will stop this saying, 
and nobody will use it in Israel any¬ 
more. Instead of it tell them: The 
time is near when every vision will 
come true. “There will be among 
the people of Israel no more lying 
visions or foretelling the future to 
please people. 2s But I the LORD 
will say what 1 want to say, and it 
will be done without any more delay 
because I will say it and do it while 
you're living, says the Lord GOD.” 

26 The LORD said to me. 27 “Son of 
man. you know the people of Israel 
are saying. ‘What he foresees won’t 
happen for a long time: what he 
prophecies will come in the distant 
future.’ 26 Iust tell them, the Lord 
GOD says: Everything I say will no 
more be delayed. What 1 say will be 
done, says the Lord GOD " 

Against False Prophets 

The LORD said to me, 2 “Son 
of man. prophesy against 
the prophets of Israel. Prophesy and 
^av to those who make up prophe¬ 
cies in their own minds: Listen to 
what the LORD says. The Lord 
GOD says this: Woe to the prophets, 
those fools who follow their own 
spirits without seeing a vision. 
4 Your prophets. Israel, are like foxes 
among the ruins. s You don't step 
up into the gaps in the wall or build 
a wall for the people of Israel that 
w ill stand in battle on the day of the 
Lord. They see illusions and pre¬ 
dict what doesn't come true. They 
say. The LORD said it.* when the 
LORD didn’t send them, and yet they 
hope what they say will come true. 
Are you not the ones who see il¬ 
lusions and predict what doesn't 
rome true? Don’t you say. ‘The 


LORD said it,' when I didn’t say 
it? 0 So the Lord GOD says: Be¬ 
cause of your false words and your 
visions that don’t come true, I’m 
against you, says the Lord GOD. 
H My hand is against the prophets 
who see illusions and predict what 
doesn’t come true. They will not sit 
in the council of My people or be 
recorded in the records of the peo¬ 
ple of Israel or even come into Is¬ 
rael’s country. Then you will know 1 
am the LORD. 

,0 ”It is because they deceive My 
people by saying, ‘All is well,’ when 
nothing is well. When anyone builds 
a flimsy wall, they whitewash it. 
“Tell those who whitewash it, ‘It 
will fall down.’ There will be a pour¬ 
ing rain. You hailstones, fall, and 
you storms, destroy! l2 When the 
wall has fallen, won’t you be asked, 
‘Where’s the whitewash you 
smeared on it?’ ,3 So the Lord GOD 
says: In My fury I’ll have a storm 
break out, in My anger a rain will 
pour down, and in My fury hail¬ 
stones will destroy. l4 I will tear 
down the wall you whitewashed, 
level it with the ground, and lay its 
foundation bare. When it falls, you 
will be crushed under it. Then you 
will know I am the LORD. ,5 I will 
spend My fury on the wall and on 
those who whitewash it. Then I will 
tell you: Gone is the wall and gone 
are those who whitewashed it. 
16 as well as the prophets of Israel 
who prophesy about Jerusalem and 
see for her a vision that all is well 
when nothing is well, says the Lord 
GOD. 

Against Witches 

,7 ‘‘You son of man, oppose the 
women of your people who make up 
prophecies in their own minds; 
prophesy against them. 10 Say, the 
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Lord GOD says: Woe to you women 
who ensnare people by tying charms 
on every wrist and making veils for 
the heads of persons of every size! 
Would you hunt down the lives of 
My people and keep yourselves alive? 
,9 You make Me unholy to My people 
for some handfuls of barley and 
pieces of bread, killing people who 
shouldn’t die and sparing those who 
shouldn’t live, lying to My people 
who are willing to listen to lies. 

20 “So the Lord GOD says: I’m 
against your charms which you use 
to ensnare people like birds. I will 
tear them from your arms and free 
the people you’re hunting like birds. 
2, I will tear off your veils and rescue 
My people from your hands, and no 
more will it be in your power to hunt 
them down. Then you will know I am 
the LORD. “Because you have 
with your lies made the righteous 
despair when I didn’t make him 
despair and encouraged the wicked 
not to turn back from his wicked 
way to save his life, “you will no 
more see illusions or make your pre¬ 
dictions. I will rescue My people 
from your hands. Then you will 
know I am the LORD.” 

Against Those Who Cherish Idols 

Some elders of Israel came 
to me and sat down in front 
of me. 2 Then the Lord said to me, 
,k ‘Son of man these men cherish 
their idols and set up a block over 
which they fall into sin. Should I let 
them come to Me for help? *Speak 
to them and tell them, the LORD 
says: Every Israelite who cherishes 
his idols and sets up a block over 
which he falls into sin, when he 
comes to a prophet, I, the LORD, 
will give him an answer, in keeping 
with his many idols. It will come 
directly from me. 5 I will do it in 


order to capture the hearts of the 
Israelites because their idols have 
made them all strangers to Me. 
Tell the people of Israel, the Lord 
GOD says: Repent and turn from 
your idols and don’t look at any of 
your abominations. 7 Every Israel¬ 
ite as well as the strangers in Israel 
turn away from Me when they wor¬ 
ship. They cherish their idols, and! 
set up a block over which they fall i 
into sin. Now when such a person 
comes to a prophet to get Me to help 
him, I the LORD will give him an 
answer. It will be directly from Me. 
fl I will oppose that man and make 
him an example and a byword as I 
destroy him and rid My people of 
him. Then you will know 1 am the; 
LORD. 9 Tf that prophet is misled 
and says something, it is I the LORD 
who misled him and I will stretch 
out My fist against him and destroy 
6 6 him to rid My people Israel of him.. 
l0 Both will suffer for it: The prophet 
will be punished for his wrong like 
the one who asks for help. "This is 
to keep the people of Israel from 
wandering away from Me and get-: 
ting more and more unclean by all 
their unfaithful ways. Then they 
will be My people ond I will be their 
God. says the Lord GOD.” 

Noah, Daniel and Job Could Save 
Only Themselves 

“The LORD said to me. lJ ”Son o: 
man, when a country sins agains 
Me by treacherously turning away 
I will stretch out My hand against it 
take away its supply of bread, sene 
a famine into it. and destroy it: 
people and animals. "If thes< 
three men, Noah, Daniel, and Job 
were in it, they would by their righ 
teousness save only themselves, say: 
the Lord GOD. ,5 lf I were to sen( 
wild animals through it and empty i 
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and make it so forsaken no one 
would go through it because of the 
animals, ,6 even if these three men 
were in it. as I live, says the Lord 
GOD. they wouldn't save their own 
sons or daughters but only them¬ 
selves. and the country would be¬ 
come a barren waste. ,T Or if I 
bring a sword into that country and 
say: Sword, go through the country. 
If I were to destroy the people and 
the animals in it. ,8 as I live, says 
the Lord GOD. even these three men 
couldn’t save their own sons or 
daughters but only themselves. 
,q Or if I send a plague into that 
country and so pour out My anger 
on it to kill and destroy both people 
and animals. 20 even if Noah, 
Daniel, and fob were in it, as I live, 
says the Lord GOD. they would, by 
their righteousness, save not a son 
or a daughter but only themselves. 

2, ”The Lord GOD says: I will sure¬ 
ly carry out on ferusalem My four 
sentences of disaster: the sword. 
famine, wild beasts . and the plague. 

I will destroy there the cattle as well 
as the people. 22 But some will 
escape, some sons and daughters 
will be brought out. When they 
come out to you and you see how 
they live and what they do. you will 
feel assured about the disaster I 
have brought on Jerusalem and any¬ 
thing 1 bring on it. 2 ’When you see 
their ways and doings, you will be 
assured: you will know there was a 
reason why I did all this to it, says 
the Lord GOD.” 

Jerusalem Like the Wood of a 
Vine 

The LORD said to me: 2 "Son 
of man, how is the wood of 
the vine better than other wood in 
the branches on the trees in the 
forest? ’Does anyone take its wood 


to make something out of it or make 
from it a peg to hang things on it? 
4 It is put as fuel in the fire. The fire 
burns away both ends of it and its 
middle is charred; can it now be 
used to make anything? 5 If nothing 
could be made from it when it 
wasn’t burned, how much less will it 
be used to make anything when the 
fire has burned and charred it?” 
fi So the Lord GOD says: “As 1 give up 
the wood of the vine among the trees 
of the forest to feed the fire, so 1 give 
up the people in ferusalem. 7 l'm 
opposed to them. Although they 
have come through a fire, fire will 
still consume them. Then they will 
know 1 am the LORD when I oppose 
them. B I will lay the country in 
ruins because they have rebelled,” 
says the Lord GOD. 

Israel's Sinful Past 

Again the LORD spoke to 
me: 2 “Son of man, show 
Jerusalem how abominably she has 
acted. 3 Say, the Lord GOD says 
this to Jerusalem: Canaan is where 
you come from and where you were 
born. Your father was an Amorite 
and your mother a Hittite. ’When 
you were born, your navel cord 
wasn’t cut, you weren’t washed in 
water to make you clean or rubbed 
with salt or wrapped up. 5 No one 
who saw you felt sorry enough for 
you to do any of these things for you. 
to show you sympathy. But you were 
thrown on the open field because 
you were rejected when you were 
born. 

6 “But when I passed by you and 
saw you kicking around in your 
blood. I said to you as you lay in 
your blood, ‘Live.’ Yes. I said to you 
there in your blood. ‘Live.’ I made 
you grow like a plant in the field. 
You grew big and tall and began to 
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menstruate, with your breasts well 
formed and your hair growing, but 
you were naked and bare. "Now 
when I passed by you and saw you, 
you were at the age for love, and I 
spread the corner of my garment 
over you, covering your nakedness, 
and I swore to you and made a 
covenant with you,” says the Lord 
GOD. “And so you became mine. 9 I 
bathed you in water and washed off 
your blood and poured olive oil on 
you. l0 I put on you an embroidered 
dress and sandals of fine leather, 
wound a turban of fine linen around 
your head, and covered you with 
silk. U I put ornaments on you, 
bracelets on your wrists, and a 
chain around your neck. ,2 I put a 
ring in your nose, earrings on your 
ears, and a beautiful crown on your 
head. 13 So you wore gold and sil¬ 
ver ornaments and were dressed in 
fine linen, silk, and embroidery. 
Your food was fine flour, honey, and 
olive oil. You grew more and more 
beautiful and finally became queen. 
H You became famous among the na¬ 
tions for your beauty because it was 
perfect—I had put My glory on you, 
says the Lord GOD. 

,5 “But you trusted in your beauty 
and being popular, turned prosti¬ 
tute. You threw yourself at anyone 
passing by and gave him your sex¬ 
ual love. ,6 You took some of your 
clothes and made gaily colored 
shrines for yourself and played the 
prostitute on them. Such things 
shouldn’t happen; it ought not be. 
,7 You took your beautiful jewels of 
My gold and My silver that I gave 
you and made male images for your¬ 
self and played the prostitute with 
them. 10 You took your embroidered 
clothes to cover the statues, and you 
set My olive oil and incense in front 
of them. le You also set before them 


as a sweet fragrance the food that I 
gave you to eat —fine flour, olive oil. 
and honey. And this is what hap¬ 
pened,” says the Lord GOD: w ”You 
took your sons and your daughters 
whom you bore for Me. and you 
sacrificed them as food to the 
images. Wasn’t your sexual sinning 
enough 21 that you had to sacrifice 
My children and give them up in fire 
to idols? 22 In all your abominations 
and sexual sinning you didn't re¬ 
member the time you were young 
and naked and bare, kicking around 
in your own blood. 

23 “And this is what happened 
after all your wickedness—woe, 
woe to you. says the Lord GOD— 
Z4 you built a mound and a platform 
on every street. 25 At the beginning 
of every road you built a platform to 
use your beauty in a disgraceful 
way, spreading your legs to every¬ 
one who passes by. So you increase 
your acts of sexual sinning. 26 You 
solicit the Egyptians, your neigh¬ 
bors, who are swollen with lust. So 
you make Me angry by increasing 
your sinful sexual acts. 

27 “Now I have stretched out my 
hand against you to withdraw your 
allowance and abandon you to the 
greed of those women who hate you, 
the daughters of the Philistines who 
blush at your lustful ways. 

20 “Then you prostituted yourself 
with the Assyrians because you 
weren’t satisfied. You had relations 
with them and even then weren’t 
satisfied. 29 You increased your 
sexual sinning with the land of trad¬ 
ers, the Chaldeans, and even then 
you weren’t satisfied. 30 How love¬ 
sick are you?” asks the Lord GOD. 
“You do everything a brazen 
prostitute does. 3, You build your 
mound at the head of every street 
and make your platform in every 
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square. And yet you aren’t like 
other prostitutes—you don’t want to 
be paid. 3J An adulterous wife may 
take strangers instead of her hus¬ 
band; 33 all prostitutes get gifts, but 
vou give your gifts to all your lovers 
and bribe them to come to you from 
all directions to have you as prosti¬ 
tute. 34 You are the opposite of 
other women; You solicit but aren't 
solicited; you pay them and aren’t 
paid; you are the very opposite.” 

35 Now then, you prostitute, listen 
to what the LORD says. 36 The Lord 
GOD says. “You threw away your 
virtue and uncovered your naked¬ 
ness when you gave your body to 
your lovers and to all your abomi¬ 
nable idols and gave them your chil¬ 
dren’s blood. 37 So now I will gath¬ 
er all your lovers to whom you 
were sweet, all you loved and all 
you hated; I will rally them to come 
against you from every side; I will 
uncover your sexual organs for 
them to gaze at all of it; 38 I will 
condemn you as an adulteress, as a 
woman who kills innocent people; I 
will charge you with crimes of vio¬ 
lence and jealous murder. 39 I will 
hand you over to them to destroy 
your mounds and tear down your 
platforms, strip off your clothes, 
take away your beautiful jewels, 
and leave you naked and bare. 
“They will also call an assembly 
against you to stone you and cut you 
in pieces with their swords. “They 
will burn your homes and punish 
you while many women watch. 1 will 
put an end to your prostitution, and 
you will not pay others anymore. 
*T will then get relief from My fury, 
and My jealousy will turn away 
from you. I will find rest and not be 
angry anymore. 

““Because you didn’t remember 
the time when you were young but 


stirred up My rage in all these 
ways, I also will make you pay for 
your ways, says the Lord GOD. 
Didn't you make wicked plans in 
addition to all your abominations? 

44 “Now all those who make prov¬ 
erbs will say, ‘Like mother, like 
daughter.’ “You are your moth¬ 
er’s daughter: she rejected her hus¬ 
band and her children. You are your 
sisters' sister; they rejected their 
husbands and their children. Your 
mother was a Hittite and your fa¬ 
ther an Ammorite. “Your big sister 
was Samaria. She and her daugh¬ 
ters lived north of you. Your lit¬ 
tle sister who lives south of you 
is Sodom with her daughters. 
“Didn’t you live as they did and do 
the same abominable things they 
did: after only a little while you 
were more corrupt than they in all 
your ways. “As l live, says the 
Lord GOD, your sister Sodom and 
her children never ever did the 
things you and your daughters have 
done. “This is what was wrong 
with your sister Sodom: She and her 
daughters were proud that they had 
plenty of food, and undisturbed 
prosperity, and she didn't help the 
poor and the needy. 90 They were 
proud and did abominable things 
before Me. When I saw it, I got rid 
of them. 

’‘“Samaria didn’t do half of your 
sins; you did a lot more abomina¬ 
tions than they did. All your abomi¬ 
nations make your sisters seem 
righteous. s2 You too must bear the 
disgrace of which you judged your 
sisters to be guilty. Since your sins 
are more abominable than theirs, 
they are judged to be better than 
you. Feel ashamed then and bear 
your disgrace for making your sis¬ 
ters seem righteous. 

93 “I will restore Sodom and her 
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daughters. Samaria and her daugh¬ 
ters. and you with them. 44 to make 
you feel your shame and disgrace 
for everything you did when you 
comforted them. “When your sis¬ 
ter Sodom and her daughters return 
to their former life, and when Sa¬ 
maria and her daughters return to 
their former life, you and your 
daughters will return to your for¬ 
mer life. 

“‘‘Wasn’t your sister Sodom a 
subject for gossip in your proud 
days, s7 before your wickedness 
was uncovered? Now it is like the 
time when the Aramean women and 
their neighbors insulted you, and 
when the daughters of the Philis¬ 
tines ail around despised you. 
58 You must suffer for your lusting 
and your abominations,” says the 
LORD. 

“The Lord GOD says this, “I will 
give you what you deserve since you 
despised the oath and broke My 
covenant. “But I will remember 
the covenant I had with you when 
you were young and will establish it 
as an everlasting covenant. 6, Then 
you will remember your ways and 
feel ashamed when I h take from 
you your bigger and smaller sisters 
and give them to you as daughters, 
though not because of My covenant 
with you. 62 Then I will reestablish 
My covenant with you and you will 
know I am the LORD. "You will 
remember and feel ashamed and 
never again open your mouth on 
account of your disgrace, when I 
forgive you for everything you did,” 
says the Lord GOD.

B He 
lives according to My rules, and 
carries out My instructions faith¬ 
fully. Such a man is righteous and 
will certainly live,” says the Lord 
GOD. 

,0 “If a man has a son who robs, 
murders, and does any of these 
things—“while he, himself has done 
none of them—a son who feasts at 
the hill-shrines, sexually pollutes 
his neighbor’s wife, "exploits the 
poor and needy and fails to return 
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something given as security for a 
loan, who looks up to idols and does 
abominable things, ,3 who lends 
money for interest and takes back 
more goods than loaned—will he 
live? He will not live. Because he 
does all these abominations he must 
die and be punished for his wrong. 

l4 “If a man has a son who sees all 
the sins his father has done, and 
being afraid, doesn’t do them, l5 if 
he doesn’t feast at the hill-shrines 
and honor Israel’s idols or sexually 
pollute his neighbor’s wife, ^ex¬ 
ploit or rob people or take pledges, 
but gives his food to the hungry and 
covers the naked with clothes, 
“keeps his hand from hurting the 
poor, or taking interest or extra 
goods for a loan, but carries out My 
instructions and lives according to 
My rules—he mustn’t die for his 
father’s sins. He will certainly live. 

,B “His father will die for his sin, 
for exploiting others, robbing fellow 
Israelites, and doing what is wrong 
among his people. 18 Yet you ask. 
‘Why shouldn’t a son suffer for his 
father’s sin?’ Because the son does 
what is right and honest, obeys and 
keeps all My laws, he will certainly 
live.

21 The king of Babylon 
stops at the parting of the ways, at 
the fork of the two roads to draw 
lots.

call for a slaughter, raise a battle 
cry. aim the battering rams against 
the gates, heap up mounds, and 
build siege towers.

yourself with filthy idols! 4 The 
blood you poured out made you guil¬ 
ty and the filthy idols you made 
defiled you.

and her sister s was Ohoiibah. n 1 
married them, and they had sons 
and daughters. Oholah is the name 
for Samaria, and Oholibah is the 
name for Jerusalem. Though 
mine. Oholah turned to prostitution 
and longed for her Assyrian lovers 
who were nearby, “governors and 
high officers dressed in purple, all 
of them handsome young men. 
cavalry men riding on horses. 7 She 
gave herself sexually to them, to all 
the best of the Assyrians: she de¬ 
filed herself with the disgusting 
idols of all those with whom she fell 
in love. “She didn't give up her 
prostitution that she started in 
Egypt: when she was young they lay 
with her, fondled her virgin nipples, 
and poured out their sexual passion 
on her. 

9 “So 1 handed her over to her 
lovers and put her in the hands of 
the Assyrians with whom she had 
fallen in love. ’“They uncovered 
her sex organs, took away her sons 
and daughters, and killed her with a 
sword. When she was punished she 
became a subject for gossip by the 
women. 

’’“When her sister Oholibah saw 
this, her lust was more shameful; 


her prostitution was even worse 
than her sister's. 12 She fell in love 
with the Assyrians who were near¬ 
by, governors and high officers, 
perfectly dressed, cavalry men rid¬ 
ing on horses, all of them handsome 
young men. n I saw that she was 
polluting herself—both sisters were 
doing the same things. M But she 
went still further in her prostitution 
and looked at men pictured on the 
walls, the figures of Chaldeans 
painted in red, l5 with belts around 
their waists and flowing turbans on 
their heads, all of them looking like 
officers, like Babylonian men, na¬ 
tives of Chaldea where they were 
born. 16 She fell in love with them 
at first sight and sent messengers to 
them in Chaldea. ’Then men of 
Babylon came to visit her on her 
love-bed and polluted her with their 
lust. After they had polluted her. 
she turned away from them in dis¬ 
gust. 

‘““When she carried on her pros¬ 
titution so openly and uncovered 
her sex organs, I turned away from 
her in disgust as I had turned from 
her sister. ’“She practiced even 
more prostitution, recalling how she 
had been a prostitute in Egypt when 
she was young, 20 longing to mate 
with those who have the sex organs 
of jackasses and the emission of 
horses. 2l So you tried again to be 
immoral as in your youth when 
Egyptians fondled your nipples be¬ 
cause you had young breasts. 

22 “That is why, Oholibah, the 
Lord GOD says: I’m going to stir up 
your lovers against you from whom 
you turn away in disgust. From all 
around I will bring them against

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you, 23 the Babylonians and Chal¬ 
deans, the men of Pekod and Shoa 
and Koa, with all the Assyrians, 
handsome young men, all of them 
governors and high officials, mili¬ 
tary officers and important men rid¬ 
ing horses. “They will come 
against you from the north, 0 with 
chariots and wagons and with a 
horde of troops. From all around 
they will come against you with 
small and large shields and with 
helmets. I have commissioned them 
to judge you; they will judge and 
pronounce their verdicts. 2S I will 
set My jealous anger against you. 
They will deal with you in fury, 
cutting off your noses and ears and 
striking down with the sword those 
that remain. They will take away 
your sons and your daughters and 
burn up what is left behind.

37 They 
are guilty of adultery; their hands 
are bloody. They practiced adul 
tery, and the sons they bore for Me 
they have given as burnt offerings 
to idols. “They did even more to 
Me: They defiled My holy place in 
that day and made My sabbaths 
unholy.

K ' But if the watchman who sees 
the enemy with the sword coming 
doesn't blow his trumpet, and so 
fails to warn the people and the 
enemy comes and kills any of them, 
such a person must die for his 
wrong. I will hold that watchman 
responsible for their death. 

7 "So I have appointed you. son of 
man. as a watchman for Israel: lis¬ 
ten to what I say and warn them for 
Me. "When 1 tell the wicked man. 
You will certainly die. wicked man.' 
and you say nothing to warn the 
wicked man to stop what he's doing, 
that wicked man will die for his 
wrong, but I will hold you respon* 
sible for his death. 9 But when you 
warn a wicked man to stop and 
repent, but he doesn't repent, then 
he shall die for his wrong, but you 
have saved your life.

what he robbed, lives by the laws of 
life and keeps from doing wrong, 
then he will surely live and not die. 
’"None of the sins he did will be held 
against him. He has done what is 
just and right: He will surely live.

,9 When the righteous man turns 
away from his righteousness and 
does wrong, he will die for it.

Jerusalem Is Captured 

Tt happened on the fifth day of 
the 10th month of the 12th year of 
our captivity. A man who had 
escaped from Jerusalem came lo 
me. "The city is destroyed," he said. 

22 The evening before the morning 
the fugitive arrived, the LORD pul 
His hand on me and opened my 
mouth. So my mouth was opened 
and I wasn’t silent anymore. 
2J Then the LORD told me, 24 "Son of 
man, the people living in those ruins 
of the land of Israel are saying. 
‘Abraham was alone when he got 
the land. Now the land is given to us 
and we’re many.’ 25 So, tell them 
the Lord GOD says this: You eat 
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meat with blood still in it. You lift up 
vour eyes to your idols and commit 
murder. Now do you expect to get 
the land? 26 You depend on your 
swords. You do detestable things; 
you defile each other's wives. Now 
do you expect to get the land? 

27 Tell them, the Lord GOD says this: 
As 1 live, the sword will certainly 
strike down those who are among 
the ruins. Those who are in the open 
fields I will give as food to the wild 
beasts. And the plague will kill 
those who are in fortified places 
and caves. 28 l will make the land a 
terrible waste. No longer will it take 
pride in its strength. The hills of 
Israel will be so barren nobody will 
go through them. 29 They will know 
I am the LORD when I make the land 
an appalling waste on account of 
the detestable things they do. 

The People Hear But Will Not Do * 

M *’Now son of man, your people 
are talking about you near the walls 
and in the doorways of their homes. 
One is saying to another, ‘Come and 
hear the message that comes from 
the LORD.' 3, My people will come 
crowding in to you and sit down in 
front of you. They will listen to what 
you say but will not do it. While they 
talk so lovingly with their mouths, in 
their hearts they are out for selfish 
gain. 32 You are to them like a love 
song, like one who has a pleasing 
voice and can play well on an instru¬ 
ment. Though they hear what you 
say, they will not do it. ”But when 
it happens—and it will happen— 
then they will know a prophet has 
been among them.” 

Against the Rulers of Israel 

The LORD told me: 2 ”Son 
of man, prophesy against the 
shepherds of Israel. Prophesy and 


tell these shepherds: The Lord GOD 
says this: Woe to you shepherds of 
Israel who have been feeding your¬ 
selves. Shouldn’t shepherds feed 
their sheep? 3 You consume milk 
and dress in wool. You butcher the 
fat animals. You haven't fed the 
sheep, ‘strengthened the weak, 
healed the sick or bandaged broken 
limbs: nor have you brought back 
those that were driven away, or 
looked for the lost, but you have 
ruled them with force and violence. 
5 So they were scattered becouse 
there was no Shepherd. They be¬ 
came prey for all the beasts of the 
field and were scattered. 6 My 
sheep wandered through all the 
mountains and over every high hill. 
They were scattered all over the 
earth, and there was no one search¬ 
ing for them or trying to find them.

away from those peoples, gather 
them from those countries, bring 
them to their own land. I will feed 
them on the hills of Israel, by the 
streams, and in all the places of that 
land where it is so good to live. U I 
will feed them in good pasture, and 
their grazing land shall be on the 
high mountains of Israel. There they 
will rest in a good place and graze in 
a rich pasture on the mountains of 
Israel. 1S I will feed My sheep and 
let them rest, says the Lord GOD. 

16 1 will look for the lost, bring back 
what was driven away, bandage 
broken limbs and strengthen the 
sick. I will preserve 11 the fat and 
strong ones and feed them properly. 

l7 “And as for you, My sheep, the

In days to come I will 
let you attack My country so that 
the nations will acknowledge Me 
when they see Me show My holiness 
against you, O Gog. 

17 “The Lord GOD says this: Wasn't 
it you I spoke of long ago by My ser¬ 
vants the prophets of Israel, who 
prophesied for years that I would let 
you attack them? ,8 On the day Gog 
attacks the land of Israel, says the 
Lord GOD, My fury will rise in My 
nostrils.

The Ideal Temple 

In the 25th year of our exile, 
in the beginning of the year, 
on the 10th day of the month, in the 
14th year after the city had been 
destroyed—on that day the LORD'S 
hand was on me. and He brought me 
there. 'In visions God gave me He 
brought me to the land of Israel and 
set me down on a very hig h moun¬ 
tain- South of it were same buildings 
like those of a city. 1 When He 
brought me there, a man was there 
who had the appearance of bronze. 
He had in his hand a cord made of 
flax and a measuring rod. and he 
stood in the gateway. 4 "Son of 
man." he said to me. "look and lis¬ 
ten! Pay dose attention to e ver y¬ 
thing r m going to show you because 
you were brought here to be shown 
these things. TeD the people of 
Israel everything you see.” 

The Outer Wall 

3 There was an outer wall all 
around the temple. 

In the man's hand was a measur¬ 
ing rod 6 cubits long. The cubit 
being a forearm and a handbreadth. 
He measured the walL It was GO 
cubits wide and 6 cubits high. 

The Eastern Gate 

®Tben be wait into the gateway that 
faced east. He went up its steps and 
measured the th reshold of the gate¬ 
way: It was 6 cubits wide, and the 


other threshold was 6 cubits wide. 

7 Each side room was 6 cubits long 
and 6 cubits wide. The space be- 
ween the side rooms was 5 cubits. 
And the threshold of the gateway by 
the porch facing the temple was 6 
cubits. “He also measured the 
porch of the gateway facing the 
temple: It was 6 cubits. *He mea¬ 
sured the porch of the gateway: 1 It 
was 8 cubits. Its pilasters were 2 
cubits. The gateway's porch faced 
the temple. 

“There were in the eastern gate¬ 
way three side rooms on one side 
and three on the other side. All 
three were of the same size, and the 
pilasters on each side ware of the 
same size. 

f, He measured how broad the en¬ 
trance of the gateway was—10 
• cubits, and the gateway itself was 
13 cubits long. 1 "There was a 
bn? curbstone of one cubit in front of 
each side room. The side rooms 
were 6 cubits square. 

°He measured the gateway from 
the back of one side room to the 
other: it was 25 cubits wide: and 
door faced door. >4 He made the 
porch 20 cubits. 1 and in front of 
the porch® of the gateway was a 
court on all sides. 

“The distance from the front of 
the gateway on the outside to the 
front of the gateway's porch on the 
inside was 50 cubits. 

“Latticed window's were in the 
side rooms and pilasters were in¬ 
side the gateway all around. The 
porch also had windows all around 


on the inside. And cm each pilaster 
there were palm trees.

,B The pavement in the lower court 
ran alongside the gateways, as 
broad as they were long. ,9 Then he 
measured the distance from the 
front of the lower gateway to the 
outside of the inner court: It was 100 
cubits. 

The Northern Gate 

“Then he measured to see how 
long and wide the northern gate of 
the outer court was. "It had three 
rooms on each side together with its 
pilasters and its porch. In size it 
was the same as the first gateway, 
50 cubits long and 25 cubits wide. 
"Its windows, pilasters, and palm 
trees were of the same size as those 
of the eastern gateway. Seven steps 
went up to it and led to its porch. 
"The inner court had a gateway 
directly opposite the northern gate 
like" the eastern gateway: the 
distance from gate to gate was 100 
cubits. 

The Southern Gate 

"Then he took me south, and here 
there was a gateway facing south. 
He measured its side rooms, 0 pilas¬ 
ters and its porch. They were the 
same size as the others. “The 
gateway and its porch had windows 
on all sides like the windows in the 
others. It was 50 cubits long and 25 
wide. “Seven steps went up to it 
and led to its porch. On its pilasters 
it had palm trees, one on each side. 
"The inner court had a southern 
gateway. He measured the distance 


from gate to gate from the southern 
side; it was 100 cubits. 

The Inner Court 

“Then he took me to the inner 
court through the southern gateway 
and measured the southern gate¬ 
way: it was the same size as the 
others. “Its side rooms, pilasters, 
and porch were the same size as the 
others. The rooms and its porch had 
windows on all sides. It was 50 
cubits long and 25 wide. “There 
were porches on all sides, 25 cubits 
long and 5 cubits wide. 3, Their 
porches faced the outer court, and 
palm trees were on their pilasters, 
and eight steps led up to it. 

The Eastern Gate 

"Then he took me to the inner 
court on the eastern side and mea¬ 
sured the gateway; it was the same 
size as the others. "Its side rooms, 
pilasters, and porch were the same 
size as the others. Its rooms and 
porch had windows on all sides. It 
was 50 cubits long and 25 wide. 
"Its porch faced the outer court. 
There were palm trees on its pilas¬ 
ters on both sides.

The Temple 

Then he took me into the 
holy place of the temple and 
measured the pilasters: they were 6 
cubits wide on each side. Tbe 
door was 10 cubits wide, and on 
each side of the door the walls were 
5 cubits wide. Thai he measured its 
length: it was 40 cubits long and 20 
cubits broad. 

'He went inside and measured the 
doorpost; it was 2 cubits thick. Tbe 
entrance was 6 cubits, and its walls 
on both sides were 7 cubits.* 
•Then he measured tbe room at the 
mid of tbe holy place: it was 20 
cubits bmg and 20 cubits broad 
Thm he told me. 'This is tbe most 
holy place." 

'He measured tbe temple wall: it 
was 6 cubits. Tbe width of each side 
room around the temple was 4 
cubits. “There were rooms ar¬ 
ranged in three stories. 30 rooms in 
story.

One 
could go from the lowest story 
through the middle one to the top 
story. r 

B I also saw a raised pavement all 
around the temple on which the side 
rooms rested as a foundation; it 
measured the full length of the 
measuring rod. 6 cubits, to the place 
it joined the temple? 9 The outside 
wall of the side rooms was 5 cubits 
thick. There was an open area next 
to the side rooms that were con¬ 
nected to the temple. ,0 The dis¬ 
tance between the priests rooms 
that were around the temple was 20 
cubits. “The doors of the side 
rooms opened into the open area, 
one door to the north and the other 
to the south. The open area was 5 
cubits wide all around. 

“West of the temple was a build¬ 
ing 70 cubits broad facing the open 
area. The wall of the building was 5 
cubits thick all around, and it was 
90 cubits long. 

,3 He measured the temple; it was 
100 cubits long; including the open 
area with its building and walls, it 
was all 100 cubits long. “Also the 
eastern front of the temple with the 
open area was 100 cubits wide. ,5 He 
also measured the building in front 
of the open area with its galleries on 
both sides; It was 100 cubits long. 

,6 The holy place, the most holy 
place and the porches on the out¬ 


side, were panelled. 1 At the thres¬ 
holds of these three and at the lat¬ 
ticed windows and galleries there 
were wood panels from the ground 
to the windows (the windows were 
covered). “From the space above 
the door to the most holy place and 
its wall, and the whole wall all 
around inside and outside ,0 there 
were carvings of angels. Palm trees 
stood between each angel and each 
had two faces. ,9 In one direction a 
man’s face was looking at a palm, 
and in the other a lion’s face was 
looking at a palm. Such carving was 
around the whole temple. 20 From 
the floor to the space above the door 
there were carved angels and palm 
trees, and also on the wall of the 
holy place. The doorposts in the holy 
place were square. 2l In front of 
the most holy place was something 
that looked like 22 a wooden altar. 3 
cubits high and 2 cubits wide. Its 
corners and its sides were of wood. 
Then he told me, “This is the table 
that is before the LORD.” 

”The holy place and the most holy 
place had two doors, “each a 
double door having two swinging 
leaves, a pair for each of the two 
doors. 25 0n the doors of the holy 
place were carved angels and palm 
trees just as they were carved on 
the walls. A wooden cornice was on 
the front of the porch outside. 

26 There were latticed windows and 
palm trees on both sides of the 
porch; they were also on the side 
rooms of the temple and on the 
cornices.

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Rooms for the Priests 

He took me to the outer 
court on the northern road 
and hrought me to the rooms op¬ 
posite the open area and facing the 
northern building 5 which was 100 
cubits long on the north side and 50 
cubits wide. ’Opposite an area of 
20 cubits of the inner court and 
facing the pavement of the outer 
court were galleries matching each 
other at the third level. *In front of 
the rooms was a walk, 10 cubits 
wide and 100 cubits long* that 
went to the inner court. The doors of 
these rooms faced north. 

5 The rooms in the upper story 
were narrower than those in the 
lower or middle stories of the build¬ 
ing because the galleries took space 
from them. *They were in three 
stones and had no pillars like the a 
pillars in the courts. That is why the 
lower and middle levels were set 
back from the ground up. 7 An out¬ 
er wall 50 cubits long ran alongside 
the rooms, in front of them, in the 
direction of the outer court. *The 
row of rooms of the outer court was 
50 cubits long while the row in front 
of the temple was 100 cubits. ’Be¬ 
low these rooms was an entrance 
from the east as one came to them 
from the outer court.. 

“Built into the wall of the court on 
the south* side, in front of the 
open area and the building were 
more rooms with a walk in front of 
them. "They looked like the rooms 
on the north side; they were as long 
and as broad as they were, with the 
same exits, arrangements, and 
doors. 13 So were the doors to the 
rooms on the south side: There was 
a door where the walk started in

front of the corresponding wall, as 
one went eastward. 

'•Then he told me. '‘The northern 
and southern rooms opposite the 
open area are the holy rooms where 
the priests who come near the LORO 
eat the most holy food. There they 
put the most holy offerings: the 
grain offering, the sin offering, and 
the guilt offering because the place 
is holy. "When the priests go in. 
they should not leave the holy place 
to go into the outer court without 
leaving there the clothes in which 
they serve because the clothes are 
holy. They are to put on other dathes 
when they can go to the places 
where the people are." 

“When he finished measuring the 
inner part of the temple area, he 
took me out through the gate that 
faces east, and he measured the 
area all around. “He measured 
the east side with a measuring rod: 
it was 500 cubits as measured by 
the measuring rod all around. ‘ He 
measured the north side: it was 500 
cubits as measured by the measur¬ 
ing rod all around. “He measured 
the south side: it was 500 cubits 
according to the measuring rod. 
“He came around to the west side 
and measured it: it was 500 cubits 
according to the measuring rod. 
“So he measured all four sides. 
There was a wall all around it: it 
was 500 cubits long and 500 broad— 
to separate the holy from what is 
common. 

The Glory of the LORD Returns 

Thai he took me to the gate 
that faces east. 'And the 
glory of the God of Israel came from 
the east: the sound of His coming 
was like the roar of the ocean, and

His glory made the earth shine. 
5 The vision was like the one I saw 
when He came to destroy the city, 
and the sights were like those I saw 
by the river Chebar. *So I knelt 
with my face to the ground. The 
LORD'S glory came into the temple 
by the gate that was facing east. 

5 A spirit lifted me and took me 
into the inner court; there the 
LORD'S glory filled the temple. 
6 And I heard Someone talking to me 
from the temple while a man was 
standing by me. 7 “Son of man,” He 
said to me. “this is the place of My 
throne and the stool for My feet 
where I will live among the people of 
Israel forever. Then the people of 
Israel and their kings will no more 
defile My holy name by sexual sins 
and the dead bodies of their kings 
when they die. 8 They put their 
threshold by My threshold and their 
doorposts by My doorposts with 
only a wall between Me and them 
and so defiled My holy name by their 
abominable practices. So I wiped 
them out in My fury. "Now they 
should put away from Me their 
sexual sins and the dead bodies of 
their kings.

,2 This is the law of the temple on 
the top of the mountain: The whole 
area all around is most holy. Yes, 
this is the law of the temple. 


The Altar 

,3 Here are the measurements of 
the altar in cubits. The length of the 
cubit was a cubit and a handbreadth. 
The base was a cubit high and a 
cubit wide with a rim all around its 
edge measuring one span. This was 
the height of the altar: "From the 
base on the ground to the lower 
ledge it was 2 cubits, and from the 
lower ledge to the upper ledge it 
was 4 cubits, ,s and the hearth was 
4 cubits high. Above the hearth 
there arose four horns. "The 
hearth was 12 cubits by 12 cubits 
square. 17 The upper ledge was 14 
cubits long and 14 cubits wide on all 
four sides. It had a rim around it 
that was a half cubit. Its base was a 
cubit all around. The steps to the 
altar faced east. 

"He said to me, “Son of man the 
Lord GOD says: These are the in¬ 
structions concerning the altar 
when it has been made ready for 
burnt offerings and blood to be 
splashed against it. "Give the 
priests—men of the tribe of Levi 
descended from Zadok who come 
near Me to serve Me—a young bull 
for a sin offering. "Take some of 
its blood and put it on the altar's 
four horns, on the four corners of 
the ledge, and on the rim around it 
to free it from sin and cleanse it. 
2, Take the young bull for the sin 
offering and burn it in the place 
appointed near the temple outside 
its holy area. 22 0n the second day 
bring a perfect he-goat for a sin 
offering and cleanse the altar from 
sin as it was cleansed by the young 
bull. "When you finish the 
cleansing from sin, offer a perfect 
young bull and a perfect ram from 
the flock. "Offer them to the 
LORD, and the priests should throw 
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salt on them and offer them as a 
burnt offering for the LORD. B Every 
day for seven days sacrifice a goat, 
a young bull and a ram from the 
flock for a sin offering. They are to 
be perfect animals. “Seven days 
they should atone for the altar and 
cleanse it and so consecrate it. 

When those days are over, on the 
eighth day and after that, the 
priests should sacrifice on the altar 
burnt offerings and shared offer* 
ings. and I will accept them, says 
the Lord GOD." 


The East Gate Shut 

j m Thai he brought me back to 
the outer gateway of the holy 
place facing east, and it was shut. 
The LORD said to me. "This gate 
will be shut and not opened, and 
nobody may go through it because 
the Lord GOD of Israel went through 
it. It must be kept shut. *Only the 
ruler, the ruler himself, may sit 
there to eat before the LORD. He 
will come in through the porch of 
the gateway and leave the same 
way.” 

•He took me through the northern 
gateway to the front of the temple. I 
looked and saw the LORD'S glory 
/filing the LOAD'S temple. Then I 
knelt with my face to the ground. 

Serving in the Temple 

•“Son of man." the LORD said to 
me. "pay attention, look, and listen 
to everything Vm going to tell you. 
all the regulations of the LORD'S 
temple and all its laws. Mark well 
all who come into the temple and go 
out from the holy place. *Tell the 
rebellious people of Israel, the Lord 
GOD says: Let's have no more of 
your abominations, people of Israel. 
7 your bringing strangers, whose 
hearts and bodies haven't been cir¬ 


cumcised. to be in My holy place. 
You defile My temple when you of¬ 
fer Me fat and blood as My food but 
at the same time break My covenant 
with all your abominations. “You 
didn't do the iob required of you in 
My holy place but got others to come 
into My holy place to do the job for 
you. *The Lord GOD says: No 
stranger living among the people of 
Israel, whose heart and body isn't 
circumcised, may go into My holy 
place. 

The Levifes 

“"Levi's descendants who turned 
away from Me when Israel wan¬ 
dered far ofT to follow' their disgust¬ 
ing idols, must be punished for their 
wrongs. “They are to serve in My 
holy place, taking charge of the 
gateways of the temple. They are to 
serve the temple by killing the burnt 
offering and the sacrifices for the 
people, and they are to stand before 
the people to serve them. t: Be- 
cause they ministered to the people 
by standing before their disgusting 
idols and made Israel fall into sin. I 
raise My hand to swear, says the 
Lord GOD. they will be punished for 
their wrongs. 'Tliey will not come 
near Me to serve Me as priests or 
come near any of My holy things or 
most holy things. They must bear 
the shame of their abominable prac¬ 
tices. U I appoint them to do the 
work in the temple, that is. all its 
heavy work and everything that has 
to be done there. 

The Priests 

,s "But the priests who have 
descended from Levi and from 
Zadok who did the work in My holy 
place when the people of Israel 
wandered away from Me, they should 
mm near Me to serve Me and stand 
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before Me to bring to Me fat and 
blood, says the Lord GOD. ,6 They 
should come into My holy place, 
come near My table to serve Me, 
and do the work I give them. l7 And 
when they come into the gateways 
of the inner court, they should wear 
linen clothes—they should have no 
wool on them —while they serve in 
the gateways of the inner court and 
in the temple. ,8 They should have 
linen turbans on their heads and 
wear linen breeches but put on 
nothing that makes them sweat. 
“When they go out among the 
people in the outer court, they 
should take off their clothes in which 
they were serving and not sanctify 
the people in those clothes but lay 
them down in the rooms of the holy 
place and put on other clothes. 
“They should neither shave their 
heads nor let their hair grow long. 
They should only trim the hair on 
their heads. 2, No priest should 
drink wine when he goes into the 
inner court. “They shouldn’t 
marry widows or divorced women 
but only virgins descended from 
Israel or the widow of a priest. 
“They should teach My people the 
difference between what is holy and 
unholy and show them how to dis¬ 
tinguish between the unclean and 
the clean. 24 In quarrels they 
should act as judges, giving My de¬ 
cisions. They should keep My laws 
and My regulations at all My festi¬ 
vals and keep My sabbaths holy. 

““They should not come near any 
dead person to make themselves un¬ 
clean. but for a father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother, or sister who has 
no husband they may get unclean. 
“After a person is cleansed, seven 
days should pass, “then when he

comes to the holy place, into the 
inner court, to serve in the holy 
place, he should bring his sin offer¬ 
ing, says the Lord GOD. 

““The priests shall have no heri¬ 
tage for I am their heritage. Don't 
give them any property in Israel. 
They have Me. “They will eat the 
grain offering, sin offering, and 
guilt offering, and everything de¬ 
voted to the LORD in Israel will be 
theirs. “The priests should have 
the best of all the first-ripe fruits. 
The best of every gift of all your 
contributions should go to the 
priests, and the best of your dough 
should go to the priests so that a 
blessing may rest on your home. 
3, The priests shouldn’t eat any bird 
or animal that dies by itself or what 
is torn by beasts. 

The Division of the Land 

“When you divide the land 
by lot as property to be in¬ 
herited, set aside as sacred for the 
LORD an area 25,000 cubits long 
and 20,000 w wide. Every part of 
the area is to be holy. 2 Of this 500 
square cubits is for the holy place 
with an open space 50 cubits wide 
around it. 3 Measure off an area 
25,000 cubits long and 10,000 wide; 
in this will be the sanctuary, the 
most holy place. 4 It will be a holy 
part of the country belonging to the 
priests who serve in the holy place, 
who come near to serve the LORD. 
They will use the place for homes 
and as a place set apart for the 
sanctuary. 5 Another area 25,000 
cubits long and 10,000 wide will be¬ 
long to the Levites who serve the 
temple; here they may dwell in 
towns.* 6 You are to give the city 
as its possession an area 5000

cubits by 25,000 cubits alongside the 
holy area assigned to the LORD.

The Ruler's Portion 

7 “The royal leader will have all 
the land stretching west and east, 
next to the holy area given to the 
LORD and the property belonging to 
the city, fronting the LORD’S area 
and the city’s property. This terri¬ 
tory shall match in length one of the 
areas allotted to a tribe, from the 
western border to the eastern bor¬ 
der 8 of the country. It will be his 
possession in Israel. Then My royal 
leaders should no more oppress My 
people but give the land to the 
people of Israel according to their 
tribes. 

Honest Measures and Weights 

9 “The Lord GOD says: It’s enough, 
leaders of Israel. Get rid of violence 
and oppression and do what is just 
and right. Stop driving My people 
from their homes and property, says 
the Lord GOD. ,0 You should have 
honest scales, an honest bushely 
and an honest liquid measure. 
u The bushel and the liquid measure 
should be the same, a bushel and its 
liquid equivalent should hold one 
tenth of a homer. The homer is the 
standard measure. “One shekel 
will be 20 gerahs. A mina shall con¬ 
sist of a 10 shekel* weight, a 25 
shekel and a 15 shekel weight. 

Offerings 

““This is what you should give 
the LORD: A sixth of a bushel from 
every homer of wheat and a sixth of 
a bushel from every homer of bar¬ 
ley. l4 The portion of oil: one tenth. 


that is, one bath from every cor of 
oil. (Ten baths equal a cor or a 
homer.) “One sheep out of every 
flock of 200 from the well-watered 
pastures of Israel for the grain of¬ 
ferings, burnt offerings, and shared 
offerings to atone for you, says the 
Lord GOD. IS A11 the people in the 
country will give this to the royal 
leader in Israel. “Then the leader 
will have to provide the burnt offer¬ 
ings, the grain and drink offerings 
at the festivals, the first-of-the- 
month celebrations, the Sabbaths, 
and all the other festivals of the 
people of Israel. He will prepare the 
sin offerings, grain offerings, burnt 
offerings, and the shared offerings 
to atone for the people of Israel. 

Festivals 

,8 “The Lord GOD says: On the 
first day of the first month take a 
perfect young bull to cleanse the 
holy place from sin. “The priest 
should take some of the blood of the 
sin offering and put it on the door¬ 
posts of the temple, on the four 
corners of the ledge of the altar, and 
on the posts of the gateways of the 
inner court. 20 You will do the same 
on the seventh day of the month for 
everyone who sins in error or ignor¬ 
ance. So you will atone for the 
temple. 

2, “On the 14th day of the first 
month you will have the Passover, a 
festival of seven days when bread 
without yeast is eaten. 22 0n that 
day the leader will prepare for him¬ 
self and for all the people in the 
country a young bull for a sin offer¬ 
ing. “Every day of the seven festi¬ 
val days he will make a burnt offer¬ 
ing for the LORD, 7 perfect young 
bulls and 7 perfect rams and a he- 


y That is. an ephah Conjectural Heb “20 shekel” 
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goat every day for a sin offering. 
?4 He will also prepare a grain of¬ 
fering. one bushel for each young 
bull and one bushel for each ram 
with a hin of olive oil for every 
bushel. "On the 15th day of the 
7th month, at the festival, he must 
do the same as in those seven days 
with the sin offering, burnt offering, 
grain offering, and the olive oil.” 

The Sabbath and the New Moon 
Festival 

The Lord GOD said, “The 
east gateway of the inner 
court shall be closed on the six 
working days, but on the Sabbath 
day it is to be opened. Also on the 
first of the month it is to be opened. 

2 “The royal leader must come in 
from the outside through the porch 
of the gateway and stand by the 
post of the gateway while the priest 
prepares his burnt offerings and 
shared offerings. He should worship 
on the threshold of the gateway and 
then leave, but the gateway shall 
not be closed till evening. 3 The 
people of the country shall worship 
at the door of the gateway before 
the LORD on the Sabbaths and on 
the first of the month. 

4 “The burnt offering the royal 
leader brings to the LORD on the 
Sabbath day shall be 6 perfect 
lambs and a prefect ram. *The 
grain offering shall be a bushel with 
the ram; with the lambs it shall be 
whatever anyone can give. A hin of 
olive oil shall be given with each 
bushel. 6 On the first day of the 
month the burnt offering shall be a 
young bull, 6 lambs and a ram, all 
perfect animals. 7 He shall prepare 
a grain offering of one bushel with 
the young bull, a bushel with the 
ram, and with the lambs whatever 


he can give, and a hin of olive oil 
with each bushel. 

Other Instructions 

a “When the royal leader arrives, 
he should come in through the porch 
of the gateway and leave the same 
way. 9 But when the people come 
before the LORD at their festivals, 
anyone who comes in through the 
north gateway to worship should 
leave through the south gateway, 
and anyone who comes in through 
the south gateway should leave 
through the north gateway. He 
shouldn’t go back through the gate¬ 
way through which he came in but 
go straight ahead. ,0 When the 
people go in, the royal leader will go 
in with them, and when they go out, 
they will go out together. 

n “On the festival days and 
solemn meetings with God. a grain 
offering of one bushel shall be given 
with each young bull and a bushel 
with each ram but with the lambs 
whatever anyone can give. A hin of 
olive oil shall be given with each 
bushel. 

"“When the royal leader pre¬ 
pares a voluntary burnt offering or 
a shared offering to the LORD, the 
east gate should be opened for him. 
and his burnt offering and shared 
offering should be presented as is 
done on the Sabbath day. When he 
leaves, the gateway should be 
closed after him. 

"“Prepare a perfect lamb, a year 
old, every day for a burnt offering to 
the LORD. Prepare it every morn¬ 
ing. "Prepare a grain offering 
with it every morning, a sixth of a 
bushel of grain and a hin of olive oil 
to moisten the fine flour as a grain 
offering to the LORD; this is a per¬ 
manent regulation and is to be made 
regularly. "Prepare the lamb and 
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the grain offering and the olive oil 
every morning as a regular burnt 
offering.'* 

The Ruler’s Inheritance 

'“The Lord GOD says. “If the 
royal leader gives a gift from his 
property to any of his sons, it will 
belong to his sons because it is their 
heritage. ,T But if he takes some¬ 
thing from his property and gives it 
to any of his servants, it will belong 
to the servant till the year of free¬ 
dom; then it will go back to the royal 
ruler. Only his sons can inherit his 
property. ,8 The royal leader 
shouldn’t take any of the inherited 
property of the people by forcing 
them to give up their property. He 
shall give his own property as an 
inheritance to his sons to keep My 
people from losing their property 
and being scattered.” « j 

,8 Then he took me through the 
passage beside the gateway to the 
sacred rooms facing north, reserved 
for the priests. There I saw a place 
in the extreme western end of them. 
20 He told me, “This is the place 
where the priests shall boil the meat 
of the guilt offering and the sin of¬ 
fering and where they are to bake 
the grain offering so they won’t 
have to bring it into the outer court 
and sanctify the people.” 

2, He brought me to the outer court 
and took me by the four corners of 
the court, and there in each corner 
of the court was another court. 

“In each of the four corners of the 
court there was a closed court 30 
cubits by 40 cubits. All four in their 
corners were of the same size. “A 
stone wall was around the four 
courts, and they were equipped 
with places for cooking next to the 
walls all around. 

“Then he told me, “This is where 


those who serve the temple shall 
boil the people's sacrifices.” 

Water Flowing from the Temple 

He took me back to the 
door of the temple, and there 
water was flowing from under the 
threshold toward the east (the 
temple was facing east). The water 
was flowing down /rom under the 
right side of the temple, south of the 
altar. 2 Then he took me out 
through the north gateway and 
around outside to the outer gateway 
facing east, and there I saw the 
gurgling water coming out of the 
south side. 

3 Going east with a line in his 
hand, he measured 1000 cubits, and 
there he had me wade through 
water up to my ankles. 4 He 
measured another 1000 and there 
1 he had me wade through water up 
7M to my knees. He measured another 
1000 and had me wade through 
water up to my hips. 5 When he 
measured another 1000—it was a 
stream I couldn’t wade through, the 
water was so deep, a stream deep 
enough to swim in and too deep to 
wade through. “Then he asked me, 
“Do you see this, son of man?" 

7 Then he led me back along the 
river bank. On the way back I saw 
on both banks of the river many 
trees. 

“Then he said to me. “This water 
is flowing out into the eastern low¬ 
land and down to the Jordan valley 
and into the Dead Sea. When the 
water flows out and reaches the 
Sea, those waters will become 
fresh. “Everywhere the stream 
flows the living things that swim 
around will thrive. There will be 
many fish because anywhere the 
stream goes it will bring healing and 
life. ,0 Fishermen will be standing 
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by its shore with their nets spread 
out, from En-gedi to En-eglaim. 

Many kinds of fish will be plentiful, 
like those in the Mediterranean Sea. 

“But the swamps and marshes will 
not be fresh but be given over to 
salt. ,2 On both sides of the stream 
there will grow every kind of tree 
used for food. Their leaves will not 
wither, and they will not fail to have 
fruit. Each month they will produce 
fresh fruit because this water flows 
from the holy place. The fruit will be 
good food and its leaves will provide 
healing. ” 

The Borders of the Land 

n The Lord GOD says, “These are 
the border lines by which you will 
divide the country as an heritage for 
the 12 tribes of Israel, Joseph get¬ 
ting two parts. “Your heritage 
should be the same for each of you . 12 Jn 1 11 
With My hand raised I swore to give 
the land to your fathers, so you 
should divide it by lot as your heri¬ 
tage. 

,5 “This is the border of the coun¬ 
try. In the north, from the Mediter¬ 
ranean Sea along the way of Hethlon 
to the Hamath Pass,® on to Zedad, 
'berothah and Sibraim which are 
between the border of Damascus 
and that of Hamath, on to Hazer- 
hatticon, which is by the border of 
Hauran. ,7 So the border will run 
from the sea to Hazar-enon on the 
border of Damascus with the border 
of Hamath on the north. This is the 
north side. 

,a “On the east side it will be be¬ 
tween Hauran and Damascus and 
between Gilead and the land of 
Israel. Measure it from the border 
along the Jordan to the Dead Sea in 
the east. b This is the east side. 


,9 “0n the south side it will run 
from Tamar as far as the water of 
Meribah at Kadesh along the ravine 
to the Mediterranean Sea. This is 
the southern border. 

20 “On the west side the Mediter¬ 
ranean Sea is the border up to a 
point opposite the Hamath Pass. 
This is the west side. 

2, “Divide this country among 
yourselves according to the tribes of 
Israel. "You will divide it by lot to 
be an heritage for you and the 
strangers living among you, who 
have borne children among you. 
They should be treated as children 
of Israel born in the country and 
should receive by lot an heritage 
with you among the tribes of Israel. 
“In whatever tribe a stranger lives, 
there you will give him his heri¬ 
tage.” says the Lord GOD. 

“These are the names of the 
tribes: Beginning in the 
north along the way of Hethlon to 
the Hamath Pass and Hazar-enon 
{on the northern border of Damas¬ 
cus near Hamath), from the east to 
the west, one part for Dan. bor¬ 
dering on Dan from the east to the 
west one part for Asher, border¬ 
ing on Asher from the east to the 
west one part for Naphtali. ‘‘Bor¬ 
dering on Naphtali from the east to 
the west one part for Manasseh. 
bordering on Manasseh from the 
east to the west one part for 
Ephraim, bordering on Ephraim 
from the east to the west one part 
for Reuben, bordering on Reuben 
from the east to the west one part 
for Judah. 

8 “Bordering on Judah from the 
east to the west will be the land you 
set aside. 25,000 cubits wide and as 



a Gk; Hob reads ‘entrance of Zedad. Hamath" ^Gk reads, “to Tamar “ 
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long as one of the sections of the 
tribes from the east to the west with 
the holy place in the center of it. 
“The land you set aside for the 
LORD will be 25,000 cubits long and 
10,000 cubits wide. *°It will be a 
holy land belonging to the priests, 
on the north side 25,000 cubits, on 
the west side 10,000 cubits wide, 
and on the east side 10.000 cubits, 
and on the south side 25,000 cubits 
long, and the LORD’S holy place will 
be in the center of this. “This hal¬ 
lowed section will belong to the 
priests descended from Zadok who 
did My work instead of wandering 
away with the people of Israel as 
the Levites did. l2 It will be to them 
a special, most holy territory, a part 
of the land set aside for the LORD, 
next to the territory belonging to the 
Levites. “Alongside the territory 
of the priests the Levites will also 
have a territory 25,000 cubits long 
and 10,000 cubits wide. Its whole 
length will be 25,000 cubits and its 
breadth 10,000 cubits. “They 
shouldn’t sell any of it, or trade it 
off, or let others get the best part of 
the land because it is the LORD’S 
holy land. 

15 “What is left, a strip 5000 cubits 
by 25,000, will be for the ordinary 
use of the city, for homes and pas¬ 
ture, and the city will be in the 
center of it. “These will be its 
measurements: On the north side it 
will be 4500 cubits, on the south side 
4500, on the east side 4500, and on 
the west side 4500 cubits. ,7 The 
city will have pasture land, 250 
cubits to the north, 250 to the south, 
250 to the east, and 250 cubits to 
the west. “The rest of the 
length alongside the land reserved 
for the LORD, 10,000 cubits to the 
east and 10,000 to the west (parallel 
to the holy area set aside) will be 


used to provide food for the workers 
in the city. “The workers of the 
city, from all the tribes in Israel, 
will work the ground. 

20 “The whole area set aside will 
be 25,000 cubits square. You will sel 
it aside as an area holy to the LORD 
along with the city property. 

2I “What is left will belong to the 
royal leader, on both sides of the 
holy area and the city property, ex¬ 
tending east of the 25,000 cubit holy 
area as far as the eastern border 
and west of it as far as the western 
border, parallel to the areas al¬ 
lotted to the royal ruler. It will be a 
holy area set aside for the LORD 
and the holy place, and the temple 
will be in the center of it. 22 So the 
property of the Levites and the city 
property will be in the center of the 
royal leader’s. What is between 
Judah’s border and Benjamin’s will 
belong to the royal leader. 

23 “In regard to the rest of the 
tribes—from the east to the west 
one part for Benjamin. “Bordering 
on Benjamin from the east to the 
west one part for Simeon. “Bor¬ 
dering on Simeon from the east to 
the west one part for Issachar. 
“Bordering on Issachar from the 
east to the west one part for 
Zebulun. 27 Bordering on Zebulun 
from the east to the west one pari 
for Gad. “Bordering on Gad, along 
the edge of the Negeb running to¬ 
ward the south, the border will go 
from Tamar to the waters of Meri- 
bah at Kadesh, to the ravine, and on 
to the Mediterranean Sea. “This 
is the country you will divide as an 
heritage among the tribes of Israel, 
and these are their areas,” says the 
Lord GOD. 

“‘‘These are the outer borders of 
the city: The northern side will 
measure 4500 cubits. “The gates 
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of the city will be named according 
to the names of Israel's tribes: 
Three gates in the north . one will be 
Reuben s gate, one Judah’s, one 
Levi’s. 3Z The eastern side will be 
4500 cubits with three gates, one 
loseph’s, one Benjamin's, one Dan’s. 
”The southern side will be 4500 


cubits with three gates, one 
Simeon’s, one Issachar’s, one Zeb- 
ulun's. 34 The western side will be 
3».j4A*2i 4500 cubits with their three gates, 
35 ft* 3 12 one Gad's, one Asher’s, one Naph- 
tali’s. 35 The perimeter will be 
18,000 cubits. The city’s name from 
then on will be The-LORD-is-there.” 
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THE BOOK OF 


DANIEL 


I ln the third year of the rule 
of Jehoiakim king of Judah, Neb¬ 
uchadnezzar king of Babylon, came 
to Jerusalem and besieged it. z The 
Lord put Jehoiakim, king of Judah, in 
his hands with some utensils from 
God’s temple, which he took to 
Babylonia to the temple of his god, 
putting the utensils in the store¬ 
house of his god. 

3 The king ordered Ashpenaz, the 
head of his officers, to select some 
of the Israelite boys who were 
qualified, of the royal family and the 
nobility, 4 who were also physically 
fit, good-looking, skilled in ail 
branches of learning, well in¬ 
formed, and intelligent, to serve in 18Rw J :10 
the king's palace. They were to be ”"* 2:1 ° 
taught the literature and language 
of the Chaldeans. 

5 The king arranged for them to get 
a daily allowance of the king’s food 
and his table wine. They were to be 
trained for three years and after 
that to serve the king. 6 Among 
these were some boys of Judah, 
Daniel, Hananiah, Mishael, and 
Azariah. 7 The head of the officers 
also gave them names: He called 
Daniel, Belteshazzar; Hananiah, 
Shadrach; Mishael, Meshach; and 
Azariah, Abednego. 

®But Daniel made up his mind not 
to make himself unclean with the 
king’s food and tablewine, and he 
asked the head of the officers to let 
him keep himself clean. 

9 God made the head of the of¬ 
ficers kind and sympathetic to 
Daniel. *°‘Tm afraid of my master, 
the king,” the chief officer told 
Daniel; ‘‘he assigned your food and 


drink. If the king should see you 
looking more haggard than the other 
boys your age, you could cost me my 
head.” 

“Then Daniel told the overseer 
whom the chief officer had put in 
charge of himself, Hananiah, 
Mishael, and Azariah: ,2 ‘Test 
your servants, please, for ten doys. 
and let us have vegetables to eat 
and water to drink. ,3 And then see 
how we look and how the boys look 
who are eating the king’s food, and 
on the basis of what you see decide 
what you do with your servants.” 

14 He listened to them in this mat¬ 
ter and tested them ten dnys. 
,s After ten days they looked healthier 
and better fed than the other boys 
who were eating the king's food. 
16 So the caretaker took away the 
king’s food and wine and gave them 
vegetables. 

,7 God gave these four boys in¬ 
telligence, understanding of all tho 
literature, and wisdom; and Daniel 
understood all kinds of visions and 
dreams. 

,0 At the end of the time the king 
had set to bring them in, the head of 
the officers brought them to Neb¬ 
uchadnezzar. ,0 The king talked In 
them, and among all of them there 
was none found like Daniel, Hana¬ 
niah, Mishael, and Azariah; so they 
started to serve the king. 20 And 
when the king asked them about 
things that took understanding and 
wisdom, he found them ten times 
better than all the magicians and 
enchanters in his whole kingdom. 

2l Daniel continued there till the 
first year of King Cyrus. 
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Nebuchadnezzar’s Dream 

In the second year of the rule 
of Nebuchadnezzar, Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar had some dreams. He was 
deeply troubled and couldn’t sleep. 

2 The king sent for the wise men, 
sorcerers, magicians, and learned 
Chaldeans to tell the king his 
dreams. And so they came and 
stood before the king. 

S “I had a dream," the king told 
them, “and I’m deeply troubled to 
know what the dream was.” 

4 These Chaldeans spoke to the 
king in Aramaic: "King, live for¬ 
ever! Tell your servants the dream 
and we’ll tell you what it means." 

5 The king answered these Chal¬ 
deans. “I mean what I say. if 
you don’t tell me the dream and 
what it means, you will be cut in 
pieces, and your homes will be 2 
turned to ruins. 6 But if you tell the 19 "W,’ 3 
dream and what it means, I will give 
you gifts, a reward, and high honor. 

Now tell me the dream and what it 
means." 

’Again they said, "The king 
should tell his servants the dream, 
and we’ll tell what it means." 

B 'Tm sure you're trying to gain 
time," the king answered, "because 
you see 1 mean what I say “that if 
you don't tell me the dream, there's 
one verdict for you. You have 
agreed to give me a lying answer 
hoping things will change. Now tell 
me the dream, and I ll know you can 
tell me what it means." 

‘“"Nobody on earth," the Chal¬ 
deans answered the king, "can 
tell the king what he asks. No other 
king, however great and powerful, 
has ever asked such a thing of any 
wise man, sorcerer, and Chaldean. 
“What the king asks is hard, and 
nobody else can tell the king except 


the gods who don’t live with human 
beings." 

,2 This made the king so angry and 
furious he gave the order to kill all 
the wise men in Babylon. n The 
decree went out to kill the wise men, 
and some were looking for Daniel 
and his friends in order to kill them. 

,4 Then Daniel with good sense and 
taste answered Arioch, the captain 
of the king’s executioners who had 
gone out to kill the wise men in 
Babylon. * 5 He asked Arioch. the 
king’s captain, "Why is the decree 
from the king so harsh?" Then 
Arioch explained it to Daniel. 

l6 Daniel went in and asked the 
king to give him time and he would 
tell the king the meaning. ’’Then 
Daniel went home and told his 
friends Hananiah, Mishael, and 
Azariah about it ,8 to gel them to 
ask God in heaven to be merciful 
about this secret and not let Daniel 
and his friends perish with the rest 
of the wise men in Babylon. 

’“Then in a vision at night the 
secret was revealed to Daniel. After 
that, Daniel praised the God of 
heaven. ’“Daniel said, "Praise 
God’s name from everlasting to 
everlasting because He is wise and 
powerful. z, He controls times and 
seasons, makes kings and removes 
them. He gives wisdom to the wise 
and knowledge to those who have 
understanding. 22 He reveals deep 
and secret things. He knows what is 
in the dark, and light dwells with 
Him. 23 To You, God of my fathers. 1 
give thanks and praise for giving me 
wisdom and ability and now telling 
me what we asked You; You have 
told us what the king wants to 
know." 

24 And so Daniel went in to Arioch, 
whom the king had appointed to kill 
the wise men in Babylon. He went 
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and told him. '"Don't kill the wise 
men in Babylon. Take me to the king, 
and Til teU the king the meaning." 

“Immediately Arioch hurried to 
take Daniel to the king, and he told 
him ‘Tie found a man of the cap¬ 
tive people of fudah who can tell the 
king the meaning." 

“The king asked Daniel, whose 
name was Beheshazzar. "Can you 
tell me the dream 1 saw and what it 
means?" 

*"The secret the king asks." 
Daniel answered the king, "no wise 
men. sorcerers, learned persons, 
and astrologers can teU the king. 
■But there is a God in heaven who 
reveals secrets, and He will tell 
King Nebuchadnezzar whot is going 
to happen in the last time. Your 
dream and the visions of your head 
as you lay on your bed were these. 
“You. King, were on your bed think¬ 
ing of what would happen in the 
future, and He who reveals secrets 
will tell you what it will be. ^This 
secret was revealed to me not be¬ 
cause I'm wiser than anyone else 
alive but to tell the king the meaning 
and let you know what you were 
thinking in your heart. You. King, 
saw a tall statue. “This statue, 
huge and dazzling bright, stood be¬ 
fore you. and it looked terrifying. 
“The head of this statue was fine 
gold. Its chest and arms were silver. 
Its belly and hips were bronze. 
“Its legs were iron. Its feet were 
partly iron and partly clay. “You 
were looking till a stone cut without 
human hand struck the statue on its 
iron-and-day feet and smashed 
them. “Then with one blow the 
iron. day. bronze, silver, and gold 
were smashed and became like 
chaff coining from a threshing-floor 
in summer, and the wind carried 
than away and no trace of than 


could be found. But the stone that 
struck the statue grew into a great 
mountain and filled the whole 
world. “This is the dream, and 
we'll tell the king what it means. 

*"You. King, are a king of kings to 
whom God in heaven gave the king¬ 
dom with power, strength, and 
glory. “He has put into your hands 
people, beasts, and birds in the sky 
and has made you ruler over all of 
them—you are the head of gold. 
“After you will come another king¬ 
dom lower than you: then a third, 
a kingdom, of bronze that wilt 
rule over the whole world. “And 
the fourth kingdom will be as strong 
as iron because iron smashes and 
shatters everything: like iron it will 
smash and break all these things in 
pieces. “And as you saw the feet 
and toes, partly potters* clay and 
partly iron, there will be a divideii 
•***» kingdom in which there will be some 
of the firmness of iron because you 
saw iron mixed with earthenware. 
“The toes were partly iron and part¬ 
ly clay: A part of the kingdom will be 
strong and a part will be brittle. 
“Since you saw the iron mixed with 
earthenware, they will mix by inter¬ 
marrying but will not hold together 
just as iron wun*t mix with clay. 

“"At the time of those kings the 
God of heaven will set up a kingdom 
that will never be destroyed: no 
other people will ever be permitted 
to rule over it: it will smash and 
bring to an end all these kingdoms 
and will stand forever. “Just as 
you saw a stone cut from the moun¬ 
tain without human hands and 
smashing the iron, bronze, clay, sil¬ 
ver. and gold, the great God has told 
the king what will happen in the 
future. The dream is true, and you 
can trust its meaning.*' 

“Then King Nebuchadnezzar 
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bowed down on the ground and wor¬ 
shiped Daniel and told men to offer 
him food offerings and incense. 
47 The king told Daniel. “It is certain 
vour God is God of gods, the 
Lord of kings, who can tell secrets 
because you could tell this secret.” 

“Then the king promoted Daniel, 
gave him many great gifts, and 
made him governor of the whole 
province of Babylon, and chief 
manager of all the wise men in 
Babylon. 49 Daniel asked the king to 
appoint Shadrach, Meshach. and 
Abednego over the affairs of the 
province of Babylon. But Daniel 
stayed at the king's court. 

Nebuchadnezzar’s Golden 
Statue 

King Nebuchadnezzar made a 
golden statue 90 feet high and 47 , R ; 
9 feet wide. He set it up in the 
plain of Dura in the province of *-•« 
Babylon. 2 And King Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar sent men to bring together 
the satraps, generals, governors, 
military advisers, treasurers, 
judges, sheriffs, and all the other 
officials of the provinces to come 
and dedicate the statue King Neb¬ 
uchadnezzar set up. ’Then the 
satraps, generals, governors, mili¬ 
tary advisers, treasurers, judges, 
sheriffs, and all the other officials 
of the provinces were brought to¬ 
gether to dedicate the statue King 
Nebuchadnezzar set up. and they 
stood before the statue Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar set up. 

‘The herald called out loud. 
Peoples, nations, and those of dif¬ 
ferent longuages, you are told: 
5 When you hear the sound of the 
horn, pipe. lute, lyre, harp, bagpipe, 
and any other kind of music, bow 
down and worship the golden statue 
King Nebuchadnezzar set up. 


6 And onyone who doesn’t bow down 
and worship will immediately be 
thrown into the flaming fire of a 
furnace.” 7 And so as soon as all 
the people heard the sound of the 
horn, pipe, lute, lyre. harp, and 
every other kind of music, all the 
peoples, notions, and those of dif¬ 
ferent Janguoges bowed down and 
worshiped the golden statue King 
Nebuchadnezzar set up.” 

fl When that happened, some 
Chaldeans came and slandered the 
Jews. 9 They addressed King Neb¬ 
uchadnezzar, “King, live forever! 
,0 You. King, gave an order that 
everybody who hears the sound of 
the horn, pipe, lute, lyre, harp, bag¬ 
pipe, and any other kinds of music 
should bow down and worship the 
golden statue. "And anyone who 

’ 6 M4 doesn’t bow down and worship will 

3 be thrown into the flaming fire of a

j'j»w furnace. 'There are certain Jews 
you put in charge of the work of the 
province of Babylon, Shadrach. 
Meshach, and Abednego. These 
men don’t pay any attention to you. 
King. They don’t serve your gods or 
worship the statue you set up." 

,3 Then Nebuchadnezzar, angry 
and furious, told men to bring Shad¬ 
rach. Meshach, and Abednego, and 
immediately these men were 
brought to the king. “Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar asked them, “Is it true. 
Shadrach, Meshach, and Abednego, 
you aren’t serving my gods or wor¬ 
shiping the golden statue 1 set up? 
“Are you ready, when you hear the 
sound of the horn, pipe, lute, lyre, 
harp, bagpipe, and all other kinds of 
music to bow down and worship the 
golden statue I made? If you don’t 
worship it, you will immediately be 
thrown into the flaming fire of a 
furnace. And who is the god that 
will save you from my hands?” 
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,6 Shadrach. Meshach, and 
Abednego answered King Neb¬ 
uchadnezzar, “We don’t need to an¬ 
swer your question. ,7 If our God 
whom we serve can save us from the 
furnace with its flaming fire and 
from your hands, He will save us, 
King. ,a But if He doesn’t, you 
should know. King, we won’t serve 
your gods or worship the golden 
statue you set up.” 

,9 Then Nebuchadnezzar's face 
was distorted with the rage he felt 
toward Shadrach, Meshach. and 
Abednego. and he told men to heat 
the furnace seven times hotter than 
usual. 20 He told some strong men 
of his army to tie Shadrach, Me¬ 
shach, and Abednego and throw 
them into the flaming fire of the 
furnace. z, Then these men were 
bound in their outer and inner clothes 
and caps and their other clothing and 
were thrown into the flaming fire 
of the furnace. 2Z The king’s order 
was so urgent and the furnace so 
extremely hot, those men who took 
up Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed¬ 
nego were killed by the flaming fire. 
23 So these three men, Shadrach, Me¬ 
shach, and Abednego, fell down 
bound into the flaming fire of the 
furnace. 

24 Then Nebuchadnezzar was 
amazed and sprang to his feet in 
fear and asked his ministers, 
“Didn’t we throw three bound men 
into the fire?” 

“Right, King,’’ they answered. 

““Look,” he said, “I see four men, 
not bound, walking in the middle of 
the fire, and they aren’t hurt. And 
the fourth looks like a son of God.’’ 

26 Then Nebuchadnezzar went to 
the door of the flaming furnace and 
said, “Shadrach, Meshach, and 
Abednego, servants of the Most 
High God, come out and come here.” 


Shadrach, Meshach, and Abednego 
came out of the fire. 

27 The king’s satraps, generals, 
governors, and ministers gathered 
and saw the fire had no effect on the 
bodies of these men. The hair on 
their heads wasn't singed, their 
outer clothes were the same, and 
there wasn't any smell of fire on 
them. 

2B Nebuchadnezzar said. “Praise 
the God of Shadrach, Meshach, and 
Abednego, who sent His angel and 
rescued His servants who trusted 
Him. They disobeyed the king, and 
gave up their bodies in order not to 
serve or worship any god but their 
own. w And so I order that any na¬ 
tion, tribe, or people of different 
languages who say anything bad 
about the God of Shadrach, Me¬ 
shach, and Abednego will be cut in 
pieces and their homes turned to 
ruins because there is no other god 
who can rescue like this,’’ 

30 Then the king promoted Shad¬ 
rach, Meshach, and Abednego in 
the province of Babylon. 

Nebuchadnezzar Is Humbled 

“King Nebuchadnezzar to all 
the nations, tribes, and people 
of different languages living all over 
the earth: May everything be very 
well with you! 

2 “I thought it good to tell about the 
miracles and wonders the Most 
High God did to me. 3 How great 
are His miracles, how mighty His 
wonders! He is King forever and 
rules throughout the ages. 

4 “I Nebuchadnezzar was living 
without a worry in my home and 
prospering in my palace s when I 
had a dream that frightened me. 
What I imagined on my bed and the 
visions of my head terrified me. 
fl So I ordered all the wise men in 
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Babylon to be brought to me to tell 
me what the dream meant. 7 Then 
the wise men. sorcerers, Chal¬ 
deans. and astrologers came, and I 
told them the dream, but they didn’t 
tell me what it meant. B At last 
Daniel came in. He was named Bel- 
teshazzar after my god (Bel). The 
Spirit of the holy God is in him. And 
I told him the dream: “‘Belteshaz- 
zar. head of the wise men, I know 
the Spirit of the holy God is in you. 

No secret is too hard for you. Tell 
me the visions I had in my dream 
and what it means. ,0 These are the 
visions of my head that I had on my 
bed: I saw a tree in the middle of the 
earth, and it was very tall. “The 
tree grew and got strong and tall 
enough to reach the sky and could 
be seen in the farthest part of the 
world. “It had beautiful leaves t 2 
and plenty of fruit, enough to feed US”, 
everybody. The animals in the field 31 „“V” 3 
found shade under it, and the birds L " 3 ' 9 
in the sky came to live in its 
branches. It fed every living being. 

13 “As 1 was seeing the visions of 
my head on my bed, I saw a 
guardian and a holy one come down 
from heaven. ,4 He shouted out 
loud, ‘Cut down the tree, and cut off 
its branches, strip off its leaves, and 
scatter its fruit. The animals under 
it should run away, and the birds fly 
from its branches. “But leave the 
stump with its roots in the ground. 

Leave him on a chain of iron and 
bronze in the grass in the field and 
let the dew under the sky drench 
him. And let him get his share of the 
grass on the ground with the ani¬ 
mals. ,6 Let him lose his human 
mind and be given the mind of an 
animal. And let him remain like this 
for seven seasons. “The guard¬ 
ians have decided this, and the holy 
ones have announced it that every 


living thing may know the Most High 
God has the power over human 
dominion to give it to whom He 
wants to give it, and He may put 
over it the lowest of men. “This is 
the dream I, King Nebuchadnezzar 
saw. And you, Belteshazzar, tell 
what it means because the wise men 
in my kingdom can’t tell me what it 
means, but you can because you 
have the Spirit of the holy God.” 

,9 Then Daniel, whose name was 
Belteshazzar, was stunned for a 
while, and what he was thinking 
frightened him. The king told him, 
“Belteshazzar, don’t let the dream 
and what it means terrify you.” 

“My lord,” Belteshazzar an¬ 
swered, “The dream will please 
those who hate you, and its meaning 
please your enemies. 20 The tree 
you saw growing and getting strong 
and high enough to reach the sky. 
that could be seen all over the 
world, “that has beautiful leaves 
and plenty of fruit, enough to feed 
everybody, under which the animals 
of the field come to live, and in 
whose branches the birds in the sky 
have their nests — 22 it is you. King, 
who has grown big and strong and 
great till you have reached the sky 
and rule the most distant part of the 
world. 23 And the king saw a 
guardian and a holy one come down 
from heaven, saying, ‘Cut down the 
tree and destroy it but leave the 
stump with its roots in the ground. 
Leave him on a chain of iron and 
bronze in the grass of the field and 
let the dew under the sky drench 
him and let him get his share with 
the animals in the field till seven 
seasons have passed.’ “This is 
what it means, King. The Most High 
God has decided it should happen to 
my lord, the king: “You will be 
driven from men and live with the 
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animals in the field; you will be 
made to eat grass like cattle, the 
dew under the sky will wet you. and 
seven seasons will pass over you till 
you realize the Most High God has 
power over human dominion and 
gives it to whom He wants to give 
it. "And since it was said that the 
stump was to be left with the roots 
of the tree, you are to be king again 
as soon as you realize heaven rules. 

27 ”And so. King, take my advice: 

Get rid of your sins by doing right, 
and your wrongs by having pity on 
the poor. Perhaps you will live hap¬ 
pily for a longer time.” 

28 All this happened to King Neb¬ 
uchadnezzar, ^Twelve months later 
he was walking on the wall of 
the royal palace in Babylon. 30 The 
king was moved to say. “Isn’t this 
the great Babylon and royal palace I 30 
built by my own great power and for M 
my great glory?” "While the king ,05 , 
was still speaking, a voice came <B *' i 
from heaven: “King Nebuchadnez¬ 
zar, you are told: You aren’t king 
anymore. "You will be driven 
from men and live with the animals 
in the field. You will be made to eat 
grass like cattle, and seven seasons 
will pass before you realize the 
Most High God has power over hu¬ 
man dominion and gives it to whom 
He wants to give it.” 33 Just then 
the prediction came true in regard 
to Nebuchadnezzar. He was driven 
from men and ate grass like cattle. 

Dew under open sky wet his body till 
his hair grew like eagles’ feathers 
and his nails like birds’ claws. 

"“At the end of the time I, Neb¬ 
uchadnezzar. looked up to heaven, 
my mind came back to me. and I 
blessed the Most High God. praised 
and honored Him who lives forever 
because He rules forever and is 
King throughout the ages. "All 


who live on earth are as nothing, 
and He does what He likes with the 
army of heaven and with those who 
live on the earth. There is nobody 
who can stop Him or ask Him. 'What 
are you doing?’ 

"“Just then my mind came back tm 
me; my glory and my splendor were- 
also restored to me for the honor of 
my kingdom. My ministers and my 
lords came to me for help. I was: 
again put in charge of my kingdom i 
and made extraordinarily great., 
"Now I. Nebuchadnezzar, praise, 
honor, and glorify the King of heav¬ 
en because all He does is true, and I 
His ways are right, and He can put' 
down those who act proud.” 

The Writing on the Wail 

King Belshazzar gave a big ban¬ 
quet to a thousand lords and I 
3 ' drank in front of the thousand, -As 
6 he drank the wine. Belshazzar told I 
20 men to bring the golden and silver 
utensils his grandfather Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar had taken from the temple in i 
Jerusalem so that the king, his lords., 
his wives and his concubines might , 
drink from them. 

3 And so they brought in the golden i 
utensils that had been taken fromi 
God's temple in Jerusalem, and the 
king with his wives and concubines 
drank from them. ‘They drank the 1 
wine and praised their gods of goldi 
and silver, of bronze and iron, woodi 
and stone. 

5 Just then the fingers of a man’s; 
hand appeared and wrote opposite 
the lampstand on the plaster of tin; 
wall of the king’s palace, and the 
king saw the hand that wrote. 
fi Then the king turned pale and 
his thoughts terrified him. the joints 
in his hips became loose, and his 
knees knocked against each other. 
7 The king called out loud for the 
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sorcerers, Chaldeans, astrologers, 
and the king told these wise men of 
Babylon. “Anyone who reads this 
writing and tells me what it means 
will be dressed in purple, wear a 
golden chain on his neck, and rule 
as third highest in the kingdom." 
8 When ail the king's wise men had 
come in, they couldn’t read the writ¬ 
ing or tell the king what it meant. 

Then King Belshazzar was terribly 
frightened, his face turned pale, 
and his lords were confused. 

10 What the king and his lords said 
brought the queen to the banquet 
hall. “King, live forever!” the queen 
said. “Don't let your thoughts 
frighten you, and don’t turn pale. 
’’There's a man in your kingdom 
who has the Spirit of the holy God. 

In the days of your grandfather 
enlightenment, understanding, and 
wisdom like God's wisdom was 23 n. 92 o 
found in him, and your grandfather. 

King Nebuchadnezzar, made him 
head of the wise men, sorcerers, 
Chaldeans, and astrologers. ,2 There 
was found in this Daniel whom the 
king called Belteshazzar. an un¬ 
usually fine spirit, knowledge, un¬ 
derstanding. ability to interpret 
dreams, explain riddles, solve prob¬ 
lems. Now. call Daniel, and he will 
tell what it means.” 

'Then Daniel was taken to the 
king. “You are Daniel," the king 
said to him. “one of the people of 
Judah who were taken captive and 
whom my grandfather brought from 
ludah? ,4 I’ve heard you have God’s 
Spirit, and light, understanding, 
and unusual wisdom have been 
found in you. l5 Now the wise men, 
the sorcerers, were brought to me to 
read this writing and tell me what it 
means, but they couldn’t tell what it 
means. 18 I have heard you can ex¬ 
plain such things and solve prob¬ 


lems. Now if you can read the writ¬ 
ing and tell me what it means, you 
will wear purple, a golden chain on 
your neck, and rule as third high¬ 
est in the kingdom.” 

,7 “Keep your gifts,” Daniel told 
the king, “and give your rewards to 
somebody else. I will without them 
read the writing for the king and tell 
what it means. 

,0 “You King, the Most High God 
made your grandfather Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar king and gave him greatness, 
honor, and glory. ,9 And because 
He made him great, all the nations, 
tribes, and people of different lan¬ 
guages trembled and were afraid of 
him. He killed whom He wanted to 
kill, kept alive whom He wanted to 
keep alive, honored whom He 
wanted to honor, and put down 
whom He wanted to put down. 
20 But when he felt so proud and got 
so stubborn that he was bragging, 
he was taken down from his throne, 
and his glory was taken away from 
him. 2 'He was driven away from 
people and mentally became like an 
animal, living with the wild donkeys, 
being fed grass like cattle, and his 
body was wet with dew under the 
open sky till he realized the Most 
High God has power over human 
government to put in charge of it 
anyone He wishes. zz And you, his 
grandson. Belshazzar, didn’t hum¬ 
ble yourself even though you knew 
all this. Z3 But you set yourself up 
against the Lord of heaven. The 
utensils of His temple were brought 
to you, and you, your lords, your 
wives and concubines have drunk 
wine from them and praised the 
gods of silver and go Id. of bronze, 
iron, wood, and stone, that can’t see 
or hear or know anything, and you 
didn’t honor God who holds your 
breath in His hand and to whom all 
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your ways belong. “Then He sent 
the hand and wrote this inscription. 
“This is the writing that is in¬ 
scribed: MENE, MENE. TEKEL. and 
PHARSIN. “This is what it means, 
MENE—God has counted the days 
of your kingdom and ended it. 
27 TEKEL—you have been weighed 
on a scale and found lacking. 
“PERES—your kingdom is divided 
and given to the Medes and Per¬ 
sians.'' 

“Then Belshazzar had men dress 
Daniel in purple, put a golden chain 
on his neck, and proclaim he should 
rule as third highest in the kingdom. 

“That night Belshazzar, king of 
the Chaldeans, was killed. 3, Darius. 
the Mede, was made king when he 
was 62 years old. 

Daniel in the Lions' Den 

Darius thought it good to ap¬ 
point over his kingdom 120 gov¬ 
ernors who were to be in all parts of 
the kingdom; 2 and over these were 
three ministers of whom Daniel was 
one. Those governors were to report 
to them so that the king wouldn't 
suffer any loss. 

3 Then this Daniel distinguished 
himself above the other ministers 
and the governors because there 
was an unusually fine Spirit in him: 
and the king thought of setting him 
over the whole kingdom. 4 Then the 
other ministers and the governors 
tried to find something to accuse 
Daniel of. something in regard to the 
work in the kingdom, but they 
couldn't find any reason to complain 
or any fault, because he could be 
trusted and no neglect or fault could 
be found in him. 5 “We'll find noth¬ 
ing to accuse this Daniel of,” these 
men said, ‘‘unless we find it in re¬ 
gard to the rules by which he wor¬ 
ships God.” 


6 And so these ministers and gov^ 
ernors came rushing to the king, 
“King Darius, live forever!” they 
said to him. 7 ‘“All the ministers ofe 
the kingdom, generals, governors. 1 
counselors, and administrators 
have planned to have the king pass 
a law and enforce a decree that 
anyone who for 30 days asks fon 
anything from any god or man ex-> 
cept from you. King, should be 
thrown into the lions’ den. “Nowj 
King, issue an order in writing ac 
cording to the law of the Medes ano 
Persians that can't be canceled.’ 
9 And so Darius signed the writing 
with the decree. 

“When Daniel heard the writing 
had been signed, he went to his 
home, which had windows in its 
upper room open toward Jerusalem 
and he got down on his knees three 
times a day to pray to his God anc 
praise Him just as he had done be 
fore. 

’’Then those men rushed in anc 
found Daniel praying and pleading 
before his God. “And then the* 
went and talked to the king abou 
his decree: “Didn't you sign a d© 
cree that every man who for 30 day: 
asks anything from any god or man 
except from you. King, will be 
thrown into the lions' den?" 

“That's true,” the king answered 
“according to the law of the Mede- 
and Persians that can't be can 
celed." 

““Daniel,” they answered himi 
“one of the people who were taker 
away captive from Judah, pays nc 
attention to you. King, or the decree 
you signed. Every day he pray; 
three times.” 

“The king was very displeased tc 
hear this and planned to save 
Daniel and tried hard till sunset U 
rescue him. 
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"Then those men rushed to the 
king. '‘Remember. King,” they told 
him. “the Medes and Persians have 
a law that no decree or law the king 
makes can be changed." 

"So the king gave the order, and 
Daniel was brought and thrown into 
the lions' den. “May your God," the 
king told Daniel, "whom you always 
worship save you!" 

17 A stone was brought and laid 
over the opening of the den, and the 
king sealed it with his ring and with 
the rings of his lords so that nothing 
in regard to Daniel would be 
changed. 

'"Then the king went to his palace 
and spent the night without eating. 
Nothing was brought to him to en¬ 
tertain him; and he couldn’t sleep. 6 
,9 At dawn, as soon as it was light. 
the king got up and hurried to the ” 
lions’ den. 20 As he came near the 27 2 Tm4U 
den where Daniel was. the king 2 R.n 
called Daniel with a loud voice: ’oW™ 
"Daniel, you servant of the living 46B,n? 
God. was God. whom you always 
worship, able to save you from the 
lions?” 

J1 Then Daniel spoke to the king: 

“King, live forever: 22 My God sent 
His angel and shut the lions' 
mouths, and they didn't hurt me, 
because I was innocent before Him 
—yes. you too know. King, I haven’t 
done anything wrong.” 

n Then the king was very glad and 
had Daniel taken out of the den. 

When he was taken out of the den, 
he was found to be completely un¬ 
harmed because he trusted his God. 

24 The king ordered those men who 
had viciously accused Daniel to be 
brought, and they, their children, 
and their wives were thrown into 
the lions’ den, and before they 
touched the bottom of the den. the 


lions grabbed them and crushed all 
their bones. 

2s Then King Darius wrote to ail 
the nations, tribes, and people of 
different languages living all over 
the world: “May everything be very 
well with you! 26 I am making a de¬ 
cree: In every part of my kingdom 
people should tremble with fear be¬ 
fore Daniel's God. He is the God who 
lives and continues /orever, and His 
kingdom will never be overthrown; 
He will rule to the end. 27 He saves 
and rescues and does miracles and 
wonders in heaven and on earth. He 
saved Daniel from the lions. ’' 

28 This same Daniel prospered 
while Darius was king, and also 
while Cyrus, the Persian, was king. 

Four Animals and the Son of 
Man 

In the first year of Belshaz¬ 
zar. king of Babylon, Daniel in 
a dream had visions in his head 
while lying on his bed. Then he 
wrote down the dream and told the 
main parts of it. 

2 ”In my visions at night,” Daniel 
said, ”1 saw the four winds of the 
sky stirring up The Great Sea. 1 And 
four big animals came out of the sea 
different from one another. 4 The 
first was like a lion but had the 
wings of an eagle. I watched till its 
wings were plucked off and it was 
lifted up from the ground and made 
to stand on two feet like a man and 
was given a human mind. 5 I saw a 
second and different animal, like a 
bear, and raised on one side. It had 
three ribs in its mouth between its 
teeth. 6 And it was told, “Get up, 
devour much flesh.” After this I saw 
there was another like a leopard 
with four wings of a bird on its 
sides. The animal also had four 
heads. And it was given power to 
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rule. 7 After this I saw in the 
visions during the night a fourth 
animal, dreadful, terrifying, and 
extraordinarily strong. It had big 
iron teeth. and it devoured, 
crushed, and tramped underfoot 
what was left. It acted differently 
from all the other animals that were 
before it. and it had ten horns. 

B While I was watching the horns, 
there came up among them another 
horn, a little one. and it plucked out 
three of the first horns. This horn 
had eyes like human eyes and a 
mouth talking proud things. 

9 J was watching till thrones were m. m 
placed and Ancient of Days sat down. 8 rI'u'I ' 
His clothes as white as snow and JSmI" 
the hair on His head like pure wool. ISU'jou 
His throne was fiery flames and its m,$« 
wheels a b lazAng fire. ,n A stream ilSLSS 
of fire flowed, coming from Him. 
Thousands upon thousands served " v “ „ 
Him, and ten thousand times ten ,«rV,V,, 
thousand stood before Him. The \l TcoYi 
court sat in judgment, and the books 
were opened. 

"1 was watching then because the 21 7 

horn had said such proud things. I 
kept watching till the animal was 24 2 B ° ¥ V 6 ” 5 
killed and its body destroyed. 25Bv,2M 
handed over to be burned in fire. 

12 As for the rest of the animals, their 
power to rule was taken away, but 
they were allowed to live longer for 
a season and a time. 

n In the visions during the night I 
saw One coming with the clouds of 
the heavens like the Son of Man. and 
He came to Ancient of Days and was 
presented before Him. ,4 And He 
was given glory, power to rule, and a 
kingdom, so that all peoples, na¬ 
tions. and those of every language 
should serve Him. His authority is 
everlasting and will not pass away, 
and His kingdom one that will not be 
destroyed. 


l5 As for me. Daniel —within me 
my spirit was anxious and the 
visions in my head frightened me. 
,fi I went to one of those standing 
there and asked him for the truth 
about all this. So he told me and 
gave me its meaning: ,7 "These big 
animals, of which there are four, 
are four kings rising out of the earth. 
1H But the holy people of the Most 
High God will get the kingdom and 
keep the kingdom forever and ever. ' 
,9 Then 1 wanted to know the trulh 
about the fourth animal, so different 
from all the others, very terrifying, 
with iron teeth and bronze claws, it 
devoured and crushed, tramping un¬ 
derfoot what was left; “and about 
the ten horns on its head and the 
other horn that came up and before 
which three horns fell. The horn 
had eyes and a mouth talking big 
things, and it looked bigger than the 
others. 2 T saw this horn fighting 
against the holy people and winning 
over them “till Ancient of Days 
came and decided what was right 
for the holy people of the Most High 
God and the time came when the 
holy people got the kingdom. 

n "The fourth animal,” he said, 
"will be the fourth kingdom on earth, 
different from all other kingdoms. It 
will devour the whole world, tramp 
on it. and crush it. 24 As for the ten 
horns —out of this kingdom ten kings 
will rise. And another will rise after 
them. It will be different from those 
that were before it and will put 
down three kings. “He will talk 
against the Most High God and wear 
out the holy people of the Most High 
and plan to change seasons and the 
law, and they will be put in his 
hands for a season and seasons and 
half a season. “But the court will 
sit in judgment, and his power to 
rule will be taken away to be con-

sumed and destroyed forever. 77 And 
the dominion, power, and greatness 
of the kingdoms all over the world 
will be given to the holy people of 
the Most High God. Their kingdom is 
everlasting, and all other authorities 
will serve and obey them." 

2 "Here is the end of the matter. As 
for me. Daniel —my thoughts 
frightened me very much, and I 
turned pale but kept this in my 
mind. 

The Ram and the He-Goat 

In the third year of King Bel¬ 
shazzar's rule I, Daniel, saw a 
vision, after the one I saw earlier. 
? This is what I saw: In my vision I 
was in Susa, the capital, in the prov¬ 
ince of Elam. In the vision I saw 
myself at the Ulai river. *1 looked 
up and saw a single ram standing 27 ^ c s ° 
alongside the river. It had two 204 
horns, both of them high, but one '»«, i 
was higher than the other, and was 
growing behind it. 4 I saw the ram 
pushing west, north, and south, and 
no animal could stand before him, 
and nobody could escape from his 
power. He did anything he pleased 
and grew very great. 

s As I was watching closely, there 
was a he-goat coming from the west 
over the whole world without touch¬ 
ing the ground, and the goat had a 
horn standing prominently between 
his eyes. 6 He was coming toward 
the two-horned ram I saw standing 
alongside the river. With his furious 
power he ran at him. 7 I saw him 
coming closer to the ram and in a 
bitter rage attack him. He struck the 
ram and smashed both of his horns.

6 We didn’t listen to You/ 
servants, the prophets, who spoko 
in Your name to our kings, our of 
ficers, our fathers, and all (hr 
people of the country. 7 You, Lord 
are righteous, but we blush with 
shame today, we, the men of Judali 
18 those who live in Jerusalem, and all 
16 Israel near and far, in all the coun 
tries where You have driven thorn 
because they have been disloyal to 
You. ®Lord, we blush with 
shame—our kings, our leaders, and 
our fathers—because we have sinned 
against You. 9 But the Lord our God 
is merciful and forgives although wo 
have rebelled against Him. ,0 Wu 
didn’t listen to the LORD our God 
and live according to the law He 
laid before us by His servants, the 
prophets. "All Israel has broken 
Your law, refused to listen to You.

,6 Now listen to what the LORD 
says: “You say, ‘Don’t prophesy 
against Israel, and don’t preach 
against Isaac’s people.’ ,7 Just for 
that the LORD says this: 'your wife 
will be a prostitute in the city, and 
the sword will kill your sons and 
daughters. And your land will be 
divided by a measuring line. You 
will die in an unclean country, and

They now knew he was running 
away from the LORD, because he 
told them. "“What should we do 
with you to make the sea calm down 
for us?” they asked him.

"Then the men of Nineveh be¬ 
lieved God and announced a fast 
and dressed in sackcloth from the 
greatest to the least. "When the 
news came to the king of Nineveh, 
he got up from his throne, put off his 
robe, put on sackcloth, and sat in 
ashes.

Jonah's Anger and God's 
Answer 

Jonah didn’t like this at all 
and got angry. 2 He prayed to 
the LORD: “Now, LORD, isn’t this 
what 1 said when I was still in my 
own country. So I went and fled to 
Tarshish. 3 I knew You are gra¬ 
cious, merciful, patient, and very 
kind, and You regret to bring on 
disaster. And now, LORD, take my 
life—I’d rather die than live.” 

‘“Is it right for you to be angry?” 
the LORD asked. 

"But Jonah left the city and stayed 
east of the city and made himself a 
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booth there and sat under it in its 
shade till he would see what would 
happen in the city. ‘The LORD God 
had a plant grow up over Jonah to 
serve as a shade over his head to 
keep him from suffering, and Jonah 
delighted very much in the plant. 
7 But when the next day dawned.

‘Then the LORD of armies told 
me: 5 “Say to all the people of the 
land and the priests: When you 
fasted and mourned in the fifth and 
seventh month these 70 years, did 
you really fast for Me? “When you 
ate and drank, didn’t you do the eat¬ 
ing and drinking? 7 Isn*t this what 
the LORD announced through the 
former prophets’ hands when peo¬ 
ple were living peacefully in Jerusa¬ 
lem and the towns around her, and 
in the Negeb and the foot-hills?” 

“The word of the LORD came to 
Zechariah: 9 “The LORD of armies 
says this: 'Give true justice, be kind 
and merciful to one another, 
'“don't mistreat a widow, orphan, 
stranger or poor person. And in 
your hearts don't plan to do each 
other horm. * 

"But they refused to listen, 


turned a stubborn shoulder, and 
shut their ears so they wouldn’t 
hear. ,2 They made their hearts 
hard as flint so they couldn’t hear 
the teaching, namely the words the 
LORD of armies sent by His Spirit 
through the former prophets. So the 
LORD of armies got very angry.

Because the LORD is a witness 
between you and the wife of your 
youth, to whom you are unfaithful 
although she is bound to you and is 
your wife by solemn covenant. 
"Did not the one God make her 7 
Her flesh and spirit belong to Him. 
And what does the one God want 
but godly offspring. Then watch 
your own spirit and don't be dis¬ 
loyal to the wife of your youth. 

,6 ”You see. I hate divorce.” says 
the LORD the God of Israel. ”1 hate 
him who does violence to the 
sanctity of marriage.” 1 * says the 
LORD of armies. “Keep watch over 
your spirit and don’t be unfaithful.' 

,7 You have made the LORD tired 
with your talk. Still you ask. “How 
have we made Him tired of us?” 

By your saying of all who do 
wrong. “The LORD considers them 
good; He delights in them.” If that is 
so. where is the God of Justice? 

The Day of the LORD ’S Coming 

“I am going to send My mes¬ 
senger to prepare a way for Me. 
And the Lord whom you're looking 
for will suddenly come to His tem-

The Wise Men 

2 Jesus was born in Bethlehem in 
Judea when Herod was king. 

Then Wise Men came from the east 
to Jerusalem. “‘Where is the Child 
who was bom King of the Jews?” 
they asked. “We saw His star rise 
and have come to worship Him.” 

^When King Herod heard about 
this, he became alarmed and all 
Jerusalem with him. 4 He called 
together all of the people’s ruling 
priests and men trained in the 
Bible and tried to find out from 
them where the promised Christ 
was to be bom.

45 5 Jesus sent these twelve out with 
the following instructions: "Don’t go 
among the Gentiles or into any town 
of the Samaritans. 6 But go to the 
lost sheep of Israel. 7 As you go. 
preach, ‘The kingdom of heaven is 
here.’ ®Heal the sick, raise the 
dead, cleanse lepers, drive out 
devils. Give these things as you 
received them—without pay. 

9 ‘‘Don’t take any gold, silver, or 
copper money along in your 
pockets, ,0 and no bag for the way. 
Don’t take two tunics, or shoes, or a 
stick—a worker earns his keep. 

""When you go into any town or 
village, look for a person there who 
is deserving, and stay with him till 
you leave. "When you go into a 
home, greet it. ,3 If the home is 
deserving, let your peace come on it. 
But if it’s unworthy, let your peace 
come back to you. ,4 If anyone 
doesn’t welcome you or listen to 
what you say, leave that house or 
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town, and shake the dust off your 
feet. ,S I tell you the truth, on 
judgment Day it will be easier for the 
land of Sodom and Gomorrah than 
for that town. 

,t ’“You see. I’m sending you like 
sheep among wolves. So be shrewd 
as snakes and innocent as doves. 
' Be on vour guard against men, 
because they’ll hand you over to 
their courts and whip you in their 
places of worship. ,8 0n My ac¬ 
count you’ll be dragged before 
governors and kings to testify to 
them and to the nations. ’’But 
when they hand you over to the 
authorities, don’t worry how you'll 
speak or what you’ll say.

28 Don’t 
be afraid of those who kill the body 
and can’t kill the soul, but fear Him 
who can destroy soul and body in 
hell.

^“Anyone who welcomes you 
welcomes Me; and anyone who 
welcomes Me welcomes Him who 
sent Me. "Anyone who welcomes 
a prophet because he is a prophet 
will get a prophet’s reward. Anyone 
who welcomes a righteous man 
because he is righteous will get a 
righteous man’s reward. "Anyone 
who will give one of these little ones 
just a cup of cold water because he is 
My disciple, I tell you, will certainly 
not lose his reward.’’ 
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n After Jesus finished giving 
His twelve disciples these 
instructions, He went on from there 
to teach and preach in their towns. 

About John

When they were leaving, Jesus 
talked to the crowds about John: 

”What did you go out into the 
wilderness to see—a reed shaken by 
the wind? What, then, did you go .o^m 1 
out to see—a man dressed in soft 23 “ 14 1 
robes? Those who wear soft robes 
you’ll find in the palaces of kings. 

9 ”What, then, did you go out 
for—to see a prophet? Let Me assure 
you, he’s even more than a prophet. 

,0 This is the one of whom it is 
written: 7 will send My messenger 
ahead of You to prepare Your way 
before You.’ n I tell you the truth, 
there never has appeared a woman’s 
son greater than John the Baptizer. 

Yet the least in the kingdom of 
heaven is greater than John. “From 
the time of John the Baptizer till now 
the kingdom of heaven has been 
suffering violence, and violent men 
are trying to take it by force. “All 
the prophets and the Law prophe¬ 
sied up to the time of John, ,4 but he 
(are you willing to accept it?) is the 
Elijah who has to come. “If you 
can hear, listen! 

““How should I picture the 
people of this age?

children sitting in the marketplace:

Jesus 
healed him so that he could talk and 
see. 

“The people were all amazed. 
“Could this be the Son of David?” 
they asked. 24 When the Pharisees 
heard about it. they said, “He can 
drive out the devils only with the 
help of Beelzebul, who rules over 
the devils.” 

“Knowing what they were think¬ 
ing, Jesus said to them, “If one part 
of any kingdom fights another, it 
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loses its people. And if one part of 
any town or home fights another, it 
will not stand. "If the devil drives 
out the devil, he’s fighting against 
himself. How then will his kingdom 
stand? HMow if Beelzebul helps 
Me drive out the devils, who helps 
your sons drive them out? That’s 
why they’ll be your judges. "But if 
God’s Spirit helps Me drive out the 
devils, then God’s kingdom has 
come to you. "How can anyone go 
into a strong man’s house and take 
away his goods without first tying 
the strong man up? After that he’ll 
rob his house. 

"“Anyone who’s not with Me is 
against Me. and anyone who doesn't 
help Me gather scatters. "So I tell 
you, any sin or slander will be 
forgiven, but slandering the Spirit 
will not be forgiven. "Anyone who 
talks against the Son of Man will be 
forgiven, but anyone who talks 
against the Holy Spirit will not be 
forgiven in this world or the next. 

"“Either the tree is good, and then 
its fruit is good. Or the tree is bad, 
and then its fruit is bad. You can tell 
a tree by its fruit. "Brood of snakes, 
how can you who are so evil say 
anything good? What you say flows 
from your hearts. "A good man 
produces good things from the good 
stored in him, but an evil man 
produces evil from the evil stored in 
him. "But I tell you, on Judgment 
Day people will have to give an 
account of every useless word they 
say. "By your words you'll be 
acquitted, and by your words you'll 
be condemned.” 

The Sign of Jonah 

"Then some Bible scholars and 
Pharisees said. “Teacher, we want 
You to show us some wonderful 
proof.” 


"“The wicked and unfaithful 
people of today are looking for a 
proof,” He answered them, "but the 
only proof they’ll get is the prophet 
Jonah. "As Jonah was in the belly 
of the big fish three days, so the Son 
of Man will be in the besom of the 
earth three days. "The men of 
Nineveh will rise up in the }udg- 
ment with these people and con¬ 
demn them, because they repented 
when Jonah preached; now look. 
One greater than Jonah is here. 
"The queen from the south will rise 
up in the Judgment with these peo¬ 
ple and condemn them, because 
she came from the ends of the earth 
to hear Solaman’s wisdom; now look. 
One greater than Solomon is here. 

"'‘When an unclean spirit comes 
out of a man, he goes through dry 
places looking for a place to rest but 
,i 7 doesn’t find any. "Then he says. 
‘I’ll go back to the home 1 left.’ He 
comes and finds it empty, swept, 
and decorated. "Then he goes and 
takes home with him seven other 
spirits worse than himself, and they 
go in and live there. In the end that 
man is worse than he was before. 
That’s what will happen to the 
wicked people of today.” 

The Mother and Brothers of 
Jesus 

"He was still talking to the people 
when His mother and brothers were 
standing outside wanting to talk to 
Him "“Your mother and Your 
brothers are standing outside,” 
somebody told Him, “and want to 
talk to You.” 

"“Who is My mother,” He asked 
the man that told Him, “and who are 
My brothers?" "Pointing with His 
hand to His disciples. He said. 
“These are My mother and My 
brothers. "If you do what My 
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Father in heaven wants, you are My 
brother and sister and mother.” 

The Sower 

That same day jesus left the 
house and sat down by the 
lake. 2 But so many people gathered 
around Him that He stepped into a 
boat and sat there while all the 
people stood on the shore. 'Then 
He told them many things in 
parables. 

4 “A sower went out to sow.” He 
said. ”As he was sowing, some seed 
fell along the road, and the birds 
came and ate it. 5 Some seed fell on 
rocky ground, where it didn’t have 
much soil. Because the soil wasn’t 
deep, the seed came up quickly. 
"When the sun rose, it was scorched, 
and because it had not taken root, it 
withered. 7 Some seed fell on 
thorns, and the thorns grew up and 14 I5 ’- 
choked it. "But some seed fell on 
good ground and produced grain, 
some a hundred, some sixty, and 
some thirty times as much as was 
sown. 9 You have ears to hear; then 
listen.” 

"The disciples came to Him. 
“Why are You talking to them in 
parables?” they asked Him. 

"“You are given the privilege to 
know the secrets of the kingdom of 
heaven,” He answered, “but it isn’t 
given to the others. ,2 lf you have 
something, you’ll be given more, 
and so you’ll get more and more. But 
if you don’t have what you should 
have, even what you have will be 
taken away from you. ,3 I talk to 
them in parables because they see 
and yet don't see, and hear and yet 
don’t hear or understand. ,4 In them 
more and more Isaiah’s prophecy is 
coming true: 

You will hear but never under¬ 
stand; 


you will look but never see. 

15 These people have become dull 
at heart 

and hard of hearing 
and have shut their eyes, 
so that their eyes will never see, 
their ears never hear, 
or their hearts understand, 
and they will never turn to Me and 
let Me heal them. 

'““Blessed are your eyes because 
they see and your ears because they 
hear. ,7 Let Me assure you, many 
prophets and righteous people 
longed to see what you see and 
didn’t see it, to hear what you hear 
and didn't hear it. 

'"“Listen to what the parable of the 
sower means. ’"When anyone hears 
the message of the Kingdom but 
doesn’t understand it, the evil one 
comes and takes away what was 
sown in his heart. That is what was 
sown along the road. 20 In another 
the seed falls on rocky ground. He’s 
one who welcomes the Word with 
joy as soon as he hears it, 2t bul it 
doesn’t take root in him. He believes 
for a while, but as soon as the Word 
brings him trouble or persecution, 
he falls away. 22 In another the seed 
is sown among thorns. He’s one who 
hears the Word, but the worry of the 
world and the deceitful pleasure of 
riches choke the Word, and it can’t 
produce anything. 2J But in another 
the seed is sown on good ground. 
He’s one who continues to hear and 
understand the Word and so goes on 
producing good things, one a 
hundred, another sixty, and another 
thirty times as much as was sown.” 

Weeds in the Wheat 

24 Jesus pictured it to them another 
way: “The kingdom of heaven is like 
a man who sowed good seed in his 
field. 25 But while people were

sleeping, his enemy came and 
sowed weeds among the wheat and 
went away. “When the wheat 
came up and formed kernels, then 
the weeds showed up too. 

27 “The owner’s slaves came to him 
and asked him, ‘Master, didn’t you 
sow good seed in your field? Where 
did the weeds come from?’ 

2fl,< ‘An enemy did that,’ he told 
them. 

“‘Do you want us to go and pull 
them out?’ the slaves asked him. 

29 “ ‘No,’ he said, ‘if you pull out the 
weeds, you may pull up the wheat 
with them. “Let both grow together 
till the harvest. When the grain is 
cut, I will tell the reapers, “Gather 
the weeds first, and tie them in 
bundles to be burned, but bring the 
wheat into my barn.””’ 

A Mustard Seed and Yeast 

31 He pictured it to them another 
way: “The kingdom of heaven is like 
a mustard seed a man took and 
sowed in his field. 32 It’s the small¬ 
est of all seeds, but when it has 
grown, it’s the largest of the garden 
plants; it becomes a tree big enough 
for the birds to come and nest in its 
branches. ” 

33 He pictured it to them another 
way: “The kingdom of heaven is like 
yeast a woman took and mixed into 
a bushel of flour till it was all 
fermented.’’ 

34 Jesus used parables to tell the 
crowds all these things. He wouldn’t 
tell them anything without a 
parable, 35 so that what the prophet 
said would come true: 

I will open My mouth to speak in 
parables, 

l will tell what has been hidden 
since the world was made. 


The Meaning of the Weeds in 
the Wheat 

“When Jesus had dismissed the 
people and gone into the house, His 
disciples came to Him and said, 
“Tell us what the parable of the 
weeds in the field means.’’ 

37 “The sower who sows the good 
seed," He answered, “is the Son of' 
Man. “The field is the world. The 
good seed are the sons of the 
kingdom. The weeds are the sons of 
the evil one. “The enemy who 
sowed them is the devil. The harvest 
is the end of the world. The reapers 
are the angels. 40 As the weeds are 
gathered and burned, so it will be at' 
the end of the world. "The Son of 
Man will send His angels, and they 
will take out of His kingdom those

The Treasure, the Pearl, and 
the Fish 

44 “The kingdom of heaven is like a 
treasure buried in a field. When a 
man found it, he buried it again and 
was so delighted with it he went and 
sold everything he had and bought 
that field. 

45 “Here’s another picture of the 
kingdom of heaven: A dealer was 
looking for fine pearls. “When he 
found a very expensive pearl, he 
went and sold everything he had 
and bought it. 

47 “Again, the kingdom of heaven is- 
like a net that was let down into the 
lake, and it gathered all kinds of 
fish. “When it was full they pulled 
it on the shore, sat down, and picked 
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out the good fish and put them in 
containers but threw the bad ones 
away. 49 So it will be at the end of 
the world. The angels will go out 
and separate the wicked from the 
righteous “and throw them into 
the fiery furnace, where they will cry 
and grind their teeth. 

'“‘Did you understand all this?” 

“Yes,'’ they answered. 

S2 “And so every Bible student 
trained for the kingdom of heaven,” 
He told them, “is like the owner of a 
house who brings out of his 
storeroom new things and old.” 

“When Jesus had finished these 
parables, He left that place. 

His Last Visit to Nazareth 

s “He went to His hometown and 
taught the people in their synagog in 
such a way they were amazed. 
“Where did He get this wisdom and 
the power to do these miracles?” 
they asked. ““Isn’t He the carpen¬ 
ter’s son? Isn’t His mother’s name 
Mary, and aren't James, Joseph, 
Simon, and Judas His brothers? 
“And aren’t all His sisters here with 
us? Where did He get all this?” 
v So they turned against Him. 

“A prophet is without honor only 
in his hometown and in his family,” 
Jesus told them. “Their unbelief 
kept Him from doing many great 
works there. 

Herod Kills John 

At that time Herod, the 
governor, heard the news 
about Jesus. 2 “This is John the 
Baptizer!” he told his servants. 
“He's risen from the dead, and that’s 
why these powers are working in 
Him.” 

’Herod had arrested John, bound 
him. and put him in prison on 
account of Herodias, the wife of his 


brother Philip, “because John was 
telling him, “It isn’t right for you to 
have her.” s Herod wanted to kill 
him but was afraid of the people 
because they considered John a 
prophet. 

6 When Herod’s birthday was cele¬ 
brated, the daughter of Herodias 
danced before the guests. Herod was 
so delighted with her 7 he swore to 
give her anything she might ask for. 

"Urged on by her mother, she said, 
“Give me here on a platter the head 
of John the Baptizer.” 

“Then the king felt sorry. But he 
had sworn to do it, and there were 
the guests—so he ordered it given to 
her. ,0 He sent and had John’s head 
cut off in prison. "And his head 
was brought on a platter and given to 
the girl, who took it to her mother. 

"John’s disciples came and took 
his body away and buried it. Then 
they went and told Jesus. 

Jesus Feeds Five Thousand 

"When Jesus heard about John, He 
left in a boat and went to a deserted 
place to be alone. The people heard 
of it and followed Him on foot from 
the towns. '“When Jesus stepped 
out of the boat, He saw a big crowd. 
He fell sorry for them and healed 
their sick. 

,s In the evening the disciples came 
to Him. “This is a deserted place,” 
they said, “and it’s late. Send the 
crowds away to the villages to buy 
themselves some food.” 

,6 “They don’t need to go away,” 
Jesus answered them. “You give 
them something to eat.” 

"“All we have here is five loaves 
and two fish,” they told Him. 

'““Let Me have them,” He said. 

'*He ordered the people to sit 
down on the grass. Then taking the 
five loaves and the two fish and 
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looking up to heaven. He blessed 
them. Breaking the loaves. He gave 
them to the disciples, and they gave 
them to the people. ‘"All of them 
ate and had a hearty meal. They 
picked up the pieces that were 
left—twelve baskets full. 

•'Some five thousand men had 
eaten, not counting women and 
children. 

fesus Walks on Water 

•■Jesus quickly made the disciples 
get into the boat and go on ahead to 
the other side while He dismissed 
the people. -'After sending them 
away. He went up the hill to be 
alone and pray. When it got late. He 
was there alone. 

“The boat, now many hundred 
yards from the shore, was troubled 
by the waves because the wind was 
against them. 

“Toward morning He came to a °\ 
them, walking on the lake. “When 
the disciples saw Him walking on 
the lake, they were terrified. “It’s a 
ghost," they said, and they cried out 
in terror. 

“Immediately He talked to them. 
‘‘Have courage," He said. "It is I. 
Don’t be afraid." 

“‘‘Lord, if it's You," Peter an¬ 
swered Him, "order me to come to 
You on the water." 

“"Come," He said. So Peter got 
out of the boat, walked on the water, 
and went toward Jesus.

5 But you say, ‘Whoever tells his 
father or mother, "I’m giving God 
anything by which I might help 
you," doesn’t have to honor his 
father.’ 6 For the sake of your rules 
you have set aside what God has 
said. ’Hypocrites, Isaiah was right 
when he prophesied about you: 
"These people honor Me with their 
lips, but their hearts are far away 
from Me. 9 They worship Me in 
vain, teaching for doctrines rule s 
which are on/y human." 

,0 Then He called the people and 
told them: "Listen to Me and 
understand this: "What comes into 
his mouth doesn’t make a person 
unclean, but what goes out of his 
mouth makes him unclean." 

“Then the disciples came to Him. 
"Do you know the Pharisees were

20 These are the things 
that make a person unclean. But 
eating without washing your hands 
doesn’t make you unclean.” 

A Non-Jewish Woman 

2, Leaving that place, Jesus went 
away to the neighborhood of Tyre 
and Sidon. 

“There was a Canaanite woman of 
that territory who came out and 
called. “Have pity on me, Lord, Son 
of David! A devil is making my 
daughter miserable.” 

“But He didn’t answer her a word.

yeast of the Pharisees and Saddu-

7 As they were arguing about this, 
they mentioned, “We didn’t take 
any bread.” 

8 Aware of what was going on, 
Jesus asked, “Why are you arguing 
about not having any bread? You 
have so little faith! q Don’t you 
understand vet, and don’t you 
remember the five loaves for the five 
thousand and how many baskets full 
you picked up? 10 Or the seven 
loaves for the four thousand and 
how many baskets full you picked 
up? "Why don’t you see I wasn’t 
talking to you about bread? But 


beware of the yeast of the Pharisees 
and Sadducees!” 

"Then they understood He didn’t 
warn them against the yeast in bread 
but against the teaching of the 
Pharisees and Sadducees. 

“You Are the Son of God ” 

"When Jesus came to the neigh¬ 
borhood of Caesarea Philippi. He 
asked His disciples. “Who do people 
say the Son of Man is?" 

"“Some say John the Baplizer,” 
they answered, “others Elijah, still 
others Jeremiah, or one of the? 
prophets.” 

"“Who do you say I am?” He 
asked them. 

l8 “You are the promised Christ,” 
Simon Peter answered, “the Son of 
the living God!” 

"“Blessed are you. Simon, son of 
John.” Jesus answered him. “be¬ 
cause no flesh and blood, but Mv 
Father in heaven has revealed this to 
you. ,8 I tell you, you are Peter, and 
on this rock I will build My Church, 
and the forces of hell will not 
overpower it. "I will give you the 
keys of the kingdom of heaven.

You’re tempting 
Me to sin, because you're not 
thinking what God thinks but what 
men think.” 

Take the Cross 

"Then Jesus said to His disciples, 
“If vou want to follow Me, deny 
vourself, take up your cross, and 
come with Me. "If you want to 
save your soul, you will lose it. But if 
you will lose your soul for Me, you 
will find it. "What good will it do 
you to win the whole world and lose 
your soul? Or what would you give 
to buy back your soul? 27 The Son of 
Man is going to come with His 
angels in His Father's glory, and ” 
then He will give each one accord¬ 
ing to what he has done . "Let Me 
assure you, there are some standing u 
here who will never taste death till 
they see the Son of Man coming to 
rule as King.” 

[esus Shows His Glory 

After six days Jesus took 
with Him Peter, James, and 
John, the brother of James, and led 
them up a high mountain to be alone 
with them. 

2 He was transfigured before them. 
His face shone like the sun. and His 
clothes became as white as light. 
'And there Moses and Elijah ap¬ 
peared to them and were talking 
with Him. 

4 “Lord,” Peter said to Jesus, “it’s 
good for us to be here. If You wish.

Peter went into the house, but 
before he could speak, Jesus asked 
him, "What do you think, Simon? 
From whom do the kings of the 
world collect toll or tax—from their 
children or from other people?”

"Then the children are free,” Jesus 
told him. “"But we don't want to 
give them a reason to think wrong of 
us.

Do I Lead Others to Sin ? 

*"If anyone leads into sin one of 
these little ones who believe in Me. 
it would be better for him to have a 
big millstone hung around his neck 
and be drowned in the lake where 
it's deep, ^oe to the world 
because it tempts people to sin! 
Temptations to sin must come, but 
woe to that man who tempts others 
to sin! 

•“If vour hand or your foot makes 
you sin, cut it off and throw it away.

And the 
wedding hall was filled with guests.

Z3 On that day some Sadducees, 
who say the dead don’t rise, came to 
Him with this question: 24 “Teach- 
er, Moses said: If anyone dies 
childless, his brother should marry 
his widow and have children for his 
brother. “Now, there were seven 
brothers among us. The first married 
and died, and since he had no 
children, he left his widow to his 
brother. “The second brother did 
the same, and so did the third and 
the rest of the seven. "Last of all 
the woman died. “Now, when they 
rise from the dead, which of the 
seven will be her husband? You 
know they all married her.”

41 While the Pharisees were still 
together, Jesus asked them, 
42 “What do you think of the 
promised Savior? Whose Son is 
He?” 

“David’s,” they answered Him. 

43 He asked them, “Then how can 
David by the Spirit call Him Lord?

Lord, 4 Sit at My right till I put Your 
enemies under Your feet. ’ 4S Now, if 
David calls Him Lord, how can He 
be his Son?” 

“Nobody could answer Him, and 
after that nobody dared to ask Him 
another question. 
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Beware! 

Then Jesus said lo the crowd 
and to His disciples: 

’‘The Bible experts and the 
Pharisees sit in Moses' seat. 3 Do 
everything they tell you. and follow 
it; but don’t do what they do. 
because they don't do what they 
say. They tie together heavy loads 
that are hard to carry and lay them 
on the shoulders of others, but they 
won’t raise a finger to move them. 

’“They do everything in order to 
be seer, by others. They make their 
ph ylacteries broad and the tassels of 
their garments long> They like 
the places of honor at dinners and 
the front seats in svnagogs, 7 to be 
greeted in the marketplaces and 
have people call them rabbi. "But 
don’t you let them call you rabbi, 
because you have only one Teacher, 
and you are all brothers. "And 
don’t call anyone on earth your 
father; you have only one Father, 
and He is in heaven. ’"Don’t have 
others call you teachers; you have 
only one Teacher, and that is 
Christ. "The greatest among you 
will be one who serves you. ,J If you 
honor yourself, you will be hum¬ 
bled, but if you humble yourself, 
you will be honored.”

““Woe to you Bible experts and 
Pharisees, you hypocrites! You lock 


people out of the kingdom of 
heaven. You won't come into it 
yourselves, and when others try to 
come in, you won't let them.* 

““Woe to you Bible experts and 
Pharisees, you hypocrites! You go 
around lake and land to convert a 
single person, and when he's 
converted, you make him twice as fit 
for hell as you are. 

u “Woe to you blind guides! You 
say. ’If anyone swears by the temple, 
that’s nothing. But if anyone swears 
by the gold in the temple, he must 
keep his oath.' ,7 Blind fools! 
Which is greater, the gold or the 
temple that made the gold holy? 
“Or again. ’If anyone swears by the 
altar, that’s nothing. But if anyone 
swears by the gift that’s on it. he 
must keep his oath.’ “You blind 
men! Which is greater, the giFt or the 
altar that makes the giFt holy? “If 
you swear by the altar, you swear by 
it and by everything on it. al If you 
swear by the temple, you swear by it 
and by Him who lives there.

47 Hearing Him some of those stand¬ 
ing there said, “He’s calling Elijah.” 
“And just then one of the men ran, 
took a sponge, soaked it in sour 
wine, put it on a stick, and gave Him 
a drink. “The others said, “Let’s 
see if Elijah comes to save Him.” 

“But Jesus called out loud again 
and gave up His spirit. 5, Just then 
the curtain in the temple was torn in 
two from top to bottom, the earth 
was shaken, the rocks were split, 
”the graves were opened, and many 
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bodies of the holy people asleep in 
death were brought back to life; 
“they came out of the graves and 
after He had risen went into the holy 
city, where many saw them. “Now, 
when the captain and those watch¬ 
ing Jesus with him saw the earth¬ 
quake and the other things happen¬ 
ing, they were terrified. “He certain¬ 
ly was the Son of God,” they said. 

“There were many women watch¬ 
ing from a distance. They had 
followed Jesus from Galilee to help 
Him. “Among them were Mary 
from Magdala and Mary, the mother 
of James and Joseph, and the mother 
of Zebedee's sons. 

fesus Is Buried 

57 In the evening there came a rich 
man from Arimathea by the name of 
Joseph, who had also become a 
disciple of Jesus. “He went to 
Pilate and asked for Jesus’ body. 
Then Pilate ordered it given to him. 

“Joseph took the body, wrapped it 
in some clean linen cloth, eo and 
laid it in his own unused grave that 
he had cut in the rock. After rolling a 
big stone against the door of the 
grave, he went away. 61 Mary from 
Magdala and the other Mary were 
there, sitting opposite the grave. 

The Guard 

6Z The next day—the Saturday after 
the day of preparation—the ruling 
priests and Pharisees met with 
Pilate. ““Sir,” they said, “we re¬ 
member how that deceiver said 
while He was still alive, 'On the 
third day I will rise.’ “Now, order 
the grave to be made secure till the 
third day, or His disciples may come 
and steal Him and tell the people, 
‘He rose from the dead.’ Then the 
last deception will be worse than the 
first.” 


““Take a guard,” Pilate told them; 
“go and make it as secure as you 
know how.” 

“So they went and secured the 
grave by sealing the stone and 
setting the guard. 

fesus Rises

day of the week was dawn¬ 
ing, Mary from Magdala and the 
other Mary went to look at the grave.-

“Prepare the way for the Lord; 
make the paths straight for 
Him . ” 

4 So John the Baptizer came into 
the wilderness, preaching that peo¬ 
ple repent and be baptized to have 
their sins forgiven. 5 A11 Judea and 
all the people of Jerusalem were 
coming out to him. As they 11 P» 7 :7: 
confessed their sins, he baptized 
them in the Jordan River. 

6 John was dressed in camel’s hair 
with a leather belt around his waist. 

And he lived on grasshoppers and 
wild honey. 

7 He preached: “The One who is 
mightier than I is coming after me. 

I’m not good enough to bend down 
and untie His shoe straps. “I have 
baptized you with water. He will 
baptize you with the Holy Spirit.” 

John Baptizes Jesus 

9 It was in those days that Jesus 
came from Nazareth in Galilee and 
was baptized by John in the 
Jordan. 10 Just as He stepped out of 
the water, He saw heaven torn open 
and the Spirit coming down as a 
dove on Him. n And a voice from 
heaven said, “You are My son, 
whom I love. I am delighted with 
You.” 


The Devil Tempts Jesus 

"Then the Spirit drove Him out 
into the wilderness, n and He was 
in the wilderness for forty days 
while Satan tempted Him. He was 
there with the wild animals. And Iho 
angels served Him. 

“Co me with Me “ 

l4 After John had been put in 
prison, Jesus went to Galilee and 
preached God’s good news: "“The 
time has come, and God's kingdom 
is here. Repent, and believe the good 
news.” 

16 As He was walking along the 
Lake of Galilee, He saw Simon and 
Simon's brother Andrew (who were 
fishermen) casting a net into the 
lake. 17,, Come, follow Me,” Jesus 
told them, “and I will make you 
fishers of men.” "Immediately 
they left their nets and went with 
Him. 

"Going on a little farther, He saw 
James, Zebedee’s son, and his 
brother John in their boat mending 
the nets. 2t Then He called them, 
and they left their father Zebedee 
with the hired men in the boat and 
followed Him. 

Jesus Drives Out a Devil 

2, Then they went to Capernaum. 
The next Sabbath Jesus went into the 
synagog and began to teach. ”His 
teaching amazed the people because 
He taught them as one who had 
authority and not like the Bible 
scholars. 
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“There was in their synagog just 
then a man with an unclean 
spirit. “And he screamed, “Leave 
us alone, Jesus from Nazareth! 
You’ve come to destroy us! I know 
who You are—God’s Holy One.” 

“Jesus talked sharply to him: “Be 
quiet, and come out of him.” “The 
unclean spirit threw the man into 
convulsions and with a loud shriek 
came out of him. 

“They were all so amazed they 
argued with one another: “What is 
this? A new teaching! With authori- 
tv! He gives orders to the unclean 
spirits, and they obey Him.” 

“The news about Him quickly 
spread everywhere in all the sur¬ 
rounding country of. Galilee. 

Peter’s Mother-in-Law 

“Right after leaving the synagog, 
they went into the home of Simon 
and Andrew. James and John went 
with them. “Simon’s mother-in- 
law was down in bed with a fever, 
and so the first thing they did was to 
tell Him about her. "He went to 
her, took her hand, and helped her 
get up. The fever left her, and she 
waited on them. 

"In the evening when the sun had 
gone down, the people brought to 
Him all the sick and those plagued 
by devils. ”The whole town had 
gathered at His door. “He healed 
many who were suffering from 
various sicknesses and drove out 
many devils and wouldn’t let the 
devils talk, because they knew Him. 

Preaching in Galilee 

33 In the morning, long before 
daylight, Jesus got up and went out 
to a lonely place, and there He 
prayed. “Simon and those who 
were with him searched for Jesus. 
“When they found Him, they told 


Him, “Everybody’s looking for 
You.” 

““Let us go somewhere else,” He 
told them, "to the small towns that 
are near, so that I may preach there 
too. That’s why I’ve come.” 

“He went and preached in their 
synagogs everywhere in Galilee and 
drove out the devils. 

Jesus Heals a Leper 

40 A leper came to Him and begged 
Him on his knees, “If You want to, 
You can make me clean.” 

4, Jesus felt sorry for him, stretched 
out His hand, and touched him. “I 
want to,” He said. “Be clean!” 
"Immediately the leprosy left him, 
and he was made clean. 

"Jesus sent him away with a stern 
warning: "“Be careful not to say 
anything to anyone, but go, let the 
l, 137 49 priest examine you, and for your 
cleansing offer the sacrifices Moses 
ordered, to show them you’re well.” 

"But when he had left, he talked 
so much and spread the news till 
Jesus could no longer openly go into 
a town. He stayed out in lonely 
places, and still the people kept 
coming to Him from everywhere. 

Jesus Forgives Sins 

2 Some days later Jesus came 
again to Capernaum, and people 
heard, “He’s home.” 2 So many 
gathered that there was no room 
even in front of the door. He was 
speaking the Word to them. 

3 Then some people came and 
brought Him a paralyzed man, 
carried by four men. ‘'But when 
they couldn’t bring him to Jesus on 
account of the crowd, they opened 
up the roof over the place where 
Jesus was. Through the opening they 
had dug they let down the bed on 
which the paralytic was lying. 
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“Seeing their faith, Jesus said to 
the paralytic, “Son, your sins are 
forgiven.” 

•There were some Bible scholars 
sitting there, and they questioned 
within themselves: 7 "Why does He 
say this? He’s blaspheming. Who but 
God alone can forgive sins?" 

•Immediately Jesus know in His 
spirit what they worn thinking. 
“Why do you have those thoughts in 
your hearts?” Ho asked them. # "Is 
It easier to say to this paralyzed man, 
'Your sins are forgiven,’ or to say, 

'Get up, take your bed, and walk’? 

"I want you to know the Son of Man 
has power on earth to forgive 
sins”—then He said to the paralyzed 
man, ""I tell you, get up, take your 
bed, and go home.” 

"The man got up, immediately 
took his bod, and walked out before 

Jf 

all of them, so that all wore amazed *• 
and praised God. "Never hove wo 
seen anything like this,” they said. 

Matthew 

"Again Jesus went out along the 
lake. All the people were coming to 
Him, and He taught them. 

,4 As He passed by, He saw Levi, 
the son of Alphaous, sitting in the 
tax office. "Come with Me,” Ho told 
him. He got up and went with Him. 

"As Jesus was lying down to eat at 
his home, many tax collectors and 
sinners were eating with Jesus and 
His disciples, because thero were 
many who followod Him. '“When 
tho Bible scholars, who were Phari¬ 
sees, saw Him eating with sinners 
and tax collectors, they asked His 
disciples, "Why does He oat with tax 
collectors and sinners?" 

i 7 Jgsus heard them and answered 
them: "Those who are healthy don’t 
need a doctor, but tho sick. I didn’t 


come to call righteous people but 
sinners." 

The Bridegroom 

"John's disciples and the Phari¬ 
sees, who wore fasting, came to 
Jesus. "John's disciples ond the 
diBciples of the Pharisees fast," they 
told Him. "Why don't Your disci¬ 
ples fast?" 

"Jesus asked them, "Can the 
bridegroom’s friends fast while the 
bridegroom is with them? As long as 
they have tho bridegroom with 
them, they can’t fast. l The time 
will come when tho bridegroom will 
be taken away from them, and on 
that day they’ll fast. 

•'"Nobody sews a piece of new 
cloth on an old garment. If you do, 
the new patch will tear away some 
of tho old cloth, and the hole will got 
worse. a3 Nobody pours new wine 
into old wineskins. If you do, the 
wine will burst the skins, and the 
wine and the skins will be lost. Yes, 
new wine has to be poured into fresh 
skins." 

Lord of the Sabbath 

”Jnsus was going through the 
grainfields on a Sabbath. As the 
disciples walked along, they were 
picking the heads of grain. 

M Thn Pharisees asked Him, "Look, 
why are they doing something they 
shouldn’t do on a day of rest?" 

”"Huvon't you over read whai 
David did,” Jesus asked them, 
"when ho and his mon were in need 
and got hungry—“how he went into 
God’s house when Abiathar wa« 
high priest, and he ate the loaves 
laid before Cod, which only the 
priests had the right to oat? And he 
gave bis mon some too.” 

a7 Thon Ho added, "The Sabbath 
was made for man, not man for thr 
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Sabbath. “The Son of Man is Lord 
also of the Sabbath.” 

The Shriveled Hand 

3 He went again into a synagog, 
and there was a man with a 
shriveled hand. 2 Some men were 
watching Jesus to see if He would 
heal him on a Sabbath; they wanted 
to accuse Him of something. 

} “Get up,” He told the man with 
the shriveled hand, “and come 
forward.” 4 Then He asked them, 
"Is it right on a day of rest to do good 
or to do evil, to save a life or to kill?” 

But they were silent. “Looking 
around at them. He felt angry as well 
as sorry because their minds were 
closed. Then He told the man, 
"Stretch out your hand.” He 
stretched it out, and his hand was 
made healthy again. 

“But the Pharisees left and imme¬ 
diately started plotting with Herod's 
men how to kill Him. 

Many Are Healed 

7 Jesus went away with His disci¬ 
ples to the lake. A big crowd from 
Galilee followed Him; and also from 
ludea, a Jerusalem, Idumea, the 
other side of the Jordan, and the 
neighborhood of Tyre and Sidon 
there were many people who heard 
about everything He was doing and 
came to Him. ’To keep the crowd 
from crushing Him He told His 
disciples to have a small boat ready 
for Him. ‘“He healed many so that 
all who had diseases rushed up to 
Him in order to touch Him. 
"Whenever the unclean spirits saw 
Him, they would fall down before 
Him and yell, "You’re God’s Son!” 
12 But He strictly ordered them not to 
tell who He was. 


Twelve Apostles 

,3 He went up the hill and called 
those whom He wanted, and they 
came to Him. l4 He appointed 
twelve to be with Him and be sent 
out by Him to preach “and have 
power to drive out devils. 

“He appointed the twelve and 
gave Simon the name Peter; 
’’James, Zebedee’s son, and John, the 
brother of James—He also gave these 
the name Boanerges, which means 
"thunderbolts”; ’“Andrew, Philip, 
Bartholomew, Matthew, and Thom¬ 
as; James, the son of Alphaeus, and 
Thaddaeus; Simon the Zealot; 
19 and Judas, the man from Kerioth, 
who betrayed Him. 

Power over the Devil 

Then Jesus came home. “Again 
such a crowd gathered that Jesus and 
those with Him couldn’t eat. 
21 When His family heard about it, 
they went to take charge of Him, 
because they were saying, "He’s out 
of His mind!” 

22 The men trained in the Bible 
who had come down from Jerusalem 
said, "Beelzebul is in Him,” and, 
"The ruler of the devils helps Him 
drive out the devils.” 

23 He called them to Him and 
pictured it to them in this way: 
"How can the devil drive out the 
devil? 24 If one part of a kingdom 
fights another, that kingdom can’t 
stand. “And if one part of a home 
fights against the other, it can never 
stand. “And so if the devil rebels 
and fights against himself, he can’t 
stand, but his end has come. 

““Nobody can go into a strong 
man’s house and take away his 
goods without first tying up the 
strong man. After that he will rob his 
house. 
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1B ‘i tell you the truth, anything 
that people do will be forgiven, their 
sins and their slanders, though they 
slander ever so much. 29 But anyone 
who slanders the Holy Spirit will 
never be forgiven. Yes, he is guilty of 
an everlasting sin.” ]0 He said this 
because they had said, “The Spirit 
in Him is unclean.” 

The Mother and Brothers of 
Jesus 

31 His mother and His brothers 
came. They stood outside and sent 
someone to Him to ask Him to come 
out. 32 The crowd sitting around 
Jesus told Him, "Your mother and 
Your brothers are outside looking for 
You.” 

33 “Who are My mother and My 
brothers?” He asked them. 34 Then 
looking around at those who sat in a 
circle around Him, He said, ‘‘Here 
are My mother and My brothers. 
35 If you do what God wants, you are 
My brother and sister and mother.” 

The Sower 

Again Jesus began to teach by 
the lake. The crowd that gath¬ 
ered around Him was so very big 
that He stepped into a boat and sat in 
it on the lake, while all the people 
were on the shore, facing the 
lake. 2 Then He used parables to 
teach them many things. 

3 ”Listen!” He said as He taught 
them. ‘‘A sower went out to 
sow. 4 As he was sowing, some seed 
fell along the road, and the birds 
came and ate it. 5 Some seed fell on 
rocky ground, where it didn’t have 
much soil. Because the soil wasn’t 
deep, the seed came up quickly. 
6 When the sun rose, it was scorched, 
and because it had not taken root, it 
withered. 7 Some seed fell among 
thorns. The thorns grew up and 


choked it, and it produced no 
grain. "But some seed fell on good 
ground. It came up, grew, and 
produced grain, thirty, sixty, and a 
hundred times as much as was 
sown.” 9 He added, “You have ears 
to hear; then listen.” 

10 When He was alone, the twelve 
and the others around Him asked 
Him about the parables. 

’“‘You are given the privilege of 
knowing the secret of God's kingn 
dom,” He answered them, “but to 
those on the outside everything 
comes in parables u that they may 
see and yet not see, hear and yet no i 
understand, and so may never turn 
to Me and let Me forgive them. 

,3 “You don’t understand this 
parable,” He said to them. “Then 
how will you understand any 
parables? 

4 ,4 “The sower sows the Word 

6tM0 ,5 And these are the ones along the 
road where the Word is sown: as 
soon as they hear it, Satan comee 
and takes away the Word that wae 
sown into them. ,6 It is the same 
with those in whom the seed falls or 
rocky ground. As soon as they heai 
the Word, they welcome it with 
joy, 17 but it doesn’t take root ir 
them. They believe for a while. Bu 
when the Word brings them troubhl 
or persecution, they immediately 
fall away. 10 In others the seed fall: 
among thorns. They hear the Word 
l9 but the worries of the world, the 
deceitful pleasure of riches, and thr 
desires for other things come in am 
choke the Word, and it can’i 
produce anything. z0 The ones ii 
whom the seed falls,on good ground 
are those who continue to hear thi 
Word, welcome it, and go oj 
producing good things, thirty, sixty 
and a hundred times as much as wa. 
sown. 
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"“Do you get out a lamp,” He 
asked them, “to put it under a 
bucket or under a bed? Shouldn’t 
it be put on a lampstand? 
"Something is secret only to be 
told, and hidden only to come to 
light. "If you have ears to hear, 
listen! 

"“Be careful what you hear!” He 
told them. “The measure you 
measure with will be used for you. 
Yes, you will get even more. “If 
you have something, you will be 
given more. But if you don’t have 
what you should have, even what 
you have will be taken away from 
you.” 

Growing by Itself 

““God’s kingdom,’’ He said, “is 
like this: A man will sow seed on the 
ground. "He will sleep through the 
night and get up for the day, and the « 
seed will come up and grow, he * 
doesn’t know how. “The ground 
by itself produces grain, first the 
green blade, then the head, then the 
full wheat in the head. “When the 
grain is ready, he swings the sickle, 
because it is time to cut the grain . ” 

The Mustard Seed 

30 “What should we say God’s 
kingdom is like,” He asked, “or how 
should we picture it? 31 It’s like a 
mustard seed, which when sown on 
the ground is the smallest of all the 
seeds on earth. "But when it’s 
sown, it comes up and becomes the 
largest of all the garden plants. It 
grows such large branches that the 
birds in the air can make nests in its 
shade. ” 

”He used many parables like these 
to speak the Word as they were able 
to hear it. "He wouldn’t speak to 
them without a parable. But when 
He was alone with His disciples, He 


would explain everything to them. 

Wind and Water Obey Him 

“In the evening of that day Jesus 
said to His disciples, “Let us cross 
over to the other side.” 

“Leaving the crowd behind, they 
took Jesus, just as He was, with them 
in the boat. There were other boats 
with Him. 

"Then a violent storm came up, 
and the waves dashed into the boat 
so that it was filling up fast. 
“Meanwhile, in the back of the boat, 
He was sleeping on the cushion. 

They woke Him up. “Teacher, 
we’re drowning,” they told Him. 
“Don’t You care?” 

“He got up and ordered the wind 
to stop. “Hush!” He said to the lake. 
“Be still!” And the wind quieted 
down, and it became very calm. 
io4i2 ^“Why are you such cowards?” 
«• He asked them. “Haven’t you 
learned to trust yet?” 

4, Struck with awe, they asked one 
another, “Who is He? Even the wind 
and the lake obey Him.” 

The Gerasenes 

5 They went to the country of the 
Gerasenes on the other side of 
the lake. z Just as He stepped out of 
the boat, a man with an unclean 
spirit came out of the burial places 
and met Him. 3 He lived in these 
burial places. Nobody could bind 
him any more, not even with a 
chain. 4 He had often been bound 
with chains on hands and feet, but 
he had torn the handcuffs and 
ground to pieces the chains on his 
feet, and nobody was strong enough 
to control him. “Always, day and 
night, he was shrieking in the burial 
places and in the hills and bruising 
himself with stones. 

8 When he saw Jesus at a distance, 
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he ran, bowed down before Him, 
7 and yelled at the top of his voice, 
“Let me alone, Jesus, Son of the 
Most High God! I tell You by God, 
don’t torture me.” “Jesus had told 
him, “You unclean spirit, get out of 
the man.” 

9 “What is your name?” Jesus 
asked him. 

“My name is Six Thousand,” he 
told Him, “because we are many.” 
,0 They begged Him earnestly not to 
send them out of the country. 
“There was a large herd of hogs 
feeding on the hillside. ““Send us 
to the hogs,” they begged Him; “We 
want to go into them.” 

13 He let them do this. The unclean 
spirits came out and went into the 
hogs, and the herd, about two 
thousand hogs, stampeded down the 
cliff into the lake and was drowned. 

“Those who had taken care of 
them ran away and told about it in 
the town and in the country, and the 
people came to see what had 
happened. ,9 They came to Jesus 
and looked at the man who had been 
plagued by a legion of devils, but 
now was sitting there dressed and in 
his right mind; and they were 
frightened. ’“Those who had seen it 
told them what had happened to the 
man plagued by devils and about the 
hogs. ,7 Then the people begged 
Jesus to leave their country. 

,e As He was stepping into the boat, 
the man in whom the devils had 
been begged Jesus to let him go with 
Him. 19 But Jesus didn’t let him. 
“Go home to your people,” He told 
him, “and tell them how much the 
Lord has done for you and how 
merciful He has been to you.” 

20 So the man left and began to tell 
publicly in the Ten-Towns how 
much Jesus had done for him. And 
all were amazed. 


The Daughter of Jairus 

“When Jesus had again crossed 
over in the boat to the other side of 
the lake, a big crowd gathered 
around Him by the lake. 

“A synagog leader by the name of 
Jairus came, and when he saw Jesus, 
he knelt at His feet “and earnestly 
pleaded with Him: “My little 
daughter is dying. Come and lay 
your hands on her so she will get 
well and live.” 

“He went with him. A big crowd 
followed Him and pressed Him on 
all sides. “There was a womun 
who had a flow of blood for twelve 
years. “She had suffered much 
under many doctors and had spent 
all she had. And she had not been 
helped at all but had actually gotten 
worse. 27 Since she heard about 
Jesus, she came from behind in the 
crowd and touched His garment. 
28 “If I touch His clothes,” she said, 
“I’ll get well.” “Immediately her 
blood stopped flowing, and she felt 
in her body her trouble was gone 
and she was well. 

30 At that moment Jesus felt power 
had gone from Him. Turning around 
in the crowd, He asked, “Who 
touched My clothes?” 

3, “You see how the crowd is 
pressing you on all sides,” His 
disciples said to Him, “and You ask, 
‘Who touched me?’ ” 

“But He was looking around to see 
her who had done this. 33 The 
woman, trembling with fear because! 
she knew what had been done toi 
her, came, bowed down before Him, 
and told Him the whole truth. 

^“Daughter,” He told her, “youri 
faith made you well. Go in peace, be; 
healthy and rid of your trouble.” 

“While He was still talking, somei 
men came from the home of thei 
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synagog leader. “Your daughter 
died,” they said. “Why trouble the 
Teacher any more?” 

^Paying no attention to what they 
said, jesus told the synagog leader, 
“Don’t be afraid! Only believe!” 

J7 He let only Peter, James, and 
John, the brother of James, go with 
Him.

3 (Now the Phari¬ 
sees, like all other Jews, don’t eat 
without washing their hands up to 
the wrist—to keep the rules handed 
down by their fathers. 4 Coming 
from the marketplace, they don’t eat 
without first washing; and there are 
many other rules they’ve learned to 
keep—baptizing cups, huge wine 
jars, and brass pans.® 

5 “Why don’t Your disciples live 
according to the rules handed down 
by our fathers?” the Pharisees and 
the Bible scholars were asking Him. 
“They eat with unclean hands!” 

“He told them, “Isaiah was right 
when he prophesied about you 
hypocrites as it is written: These 
people honor Me with their lips, but 
their hearts are far away from 
Me. 7 They worship Me in vain 
because they teach men's rules. 
“You give up God’s commandment 
and keep men’s rules.” 9 He added: 
“You have a fine way of setting aside 
God’s commandment in order to 
keep your rules! “For example, 
Moses said: Honor your father and 
your mother, and: Anyone who 
curses father or mother must die. 
n But you say, ’If anyone says to his 
father or mother, “Anything by 
which I might help you is Kor- 
ban’”” (that is, a gift to God), 
,2 “then you don’t let him do 
anything for his father or his mother 
anymore. 15 In this way, by the rules 
you have taught, you set aside what

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God has said. And you're doing 
many things like that.” 

"Then He called the people 
again and said to them, "Listen to

,7 When He had left the people and 
gone home, His disciples asked Him 
about the illustration.

Here 
comes the man to betray Me!” 

The Arrest 

°Just then, while Jesus was still 
talking, Judas, one of the twelve, 
came with a crowd of men with 
swords and clubs from the ruling 
priests, the Bible scholars, and the

a signal. “The One I kiss is the 
Man.” he said.

The First Trial Before the

The attend¬ 
ants also slapped Him when they 
took charge of Him. 

Peter Denies Jesus 

“While Peter was down in the 
courtyard, one of the high priest's 
maids came and saw Peter warming 
himself. ““You too were with the 
Man from Nazareth—this Jesus,” she 
said, looking at him. 

“But he denied it: “I don’t know 
Him, and I don’t know what you’re 
talking about.” 

He went out to the entrance. Then 
a rooster crowed. 

“The maid saw him. “He’s one of 
them,” she also told those who were 
standing around. 70 Again he de¬ 
nied. 

After a little while those who 
stood near him also told Peter, 
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“Sure, you’re one of them, because 
you’re a Galilean!” 

71 Then he started to curse and 
swear: “I don’t know this Man 
you’re talking about.” “Just then a 
rooster crowed a second time, and 
Peter remembered Jesus telling him: 
“Before the rooster crows twice, you 
will deny Me three times.” And he 
started to cry. 

Before Pilate 

As soon as it was morning, 
the ruling priests, the elders, 
and the Bible scholars, that is, the 
whole Jewish court, came to a 
decision. They bound Jesus, took 
Him away, and handed Him over to 
Pilate. 

2 Pilate asked Him, “Are You the 
King of the Jews?” 

“Yes,” Jesus answered him. 

The ruling priests were accusing 
Him of many things. 

4 “Don't You have anything to say 
to this?” Pilate asked Him again. 
“See how many accusations they’re 
bringing against You!” 

5 But Jesus didn’t answer him 
anymore, so that Pilate was sur¬ 
prised. 

Barabbas 

6 Now, at every festival Pilate used 
to free a prisoner whom the people 
asked for. There was a man by the 
name of Barabbas. He was in prison 
with the rebels who in their revolt 
had committed a murder. 'And the 
crowd came up and asked Pilate to 
do for them as he had done 
before. “Pilate answered them by 
asking, “Do you want me to free the 
King of the Jews for you?” ,0 He 
knew the ruling priests had handed 
Jesus over to him because they were 
jealous. 

"The ruling priests stirred up the 


people to get him to free Barabbas 
for them instead. 

"“Now, what should I do with 
Him you call the King of the Jews?” 
Pilate again asked them. 

"Then they yelled, “Crucify 
Him!” 

' 4 “Why, what wrong has He 
done?” Pilate asked them. 

But they yelled all the louder, 
“Crucify Him!” 

'Then Pilate, wanting to satisfy 
the people, freed Barabbas for them, 
but Jesus he scourged and handed 
over to be crucified. 

'The soldiers took Him into the 
courtyard of the governor’s palace 
and called together the whole troop 
of soldiers. 'They put a purple 
cloak on Him, twisted some thorns 
into a crown and placed it on His 
head, "and started to greet Him: 
“Hail, King of the Jews!” 'They hit 
># Him on the head with a stick, spit on 
Him, knelt, and worshiped Him. 

“They Crucified Him " 

"After mocking Him, the soldiers 
took off the purple cloak and put His 
own clothes on Him. Then they took 
Him out to crucify Him. 21 A certain 
Simon from Cyrene, the father of 
Alexander and Rufus, was on his 
way in from the country, and as he 
was going to pass by, they forced 
him to carry the cross of Jesus. 

“They took Him to the Golgotha 
place, which means Skull Place. 
“They tried to give Him wine mixed 
with myrrh, but He didn't take 
it. ^hey crucified Him. And they 
divided His clothes among them by 
throwing lots for them to see what 
each one should get. “It was nine 
in the morning when they crucified 
Him. “There was a notice stating 
why Jesus was being punished; it 
read: the king of the jews. Z7 With 
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Him they crucified two robbers, one 
at His right hand and the other at His 
left.h 

2 Those who passed by were 
abusing Him, shaking their heads 
and saying, “Ha! You tear down the 
temple and build it in three 
days—“come down from the cross, 
and save Yourself!” 31 In the same 
way the ruling priests and the Bible 
scholars made fun of Him among 
themselves and said, “He saved 
others—He can’t save Himself. 
32 The promised Savior, the King of 
Israel, should now come down from 
the cross. He should let us see that, 
and we'll believe Him.” Those 
crucified with Him also were 
insulting Him. 

Jesus Dies 

33 When twelve o’clock came, dark¬ 
ness came over the whole country 
and lasted till three in the 
afternoon. 34 At three o’clock Jesus 
called out aloud, “Eloi, Eloi, lama 
sabachthani?” which means, “My 
God, My God, why did You forsake 
Me?” 

"Hearing Him, some of those 
standing near said, “Listen! He’s 
calling Elijah.” “Someone ran, 
soaked a sponge in sour wine, put it 
on a stick, and gave Him a drink. 
“Let’s see,” he said, “if Elijah comes 
to take Him down.” 

37 Then Jesus called out loud and 
died. "And the curtain in the 
temple was torn in two from top to 
bottom. 

"When the captain who stood 
facing Jesus saw how He gave up His 
spirit, he said. “This Man certainly 
was the Son of God!” 

“There were women watching 


from a distance. Among them were 
Mary from Magdala and Mary, the 
mother of James the Less and of 
Joseph, and Salome. 4, While He 
was in Galilee, they had followed 
Him and helped Him. There were 
also many other women who had 
come up to Jerusalem with Him. 

Jesus Is Buried 

42 In the evening, since it was the 
day of preparation, that is, Friday, 
“Joseph from Arimathea, an impor¬ 
tant member of the Jewish court who 
also was waiting for God’s kingdom, 
dared to go to Pilate and ask for 
Jesus’ body. 

“Pilate was surprised He was 
already dead. He called the captain 
and asked him, “Has He died 
already?” 45 When the captain told 
him, Pilate let Joseph have the body. 

“Joseph bought some linen, took 
the body down, wrapped it in the 
linen, and laid it in a grave that had 
been cut in the rock, and rolled a 
stone against the door of the grave. 

4, Mary from Magdala and Mary the 
mother of Joses watched where He 
was laid. 

Jesus Rises 

On Saturday evening Mary 
from Magdala, Mary the 
mother of James, and Salome bought 
spices to go ana anoint Jesus. 

2 On Sunday they were coming to 
the grave very early when the sun 
was up. 3 "Who is going to roll 
away the stone for us from the door 
of the grave?” they asked one 
another; 4 it was very large. But 
when they looked up, they saw the 
stone had been rolled back. 5 As 
they went into the grave, they saw a

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young man, dressed in a white robe, 
sitting at the right. And they were 
amazed. 

“‘Don't be amazed," he told them. 
“You’re looking for Jesus from 
Nazareth, who was crucified. He has 
risen. He is not here. See the place 
where He was laid. 7 But go and tell 
His disciples and Peter, 'He is going 
ahead of you to Galilee. There you 
will see Him, as He told you.’” 

"They went out and hurried away 
from the grave, because they were 
trembling and bewildered. They 
were so frightened they didn’t tell 
anybody anything.! 

The Living Savior

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I Many have undertaken to 
plan and write a story of what 
has been done among us, 2 just as 
we heard it from those who from the 
first became eyewitnesses and ser¬ 
vants of the Word.

And don’t start telling 
yourselves, ’Abraham is our father.’ I 
tell you, God can raise children for 
Abraham from these stones. "The 
ax is now ready to strike at the roots 
of the trees, and any tree that doesn’t 
produce good fruit will be cut down 
and thrown into the fire.” 

,0 “What should we do?” the 
crowds asked him. 

n ”If you have two garments,” he 
answered them, “share them with « Pl3 / 
him who has none, and if you have 
food, do the same.”

22 A11 spoke well of Him and were 
surprised to hear the beautiful 
words flowing from His lips. “Isn’t 
this Joseph’s son?” they were 
asking. 

23 He answered them: “You will 
undoubtedly quote to Me the 
proverb ‘Doctor, heal yourself!’ and 
say, ‘We’ve heard about everything 
You did in Capernaum. Do the same 
here in Your hometown.’ M I tell 
you,” He added, “it is true no 
prophet is accepted in his home¬ 
town. 

29 “Let Me tell you this truth: There 
were many widows in Israel in the 
days of Elijah, when it didn’t rain for

•“It is written,” Jesus answered 
him, “Worship the Lord, your God, 
and serve Him only.” 

The devil took Him into Jerusa¬ 
lem and had Him stand on the edge 
of the temple. “If You’re God’s Son,” 
he told Him, “jump down from 
here. 10 It is written: He will order 
His angels to watch carefully over 
you. 11 They will carry you in their 
hands and never let you stub your 
foot against a stone. ” 

,2 “It is written,” Jesus answered 
him, “Don’t test the Lord your God.” 

,3 When the devil had finished 
every way of tempting Him, he left 
Him till the right time would come.

Fishers of Men 

One day Jesus was standing by 
the Lake of Galilee, and the 
people were crowding Him as they 
were listening to God’s Word. 2 He 
saw two boats on the shore of the 
lake. The fishermen had stepped out 
of them and were washing their 
nets. 3 So Jesus got into one of the 
boats (it belonged to Simon) and 
asked him to go out a little way from 
the shore. Then He sat down and 
taught the people from the boat. 

4 When He had stopped speaking, 
He told Simon, “Take the boat out 
where the water is deep, and let 
down your nets for a catch.” 

5 “Master," Simon answered, 
“we’ve worked hard all night and 
caught nothing. But if You say so, I’ll 
let down the nets.” 

'When the men had done this, 
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they caught a very large number of 
fish, and their nets started to 
tear. 7 So they waved to their 
partners in the other boat to come 
and help them. They came, and now 
they filled both boats so that they 
started to sink.

Matthew

crowd of tax collectors and others 
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who were eating with them.

3, "Those who are healthy don't 
need a doctor," Jesus answered 
them, “but the sick. 32 I didn't come 
to call righteous people, but sinners 
to repent." 

The Bridegroom 

33 “John’s disciples as well as the 
disciples of the Pharisees often fast 
and say prayers,” they said to Him. 
“Why do Yours eat and drink?” 

“Jesus asked them, “Can you 
make the bridegroom’s friends fast 
while the bridegroom is with 
them? 35 The time will come when

While Jesus was walking 
through grainfields on a Sab¬ 
bath, His disciples were picking the 
heads of grain, rubbing them in their 
hands, and eating them. 

2 Some of the Pharisees asked, 
“Why are you doing something you 
shouldn't do on a day of rest?” 


’“Haven’t you read what David 
did,” Jesus asked them, “when he 
and his men were hungry— 4 how he 
went into God’s house and took the 
loaves laid before God, and ate them 
and gave his men some? Only the 
priests had the right to eat them.” 
3 Then He added, “The Son of Man is 
Lord of the Sabbath.” 

The Shriveled Hand 

8 On another Sabbath Jesus went 
into a synagogand taught. And there 
was a man whose right hand was 
shriveled. 7 But the Bible scholars 
and the Pharisees were watching 
Jesus to see if He would heal him on 
a Sabbath. They wanted to find 
something to accuse Him of. 

fl But He knew what they were 
thinking; so He said to the man with 
the shriveled hand, “Get up and 
58 come forward.” The man got up and 
81:6 stood there. 9 Then Jesus said to 
them, “I ask you, is it right on a 
Sabbath to do good or to do evil, to 
save a life or to kill?” '“After 
looking around at all of them, He 
told the man, “Stretch out your 
hand.” He did, and his hand was 
made healthy again. 

"They were furious and began to 
discuss with one another what they 
could do to Jesus. 

Twelve Apostles 

12 In those days Jesus went out to 
the hill to pray, and He prayed to 
God all night. 

’’When it was day, He called His 
disciples. He chose twelve of them 
and called them apostles: "Simon, 
Whom He also gave the name Peter, 
and his brother Andrew; James and 
John, Philip and Bartholomew, 
"Matthew and Thomas; James, the 
son of Alphaeus; Simon, called 
Zealot; “Judas, the son of James; 
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and Judas, the man from Kerioth, 
who became a traitor. 

Many Are Healed 

,7 He went down with them and 
stood on a level place with a big 
crowd of His disciples and very 
many people from the whole coun¬ 
try of the Jews, from Jerusalem, and 
from the seacoast of Tyre and Sidon. 
They had come to hear Him and 
have their diseases healed. '“And 
those who were plagued by unclean 
spirits were made well. ,9 A11 the 
people were trying to touch Him, 
because power came from Him and 
made them all well. 

Blessing and Woe 

“Jesus looked at His disciples and 
said: 

“Blessed are you who are poor— 

you have God's kingdom. 

2, Blessed are you who are hungry 
now— 

you will be satisified. 

Blessed are you who are crying 
now— 

you will laugh. 

^Blessed are you when people 
hate you. exclude you from 
their company, insult you, re¬ 
ject your name as evil because 
you believe in the Son of Man. 
21 In that day rejoice and 
leap for joy. because you have 
a great reward in heaven. You 
see. that's how their fathers 
treated the prophets. “But — 

Woe to you who are rich— 

you’ve had your comfort. 

“Woe to you who are well fed 
now— 

you will be hungry. 

Woe to you who are laughing 
now— 

you will mourn and cry aloud. 

“Woe to you when everybody 


speaks well of you— 

that is how their fathers treated 
the false prophets.” 

Love Your Enemies 

27 "But I tell you who are listening, 
love your enemies, be kind to those 
who hate you, “bless those who 
curse you, and pray for those who 
insult you. “If anyone hits you on 
your cheek, offer him the other 
cheek. If anyone takes your coat, 
don’t stop him from taking your 
shirt. 3l> If anyone asks you for 
anything, give it to him. And if 
anyone takes what is yours, don’t 
insist on getting it back. 

““Treat others just as you want 
them to treat you. 

32 “If you love those who love you, 
how should anyone be especially 
pleased with you? Even sinners love 
those who love them. 33 If you help 
those who help you, how should 
anyone be especially pleased with 
you? Sinners do that too. “If you 
lend anything to those from whom 
you expect to get something, how 
should anyone be especially pleased 
with you? Sinners also lend to 
sinners to get back what they 
lend. 35 No, love your enemies, help 
them, and lend to them without 
expecting to get anything back. Then 
you will have a great reward and 
will be the sons of the Most High 
God, since He is kind to people who 
don’t thank Him and are wicked. 
“Be merciful as your Father is 
merciful.” 

Criticize Yourself 

37 “Don’t judge, and you will not be 
judged. Don’t condemn, and you 
will not be condemned. Forgive, and 
you will be forgiven. “Give, and it 
will be given you. A good measure, 
pressed together, shaken down, and 
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running over, will be put into vour 
lap. You see, the measure you use 
will be used for you.” 

39 He pictured it to them in this 
way: “Can a blind man lead another 
blind man? Won’t they both fall into 
a ditch? 40 A pupil is not above his 
teacher. But anyone who is well 
trained will be like his teacher. 

""And why do you look at the 
speck in your brother’s eye and 
don’t notice the log in your own 
eye? “How can you say to your 
brother, 'Brother, let me take the 
speck out of your eye,’ as long as you 
don’t see the log in your own eye? 
You hypocrite, first throw the log 
out of your own eye. Then you’ll see 
clearly enough to take the speck out 
of your brother’s eye.” 

Hear and Do! 

""A good tree doesn’t bear bad 
fruit, or a bad tree good fruit. 
"Every tree is known by its fruit. 
You don’t pick figs from thorn- 
bushes, or grapes from brambles. 
45 A good man produces good things 
from the good stored in his heart, 
and an evil man produces evil from 
his evil stored there. What you say 
flows from your heart. 

“"Why do you call Me Lord, Lord, 
but don’t do what I tell you? 

47 T will show you what kind of 
man anyone is who comes to Me and 
hears and does what I say. “He’s 
like a man who built a house. He dug 
deep and laid the foundation on a 
rock. When there was a flood, the 
torrent dashed against that house. 
But it couldn’t move it, because it 
was built right. “Anyone who 
hears what I say but doesn’t do it is 
like a man who built a house on the 
ground without a foundation. When 
the torrent dashed against it, that 


house immediately collapsed and 
went down with a big crash.” 

A Believing Captain 

When Jesus had finished all He 
had to say to the people who 
heard Him, He went to Capernaum. 
There a certain captain’s servant was 
sick.

“Surprised to hear him say this, 
Jesus turned to the crowd following 
Him. "I tell you,” He said, "not even 
in Israel have I found such faith.” 

,0 When the men who had been 
sent went back to the house, they 
found the slave well again. 

fesus Raises a Widow's Son 

"Soon after this, Jesus went to a 
town called Nain, and His disciples 
and a large crowd went with 
Him. "As He came near the gate of 
the town, a dead man was carried 
out. He was his mother’s only son, 
and she was a widow. A big crowd 
from the town was with her. 
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,J When the Lord saw her, He felt 
sorry for her. “Don't cry,” He told 
her.

“God has come to help His people.” 
l7 This story about Jesus spread all 
over the country of the Jews and in 
all the surrounding territory.

"John's disciples told him about 
all these things. ,9 Then John called 
two of his disciples and sent them to r 
ask the Lord, “Are You the One who \\ .w*!”

l( The men came to Jesus and said, 

“John the Baptizer sent us to ask 
You, ‘Are You the One who is 
coming, or should we look for 
someone else?’” 

“Just then He had healed many 
people of their diseases, ailments, 
and evil spirits and had given sight 
to many who were blind. 

“"Go,” Jesus answered, “tell John 
what you’ve seen and heard: The 
blind see. the lame walk, lepers are 
made clean, the deaf hear, the dead 
are raised, and the poor hear the 
good news — I3 and blessed is anyone 
who doesn't turn against Me.” 

About John 

“When John’s messengers had 
left, Jesus talked to the crowds about 
John: 

"What did you go out into the 
wilderness to see—a reed shaken by 


the wind? “What, then, did you go 
out to see—a man dressed in soft 
robes? Those who wear fine clothes 
and live in luxury you’ll find in the 
palaces of kings. 

““What, then, did you go out to 
see—a prophet? Let Me assure you, 
far more than a prophet. “This is 
the one of whom it is written: ‘I will 
send My messenger ahead of You to 
prepare Your way before You.’ 2B I 
tell you, no woman’s son is greater 
than John, and yet the least in God’s 
kingdom is greater than he. 

29 “By letting John baptize them, all 
the people who heard him, even the 
tax collectors, admitted that God 
was right. “But the Pharisees and 
the learned men of the Law, by not 
letting John baptize them, rejected 
what God had planned for them. 

3, “How should I picture the 
people of this age? What are they 
like? “They’re like little children 
sitting in the marketplace and 
calling to one another, 'We played a 
tune on the flute for you, but you 
didn’t dance. We sang a funeral 
song, but you didn’t weep.’ “John 
the Baptizer has come; he doesn’t eat 
bread or drink wine, and you say,

39 The Pharisee who had invited 
Jesus saw this and said to himself, 
"If He were a prophet. He would 
know who is touching Him and 
what kind of woman she is. She’s a 
sinner." 

“"Simon," Jesus answered him, "I 
have something to tell you." 

"Say it, Teacher," he said. 

41 "Two men owed a moneylender 
some money: One owed him five 
hundred denarii, and the other 
fifty. “When they couldn’t pay it 
back, he was kind enough to cancel 
the debt for both of them. Now, 
which of them will love him more?" 

43 "I suppose," Simon answered, 
"the one who had the bigger debt 
canceled." 

"You’re right," Jesus told him. 
“Then, turning to the woman, He 
said to Simon, "You see this 
woman? I came into your home, and 
you gave Me no water for My feet, 
but she wet My feet with her tears 
and dried them with her hair. 
45 You gave Me no kiss, but ever since 
I came in, she hasn't stopped kissing 
My feet. “You poured no oil on My 
head, but she poured perfume on My 
feet. 47 That’s why I tell you her sins 
are forgiven, many as they are. You 
see, she has loved much. Of course, 
he to whom little is forgiven loves 
only a little." 

“Then He said to her, “Your sins 
are forgiven.” “His fellow guests 
began to ask among themselves, 
"Who is This that He should even 
forgive sins?" 

“Jesus said to the woman, "Your 
faith saved you.

Through Galilee 

After this Jesus traveled from 
one town and village to another, 
preaching and telling the good news 
of God’s kingdom. The twelve were 
with Him. z Also some women who 
had been healed of evil spirits and 
diseases: Mary, also called the 
woman from Magdala (seven devils 
had gone out of her); 3 Johanna, the 
wife of Herod’s manager Chusa; 
Susanna; and many other women. 
They supported Jesus and His 
disciples with their property. 

The Sower 

4 When a big crowd was gathering 
and people were coming to Him 
from every town, He told them a 
parable: 

5 "A sower went out to sow his 
seed. As he was sowing, some seed 
fell along the road and was trampled 
on, and the birds in the air ate 
it. 6 Some fell on a rock. It came up 
and withered because it had no 
moisture. 7 Some seed fell among 
thorns, and the thorns grew up with 
it and choked it. B But some seed 
fell on good ground, and it came up 
and produced a hundred times as 
much as was sown." 

When He had said this, He called 
out, "You have ears to hear. Then 
listen!" 

9 His disciples asked Him what this 
parable meant. ,0 "You are given 
the privilege to know the secrets of 
God’s kingdom," He answered, "but 
to the others they come in parables 
that they may see and yet not see, 
and hear and yet not understand. 

"‘‘This is what the parable means: 
The seed is God’s Word. lz The 
people along the road are those who 
hear it. Then the devil comes and 
takes the Word out of their hearts to 
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keep them from believing and being 
saved. M In others it falls on a rock. 
As soon as they hear it, they 
welcome the Word with joy, but it 
doesn't take root in them. They 
believe for a while, but when they’re 
tempted, they desert. M In others 
the seed falls among thorns. They 
hear the Word, but as they go along, 
worries, riches, and pleasures of life 
choke them, and they don’t produce 
anything good. ,5 But in others the 
seed falls on good ground. They are 
the ones who hear the Word and 
keep it in a good and honest heart 
and go on faithfully producing good 
things. 

,6 “Nobody lights a lamp and hides 
it under a jar or puts it under a bed. 
No, you put it on a lampstand so that 
those who come in will see the 
light. ‘Everything hidden will be 
uncovered, and every secret will be 
known and come to the light. 

18 “Be careful, then, how you 
listen! If you have something, you’ll 
be given more. But if you don’t have 
what you should have, even what 
you think you have will be taken 
away from you.” 

The Mother and Brothers of 
Jesus 

19 His mother and His brothers 
came to Him but couldn’t get near 
Him on account of the crowd. 
20 Jesus was told, ‘‘Your mother and 
Your brothers are standing outside 
and want to see You.” 

2 “‘My mother and My brothers are 
these,” He answered them, “who 
hear and do what God says.” 

Wind and Water Obey Him 

“One day He and His disciples 
stepped into a boat. ‘‘Let us cross 
over to the other side of the lake,” 
He said to them. They started 


out. “And as they were sailing 
along, He fell asleep. 

A violent storm hit the lake, the 
boat was filling with water, and they 
were in danger. 24 So they went to 
Him and woke Him up. “Master, 
Master!” they called, “we’re drown¬ 
ing.” 

He got up and ordered the winds 
and the waves to stop. They stopped 
and it became calm. ““Where is 
your trust?”

The Gerasenes 

“They landed in the country of the 
Gerasenes, which is opposite 
Galilee. 2T When He stepped out on 
the shore, a man from the town who 
had devils in him met Him. He had 
worn no clothes for a long time. He 
wouldn’t stay in a house but in the 
burial places. “When he saw Jesus, 
he screamed and bowed down 
before Him. “Let me alone, Jesus, 
Son of the Most High God,” he 
shouted. “I beg You, don’t torture 
me.” “Jesus had been ordering the 
unclean spirit to come out of the 
man. For a long time it had a firm 
hold on him. He had been bound 
with chains on hands and feet and 
had been kept under guard, but he 
would tear the chains and be driven 
by the devil into lonely places. 

30 “What is your name?” Jesus 
asked him. 

“Six Thousand,” he answered, 
because many devils had gone into 
him. “They begged Him not to 
order them to go into the bottomless 
pit. 

“There was a herd of many hogs 
feeding on the hillside. So they 
begged Him to let them go into these. 
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He let them. “The devils came out 
of the man and went into the hogs, 
and the herd stampeded down the 
cliff into the lake and was drowned. 

M But when those who had taken 
care of the hogs saw what had 
happened, they ran away and told 
about it in the town and in the 
country. “The people went out to 
see what had happened. They came 
to Jesus and found the man from 
whom the devils had gone out, now 
sitting dressed and in his right mind 
at Jesus’ feet; and they were 
frightened. “Those who had seen it 
told them how the man plagued by 
devils had been made well. 

37 Then all the people of the 
surrounding country of the Gera- 
senes asked Jesus to leave them, 
because terror had gripped them. 

He got into a boat and started 
back. 18 Now, the man from whom 
the devils had gone out begged Jesus 
to let him be with Him. But He sent 
him away and told him, 39 “Go 
home and tell how much God has 
done for you.” So the man left and 
preached all over the town how 
much Jesus had done for him. 

The Daughter of fairus 

w When Jesus came back, the 
people welcomed Him, because they 
were all expecting Him. 

41 A synagog leader by the name of 
Jairus came and, kneeling at Jesus’ 
feet, begged Him to come to his 
home, 42 because his only daughter, 
about twelve years old, was dying. 
As he went, the crowd almost 
crushed Him. 

43 There was a woman who had a 
flow of blood for twelve years. 
Nobody could cure her. “She came 
to Him from behind and touched the 
tassel of His garment, and immedi¬ 
ately her blood stopped flowing. 


41 “Who touched Me?” Jesus asked. 

When everybody denied having 
touched Him, Peter said, “Master, 
the people are crowding You and 
pressing against You.” 

“"Somebody did touch Me,” Jesus 
said. “I noticed that power went 
from Me.” 

47 When the woman saw she was 
discovered, she came trembling, 
bowed down before Him, and in 
front of all the people told why she 
touched Him and how she was made 
well immediately. 

““Daughter,” He told her, “your 
faith made you well. Go in peace!” 

“While He was still speaking, 
someone came from the synagog 
leader. “Your daughter is dead,” he 
said. “Don't trouble the Teacher 
any more." 

50 Hearing this, Jesus told him, 
“Don’t be afraid! Only believe, and 
she’ll get well.” 

5, Coming into the house, He let 
only Peter, John, James, and the 
child’s father and mother go in with 
him. “Everybody was crying and 
beating the breast, mourning her. 
“Don’t cry,” He said. “She isn’t 
dead; she’s sleeping.” 

“They laughed at Him, because 
they knew she had died. M He took 
her hand and called, “Girl, wake 
up!” “Her spirit returned, and she 
got up immediately. Jesus ordered 
that she be given something to 
eat. “And her parents were 
amazed. But He ordered them not to 
tell anyone what had happened. 

Jesus Sends Out the Twelve 

Jesus called the twelve together 
and gave them power and 
authority over all devils and to heal 
diseases. 2 He sent them to preach 
God’s kingdom and heal the sick. 

3 “Don’t take anything with you on

bag or bread or money. Don’t lake 
two tunics. 4 When you go into a 
home, stay there, and from there go 
out. s If people don’t welcome you, 
leave that town, and shake the dust 
off vour feet as a warning to them.” 

'They left and went from village to 
village, telling the good news 
evervwhere and healing the sick.

Herod, the governor, heard about 
everything Jesus was doing and 
didn't know what to make of it, 
because some people said, “John has 
risen from the dead”; 8 others, 
“Elijah has appeared”; still others, 
“One of the old prophets has risen.” 

9 “I cut off John’s head,” Herod 
said. “Now who is this about whom 
l hear such things?” And he wanted 
to see Jesus. 

Jesus Feeds Five Thousand 

'The apostles came back and told 
Jesus all they had done. He took 
them away with Him near a town 
called Bethsaida in order to be 
alone. "But the crowds found out 
about it and followed Him. He 
welcomed them, talked to them 
about God’s kingdom, and healed 
those who needed healing. 

'Toward the end of the day the 
twelve came to Him and told Him, 
“Send the crowd away to the 
villages and farms around us to get 
shelter and find food. We’re here in a 
deserted place.” 

"“You give them something to 
eat.” He told them. 

“All we have is five loaves and 
two fish,” they answered, ‘ unless 
perhaps we go and buy food for all 
these people.” 'There were about 
five thousand men.

them sit down in groups of about 
fifty.” 'They did this and got them 
all seated.

,0 “But if you go into a town and 
they don't welcome you, go out on 
its streets and say, n ‘The dust of 
your town has clung to our feet— 
we’re wiping it off in protest against 
you! But realize this: God’s kingdom 
has come near you!’ ,2 I tell you, on 
that Day it will be easier for Sodom 
than for that town. 

n “Woe to you, Chorazin! Woe to 
you, Bethsaida! If the miracles done 
in you had been done in Tyre and 
Sidon, they would long ago have 
repented, sitting in sackcloth and 
ashes. "In the Judgment it will be 
easier for Tyre and Sidon than for 
you. “And you, Capernaum, will 
you be lifted up to heaven? You will 
go down to hell. 

““Anyone who hears you hears 
Me, and anyone who rejects you 
rejects Me. But anyone who rejects 
Me rejects Him who sent Me.” 
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’The seventy-two came back 
delighted. “Lord/* they said, “even 
the devils do what we tell them in 
Your name." 

**T watched the devil fall from 
heaven like lightning/’ He told 
them. ‘•"You know, I’ve given you 
the power to step on snakes and 
scorpions and to trample on all the 
enemy's power, and nothing will 
hurt you. a ^0nly don't be glad that 
the spirits obey you but that your 
names are written in heaven." 

"In that hour the Holy Spirit filled

The people were amazed. ,5 But 
some of them said, "He drives out 
the devils with the help of Beelze¬ 
bub who rules over the devils.” 
’“Others, meaning to test Him, 
demanded that He show them some 
wonderful proof from heaven. 

’’Knowing what they were think¬ 
ing, He said to them, "If one part of 
any kingdom fights against another 
part, it loses its people, and one 
house falls on another. ’“If the 
devil fights against himself, how can 
his kingdom stand? I say this 
because you say Beelzebul helps Me 
drive out the devils. ,9 But if 
Beelzebul helps Me drive out the 
devils, who helps your sons drive 
them out?

But 
when your eye is bad, your body is 
dark! “Then see to it that the light 
in you isn’t dark. “Now if you have 
light for your whole body and no 
part of it is dark, it will all have light 
just as when a lamp shines brightly 
on you." 

Warnings 

“Jesus had been speaking, when a 
Pharisee invited Him to eat at his 
home. So He went in and lay down 
to eat.

“You load people 
with burdens they can hardly carry, 
but not with one finger will you 
touch these burdens yourselves. 
47 Woe to you! You build monuments 
for the prophets your fathers 
murdered. “So you are witnesses 
and approve of what your fathers 
did. They murdered them, and you 
just build something. “That’s why 
God’s wisdom has said: I will send 
them prophets and apostles, and 
they will murder or persecute some 
of them *°so that the people of 
today may be punished for the blood 
of all the prophets poured out since 
the world was made, 5, from the 
blood of Abel to the blood of 
Zachariah, who was killed between 
the altar and the temple. Yes, I tell 
you, the people of today will be 
punished for it. 

““Woe to you experts in the Law! 
You’ve taken away the key to 
knowledge. You didn't go in your¬ 
selves and kept out those who tried 
to go in.” 

“When Jesus went outside, the 
Bible scholars and the Pharisees 
fiercely opposed Him and cross- 
examined Him about many things, 
^watching Him closely to trap Him 
in something He might say. 

Don 7 Be Afraid of Men 

When so many thousands of 
people came together that 
they trampled on one another, Jesus 
began to speak first to His disciples: 
“Beware of the yeast of the Phari¬ 
sees—I mean, their hypocrisy. 
Everything that’s covered will be 
uncovered, and every secret will be 
known. Everything you said in the 
dark will be heard in the light, and 


what you whispered in the ear in the 
inner rooms will be announced from 
the roofs. 4 But I tell you, My 
friends, don’t be afraid of those who 
kill the body and then can’t do any 
more. *1 will point out the One you 
must fear. Fear Him who after killing 
you has the power to throw you into 
hell. Yes, I tell you, fear Him! 

““Aren’t five sparrows sold for two 
cents? And God doesn’t forget any 
one of them. 7 Why, even the hairs 
on your heads are all counted! Don’t 
be afraid—you're worth more than 
many sparrows! *1 tell you, who¬ 
ever will confess Me before other 
people, him the Son of Man will 
confess before God’s angels. 
“Anyone who denies Me before other 
people will be denied before God’s 
angels. '"Anyone who will speak 
against the Son of Man will be 
forgiven. But he who slanders the 
Holy Spirit will not be forgiven. 

"“When they bring you before 
synagogs, rulers, and authorities, 
don’t worry how you will defend 
yourselves or what you will say. 
“When that time comes, the Holy 
Spirit will teach you what to say.” 

Don 7 Be Greedy 

"“Teacher,” someone in the 
crowd said to Him, “tell my brother 
to give me my share of the property 
our father left us.” 

14 “Man,” He asked him, “who 
appointed Me to be your judge or to 
divide your property? 

,5 “Be careful,” He told the people. 
“Guard against every kind of greed. 
Even if you have more than enough, 
your property doesn’t give you life.” 

'“Then He told them a story: 

“A rich man had good crops on 
his land. ,7 ‘What am I going to do?’ 
he said to himself. *1 have no place to 
store my crops.’ “Finally he said, 
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‘This is what I'll do: I'll tear down 
my barns and build bigger ones and 
store all my grain and goods in 
them. '’Then I'll say to myself. You 
have a lot of good things stored up 
for many years. Take life easy, eat, 
drink, and enjoy yourself.' 

*"*But God said to him, “You fool, 
tonight you die.

"That’s how it is when you store up 
goods for yourself and aren't rich in 
God. 

""That is why I tell you,” He said 
to His disciples: "Don't worry about 
what you'll eat to keep alive or what 
you'll wear on your bodies. "Life is 
more than food, and the body more 
than clothes. "Look at the crows. 
They don't sow or cut grain, they 
have no storeroom or barn; and yet 
God feeds them. You're worth much 
more than birds. "And can any of 
you by worrying add anything to 
your life? you can’t do even the 
smallest thing, why worry about the 
rest? "See bow the Bowers grow. 
They don't work or spin. Yet I tell 
you, even Solomon in all his glory 
didn't dress like one of them. "If 
that's how God dresses the grass, 
which lives in the held today and 
tomorrow is thrown into a stove, 
how much more certainly will He 
put clothes on you—who trust Him 
so little? "So don't just think of 
what you'll eat or drink, and don't 
worry. "The people in the world 
run after all these things, hut your 
Father knows you need than. 
"Only be eager to have Him as your 
King, and you'll get these things 
too. “Don’t be afraid, little flock, 
year Father in his kindness has de- 
ddadtoj^ynthekiiighn. 

"“Sell what you have and give the 
money to the poor. Make yourselves 
purses that don't wear out and a 


treasure that will never be used 
up—in heaven, where no thief gets 
near it and no moth destroys 
it.

7 He noticed how the guests were 
trying to get the places of honor, and 
so He used the scene to teach 
them: "“When anyone invites you 
to a wedding, don’t take the place of 
honor. He may have invited some¬ 
body more important than you.

You’ll be paid back when the 
righteous rise from the dead." 

,s When one of those eating with 
Him heard this, he said to Jesus, 
"Blessed is he who will eat bread in 
God’s kingdom.’’. 

l6 Jesus said to him: 

"A man once gave a big dinner 
and invited many. ,7 When it was 
time for the dinner, he sent his slave 
to tell those who were invited, 
‘Come, it’s ready now!’ 

,B "Then they all alike began to 
excuse themselves. ‘I bought a field,’ 
the first told him, ‘and I’ve got to go 
out and see it. Please excuse 
me.’ 19 Another said, T bought five 
teams of oxen, and I’m on my way to 
try them out. Please excuse me.’ 
“And another said, ‘I just got 
married, and that’s why I can’t 
come.’ 

“‘‘The slave went back and 
reported this to his master. Then the 
master of the house got angry. ‘Go 
out quickly into the streets and 
alleys of the city,’ he told his slave,

*"*A few days later the younger 
son cashed in all he had. left home 
for a distant country, and there 
squandered his property by wild 
living.

7 “Then he asked another, ‘How 
much do you owe?’ 

“‘A thousand bushels of wheat,’ 
he answered. 

“‘Take your note,’ he told him, 
‘and write “eight hundred.”’ 

•"And the master praised the 
dishonest manager for acting so 
shrewdly. 

“In dealing with their own kind of 
people the men of this world are 
shrewder than those who are in the 
light. 

9 “And I tell you, with the money 
that’s often used in wrong ways win 
friends for yourselves so that when 
it’s gone you’ll be welcomed into the 
everlasting homes. 10 If you can be 
trusted with very little, you can be 
trusted with much. And if you’re 
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dishonest with very little, you're 
dishonest with much. "If you 
couldn't be trusted with wicked 
money, who will trust you with that 
which is really good? u And if you 
couldn't be trusted with someone 
else's things, who will give you your 
own? 

"“No servant can be the slave of 
two masters. Either he will hate the 
one and love the other, or he'll be 
loyal to the one and despise the 
other. You can't serve God and 
money.” 

"The money-loving Pharisees 
heard all this and turned up their 
noses at Him. “Then He said to 
them. "You try to make people think 
you're good, but God knows your 
hearts. What people consider great is 
detested by God. 

“"The Law and the prophets were 
until lohn. Since then the good news 
of God's kingdom is told, and 
everybody tries to force his way into 
it. >T Tt is easier for heaven and earth 
to disappear than for the Law to 
drop one dot of an i. 

“"Anyone who divorces his wife 
and marries another is living in 
adultery. And the man who marries 
a woman divorced from her husband 
is living in adultery." 

The Rich Alan and Lazarus 

“There was a rich man who used 
to dress in purple and fine linen and 
live in luxury every day. “A beggar 
by the name of Lazarus was laid at 
his gate. He was covered with 
sores “and longed to satisfy his 
hunger with anything that might fall 
from the rich man's table. And the 
dogs would even come and lick his 

““One day the beggar died, and 
the angels carried him to Abraham's 
bosom. The rich man also died and 


was buried. “Being tormented in 
hell, he looked up. and though far 
away, he saw Abraham, and Lazarus 
at his bosom. ** Fat her Abraham/ 
he called, 'have pity on me and send 
Lazarus to dip the tip of his finger in 
water and cool off my tongue, 
because I'm suffering in this fire/ 

“"But Abraham said. 'Remember, 
son. you had your good things in 
your life, while Lazarus had his 
misery. Now he is comforted here, 
while you're suffering. “In all 
these things there's a wide chasm 
fixed between us and you. so that 
those who might want to cross from 
here over to you can't do it. nor do 
any from there come over to us. a 

^"Then 1 ask you. father/ he said, 
'send him to my father's home—“1 
have five brothers—to warn them 
not to get into this place of torture/ 

“"‘They have Moses and the 
prophets/ Ahraham said. 'They 
should listen to them.' 

^"No. Father Abraham/ he said, 
'but if someone comes to them from 
the dead. they'H repent.' 

”"*If they don't listen to Moses 
and the prophets/ he answered him. 
They wont be convinced even if 
somebody rose from the dead/*' 

When Others Sin 

"Temptations to sin are sure 
to come/* Jesus told His 
disciples, "but woe to him through 
whom they come. *!t would be 
better for him to have a big millstone 
hung around his neck and to be 
thrown into the lake than to lead one 
of these little ones into sin. *Watch 
yourselves. 

"If your brother sins, correct him; 
and if he's sorry, forgive him 
^ven if he sins against you seven 
times in one day and seven times 
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comes back to you and says, ‘I’m 
sorry.’ forgive him.” 

Faith and Duty 

Then the apostles said to the 
Lord, ‘‘Give us more faith.” 

8 ‘‘If you have a faith like a mustard 
seed.” the Lord said, “you could say 
to this mulberry tree, ‘Be pulled up 
by the roots, and be planted in the 
lake,’ and it would obey you. 

7 ‘if your slave is plowing or 
watching sheep and comes in from 
the field, will any of you say to him, 
‘Come quickly and eat’? "Or won't 
you rather tell him, ‘Prepare some¬ 
thing for me to eat, fasten your belt, 
and serve me while I eat and drink, 
and afterwards you eat and drink’?

“Where there’s a dead body,’’ He 
told them, “there the vultures will 
gather.” 

God Hears 

Jesus told them a story to 
show that they should al¬ 
ways pray and not get tired of it: 

z “In a town there was a judge who 31 ” 
didn’t fear God or care what people 
thought. Tn that town there was 
also a widow who kept coming to 
him and saying, ‘Get me justice and 
defend me against my enemy!’ 

4 “For a while he refused to do 
anything, but then he said to 
himself, ‘Even though I don’t fear 
God or care what people think, 5 yet 
because this widow keeps bothering 
me, I’ll have to see that she gets 
justice, or she’ll keep coming till she 
wears me out.’”

Jesus Loves Children 

“Some people brought babies to 
Jesus to have Him touch them. When 
the disciples saw them, they sternly 
told them not to do it. 

“But Jesus called the children to 
Him and said, “Let the little 
children come to Me, and don’t keep 
them away. God’s kingdom belongs 
to such as these. ,7 I tell you the 
truth, if you don’t receive God’s 
kingdom like a little child, you will 
not get into it.” 

The Rich Young Leader 

“An official asked Him, “Good 
Teacher, what do I do to get 
everlasting life?”

If you’re in 
Jerusalem, leave it. If you’re in the 
country, don’t go into the city.

"They started to discuss with one 
another which of them was going to 
do this. 

“Who Is the Greatest?” 

"Then the disciples started to 
quarrel among themselves as to 
which of them was considered the 
greatest. 

““The kings of the nations lord it 
over them,” He told them, “and their 
rulers call themselves benefactors. 

*With you it’s different. The greatest 
among you should become like the 
youngest, and one who leads should 
be like one who serves. 27 Who is 


greater, the one who lies down to eat 
or the one who serves? Isn’t it the 
one who lies down to eat?

“We found that He makes our 
people disloyal, keeps them from 
paying taxes to the emperor, and 
says He is Christ, a king.” 

‘Pilate asked Him, “Are You the 
King of the Jews?” 

“Yes,” He answered him. 

"Pilate told the ruling priests and 
the crowd, “I don’t find this Man 
guilty of anything.” 

Before Herod 

5 The priests and the crowd kept 
urging him: “He stirs up the people 
by teaching all over the country of 
the Jews, beginning in Galilee and 
coming here.” 

“When Pilate heard that, he asked, 

“Is the Man from Galilee?” 7 And 
when he found out Jesus came from 
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the country governed by Herod, he 
sent Him to Herod, who also was in 
Jerusalem at that time. 

"Herod was very glad to see Jesus. 
For a long time he wanted to see 
Him because he was hearing about 
Him, and he was expecting to see 
Jesus do some miracle. 9 He asked 
Him a lot of questions, but Jesus 
didn’t answer him. "The ruling 
priests and the Bible scholars were 
standing there and accusing Him 
vehemently. 

”So Herod and his soldiers treated 
Him with contempt and made fun of 
Him. They put a splendid garment 
on Him and then sent Him back to 
Pilate. ,2 On that day Herod and 
Pilate became friends. Before this 
they had been enemies. 

’Then Pilate called the ruling 
priests, the other leaders, and the 
people together. ‘"“You brought 
me this Man as one who turns the 
people against the government,” he 
told them. “And now look, I’ve 
examined this Man before you and 
found Him innocent of the things 
you accuse Him of. ,5 And Herod 
did too, because he sent Him back to 
us. You see, He hasn’t done anything 
to deserve death. ‘"So I’m going to 
teach Him a lesson and let Him 
go.”® 

Barahhas 

'"Then the whole crowd yelled: 
“Away with Him. Free Barabbas for 
us.” ,B He had been put in prison for 
a revolt that had taken place in the 
city and for murder. 

20 But Pilate wanted to let Jesus go, 
so he called to them again. 
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“But they kept yelling: "Crucify, 
crucify Him!" 

“And Pilate spoke to them a third 
time: “Why, what wrong has He 
done? I haven’t found anything in 
Him that deserves death. So I will 
teach Him a lesson and let Him go.” 

“But they kept pressing him with 
loud shouts, demanding He be 
crucified, and their shouts were 
overpowering Pilate. “Then Pilate 
decided what they demanded 
should be done: “he let them have 
Barabbas, who had been put in 
prison for revolt and murder, but 
whom they were asking for, and he 
handed Jesus over to them to do 
what they wanted. 


On the Way 


“As they led Jesus away, they took 
hold of Simon, a man from Cyrene, 
who was coming in from the 
country, and they laid the cross on 
him, to carry it behind Jesus. 

27 A large crowd of the people 
followed Him. The women in the 
crowd were beating their breasts and 
weeping over Him. burning to 
them, Jesus said, "Daughters of 
Jerusalem, don’t cry over Me, but cry 
over yourselves and your children, 
“because the time is coming when 
people will say: 

’Happy are— 

the women who couldn’t have 
children, 

the wombs that didn’t bear, 
and the breasts that didn't nurse.’ 
30 Then people will say — 
ta the mountains.' 'Fall on us!‘ 
and to the hills: ‘Cover us!* 
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3, If this is done to the green tree, 
what will be done to a dry one?” 
“Two others, who were criminals, 


were also taken away to be killed 
with Him. 

"They Crucified Him ” 

“When they came to the place 
called Skull, they crucified Him 
there with the criminals, one at His 
right and the other at His left. 

“Then lesus said, "Father, forgive 
them; they don’t know what they are 
doing.”* 

They divided His clothes among 
them by throwing lots for them. 

“The people stood there watching. 
The rulers were sneering, "He saved 
others. He should save Himself if He's 
the promised Christ wham God has 
chosen.” “The soldiers also made 
fun of Him by going up to Him and 
offering Him sour wine. “"If 
You’re the King of the Jews," they 
said, "save Yourself.” 

“There was a notice placed above 
Him: THIS IS THE KING OF THE JEWS. 

A Robber Turns to fesus 

“One of the crucified criminals 
was mocking Him. "Aren’t You the 
Promised Christ? Save Yourself and 
us!” 

“But the other warned him. 
"Aren't you afraid of God?’’ he 
asked him. “You’re condemned just 
as He is. 41 Our punishment is just. 
We’re getting what we deserve for 
what we’ve done. But this One has 
done nothing wrong." 

"Then he said, "Jesus, remember 
me when You come to Your 
kingdom.” 

°“I tell you the truth,” Jesus said 
to him, "today you will be with Me 
in Paradise.” 

fesus Dies 

"It was about twelve o’clock when 
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darkness came over the whole 
country, because the sun stopped 
shining, and the darkness lasted till 
three in the afternoon. "The cur¬ 
tain in the temple was torn in two. 

"Then Jesus called out loud, 
“Father, into Your hands I entrust 
My spirit After He said this, He 
died. 

47 When the captain saw what had 
happened, he praised God and said, 

“This Man certainly was right¬ 
eous.” "When all the people who 
had come there to see this saw what 
happened, they beat their breasts 
and turned back. "All His friends 
were standing at a distance, also the 
women who had followed Him from 
Galilee and now were watching 
these things. 

fesus Is Buried 

'“There was a man by the name of « 6 pijis 
J oseph, a member of the Jewish 49 Pl 3811 
court, a good and righteous man 
M who had not voted for their plan 
and action. He was from Arimathea, 
a Jewish town, and was looking 
forward to God’s kingdom. 

“He went to Pilate and asked for 
Jesus’ body. S3 He took it down, 
wrapped it in some linen, and laid it 
in a grave cut in the rock, in which 
no one had yet been laid. M It was 
the day of preparation, and the day 
of rest was just starting. 

“The women who had come with 
Him from Galilee, following close 
behind, saw the grave and how His 
body was laid. “Then they went 
back and prepared spices and 
perfumes. But on Saturday they 
rested according to the command¬ 
ment. 

fesus Rises 

Very early on Sunday morn¬ 
ing the women came to the 


grave bringing the spices they had 
prepared. 2 They found the stone 
rolled back from the grave, 3 but 
when they went in, they didn’t find 
the body of the Lord Jesus. 4 While 
they were troubled about this, 
suddenly two men stood beside 
them in clothes that flashed like 
lightning. 5 The women were terri¬ 
fied, and they bowed down to the 
ground. 

“Why do you look among the dead 
for Him who is alive?” they asked 
the women. R “He is not here; He 
has risen! Remember what He told 
you while He was still in Galilee, 
7l The Son of Man must be handed 
over to sinful men, be crucified, and 
rise on the third day.”’ 

“They remembered what He said. 
9 They left the grave, went back, and 
reported all this to the eleven and all 
the others. ,0 It was Mary from 
Magdala, Johanna, Mary the mother 
of James, and the other women with 
them that told the apostles about it. 

"The apostles thought it was 
nonsense and wouldn’t believe 
them. 

“But Peter started out and ran to 
the grave. He bent down and saw 
only the linen cloths. Then he went 
home, amazed at what had hap¬ 
pened. 

On the Way to Emmaus 

13 On the same day, two of them 
were going to a village called 
Emmaus, about seven miles from 
Jerusalem. ,4 They were talking 
about everything that had happened. 

"While they were talking and 
discussing, Jesus Himself joined 
them and walked with them. 
"They saw Him but were kept from 
knowing who He was. 

,7 “What are you discussing as 
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you’re walking along?” He asked 
them. 

They stood still and looked 
gloomy. "“'Are you the only 
stranger living in Jerusalem,” the 
one by the name of Cleopas asked 
Him, “who doesn’t know what 
happened there these days?” 

,9 ‘‘What do you mean?” He asked. 

“All about Jesus from Nazareth,” 
they told Him, “who was a prophet, 
mighty in what He did and said 
before God and all the people, 
20 and how our high priests and rulers 
handed Him over to be condemned 
to death and crucified Him. 2l But 
we were hoping He would be the 
One to free Israel. What is more, this 
is now the third day since it 
happened. z2 And then some of our 
women startled us. They went to the 
grave early this morning 23 and 
didn’t find His body. They came and 
told us they had even seen a vision 
of angels who said He is alive. 
24 Some of our men went to the grave 
and found it as the women had said; 
and they didn’t see Him.” 

25, ‘How foolish you are,” He told 
them, “and how slow to believe 
everything the prophets said! 
^Didn’t the promised Christ have to 
suffer this and so go to His 
glory?” 27 Then He explained to 
them, starting with Moses and all 
the prophets, what they said about 
Him in all their writings. 

z8 And so they came near the 
village where they were going, and 
He acted as if He were going 
farther. 29 ‘‘Stay with us,” they 
urged Him. “It’s getting late, and the 
day is almost gone.” So He went in 
to stay with them. 

30 While He was at the table with 
them, He took the bread, blessed and 
broke it, and gave it to them. 
"Then their eyes were opened, and 


they knew who He was. But He 
vanished from them. 

"“Didn’t our hearts glow,” they 
said to each other, “as He was 
talking to us on the way and 
explaining the Bible to us?” 

"That same hour they started out. 
went back to Jerusalem, and found 
the eleven and those who were with 
them all together. "These said, 
“The Lord really did rise, and Simon 
saw Him.” 

"Then the two men told what had 
happened on the way and how they 
had recognized Him while He was 
breaking the bread. 

Behind Locked Doors 

16 While they were talking about 
what had happened, Jesus stood 
among them. “Peace to you!” He 
said to them. "They were startled 
and terrified and thought they were 
seeing a ghost. 

1B “Why are you troubled?” He 
asked them. “And why do doubts 
come into your minds? "Look at 
My hands and My feet: it is I Myself. 
Feel Me and see. A ghost doesn’t 
have flesh and bones as you see Me 
have.” 40 As He said this, He 
showed them His hands and His 
feet. 

"They were so happy—they 
thought it was too good to be 
true—and they were surprised. “Do 
you have anything here to eat?” He 
asked them. 42 They gave Him a 
piece of broiled fish. "He took it 
and ate it while they watched Him. 

"“While I was still with you,” He 
said to them, “I told you that 
everything written about Me in the 
Law of Moses, the Prophets, and the 
Psalms must come true.” "Then 
He opened their minds to under 
stand the Bible. ““This,” He told 
them, “is what is written: The 
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promised Christ will suffer, rise 
from the dead on the third day, 
47 and in His name you will preach to 
all people, beginning at Jerusalem, 
that they repent of their sins so that 
they will be forgiven. "You will 
testify of these things.” 

fesus Goes Up to Heaven 

4S ”I am sending you Him whom 
My Father promised. Wait here in 
the city till you are armed with 
power from above.” 


50 He took them out to a place 
where Bethany lay ahead of them. 
Then He raised His hands and 
blessed them. “While He was 
blessing them, He parted from them 
and was taken up to heaven. 

“They knelt and worshiped Jesus. 
And then they went back to 
Jerusalem very happy. “And they 
were always in the temple praising 
God.

7 He came to tell 
the truth about the Light to help 
everyone believe.

The true Light that gives light to 
everyone was coming into the 
world. "He was in the world, and 
He made the world, and the world 
didn’t know Him.

'’“Come and you’ll see,” He told 
them. So they came and saw where 
He was staying, and they stayed 
with Him that day. It was about ten 
in the forenoon. 

w One of the two who heard John 
and then followed Jesus was An¬ 
drew, Simon Peter’s brother. 4, He 
first found his own brother Simon 
and told him, “We have found the 
Messiah.”

is Christ.) 42 He brought him to 
Jesus. 

Looking at him, Jesus said, “You 
are Simon, John’s son. Your name 
will be Cephas” (which means 
Peter 3 ). 

The next day Jesus wanted to go 
to Galilee. He found Philip. “Follow 
Me!" Jesus told him. “Philip was 
from Bethsaida, the home town of 
Andrew and Peter. 

“Philip found Nathanael and told 
him, “The One Moses wrote about in 
the Law, and the prophets too— 
we’ve found Him, Jesus, Joseph’s 
Son from Nazareth.” 

“"Nazareth—can anything good 
come from there?” Nathanael asked 
him. 

“Come and see!” Philip told him. 

“Jesus saw Nathanael coming 
toward Him. “Here’s a real Israelite

2 Two days later there was a 
wedding in Cana in Galilee, and 
Jesus'mother was there. 2 Jesus and 
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His disciples had also been invited 
to the wedding. 

'When the people were out of 
wine, Jesus' mother said to Him. 
"They don't have any wine." 

•"Will you leave that to Me, 
woman?" Jesus asked her. “It isn't 
the right time yet." 

*His mother told the waiters, “flb 
anything He tells you ." 

*Six stone water Jars were standing 
there for the religious washing; of 
the Jews. Each jar held eighteen to 
twenty-seven gallons. 

’"Fill the Jars with water," Jesus 
told them.

His 
brothers, and His disciples went 
down to Capernaum and stayed 
there a few days. 

Jesus Cleans the Temple 

’The Jewish Passover was near, so 
Jesus went up to Jerusalem. 

In the temple He found men 
selling cattle, sheep, and pigeons, 
and the money changers were sitting 
there. ,a So He made a whip of 
small ropes and with their sheep 


and cattle drove them all out of the 
temple. He scattered the coins of the 
money changers and upset their 
tables. 

"“Take these away!" He told those 
who sold pigeons. “Don't make My 
Father's house a place for business." 

*His disciples had to think of 
what the Bible said: The zeal for 
Your house will consume Afe. 

"Then the Jews came back at Him 
by asking, "By what miracle can You 
prove to us You may do this?" 

"•"Tear down this temple," Jesus 
answered them, "and I will raise it 
in three days." 

*“11 took forty-six rears to build 
this temple," said the Jews, "and 
You'll raise it in three days?" 

Thit the temple He spoke of was 
His own body. ® After He rose from 
the dead. His disciples r e m e mbered 
He had said this, and they believed 
° ***** the Bible and what Jesus had said. 

Nicodemus 

TNkiw. while He was in the crowd 
at the Passover in Jerusalem, many 
beltered in His name when they saw 
the miracles He was doing. "Jesus, 
however, wouldn't trust them, be¬ 
cause He knew everybody. "He 
didn't need to be told about anyone, 
because He knew what was in him. 

3 Now, there was a Pharisee by the 
name a i Nicodemus. a —ember 
of the Jewish court. Tie came to 
Jesus one night. “Master." he said to 
Him. “we know You're a t ea cher 
who has cone from God. Nobody 
can do t hese miracles You do unless 
God is w ith him." 

T tell you the truth." Jesus 
a n swered him. "if anyone isn't born 
from above, he can't see God's 
kingdom." 

•“How can anyone be born when 
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he‘s old?” Nicodemus asked Him. 
"He can’t go back into his mother’s 
womb and be born again, can he?” 

S “I tell you the truth,” jesus 
answered him, “if anyone isn’t born 
of water and the Spirit, he can’t get 
into God's kingdom. Anything 
born of the flesh is flesh, but 
anything born of the Spirit is 
spirit. 7 Don’t be surprised when I 
tell you you must all be born from 
above. "The wind blows where it 
pleases and you hear the sound of it, 
but you don’t know where it’s 
coming from or where it’s going. So 
it is with everyone born of the 
Spirit.” 

‘'“How can that be?” Nicodemus 
asked Him. 

,0 ”You are the teacher in Israel,” 
Jesus said to him, “and don’t know 
this? "I assure you. We tell what 
We know, and We testify to what We 
have seen. But you people don’t 
accept Our testimony. ,2 If you 
don’t believe the earthly things I told 
you. how will you believe Me if I tell 
you heavenly things? ,3 No one has 
gone up to heaven except the One 
who came down from heaven—the 
Son of Man. 

,4 “As Moses lifted up the snake in 
the desert, so the Son of Man must 
be lifted up ,s so that everyone who 
believes in Him has everlasting 
life. ,6 God so loved the world that 
He gave His only-begotten Son so 
that whoever believes in Him might 
not perish but have everlasting 
life. ,7 You see, God didn’t send His 
Son into the world to condemn the 
world but to save the world through 
Him. '“If you believe in Him, 
you’re not condemned. But if you 
don’t believe, you’re already con¬ 
demned because you don’t believe 
in the name of God's only-begotten Son. 
‘“This is why people are condemned: 


The Light came into the world, but 
people have loved darkness instead 
of the Light because they have been 
doing wrong. 20 Everyone who does 
wrong hates the Light and will not 
come to the Light—he doesn’t want 
his works to be seen in the 
light.

John Is Happy in Jesus 

“After this, Jesus and His disci¬ 
ples went into the country of Judea, 
and there He spent some time with 
them and baptized. 

“John too was baptizing in Aenon, 
near Salim, because there was much 
water there. So people came and 
were baptized. “John had not yet 
been put in prison. 

“John’s disciples started a discus- 
3 sion with a Jew about religious 
cleansing, “and they came to John. 
“Teacher,” they told him, “He who 
was with you on the other side of the 
Jordan and to whom you gave your 
testimony—He’s here. He’s baptiz¬ 
ing, and everybody’s going to Him.” 

27 “A man can get only what 
Heaven has given him,” John 
answered. ““You yourselves are 
witnesses that I said I’m not the 
promised Savior but am sent ahead 
of Him. 

29 “The One who has the bride is 
the Bridegroom. The Bridegroom’s 
friend stands and listens to Him. 
And when the Bridegroom speaks, 
He makes His friend very happy. 
Now, this is my happiness, and it’s 
complete. 30 He must grow while I 
must become less.

The Samaritan Woman 

The Lord found out that the 
Pharisees had heard, “Jesus is 
making and baptizing more disci¬ 
ples than John,” Although it 
wasn’t really Jesus but His disciples 
who baptized. ’Then He left Judea 
and started back on the way to 
Galilee, 4 and He had to go through 
Samaria. 5 He came to a town in 
Samaria by the name of Sychar, near 
the piece of land Jacob gave his son 
Joseph. Jacob’s Well was there. So 
Jesus, tired as He was from traveling, 
sat down by the well. It was about 
six in the evening. 

7 A woman of Samaria came to 
draw water. “Give Me a drink,” 
Jesus said to her. B His disciples had 
gone into the town to buy food. 

9 The Samaritan woman asked 
Him: “How can You, a Jew, ask me, a 
Samaritan woman, for a drink?” 
Jews, you see, don’t drink from the 
same jar with Samaritans. 

,0 “If you knew what God is 
giving,” Jesus answered her, “and 
who it is that says to you, 'Give Me a 
drink,’ you would have asked Him, 


and He would have given you living 
water.” 

"“Sir, You have nothing to draw 
water with,” she told Him, “and the 
well is deep. Where can You get 
living water from a spring? "Are 
You greater than Jacob, our ancestor, 
who gave us the well? He himself 
drank from it, and also his sons and 
his animals.” 

’’“Everyone who drinks this wa¬ 
ter,” Jesus answered her, “will get 
thirsty again. l4 Anyone who drinks 
the water I’ll give him will never get 
thirsty again. But the water I'll give 
him will be in him a spring of water 
bubbling up to everlasting life.” 

,5 “Sir, give me this water,” the 
woman told Him. “Then I won’t get 
thirsty or have to come out here to 
draw water.” 

,6 “Go. call your husband,” Jesus 
told her, “and come back here.” 

,7 “I don’t have any husband,” the 
woman answered Him. 

“You’re right when you say, ‘I 
don’t have any husband,’” Jesus 
told her. ,B “You’ve had five hus¬ 
bands, and the man you have now 
isn’t your husband. You’ve told the 
truth!”

2 Near the Sheep Gate in Jerusalem 
there’s a pool that the Jews call 
Bethesda. It has five porches. 3 In 
them there used to lie a crowd of 
people who were sick, blind, lame, 
and paralyzed.b 5 One man who 
was there had been sick thirty-eight 
years. “Jesus saw him lying there 
and found out he had been sick a 
long time. “Would you like to get 
well?” He asked him. 

7 “Lord,” the sick man answered 
Him, “I don’t have anybody to put 
me into the pool when the water is 
stirred. And while I’m trying to get 
there, somebody else steps in ahead 
of me.” 

““Get up,” Jesus told him, “pick 
up your bed, and walk.” 
“Immediately the man got well, 
picked up his bed, and walked. 

That day was a Sabbath. 

10 “Today is the day of rest,” the Jews 
told the man who had been healed. 
“It’s wrong for you to carry your 
bed.” 

"He answered them, “The One 
who made me well told me, ‘Pick up 
your bed and walk.’ ” 

"They asked him, “Who is the 
man that told you, ‘Pick it up and 


walk’?” “But the man who had 
been healed didn’t know who He 
was, because Jesus had disappeared 
in the crowd that was there. 

,4 Later Jesus found him in the 
temple and said to him, “Look, 
you’re well now. Don’t sin any more, 
or something worse may happen to 
you.” 

“The man went back and told the 
Jews it was Jesus who made him 
well.

'“Because Jesus was doing such 
things on a Sabbath, the Jews started 
to persecute Him.

"‘‘There’s a boy here who has five 
barley loaves and two fish. But what 
is that among so many?” 

"“Have the people sit down,” 
Jesus said. There was much grass at 
the place. So they sat down. There 
were about five thousand men. 

"Then Jesus took the loaves, gave 
thanks, and distributed them to the 
people who were sitting down, and 
in the same way as much of the fish 
as they wanted.

But I tell the world only what I heard 
from Him who sent Me, and He tells 
the truth.”

,u As He was saying this, many 
believed in Him. "Then Jesus said 
to those Jews who believed in Him, 
“If you live in My Word, you are 
really My disciples, “and you will 
know the truth, and the truth will 
free you.” 

n “We are Abraham’s descen¬ 
dants,” they answered Him, “and 
have never been anybody’s slaves. 
How can You say, ‘You’ll be freed’?” 

M “I tell you the truth,” Jesus 
answered them, “everyone who 
lives in sin is a slave to sin. 15 A 
slave doesn’t stay in the home 
forever. A son stays forever. “If, 
then, the Son frees you, you will 
really be free. 37 I know you’re 
Abraham’s descendants. But you 
want to kill Me because My Word is 
not working in you.

39 “Abraham is our father,” they 
answered Him. 

“If you were Abraham’s chil¬

“But now 
you want to kill Me, a Man who told 
you the truth, which I heard from 
God. Abraham didn’t do that. 
"You’re doing what your father 
does.” 

“We weren’t born outside of 
marriage,” they said.

,7 Then they asked the blind man 
again, “What do you say about Him, 
since He gave you your sight?” 

“He’s a prophet,” he answered.

20 “We know he’s our son,” his 
parents answered, “and was born 
blind. 21 But we don’t know how it 
is he can see now or who gave him 
his sight. Ask him; he’s of age. He’ll 
tell you about himself.”

Why do you want to hear it again? 
You don’t want to be His disciples 
too. do you?” 

"“You’re His disciple,” they an¬ 
swered him scornfully, “but we’re 
Moses’ disciples. 29 We know God 
spoke to Moses, but this Fellow—we 
don’t know where He’s from.” 

"“Well, that’s strange!” the man 
answered them. “You don’t know 
where He's from, and yet He gave me 
my sight. 31 We know that God 
doesn’t hear sinners but hears 
anyone who worships God and does 
what He wants. “Nobody has ever 
heard of anyone giving sight to a 
man born blind. 33 If this One were 
not from God, He couldn’t do 
anything.” 

)4 “You were altogether born in 
sins,” they answered him, “and are 
you trying to teach us?” Then they 
put him out of the synagog.

Finding him, He asked him, “Do 
you believe in the Son of Man?”

"Then Jesus said, “I’ve come into 
this world to judge men, so that 
those who don’t see may see and 
those who see may turn blind.” 

4D Some Pharisees who were near 
Him heard this. “We aren’t blind, 
are we?” they asked Him. 

4, “If you were blind,” Jesus told 
them, “you wouldn’t be sinning. But 
now you say, ‘We see,’ and you go 
on sinning.” 

The Good Shepherd 

“I tell you the truth, the man 
who doesn’t come into the 
sheepfold through the door but 
climbs over somewhere else, is a 
thief and a robber. 2 But the one 
who comes in through the door is 
the shepherd of the sheep. The 
doorkeeper opens the door for him, 
and the sheep listen to his voice. He 
calls his own sheep by their names 
and leads them out. “When he has 
brought out all his own sheep, he 
walks ahead of them, and the sheep 
follow him because they know his 
voice. They will not follow a 
stranger but will run away from him 
because they don’t know the voice of 
strangers.” 

Th is was the illustration Jesus 
used in talking to them, but they 
didn’t know what He meant. 7 So 
Jesus spoke again: “I tell you the 
truth, I am the Door for the 
sheep. B All who came before Me 
were thieves and robbers, but the 
sheep didn’t listen to them. 

9 I am the Door. If anyone comes in 
through Me, he will be saved and 
will go in and out and find pasture. 

,0 “A thief comes only to steal and 
kill and destroy. I came so that they 
will have life and have it overflow¬ 
ing in them. “I am the Good 
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Shepherd. The Good Shepherd gives 
His life for the sheep. ,2 When a 
hired man, who isn’t a shepherd and 
doesn’t own the sheep, sees a wolf 
coming, he leaves the sheep and 
runs away—and the wolf carries 
them off and scatters them— 
"because he works for money and 
doesn’t care about the sheep. "I am 
the Good Shepherd, and I know My 
own and My own know Me, ,5 as 
the Father knows Me and I know the 
Father. And I give My life for the 
sheep. ,6 I have other sheep too, that 
are not in this fold. I must lead those 
too, and they will listen to My voice, 
and so they will become one flock 
with one Shepherd. ,7 The Father 
loves Me because I give My life in 
order to take it back again. 
"Nobody takes it from Me. No, of My 
own free will I am giving it. I have 
the power to give it, and I have the 
power to take it back again. This is 
what My Father ordered Me to do.” 

,9 These words again caused a split 
among the Jews. "Many of them 
said, “There’s a devil in Him and 
He’s crazy. Why do you listen to 
Him?” Z1 0thers said, “Nobody 
talks like this when there’s a devil in 
him. Can a devil give sight to the 
blind?”

He said, 
“The purpose of this sickness isn’t 
death but to show God’s glory; it is 
to glorify God’s Son.” 

S jesus loved Martha and her sister 
and Lazarus. “Now. when He heard 
Lazarus was sick. He stayed two 
days where He was. 7 After that He 
said to His disciples, “Let us go back 
to Judea." 

"“Master,” the disciples said to 
Him, "the jews have just been 
wanting to stone You. and You're 
going back there?” 

q "Aren’t there twelve hours in a 
day 7 ” jesus answered. “If you walk 
during the day, you don’t stumble, 
because you see the light of this 
world— ,0 But if you walk at night, 
you stumble, because you have no 
light.” 

"After He said this, He told them, 
"Our friend Lazarus has gone to 
sleep, but I’m going there to wake 
him up.” 

"‘‘Lord, if he has gone to sleep,” 
His disciples said to Him, “he’ll get 
well.” 

"lesus meant he was dead, but 
they thought He meant he was only 
sleeping. ,4 Then Jesus told them in 
plain words, “Lazarus died. ,s And 
I’m glad I wasn’t there; it w ill help 
you believe.

'“Bethany was near Jerusalem, not 
quite two miles away, '‘'and many 
Jews had come to Martha and Mary 
to comfort them about their brother. 

"Now, when Martha heard, “Jesus 
is coming,” she went to meet Him, 
while Mary stayed at home. 
“‘‘Lord, if You had been here,” 
Martha told Jesus, “my brother 
wouldn't have died. “But even 
now I know God will give You 
anything You ask Him.” 

““Your brother will rise again,” 
Jesus told her. 

24 “l know he’ll rise again,” Martha 
answered Him, “in the resurrection 
on the last day.”

10 Jesus hadn’t 
come to the village yet but was still 
where Martha had met Him. 
"Now, the Jews who were in the 
house with Mary to comfort her saw 
her get up quickly and leave. So they 
followed her, thinking she was going 
to the grave to weep there.

The 
fragrance of the perfume filled the 
house. 

4 Judas (the man from Kerioth, one 
of His disciples, who was going to 
betray Him) asked, *“Why wasn’t 
this perfume sold for three hundred 
denarii and the money given to the 
poor?” 6 He didn’t say this because 
he cared about the poor but because 
he was a thief and used to steal what 
was put in the money box he carried. 

'“Let her do it for the day of My 
burial,” Jesus said. 8 “The poor you 
always have with you, but you don’t 
always have Me.” 

9 A large crowd of the Jews found 
out He was there, and they came, not 
only on account of Jesus but also to nPl M 8 
see Lazarus, whom He had raised is “'2s 
from the dead. '“But the ruling ” h 'J, 
priests decided to kill Lazarus 27Pi63 
too, "because he was the reason 
many Jews were going over to Jesus 
and believing in Him. 

The King Comes to Jerusalem 

"The next day the large crowd that 
had come to the festival and heard, 

“Jesus is coming to Jerusalem,” 

"took branches from the palm trees 
and went out to meet Him, shouting: 

“Our Savior! 

Blessed is He who is coming in the 
Lord’s name, 

the King of Israel!” 

"Jesus found a donkey and sat on 
it. as it is written: 

,s Don’t be afraid, daughter of 
Zion! 

Look! Your King is coming, riding 
on a donkey’s colt! 

,6 At that time His disciples didn’t 
know what it meant, but after Jesus 
was glorified, they remembered this 


was written about Him and was 
done to Him. 

"The people who had been with 
Him when He called Lazarus out of 
the grave and raised him from the 
dead were telling what they had 
seen. '“Because the crowd heard 
He had done this miracle, it came to 
meet Him. 

19 Then the Pharisees said to one 
another, “You see, you’re not getting 
anywhere. Look! The world is 
running after Him.” 

Death and Glory 

“Among those who came up to 
worship at the festival were some 
Greeks. "They went to Philip (who 
was from Bethsaida in Galilee) and 
told him, “Sir, we want to see 
Jesus.” “Philip went and told 
Andrew. Andrew and Philip went 
and told Jesus. 

“Jesus answered them, “The time 
has come for the Son of Man to be 
glorified. “Surely, I tel! you, if a 
kernel of wheat doesn’t fall into the 
ground and die, it will be just one 
kernel. But if it dies, it produces 
much grain. “Love your life and 
lose it, but hate your life in this 
world, and you will keep it for an 
everlasting life. Z6 If you serve Me, 
follow Me; and where I am, there My 
servant will be. If you serve Me, the 
Father will honor you. 

27 '7 am deeply troubled now. But 
what should I say? Father, save Me 
from what is going to happen? No! I 
came to suffer this now. “Father, 
glorify Your name.” 

Then a voice came from heaven: “I 
have glorified My name and will 
glorify it again.” 

29 The crowd, which stood there 
and heard it, said it had thundered. 
Others said, “An angel talked to 
Him.” 30 Jesus explained: “That 
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voice did not come for My benefit 
but for yours. 

3, “Now this world is being judged; 
now the ruler of this world will be 
thrown out. 32 And once I have been 
lifted up from the earth, I will draw 
all people to Me. M “He said this to 
indicate how He was going to die. 

“Then the crowd answered Him, 
“We've heard from the Bible the 
promised Christ lives forever. How, 
then, can You say the Son of Man 
must be lifted up?

35 “The Light will be with you just 
a little longer,” Jesus answered 
them. “Walk while you have the 
Light, or darkness will overtake you.

aside His outer garment, took ai 
towel, and tied it around Him.Then> 
He poured water into a basin and 
started to wash the disciples’ feet: 
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and to dry them with the towel that 
was tied around Him. 

*And so He came to Simon Peter. 
“Lord,” Peter asked Him, “are You 
going to wash my feet?” 

7 "You don’t know now what I’m 
doing,” Jesus answered him. ‘‘But 
later you will understand.” 

8 ‘‘No!” Peter told Him. “You’ll 
never wash my feet.” 

“If I don’t wash you,” Jesus 
answered him, “you have no share 
in Me.” 

9 “Lord,” Simon Peter told Him, 

“not only my feet but also my hands 
and my head." 

,0 “Anyone who has bathed needs 
only to have his feet washed,” Jesus 
told him.

,5 “If you love Me, you will do 
what I order. ,6 And I will ask the 
Father, and He will give you another

world cannot receive, because it 
doesn't see or know Him. You know 
Him, because He lives with you and 
will be in you. 

*"“I will not leave you orphans; 
I’m coming back to you. '“Only a 
little while and the world won’t see 
Me any more.

27, ‘I leave peace with you, I give 
you My peace. I don’t give it to you 
as the world gives it. Don’t feel 
troubled or afraid. "You heard Me 
tell you, ‘I’m going away, but I’m 
coming back to you.’ If you loved 
Me, you’d be glad I’m going to the 
Father, because the Father is greater 
than I. 

”‘Tve told you this now before it 
happens, so that when it happens, 
you believe. 10 I won’t say much to 
you any more, because the ruler of 
the world is coming.

The Vine and the Branch 

“I am the real Vine, and My 
Father takes care of the 
vineyard.

3 “What I have said to you has 
already made you clean. 4 Stay in 
Me, and I will stay in you. A branch 
can’t bear any fruit by itself—if it 
doesn’t stay in the vine. Neither can 
you if you don’t stay in Me. 5 I am 
the Vine, you are the branches. If 
you stay in Me and I in you, you can 
bear much fruit; for without Me you 
can do nothing. e If anyone doesn’t 
stay in Me, he’s thrown away like a 


branch and dries up. Such branches 
are gathered, thrown into the fire, and 
burned. 7 If you stay in Me and 
what I say stays in you, ask for 
anything you want, and it will be 
done for you. fl You glorify My 
Father when you bear much fruit 
and so prove to be My disciples. 
9 As the Father has loved Me, so I 
have loved you. Stay in My 
love. ,0 If you obey My command¬ 
ments, you’ll stay in My love, as I 
have obeyed My Father’s command¬ 
ments and stay in His love. "I told 
you this so that My joy will be in you 
and you will be very happy. ,2 This 
is what I order you to do: Love one 
another as I have loved you. 13 No 
one has a greater love than he who 
gives his life for his friends. 
,4 You’re My friends if you do what I 
order you to do. ,5 I don't call you 
servants any more, because a servant 
doesn’t know what his master is 
doing. But I’ve called you friends 
because I’ve told you everything I 
heard from My Father. ,6 You didn’t 
choose Me, but I chose you and 
appointed you to go and bear fruit 
that doesn’t pass away and to have 
the Father give you anything you ask 
Him in My name. ,7 This is what I 
order you to do: Love one another. 

l8 “If the world hates you, you 
know it hated Me first. l9 If you 
belonged to the world, the world 
would love you as its own. But you 
don’t belong to the world; I took you 
away from the world; that’s why the 
world hates you. "Remember what 
I told you: a slave is no greater than 
his Master. If they persecuted Me, 
they’ll persecute you. If they did 
what I said, they’ll do what you 
say. 2, Now they will do all this to 
you on account of Me, because they 
don’t know Him who sent Me. "If I 
hadn’t come and spoken to them, 
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they wouldn’t be sinning, but now 
they have no excuse for their 
sin. "Anyone who hates Me hates 
My Father. 24 If I hadn’t done among 
them the works no one else has 
done, they wouldn’t be sinning. But 
now they have seen and hated Me 
and My Father. "What is written in 
their Bible has to come true: They 
will hate Me without any reason. 

““When the Comforter comes, 
whom I’ll send you from the Father, 
the Spirit of truth, who proceeds from 
the Father, He’ll tell the truth about 
Me. "And you, too, tell the truth, 
because you’ve been with Me from 
the beginning.” 

Sorrow Will Turn to Joy 

“I told you this so that 
nothing will upset your 
faith. r You will be put out of the 
synagog. Yes, the time will come 
when anyone who murders you will 
think he’s serving God. 3 Men will 
do these things because they didn’t 
get to know the Father or Me. 4 But I 
told you this so that when it 
happens you’ll remember I told you 
about it. I didn’t tell you this at first, 
because I was with you. 

‘“Now I’m going to Him who sent 
Me, and none of you asks Me, 
‘Where are You going?’ ‘But be¬ 
cause I told you this, you feel very 
sad. Hut I tell you the truth, it’s 
good for you that I go away. If I don’t 
go away, the Comforter will not 
come to you. But if I go, I’ll send 
Him to you. ■He will come and 
convict the world of sin, righteous¬ 
ness, and judgment: *of sin because 
they don’t believe in Me; ,0 of 
righteousness because I’m going to 
the Father and you won’t see Me any 
more; "of judgment because the 
ruler of this world is judged. 

”“I have much more to tell you. 


but it would be too much for you 
now. 1T When the Spirit of truth 
comes. He will lead you into the 
whole truth. What He will say will 
not come from Himself, but He’ll 
speak what He hears and tell you 
what is coming. 14 He will glorify 
Me, because He’ll take from what is 
Mine and tell it to you. 
"Everything the Father has is Mine.

"I tell you the 
truth, you will cry and mourn, but 
the world will be glad. You will 
have sorrow, but your sorrow will 
turn to joy. "When a woman is 
going to have a child, she has pains 
because her time has come. But after 
the child is born, she’s so happy a 
child was brought into the world she 
doesn’t remember her pains any 
more. "You, too, are sad now; but 
I’ll see you again, and then you’ll be 
glad , and nobody will take your joy 
away from you.

He took 
X O His disciples to the other 
side of the Kidron valley where 
there was a garden. He and His 
disciples went into it. 

2 Judas, who was betraying Him, 
also knew the place because Jesus 
and His disciples often got together 
there. 3 So Judas took the troop of 
soldiers and servants from the ruling 
priests and Pharisees and came there 
with lanterns and torches and 
weapons. 

4 Then Jesus went out, knowing 
exactly what was going to happen to 
Him. “Whom are you looking for?” 
He asked them.

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“You aren’t one of this Man’s 
disciples too, are you?” 

“I’m not,” he answered. 

"The slaves and the attendants 
were standing around and had made 
a heap of burning coals because it 
was cold. As they warmed them¬ 
selves, Peter was standing with them 
warming himself. 

Before Annas 

'Then the high priest asked Jesus 
about His disciples and His teach¬ 
ing. 

20,4 1 have spoken publicly to the 
world,” Jesus answered him. T have 
always taught in a synagog or in the 
temple, where all the Jews gather, 
and I haven’t said anything in 
secret. 2, Why do you ask Me? Ask 
those who heard Me what I said to 
them; they know what I said.” 

2z When He said this, one of the 
attendants standing near Jesus slap¬ 
ped His face. “Is that how You 
answer the high priest?” he asked. 

23 “If I said anything wrong,” Jesus 
answered him, “tell us what was 
wrong. But if I told the truth, why do 
you hit Me?” 

2 Then Annas sent Him, still 
bound, to Caiaphas, the high priest. 

Peter Denies Again 

“Simon Peter continued to stand 
and warm himself. So the men asked 
him, “You aren’t one of His 
disciples too, are you?” 

He denied, saying, “I’m not!” 

“One of the high priest’s slaves, a 
relative of the man whose ear Peter 
had cut off, asked, “Didn’t I see you 
with Him in the garden?” 

27 Again, Peter denied, and just 
then a rooster crowed. 

Before Pilate 

“The Jews took Jesus from Caia¬ 


phas to the governor’s palace. It was 
early in the morning. 

To keep from getting unclean 
(they wanted to celebrate the Pass- 
over), the Jews themselves didn’t go 
into the governor’s palace. 29 So 
Pilate came out to them. “What 
accusation are you bringing against 
this Man?” he asked. 

30 “If He weren’t a criminal,” they 
answered him, “we wouldn’t have 
handed Him over to you.” 

3, “Take Him yourselves,” Pilate 
therefore told them, “and judge Him 
according to your law.” 

“We’re not allowed to kill any¬ 
one,” the Jews answered him. 
32 And so what Jesus said when He 
predicted how He would die was to 
come true. 

33 Pilate went back into the palace 
and called for Jesus. “Are You the 
King of the Jews?” he asked Him. 

M “Did you think of that yourself,” 
Jesus asked, “or did others tell you 
about Me?” 

35 “Am I a Jew?” Pilate asked. 
“Your own people and the ruling 
priests handed You over to me. 
What did You do?”

“Pilate said to Him, “What is 
truth?” After saying this, he went 
out to the Jews again and told them, 
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"I don’t find this Man guilty of 
anything. 

““You have a custom that I set 
someone free for you at the Passover. 
So would you like me to set the King 
of the Jews free for you?” 

^Then they yelled: “Not this One 
but Barabbas!” Now, Barabbas was a 
robber. 

“Look at the MqtxV ' 

Then Pilate took Jesus and 
had Him scourged. *The 
soldiers twisted some thorns into a 
crown and placed it on His head and 
put a purple garment on Him. 
'They went up to Him and said, 
“Hail, King of the Jews!” and 
slapped His face. 

4 Pilate went outside again. “I’m 
bringing Him out to you,” he told 
them, “to let you know I don’t find 
Him guilty of anything.” 5 Jesus 
came outside wearing the crown of 
thorns and the purple cloak. “Look 
at the Man!” Pilate said to them. 

‘When the ruling priests and the 
servants saw Him, they shouted, 
“Crucify, crucify Him!” 

“Take Him yourselves,” Pilate 
told them, “and crucify Him. 1 don’t 
find Him guilty of anything.” 

7 "We have a law,” the Jews 
answered him, “and according to 
the law He must die. He has claimed 
to be God’s Son.” 

■When Pilate heard them say that, 
he was frightened more than ever. 
*He went into the palace again. 
“Where are You from?” he asked 
Jesus. But Jesus didn’t answer him. 

**‘Don’t You speak to me?” Pilate 
then asked Him. “Don’t You know I 
have the power to free You or to 
crucify You?” 

M "You wouldn’t have any power 
over Me,” Jesus answered him, "if it 
hadn’t been given to you from above. 


That is why the man who handed 
Me over to you is guilty of a greater 
sin. 

,2 This made Pilate anxious to let 
Him go, but the Jews shouted, “If 
you let Him go, you’re no friend of 
Caesar. Anyone who makes himself 
a king is against Caesar.” 

IJ When Pilate heard this, he took 
Jesus outside and sat in the judge’s 
seat at a place called Stone Pave¬ 
ment, or Gabbatha in the Jewish 
language. M It was the Friday of the 
Passover and about six o’clock. 

“Look at your King!” he said to 
the Jews. 

,5 Then they shouted, "Away with 
Him! Kill Him! Crucify Him!” 

“Should I crucify your King?" 
Pilate asked them. 

"We don’t have any king but 
Caesar,” the ruling priests answered. 

,s Then Pilate handed Jesus over to 
them to be crucified. 

“They Crucified Him " 

So they took Jesus, ,7 and He, 
carrying His cross, went out to what 
was called Skull Place, which the 
Jews call Golgotha. ’"There they 
crucified Him with two others, one 
on each side and Jesus in the 
middle. 

’■Pilate also wrote a notice and put 
it on the cross. It read: jesus from 

NAZARETH, THE KING OF THE JEWS. 
“Many Jews read this notice, be¬ 
cause the place where Jesus was 
crucified was near the city, and it 
was written in Aramaic, Latin, and 
Greek. 

“Then the high priests of the Jews 
told Pilate, “Don't write: ‘The King 
of the Jews,' but: ‘He said, “I am the 
King of the Jews.” ’ ” 

“Pilate answered, “What I’ve 
written I’ve written.” 

“When the soldiers had crucified 
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Jesus, they took His clothes and 
divided them into four parts, one for 
each soldier, and the tunic was left 
over. The tunic was without a seam, 
woven in one piece from top to 
bottom. ““Let’s not tear it,” they 
said to one another, “but let’s throw 
lots and see who gets it”—what the 
Bible said had to come true: They 
divided My clothes among them, 
and for My garment they threw lots. 

So that’s what the soldiers did. 

Mary 

“Now, His mother and her sister, 

Mary the wife of Clopas, and Mary 
from Magdala were standing near 
Jesus’ cross. 

“Jesus saw His mother and the 
disciple He loved standing near.

fesus Dies 

“After this, knowing everything 
had now been done, and to have the 
words of the Bible come true, Jesus 
said. “I am thirsty. ” 

“A jar full of sour wine was 
standing there. So they put a sponge 
soaked in the wine on a hyssop stem 
and held it to His mouth. 

“When Jesus had taken the wine, 

He said, “It is finished.” 

Then He bowed His head and gave 
up His spirit. 

No Bone Broken 

31 Since it was Friday and the Jews 
didn’t want the bodies to stay on the 
crosses on Saturday, because that 
Sabbath was an important day, they 
asked Pilate to have the legs of the 
men broken and the bodies taken 


away. “So the soldiers came and 
broke the legs of the first man and 
then of the other who had been 
crucified with Him. 

“But when they came to Jesus and 
saw He was dead already, they 
didn’t break His legs, “but one of 
the soldiers stuck a spear into His 
side, and immediately blood and 
water came out. “He who saw it 
has testified about it, and his 
testimony is true, and he knows he 
is telling the truth so that you too 
will believe. 

“In this way what the Bible said 
had to come true: None of His bones 
will be broken. “And it says in 
another place: They will look at Him 
whom they pierced. 

fesus Is Buried 

“Later Joseph from Arimathea— 
who was a disciple of Jesus, but 
secretly because he was afraid of the 
Jews—asked Pilate to let him take 
Jesus’ body away. Pilate let him have 
it. So he came and took His body 
away. “Then came also Nicode- 
mus, who had first come to Jesus at 
night. He brought a mixture of myrrh 
and aloes, about seventy-two 
pounds. 

^They took Jesus’ body and 
wrapped it with the spices in linen 
according to the Jewish custom of 
burying the dead. 

4l There was a garden at the place 
where Jesus was crucified, and in 
the garden was a new grave, in 
which no one had yet been laid. 
“Here, then—because it was Friday 
(when the Jews got ready for the 
Sabbath) and the grave was near— 
they laid Jesus. 

Peter and John 

Early on Sunday morning 
while it was still dark Mary 
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from Magdala went to the grave and 
saw the stone had been taken away 
from the grave. 2 So she ran and 
came to Simon Peter and the other 
disciple, whom Jesus loved. 
“They’ve taken the Lord out of the 
grave,” she told them, “and we don’t 
know where they laid Him.” 

3 So Peter and the other disciple 
started out for the grave. 'The two 
were running side by side, but the 
other disciple ran faster than Peter 
and got to the grave first. 5 He 
looked in and saw the linen 
wrappings lying there but didn’t go 
in. 

6 When Simon Peter got there after 
him, he went into the grave. He saw 
the linen wrappings lying there, 
7 also the cloth that had been on 
Jesus’ head, not lying with the linen 
wrappings but rolled up in a place 
by itself. Then the other disciple, 
who got to the grave first, also went 
in, saw it, and believed. They 
didn’t know yet what the Bible 
meant when it said He had to rise 
from the dead. 

,D So the disciples went home 
again. 

“Mary!" 

"Mary stood outside, facing the 
grave and crying. As she cried, she 
looked into the grave “and saw 
two angels in white clothes sitting 
where Jesus’ body had been lying, 
one at the head and the other at the 
feet. ““Woman, why are you cry¬ 
ing?” they asked her. 

“They’ve taken my Lord away,” 
she told them, “and I don’t know 
where they laid Him.” 

14 After she said this, she turned 
around and saw Jesus standing there 
but didn’t know it was Jesus. 
15 “Woman, why are you crying?” 


Jesus asked her. “Whom are youi 
looking for?” 

“Sir,” she said to Him, thinking 
He was the gardener, “if you carried 
Him away, tell me where you laid 
Him, and I will take Him away.” 

16 Jesus said to her, “Mary!” 

She turned. “Rabboni!” she said 
to Him in the Jewish language. (The 
word means "Teacher.”) 

““Don’t hold on to Me,” Jesus told 
her. “I didn’t go up to the Father yet. 
But go to My brothers and tell them, 
T am going up to My Father and your 
Father, to My God and your God.’” 

18 Mary from Magdala went and 
told the disciples, “I saw the Lord,” 
and that He said this to her. 

Behind Locked Doors 

’That Sunday evening the doors 
were locked where the disciples 
were, because they were afraid of the 
Jews. Then Jesus came and stood 
among them and said to them, 
“Peace to you!” “When He said 
this, He showed them His hands and 
His side. Then the disciples were 
delighted to see the Lord. 

““Peace to you!” Jesus said to 
them again. “As the Father sent Me. 
so I send you.” “When He had said 
this. He breathed on them and said, 
“Receive the Holy Spirit. “If you 
forgive sins, they are forgiven; if you 
don’t forgive them, they’re not 
forgiven.” 

Thomas Sees Jesus 

“But Thomas, one of the twelve, 
who was called Twin, was not with 
them when Jesus came. “So the 
other disciples told him, “We saw 
the Lord.” 

“Unless I see the marks of the 
nails in His hands,” he told them, 
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“and put my finger in the marks of 
the nails and put my hand in His 
side, I won’t believe it.” 

26 A week later His disciples were 
again in the house, and Thomas was 
with them. The doors were locked, 
but Jesus came and stood among 
them. ‘‘Peace to you!” He said. 
27 Then He told Thomas, “Put your 
finger here, and look at My hands— 
and take your hand and put it in My 
side. And don’t doubt but believe.” 

2B “My Lord and my God!” Thomas 
answered Him. 

29 ”Do you believe because you’ve 
seen Me?” Jesus asked him. 
“Blessed are those who didn’t see 
Me and still believed.” 

Much More 

30 His disciples saw Jesus do many 
other miracles that are not written in 
this book. 3, But these things are 
written so that you believe Jesus is 
the promised Savior, God’s Son, and 
by believing have life in His name. 

Breakfast with fesus 

After this, Jesus showed 
Himself again to the disci¬ 
ples at the Lake of Galilee. This is 
how He showed Himself. 

2 Simon Peter, Thomas (called 
Twin), Nathanael from Cana in 
Galilee, Zebedee’s sons, and two 
other disciples of Jesus were 
together. 3 Simon Peter said to the 
others, “I’m going fishing.” 

“We’re going with you,” they told 
him. 

They went out and got into the 
boat. But that night they caught 
nothing. 4 When morning came, 
Jesus stood on the shore. But the 
disciples didn’t know it was Jesus. 

s “Boys, you don’t have any fish, 
do you?” Jesus asked them. 

They answered Him, “No.” 


6 “Drop the net on the right side of 
the boat,” He told them, “and you 
will find some.” So they dropped it. 
And now they couldn’t pull it in, 
there were so manv fish. 

7 The disciple whom Jesus loved 
said to Peter, “It is the Lord.” When 
Simon Peter heard him say, “It is the 
Lord,” he put on the coat he had 
taken off, fastened it with his belt, 
and jumped into the lake. 0 But the 
other disciples, who were not far 
from the shore, only about a 
hundred yards, came in the small 
boat, dragging the net full of fish. 

9 As they stepped out on the shore, 
they saw burning coals there with 
fish lying on them, and bread. 

10 “Bring some of the fish you just 
caught,” Jesus told them. "Simon 
Peter got into the small boat and 
pulled the net on the shore. It was 
filled with a hundred and fifty-three 
big fish. Although there were so 
many, the net wasn’t torn. 

,2 “Come, have breakfast,” Jesus 
told them. None of the disciples 
dared to ask Him, “Who are You?” 
They knew it was the Lord. ,3 Jesus 
came, took the bread, and gave it to 
them, and also the fish. 

"This was the third time Jesus 
showed Himself to the disciples 
after He rose from the dead. 

“Do You Love Me?” 

15 When they had eaten breakfast, 
Jesus asked Simon Peter, “Simon, 
son of John, do you love Me more 
than these do?” 

“Yes, Lord,” he answered Him, 
“You know I love You.” 

“Feed My lambs,” Jesus told him. 

,6 “Simon, son of John,” He asked 
him a second time, “do you love 
Me?” 
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“Yes, Lord,” he answered Him, 
“You know I love You.” 

“Be a shepherd of My sheep,” 
Jesus told him. 

’’“Simon, son of John,” He asked 
him a third time, “do you love Me?” 

Peter felt sad because He asked 
him a third time, “Do you love Me?” 
“Lord, You know everything,” he 
answered Him, “You know I love 
You.” 

“Feed My sheep,” Jesus told 
him. 18 “I tell you the truth, when 
you were younger, you used to 
fasten your belt and go where you 
wanted to. But when you're old, 
you’ll stretch out your hands, and 
someone else will tie you and take 
you where you don’t want to 
go.” t9 He said this to show by what 
kind of death Peter would glorify 
God. After saying this, He told him, 
“Follow Me.” 

20 Peter turned and saw the disciple 
whom Jesus loved following them. 


He was the one who at the supper 
leaned against Jesus’ breast and 
asked, “Lord, who is going to betray 
You?” “When Peter saw him, he 
asked Jesus, “Lord, what about 
him?” 

22 “If I want him to stay till I come,” 
Jesus asked him, “what is that to 
you? You follow Me.” 23 And so it 
was said among the Christians, 
"That disciple will not die.” But 
Jesus didn’t say, “He will not die,” 
but, “If I want him to stay till I come, 
what is that to you?” 

“This is the disciple who testified 
about these things and wrote this. 
And we know what he testifies is 
true. 

Much More 

“Jesus also did many other things. 
If every one of these were written, I 
suppose the world would not have 
room for the books that would be 
written. 
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I In my first book, Theophilus, I 
wrote about everything Jesus did 
and taught "till the day He was 
taken up to heaven after giving 
orders by the Holy Spirit to the 
apostles He had chosen. 

fesus Goes Up to Heaven 

3 After His suffering Jesus proved 
to the apostles in many convincing 
ways that He was alive as He showed 
Himself to them for forty days and 
talked about God’s kingdom. 

4 When He met with them, He 
ordered them not to leave Jerusalem 
but to wait for what the Father had 
promised: '‘You heard Me tell about 
Him: s |ohn baptized with water, 
but in a few days you will be 
baptized with the Holy Spirit.” 

“When they came together, they 
asked Him, “Lord, are You now 
going to make Israel an independent 
kingdom again?” 

7 ”Il isn’t for you to know,” He told 
them, “what times or periods the 
Father has set by His own authority. 
'But when the Holy Spirit comes on 
you, you will receive power and will 
testify of Me in Jerusalem, in all 
Judea and Samaria, and to the 
farthest parts of the world.” 

“When He had said this and while 
they were watching Him, He was 
lifted up, and a cloud took Him 
away so they couldn't see Him 
anymore. 

,0 As He was going and they were 
gazing up into the sky, two men in 
white clothes were standing right 
beside them. ’“‘Men of Galilee,” 
they asked, “why are you standing 


here looking up to heaven? This 
Jesus, who was taken away from you 
to heaven, will come back the same 
way you saw Him go to heaven.” 

"Then they went back to Jerusa¬ 
lem from the Mount of Olives, as it 
was called (it’s near Jerusalem, only 
half a mile away). 

There Must Be Twelve 

"When they came into the city, 
they went to the second-floor room 
where they were staying—Peter, 
John, James, and Andrew; Philip 
and Thomas; Bartholomew and 
Matthew; James, the son of Alpha- 
20 piwjs eus, Simon the Zealot, and Judas, 
Ps ’ 098 the son of James. 

"With one mind these all kept 
praying together. With them were 
the women, including Jesus* mother 
Mary, and His brothers. 

"In those days Peter got up among 
the disciples (a crowd of them was 
there, about a hundred and twenty), 
and he said, "“Brothers, long ago 
the Holy Spirit spoke through David 
about Judas, who led the men that 
arrested Jesus. And what He wrote 
had to come true. "Judas was one 
of us twelve and was given a share in 
the work we’re doing. "With the 
money he got for his crime he 
bought a piece of land; and falling 
on his face, he burst in the middle, 
and all his intestines poured out. 
"Everybody living in Jerusalem 
heard about it. And so that piece of 
land is called Akeldama” in their 
language; the word means Place of 
Blood. 2 "‘Tt is written in the book of 
Psalms: His home should be desert-

ed, and nobody should live there. 
And somebody else should take over 
his office. Then someone should be 
added to our number as a witness of 
His resurrection. "He should be 
one of these men who went with us 
all the time the Lord Jesus went in 
and out among us, “from John’s 
baptism to the day He was taken up 
from us.” 

"The disciples named two: Joseph 
(called Barsabbas; he was also called 
Justus) and Matthias. “Then they 
prayed, “Lord, You know the hearts 
of all. Show us which of these two 
You have chosen z5 to serve in this 
office of apostle, which Judas left to 
go where he belonged.” 

“They provided lots for them, and 
so Matthias was chosen and added 
to the eleven apostles. 

The Holy Spirit Comes 

The day of Pentecost 3 came, and 
they were all together in one 
place. Suddenly a sound like a 
violent blast of wind came from 
heaven and filled the whole house 
where they were sitting. They saw 
tongues like flames that separated, 
and one rested on each of them. 
They were all filled with the Holy 
Spirit and started to speak in other 
languages as the Spirit gave them the 
ability to speak. 

5 Jews who feared God had come 
from every nation under heaven to 
live in Jerusalem. 6 When that 
sound came, the crowd gathered and 
was dumfounded because each one 
heard the disciples speak his own 
language. ’Amazed and wonder¬ 
ing, they asked, “Don’t all these who 
are speaking come from Galilee? 
“And how does every one of us hear 
his own language he was born 


in— 9 Parthians, Medes, Elamites, 
and people living in Mesopotamia. 
Judea and Cappadocia, Pontus and 
the province of Asia, '"Phrygia and 
Pamphilia, Egypt and the country 
near Cyrene in Libya, the visitors 
from Rome, Jews and those who 
have accepted the Jewish religion, 
"people from Crete and Arabia? In 
our own languages we hear them tell 
about God’s wonderful things.” 
"They were all amazed and puzzled. 
“What can this mean?” they asked 
one another. "Others sneered: 
"They’re full of new wine.” 

Peter's Pentecost Sermon 

'Then Peter got up with the 
eleven, raised his voice, and ad¬ 
dressed them: 

“Jews and all you who live in 
Jerusalem, understand this, and 
j otl3 listen to what I say. ‘These men 
3832 are not drunk, as you suppose. Why, 
it’s only nine in the morning. ,6 No. 
this is what the prophet Joel spoke 
about: ,7 ‘In the last days,’ God says, 
7 will pour out My Spirit on all 
people. Then your sons and your 
daughters will speak God’s Word, 
your young men will have visions, 
and your old men will have 
dreams. iB In those days 1 will pour 
out My Spirit on My servants, both 
men and women, and they will 
speak God’s Word. ,9 7 will give you 

startling wonders in the sky above 
and marvelous signs on the earth 
below: blood and fire and a cloud of 
smoke; 20 the sun will turn dark and 
the moon to blood before the coming 
of the Lord's great and splendid 
day. "TVien everyone who calls on 
the Lord’s name will be saved. ’ 
22 “Men of Israel, listen to what I 
have to say: Jesus from Nazareth— 
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God showed you who the Man is by 
doing miracles, startling wonders, 
and signs through Him among you, 
as you know. 21 God definitely 
planned and intended to have Him 
betrayed, and so you had wicked 
men nail Him to a cross, and you 
killed Him. “But God set aside the 
pains of death and raised Him— 
death could not hold Him. 

2S *'David says of Him: 7 always see 
the Lord 6e/ore Me. He is at My right 
side so that I will not be shaken. 

“And so My heart is glad, and My 
tongue rejoices, yes, even My body 
will rest hopefully, 27 because You 
will not leave Me in the grave or let 
Your Loved One experience decay. 

28 You show Me ways of life. You will 
fill Me with joy by being with Me. ’ 

“"Fellow Jews, I can tell you “"T 5 ' 6 
frankly our ancestor David died and “uVn 34 
was buried, and his grave is here to „ « ' P V 0 
this day. ,0 He was a prophet and J9 ! s ,0 S7 \ 9 
knew' God had sworn to him to put 
one of his descendants on his 
throne. "David saw what was 
ahead and said the promised Christ 
would rise again: He was not 
deserted when He was dead, and His 
body did not experience decay. 

"God has raised this Jesus—we’re all 
witnesses of that. "Lifted up to 
God’s right side and receiving from 
the Father the promised Holy Spirit, 

He has poured out what you see 
and hear. “David didn’t go up to 
heaven, but he says: ‘The Lord says 
to my Lord, "Sit at My right 35 till 
I make Your enemies Your foot - 
stool."' 

“‘‘Then all the people of Israel 
should know it’s true that God made 
Him Lord and Christ—this Jesus 
whom you crucified." 

17 When the people heard this, they 
felt crushed. They asked Peter and 


the other apostles, ‘‘Fellow Jews, 
what should we do?” 

“Peter answered them, ‘‘Repent 
and be baptized, every one of you. in 
the name of Jesus Christ so that your 
sins will be forgiven, and you will be 
given the Holy Spirit. “What is 
promised belongs to you, to your 
children, and to all who are far 
away, all whom the Lord our God 
will call ." 

“He said much more to warn 
them. ‘‘Let yourselves be saved from 
these crooked people," he urged 
them. “Those who accepted what 
he said were baptized. And that day 
about three thousand persons were 
added. 

How Christians Lived 

“They were loyal to what the 
apostles taught in their fellowship, 
in breaking of bread, and in praying. 
“Awe came on everybody—the apos¬ 
tles were doing many wonders and 
miracles. “All who believed were 
together and shared everything with 
one another. “They would sell 
their lands and other property and 
distribute the money to anyone as he 
needed it. “All were one at heart as 
they went to the temple regularly 
every day. They had their meals in 
their homes and ate their food with 
glad and simple hearts, “praising 
God and having the goodwill of all 
the people. And every day the Lord 
added to their number those who 
were being saved. 

The Cripple 

3 Peter and John were going up to 
the temple for the hour of prayer 
at three in the afternoon. 2 Now 
there was a man who had been a 
cripple from his birth. Men would 
carry him and lay him every day at 
the temple gate called Beautiful so 
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he could beg the people for gifts as 
they went into the temple. n When 
he saw Peter and John were going 
into the temple, he asked them for a 
gift. 

4 Peter and John looked at him. 
“Look at us!” Peter said. 'He 
looked at them, expecting to get 
something from them. 6 “I don’t 
have any silver or gold,” Peter said, 

“but I’ll give you what I have. In the 
name of Jesus Christ from Nazareth, 
walk!” 7 He took hold of his right 
hand and raised him up. Immediate¬ 
ly his feet and ankles were made 
strong. B He jumped up, stood, and 
started to walk. And he went with 
them into the temple, walking, 
jumping, and praising God. 

9 When all the people saw him 
walking and praising God, ,0 they 13 »; 
knew he was the man who used to 22 E. 
sit and beg at the Beautiful gate of 23 om 
the temple, and they were very 25 
much surprised and amazed to see 
what had happened to him. n As he 281 
clung to Peter and John, all the 
people came running together to 
them in Solomon’s Porch, as it was 
called. They were dumfounded. 

,2 When Peter saw the people, he 
said to them, “Men of Israel, why are 
you wondering about this, or why 
are you staring at us as if by our own 
power or piety we had made him 
walk? n 77ie God of Abraham, 
Isaac, and Jacob, the God of our 
fathers, has glorified His Servant 
Jesus, whom you delivered and 
denied before Pilate when he had 
decided to let Him go. ,4 You 
denied the holy and righteous One 
and asked to have a murderer given 
to you. ,s You killed the Author of 
life. But God raised Him from the 
dead—we’re witnesses of that. 

,6 His name, because we believe in it, 


made this man strong whom you see 
and know. The faith that Jesus works 
has given him this perfect health 
right in front of all of you. 

,7 “And now, fellow Jews, I know 
that like your rulers you didn’t know 
what you were doing, ,fl but in this 
way God did what He predicted by 
all the prophets—His Christ had lo 
suffer. l9 Repent then, and turn, to 
have your sins wiped out that a time 
may come when the Lord refreshes 
you 20 and sends Jesus, whom He 
appointed to be your Savior 2, and 
whom heaven had to receive until 
the time when everything will be 
restored, as God said long ago by His 
holy prophets. 

22 “Moses said: The Lord our God 
will raise one of your people to be a 
; 6 Prophet to you like me. Listen to 
^ everything He tells you. 21 And 
9 J9 destroy anyone among the people 
who will not listen to that Prophet. 
J 24 Samuel and all the other prophets 
after him, as many as have spoken, 
told about these days. 2S You are the 
heirs of the prophets and of the 
covenant God made with our fathers 
when He said to Abraham: And in 
your Descendant all the people on 
earth will be blessed. 26 Now that 
God has given His Servant, He sen! 
Him first to you to bless you by 
turning every one of you from your 
wicked ways.’’ 

In Court 

While they were talking to the 
people, the priests, the captain 
of the temple, and the Sadducees 
stepped up to them, z much an¬ 
noyed because they were teaching 
the people and preaching that in 
Jesus the dead rise. 3 They arrested 
them, and since it was already 
evening, they put them in prison till 
the next day. 

Jerusalem, A.D. 30—31 
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4 But many of those who had heard 
the Word believed, and the number 
of the men grew to about five 
thousand. 

The next day their rulers, elders, 
and Bible scholars met in Jerusalem 
6 with Annas the high priest, Caia- 
phas, John, Alexander, and all the 
others of the high priest’s family. 
’And they had the two men stand 
before them. “By what power or 
name did you do this?” they asked. 

"Then Peter was filled with the 
Holy Spirit. “Rulers of the people 
and elders,” he said to them. 9 “if 
we’re questioned today about help¬ 
ing a cripple, how he was made 
well. ,0 all of you and all the people 
of Israel should know this man 
stands healthy before you by the 
name of Jesus Christ from Nazareth, 
whom you crucified but God raised 
from the dead. "He is the Stone 
rejected by you builders and has 
become the Cornerstone. ,2 No one 
else can save us, because in all the 
world there is only one name given 
us by which we must be saved.” 

"When they found out Peter and 
John had no education or training, 
they were surprised to see how 
boldly they spoke. Then they 
realized these men had been with 
Jesus. "And seeing the healed man 
standing with them, they couldn't 
say anything against them. ,5 So 
they ordered them to leave the court 
and talked the matter over among 
themselves: 16 “What should we do 
with these men? They’ve done a 
miracle; everybody living in Jerusa¬ 
lem can see it clearly, and we can’t 
deny it. "But to keep this from 
spreading any more among the 
people, let’s warn them never again 
to speak to anyone in this name.” 

'"They called Peter and John and 
ordered them not to say or teach 


anything in the name of Jesus. 

,9 Peter and John answered them, 
“Does God consider it right to listen 
to you and not to God? Judge for 
yourselves. 20 We can’t stop telling 
what we’ve seen and heard.” 

2, Once more they threatened them 
and then let them go. They couldn’t 
find any way to punish them, 
because all the people were praising 
God for what had happened; 22 the 
man who had been healed by this 
miracle was over forty years old. 

The Church Prays 

"When Peter and John were free 
again, they went to their friends and 
told them everything the high 
priests and elders had said. "When 
they heard it they all raised their 
voices together to God and said, 
a “Lord, You made heaven and earth,

29 "And now, Lord, see how they’re 
threatening, and grant that Your 
servants speak Your Word very 
boldly 30 as You stretch out Your 
hand to heal and do miracles and 
wonders by the name of Your holy 
Servant Jesus.” 

3, When they had prayed, the place 
where they were meeting was 
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shaken, and they were all filled with 
the Holy Spirit and boldly spoke 
God's Word. 

Sharing 

,2 The whole group of believers 
was one in heart and soul. And 
nobody called anything he had his 
own, but they shared everything. 

"With great power the apostles 
told the truth that the Lord Jesus had 
risen, and much good will rested on 
all of them. 

"None of them was in need, 
because all who had land or houses 
would sell them and bring the 
money they got for them ™and lay 
it at the apostles’ feet. Then it was 
distributed to each one as he needed 
it. 16 There was Joseph, for example, 
a descendant of Levi, born on 
Cyprus. The apostles called him 
Barnabas, which means “a man of 
comfort.” 17 He had some land and 
sold it and brought the money and 
laid it at the apostles' feet. 

Ananias and Sapphira 

But a man by the name of 
Ananias and his wife Sapphira 
sold some property; 2 he kept some 
of the money for himself—and his 
wife knew about it—and some of it 
he brought and laid at the apostles' 
feet. 

"‘Ananias,” Peter asked, “why 
did Satan fill your heart so that you 
should lie to the Holy Spirit and 
keep back some of the money you 
got for the land? 4 While you had 
the land, wasn’t it your own? And 
after it was sold, couldn’t you have 
done as you pleased with the 
money? How could you think of 
doing such a thing? You didn’t lie to 
men but to God!” 

When Ananias heard him say this, 
he fell down and died. And all who 


heard of it were terrified. h The 
young men got up, wrapped him up, 
carried him out. and buried him. 

'About three hours later his wife 
came in. She didn't know what had 
happened. "“Tell me,” Peter asked 
her, “did you sell the land for that 
price?” 

“Yes, that was the price,” she 
answered. 

"“Why did you two agree to put 
the Lord’s Spirit to a test?” Peter 
asked her. “There at the door are the 
feet of those who buried your 
husband, and they’ll carry you out.” 

’"Immediately she fell down at his 
feet and died. When the young men 
came in, they found her dead and 
carried her out and buried her 
beside her husband. "The whole 
church and all others who heard 
about it were terrified. 

Many Miracles 

"Many miracles and startling 
wonders were done among the 
people by the apostles' hands. And 
they were all together in Solomon’s 
Porch. "None of the others dared 
to come too near them. But the 
people thought very highly of 
them, "and still more believers, a 
large number of men and women, 
were added to the Lord. "As a 
result people carried their sick out 
into the streets and laid them down 
on cots and mats, to have at least 
Peter’s shadow fall on someone of 
them when he went by. ,6 Even 
from the towns around Jerusalem 
crowds would gather, bringing their 
sick and those who were troubled by 
unclean spirits, and they were all 
made well. 

In Court 

"The high priest and all who were 
with him, that is, the party of the 
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Sadducees. got very jealous. They 
went ,H and arrested the apostles 
and put them in the public prison. 

"But at night the Lord's angel 
opened the prison doors and 
brought them out. 20 “Go,” he said, 
“stand in the temple, and keep on 
telling the people everything about 
this life.” ““After they had heard 
him, they went into the temple early 
in the morning and started to 
teach. 

The high priest and those who 
were with him came and called the 
council and all the elders of Israel 
together and sent men to the prison 
to get the apostles. "But when the 
men got there, they didn’t find them 
in prison. They came back and 
reported, "‘‘We found the prison 
very securely locked and the guards 
standing at the doors, but when we 
opened them, we found nobody 
inside.” "When the captain of the 
temple and the high priests heard 
this, they were puzzled as to what 
could have happened to them. 

"Then somebody came and told 
them, “The men you pul in prison 
are standing in the temple teaching 
the people.” 

"Then the captain and his men 
went and got them, but without 
using force, because they were afraid 
the people would stone them. 
"They brought them and had them 
stand before the council. 

The high priest questioned them 
and said, 2 "“We gave you strict 
orders not to leach in this name, and 
here you have filled Jerusalem with 
your teaching. And you want to get 
us punished for killing this Man.” 

"Peter and the other apostles 
answered, “We must obey God 
rather than men. w You hanged 
Jesus on a cross and murdered Him. 
But the God of our fathers raised 


Him "and look Him up to His right 
side as Leader and Savior in order to 
have the people of Israel repent and 
to forgive their sins. "We are 
witnesses of these things—we and 
the Holy Spirit, whom God has 
given those who obey Him.” 

"When they heard this, they got 
furious and wanted to kill them. 
"But a Pharisee in the court by the 
name of Gamaliel, a teacher of the 
Law, highly respected by ail the 
people, got up and ordered the men 
taken outside a little while. 

35 ”Men of Israel,” he said to them, 
“consider carefully what you’re 
going to do with these men. 
“Sometime ago Theudas appeared, 
claiming to be somebody, and about 
four hundred men joined him. He 
was killed, and all who followed 
5 him were scattered, and they disap- 
30 °‘ 21 " peared. 

"“After him, at the time of the 
census, came Judas from Galilee and 
got people to follow him in a revolt. 
He perished too, and all who 
followed him were scattered. 

3B “And now I tell you, keep away 
from these men and let them alone. 
If it’s only men planning or doing 
this, it will break down, "but if it’s 
God. you won’t be able to stop them. 
You may even be fighting against 
God.” 

4 “They took his advice. They 
called the apostles, beat them, 
ordered them not to speak in the 
name of Jesus, and let them 
go. “The apostles left the court, 
happy to have been thought worthy 
to suffer shame for Jesus. "And 
every day, in the temple and from 
house to house, they kept right on 
teaching and telling the good news: 
Jesus is the promised Savior. 
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Seven Helpers 

In those days, as the number of 
the disciples grew larger and 
larger, a complaint was brought 
against those who spoke Aramaic by 
those who spoke Greek that every 
day, when the food was handed out, 
their widows were being neglected. 

z The twelve called the whole 
group of disciples together and said, 
“Nobody likes it if we give up 
teaching God’s Word and serve at 
tables. ‘Now, fellow disciples, ap¬ 
point seven men among you whom 
people speak well of, who are full of 
the Spirit and wisdom, and we’ll put 
them in charge of this work. Then 
we’ll devote ourselves to praying 
and to serving by speaking the 
Word.” 

The whole group liked the idea. soiVs' 
So they chose Stephen, a man full of oV s 27 
faith and of the Holy Spirit, Philip, 
Prochorus, Nicanor, Timon, Par- 717 
menas, and Nicolaus (who had 
become a Jew in Antioch). 6 They 8 ?,7 M( 
had these men stand before the 
apostles, who prayed and laid their 
hands on them. 

7 God’s Word kept on spreading, 
and the number of disciples in 
Jerusalem was getting very large. 

Even a large crowd of the priests 
came to believe and obey the Word. 

Stephen Is Arrested 

0 Stephen, full of God’s gifts and 
power, was doing great wonders and 
miracles among the people. 9 Some 
men of the Synagog of the Freed- 
men, as it was called, and of men 
from Cyrene and Alexandria, and 
men from Cilicia and Asia got up to 
argue with Stephen. '“But they 
couldn’t resist the wisdom and the 
Spirit by whom he spoke. 

’’Then they secretly got some men 


to say, “We heard him slander 
Moses and God.” 'They stirred up 
the people, the elders, and the men 
of the Law, and rushing at him. took 
him by force and brought him before 
the court. "There they had wit¬ 
nesses stand up and lie, “This man 
won’t stop talking against the holv 
place and the Law. M We heard him 
say. ‘This Jesus from Nazareth will 
tear this place down and change the 
customs Moses gave us.’” 

"All who sat in the court stared at 
him and saw his face—it was like an 
angel's face. 

Stephen Defends Himself 

Then the high priest asked. “Is 
this so?” 

z He answered, “Fellow Jews and 
fathers, listen. The God of glory 
appeared to our father Abraham 
?a while he was in Mesopotamia before 
he lived in Haran. " Leave your 
country and your relatives/ God 
told him, ‘and come to the country! 
will show you . ’ 

4 “Then Abraham left the country 
of the Chaldeans and lived in Haran. 
After his father died, God had him 
move from there to this country 
where you live now. s He gave him 
nothing to call his own, not even 
enough to set his foot on, but 
promised to give it to him as his own 
and to his descendants after him. 
although he had no child. This is 
what God said: His descendants 
would be strangers in a foreign 
country, and its people would make 
slaves of them and mistreat them 
400 years. v But I will punish the 
people whom they will serve,’ God 
said, ‘and after that they will leave 
and worship Me in this place.’ “He 
gave him a covenant of circumcision . 
And so, when his son Isaac was 
born, he circumcised him on the 
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eighth day. Isaac did the same to 
his son Jacob, and Jacob to his 
twelve sons, the ancestors of our 
tribes, 

““These ancestors were jealous of 
Joseph and sold him into Egypt . but 
Cod teas with him. ,0 He rescued 
him from all his troubles and gave 
him the goodw ill of Pharaoh the 
king of Egypt, and wisdom as he 
stood before him—Pharaoh made 
him ruler of Egypt and of his whole 
palace. "But a famine with much 
misery came over all Egypt and 
Canaan, and our ancestors couldn’t 
find any food. "When Jacob heard 
there was grain in Egypt, he sent our 
ancestors on their first trip. “On 
the second, Joseph told his brothers 
who he was. and Pharaoh learned 
about the family from which Joseph 
came. “Joseph sent and had his 
father Jacob come to him. and all 
his relatives— seventy-five persons. 
“And so Jacob went down to Egypt. 
Then he and our ancestors died 
,6 and were brought to Shechem and 
laid in the tomb Abraham bought for 
a sum of money from Hamor's sons 
at Shechem. 

“"When the time that God set in 
His promise to Abraham had almost 
come, the people had grown and 
their number had become very large 
in Egypt. 1H And now a different 
king who knew / nothing of Joseph 
became ruler of Egypt. “He was 
shrewd in scheming against our 
people, and he mistreated our 
fathers. He wanted to put away their 
babies so they wouldn’t live. 

“‘‘At that time Moses was born, 
and he was a beautiful child before 
God. For three months he was cared 
for in his father’s home. “When he 
was set out, Pharaoh's daughter took 
him up and raised him as her 
son. 22 Moses was educated in all 
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the wisdom of the Egyptians and 
became a great man in what he said 
and did. “When he was forty years 
old. he thought he would visit his 
own people, the Israelites. “There 
he saw a man wronged and 
defended him. He avenged the man 
who was mistreated, by striking 
down the Egyptian. “He thought 
his own people would understand 
he was the one by whom God was 
freeing them, but they didn’t 
understand. “The next day he 
came to them as they were fighting. 
and he tried to make peace between 
them. ‘Men. you are brothers,’ he 
said. ‘Why are you doing wrong to 
one another?’ 

27 "But the man who was doing 
wrong to his neighbor pushed Moses 
away. ‘Who made you ruler and 
judge over us?’ he asked. 2H ‘Do you 
want to kill me as you killed the 
Egyptian yesterday?' “When he 
said that, Moses fled and became a 
stranger in the land of Midian. 
There he had two sons. 

"“‘And so forty years passed. Then 
an Angel appeared to him in the 
wilderness of Mount Sinai in the 
flames of a burning thornbush. 
"Moses was surprised to see this. As 
he went closer to examine it, the 
Lord said. n 7 am the God of your 
fathers, the God of Abraham, Isaac, 
and Jacob.' Moses started to tremble 
and didn't dare to look. "The Lord 
told him, 'Take your shoes off; the 
place where you're standing is holy 
ground. “/ have seen how my 
people are mistreated in Egypt. I 
have heard their groaning and have 
come down to rescue them. And 
now come, I will send you to Egypt .' 

“‘‘This Moses whom they rejected 
by saying, ‘Who made you ruler and 
judge?' this one God sent to rule and 
free them with the help of the Angel 
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he saw in the thornbush. ,h He led 
them out, doing startling wonders 
and miracles in Egypt . at the Red 
Sea, and for forty years in the 
desert. ,7 It was this Moses who told 
the Israelites: God will raise one of 
your people to be a Prophet to you 
like me. 1B Moses was in the congre¬ 
gation in the wilderness with the 
Angel who spoke to him on Mount 
Sinai and with our fathers. He 
received living truths to give you, 
‘’but our fathers refused to obey him. 
Yes, they rejected him, and their 
hearts turned away to Egypt. 
40 ‘Make gods for us who will lead 
us.' they told Aaron. ‘This Moses 
who took us out of Egypt—we don't 
know what happened to him.’ 
41 That was the time they made a calf, 
brought a sacrifice to the idol, and 
delighted in what their hands had 
made. 

4ii “So God perverted and aban¬ 
doned them to worship the sun, the 
moon, and the stars, as it is written 
in the book of the prophets: People 
of Israel, you didn’t offer Me 
slaughtered animals and sacrifices 
during the forty years in the desert, 
did you? 41 You even took along the 
tent of Moloch, the star of the god 
Rompha, and the images you made 
in order to worship them. And so I 
will send you away to live on the 
other side of Babylon. 

44 “In the desert our fathers had the 
tabernacle in which God spoke to 
His people. It was built like the 
model Moses had seen, just as He 
who spoke to Moses had ordered 
him to make it. 45 From him our 
Fathers received it, and they brought 
it here under Joshua when they took 
the country from the nations God 
drove out before our fathers, and 
here it was till the time of 
David. 46 He found God was kind to 


him and asked that he might find a 
home for the God of lacab. 47 And 
Solomon built Him a temple. 

"“But the Most High God doesn’t 1 
live in anything made by human 
hands, as the prophet says: 
49 ‘Heaven is My throne, and the earth 
My footstool. What kind of temple 
will you build Me, the Lord asks, or . 
what place is there where I can 
rest? ^Didn’t My hand make all 
this?’ 

51 “How stubborn you are and 
pagan at heart and deaf to the truth 1 
You're always opposing the Holy 
Spirit. Your fathers did it, and so do 
you! ”Was there ever a prophet'

m 6 0 you betrayed and murdered Him.

men of the court got furious and 
tmj7.4 ground their teeth at him. ”But he, 
,5 63 , ° full of the Holy Spirit, gazed up to 
heaven and saw God’s glory and' 
Jesus standing at God’s right side. 

““Look!” he said, ‘‘I see heaven 
opened and the Son of Man standing 
at God’s right side.” 

S7 But they yelled at the top of their 
voices, held their ears shut, and all 1 
together rushed at him. “They 
threw him out of the city and started 
to stone him. The witnesses had laid, 
their outer clothes at the feet of a< 
young man—his name was Saul. 

59 While they were stoning Ste¬ 
phen, he called, ‘‘Lord Jesus, receive 
my spirit.” 60 Then, kneeling, he 
called out loud, “Lord, don’t hold' 
this sin against them.” When he had, 
said this, he fell asleep. 
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8 And Saul also approved of their 
killing him. 

That day a great persecution broke 
out against the church in Jerusalem, 
and all except the apostles were 
scattered over the open country of 
Judea and Samaria. 

2 God-fearing men buried Stephen 
and mourned loud for him. 

The Samaritans Believe 

'Saul was trying to destroy the 
church. Going into one house after 
another and dragging off men and 
women, he put them in prison. 

4 So the people who were scattered 
went from place to place telling the 
good news. s Philip went down to 
the city of Samaria and preached 
Christ to the people. 6 When they 
heard him. all listened eagerly to 
what Philip had to say, especially 
when they saw the miracles he 21Pi ® B37 
did. There were those who were 23 °' s 2 a V 8 
plagued by unclean spirits; many 
came screaming out of them. And 
many who were paralyzed and lame 
were made well. "So there was 
great joy in that city. 

"There was in the city a man by the 
name of Simon who was practicing 
witchcraft and amazing the people 
of Samaria, claiming to be a great 
man. ’“Everybody from the least to 
the greatest listened eagerly to him, 
saying, “He’s God’s power; people 
call it great.” “They were so 
interested in him because he had for 
a long time amazed them by his 
witchcraft. ,2 But when Philip told 
the good news of God’s kingdom and 
of the name of Jesus Christ, men and 
women believed him and were 
baptized. n Even Simon believed, 
and when he was baptized, he 
stayed with Philip. He was amazed 
to see the miracles and wonderful 
works that were done. 


'"When the apostles in Jerusalem 
heard Samaria had accepted God’s 
Word, they sent Peter and John to 
them. 'These two went down and 
prayed that the people would 
receive the Holy Spirit. ,6 He had 
not come on any of them yet; but 
they had only been baptized into the 
name of the Lord Jesus. 'Then 
Peter and John laid their hands on 
them, and they received the Holy 
Spirit. 

'"Simon saw the Spirit was given 
when the apostles laid their hands 
on anyone. So he offered them 
money. ,9 “Give me this power,” he 
said, “that anyone I lay my hands on 
receives the Holy Spirit.” 

20 “Your money perish with you,” 
Peter told him, “because you meant 
to buy God’s gift with money. 
2, You have no part or share in this 
because your heart isn't right with 
God. 22 Now repent of this wicked¬ 
ness of yours, and ask the Lord if He 
will perhaps forgive you for thinking 
such a thing. “I see you’re turning 
to bitter poison and being chained by 
wickedness . ” 

24 “You ask the Lord for me,” 
Simon answered, “that none of the 
things you said may happen to me.” 

“After they had testified and 
spoken the Lord’s Word, they also 
brought the good news to many 
Samaritan villages on their way back 
to Jerusalem. 

The Treasurer from Ethiopia 

26 The Lord’s angel said to Philip, 
“Get up and go south to the road 
going from Jerusalem down to 
Gaza.” It is a deserted road. 

27 He got up and went. Here there 
was a man from Ethiopia, a eunuch 
and high official of Candace, queen 
of the Ethiopians, in charge of all her 
treasures. He had come to Jerusalem 
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to worship “and was on his way 
home, sitting in his chariot and 
reading the prophet Isaiah. 

“The Spirit said to Philip, “Go 
over to that chariot and keep close to 
it.” 

30 Phi!ip ran up to it and there 
heard him reading the prophet 
Isaiah. “Do you really understand 
what you’re reading?” he asked. 

31 ,, Why, how can I without some¬ 
body to guide me?” he asked, and he 
urged Philip to come up and sit with 
him.

fesus Changes Paul 

9 And Saul, still breathing threats 
and murder against the Lord’s 
disciples, went to the high priest 
z and asked him for letters to the 
synagogs in Damascus, in order to 
bring any of Jesus’ followers he 
might find there, men or women, 
back to Jerusalem in chains. 

3 On his way, as he was coming 
near Damascus, suddenly a light 
from heaven flashed around him. 
4 He fell to the ground and heard a 
voice saying to him, “Saul! Saul! 
Why are you persecuting Me?” 

s “Who are You, Lord?” he asked. 

“I am Jesus,” He said, “whom you 
are persecuting. 6 But get up, go 
into the city, and you will be told 
what you should do.” 

7 Meanwhile the men traveling 
with him were standing speechless. 
They heard the voice but didn’t see 
anyone. 

“Saul got up from the ground. 
When he opened his eyes, he 
couldn’t see anything. So they took 
him by the hand and led him into 
Damascus. 9 For three days he 
couldn’t see and didn’t eat or drink. 

Ananias Comes to Saul 

10 In Damascus there was a disciple 
by the name of Ananias. The Lord 
said to him in a vision: “Ananias!” 
“Yes, Lord,” he answered. 

n “Get up,” the Lord told him, “go 
to the street called Straight, and in 
the home of Judas look for a man

"“Lord.” Ananias answered, “I’ve 
hoard many tell how much wrong 
this man has done to Your holy 
people in Jerusalem, “and he’s 
here with authority from the high 
priests to put in chains all who call 
on Your name.’’ 

““Go,” the Lord told him, “he’s an 
instrument I have chosen to bring 
My name before the Gentiles, before 
kings, and the people of Israel. ,6 I 
will show him how much he has to 
suffer for Me.” 

,: Ananias went. When he came 
into the house, he laid his hands on 
Saul. “Brother Saul,” he said, “the 
Lord sent me—Jesus, whom you saw 
on your way here—so that you will 
see again and be filled with the Holy 
Spirit.” 

‘“Immediately something like 
scales fell from his eyes, and he saw 
again. He got up and was baptized. 
,9 Then he had something to eat and 
was strengthened. 

Paul Preaches Jesus 

While Saul was with the disciples 
in Damascus several days, 20 he 
immediately started to preach in the 
synagogs: “Jesus is God’s Son.” 
'All who heard him were amazed. 
"Isn’t this the man,” they asked, 
“who in Jerusalem destroyed those 
who call on this name, and didn’t he 
come here to bring them in chains to 
the high priests?” 

22 But Saul grew more and more 
powerful and bewildered the Jews 
living in Damascus by proving “He 
is the promised Christ.” “After 
some time the Jews plotted to 
murder him, 24 but Saul was told 


about their plot. When they were 
even watching the gates day and 
night to murder him, “his disci¬ 
ples took him one night and let him 
down through an opening in the 
wall by lowering him in a basket. 

“He went to Jerusalem and there 
tried to join the disciples. But they 
were all afraid of him because they 
wouldn’t believe he was a disciple. 

“Then Barnabas took him, brought 
him to the apostles, and told them 
how Saul saw the Lord on the road 
and the Lord spoke to him and how 
in Damascus Saul boldly preached 
in Jesus’ name. “Then he went in 
and out among them in Jerusalem, 
“preaching boldly in the Lord’s 
name. 

He was talking and arguing with 
the Greek-speaking Jews. But they 
were trying to kill him. 30 As soon 
as the other disciples found out 
about it, they took him down to 
Caesarea and sent him away to 
Tarsus. 

31 So the church all over Judea, 
Galilee, and Samaria had peace and 
was built up. Living in the fear of the 
Lord and in the comfort of the Holy 
Spirit, it grew larger and larger. 

Aeneas—Tabitha 

32 Now when Peter was going 
around among all the disciples, he 
also came down to the holy people 
living in Lydda. “There he found a 
man by the name of Aeneas who was 
paralyzed and had been lying on a 
mat for eight years. 

““Aeneas,” Peter said to him, 
“Jesus Christ makes you well. Get up 
and make your bed.” And immedi¬ 
ately he got up. 

“All who lived in Lydda and 
Sharon saw him and turned to the 
Lord. 

16 In Joppa there was a disciple by 
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the name of Tabitha, which in Greek 
is Dorcas. c She was always doing 
good works and giving things to the 
poor. "Just at that time she got sick 
and died; so she was washed and 
laid in a room upstairs. 

38 Lydda is near Joppa. When the 
disciples heard Peter was in Lydda, 
they sent two men to him and urged 
him: “Come to us without delay!” 

39 Peter went with them. When he 
came there, they took him upstairs. 
There all the widows stood around 
him; they were crying and showing 
all the inner and outer garments 
Dorcas made while she was still 
with them. 

40 But Peter made them all leave the 
room. 

He knelt and prayed. Then, 
turning toward the body, he said, 
“Tabitha, get up!” 

She opened her eyes, and seeing 
Peter, she sat up. 4, He gave her his 
hand and helped her stand up. Then 
he called the holy people, and 
especially the widows, and gave her 
back to them alive. 

42 The news spread all over Joppa, 
and many believed in the Lord. 

Cornelius Sees a Vision 

43 Peter stayed for some time with 
Simon, a tanner, in Joppa. 

Now, there was a man in 
Caesarea by the name of 
Cornelius, a captain in the troop 
called Italian. 2 He was a religious 
man, who with all those in his home 
feared God. He gave much to the 
poor among the people and was 
always praying to God. 

3 One day about three in the 
afternoon he had a vision in which 
he clearly saw God’s angel come to 
him and say to him, “Cornelius!”

near the town, Peter went up on the 
roof to pray. ,0 But he got hungry 
and wanted to eat.

and something like a large linen 
sheet coming down, being let down 
by its four corners to the ground.

l3 “Get up, Peter,” a voice told him, 
“kill and eat.” 

, 4 “Oh, no, Lord!” Peter answered, 
“I’ve never eaten anything common 
or unclean.” 

1S A voice spoke to him a second 
time: “Don’t make unclean what 
God has made clean.” 

,6 This happened three times, then: 
the sheet was quickly taken up to thei 
sky. 

,7 While Peter was still puzzling) 
over the meaning of the vision hei 
had seen, the men sent by Cornelius: 
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asked for Simon’s house and came to 
the gate. ’"They called and asked. 
“Is Simon, who is called Peter, 
staving here?” ,9 Peter was still 
thinking about the vision when the 
Spirit said. “There are three men 
looking for you. 20 Now come, go 
down, and go with them. Don’t treat 
them as different people, because I 
sent them.” 

“So Peter went down to the men. 
“I’m the man you’re looking for,” he 
said. “What brings you here?” 

“They answered. “Cornelius is a 
captain, a righteous man who fears 
God. and all the Jewish people speak 
well of him. A holy angel told him to 
bring you to his home and hear what 
vou have to say.” 

“Peter asked them to come in, and 
thev were his guests. 

Peter and Cornelius 

The next day he left with them, 
and some fellow disciples from 
loppa went along. “The following 
day he came to Caesarea. Cornelius 
was expecting them and had called 
his relatives and close friends 
together. 

“When Peter was about to go in, 
Cornelius met him, bowed down at 
his feet, and worshiped him. 26 But 
Peter made him stand up. “Get up,” 
he said. “I’m only a man.” 

2 Talking with him, he went in and 
found many people had gathered. 
“"You understand,” he said to them, 
“how wrong it is for a Jew to live 
with or visit anyone who’s not a Jew. 
But God has taught me not to call 
anyone common or unclean. 
29 That’s why I didn't object to 
coming here when you sent for me. 
Now I want to know: Why did you 
send for me?” 

’"“Three days ago,” Cornelius 
answered, “I was at home praying 


till this hour, at three in the 
afternoon, when a man in shining 
clothes stood in front of me. 
’’‘Cornelius,’ he said, ‘God has heard 
your prayer and remembers your 
gifts to the poor. 3Z Now send to 
Joppa and ask Simon, who is called 
Peter, to come to you. He’s a guest in 
the home of Simon, a tanner, by the 
sea.’ “So I sent to you immediately, 
and it was good of you to come. 
We’re all here before God now, 
ready to hear everything the Lord 
has ordered you to say.” 

“Then Peter spoke: “Now I really 
understand that God doesn't prefer 
one person to another. 35 It doesn’t 
matter what people you belong to; if 
you fear Him and do what’s right, He 
accepts you. ™He sent His Word to 
the people of Israel to bring the news 
34 dm0,7 of peace in Jesus Christ—He is Lord 
“uV°8 J0 of all! 37 You know what happened 
2 “/is in the whole country of the Jews, 
3® o.j,»23 how after the baptism that John 
preached, 3 *God anointed Jesus 
from Nazareth with the Holy Spirit 
and power, and Jesus, beginning in 
Galilee, went around doing good 
and healing all who were under the 
tyranny of the devil, because God 
was with Him. 39 We have seen 
everything He did in the land of the 
Jews and in Jerusalem, and we can 
tell about it. Men hanged Him on a 
cross and killed Him. “"But God 
raised Him on the third day and 
showed Him to us— 4, not to all our 
people but to us whom God has 
chosen to be witnesses and who ate 
and drank with Him after He rose 
from the dead. 4Z He ordered us to 
preach to the people and warn them 
that God has appointed Him to judge 
the living and the dead. 43 All the 
prophets declare that through His 
name everyone who believes in Him 
has his sins forgiven.” 
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“While Peter was still speaking, 
the Holy Spirit came down on all 
who heard the Word. “All the 
Jewish believers who had come with 
Peter were surprised the gift of the 
Holy Spirit had been poured out also 
on people who were not Jews. 
“They heard them speaking in other 
languages and praising God. 

47 Then Peter asked, “Can anyone 
keep the water from baptizing these 
people? They have received the 
Holy Spirit just as we did.” “And 
he ordered them baptized in the 
name of Jesus Christ. 

Then they asked him to stay 
several days. 

Peter Defends Himself 

The apostles and other disci¬ 
ples in all Judea heard: “The 
non-Jewish people too have accept¬ 
ed God's Word.” 2 But when Peter 
went up to Jerusalem, those who 
still believed in circumcision disa¬ 
greed with him. 3 “You went to 
visit uncircumcised men,” they 
said, “and you ate with them.” 

4 Then Peter explained to them 
point by point what had happened. 
S “I was in the town of Joppa 
praying,” he said, “when in a trance 
I saw a vision: Something like a large 
linen sheet was coming down. It was 
lowered by its four corners from the 
sky, and came down to me. 
6 Looking in, I examined it and saw 
four-footed animals of the earth, 
wild animals, reptiles, and birds of 
the air. 7 I also heard a voice telling 
me, ‘Get up, Peter, kill and eat.’ 

B “But I answered, ‘Oh, no, Lord. 
Nothing common or unclean has 
ever come into my mouth.’ 

9 “A voice spoke from heaven a 
second time, ‘Don’t make unclean 
what God has made clean.’ ’This 
happened three times. Then all of it 


was pulled up to the sky again. 

n “At that moment three men, sent 
to me from Caesarea, came to the 
house we were in. ,2 The Spirit told 
me to go with them and not treat 
them as different people. These six 
fellow disciples went with me, and 
we came into the man’s home. 

u “He told us how he had seen the 
angel standing in his home and 
saying, ‘Send to Joppa and get 
Simon, who is called Peter. l4 What 
he will tell you will save you and 
everybody in your home.’ 

““While I was speaking, the Holy 
Spirit came down on these people as 
He originally came on us, “and I 
had to think of what the Lord had 
said: ‘John baptized with water, but 
you will be baptized with the Holy 
Spirit.’ 17 Now if God gave them the 
same gift he gave us when we began 
to believe in the Lord Jesus Christ, 
who was I—could I stop God?” 

“When the others heard this, they 
kept quiet. And they praised God. 
saying, “Then God has given repen¬ 
tance also to the non-Jewish people 
so that they will live.” 

The New Church in Antioch 

19 The people scattered by the' 
persecution that broke out ovor 
Stephen went as far as Phoenicia. 
Cyprus, and Antioch, and they 
spoke the Word only to the Jews. 
20 But among them were some men 
from Cyprus and Cyrene who came 
to Antioch and started talking also to 
the non-Jews, telling them the good 
news of the Lord Jesus. “The 
Lord’s hand was with them, and a* 
large number believed and turned to j 
the Lord. 

“The church in Jerusalem heard' 
the news about them, and they sent' 
Barnabas to Antioch. “When he 
came there, he was delighted to soe 

Jerusalem 
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what God’s love had done, and he 
urged them all with a hearty 
determination to be faithful to the 
Lord. "He was a good man, full of 
the Holy Spirit and faith. And a large 
crowd was brought to the Lord. 

2S Then Barnabas left for Tarsus to 
look for Saul. 26 He found him and 
brought him to Antioch. And they 
were guests of the church for a 
whole year and taught a large 
crowd.—It was in Antioch the 
disciples were first called Christ¬ 
ians. 

27 At that time some prophets came 
from Jerusalem down to Antioch. 
28 0 ne of them by the name of Agabus 
got up and by the Spirit predicted 
there would be a big famine all over 
the world (it came while Claudius 
was emperor). "Every one of the 
disciples decided, as he was able, to 
send relief to the fellow Christians 
living in Judea. 30 They did this by 
sending Barnabas and Saul to bring 
it to the elders. 

An Angel Frees Peter 

At that time King Herod 
arrested some members of 
the church in order to mistreat 
them. 2 He killed John’s brother 
James with a sword. ’When he saw 
how the Jews liked that, he arrested 
Peter too. It happened during the 
Passover days of bread without 
yeast. 4 When he arrested Peter, he 
put him in prison and had sixteen 
soldiers in squads of four guard him. 
He wanted to bring him before the 
people after the Passover. 5 So Peter 
was kept in prison. 

But the church was earnestly 
praying to God for him. B The night 
before Herod was going to bring him 
before the people, Peter, bound with 
two chains, was sleeping between 
two soldiers, and guards in front of 


the door were watching the prison. 

’Suddenly the Lord’s angel stood 
near him, and a light shone in his 
cell. He struck Peter on his side, 
woke him, and said, "Get up! 
Quick!" Peter’s chains dropped from 
his wrists. 

a "Fasten your belt," the angel told 
him, "and tie on your sandals!" He 
did this. "Put on your garment," the 
angel told him, "and follow me." 

9 Peter followed him outside, not 
realizing the angel was actually 
doing this. He thought he was seeing 
a vision. ’"They passed through the 
first guards and the second guards 
and came to the iron gate leading 
into the city. It opened by itself 
before them, and they went outside 
and up the street. There the angel 
suddenly left him. 

""Now I’m sure the Lord sent His 
angel," Peter said when he was 
himself again, "and He rescued me 
from Herod and from everything the 
Jewish people were expecting.” 

Peter Comes to His Friends 

,2 When he realized what had 
happened, He went to the home of 
Mary (the mother of John—the one 
called Mark), where many had 
gathered and were praying. 13 He 
knocked at the entrance gate, and a 
maid by the name of Rhoda came 
to answer. "Recognizing Peter’s 
voice, she was so happy she didn’t 
open the gate but ran in and 
announced, "Peter is standing at the 
gate!" 

""You’re crazy!” they told her. 
But she insisted it was so. "It’s his 
angel," they said. 

"But Peter kept on knocking. 
When they opened the gate, they 
were surprised to see him. 17 He 
waved his hand to quiet them down 
and told them how the Lord had 
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taken him out of the prison. 4, Tel! 

James and the other Christians about 
this,” he said. Then he left and went 
to another place. 

,8 In the morning the soldiers were 
very much upset as they asked, 

“What happened to Peter?” 
,9 Herod searched for him but didn’t 
find him. So he examined the guards 
and ordered them executed. 

Herod Dies 

Then Herod left Judea, went down 
to Caesarea, and stayed there awhile. 

20 He had a violent quarrel with the 
people of Tyre and Sidon. So they 
came to him in a body. After they 
had won over Blastus, who took care 
of the king’s bedroom, they asked for 
peace because the king’s country 
provided food for their country. 

21 On a day that was set, Herod put u 
on his royal robe, sat on the ,0HOSM ’ 4 
platform, and made a speech to 
them. 22 The people shouted, “It's a 
god speaking, not a man!” 

“Immediately the Lord’s angel 
struck him because he didn’t give 
glory to God. He was eaten by 
worms, and he died. 

“But God’s Word continued to 
spread and win many followers. 

On Cyprus 

“After Barnabas and Saul deliv¬ 
ered the offering for relief, they came 
back from Jerusalem, bringing with 
them John, also called Mark. 

The following were prophets 
and teachers in the church at 
Antioch: Barnabas, Symeon, called 
Black, Lucius from Cyrene, Manaen, 
who had been raised with Herod the 
governor, and Saul. 

2 While the Christians were wor¬ 
shiping the Lord and fasting, the 

d Mark 


Holy Spirit said, ”Set Barnabas and 
Saul apart for Me to do the work 1 
called them for.” 

Then they fasted and prayed, laid 
their hands on them, and let them 
go. 4 And so they, sent by the Holy 
Spirit, went down to Seleucia and 
from there sailed to Cyprus. They 
came to Salamis and there started to 
preach God’s Word in the synagogs 
of the Jews. They also had John to 
help them. They went through the 
whole island as far as Paphos. There 
they found a Jewish sorcerer and 
false prophet by the name u( 
Barjesus, 7 who was with the pro 
consul Sergius Paulus, an intelligent 
man. He sent for Barnabas and Saul 
and wanted to hear God’s Word. 
"But Elymas, the sorcerer (that was 
what his name meant), opposed 
them and tried to turn the proconsul 
9 away from the faith. 

9 But Saul (who was Paul), filled 
with the Holy Spirit, looked steadily 
at him ,0 and said, “O you who are 
full of every treachery and villainy, 
you son of the devil, enemy of all 
that is right! Won’t you stop twisting 
the Lord’s right ways? "And now 
the Lord’s hand is on you: You’ll be- 
blind and not see the sun fora while.” 

At that moment a mist and a 
darkness came over him, and he 
went around looking for people to 
take his hand and lead him. 
,2 When the proconsul saw what hads 
happened, he believed. The Lord's 
teaching amazed him. 

At Antioch near Pisidia 

l3 Paul and his men took a ship 
from Paphos and came to Perga in 
Pamphylia. There Johnd left them 
and went back to Jerusalem. l4 But' 
they went on from Perga and came tO' 
Antioch near Pisidia. On Saturday 
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they went into the synagog and sat 
down. 

ls Afler the reading of the Law and 
the prophets, the synagog leaders 
had a man go and tell them. “Fellow 
lews, if you have anything to say to 
encourage the people, speak.” 

'Taul got up and motioned with 
his hand. “Men of Israel.” he said. 

“and vou others who fear God, listen 
to me. 'The God of this people 
Israel chose our fathers and made 
them a great people while they lived 
as strangers in Egypt, and with an 
uplifted arm He led them out of 
it. “About forty years He put up 
with them in the Desert. ‘Then He 
destroyed seven nations in Canaan 
and gave their country to His people 
as an inheritance. 20 He did all this 17 fY’ 6 
in about 450 years. After that He 
gave them judges till the time of the YYY 
prophet Samuel. r»\" V»° 

21 Then the people demanded a 20 
king, and God gave them Saul for JJYY.o 
forty years. He was a son of Kish, a “ h,V> 
man of the tribe of Benjamin. “But 
God took the throne away from him 
again and made David their king. In 
regard to him he declared: 'I found 
David, jesse's son, to be a man after 
My own heart, who will do every¬ 
thing I want him to do. ’ 

““As He had promised, God had a 
Savior—Jesus—come from David’s 
descendants to Israel. “When He 
came into the world, John went 
ahead of Him as herald to tell all the 
people of Israel to repent and be 
baptized. “As John was finishing 
his work, he said, ‘Who do you think 
I am? I’m not the One. No, there’s 
Someone coming after me, and I 
don’t deserve to untie the shoes on 
His feel.’ 

““Fellow Jews, Abraham’s de¬ 
scendants, and you others who fear 
God, the message of this salvation 


was sent to us. “Not knowing who 
Jesus was or what the prophets 
meant that are read every Saturday, 
the people in Jerusalem and their 
rulers by condemning Jesus did 
what (heir prophets predicted. 
“Although they found no good 
reason to kill Him. they asked Pilate 
to have Him killed. “When they 
had done everything that was 
written about Him, they took Him 
down from the cross and laid Him in 
a grave. “But God raised Him from 
the dead, “and for many days He 
was seen by those who had come 
with Him from Galilee up to 
Jerusalem. They are now telling the 
people the truth about Him. “And 
we are bringing you the good 
news: “What God promised the 
fathers He did for our children by 
raising Jesus, as it is written in the 
second Psalm: You are My Son. to¬ 
day I have begotten You. 

,4 ”He raised Him from the dead, 
never to suffer decay, as He said: ‘I 
will give you what I gave David — 
mercies You can trust. ’ “Another 
Psalm says: ‘You will not let Your 
Loved One experience decay.' 
“When David had served the people 
of his time, he by God’s will went to 
his rest and was laid away with his 
fathers. His body decayed, “but 
the body of Him whom God raised 
did not decay. 

““And so you should know, my 
fellowmen—we are announcing to 
you this Jesus forgives your sins 
“and makes everyone who believes 
righteous and free from everything 
from which Moses’ Law couldn’t 
free you. 

40 “Now be careful, or what the 
prophets said will happen to you: 
"Look, you scorners, then wonder 
and perish , because I'm doing 
something in your days that you 
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would never believe if anyone told 
you." 

4 "As Paul and Barnabas were going 
out, the people urged them to tell 
them the same things the next 
Saturday. "When the meeting of 
the synagog broke up, many jews 
and others who had come to fear 
God followed Paul and Barnabas, 
who talked to them and urged them 
to stay in God's grace. 

"The next Saturday almost the 
whole town was there to hear God’s 
Word. "When the }ews saw the 
crowds, they got very jealous. They 
contradicted what Paul said and 
abused him. 

"Paul and Barnabas boldly de¬ 
clared: “We had to speak God’s 
Word to you first, but since you 
reject it and judge yourselves 
unworthy of everlasting life, we are 
now turning to the non-Jews. ir ,s4,b 
47 That is what the Lord has ordered ioe.V«? 
us to do: ‘I have made you a light for 
the non-Jews, to save people all over 
the earth. 

"The non-Jews were delighted to 
hear what the Lord had said and 
praised Hirn for it, and all who had 
been appointed for everlasting life 
believed. "The Lord’s Word spread 
all over the country. ™But the Jews 
stirred up the noble women who 
worshiped with them, and the 
leaders of the town. These started a 
persecution against Paul and Barna¬ 
bas and drove them out of their 
territory. 

s, In protest against them Paul and 
Barnabas shook the dust off their feet 
and went to Iconium. ^Meanwhile 
the disciples continued to be full of 
joy and of the Holy Spirit. 

In Iconium 

The same thing happened in 
Iconium. Paul and Barnabas 


went into the synagog of the Jews 
and spoke in such a way that a big 
crowd of Jews and non-Jews 
believed. "But the Jews who re¬ 
fused to believe stirred up the 
non-Jews and poisoned their minds 
against the Christians. ‘For a long 
lime Paul and Barnabas continued to 
speak boldly, trusting in the Lord, 
who gave His approval to the words 
of His love by letting their hands do 
miracles and wonders. 4 Bul the 
people of the town were divided- 
some were with the Jews, others 
with the apostles. 

^But when non-Jews and Jews 
with their rulers planned to mistreat 
and stone them, “they found out 
about it and escaped to Lystra and 
Derbe, towns of Lycaonia, and to the 
surrounding territory. 7 There they 
kept on telling the good news. 

In Lystra 

B In Lystra there was a man sitting 
who couldn’t use his feet. He had 
been lame from his birth and had 
never walked. *He was listening to 
Paul as he spoke. Paul watched him. 
and when he saw the man believed 
he would be made well. ,0 he called 
out loud, “ Stand up straight on your 
feet.” The man jumped up and 
walked around. 

’’The people who saw what Paul 
had done shouted in the language of 
Lycaonia, “The gods have become 
like men and have come down to 
us.” '"And they called Barnabas 
Zeus, and Paul Hermes, because he 
was the main speaker. "The pries! 
of the temple of Zeus in front of the 
town brought bulls and garlands to 
the gates. He and the crowd wanted 
to sacrifice. 

"When the apostles Barnabas and 
Paul heard of it, they tore their 
clothes and rushed out into the? 
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crowd. "“You men, why are you 
doing this?” they shouted. “We’re 
just human beings too, with experi¬ 
ences like yours and are telling you 
the good news to turn from these 
empty things to the living God, who 
made heaven and earth, the sea, and 
everything in them. ,6 In the ages 
that have gone by He let all people 
go their own ways; ,7 yet He didn’t 
fail to give evidence of Himself by 
doing good, giving you rains from 
heaven and crops in their seasons, 
filling you with food, and making 
you happy.” 

'"Even by saying this they could 
hardly keep the crowd from sacrific¬ 
ing to them. >9 But then some Jews 
came from Antioch and Iconium and 
won the people over. So they stoned 
Paul and dragged him out of the 
town, thinking he was dead. 20 But 
when the disciples came and stood 
around him. he got up and went into 
the town. 

Derbe and Back Home 

The next day he and Barnabas left 
for Derbe. 21 As they were telling 
the good news in that town, they 
won many disciples. Then they 
went back to Lvstra, Iconium, and 
Antioch, “strengthening the disci¬ 
ples and encouraging them to be 
loyal to the faith, saying, “We must 
suffer much to go into God’s 
kingdom.” "They appointed elders 
for them in each church. And with 
prayer and fasting they entrusted 
them to the Lord in whom they 
believed. 

"When they had gone through 
Pisidia, they came to Pamphylia. 
"They spoke the Word in Perga and 
went down to Attalia. 26 From there 


they took a boat to Antioch, where 
they had been entrusted to God’s 
love for the work they now had 
finished. “When they arrived, they 
called the church together and told 
them everything God had done with 
them and how He had opened the 
door for the people who were not 
Jews so that they, too. might 
believe. 2 "Then they spent a long 
time with the disciples. e 

Must Non-Jews Be 
Circumcised? 

Some men came down from 
Judea and started to teach the 
Christians: “If you’re not circum¬ 
cised according to the custom taught 
by Moses, you can’t be saved.” 
‘When Paul and Barnabas had no 
little conflict and argument with 
them, Paul and Barnabas and some 
t , M11 of the others were appointed to go 
up to Jerusalem and see the apostles 
and elders about this question. 

’The church sent them on their 
way. As they were going through 
Phoenicia and Samaria, they told the 
whole story how the non-Jews were 
turning to God, and they made all 
the Christians very happy. 

*When they came to Jerusalem, 
they were welcomed by the church, 
the apostles, and the elders and told 
everything God had done with 
them. s But some believers of the 
party of the Pharisees got up and 
said, “We must circumcise people 
and order them to keep the Law of 
Moses.” 

The apostles and elders met to 
look into this matter. 7 After much 
discussion Peter got up. “Fellow 
Christians,” he said to the others, 
“you know in the early days God 



e At this time, late in A.D. 48, Paul wrote his letter to the Galatians. They were 
the people he had been with on his first journey. 

Antioch, Jerusalem , 48—49 
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chose me to be the one among you to 
tell the good news to the non-Jews so 
that they would hear it and 
believe. "And God, who knows our 
hearts, showed them He approved 
by giving them the Holy Spirit as He 
gave Him to us. ’And by cleansing 
their hearts by faith He has declared 
we are not different from them. 
10 Now then, why do you test God by 
putting on the disciples’ neck a yoke 
neither our fathers nor we could 
bear? "No. by the grace of the Lord 
Jesus we believe in order to be 
saved; and so do they.” 

,2 The whole crowd was silent. 
Then they heard Barnabas and Paul 
tell about all the miracles and 
wonders God had done among the 
non-Jews through them. 

"After they finished speaking, 
James said, “Fellow Christians, 
listen to me. "Simon has explained 
how God first came to the non-Jews 
to get a people for Himself. "This 
agrees with what the prophets said. 
It is written: Afterwards I will 

come back and build again David’s 
tent that has fallen down. And its 
ruins / will build and set up 
again, ‘ 7 so that the rest of the 
people , yes, all the nations who are 
called by My name, may search for 
the Lord . "The Lord says this and 
does this which was known long 
ago .' ,9 So it is my judgment that we 
should not trouble these non-Jews 
who are turning to God “"but write 
them to keep away from the unclean 
things of idols and from sexual sin 
and not eat anything strangled or 
any blood. “Ever since the earliest 
days there are in each town those 
who preach Moses when he is read 
in the synagogs every Saturday.” 


“Then the apostles, the elders, 
and the whole church decided to 
choose some of their men and send 
them with Paul and Barnabas to 
Antioch: Judas, called Barsabas. 
and Silas—leaders among the 
Christians. “And they wrote this 
letter for them to deliver: 

“The apostles and elders. Chris¬ 
tians, send greetings to their non- 
Jewish fellow Christians in Antioch, 
Syria, and Cilicia. 

"“Since we heard that some men. 
coming from us without instructions 
from us, have said things to trouble 
you, and they continue to upset 
you, “we have unanimously de¬ 
cided to choose men and send them 
to you with our dear Barnabas and 
Paul, “who are living only for our 
Lord Jesus Christ. 27 So we are 
1S sending Judas and Silas to talk to 
y°u and tell you the same things. 
uVs?, ^“The Holy Spirit and we have 
decided not to burden you more 
than is necessary: “Keep away 
from food sacrificed to idols, from 
blood, from the meat of strangled 
animals, and from sexual sin. Be 
careful to avoid these and you will 
be doing right. Farewell!” 

^So they were sent on their way 
and came to Antioch, where they got 
the church together and delivered 
the letter. “The people read it and 
were delighted with the encourage¬ 
ment it brought them. “And Judas 
and Silas, who also were prophets, 
said much to encourage and 
strengthen the Christians. 

“After they had stayed for some 
time, the Christians let Judas and 
Silas go back with a friendly greeting 
to those who had sent them.* “But 
Paul and Barnabas stayed in Antioch 


tOur two oldest manuscripts lack v. 34: “But Silas decided to stay there, and 
Judas left alone . ” 
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and with the help of many others 
taught and told the Lord’s good 

news. 

Paul Takes Silas with Him 

'•'After a while Paul said to 
Barnabas, “Let’s go back and visit 
our fellow’ Christians in every town 
where we told them the Lord’s 
Word, and let's see how they are.” 

l7 Barnabas wanted to take along 
john, who was called Mark. ™But 
Paul thought it best not to take the 
man who had deserted them in 
Pamphylia and had not gone with 
them into the work. 39 They disa¬ 
greed so sharply they separated, and 
Barnabas, taking Mark along, sailed 
away to Cyprus. 40 But Paul chose 
Silas and started out. his fellow 
Christians entrusting him to the 
Lord’s love. 

Timothy Joins Paul in Lystra 

"He went through Syria and 
Cilicia, strengthening the churches. 
He came down to Derbe, then 
to Lystra. Here there was a 
disciple by the name of Timothy. 
His mother was a Jewish Christian, 
but his father was a Greek. 2 The 
Christians in Lystra and Iconium 
spoke well of him. 3 Paul wanted 
him to go w'ith him, so he took him 
and circumcised him on account of 
the Jews who were in those places, 
because everybody knew his father 
was a Greek. 

4 As they went through the towns, 
they delivered the decisions the 
apostles and elders in Jerusalem had 
made and the people were to 
keep. s So the churches were 
strengthened in the faith and grew in 
number more and more every day. 

The Call to Europe 

They went through the region of 


Phrygia and Galatia because the 
Holy Spirit kept them from speaking 
the Word in the province of 
Asia. They came as far as Mysia 
and tried to get into Bithynia, but the 
Spirit of Jesus did not let them. "So 
they passed through Mysia and went 
down to Troas. 

9 One night Paul saw a vision—a 
man from Macedonia was standing 
there and urging him, “Come over to 
Macedonia and help us!” 

,0 As soon as he had seen the 
vision, we looked for a way to get to 
Macedonia since we concluded God 
had called us to tell them the good 
news. 

At Philippi 

‘'Sailing from Troas, we went 
straight to Samothrace, the next day 
to Neapolis, ,2 and from there to 
Philippi, a leading city in that part of 
Macedonia and a colony of Rome. 
We stayed in that city for some days. 

u On Saturday we went out of the 
gate and along the river, where we 
thought there was a place for prayer. 
We sat down and started to talk to 
the women gathered there. 'There 
was a woman by the name of Lydia, 
a dealer in purple goods, who came 
from the town of Thyatira. She 
worshiped God. As she listened, the 
Lord opened her heart to be 
interested in what Paul said. 
,5 When she and her family were 
baptized, she urged us, “If you’re 
convinced I believe in the Lord, 
come and stay at my home.” And 
she made us come. 

,€ One day when we were going to 
the place of prayer, we met a slave 
girl with a spirit of fortune-telling in 
her; she made much money for her 
owners by telling the unknown. 
,7 She would follow Paul and us and 
shout, “These men are servants of 

Second journey, starting in 49 
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the Most High God and are telling 
you how to be saved.” ’"She kept 
on doing this for many days until 
Paul, very much annoyed, turned to 
the spirit and said, “In the name of 
Jesus Christ I order you to go out of 
her!” 

Then and there the spirit went out 
of her, ,9 and with it, as her owners 
realized, went their chance of 
making money. So they grabbed 
Paul and Silas, dragged them before 
the officers in the marketplace, 
“and brought them before the 
highest Roman officials. “These men 
are stirring up a lot of trouble in our 
city,” they said. “They’re Jews, 
2, and they’re teaching religious ways 
that we as Romans aren’t allowed to 
adopt or practice.” 

22 The crowd also joined in attack¬ 
ing them. Then the officials tore the 
clothes off Paul and Silas and 
ordered them beaten with rods. 
23 After striking them many times, the 
men put them in prison and ordered 
the jailer to watch them and not let 
them escape. 24 He did as he was 
ordered and put them in the inner 
cell and fastened their feet in the 
stocks. 

“About midnight Paul and Silas 
were praying and singing hymns of 
praise to God, and the other prison¬ 
ers were listening to them. “Sud¬ 
denly the earth quaked so violently 
the foundations of the prison were 
shaken, all the doors flew open, and 
everybody’s chains were unfastened. 

27 The jailer woke up and saw the 
prison doors open. Thinking the 
prisoners had escaped, he drew his 
sword and was going to kill 
himself. “But Paul called out loud¬ 
ly, “Don’t harm yourself! We’re all 
here!” 

^he jailer asked for lights, rushed 
in, and fell down trembling before 


Paul and Silas. ]0 Then he took 
them outside and asked, “Sirs, what 
do I have to do to be saved?” 

’’“Believe in the Lord Jesus,” they 
answered, “and you and vour family 
will be saved.” “They spoke the 
Lord’s Word to him and everyone in 
his home. 

”At that hour of the night he took 
them with him and washed their 
wounds. And he and all who were 
with him were baptized im¬ 
mediately. 34 He took them up into* 
his home and gave them a meal. He 
and everyone in his home were 
very happy to have found faith in 
God. 

35 In the morning the officials sent 
attendants and said, “Let those men 
go” 

36 The jailer reported the message 
to Paul. “The officials sent word to 
let you go,” he said. “Come out now, 
and go in peace." 

“But Paul told them, “They have 
beaten us publicly without trying 
and condemning us, although we’re 
Roman citizens, and have put us in 
prison. And now they’re trying to 
put us out secretly? I should say not! 
They should come themselves and 
take us out.” 

“The attendants reported to the 
officials what Paul said. Hearing that 
Paul and Silas were Roman citizens, 
they were frightened. 39 So they 
came and pleaded with them, took 
them out, and asked them to leave 
the city. 

“Leaving the prison, they went to 
Lydia, saw and encouraged the 
Christians there, and then left. 

In Thessalonica 

Paul and Silas traveled 
through Amphipolis and 
Apollonia and came to Thessaloni¬ 
ca. Here the Jews had a synagog. 

Second journey, 49 
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"Paul went in as usual and on three 
Saturdays had Bible discussions 
with them. ’He explained and 
showed them: “The promised Christ 
had to suffer and rise from the dead, 
and this Christ is the Jesus I’m tell¬ 
ing you about.” 

“He convinced some of the Jews, 
and thev joined Paul and Silas, and 
also a large crowd of the Greeks who 
worshiped God, and many of the 
wives of the leaders. 

Then the Jews got jealous, took 
some wicked men in the market¬ 
place, formed a mob, and started a 
riot in the city. They attacked Jason’s 
home and searched for Paul and 
Silas to bring them out to the 
people. 6 When they didn’t find 
them, they dragged Jason and some 
other Christians before the city 
officials, shouting, “Those men who 
have made trouble all over the world 
are here now 7 and are Jason’s 
guests. They’re all going against the 
emperor’s decrees by saying there’s 
another king—Jesus!” 

8 Hearing this, the crowd and the 
officials were upset. 9 But after they 
had taken security from Jason and 
the others, they let them go. 

’That same night the Christians 
sent Paul and Silas away to Berea. 

At Berea 

When they came there, they went 
into the synagog of the Jews. 
’’These people were nobler than 
those at Thessalonica—they were 
very eager to get the Word and every 
day studied the Bible to see if those 
things were so. “And many of 
them believed, also many noble 
Greeks, women as well as men. 

n But when the Jews at Thessaloni¬ 
ca found out Paul had now preached 
God's Word also in Berea, they came 
there to stir up trouble among the 


people. ’“Immediately the Chris¬ 
tians sent Paul away to the sea, but 
Silas and Timothy stayed there. 

In Athens 

’Those who escorted Paul took 
him all the way to Athens. When 
they left, they took instructions to 
Silas and Timothy to come to him as 
soon as possible. 

,6 While Paul was waiting for them 
in Athens, he was inwardly stirred 
up when he saw how many idols 
there were in the city. 'Then he 
had discussions in the synagog with 
Jews and others who feared God, 
and every day in the marketplace 
with those who happened to be 
there. ,8 Some Epicurean and Stoic 
philosophers also debated with him, 
but some asked, “What is this fellow 
with his scraps of learning trying to 
24 2b!, 7 425 sa y ? ” Others said, “He seems to be 
telling about foreign gods”—because 
he was telling the good news of Jesus 
and the resurrection. 

’Then they took him and brought 
him before the court of Mars’ Hill 
and asked, “Could we know, what is 
this new thing you teach? 20 You 
bring some things that sound strange 
to us, and we want to know what 
they mean.” 

2, Now everybody in Athens, also 
the visitors staying there, used their 
time only to tell or hear the latest 
news. 

“Paul stood before the court of 
Mars’ Hill and said, “Men of Athens, 
I see how very religious you are in 
every way. 23 As I went through 
your city and saw the things you 
worship, I found an altar with the 
inscription to an unknown god. 
Now I’m telling you about what you 
don’t know and yet worship. u The 
God who made the world and 
everything in it is the Lord of heaven 
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and earth and doesn’t live in 
temples made by human hands, 
“and He isn’t served by human 
hands as if He needed anything. He 
Himself gives everyone life and 
breath and everything. 2<, From one 
man He made every nation to have 
the people live all over the earth, 
setting the times allotted to them 
and the boundaries they live in, 
That they should look for God and 
perhaps feel their way to Him and 
find Him. He, is never far from any 
one of us. '"because we live.and 
move and are in Him; as some of 
your poets 8 have said, ‘You see, we 
are His children.’ '"Now, if we’re 
God’s children, we shouldn’t think 
God is like gold, silver, or stone, 
carved by man’s art and imagina¬ 
tion. 

““‘While God overlooked the 
times when people were ignorant, 
He now tells all of them everywhere 
to be sorry for their sins, "because 
He has set a day when He is going to 
have a Man judge the world with 
justice. He has appointed Him for 
this. And by raising Him from the 
dead has given everyone a good 
reason to believe.” 

“When they heard about a resur¬ 
rection of the dead, some started to 
mock, while others said, ‘‘We’ll hear 
you again about this.” 

"And so Paul left the meeting. 
“Some men joined him and be¬ 
lieved. Among them were Dio¬ 
nysius, a member of the court, and a 
woman by the name of Damaris, and 
some others with them. 
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In Corinth 



After that he left Athens and 
came to Corinth. There he 


found a Jew by the name of Aquih 
born in Pontus, and his wif 
Priscilla. They had recently coin 
from Italy because Claudius hai 
ordered all Jews to leave Rome. Pau 
went to them, 'and because the 
made tents for a living just as he die 
he stayed with them, and the 
worked together. 

4 Fvery Saturday he would argue i 
the synagog and try to win Jews am 
Greeks. '’But when Silas and Tine 
thy came down from Macedonia 
Paul devoted himself entirely I 
teaching the Word as he solernnl 
assured the Jews, “Jesus is th 
promised Savior!” ''But they op 
posed him and abused him. 1 
protest he shook the dust from hi 
clothes and told them, “Your bloo 
be on your own heads. I ai 
innocent. From now on I’ll go to th 
non-Jews.” 

Then he left the; place and went t 
the home of a man by the; name? c 
Titius Justus, who worshiped Got 
His house was right beside th 
synagog. "Now Crispus, the; syiui 
gog leader, and all who were in hi 
home believed in the Lord. Am 
many other people in Corinth whi 
heard Paul believed and wer 
baptized. 

‘‘One night the Lord spoke to Pau 
in a vision, “ Don’t be afraid! Hu 
speak, and don’t be silent—"7 or 
with you, and nobody will attar 
you so as to harm you, because 
have many people in this city.” 

"He stayed there a year and si 
months and taught God’s Won 
among them.h 

"But when Gallio was proconsu 
of Greece, the Jews united in ai 
attack on Paul and brought bin 


&Aratus and Cleanthes wrote this about 270 B.C. 

t»/n A.D. 50 Paul wrote the two letters to the Thessalonians. 
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before 1 Gallio as judge. "“This 
man.” they said, “is persuading 
people to worship God in wavs that 
are against the Law." 

"just as Paul was going to answer, 
Gallio said to the lews. “If this were 
a crime or vicious wrong, it would 
be only fair that I listen to you 
lews. "But since we have ques¬ 
tions here about words, names, and 
vour own Law. see to it yourselves.! 
don't want to he a judge of those 
things." "And he drove them away 
from his platform. 

'Then all of them took Sosthenes. 
the synagog leader, and beat him in 
front of the judge's platform. But 
Gallio paid no attention to it. 

Home 

"After staying there quite a while 
longer, Paul said good-by to the 
Christians. Priscilla and Aquila 
went with him. At Cenchrea he had 
his hair cut, since he had been under 
a vow. They took a boat for 
Syria "and came to Ephesus, 
where Paul left Priscilla and Aquila. 
There he went into the synagog and 
had a discussion with the Jews 
“They asked him to stay longer, but 
he refused. 2, As he said good-by to 
them, he told them. “I will come 
back to you if God wants me to.” 

He sailed from Ephesus “and 
landed at Caesarea. He went up, 
greeted the church, and then went 
down to Antioch. 

A poll os 

"After staying there for some time, 
Paul left and went from place to 
place through the Galatian country 
and through Phrygia, strengthening 
all the disciples. 

“A jew by the name of Apollos, 
who was born in Alexandria, came 
to Ephesus. He was a learned man 


and mighty in the Bible. "After he 
had been instructed in the Lord’s 
way, he spoke with a glowing 
enthusiasm and taught correctly 
about Jesus but knew only John’s 
baptism. "He started to speak 
boldly in the synagog. When Priscil¬ 
la and Aquila heard him, they took 
him with them and explained God’s 
way to him more accurately. 

27 As he wanted to cross .over to 
Greece, the Christians wrote to the 
disciples there urging them to 
welcome him. When he got there, he 
gave much help to those who by 
God's grace were now believers. 
"Publicly and vigorously he proved 
the Jews were wrong as he showed 
from the Scriptures that Jesus is the 
Christ. 

Paul in Ephesus 

While Apollos was in Cor¬ 
inth, Paul traveled over the 
hills to get to Ephesus. Meeting 
some disciples there, 2 he asked 
them, “Did you receive the Holy 
Spirit when you became believers?" 

“No," they answered him, “we 
haven’t even heard there is a Holy 
Spirit.” 

'“Into what then were you bap¬ 
tized?" he asked them. 

“Into John’s baptism," they an¬ 
swered. 

4 Paul said, “John baptized those 
who were sorry for their sins and 
told the people to believe in the One 
coming after him, that is, Jesus." 

s When they heard this, they were 
baptized into the name of the Lord 
Jesus. h And as Paul laid his hands 
on them, the Holy Spirit came on 
them, and they started to talk in 
other languages and to speak God’s 
Word. ’There were about twelve 
men in the group. 

"He went into the synagog and 
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spoke there boldly for three months, 
discussing and trying to convince 
people about God’s kingdom. 
"When some got stubborn, refused to 
believe, and slandered the Christian 
religion before the crowd, he left 
them, took his disciples away from 
them, and had daily discussions in 
the lecture hall of Tyrannus. l0 This 
went on for two years so that all who 
lived in the province of Asia, Jews 
and Greeks, heard the Lord's Word. 

"God did extraordinary miracles 
by Paul’s hands. 12 When handker¬ 
chiefs and aprons that had touched 
his skin were taken to the sick, their 
sicknesses left them, and the evil 
spirits went out of them. 

I3 Some Jews who made it their 
business to go around and drive out 
evil spirits tried to use the name of 
the Lord Jesus over those having the 
evil spirits. “I order you by that 
Jesus whom Paul preaches,” they 
said. u Seven sons of Sceva, a 
Jewish ruling priest, were doing this. 

,5 But the evil spirit answered 
them, ‘‘I know Jesus, and I know 
Paul, but who are you?” “Then the 
man with the evil spirit jumped on 
them, got the better of them, and 
overpowered them all so that they 
ran naked and bruised out of that 
house. 

l7 Al 1 the Jews and Greeks living in 
Ephesus heard about it. They were 
all frightened and started to think 
very highly of the name of the Lord 
Jesus. ,8 Many believers came to 
confess and tell about their magic 
spells. “Many of those who had 
practiced magic gathered their books 
and burned them in front of 


everybody. They added up the cost I 
of these books and found they were 1 
worth fifty thousand denarii.i z,, Ini 
that way the Lord’s Word grew, 
mightily and triumphed.! 

“After all these things had hap¬ 
pened, Paul decided to go through i 
Macedonia and Greece and then to: 
Jerusalem. “When I get there,” he: 
said, “I must also see Rome.” “Bull 
he sent two of his helpers, Timothy, 
and Erastus, to Macedonia, while he 
himself stayed in the province of: 
Asia a while longer. 

The Riot 

“During that time there was a big? 
disturbance over the Christian reli¬ 
gion. 

24 A silversmith by the name of 
Demetrius provided a big income for 
the skilled workers by making silver 
shrines of Artemis. “He called a: 
meeting of these and others who did 
similar work. “Men,” he said, “you, 
know we’re getting a fine incomei 
from this business, “and you seei 
and hear how this Paul has won and: 
taken away a large crowd not only ini 
Ephesus but almost all over the 
province of Asia by telling them; 
‘Gods made by human hands are no 
gods.’ “There is a danger people 
will not only reject our line of 
business but will also think nothing 
of the temple of the great goddess 
Artemis, and then she whom all 
Asia and the world worship will be 
robbed of her glory.” 

“When they heard this, they go - 
furious and shouted, “Great is 
Artemis of the Ephesians!” Z9 The 
confusion spread all over the city* 


‘A denarius was one day's pay. 

j From Ephesus, during the time of A.D. 54 to 55, Paul wrote his first letter to the 
Corinthians. There are good reasons to believe that here he also wrote the letters 
to the Philippians, Philemon, Colossians, and Ephesians. 
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And they all rushed into the theater 
together, dragging with them Gaius 
and Aristarchus, Paul’s fellow trav¬ 
elers from Macedonia. 

,0 Paul wanted to go into the 
crowd, but the disciples wouldn’t let 
him. 3, Even some officials of the 
province of Asia who were his 
friends sent men to him and urged 
him not to risk going into the 
theater. 

"Some were shouting one thing, 
some another. The crowd was 
confused, and most of them didn’t 
know why they were meeting. 
"Then the Jews pushed Alexander to 
the front, and some of the crowd told 
him what to do. Alexander waved 
his hand to quiet them and wanted 
to make a defense before the 
people. “But when they found out 
he was a Jew, they all started to 
shout in unison and kept it up for 
about two hours, “Great is Artemis 
of the Ephesians!’’ 

"Then the city secretary quieted 
the crowd. “Men of Ephesus,” he 
said, “who in the world doesn’t 
know that this city of the Ephesians 
is the keeper of the temple of the 
great Artemis and of the statue that 
fell down from Zeus? "Since no¬ 
body can deny this, you must be 
quiet and not do anything reckless. 
37 The men you brought here don’t 
rob temples or insult our goddess. 
“Now if Demetrius and his workers 
have something against anyone, we 
have special days and proconsuls to 
hold court; there they should accuse 
one another. "And if you want 
anything else, it must be settled in a 
legal meeting. 40 WeTe in danger of 
being accused of a riot today for 
which there is no good reason. We’ll 


not be able to explain this mob.” 
41 After saying this, he dismissed the 
meeting. 

When the uproar had died 
down, Paul sent for the 
disciples, encouraged them, and 
saying good-by to them, left to go to 
Macedonia.^ 2 He went through 
those parts of the country and spoke 
much to encourage the people and 
then went to Greece 3 and stayed 
there three months.! 

At Troas 

Just as Paul was going to sail for 
Syria, the Jews plotted against him, 
so he decided to go back through 
Macedonia. 4 Sopater from Berea, 
the son of Pyrrhus, went with him; 
also Aristarchus and Secundus from 
Thessalonica, and Gaius from Derbe, 
and Timothy, but Tychicus and 
Trophimus were from the province 
of Asia; 5 they came and were 
waiting for us in Troas. 6 After the 
Passover days of bread without yeast 
we sailed from Philippi and in five 
days came to them in Troas and 
stayed there seven days. 

7 On Sunday, when we met for a 
meal, Paul spoke to the people. 
Since he intended to leave the next 
day, he went on talking till 
midnight. There were many lamps 
in the upstairs room where we were 
meeting. 

9 A young man by the name of 
Eutychus, sitting in the window, 
was dropping off into a deep sleep as 
Paul talked on and on. Finally, 
overcome by sleep, he fell down 
from the third story and was picked 
up dead. ,0 But Paul went down, lay 
on him, and took him into his arms. 
“Don’t get excited,” he said. “He’s 



It From Macedonia in A.D. 55 Paul wrote his second letter to the Corinthians. 
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alive!” “Then he went upstairs 
again, broke the bread, and ate. And 
after a long talk that lasted till the 
sun rose, he left. 

“The people took the boy away 
alive and were very much comfort¬ 
ed. 

From Troos to Miletus 

"We went ahead to the boat and 
sailed to Assos. There we were going 
to take Paul into the boat; he had 
arranged it that way, planning 
himself to go there on fool. “When 
we met him in Assos, we took him 
on board and went on to Mitylene. 
"We sailed from there and on the 
following day came opposite Chios. 
The next day we crossed over to 
Samos and on the next came to 
Miletus. “Paul had decided to sail 
past Ephesus to avoid spending time 
in the province of Asia; he was in a 
hurry to get to Jerusalem for the day 
of Pentecost if possible. 

With the Pastors of Ephesus 

“From Miletus he sent men to 
Ephesus to get the pastors of the 
church. l8 When they came to him. 
he said to them: “You know how I 
lived with you all the time from the 
first day I came into the province of 
Asia; ,9 how I served the Lord very 
humbly, with tears, and in trials I 
endured as the Jews plotted against 
me; 20 how I didn’t shrink from 
telling you anything that would help 
you or from teaching you publicly 
and from house to house; 2, and 
how I earnestly warned Jews and 
non-Jews to turn from sin to God and 
believe in our Lord Jesus. “And 
now, you see, the Spirit compels me 
to go to Jerusalem. I don’t know 
what will happen to me there, 
“except that the Holy Spirit keeps 
warning me from town to town that 


chains and troubles are waiting foi 
me. “I don’t count my life worth 
anything. I just want to finish 
running my race and doing the wort 
the Lord Jesus entrusted to me 
declaring the good news of God’j 
love. 

““I went around among yoi 
preaching the Kingdom, and now 
know none of you will see mr 
again. “That is why I declare t( 
you today I am innocent of the blooc 
of any of you, “because I didn' 
shrink from telling you God's wholt 
plan. 

““Take care of yourselves and th< 
whole flock in which the Holy Spiri 
has made you overseers to b( 
shepherds of God's church that 
bought with His own blood. 29 
know when I’m gone fierce wolve:

“When he had said this, he kne- 
down with all of them and prayec 
37 They wept very much, put thei 
arms around Paul, and kissei 
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him. ,fl ll hurt them most of all that 
he had said they wouldn’t see him 
again. Then they took him to the 
ship. 

At Tyre 

When we had broken away 
from them, we sailed and 
followed a straight course to Cos and 
the next day to Rhodes and from 
there to Patara. 2 We found a ship 
going across to Phoenicia, went on 
board, and sailed. 3 We came in 
sight of Cyprus, and leaving it on our 
left, sailed on to Syria and landed at 
Tyre because the ship was to unload 
its cargo there. 

4 We looked up the disciples and 
stayed there seven days. By the 
Spirit they told Paul not to go up to 
lerusalem. s When our time was up, 
we started on our way. All of them 
with their wives and children 
accompanied us out of the city. 
There we knelt on the beach and 
prayed *and said good-by to one 
another. Then we went on board the 
ship, and they went back home. 

At Caesarea 

: We continued our sailing, going 
from Tyre to Ptolemais. There we 
greeted our fellow Christians and 
spent a day with them. "The next 
day we left and came to Caesarea. 
We went into the home of Philip the 
evangelist, one of the seven, and 
stayed with him. 9 He had four 
unmarried daughters who prophe¬ 
sied. 

'“While we were staying there 
longer than we had expected, a 
prophet by the name of Agabus came 
down from Judea. "He came to us, 
look Paul’s belt, lied his own feet 
and hands, and said, “The Holy 
Spirit says, ‘This is how the Jews in 
Jerusalem will tie the man this belt 
belongs to and hand him over to the 
non-Jews."’ 


“When we heard this, we and 
those living there urged him not to 
go up to Jerusalem. 

“Then Paul answered, “What are 
you doing—crying and making me 
weak in my purpose? I’m ready not 
only to be bound but even to die in 
Jerusalem for the name of the Lord 
Jesus.” 

“When he would not be persuad¬ 
ed. we were silent and could only 
say, “The Lord's will be done.” 

In Jerusalem 

“After those days we got ready 
and started for Jerusalem. 16 Some 
of the disciples from Caesarea came 
with us and look us to the home of 
Mnason to be his guests. He was 
from Cyprus and was one of the first 
disciples. “When we came to Jeru- 
J] 1 salem, our fellow Christians eagerly 
1> - 1B welcomed us. 

"The next day we went with Paul 
to James, and all the elders came 
there too. “After greeting them, 
Paul told them everything God had 
done through his work among the 
non-Jews. 

“'When they heard about it, they 
praised God. They told him. “You 
see. brother, how many tens of 
thousands among the Jews now 
believe, and all are zealous for the 
Law. 2, They’ve been told you teach 
all the Jews living among the 
non-Jews to turn away from Moses 
and tell them not to circumcise their 
children or follow the customs. 
“What should we do about it? They 
will certainly hear you have come. 
“So do what we tell you. We have 
four men who are under a vow. 
“Take them, purify yourself with 
them, and pay their expenses so that 
they may shave their heads. Then 
everybody will know there’s nothing 
in what they’ve told about you but 
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you live strictly according to the 
Law. “About the non-}ews who 
now believe, we wrote in a letter we 
decided they should keep away from 
food sacrificed to idols, from blood, 
from the meat of strangled animals, 
and from sexual sin.” 

“Then Paul took the men and the 
next day purified himself with them 
and went to the temple to announce 
when, with the bringing of the 
sacrifice for each of them, the days 
of purification would be over. 

27 When the seven days were 
almost over, the Jews from the 
province of Asia, seeing him in the 
temple, stirred up the whole crowd. 
They grabbed him, “yelling, ‘‘Men 
of Israel, help! This is the man who 
in his teaching everybody every¬ 
where is against our people, the 
Law, and this place. And now he has 
even brought non-[ews into the 
temple and made this holy place 
unclean.” “They had seen Trophi¬ 
mus from Ephesus with him in the 
city and thought Paul had taken him 
into the temple. 

'"The whole city was aroused and 
the people rushed together. They 
took Paul, dragged him out of the 
temple, and immediately the doors 
were shut. 

“They were trying to kill him 
when it was reported to the tribune 
who was in charge of about six 
hundred soldiers: ‘‘All Jerusalem is 
stirred up!” “Immedlately he took 
soldiers and captains and ran down 
to them. When they saw the tribune 
and the soldiers, they stopped 
hitting Paul. “Then the tribune 
went to him, arrested him, and 
ordered him bound with two chains. 

He asked who he was and what he 
had done. “Some in the crowd 
shouted this and some that. There 
was such a noisy confusion he 


couldn’t get the facts, so he ordered 
Paul to be taken to the barracks. 
“When Paul came to the stairs, the 
crowd was so violent the soldiers 
had to carry him. “The mob was 
right behind them, yelling, ‘‘Kill 
him!” 

Paul Defends Himself 

“Just as he was going to be taken 
into the barracks, Paul asked the 
tribune, ‘‘May I say something to 
you?" 

‘‘Can you talk Greek?” he asked. 
“‘‘Aren’t you the Egyptian who 
sometime ago got four thousand 
dagger-men to rebel and follow him 
into the wilderness?” 

39 ‘Tm a Jew,” Paul answered, 
“from Tarsus in Cilicia, a citizen of 
an important city. Now I’m asking 
you, let me talk to the people.” 

40 And he let him. Then Paul, 
standing on the stairs, waved his 
hand to quiet the people. When 
there was a hush all around, he 
spoke to them in the Jewish 
language: 

‘‘Brothers and fathers, listen 
as I now defend myself 
before you.” 

2 When they heard him call to them 
in their own language, they quieted 
down still more. 

3 Then he said: "I’m a Jew, born in 
Tarsus in Cilicia but raised in this 
city, trained at the feet of Gamaliel 
in the strict ways of the Law of our 
fathers, as zealous for God as all of 
you are today. T hunted to their 
death men and women who believed 
as I do now, tying them up and 
putting them in prisons. 5 as the 
high priest and the whole council of 
elders can tell about me. From them I 
got letters to our fellow Jews in 
Damascus and was going there to 
bind those who were there and bring

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them to Jerusalem to be punished. 
b But as I was on my way and coming 
near Damascus, suddenly about 
noon a bright light from heaven 
flashed around me. 7 I fell to the 
ground and heard a voice asking me, 
‘Saul! Saul! Why are you persecut¬ 
ing Me?’ 

fi “I asked, ‘Who are You, Lord?’ 

“‘I am Jesus from Nazareth,’ He 
told me, ‘whom you are per¬ 
secuting.’ The men who were with 
me saw the light but didn’t under¬ 
stand the voice of Him who was 
talking to me. 

’"“Then I asked, ‘What should I 
do. Lord?’ 

“The Lord told me, ‘Get up, go 
into Damascus, and there you will 
be told everything you are ordered to 
do.’ 

'“‘That light was so bright I 
couldn’t see anything. So the men 
who were with me took me by the 
hand and led me into Damascus. 

’■“There was Ananias, a man who 
feared God according to the Law, 
and all the Jews living there spoke 
well of him. "He came to me and 
stood by me. ‘Brother Saul,’ he said 
to me. ‘see again!’ Immediately I 
could see him. 

u “He said, ‘The God of our fathers 
chose you to learn what He wants, to 
see the Righteous One and hear Him 
speak to you, ,5 because you must 
be His witness and tell everybody 
what you’ve seen and heard. ,6 And 
now, what are you waiting for? Get 
up, and calling on His name, have 
yourself baptized and your sins 
washed away.’ 

"“I came back to Jerusalem. While 
I was praying in the temple, I fell 
into a trance ’“and saw Him. 
‘Hurry,’ He told me, ‘and get out of 
Jerusalem quickly because they will 


not accept the truth you tell about 
Me.’ 

‘Lord,’ I said, ‘they know I went 
from synagog to synagog and put in 
prison and beat those who believe in 
You. “And when the blood of Your 
witness Stephen was being poured 
out, I was standing by, approving, 
and watching the clothes of those 
who were murdering him.’ 

2 ““Go,’ He told me. ‘I will send 
you far away to people who are not 
Jews.’” 

“They listened to him till he said 
that. Then they shouted, “Kill him! 
Rid the world of such a fellow! He’s 
not fit to live!” 

“While they were yelling, tossing 
their clothes around, and throwing 
dust in the air, “the tribune 
ordered him taken to the barracks 
and told his men to get information 
from Paul by whipping him. He 
wanted to find out why the people 
were yelling at him like this. “But 
when his men had stretched him out 
with the straps, Paul asked the 
captain standing near, “Is it right for 
you to whip a Roman citizen who 
hasn’t been condemned?” 

“When the captain heard this, he 
went and told the tribune about it. 
“What are you going to do?” he 
asked. “This man is a Roman 
citizen.” 

“The tribune went and asked 
Paul, “Tell me, are you a Roman 
citizen?” 

“Yes,” he said. 

“The tribune declared, “I had to 
pay a lot of money to be a citizen.” 

“But I was born a citizen,” Paul 
said. 

“Immediately those who were 
going to examine him withdrew 
from him. When the tribune found 
out Paul was a Roman citizen, he 
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was frightened because he had tied 
him up. 

Paul Before the Council 

"The next day, since he wanted to 
find out exactly what the jews were 
accusing Paul of, he untied him and 
ordered the high priests and the 
whole council to meet. Then he 
brought Paul down and had him 
stand before them. 

Paul looked earnestly at the 
council and said, “Fellow 
Jews, I have lived before God with a 
very good conscience till this day.’’ 

The high priest Ananias ordered 
the men standing near him to strike 
him on the mouth. Then Paul said 
to him, “God will strike you, you 
whitewashed wall! Do you sit there 
to judge me according to the Law 
and yet break the Law by ordering 
them to strike me?” 

The men standing near him 5€l ” 
asked, “Do you insult God’s high 
priest?” 

5 “Fellow Jews,” Paul answered, “I 
didn’t know he’s the high priest. The 
Bible does say: Don’t speak evil of a 
ruler of your people. ” 

6 When Paul saw that some of them 
were Sadducees and others Phari¬ 
sees, he called out in the council, 
“Fellow Jews, I’m a Pharisee and a 
son of Pharisees. I’m on trial for my 
hope that the dead will rise.” 

7 When he said that, the Pharisees 
and Sadducees started to quarrel, 
and the men in the meeting were 
divided. The Sadducees say the 
dead don’t rise and there is no angel 
or spirit, while the Pharisees believe 
in all these things. 9 So there was 
some loud shouting. Some of the 
Bible scholars who belonged to the 
party of the Pharisees got up and 
argued vehemently: “We find noth¬ 
ing wrong with this man. Suppose a 


spirit spoke to him, or an angel—.” 

’The quarrel was getting violent, 
and the tribune was afraid they 
would tear Paul to pieces. So he 
ordered the soldiers to go down, take 
him away from them by force, and 
bring him to the soldiers’ quarters. 

"That night the Lord stood near 
him and said, “Keep up your 
courage! As you have told the truth 
about Me in Jerusalem, so you must 
tell it in Rome.” 

The Plot to Kill Paul 

u In the morning the Jews banded 
together and vowed God should 
punish them if they ate or drank 
anything before they had killed 
Paul. ’There were more than forty 
who swore to carry out this plot. 

’They went to the high priests and 
elders and said, “We have vowed 
God should punish us if we taste any 
food before we have killed Paul. 
,5 Now then, you and the council tell 
the tribune to bring him down to you 
as if you meant to get more exact 
information about him. We’re ready 
to kill him before he gets to you.” 

,6 But the son of Paul’s sister heard 
about the ambush. He came and got 
into the barracks and told Paul. 
'Then Paul called one of the 
captains and told him, “Take this 
young man to the tribune. He has 
something to tell him.” 

,8 He took him to the tribune and 
said, “The prisoner Paul called me 
and asked me to bring this young 
man to you. He has something to tell 
you.” 

19 The tribune took him by the arm 
and stepping aside to be alone with 
him, he asked him, “What have you 
got to tell me?” 

20 “The Jews,” he answered, “have 
agreed to ask you to bring Paul down 
to the council tomorrow as if they

mean! to get more information about 
him. ‘‘Now, don’t you listen to 
them. More than forty of them are 
ambushing him. They have vowed 
God should punish them if they eat 
or drink anything before they have 
murdered him. They’re ready now, 
just w'aiting for you to promise 
them.” 

"The tribune dismissed the young 
man. ‘‘Don’t tell anybody you 
reported this to me," he ordered. 

“Then he called two of his 
captains and said, “Get two hundred 
soldiers to go to Caesarea, and 
seventy on horses, and two hundred 
with spears, and have them ready to 
start at nine tonight.” “They were 
also to provide animals for Paul to 
ride on and so to take him safely to 
Governor Felix. “The tribune 
wrote a letter with this message: 

"’‘ Claudius Lvsias sends greet¬ 
ings to the excellent Governor Felix. 

“‘‘The Jews had seized this man 
and were going to murder him, but 
when I found out he was a Roman 
citizen, I came with the soldiers and 
rescued him. 28 I wanted to know 
what they had against him; so I took 
him down to their council “and 
found their accusations had to do 
with questions about their Law, but 
there was none for which he 
deserved to die or be in chains. 
J0 Since I’m informed they’re plotting 
against the man. I’m quickly sending 
him to you and also ordering his 
accusers to state before you what 
they have against him.” 

3, So the foot soldiers, as they were 
ordered, took Paul and brought him 
to Antipatris during the night. 
J2 The next day they returned to their 


barracks, letting the men on horses 
ride on with him. “When these 
came to Caesarea, they delivered the 
letter to the governor and handed 
Paul over to him. 

N After he read the letter, he asked 
which province he was from and 
found out he was from Cilicia. J5 ‘‘I 
will hear your case,” he said, ‘‘when 
vour accusers come.” And he 
ordered him kept in Herod’s palace. 

Before Felix 

Five days later the high 
priest Ananias came down 
with some elders and Tertullus, an 
attorney, and they reported to the 
governor what they had against 
Paul. 

2 When Paul had been called, 
Tertullus started to accuse him, 
saying, ‘‘Excellent Felix, you have 
brought us much peace, and your 
foresight has given these people 
reforms 3 in every way and in every 
place. We appreciate them and 
thank you very much. 4 Not to keep 
you too long—I ask you to listen in 
your kindly way to what we briefly 
have to say. 5 We have found this 
man a pest who starts quarrels 
among all the Jews in the world, and 
he is a ringleader of the sect of the 
Nazarenes. B He even tried to pol¬ 
lute the temple, and so we arrested 
hirn. m When you examine him 
yourself, you will be able to find out 
from him everything of which we 
accuse him.” 

The Jews supported his attack by 
declaring these things were so. 

‘The governor nodded to Paul to 
speak, and he answered, ‘‘For many 
years you have been a judge of this

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nation. Knowing that. I'm glad to 
defend myself. ’’Only eleven days 
ago, as you can find out for yourself, 

1 went up to Jerusalem to worship. 
"They didn't find me arguing with 
anyone in the temple or stirring up a 
crowd in the synagogs or in the 
city; "and they can’t prove to you 
the things they’re now accusing me 
of. "But I confess to you that 
according to the way they call a sect 
I worship the God of our fathers. I 
believe everything written in the 
Law and the prophets "and trust 
God for the same thing they’re 
looking for, that the dead will rise, 
the righteous and the wicked. 
"That’s why I’m doing my best 
always to have a clear conscience 
before God and men. "After some 
years I came to my people to bring 
gifts for the poor and offerings. 
"They found me busy with these 
and purified in the temple, but there 
was no crowd or noisy mob. 
"There were some Jews from the 
province of Asia, who should be 
here before you to accuse me if they 
have anything against me. 20 Or 
these men should tell what wrong 
they found in me as I stood before 
their court, "unless it’s the one 
thing I shouted when I stood among 
them: ‘I’m on trial before you today 
in regard to the resurrection of the 
dead.’” 

2Z But Felix, who knew the Chris¬ 
tian religion rather well, told them 
to wait for a decision. “When 
Tribune Lysias comes down,” he 
said, “I will decide your case.” 
"He ordered the captain to guard 
him but to let him have some liberty 
and not keep any of his friends from 
helping him. 

"Some days later Felix came 
again. His wife Drusilla, who was a 
Jew, was with him. He sent for Paul 


and heard him tell about faith in 
Christ Jesus. "A s he spoke of 
righteousness, self-control, and the 
coming judgment, Felix was fright¬ 
ened and answered, ‘‘Go now. When 
I get a chance, I’ll send for 
you.” 2, *At the same time he expect¬ 
ed Paul to give him money. And so 
he used to send for him often and 
talk with him. 

"Two whole years passed. Then 
Porcius Festus succeeded Felix. 
Since Felix wanted the Jews to 
remember him for a kindness, he left 
Paul in prison. 

Paul Appeals to the Emperor 

Three days after Festus took 
over his duties in the prov¬ 
ince of Judea he went from Caesarea 
up to Jerusalem. 2 The high priests 
and the leaders of the Jews reported 
to Festus what they had against 
Paul. They urged ‘and begged him 
to do them a favor and have Paul 
brought to Jerusalem. They were 
laying an ambush to kill him on the 
way. 

*But Festus answered that Paul 
would be kept in Caesarea and he 
himself would be going there 
soon. 5 ‘‘Those of you who have the 
authority,” he said, ‘‘come down 
with me, and if the man has done 
anything wrong, accuse him.” 

6 He stayed with them no more 
than eight or ten days and then went 
down to Caesarea. The next day he 
sat on the judge’s chair and ordered 
Paul brought in. 

7 When Paul came in, the Jews who 
had come down from Jerusalem 
surrounded him and were accusing 
him of many serious wrongs that 
they couldn’t prove. ®Paul defend¬ 
ed himself: ‘T have in no way sinned 
against the Law of the Jews or the 
temple or the emperor.” 
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"But Festus wanted the Jews to 
remember him fora kindness. So he 
asked Paul. “Do you want to go up to 
Jerusalem to be tried there before me 
in regard to these things?” 

M '“I’m standing before the emper¬ 
or’s judgment seat,” Paul said, “and 
there 1 must be tried. I haven’t done 
the Jews any wrong, as you too know 
very well. "Now if I’m guilty and 
have done something to deserve to 
die, 1 don’t refuse to die. But if their 
accusations are nothing, nobody can 
hand me over to them. I appeal to 
the emperor!” 

’’Festus talked it over with his 
council and then answered, “You 
appealed to the emperor; you will go 
to the emperor!” 

“Some time later King Agrippa 
and Bernice came down to Caesarea 
to welcome Festus. “When they 
stayed there a number of days, 
Festus laid Paul’s case before the 
king. 

“There’s a man here whom Felix 
left in prison,” he said. !S “When I 
went up to Jerusalem, the high 
priests and elders of the Jews 
informed me about him and asked 
me to condemn him. 

lb “I answered them, Tt isn’t 
customary for Romans to hand over 
a man before he has faced his 
accusers and had a chance to defend 
himself against their accusation.’ 

l7 “They came here with me, and 
the next day without any delay I sat 
down in the judge’s chair and 
ordered the man to be brought. 
,8 When his accusers got up, they 
didn’t accuse him of the crimes I 
was suspecting. ,9 But they disa¬ 
greed with him about their own 
religion and about a certain Jesus 
who died; Paul claimed He is

alive. “I was puzzled how I should 
look into this and asked if he would 
like to go to Jerusalem and be tried 
there in regard to these things. 
“But Paul appealed. He wanted to be 
held and have Augustus" decide his 
case. So I ordered him to be kept in 
prison till I send him to the 
emperor.” 

“Agrippa told Festus, “I myself 
would like to hear the man.” 

“Tomorrow,” he answered, “you 
will hear him.” 

Before Agrippa 

“The next day Agrippa and 
Bernice came with great pomp and 
went with the tribunes and leading 
men of the city into the hall. Then 
Festus gave the order, and Paul was 
brought in. 

““King Agrippa and all you men 
here with us,” Festus said, “you see 
this man about whom all the Jewish 
people in Jerusalem and here have 
appealed to me, shouting he mustn't 
live any longer. 25 I found he hasn’t 
done anything to deserve to die, but 
when he appealed to Augustus, I 
decided to send him. 26 I don’t have 
anything reliable to write our lord 
about him. So I have brought him 
before you, and especially before 
you, King Agrippa, so we could 
examine him and I’ll have some¬ 
thing to write. “It makes no sense 
to me to send a prisoner without 
reporting what he’s accused of.” 

Agrippa said to Paul, “You 
may speak for yourself.” 

Then Paul, stretching out his 
hand, began to defend himself: 

“‘King Agrippa, I think I’m 
fortunate I’m going to defend myself 
today before you in regard to 
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everything the Jews accuse me 
of, 3 because you are so very famil¬ 
iar with all the Jewish customs and 
problems. So I ask you to listen to 
me patiently. 

*“The Jews all know how I lived 
from my youth, from my earliest 
days, among my people in 
Jerusalem. 5 They have known long 
ago, if they want to tell the truth, 
that I lived the life of a Pharisee, the 
strictest party of our religion. 

6 "And now I’m on trial here 
because I trust the promise God 
made to our fathers. 7 Our twelve 
tribes, worshiping zealously day and 
night, expect to see this promise 
come true. This is the hope, King, in 
regard to which some Jews accuse 
me. “Why do you think it incredi¬ 
ble that God raises the dead? 

9 “Once I believed I had to work 26 
hard against the name of Jesus from UfciVsw 
Nazareth. ,0 I did that in Jerusalem. 18 3 '' 3 ”' 8 
By the power I got from the high 42 7 16 
priests I locked up many of the holy 
people in prison, and when they 
were to be killed, I voted against 
them. "And many a time in every 
synagog I would punish them to 
make them blaspheme, and raging 
furiously against them, I hunted 
them down even to foreign cities. 

l2 "That is how I came to be 
traveling to Damascus, authorized 
and appointed by the high priests, 
l3 when on the way, King, at noon I 
saw a light brighter than the sun, 
flashing from heaven around me and 
those who were going with me. 

'“All of us fell to the ground, and I 
heard a voice asking me in the 
Jewish language, 'Saul, Saul! Why 
are you persecuting Me? You’re only 
hurting yourself by kicking against 
the goads.’ 

15 "I asked, ‘Who are you, Lord?’ 

“T am Jesus,’ the Lord answered, 


‘whom you are persecuting. ,6 But 
get up and stand on your feet. I 
showed Myself to you to appoint 
you to serve Me and tell the truth of 
what you have seen and what you 
will see whenever I appear to 
you. '7 will rescue you from your 
people and from the non-fews to 
whom I’m sending you, '“to open 
their eyes and turn them from 
darkness to light and from the 
devil’s control to God to have their 
sins forgiven and get a share of what 
the people enjoy who are made holy 
by believing in Me.’ 

,9 “And so, King Agrippa, I didn’t 
disobey what I saw from heaven, 
20 but first I told the people in 
Damascus and Jerusalem, then (he 
whole country of the Jews, and the 
other nations to turn from sin to God 
and do the works that show they 
have repented. 2, For this the Jews 
grabbed me in the temple and tried 
to murder me. 

2Z “God has helped me to this day, 
and so I have been standing and 
telling the truth to high and low, 
stating only what the prophets and 
Moses said would happen, “that 
Christ had to suffer and by being the 
first to rise from the dead would 
announce light to our people and the 
other nations.” 

2 *As he was defending himself in 
this way, Festus shouted, "You’re 
insane, Paul! Your great learning is 
driving you out of your mind.” 

““I’m not insane, excellent Festus,” 
Paul said, “but I’m telling the sober 
truth. 26 The king knows about 
these things, and I’m talking boldly 
to him. I’m sure he hasn’t missed 
any of them, since this wasn’t done 
in a corner. 27 King Agrippa, do you 
believe the prophets? I know you 
believe them!” 

28 "YouTe trying to persuade me,” 
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Agrippa said to Paul, “that with a 
little effort you’ve made me a 
Christian!’’ 

2, T wish to God,’’ Paul said, “that 
with little or much effort not only 
you but all who hear me today 
would become what I am—except 
for these chains!” 

"The king, the governor, Bernice, 
and those who sat with them got 
up "and left and said to one 
another, “This man isn’t doing 
anything to deserve to die or be in 
chains.” 

,2 “This man could be free,” 
Agrippa told Festus, “if he hadn’t 
appealed to the emperor.” 

Paul Sails for Rome 

When it was decided we 
should sail to Italy, Paul and 
some other prisoners were turned 
over to a captain by the name of 
lulius, of the troop of Augustus. 
2 We boarded a ship from Adramyt- 
tium that was going to sail to the 
ports on the coast of the province of 
Asia, and we started out. Aristar¬ 
chus, a Macedonian from Thessa- 
lonica, went with us. 

The next day we landed at Sidon, 
where Julius treated Paul kindly and 
let him go to his friends to get any 
care he needed. 4 Leaving Sidon, 
we sailed on the sheltered side of 
Cyprus because the winds were 
against us. 'We crossed the sea off 
Cilicia and Pamphylia and landed at 
Myra in Lycia. There the captain 
of the soldiers found a ship from 
Alexandria sailing to Italy and put 
us on it. 7 We were sailing slowly 
for a number of days and had some 
difficulty getting near Cnidus. The 
wind wouldn't let us go on, and so, 
starting at Cape Salmone, we sailed 


on the sheltered side of Crete. 
"Hugging the coast, we struggled on 
to a place called Fair Havens, near 
the town of Lasea. 

"We had lost a lot of time, even the 
day of fasting 0 had already gone hy, 
and sailing was now dangerous. 
'“So Paul advised them: “Men, I see 
that in this sailing we’re going to 
suffer hardship and a heavy loss not 
only of the cargo and ship but also of 
our lives.” "But the captain of the 
soldiers listened to the pilot and the 
captain of the ship and not to what 
Paul said. "Since that harbor was 
not a good place to spend the winter, 
the majority decided to sail away, 
hoping they could somehow reach 
Phoenix to spend the winter there. It 
is a harbor of Crete facing southwest 
and northwest. "When a gentle 
breeze blew from the south, they felt 
they could easily make it. They took 
up the anchor and sailed close to the 
shore of Crete. 

"But after a little while a hurri¬ 
cane. called the Northeastern, 
dashed down from Crete. "It 
caught the ship so that it couldn’t 
face the wind, and we gave up and 
were swept along. ,6 As we ran into 
the shelter of a small island called 
Clauda, we managed with a struggle 
to get hold of the small boat. "They 
pulled it up on deck. Then they 
passed ropes around the ship to 
reinforce it. Fearing they would run 
on the great sandbank near Africa, 
they lowered the sail and so drifted 
along. ,B We continued to be tossed 
by the storm so violently that the 
next day the men started to throw 
the cargo overboard, 19 and on the 
third with their own hands they 
threw the ship’s equipment 
overboard. 20 For a number of days

were in a great storm until at last we 
were giving up all hope of coming 
through alive. 

“Since hardly anybody wanted to 
eat, Paul stepped before them and 
said, “Men, you should have lis¬ 
tened to me and not have sailed from 
Crete. You would have avoided this 
hardship and damage. 22 But now I 
urge you to cheer up because you 
will lose no lives but only the 
ship. 23 I am God’s own and serve 
Him. Last night His angel stood by 
me. “‘Don’t be afraid, Paul!' he 
said, 'You must stand before the 
emperor, and now God has given 
you all who are sailing with 
you.’ “So, cheer up, men, because I 
trust God it will be just as He told 
me. “But we must run on some 
island.” 

The Shipwreck 

27 It was the fourteenth night and 
we were drifting through the Adriat¬ 
ic Sea p when about midnight the 
sailors suspected land was coming 
closer. “They dropped the lead 
and found the water 120 feet deep. A 
little farther they dropped it again 
and found it was 90 feet. “Fearing 
we might run on rocks, they 
dropped four anchors from the back 
of the ship and prayed for morning 
to come. 

30 Then the sailors tried to escape 
from the ship. They let the boat 
down into the sea, pretending they 
were going to take out the anchors 
from the front of the ship and let 
them down. “But Paul told the 
captain of the soldiers and his men, 
“If these don't stay on the ship, you 
can't be rescued." 32 Then the sol¬ 


diers cut the ropes that held the boat 
and let it drift away. 

“Just before daybreak Paul was 
urging them all to eat something. 
“This is the fourteenth day you’ve 
waited and gone hungry and not 
eaten a thing. 14 So I urge you to eat 
something. It will help you come 
through this safely. None of you will 
lose a hair of his head." “After 
saying this, he took some bread, 
thanked God in front of everybody, 
broke it, and started to eat. “They 
were all cheered up, and they too 
had something to eat. 17 There were 
276 of us in the ship. “After they 
had eaten all they wanted, they 
lightened the ship by dumping the 
wheat into the sea. 

“In the morning they couldn't tell 
what land it was but gradually could 
see a bay with a beach on which they 
planned if possible to run the ship 
ashore. 40 They cut off the anchors 
and left them in the sea. At the same 
time they untied the ropes that held 
up the steering oars, spread out the 
foresail to catch the wind, and 
steered the ship to the shore. 
“They struck a bank in the water and 
ran the ship aground. The front of 
the ship stuck and couldn’t be 
moved, while the back was being 
pounded to pieces by the sea. 

42 To keep any of the prisoners 
from swimming away and escaping, 
the soldiers planned to kill them, 
43 but the captain of the soldiers 
wanted to save Paul, so he kept them 
from doing this. He ordered those 
who could swim to jump out first 
and get to the shore, 44 and the rest 
to follow, some on planks and some 
on other pieces from the ship. In this

At Malta, October, 58 
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wav all of them came safely to the 
shore. 

Safe on Malta 

Once we were safe on the 
shore, we recognized the 
island; it was called Malta. z The 
natives were unusually kind to us. It 
had started to rain and was cold, and 
so they made a fire and welcomed all 
of us around it. 

3 Paul gathered an armful of dry 
branches and put them on the fire. 
The heat made a viper come out, and 
it bit his hand. 4 When the natives 
saw the snake hanging from his 
hand, they said to one another, 
“This man certainly is a murderer! 
He did escape from the sea, but 
justice didn’t let him live.” 

s So he shook the snake into the 
fire and suffered no harm. 6 They 
were wailing for him to swell up or 
suddenly fall down dead. But they 
waited long and saw nothing unusu¬ 
al happen to him. Then they 
changed their minds and said he 
was a god. 

7 The governor of the island, whose 
name was Publius, had land around 
that place. He welcomed us and 
treated us kindly while we were his 
guests for three days. "The father of 
Publius happened to be sick in bed 
with fever and dysentery. Paul went 
to him, prayed, and laid his hands 
on him, and made him well. 

9 After that had happened, the 
other sick people on the island also 
came to him and were made 
well. ,0 They honored us in many 
ways, and when we were going to 
sail, they put on board whatever we 
needed. 


From Malta to Rome 

"After three months we sailed on 
a ship from Alexandria that had 
stopped at the island for the winter. 
It had in front a figure of the Twin 
Sons of Zeus. q ,2 We stopped at 
Syracuse and stayed there three 
days. "From there we sailed 
around and came to Rhegium. After 
a day a south wind started blowing, 
and on the second day we came to 
Puteoli. "There we found fellow 
Christians who urged us to stay 
seven days with them. 

And so we came to Rome. ,5 The 
fellow Christians in Rome, who had 
heard about us, came as far as the 
Market Town of Appius and the 
Three Shops to meet us. When Paul 
saw them, he thanked God and felt 
encouraged. 

In Rome 

'"When we came into Rome, Paul 
was allowed to live by himself with 
the soldier guarding him. ,7 After 
three days he called the leaders of 
the Jews together. When they came, 
he said to them, “Fellow Jews, 
although I haven’t done anything 
against our people or the customs of 
our fathers, Pm a prisoner from 
Jerusalem who was handed over to 
the Romans. '"They examined me 
and wanted to let me go because I 
had done no wrong to deserve to 
die. 19 But the Jews objected and 
forced me to appeal to the emper¬ 
or—not that I’m accusing my people 
of anything. 20 That’s why I asked to 
see you and talk to you, since it is for 
the hope of Israel I wear this chain.” 

21 “We have had no letters from 
Judea about you,” they told him, 
“and no Jew coming here has

Winter months, 58—59 
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reported or said anything bad about 
you. 22 We would like to hear from 
you what you think, because we 
know that everywhere people are 
talking against this sect.” 

“They set a day to meet with him, 
and more of them came to him 
where he was staying. From morn¬ 
ing till evening he explained the 
matter to them, earnestly telling the je 
truth about God’s kingdom and 
trying to convince them about Jesus 28 9 p ’ ; 67 3 2 
from the Law of Moses and the 
prophets. 24 Some of them were 
convinced by what he said, but 
others wouldn’t believe. 

“They disagreed with one another 
as they were leaving, and Paul 
added a statement: “The Holy Spirit 
spoke the truth to your fathers 
through the prophet Isaiah “when 
he said: Go to these people and say: 


You will hear and never under¬ 
stand, 

look and never see, 

27 because these people have be¬ 
come dull at heart 
and hard of hearing 
and have shut their eyes, 
so that their eyes don’t see, 
their ears don’t hear, 
their minds don’t understand, 
and they don’t turn to Me and let 
Me heal them. 

“‘‘You should know that God’s 
salvation has been sent to the 
non-Jews, and they will listen.” r 

30 For two whole years he lived in 
his own rented place and welcomed 
all who came to him. 11 He 
preached God’s kingdom and very 
boldly taught the truth about the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and nobody 
stopped him.

X called to be an apostle and 
appointed to tell God's good news— 

‘He promised it long ago through 
His prophets in the Holy Bible. ’It 
is about His Son. who was born a 
descendant of David, in terms of hu¬ 
man descent; 4 but according to His 
spirit of holiness, He was declared 
to be the mighty Son of God by His 
resurrection. And He is our Lord 
Jesus Christ, ’who loved us and 
made us apostles so that people will 
believe and obey and so glorify Him 
among all nations. h This includes 
you who have been called to belong 
to Jesus Christ— im. 

to all in Rome whom God loves 
and has called to be His holy people: 

Mav God our Father and the Lord 
Jesus Christ continue to show you 
grace and give you peace! 

I Want to See You 

"First. I thank my God through 
Jesus Christ for all of you because 
the news of your faith is spreading 
all over the world. ‘'God. whom I 
serve in mv spirit by telling the good 
news of His Son. knows how 1 never 
fail to mention you '"whenever I 
pray and to ask that somehow by 
God's will I will now at last succeed 
in coming to you. "I long to see 
you, to share a spiritual gift with you 
to strengthen you. IZ I mean when 
I'm with you I’ll be encouraged 
by your faith and you by mine. n I 
want you to know, fellow Christians, 
so far I have been kept from coming 
to you. but 1 often planned to come 
in order to enjoy some results of 


the other non-Jewish people. N I 
must help Greeks and non-Greeks, 
the wise and the foolish. ,s So I’m 
eager to bring the good news also to 
you in Rome. 

'*1 am not ashamed of the Gospel. 
It is God's power to save everyone 
who believes it, the Jew first and 
also the Greek. l7 It reveals God’s 
righteousness as being by faith and 
for faith, as the Bible says: The 
righteous will live by faith. 

God Is Angry 

IM God in heaven shows He is angry 
La at all the ungodliness and vvicked- 
,D6J0 ness of people who by their 
wickedness hold back the truth. 
'"What can be known about God is 
clear to them because God has made 
it clear to them. z0 Ever since He 
made the world, they have seen the 
unseen things of God—from the 
things He made they can tell He has 
everlasting power and is God. Then 
they have no excuse. “Thev knew 
God and didn't honor Him as God or 
thank Him, but their thoughts 
turned to worthless things, and their 
ignorant hearts were darkened. 
“Claiming to be wise, they showed 
how foolish they are “when for the 
glory of God. who cannot die. they 
substituted images of man. who 
dies, and of birds, four-footed 
animals, and reptiles. “And so 
God. letting them follow the lusts of 
their hearts, gave them up to live 
immorally and dishonor their 
bodies Z5 because they traded the 
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true God for a Lie, worshiped and 
served what was created instead of 
the Creator, who is blessed forever. 

Amen! 2fi That is why God gave them 
up to shameful lusts. Women have 
changed their natural way to an un¬ 
natural one. 27 And men likewise have 
given up the natural relation with a 
woman and burned with lust for one 
another, men doing the shameful act 
with men and for their error getting 
punished in themselves as they 
must. 2B As they refused to know 
God any longer, God gave them up 
so that their minds were degraded 
and they lived immorally. 29 Their 
lives are full of all kinds of 
wrongdoing, wickedness, greed, 
malice. They are full of envy, 
murder, quarreling, treachery, vi¬ 
ciousness. They gossip and slander. 

30 They hate God. They are insulting, 
proud, boasting. They invent new 6Pl6 2 J12 
sins. They disobey parents. "They p ' 2413 
are foolish. They break their promis¬ 
es. They have no love or mercy. 
32 Knowing God’s righteous decree 
that those who do such things 
deserve to die, they not only do 
them but approve when others do 
them. 

God Will Judge the Jews 

So, whoever you are, if you 
condemn anyone, you have no 
excuse. What you condemn in 
anyone else you condemn in your¬ 
self, since you, the judge, are doing 
the same things. 2 We know God is 
right when He condemns people for 
doing such things. 3 When you 
condemn people for doing such 
things but do them yourself, do you 
think you will escape being con¬ 
demned by God? 4 Or do you think 
lightly of God, who is very kind to 
you, patiently puts up with you, and 


waits so long before He punishes 
you? Can’t you see God is kind to 
you to move you to repent of your 
sins? 

‘'But you stubbornly refuse to turn 
from sin, and so you make God more 
and more angry with you till (he day 
of His anger, when God will show 
how righteous He is in judging 
you. *He will give everyone ac- 
cording to what he has done: 
’everlasting life to those who hv 
patiently doing good look for glorv. 
honor, and immortality. H but anger 
and fury to those who, because they 
are selfish and refuse to listen to the 
truth, follow wickedness. “There 
will be sorrow and anguish for every 
human being doing wrong, for the 
Jew first and also the Greek; "’but 
glory, honor, and peace for everyone 
doing good, for the Jew first and also 
the Greek. "God doesn’t prefer one 
to another. 

12 All who sin without having the 
Law will perish without the Law. 
And all who sin having the Law will 
be judged by the Law. "We aren’t 
righteous before God if we only hear 
the Law, but if we do what the Law 
says, we’ll be righteous. "When 
people who are not Jews and don’t 
have the Law do by nature what the 
Law says, they who don’t have the 
Law are a law to themselves. 
,5 They show that what the law wants 
them to do is written in their hearts. 
Their conscience tells the same 
truth, and, their thoughts between 
themselves accuse them or defend 
them, ,6 as we’ll see on the day 
when God through Christ Jesus 
judges the secrets of people accord¬ 
ing to the good news I tell. 

Who Is a Jew? 

’’Suppose you call yourself a Jew, 
rest comfortably in your Law, feel 
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proud of vour God, ,B know what 
He wants, and approve of the better 
things, being instructed in the 
Law. ,9 and feel sure you’re a guide 
to the blind and a light to those in 
the dark. 20 that you can train the 
foolish and teach children because 
you have in the Law the body of 
knowledge and truth. 2, You teach 
someone else—won’t you teach 
yourself? You preach, “Don’t 
steal"—are you stealing? 22 You 
say. “Don’t commit adultery”—are 
you doing it yourself? You are 
disgusted with idols—are you rob¬ 
bing their temples? “You feel 
proud of the Law—are you breaking 
the Law and so dishonoring God? 

24 You make the non-Jews slander 
Cod’s name, as the Bible says 24 Is 52 5 

i 

“Circumcision helps you only if 
you do what the Law says. If you are ,0 '!J, p j 
breaking the Law, you have lost your £ e V5' M 
circumcision. 26 If an uncircum- 
cised man does what the Law £ p \' 4 ° 7 
demands, will he not be considered 18 p 9 ,^, 
circumcised? 27 If a man who has 
never been circumcised really does 
what the Law says, he will condemn 
you with your written Law and 
circumcision for breaking the Law. 

2B He is no Jew who is one only 
outwardly, nor is that circumcision 
which is only outward and 
physical. 29 But he is a )ew who is 
one inwardly, and a man is 
circumcised in his heart by the 
Spirit, not just by doing what the 
words say. Such a person will not be 
praised by men but by God. 

3 What is the advantage then of 
being a Jew? Or what good is 
there in being circumcised? 2 Much 
in every way! The most important 
advantage is that God entrusted His 
Word to the Jews. 


God Is Faithful 

s What if some were unfaithful? 
Will their unfaithfulness make God 
unfaithful? 4 Never! God must be 
true and any man a liar, as the Bible 
says: 

That You may be right when You 
speak 

and prove You are superior when 
You judge. 

s But if our wrong shows how right 
God is, what’ll we say? Is God wrong 
(I’m talking like a man) when He’s 
angry and He punishes? 6 Never! 
Otherwise how could God judge the 
world? 7 But if my lie honors God 
by showing how much truth there’s 
in Him, why am I still condemned as 
a sinner? B And “shouldn’t we do 
evil that good may come of it?” 
Some slander us and claim we say 
that. They are condemned as they 
deserve. 

All Are Sinners 

q What then? Do we have any 
advantage? Not at all. We have 
already accused everybody, Jews 
and Greeks, that they are under 
sin, ,0 as the Bible says: No one is 
righteous, no, not one. "No one 
understands. No one is searching for 
God. u All have turned away and 
have one and all become worthless. 
No one is doing anything good, not a 
single one. n Their throats are an 
open grave. They have spoken to 
deceive. Their lips hide the poison 
of snakes. "Their mouths are full 
of cursing and bitterness. 15 Their 
feet run fast to pour out blood. 
16 Wherever they go, there is destruc¬ 
tion and misery. }7 They have not 
learned the way of peace. l *God 
does not terrify them. 

,9 We know that everything the 
Law says it says to those who are 
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under the Law so that nobody can 
say anything and the whole world 
must let God judge it. Z0 What 
anyone does to keep the Law will 
not make him righteous a before 
God, because the Law shows us our 
sins. 

God Makes Us Righteous 

“But now God has shown us His 
righteousness; the Law and the 
prophets tell about it. but it is 
without the Law. 22 God’s right¬ 
eousness comes to all who believe, 
just by their believing in Jesus 
Christ. 

There is no difference. “All have 
sinned and are without God’s 
glory. 24 They are justified f reely by 
grace, through the ransom Christ 
Jesus paid to free them. “God pub¬ 
licly set Him up to be the Atonement 
Cover through faith by His blood, to 
show His righteousness even though 
He had patiently passed by the sins 
done in the past. “Now He wanted 
to show His righteousness, to be 
righteous Himself and make righ¬ 
teous anyone who believes in Jesus. 

^What then becomes of our 
pride? It is excluded. How? By the 
way of works? No, by the way of 
faith. 28 We are convinced that 
anyone is justified by faith without 
the works of the Law. 

z9 Or is God only the God of the 
Jews? Isn’t He also the God of the 
non-Jews? Certainly also of the 
non-Jews. 30 There is only one God, 
and He will make the circumcised 
man righteous on the basis of faith 
and the uncircumcised by the same 
faith. 


"Do we then by faith cancel th 
Law? Never! We uphold the Law. 
If We Believe, We’re Righteous 

What should we say Abraham 
our natural ancestor, found? Z I 
he got to be righteous by what hi 
did, he had something to be proiu 
of. But he couldn't feel proud befon 
God. 'What does the Bible say 
Abraham believed God and so h 
was counted righteous. 

‘‘If you work, your pay isn’ 
considered a gift but a debt. s But i 
instead of working you believe ir 
Him who makes the ungodly right 
eous, your faith is counted a 
righteousness. 6 So David calls thi 
man blessed whom God counts righ 
teous apart from what he does 
7 BJessed are you if your wrongs on

We say 
Abraham’s faith was counted as hi 
righteousness. ,0 How was it count 
ed? Was he circumcised then, o 
not? He wasn’t circumcised bu 
uncircumcised. "And he receive< 
circumcision as a mark to confirn 
the righteousness he got by believiii; 
before he was circumcised. He wa 
to be the father of all who withou 
being circumcised believe and s> 
are counted righteous 12 as well a 
the father of the Jews who are no 
only circumcised but also walk ii 
the footsteps of our father Abrahan 
by believing as he did before he wa 
circumcised. 

,3 It wasn’t by the Law tha 
Abraham or his descendants got th' 



a "Righteous” ["Justify”] is a court term. God, who gives us the righteousness c 
Christ (3:23-24; 28; 4:5; Phil. 3:9), as a judge declares us righteous and by Hi 
verdict makes us righteous in His sight. 
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promise that the world should be 
theirs but by the righteousness of 
faith. "If the Law is the way to gel 
it. then faith can’t get anything and 
the promise can’t give anything. 
"No. the Law brings God’s anger on 
us. and only where there is no Law 
there is no breaking of the Law. 
,b God promises to those who believe, 
in order to bring them a gift of His 
love. And the promise should hold 
for all descendants, not only those 
who cling to the Law but also those 
who only believe as Abraham did. 

He is the father of all of us, l7 as it is 
written: I have made you a father of 
many nations. Standing before God, 
Abraham believed God makes the 
dead live and calls into being that 
which doesn’t exist. l8 Hoping con¬ 
trary to what he could expect, he 
had the faith to become a father of \\ S 
many nations, as he had been told: 

So many descendants you wiJI iS ' iS 
have. "He didn’t get weak in faith, 
although he realized that, being 
about a hundred years old, he 
couldn’t have children any more, 
and Sarah couldn’t have any either. 
20 There was no unbelief to make him 
doubt what God promised, but by 
faith he got strong and gave glory to 
God. 2, He was fully convinced God 
could do what He promised. “That 
is why he was counted righteous. 
"But the words he was counted 
righteous were written not only for 
him M but also for us. He had in 
mind already then to count us righ¬ 
teous on the basis of our believing in 
Him who raised our Lord Jesus from 
the dead. ”It was He who was 
handed over to death for our trans¬ 
gressions and then was raised for 
our justification. 

Our Hope 

Now that we are justified 
by faith, we have peace with 


God through our Lord Jesus Christ, 
2 who gave us the way to come to 
God’s love in which we stand. And 
we feel proud as we hope for God’s 
glory. 

^More than that, we also feel 
proud of our sufferings. We know 
suffering stirs up the power to 
endure, 4 and if we endure, we 
prove our strength, and if we prove 
our strength, we have hope. 5 In this 
hope we’re not disappointed, be¬ 
cause the Holy Spirit, who has been 
given to us, poured God’s love into 
our hearts. 

6 At the right time, while we were 
still helpless, Christ died for the 
ungodly. 7 A man will hardly die 
for a righteous person; oh, for a kind 
person somebody may dare to 
die. B But God shows how He loves 
Vs 5 us by this, that while we were still 
IrMs6 sinners Christ died for us. 

' 12 9 Now that His blood has made us 
“ righteous, we are all the more 
certain He will save us from God’s 
anger. ,0 If while we were His 
enemies we were made God’s 
friends by the death of His Son, now 
that we are His friends we are all the 
more certain He will save us by His 
life. "More than that, we rejoice in 
God through our Lord Jesus Christ, 
who has now given us this friend¬ 
ship. 

Adam and Christ 

“One man brought sin into the 
world, and his sin brought death. 
And so because all have sinned, 
death spread to all people. "There 
was sin in the world before the Law 
was given, but where there is no 
Law, sin isn’t counted. "Still death 
ruled from Adam to Moses even over 
those who when they sinned didn’t 
break a law as Adam did. 

He was a picture of Him who was 
to come. "But the gift is more than 
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the sin. If one man’s sin brought 
death to all people, we are all the 
more certain God’s love and the free 
gift of His love in one Man, Jesus 
Christ, have been richly poured out 
on all people. "The gift also 
does more than that one man’s sin. 
The sentence, due to one man, 
condemns us, but the gift, following 
many sins, makes us righteous. ,7 lf 
one man by his sin made death a 
king, we, on whom God has poured 
His love and His gift of righteous¬ 
ness, are all the more certain the one 
Jesus Christ makes us live and be 
kings. 

'"Now then, as by one sin all 
people were condemned, so by one 
righteous work all people were 
judged to be righteous and alive. 
,9 When one man disobeyed, the 
many were made sinners. So when 
One obeyed, the many will be made 
righteous. 20 The Law came to 
multiply sin, but where there was 
much sin. God’s gift of love was so 
much greater "that, as sin ruled 
in its deadly way, so His grace is to 
rule, giving a righteousness by 
which we live forever through our 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

Live for God 

Whal does it mean? Should we 
go on sinning so that God may 
love us all the more? 2 Certainly 
not! We died to sin. How can we live 
in it any longer? 

^Or don’t you know that all of us 
who were baptized into Christ Jesus 
by our baptism share in His 
death? "Sharing in His death by 
our baptism, we were buried with 
Him so that as the Father’s glory 
raised Christ from the dead we too 
will live a new life. s If we were 
united with Him to die as He did, 
then we’ll also rise as He did. 6 We 
know our old self was nailed with 


Him to the cross to slop our sinful 
body and keep us from serving sin 
any longer. 7 When we’re dead, 
we’re free from sin. "But if we died 
with Christ, we believe we’ll also 
live with Him ’'because we know 
that Christ, risen from the dead, will 
not die again. Death has no hold on 
Him any more. "'When He died, 1 h? 
died to sin once, never to die again, 
and the life He lives He lives for 
God. "So you too, because you are 
in Christ Jesus, think of yourselves 
as dead to sin and living for God. 

'Then sin should no longer rule in 
your dying bodies and make you dot 
what they wish. "Don’t lei sin keepi 
on using your organs as tools for 
doing wrong. But as people who 
have come back from the dead and’ 
live, give yourselves to God, and let 
God use your organs as tools for 
doing what is right. ,4 Sin will 
never rule over you, because you are 
not under the Law but under God s 
undeserved love. 

"What then? Are we going to sin- 
because we are not under the Law 
but under God’s love? Certainly 
not! "Don’t you know if you give 
yourselves to anyone to obey him as> 
slaves, you are his slaves? Either you 
are the slaves of sin and will die, or 
you obey God and become 
righteous. "But thank God! Al¬ 
though you once were the slaves of I 
sin, you have heartily obeyed the 
pattern of teaching to which you 
were entrusted. '"Freed from sin, 
you were made the servants of I 
righteousness. T talk in a human 
way because you are naturally weak. 
But just as you once let uncleanness 
and wickedness use your organs as. 
slaves to do wrong, so now leti 
righteousness use your organs as 
slaves in order to live holy. 2 "Whon, 
you were slaves of sin, you weren’t; 
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free to serve righteousness as your 
master. 2, Whal was your advantage 
then in doing the things that make 
you blush now? Why, they end in 
death. 22 But now that you’ve been 
made free from sin and servants of 
God, your advantage is that you live 
holy and finally have everlasting 
life. 21 Sin pays off with death, but 
God gives everlasting life in Christ 
Jesus, our Lord. 

Or don't you know, my fellow 
Christians—I’m speaking to peo¬ 
ple who know the Law—that you 
have to obey the Law only as long as 
you live? J The Law, for example, 
binds a married woman to her 
husband while he is living, but if her 
husband dies, the Law doesn’t bind 
her to her husband any more. 3 So, 
while her husband is living, she will 
be called an adulteress if she lives 
with another man. But if her L„ 

7 ti 2CM 7 

husband dies, she is free and no 0,521 
longer bound by the Law. and so 
she’s no adulteress if she marries 
another man. 

4 So you too, my fellow Christians, 
have through Christ’s body died to 
the Law’ to marry Another—Him 
w'ho rose from the dead so that we 
will produce good things for God. 

^While we were living in the flesh, 
the Law stirred the sinful lusts in 
our organs into action to produce 
fruit for Death. 6 But now that we 
have died to the Law which bound 
us, we are freed from it, not to serve 
in the old way under the Law but in 
the new way of the Spirit. 

The Law Shows What Sin Is 

7 What does it mean? Is the Law 
sin? Certainly not! But only by the 
Law did I learn what sin is. For 
example, only when the Law said: 

Don't lust, did 1 know how wrong it 
is to lust. “Taking the command¬ 


ment as a challenge, sin worked in 
me every kind of wrong desire. 
Without the Law sin is dead. 9 Once 
I was alive without the Law, but 
when the commandment came, sin 
became alive, and I died. ,0 And the 
commandment which is to bring 
life actually brought me death. 
"Taking the commandment as a 
challenge, sin seduced me and with 
the commandment killed me. 

,2 So the Law itself is holy, and the 
commandment is holy, right, and 
good. ,3 Now, did this good thing 
kill me? Certainly not! But sin, to be 
sin, clearly used this good thing to 
kill me so that sin would by the 
commandment become extremely 
sinful. 

Struggling with Sin 

14 We know the Law is spiritual, 
but I am flesh, sold to be a slave of 
sin. ,5 I am doing something 
strange, because I don't do what I 
like but what I hate. ,6 But if I do 
what I don’t like, I agree that the Law 
is right. 17 It is really no longer I 
doing it, but sin living in me. ,B I 
know that nothing good lives in me, 
that is, in my flesh. I’m willing, but 
I’m not doing what is right. 19 I 
don’t do the good things I like, but I 
do the evil I don’t like. Z0 Now if 
I do what I don’t like, it is no longer 
I doing it but sin living in me. 

2, So I find it a rule: When I want to 
do what is right, evil is there with 
me. 22 In my inner being I delight in 
God’s Law, 23 but all through my 
body I see another law fighting 
against the Law in my mind and 
making me a prisoner to the sin 
ruling my body. M What a miserable 
man I am! Who will rescue me from 
the body that brings me to this 
death? 25 Thank God—He does it 
through our Lord Jesus Christ! So I 
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serve the Law of God with my mind 
but with my flesh the law of sin. 

The Spirit Gives Life 

Now those who are in Christ 
Jesus cannot be condemned. 
The rule of the Spirit, who gives 
life, has in Christ Jesus freed you 
from the rule of sin that kills. 
3 What the Law, weakened by the 
flesh, could not do God has done by 
sending His Son to be like sinful 
flesh and to be a sacrifice for sin. He 
condemned sin in the flesh 4 sothat 
we who don't follow the flesh but 
the spirit will be as righteous as the 
Law demands. Those who follow 
the flesh have their minds on the 
things of the flesh, but those who 
follow the spirit have their minds 
on the things of the spirit. s What 
the flesh thinks kills; what the spirit 
thinks gives life and peace. This is 
so because the fleshly mind hates 
God. It refuses to obey God’s Law 
because it can’t obey it. Those 
who are in the flesh can’t please 
God. *You are not in the flesh but 
in the spirit if God’s Spirit lives in 
you. But anyone who doesn't have 
the Spirit of Christ doesn’t belong to 
Him. ,0 But if Christ is in you, even 
though your bodies are dead because 
you were sinful, your spirits are 
alive because you are righteous. 
"And if the Spirit of Him who raised 
Jesus from the dead lives in you. He 
who raised Christ Jesus from the 
dead will also make your dying 
bodies alive by His Spirit living in 
you. 

,2 And so, fellow Christians, we 
don’t owe it to the flesh to live 
according to the flesh. ll If you live 
according to the flesh, you will die. 
But if by the spirit you kill the 
activities of the body, you will 
live. ,4 A11 who are moved by God’s 


Spirit are God’s children. ,ft Yoi 
didn’t receive the spirit of slaves U 
make you feel afraid again, but yoi 
received the Spirit who makes u< 
God's children and moves us to cal 
“Abba, Father!" 'This Spirit as 
sures our spirit we are God’s chil 
dren, ,7 and if children, then heirs 
God’s heirs, who share Christ's in 
heritance with Him — if we really 
suffer with Him in order to ht 
glorified with Him. 

We Want to Be Free 

,B I think what we suffer now isn* 
important when I compare it wit! 
the glory to be revealed to us 
19 Nature is waiting on tiptoe to sei 
the unveiling of God’s family 
20 Nalure must waste away, no 
because it wants to but because it: 
Master would have it so, but naturi 
hopes 2, it too will be freed from thi 
slavery that destroys it. to share th< 
freedom of God’s family in glory 
2Z We know that all nature has beei 
groaning with the pains of childbirtl 
until now. 

21 More than that. Since the Spiri 
whom we have is our first taste o 
heaven, we, too, groan inwardly a: 
we look ahead to have our bodie: 
freed and so to be His family. 24 W< 
are saved, hoping for this. But if w( 
hope for something we see, we realh 
don’t hope. Why should we hope fo 
what we can see? 25 But if we hop< 
for what we can’t see. we wait for i 
patiently. 

26 In the same way the Spirit helps 
us in our weakness, because we 
don’t know how we should pray, bill 
the Spirit Himself pleads for us with 
yearnings that can’t find any words 
27 He who searches our hearts knows 
what the Spirit means to do. that in 
God’s own way He’s pleading for the 
holy people. 
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God Gives Us Glory 

•'"We know that God works all 
things out for good for those who 
love God. who are called according 
to His plan. 29 Those whom He 
chose from the first He also ap¬ 
pointed long ago to be thoroughly like 
His Son so He would be the first¬ 
born among many brothers. ’“Those 
whom He appointed long ago He 
called. Those whom He called He 
made righteous. And those whom 
He made righteous He glorified. 

"What does this mean? If God is 
for us. who can be against us? "He 
didn't spare His own Son but gave 
Him up for all of us—He will 
certainly with Him give us 
everything. "Who will accuse 
those whom God has chosen? It is „ 
God who mokes us righteous. II £ S 2 V 
u Who will condemn? Christ died. 7Gn ,, 
more than that. He rose. He is at the 9 ? 0 n i« a 
right of God, and He prays for ^ 
us. "Who will separate us from 196,13,9 
God’s love? Will sorrow, hardship or 
persecution, hunger or nakedness, 
danger or a sword? J6 So it is 
written: For you we are being killed 
all day long. We are considered 
sheep to be slaughtered. 17 But in all 
this He who loved us helps us win 
an overwhelming victory. ’“I’m 
convinced that no death or life, no 
angels or their rulers, nothing now 
or in the future, no powers, 
’“nothing above or below, or any 
other creature can ever separate us 
from God. who loves us in Christ 
jesus, our Lord. 

God’s People 

I'm telling the truth in Christ, 

I'm not lying, as my conscience 
by the Holy Spirit assures me. 
z when I say I have a great sorrow and 


in my heart a pain that never leaves 
me. 'I could wish myself cut off 
from Christ and damned for my 
fellow Jews, my own flesh and 
blood. 'They are the people of 
Israel. They were made God’s 
family. They have the glory, the 
covenant, the Law, the worship, 
and the promises. They have the 
ancestors, and from them according 
to His body came Christ, who is God 
over everything, blessed forever. 
Amen. 

6 It doesn’t mean God failed to do 
what He said. Not all who are 
descended from Israel are the real 
Israel, 7 and not all who are de¬ 
scended from Abraham are for that 
reason his real children. No, Isaac’s 
children will be called your 
descendants. This means children 
born in a natural way are not God’s 
children. Only the children he had 
because God promised them are 
counted his descendants. 

God's Right to Choose 

“God promised: I will come back 
at the right time, and Sarah will 
have a son. 'The same thing 
happened to Rebekah. She was 
going to bear children for our 
ancestor Isaac. "They had not been 
born yet or done anything good or 
bad. Even then—in order that God 
may carry out His purpose according 
to His choice, which doesn’t depend 
on anything we do but on Him who 
calls us— "she was told: The older 
will serve the younger. "And so 
the Bible says: / loved Jacob, but I 
hated Esau. 

"Does this mean God is unjust? 
Never! "He says to Moses: I will be 
merciful to whom I want to be 
merciful; I will pity whom I want to 
pity. ‘Then it doesn’t depend on 
anyone wanting it or running hard 
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after it but on God being merciful. 
,7 The Bible says to Pharaoh: I raised 
you to the throne to demonstrate My 
power on you and to spread the 
news of Me all over the earth. ,a So 
He pities whom He wants to pity and 
makes stubborn whom He wants to 
make stubborn. 

,9 You will ask me, "Why does He 
still find fault with anyone? Who 
can resist His will?" 20 But now, 
who are you, man, to talk back to 
God? Will anything shaped by a 
man say to him, "Why did you make 
me like this?" “Doesn’t a potter 
have the right over his clay to make 
out of the same mud one thing for a 
noble purpose and another for a 
lowly purpose? 

“God wanted to show people His 
anger and let them know His power, 
but He waited very patiently before 
He would punish those who de¬ 
served it and had prepared them¬ 
selves for destruction, 23 so as to 
show the riches of glory He has in 
store for those He’s merciful to and 
long ago prepared for glory— Z4 I 
mean us whom He called not only 
from the Jews but also from the 
non-Jews. 

God Chooses Non-Jews 

“So He says in Hosea: Those who 
are not My people I will call My 
people, and those who are not loved 
I will call My loved ones, ™and 
where they were told, “ You are not 
My peoplethey will be called sons 
of the living God. “Isaiah exclaims 
in regard to Israel: Though the 
people of Israel are as many as the 
sand by the sea, only a remnant will 
be saved. 28 The Lord will com¬ 
pletely and decisively execute His 
sentence on the country. 29 So Isa¬ 
iah said long ago: If the Lord of 
armies hadn't left us some survi¬ 


vors, we would have become like 
Sodom and ended like Gomorrah. 

“’What does it mean? Non-Jewish 
people who didn’t search for right¬ 
eousness found a righteousness we 
get by believing, ’’while Israel, 
pursuing a Law with its righteous¬ 
ness, didn’t find it. ,2 Why? They 
didn’t try to get it by faith but 
thought they could get it by works. 
They stumbled over the stumbling 
block. n as the Bible says: I'm 
putting in Zion a Stone they will 
stumble over and a Rock they will 
fall over. But if you believe in Him. 
you will not be disappointed.

The Remnant. 

n So I ask, “Has God rejected 
His people?'' Certainly 
not—I’m an Israelite myself, a 
descendant of Abraham and of the 
tribe of Benjamin. 2 God has not 
rejected His people whom He chose 
long ago. Or don’t you know what 
the Bible says in the story of Elijah 
when he pleads with God against 
Israel: 1 Lord, they have killed Your 
prophets, they have torn down Your 
altars, 1 am the only one left, and 
they are trying to kill me? *But 
what did God answer him? 1 have 
kept for Myself seven thousand men 
who have not knelt to Baal. s So 
there is right now, too, a remnant 
God has chosen by His grace. fi But if 
He was moved only by His grace, it 
couldn’t have been due to what they 
have done; otherwise it wouldn’t be 
His unearned love anymore. 

7 What does it mean? Israel didn’t 
get what it wanted, but those whom 
God chose did get it. 

God's Way of Winning Jews 

"And the minds of the others were 
dulled, as the Bible says: 

God has given them a spirit of 
deep sleep, 

eyes that should not see, 
and ears that should not hear, 
and so it has been until this day. 

9 And David says: 

Let their table be a snare and a 
trap, 

to make them fail and get what 
they deserve. 

™Let their eyes turn dark so they 
cannot see, 

and bend their backs forever. 
n Did they stumble, l ask, to be lost 
altogether? Certainly not! By their 
error salvation has come to the 
non-lews to make the Jews jealous 
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,2 And if their error made the world 
rich and their loss made the 
non-Jews rich, how much more 
certainly will that happen when 
their full number comes in! "Now, 
I am speaking to you non-Jews. As I 
am sent to the non-Jews, I glorify my 
work. ,4 Perhaps I can make my 
fellow Jews jealous and save some of 
them. “When God rejects them, the 
world is reconciled to God; when 
God accepts them, what can it mean 
but that the dead will live? 

,6 If the first handful of dough is 
holy, so is the whole dough. If the 
root is holy, so are the branches. 
,7 But if some of the branches have 
been broken off, and you, a wild 
olive, have been grafted in among 
them, and the rich sap from the root 
of the olive tree nourishes you 
too, ,0 don't brag of being more than 
the other branches. If you brag, 
remember you don’t support the 
root, but the root supports you. 
l9 "Branches were cut off,” you will 
say, “to graft me in.” 20 Right! They 
were broken off because they didn’t 
believe, but you stand by believing. 
Don’t feel proud but be afraid. 2, If 
God didn’t spare the natural branch¬ 
es, He will not spare you. “Now 
see how kind and how severe God 
can be—severe to those who fell but 
kind to you if you cling to His 
kindness; otherwise you too will be 
cut off. 

“And if the others will no more 
refuse to believe, they will be grafted 
in, because God can graft them in 
again. “You have been cut from an 
olive tree that grows wild and have 
been unnaturally grafted into a 
cultivated olive; how much more 
likely it is that these natural 
branches will be grafted back into 
their own olive tree! 

2S To keep you from thinking too 


well of yourselves, my fellow 
Christians, I want you to know this 
secret truth: The minds of a part of 
the Jews were dulled until the full 
number of the non-Jews comes 
in. “And in this way all Israel will 
be saved, as the Bible says: The 
Savior will come from Zion. He will 
get rid of ungodliness in Jacob. 
27 And this will be My covenant with 
them when I take away their sins. 

“God’s rule in telling the good 
news is to treat them as His enemies 
to help you. But He chose them, and 
so He loves them on account of their 
fathers. “God never changes His 
mind when He gives anything or 
calls anyone. “Once you dis¬ 
obeyed God, but now that the Jews 
have disobeyed, He has been merci¬ 
ful to you. 31 So they also have 
IJlfS disobeyed now that when you enjoy 
III' His mercy, they may have it 
3 sjob°Ds 3 7 too. “You see, God has put all 
4,11 people in a prison of disobedience 
in order to be merciful to all. 

“How deep are God’s riches, 
wisdom, and knowledge, how im¬ 
possible it is to find out His 
decisions and trace His ways! 
™Who has found out how the Lord 
thinks? Or who has become His 
adviser? “Or who has first given 
Him something for which he must 
be paid back? “Everything is from 
Him, by Him, and for Him. To Him 
be glory forever. Amen. 

Live for God 

I appeal to you, fellow 
Christians, by the mercies of 
God, to give your bodies as a living 
sacrifice, holy and pleasing to God, 
and so worship Him as thinking 
beings. z Don’t live like this world, 
but let yourselves be transformed by 
a renewing of your minds so you can 
test and be sure what God wants, 
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what is good and pleasing and 
perfect. 

'As God gave me His gift of love 
for every one of you. I tell you. don’t 
think too highly of yourselves, but 
take a sane view of yourselves, 
everyone according to the amount of 
faith God gave you. 4 We have many 
parts in one body, and these parts 
don’t all do the same thing. 5 In the 
same wav, many as we are, we are 
one body in Christ and individually 
parts of one another. 6 We have gifts 
that are different according to what 
His love gave us. If you can speak 
God’s Word, do it according to the 
faith you have. 7 If you can serve, 
then serve. If you can teach, 
teach. "If you can encourage, en¬ 
courage. If you share, be generous. If 
you manage anything, do it eagerly. 
If you help people in need, do it 
cheerfully.

’Love sincerely. Hate evil; cling to 
what is good. ,0 Love one another 
tenderly as fellow Christians. Outdo 
one another in showing respect. 
"Don’t be backward in zeal. Glow 
with the Spirit. Serve the Lord. 
,2 Be happy in your hope, patient in 
trouble, and keep busy praying. 
13 Share what you have with the holy 
people who need it. Eagerly wel¬ 
come strangers as guests. 

'■“Bless those who persecute you, 
bless, and don’t curse them. ,5 Be 
happy with those who are happy, 
weep with those who weep. ,8 Live 
in harmony with one another. Don’t 
be too ambitious, but go along with 
the humble ways of others. Don't 
think you are wise. 

,7 Don’t pay back evil for evil. Be 
concerned with things that every¬ 
body considers noble. ,fl As much 
as you can. live in peace with 


everybody. 19 Don’t take revenge, 
dear friends, but let God punish, 
because the Bible says: l alone have 
the right to avenge. I will pay back, 
says the Lord. 20 No, if your enemy 
is hungry, feed him. If he is thirsty, 
give him a drink. If you do this, 
you'll heap burning coals on his 
head. z1 Don’t let evil conquer you, 
but conquer evil with good. 

Obey Your Government 

Everyone should obey the 
government that is over him. 
because there is no government 
except that which is put there by 
God. God has ordered our govern¬ 
ment to be over us. z Then anyone 
who is against the government 
opposes what God has ordered, and 
those who oppose will be con- 
i 2 demned. 

Irplilch 3 If you do right, you don’t have to 
2 op'A 2 2 J ?m be afraid of those who rule, but only 
if you do wrong. Would you like to 
live without being afraid of your 
government? Do what is right, and it 
will praise you. 4 It is God’s servant 
to help you. If you do wrong, you 
should be afraid, because the 
government doesn’t carry a sword 
without a purpose. It is God's 
servant, an avenger, who must 
punish anyone doing wrong. s You 
must obey, then, not only because 
God punishes wrong but also 
because your conscience tells you to 
obey. 

6 That is why you also pay taxes. 
Men in the government serve God 
and are busy doing their work. 
7 Pay to all whatever you owe them. If 
you owe anyone tribute, pay tribute; 
if taxes, then taxes; if respect, then 
respect; if honor, then honor. 

Love One Another 
"Don’t owe anybody anything but

to love one another. If you love the 
other person, you have kept the 
Law. *The commandments; Don't 
commit adultery, Don’t murder. 
Don't steal. Don’t covet, and any 
others are summed up in this: Love 
your neighbor like your self. ,0 Love 
does no wrong to another person. 
Therefore love is the fulfillment of 
the Law. 

"Do this especially since you 
know the time we’re living in. It’s 
time now for you to wake up from 
sleep because we are now nearer 
being rescued than when we first 
believed. "The night is almost 
over, and the day is dawning. Then 
let us put away the works of 
darkness and put on the armor of 
light. ,3 Let us live nobly as in the 
daytime, not carousing or getting y 
drunk, not sinning sexually or living « 
wild, not quarreling or being ’9 * 
jealous. "But put on the Lord Jesus ’>« 
Christ, and don’t plan to have your " HZ 
fleshly desires aroused. 

Weak Christians 

Welcome a man who is weak 
in his faith and not just to 
argue about different opinions. 
z One person believes he can eat 
anything, but a weak Christian eats 
only vegetables. 3 If you eat, don’t 
despise anyone who doesn’t eat, and 
if you don’t eat, don't criticize 
anyone who eats, because God has 
accepted him. 4 Who are you to 
criticize someone else’s servant? He 
belongs to the Lord, who is con¬ 
cerned whether he succeeds or fails. 

And he will succeed, because the 
Lord can make him succeed. 

5 One man thinks one day is better 
than the other; another thinks 
they’re all alike. Everyone should be 
thoroughly convinced in his own 
mind. B He who has a special day 


means to honor the Lord. He who 
eats does it for the Lord since he 
thanks God. And he who keeps from 
eating does it for the Lord, and he 
thanks God. 7 None of us lives for 
himself, and none dies for himself 
8 If we live, we live for the Lord; and 
if we die, we die for the Lord. So 
whether we live or die, we belong to 
the Lord. 9 Chrisl died and became 
alive again to be Lord of the dead 
and the living. 

,0 I ask one of you, “Why do you 
criticize your fellow Christian?” Or 
another, "Why do you despise your 
fellow Christian?” We must all 
stand before God to be judged. "It 
is written: “As sure as I live,” says 
the Lord, “everyone will kneel to 
Me, and every tongue will praise 
God.” "So each of us will have to 
1 give an account of himself to God. 

’ "Then let us stop criticizing one 
another. But instead decide not to 
Ii 4 lay any stumbling block or trap in 
the way of a fellow Christian. M I 
know and am convinced in the Lord 
Jesus nothing is unclean in itself. 
Anything is unclean only to him 
who thinks it is unclean. "But if 
what you eat hurts your fellow 
Christian, you’re not living accord¬ 
ing to love anymore. By what you eat 
don’t ruin him for whom Christ 
died. ,6 You have something good 
that nobody should say anything 
bad about. "God’s kingdom is not 
eating and drinking but righteous¬ 
ness, peace, and joy in the Holy 
Spirit. ,0 If you serve Christ in this 
way, God is pleased with you, and 
people approve of you. 

,9 So we eagerly go after the things 
which mean peace and by which we 
help one another grow. 20 Don’truin 
God’s work just for food. Everything 
is clean, but it’s wrong for you to 
eat if it makes someone stumble. 
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Tt is good not to eat meat, drink 
wine, or do anything else that makes 
your fellow Christian stumble, sin, 
or be weak in faith. “The faith you 
have, have it between yourself and 
God. Happy are you if you never 
have to condemn yourself in regard 
to anything you approve. “If any¬ 
one doubts and still eats, he is 
condemned because he doesn’t go 
by what he believes. Anything that 
is not an act of faith is sin. 

But we who are strong must 
be patient with the weak¬ 
nesses of the weak and not just 
please ourselves. 2 Every one of us 
should please his neighbor for his 
good, to help him grow. J Even 
Christ didn’t please Himself, but it 
happened to Him as it is written: 
Those who insult You insult Me. 3P *«

I hope to 
see you when I pass through and 
after I have enjoyed being with you 
for a while to have you send me on 
my way there. 

“Right now I am going to 
Jerusalem to bring help to the holy 
people there.

"I 
know when I come to you I’ll bring a 
full blessing of Christ. 

“By our Lord Jesus Christ and the 
love we have from the Spirit I urge 
you to join me in my struggle by 
praying for me to God 31 to rescue 
me from those in Judea who refuse 
to believe and to have the holy 
people in Jerusalem welcome the 
help I bring 3Z so that by God’s will 
I’ll come to you with joy and be 
refreshed with you.

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parents. 27 No. God chose the 
foolish things in the world to make 
wise men feel ashamed. God chose 
the weak things in the world to make 
strong men feel ashamed. 28 God 
chose the low things in the world, 
what it despises, what is nothing, to 
make what is something nothing— 
w and to keep anybody from bragging 
before God. 30 He gave you your life 
in Christ Jesus, whom God made our 
wisdom, righteousness, holiness, 
and ransom from sin, 31 so that it 
may be as the Bible says: If you feel 
proud, feel proud of the Lord. 

When I came to you, fellow 
Christians, I didn’t come to tell 
you God’s truth with any extra-fine 
speech or wisdom. 2 While I was 
with you, I was determined to know 
only Jesus Christ and Him nailed to 
a cross. 3 I came to you weak and 
afraid and with much trembling. 
4 When I spoke and preached, I didn't 
use clever talk to persuade you, but I 
let the Spirit and His power prove 
the truth to you 5 so that your faith 
will not depend on men’s wisdom 
but on God’s power.

We Plant and Build

gave you milk to drink, not solid 
food, because you weren’t ready for 
it. Why, you aren’t ready for it even 
now yet, ’because you still live in 
your weak flesh. 

When you are jealous, quarreling, 
and forming different parties, aren’t 
you following your flesh and acti g 
like other people? 4 When one of 
you says, “I belong to Paul,” and 
another, “I belong to Apollos,” 
aren’t you just ordinary people? 
5 What is Apollos anyhow? Or what 
is Paul? Men by whose help you 
came to believe, and each helped 
only as the Lord gave him the 
ability. “I planted, Apollos wa- 
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tered, but God made it grow. 7 Now 
then, the one who plants isn’t 
anything, or the one who waters, but 
God, who makes it grow. The man 
who plants and the one who waters 
are together, but each of us will get 
paid for his own work. q We are 
God’s men, working together. You 
are God’s field. 

You are God’s building. ,ft In His 
love God gave me a work to do, and 
so as an expert master builder I laid 
a foundation, and somebody else is 
building on it. Everyone should be 
careful how he builds on it. 
n Nobody can lay any other founda¬ 
tion than the one that is already laid, 
and that is Jesus Christ. 12 If on this 
foundation you build anything of 
gold, silver, fine stones, wood, hay, 
or straw, n what each one does will 
be known. That day will show what 3 
it is because the fire will reveal it 
and test it to show what kind of 
work everyone has done. M If what 
you built on the foundation stands 
the test, you will get paid. ,5 If your 
work is burned, you will lose 
something, but you will be saved, 
though it will be like going through a 
fire. 

,6 Don’t you know you are God’s 
temple and God’s Spirit lives in 
you? ,7 If anybody destroys God’s 
temple, God will destroy him, 
because God’s temple is holy. And 
you are that temple. 

,0 Don’t deceive yourself. If any one 
of you imagines he is wise in the 
ways of this world, he should 
become a fool to become really 
wise. ,9 God considers this world’s 
wisdom to be foolish, as the Bible 
says: He catches the wise with their 
own trickery, 20 and again: The Lord 


knows that the planning o/the wise 
is useless. 

“So don't feel proud of men. You 
see, everything is yours— “Paul. 
Apollos, Peter, the world, life or 
death, present or future things— 
everything is yours, “but you be¬ 
long to Christ, and Christ to God. 

We Are Managers 

4 Think of us as servants of Christ 
and managers who distribute 
God’s hidden truths. 2 Now then, 
you demand of any manager that he 
be trustworthy. 

’It means very little to me that you 
or any human judges should exam¬ 
ine me. I don’t even examine 
myself. *\ don’t know of anything 
that is against me, but that doesn’t 
make me righteous. 3 It is the Lord 
who examines me. s So don’t judge 
anything too early. Wait till the Lord 
comes. He will let the light shine on 
what is hidden in the dark and bring 
to the light the plans people have in 
their hearts.

Not a King but a Father 

7 Does anyone see anything special 
in you? What do you have that 
wasn’t given to you? And if it was 
given to you, why do you brag as if it 
hadn’t been given to you? 

B So you’re already satisfied! 
You've already become rich! You’ve 
become kings without us! I only 
wish you had become kings—we 
would like to be kings with you.

'‘I think God has had us apostles 
come last in the procession like men 
condemned to die because we have 
become a big show for the world, for 
angels and people to see.

He will 
help you keep in mind my wavs in 
Christ jesus. just as I teach them 
everywhere in every church. 

'"Some of you are puffed up as 
though I were not coming to 
you. ,9 But I’ll come to you soon if 
the Lord wants me to. and then I will 
find out, not what these puffed-up 
fellows say but what they can 
do. 20 God’s kingdom isn’t just talk 
but power. 

2, Which would you like? Should I 
come to you with a stick or with love 
and a gentle spirit? 

Put Out the Wicked Man 

We actually hear there is sexual 
sin among you. and such as isn’t 
found even among the people of the 


world, that a man has his father’s 
wife. 2 And you feel proud of 
yourselves! Shouldn’t you rather 
have wept and put away from you 
the man who did this? 'Although 
I’m away from you, I am with you in 
spirit, and being with you, I have 
already decided in regard to the man 
who did this. 4 Call a meeting. My 
spirit and the power of our Lord 
jesus will be with you. Then in the 
name of our Lord jesus 5 hand such 
a person over to the devil, to destroy 
his sinful ways in order to save his 
spirit on the Lord’s day. 

*lt isn’t good for you to feel proud. 
Don't you know a little yeast fer¬ 
ments the whole dough? 7 Get rid of 
the old yeast in order to be a new 
dough, as you are really free from 
the old yeast, because our Passover 
Lamb was sacrificed; it is Ghrisl. 
K Let us, then, celebrate our festival, 
not with old yeast, not with any 
yeast of vice and wickedness, but 
with the sweet bread of purity and 
truth. 

Tn my letter I wrote you not to mix 
with those who live in sexual 
sin. ,n I didn't mean you should 
altogether keep away from people 
who live in sexual sin in this world, 
from those who are greedy, who rob, 
or worship idols; then you would 
have to get out of this world. "But 
now I write you: Don’t mix with 
anyone who calls himself a Chris¬ 
tian but lives in sexual sin or is 
greedy, worships idols, slanders, 
gets drunk, or robs. Don’t even eat 
with such a person. 

Ts it my business to judge those 
who are outside the church? '’God 
judges those who are outside. 
Shouldn’t you judge those who are 
inside the church? Put the wicked 
man away from you. 
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Don't Sue One Another 

When one of you has a case 
against another, do you dare to 
bring it before a court of unrighteous 
men and not before the holy 
people? *Or don’t you know these 
holy people will judge the world? 
And if you judge the world, aren’t 
you able to judge trifles? 3 Don’t 
you know we’ll judge angels? 
Shouldn’t we then judge things of 
this life? 4 If then you are having 
things of this life decided, will you 
let men who count nothing in the 
church be your judges? 5 I say this 
to make you feel ashamed. Really, 
isn’t any one of you wise enough to 
decide a matter between one 
Christian and another? 6 No, one 
Christian sues another—and before 
unbelievers! 


You Are God's Temple 

9 Or don't you know wicked people 
will have no share in God’s 
kingdom? Don’t be mistaken about 
this: Nobody who lives in sexual sin 
or worships idols, no adulterers or 
men who sin sexually with other 
men, “who steal, are greedy, get 
drunk, slander, rob will have a share 
in God’s kingdom. "Some of you 
used to do these things. But you 
have washed, you’ve been made 
holy and righteous by the name of 
the Lord Jesus Christ and by the 
Spirit of our God. 

12 I’m allowed to do anything, but 
not everything is good for us. I’m 
allowed to do anything, but I’ll not 


be a slave of anything. "Food is for 
the stomach, and the stomach for 
food, but God will put an end to both 
of them. The body is not made for 
sexual sin but for the Lord; and the 
Lord is for the body. ,4 And God. 
who raised the Lord, will also raise 
us by His power. 

"Don’t you know your bodies are 
members of Christ? Now, should I 
take the members of Christ and make 
them members of a prostitute? 
Never! ,6 Or don’t you know he who 
gives himself to a prostitute is one 
body with her? The Bible says: The 
two will be one flesh. "But if you 
give yourself to the Lord, you are 
one spirit with Him. 

,B Flee from sexual sin. Every other 
sin a man may do is outside his 
body. But if he sins sexually, he sins 
against his own body. 19 Or don't 
you know your body is a temple of 
the Holy Spirit, whom God gives 
you and who is in you? You don’t 
belong to yourselves, “because you 
were bought for a price. Then glorify 
God with your bodies. 

If You Are Married 

Now about the things you 
wrote—it is good for a man not 
to have sexual relations with a 
woman. z But to avoid sexual sins, 
every man should have his own 
wife, and every woman her own 
husband. 

3 A husband should do for his wife 
what he owes her, and a wife should 
do the same for her husband. *A 
wife can’t do as she likes with her 
body; her husband has a right to it. 
In the same way a husband can’t do 
as he likes with his body; his wife 
has a right to it. 5 Don’t deprive one 
another, unless you agree to do so 
for a while to take time to pray. And 
come together again, or the devil 



7 Without going any further, suing 
one another means you have utterly *Gn 22i 
failed. Why don’t you rather suffer 
wrong? Why don’t you rather let 
yourself be robbed? e No, you do 
wrong, and you rob, and you do it to 
your own fellow Christians. 
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will tempt you because you cannot 
control yourselves. b But as I say 
this. I’m yielding to you, not 
ordering you. 

: I would like everybody to be like 
myself, but each one has only the 
gift God gave him, one this and 
another that. B To those who aren’t 
married and to widows I say, it is 
good for you to stay single like 
myself, 9 but if you can’t control 
yourselves, get married; it is better to 
marry than to burn with desire. 

,0 If you are married. I—that is, not 
1. but the Lord—order a wife not to 
leave her husband. "If she does 
leave him, she should stay single or 
make up with her husband. And a 
husband should not divorce his 
wife. 

If You 're Married to an 
Unchristian 

,2 To the rest I say (not the Lord), if 
a Christian has a wife who doesn’t 
believe and she agrees to live with 
him, he should not divorce her. 
,J And if a wife has a husband who 
doesn’t believe and he agrees to live 
with her, she should not divorce her 
husband. "An unbelieving man 
married to such a woman serves a 
holy purpose, and an unbelieving 
wife married to a Christian serves a 
holy purpose. Otherwise your chil¬ 
dren would be unclean, but now 
they are holy. ,5 But if the unbeliev¬ 
ing person leaves, let him go. In such 
a case a Christian man or woman is 
not bound. But God called us to live 
in peace. 16 You wife, what do you 
know—you may save your husband. 
Or you husband, what do you 
know—you may save your wife. 

Stay as God Called You 

17 But everyone should live the life 
the Lord assigned to him just as God 


called him. This is the rule I lay 
down in all the churches. 

'"Were you circumcised when you 
were called? Don’t try to get rid of 
your circumcision. Were you uncir¬ 
cumcised when you were called? 
Don’t be circumcised. ^Circumci¬ 
sion is nothing, and the lack of 
it is nothing, but doing what God 
orders is everything. “Everyone 
should stay as he was called. 
"Were you a slave when you were 
called? Don’t let that trouble you. 
Of course, if you have a chance to 
get free, take it. “If you are a 
slave when you are called in the 
Lord, you are the Lord’s free man. 
In the same way, if you are free 
when you are called, you are Christ’s 
slave. “You were bought for a 
price; don’t become slaves of men. 
“My fellow Christians, everyone 
should stay with God just as he was 
when he was called. 

To Marry or Not to Marry 

“For the unmarried girls I have no 
order from the Lord, but the Lord’s 
mercy made me one you can trust, 
and I’ll tell you what I think. 26 0n 
account of the troubles we’re in I 
believe it is good for anyone to stay 
as he is. “Are you married? Don’t 
look for a divorce. Are you separated 
from a wife? Don’t look for a 
wife. “But if you get married, it’s 
no sin, and if a girl gets married, it’s 
no sin. But if you do, you’ll have 
trouble in your life, and I’m trying to 
spare you. 

29 I mean, my fellow Christians, the 
time has been shortened. While it 
lasts, if you have a wife, live as if 
you had none. 30 If you weep, as if 
you weren’t weeping. If you’re 
happy, as if you weren't happy. If 
you buy anything, act as if you 
didn’t have it. "While you use the 
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world, don’t try to get out of it all 
you can, since this world in its 
present form is passing away. 

12 I don't want you to worry. An 
unmarried man is concerned about 
the Lord's things, how he can please 
the Lord. "But once he’s married, 
he worries about earthly things, how 
he can please his wife. “He’s 
interested in two different things. 
An unmarried woman or girl is 
concerned about the Lord’s things, 
to be holy in body and in spirit. But 
once she’s married, she worries 
about earthly things, how she can 
please her husband. "I'm saying 
this to help you, not to hold you by a 
rope but to show you how to live 
nobly for the Lord without being 
troubled about other things. 

16 If a man thinks he’s not acting 
properly toward his girl, if his 
passion is too strong and it must be 
so. he should do what he wants 
to—it's no sin—they should get 
married. "But suppose a man has a 
strong character and the willpower 
and feels no necessity but has made 
up his mind to keep his girl as she is. 
he’ll be doing right. 38 If, then, he 
marries his girl, he’s doing right. But 
if he doesn’t marry her, he’ll be 
doing better. 

39 A wife is bound to her husband 
as long as he lives. If her husband 
dies, she’s free to marry anyone she 
wants to, but it should be in the 
Lord. ““But she’ll be happier if she 
stays as she is. That is my judgment, 
and I think I too have God’s Spirit. 

Meat Sacrificed to Idols 

About the meat sacrificed to 
idols. 

We know that all of us have some 
knowledge. Knowledge puffs up, but 
love builds up. 2 If anybody thinks 
he knows something, he still has 


something to learn. 'But if he loves 
God, God knows him. 

'Now about eating meal that was 
sacrificed to idols, we know there is 
no real idol in the world and there is 
only one God. s Even if there are 
so-called gods in heaven or on earth 
(as there are many gods and many 
lords), *yet we have one God, the 
Father: from Him comes everything, 
and we live for Him. And one Lord. 
Jesus Christ: He made everything, 
and we live by Him. 

7 But not everybody knows this. 
Some are still so used to an idol they 
think of the meat they eat as 
sacrificed to the idol, and their 
conscience, being weak, is stained 
with guilt. 

B Food will not bring us closer tn 
God. We lose nothing by not eating 
and gain nothing by eating. 9 But be 
careful, or weak Christians may fall 
into sin because you do as you 
please. ‘"If anybody sees you who 
know better lying down to eal in 
the temple of an idol, won’t you be 
encouraging him who has a weak 
conscience to eat the meat sacrificed 
to idols? "Then your knowledge is 
ruining the weak fellow Christian 
for whom Christ died. 12 But when 
you sin against your fellow Chris¬ 
tians in this way and wound their 
weak consciences, you sin against 
Christ. 

u So if food makes my fellow 
Christian sin, I will never eat 
meat—I don’t want to give him a 
reason for sinning. 

A Pastor's Pay 

Am I not free? Am I not an 
apostle? Didn’t I see Jesus, our 
Lord? Aren’t you my work in the 
Lord? Tf I’m not an apostle to 
others, I certainly am one to you. 
You are the Lord’s seal that proves 
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I’m an apostle. 'That's how I 
defend myself before those who 
examine me. 4 Don’t we have the 
right to eat and drink? 'Don’t we 
have the right to take a Christian 
wife with us like the other apostles, 
the Lord’s brothers, and Peter? fi Or 
do only I and Barnabas have no right 
to stop working for a living? 

Does a soldier ever pay his own 
expenses? Does anyone plant a 
vineyard and not eat its grapes? Or 
does anyone take care of a flock and 
not drink any milk from it? "Am 1 
stating only a human rule? Doesn’t 
the Law say the same thing? The 
Law of Moses says: Don’t muzzle an 
o.\ when he’s treading out grain. Is 
Cod here interested in oxen? 
"‘Surely He has us in mind. This was 
written to show us when we plow or 
thresh we should expect to get a 
share of the crop. "If we have sown , 0I * 54 
the spiritual life in you, is it too 
much if we’ll reap your earthly 
goods? ,2 If others enjoy this right 
over you. don’t we have a better 
claim? But we haven't made use of 
this right. No. we put up with 
anything in order not to hinder the 
preaching of Christ. 

"Don’t you know that the men 
who work at the temple get their 
food from the temple? That those 
who help at the altar gel their share 
of what is on the altar? "In the 
same way the Lord has ordered lhat 
those who tell the good news should 
get their living from the good news. 

"But I haven’t used any of these 
rights. And I'm not writing this to 
get such things done for me. I’d 
rather die than let anyone take away 
my boast. ,6 If I tell the good news, I 
have nothing to boast about. I must 
tell it. Woe to me if I don’t tell the 
good news! ,7 If I do it because I 
want to. I get a reward. But if l don’t 


want to do it, I still have this work 
entrusted to me. 

,H What then is my reward? Just 
this: When I tell the good news. I 
won’t let it cost anybody anything, 
and so I won’t take advantage of my 
right in telling the good news. 

Everything to Everybody 

,q Although I am free from all 
people, I made myself a slave of all 
of them to win more of them. in To 
the jews I became like a }ew to win 
Jews: to those under the Law l 
became like a man under the 
Law—although I’m not under the 
Law—to win those under the Law. 
2, To those who don’t have the 
Law I became like a man without the 
Law—although I’m not outside 
the Law of God but under the law of 
Christ—to win those who don’t have 
the Law. 22 To weak persons I 
became weak to win the weak. I’ve 
been everything to everybody to be 
sure to save some of them. 

2 Tm doing everything for the good 
news in order to have a share of 
what it gives. 24 Don’t you know 
that all who are in a race run but 
only one wins the prize? Like them, 
run to win! “Anyone who enters a 
contest goes into strict training. 
Now, they do it to win a wreath that 
withers, but we to win one that 
never withers. 26 So I run with a 
clear goal ahead of me. I fight and 
don’t just shadow box. 27 No. I beat 
my body and make it my slave so 
that, when I've called others to run 
the race, I myself will not somehow 
be disqualified. 

A Warning 

I want you to know, fellow 
Christians, our fathers were 
all under the cloud and all went 
through the sea, 2 and by baptism in 
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the cloud and in the sea all were 
united with Moses, ‘all ate the 
same food of the Spirit. 4 and all 
drank the same water of the Spirit, 
because they drank from the spiritu¬ 
al Rock that went with them, and 
that Rock was Christ. 'Yet God 
wasn’t pleased with most of them— 
they were killed in the desert. 

6 Now, this happened in order to 
warn us not to long for what is evil 
as they did. ’Don't worship idols as 
some of them did. as the Bible says: 
The people sat down to eat and 
drink and got up to play. fl Let us 
not sin sexually as some of them 
did—23,000 died on one day. 9 Let 
us not go too far in testing the Lord’s 
patience as some of them did—the 
snakes killed them. ,0 Don’t com¬ 
plain as some of them did—the 
angel of death killed them. “These 
things happened to them to make 
them a lesson to others and were 
written down to warn us who are 
living when the world is coming to 
an end. ,2 So if you think you 
stand, be careful you don’t fall. 

“You haven’t been tempted more 
than you could expect. And you can 
trust God. He will not let you be 
tested more than you can stand. But 
when you are tested, He will also 
make a way out so that you can bear 
it. 

Meat Sacrificed to Idols 

“And so, my dear friends, keep 
away from the worship of idols. 

,s I’m talking to sensible people, 
fudge for yourselves what I say. 
,8 Is the cup of blessing which we 
bless not a communion of the blood of 
Christ? Is the bread which we break 
not a communion of the body of 
Christ? 17 All of us are one body, 
because there is one bread and all 
of us share that one bread. 


'"See how the Jews do it. Don’t 
those who eat the sacrifices share the 
altar? “What do I mean by this? 
That a sacrifice made to an idol is 
something or that an idol really is 
something? 2W No, these sacrifices of 
the non-Jews are made to devils and 
not to God. 1 don’t want you to bo 
partners of devils. “You can't 
drink the Lord’s cup and the cup of 
devils. You can’t share the Lord’s 
table and the table of devils. 22 0r 
are we trying to make the Lord 
jealous ? Are we stronger than He? 

2J We are allowed to do anything, 
but not everything is good for others. 
We are allowed to do anything, but 
not everything helps them grow. 
“Nobody should look for his own 
good, but everybody for the good of 
the other person. “Eat anything 
s Nm t4 16 sold in the market, and don’t ask any 
TE.U6 questions or let your conscience 
?0 10637 trouble you, “because the earth 
j2Di32 2 i ? and everything in it belong to the 
Lord. 27 If any of the unbelievers 
invites you and you want to go, eat 
anything they serve you, and don’t 
ask any questions or let your 
conscience trouble you. “But if 
somebody tells you, “This was 
sacrificed,’’ don’t eat it, keeping in 
mind him who told you, and 
conscience— Z9 I don’t mean yours 
but the other one’s conscience. What 
good is there in doing what I please 
if someone else’s conscience con¬ 
demns it? 30 If I give thanks for what 
I eat. why should I let myself be 
denounced for eating what I thank 
God for? “So, whether you eat or 
drink or do anything else, do 
everything to glorify God. “Don’t 
be the reason for others to sin, 
whether they are Jews, Greeks, or 
God’s church. “So I try to please 
everybody in every way and don’t 
look for my advantage but for that of 
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many people so that they may be 
saved. 

Imitate me as I imitate 
Christ. 

Long Hair and Hats 

’I praise you for thinking of me in 
every way and for keeping the truths 
as I delivered them to you. 

n I want you to know that the head 
of every man is Christ, the head of a 
woman is her husband, and the head 
of Christ is God. 4 Any man who 
keeps his head covered when he 
prays or speaks God’s Word dishon¬ 
ors his head. ’But any woman who 
prays or speaks God’s Word with 
nothing on her head dishonors her 
head. She’s exactly like the woman 
whose head is shaved. 6 If a woman 
wears nothing on her head, she 
should also get her hair cut. But if it 
is a disgrace for a woman to get her 2 *°" 
hair cut or shaved off, she should 
keep her head covered. 7 A man 
shouldn’t cover his head, because he 
is God’s image and glory; but a 
woman is a man’s glory. “The man 
wasn’t made from the woman but 
the woman from the man, 9 and the 
man wasn’t made for the woman but 
the woman for the man. “That’s 
why a woman should wear some¬ 
thing on her head to show she is 
under authority, out of respect for 
the angels. 

n Yet in the Lord a woman needs a 
man, and a man needs a woman. 

,2 As the woman was made from the 
man. so a man is born of a woman, 
and it all comes from God. 

"Judge for yourselves. Is it proper 
for a woman to pray to God with 
nothing on her head? "Doesn’t 
nature itself teach you it’s disgrace¬ 
ful for a man to have long 
hair ,3 but that it's a woman’s glory 
to wear her hair long? Her hair is 


given her as a covering. 16 But if 
anybody means to argue about 
it—we don’t have such a custom, 
nor do God’s churches. 

How to Go to the Lord's Supper 
"While I’m giving these instruc¬ 
tions, I’m not praising you for doing 
harm instead of good at your 
meetings. ,B In the first place, I hear 
that when you meet as a church you 
are divided, and some of it I believe 
is true. ,9 Of course there must be 
divisions among you to show clearly 
which of you can stand the test. 

“When you get together for a 
common purpose, it is not the Lord’s 
Supper you are eating. 21 As a mat¬ 
ter of fact, each of you eats his own 
supper ahead of time; and so one 
stays hungry and another gets drunk. 
"Don’t you have homes where you 
i. can eat and drink? Or do you 
i* despise God’s church and humiliate 
those who don’t have anything? 
What should I say to you? Should I 
praise you? I won’t praise you for 
this. 

"The Lord gave me what I taught 
you, that the night He was betrayed 
the Lord Jesus took bread. 24 He 
gave thanks, broke it, and said, 
“This is My body, which is for you. 
Do this to remember Me.” "He did 
the same with the cup after the 
supper. He said, “This cup is the 
new covenant in My blood. Every 
time you drink it, do it to remember 
Me.” 

“Every time you eat this bread and 
drink the cup, you are telling how 
the Lord died, till He comes. 
z7 Then anyone who eats the bread or 
drinks the Lord’s cup in an unworthy 
way is sinning against the Lord’s 
body and blood. “Examine your¬ 
self and then eat some of the bread 
and drink from the cup. “Anyone 
who eats and drinks without seeing 
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that the body is there is condemned 
for his eating and drinking. 

3f That is why many of you are sick 
and ailing and a number are 
dead. ll If we would look at our¬ 
selves critically, we would not be 
judged. 32 But if the Lord judges us. 
He corrects us to keep us from being 
condemned with the world. 

,3 So then, my fellow Christians, 
when you get together to eat, wait for 
one another. "If you are hungry, 
eat at home, so you will not meet 
just to be condemned. 

About the other things I’ll give 
directions when I come. 

The Spirit's Gifts 

Fellow Christians, I want you 
to know about the gifts of the 
Spirit. 2 You know that when you 
were people of the world, you were 
led away to the idols, that can’t talk, 
as you felt yourselves moved. 3 So I 
tell you, if you are moved by God’s 
Spirit, you don’t say, “Jesus is 
cursed,” and only if you are moved 
by the Holy Spirit can you say, 
“Jesus is the Lord.” 

“Now gifts are given to different 
persons but by the same Spirit. 
5 Ways of serving are assigned to 
them but by the same Lord. 
6 Powers are given to them, but the 
same God works everything in all 
people. 7 Now, the Spirit shows 
Himself to each one to make him 
useful. 8 The Spirit gives one per¬ 
son the ability to speak of wisdom. 
To another the same Spirit gives the 
ability to speak intelligently. 9 To 
another the same Spirit gives faith. 
To another that same Spirit gives the 
ability to heal. ,0 Another can work 
miracles. Another can speak God’s 
Word. Another can tell the true 
Spirit from evil spirits. Another can 
talk other languages. Another can 


tell the meaning of languages. 
"One and the same Spirit works all 
these things and gives as He wishes 
to each in his own way. 

,2 As the body is one and yet has 
many parts, and all the parts of the* 
body, many as they are, form one 
body, so is Christ. n By one Spirit 
all of us—Jews or Greeks, slaves or 
free—were baptized to form one 
body, and that one Spirit was 
poured out for all of us to drink. 

"Not one part but many make up 
the body. ^Suppose a foot says, 
“I’m not a hand, and so I’m not a 
part of the body”; it is still a part of 
the body. 16 Or suppose an ear says, 
“I’m not an eye, and so I’m not a part 
of the body”; it is still a part of the 
body. ,7 If the whole body were an 
eye, how could we hear? If it were 
all hearing, how could we smell? 
,8 As it is, God arranged the parts, 
fitting each of them into the body as 
He wanted it to be. ,3 If all of it were 
one part, how could there be a 
body? 20 As it is, there are many 
parts and one body. 

2, The eye cannot say to the hand, 
“I don’t need you,” or the head to 
the feet, “I don’t need you.” 22 No, 
we really can’t do without the parts 
of the body that we think are 
weaker. 21 And the parts of the body 
that we think less honorable we 
dress with special honor so that our 
shameful parts have a special 
nobility, "which our noble parts 
don’t need. But God has put the 
body together and given special 
honor to the part that lacks it, “to 
keep the body from dividing and 
have the parts feel the same concern 
for one another. 26 If one member 
suffers, all the others suffer with it. If 
one is honored, all the others are 
happy with it. 

27 Now, you are the body of Christ, 
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and everyone has his place in 
it. 2 "God has appointed in the 
church first apostles, next preachers, 
third teachers, then miracle workers, 
then healers, helpers, managers, 
and those who can talk (various) 
kinds of languages. ”Are all apostles? 

Are all preachers? Are all teach¬ 
ers? Can all do miracles? 30 Can all 
heal? Can all talk in other languages? 

Can all tell what they mean? No, 

3, but try to have the better gifts. 

Love 

And now I’ll show you the best 
wav of all. 

If I speak the languages of 
men and of angels but don’t 
have any love. I’ve become a loud 
gong or a clashing cymbal. 2 Even if 
I speak God's Word and know every 
kind of hidden truth and have every 
kind of knowledge, even if I have all s ZC h ? 
the faith to move mountains but 91 
don’t have any love, I’m nothing. 

3 Even if I give away all I have to feed 
the hungry and give up my body but 
only to boast and don’t have any 
love, it doesn’t help me. 

4 Love is patient. Love is kind. 

Love isn’t jealous. It doesn’t brag or 
get conceited. s It isn’t indecent. It 
isn’t selfish. It doesn’t get angry. It 
doesn’t plan to hurt anyone. 6 It 
doesn’t delight in evil but is happy 
with the truth. 7 It bears everything, 
believes everything, hopes for every¬ 
thing, endures everything. 

"Love never dies. If there are 
prophecies, they will come to an 
end; or other languages, they will 
stop; or knowledge, it will vanish. 

9 We learn only a part of anything 
and prophesy only a part. ,0 But 
when that which is perfect comes, 
what is only a part will vanish. 
'’When I was a child, I used to talk 
like a child, think like a child, plan 


like a child. Now that I’m a man, I’ve 
given up the ways of a child. ,2 Now 
we see by a mirror and are puzzled, 
but then we’ll see face to face. Now I 
learn only a part of anything, but 
then I’ll know as He has known me. 

n And now these three, faith, hope, 
and love, go on, but the most 
important of these is love. 

Speak to Be Understood 

Pursue love, be eager to have 
the gifts of the Spirit, and 
especially to speak God’s Word. 
2 When a man talks in another 
language, he doesn’t talk to people 
but to God, because nobody under¬ 
stands him; his spirit is talking 
mysteries. 3 But when you speak 
God’s Word, you talk to people to 
help them grow, to encourage and 
comfort them. 4 When you talk in an¬ 
other language, you encourage your¬ 
self. But when you speak God’s Word, 
you help the church grow. 3 I want 
you all to talk in other languag¬ 
es, but I would rather have you 
speak God’s Word. It is more 
important to speak God’s Word than 
other languages, unless you ex¬ 
plain what you say in order to help 
the church grow. 6 Now, my fellow 
Christians, if I come to you and talk 
other languages, how can I help 
you unless I tell you what God has 
told me and bring it as His Word or 
as something I know and teach? 

’Lifeless instruments such as a 
flute or a lyre produce sounds, but if 
there’s no difference in the sounds, 
how can you tell what is played on a 
flute or a lyre? "And if the trumpet 
doesn’t sound a clear call, who will 
get ready for battle? 9 In the same 
way, if you don’t talk with a clear 
meaning, how will anyone know 
what you’re saying? You’ll be 
talking into the air. 10 There are, I 
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suppose, ever so many different 
languages in the world, and none is 
without meaning. "Now if I don’t 
know what a language means, I'll be 
a foreigner to him who speaks it, and 
he’ll be a foreigner to me. ,2 So you 
too, since you are eager to have the 
Spirit’s gifts, try to be rich in them so 
as to build up the church. ll If then 
you talk another language, pray to 
be able to explain it. 

,4 If I pray in another language, my 
spirit prays, but my mind isn’t 
helping anyone. ,5 What then? I 
will pray in my spirit but also pray 
so as to be understood. I will sing 
praise in my spirit but also sing so as 
to be understood. 16 Otherwise, if 
you praise God only with your spirit, 
how can an ordinary person who is 
there say “Amen” to your prayer of 
thanks? He doesn't know what you 
mean. ,7 It is good that you give 
thanks, but it doesn’t help the other 
person. ,fl I thank God I talk more in 
other languages than any of 
you, lfl but in a church I would 
rather say five words that can be 
understood, in order to teach others, 
than ten thousand words in a 
language nobody understands. 

z0 Fellow Christians, don’t be 
childish in your understanding. In 
evil be babies, but grow up in your 
thinking. 2, It is written in the Bible: 
“In strange languages and by the 
mouth of foreigners I will speak to 
these people, but even then they will 
not listen to Me,” says the Lord. 
22 Then other languages are not 
meant to warn believers but unbe¬ 
lievers, while God’s Word isn’t 
meant for unbelievers but for 
believers. “Now if the whole con¬ 
gregation meets and all talk other 
languages and then some ordinary 
people or unbelievers come in, 
won't they say you’re crazy? “But 


if all speak God’s Word and some 
unbeliever or ordinary person comes 
in. all convince him of his sin and 
all examine him. “The secrets of 
his heart are shown, and so he bows 
down with his face on the ground, 
worships God, and declares. ” God is 
certainly here among you. ” 

Keep Order in Worship Services 

“What should you do, then, my 
fellow Christians? When you meet, 
everyone is ready with a song, 
something to teach, some truth from 
God, another language, or an 
explanation. Do it all to help one 
another grow. 27 If you talk another 
language, only two should talk, or 
three at the most, and one at a time, 
and somebody should explain. “If 
there’s nobody to explain what you 
say, you shouldn’t say anything in 
21 is»u -12 church but only talk to yourself and 
25 ls45,4 to God. 

29 Two or three should speak God s 
Word, and the others should decide 
whether they are telling it right or 
not. 30 If God gives a truth to 
another person who is seated, the 
first speaker should stop talking. 
“You can all speak God’s Word one 
after another so that everybody 
learns something and is en¬ 
couraged. “Men who speak God’s 
Word control their own spirits. 
“You see, God is not a God of 
disorder but of peace. 

As in all the churches of the holv 
people, “the women should be 
silent in church because they are not 
allowed to speak. They should 
submit, as the Law says. ,5 If there is 
something they want to know, thev 
should ask their husbands at home. 
It is a disgrace for a woman to speak 
in church. 

“Did God’s Word first come from 
you? Or were you the only ones to 
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whom it came? ,7 If anyone thinks 
he speaks for God or has the Spirit, 
lie should know that what I write 
vou is what the Lord orders. ‘"But 
if anyone ignores this, he should he 
ignored. 

l9 So. my fellow Christians, be 
eager to speak God’s Word, and 
don’t try to keep anyone from 
talking other languages. 40 But 
everything should be done in a fine 
and orderly way. 

lesus Rose 

My fellow Christians, I am 
telling you the good news I 
brought you and you accepted. You 
stand in it 2 and are saved by it if 
vou cling to the words I used in 
telling it to you—unless you were 
trifling when you believed. ’I 
brought you what I received— 
something very important—that 
Christ died for our sins as the Scrip¬ 
tures said He would, 4 He was buried, 
and He rose on the third day as the 
Scriptures said He would. “Peter 
saw Him, then the twelve, fl then 
more than five hundred Christians at 
one time; most of these are still living, 
but some have gone to their 
rest. Then lames saw Him. then all 
the apostles. “Last of all I saw Him, 

I who was like one prematurely 
born, ‘'since I am the least of the 
apostles and not fit to be called an 
apostle because I persecuted God’s 
church. ,0 God’s grace made me what 
I am. and His grace wasn't wasted on 
me. But I did far more work than all 
the others—not I but God’s grace that 
was with me. "Now, whether I did 
it or they, this is what we preach, 
and this is what you believed. 

We'll Rise 

Tf we preach that Christ rose from 
the dead, how can some of you say. 


“The dead don’t rise”? ,3 If the dead 
don’t rise, Christ didn’t rise. ,4 And 
if Christ didn’t rise, our preaching 
means nothing, and your faith 
means nothing. '"‘And we stand 
there as men who lied about God, 
because we testified against God that 
He raised Christ, whom He didn’t 
raise if it is true that the dead don't 
rise. ,6 You see, if the dead don’t 
rise, Christ didn’t rise. ,7 But if 
Christ didn’t rise, your faith can’t 
help you, and you are still in your 
sins. '“Then also those who have 
gone to their rest in Christ have 
perished. ,9 If Christ is our hope 
only for this life, we should be pitied 
more than any other people. 

20 But now Christ did rise from the 
dead, the first in the harvest of those 
who are sleeping in their graves. 

IS “Since a man brought death, a Man 
also brought the resurrection of the 
dead. 22 As in Adam all die, so in 
Christ all will be made alive. 23 But 
everyone in his own group: first 
Christ, then, when He comes, those 
who belong to Christ. 

“Then the end will come when He 
hands over the kingdom to God the 
Father after He has put an end to 
every other government, authority, 
and power, “since He must rule as 
King till He puts all enemies under 
His feet . 26 The last enemy He will 
get rid of is death. 27 You see, He 
puts everything under His feet. 
When He says: Everything is put 
under Him, this clearly doesn’t 
include Him who puts everything 
under Him. 28 But when everything 
has been put under Him, then the 
Son also will put Himself under Him 
who put everything under the Son 
so that God will be everything in 
everything. 

29 0therwise, what will they do 
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who are baptized for the dead?b 
Why are they baptized for them if 
the dead don’t actually rise? 

30 And why are we in danger every 
hour? 31 As I’m proud of you, my 
fellow Christians, in Christ lesus, 
our Lord, I assure you I’m facing 
death every day. 32 If like other men 
I have fought with wild animals in 
Ephesus, what good is it to me? If 
the dead don’t rise, let us eat and 
drink—tomorrow we dief "Don’t 
let anybody deceive you. “Bad 
company ruins good habits.” c 
"Come back to a sober and righteous 
life, and don’t sin any more. Some 
people don’t know God. I say this to 
make you feel ashamed. 

Our Glorified Bodies 

3S But somebody will ask, “How do 
the dead rise? And what kind of 
body will they have when they come 
back?” 

36 Just think a little! The seed you 
sow has to die before it is made 
alive. "And the seed you sow is 
not the body that it will be, but a 
bare kernel, maybe wheat or some¬ 
thing else. ]B But God gives it the 
body He wanted it to have, and to 
each kind of seed its own body. 
"Not all flesh is the same. Human 
beings have one kind of flesh, 
animals have another, birds have 
another, and fish have another kind 
of flesh. 40 And so there are heaven¬ 
ly bodies and earthly bodies. But the 
splendor of the heavenly bodies is 
different from that of the earthly 
bodies. 4, The shining of the sun is 
different from the shining of the 
moon, and the shining of the stars is 


different again. Even one star shines 
brighter than another. 

42 That is how it will be when the 
dead rise. When the body is sown, it 
decays; when it rises, it can't 
decay. 43 When it is sown, it isn't 
wonderful; when it rises, it is 
wonderful. It is sown weak; it rises 
strong. 44 It is sown a natural body; 
it rises a body of the Spirit. Just as 
there is a natural body, so there is a 
body of the Spirit. 

45 That is what the Bible says; 
Adam, the first man, was made a 
natural living being; the last Adam 
became a Spirit who makes alive. 
■“That which has the Spirit doesn’t 
come first, but the natural; then that 
which has the Spirit. 47 The first 
man is made of the soil of the 
ground; the Second Man is from 
heaven. 4B The people of the ground 
are like the man from the ground; 
the people of heaven are like the 
Man from heaven. 49 Just as we have; 
been like the man from the ground, 
let us be like the Man from 
heaven. 50 I tell you, fellow Chris¬ 
tians, flesh and blood can't have a 
share in God’s kingdom, or decay 
have what doesn’t decay. 

5, Now I’ll tell you a secret. We're 
not all going to die, but we’re all 
going to be changed— "in a 
moment, in the twinkling of an eve 
when the last trumpet sounds. It will 
sound, and the dead will rise 
immortal, and we’ll be changed. 
"This decaying body must be made 
one that can’t decay, and this dying 
body must be made one that can’t 
die.

’Let us praise the God and Father 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, the Father 
of mercy and the God of every 
comfort. 4 He comforts us in all our 
suffering to make us able to comfort 
others in all their suffering with the 
same comfort with which God 
comforts us. ’As Christ’s sufferings 
overflow to us, so Christ makes our 
comfort overflow. 6 If we suffer, it 
helps us to comfort and save you. If 
we are comforted, it helps us to 
comfort you effectively when you 
endure the same sufferings as we 
do. 7 Our hope for you is unshaken 
because we know as you share our 
sufferings you share our comfort.

them come true. And so He makes it 
possible for us to give glory to God 
by saying, “It is true.” 

"It is God who makes us and you 
firm in the anointed Savior and also 
has anointed us. “He has put His 
seal on us and given us the Spirit as 
a guarantee in our hearts. 
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I Don 7 Want to Hurt You 

"I cal! on God as a witness against 
me that I stayed away from Corinth 
in order not to hurt you. 24 I don’t 
mean we're lords of your faith, but 
we’re working with you to make you 
happy. You stand on your own feet 
bv faith. 

2 1 made up my mind not to come 
if I had to bring you grief 
again. 2 If ! make you sad, who 
should make me happy but the 
person I’m making sad? ‘This is 
what I said in my letter. I didn’t 
want to come and be made sad by 
those who should have made me 
happy. Feeling sure about all of you 
that what makes me happy makes all 
of you happy too. 4 I was deeply 
troubled and in anguish when 1 
wrote vou with much weeping, not J 
to make you sad but to have you 
realize how verv much f love you. ehh*

Forgive the Man Who Did 
Wrong 

'If someone caused grief, he didn’t 
do it to me but to some extent (not 
to make it too strong) to all of 
you. 6 Most of you have punished 
him; that’s enough for such a 
person. 7 Now you should turn 
around, forgive and comfort him, or 
too much grief may overwhelm such 
a person. e So I urge you to assure 
him of your love. 9 I wrote you to 
see if you would stand the test and 
obey in every way. 

'“When you forgive anyone, I do 
too. If I forgave anything, I did it in 
the presence of Christ to help 
you n and to keep the devil from 
getting the best of us. We know what 
he has in mind. 

An Odor of Life 
12 I went to Troas to tell the good 


news of Christ, and there a door to 
do the Lord’s work stood wide open 
for me, ,3 but my spirit couldn’t get 
any relief because I didn’t find Titus, 
my fellow worker. So I said good-by 
to the people and went to Macedo¬ 
nia. 

I4 But thank God! He always leads 
us on triumphantly in Christ and 
everywhere through us spreads the 
fragrance of knowing Him. ‘'Yes, 
we are a fragrance of Christ to God 
among those who are saved and 
among those who perish— ,6 to 
some an odor of death that kills, to 
others an odor of life that gives life. 

And who is qualified for this?— 
,7 At least we don’t peddle an impure 
Word of God like many others, but 
in Christ we talk sincerely as men 
who come from God and stand 
before God. 

3 Are we again recommending 
ourselves? Or do we, like some 
people, need letters of recommenda¬ 
tion to you or from you? 2 You are 
our letter, written in our hearts, 
known and read by everybody. 
’Anyone can see you are Christ’s 
letter, prepared by us, not written 
with ink but with the Spirit of the 
living God, not on stone tablets but 
on tablets of human hearts. 

4 That is how Christ gives us 
confidence in God. 5 We can’t do 
anything by ourselves and so claim 
to produce it ourselves, but God 
gives us our ability. 6 He has made 
us able servants of a new covenant, 
not of a written Law but of the Spirit, 
because the written Law kills, but 
the Spirit makes alive. 

The Glory of the New Covenant 

’Now if that service, engraved in 
stone and bringing death, came with 
such glory the people of Israel 
couldn’t look at Moses’ face because 
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it shone with the glory that was 
fading, “how much more certainly 
will the service of the Spirit have 
glory? Tf the service that con¬ 
demns has glory, the service that 
gives righteousness much more 
certainly overflows with glory. 

10 That which had glory lost it 
because the other glory outshone 
it. "If that which fades away had 
its glory, that which is permanent 
much more certainly has glory. 

,2 Because we expect this, we are 
very bold "and not like Moses, 
who wore a veil over his face to keep 
the people of Israel from seeing the 
last rays of the fading glory. "But 
their minds have been closed. To 
this day the same veil is still there 
on the reading of the old covenant 
and isn’t taken away, because it is 
put away only in Christ. l5 Yes, to 
this day, when they read Moses, a n e.is? to 
veil lies on their hearts. ,6 But 24 V 
whenever anyone turns to the Lord, 
the veil is taken away. 

"The Lord is the Spirit, and where 
the Spirit of the Lord is, there is 
liberty. ,8 And all of us, reflecting 
the Lord’s glory in our unveiled 
faces, are changed from glory to 
glory to be like Him, as we expect it 
from the Lord, who is the Spirit. 

Treasure in Clay Jars 

4 And so we who by God’s mercy 
have this service don’t get 
discouraged. z But we have re¬ 
nounced the secret ways that 
anybody should feel ashamed of. We 
don’t use trickery or falsify God’s 
Word. But by clearly telling the truth 
we recommend ourselves to every¬ 
one’s conscience before God. 

3 If the good news we tell is veiled, 
it is veiled to those who perish, 

4 whose minds the god of this world 
has blinded—they don’t believe—to 


keep them from seeing the light of 
the good news of the glory of Christ, 
who is God’s image. 

*You see, we don’t preach our¬ 
selves but Jesus Christ as the Lord, 
and we are your servants for Jesus' 
sake. b God, who said: “Let light 
shine out of the dark." has shone in 
our hearts to bring you the light of 
knowing God’s glory in the face of 
Jesus Christ. 

7 We have this treasure in clay jars 
to show that its extraordinary power 
comes from God and not from 
us. fl In every way we are hard 
pressed but not crushed, in doubt 
but not in despair; 9 hunted but not 
forsaken; struck down but not 
destroyed. 10 We are in our bodies 
always being killed with Jesus so 
that you can see in our bodies the 
life of Jesus. "While we're living, 
we’re always being given up to die 
for Jesus so that you can see in our 
dying bodies the life of Jesus. "So 
death is working in us, but life is 
working in you. 

13 It is written: I believed and so / 
spoke. Having the same spirit of 
faith, we also believe and so we 
speak, "because we know that I In 
who raised the Lord Jesus will also 
raise us with Jesus and bring us with 
you before Him. 

"All this is to help you so that 
God’s love, as it spreads will move 
more and more people to overflow 
with thanks to God’s glory. ,6 That 
is why we are not discouraged. No., 
even if we outwardly perish, in¬ 
wardly we’re renewed from day to 
day. "The light trouble of this 
moment is preparing for us an 
everlasting weight of glory, greater! 
than anything we can imagine. 
18 We don't look at the things that are- 
seen but at the things that are not 
seen. What we see lasts only a while, 
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but what we don’t see lasts forever. 
IVe Long for a Heavenly Body 
If the earthly tent we live in is 
torn down, we know we’ll get 
one from God, not made by human 
hands but lasting forever in heaven. 

‘In this body we sigh as we long to 
put on and live in the body we get 
from heaven. 'Of course, if we put 
that on. we’ll not be found without a 
body. 4 So while we are in this tent, 
we sigh, feeling oppressed because 
we don’t want to put off this body 
but put on the other and have life 
swallow up our death. 5 It is God 
who has prepared us for this and 
given us His Spirit as a guarantee. 

6 And so we always feel confident. 
We know that as long as we are 
living in this body we are living 
away from the Lord. 7 We live by 
trusting Him. without seeing Him. 
8 We feel bold and prefer to move out 7 
of this body and move in with the 
Lord. 9 Now. whether we live here 
or move out. we try hard to please 
Him. ,0 We must all appear before 
the judgment seat of Christ, each to 
receive according to what he has 
done with his life, whether he has 
used it for good or evil. 

Christ Compels Us 

"Since we know the terror of the 
Lord, we’re trying to win the 
confidence of people. God already 
knows what we really are, and I 
hope you too are clearly conscious 
of it. ,2 We are not recommending 
ourselves to you again but giving 
you a reason to be proud of us so that 
you can answer those who boast 
about outward things but nothing in 
the heart. n If we were crazy, it was 
for God. If we’re sane, it is for 
you. u The love of Christ compels 
us because we’re convinced One 
died for all and so all have 


died. ,5 He died for all that those 
who live should no longer live for 
themselves but for Him who died 
and rose for them. 

,B And so from now on we don’t 
think of anyone only as a human 
being. Once we thought of Christ 
only as a man, but not now 
anymore. ,7 So if anyone is in 
Christ, he is a new being. The old 
things have passed away. They have 
become new. 

Be God's Friends 

'"But God has done it all. When we 
were His enemies, through Christ He 
made us His friends and gave us the 
work of making friends of enemies. 
l9 In Christ, God was getting rid of the 
enmity between Himself and the 
people of the world by not counting 
their sins against them, and He has 
put into our hands the message how 
God and men are made friends 
again. z0 Since God is pleading 
through us, we are ambassadors for 
Christ. We ask you for Christ, “Come 
and be God’s friends.” 2, God made 
Him who did not know sin to be sin 
for us to make us God’s righteous¬ 
ness in Him. 

As men who are working with 
God we plead with you: Don’t 
let God’s undeserved love be wasted 
on you. 2 Hesays: 

When the time comes to be kind, / 
will answer you, 

and when the time comes to save, 
l will help you. 

You know— 

Now is the time when He 
welcomes us, 

Now is the time when He saves us. 
So We Endure 

3 We’re not in any way giving 
people a reason to turn away, to 
keep them from finding fault with 
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our work. ‘Instead we’re in every¬ 
thing showing we’re God’s good 
workers by great endurance in 
suffering, in need. and in 
hardships; Svhen we’re beaten or 
put in prison; in riots; when we're 
overworked and go without sleep 
and food; ‘by being pure, by 
knowledge, by patience and kind' 
ness; by the Holy Spirit; by sincere" 
love; T)y telling the truth; by God’s 
power; with the weapons of right¬ 
eousness in the right hand and the 
left; Svhen we’re honored or dis¬ 
honored, blamed or praised. Treated 
as deceivers, we are honest; *as 
unknown, we are well known; as 
dying, and you see, we go on living; 
as corrected but not killed; ’‘as sad. 
we’re always glad; as beggars, we’re *£,'/ 
making many rich; as having noth- 
ing, we really have everything. ’’sl 3 77 

n We have talked frankly to you 
Corinthians. Our hearts are wide 
open. 'There's plenty of room in 
them for you, but you’re narrow in 7 
your feelings toward us. ,a I ask you 
as my children: Treat me as I treat 
you. and open your hearts wide too. 

Don*t Touch Anything Unclean 

14 Don’t be yoked with unbelievers. 

How can right and wrong be 
partners? Or how can light have 
anything to do with darkness? 

,s How can Christ agree with the 
devil? Or what does a believer have 
in common with an unbeliever? 

'‘How can God’s temple agree with 
idols? Now, we are the temple of the 
living God, as God said: / will live 
and walk among them, and I-will be 
their God, and they will be My 
people. ,7 So come out of them, and 
separate from them, says the Lord, 
and don't touch anything unclean. 

Then 1 will welcome you, “and 1 
will be your Father, and you will be 


My sons and daughters, says the 
Almighty Lord. 

7 Since we have such promises. 

dear friends, let us cleanse 
ourselves from everything that soils 
body and spirit as we try to be 
perfectly holy in the fear of God. 

You Encouraged Us 

2 Make room in your hearts for us 
We haven’t wronged anyone, ruined 
anyone, gotten the best of anyone 
Tm not saying this to condemn you. 
I’ve told you before, you are in our 
hearts to die together and to live 
together. 4 I have much confidence 
in you. I’m very proud of you. I'm 
very much encouraged. I’m over¬ 
joyed in all our troubles. 

s Even when we came to Macedo¬ 
nia, our bodies got no rest. We were 
in every kind of trouble, outwardly 
fighting and inwardly afraid. ‘But 
God, who comforts those who feel 
miserable, comforted us by the 
coming of Titus, 7 and not only by 
his coming but also by the way you 
encouraged him. He told us how you 
long for me, how sorry you are, and 
how eager to take my side, and this 
made me happier still. 

Tm not sorry if my letter made 
you sad. Even if I did feel sorry 
when I saw that letter make you sad. 
though only for a while, Tm glad 
now, not that you were sad but that 
your sadness led you to feel sorry for 
sin. You were sad in God’s way. And 
so we haven't done you any 
harm. '‘Being sad in God's way 
makes you repent of sin so as to 
save you—you can't regret that. But 
the sorrow of the world brings 
death. "See how eager God’s sor¬ 
row has made you, how ready to 
clear yourselves, how disgusted 
with wrong, how alarmed you were. 
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what longing and zeal you felt, and 
how ready you were to punish! In 
every way you've shown you’re 
innocent in this matter. "Although 
1 wrote you, I didn’t have in mind 
the man who did wrong or him who 
was wronged, but I wanted to show 
you before God how zealous you are 
for us. "This is what encouraged 
us. 

While we were encouraged, we 
were much more delighted to see 
how happy Titus was because all of 
you had cheered him up. ,4 If I 
boasted to him about you, you didn’t 
disappoint me. But just as every¬ 
thing we told you was true, so what 
we had proudly told Titus proved to 
be true. "And his heart goes out to 
you, all the more as he recalls how 
ready all of you were to do what he 
asked and how you welcomed him 
with respect and trembling. "I’m ISE .* 6 
glad I can in every way feel 21p,r>4 
confident about you: 

Finish Your Collection 

Fellow Christians, we want you 
to know what God’s gift of love 
has done in the churches of 
Macedonia. 2 While they were se¬ 
verely tested by trouble, their 
overflowing joy and their deep 
poverty have yielded a richly 
overflowing generosity. 3 I assure 
you they have given all they could, 
ves, more than they could give, 4 of 
their own free will, and with much 
pleading they begged us for the 
privilege of sharing in the help given 
the holy people. 5 They did more 
than we expected: they gave them¬ 
selves to the Lord first and then to 
us, doing just what God wanted. 

6 This led us to urge Titus, as he 
had started it, to finish in you, too, 
this work of love. 7 As you are rich 
in everything, in faith, speech, 


knowledge, every kind of zeal, and 
in the love we stirred up in you, we 
want you also to be rich in this work 
of kindness. 

"I’m not ordering you but testing 
you by the zeal of others to see how 
real your love is. 9 You know the 
grace of our Lord Jesus Christ—He 
was rich, but became poor for you to 
make you rich by His poverty. 

,0 I’m telling you what I think you 
should do about this, because it is 
best for you. Last year you were the 
first not only to do something but to 
want to do something. "Now finish 
the job—you were eager to under¬ 
take it—in the same way finish it as 
well as you can. ,2 If you’re eager to 
give, God accepts you according to 
what you have, not according to 
what you don’t have. 

n We don’t mean to bring relief to 
others and hardship to you but to be 
fair. ,4 Right now what you don’t 
need should relieve their need so 
that what they will not need will 
relieve your need, and so it will be 
fair, ,s as it is written: Anyone who 
got much didn’t have too much, and 
anyone who got little didn’t have too 
little. 

,6 We thank God for making Titus 
just as eager to help you as I 
am. l7 He welcomed my request. 
He’s very eager and is by his own 
choice coming to you. 

,B We’re sending with him the 
fellow Christian whom all the 
churches praise for his telling the 
good news. ’“More than that, the 
churches appointed him to travel 
with us in this work of love we’re 
doing to honor the Lord and show 
we’re willing to help. 

20 WeYe trying to avoid any criti¬ 
cism of the way we’re handling this 
great gift. 21 We intend to do what’s 
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right not only before the Lord but 
also before other people. 

“We are also sending with them 
our fellow Christian whom we have 
often tested in many ways and found 
zealous and now more eager than 
ever because he has so much 
confidence in you. 

“As for Titus, he is my partner and 
fellow worker among you. And our 
fellow Christians, the messengers of 
the churches, are the glory of 
Christ. “Show the churches how 
you love them and how right we 
were when we boasted to them 
about you. 

How to Give 

I really don’t need to write you 
about helping the holy people, 
2 because I know how eager you are. 

That’s what I’m telling the people in 
Macedonia in boasting about you, 
“Greece has been ready since last ioi$ssio 
year,” and your enthusiasm has 
stirred up most of them. 3 Now I'm 
sending my fellow workers so that 
we may not have been wrong in 
boasting about you on this point but 
that you may be ready as I 
said. 4 Otherwise, if any Macedoni¬ 
ans come with me and find you 
aren’t ready, you would make us (to 
say nothing of yourselves) feel 
ashamed of being so confident. 5 So 
I thought it necessary to urge these 
fellow workers to go to you ahead of 
me, arrange in advance the gift you 
promised and have it ready as 
money that was gladly given and not 
forced out of you. 

'Remember this: If you sow little, 
you won't get much grain. But if you 
sow generously, you will get much 
grain. Everyone should do what 
he has made up his mind to do, not 
with regret or being forced, because 
God loves anyone who gives gladly. 


God Blesses You 

"God can pour out every gift of His 
grace on you so you will always in 
every way have all you need and 
plenty to do any good work. ’’The 
Bible says of such a person: He 
scatters his gifts to the poor. His 
righteousness goes on forever. ,0 He 
who gives seed to the sower and 
bread to eat, will give you seed and 
multiply it and make your righteous 
grain grow. n You will get rich in 
everything so you can give gener¬ 
ously in every way; through us (his 
will make people thank God. "This 
work you do in serving others 
doesn’t only supply the needs of 
the holy people; it makes them pour 
out many thanks to God. 1J As you 
prove by this service what you arc, 
they praise God that you submit to 
the good news of Christ which you 
confess and that you freely share 
? with them and with everybody. 
“While they pray for you, they long 
for you because they see what an 
extraordinary gift God’s love has 
brought you. ,s Thanks be to God 
for His gift that is more than we can 
tell. 

I Am Bold 

I myself, Paul, plead with 
you with the gentleness and 
kindliness of Christ—I who am 
humble when I’m face to face with 
you but get bold toward you when 
I’m away! 2 I beg you that when li 
come I don’t have to be as confident.' 
and bold as I think I’ll dare to be 
against some men who think we're 
living according to the flesh. '01 
course, we’re living in the flesh, but* 
we’re not fighting in a fleshly 
way. 4 The weapons we fight witHi 
are not those of the flesh but have 
the power before God to tear down 
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fortresses. 'With them we tear 
down arguments and everything 
raising its proud head against the 
knowledge of God and make every 
opposing thought a prisoner and 
have it obey Christ. 6 We’re ready to 
punish every disobedience when 
you are completely obedient. 

: You see things as they are 
outwardly. If anyone feels sure he 
belongs to Christ, he should remind 
himself that we belong to Christ just 
as he does. a If I boast a little too 
much about our authority, which the 
Lord gave us to build you up and not 
to tear you down, ! will not have to 
feel ashamed. 9 I don’t want to seem 
to scare you with my letters. 

,0 “His letters are impressive and 
strong,” somebody says, “but when 
he’s with us, he’s weak, and people 
despise what he says.” n Such a 17 -"* 
person should understand: When 3 G n 
we come, we’ll act exactly the way 
we express ourselves in letters when 
we’re away. 

We Are Proud of Our Work 

,2 We don’t dare to put ourselves in 
a class or compare ourselves with 
some of those who speak highly of 
themselves, but when they measure 
themselves by their own yardstick 
and compare themselves with them¬ 
selves, they don’t show good sense. 

n Now we’ll limit our boasting. 

Our limit is the field of work to 
which God has bound us. This 
includes coming to you. ,4 It is not 
as though we were not coming to 
you and so we are reaching beyond 
our limit. We were the first to reach 
you with the good news of Christ. 

,s We are not going beyond our limit 
and boasting of work done by others, 
but we expect your faith to grow so 


as to enlarge the work in our field in 
your area till it goes beyond 
you, ,6 and so we'll tell the good 
news in the countries beyond you 
without boasting of work already 
done in another man’s field. 

,7 But if anyone feels proud, he 
should feel proud of the Lord. 
‘"Not the man who approves of 
himself is really approved but he of 
whom the Lord approves. 

/ Am Jealous 

I wish you would put up 
with a little foolishness of 
mine. Yes, do put up with me. 2 I 
am jealous of you with God’s own 
jealousy. I promised you in mar¬ 
riage, to bring you as a pure bride to 
one husband—to Christ. 3 But I’m 
afraid that as the snake by its 
trickery seduced Eve, your minds 
34 n may somehow be corrupted and you 
may lose your simple and pure 
loyalty to Christ. 4 When somebody 
comes along and preaches a differ¬ 
ent Jesus whom we didn’t preach or 
gives you a different spirit you 
didn’t get before or a different gospel 
you didn’t receive before, you put 
up with it well enough. 

5 I don’t think I’m in any way less 
than your “super” apostles. 6 Even 
if I’m no trained speaker, I know 
what I’m talking about. In every way 
we have shown you this before 
everybody. 

7 Did I do wrong when I humbled 
myself so you would be lifted up, 
when I charged you nothing for 
bringing you God’s good news? 8 I 
robbed other churches, taking pay 
from them in order to serve 
you. s When I was with you and 
needed anything, I didn’t bother 
anyone to help me, because our 
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fellow workers® who came from 
Macedonia supplied all I needed. I 
kept myself from being a burden to 
you in any way, and 1*11 continue to 
do so. ,0 As the truth of Christ is in 
me, this boast of mine will not be 
silenced anywhere in Greece. 
"Why? Because I don’t love you? 
God knows I do. 12 And I will go on 
doing as I do, to take away the 
opportunity of those who want it to 
get others to think they are like us in 
the work they’re boasting about. 
"Such men are false apostles, 
deceitful workers masquerading as 
apostles of Christ. "And no won¬ 
der, when the devil himself mas¬ 
querades as an angel of light. 15 So it 
isn’t surprising if his servants also 
masquerade as servants of righteous¬ 
ness. In the end they’ll get what they 
deserve for what they’re doing. 

I Will Boast 

,6 Again I say nobody should think 
I’m a fool. But if you do, then let me 
come to you as a fool and also boast 
a little. ,7 What I say when I boast so 
confidently is not the Lord’s way of 
speaking but a fool’s. ‘“Since many 
brag in a human way, 1 will 
too, ,9 because you, being wise, like 
to put up with fools. 20 You put up 
with anyone who makes you his 
slaves or devours what you have or 
traps you or lords it over you or 
slaps your face. 21 I’m ashamed to 
admit it: As you say, we have been 
too weak. 

But what anyone else dares to 
claim—I’m talking like a fool—I can 
claim too. 22 Are they Jews? So am I! 
Do they belong to the people of 
Israel? So do 1! Are they descended 
from Abraham? So am I! “Are they 
servants of Christ? I’m mad to talk 


like this, but I’m a better one! I've 
done much more hard work, been in 
prison much more, been beaten very 
much more, and often faced death. 
"Five times the Jews gave me 
thirty-nine lashes, three times I was 
beaten with a stick, once I was 
stoned, "three times I was in a 
shipwreck, a night and a day I 
drifted in the water. 26 I’ve traveled 
much and faced dangers of flooded 
streams and of robbers, dangers from 
Jews and non-Jews, dangers in the 
city, in the wilderness, and on the 
sea, dangers from false friends. ?7 I 
have toiled and struggled, often 
sleepless, hungry and thirsty, often 
starving, cold, and naked 
"Besides everything else, I have a 
daily burden—I’m anxiously con¬ 
cerned about all the churches. 
"When anyone is weak, am I not 
weak too? When anyone is led into 
sin, don’t I feel a burning shame? 
30 If I have to boast, I’ll boast of the 
things that show how weak I 
am. ’’The God and Father of the 
Lord Jesus, who is blessed forever, 
knows I’m not lying. 32 In Damascus 
the governor under King Aretas had 
the city of Damascus watched to 
catch me, "but through an opening 
in the wall I was let down in a 
basket, and I escaped. 

Caught Up to Paradise 

I have to boast. It doesn’t do 
any good, but I’ll go on with 
what the Lord has shown and told 
me. 2 I know a man in Christ; 
fourteen years ago—whether in his 
body or outside it, I don’t know, God 
knows—that man was caught up to 
the third heaven. 3 I know that such 
a man—whether in his body or 
outside it, I don’t know, God 



9 Silas and Timothy (Acts 18:5; 2 Cor 1:19) 
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knows— 4 was caught up to Paradise 
and heard what no human being can 
or may tell. 'About such a man I 
will boast, but as to myself, I will 
boast only of my weaknesses. 

b But if 1 would want to boast. I 
wouldn’t be a fool, because I’d be 
telling the truth. But I’m not going to 
do it. in order to keep anyone from 
thinking more of me than he judges 
me to be by seeing me or hearing me. 

To keep me from feeling proud 
because such wonderful things were 
revealed to me, a thorn was put into 
my flesh, the devil’s messenger to 
plague me and keep me from getting 
proud. Three times I begged the 
Lord to have him leave me alone, 

*but He told me, “My grace is enough 
for you. When you are weak. My 
power is doing its best work.” So I’ll 
delight rather to feel proud of my 
weaknesses in order to have Christ’s » o« il 
power rest on me. ‘That’s why I’m 
glad to be weak and mistreated, to 
suffer hardships, to be persecuted 
and hard pressed for Christ. You see, 
when I’m weak, then I’m strong. 

I Will Be No Burden 

“I’ve become a fool. You forced 
me to it. Really, you should have 
spoken well of me. Even if I’m 
nothing, I wasn’t in any way inferior 
to your “super” apostles. ‘The 
miracles that prove I’m an apostle 
were very patiently done among 
you—miracles, wonders, and works 
of power. 

n How were you treated worse 
than the other churches except that I 
didn’t burden you? Forgive me this 
wrong! "Here I’m ready to come to 
you a third time, and I’m not going 
to be a burden, because I don’t want 
your things but you. Children 
shouldn’t save up for their parents 
but parents for their children. 


,s And I’ll be very glad to spend what 
I have and myself, too, to help you. 
Do you love me less because I love 
you so much? 

‘ 6 But granting I was no burden to 
you, was I a clever fellow who 
trapped you with some trick? ,7 Did 
I take advantage of you through any 
of the men I sent you? ,8 I urged 
Titus to go to you, and I sent the 
fellow worker with him. Titus didn’t 
take advantage of you, did he? 
Didn't both of us act in the same 
spirit? And do exactly the same 
things? 

,9 Have you been thinking all along 
we’re only defending ourselves 
before you? We are speaking before 
God in Christ, and everything, dear 
friends, is meant to help you. 

Will There Be Trouble? 

2 Tm afraid I may come and find 
you different from what I want you 
to be, and you may find me different 
from what you want me to be. And 
there may be quarreling, jealousy, 
angry feelings, selfishness, slander, 
gossip, proud and disorderly 
behavior. 2, When I come, my God 
may again humble me before you, 
and I may have to weep over many 
who formerly lived in sin and 
haven’t felt sorry for the unclean, 
sexual, and lustful things they did. 

This will be the third time 
I’m coming to you. 

Everything must be proved by two 
or three witnesses. 2 When I was 
with you the second time as well as 
now when I’m not with you, I 
warned and I still warn you who 
formerly lived in sin and all you 
others: When I come again, I won’t 
spare you—^seeing that you want 
proof that Christ is speaking through 
me. He’s not weak in dealing with 
you but powerful in you. 4 He died 
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on a cross in weakness, but He lives 
by God’s power. We too are weak in 
Him, but with Him well live by 
God’s power as it comes to you. 

5 Examine yourselves to see if you 
really believe. Test yourselves. Don’t 
you know Jesus Christ is in 
you—unless you fail in your test? 
8 I hope you’ll see we haven’t failed 
in our test. 7 We pray God you will 
do no wrong—not to show we 
haven’t failed, but we want you to 
do what is right even if we may seem 
to have failed. 8 We can’t do any¬ 
thing against the truth but only work 
for it. *We are glad when we're 
weak and you’re strong. And we’re 
praying that you may grow to be 
perfect. 


,0 Here’s the reason I’m writing this 
while I’m not with you: When j 
come, I don’t want to be sharp in 
using the authority the Lord gave me 
to build you up and not to tear you 
down.

"Finally, fellow Christians, fare¬ 
well! Keep on growing to be perfect 
Take encouragement from me. Agree 
with one another, live in peace, and 
the God of love and peace will hr 
with you. ,2 Greet one another with 
a holy kiss. U A 11 the holy people 
greet you. l4 The grace of the Lord 
Jesus Christ, the love of God, and the 
fellowship of the Holy Spirit be with 
you all! 
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I Paul, an apostle not sent from 
men or by any man but by fesus 
Christ and by God the Father, who 
raised Him from the dead, z and all 
the Christians who are with me. to 
the churches in Galatia— 'bless¬ 
ing and peace to you from God the 
Father and our Lord lesus Christ.

You Are Turning Away 

”1 am surprised vou are so soon 
leaving Him who called you by the 
grace of Christ and are turning to 
another kind of good news, 7 which 
really is not another. But there are 
some men who are troubling you 
and want to change the good news of 
Christ. “But even if we or an angel 
from heaven would bring you any 
other good news than what we 
brought you, a curse be on him! 9 I 
say again what we said before: If 
anyone brings you any other good 
news than the one you received, a 
curse be on him! 

,0 Do I say this now to get the 
approval of men—or of God? Or am I 
trying to please men? If I were still 
trying to please men, I wouldn’t be a 
servant of Christ. 

Jesus Gave Me the Good News 

n I tell you, my fellow Christians, 
the good news I told is not a human 
idea, 1z because no man gave it or 


taught it to me, but fesus Christ 
revealed it to me. 

"You have heard what I used to do 
when I still lived according to the 
fewish religion, how violently I 
persecuted God’s church and tried 
to destroy it "and how in this 
fewish religion I was ahead of many 
of my own age among my people, so 
extremely zealous was I for the 
traditions of my ancestors. 

ls But God had appointed me 
before l was born, and in His love He 
called me. ,6 And when He kindly 
decided to show me His Son so that I 
would tell the good news of Him 
among the Gentiles. I didn’t talk it 
over with other men ,7 or go up to 
Jerusalem to see those who were 
apostles before me. but I went 
immediately to Arabia 3 and then 
came back to Damascus. 

’"After three years I went up to 
Jerusalem to get to know Peter, and I 
stayed with him fifteen days. ,9 But 
I didn’t see any of the other apostles, 
only James, the Lord’s brother. 
"(And I declare before God I’m 
writing you no lie.) 2l Then I went 
to the regions of Syria and Cilicia. 
"In Judea the churches of Christ 
didn’t know me personally. "They 
only heard people say: *‘The man 
who used to persecute us is now 
preaching the faith he once tried to 
destroy.” "and they praised God 
for what they saw in me.

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Fellowship with the Apostles 

Fourteen years later I went up to 
Jerusalem again, this time with 
Barnabas, and I also took Titus with 
me. z (God had told me to go.) Then 
I laid before the Christians, and 
privately before the leaders, the 
good news I preach among the 
non-Jewish people. I didn't in any 
way want to run or to have run in 
vain. 

’Titus was with me. and he's a 
Greek. But nobody forced him to be 
circumcised Mo please the false 
Christians who had come in secret¬ 
ly. They sneaked in to spy out the 
liberty we have in Christ Jesus and 
to make us slaves. 5 Not for a 
moment did we let them dictate to 
us. so that you will always have the 
real good news. 

*1 don’t care what those leaders 16 
once were—God doesn't prefer one 
to another . Those leaders didn't 
teach me anything new. 7 On the 
contrary, they saw I had been 
entrusted with bringing the good 
news to the non-Jews as Peter was to 
bring it to the Jews. 0 He who had 
worked in Peter to make him an 
apostle to the Jews had worked in 
me to make me an apostle to the 
non-Jews. 9 When James, Peter, and 
John, who were considered pillars, 
saw what God’s love had given me, 
they gave me and Barnabas the right 
hand of fellowship with the under¬ 
standing that we work among the 
non-Jews and they among the 
Jews. 10 All they asked was that we 
remember the poor, and that I was 
eager to do.

I told Peter beforei 
everybody; “If you, a Jew, don’t live 
? like a Jew but like a non-Jew. how 
pJ 143? can you insist the non-Jews 
must live like Jews? 

,s “We were born Jews and not 
Gentile sinners; ,fi yet we know a 
person cannot become righteous h by 
doing what the Law says, but only 
by believing in Jesus Christ. Even we 
believed in Jesus Christ in order In 
be justified by faith in Christ and 
not by the deeds of the Law. because 
no one will be justified by the; 
works of the Law. 

,7 “Now if we who want to bfv 
righteous in Christ are found to be' 
sinners like the non-Jews, does 
Christ encourage us to sin? Never! 
,8 But if I build up again what I've* 
torn down, I make myself a 
sinner. ,9 By the Law I died to the 
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Law, to live for God. c 20 I was 
crucified with Christ, and I don’t 
live anymore, but Christ lives in me. 
The life I now live in my body I live 
bv believing in the Son of God who 
loved me and gave Himself for 
me. 2, I don’t reject God’s gift of 
love. You see, if we could get 
righteousness through the Law, then 
Christ died for nothing.” 

The Believer Is Blessed 

You foolish Galatians! Who has 
bewitched you—you who saw 
Jesus Christ publicly pictured as 
crucified? 2 I want you to tell me 
just one thing: Did you get the Spirit 
by doing what the Law says or by the 
truth you heard and believed? 3 Are 
you so foolish? You started with the 
Spirit; are you now going to finish 
with the flesh? 4 Did you experi¬ 
ence so much for nothing? Perhaps 
it really was for nothing! 5 Does 
God give you the Spirit and make 
such powers active in you by your 
doing what the Law says or by the 
truth you hear and believe? 

6 It was the same way with 
Abraham. He believed God, and so 
he was counted righteous. 7 You 
see, then, that those who believe are 
Abraham’s real descendants. The 
Bible foresaw that God would make 
the nations righteous by faith, and 
long ago He told Abraham the good 
news: Through you all nations will 
be blessed. 9 So those who believe 
are blessed with Abraham, who 
believed. 

'There is a curse on all who 


depend on doing what the Law says, 
because it is written: Cursed is 
everyone who doesn't follow and do 
everything written in the book of the 
Law. "It is clear that no one is 
justified before God by the Law, be¬ 
cause the righteous will live by 
faith. "But the Law is not 
based on faith; no, it says: If you do 
these things, you will find life in 
them. "Christ paid the price to free 
us from the curse of the Law when 
He was cursed for us (it is written: 
Cursed is everyone who hangs on a 
cross) "so that in Jesus Christ 
Abraham’s blessing would come to 
the nations and we by believing 
would get the promised Spirit.

c The meaning of vv. 17-19 is this: When we don't try to be righteous by doing 
what the Law demands, we “tear down ” the Law, and the Jews may think we are 
just non-Jewish sinners. If, to please the Jews, we try again to do what the Law 
demands and so ”build it up.” the Law only condemns us as sinners. The Law 
condemned Jesus for our sins and killed Him, and us with Him. Now the Law 
can’t demand any more from us than from a dead person.

It was added to arouse transgres- 
sionsd until the Descendant would 
come to whom the promise was 
made.

20 A mediator deals with more than 
one, but God is one. e 

21 Is the Law, then, opposed to 
God’s promises? Never! If a law had 
been given that could make us alive, 
it certainly would have given us 
righteousness. “But the Bible has 
condemned all people as sinners so 
that believers by believing in Jesus 
Christ would get the promised 
blessing. “Before faith came, we 
were under the Law, guarded in 
prison for the faith that was to be 
revealed. “Then the Law has been 
our guardian so that we would 
come to Christ and be justified by 
faith. “But now that faith has 
come, we are no longer under a 
guardian. “You are all God’s chil¬ 
dren by believing in Christ Jesus, 
“because all of you who were 
baptized into Christ have put on 
Christ. “There is no Jew or Greek, 
no slave or free person, no man or 
woman—you’re all one in Christ 
Jesus. “If you belong to Christ, 
then you are Abraham’s descendants 
and heirs of the blessing God 
promised. 

God's Sons 

4 Now, I say that as long as the 
heir is a child, he is no better 
than a slave, although he owns 
everything. 2 He is under guardians 


and managers till the day set by his 
father. 3 So it is with us. When we 
were children, we were slaves under 
the elementary ways of the world. 
’But when the right time came, God 
sent His Son, born of a woman, born 
under the Law, s to free those under 
the Law and make us His sons. 
6 And because you are sons, God sent 
into our hearts the Spirit of His Son, 
who cries.

We Are like Isaac 

2, Tell me, you who want to be 
under the Law, will you not listen to 
what the Law says? “It is written: 
Abraham had two sons: one was the 
son of the slave and the other the son 
of the free woman. “Now, the son j?,***, 
of the slave was born like other 30Gn2,10 
children, but the son of the free 
woman by being promised. 

J4 This has figurative meaning. The 
women are two covenants. The 
children of the covenant given on 
Mount Sinai are born to be slaves; 
this is Hagar. 25 “Hagar” in Arabia 
means Mount Sinai. She is like 
Jerusalem today, because she and 
her children are slaves. 26 But the 
Jerusalem that is above is free; and 
she is our mother. “It is written: 

Be glad, barren woman, you who 
don’t have any children; 
break into shouting, you who feel 
no pains of childbirth, 
because the deserted woman has 
many more children 
than the one who has the 
husband. 

“Now you, my fellow Christians, 


like Isaac, are children born by a 
promise. 

29 At that time the son born like 
other children persecuted the son 
born by the Spirit. And so it is 
now. 10 But what does the Bible 
say? Put away the slave and her son, 
because the son of the slave must 
not get any of the inheritance of the 
son of the free woman. ’'Now, 
then, fellow Christians, we are not 
children of a slave but of a free 
woman. 

Christ Freed Us 

Christ has freed us so that we’ll 
be free. Stand firm, then, and 
don’t get caught again under a yoke 
of slavery. 

2 I, Paul, tell you, if you get 
circumcised, Christ will do you no 
good. ’And again I warn everyone 
who gets circumcised he must do 
everything the Law says. 4 You who 
try to become righteous by the Law 
have cut yourselves off from Christ 
and lost God's grace. ’But we who 
believe by the Spirit eagerly wait for 
the hope of the righteous. 6 In 
Christ Jesus no circumcision or the 
lack of it can do anything but only 
faith that is active in love. 

7 You were running well. Who has 
kept you from obeying the truth? 
B You were not persuaded by Him 
who called you. 9 A little yeast 
ferments the whole dough. ’Tm 
convinced in the Lord you'll think 
as I do, but anyone who troubles you 
will have to take his punishment, 
whoever he may be. "My fellow 
Christians, if I'm “still preaching 
that people have to be circumcised,” 
why am I still persecuted? If I were 
preaching that, the Jews would have 



g Perhaps from Paul, who was anxious to win the non-fews, and from happiness 
in Christ. 
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no reason to oppose the Cross. ,2 I 
could wish the men who upset you 
would castrate themselves. 

,3 You were called to be free, my 
fellow Christians. Only don’t use 
your freedom as a chance to sin as 
you like, but in love serve one 
another. “You keep the whole Law 
when you do one thing: love your 
neighbor like yourself. ,5 But if you 
bite and eat one another, be careful, 
or you’ll be devoured by one 
another. 

,6 I say, follow the Spirit, and you 
will not do what the flesh wants. 
"What the flesh wants is against the 
Spirit, and what the Spirit wants is 
against the flesh, because they are 
opposed to each other and so keep 
you from doing what you want to 
do. ,0 But if the Spirit leads you, 
you are not under the Law. 

,9 Now, you know the works of the 
flesh. They are: sexual sin, unclean¬ 
ness, wild living, z0 worshiping of 
idols, witchcraft, hate, wrangling, 
jealousy, anger, selfishness, quarrel¬ 
ing, divisions, “envy, drunken¬ 
ness, carousing, and the like. I warn 
you, as I did before, those who do 
such things will have no share in 
God’s kingdom. 

“But the Spirit produces love, joy, 
peace. He makes us patient, kindly, 
good, faithful, “gentle, and gives 
us self-control. There’s no law 
against such things. 24 But if we 
belong to Christ Jesus, we have 
crucified the flesh with its passions 
and desires. 2S If we live by the 
Spirit, let us also follow the 
Spirit. 26 Let us not get conceited, 
challenge one another and get 
jealous of one another. 

When Anyone Sins 

My fellow Christians, if you find 
anyone doing wrong, you who 


have the Spirit should set him right. 
But be gentle and keep an eye on 
yourself; you may be tempted 
too. 2 Help one another carry these 
burdens, and so do everything the 
Law of Christ demands. 

3 If anyone thinks he’s something 
when he’s nothing, he’s fooling 
himself. ^Everyone should exam¬ 
ine his own work. Then he will have 
something in himself that deserves 
praise, without comparing himself 
with anyone else. "Everyone will 
have to carry his own burden. 

We Reap What We Sow 

6 If someone teaches you the Word, 
share all your good things with your 
teacher. 7 Don't make a mistake, 
you can’t fool God. Whatever you 
sow, you’ll reap. 8 If you sow to 
please your own flesh, you will from 
s your flesh reap destruction. If you 
sow to please the Spirit, you will 
from the Spirit reap everlasting 
life. 9 Let us not get tired of doing 
good. At the right time we’ll reap if 
we don’t give up. ,0 So whenever 
we have a chance, let us do good lo 
everybody but especially to our 
family of believers. 

The World Is Crucified to Me 

"See what big letters I make when 
I write to you with my own hand. 

"These men who want to bn 
popular in a worldly way are 
insisting you must be circumcised 
only to keep themselves from beingi 
persecuted for the Cross of Christ. 
"Why, these who are circumcised 
don’t keep the Law themselves, but 
they want you to be circumcised so 
they can boast of that physical fact 
about you. “May I never boast of> 
anything but the Cross of our Lord- 
Jesus Christ, by whom the world is 
crucified to me and I to the 
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world. l5 No circumcision or the 
lack of it is anything, but only the 
new life that is created. l *Peace and 
mercy on all who follow this rule, 
that is, on God’s Israel. 

17 From now on nobody should 


6 
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make trouble for me, because I have 
on my body the scars of a slave of 
Jesus. 

18 The love of our Lord Jesus Christ 
be with your spirit, my fellow 
Christians. Amen. 
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I Paul, apostle of Christ Jesus 
by God’s will, to the people who 
are holy and faithful in Christ 
Jesus; 2 May God our Father and the 
Lord Jesus Christ bless you and give 
you peace. 

What God Has Done 

3 Let us praise the God and Father 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, who in 
Christ has blessed us with every 
spiritual blessing in heaven. 

4 He has done what in His kindness 
He planned to do: Before He made 
the world, He who loved us- 
5 appointed us to be made His sons 
by Jesus Christ. In Him He chose us 
to be holy and blameless before 
Him *in order to praise the glory of 
the love He gave us in His dear 
Son, 7 who bought us with His 
blood to forgive our sins and set us 
free.

“And He put everything 
under His feet , and gave Him as the 
Head of everything to the church,

us what we are, creating us in 
Chrisl Jesus to do good works, in 
which God long ago planned for us 
to live. 

Jews and Non-Jews 

“Remember, then, physically you 
once were Gentiles, and those who 
call themselves “circumcised” 
(which is physical and done by 
human hands) called you 
“uncircumcised.” ,2 You were then 
without Christ, excluded from being 
citizens of Israel and strangers to the 
covenants that had the promise. You 
had no hope or God in the world. 

n Once you were far away, but 
now in Christ Jesus the blood of 
Christ has brought you near. '“He is 
our Peace: In His flesh He has made 
the Jew and the non-Jew one by 
breaking down the wall of enmity 
that kept them apart ,5 and by 


putting away the Law with its rules 
and regulations, in order to make the 
Jew and the non-Jew in Himself one 
new man (so making peace) 16 and 
to make both in one body friends 
with God by His cross, on which He 
killed the enmity. 17 And He came 
with the good news of peace to you 
who were far away and to us who 
were near, ’“since by one Spirit He 
enables both to come to the Father. 

,9 Then you are no longer foreign¬ 
ers or strangers but fellow citizens, a 
part of God’s holy people and 
members of His family. 20 You are 
built on the foundation of the 
apostles and prophets, and Christ 
Jesus Himself is the Cornerstone. 
2, In Him the whole building is fitted 
together and grows to be a holy 
temple in the Lord. 22 In Him you 
too are built up with the others to be 
God’s home in the Spirit. 

God's Purpose in Me 

3 For this reason I, Paul, whom 
Christ Jesus made a prisoner for 
you who are not Jews— a 2 surely 
you’ve heard how God gave me gifts 
of His love to bring you *and how 
He revealed to me the hidden truth, 
as I have briefly written. “When 
you read this, you can see I under¬ 
stand the hidden truth of Christ. 
5 The people of other times weren’t 
told about it as the Spirit now has 
revealed it to His holy apostles and 
prophets, “that in Christ Jesus the 
people who are not Jews have the 
same inheritance, belong to the same 
body, and have the same promise 
through the good news. 

7 I was made a servant of it by the 
gift of love God gave me by the 
working of His power. “To me, the 
least of all His holy people, He gave

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this gift of His love: to bring the 
news of the unsearchable riches of 
Christ to the non-Jews 9 and let 
everybody see clearly what God 
planned to do according to the truth 
hidden from the beginning in God, 
who created everything, 10 so that 
through the church God’s many- 
sided wisdom would now be shown 
to the rulers and authorities in 
heaven. "He planned it through 
the ages and then did it in Christ 
Jesus, our Lord. ,2 ln Him, by 
believing in Him, we have confi¬ 
dence and can boldly come to 
God. "So 1 ask you not to get 
discouraged by what I suffer for you. 
It is an honor to you. 

How Christ Loves Me 

M For this reason I kneel before the 
“Father," l5 from whom every 
group in heaven and on earth gets 
the name of “family," b ,6 and ask 
Him, as He is rich in glory, to give 
you this: that His Spirit will 
inwardly strengthen you with 
power, ’’Christ will live in your 
hearts by faith, and you will be 
firmly rooted and built up in 
love. ,0 so that you and all the holy 
people can grasp how broad and 
long and high and deep love 
is, ,9 and know how Christ loves 
us—more than we can know—and 
so you will be filled with all that is 
in God. 

z °Now to Him who by the power 
working in us can do far, far more 
than anything we ask or imagine, 
2, to Him be glory in the Church and 
in Christ Jesus to all ages forever. 
Amen. 


We Are One 

So 1, a prisoner in the Lord, urge 
you to live as people whom God 
has called should live. z Be humble 
and gentle in every way. be patient, 
and lovingly bear with one another. 
3 Do your best to keep the oneness of 
the Spirit by living together in 
peace: 'one body and one Spirit— 
even as you have been called to 
share one hope— s one Lord, one 
faith, one baptism, 6 one God and 
Father of all, who rules over us all, 
works through us all, and lives in us 
all. 

’But each of us has been given the 
gift measured out by Christ who 
gave it. "So it says: He went up on 
high, took prisoners, and gave gifts 
to people . "Now what can “He 
went up" mean but that He had gone 
down to the lower parts of the 
Pt66is earth? ,0 He who went down also 
“went up” above all the heavens to 
fill everything. "And He gave us 
some men to be apostles, some to 
speak the Word, some to tell the 
good news, some to be pastors and 
teachers, "in order to get His holy 
people ready to serve as workers and 
build the body of Christ 13 till all of 
us get to be one as we believe and 
know God’s Son, reach a mature 
manhood, and grow to the full 
height of Christ. "We shouldn’t be 
babies any longer, tossed and driven 
by every windy thing that is taught, 
by the trickery of men and their 
clever scheming in error. ,5 Let us 
tell the truth with love and in every 
way grow up into Him who is the 
Head—Christ. l6 He makes the 
whole body fit together, unites it by 
every contact with its support, and 
to the extent that each part is

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working He makes the body grow 
and builds it up in love. 

A New Life 

,7 So 1 tell you and call on you in 
the Lord not to live any more like the 
people of the world. Their minds are 
set on worthless things. "Their 
understanding is darkened. Their 
ignorance and their closed minds 
have made them strangers to the life 
God gives. ,9 Having lost their sense 
of right and wrong, they’ve given 
themselves up to a life of lust to 
practice every kind of vice with 
greed. 

20 But that is not what you learned 
when you got to know Christ, 2l if 
you have heard Him and in Him 
have been taught the truth as it is in 
Jesus. 22 Strip off your old self, 
which follows your former ways of 35Zc 
living and ruins you as it follows the * Pl 
desires that deceive you. "Become 2 *; 
new in the spirit of your minds, 
24 and put on the new self, which is 
created to be like God, righteous and 
holy in the truth. 

25 So don’t lie any more, but tell 
one another the truth, because we 
are members of one another. 26 5e 
angry but don’t sin. Don’t let the sun 
go down on your anger. 27 Don’t 
give the devil a chance to work. 

"Anyone who has been stealing 
should not steal any more, but 
instead work hard, doing something 
good with his own hands so that he 
has something to share with anyone 
in need. 29 Don’t say anything bad 
but only what is good, so that you 
help where there’s a need and 
benefit those who hear it. 

30 And don’t grieve God’s Holy 
Spirit, by whom you were sealed for 
the day when you will be set free. 

3l Get rid of ail bitter feelings, 
temper, anger, yelling, slander, and 


every way of hurting one another. 
32 Be kind to one another and 
tenderhearted, and forgive one an¬ 
other as God in Christ has forgiven 
you. 

You Are a Light 

As God’s dear children try to be 
like Him 2 and live in love as 
Christ loved us and gave Himself for 
us as a fragrant offering and sacrifice 
to God. 

3 Sexual sins, anything unclean, or 
greed shouldn't even be mentioned 
among you. This is the right attitude 
for holy people. 4 No shameful 
things, foolish talk, or coarse jokes! 
These aren’t proper. Instead give 
thanks. 5 Be sure of this, that 
nobody who is immoral, unclean, or 
greedy (a greedy person worships an 
„ e , 6 idol) has any share in the kingdom 
44 of Christ, who is God. 6 Don’t let 
JJJ'- anybody fool you with meaningless 
words. These things bring God’s 
anger and punishment on those who 
don’t obey the truth. 7 So don’t 
share their ways. 

"Once you were darkness, but now 
you are light in the Lord. Live as 
children of light, "since light pro¬ 
duces everything good and righteous 
and true. ,0 And test things to see if 
they please the Lord. ’’Don’t have 
anything to do with the works of 
darkness, from which no good can 
come. Instead show that they are 
wrong. ,2 We’re ashamed even to 
mention what such people do 
secretly. ,3 When you show that 
anything is wrong, it is seen in the 
light; anything you can see is as 
clear as light. H So it says: “Wake 
up, sleeper! Rise from the dead, and 
Christ will shine on you.’’ 

15 Be very careful, then, on how 
you live. Don’t be unwise but 
wise. l6 And make the most of your 
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opportunities because these are evil 
days. ,7 So don’t be foolish, but 
understand what the Lord wants. 
"Don’t get drunk on wine, which 
means wild living. But let the Spirit 
fill you 19 as you speak psalms, 
hymns, and songs to one another, 
and with your hearts sing and play 
music to the Lord, “always thank¬ 
ing God the Father for everything in 
the name of our Lord Jesus Christ. 


Husband and Wife 


2, As you respect Christ, submit 
to one another. 22 You married 
women, obey your husbands as you 
obey the Lord, “because a husband 
is the head of his wife as Christ is the 
Head of the church, which is His 
body that He saves. 24 Yes, as the 
Church obeys Christ, so wives 
should obey their husbands in 
everything. 

*You husbands, love your wives, 
as Christ loved the Church and gave 
Himself for it “to make it holy by 
washing it clean with water by the 
Word, 27 to have the Church stand 
before Him as something wonderful, 
without a spot or a wrinkle or 
anything like that; yes, it should be 
holy and without a fault. “This is 
how husbands should love their 
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wives, like their own bodies. A man 
who loves his wife is loving 
himself. “Nobody ever hated his 
own body. Everybody feeds it and 
treats it tenderly, as Christ does the 
church “because we are parts of 
His body. "This is why a man will 
leave his father and mother and live 
with his wife, and the two will be 
one flesh. 32 There’s a great truth 
hidden here—I mean that of Christ 


and the Church. ”But every one of 
you, too, love your wife as you love 
yourself. And a wife should respect 
her husband. 


Children and Parents 

6 Children, obey your parents in 
the Lord, because it is right. 

2 Honoryour father and mother —this 
is an important commandment with 
a promise: 3 it will be well with you. 
and you will live long on the earth. 

4 And you fathers, don’t make your 
children angry, but raise them by 
letting the Lord train and correct 
them. 

Servants and Masters 

5 You servants, obey those who are 
your masters in this world, with 
respect and trembling and as sin¬ 
cerely as you obey Christ, "working 
not only while you are being 
watched, as if you merely wanted to 
please men, but as servants of Christ 
who are glad to do what God wants 
them to do. ’Serve eagerly as you 
would serve the Lord and not merely 
men. "You know that if you do a 
good thing, the Lord will pay you 
back whether you are a slave or a 
free man. 

"You masters, treat your slaves in 
the same way, and stop threatening 
them. You know that they and you 
have one Master in heaven, and He 
doesn’t prefer one to another. 

Put on the l^7jo7e Armor 

“Finally, let the Lord and His 
mighty power make you strong. 
n Put on God’s whole armor, and you 
will be able to stand against the 
devil’s tricky ways. ,2 You’re not 
fighting against flesh and blood but 
against the rulers, authorities, and 
lords of this dark world, against the 
evil spirits that are above. 13 This is 
why you should take God’s whole 
armor; then you can resist when 
things are at their worst and having 
done everything, you can hold your 
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ground. "Stand, then, with truth as 
a belt fastened around your waist, 
with righteousness covering you as a 
breastplate, "and with shoes on 
your feet, ready to bring the good 
news of peace. ,6 Besides all these, 
take faith as the shield with which 
you can put out all the flaming 
arrows of the evil one. ,7 And take 
salvation as your helmet, and the 
Spirit’s sword, which is God’s Word. 

"Pray at all times in the Spirit, 
using every kind of prayer. Be alert 
and keep at it continually as you 
pray for all the holy people. 19 For 
me too, that when I start to talk I’ll 
be told what to say and will boldly 
tell the hidden truth of the good 


news 20 (for which I’m an ambassa¬ 
dor in chains) just as boldly as I 
must tell it. 

Farewell 

’’You should know what is 
happening to me and how I’m 
getting along. And so Tychicus, our 
dear fellow Christian and loyal 
"llllv helper in the Lord, will tell you 
ul'All everything. 2 Tm sending him to 
you to let you know about us and to 
encourage you.

You Are in My Heart 

3 Every time I think of you, I thank 
my God. ''Every time I pray for all 
of you, I always do it with 
joy 5 because you have shared in 
telling the good news from the first 
day till now. Tm sure that He who 
started a good work in you will go on 
to finish it till the day of Christ 
Jesus. 7 And it is right for me to feel 
like this about all of you. Whether 
I’m in my chains or defending and 
confirming the good news, you’re all 
in my heart as sharing God’s love 
with me. fi God knows how I long 
for you all with the tenderness of 
Christ Jesus. 

“And I pray your love will still 
grow more and more in knowledge 
and in every kind of understanding 
,0 so that you approve the better 
things and are pure, harming no¬ 
body, till the day of Christ, n as 
Jesus Christ has filled your life with 
righteous works by which you 
glorify and praise God. 

If Only Christ Is Preached 

,2 I want you to know, my fellow 
Christians, that what happened to 
me actually helped spread the good 
news n so that the governor’s whole 
palace and all the others have found 
out I’m in chains for Christ. H And 
so my chains have given most of our 


friends the confidence in the Lord to 
speak God’s Word more boldly and 
fearlessly than ever. 

,5 Some men are moved by jealousy 
and rivalry to preach Christ, but 
others by goodwill. ’“Those who 
love to preach Him know I’m 
appointed to defend the good 
news. ,7 But the others preach 
Christ selfishly, without a pure 
motive, and mean to stir up trouble 
for me even while I am in 
chains. '“But what does it mean? 
Only this, that in one way or 
another, whether their motive is 
false or real, they preach Christ— 
19 Job 13 *6 and I’m glad of that. 

Live or Die ? 

Yes, and I’m also going to be 
happy ’“because I know that your 
prayer and the help of the Spirit of 
Jesus Christ will make this turn out 
victoriously for me zo as I eagerly 
hope there will be nothing for me to 
be ashamed of. But by speaking very 
boldly I will now as always glorify 
Christ in my body by living or by 
dying 2 'since for me to live is 
Christ, and to die is gain. 22 If I live 
here in my body. I’ll enjoy the 
results of my work. And which 
would I like best? I don’t know. ”1 
find it hard to choose between the 
two. I want to leave and be with 
Christ; that is much better.

Live in Harmony

live in harmony, keep one purpose 
in mind. J Don’t be selfish or proud, 
but humbly treat others as better 
than yourselves. ‘Each of you, 
don’t be interested in your own 
things, rather in the things of others. 

Be like fesus 

5 Think just as Christ Jesus 
thought: 6 Although He was God, 
He decided not to take advantage of 
His being equal with God as though 
it were stolen goods, 7 but He 
emptied Himself, made Himself a 
slave, became like other human 
beings, 8 and was seen to have the 
ways of a man. He became obedient 
and humbled Himself till He died, 
yes. died on a cross. "That is why 
God also exalted Him up on high and 


gave Him the name above every

“But even if my life 
is poured out while I bring your faith 
as a sacrifice and service to God, I’m 
glad, and I’m happy with all of 
you. '“You too, be glad and be 
happy with me. 

Timothy and Epaphroditus 

,9 I hope in the Lord Jesus to send 
Timothy to you soon to get news 
about you that will cheer me up 
loo. 20 You see, I don’t have any¬ 
body who will take such a real 
interest in your welfare as he 
will. 21 All look after their own 
interests* nol after those of Jesus 
Christ. 22 But you know how he has 
stood the test, how like a son 
helping his father he worked hard 
with me to tell the good news. "So 
I expect to send him as soon as I see 
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what’s going to happen to me. 
"And I trust the Lord that I'll be 
coming soon too. 

“I feel I must send you Epaphrodi- 
tus. my fellow Christian, fellow 
worker, and fellow soldier, whom 
you sent to help me in my 
needs, “since he has been longing 
to see all of you and is feeling 
troubled because you heard he was 
sick. 27 He was sick and almost 
died, but God had pity on him and 
helped him; not only him but me, to 
keep me from having one sorrow 
after another. “So I’m especially 
eager to send him and give you the 
joy of seeing him again and to feel 
more relief myself. “So give him a 
very happy welcome in the Lord, 
and value men like him. “For the 
work of Christ he risked his life and 
almost died, to make up for the 
service you couldn’t give me. 

Only Christ 

Now, then, my fellow Chris¬ 
tians, be happy in the Lord. It is 
no trouble to write the same things 
to you, and it is necessary for your 
safety. 2 Look out for those dogs, 
look out for those who do wrong, 
look out for the men who circumcise 
only their bodies. 3 We are really 
the circumcised people, we who 
worship by God’s Spirit, are proud 
of Christ Jesus, and don’t trust 
anything human, Hhough I, too, 
have something human to trust. If 
anybody else thinks he has anything 
human to trust, I have more. 5 I was 
circumcised on the eighth day, a 
descendant of Israel of the tribe of 
Benjamin, a Hebrew son of Hebrew 
parents; in regard to the Law, a 
Pharisee, ‘so zealous I persecuted 
the church, and according to the 
Law so righteous nobody could find 
any fault with me. 


7 But any advantages I had I 
considered a loss for Christ. ‘Yes, I 
think it is all a loss because it is so 
much better to know Christ Jesus, 
my Lord. For Him I have lost 
everything and consider it garbage 
in order to win Christ 9 and find 
myself in Him, not having my own 
righteousness based on the Law but 
the righteousness that depends on 
faith, that God gives those who 
believe in Christ. ,a I want to know 
Him and the power of His resurrec¬ 
tion, to share His sufferings and be 
like Him in His death "if somehow 
I will get to be one of those who rise 
from the dead. 

,2 I don’t mean I have already 
reached this or am already at the 
goal, but I eagerly go after it to make 
it mine because Christ Jesus made 
me His own. "Fellow Christians, I 
don’t think I have it in my hands. 
But one thing I do: I forget what is 
behind, reach for what is ahead, 
"and with my eyes on the mark I go 
after the heavenly prize to which 
God has called us in Christ Jesus. 
"Let us all who are mature think this 
way. But if you think differently 
about anything, God will reveal this 
to you too. "Only be guided by 
what we have learned so far. 

Citizens of Heaven 

,7 My fellow Christians, all together 
imitate me more and more, and 
watch those who live according to 
the example we’re giving you. "As 
I have often told you and now tell 
you with tears, many live as the 
enemies of the cross of Christ. "In 
the end they will be destroyed. Their 
god is their belly, they glory in their 
shame, and their mind is on earthly 
things. “But we are citizens of 
heaven and look for the Lord Jesus 
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Christ to come from heaven as the 
Savior. 2, who will change our 
humble bodies and make them like 
His glorified body by the power by 
which He can make everything 
serve Him. 

4 And so, my fellow Christians. 

whom 1 love and long for. my 
joy and crown, stand firm in the 
Lord, dear friends. 

Two Women 

Z I urge Euodia and Syntyche to 
agree in the Lord. 3 And I beg you, 
mv true fellow worker, help them. 
They fought side by side with me in 
telling the good news, and with 
Clement and the rest of my fellow 
workers, whose names are in the 
book of life.

*Be happy in the Lord always! I’ll 
say it again: Be happy! Everybody 
should know how gentle you can be. 
The Lord is near. 6 Don’t worry 
about anything, but in everything go 
to God, and pray to let Him know 
what you want, and give thanks. 
Then God’s peace, better than all 
our thinking, will guard your hearts 
and minds in Christ Jesus. 

“Finally, my fellow Christians, 
keep your minds on all that is true or 
noble, right or pure, lovely or 
appealing, on anything that is 
excellent or that deserves praise. 
9 Do what you have learned, re¬ 
ceived, and heard from me and what 
you saw me do. Then the God of 
peace will be with you.

I Paul, apostle of Christ Jesus 
by God’s will, and our fellow 
worker Timothy, 2 to the holy and 
faithful fellow believers in Christ at 
Colossae: May God our Father bless 
you and give you peace. 

We’re Praying for You 

*ln our prayers for you we are 
always thanking God, the Father of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, "because we 
have heard how you believe in 
Christ Jesus and love all the holy 
people s and what you hope for is 
stored up for you in heaven. You 
heard of it before when you were 
told the truth of the good news 
"that has come to you. As it is 
producing fruit and growing all over 
the world, so it did among you since 
the day you heard it and got to know 
what it really means to have God 
love you, 7 as you learned it from 
Epaphras, our dear fellow servant, 
who is loyally serving Christ in our 
place. "And he's the one who told 
us about your love in the Spirit. 

9 That is why, since the day we 
heard of it, we haven’t stopped 
praying for you and asking God to 
fill you with a clear knowledge of 
His will by giving you every kind of 
spiritual wisdom and understand¬ 
ing 10 so that you live worthy of the 
Lord, aiming to please Him in every 
way as you produce every kind of 
good work and grow by knowing 
your God better. “We ask Him 
according to His wonderful might to 
strengthen you with all the power 


you need to endure patiently what¬ 
ever comes as you joyfully “thank 
the Father, who made you fit to 
share everything the holy people 
have in the light. 

God’s Son Brought Peace 

u He rescued us from the tyranny 
of darkness and transferred us into 
the kingdom of the Son He loves, 
,4 who paid the ransom to forgive our 
sins and set us free. l5 He is the 
image of the invisible God, born 
before and above everything 
created, ’"since in Him was created 
everything you can see and cannot 
see in heaven and on earth— 
thrones, lords, rulers, or powers— 
everything was created by Him and 
for Him. ,7 He was before every¬ 
thing, and He holds everything 
together. '"He is the Head of the 
Church, which is His body. He is the 
Beginning, the first among the dond 
to become alive that He may be first 
in everything. ,9 God decided to 
have His whole being live in 
Him 20 and by Him to reconcile to 
Himself 3 everything on earth and in 
heaven in a peace made by the blood 
on His cross. 

Our Work Among You 

2, Once you were strangers to God 
and in your hearts His enemies, 
doing wicked things, “but now by 
dying in His human body He has 
made of you enemies friends in 
order to have you stand before Him 
without sin or fault or blame “if, of 


a God and the world, who are enemies, become friends in Christ. 
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course, you continue in your faith to 
stand firm on the foundation and are 
not moved from the hope of the good 
news you heard. This has been 
preached to every creature under 
heaven, and I. Paul, was made its 
servant. 

“I delight to suffer for you now 
and in my body am enduring what 
still needs to be endured of Christ’s 
sorrows for His body, which is the 
church. “God made me its servant 
when He gave me this work among 
you in order to do everything God 
meant to do by His Word. “This 
was a mystery hidden from the 
people of all the ages but now shown 
to His holy people, "whom God 
wanted to tell how rich among the 
non-Jews is the glory of this hidden 
truth: Christ, the Hope of glory, is in 
you 

“Him we preach, warning every¬ 
one and teaching everyone, using 
every kind of wisdom, in order to 
present everyone perfect in Christ. 
2< This is what I’m working for. 
struggling like an athlete by His 
power that is working mightily in 
me. 

1 want you to know how much 
I’m struggling for you and the 
people of Laodicea and all who 
haven’t seen me face to face. *to 
encourage you, as you're bound 
together by love, to be ever so richly 
convinced in vour understanding 
and to know r well God’s hidden 
truth, that is Christ. J in whom are 
hidden all the treasures of wisdom 
and knowledge. 4 I say this so that 
nobody will mislead you by fine- 
sounding arguments. 5 Although 
I’m away from you. I’m with you in 
spirit and delight to see how orderly 
and firm you are in your faith in 
Christ. 


You Live in Christ 

h Just as you accepted Christ Jesus 
as your Lord, so live in Him. 7 In 
Him be rooted, built up, and 
strengthened in your faith, as you 
were taught, and overflow with 
thanksgiving. 

"Be careful or somebody will 
capture you by his philosophy, 
tricking you with meaningless 
words, as he follows the traditions of 
men and the elements of the world 
but not Christ. 

°ln Him, that is, in His body, lives 
all the fullness of the Deity. 10 And in 
Him, who is the Lord of all rulers 
and powers, you have a full 
life. "In Him you also were cir¬ 
cumcised, not by human hands but 
by ..putting away the sinful body by 
the circumcision of Christ ,2 since 
in baptism you were buried with 
Him and raised with Him through 
faith produced by the power of God, 
who raised Him from the dead. 

"Yes, you who were dead in sins 
and in your uncircumcised bodies 
He has made alive with Him when 
He forgave us all our sins, "wiped 
out the Law’s demands that were 
against us and took them out of the 
way by nailing them to the cross. 
“He stripped rulers and powers of 
their armor and made a public show 
of them as He triumphed over them 
in Christ. 

Man-made Rules 

“Then nobody should say you are 
wrong in what you eat or drink or do 
on a festival, on the first of the 
month, or on a Sabbath. "These 
have been a shadow of the coming 
things, but the real things are in 
Christ. 

“Nobody who likes to be humble 
and worship angels should con- 
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demn you. Such a person goes on 
searching his visions and without a 
reason is puffed up by his fleshly 
mind. ’*He doesn't cling to the 
Head, who by being in touch with 
the whole body nourishes it and by 
its ligaments binds it together to 
make it grow as God gives it growth. 

“With Christ you have died to the 
elements of the world. Then why, as 
though you were living with the 
world, do you let others dictate to 
you: "‘‘Don’t take hold, don’t taste, 
and don’t touch”? “These are rules 
about all such things as are meant to 
be used up and pass away. You are 
doing what men order and teach; 
“this looks like wisdom, with its 
self-imposed worship, humble way, 
and harsh treatment of the body. But 
it lacks honor—it serves the full 
enjoyment of the flesh. 

In Christ We Put Away Sin , Pi . 

10 Gn 

Now if you were raised with 
Christ, be eager for the things 
that are above, where Christ is 
sitting at the right of God. z Keep 
your mind on things above, not on 
earthly things. 3 You see, you have 
died, and your life is hidden with 
Christ in God. 4 When Christ, your 
Life, appears, then you too will 
appear with Him in glory. 

s fCill, then, what is earthly in you: 
sexual sin, uncleanness, passion, 
evil lust, and greed, which is idol 
worship; *these are bringing down 
God’s anger. 7 Once you also prac¬ 
ticed them when you lived in 
them. 'But now also get rid of all 
such things as anger, rage, malice, 
slander, and dirty talk. *Don’t lie to 
one another, seeing that you have 
put away your old self and its 
ways "and have put on the new 
self, which is continually renewed 
in knowledge to be like Him who 


made him. ’’Here there is no Greek 
or Jew, circumcised or uncircum¬ 
cised, barbarian, Scythian, slave or 
free, but Christ is everything and in 
everything. 

Live as God's People 

,2 Then, as holy people whom God 
has chosen and loved, be tender¬ 
hearted, kind, humble, gentle, 
patient; “bear with one another 
and forgive one another if you have a 
complaint against anyone. Forgive 
as the Lord forgave you. "With all 
this have love, which binds it all 
together to make it perfect. 

,5 Let the peace of Christ, to which 
you were called as one body, be in 
your hearts to decide things for you. 
And be thankful. ,6 Let Christ’s 
Word live richly in you as you teach 
t and warn one another, using every 
* 13 kind of wisdom. With thankful 
^ hearts sing psalms, hymns, and 
spiritual songs to God. ,7 And 
everything you say or do, do it in the 
name of the Lord Jesus, and by Him 
give thanks to God the Father. 

Parents, Children, and Slaves 

ir You married women, submit tn 
your husbands as it is right in the 
Lord. ir You husbands, love your 
wives, and don't be harsh with 
them. 

“You children, obey your parents 
in everything. This is pleasant when 
it is done in the Lord. "Parents, 
don’t irritate your children, or they 
will get discouraged. 

^ou slaves, obey your earthly 
masters in everything. Don’t serve 
them only when they are watching 
you, as if you meant only to please 
them, but sincerely because you 
respect the Lord. "Whatever you 
do, work heartily as for the Lord and 
not for men, "because you know 
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the Lord will give you the inheri¬ 
tance as your reward. Serve the Lord 
Christ. 2 The man who does wrong 
will get paid for the wrong he has 
done, and there will be no excep¬ 
tions. 

4 You masters, be just and fair to 
your slaves because you know 
you too have a Master in heaven. 

Winning the Others 

J Keep on praying, watch as you 
pray, and give thanks. 3 At the same 
time also pray for us that God will 
open a door for the Word and let us 
tell the hidden truth of Christ, for 
w r hich I am in chains, 4 that I may 
make it as well known as I should. 

s Be wise in the way you live with 
those who are outside, and make 
the most of your opportunities. 

“Always talk pleasantly, season 
your talk with salt so you will know 
how you should answer everyone. 

Tychicus and Onesimus 

Tychicus. a dear fellow Christian, 
loyal helper and fellow servant in 
the Lord, will tell you all about 
me. Tm sending him to you to 
bring you the news about us and 
encourage you. 9 Onesimus, our 
loyal and dear fellow Christian who 
is one of you, is with him. They will 


tell you about everything that is 
happening here. 

Greetings 

,0 Aristarchus, my fellow prisoner, 
sends greetings. So does Mark, the 
cousin of Barnabas. You received 
directions about him. If he comes to 
you, welcome him. "Jesus, called 
Justus, also greets you. They are the 
only Jews working with me for God’s 
kingdom. They’ve been a comfort to 
me. "Epaphras, one of your men, a 
servant of Christ Jesus, greets you. 
He is always wrestling in prayer 
for you that you will stand mature 
and convinced in everything God 
wants. n I assure you he works hard 
for you and the people in Laodicea 
and Hierapolis. "Luke, the doctor 
and dear friend, and Demas greet 
you. ,5 Greet the fellow Christians 
in Laodicea, and Nympha and the 
church that meets at her home. 

16 When this letter has been read to 
you, have it read also in the church 
at Laodicea, and see that you also 
read the letter from Laodicea. 

I7 Tell Archippus, “See that you do 
all the work you were given to do as 
the Lord’s servant.” 

'"L Paul, am writing this greeting 
with my own hand. Remember I’m 
in chains. May the Lord be gracious 
unto you.

WRITES THE FIRST LETTER TO THE 


THESSALONIANS 


I Paul, Silas, and Timothy to 
the church of the Thessalonians 
which is in God the Father and the 
Lord Jesus Christ: Blessing to you 
and peace! 

The Good News 

We always thank God for all of 
you and mention you in our 
prayers, ’never forgetting before 
our God and Father how your faith is 
working, your love is toiling, and 
your hope in our Lord Jesus Christ is 
enduring. 4 We know, fellow Chris¬ 
tians, whom God has loved, that He 
has chosen you, because the good 
news we told wasn’t just words to , 
you, but it had power, the Holy 
Spirit, and a strong conviction; you 
know this is the kind of men we 
proved to be among you for your 
good. ‘And you became just like us 
and like the Lord as you welcomed 
the Word, which brought you much 
suffering, with such joy in the Holy 
Spirit ’that you became a model for 
all the believers in Macedonia and 
Greece. "Not only has the Lord’s 
Word spread from you through 
Macedonia and Greece, but every¬ 
where people have heard of your 
faith in God so that we don’t need to 
say anything. *They tell how we 
came to you and you turned from the 
idols to God, to serve a God who 
lives and is real "and to wait for 
His Son to come from heaven— 
whom He raised from the dead— 
Jesus, who saves us from the 
punishment that is coming. 

You know, my fellow Chris¬ 
tians, our coming to you wasn’t 


in vain. *We had suffered and been 
shamefully mistreated in Philippi, 
as you know. But then we took 
courage in our God to tell you God's 
good news though it meant a hard 
struggle. 

J Our appeal isn’t based on error or 
an unclean desire, and we aren’t 
tricking you. 4 No, we have God’s 
approval to be entrusted with the 
good news. And so we tell it, not to 
please people but God, who tests our 
hearts. 5 We never flattered, as you 
know, or found excuses to make 
money, as God knows, ‘nor did we 
try to get you or other people to 
praise us. although we can claim 
respect as apostles of Christ. 

You Are Dear to Us 

’But we became children when we 
were with you—and like a mother 
tenderly caring for her children 
"So we longed for you and were 
determined to share with you not 
only God’s good news but our own 
lives, so dear had you become to 
us. *You remember, my fellow 
Christians, how hard we worked and 
struggled. Night and day working for 
our living, not to burden any of you, 
we preached God’s good news to 
you. "You are witnesses and God 
too, how holy, righteous, and 
blameless we proved to be to you 
who believe. 11 As you know, like a 
father urging his children we used to 
urge, encourage, and warn every one 
of you ,2 to live worthy of God, who 
is calling you into His kingdom and 
glory. 

,5 We continually thank God also- 
Corinth. A.D. 50 
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for this, that when you accepted 
God’s Word, which you heard from 
us. you didn’t accept it as the word 
of men but as the Word of God, 
which it really is. And it is working 
in you who believe. 

"You, our fellow Christians, be¬ 
came just like God’s churches in 
Christ Jesus that are in Judea, since 
you suffered the same things from 
your own people as they did from 
the Jews. ,s These killed the Lord 
Jesus and the prophets and drove us 
out. They don’t please God, are 
opposed to everybody, ,6 and try to 
keep us from talking to the non-Jews 
to save them, and so they always fill 
up the cup of their sins. Now God is 
angry with them forever. 

17 My fellow Christians, when we 
were torn from you like orphans for 
a little while—you were out of sight 
but not out of mind—we were all the 16 Gn 
more eagerly and intensely longing 
to see you. ,8 We wanted to come to 
you—I, Paul, wanted to again and 
again—but the devil stopped us. 

,9 After all, who is our hope or joy 
or crown of glory before our Lord 
Jesus when He comes? Aren’t you 
that? 20 Why, you are our glory and 
joy! 

We Long to See You 

When we couldn’t stand it any 
longer, we thought it best to be 
left alone in Athens, 2 and we sent 
Timothy, our fellow Christian who 
works with God in telling the good 
news of Christ, to strengthen you 
and encourage you in your faith, 

3 so that these troubles will not 
disturb anyone, because you know 
they are planned for us. 4 When we 
were with you, we warned you, 
“We’re going to suffer.” And so it 
happened, as you know. 5 That’s 
why I couldn't stand it any longer, 


and I sent to find out about your 
faith. I was afraid the Tempter had 
in some way tempted you and our 
work was wasted. 

6 But now Timothy came back to us 
from you and told us the good news 
of your faith and love, also that you 
always think kindly of us and long 
to see us as we long to see you. 7 So 
you, fellow Christians, by your faith 
have encouraged us in all our 
distress and trouble. B Now we live 
if you stand firm in the Lord. 

9 How can we thank God for all the 
joy you give us before our God ,0 as 
day and night we are most ardently 
praying to see you face to face and to 
supply whatever is lacking in your 
faith? "May our God and Father 
Himself and the Lord Jesus lead us 
to you. 

,2 The Lord make you grow in love 
" ,6 and overflow with it for one another 
7 0 6 2S and for everybody, just as we love 
you, 13 and so may He give you 
inward strength to be holy and 
without a fault before our God and 
Father when our Lord Jesus comes 
with all His holy ones! Amen. 

Live to Please God 

4 And now, my fellow Christians, 
this is what we ask and urge you 
to do in the Lord Jesus. You learned 
from us how you must live and 
please God, and that is how you are 
living. But now do so more and 
more. 2 You know what instruc¬ 
tions we gave you by the Lord 
Jesus. 3 God wants you to be holy 
and keep away from sexual sin. 
4 Every one of you should know how 
to get a wife in a holy and honorable 
way J and not in the way of 
passionate lust like the people of 
the world who don't know God. 
6 Nobody should wrong and cheat 
his fellow Christian in business. 
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because the Lord avenges all these 
things, as we told you and warned 
you before. 7 God didn’t call us to 
be unclean but holy. “Now, if 
anyone rejects this, he doesn't reject 
a man but God, who gives you His 
Holy Spirit. 

9 You don't need anyone to write 
you about brotherly love, because 
God has taught you to love one 
another, 10 and you are practicing it 
toward all the Christians all over 
Macedonia. But we urge you, my 
fellow Christians, grow more and 
more, ”do your best to live quietly, 
mind your own business, and work 
with your hands, as we ordered you 
to do, ,2 so that you live nobly with 
those who are not Christians— 
without needing anything.

1J We want you to know about 3 / 
those who go to their rest, my fellow 8 .* ■ 
Christians, so you don’t grieve like 
the others, who have no hope. 14 We 
believe that Jesus died and rose 
again; then God will in the same way 
through Jesus bring with Him those 
who went to their rest. ls We tell 
you only what the Lord has told us: 

We who are left behind and are still 
living when the Lord comes will not 
get ahead of those who went to their 
rest.

17 breastplate and the hope of salva¬ 
tion as a helmet. 9 God didn’t 
appoint us to be punished by His 
anger but to be saved by our Lord 
Jesus Christ, 10 who died for us so 
that, awake or asleep, we may live 
with Him. n Then encourage one 
another and strengthen one another 
just as you are doing. 

Some Last Words 

,2 We ask you, fellow Christians, to 
appreciate the men who work with 
you and lead you in the Lord and 
warn you.

,4 We urge you, fellow Christians, 
warn those who are disorderly, 
cheer up those who are discouraged, 
help the weak, be patient with 
everybody.

The Man of Sin 

Our Lord Jesus Christ is coming, 
and we’ll be gathered to meet 
Him.

“spirit” message or by any word or 
letter that seemed to come from us, 

. saying “The day of the Lord has 
already come!” 3 Don’t let anybody 
deceive you in any way. First there 
must be a revolt, and the man of sin 
must be revealed, who is doomed to 
i destruction, “who opposes and sets 
himself above anyone who is called 
God or anything we worship, so that 
he sits in God’s temple and 
proclaims he is God. 

5 Don’t you remember I told you 
this when I was still with you? 
6 And now you know what’s holding 
him back so that he will be revealed 
when his time comes. 7 This wick¬ 
ed thing is already working secretly, 
but only till he who is now holding 
it back gets out of the way. Then 
the wicked one will be revealed, and 
the Lord Jesus will destroy him with 
the breath of His mouth and wipe 
him out by coming and showing 
Himself. ’The coming of this wick¬ 
ed one is the work of the devil, who 
uses every kind of false power, 
miracle, and wonder, ,0 and every 
wicked way to deceive those who 
are perishing because they refused 

Corinth. A.D. 50 
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to love the truth and be saved. 
"That is why God sends them a 
power to deceive them so they will 
believe the lie ,2 and all will be 
condemned who did not believe the 
truth but delighted in wrong. 

God Has Chosen You 

,3 But we always have to thank God 
for you. mv fellow Christians, whom 
the Lord loves, because in the 
beginning God chose you to be made 
holv by the Spirit, to believe the 
truth, and so to be saved. M For this 
purpose He called you by the good 
news we tell; He wants you to have 
the glory of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

,s Stand then, fellow Christians, 
and cling to the instructions we gave 
you when we spoke to you or wrote 
to you. 

,6 Now our Lord Jesus Christ 
Himself and God our Father, who uoi 
loved us and by His love gave us an 
everlasting comfort and a good 
hope. t7 inwardly comfort and 
strengthen you to do and say 
everything that is good. 

Pray for Us 

Finally, my fellow Christians, 
pray for us that the Lord’s Word 
will run well and win glory as it did 
among you 2 and we’ll be rescued 
from wrong-minded and wicked 
people. Not everybody has faith. 

J But the Lord is faithful. He will 
strengthen you and protect you 
against the evil one. 4 We are 
certain in the Lord you are doing 
and will be doing what we order you 
to do. 5 And may the Lord lead you 
to realize how Cod loves you and 
how patiently Christ suffered. 


Work 

fi Now we order you, fellow Chris¬ 
tians, in the name of our Lord Jesus 
Christ to keep away from any 
Christian who refuses to live and 
work as we instructed you. ’You 
know how you should imitate us. 
We were not idle when we were 
with you B and took no free meals 
from anyone but worked hard and 
struggled day and night in order not 
to burden any of you. 9 Not as 
though we didn’t have a right to get 
support. No, we wanted to give you 
an example to imitate. ,0 And while 
we were with you, we gave you the 
order, "If anyone doesn’t want to 
work, he shouldn’t eat." 

u We hear that some of you are 
living a lazy life, not doing any 
work, but being busybodies. w Such 
people we order and encourage by 
33,2 the Lord Jesus Christ to work quietly 
and eat their own bread. ,3 And 
you, fellow Christians, don’t get 
tired of doing good. 

l4 If anyone will not listen to what 
we say in this letter, mark him. and 
don’t have anything to do with him, 
so he will feel ashamed. ,5 Don’t 
treat him like an enemy, but warn 
him like a brother.

The goal of our instruction is love 
flowing from a pure heart from a 
good conscience, and from a sincere 
faith. 'Certain people have failed to 
And this and have turned to silly 
talk They want to be teachers of 
the Law but don't understand what 
they say or the things they so 
confidently express. 

*But we know the Law is good if it 
is used as it was meant to be 
used. *if we keep in mind that the 
Law is not meant for a righteous man 
but for those who break the Law and 
rebel against it. the ungodly and 
sinners, those who live unholy lives 
and insult holy things, those who 
kill their fathers or mothers, 
murderers, "men who sin sexually 
with women or with other men. 
slave dealers, those who lie or swear 
to lies—and anything else that is 
contrary to sound teaching 'This 
is according to the good news of the 
glory of God. the Blessed, that was 
entrusted to me. 


God Was Merciful to Me 

T thank Christ Jesus, our Lord, 
whose power has been in me. He 
thought I could be trusted and 
appointed me to do His work 
^although I used to slander, perse¬ 
cute. and shamefully mistreat Him. 
But He was merciful to me because, 
when I didn't believe. I didn’t know 
what I was doing. M Our Lord 
poured His undeserved kindness on 
me. hringing faith and love in Quisf 
Jesus. 

"We can trust this statement and 
accept it absolutely: Christ Jesus 
came into the world to save sinners 
I am the worst of them, "but God 
was merciful to me so that Jesus 
Christ would first show in me all His 
long-suffering and make me an 
example to those who are going to 
believe in Him and live forever 
To the everlasting King, the immor¬ 
tal. invisible, and only God. he* 
honor and glory forever. Amen. 

Fight and Pray 

Tm giving you these instructions, 
my son Timothy, according to the- 
prophecies made earlier about you. 
In the spirit of those prophecies fight; 
a good fight "with faith and a good; 
conscience. Some refused to listeir 
to their conscience and suffered 
shipwreck in their faith. "Among 
them are Hymenaeus and Alexan¬ 
der. whom I turned over to the devil 
to teach them not to slander holy 
things. 

I urge you. as most important of 
all. to ask. pray, plead, and give* 
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thanks for ail people, 2 for kings 
and all who are over us, so that we 
may live quietly and peacefully and 
be godly and noble in every 
way. This is good and pleases God 
our Savior, 4 who wants all people 
to be saved and to come to know the 
truth. 

5 There is one God, and One who 
brings God and men together, the 
Man Christ Jesus, “who gave Him¬ 
self as a ransom to free all people, 
and this was announced at the right 
times. Tor this purpose I was 
appointed a preacher and an apostle 
(I’m telling the truth and not lying) 
to teach the non-Jews to believe the 
truth. 

“So I want the men to pray 
everywhere, lifting up holy hands, 
not in a mood of anger or argument. 

Women 

’Women should dress in decent 
clothes, modestly and properly, 
without braiding their hair, without 
gold, pearls, or expensive dresses 
,D but as it is proper for women who 
promise to worship God with good 
works. 

"A woman should learn in si¬ 
lence, completely submitting 
herself. ,Z I don't let a woman teach 
and have authority over a man; she 
should keep silent. ’The reason is 
that Adam was formed first, then 
Eve. N And Adam wasn’t deceived; 
the woman was deceived and so fell 
into sin. ,s But women, having 
children, will be saved if they live in 
faith, love, and holiness, and use 
good judgment. 

Church Workers 

3 You can depend on this: If 
anyone sets his heart on being a 
pastor, he wants to do a noble kind 
of work. 2 Now, a pastor must be 


blameless, the husband of one wife, 
not drinking too much wine, a man 
of good judgment and fine behavior, 
kind to guests, able to teach, 3 no 
drunkard, not violent but gentle, not 
quarrelsome, not one who loves 
money. 4 He should manage his 
own family well and have his 
children obey him as he treats them 
very seriously. 5 If anyone doesn’t 
know how to manage his own 
family, how can he take care of 
God’s church? 6 He should not be a 
person who has just been won, or he 
may feel proud and so be con¬ 
demned with the devil. The peo¬ 
ple outside the church must speak 
well of him, or he may fall into 
disgrace and the devil’s snare. 

“In the same way the helpers in the 
church should be serious, sincere in 
speech, not drinking a lot of wine, 
not greedy. “With a clear con¬ 
science they should keep the hidden 
truth they believe. ’They too 
should first be tested; then if no fault 
is found in them, they should 
serve. n In the same way the wives 
should be serious, not slandering, 
not drinking too much wine, but 
trustworthy in every way. 12 A 
church worker should be the hus¬ 
band of one wife and should manage 
his children and his home well. 

’’When they have served well, they 
get a good standing and can talk very 
confidently of their faith in Christ 
Jesus. 

We Bring the Truth 

T hope to come to you soon but 
am writing you this 13 so that if I’m 
delayed you know how people 
should behave in God’s family, 
which is the church of the living 
God, a pillar and support of the 
truth. 
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16 It must be admitted: Deep is 
the mystery of our faith! 

He appeared in flesh, 
became righteous in spirit, 
was seen by angels, 
was preached among nations, 
was believed in the world, 
was taken up in glory. 

Danger Ahead 

The Spirit says clearly that in 
later times some will turn away 
from the faith as they listen to spirits 
who deceive and to what devils 
teach 2 and are taken in by the 
hypocrisy of liars branded in their 
consciences as the devil’s slaves, 
3 who order people not to marry and 
to keep away from foods that God 
created to be eaten with thanks by 
those who believe and know the 
truth. '‘Everything God created is 
good. We shouldn’t reject any of it 
but take it and thank God for 
it, 5 because the Word of God and 
prayer make it holy. 

How to Serve Christ 

6 Point these things out to our 
fellow Christians, and you will be a 
good servant of Christ Jesus, nour¬ 
ished by the words of the faith and 
of the sound teaching you have 
followed. 7 Don’t have anything to 
do with unholy stories such as old 
women tell. Train yourself for a 
godly life. "Training the body helps 
a little, but godliness helps in every 
way, having a promise of life here 
and hereafter 9 (you can trust His 
Word and accept it absolutely); 
10 that is what we work and struggle 
for, because our hope is in the living 
God, who is the Savior of all people, 
especially of those who believe. 

"Order them to do these things, 
and keep on teaching. 

"Don’t let anyone look down on 


you because you’re young, but be an 
example to those who believe, in 
speech, behavior, love, faith, and 
purity. "Till I come, take care of' 
the public reading, encouragement, 
and teaching. "Don’t neglect the' 
gift you have which was given you 
by prophecy when the elders laid 
their hands on you. "Practice these 
things, continue in them, so that i 
everybody can see your progress. 
"Watch yourself and your teaching 
Keep right on in these things. If you* 
do that, you will save yourself and 
those who hear you. 

Don’t be harsh with an older 
man, but encourage him like a 
father, young men like brothers 
2 older women like mothers, younger 
women like sisters, keeping yourselfi 
altogether pure. 

Take Care of Widows 

3 Treat with respect widows win; 
are all alone. Mf any widow has 
children or grandchildren, these 
should learn as their first duty tc 
respect their own family and repa> 
their parents, because that pleases 
God. 5 A widow who is all alom 
and forsaken trusts the Lord anc 
keeps on praying day and night 
6 But one who lives for pleasure is 
dead while she lives. 

7 Order them to do these things sc 
that they can’t be criticized. "1 
anyone doesn’t take care of his owi 
relatives, especially his family, h«< 
has denied the faith and is worst' 
than an unbeliever. 9 Put a widow 
on your list if she isn’t under sixty, i 
she was faithful to her husband, ,0 i 
people tell about the good she ha:.* 
done, if she raised children, weh 
corned strangers, washed the feet O' 
holy people, helped the sufferings 
and was busy doing every kind o 
good work. "But don’t put younge r 
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widows on the list. When they feel 
vigorous and turn against Christ, 
they want to marry 12 and so are 
guilty of breaking the pledge they 
made in the beginning. “At the 
same time they learn to be idle and 
go around in the homes. And they’re 
not only idle but gossiping and 
meddling, saying things they 
shouldn’t say. 

"So I want younger women to 
marry, have children, manage their 
homes, and give the enemy no 
chance to slander them. “Some 
have already left us to follow the 
devil. ,6 If any believing woman has 
widows, she should help them and 
not let them be a burden to the 
church, so that the church may help 
those widows who are all alone. 

'Tastors who lead well should be 
considered worthy of double honor, 
especially if their work is preaching 19 0( | 54 
and teaching, “because the Bible 190119,s 
says: When an ox is treading out the 
grain, don't muzzle him, and “a 
worker deserves his pay.” a 

“Don’t accept an accusation 
against a pastor unless it is support¬ 
ed by two or three witnesses. 
z Those who keep on sinning, correct 
before everybody in order to make 
the others afraid. 

Z, I solemnly call on you before 
God and Christ Jesus and the chosen 
angels to keep these things without a 
prejudice and without a preference 
for anyone in anything you do. 

“Don't be in a hurry to ordain 
anyone. Don’t share in the sins of 
others. Keep yourself pure. 

"Don’t drink water only, but use a 
little wine for your stomach because 
you are often sick. 

"Anybody can see the sins of 
some people as these sins go ahead 


of them to judgment, but the sins of 
others follow them there. "And so 
anybody can also see good works, 
and even when they can’t be seen, 
they can’t stay hidden. 

Slaves and Masters 

All who are under the yoke of 
slavery should think of their 
masters as men who deserve every 
respect, so that God’s name and 
what we teach isn’t slandered. 2 If 
you have masters who believe, don’t 
think less of them because they are 
fellow Christians, but serve them all 
the better because those who get the 
benefit of your work are believers 
and dear to you. 

Religion and Contentment 

Teach and urge them to do these 
things. Tf anyone teaches anything 
else and will not agree with the 
sound words of our Lord Jesus 
Christ and godly teaching, lie is 
proud and doesn’t know anything; 
he has a morbid craving for debates 
and arguments, which produce 
jealousy, quarreling, insults, evil 
suspicions, Continued wrangling 
of people whose minds are corrupt, 
who have lost the truth and think 
religion is a way to make money. 

6 Of course, there’s a big profit in 
religion if we’re satisfied. 7 We 
didn’t bring anything into the world, 
and we can’t take anything out. “If 
we have food and clothing, we should 
be satisfied. 

9 But people who want to get rich 
fall into temptation and a snare and 
many foolish and harmful desires 
that drown them in destruction and 
ruin. “Love of money is a root of 
all evils, and some people, eager to 
get rich, have wandered away from 
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the faith and pierced themselves 
with much pain. 

Fight the Good Fight 

"But you, man of God, flee from 
these things. Be eager to be right¬ 
eous, godly, full of faith and love, 
able to endure, gentle. l2 Fight the 
good fight of faith, take hold of the 
everlasting life to which you were 
called when you made a good 
confession before many witnesses. 

13 I order you before God, from 
whom comes all life, and before 
Christ Jesus, who testified before 
Pontius Pilate and made a good 
confession, 14 that you do what you 
are ordered, without spot or blame, 
till our Lord Jesus Christ appears. 
l5 At His own right time God will 
show Him to us—He, the blessed 
and only Ruler, the King of kings 


and Lord of lords, ,6 who alone 
cannot die, who lives in a light to 
which no one can come near, whom 
no one has ever seen or can see. To 
Him be honor and power forever. 
Amen. 

,7 Tell those who are rich in this' 
world not to feel proud and not to 
trust anything as uncertain as riches 
but to trust God, who richly gives us 
everything to enjoy. ,0 Tell them to 
do good, to be rich in good works, toi 
be glad to give and share, 19 and sn 
to store up for themselves a treasure, 
a good foundation for the future, and 
to take hold of the life that is real. 

z0 Timothy, guard what has been 
entrusted to you. Turn away from 
empty, unholy talk and contradicto¬ 
ry statements of what is falsely- 
called knowledge. 21 Some claim tn 
have it and have lost their faith.

I Paul, apostle of Christ Jesus, 
by God's will because God 
promised life in Christ Jesus, 2 to 
Timothy, my dear son—God the 
Father and Christ Jesus, our Lord, 
give you blessing, mercy, and peace! 

M thank God —whom I. like my 
fathers, serve with a clear con¬ 
science—when I remember you in 
my prayers, as I never fail to do day 
and night. ^Remembering your 
tears, I long to see you and so to be 
perfectly happy. 5 I recall how 
sincere vour faith was; just as it 
lived in your grandmother Lois and 
your mother Eunice before you, so I 
am convinced it is in you too. 

Stir Up God’s Gift 

6 That is why l remind you to stir 
into a flame God’s gift that is in you 
through the laying on of my 
hands. ’God didn’t give us a 
cowardly Spirit but a Spirit of power 
and love and good judgment. “So 
don’t be ashamed to tell about our 
Lord, and don’t be ashamed of me. 
His prisoner, but with God’s power 
to back us, join me in suffering for 
the good news. 9 He saved us and 
called us to be holy, not because we 
did anything, but because He 
planned a gift of His grace and gave it 
to us in Christ Jesus before the world 
began; 10 it has now come to light by 
the coming of our Savior Christ 
Jesus. He took away the power of 
death and by the good news brought 
into the light the life that can’t be 
destroyed. “To tell about it, I was 
appointed a preacher, apostle, and 
teacher. 


,2 That is why I suffer as I do, but 
I’m not ashamed, because I know 
Him whom I trust, and I’m sure He 
can keep for that day what I have 
entrusted to Him. 

,3 With a faith and a love in Christ 
Jesus keep what you heard me say as 
an example of sound teaching. 
H With the help of the Holy Spirit 
living in us, guard the good thing 
entrusted to you. 

Onesiphorus 

,s You know how everybody in the 
province of Asia deserted me, 
including Phygelus and Hermo- 
genes. 

,s The Lord be merciful to the 
family of Onesiphorus because he 
often cheered me up. He didn't feel 
ashamed of my being a prisoner, 
,7 but coming to Rome, he searched 
hard for me and found me. ’“May 
the Lord let him find mercy from the 
Lord on that day. And you know 
very well all he did to help me in 
Ephesus. 

Be a Good Soldier 

You, my son, let God’s love in 
Christ Jesus make you strong, 
2 and what you heard me say before 
many witnesses entrust to faithful 
people who will be able to teach 
others. 

’Share hardships with me like a 
good soldier of Christ Jesus. 4 If 
you’re in the army, you don’t get 
tangled up with the ways of making 
a living; you want to please him who 
made you a soldier. 5 If you enter a 
contest, you win a prize only if you 
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compete according to the rules. *If 
you work the ground, you should 
be the first to get what grows on 
it. Try to understand what I say, 
because the Lord will give you 
understanding in everything. 

“Keep in mind Jesus Christ risen 
from the dead, a descendant of 
David—this is the good news I 
tell. *For this I’m suffering and am 
even chained like a criminal. But 
God’s Word isn’t chained. ,r rhat*s 
why I can endure anything for the 
chosen people to have them get 
salvation in Christ Jesus and ever¬ 
lasting glory. "You can depend on 
this: If we have died with Him, we’ll 
live with Him. “If we endure, we’ll 
rule with Him. If we disown Him, 
He’ll disown us. ,3 If we’re disloyal, 
he stays loyal because He cannot be 
untrue to Himself. 

’•Remind them of these things and „ 
warn them before the Lord not to 
fight about words; it doesn’t do any 
good but only ruins those who are 
listening. 

15 Do your best to come before God 
as one whom He approves, a worker 
who doesn’t have to feel ashamed as 
he teaches the Word of truth in the 
right way. “Keep away from emp¬ 
ty 7 , unholy talk, because such people 
get to be more and more ungodly, 
"and their talk will spread like a 
cancer. Among them are Hymenaeus 
and Philetus, ia who have lost the 
truth by saying the resurrection has 
already taken place. They’re upset¬ 
ting some people’s faith. 

’*But there stands God's solid 
foundation, and it has this seal: The 
Lord has chosen those who belong to 
Him , and: “Everyone who calls on 
the Lord's name must give up doing 
wrong.” 

“In a big house there are not only 
things of gold and silver but also of 


wood and clay. Some are used in a 
noble way and some are not. "Now* 
if anyone will cleanse himself from 
bad ways, he’ll be ready for a noble 
purpose, purified, useful to the- 
owner, and prepared to do any good 
work. 

“Flee from the lusts of young 
people, try to be righteous, faithful, 
loving, peaceful with people who 
with pure hearts call on the 
Lord. “Don’t have anything to do- 
with foolish and unintelligent argu¬ 
ments; you know they breed 
quarrels. “A Lord’s servant must 
not quarrel but be kind to everyone. 
He should be a good teacher, ready 
to suffer wrong, “and gentle in 
correcting those who oppose him. 
Perhaps God will change their hearts 
and lead them to know the truth 
“Then they’ll escape the snare of thr i 
devil, who trapped them to do what 
he wants, and they’ll come to theii 
senses. 

The Last Days 

Understand this, that in the last 
days there will come times o: 
trouble. Veople will love them 
selves and money. They’ll brag anc 
be proud. They’ll blaspheme 
They’ll disobey parents. They’ll b*' 
ungrateful and unholy, ’withou 
love, never forgiving an enemy 
slandering. They’ll be without con 
trol, wild, with no love for what h * 
good. They’ll be t^eache^ous^ 
reckless, proud. They’ll love pleas*j 
ure and not God. They’ll have th* 
essence of godliness but refuse to le- 
it be a power. Keep away from such 
people. *Some of them get inter 
homes and captivate weak women 
loaded with sins, driven by all kind* 
of desires, ’always learning ama 
never able to understand the truthnl 
•Just as Jannes and Jambres opposed 
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Moses, so they oppose the truth. 

Their minds are corrupt, and their 
faith is no good. 9 But they won’t 
get very far; like Jannes and Jambres, 
they will be seen by everybody to be 
the plain fools they are. 

Teach the Truth 

"But you have followed closely 
my teaching, way of living, and 
purpose, my faith, patience, love, 
and endurance, "my persecutions 
and sufferings, the things that 
happened to me in Antioch, Iconi- 
um, and Lystra, the persecutions I 
endured. The Lord rescued me from 
everything. 12 All who want to live a 
godly life in Christ Jesus will be 
persecuted. 

"But bad men and swindlers will 
get worse as they cheat and are 
cheated "But you stay with what 
you’ve learned and found to be true. 14 p* 6212 
You know from whom you learned ,7 p» 22 21 

J On 6 20 

it "and how since you were a little 
child you have known the Holy 
Scriptures, which are able to make 
you wise and save you through faith 
in Christ Jesus. "All Scripture is 
inspired by God and is useful for 
teaching, showing what is wrong, im¬ 
proving and training in right living 
"so that a man of God is ready and 
equipped for every good work. 

Before God and Christ Jesus, 
who is going to judge the living 
and the dead, I solemnly call on 
you—in view of His coming and 
ruling over us— 2 preach the Word, 
keep at it at the right time and the 
wrong time, correct, rebuke, encour¬ 
age. being very patient and thorough 
in your teaching. 

3 A time will come when people 
will not listen to sound teaching but, 
craving to hear something different, 
will get more and more teachers 


whom they like. 4 They will refuse 
to listen to the truth and will turn to 
fictions. 

5 But you, keep a clear head in 
everything, endure hardship, do 
your work of telling the good news, 
and everything else you should do 
as a pastor. 

The Lord Will Deliver Me 

Tm now being sacrificed, and it’s 
time for me to leave. 7 I fought the 
good fight, I ran the race, I kept the 
faith. B Now there is waiting for me 
the crown of righteousness which 
the Lord, the righteous Judge, will 
give me on that day, and not only me 
but all who love to see Him come 
again.

I Paul, servant of God and 
apostle of jesus Christ—sent to 
help God’s chosen people to believe 
and know the truth which promotes 
godliness, 2 hoping, as we do, for 
everlasting life, which God, who 
never lies, promised ages ago 3 and 
at His own right times revealed in 
His Word by the preaching entrusted 

to me by an order of God our 
Savior— *to Titus, my real son by 
the faith we share: May God the 
Father and Christ Jesus our Savior 
bless you and give you peace! 

Appoint Good Pastors 

5 I left you behind in Crete to make 
the improvements still needed and 
to appoint pastors in every town as I 
directed you— "someone who is 
blameless, who has one wife, and 
believing children not accused of 
wild living or disobedient. 7 As a 
manager appointed by God, a pastor 
should be blameless. He shouldn’t 
do as he pleases, gel angry easily, 
drink too much, be quick to strike 
anyone, or be greedy. "He should 
welcome guests, love anything good, 
use good judgment, live right and 
holy. He should control himself. 
9 He should cling to the Word, which 
he can depend on, just as he was 
taught, so that by sound teaching he 
can encourage people and correct 
those who oppose him. 

Correct Your Opponents 

’There are many who can’t be 
controlled, who talk foolishly and 


deceive, especially the Jews. 
“They must be silenced. They are 
ruining whole families by teaching 
what they must not teach, only to 
make money in such a shameful 
way. 

,2 One of their own men, their own 
prophet, said, “Men of Crete are 
always liars, savage animals, lazy 
bellies.“ a u That statement is true. 
For that reason correct them sharply 
so that they may be sound in their 
faith "instead of listening to Jew¬ 
ish myths or orders given by men 
who reject the truth. '^Everything 
is pure to those who are pure. But 
nothing is pure to the evil-minded 
who don’t believe—their minds and 
consciences are unclean. '"They 
openly claim to know God but deny 
Him by what they do. They’re 
abominable, disobedient, and not fit 
to do anything good. 

Special Instructions 

2 But you tell people what is right 
according to sound teaching. 
Tell older men: Be sober, serious, 
sensible, and sound in faith, love, 
and endurance. 

3 In the same way tell older 
women: Behave as holy women 
should behave. Don’t slander. Don’t 
be slaves to much wine. Teach what 
is good, *in order to train young 
women to love their husbands and 
their children, s to use good judg¬ 
ment and be pure, to keep house, to 
be good, to submit to their husbands. 


a Thi s may have been said by Epimenides about 500 B.C. 

Macedonia. A.D. 63 
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so that people don’t slander God’s 
Word. 

6 In the same way urge the young 
men to use good judgment. 7 In 
everything be an example of good 
works. Don’t let anything corrupt 
your teaching. But be noble, a and 
give a sound message that can’t be 
condemned, so that anyone who 
opposes us will feel foolish because 
he can’t say anything bad about us. 

*Tell slaves: Obey your masters in 
everything, please them, and don’t 
talk back. ,0 Don’t steal, but show 
you can be trusted in every way, so 
that in everything you show the 
beauty of the teaching of God, who 
saves us. 

Jesus Is Coming 

"God has shown His grace. It brings 
salvation to all people w and trains 
us to say no to ungodliness and 
worldly lusts, to use good judgment, 
and to live right and godly in this 
world ,3 as we look for the blessed 
One who is our hope, for our great 
God and Savior Christ Jesus to show 
Himself in glory. ,4 He gave Himself 
as a payment for us to free us from 
all wickedness and cleanse us to be 
His own people, eager to do good 
works. 

,5 Talk and urge these things, and 
correct with full authority—nobody 
should ignore you. 

Remind people to submit to 
governments and authorities, to 
obey, to be ready to do any good 
work, 2 not to insult anyone or 
fight, but to yield and show 
themselves perfectly gentle to every¬ 
one.

I Paul, a prisoner of Christ 
Iesus, and Timothy, my fellow 
worker, to Philemon, our dear fellow 
worker, 2 Apphia, our fellow Chris¬ 
tian, Archippus, our fellow soldier, 
and to the church that meets at your 
home: 3 May God our Father and 
the Lord fesus Christ bless you and 
give you peace! 

Tm always thanking my God 
when I mention you in my prayers, 
^because I hear how you believe in 
the Lord Jesus and love Him and all 
the holy people, B so that, knowing 
every good thing you have in Christ, 
you vigorously share your faith. 
’Your love delighted and encour¬ 
aged me very much because you, my 
fellow Christian, have refreshed the 
hearts of our holy people. 

8 For that reason, although I feel 
bold enough in Christ to order you to 
do what is right, 9 I am moved by 
love just to urge you. As Paul, an old 
man and now a prisoner of Christ 
Jesus, ,0 I appeal to you for my son 
Onesimus, who became my son 
while I have been in chains. "Once 
he was useless to you, but now he’s 
quite useful 3 to you and me. 

"I’m sending him back to you— 
and my heart goes with him. n I 
would have liked to keep him with 
me and have him serve me in your 
place while I’m in chains for the 


good news, "but I don’t want to do 
anything without your approval. I 
don’t want you to be kind because 
you must but because you want to 
be. "Perhaps Onesimus left you for 
a while only to be yours again 
forever, ,6 no longer a slave but 
more than a slave, a dear fellow 
Christian, especially to me, but how 
much more to you, as a man and as a 
Christian. 

"Now if you can think of me as 
your partner, welcome him as you 
would welcome me. ,8 If he cheated 
you or owes you anything, charge it 
to me. ,9 I, Paul, am writing this 
with my own hand—I’ll pay it back. 
I don’t want to mention that you owe 
me more than that—your own 
self. 20 Yes, my fellow Christian, I 
want you to be useful to me in the 
Lord. Refresh my heart in Christ. 
"As I write you. I'm sure you’ll do 
this. I know you’ll do even more 
than I ask. 

"One thing more: Have a guest 
room ready for me, because I hope 
by the prayers of all of you to be 
given back to you.

HEBREWS 


I At many times and in many 
ways. God spoke to our fathers 
long ago by the prophets. 2 but in 
these last days He has spoken to us 
by His Son. whom He made the heir 
of everything and by whom He made 
the world. Tie who shines with God's 
glory and is the Copy of His Being 
sustains everything by His mighty 
Word.

2 If what God said through 
angels was valid, and every* trans 
gression and disobedience got a just 
punishment, 3 how can we escape i- 
we neglect a salvation as great as 
this? First the Lord spoke of it, anc 
then those who heard Him guaran 
teed its truth to us, 4 while Goer 
added His testimony by supematur< | 
al proofs, winders, different kinds o 
miracles, and by giving the Hoh 
Spirit as He wanted to give Him. 

Lord of Everything

Jesus Died for Us 

As it is, we do not yet see 
everything put under Him. 9 But we 
do see Jesus, who fora little while e.« 
was made lower than the angels, n ' ,a £ 22 
now crowned with glory and honor 15 2 P s^/ 2 3 
because He suffered death in order JJ,” 
by God’s grace to taste death for 
everyone. ,0 It fitted Him well for 3 . 6H 3 mt37 
whom and by whom everything 
exists that in bringing many sons to 
glory He should make the One who 
gives them salvation perfect through 
suffering. 

”He who makes men holy and 
those who are made holy all have 
one Father. That is why He is not 
ashamed to call them brothers. 

,2 He says: 

/ will tell My brothers Your name, 
in the congregation I will sing 
Your praise. 

,] And again: I will trust Him. And 
again: Here am I and the children 
God has given Me. 

M Now since all these children 
have flesh and blood, He in the same 
way took on flesh and blood in order 
to die and so take away all the 
powers of hirn who had the power of 


death, that is, the devil, ,5 and to 
free those who, terrified by death, 
had to be slaves all their lives. ,6 Il 
is clear He didn’t come to help 
angels but Abraham’s descendants. 
w And so in every way He had to 
become like His brothers to be 
merciful and faithful as high priest 
before God and pay for the sins 3 of 
the people. ,8 Because He Himself 
suffered when He was tested, He can 
help others when they’re tested. 

Greater than Moses 

3 And so, fellow Christians— 
you’re holy, and heaven called 
you as it called us—look at Jesus, the 
Apostle and High Priest whom we 
confess, 2 being faithful to Him who 
appointed Him, just as Moses was 
faithful in God’s whole family. 3 He 
deserves greater glory than Moses, as 
the builder of a house is honored 
more than the house. 4 Every house 
is built by someone, but He who 
built everything is God. 

5 Now, Moses was faithful in God’s 
whole family as a servant who was 
to testify of what would be said 
later, 6 but Christ was faithful as the 
Son in charge of God’s family. We 
are His family if to the end we 
continue unshaken in our courage 
and in feeling proud of our hope. 

Don’t Close Your Minds 

7 And so, as the Holy Spirit says: 
Today, if you hear Him speak, 
8 don’t close your minds as it 
happened when the people pro¬ 
voked Me at the time they tested Me 
in the desert, 9 where your fathers 
put Me to a test when for forty years 
they saw what I could do. "That 
was why / was angry with those 
people, and I said: “In their hearts 


3 Jesus wipes out our sins by His blood and so changes God’s anger to love. 
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they’re always going wrong and 
haven’t learned My ways.” "So, 
because 1 was angry, / swore they 
will never come to My place of rest! 

"See to it, fellow Christians, that 
none of you has a wicked, unbeliev¬ 
ing heart that turns away from the 
living God. "Yes, encourage one 
another every day, as long as you 
can say today, to keep sin from 
deceiving anyone of you with its 
pleasure and closing your mind to 
the truth. u We share in Christ if we 
only keep our first confidence 
unshaken to the end. 

,5 When it says: Today, if you hear 
Him speak, don’t close your minds 
as it happened when the people 
provoked Me — 1R who were those 
that heard Him and yet provoked 
Him? Were they not all those Moses « 
led out of Egypt? l7 With whom was # ST»Vn 
He angry for forty years? Was it not S-10 Nm 
with those who sinned and whose **7.1 
bodies dropped dead in the desert? " 

,8 To whom did He swear they would P *“ T 11 
not come to His place of rest if not to 
those who disobeyed? 19 So we see 
that they couldn’t come there 
because they didn’t believe. 

We should be fearful then. 

While we still have the promise 
of coming to His place of rest, 
someone of you may be judged to 
have missed it. 2 The good news 
came to us as it came to them, but 
the message they heard didn’t help 
them because those who heard it 
didn’t believe it and let it influence 
them. 

There Is a Rest for Us 

5 We who have believed go to a 
rest, since He has said: So I swore in 
My anger they will never come to 
My place of rest. And yet God 
finished His work when He made 
the world, ^because in one place 


He said about the seventh day: Or, 
the seventh day God rested from ah 
He had done. 5 And here too He 
says: They will never come to 
place of rest. 6 Now, it is still true* 
that some will go to His rest, and 
those who once heard the good news 
didn’t go to it because they 
disobeyed; 7 so He sets another 
day— today —when long afterwards 
He says in David’s words, already 
quoted: Today if you hear Hinn 
speak, don’t close your minds. # ff 
Joshua had given them rest. God 
wouldn’t later have spoken of 
another day. 9 So there is still n 
sabbath of rest for God’s people 
’“since anyone who goes to his res, 
finds rest after his work as God did 
after His . 

"Let us then do our best to come U 
that rest so that no one may disobe\ 
and fall like those people. 

The Living Word 

"God’s Word lives and is active. I 
cuts better than any two-edgec 
sword. It pierces till it divides sou 
and spirit, joints and marrow. And i 
can judge thoughts and purposes o 
the heart. ,3 No creature can hide 
from Him. Everything is naked anc 
helpless before the eyes of Him tc 
whom we must give account. 

Our High Priest 

"Now that we have a great Higl*l 
Priest who has gone through th«. 
heavens, Jesus, God’s Son, let u 
cling to what we confess. ,5 W- 
have a High Priest who cai 
sympathize with our weaknesses- 
He was tempted in every way just a 
we are, only without sin. ,6 Soletu 
come boldly to God’s throne of grac 1 
to get mercy and find love to hoi i, 
us when we need it. 
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5 Anv high priest selected from 
men is appointed to represent 
them before God and to bring gifts 
and sacrifices for sins. z He can be 
gentle with ignorant and erring 
people because he too is troubled 
with weakness 'and for that reason 
must bring sacrifices for sins for 
himself just as he does for the 
people. 

■•No one takes the honor of this 
office, but God calls a man as He 
called Aaron. s So Christ didn’t take 
the glory of being a high priest but 
was given it by Him who said to 
Him: 

You are My Son, 
today l have begotten You. 
h And so He said in another place: 

You are like Melchizedek a priest 
forever. 5 

: in His humble life on earth Jesus spImo* 
came to Him who could save Him 
from death and prayed and pleaded, , Gn 6 ,,, 
crying loud with tears, and because ) ®f 4 n G 3 n ,, 2 . 
He feared God, He was heard. 16,7 
"Although Jesus is the Son, He found 
out from what He suffered what it 
means to obey. 9 And when He was 
finished. He became One who gives 
everlasting salvation to all who obey 
Him, ’°being proclaimed by God a 
high priest like Melchizedek. 

More than the ABC’s 

"We have much to say about this, 
but it’s difficult to explain because 
you have become too dull to 
understand. u At a time when you 
should be teachers you need some¬ 
one to leach you the ABC’s of God’s 
Word again. It has come to this that 
you need milk again instead of solid 
food. "Anyone who lives on milk, 
being a baby, doesn’t have enough 
experience to talk of what is 
right. "But solid food is for 
grown-up people, whose senses are 


trained by practice to tell good from 
bad. 

Let us leave behind the ABC of 
Christ and not lay again a 
foundation of repentance from dead 
works, faith in God, teaching 
about baptisms, laying on hands, 
raising the dead, and everlasting 
judgment. But let us go on to be 
mature. 3 We will do this if God lets 
us. 

4 When those who once had the 
light and tasted the gift from heaven, 
who had the Holy Spirit just as 
others did s and tasted how good 
God’s Word is and the powers of the 
coming world— 6 when those fall 
away, it is impossible to bring them 
back to a new repentance because 
they to their own undoing again 
crucify God’s Son and hold Him up 
for mockery. 7 When ground drinks 
the rain that often falls on it and 
!b produces plants that can be used by 
those for whom it is worked, it is 
blessed by God. B But if it produces 
thorns and thistles, it is worthless. A 
curse hangs over it, and finally it 
will be burned. 

^Although we say this, we are 
convinced that for you, dear friends, 
there are better things that mean 
salvation. ,0 God is righteous to 
remember your work and the love 
you showed for Him as you helped 
His holy people and still help 
them. "But we want every one of 
you to show the same zeal to make 
certain of your hope till the 
end, ,z and not get lazy but be like 
those who by believing and being 
patient are getting what is promised. 

,J God promised Abraham, and 
since He had no one greater to swear 
by, He swore by Himself "and said: 
I will certainly bless you and make 
you many people. ' s And so. after 
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waiting patiently, Abraham got what 
God promised. 

'“People swear by Someone greater 
to guarantee what they say and to 
silence anyone who opposes them. 

,7 So God, wanting to make it 
perfectly clear, to those who would 
get His promise, that He can't 
change His plan, bound Himself 
with an oath "so that we who have 
fled to Him would have two 
unchangeable things, in which God 
cannot lie, to give us a strong 
encouragement to take hold of the 
hope set before us. ,9 We have this 
hope like an anchor for our lives, 
sure and strong and reaching behind 
the curtain, za where Jesus has gone 
for us, ahead of us, having become 
like Melchizedek a high priest 
forever.

A Priest Forever 

1-2 C 

This Melchizedek, king of j * 
Salem and priest of the Most 4 ^ 
High God, met Abraham coming 
back from defeating the kings, and 
he blessed Abraham. 2 And Abra¬ 
ham gave him a tenth of everything. 

His name, in the first place, means 
king of righteousness, but then he is 
also king of Salem, that is, king of 
peace. 3 He is without father, moth¬ 
er, or line of ancestors. His life has 
no beginning or end. Like God’s Son 
he continues a priest forever. 

4 See how great he was! Abraham, 
the father of the people, gave him a 
tenth from the best of the spoils. 
5 And the Law orders those descen¬ 
dants of Levi who become priests to 
take a tenth from the people, that 
is, from other Israelites, although 
they, too, have descended from 
Abraham. “But this man, who was 
outside their line of descent, took a 
tenth from Abraham and blessed 
him who had the promises. 


’Nobody can deny the higher one 
blesses the lower. 

“And here those who take a tenth 
are people who die, but there we are 
assured it is one who lives. 9 And 
we may say that Levi, who takes a 
tenth, in Abraham gave a tenth, 
,0 since he was in the body of his 
ancestor when Melchizedek met 
him. 

"Levi’s descendants were the 
priests; on this basis the people got 
the Law. Now, if the priests who 
descended from Levi could have 
given us something perfect, why did 
another priest still need to come 
who is like Melchizedek and said to 
be different from Aaron? l2 When a 
different person is made priest, the 
Law also has to be changed. "The 
62 , 2 One here spoken of belongs to a 
104 different tribe, which never had a 
” 4; priest serving at the altar, 
lo^ "Everybody knows our Lord came 
o from Judah, but Moses said nothing 
about priests in this tribe. "That 
point is much clearer still when we 
see a different Priest coming like 
Melchizedek, "not appointed ac¬ 
cording to a Law that says he must 
be someone’s descendant but by the 
power of a life that can’t be 
destroyed. ,7 We are assured: You 
are like Melchizedek a Priest 
forever. ’“The earlier rule is can¬ 
celed because it is weak and can't 
help us. 19 The Law made nothing 
perfect, but the coming of a better 
hope did—it brings us close to God. 

20 When those men were made 
priests, there was no oath. 21 But 
when Jesus was appointed, God 
swore as He said to Him (The Lord 
has sworn and will not change His 
mind): You are a Priest forever. 
Swearing to it “made the agree¬ 
ment Jesus guarantees so much the 
better. 
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2, Once many were made priests 
because death didn’t let them 
continue as priests. 24 But because 
Jesus lives forever, He will always 
be the Priest. 2S And so He can 
forever save those who come to God 
by Him. because He always lives to 
pray for them. 

“Here is the High Priest we 
needed—holy, innocent, spotless, 
separated from sinners, and risen 
higher than the heavens, 27 who 
doesn’t need to bring sacrifices every 
day like those high priests, first for 
His own sins, then for the sins of the 
people. He did this only once when 
He sacrificed Himself. 2B The Law 
appointed weak men to be high 
priests, but when God speaks with 
an oath later than the Law, He 
appoints the Son, who was made 20P ,, 
perfect forever. iPj ® 

2 Nm ; 

A Better Covenant 5 2 ‘ 9 2 

»:3< 

Now, this is my main point. We 
have such a High Priest, and He 
sat down at the right of the throne of 
the Majesty in heaven 2 to serve as 
priest in the holy place and in the 
real tabernacle set up by the Lord 
and not by men. 3 As every high 
priest is appointed to offer gifts and 
sacrifices, this One too had to bring 
some sacrifice. 

4 If He were on earth. He wouldn’t 
even be a priest, because there are 
priests who offer the gifts demanded 
by the Law. They serve a copy and 
a shadow of what is in heaven, as 
God told Moses when he was going 
to make the tabernacle: “Be careful 
to make all of it like the pattern you 
were shown on the mountain." 

tt Now, the priestly work that Jesus 
was given to do is as much better as 
the covenant of which He is the 
Mediator is a better one because God 
has based it on better promises. 7 If 


that first covenant had been without 
a fault, nobody would have wanted a 
second one. B But God is finding 
fault with them when He says: “See! 
The time is coming, ” says the Lord, 
“when I will set up a new covenant 
with the people of Israel and the 
people of Judah. 9 n ot like the 
covenant I made with their fathers 
when I took them by the hand to 
lead them out of Egypt, because they 
have not been loyal to My covenant. 
And so I turned away from them ," 
says the Lord. 10 “The covenant I 
will make with the people of Israel 
after those days,” says the Lord, “is 
this: I will put My laws into their 
minds and write them on their 
hearts, and I will be their God, and 
they will be My people. "No more 
, 04 will anyone teach his fellow citizen 
tot or his brother and say, ‘Know the 
' 5 * 4 s o 6 Lord!’ They will all know Me from 
*° 2? s the least to the greatest of them, 
"because I will forgive their wrongs 
and not remember their sins 
anymore." ,3 By saying a new cove¬ 
nant He made the first one old. 
When He treats it as old and it is 
getting old, it is ready to vanish. 

The Tabernacle 

9 The first covenant had its 
regulations for worship and the 
earthly holy place. 2 A tabernacle 
was set up. In the first part were the 
lampstand, the table, and the bread 
laid before God; this is called the 
holy place. 3 Behind the second 
curtain was the part of the tabernac¬ 
le called the most holy place 4 with 
the golden altar of incense and the 
ark of the covenant, completely 
covered with gold. In the ark were 
the golden jar containing the manna, 
Aaron’s rod that had budded, and 
the tablets on which the covenant 
was written. *Above it were the 
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angels of glory overshadowing the 
Atonement Cover on which the 
blood was sprinkled. —I can't tell 

about these in detail now. 

6 But that is how it was arranged. 

The priests are always going into the 
first part of the tabernacle to serve 
God, 7 but only the high priest goes 
into the second part once a year with 
blood he offers for himself and for 
the sins the people have done in 
ignorance. "And so the Holy Spirit 
clearly tells us that the way into the 
real holy place had not yet been 
shown as long as the outer part of 
the tabernacle was still standing. 

“This is a picture of the time we 
live in. Gifts and sacrifices are brought 
which can't make the worshiper feel 
perfect in his conscience ,0 but deal 
only with gifts of food and drink and 
various baptisms, which are regula¬ 
tions for the body imposed til! the 
time when things would be set right. mJu'i!** 
fesus ’ Blood 

"But Chrisl came as a High Priest 
of the good things that have come: 

He went through that greater and 
more perfect tabernacle not made 
bv human hands (that is. not a part 
of our created world). ’’And He 
didn't use the blood of goats and 
calves but through His own blood 
He entered only once into the Holy 
of Holies and paid a price that frees 
us forever. "Now. sprinkling the 
blood of goats and bulls and the 
ashes of a calf on unclean people 
makes them outwardly holy and 
clean. ,4 How much more will the 
blood of Christ, who bv His everlast¬ 
ing spirit offered Himself without a 
spot to God. wash our consciences 
clean from dead works to worship 
the living God? 

“And He is the Mediator of a new 
covenant. By dying He paid the 
ransom to free people from the sins 


under the first covenant, and those 
who are called are to get the 
everlasting inheritance promised 
them. '‘Where there is a will, it 
must be shown that the one who 
made it died, "since a will takes 
effect only when a person is dead. It 
is not in force as long as the one who 
made it is still living. "That is why 
the first covenant was also dedicated 
with blood. '“When Moses had told 
all the people every commandment 
of the Law, he took the blood of 
calves and goats and some water, 
scarlet wool, and hyssop and 
sprinkled the scroll and all the 
people. 20 “This is the blood of the 
covenant he said, “that God has 
ordered you to keep.” “In the same 
way he sprinkled blood on the 
tabernacle and on everything used 
in the worship. “According to the 
Law almost everything is cleansed 
by blood, and if no blood is poured 
out, no sins are forgiven. 

One Perfect Sacrifice 

“Now, the copies of the things in 
heaven had to be cleansed by these 
sacrifices, but the heavenly things 
themselves needed better sacrifices. 
“Christ didn’t go into a holy place 
made by human hands and just a 
copy of the real thing but into 
heaven itself, now to appear before 
God for us. “And not to sacrifice 
Himself over and over again like that 
high priest going every year into the 
holy place with blood that is not his 
own. “Otherwise He would have 
had to suffer many times since the 
world was made. But as it is, He 
appeared only once at the end of the 
ages to get rid of sin by His 
sacrifice. “And as people are ap¬ 
pointed to die once and after that the 
judgment. 2H so Christ also was 
sacrificed once to take awov the sin s 
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of many people , but those who 
eagerly look for Him will see Him 
again, without sin, when He comes 
to save them. 

The Law, having only a dim 
outline of the good things in 
the future and not their substance, 
can never by the same sacrifices, 
repeated endlessly year after year, 
make perfect those who come. 
Otherwise wouldn’t they have 
stopped bringing sacrifices? Once 
cleansed, the worshipers would no 
longer be aware of any sins. 3 No, 
year after year these sacrifices 
reminded people of their sins. ''The 
blood of bulls and goats can’t take 
away sins. 

*That is why He says when He 
comes into the world: You didn't 
like sacrifice and offering, but You s -io*«o 
prepared a body for Me. 6 Burnt 
offerings and sacrifices for sin didn't 
please You. 7 Then I said: "I have „ i’eJV* 
come (the writing in the scroll of the 27 
book tells about Me). I'm here to do “°C, 7 ,‘ e 
what You want, O God." "First He 
says: You didn’t like and weren't 
pleased with sacrifices, offerings, 
burnt offerings, and sacrifices for sin 
which are offered according to the 
Law. 9 Then He says: I have come 
and am here to do what You want. 

He takes away the first to set up the 
second. 10 Doing God’s will, jesus 
Christ sacrificed His body only once 
and so made us holy. 

"Every other priest stands and 
serves day after day. and over and 
over again brings the same sacrific¬ 
es. which can never take away 
sins. "But He made one sacrifice 
for sins, good forever, sat down at 
the right of God. "and since then is 
waiting for His enemies to be made a 
footstool for His feet. 14 By one 
sacrifice He forever made perfect 
those who are made holy. 


,5 The Holy Spirit assures us of 
this. First He says: '*“This is the 
covenant 1 will make with them after 
those days," says the Lord: "I will 
put My laws on their hearts and 
write them on their minds." 
"Then: "I will not remember their 
sins and their wrongs anymore." 
'"Now, where sins are forgiven, there 
is no more sacrificing for sin. 

19 Fellow Christians, with the 
blood of Jesus we can now boldly go 
into the holy place 20 by the new, 
living way He opened for us through 
the curtain, the way of His body, 
21 and we have a great Priest in charge 
of God’s family. 22 Let us then come 
near God, sincere in our hearts and 
convinced in our faith, because our 
hearts were sprinkled to take away 
our guilty feelings, and our bodies 
were washed with clean water. 
“Let us cling to the confession of our 
hope and not waver in it. We can 
trust Him who gave us His promise. 

Give Up Sin 

“And let us consider how we can 
stimulate one another to love and to 
do good works. “Let us not stay 
away from our worship services, as 
some are regularly doing, but let us en¬ 
courage one another, all the more be¬ 
cause you see the day coming nearer. 

26 If we choose to go on sinning 
after we have learned the truth, there 
is no more sacrifice for our sins, 
"only a terrible waiting for judgment 
and a fire that will be eager to 
devour the enemies. “Anyone who 
violates the Law of Moses dies 
without pity on the testimony of two 
or three witnesses. “How much 
worse a punishment do you think he 
will deserve who tramples on God’s 
Son, treats as an unholy thing the 
blood of the covenant that made him 
holy, and insults the Spirit of 
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grace? "We know Him who said: 1 
have the right to punish: I will pay 
back, and again: The Lord will judge 
His people . 11 It is terrible to fall 

into the hands of the living God. 

Endure 

“Remember those early days, how 
after you received the light you 
successfully came through a hard 
and painful struggle. “Mocked and 
mistreated, you were made a public 
show, or you shared the life of those 
who were treated that way. “You 
sympathized with the prisoners, and 
when you were robbed of your 
property, you took it cheerfully 
because you knew you have some¬ 
thing better that is permanent. »o.n 

^hen don't lose your courage. 

There’s a great reward for it. “You » 
need endurance to do what God n 
wants and so to get what He M G» SM 
promised. 17 Soon, very soon. He ” a ”’ 
who is coming will come and will 
not delay . m and by faith My 
righteous one will live. If he shrinks " 
back. I will not be pleased with * r ’ 
him. “Now*, we’re not those who 
shrink back and so are lost, but we 
have faith and so are saved. 

Faith 

Faith is being sure of the 
things we hope for. being 
convinced of the things we can't 
see. *The men of long ago won 
approval for their faith. 

’By faith we know God made the 
world by His Word so that what we 
see wasn’t made of what can be seen. 

4 By faith Abel brought to God a 
better sacrifice than Cain and was 
declared to be righteous. God 
approved his offerings. He died, but 
by his faith he is still speaking to us. 

*By faith Enoch was taken away 
without dying and couldn’t be 


found . because God had taken him. 
We are assured he pleased God 
before he was taken. ‘But you can’t 
please God without faith. If you 
come to God. you must believe He 
exists and will always reward those 
who search for Him. 

7 By faith Noah, when he was 
warned about the things nobody 
could foresee, respected God and 
built an ark to save his family, and 
by such a faith he condemned the 
world and got the righteousness that 
is to be had by faith. 

•By faith Abraham obeyed 
when he was called to leave home 
and go to a place he would get as his 
own, and he left without knowing 
where he was going. ’By faith he 
lived as a stranger in the promised 
land, as though it belonged to 
someone else, and lived in tents 
with Isaac and Jacob, who had the 
same promise he had. lc He was 
looking for the city with founda¬ 
tions. the one God built and 
made. "By faith Sarah, even 
though she was too old. got the 
strength to have a child because she 
believed she could trust Him who 
had promised. "And so, although 
he was as good as dead, one man had 
many descendants, like the stars in 
the sky and the sand on the seashore 
that nobody can count. 

"All these died in faith without 
getting what was promised. But they 
saw it far ahead and welcomed it. 
and they confessed they were 
strangers who had no permanent 
home on earth. 1 "Those who talk 
that way show they’re looking for a 
country of their own. "If their 
hearts had been in the country they 
left, they could have found an 
opportunity to go back. “Instead, 
they were longing for a better 
country—I mean heaven. That is 
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why God is not ashamed to be called 
their God. because He has prepared 
a city for them. 

l 'Bv faith Abraham, when he was 
tested, offered Isaac. Yes, this man, 
who received the promises 18 and 
was told: Isaac’s children will be 
called your descendants, was sacri¬ 
ficing his only son, ’’thinking, 
“God can even raise him from the 
dead.” And in a way he did get him 
back from the dead. 

“By faith Isaac blessed Jacob and 
Esau in regard to their future. “By 
faith a dying Jacob blessed each of 
Joseph’s sons and worshiped lean¬ 
ing on the top of his staff. “By faith 
Joseph, when his end was near, 
remembered how the Israelites 
would leave Egypt and gave direc¬ 
tions for his burial. 

“By faith, when Moses was 
born, his parents hid him three 
months because they saw he was a 
fine baby and were not afraid of the 
king’s order. “By faith Moses, 
when he grew up, refused to be 
called a son of Pharaoh’s daughter 
“and preferred being mistreated 
with God’s people to enjoying the 
short-lived pleasures of sin. “He 
considered the abuse suffered by 
Christ greater riches than the treas¬ 
ures of Egypt, because he was 
looking ahead to the reward. 

27 By faith he left Egypt without 
fearing the king’s anger. He persisted 
as one who was constantly seeing 
Him who can’t be seen. “By faith 
he celebrated the Passover and put 
the blood on the doorposts to keep 
him who destroyed the firstborn 
from touching his people. 29 By 
faith they went through the Red Sea 
as if it were dry land. The Egyptians 
tried it too, but were drowned. 

10 Bv faith the walls of Jericho fell 
when the people marched around 


them seven days. "By faith the 
prostitute Rahab welcomed the spies 
as friends and didn’t perish with her 
disobedient people. 

"And what more should I say? 
There will not be time enough for 
me to tell about Gideon, Barak, 
Samson, Jephthah, David, Samuel, 
and the prophets, "who by faith 
conquered kingdoms, did righteous 
works, got what was promised, shut 
the mouths of lions, “put out 
raging fires, escaped death by the 
sword, found strength when weak, 
proved to be mighty in battle, put 
foreign armies to flight. “Women 
got their dead back alive. Some were 
tortured; they refused to be freed, 
in order to rise to a better life. 
“Others suffered mocking and 
17 rr 2 scourging and were even put in 
Itcn!?'!? chains and in prison. "They were 
24 e! i n stoned, tempted, sawed in half, 
26 ££?< murdered with a sword. They went 
"S.” around in sheepskins and goat- 
skins, needy, oppressed, mistreated. 
“The world wasn't worthy of them 
as they wandered around in deserts 
and in the hills, in caves and holes 
in the ground. 

“By faith all these won approval 
but didn’t get what was promised. 
40 God provided something better for 
us in order to have them reach their 
goal with us. 

Run the Race 

Now then, with all these 
witnesses around us like a 
cloud, let us get rid of every burden 
and the sin we easily fall into and 
with endurance run the race laid out 
before us, booking to Jesus, who 
gives us our faith from start to finish. 
For the joy that was set before Him 
He endured the cross, thinking 
nothing of its shame, and sat down 
at the right of God’s throne. 
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’Think of how sinners opposed 
Him and He endured it. It will help 
you not to get tired and give up. 4 In 
your struggle against sin you haven’t 
yet resisted till blood has flowed. 

5 And you have forgotten the encour¬ 
agement spoken to you as sons: 

My son, don't think lightly of the 
Lord's training 

or give up when He corrects you. 

*The Lord corrects whom He 
loves, 

and He whips everyone He 
accepts as His son. 

^hat you endure is to correct 
you. God is treating you as His sons. 

Is there a son whom his father 
doesn’t correct? “All sons are cor¬ 
rected; if you’re not corrected, 
you’re no sons but bastards, s-e** 
•Furthermore, our natural fathers 
used to correct us, and we respected 12 XS 
them. Shouldn’t we much more 
submit to the Father of spirits and 16 S3-34 
live? ,# They corrected us for a short !* 
time as it seemed best to them. But 
He corrects us for our good, to have 
us share His holiness. "While 
we’re being corrected, it always 
seems unpleasant and painful. But 
after we’ve been trained, correction 
gives us the peaceful fruit of 
righteousness. 

"And so, if your hands are letting 
go, take a firm hold; if you feel weak 
in your knees, stand firm; "and 
march on without wavering. Then a 
cripple will not be turned away but 
be made well. 

l4 Try hard to live in peace with 
everybody and to be holy. Without 
holiness nobody will see the Lord. 

"See to it that no one loses God’s 
love, that no root with bitter fruit 
grows up to trouble you and so 
defiles all of you, "that nobody 
lives in sexual sin or is unholy like 
Esau, who for one meal sold his 


rights as the firstborn. "You know 
that later, when he wanted to get the 
blessing, he was rejected. He had no 
chance to change his mind although 
he begged for it with tears. 

You Have Come to God 

" You didn't come to anything you 
could touch, to a blazing fire, 
darkness, gloom, a storm, ™the 
blast of a trumpet, or the speaking of 
a voice. Those who heard that 
begged to be told no more, 
“because they couldn't endure the 
order that was given: Even an 
animal, if it touches the mountain, 
must be stoned. "And the sight 
was so terrible Moses said, ‘7 am 
terrified and trembling.” 

"No, you have come to Mount 
Zion, the city of the living God, the 
heavenly Jerusalem. Here are tens of 
thousands of angels, "the whole 
festival gathering and church of 
God’s firstborn people with their 
names written in heaven. Here is the 
Judge and God of all. Here are the 
spirits of the righteous who have 
been perfected. "And here is Jesus, 
who gave us a new covenant with 
God, and the sprinkled blood that 
has better things to tell than Abel. 

"See that you don’t refuse to listen 
to Him who is speaking. If the others 
didn’t escape when they refused to 
listen to Him warning them on earth, 
much less will we if we turn away 
from Him who warns us from 
heaven. “Then His voice shook the 
earth. But now He has promised: 
Once more 1 will shake not only the 
earth but also heaven. z7 The words 
once more show clearly He will take 
away what is shaken, seeing He 
made it, leaving what isn’t shaken as 
permanent. “Since we have re¬ 
ceived a kingdom that can’t be 
shaken, let us thank God and so 
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worship in a way that pleases Him, 
with fear and awe, “because our 
Cod is a consuming fire . 


Live as Christians 


A Q Christians, keep on loving 
±. O one another. 2 Don't neglect 
to welcome guests. This is how some 
without knowing it had angels as 
their guests. Remember those in 
prison as if you were in chains with 
them, and those who are mistreated 
as if you could feel it. 


^Everybody should think highly of 
marriage and keep married life pure, 
because God will judge those who 
sin sexually whether single or 
married. 

'Don't be greedy. Be satisfied with 
what you have, because He said: / 
will never leave you or desert 
you. 6 And so we have the courage 
to say: The Lord is my Help. I will 
not be afraid. What can man do to 
me? 

Follow Your Teachers 

'Remember your leaders who told 
you God’s Word. Consider how their 
lives ended, and imitate their faith.

"The high priest brings the blood 
of animals into the holy place for 
sin, but the bodies of those animals 
are burned outside the camp.

own blood. 'Then lei us go out to 
join Him outside the camp and bear 
the abuse He suffered. ,4 You see. 
we don’t have a permanent city here 
but look for the one that’s coming. 
'Through Jesus let us always bring 
to God a sacrifice of praise, that is, 
the fruit of our lips, praising His 
name. ,B And don’t forget to do 
good and to share; such sacrifices 
please God. 

,7 Your leaders, who have to give 
an account, watch over you. Obey 
them and submit to them so that 
they may be happy in their work and 
not groaning, because that isn’t good 
for you. 

'"Pray for us as we’re sure we have 
a good conscience and want to live 
right in every way. ,9 I urge you the 
more earnestly to do this that I may 
be brought back to you sooner. 

Farewell 

2 The God of peace brought back 
from the dead our Lord Jesus, who 
by His blood made an everlasting 
covenant to become the great 
Shepherd of the sheep — "may He 
give you every good thing you need, 
to do what He wants you to do, 
working in us through Jesus Christ 
what pleases Him. To Him be glory 
forever. Amen. 

Z2 I urge you, fellow Christians, 
listen patiently to what I say to 
encourage you, because I’ve written 
you a short letter.

4 Then let endur¬ 
ance finish its work so that you may 
be perfect and complete, lacking 
nothing. 

5 If you lack wisdom, ask God, who 
gives to everyone with an open hand 10 ” 
and doesn’t scold, and He will give «-«o" 
it to you. 6 You should ask with 
faith and have no doubts. Anyone 
who doubts is like a wave of the sea, 
driven and tossed by the wind. 

7 Such a man should not expect to get 
anything from the Lord. “He's 
half-hearted—wavering in every¬ 
thing he does. 

9 A lowly Christian should feel 
proud of his high position, ,0 and a 
rich man of his lowliness, because 
he will pass away like a flower in the 
grass. "The sun comes up with a 
burning heat and dries up the grass; 
the flower in it drops off, and its 
beauty is gone. That’s how the rich 
man will fade away in what he 
undertakes. 

Our Desires Tempt Us 

12 Blessed is the man who endures 
patiently when he is tested. When 
he passes the test, he will get the 
crown of life God promised those 
who love Him. ,3 When you’re 


tempted, don’t say, “God is tempting 
me.” God can’t be tempted to do 
wrong, and He doesn’t tempt 
anyone. “Everyone’s own desire 
tempts him, draws him away, and 
tries to trap him. 15 When desire 
conceives, it gives birth to sin, and 
when sin grows up, it gives birth to 
death. 

God's Children 

’“Don’t make a mistake, my dear 
Christian friends. ,7 Every gift is 
good, and everything given is 
perfect—it comes down from above, 
from the Father of lights, who 
doesn’t, like the sun and the moon, 
move or by changing cast a shadow. 

,a As He wanted it, He gave birth to 
us by the Word of truth so we would 
be the first and best of His creatures. 

,9 My dear fellow Christians, you 
should know this. Everyone should 
be quick to listen, slow to talk, slow 
to get angry. 20 An angry man 
doesn’t do what’s right before 
God. 2l So get rid of everything 
filthy and every breaking out of 
wickedness, and with a gentle spirit 
welcome the Word that’s planted in 
you and can save your souls. 

“Always do what the Word says: 
don’t merely listen to it and so 
deceive yourselves. 23 If anyone lis¬ 
tens to the Word but doesn’t do what 
it says, he’s like a man who in a 
mirror sees the face he was born 
with. 24 He looks at himself, goes 
away, and immediately forgets what 
he looked like. “But if you look 
into God’s perfect Word, which 
makes us free, and are loyal to it, if 
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you don’t merely listen and forget 
but do what it says, you’ll be happy 
as you do it. “Someone may think 
he’s religious, but if he doesn’t 
control his tongue, he’s deceiving 
himself—his religion is worthless. 

27 Your way of worshiping is pure 
and stainless before God the Father 
if you look after orphans and 
widows in their troubles and keep 
yourself unspotted by the world. 

Don't Prefer the Rich 

2 My fellow Christians, believing 
as you do in Jesus Christ, our 
Lord of glory, don’t prefer one 
person to another. 2 If a man 
wearing gold rings and fine clothes 
comes into your meeting and a poor 2 
man in dirty clothes also comes •m*" 
in ‘and you give special attention ^ ’ 4 )7 )B 
to the one wearing fine clothes and 
say, "Please take this seat,” but you w** 0 
say to the poor man, "Stand there, c« «5« 
or "Sit here by my footstool’’— jchjor 
'haven't you contradicted your¬ 
selves and become men who are 
wrong in their judgment? 5 Listen, 
my dear fellow Christians, didn’t 
God choose those who are poor in 
the world to be rich in faith and 
inherit the kingdom He promised 
those who love Him? 6 But you 
have insulted the poor man. Don’t 
the rich oppress you and drag you 
into court? 7 Don’t they slander the 
beautiful name by which you were 
called the Lord’s own? a If you 
really do everything the royal law 
demands, as it is written: Love your 
neighbor like yourself, you’re doing 
right. 9 But if you prefer one to 
another, you’re sinning, and the Law 
convicts you of sin. 


Keep the Whole Law 

,0 lf you keep the whole Law but 
fail in one point, you’re guilty of 
breaking all of it. n The One who 
said: Don't commit adultery, also 
said: Don’t murder. If you don’t commit 
adultery but you murder, you’re a 
lawbreaker. "Talk and act as peo¬ 
ple who are going to be judged by 
the Law that brings liberty. 
"Anyone who shows no mercy will 
be judged without mercy. Mercy 
triumphs over judgment. 

Faith Is Active 

"What good does it do, my fellow 
Christians, if you say you have faith 
but don’t have any works? Can such 
a faith save you? ,5 If a Christian 
man or woman doesn’t have clothes 
or daily food I6 and one of you tells 
them, "Good-by, keep warm, and eat 
heartily,” but you don’t give them 
what the body needs, what good 
does it do? 17 So faith by itself, if it 
doesn’t have any works, is dead. 

"But somebody will say, "You 
have faith, and I have works.” Prove 
to me you have faith without any 
works, and by my works I’ll prove to 
you I have faith. ,9 You believe 
there is one God. Thai’s fine! The 
devils believe it too—and shudder. 

20 Do you want proof, you foolish 
fellow, that faith without works is 
dead? 2, Didn’t our father Abraham 
get to be righteous 3 on the basis of 
works when he offered his son Isaac 
on the altar? 22 You see his faith 
was active with works and by works 
reached its goal. “And what is 
written came true: Abraham be¬ 
lieved God and so was counted 
righteous and was called God’s 
friend. 24 You see a man gets to be 


a See note at Rom 3:20 
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righteous on the basis of his works 
and not by faith alone. “The same 
is true of the prostitute Rahab. 
Didn’t she get to be righteous on the 
basis of works when she welcomed 
the messengers and sent them away 
on a different road? “Just as the 
body without the spirit is dead, so 
faith without works is dead. 

Control Your Tongue 

Not many of you should become 
teachers, my fellow Christians, 
because you know we who teach 
will be judged more severely. 

2 A11 of us sin much. If anyone 
doesn’t sin in what he says, he’s a 
perfect man who can control his 
whole body. 3 If we put bits into the 
mouths of horses to make them obey 
us, we direct their whole bodies. 
“Look at the ships—so big and 
driven by strong winds; but a very 9Gn 3 , 
small rudder steers a ship anywhere 51 
the pilot wants it to go. 5 So the 
tongue is a small organ but can boast 
of big things. 

You know how just a spark will 
set a large forest on fire. “The 
tongue is a fire, a world of wrong! 

Set among the parts of our body, the 
tongue soils the whole body and 
enflames the course of life as it gets 
its fire from hell. 7 A human being 
can tame and has tamed all kinds of 
animals, birds, reptiles, and crea¬ 
tures in the sea. “But nobody can 
tame the tongue—a restless evil, full 
of deadly poison. 

*We praise the Lord and Father 
with our tongue and with it curse 
other people, who once were made 
like God. ’“Praise and cursing come 
from the same mouth. We mustn’t 
do that, my fellow Christians. 
"Does a spring from the same 
opening pour fresh and bitter 
water? ,2 My fellow Christians, can 


a fig tree produce olives? Or a 
grapevine figs? Neither can a salt 
spring produce fresh water. 

Wisdom from Above 

13 Is anyone of you wise and 
intelligent? In a gentle spirit of 
wisdom show by a good life what 
you can do. ’“But if you feel a bitter 
jealousy and a selfish ambition in 
your hearts, don’t brag and lie 
against the truth. “Such wisdom 
doesn't come from above, but from 
this earth, from this life, and from 
the devil. “Where there is such 
jealousy and selfishness, there is 
confusion and every kind of evil. 

’The wisdom that comes from 
above is first of all pure, then 
peaceful, gentle, willing to obey, full 
of mercy and good works, without 
doubts or hypocrisy. “When we 
work for peace, we sow in peace a 
seed that produces righteousness. 

Don't Love the World 

Why is there fighting and 
quarreling among you? Isn’t it 
because your cravings for pleasure 
are fighting in your bodies? 2 You 
want something but don’t get it, and 
so you kill. And you try to get 
something, but you can’t lay your 
hands on it, and so you quarrel and 
fight. You don’t get things, because 
you don’t ask for them. ’Oryouask 
for something but don’t get it 
because you want it for a wrong 
purpose—to spend it on your 
pleasures. 

“Adulterous people, don’t you 
know that to love the world is to 
hate God? If you want to be a friend 
of the world, you make yourself an 
enemy of God. 5 Or do you think the 
statement means nothing: "The 
Spirit whom He caused to live in us 
yearns for us even with jealousy"? 
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’'But Hr gives n greater blessing. 
And so it savs: God opposes the 
promt but is gracious to the 
humble. Then submit to God. 
Resist the devil and he will run 
away from you. "Come close to 
God, and He will come close to you. 
Wash your hands, you sinners, and 
purify your hearts, you doubters. 
“Be miserable, mourn, and cry. Turn 
your laughter into mourning and 
your joy into gloom. '“Humble 
yourselves before the Lord, and He 
will honor you.

Don't Swear 

"Above all things, my fellow 
Christians, don’t swear by heaven or 
by the earth or any other oath, but let 
your yes be just yes and your no be 
no, or you will be condemned for it. 
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The Power of Prayer 

n Is anyone of you suffering? Pray! 

Are you happy? Sing a song of 
praise! ‘"Is anyone of you sick? Call 
the elders of the church to pray over 
you, pouring on oil in the Lord’s 
name. ,5 And if you believe, your 
prayer will make the sick person „ Pl 1011 
well. The Lord will make him 
healthy, and if he feels guilty of sins, 
he will be forgiven. l6 Confess your 
sins to one another, and pray for one 
another to be healed. 

A good man can do much by 
praying vigorously. ,7 Elijah was a 


man just like us, and he prayed 
earnestly there should be no rain, 
and no rain fell on the ground for 
three years and six months. ’"Then 
he prayed again, and heaven sent 
rain, and the ground produced its 
crops. 

Bring Back the Lost 

,9 My fellow Christians, if one of 
you wanders away from the truth 
and someone brings him back, 
20 you should know that whoever 
brings a sinner back from his wrong 
way will save his soul from death 
and cover many sins.

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prison 20 who disobeyed long ago in 
the days of Noah when God waited 
patiently while the ark was being 
built, in which a few, that is, eight 
persons, were saved by water. Tn 
the same also, baptism now saves 
you—not by washing dirt from the 
body but by promising God to keep 
one's conscience clear—by the resur¬ 
rection of Jesus Christ, “who has 
gone to heaven and is at the right of 
God, where angels, rulers, and pow¬ 
ers have been put under Him. 

You Have Given Up Sin 

Now since Christ has suffered 
for us in His body, you, too, arm 
yourselves with the same way of 
thinking, that if you have suffered in 
your body, you have given up 
sin 2 and don’t follow human de¬ 
sires anymore but do what God 
wants as long as you live in this • 
world. 3 You spent enough time in 
the past doing what the world likes 
to do, when you lived in unbridled 
immorality, lusts, drunkenness, 
wild celebrations, drinking parties, 
and the abominable worship of 
idols. They’re surprised now you 
don’t plunge into the same flood of 
wild living with them, and they 
slander you. They will have to 
give an account to Him who is ready 
to judge the living and the dead. 
The dead also once heard the good 
news, so that they will be judged as 
human beings in their earthly life, 
but then will live like God by the 
Spirit. 

Love Fervently 

The end of everything is near. So 
be sensible and keep your heads 
clear for your prayers. "Above all. 
continue to love one another fer¬ 
vently, because love covers many 
sins . ^Welcome one another as 


guests without grumbling. ’"Serve 
one another, each with the gift he 
received, as good managers of the 
various gifts of God. Tf you speak, 
say what God says, ff you serve, do it 
with the strength God gives you so 
that in every way you glorify God 
through Jesus Christ. His is the glory 
and the power forever! Amen. 

You Share Christ's Sufferings 

“Dear friends, don’t be surprised 
that you’re being tested by a fiery 
trial as though something strange 
were happening to you. n But as 
you share Christ’s sufferings, be 
happy so that you will also enjoy the 
delights when His glory will be 
revealed. ,4 If you're insulted now 
for the name of Christ, you're happy 
because the Spirit of glory and 
power, the Spirit of God, is resting 
on you. 

,5 Of course, none of you should 
suffer as a murderer, a thief, a 
criminal, or one who meddles in the 
affairs of others. ‘"But if you suffer 
for being a Christian, don’t feel 
ashamed, but praise God with thal 
name. 17 It is time for the judgment 
to start in God's temple. But if it is 
starting with us, how will it end for 
those who refuse to listen to God’s 
good news? 

’"// it is hard for a righteous person 
to be saved, 

what will happen to the ungodly 
and the sinner? 

l9 So you, too, who suffer as God 
wants you to suffer, entrust your¬ 
selves to Him—you can trust Him 
who created you—and keep on 
doing good. 

To the Pastors 

I appeal to you pastors, I who 
also am a pastor. I saw Christ 
suffer, and I share in the glory that is 
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(o be revealed. 2 Be shepherds of 
God’s flock that is with you, 
watching over it, not because you 
must but willingly, as God would 
have you do it; ’not greedily but 
eagerly; not lording it over the 
people entrusted to you but being 
examples to the flock. "And when 
the Head Shepherd appears, you 
will win the unfading garland of 
glory. 

Humble Yourselves 

s In a similar way, you young 
people, submit to those who are 
older. 

All of you. put humility on as an 
apron before one another because 
God opposes the proud but is gra¬ 
cious to the humble. *Humble your¬ 
selves, then, under God’s mighty 
hand so that He may honor you 
when His time comes. 

Watch 

Throw all your worry on Him 


because He takes care of you. 
"Keep a clear head and watch! Your 
enemy, the devil, is prowling 
around like a roaring lion, looking 
for someone to devour. 9 Be strong 
in your faith and resist him, 
knowing that your fellow Christians 
in the world are paying the same 
price of suffering. ,0 After you have 
suffered a little while, the God of all 
grace, who called you in Christ Jesus 
S p,j ]4 to His everlasting glory, will make 
,PlSWJ you perfect, firm, and strong. “He 
has the power forever. Amen.

God’s Word 

“We didn’t follow any clever 
myths when we told you about the 
power of our Lord Jesus Christ and 
His coming.

2 And many 
will follow their immoral ways and 
cause people to slander the way of 
truth. J In their greed they will talk 
dishonestly to you to make a profit. 

A just punishment has long been 
getting ready for them, and destruc¬ 
tion has been watching for them. 

*God didn’t spare angels who 
sinned but put them into the gloomy 
dungeons of hell to be kept for 
judgment. s And He didn’t spare 
the ancient world but protected 
Noah, who preached righteousness, 
and seven others when He brought a 
flood on a world of ungodly 
people. 6 And He condemned the 
towns of Sodom and Gomorrah, 2 

destroyed them by burning them to 
ashes, and made them a warning to 
those who are going to be ungodly, 

? but He rescued righteous Lot, whom 
the wicked people vexed with their 
immoral life. 8 (Seeing and hearing 
the wicked things they did, this 
righteous man tortured his righteous 
soul day after day as he lived among 
them.) “The Lord knows how to 
rescue godly people when they are 
tested and to keep the wicked un¬ 
der punishment for the day of 
judgment, '“especially those who 
go lusting after sinful flesh to defile 
themselves and who despise the 
Lord. 

Bold and headstrong men, with¬ 
out trembling they slander beings of 
glory, "whom even angels, al¬ 
though they’re greater in strength 
and power, don’t condemn and 
abuse before the Lord. ,2 But like 
unthinking animals that are born to 
be physical, to be caught and killed, 


they slander what they don’t under¬ 
stand, and like animals they will be 
destroyed— 13 and so lose what 
they hoped to gain by their wrong¬ 
doing. 

Their idea of pleasure is to 
carouse in broad daylight. They are 
spots and faults! They enjoy deceiv¬ 
ing you while they feast with 
you. '“They have eyes only for an 
adulterous woman and are restlessly 
looking for sin. They try to trap weak 
souls. 

T heir hearts are trained to be 
greedy. Cursed people! ,s Leaving 
the right way, they’ve gone wrong. 
They've gone the way of Balaam, 
Beor’s son, who loved the reward he 
would get for doing wrong. ,6 But 
he was shown how wrong he was: A 
speechless donkey spoke with a 
human voice and didn't let the 
prophet go on in his crazy way. 

’They are dried-up springs, fogs 
driven by a storm. Dark gloom is 
reserved for them. l8 By talking 
high-sounding nonsense and using 
physical cravings they set traps 
baited with lusts for the people who 
are just escaping from those who 
live in error. '“Promising them 
freedom, they are themselves slaves 
of corruption—anyone is a slave of 
that which defeated him. 

20 lf by knowing the Lord and 
Savior Jesus Christ they escaped the 
world’s corruptions but are again 
entangled and conquered by them, 
these people are worse off in the end 
than they were before. 21 It would 
have been better for them never to 
have known the right way than to 
learn it and then turn their backs on 
the holy commandment that was 
given them. 22 The proverb is true 
that tells what happened to them: A 
dog goes back to what he has 
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vomited up . and a sow that has 
washed goes back to rolMn the mud. 

The World Will Be Destroyed 

Dear friends, this is now the 
second letter I’m writing you. In 
both of them I stir up your pure 
minds by reminding you *to think 
of what the holy prophets predicted 
and what the Lord and Savior 
ordered through your apostles. 

’First of all you should know that 
in the last days mockers, following 
their own impulses, will come 
mocking: •"He promised to come. 
What has happened? From the time 
the fathers went to their rest 
everything has stayed as it was since 
the world was first created." 

'When they insist on this, they 
forget that long ago God’s Word 
made the sky and formed the earth 
out of water and with water. Then 
this water also flooded the world 
and destroyed it. 7 And the -same 
Word has preserved the present 
heavens and the earth for the fire 
and keeps them for the day when the 
ungodly will be judged and de¬ 
stroyed. 

•Don’t forget, dear friends, with 
the Lord one day is like a thousand 
years, and a thousand years are like 
one day. The Lord isn’t slow to do 
what He promised, as some people 
think. He is patient with you and 
doesn't want any to perish but wants 
them all to turn from sin to Him. 


’The Lord’s day will come like a 
thief. On that day the heavens will 
pass away with a roar, the elements 
will be destroyed by heat—with the 
earth; and what was done on it will 
be shown. 

"Since all these things will be 
destroyed in this way, think how 
holy and godly you should live, 
’^waiting for and speeding the 
coming of God’s day that will 
destroy the heavens with fire and 
melt the elements with heat. n But 
according to His promise we expecl 
new heavens and a new earth where 
righteousness lives. "With this to 
look forward to, dear friends, do 
your best to have Him find you 
without a spot or a fault and at 
peace. 

ls Believe that our Lord’s patience 
means salvation, just as our dear 
BP,™* brother Paul wrote you according to 
13 «5 7 the wisdom given him. ,6 He talks 
about this in all his letters. Some 
things in them are hard to under¬ 
stand, and those who are ignorant 
and not well grounded misinterpret 
them as they do the rest of the Bible, 
and so they destroy themselves. 

,7 Now you, dear friends, are 
warned. Be on your guard, and don’t 
let men without principles sweep 
you off your feet by their error. 
'"But grow in God’s grace and in 
knowing our Lord and Savior Jesus 
Christ. To Him be glory now and 
forever. Amen. 
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I lT WAS THERE FROM THE BEGIN¬ 
NING, we heard It, we saw It 
with our eyes, we looked at It, and 
our hands touched It—we’re writing 
about the Word of Life. 2 That Life 
showed itself and we saw It, and 
now we testify and tell you about the 
everlasting Life that was with the 
Father and showed itself to us. J We 
saw and heard It, and we tell you 
about It so that you too will have It 
in fellowship with us. Our fellow¬ 
ship is with the Father and with His 
Son Jesus Christ. “We’re writing 
this so that our joy may be complete. 

s This is what we heard Him tell us 
and we’re telling you: God is Light, 
and there is nothing dark in 
Him. 6 If we say we share what He 
has but live in the dark, we’re lying 
and not living the truth. 

Jesus' Blood 

'If we live in the light as He is in 
the light, we have it in fellowship 
with one another, and the blood of 
Jesus, His Son, washes us clean from 
every sin. “If we say we don’t have 
any sin, we deceive ourselves, and 
the truth isn’t in us. “If we confess 
our sins, we can depend on Him to 
do what is right—He will forgive our 
sins and wash away every wrong. 
,0 If we say we haven’t sinned, we 
make Him a liar, and His Word is not 
in us. 

2 My children, I’m writing this to 
you to keep you from sinning. If 
anyone sins, we have One to plead 
for us with the Father—Jesus Christ, 


who is righteous. 2 He has paid for 
our sins, a and not for ours only but 
for the whole world. 

Live and Love 

3 We’re sure we know Him if we do 
what He orders us to do. “Anyone 
who says, “I know Him,” but doesn’t 
do what He orders is a liar and 
doesn’t have the truth. 5 But if you 
do what He says, God’s love has in 
you really accomplished what He 
wants. That’s how we know we’re in 
Him. 6 If you say, “I live in Him,” 
you should live just as He lived. 

7 Dear friends, I’m not writing you 
a new commandment but an old one 
that you had from the beginning. 
This old commandment is the Word 
you've heard. “On the other hand, 
I’m writing you a new command¬ 
ment, one that is real in Him and in

you. I know this because the 
darkness is passing away and the 
real light is already shining. 

“Anyone who says, “I am in the 
light,” but hates his brother is still in 
the dark. ,0 If you love your brother, 
you live in the light, and there’s 
nothing in you to offend anyone. 
"Anyone who hates his brother is in 
the dark and walks in the dark and 
doesn’t know where he’s going, 
because the darkness has blinded 
his eyes. 

Don't Love the World 

’Tm writing you, children, be¬ 
cause your sins are forgiven for His 
sake. n I’m writing you, fathers, 


a By His sacrifice Jesus wipes out our sins and changes God’s anger to love. 
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because you know Him who has 
been from the beginning. I’m writing 
you, young men, because you have 
conquered the evil one. I’m writing 
you, children, because you know the 
Father. ’Tm writing you, fathers, 
because you know Him who has 
been from the beginning. I’m writing 
you, young men, because you’re 
strong, God’s Word lives in you, and 
you conquered the evil one. 

,s Don’t love the world or anything 
in the world. If anyone loves the 
world, he doesn’t love the Father, 
,6 because everything in the world— 
the lust of the flesh, the lust of the 
eyes, and the vain display of 
property—doesn’t come from the 
Father but from the world. “And 
the world with its lust is passing 
away. But if you do what God wants, 
you live forever. 

’“Children, it is the last hour. You 
heard an antichrist is coming, and 
now many antichrists have come. 
That is how we know it is the last 
hour. '“They left us, but they never 
really belonged to us. If they had 
been a part of us, they would have 
stayed with us. But they left, to show 
that not all belong to us. 

You Have the Son 

2l The Holy One has anointed you, 
and now all of you know. 2 T’m 
writing you, not as though you don’t 
know the truth but because you 
know it and no lie comes from the 
truth. 

2Z Who is such a liar as he who 
denies Jesus is the promised Savior? 
He is the antichrist because he 
denies the Father and the Son. 
“Anyone who denies the Son 
doesn’t have the Father. If you 
confess the Son, you also have the 
Father. “Keep in you what you 
have heard from the beginning. If 


what you have heard from the 
beginning stays in you, you will live 
in the Son and in the Father. “And 
this is what He promised us— 
everlasting life! 

26 I’m writing you about those who 
are trying to lead you astray. “He 
anointed you, and that anointing 
stays in you, and you don’t need 
anyone to teach you. But as His 
anointing teaches you everything— 
and it is real and no lie—as He has 
taught you, live in Him. 

28 And now, children, live in Him 
so that when He appears we may be 
bold and not shrink from Him in 
shame when He comes. 

God’s Children 

”If you know He is righteous, you 
know that everyone who does right 
is His child. 

3 See how the Father has loved 
us—we are called God’s chil¬ 
dren, and that’s what we are. The 
world doesn’t know us, because it 
didn’t get to know Him. 2 Dear 
friends, we are now God’s children, 
but it hasn’t yet been shown what 
we’re going to be.

“Anyone who lives 'in sin is the 
devil’s child because the devil has 
been sinning from the beginning. 
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God’s Son appeared in order to undo 
the devil's works. “Everyone who 
is God's child refuses to sin. because 
God’s new life is in him, and he 
cannot sin. because he is God’s 
child. ,0 You can see who are God's 
children and who are the devil’s 
children: Anyone who doesn’t do 
right or love his brother isn't God’s 
child. 

Love One Another 

"This is the message you have 
heard from the beginning: Love one 
another. ,z Don't be like Cain. He 
was a son of the evil one and 
murdered his brother. And why did 
he murder him? Because he did 
wrong and his brother did right. 
"Don’t be surprised, fellow Chris¬ 
tians. if the world hates you. 

"We know we have come from 
death into life, because we love our 
fellow Christians. Anyone who 
doesn’t love stays dead. "Everyone 
who hates his brother is a murderer, 
and you know that no murderer has 
everlasting life remaining in him. 

"This is how we learned what 
love is: He gave His life for us. We 
too should give our lives for our 
fellow Christians. ,7 If anyone has 
this world’s goods and sees his 
fellow Christian is in need but shuts 
his heart against him, how can he 
still be loving God? '"Children, let 
us not love only in words or in talk, 
but let us put our love into action 
and make it real. 

"Th is is how we’ll know we’re 
born of the truth and will reassure 
ourselves before Him: '"Whenever 
our conscience condemns us, God is 
greater than our conscience and 
knows everything. “Dear friends, if 
our conscience doesn’t condemn us, 
we can talk boldly to God “and get 
from Him anything we ask because 


we obey His orders and do what 
pleases Him. “He orders us to 
believe in the name of His Son Jesus 
Christ and to love one another as He 
has ordered us to do. “Anyone 
who does what He orders lives in 
God and God in him. And this is 
how we know He lives in us: by the 
Spirit whom He has given us. 

False Prophets 

Dear friends, don’t believe every 
spirit, but test the spirits to see if 
they are from God. Many false 
prophets have gone out into the 
world. This is how you can 
recognize God’s Spirit: Every spirit 
who confesses that Jesus Christ has 
come in the flesh is from God. 
'And any spirit who doesn’t confess 
this Jesus isn’t from God. This is the 
spirit of the antichrist which you 
heard is coming, and here it is 
already in the world. 

Children, you are God’s family, 
and you have won a victory over 
these men because He who is in you 
is greater than he who is in the 
world. These men belong to the 
world. That is why they speak the 
thoughts of the world, and the world 
listens to them. 6 We are God’s 
children. Anyone who knows God 
listens to us. Anyone who is not 
God’s child will not listen to us. In 
this way we can tell what is the 
spirit of truth and what is the spirit 
of error. 

God's Love in Us 

7 Dear friends, let us love one 
another because love comes from 
God and everyone who loves is 
God’s child and knows God. "He 
who doesn't love hasn’t learned to 
know God, because God is Love. 
"God has shown us His love by 
sending His only-begotten Son into 
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(he world for us to live through Him. 
'"This is love, not that we loved God 
but that He loved us and sent His 
Son to pay for our sins. “Dear 
friends, if that's how God loved us. 
then we should love one another. 
,2 Nobody has ever seen God. If we 
love one another. God lives in us. 
and His love has accomplished in us 
what He wants. ^This is how we 
know we live in Him and He in us: 
He has given us some of His Spirit. 

,4 We have seen and can tell the 
truth that the Father sent His Son to 
save the world. ,5 If you confess 
Jesus is God’s Son, God lives in you 
and you in God. ,6 And we have 
come to know and believe the love 
God has for us. God is Love, and if 
you live in love, you live in God, and 
God lives in you. 

,7 His love has accomplished what 
He wants when we can look ahead 
confidently to the day of judgment 
because we are what He is in this 
world. 1B Such love isn’t terrified, 
but the finest love throws out terror. 
We are terrified by punishment, and 
if we're terrified, our love isn’t at its 
best. 

,9 We love because He first loved 
us. 20 If anyone says, “I love God,” 
but hates his brother, he’s a liar. If 
anyone doesn't love his brother 
whom he has seen, he can’t love God 
whom he hasn’t seen. 2, And this is 


the order He gave us: If you love 
God, love your brother. 

5 Everyone who believes Jesus is 
the promised Savior is God’s 
child. And everyone who loves the 
Father loves the Father’s child. 
2 We know we love God’s children 
when we love God and do what He 
orders us to do. 3 Loving God means 
we do what He orders. And what He 
orders is no burden. 

God's Life in Us 

4 Every child of God conquers the* 
world. Our faith is the victory over 
the world. 5 Who conquers the 
world but he who believes Jesus is 
God’s Son? 

"This is He who came by water 
and blood—Jesus Christ. Not by 
water only but by water and blood. 
And the Spirit is telling the truth 
because the Spirit is the truth 
7 There are three who bring us the 
truths ®the Spirit, the water, and 
the blood, and these three have one 
purpose. 

9 If we accept the testimony of 
men, God’s testimony is greater 
because God’s testimony is the truth 
He told about His Son. ,0 If you 
believe in God’s Son. you have in 
you the testimony of the truth. 
Anyone who will not believe God 
has made Him a liar because he 
hasn’t believed the truth God told 
about His Son. 


b Our oldest manuscripts lack vv. 7b-8a: "in heaven: the Father, the Word, and 
the Holy Spirit, and these three are one. And there are three testifying on earth 
Early in the 16th century an editor translated these words from Latin manuscripts 
and inserted them in his Greek New Testament. Erasmus took them from this 
Greek New Testament and inserted them in the third edition (1522) of his Greek 
New Testament. Luther used the text prepared by Erasmus. But even though the 
inserted words taught the Trinity. Luther ruled them out and never had them in 
his translation. In 1550 Bugenhagen objected to these words ”on account of the 
truth." In 1574 Feyerabend. a printer, added them to Luther's text, and in 1501 > 
they appeared in the Wittenberg copies. 
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n He told us this truth that God has 
given us everlasting life and this life 
is in His Son. ,2 If you have the Son, 
vou have life. If you don’t have 
God’s Son, you don’t have life. 
'Tm writing you this so that you 
who believe in the name of God’s 
Son will know vou have everlasting 
life. 

M We feel sure of Him that if we ask 
for anything according to His will, 
He listens to us. ,5 And if we know 
He listens to us whatever we ask, we 
know we gel what we ask Him 
for. ,6 If anyone sees His brother 
sinning but the sin isn’t deadly, he 
should pray, and God will give him 
life for those who sin if the sin isn’t 


deadly. There is a sin that’s deadly; I 
don’t tell you to pray for it. "Every 
kind of wrong is sin, but there is a 
sin that isn’t deadly. 

lfl We know that no child of God 
goes on sinning, but God’s Son 
protects him, and the evil one 
doesn’t touch him. ,9 We know 
we’re God’s children, and the whole 
world is in the power of the evil one. 

Z0 We know God’s Son came and 
gave us the understanding to know 
Him who is real, and we are in Him 
who is real, in His Son Jesus Christ. 
He is the true God and everlasting 
life. 2 l Children, keep away from 
idols.

5 And if 
anyone wants to hurt them, fire 
comes out of their mouths and 
consumes their enemies, that is how 
anyone who wants to hurt them 
must be killed. *They have the 
power to shut up the sky and keep 
rain from falling during the days 
when they are speaking God's Word 
and the power over waters to turn 
them into blood and to strike the 
earth with any plague as often as 
they want to. 
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7 “When they finish testifying, the 
animal coming up out of the abyss 
will fight with them, conquer them, 
and kill them.

The Psalms in Our Life 

If long ago we had been among God's 
people going lo a festival, we would have 
sung psalms on the way to Jerusalem, 
heard them sung in the temple, and hum¬ 
med them on the way home. 

If on that evening before the crucifixion 
we had been walking along the street 
outside the upper room, we would have 
heard above us Jesus and His disciples 
singing Psalms 113-110. Those who were 
near the cross heard Him pray psalms in 
His agony. 

And that night when Paul and Silas 
were in the inner cell of the Philippi pris¬ 
on with their feet fastened in the stocks, 
the songs the others heard them sing 
probably were psalms. 

The psalms were the language people 
used to talk to God. They were the stairs 
on which they stepped up to His throne. 
They were the incense carrying the 
people's needs up to the Lord. And so they 
are the beating heart of the Old Testa¬ 
ment. Much of the Old Testament tells us 
what happened to the people. The psalms 
tell us what happened in them. 

The psalms tell us what man is. Here he 
opens his heart to pour out his thoughts 
and feelings. Utterly honest, David and 
others tell about their sins, unworthiness, 
biller shame, anguish, and yearning for 
God. They tell us what God is—a holy 
God. crushing the wicked, and yet a God 
whose fury over sin—as He bends over 
the blood sprinkled on the atoning cover 
of the ark—turns to love. This God, Mak¬ 
er of heaven and earth, forgives the sin¬ 
ner and gives him a righteousness that 
makes him open up like a flower to the sun 
and reach for fellowship with God, the joy 
of his life. 

Athanasius called the psalms “the 
mirror of the soul." Here we see our¬ 


selves with the eyes of the psalmist and 
feel our wrongs with his conscience. With 
him we find light for our darkness, a 
cleansing away of every blot, healing for 
every pain, refreshment when we’re 
weary, hope when we're discouraged, 
certainty when we're in doubt, and for 
all our longings a fulfillment in God. 

In many psalms we see David, a man 
after God’s own heart. But from them 
rises another Person, deeper in His being 
and high as heaven in His majesty, no 
more like David than a giant is like a 
baby. 

Take Psalm 22. First read it as though 
it were only David speaking. Was he real¬ 
ly forsaken by God, “a worm and no man, 
scorned by men and despised by people." 
and completely in the hands of enemies? 
Were his clothes taken away and divided 
by lot among his executioners? Was he 
“laid in the dust of death"? No, it doesn't 
fit. But now have Christ before your eyes 
and ask the same questions. Each point 
fits. And so Psalm 22 concludes: 

"Those of a coming age are told 
about the Lord. 

They will come and tell a people 
still to be born about His righteous¬ 
ness—He has done it!" 
the last words giving us the Savior’s 
triumph on the cross (John 19:30). 

There are many who fail to see Christ 
in the psalms. For them they are beauti¬ 
ful lyrics of men living close to God but 
without the prophetic function of pointing 
to the coming Savior. 

If we don’t see Christ in the psalms, our 
eyes are closed. Jesus said (Luke 24:44- 
46), “ ‘I told you that everything written 
about Me in the law of Moses, the proph¬ 
ets, and the psalms must come true.' 
Then He opened their minds to under¬ 
stand the Bible. ‘This,’ He told them, is 
what is written: The promised Savior will 
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suffer and rise from the dead on the 
third day.' ” Christ did not project Him* 
self into the Old Testament—He is there! 
A closed mind can't see Him. An open 
mind will see Him. 

God planned to save us. That plan is 
centered in Christ. In Him we have God’s 
truth, way. life, and glory. What the 
psalms say of the Lord of Israel revealing 
Himself, judging and forgiving His people, 
saving them, living among them, gathering 
them, and leading them to Himself comes 
to us concretely in the Word made flesh, 
telling the truth from heaven, suffering 
and dying for our sins, rising, and ascend* 
ing. 

God doesn't want anyone to miss seeing 
Christ in the psalms, and so He has given 
us a set of double witnesses, those in the 
psalms and those in the New Testament, 
like two parallel sets of spotlights that 
for every reader light up the person and 
work of Christ. 

This double spotlight is on the Lord's
